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ISAIAH. 


Chap.  I, 


1  The  vision  of  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz,  which  he  foresaw 
concerning  Judah  and  Jerusalem}  in  the  days  of  U zziah, 

2  Jotham,  Ahaz,  and  Hezekiah,  kings  of  Judah.  Hear,  O 
heavens,  and  give  ear,  O  earth ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken : 
Children  have  I  brought  up,1  and  raised,  and  they  have  rebelled9 

3  against  roe :  -An  ox9  knoweth  its  possessor,  and  an  ass  his 
owner’s  stable :  but  Israel  doth  not  know,  my  people  doth  not 

4  consider.  Woe,  sinful  nation,  people  laden  with  iniquity, 
seed  of  evil-doers,  corrupting  children  t  they  have  for¬ 
saken  the  Eternal,  they  have  rejected  the  Holy  One  of 

5  Israel,  they  have  receded,  go tag  backwards.  Whither4 
will  ye  be  smitten  any  more,  that  yon  continue  your 
defection?  The  whole  head  is  sickness,  and  the  whole 

6  heart  faintness.  From  the  sole?  of  the  foot  even  unto  the 
head  tJtere  is  no  soundness  in  it;  but  wounds,  and  wheals, 
and  fresh  sores:4  they  have  not  been  compressed,  neither 

*1  bound  up,  neither  mollified  with  oil.  Your  country  is  desolate, 
your  cities  are  humt  with  fire :  your  ground — strangers7  devour* 
it  opposite  you,  and  it  Is  desolate,  as  an  overthrow  by  strangers.1 

8  And  the  daughter  of  Zion  is  left  as  a  booth  in  a  vineyard, 
as  a  lodge  in  a  garden  of  cucumbers,  as  a  besieged  city. 

9  Except  the  Eternal  of  hosts  had  left  unto  us  a  very  small 

1  magnified.  -  tmnHgrmcd,  9  one  at  the  herd.  *  upon  nh&t.  5  hollnr.  6  smiling. 

7  laymen*  *  eat. 
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remnant,  we  should  hare  been  as  Sodom,  and  we  should  have 
been  like  unto  Gomorrah. 

10  Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  ye  captains  of  Sodom ;  give 
ear  unto  the  law  of  out  God,  ye  people  of  Gomorrah  : 

1 1  For  what  is  the  multitude  of  your  sacrifices  unto  me  ? 
saith  the  Eternal :  I  am  full1  of  the  burnt-offerings  of  rams, 
and  the  fat  of  fat  calves ;  and  I  delight  not  in  the 

12  blood  of  balls,  or  of  lambs,  or  of  h e-goats.  When  ye  come 
to  appear  before  me,  who  hath  sought  this  at  your  hand 

13  to  tread  down  my  inclosures  ?  Continue  not  to  bring  oblations 
of  vanity,  incense  of  abomination  are  they  to  me ;  as  also  new 
moons3  and  Sabbaths,  the  calling  of  convocation  ;  I  cannot 

14  bear  iniquity  and  restriction.  Your  new  moons3  and  your 
appointed  seasons  my  soul  hateth  :  they  are  a  cumbntncs  unto 

15  me ;  I  am  weary  to  bear  them.  And  when  ye  spread  forth 
your  hands3  I  will  hide  mine  eyes  from  you;  yea,  when  ye 
multiply  prayers  I  will  not  hear :  your  hands  are  full  of  blood. 

1 6  Love  you,  make  you  clean ;  remove  the  evil  of  your  doings 

17  from  before  mine  eyes ;  cease  to  do  evil ;  Learn  to  do  well : 
seek4  judgment,  make  happy  the  oppressed;  judge  the  father¬ 
less  ;  plead4  for  the  widow. 

18  Come  now,  and  let  us  argue,  saith  the  Eternal ;  Though  your 
sins  be  as  scarlet,4  they  shall  be  as  white  as  Bnnw  ;  though  they 

19  be  red  like  crimson,’  they  shall  be  as  wooL  If  ye  be  willing  and 

20  obedient,  ye  shall  eat  the  good  of  the  land:  But  if  ye  refuse 
and  rebel,  ye  shall  be  devoured  with  the  sword :  for  the  mouth 

21  of  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  it.  How  is  the  faithful  town  become 
a  harlot;  full  of  judgment ;  righteousness  lodged  in  it ;  but 

22  now  murderers.  Thy  silver  is  become  dross,  thy  beverage 

23  mixed  with  water ;  Thy  officers  are  refractory,  and  companions 
of  thieves :  every  one  loveth  bribery,  and  pursued)  after 
rewards :  they  judge  not  the  fatherless,  neither  doth  the  strife 
of  a  widow  come  unto  them. 

24  Therefore  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord,  the  Eternal  of  hosts, 
the  mighty  One  of  Israel,  Ah,  I  will  ease*  me  of  mine  adversaries, 

25  and  avenge  me  of  mine  enemies :  And  I  will  turn’  my  hand 
upon  thee,  and  refine  as  with  ley  thy  dross,  and  remove  all  alloy. 

26  And  I  will  restore  thy  judges  as  at  the  first,  and  thy  counsellors 
as  at  the  beginning  :  afterwards,  thou  sbalt  be  called,  The  city 

27  of  the  righteousness,  faithful  town.  Zion  shall  be  redeemed10 

28  with  judgment^  and  those  returning,  with  righteousness.  And 
the  breach  of  transgressors  and  of  sinners  shall  be  together, 
and  they  that  forsake  the  Eternal  shall  be  consumed.11 

29  For  they  shall  he  ashamed  of  the  rams  which  ye  have  coveted, 
and  ye  shall  be  confounded  for  the  gardens  that  ye  have 


1  satisfied.  *  month.

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30  chosen.  For  ye  shall  be  as  a  terebinth  whose  leaf  fadeth, 

31  and  as  a  garden  that  hath  no  water.  And  the  potent  shall  be 
as  tow,  and  the  worker  of  it  as  a  spark,  and  they  shall 
both  be  consuming  together,  and  none  snail  quench  them. 


Chap.  II. 

1  Tns  word  that  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz  foresaw  concerning 

2  Judah  and  Jerusalem.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the 
remoteness  of  the  days,  that  the  mountain  of  the  house  of 
the  Eternal  shall  be  established  in  the  top1  of  the  mountains, 
and  shall  bo  exalted  above  lulls;  and  all  the  nations  shall 

3  stream  unto  It.  And  many  peoples  shall  go  and  say.  Come  ye, 
and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Eternal,  to  the  house 
of  the  God  of  Jacob  ;  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his  ways,  and 
we  will  go  in  his  paths ;  for  out  of  Zion  shall  go  forth  law, 

4  and  the  word  of  the  Eternal  from  Jerusalem.  And  he  shall 
judge  among  the  nations,  and  shall  rebuke*  many  peoples ; 
and  they  shall  beat  their  swords  into  coulters,  and  their  spears 
into  pruning  hooks :  nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword  against 
nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more. . 

5  0  house  of  Jacob,  come  ye,  and  let  us  go  in  the  light  of  the 

6  Eternal.  For  thou  hast  abandoned  thy  people,  O  house  of  Jacob, 
for  they  were  full  of  the  east,  and  of  observers  of  clouds  like 
the  Philistines,  and  they  please  themselves  in  the  children 

7  of  aliens.  His  land  also  is  full  of  silver  and  gold,  neither  it 
there  any  limit  to  his  treasures  ;  his  land  is  also  full  of 

8  horses,  neither  is  there  any  limit  to  his  chariots.3  His  land 
also  is  full  of  idols  ;  he  prostrates  himself  to  the  work  of 

9  his  own  hands,  that  which  his  own  fingers  have  made.  And 
the  commoner4  howetli  down,  and  the  distinguished1  humbleth 

10  himself ;  therefore  hear  not  with  them.  Enter*  into  the 
crag  and  hide'  thee  in  the  dust,  for  dread  of  the  Eternal, 

1 1  and  for  the  glory  of  his  excellency.  The  eyes  of  the  loftiness  of 
the  commoner4  are  low,  and  the  haughtiness  of  the  distinguished* 
shall  be  bowed  down,  and  the  Eternal  alone  shall  be  exalted  in 
that  day. 

13  For  a  day  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  shall  be  upon  every  one 
that  is  proud  and  lofty,  and  upon  every  one  that  is  lifted 

13  up,  and  he  shall  he  low,  And  upon  all  the  cedars  of 
the  Lebanon,  that  are  lolly  and  lifted  up,  and  upon  all  the 

14  oaks  of  Bashan,  And  upon  all  the  lofty  mountains!,  and 

15  upon  all  the  hills  that  are  lifted  up.  And  upon  every  high 

J  head,  -  argue.  J  carriages.  1  Adam.  4  a  man.  4e  come.  1  secrete.  B  inen- 
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tower,  and  upon  every  fortified  rampart,  And  upon  all  the 

16  ships  of  Tarshish,  and  upon  all  pictures  of  pleasantness. 

17  And  the  haughtiness  of  the  commoner1  shall  bow  down,  and  the 
loftiness  of  the  .distinguished3  shall  be  low ;  and  the  Eternal  alone 

18  shall  he  exalted  in  that  day.  And  the  idols  he  shall  utterly 

19  abolish.3  And  they  shall  come  into  the  caves  of  crags,  and  into 
the  hollows  of  the  earth,  for  dread  of  the  Eternal,  and  for  the 
glory  of  his  excellency  when  he  ariseth  to  terrify  the  earth. 

90  In  that  day  a 'man  shall  cast  his  idols  of  silver,  and  his  idols 
of  gold,  which  they  made  each  one  for  himself  to  prostrate 

21  himself  to  the  moles,4  and  to  the  bats;  To  come  into 
the  clefts  of  the  crags,  and  into  the  fissures  of  the  rocks, 
foT  dread  of  the  Eternal,  and  for  the  glory  of  his  excellency, 

22  when  he  ariseth  to  terrify  the  earth.  Cease  ye  from  man, 
in  whose  nostrils  is  breath;  for  wherein  is  he  to  be  accounted  of? 

Chap.  III. 

1  Fob,  behold,  the  Lord,  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  doth  remove 
from  Jerusalem,  and  from  Judah,  the  stay  and  the  support, 

2  the  whole  stay  of  bread,  and  the  whole  stay  of  water.  The 
hero,  and  the  man  of  war,  the  judge,  and  the  prophet,  and  the 

3  diviner,  and  the  old  man,  The  officer  over  fifty,  and  the 
honourable  man5,  and  the  counsellor,  and  the  wise  of  artificers, 

4  and  the  master  of  enchantment*  And  I  will  give  children 

5  to  be  their  officers,  and  babes  shall  rule  over  them.  And  the 
people  shall  be  exacting  with  each  other,’  and  every 
one*  with  his  fellow :  the  boy  shall  behave  himself  proudly 

G  against  the  old,  and  the  base  against  the  honourable.  When 
a  man  shall  take  hold  of  his  brother,  of  the  house  of  his  father, 
saying,  Thou  hast  an  outer  garment,  be  thou  our  captain, 

7  and  let  this  ruin  be  under  thy  hand :  In  that  day  shall  he 
lift  up  his  hand ,  saying,  I  will  not  be  an  healer  ;*  for  in  my 
house  is  neither  bread  nor  outer  garment:  make11  me  not 

S  a  captain  of  the  people.  For  Jerusalem  has  stumbled,  and 
Judah  is  fallen ;  because  their  tongue  and  their  doings  are 
against  the  Eternal  to  rebel  against  the  eyes  of  his  glory. 

9  The  shew  of  their  faces  doth  witness11  against  them,  and  they 
tell  their  sin  as  Sodom,  they  withold  it  not :  woe  unto  their 

10  soul  1  for  they  have  requited  evil  unto  themselves.  Say  ye 
to  the  righteous,  hecause  he  is  good ;  that  they  shall  eat  the 

1 1  fruit  of  their  doings.  Woe  unto  toe  wicked  £  because  he  ix 
bad,  that,  according  to  the  work13  of  his  hands  shall  be  done  to 

12  him.  As  for  my  people,  its  task  masters  are  infants,  and 
women  rule  over  them.  O  my  people,  they  who  are  to  lead 

1  Adam.  2  men.  3  ctfengc.  *  digger  after  fruits.  *  lifted  up  of  face.  0  intelligent  in 

wbUpcr.  7  man  with  man,  s  and  a  man.  9  Under  up.  tv  puL  71  answer.  IJ  recital 
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thee  to  happiness,  cause  thee  to  err,  and  destroy1  the  way  of  thy 

13  paths.  The  Eternal  standeth  up’  to  plead,3  and  standeth  to 

14  judge  peoples.  The  Eternal  will  enter  into  judgment  with 
the  elders  of  his  people,  and  the  officers  thereof:  for  ye  have 
eaten  up4  the  vineyard ;  the  spoil  of  the  poor  is  in  your  houses. 

15  What  mean  ye3  that  ye  beat  my  people  to  pieces,  and  grind 
the  faces  of  the  poor?  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  God 

16  of  hosts.  Moreover,  the  Eternal  saith.  Because  the  daughters 
of  Zion  axe  haughty,  and  walk  with  inclined  throats,  and 
wanton  eyes,  walking,  and  mincing||  as  they  go,  and  making 

17  a  tinkling  with  their  feet:  Therefore  the  Lord  will  smite 
with  a  scab  the  crown  of  the  head  of  the  daughters  of  Zion, 

18  and  the  Eternal  will  discover  their  secret  parts.  In  that 
day  the  Eternal  will  remove  the  splendour  of  their  tinkling 
ornaments  about  their  feet3  and  their  cauls,  and  their  crescent 

19  shaped  ornaments.  The  chains,'  and  the  bracelets,  and 

20  the  mufflers.  The  bonnets,  and  the  foot-chains,  and  the 

21  waist-bands,  and  the  scent-bottles,  and  the  amulets.  The 

22  rings,  and  nose-pendants.  Hie  holiday  apparel,  and  the 

23  mantles,  and  the  wide  dress,  and  the  bags,||  The  mirrors, {[ 

24  and  the  shirts  and  the  hoods,  and  the  veils.  And  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  that  instead  of  aromatic,  there  shall 
he  putrefaction}  and  instead  of  a  girdle,  a  rent ; ||  and  instead 
of  well-set  hair,  baldness;  and  instead  of  a  stomacher, ||  .a 

25  girding  of  sackcloth ;  and  burning  instead  of  beauty.  Thy 

26  men  shall  hill  by  the  sword,  and  thy  might  in  the  war.  And 
her  entrances  shall  wail  and  mourn :  and  she,  being  desolate,7 
shall  sit  upon  the  earth. 


Chap.  TV. 

1  And  seven  women  shall  m  that  day  take  hold  of  one  man, 
saying.  We  will  eat  our  bread,  and  put  on  oar  apparel  ;*  ouly 
let  us  be  called  by  thy  name,  to  remove'  our  disgrace. 

2  In  that  day  shall  the  branch1'  of  the  Eternal  be  beau¬ 
tiful11  and  glorious,  and  the  fruit  of  the  earth  shall  be. 
excellent  and  comely1*  for  them  that  are  escaped  of  Israel. 

3  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  he  that  remametb  in  Zion, 
and  he  that  is  left  in  Jerusalem,  shall  be  called  holy,  even  every 

4  one  that  is  written  among  the  living  in  Jerusalem  :  When  the 
Eternal  shall  have  washed  away  the  filth  of  the  daughters  of 
Zion,  and  shall  have  purged  the  blood  of  Jerusalem  from 
the  midst  thereof,  by  the  spirit  of  jndgment,  and  by  the 

5  spirit  of  destruction.  And  the  Eternal  will  create  upon  every 

1  swallow,  -  U  pbcwL  a  quarrel.  4  put  away*  6  (9  you.  °  drops.  *  7  cknied 
*  outlet  garment*  v  gather*  J0  growth*  11  to  a  guzdlc*  to  ft  splendour* 
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establishment  of  mount  Zion,  and  upon  her  convocations,  a 
cloud  and  smoke  aH  day,  and  the  shining  of  a  flaming  fire  by 
G  night :  for  over  all  is  glory,  a  defence.  And  it  shall  be  a 
booth  for  a  shadow  in  the  day-time  from  the  heat,  and  for  a 
place  of  refuge,  and  for  a  covert  from  storm  and  from  rain. 


Chap,  V. 

1  Now  will  I  sing  to  my  well-beloved  a  song  of  my  beloved1 
touching  his  vineyard.  My  well-beloved  hath  a  vineyard  in  a 

2  very  fruitful  hill And  he  entrenched  it,  and  gathered  out  the 
stones  thereof,  and  planted  It  with  the  choicest  vine,  and  built 
a  tower  in  the  midst  of  it,  and  also  made  a  wine-press  therein : 
and  he  hoped  that  it  would  bring  forth1  grapes,  and  it  brought 

3  forth*  -wild  grapes.  And  now,  O  inhabitant  of  Jerusalem,  and 
man  of  Judah,  pray,  judge  betwixt  me  and  my  vineyard. 

4  What  could  have  been  done  more  to  my  vineyard  that  I  have 
not  done  in  it  ?  why,  when  I  hoped  that  it  would  bring  forth' 

5  grapes,  brought  it  forth5  wild  grapes  ?  And  now,  will  I  make 
known  to  you  what  I  will  do  to  my  vineyard  :  I  will  remove 
the  hedge  thereof,  and  it  shall  become  pasture;  and  break 
down11  the  fence  thereof,  aud  it  shall  be  a  place  trodden  down : 

6  And  I  will  make7  it  a  desolation :  it  shall  not  he  pruned  nor 
hoed;  but  there  shall  come  up  briersjj  and  thorns  :j[  I  will 
also  command  the  thick  clouds  that  they  rain  no  rain  upon  it. 

7  For  the  vineyard  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  iff  the  house  of  Israel, 
and  the  men  of  Judah  the  plant  of  his  fondness :  and  he 
hoped  for  judgment,  but  behold  oppression ;  |j  for  righteousness, 

8  but  behold  a  cry.  Woe  unto  them  that  join  house  to  house, 
that  lay*  field  to  field,  till  there  he  no  place,  that  you  may  be 

9  placed  alone  in  the  midst  of  tbe  land)  In  mine  ears,  said 
the  Eternal  of  hosts,  if  not  many  houses  shall  be  desolate, 

10  even  great  and  fair,9  without  inhabitant....  For,  ten  acres  of 
vineyard  shall  yield10  one  bath,  and  the  seed  of  an  homer  shall 

11  yield10  an  ephah.  Woe  unto  them  that  rise  up  early  in  the 
morning,  that  they  may  follow  strong  drink ;  protracting  it  in 

12  the  twilight,  till  wine  heats  them !  And  the  harp  and  the 
viol,{j  the  tabret  and  pipe,  and  wine,  are  in  their  feasts :  but 
they  regard  not  the  operation  of  the  Eternal,  neither  see  the 

13  work  of  his  hands.  Therefore  my  people  are  gone  into 
exile,  .for  want  of  knowledge;  and  their  honourable  men11 
die  of  famine,  and  their  multitude  are  parched  with  thirst. 

14  Therefore  Che  grave  hath  enlarged  herself,12  and  eagerly  opened 

1  unde*  '■*  hunk  sqb  of  oil*  3  make.  *  made.  5  make.  *  remove,  7  set,  *  approach* 

*  good.  10  make*  n  honour.  her  soul* 
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her  mouth  without  measure  :l  and  their  glory,  and  their 

15  multitude,  and  their  pomp,  shall  go  down  and  revel  in  it.  And 
a  commoner1  was  brought  down,  and  a  -  mighty  man  was 

16  low,  and  the  eyes  of  the  lofty  shall  he  humbled :  And 
the  Eternal  of  hosts  was  exalted  in  judgment,  and  .  God  that  is 

17  holy,  was  sanctified  in.  righteousness.  Then  shall  the  lambs 
feed  as  on  their  pasturage,  and  the  waste  places  of  the  fat  ones 

18  shall  strangers  eat.  Woe  unto  them  that  draw  the  iniquity 
with  cords  of  the  vanity,  and  sin  as  it  were  with  the  waggon- 

19  rope !  That  say,  Let  him  hasten,  and  despatch  his  work,  that 
we  may  see  it :  and  let  the  counsel  of  the  Holy  Oue  of  Israel 

SO  approach  and  come,  that  we  may  know  it  t  Woe  unto  them 
that  call  the  evil  good,  and  the  good  evil ;  that  put  da-rlnioga 
for  light,  and  light  for  darkness ;  that  pnit  bitter  for 

21  sweet,  and  sweet  for  bitter  [  Woe  unto  them  that  are 
wise  in  their  ovm  eyes,  and  understanding  in  their  own 

22  sight  l1  Woe  unto  them  that  are  heroes  to  drink  wine, 

23  and  men  of  force  to  mingle  strong  drink:  Justify,  the 
wicked  for1  bribery,  and  remove  the  righteousness  of  the 

24  righteous  from  him !  Therefore  as  the  tongue  of  fire  devoureth3 
stubble,  and  the  flame  cousumetk6  hay,  so  their  root  shall  he  as 
rottenness,  and  their  blossom  shall  go  up  as  dust:  Because 
they  have  rejected  the  law  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  and  scorned 

25  the  saying  of  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  Therefore  the  wrath 
of  the  Eternal  gloweth  against  his  people,  and  hath  stretched 
forth7  his  hand  against  them,  and  hath  smitten  them  :  and  the 
mountains  were  agitated,  and  their  carcases  are  like  the  sweep¬ 
ings  in  the  midst  of  the  streets.  For  all  this  his  wrath  is  not 

26  turned  away,*  but  his  hand  is  stretched  out  still.  And  he  will 
lift  up  a  banner  to  the  nations  from  far,  and  will  hiss  unto  him 
from  the  extremity  of  the  earth :  and,  behold,  a  swift  one  shall 

27  come  speedily.  There  is  no  one  faint  and  stumbling  among 
him  ;  none  shall  slumber  nor  sleep ;  neither  shall  the  girdle 
of  his  loins  be  opened,  nor  the  latchet  of  his  shoes  he  broken  :* 

2S  Whose  arrows  are  sharp,  and  all  his  bows  bent,  his  horses’ 
hoofs  were  counted1®  like  flint,  and  his  wheels  like  a  whirlwind : 

29  His  roaring  is  like  a  lioness,  he  shall  roar  like  young  lions : 
yea,  he  shall  growl,  and  seize  the  prey,  and  shall  carry  it  away 

30  safe,  and  none  shall  deliver  it.  And  in  that  day  he  shall  roar 
against  them  like  the  roaring  of  the  sea ;  and  if  one  look  unto 
the  earth,  behold  darkness ;  distress,  and  then  light;  it  is  dark 
in  the  heavensjj  thereof.

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Chap.  VL 

1  Tn  the  year  of  the  death  of  the  king  Uzziah,  I  saw  the  I*ord  sitting 
upon  a  throne,1  lofty  and  lifted  up,  and  his  train  filled  the  temple.- 

2  Above  it  stood  seraphim :  each  one  had  six  wings  f  with  twain 
he  covered  his  face,  and  with  twain  he  covered  his  feet,  and 

3  with  twain  he  did  fly.  And  one  called  unto  another,  and  said. 
Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Eternal  of  host;  the  whole  earth  is  the 

4  fulness  of  his  glory.  And  the  posts  of  the  door{|  moved  at  the 
voice  of  him  that  called,  and  the  house  was  filled  with  smoke. 

5  Then  said  I,  Woe  is  me  1  for  I  a brought  to  silence  ;  because 
I  am  a  man  of  unclean  lips,  and  I  abide  in  the  midst  of  a 
people  of  unclean  lips  :  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  the  King,  the 

6  Eternal  of  hostss.  Then  flew  one  of  the  seraphim  unto  me, 
having  a  glowing  stone  in  his  hand,  which  he  hod  taken  with 

7  tongs  from  off  the  altar;  And  he  made  it  touch  my  mouth, 
and  said,  Lo,  thi s  hath  touched  thy  lips,  and  thine  iniquity  is 

8  removed,  and  thy  sin  expiated.  Also  I  heard  the  voice  of  the 
Lord,  saying.  Whom  shall  I  send,  and  who  will  go  for  us  ? 

9  Then  I  said.  Here  am  I ;  send  me.  And  he  said,  Go  and  tell 
this  people.  Hear  ye  indeed,  but  understand  not ;  and  see  ye 

10  indeed,  but  know  not.  Make  the  heart  of  this  people  fat,  and 
make  their  ears  heavy,  and  close  up  their  eyes ;  lest  they  see 
with  their  eyes,  and  hear  with  their  ears,  and  understand  with 

11  their  heart,  and  return,  and  he  healed.  Then  said  I,  Lord, 
how  long  ?  And  he  said,  Until  the  cities  be  wasted  without 
inhabitant,  and  the  houses  without  man,  and  the  ground 

12  be  wasted  unto  desolation.  And  the  Eternal  have  carried 
men  far  away,  and  the  depopulation  be  great*  in  the  midst  of 

13  the  land.  And  if  there  yet  remain  a  tenth  in  it,  it  shall  again 
become3  a  pasturage,  as  the  terebinth  and  the  oak,  of  which  in 
being  cast  down,  there  yet  remains  the  stock*  in  it :  the 
seed  of  holiness  is  its  stock.7 


Chap.  VII. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Ahaz  the  son  of  Jotham, 
the  son  of  Uzziah  king  of  Judah,  that  Rezin  the  king  of  Syria, 
and  Pekah  the  son  of  Remaliah,  king  of  Israel,  went  up 

1  cli air*  3  palace.  2  six  wings  six  wings  to  one.  4  numerous*  6  return.  *  monument. 

1  monument. 
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towards  Jerusalem,  to  the  war  against  it,  but  was  not  able  to 

2  fight  against  it.  And  it  was  tola  the  house  of  David,  saying, 
Syria  rests  on  Ephraim :  and  his  heart  was  moved,  and  the 
heart  of  his  people,  as  the  trees  of  a  forest  are  moved  before  a 

3  wind.  Then  said  the  Eternal  unto  Isaiah,  Go  forth  now 
towards  Ahaz,  thou  and  Shear-jashub  thy  son,  to  the  extremity 
of  the  trench  of  the  upper  pool,  to  the  highway  of  the  washer’s 

4  field :  And  say  unto  him,  Take  heed,  and  be  quiet ;  fear  not, 
neither  be  faint-hearted,  for  the  two  tails  of  these  smoking  fire¬ 
brands,  for  the  fierce  wrath  of  Rezin  with  Syria,  and  of  the  son 

5  of  Remaliah.  Because  Syria  hath  counselled  evil  against 

0  thee;  Ephraim  and  the  son  of  Remaliah,  saying.  Let  us  go 

up  against  Judah,  and  harass  it,  and  let  us  make  a  breach 
therein  for  us,  and  appoint  a  king  in  the  midst  of  it,  even  the 

7  son  of  Tabeal  .*  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  It  shall  not 

8  stand,1  neither  shall  it  come  to  pass.  For  the  head  of 
Syria  is  Damascus,  and  the  head  of  Damascus  is  Rezin ; 
and  within  threescore  and  five  years  shall  Ephraim  be 

0  dismayed,  no  longer  a  people.  And  the  head  of  Ephraim  is 
Samaria,  and  the  head  of  Samaria  is  liemaliah ’s  sou.  If  yc 

10  will  not  believe,  then  ye  shall  not  be  believed.  And  the 

11  Eternal  continued  to  speak,  unto  Ahaz,  saying,  Ask  thee  a 
sign  of  the  Eternal  thy  God  :  ask  it  either  in  the  depth,  or  in 

12  the  height  above.  But  Ahaz  said,  I  will  not  ask,  neither  will 

1 3  I  try  the  Eternal.  And  he  said,  Hear  ye  now,  O  house  of 
David;  h  it  too  little  for  you  to  weary  men,  but  will  ye 

14  weary  my  God  also  ?  Therefore  the  Lord  himself  shall  give 
you  a  sign :  Bell  old,  the  yonng  woman  is  pregnant,  ana  is 

Id  bearing  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  Immanuel.  Clotted 
cream  and  honey  shall  he  eat,  till  his  knowing  to  scorn  the 

16  evil,  and  choose  the  good:  For  before  the  lad  shall  know  to 
scorn  the  evil,  and  choose  the  good,  the  ground  which  haras  seth 

17  thee  shall  be  forsaken  on  account  of  its  two  kings.  The 
Eternal  shall  bring  upon  thee,  and  upon  thy  people,  and  upon 
thy  father’s  house,  days  that  have  not  come,  from  the  day  that 
Ephraim  departed  from  Judah;  even  the  king  of  Assyria. 

Id  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Eternal  shall 
hiss  for  the  fly  that  is  iu  the  extremity  of  the  rivers  of  Egypt, 

1  rise. 
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19  anil  for  the  bee  Quit  is  in  the  land  of  Assyria :  And  they 
shall  come,  and  shall  rest  all  of  them  in  the  valleys1  of  the  deso¬ 
lation,]]  and  in  the  fissures  of  the  rocks,  and  upon  all  the  thorns, 

20  and  upon  ail  the  pastures.il  In  the  same  day  shall  tlie  Eternal 
shave  with  a  razor  that  is  hired,  namely,  by  them  beyond  the 
river,  by  the  king  of  Assyria,  the  head,  and  the  hair  of  the 
feet :  and  it  shall  also  sweep  away  the  beard. 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  a  man  shall 

22  preserve11  a  calf  of  the  herd,  and  two  of  the  flock:  And 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  for  the  abundance3  of  milk  that  they 
shall  give,4  he  shall  eat  clotted  cream :  for  clotted  cream 

23  and  honey  shall  every  one  eat  that  is  left  in  the  land.  And 
it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  every  place  shall  be, 
where  there  were  a  thousand  vines  at  a  thousand  silverjings, 

24  it  shall  even  be  for  the  brieis||  and  the  thorns.  ||  With  the 
arrows  and  with  the  bow  shall  men  come  thither ;  because  all 

2i>  the  land  shall  become  fariers'l  and  thorns.  j|  And  on  all  the 
mountains  that  shall  be  digged  with  the  mattock,  there  shall 
not  come  thither  the  fear  of  briersli  and  thorns  :j)  but  it  shall 
he  for  a  range  for  oxen,1  and  for  the  treading  of  lesser  cattle.9 

Chap.  VJII. 

1  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  me,  Take  thee  a  large  plate,  and 
write  in  it  w*ith  a  man’s  engraving  tool,  hasten  for  spoil,  he  sped 

2  forhooty.  And  I  took  unto  me  faithful  witnesses  to  record, 

3  Uriah  the  priest,  and  Zechariah  the  eon  of  Jeherechiah.  And 
I  approached  unto  the  prophetess ;  and  she  became  pregnant 
and  bale  a  son.  Then  said  the  Eternal  to  me,  Call  his  name 

4  Mahor-shalal-hash-baz :  For  before  the  child  shall  have 
knowledge  to  call,  My  father,  and  my  mother,  one  shall  carry 
tiie  riches1  of  Damascus  and  the  spoil  of  Samaria  before  the 

a  king  of  Assyria.  The  Eternal  spake  also  unto  me  again, 

f>  saying,  Foreomuch  as  this  people  scorncth  the  waters  of  the 

7  Shiloah  that  go  softly,  and  there  is  rejoicing  by  Rezin  and 

7  Hcmaliah’s  son;  Mow  therefore,  behold,  the  Eternal  bringeth 
up  upon  them  the  waters  of  the  river,  mighty  and  many,  even 
the  king  of  Assyria,  and  all  his  glory :  and  he  shall  go  up  over 

8  all  his  sources,  and  go  over  all  ins  hanks :  And  he  shall  pass 
along8  through  Judah;  he  shall  flood  and  go  over;  he  shall 
reach  even  to  the  neck;  and  the  stretching  out  of  his  wings 

1  Wanks.  2  alive.  3  multitude.  4  ttiitke.  &  one  of  the  herd.  c  of  the  floefc. 

1  force*  *  cluuge. 
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9  shall  fill  the  breadth  of  thy  land;  God  with  us*  Storm,  O 
nations,  yet  ye  shall  be  dismayed ;  and  give  ear,  all  ye  of  far 
countries;1  gird  yourselves,  yet  ye  shall  be  dismayed;  gird 

10  yourselves,  yet  ye  shall  he  dismayed.  Take  counsel  together, 
and  it  shall  be  made  void ;  speak  a  word,  and  it  shall  not  stand  ; 
far  God  is  with  us. 

11  For  the  Eternal  thus  spake  to  me  with  strength  of  the 
hand,  when  he  instructed*  me,  that  I  should  not  walk  in 

12  the  way  of  this  people,  saying,  Say  ye  not,  A  conspiracy 
to  all  of  them  to  whom  this  people  shall  say,  A  conspiracy ; 

1)1  neither  fear  ye  their  dread,  nor  be  terrified*  Sanctify  the 
Eternal  of  hosts  himself;  and  let  him  be  your  dread,  and  let 

14  him  be  your  terrifyer.  And  he  shall  be  for  a  sanctuary ;  but 
for  a  stone  of  infliction,  and  for  a  crag  of  stumbling,  to  both 
the  houses  of  Israel ;  for  a  gin  and  for  a  snare  to  the 

15  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem.  And  many  among  them  shall 
stumble,  and  fall,  and  be  broken,  and  be  snared,  and  be  takeu.3 

16  Hind  up  a  testimony,  seal  a  law  among  my  disciples.  And  I 

17  will  wait  upon  the  Eternal,  that  scrccncth  his  face  from  the 

18  house  of  Jacob,  and  I  will  hope  for  him.  Behold,  1,  and  the 
children  whom  the  Eternal  hath  given  me,  are  for  signs  and 
for  wonders  in  Israel,  from  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  who  dwcllcth 

19  in  mount  Zion.  And  when  they  shall  say  unto  you,  Inquire 
of  them  that  have  familiar  spirits,  and  of  wizards  that  peep 
and  that  mutter ;  should  not  a  people  inquire  of  their  God  for 

20  the  living  to  the  dead,  For  law  and  testimony?  if  they  speak 
not  according  to  this  word,  it  is  because  there  is  no  light4  in 

21  them.  And  they  shall  pass  through  it  hardly  bestead  and 
hungry:  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that,  when  they  shall  be 
hungry,  they  shall  fret  themselves,  and  execrate  their  king  an d 

22  their  God,  and  turn  upwards.  And  they  shall  look  unto  the 
earth,  and  behold  distress  and  darkness,  dimness  of  anguish  ; 

23  and  they  shall  be  thrust  into  thick  darkness.  For  its  oppressor 

not  fatigue,  once5  the  first  made  it  light  towards  the 
land  of  Zebulon,  and  the  land  of  Naphtali,  but  the  latter 
uiade  it  heavy ;  by  the  way  of  the  sea,  beyond  the  Jordan, 
in  the  district  of  the  nations. 

CHAr.  IX. 

1  Ttin  people  walking  in  the  darkness  have  seen  a  great  light : 
they  that  abide  in  the  laud  of  the  shadow  of  death,  upon  them 

1  distances  of  Ole  earth.  *  cliartised.  s  conquered.  1  morning  dawn.  r*  as  the  time. 
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2  hath  light  shined.  Thou  hast  increased  the  nation,  and 
augmented  to  him  the  joy :  they  rejoiced  before  thee  according 
to  the  joy  in  the  harvest,  and  as  men  delight  when  they  divide 

3  spoil.  For  thou  hast  broken1  the  yoke  of  his  burden,  and  the 
staff  of  his  shoulder,  the  rod  of  his  taskmaster,  as  iu  the  day 

4  of  Midian.  For  every  armour|j  of  the  armedjj  with  noise, 
and  garments  rolled  in  blood  shall  be  for  burning  and  fuel  of 

5  lire.  For  unto  us  a  child  was  born,  unto  us  a  son  was  given ;  and 
the  government  was  upon  his  shoulder:  and  they  called  his 
name  Wonder,  Counsellor  of  a  god-1*/: e  hero.  Father  perpe- 

6  tual.  Officer  of  Peace.  Of  the  increase  of  the  government  and 
peace  there  is  no  end,  upon  the  throne?  of  David,  and  upon  his 
kingdom,  to  prepare  it,  and  to  support  it  with  judgment  and 
with  justice,  from  now  even  for  ever.  The  zeal  of  the  Eternal 

7  of  hosts  will  do  this.  The  Eternal  sent  a  word  into  Jacob, 

8  and  it  hath  fallen  upon  Israel.  And  all  the  people  shall 
know,  even  Ephraim  and  the  inhabitants  of  SamarU,  that  6ay 

0  in  the  pride  and  stoutness3  of  heart.  Bricks  are  fallen  down, 
but  we  will  build  with  hewn  stones  ;  sycamores  are  cut  down, 

10  hut  we  will  change  them  info  cedars.  Therefore  the  Eternal 
shall  set  up  the  adversaries  of  Ream  against  him,  and  arm  his 

11  enemies ;  The  Syrians  from  the  East,  and  the  Philistines  behind; 
and  they  devour  Israel  with  every  .mouth.  For  all  this  his 
WTath  is  not  turned  away,*  but  his  hand  is  stretched  out?  still : 

12  And  the  people  retumeth  not  unto  him  that  smiteth  them, 

13  neither  do  they  inquire  after  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  Therefore  the 
Eternal  will  cut  oil'  from  Israel  head  and  tail,  palm  branch  and 

M  rush,  in  one  day.  The  elder  and  honourable,*  he  is  the  head; 

15  and  the  prophet  that  teacheth  lies,  he  is  the  tail.  For  the 
leaders  of  this  people  cause  them  to  err  ;  and  they  that  are  led 

16  of  them  are  destroyed.7  Therefore  the  Loan  shall  have  no  joy 
in  their  young  men,  neither  shall  show  mercy  to  their  fatherless 
and  widows  :  for  every  one  is  an  hypocrite  and  an  evil-doer, 
and  every  mouth  speaketh  baseness.  For  all  this  his  wrath  is 

17  not  turned  away,4  but  bis  hand  is  stretched  out  still.  For 
wickedness  is  consuming  as  the  fire :  it  shall  devour* 
briers  jj  and  thorns, (|  and  shall  kindle  in  the  thickets  of  the 
forest and  they  shall  mount  up|{  hike  the  lifting  up  of  smoke. 

18  Through  the  fury  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  is  the  land  darkened,[| 
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and  the  people  shall  be  as  the  fuel  of  the  fire  :  no  man  shall 

19  pity  his  brother*  And  he  shall  hew  down  on  the  right  hand , 
and  be  hungry ;  and  he  shall  eat  on  the  left  hand,  and  they 
shall  not  be  satisfied :  they  shall  eat  every  man  the  flesh  of 

20  his  own  arm  ;  Manasseh,  Ephraim ;  and  Ephraim,  Manasseh  : 
and  they  together  shall  be  against  Judah*  For  all  this  his 
wrath  is  not  turned  away,1  but  his  tiand  is  stretched  out3  still*

1  Woe  unto  them  that  decree  decrees  of  unrighteousness,  and 

2  that  prescribe  trouble  which  they  have  prescribed  :  To  turn 
aside3  the  indigent  from  pleading4  and  to  take  violently  the 
judgment  from  the  poor  of  my  people,  that  widows  may  be 

3  their  spoil,  and  that  they  may  plunder  the  fatherless  !  And  what 
will  ye  do  in  the  day  of  visitation,  and  in  the  desolation  which 
shall  come  from  a  distance  ?  to  whom  will  ye  flee  for  help  ? 

4  and  where  will  ye  leave5  your  glory  ?  Without  his  bowing 
down  under  a  prisoner,  and  under  those  slain,  shall  they  fall*  For 
all  this  his  wrath  is  not  turned1  away,  but  his  hand  is  stretched 

5  out13  still*  Woe  O  A  ssyria,  the  rod  of  my  wrath,  and  the  staff  in 

G  their  hand,  is  mine  indignation*  I  will  send  him  forth  against 

a  hypocritical  nation^  and  against  the  people  of  ^my  wrath  will 
I  give  him  a  charge,6  to  take  spoil,7  and  to  take6  prey, 

7  and  to  tread  them  down  like  the  mire  of  the  streets*  Howbeit 
he  meancth  not  so,  neither  doth  his  heart  think  so,  but  it  is  in 

8  his  heart  to  exterminate  and  cut  off  nations  not  a  few*  For  he 

9  saith,  Are  not  my  officers  altogether  kings?  Is  not  Calno  as 
Carchemi&h  1  is  not  Hamath  as  Arpad  l  is  not  Samaria  as 

10  Damascus?  As  my  hand  was  fouud  sufficient  for  the  king¬ 
doms  of  the  idol  and  Lheir  graven  images  vile  above  those  of 

1 1  Jerusalem  and  of  Samaria,  Shall  I  not,  as  I  have  done  unto 
Samaria  and  her  idols,9  so  do  to  Jerusalem  and  her  idols? 

1 2  Wherefore  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that ,  when  the  Loud 
hath  performed  his  whole  work  upon  mount  Zion  and  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  1  will  punish1®  the  fruit  of  the  stout11  heart  of  the  king 

13  of  Assyria,  and  the  splendor  of  his  high  looks*12  For  he  saitli. 
By  the  strength  of  my  hand  I  have  done  it ,  and  by  my  wis¬ 
dom  ;  for  I  am  intelligent;  and  I  have  removed  the  boundaries 
of  peoples,  and  have  robbed  their  valuables,  and  I  have  mightily 

14  put  down  the  inhabitants*  And  my  hand  hath  found,  as  a 
nest,  the  force  of  the  peoples :  and  as  one  gathereth  eggs  that 

1  returned.  2  inclined*  n  incline.  4  plea*  s  foreoke.  command  him*  T  plunder* 
*  prey.  *  nothing*  w  bear  in  mind*  11  greatness.  12  eyea. 
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are  left1  have  I  gathered  all  the  earth  ;  and  there  was  none 

15  that  moved  a  wing,  or  opened  a  month,  or  peeped.  Shall 
the  axe  boast  itself  against  him  that  heweth  therewith  ?  or 
shall  the  saw  magnify  itself  against  him  that  waveth  it  ?  as  if 
the  rod  should  wave  them  that  lift  it  up,  or  as  if  the  staff 
should  lift  up  itself^  as  if  it  were  no  wood.  Therefore 

16  shall  the  Lord,  the  Lord  of  hosts,  send  forth  among  his 
fat  ones  leanness  ;  and  under  his  glory  he  shall  cause  to 

17  blaze  a  blaze  like  the  blaze  of  fire.  And  the  light  of  Israel 
shall  be  for  a  fire,  and  his  Holy  One  for  a  flame  :  and  it  shall 
be  consuming  and  devour  his  thomsj!  and  his  briersfj  in  one 

18  day ;  And  shall  consume3  the  glory  of  his  forest,  and  of  his 
fruitful  soil,[]  both  soul  and  flesh:  and  shall  he  as  when  the 

ID  sick  wasteth  away.3  And  the  rest  of  the  trees  of  his  forest 
be  few,1  that  a  lad  may  write  them. 

20  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  rest  of  Israel, 
and  such  as  are  escaped  of  the  house  of  Jacoh,  shall  not  con¬ 
tinue  to  lean  upon  him  that  smote  them  ;  but  shall  lean  upon 

21  the  Eternal,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  in  truth.  The  rest  snail 

22  return,  even  the  rest  of  Jacob,  unto  a  mighty  God.  For  though 
thy  people  Israel  be  as  the  sand  of  the  6ea,  a  rest  of  them  only 

23  shall  return :  consumption  decreed  floods  righteousness.  For 
there  will  be  extermination — it  is  decreed:  the  Lord  Eternal 
of  hosts  doetk  ao,  in  the  midst  of  all  the  land. 

24  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  hosts,  O  my  people 
that  abidcst  in  Zion,  be  not  afraid  of  the  Assyrian ;  he  shall 
smite  thee  with  a  rod,  and  shall  lift  up  his  staff  against  thee, 

25  after  the  way  of  Egypt.  For  yet  a  very  little  while,  and  my 

26  indignation  shall  end,  and  my  wrath,  in  their  destruction.  And 
the  Eternal  of  hosts  shall  stir  up  a  scourge  for  him,  according 
to  the  slaughter  of  Midiau  at  the  crag  of  Oreb :  and  as  his 
staff  was  over  the  sea,  so  shall  he  lift  it  up  after  the  way  of 

27  Egypt.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  his  burden 
shall  depart  from  off  thy  shoulder,  and  his  yoke  from  off  thy 
neck,  and  the  yoke  shall  be  destroyed  because  of  the  fatness.9 

28  He  is  come  to  Aiath,  he  is  passed  to  Migron ;  for  Michmash 

29  he  appoints  his  vessels.  They  are  gone  over  the  passage : 
they  have  taken  up  their  lodging  at  Geba,  in  tine  lodging  place 
where  they  lodged  over  night ;  the  Ramah  trembleth ;  Gibeah 

30  of  Saul  is  fled.  Let  thy  voice  resound,  O  daughter  of  Gallim ; 

31  attend  unto  Laish,  O  poor  Anathotb.  MadmenaH  is  removed ; 

32  the  inhabitants  of  the  Gebirn  seek  their  safety  in  flight.  As 
yet  shall  he  remain  at  Nob  that  day:  he  shall  wave  his  hand 
against  the  mount  of  the  daughter  of  Zion,  the  hill  of  Jeru- 

33  salem.  Behold,  the  Lord,  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  shall  lop  the 

1  forsaken.  5  jlnuli.  3  molteth*  1  a  number,  *  oil* 
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bough  with  terror  ;  and  the  lofty  ones  of  stature  ehaU  be  hewn 

i  down,  and  the  high  shall  be  lowered.  And  he  shall  strike 
down  the  thickets  of  the  forest  with  the  iron,  and  the  Le¬ 
banon  shall  fall  by  a  powerful  one.

1  And  there  shall  come  forth  a  branch  out  of  the  stem  of  Jesse,

9  liis  hand  to  the  vipers*  den*  They  shall  not  hurt*  nor  destroy7 
in  all  the  mountain  of  my  holiness  :  for  the  earth  is  full  of  the 

10  knowledge  of  the  Eternal,  as  the  waters  cover  the  sea*  And  it 
shall  be  on  that  day  that  a  root  of  Jesse,  which  standeth  for 
a  banner  of  peoples — after  it  shall  nations  inquire  :  and  its 
repose  shall  be  glory* 

1 1  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  the  Eternal  shall 
set*  his  hand  again  the  second  time  to  recover5  the  remnant  of 
his  people,  which  sliall  remain,  from  Assyria,  and  from  Pa  thro  s, 
and  from  Cush,  and  from  Elam,  and  from  Shinar,  and  from 

12  Hamath,  and  from  the  maritime  settlements  of  the  sea*  And 
he  shall  raise  a  banner  for  the  nations,  and  shall  assemble  the 
outcasts  of  Israel,  and  gather  together  the  dispersed  of  Judah 

13  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth*  The  envy  also  of  Ephraim 
shall  depart,  and  the  adversaries  of  Judah  shall  be  cut  off; 
Ephraim  shall  not  envy  Judah,  and  Judah  shall  not  vex 

I  1  Ephraim-  But  they  shall  fly  upon  the  shoulders  of  the  Phil¬ 
istines  towards  the  west;  they  shall  spoil  them  of  the  east  to¬ 
gether  ;  Edom  and  Moub  are  the  booty  of  their  hand ;  and  the 

*  hr  frimiuL  :  jjrrfium\  :i  argue*  4  wind*  Mi  writ  G  ilu  evil*  7  corrupt*  *  continue* 
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15  children  of  Ammon  hearken  to  them  obediently.  And  the 
Eternal  shall  utterly  doom  the  tongue  of  the  Egyptian  sea ; 
and  with  the  effervescence  of  his  wind  shall  he  wave  his  hand 
over  the  river,  and  shall  smite  it  into  seven  streams,1  and 

1 6  make  men  tread  into  them  in  the  shoes.  And  there  shall  he  a 
highway  for  the  remnant  of  his  people,  which  shall  remain, 
from  Assyria  $  like  as  it  was  to  Israel  in  the  day  that  he  came 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt. 

Chap.  XII. 


1  And  in  that  day  thou  shalt  Bay,  I  will  thank  thee,  0  Eternal, 
that  thou  wast  angry  with  me ;  may  thy  wrath  turn,  and  mayest 

2  thou  comfort  me.  Behold,  God  is  my  salvation  ;  1  will  trust,  and 
not  dread :  for  Yah  the  Eternal  is  my  might  and  my  song ; 

3  he  also  is  become  my  salvation.  Therefore  with  rejoicing 

4  shall  ye  draw  water  out  of  the  springs  of  salvation.  And  in 
that  day  shall  ye  say.  Thank  the  Eternal,  call  upon  his  name, 
make  known  his  doings  among  the  peoples,  make  mention 

5  that  his  name  is  exalted.  Sing  hymns  unto  the  Eternal ;  for 
G  he  hath  done  lofty  things:  this  is  known  in  all  the  earth.  Cry 

out  and  shoot,  thou  inhabitant  of  Zion ;  for  great  is  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel  in  the  midst  of  thee. 


Chap.  XIIT. 


1  Thk  burden  of  Babylon,  which  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz  did 

2  foresee.  Lift  ye  up  a  banner  upon  an  elevated  mountain,  raise 
the.  voice  unto  them,  wave  the  hand,  that  they  may  go  into 

3  the  entrances  of  nobles.  I  have  commanded  my  sanctified 
ones,  I  have  also  called  my  heroes,  for  my  wrath,  er,  en 

4  them  that  exult  in  my  loftiness.  The  voice  of  a  crowd  in 
the  mountains,  like  as2  of  a  numerous  people ;  a  voice  of  wUd 
commotion  of  kingdoms  of  nations  assembled  together  :  the 

5  Eternal  of  hosts  mustereth  the  host  of  war.  They  came  from  a 
far  country,  from  the  extremity  of  the  heaven,  even  the  Eternal, 
and  the  weapons*  of  his  indignation,  to  destroy  the  whole 

G  laud.  Howl  ye  ;  for  the  day  of  rite  Eternal  is  nigh ;  it 

7  shall  come  as  a  destruction  from  the  Almighty.  Therefore 
shall  all  hands  relax,  and  every  man's  heart  shall  be  melted : 

8  And  they  shall  be  amazed :  pangs  and  throes  shall  take  hold 
of  them  ;  they  shall  writhe  as  a  woman  that  bring cth  forth  ; 
they  shall  marvel  one  at  another  ;*  their  faces  shall  be  faces  of 

9  flames.  Behold,  the  day  of  the  Eternal  cometh,  cruel  both 
with  ire  and  fierceness  of  wrath,  to  lay*  the  land  desolate ; 
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10  and  he  shall  exterminate  the  sinners  thereof  out  of  it  For 
the  stars  of  heaven,  and  the  constellations!!  thereof,  shall  not 
beam  forth  their  light :  the  sun  shall  be  darkened  in  his  going 

1 1  forth,  and  the  moon  shall  not  cause  her  tight  to  shine.  And  I 
will  punish1  the  world  for  their  evil,  and  the  wicked  for  their 
iniquity  ;  and  I  will  cause  the  arrogancy*  of  the  proud  to  cease, 

12  and  will  lay  low  the  haughtiness  of  the  terrible.  I  will  make 
a  mortal  more  precious  than  fine  gold  ;  even  a  man  than  the 

13  dim  gold  of  Ophir.  Therefore  I  will  disquiet  the  heavens, 
and  the  earth  shall  quake  from  her  place,  in  the  ire  of  the 
Eternal  of  hosts,  and  in  the  day  of  the  fierceness  of  his 

14  wrath.  And  it  shall  be  as  a  chased  gazelle,  and  as  a  flock 
that  no  man  gathered* :  they  shall  every  man  turn  to  his  own 

15  people,  and  flee  every  one  into  his  own  land.  Every  one  that 
is  found  shall  he  thrust  through ;  and  every  one  that  is  swept 

10  away  shall  fall  by  the  sword.  Their  babes  also  shall  he 
dashed  to  pieces  before  their  eyes ;  their  houses  shall  be 

17  spoiled,  and  their  wives  ravished.  Behold,  I  will  stir  up 
Media  against  them,  which  shall  not  account  silver;  and  at 

IS  for  gold,  they  shall  not  delight  in  it.  Their  bows  also  shall 
dash  lads  to  pieces;  and  they  shall  have  no  compassion  on 
the  fruit  of  the  womb  j*  their  eye  shall  not  spare  children. 

19  And  Babylon,  the  glory4  of  kingdoms,  the  splendor  of  the 
Chaldees*  excellence,  shall  be  as  when  God  overthrew  Sodom 

20  and  Gomorrah,  It  shall  never  be  inhabited,  neither  shall  it  be 
dwelt  in  from  generation  to  generation ;  neither  shall  an 
Arabian  pitch  tent  there,  neither  shall  shepherds  make 

21  their  fold  there :  ‘  But  wild  beasts  of  the  desert  shall  crouch 
there ;  and  their  houses  shall  be  full  of  doleful  creatures ;  and 

23  ostriches  shall  dwell  there,  and  satyrs*  shall  Bkip  there*  And 
howling  animals!!  shall  cry11  in  their  desolate  houses,1  and 
dragons[j  in  their  palaces  of  delight ;  and  her  time  is  near  to 
come,  and  her  days  shall  not  be  prolonged. 

Chap.  XIV, 

1  Fon  the  Eternal  will  have  compassion  on  Jacob,  and  will  yet 
choose  Israel,  and  let  them  rest  on  their  own  ground :  and  the 
stranger  shall  be  joined  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  admitted 

2  to  the  house  ol  Jacob.  And  peoples  shall  take  them,  and 
bring  them  to  their  places ;  and  the  house  of  Israel  shall  give 
them  as  inheritance  on  the  ground  of  the  Eternal  for  servants 
and  handmaids :  and  they  shall  be.  captors  to  their  captors ;

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4  wherein  thou  wnst  made  to  serve.  That  thoti  shalt  take  up 
this  parable  against  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  say,  How  hath 

5  the  exactor  left  off!  the  golden  city j|  left  off!  The  Eternal 
hath  broken  the  staff  of  the  wicked,  and  the  sceptre  of  the 

fi  rulers.  He  who  smote  peoples  in  ire  with  a  continual1  stroke, 
he  that  ruled  nations  in  wrath,  is  persecuted,  and  none  keepelh 

7  back.  The  whole  earth  is  at  rest,  and  is  quiet:  they  break 

8  out  into  exultation.  Yea,  cypresses  rejoice  at  thee,  and  cedars 
of  Lebanon,  saying^  Since  thou  art  laid  down,  no  feller  is  come 

9  up  against  us.  The  grave  from  beneath  is  agitated  for  thee  to 
meet  thee  at  thy  coming :  it  stirreth  up  the  departed  for  thee, 
even  all  the  chief  ones5*  of  the  earth ;  it  hath  raised  up  from 

10  their  thrones3  all  the  kings  of  nations.  All  they  shall  answer, 
and  say  unto  thee.  Art  thou  also  become  sick  as  wc  ?  art  thou 

1 1  become  like  unto  us  ?  Thine  excellency  is  brought  down  to 
the  grave,  and  the  noise  of  thy  viols:  the  worm  is  spread 

12  under  thee,  and  worms  cover  thee.  How  art  thou  fallen  from 
heaven,  O  brilliant  star,  son  of  the  morning  dawn. !  hou ;  art 

13  thou  cut  down  to  the  earth,  discomfiter  of  nations  !  For  thou 
hast  said  in  thy  heart,  T  will  go  up  into  the  heaven,  I  will 
exalt  my  throne1  above  the  stars  of  God ;  I  will  ait  also  upon 

14  the  mount  of  appointment,  in  the  two  sides  of  the  north  :  I 
will  go  up  above  the  high  places  of  the  thick  clouds ;  T  will  be 

15  like  the  Most  High.  Yet  thou  shalt  be  brought  down  to  the 

16  grave,  to  the  two  sides  of  the  pit*  They  that  see  thee  shall 
narrowly  look  upon  thee,  and  consider  thee,  saying  ^  1 ir  this  the 
man  that  disquieted  die  earth,  that  did  shake  kingdoms; 

17  That  made  the  world  as  the  desert,  and  pulled  down  the  cities 

18  thereof;  that  dismissed1  not  his  prisoners  home.  All  the  kings 
of  nations,  even  all  of  them,  lie  in  glory,  every  one  in  his  own 

19  house:  But  thou  art  cast  out  of  thy  burying-placc  like  an 
abominated  shoot,  and  as  the  raiment  of  those  tiiat  are  slain, 
thrust  through  with  a  sword,  that  go  down  to  the  stones  of  a 

20  pit;  as  a  carcase  trodden  under  feet.  Thou  shalt  not  be 
united  with  them  in  burial,  because  thou  hast  corrupted  thy 
land,  and  slain  thy  people  :  the  seed  of  evil-doers  shall  never 

21  be  called.  Prepare  slaughter  for  his  children  for  the  iniquity 
of  their  fathers ;  that  they  do  not  rise,  nor  possess  the  land, 

22  nor  fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  cities*  Fot  I  will  rise  up 
against  them,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  and 
cut  off  from  Babylon  name,  and  remnant,  and  offspring, 

23  and  grand-chi]d,j|  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  I  will  also 
make  it  a  possession  for  the  hedgehog,  and  pools  of  water: 
and  I  will  sweep  it  with  the  besom  of  destruction,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

1  not  departing*  *  he-goatJL  *  chair*  *  chair,  *  opened, 
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24  The  Eternal  of  hosts  hath  sworn,  saying,  If  it  come  not  to 

25  pass  as  I  imagined,  and  stand1  as  I  purposed8 .  To  break 

Assyria  in  my  land,  and  upon  my  mountains  will  I  tread 
him  under  foot :  then  shall  his  yoke  depart  from  off  them,  and 

2G  his  burden  depart  from  off  their  shoulders.  This  is  the 
purpose3  that  is  purposed8  upon  the  whole  earth  j  and  this  is 

27  the  hand  that  is  stretched  out,4  upon  all  the  nations.  For  the 
Eternal  of  hosts  hath  purposed,8  and  who  shall  make  it  void  ? 
and  his  hand  is  stretched  ont,4  and  who  shall  turn4  it  back  ? 

2H  In  the  year  that  king  Alias  died  was  this  burden.  Rejoice  not 

29  thou,  whole  Palestina,  because  the  rod  of  him  that  smote  thee 
is  broken ;  for  out  of  the  serpent’s  root  shall  come  forth  a 

30  viper,  and  his  fruit  shall  be  a  burning  flying  serpent.  And  the 
first-born  of  the  indigent  shall  feed,  and  the  needy  shall  crouch 
in  safety :  and  I  will  put  to  death  the  root  with  famine,  and  he 

31  shall  slay  thy  remnant.  Howl,  0  gate ;  cry,  O  city :  tliou, 
whole  Palestina,  art  dissolved:  for  there  shall  come  from  the 
north  a  smoke,  and  there  is  no  straggler6  among  those  appointed, 

32  What  shall  one  then  answer  the  messengers  of  the  nation  ? 
That  the  Eternal  hath  founded  Zion,  and  the  poor  of  his 
people  shall  trust  in  it. 


Chap.  XV. 

1  The  burden  of  Moab.  Forsooth  in  the  night  Ar  of  Moab  is 
laid  waste,  and  brought  to  silence ;  forsooth  in  the  night  Kir 

2  of  Moab  is  laid  waste,  and  brought  to  silence.  He  is  gone  up 
to  the  house,  and  to  Dibon,  the  high  places,  to  weep  :  Moab 
shall  howl  over  Nebo,  and  over  Medeba ;  on  all  their  heads 

3  shall  be  baldness,  and  every  beard  ent  off.  In  their  streets

5  My  heart  shall  cry  ont  for  Moab ;  his  fugitives9  shall  flee  unto 
Zoar,  a  heifer  of  three  years  old :  for  the  ascent  of  Luhith 
with  weeping  shall  they  go  it  up ;  for  in  the  way  of  Iloronaira 

6  they  shall  raise  up||  a  cry  of  a  breach.  For  the  waters  of 
Nimrim  shall  be  desolate :  for  the  hay  is  withered  away, 

7  sprouts  fail,  there  is  no  green  thing,  Therefore  the  abundance 
they  have  gotten,19  and  that  which  they  have  laid  up,  shall 

8  they  carry  away  to  the  brook  of  the  willows.  For  the  cry  is 
gone  round  about  die  boundary  of  Moah ;  the  howling  thereof 

1  ttriee.  -  counselled-  3  counsel  *  inclined*  5  restore,  *  solitary, 

'  rd  down  in  vreupiuy*  *  raiav  a  din*  u  bulu*.  Jt*  made. 
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0  unto  Kg  I  aim,  and  tlie  howling  thereof  unto  lleer-clim.  For 
the  waters  of  Dimon  shall  be  full  of  blood :  for  I  will  bring1 
additional  ones  upon  Dimon,  a  lion  upon  him  that  escapeth  of 
Moab,  and  upon  the  remnant  of  the  ground. 

Chap.  XVI. 

1  Send  ye  a  titling,  the  ruler  of  the  land  from  Sela  to  the 

2  desert,  unto  the  mount  of  the  daughter  of  Zion.  For  it  shall 
be,  that  as  a  wandering  bird  cast  out  of  the  nest,  so  the 

3  daughters  of  Moab  shall  be  at  the  fords  of  Arnon.  Take' 
counsel  execute3  judgment;  make1  thy  shadow  as  the  night 
in  the  midst  of  noon-day;  screen  outcasts,  betray9  not 

4  him  that  wandcreth.  Let  mine  outcasts  sojourn  with  thee, 
Moab :  be  thon  a  covert  to  them  from  the  face  of  the  spoiler :

For  the  fields  of  Hcshbou  languish,  and  the 
vine  of  Sibrnah :  the  lords10  of  nations  have  struck  down  the 
vine  branches  thereof,  they  are  come11  even  unto  Jazer,  they 
strayed  through  the  desert ;  her  shoots  are  spread,  they  have 

0  passed  the  see ;  Therefore  1  will  weep  with  the  weeping  of 
Jazer,  the  vine  of  Sibrnah :  I  will  moisten  thee  with  my  tears, 
O  Heshbon,  and  Klealeh ;  for  over  thy  summer-lruits,  and  thy 

10  harvest  shouting  is  fallen.  And  joy  is  taken  away,13  ana 
rejoicing  out  of  the  fruitful  soil ;  and  in  the  vineyards  there 
shall  he  no  sound  of  exultation,  neither  shall  there  be  a  din ; 
the  treaders  shall  tread  out  no  wine  in  their  presses ;  I  have 

11  made  their  tnni  aye-shouting  to  leave  off.  Wherefore  my 
bowels  shall  sound  like  a  harp  for  Moab,  and  mine  inwaru 

12  parts  for  Kir-barcsh.  And  it  shall  come  to  puss,  when  it  is 
seen  that  Moab  is  weary  on  the  high  place,  that  he  shall  come 

13  to  his  sanctuary  to  pray;  but  he  shall  not  prevail.  This  u 
the  word  that  the  Eternal  bath  spoken  concerning  Moab  since 

14  long.  And  now  the  Eternal  hath  spoken,  saying,  Within  three 
years,  as  the  years  of  a  hireling,  and  the  glory  Of  Moab  Bhall 
be  contemned,  with  all  that  great13  crowd ;  and  the  remnant 
siiaU  he  very  small  and  feeble.

1  The  burden  of  Damascus.  Behold,  Damascus  is  taken  away 

2  from  being  a  city,  and  it  shall  be  a  decaying  ruin.  The  cities 
of  Aroer  are  forsaken ;  they  shall  be  for  droves  which  shall 

3  crouch,  and  none  shall  make  them  tremble.  A  fortress  shall 
also  cease1  from  Ephraim,  and  the  kingdom  from  Damascus, 
and  the  remnant  of  Syria ;  they  shall  be  as  the  glory  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts. 

4  And  in  that  day  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  tho  glory  of  Jacob 
shall  droop  down,  and  the  fatness  of  his  flesh  shall  wax  lean. 

5  And  it  shall  be  as  when  the  harvest-man  gathereth  the  standing

In  that  day  shall  his  cities  of 
defence6  be  as  a  forsaken  wood,  and  an  uppermost  branch, 
which  they  forsook,  because  of  the  children  of  Israel:  and 

10  there  shall  be  desolation.  Because  thou  hast  forgotten  the 
God  of  thy  salvation,  and  hast  not  remembered  the  Rock*  of 
thy  strength  ;*  therefore  shalt  thou  plant-  pleasant  plants,  and 

1 1  shalt  set1  it  with  strange  slips :  In  the  day  Bhalt  thou  make 
thy  plaut  to  grow,|(  and  in  the  morning  shalt  thou  make  thy 
seed  to  flourish ;  but  the  harvest  vaniaheth  in  the  day  of  in¬ 
heritance,  and  the  pain  is  desperate. 

12  Woe  to  the  crowd  of  many  peoples,  like  the  roaring  of  the 
seas  they  roar;  and  to  the  rush  of  nations,  like  the  rush 

13  of  mighty  waters  do  they  rush  t  Races  shall  rush  like  the 
rushing  of  many  waters:  but  God  shall  rebuke  them,  and 
they  shall  flee  far  off,  and  be  pursued  as  the  chaff  of  the 
mountains  before  wind,  and  like  a  Tolling  thing  before  a  whirl- 

14  wind.  And,  behold,  at  evening- tide  consternation;  and  before 
the  morning  he  is  not.  This  is  the  portion  of  them  that  spoil 
us,  and  the  lot  of  them  that  rob  us. 

Chap.  XVIII. 

I  Oh,  land  of  the  whizzing  of  wings,  which  is  beyond  the  rivers 

1  leavt?  *  head*  3  ecc.  1  happy  ones.  5  munition.  «  crti£.  T  sow. 
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2  of  Cush:  That  sendeth  ambassadors  by  the  seas,  even  in 
vessels  of  paper  reed  upon  the  face  of  waters,  saying.  Go,  ye  swift1 
messengers,  to  a  nation  tossed  about  and  made  perverse,  to  a 
people  terrible  beyond  it ;  a  nation  of  measuring  with  cords  and 

3  treading  down,  whose  land  the  rivers  intersect!  All  ye  inha¬ 
bitants  of  the  world,  and  dwellers  on  the  earth,  when  he  lifteth 
up  a  banner  on  the  mountains  you  will  see ;  and  when  he 

4  bloweth2  a  cornet  yon  will  hear.  For  so  the  Kternal  said  unto 
me,  I  will  be  quiet,  and  I  will  look  in  my  establishment  like  a 
clear  heat  upon  herbs, H  and  like  a  thick  cloud  of  dew  in  the 

5  heat  of  harvest.  For  afore  the  harvest,  when  the  bud  is  per¬

7  In  that  time  shall  a  present  be  brought  unto  the  Eternal  of 
hosts  of  a  people  tossed  about  and  made  perverse,)!  and  from 
a  people  fearful  farther  beyond  it,  a  nation  measuring  with 
cords,  and  treading  under  foot,  whose  land  the  rivers  have 
divided,!!  to  the  place  of  the  name  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts, 
the  mount  Zion.

1  The  burden  of  Egypt.  Behold,  the  Lord  rideth  upon  a  swift 
thick  cloud,  and  shall  come  into  Egypt;  and  the  idols  of 
Egypt  shall  move  from  his  face,  and  the  heart  of  Egypt  shall 

2  be  melted  in  the  midst  of  it.  And  I  arm  Egypt  against 
Egypt :  and  they  shall  fight  every  one  against  his  brother 
and  every  one  against  his  fellow ;  city  against  city,  and  king- 

3  dom  against  kingdom.  And  the  spirit  of  Egypt  shall  be 
poured  out  in  her  midst;  and  I  will  destroy3  the  counsel 
thereof :  and  they  shall  seek  to  the  idols,  and  to  the  charmers,  I) 
and  to  them  that  have  familiar  spirits, jj  and  to  the  wizards. 

4  And  Egypt  will  I  deliver  over  into  the  hand  of  a  cruel4  lord; 
and  a  pow  erful  king  shall  rule  over  them,  is  the  declaration  of 

5  the  Lord,  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  And  waters  shall  fail 
from  the  sea,  and  the  river  shall  become  dry  and  dry  up. 

6  And  rivers  shall  become  fetid,||  and  the  brooks5  of  Matsor 

7  languish  and  become  dry,  and  the  cane  and  flag  wither. 
Barrenness  is  on  the  river,  on  the  mouth  of  the  river;  and 
every  thing  sown  by  the  river,  Bhall  be  dry,  shaken  out, 

8  and  be  no  more.  The  fisbers  also  shall  groan,  and  all 
they  that  cast  angle  into  the  river  shall  mourn,  and  they  that 

'  light.  *  luteth.  3  swallow.  i  hard.  *  Nile  canals. 
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9  spread  nets  upon  waters  shall  be  languid.  Moreover,  they 
that  work  in  combed  flax,  and  they  that  weave  net-works,  shall 

10  be  confounded.  And  the  props  thereof  shall  be  crushed:  all 

11  working  for  wages1  are  sad||  of  soul.  Surely  the  officers  of 
Zoau  are  fools,  the  counsel  of  the  wise  counsellors  of  Pharaoh 
is  become  brutish :  how  say  ye  unto  Pharaoh,  I  am  the  son  of 

18  the  wise,  the  eon  of  kings  of  the  East?  Where  are  they? 
where  are  thy  wise  men  ?  and  let  them  tell  thee  now,  and  let 
them  know  what  the  Eternal  of  hosts  hath  counselled  con- 

13  cerning  Egpyt.  The  officers  of  Zoan  are  become  fools,  the 
officers  of  Noph  are  beguiled  ;  they  have  also  misled  Egypt, 

14  even  they  that  are  the  comer-4/one  of  the  tribes  thereof.  The 
Eternal  hath  mingled  a  spirit  of  perversities  in  the  midst 
thereof :  and  they  have  misled  Egypt  in  every  work  thereof 

15  as  a  drunken  man  staggeieth3  in  his  vomit.  Neither  shall 
there  be  any  work  for  Egypt,  which  head  or  tail,  palm  branch 

16  or  rush,  may  do.  In  that  day  shall  Egypt  be  like  unto 
women ;  and  it  shall  tremble  aud  dread,  because  of  the  waving 
of  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  which  he  waveth  over  it. 

17  And  the  ground  of  Judah  shall  be  a  terror3  unto  Egypt: 
every  one  to  whom  one  maketh  mention  thereof  shall  dread, 
because  of  the  counsel  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  which  he  hath 

18  counselled  against  it.  In  that  day  shall  five  cities  in  the  land 
of  Egypt  speak  the  language  of  Canaan,  and  swear  to  the 
Eternal  of  hosts ;  City  of  destruction  shall  be  said  to  one. 

11)  In  that  day  shall  there  be  an  altar  to  the  Eternal  in  the  midst 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  a  monument  at  the  boundary  thereof 

20  to  the  Eternal.  And  it  shall  be  for  a  sign  and  for  a  witness 
unto  the  Eternal  of  hosts  in  the  laud  of  Egypt :  for  they  shall 
cry  unto  the  Eternal  because  of  the  oppressors,  and  he  shall 
send  them  a  saviour,  and  he  conteudeth  aud  deliveTeth  them. 

2 1  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  known  to  Egypt,  and  Egypt  shall 
know  the  Eternal  in  that  day,  and  shall  serve  with  sacri¬ 
fice  and  oblation ;  yea,  they  shall  vow  a  vow  unto  the  Eternal, 

22  and  perform4  it.  And  the  Eternal  shall  plague  Egypt;  he 
shall  plague  and  heal  it :  and  they  shall  return  even  to  tbe 
Eternal,  and  he  shall  be  entreated  of  them,  and  shall  heal 

23  them.  In  that  day  shall  there  be  a  highway  out  of  Egypt  to 
Assyria ;  aud  Assyria  shall  come  into  Egypt,  aud  Egypt  into 

21  Assyria ;  and  Egypt  shall  serve  Assyria.  In  that  day  shall

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Israel  be  the  third  to  Egypt  and  to  Assyria,  even  a  blessing  in 
25  the  midst  of  the  land;  Whom  the  Eternal  of  hosts  shall  bless, 
saying,  Blessed  be  Egypt  my  people,  and  Assyria  the  work  of 
my  hands,  and  Israel  mine  inheritance. 


Chap.  XX- 

1  In  the  year  that  Tartan  came  unto  Ashdod,  when  Sargon  the 
king  of  Assyria  sent  him,  and  fought  against  Ashdod,  and 

2  conquered  it;  At  the  same  time  spake  the  Eternal  by  the 
hand  of  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amox,  saying,  Go,  and  loose  the  sack* 
cloth  from  off  thy  loins,  and  put  off  thy  shoe  from  thy  foot. 

3  And  he  did  so,  walking  naked  and  barefoot.  And  the  Eternal 
said.  Like  as  my  servant  Isaiah  hath  walked  naked  and  bare¬

6  Cush  their  expectation,  and  of  Egypt  their  glory.  And  the 
inhabitant  of  this  maritime  settlement  shall  say  in  that  day. 
Behold,  such  ig  our  expectation,  wliitker  we  flee  for  help  to  be 
delivered  from  the  king  of  Assyria :  and  how  shall  we  escape  ? 


Chap.  XXI. 

1  The  burden  of  the  desert  of  the  west.1  As  whirlwinds  in  the 
south  pass  along ;  go  it  eometh  from  the  desert,  from  a  fearful 

2  land.  A  grievous3  vision  is  told  unto  me ;  The  treacherous 
dealer  dealeth  treacherously,  and  the  robber  robbeth.  Go  up, 
O  Elam  :  besiege,  O  Media  :  every  sigh  have  I  made  to  cease. 

3  Therefore  are  my  loins  filled  with  terror ;  pangs  hare  seized  me,

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6  For  thus  hath  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  Go,  set  the  watch- 

7  man,  let  him  tell  what  he  seeth.  And  he  saw  a  chariot  with  a 
couple  of  horsemen,  a  chariot  of  asses,  and  a  chariot  of  camels ; 

8  and  he  attended  with  attention,  with  much  attention.  And  he 
called  out  like  a  lion:  My  Lord,  I  stand  continually  upon  the 
watchtower  the  whole  day,  and  I  am  placed  in  my  ward  whole 

9  nights;  And,  behold,  here  cometh  a  chariot  of  men,  with  a  couple 
of  horsemen.  And  he  answered  and  said,  Babylon  is  fallen,  is 
fallen ;  and  all  the  graven  images  of  her  gods  he  hath  broken 

10  into  pieces  unto  the  earth.  My  threshed  one,  and  son  of  my 
threshing  floor:  that  which  I  have  heard  of  the  Eternal  of 

11  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  have  I  told  unto  you.  Burden  of 
Dumah.  He  calleth  to  me  out  of  Seir,  Watchman,'  what  of 

12  the  night?  watchman,1  what  of  the  night?  The  watchman1 
said.  Morning  cometh,  and  also  night ;  if  ye  will  inquire, 

13  inquire  ye:|t  return,  come.  Burden  in  Arah.  In  the  wood 
in  Arab  shall  ye  lodge  over  nigbt,  O  ye  travelling  com- 

14  panics  of  Dedanim.  Towards  the  thirsty  bring  water ;  the 
inhabitants  of  the  land  of  Tema  anticipated  the  vagrant  with 

15  their  bread.  For  on  account  of  swords  they  moved  back;  on 
account  of  a  sword  ready  to  let  go ;  and  on  account  of  a  bent 

16  how,  and  on  account  of  the  grievousness  of  war.  For  thus 
hath  the  Lord  said  unto  me,  Within  a  year,  according  to  the 
years  of  a  hireling,  and  all  the  glory  of  Kedar  shall  fail  :3 

17  And  the  residue  of  the  number  of  bows,  the  heroes  of  the 
children  of  Kedar,  shall  diminish :  for  the  Eternal  God  of 
Israel  hath  spoken  it.

1  Tm:  Imrden  of  the  glen  of  vision.  What  aileth  thee  now,  that 

2  thou  Qrt  wholly  gone  up  to  the  roofs  ?  Thou  that  art  full  of 
stirs,  a  tumultuous  city,  a  joyous  town:  thy  slain  men  are 

3  not  slain  with  the  sword,  nor  dead  in  war.  All  thy  captains 
move  back  together,  they  are  bound  by  the  bow  :  all  that  are 
found  in  thee  are  bound  together,  who  have  fled  from

Thou  shalt  bring 
down6  the  noise  of  strangers1  as  the  heat  in  a  dry  place;  even 
the  heat  with  the  shadow  of  a  cloud :  the  song  of  the  terrible 

ti  ones  shall  be  answer.  And  in  this  mountain  shall  the 
Eternal  of  hosts  make  unto  all  people  a  feast  of  fat  things,  a 
feast  of  wines  on  the  lees  ;  of  fat  things  full  of  marrow,  of  wines 

7  oil  the  lees  well  refiued.  And  he  will  destroy*  in  this  mountain 
the  face  of  the  wrapper  wrapt  over  all  people,  and  the  vail||  that 

H  is  spread1’  over  all  tne  nations.  He  will  swallow  up  the  death 
everlastingly ;  and  the  Lord  God  will  wipe  away  a  tear  from 
off  all  faces ;  and  the  disgrace  of  his  people  shall-  he  remove 
from  off*  all  the  earth  :  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  it . 

9  And  they  shall  say  in  that  day,  Lo,  this  is  our  God;  wc 
have  waited  for  him,  and  he  will  save  us :  this  is  the  Eternal ; 
we  have  waited  for  him,  we  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  according 

10  to  bis  salvation.  For  in  this  mountain  shall  the  hand  of  the 

1  ttiTULiiercd.  3  hear  in  mind.  *  from  a  multitude  of  day  a  shall  they  lie 

borne  in  mind.  3  white  one*  0  laymen.  r  wind,  *  humble.  9  swallow*  Lu  jraureiL 
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Eternal  rest,  and  Moab  shall  be  trodden1  down  under  him,  even 

H  as  a  heap  of  straw  is  trodden1  down  for  a  dunghill.  And  he 
shall  spread  forth  his  hands  in  the  midst  of  them,  as  he  that 
swimmeth  spreadeth  forth  his  hands  to  swim  ;  and  he  shall  lay 

12  low  their  pnde  together  with  the  spoilsll  of  their  hands.  And 
the  fortress  of  the  high  fort  of  thy  ramparts  shall  he  bring 
down,  lay  low,  and  make  it  touch  the  earth,  even  the  dust. 

Chap.  XXVI. 

1  In  that  day  shall  this  song  be  sung  in  the  land  of  Judah:  IV  e 
have  a  mighty  city ;  salvation  will  God  appoint  for  rampart 

2  and  trench.  Open  ye  the  gates,  that  a  righteons  nation  keeping 

3  truths  may  come  in.  A  confiding3  mind  Thou  preservest  in 

4  peace,  peace,  because  it  trusteth  in  thee.  Trust  ye  in  the  Eternal 
for  ever  and  ever :  for  in  Yah  the  Eternal  is  everlasting  strength.3 

5  Tot  he  layeth  low  them  that  abide  on  high ;  the  lofty  town 
he  bringeth  down :  he  bringeth  it  down,  even  to  the  earth  ;  he 

6  maketh  it  touch  the  dust.  A  foot  shall  tread  it  down,  et-en  the 

7  feet  of  the  poor  and  the  steps  of  the  indigent.  The  path  of  the 
righteous  is  uprightness  :  straight  an  dost  thou  level  the  path4  of 

8  the  just.  Yea,  in  the  path  of  thy  judgments,  O  Eternal,  have 
we  waited  for  thee;  the  desire  of  our  soul  is  to  thy  name, 

9  and  to  the  remembrance  of  thee*  With  my  soul  have  I 
desired  thee  in  the  night ;  yea,  with  my  spirit  within  me  will  I 
seek  thee  early:  for  when  thy  judgments  are  in  the  earth,  the 

10  inhabitants  of  the  worid  will  learn  righteousness.  Let  favour 
be  showed  to  the  wicked,  yet  he  will  not  learn  righteousness : 
iu  the  land  of  equity  will  he  deal  unjustly,  and  will  not  see  the 

1 1  majesty  of  the  Eternal.  Eternal,  when  thy  hand  is  lifted  Tip, 
they  will  not  look  on  :  but  they  shall  look  on,  and  be  ashamed 
for  their  envy  at  the  people;  yea,  the  fire  of  thine  adversaries 
shall  devour1  them. 

12  Eternal,  thou  wilt  ordain  peace  for  us :  for  thou  also  hast 

13  wrought  all  our  works  in  us.  O  Eternal  our  God,  other  lords 
besides  thee  have  had  dominion  over  us ;  but  by  thee  only  will 

14  we  make  mention  of  thy  name.  They  are  dead,  they  shall  not 
live;  they  are  deceased,  they  shall  not  rise:  therefore  bast  thou 
visited*  and  exterminated  them,  and  made  all  their  memory  to 

15  perish.  Thou  hast  added  to  the  nation,  O  Eternal,  thou  hast 
honoured  the  nation :  thou  art  glorified  ;  thou  hast  removed  it 

16  far  unto  all  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Eternal,  in  trouble  haye 
they  borne  thee  in  mind ;  they  poured  out  a  silent  prayer  when 

1 7  thy  chastening  was  upon  them.  Like  as  one  pregnant,  that 
approached]  the  time  of  her  delivery,  writheth,  and  crieth  out 

1  threfthed-  2  Said-  a  crag,  *  compaaa.  6  eat,  *  burnt  in  mind* 
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18  in  her  pangs;  so  have  we  been  in  thy  face,  O  Eternal.  We 
have  been  pregnant,  we  writhed,  we  have  as  it  were  brought 
forth  wind ;  we  have  not  wrought  any  salvation  in  the 

19  earth,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  may  not  fall.  Thy 
dead  men  shall  live,  together  with  my  dead  body1  shall  they 
arise.  Awake  and  shout,  ye  that  dwell  in  dost ;  for  thy  dew  is 
as  the  dew  of  herbs, |j  and  the  earth  shall  drop  the  deceased. 

20  Go,  my  people,  come  thou  into  tby  chambers,  and  shut  thy 
doors  about  thee  :  hide  thyself  as  it  were  for  a  little  moment, 

21  until  the  indignation  be  overpast.  For,  behold,  the  Eternal 
cometh  out  of  his  place  to  punish8  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth 
for  their  iniquity ;  the  eaTth  also  shall  reveal  her  blood,  and 
shall  no  more  cover  her  slain. 

Chap.  XXVII. 

1  I  s'  that  day  the  Eternal,  with  his  sore,9  and  great,  and  strong 
sword,  shall  visit9  leviathan  a  fleet  serpent,  even  leviathan  & 
crooked  serpent ;  and  he  shall  slay  the  huge  creature  that  is  in 

2  the  sea.  In  that  day  chant  ye  a  choral  song  unto  her,  A  vine- 

3  yard  of  foaming  wine.  I  the  Eternal  do  preserve  it ;  I  will 
water  it  every  moment ;  lest  arty  hurt9  it,  1  will  preserve  it 

4  night  and  day.  Fury  is  not  in  me :  O  that  they  would  make4 
me  into  briers||  tad  thornsjl  in  the  war!  I  would  go  through  it, 

5  I  would  set  it  on  Are  together.  Or  let  him  seize  on  my  strong¬ 
hold,  that  he  may  make  peace  with  me,  make  peace  with  me. 

6  He  shall  cause  Jacob  in  days  to  come  to  take  root;  Israel  shall 
blossom  and  bud,  and  fill  the  face  of  the  world  with  produce. 

7  Hath  he  smitten  him,  as  he  smote  those  that  smote  him  ?  or 
is  he  slain  according  to  the  slaying  of  them  that  are  by 

8  him  ?  In  measure, ||  in  sending  her  away,  thou  wilt  quarrel  with 
her :  he  broke  forth1  with  his  rough3  wind  in  tfie  day  of  the 

9  east  wind.  By  this,  therefore,  ahull  expiation  be  made  for  the 
iniquity  of  Jacob ;  and  this  is  all  the  fruit  to  remove  his  sin ; 
when  he  maketh1  all  the  stones  of  the  altar  as  chalk-stones  that 
are  beaten  in  sunder,  grovesT  and  sun  images  shall  not  rise. 

10  For  a  fortified  city  shall  be  desolate,  and  a  habitation 
forsaken,8  and  left  like  the  desert :  there  shall  a  calf  feed,  and 
there  shall  it  crouch,  and  consume)9  the  branches  thereof. 

1 1  When  the  harvest  thereof  is  dried,  it  shall  be  broken  off : 
women  come  and  set  it  on  fire  ;ls  for  it  is  a  people  of  no  under¬ 
standing  :  therefore  his  maker  will  not  have  mercy  on  him,  and 
his  fashioner  shall  not  be  gracious  to  him. 

1  carrion.  *  bear  in  mind,  *  hard.  1  give.  b  muttered,  *  putteih.  7  happy  one. 

*  sent  forth.  *  finish,  10  give  it  light. 
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12  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day  that  the  Eternal  shall 
beat  off  from  the  current  of  the  river  unto  the  brook  of  Egypt, 
and  ye  shall  be  collected  one  by  one,  O  ye  children  of  Israel. 

13  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  a  great  cornet  shall 
be  blown,1  and  the  wanderers  in  the  land  of  Assyria  shall  conic, 
and  the  outcasts  in  the  land  of  Egypt  and  prostrate  themselves 
before  the  Eternal,  in  the  mountain  of  holiness  at  Jerusalem. 

Chap.  XXVIII. 

1  Woe  to  the  crown  of  pride  of  the  drunkards  of  Ephraim,  and 
the  withering  flower,  glory5  of  his  splendour  which  is  on  the  head 
of  the  glen  of  fatness  to  them  that  are  overcome  with  wine ! 

2  Behold,  the  Lord  liath  a  mighty  and  strong  one,  v:ho,  as  a 
tempest  of  hail,  and  a  storm  of  destruction,  as  a  flood  of 
mighty  waters  overflowing,  shall  cast  down9  to  the  earth  with 

3  the  hand.  Hie  crown  of  pride  of  the  drunkards  of  Ephraim, 

4  shall  be  trodden  under  feet.  And  the  withering  flower  of  the 
glory9  of  his  splendour  which  is  on  the  head  of  the  glen  of  fat¬ 
ness  shall  be  as  the  hasty  fruit  before  the  summer;  which,  when 
the  seer  seeth  it,  while  it  is  yet  in  the  hollow  of  his  hand  he  swol- 

5  loweth  it.  In  that  day  shall  the  .Eternal  of  hosts  be  for  a 
crown  of  glory,9  and  for  a  diadem  of  splendour,  unto  the  residue 

6  of  his  people.  And  for  a  spirit  of  judgment  to  him  that  sitteth 
in  judgment,  and  for  strength  to  them  that  turn  the  war  to  the 

7  gate.  But  they  also  have  erred  through  the  wine,  and  through  the 
strong  drink  have  strayed:  priest  and  prophet  have  erred  through 
the  strong  drink,  they  are  swallowed  up  of  the  wine,  they  have 
strayed  through  the  strong  drink ;  they  err  in  the  seer,  they  totter 

6  in  the  verdict.  For  all  tables  are  full  of  vomit  of  filthiness  ;  there 

9  is  no  more  room.  Whom  shall  he  teach  knowledge  ?  and  whom 
shall  be  make  to  understand  doctrine  ?*  them  that  are  weaned 

10  from  the  milk,  and  removed  from  the  breasts.  Fot  precept 
must  be  upon  precept ;  precept  upon  precept ;  line  upon  line, 

11  line  upon  line;  here  a  little,  ana  there  a  little :  For  through 
those  of  stammering  lips,  and  another  tongue,  will  he  speak  to 

12  this  people.  To  whom  he  said.  This  is  the  rest,  give  rest  to 
the  weary;  and  this  is  the  refreshing:  yet  they  would  not 

13  hear.  But  the  word  of  the  Eternal  was  unto  them  precept 
upon  precept,  precept  upon  precept;  line  upon  line,  line  upon 

1  fixed.  *  guzetfe.  9  place  4  report, 
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line ;  hare  a  little,  and  there  a  little ;  that  they  might  go  and 
stumble  backward,  and  be  broken,  and  snared,  and  taken.1 

1 4  Wherefore  hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  ye  scornful  men,  that 

1.5  rule  this  people  which  is  in  Jerusalem ;  Because  ye  have  said. 
We  have  made  a  covenant  with  death,  and  with  the  grave  are 
we  at  agreement  j)l  when  the  overflowing  scourge  shall  pass 
through,  it  shall  not  oome  unto  us :  for  we  have  made  lies  oilr 
refuge,  and  under  falsehood  have  we  screened  ourselves. 

16  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  Behold  I  lay  in  Zion 
for  a  foundation  a  stone,  a  tried  stone,  a  precious  corner stone, 
a  sure  foundation:8  he  that  believeth  snail  not  make  haste. 

IT  And  I  will  make  judgment  a  line,  and  righteousness  a  plum¬ 
met;  and  hail  shall  sweep  away||  a  refuge  of  lies,  and 

18  waters  shall  overflow  the  hiding-place.  And  your  covenant 
with  death  shall  he  disannulled/  and  your  agreement4  with  the 
grave  shall  not  stand  ;5  when  the  overflowing  scourge  shall  pass 

10  through,  then  yc  shall  be  a  tiring  trodden  down  hy  it.  Whilst 
passing,  it  shall  take  you :  for  morning  by  morning  shall  it 
pass  over,  hy  day  and  by  night ;  and  it  shall  be  a  vexation  only 

20  to  understand  the  report.  For  the  bed  is  shorter  than  that  a 
man  can  stretch  himself  on  it ;  and  the  covering  narrower  than 

21  that  he  can  wrap  himself  in  it.  For  the  Eternal  shall  rise  up 
as  in  mount  Peraiim,  he  shall  agitate  as  in  the  valley  of 
Gibeon,  that  he  may  do  his  work — strange4  is  his  work— and 

22  perform7  his  service ;  alien  is  his  service.  Now,  therefore,  be 
ye  not  mockers,  lest  your  bands  be  made  strong :  for  I  have 
heard  from  the  Lord  Eternal  of  hosts  a  destruction,  even 
determined,  upon  the  whole  earth. 

23  Give  ye  ear,  and  hear  my  voice ;  attend,  and  hear  my  speech. 

24  Doth  the  ploughman  plough  all  day  to  sow  ?  doth  he  open  and 

25  bieak  the  clods  of  his  ground  ?  Is  it  not  when  he  hath  made 
plain  the  face  thereof,  that  he  scattereth  fennel-seed,  soweth6 
cummin,  and  places  wheat  in  tows,  and  barley  in  the  place 

26  marked  out,  and  spelt  tn  its  boundary.  And  he  chastieeth 

27  him  according  to  the  judgment,  his  Goa  will  teach  him.  For 
fennel-seed  is  not  threshed  with  the  threshing  wain,  neither  is 
a  cart-wheel  turned  about  upon  cummin ;  but  fennel-seed  is 

28  beaten  out  with  the  staff,  and  cummin  with  the  rod.  Bread- 
corn  is  bruised ;  because  he  will  not  ever  he  threshing  it,  he 
will  drive  over  it  the  wheel  of  his  cart,  his  horsemen  will  not 

29  bruise  it.  This  also  goeth  forth  from  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  he 
is  wonderful  in  counsel,  end  magnificent  in  working.  -

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Chap,  XXIX, 

1  Woe  to  Ariel,  to  Ariel*  town  where  David  encamped !  add  ye 

2  year  to  year ;  let  festivals  go  round.  Yet  I  will  distress  Ariel, 
and  there  shall  be  sobbing  and  groaning  :  and  it  shall  be  unto 

3  me  as  Ariel.  And  I  will  camp  against  thee  in  a  circle,  and 
will  lay  siege  against  thee  wilh  a  mound,  ||  and  I  will  raise 

4  forts  against  thee.  And  thou  shalt  be  brought  low,  and  shaJt 
speak  out  of  the  earth,  and  thy  speech  shall  be  low  out  of  the 
dust,  and  thy  voice  shall  be  as  of  one  that  hath  a  familiar 
spirit  out  of  the  ground,  and  thy  speech  shall  chirp  out  of  the 

5  dust.  Moreover,  the  crowd  of  thy  strangers1  shall  be  like 
small  dust,  and  the  crowd  of  the  terrible  ones  shall  be  as  chaff 
that  passeth  away;  yea,  it  shall  be  at  an  instant,  suddenly, 

6  Thou  sbalt  be  visited*  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  with  thunder, 
and  with  earthquake,  and  great  noise,3  with  storm  aud  tempest, 

7  and  the  flame  of  devouring  lire.  As  the  dream  shall  he  the 
vision  of  night,  and  the  multitude  of  all  the  nations  that  crowd 
against  Ariel,  even  all  that  crowd  against  her  and  her  muni- 

8  tion,  and  that  distress  her.  It  shall  even  be  as  when  the 
hungry  man  dreameth,  and^  behold,  he  eafeth ;  hut  he  awakeih, 
and  bis  soul  is  empty  :  or  as  when  the  thirsty  man  droameth* 
and,  behold,  he  drinketh;  but  he  awaketh,  and,  behold,  he  is

9  nations  be  that  crowd  against  mount  Zion.  Tarry  and  wonder ; 
Blind  yourselves  and  be  blind :  they  are  drunken,  hut  not  with 

1 0  wine ;  they  stagger,4  but  not  with  strong  drink.  For  the  Eternal 
hath  poured  out  upon  you  the  spirit  of  overpowering  sleep,  aud 
hath  closed  your  eyes :  the  prophets  and  your  heads*  the  seers* 

1 1  hath  he  covered.  And  the  vision  of  the  whole  is  become  unto  you 
as  the  words  of  a  book  that  is  scaled,  which  men  give  to  one  that 
understandeth5  a  book,  saying,  Fray  read  this ;  and  he  saith,  I 

12  cannot,  for  it  is  sealed.  And  the  book  is  given  to  him  that 
undcrstnndetb  not,  saying,  Fray  read  this:  and  he  saith,  I  do 

13  not  understand0  a  kook,  wherefore  the  Lord  said,  Forasmuch 
as  this  people  stoppeth  near  me  with  its  mouth,  and  with  its  lips 
honoureth  me,  hut  hath  removed  its  heart  far  from  me,  and  its 

14  fear  towards  me  is  taught  by  the  precept  of  men  :  Therefore, 
behold,  I  will  continue  to  do  marvellously  amongst  this  people, 
marvellously  and  a  wonder ;  for  the  wisdom  of  their  wise  men 
shall  perish,  and  the  understanding  of  their  discreet  men  shall 
he  hid.7 

15  Woe  unto  them  that  seek  deep  to  hide?  their  counsel 

J  laymen.  *  borne  in  mind.  1  voice*  *  move-  5  knoweih.  0  know,  1  screened, 
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from  the  Eternal,  and  their  works  are  in  the  dark,  and  they 

16  say,  Who  seeth.  us?  and  who  knoweth  us?  It  is  your  per* 
version1  if  the  potter  be  esteemed3  as  the  clay,  that  the  work 
should  say  to  him  that  made  it.  He  made  me  not,  and  should 
the  thing  framed,  say  to  him  that  framed  it.  He  had  no  under- 

17  standing.  Ia  it  not  yet  a  very  little  while,  and  Lebanon  shall 
be  turned  iato  the  fruitful  soil,  and  the  fruitful  soil  shall  be 

18  reckoned  as  the  forest?  And  in  that  day  shall  the  deaf  hear 
the  words  of  a  book,  and  the  eyes  of  the  blind  shall  see  out  of 

19  obscurity,  and  out  of  darkness.  And  the  meek  shall  continue 
their  joy  in  the  Eternal,  and  the  needy  among  men  shall  rejoice 

20  in  the  Holy  One  of  Israel.  For  the  terrible  one  is  brought  to 
nought,  and  the  scorner  is  consumed,1  and  all  that  watch  for 

21  iniquity  are  cut  off :  That  make  a  man  sin  for  a  word,  and  lay 
a  snare  for  him  that  reproveth*  in  the  gate,  and  turn  aside  the 
righteous  iii  the  solitude. 

22  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  who  released  Abraham, 
concerning  the  house  of  Jacob,  Jacob  shall  not  now  be  ashamed, 

23  neither  shall  his  face  now  wax  pale.  But  when  he  seeth  his 
children,  the  work  of  my  hands,  in  the  midst  of  him,  they 
shall  sanctify  my  name,  and  sanctify  the  Holy  One  of  Jacob, 

24  and  shall  declare  the  God  of  Israel  terrible.  They  also  that 
erred  in  spirit  shall  come  to  understanding,  and  they  that 
vituperated  shall  learn  doctrine. 

Chap.  XXX. 

1  Woe  to  the  refractory  children,  w  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  that  take9  counsel,  but  not  of  me;  and  that  pour 
out  a  libation,  hut  not  of  my  Spirit,  that  they  may  add  sin  to 

2  sin :  That  walk  to  go  down  into  Egypt,  and  have  not  asked  at 
my  mouth;  to  strengthen  themselves  in  the  stronghold  of 

3  Pharaoh,  and  to  trust  in  the  shadow  of  Egypt!  Therefore 
shall  the  stronghold  of  Pharoah  be  your  shame,  and  the  trust 

4  in  the  shadow  of  Egypt  your  confusion.  For  his  officers  were 

5  at  Zoan,  and  his  messengers  reached  Hanes.  They  were  all 
ashamed  of  a  people  that  could  not  profit  them,  nor  be  a  help 
nor  profit,  but  a  shame,  and  also  a  disgrace. 

G  The  burden  of  the  beasts  of  the  south:  Into  the  land  of 
trouble  and  anguish,  from  whence  come  the  strong  lion  and  the 
fierce  lioness,  the  viper  and  fiery  flying  serpent,  they  will  carry 
their  forces  upon  the  shouidere  of  foals,  and  their  treasures 
upon  the  bunches  of  camels,  to  a  people  that  shall  not  profit 

'  overturning.  *  reckoned.  *  fitiisiu.il  1  argue:  It.  *  do. 
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7  them .  For  the  Egyptians  shall  help  in  vain,  and  to  no  pur¬ 
pose  :  therefore  I  called  to  it,  they  are  only  boasters,  let  them 

8  sit  still.  Now  go,  write  it  before  them  in  a  tablet,  and  note  it 
in  a  book,  that  it  may  be  for  the  last  day  for  ever  and  ever ; 

9  That  this  i$  a  rebellious  people,  lying  children,  children  that 

10  will  not  hear  the  law  of  the  Eternal ;  Who  say  to  the  seers, 
See  not ;  and  to  those  that  have  visions,  Prophesy  not  unto  us 
right  things ;  speak  unto  us  smooth  things,  prophesy  deceits  r 

11  Depart  from  the  way,  turn  aside  out  of  the  path,  cause  the 

12  Holy  One  of  Israel  to  cease  from  before  us.  Wherefore  thus 
saith  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  Because  ye  scorn  this  word,  and 
trust  in  oppression  and  perverseness,  and  stay1  thereon : 

13  Therefore  this  iniquity  shall  be  to  you  as  a  breach  ready  to  fall, 
swelling  out  in  a  lofty  rampart,  whose  breaking  cometh  sud- 

14  denly  at  an  instant.  And  he  shall  break  it  as  the  breaking  of 
the  potter’s  vessel,  smash  and  not  spare ;  so  that  there  shall  not 
be  found  in  the  smashing  of  it  a  sherd  to  scrape  fire  from  the 

15  hearth,  or  to  take2  water  wilhal  ovit  of  the  cistern.  For  thus 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  In  returning 
and  rest  shall  ye  be  saved ;  in  quietness  and  in  confidence  shall 

16  be  your  strength ;  and  yc  would  not.  But  ye  said,  No ;  for  we 
will  flee  upon  horses;  therefore  shall  ye  flee;  and.  We  will 

17  ride  upon  the  swift;  your  pursuers  shall  be  swift.  One 
thousand  shall  flee  at  the  rebuke  of  one ;  at  the  rebuke  of  five 
shall  yc  flee ;  till  ye  be  left  as  a  post  upon  the  top3  of  a 

18  mountain,  and  as  a  banner  on  a  hill.  And  therefore  will  the 
Eternal  wait,  that  he  may  be  gracious  unto  you  ;  and  therefore 
will  he  be  exalted,  that  ne  may  have  mercy  upon  you ;  for  the 
Eternal  is  a  God  of  judgment ;  happiness  to  all  that  wait  for  him. 

19  For  a  people  shall  abide  in  Zion  at  Jerusalem ;  thou  shaltweep 
no  more ;  he  mil  be  very  gracious  unto  thee  at  the  voice  of  thy 

20  cry ;  as  he  hears,  he  will  answer  thee.  And  though  the  Lord 
give  you  the  bread  of  adversity,  and  the  water  of  affliction,  yet 
shall  not  thy  teachers  be  removed  into  a  corner  any  more,  hut 

21  thine  eyes  shall  see  thy  teachers ;  And  thin  a  ears  shall  hear  a 
word  behind  thee,  saying,  This  is  the  way,  walk  ye  in  it,  when 

22  ye  turn  to  the  right  and  when  ye  turn  to  the  left.  Yc  shall 
defile  also  the  overlaying  of  thy  graven  images  of  silver,  and  the 
wrapping  of  thy  molten  images  of  gold  :  thou  shalt  cast1  them 
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away  as  a  menstruous  doth ;  thou  shalt  say  unto  it,  Get  thee 

S3  hence.  Then  shall  he  give  the  rain  of  thy  seed,  that  thou  shalt 
sow  the  ground  withal ;  and  bread  of  the  produce  of  the  ground, 
and  it  shall  be  fat  and  nourishing  t  in  that  day  shall  thy  cattle 

24  feed  in  spacious  pastures.  The  oxen  likewise,  and  the  foals 
that  ear1  the  ground,  shall  eat  salted  meslin  which  hath  been 

2i >  winnowed  with  the  shovel|[  and  with  the  fan.  And  there  shall 
be  upon  every  high  mountain,  and  upon  every  exalted  hill,  rills 
and  water  courses  in  the  day  of  the  great  slaughter,  when 

2G  towers  fall.  Moreover,  the  light  of  the  moon*  shall  be  as  the 
light  of  the  sun,3  and  the  light  of  the  sun  shall  be  seven-fold, 
as  the  light  of  seven  days,  in  the  day  that  the  Eternal  btndeth 
up  the  breach  of  bis  people,  and  nealeth  the  stroke  of  their 
wound. 

27  Behold,  the  name  of  the  Eternal  cometh  from  far,  his 
wrath  is  burning,  and  grievous  the  conflagration  ;  his  lips  are 

28  full  of  indignation,  and  Ills  tongue  as  a  devouring  fire:  And 
his  breath,*  as  an  overflowing  stream,  shall  reach9  to  the  midst 
of  the  neck,  to  sift  the  nations  with  the  sieve  of  vanity ;  aud 
there  shall  be  a  bridle  in  the  jaws  of  the  peoples,  causing  them 

2'.)  to  err.  Ye  shall  have  a  song,  as  in  the  night  of  the  sanctifica¬ 
tion  of  the  festival ;  and  gladness  of  heart,  as  when  one  goeth 
with  the  pipe  to  come  into  the  mountain  of  the  Eternal,  to  the 

30  mighty'1  One  of  Israel.  And  the  Eternal  shall  cause  the  ma¬ 
jestic  voice  to  be  heard,  and  shall  show  the  lighting  down  of  bis 
arm,  with  the  rage  of  his  wrath,  arul  v/ith  the  flame  of  a  devour- 

31  iog  fire,  tui’h  scattering,  and  tempest,  and  hailstones.  For 
through  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  shall  Assyria  be  dismayed  ; 

32  with  a  rod  he  shall  smite  it.  And  in  every  place  where  the 
decreed  staff  shall  pass,  which  the  Eternal  shall  lay  upon  him, 
it  shall  be  with  tabrets  and  harps :  and  in  wars  of  waving  will 

33  he  fight  with  it.  For  Tophet  is  ordained  of  old  ;  yea,  for  the 
king  it  is  prepared :  he  hath  made  it  deep  and  large ;  the  pile 
thereof  is  fire  and  much  wood :  the  breath  of  the  Eternal,  like 
a  brook  of  brimstone,  burning  in  it. 

Ciiap.  XXXI, 

1  Woe  to  them  that  go  down  to  Egypt  for  help,  and  stay7  on 
horses,  and  trust  in  chariots,  because  they  are  numerous  ;  and 
in  horsemen,  because  they  are  very  mighty  :  but  attend  not  unto 

1  serve.  -  while.  *  heater,  4  wiuil.  1  halil  *  crag.  4  recline. 
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2  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  neither  inquire  after  the  Eternal.  Y et 
he  also  is  wise,  and  will  bring  evil,  and  will  not  call  back1  his 
words :  but  will  arise  against  the  house  of  the  evil-doers,  and 

3  against  the  help  of  the  workers  of  iniquity.  Now  the  Egyptians 
are  men,  and  not  God ;  and  their  horses  flesh,  and  not  spirit. 
When  the  Eternal  shall  incline  his  hand,  both  he  that  helpeth 
shall  stumble,  and  he  that  is  holpen  shall  fall,  and  they  all  shall 

4  fail  together.  For  thus  hath  the  Eternal  spoken  unto  me.  Like 
as  the  lion  and  the  young  lion  roaring^  on  his  prey,  when  a 
multitude3  of  shepherds  is  called  forth  against  him,  he  will  not 
be  dismayed  by  their  voice,  nor  abase  himself  for  the  crowd  of 
them:  so  shall  the  Eternal  of  hosts  come  down  to  light  on 

5  mount  Zion,  and  on  the  hill  thereof.  As  birds  flying,  so  will 
the  Eternal  of  hosts  defend  Jerusalem ;  defending  also  he  will 

6  deliver  it,  and  passing  over  he  will  preserve  it.  Return  ye  unto 
him  from  whom  the  children  of  Israel  have  deeply  revolted.1 

7  For  in  that  day  every  man  shall  scorn  his  idols  of  silver,  and 
his  idols  of  gold,  which  your  own  hands  have  made  unto  you 

8  for  a  sin.  Then  shall  Assyria  fall  with  the  sword,  not  of  a  man ; 
and  the  sword,  not  of  a  person,  shall  devour5  him :  but  he  shall 

9  flee  from  the  sword,  and  his  young  men  shall  be  tributary.  And 
he  shall  pass  over  to  his  rock  for  dread,  and  his  princes  shall  be 
dismayed  by  a  banner,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  whose 
fire8  is  in  Zion,  and  his  furnace  in  Jerusalem. 


Chap.  XXXII. 


1  Behold,  for  righteousness  reigneth  a  king,  and  ns  princes7 

3  they  bear  sway  for  judgment.  And  a  man  shall  Ik  as  a  hiding 
place  from  the  wind,  and  a  covert  from  the  tempest ;  as  rills  of 
water  in  a  dry  place ;  as  the  shadow  of  a  great8  rock  in  a  weary 

3  land.  And  the  eyes  of  them  that  see  shall  not  be  smeared  over  j 

4  and  the  cars  of  them  that  hear  shall  attend.  The  heart  also  of 
the  rash  shall  nnderstand  knowledge,  and  the  tongue  of  the 

5  stammerers  shall  be  ready  to  speak  with  distinctness.  The 
base  person  shall  be  no  more  called  liberal,  nor  the  crafty  said 

6  to  be  bountiful.  For  the  base  person  will  speak  baseness,  and 
his  heart  will  work  iniquity,  to  practise9  impiety,  and  to  speak 
erroneously  concerning  the  Eternal,  to  make  empty  the  soul  of 
the  hungry ;  and  he  will  cause  the  drink  of  the  thirsty  to  lack. 

7  The  vessels  also  of  the  crafty  are  evil :  he  counsels  wicked  de¬ 
vices  to  destroy  the  poor  with  lying  words,  even  when  the 


remove. 
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8  needy  speaketh  right.1  But  the  liberal  counselleth  liberal 

0  things  ;  and  by  liberal  things  shall  he  stand.3  Rise  up,  yc 
women  that  are  at  ease,  hear  my  voice ;  ye  trusting  daughters 

10  give  ear  unto  my  speech.  Over  days  and  years  shall  ye  be 
agitated,  ye  trusting  ones:  for  the  vintage  shall  fail,  the 

11  gathering  shall  not  come.  Tremble,  ye  women  that  are  at 
ease ;  be.  agitated,  ye  trusting  ones :  strip  ye,  and  make  ye 

12  bare,  and  gird  sackcloth  upon  your  loins.  Lamenting  for  the 

13  breasts,  for  the  pleasant  fields,  for  the  fruitful  vine.  Upon  the 
ground  of  my  people  shall  come  up  thorns  and  briars,||  yea, 

14  upon  all  the  houses  of  joy  in  the  exulting  town ;  Because  the 
palaces  shall  be  forsaken ;  the  crowd  of  the  city  shall  be  left ; 
the  acclivity  of  the  city  and  watch-tower  shall  be  for  dens3  for 

15  ever,  a  joy  of  wild  asses,  a  pasture  of  droves;  Until  a  spirit  be 
poured  out  upou  us  from,  on  high,  and  the  desert  be  fruitful 

16  soil,  and  fruitful  soil  be  counted  for  the  forest.  Then  judg¬ 
ment  shall  dwell  in  the  desert,  and  righteousness  abide  in  the 

17  fruitful  soil.  And  the  work  of  righteousness  shall  be  peace; 
and  the  effect1  of  righteousness,  quietness  and  assurance  for 

18  ever.  And  my  people  shall  abide  in  an  abode  of  peace,  and  in 

]  9  dwellings  of  security,  and  in  sure  resting-places.  And  it  shall 

hail  whilst  the  forest  goeth  down ;  and  the  city  shall  be  low  in 

20  lowness.  Happiness  on  you  that  sow  beside  all  waters,  that 
send  forth  thither  the  feet  of  the  ox3  and  the  ass. 

Chap.  XXXIII. 

1  Wok  to  thee  that  spoilest,  and  thou  i vast  not  spoiled:  and 
dealest  treacherously,  and  they  dealt  not  treacherously  with 
thcc !  when  thou  shalt  cease  to  spoil,  thou  shalt  be  spoiled ; 
and  when  thou  shalt  make  an  endj{  to  deal  treacherously,  they 

2  shall  deal  treacherously  with  thee.  O  Eternal,  be  gracious 
unto  us ;  we  have  waited  for  thee :  be  thou  their  arm  every 

3  morning,  our  salvation  also  in  the  time  of  trouble.  At  the 
voice  of  the  crowd  the  peoples  move  off ;  at  the  lifting  up  of 

4  thyself  nations  were  scattered.  And  your  spoil  shall  be 
gathered  like  the  gathering  of  the  caterpillar  :||  as  the  running 

5  to  ami  fro  of  locusts  shall  he  eagerly  run  upon  them.  The 
Eternal  is  exalted  ;  for  he  dwelleth  on  high  :  be  hath  filled 

6  Zion  with  judgment  and  righteousness.  And  wisdom  and 
knowledge  shall  be  the  stability  of  thy  times,  and  abundance 
of  salvation  :  the  fear  of  the  Eternal  u  his  treasure. 

7  Behold,  their  valiant  ones]}  shall  cry  without ;  the  ambassa- 

1  judgment.  •  arise.  9  caves.  4  service.  *  one  of  the  herd. 
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8  dors  of  peace  shall  weep  bitterly.  The  highways  are  desolate, 
the  way-faring  man  ceaseth  :l  he  hath  made  void  the  covenant, 

9  he  hath  scorned  the  cities,  he  regardeth8  no  man.  The  earth 
moumeth  and  languish eth ;  Lebanon  is  ashamed  mid  hewn 
down ;  Sharon  is  like  a  wilderness;  and  Bashan  and  Carmel 

10  shake  off  their  leaves.  Now  will  1  rise,  saith  the  Eternal ; 

1 1  now  will  I  raise  myself ;  now  will  I  lift  up  myself.  Y  e  shall 
be  pregnant  with  chaff;  ye  shall  bring  forth  Btubble :  your 

12  breath1  os  fire  shall  devour  you.  And  peoples  shall  be  as  the 
burnings  of  lime ;  as  thorns  cut  up  Bhall  they  be  burned  in  the 
fire. 

13  Hear,  ye  that  are  lax  off,  what  1  have  done ;  and  ye  that  are 

14  near,  know  my  might*  The  sinners  in  Zion  dread;  quaking 
hath  seized  the  impious :  Who  among  us  shall  Bojourn  with 
the  devouring*  fire  ?  who  among  us  shall  sojourn  with  ever- 

15  lasting  humings  l  He  that  walketh  in  righteousness,  and 
speaketh  uprightness ;  he  that  scorneth  the  gain  of  oppres¬ 
sions,  that  shaketh  the  palms  of  his  hands  from  holding  of 
bribes,  that  stoppeth  his  ears  from  hearing  of  blood,  and 

16  shutteth  bis  eyes  from  seeing  evil.  He  shall  dwell  on  high: 
his  place  of  defence  shall  be  the  munitions  of  rocks;  bread 

17  shall  be  given  him,  his  waters  shall  be  sure.  Thine  eyes  shall 
behold  the  king  in  his  beauty :  they  shall  see  the  laud  diat  is 

18  very  far  off.  Thy  heart  shall  utter  in  terror.  Where  is  a 
scribe  ;s  where  is  a  receiver ;  where  is  he  that  counted  the 

19  towers?  Thou  shalt  not  see  any  longer  a  fierce  people;  a 
people  of  unintelligible  language,1  not  to  be  understood ;  of  a 

20  stammering  tongue,  without  sense.7  Look  upon  Zion,  the 
town  of  our  appointment ;  thine  eyes  shall  see  Jerusalem  a 
sure  abode,  a  tent  thaf  shall  not  be  taken  down;|{  the  pins 
thereof  none  shall  remove  for  ever,  neither  shall  any  of  the  cords 

21  thereof  be  loosened.  But  there  the  Eternal  will  be  mighty 
unto  us,  will  be  unto  us  a  place  of  broad1  rivers  and  streams  ; 
wherein  shall  go  no  galley  with  oars,  neither  shall  gallant*  ship 

22  pass  thereby.  For  the  Eternal  is  our  judge,  the  Eternal  is 

23  our  lawgiver,  the  Eternal  is  our  king ;  he  will  save  us.  Thy 
cordB  are  loosed ;  they  strengthen  not  the  frame  of  their  mast ; 
they  spread  not  sail:10  then  is  the  prey  of  a  great  spoil 

24  divided ;  the  lame  take11  the  prey.  And  the  neighbour  shall 
not  say,  1  am  sick :  the  people  that  abide  therein  shall  be  for¬ 
given1*  their  iniquity. 

Chap.  XXXIV. 

1  Approach, ye  nations,  to  hear;  and  attend,  ye  races;  let  the 

1  lcaveth  off.  s  reckonetb.  3  wind.  1  eating.  s  one  counting.  *  deep  of  lip. 

7  knowledge.  8  wide  of  bands.  *  mighty,  banner.  11  preyed.  borne, 
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earth  hear,  and  the  fulness  thereof;  the  world,  and  all  things 

2  that  come  forth  of  it.  For  the  indignation  of  the  Eternal  is 
upon  all  nations,  and  his  fury  upon  all  their  host :  he  hath 

3  doomed  them,  he  hath  given  them  to  the  slaughter.  Their 
slain  also  shall  be  cast  out,  and  their  stink  shall  come  up  out 
of  their  carcases,  and  the  mountains  shall  be  dissolved  with 

4  their  blood.  And  all  the  host  of  heaven  shall  melt  away,  and 
the  heavens  shall  be  rolled  together  as  a  scroll  j1  and  all  their 
host  shall  wither  away,  as  the  leaf  withereth  away  from  the 

5  vine,  and  as  a  withering  yip  from  the  fig-tree.  For  my  sword 
is  drunk  in  the  heaven;  behold,  it  shall  come  down  upon 

fi  Idumea,  and  upon  the  people  of  my  doom,  to  judgment.  The 
sword  of  the  Eternal  is  filled  with  blood ;  it  is  made  fat  with 
fatness,  and  with  the  blood  of  lambs  and  goats,  with  the  frit  of 
the  kidneys  of  rams :  for  the  Eternal  hath  a  sacrifice  in  Bozrah, 

7  and  a  great  slaughter  in  the  land  of  Idumea.  And  buffaloes 
shall  come  down  with  them,  and  bulls  with  the  mighty  ones  ; 
and  their  land  shall  be  drunk  with  blood,  and  their  dust  made 

8  fat  with  fatness.  For  it  is  the  day  of  the  vengeance  of  the 
Eternal,  and  the  year  of  recompenses  for  the  quarrel  of  Zion. 

0  And  the  brooks  thereof  shall  be  turned  into  pitch,  and  the 
dust  thereof  into  hrimstone,  and  the  laud  thereof  shall  become 

10  burning  pitch.  It  shall  not  go  out  night  nor  day ;  the  smoke 
thereof  shall  go  up  for  ever :  from  generation  to  generation  it 
shall  lie  waste ;  none  shall  pass  through  it  for  ever  and  ever : 

11  Pelican  and  hedgehog  shall  possess  it;  owl  also  and  raven 
shall  dwell  in  it:  and  he  shall  stretch3  over  it  the  line  of 

13  desolation,  and  the  stones  of  emptiness.  They  shall  call  the 
nobles  thereof  to  the  kingdom,  but  none  shall  be  there,  and 

13  all  her  officers  shall  be  nothing.  And  thorna||  shall  come  up 
in  her  palaces,  nettles  and  brambles  in  tbe  fortresses  thereof; 
and  it  shall  be  an  abode  of  dragons,  [j  and  a  dwelling3  for 

14  ostriches.  Wild  beasts  of  the  desert  shall  also  meet  with 
howling  animals, {|  and  satyr1  shall  cry  to  hia  fellow ;  a  noc¬ 
turnal  one  also  shall  rest  there,  and  find  for  herself  a  place 

15  of  rest.  There  shall  the  arrow -snake  nestle,  and  lay,3  and 
hatch,6  and  gather[|  under  her  shadow ;  there  shall  the  vul- 

16  turesjj  also  be  gathered,  every  one  with  her  mate.  Inquire 
ye  out  of  the  hook  of  the  Eternal,  and  read;7  no  one  of 
these  shall  fail,  none  shall  want  her  mate  :*  for  my  mouth  it 

17  hath  commanded,  and  his  spirit  it  hath  gathered  them.  And 
lie  hath  cast  a  lot  for  them,  and  his  hand  hath  divided  it  unto 
them  by  the  line ;  they  shall  possess  it  for  over,  from  genera¬ 
tion  to  generation  they  shall  dwell  therein. 

1  buck.  *  incline.  J  enclosure*  *  he-guat.  1  escape.  *  cleave.  1  call- 

*  a  woman  her  fellow  bore  uot  m  mind* 
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Chap.  XXXV. 

1  The  desert,  and  the  solitary  place,  shall  be  glad  for  them ;  and 

2  the  plain  shall  rejoice,  and  blossom  as  the  lily.jj  It  shall 
bloesom  abundantly,  and  rejoice  even  -with  joy  and  shouting ; 
the  glory  of  the  Lebanon  shall  be  given  unto  it,  the  majesty  of 
Carmel  and  Sharon ;  they  shall  see  the  glory  of  the  Eternal, 

3  and  the  majesty  of  our  God.  Strengthen  ye  the  feeble  hands, 

4  and  confirm  the  stumbling  knees.  Say  to  them  that  are  of  a 
fearful1  heart,  Be  strong,  fear  not ;  behold  your  God,  vengeance 
cometh,  a  recompense  of  God ;  he  will  come  and  save  you. 

5  Then  the  eyes  of  die  blind  shall  be  unclosed,  and  the  ears  of 

6  the  deaf  shall  be  opened :  Then  shall  the  lame  man  leap  as  a 
hart,  and  the  tongue  of  the  dumb  shout :  for  in  the  desert  shall 

7  waters  break  out,*  and  brooks  in  the  plain.  And  the  semblance 
of  water  shall  become  a  draught,  and  thirsty  land*  springs 
of  water :  in  the  abode  of  dxagoas,|j  its  couching  place,  is  space4 

8  for  cane  and  paper  reed.  Ana  a  road  shall  be  there,  and  a  way, 
and  it  shall  be  called,  The  way  of  holiness;  the  andean  shall 
not  pass  over  it ;  but  it  shall  be  for  those :  the  way- fining  men, 

9  though  foals,  shall  not  stray.  No  lion  shall  be  there,  nor  any 
tearing  creature  among  animals  shall  go  up  thereon,  it  shall  not 

10  be  found  there :  but  die  redeemed  shall  walk  there.  And  the 
released  of  the  Eternal  shall  return,  and  come  to  Zion  with 
shouting  and  everlasting  joy  upon  their  heads :  they  shall 
obtain  joy  and  gladness,  and  sorrow  and  sighing  shall  flee 
away. 


Chap.  XXXVI. 

1  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  king  Hezekiah, 
that  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria  went  up  against  all  the  for- 

2  tilled  cities  of  Judah,  and  took5  them.  And  the  king  of 
Assyria  Bent  Rabshakeh  from  TAchiah  to  Jerusalem,  unto  king 
Hezekiah,  with  a  great®  force :  and  he  stood  by  the  trench  of 

3  the  upper  pool,  in  the  highway  of  the  washer's  field.  Then 
came  forth  unto  him  Eiiakim,  Hilkiah's  son,  who  was  over  the 
household,  and  Shebna  the  scribe,7  and  Josh,  Asaph's  son,  the 

4  recorder.  And  Rabshakeh  said  unto  them,  Say  ye  now  to 
Hezekiah,  Thus  saith  the  great  king,  the  king  of  Assyria,  What 

1  precipitate  *  bcclefL  3  draught,  4  enclosure,  *  caught*  ^  heavy* 

*  he  that  coimu. 
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5  trust  is  this  wherein  thou  trustest  ?  I  said  it  is  only  a  word  of 
the  lip,  counsel  and  might  are  required  for  war :  now,  on  whom 

6  dost  thou  trust,  that  thon  rebel!  est  against  me  ?  Lo,  thou 
trustest  in  the  stay  of  this  crushed  cane,  on  Egypt ;  whereon  if 
a  man  lean,  it  will  go  into  the  palm  of  his  band,  and  pierce  it : 

7  so  w  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt  to  all  that  trust  in  him.  But  if 
thou  say  to  me,  We  trust  in  the  Eternal,  our  God :  is  it  not  he 
whose  high  places  and  whose  altars  Hezekiah  hath  removed, 
and  said  to  Judah  and  to  Jerusalem,  Ye  shall  prostrate  your- 

8  selves  before  this  altar?  Now,  therefore,  pray,  enter  into  a 
compact  with  my  lord  the  king  of  Assyria,  and  I  will  give  thee 
two  thousand  horses,  if  thon  be  able  on  thy  part  to  set1  riders 

9  upon  them.  How  then  wilt  thou  tom  away®  the  face  of  one 
captain  of  the  least  of  my  lord’s  servants,  and  trustest  in 

10  Egypt  for  chariots  and  for  horsemen  ?  And  am  I  now  come  up 
without  the  Eternal  against  this  land  to  destroy9  it?  The 
Eternal  said  unto  me.  Go  up  against  this  land,  and  destroy  it. 

1 1  Then  said  Eliakim,  and  Shebna,  mid  Joali,  unto  Rabshakeh, 
Pray,  speak  unto  thy  servants  Syrian;  for  wc  understand4  it: 
and  speak  not  to  ns  Jewish,  in  the  ears  of  the  people  that  are 

12  on  the  rampart.  But  Rabshakeh  said,  Hath  my  lord  sent  me 
to  thy  lord  and  to  thee,  to  speak  these  words  ?  hath  he  not  seat 
ma  to  the  men  that  sit  upon  the  rampart,  that  they  may  eat 

13  their  own  excrements  and  drink  their  own  piss  with  yon  ?  Then 
Rabshakeh  stood,  and  called  with  a  loud9  voice  in  Jewish,  and 
said,  Hear  ye  the  words  of  the  great  king,  the  king  of  Assyria : 

14  Thus  saith  the  king, Let  not  Hezekian  beguile  you;  for  he 

15  shall  not  be  able  to  deliver  you.  Neither  let  Hezekiah  make 
you  trust  in  the  Eternal,  saying,  The  Eternal  will  surely  deliver 
us :  this  city  shall  not  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

16  Assyria.  Hearken  not  to  Hezekiah ;  for  thus  saith  the  king  of 
Assyria,  Make  with  me  peace,4  and  come  out  to  me  :  and  eat 
ye  every  one  of  his  vine,  and  every  one  of  his  fig-tree,  and  drink 

1  give.  1  restate.  1  corrupt.  1  hear.  i  great.  *  blessing. 
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17  ye  every  one  the  waters  of  his  cistern ;  Until  I  come  and  lake 
you  away  to  a  land  like  your  own  land, aland  of  com  and  must, 

18  a  land  of  bread  and  vineyards.  Beware  lest  Hezekiah  entice 
you,  saying.  The  Eternal  will  deliver  us.  Hath  any  of  the  gods 
of  the  nations  delivered  his  land  out  of  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

19  Assyria?  Where  ore -the  gods  of  Hamath  and  Arphad? 
where  are  the  gods  of  Sepharvaim  ?  and  have  they  delivered 

20  Samaria  out  of  my  hand  ?  Who  are  they  among  all  the  gods 
of  these  lands  that  have  delivered  their  land  out  of  my  hand, 
that  the  Eternal  should  deliver  Jerusalem  out  of  my  hand  t 

21  Bat  they  were  silent,  and  answered  him  not  a  word :  for  the 

22  king’s  commandment  was,  saying.  Answer  him  not.  Then 
came  Eliakim  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  that  was  over  the  houseAcW, 
and  Shebna  the  scribe,1  and  Joali  the  son  of  Asaph,  the  recorder, 
to  Hezekiah  with  their  garments  rent,  and  told  him  the  words 
of  Rabshakeh. 

Chap.  XXXVII. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  king  Hezekiah  heard  it,  that  he  rent 
his  garments,  and  covered  himself  with  the  sackcloth,  and  went 

2  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  he  sent  Eliakim,  who  was 
over  the  houseAok/,  mid  Shebna  the  scribe,1  and  the  elders  of 
the  priests  covered  with  the  sackcloth,  unto  Isaiah  tlic  prophet, 

3  the  son  of  Amos.  And  they  said  unto  him.  Thus  saiui  ldeze- 
kiah,  A  day  of  trouble,  and  of  rebuke,  and  of  insult  is  this  day : 
for  the  children  are  come  to  the  birth  |  and  there  is  not  strength 

4  to  bring  forth.  Perhaps  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  hear  the  words 
of  Rabshakeh,  whom  the  king  of  Assyria  his  lord  hath  sent  to 
insult  the  living  God,  and  will  reprove*  the  words  which  the 
Eternal  thy  God  hath  heard :  wherefore  lift  up  thy  prayer  for 

5  the  remnant  that  is  left.3  So  the  servants  of  king  Hezekiah 

G  came  to  Isaiah.  And  Isaiah  said  unto  them.  Thus  shall  ye  say 

unto  your  lord,  Thus  eaith  the  Eternal,  Be  not  afraid  of  the 
words  that  thou  hast  heard,  wherewith  the  servants  of  the 

7  king  of  Assyria  have  reviled  me.  Behold,  I  will  put  it  in  his 
mind4  that  when  he  hears  a  report  he  Bhall  return  to  his  own  land; 


1  lie  that  counts, 
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8  and  1  will  cause  him  to  fall  by  the  sword  in  his  own  land.  So 
Rabshakeh  returned,  and  found  the  king  of  Assyria  fighting 
against  Libnah :  for  he  had  heard  that  he  was  departed1  from 

9  Lachish.  And  he  heard  Bay  concerning  Tirhakah,  king  of 
Cush,  He  is  come  forth  to  fight  with  thee:  and  when  he 

10  heard  if,  he  sent  messengers  to  Hezekiah,  saying.  Thus  shall  ye 
speak  to  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  saying,  Let  not  thy  God  m 
whom  thou  tr  us  test  beguile  thee,  saying,  Jerusalem  shall  not 

1 1  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Assyria,  Behold,  thou 
hast  heard  what  the  kings  of  Assyria  have  done  to  all  lands,  by 
dooming  them  to  destruction;  and  ahalt  thou  he  delivered? 

12  Have  the  gods  of  the  nations  delivered  them  which  my  fathers 
have  destroyed,8  as  Gozan,  and  Haran,  and  Rezeph,  and  the 

13  children  of  Eden  who  were  in  Telassar?  Where  is  the  king  of 
Hamath,  and  the  king  of  Arphad,  and  the  king  of  the  city  of 

14  Sepharvaira,  Hena,  and  Ivah ?  And  Hezekiah  took  the  letter3 
from  the  hand  of  the  messengers,  and  read1  it :  and  Hezekiah 
went  up  unto  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  spread  it  before 
the  Eternal,  And  Hezekiah  prayed  unto  the  Eternal,  saying, 

16  O  Eternal  of  hosts,  God  of  Israel,  that  abidest  between  the 
cherubim,  thou  art  the  God,  even  thou  alone,  of  all  the  king¬ 
doms  of  the  earth ;  thou  hast  made  the  heaven  and  the  earth. 

17  Incline  thine  ear,  O  Eternal,  and  hear;  unclose  thine  eyes,  O 
Eternal,  and  see ;  and  hear  all  the  words  of  Sennacherib,  who 

18  hath  sent  to  insult  the  living  God.  Of  a  truth,  Eternal,  the 
kings  of  Assyria  have  devastated  all  the  nations,  and  their 

1 9  countries.  And  have  cast*  their  gods  into  the  fire ;  for  they 
were  no  gods,  but  the  work  of  men’s  hands,  wood  and  stone ; 

20  therefore  they  have  destroyed  them.  Now,  therefore,  O 
Eternal  our  God,  save  us  from  his  hand,  that  aU  the  kingdoms 
of  the  earth  may  know  that  thou  art  the  Eternal,  even  thou 

21  only.  Then  Isaiah,  the  son  of  Amoz,  sent  unto  Hezekiah, 
saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  That  which 
thou  hast  prayed  to  me  against  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria : 

22  Tliis  is  the  word  which  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  concerning 
him.  The  virgin,  the  daughter  of  Zion,  hath  despised  thee, 
and  laughed  thee  to  scorn ;  the  daughter  of  Jerusalem  hath 

1  journeyed.  *  corrupted.  ®bouka,  1  called.  b  piveii. 
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23  shaken1  her  head  at  thee.  Whom  hast  thou  insulted  and 
reviled?  and  against  whom  hast  thou  raised  thy  voice,  and 
lifted  up  thine  eyes  on  high  ?  even  against  the  Holy  One  of 

24  Israel.  By  thy  servants  thou  hast  insulted  the  Eternal,  and 
hast  said,  With  the  multitude  of  my  chariots  am  I  come  up  to 
the  height  of  the  mountains,  to  the  sides?  of  Lebanon  j  and 
I  will  cut  down  the  tall*  cedars  thereof,  and  the  choice  cypresses 
thereof :  and  I  will  enter  into  the  height  of  his  border,  and 

25  the  forest  of  his  fruitful  soiLEI  I  have  digged,  and  drunk 
water ;  and  with  the  sole5  of  my  feet  I  dry  up  all  the  rivers  of 

26  Matsor.  Hast  thou  not  heard  it  ?  long  ago  I  have  done  it 
and  of  ancient  times  have  I  formed  it,  now  have  I  brought  it 
to  pass,  that  thou  shouldst  be  to  lay  waste  fortified  cities  into 

27  ruinous  stone  heaps.  Therefore  their  inhabitants  were  of  small 
power,4  they  were  dismayed  and  ashamed :  they  were  as  the 
grass  of  the  field,  and  as  the  green  sprout ;  as  the  grass  on  the 

28  roofs,  and  as  com  blasted  before  it  be  grown  up.  And 
thy  abode,  and  thy  going  out,  and  thy  coming  in  I  know,  as 

29  also  thy  rage  against  me.  Because  thy  rage  against  me,  and 
thy  wautonness,  is  come  up  into  mine  ears ;  therefore  will  I 
put  my  prickle  in  thy  nose,  and  my  bridle  in  thy  lips,  and  l 

30  will  turn  thee  back  by  the  way  which  thou  earnest.  And  this 
shall  be  a  sign  unto  thee.  Ye  shall  eat  this  year  such  things  as 
grow  of  their  own  accord ;  and  the  second  year  that  which 
springeth  of  the  same ;  and  in  the  third  year  sow  ye,  and  reap, 

31  and  plant  vineyards,  and  eat  the  fruit  thereon  And  the 
remnant  that  is  escaped  of  the  house  of  Judah  shall  again7 

32  take  root  downward,  mid  bear8  fruit  upward :  For  out  of  Jeru¬ 
salem  shall  go  forth  a  remnant,  and  they  that  escape  out  of 
mount  Zion :  the  zeal  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  shall  do  this. 

33  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  concerning  the  king  of  Assy¬ 
ria,  He  shall  not  come  into  this  city,  nor  snoot  an  arrow  there, 
nor  come  before8  it  with  shields,  nor  cast10  a  bank  against  it. 

34  By  the  way  that  he  came,  by  the  same  shall  he  return,  and 
shall  not  come  into  this  city,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

35  For  1  will  protect  this  city  to  save  it,  for  mine  own  sake,  and 

36  for  my  servant  David's  sake.  Then  an  angel11  of  the  Eternal 
went  forth,  and  smote  in  the  camp  of  Assyria  a  hundred  and 
four  score  and  five  thousand 1  and  when  they  arose  early  in  the 

37  morning,  behold,  they  were  all  dead  corpses.  So  Sennacherib 
king  of  Assyria  journeyed  and  went  and  returned,  and  abode 

33  at  Nineveh.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  was  prostrating  liim- 

1  moved.  2  thighs-  5  statures  cf.  *  end.  5  hollow.  *  short  of  hand.  z  continue. 

*  make.  0  Anticipate.  10  shed.  11  messenger. 
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self  in  the  house  of  Nisroch  his  god,  and  Adrammelech  and 
She.rr.zer  his  sons  smote  with  the  sword ;  and  they  escaped 
into  the  land  of  Ararat :  and  Esar-haddon  his  soo  reigned  in 
his  stead. 


Chap.  XXXVIII. 

1  In  those  dayB  was  Hezekiah  sick  unto  death.  And  Isaiah 
the  prophet,  the  son  of  Amoz,  came  unto  him,  and  Baid 
nuto  him.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Set  thy  house  in 

2  order  :*  for  thou  shalt  die,  and  not  live.  Then  Hezekiah 
turned  his  face  towards  the  wall,  and  prayed  onto  the  Eternal  . 

3  And  said,  Remember  now,  O  Eternal,  I  beseech  thee,  how  I* 
have  walked  before  thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect2  heart, 
and  have  done  what  is  good  in  thine  eyes :  and  Hezekiah 

4  wept  soTe.3  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  was  .  to  Isaiah, 

5  saying,  Qo  and  say  to  Hezekiah,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the 
God  of  David  thy  father,  I  have  heard  thy  prayer,  I  have  seen 
thy  tears:  hehold,  I  will  add  unto  thy  days  fifteen  years. 

6  And  1  will  deliver  thee  and  this  city  out  of  the  hand4  of  the 

7  king  of  Assyria :  and  1  will  protect  this  city.  And  this  shaU 
be  the  sign  unto  thee  from  the  Eternal,  that  the  Eternal  will 

8  do  this  thiug  that  he  hath  spoken ;  Behold,  1  will  bring  again5 
the  shadow  of  the  degrees,  which  is  gone  down  in  the  sun-dial6 
of  Ahaz,  ten  degrees  backward.  So  the  sun  retained  ten 
degrees,  by  which  degrees  it  was  gone  down. 

9  The  writing  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  when  he  had  been 

10  sick,  and  was  recovered1  of  his  sickness :  I  said,  in  the  quiet  of 
my  days,  I  shall  go  to  the  gates  of  the  grave :  I  am  deprived 

1 1  of  the  residue  of  my  years.  I  said,  I  shall  not  see  Yab,  even 
Yah,  in  the  land  of  the  living ;  I  shall  behold  man  no  more 

12  with  die  inhabitants  of  perishableness.  Mine  age  is  departed 
and  is  removed  from  me  as  a  shepherd’s  tent :  I  have  severed 
like  a  weaver  my  life ;  he  will  cut  me  off  from  the  thrum  :[| 

13  from  day  even  to  night  wilt  thou  make  an  end  of  me.  Until 
the  morning  I  likened  a  lion,  thus  will  he  break  all  my  bones : 

14  from  day  even  to  night  wilt  thou  make  an  end  of  me.  Like 
a  wheelingll  swallow,  so  did  I  chatter ;  I  did  coo6  as  a  dove : 
mine  eyes  languish  toith  looking  upwards:  D  Eternal,  I 

i  command  thy  house*  3  complete*  3  &  great  weeping  4  hollow.  *  restore* 

6  degrees.  *  lived,  3  uUer  sound*. 
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1 5  am  oppressed ;  be  surety  for  me.  What  shall  I  speak  ?  he 
hath  Doth  spoken  unto  me,  and  himself  hath  done  it ;  1  shall 
go  softly!)  all  my  years  on  account  of  the  bitterness  of  my  sonL 

16  O  Lord,  by  these  thing*  men  live,  and  in  all  these  things  is  the 
life  of  my  spirit :  so  wilt  thou  recover  me,  and  make  me  to 

17  live.  Behold,  for  peace  I  had  great  bitterness;  but  thou  host 
in  love  to  my  soul  delivered  it  from  the  pit  of  corruption  :||  for 

18  thou  host  cast  all  my  sins  behind  my  back.  For  the  grave 
cannot  acknowledge  thee ;  death  cannot  praise  thee :  they  that 

19  go  down  into  the  pit  cannot  hope  for  thy  truth.  The  living,  the 
living  he  shall  acknowledge  thee,  as  1  do  this  day ;  the  father 

20  to  the  children  shall  make  known  thy  troth.  The  Eternal  was 
ready  to  save  me :  therefore  we  will  play  my  songs,  all  the  days 

2 1  of  our  life,  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  For  Isaiah  had  said. 
Let  them  take1  a  cake  of  figs,  and  lay  &  for  a  plaster  jj  upon  the 

22  boil,  and  he  shall  recover.3  Hezekiah  also  nad  said,  what  is 
the  sign  that  I  shall  go  up  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal  1 

Chap.  XXXIX. 


1  At  that  time  Merodach-baladan,  the  son  of  Baladan  king  of 
Babylon,  sent  letters3  and  a  present4  to  Hezekiah :  for  he  had 

2  heard  that  he  had  been  sick,  and  was  recovered.4  Aiul  Ileze- 
kiah  was  glad  of  them,  and  showed  them  the  house  of  his 
spiccry,(|  the  silver,  and  the  gold,  and  the  spices,  and  the  good

7  Babylon :  nothing  shall  be  left,  saith  the  Eternal.  And  of  thy 
sons  that  shall  go  forth  from  thee,  whom  thou  sholt  beget, 
shall  they  take  away ;  and  they  shall  be  eunuchs  in  the  palace

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8  of  the  king  of  Babylon.  Then  said  Hezekiah  to  Isaiah,  Good 
is  the  word  of  the  Eternal  which  thou  hast  spoken :  he  said 
moreover.  For  there  shall  be  peace  and  truth  in  my  days. 

Chap.  XL. 

1  Comfort  ye,  comfort  ye  tny  people,  saith  your  God.  Speak 

2  ye  to  the  heart  of  Jerusalem,  and  call  unto  her,  that  her  war¬ 
fare  is  accomplished,1  that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned  ;9  for  3he 
hath  received3  of  the  hand  of  the  Eternal,  double  for  all  her 
sins. 

3  A  voice  calleth,  Clear  ye  in  the  desert  the  way  of  the 
Eternal,  make  straight  in  the  plain  a  highway  for  our  God. 

4  Every  glen  shall  be  exalted,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall 
be  made  low :  and  the  crooked  shall  be  a  straight  place,  and  the

6  A  voice  says.  Call  out.  And  he  said.  What  shall  I  call 
out  ?  Ail  flesh  it  grass,  and  all  the  mercy  thereof  is  aa  the 

7  flower  of  the  field :  Grass  drieth,  flower  withereth  :  because 
tbe  wind  of  the  Eternal  bloweth  upon  it :  surely  the  people 

8  is  grass.  Grass  drieth,  flower  withereth ;  but  the  word  of  our 

9  God  sliall  stand4  for  ever.  -  O  Zion's  bearer  of  good  tidings, 
get  thee  up  upon  a  high  mountain;  O  Jerusalem’s  bearer  of 
good  tidings,  lift  up  thy  voice  with  strength :  lift  it  up,  be  not 
afraid;  say  unto  the  cities  of  Judah,  Behold  your  God!

19  him?  An  artificer  melteth*  the  graven  image,  and  the  gold¬ 
smith4  sprcadeth1  it  over  with  gold,  and  casteth*  silver  chains. 

20  He  that  is  so  impoverished,  that  he  hath  no  heave- offering, 
chooseth  a  tree  that  will  not  rot :  he  seeketh  unto  him  a 
cunning7  artificer,  to  prepare  a  graven  image,  that  shall  not 

21  totter*  Have  ye  not  known  ?  have  ye  not  heard  ?  hath  it  not 
been  told  you  from  beginning  ?8  have  ye  not  understood  from 

22  the  foundations  of  the  earth?  It  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the 
sphere  of  the  earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as  grass* 
hoppers;  that  stretcheth  out9  heavens  as  the  curtain,!!  and 

23  gpreadeth  them  out  as  the  tent  to  abide  in ;  That  hringeth10  die 
distinguished  men  to  nothing:  he  maketh  the  judges  of  the 

24  earth  as  the  desolation.  They  are  not  yet  planted,  they  are  not 
yet  sown ;  their  stock  has  not  yet  taken  root  in  the  earth : 
and  when  he  only  breatheth  upon  them  the  whirlwind  shall  take

1 0  thee ;  Fear  thou  not,  foT  I  am  with  thee ;  have  no  regard,  for  I 
om  thy  God :  I  will  make  thee  firm ;  yea,  I  will  help  thee ;  yea, 
I  will  uphold  thee  with  the  right  hand  of  my  righteousness. 

11  Behold,  all  they  that  were  incensed  against  thee  shall  be 
ashamed  end  confounded :  they  shall  be  as  nothing ;  and  they 

i'2  that  strive  with  thee1  shall  perish.  Thou  shalt  seek  them,  ana 
shalt  not  find  them,  even  them  that  contended  with  thee  :*  they 
that  war  against  thee8  shall  be  as  nothing,  and  as  a  thing  of 

13  nought.  For  I  the  Eternal  thy  God  will  lay  hold  on  thy  right 

14  hand,  saying  umo  thee.  Fear  not ;  I  will  help  thee.  Fear  not, 
thou  worm  Jacob,  and  ye  men  of  Israel ;  I  will  help  thee,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of 

15  Israel.  Behold,  1  will  make10  thee  a  new  sharp  threshing  in¬ 
strument  having  teeth  :n  thou  shalt  thresh  the  mountains,  and 

1 6  heat  them  small,  and  shalt  make14  hills  as  the  chaff*.  Thou 
shalt  fan  them,  and  a  wind  shall  carry  them  away,  and  a  whirl¬ 
wind  shall  scatter  them :  and  thou  shalt  rejoice  in  the  Eternal, 
and  shall  glory  in  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

1 7  When  the  poor  and  needy  seek  water,  and  there  is  none,  and 
their  tongue  faileth  for  thirst,  I  the  Eternal  will  answer  them,  I 

18  the  God  of  Israel  will  not  forsake  them.  1  will  open  rivers  in 
elevated  places,  and  fountains  in  the  midst  of  the  deep  valleys: 
I  will  make14  a  desert  a  pool  of  water,  and  arid  land  springs 

19  of  water.  I  will  plant13  in  the  desert  the  cedar,  acacia,  and 
myrtle,  and  the  oil-tree ;  I  will  set1'  in  the  plain  the  cypress, 

20  and  the  pinc,|[  and  the  hox-trac|[  together  ;  That  they  may  see 
and  know,  and  consider,14  and  understand  together,  that  the 
hand  of  the  Eternal  hath  done  this,  and  the  Holy  One  of  Israel

SI  hath  created  it.  Produce  your  cause,*  saith  the  Eternal :  bring 

22  forth  your  defence,  saith  the  King  of  Jacob.  Let  them  bring 
them  forth,  and  tell  us  what  shall  happen;  let  them  tel!  the 
former  things  what  they  be,  that  we  may  conaide)*  them,  and 
know  the  latter  end3  of  them ;  or  declare  us  things  for  to  come. 

23  Tell  the  things  that  are  to  come  hereafter,  that  we  may  know 
that  ye  are  gods :  yea,  do  good,  or  do  evil,  that  we  may  have 

24  regard,  and  see  it  together.  Behold,  years  less  than  nothing, 
and  your  work  less  than  nought :  an  abomination  is  he  that 
chooseth  you. 

25  I  have  awakened  one  from  the  north,  and  he  shall  arrive : 
from  the  rising  of  the  sun  shall  he  call  upon  my  name  ;  and  he 
shall  come  upon  governors  as  upon  mortar,  and  as  the  potter 

26  treadeth  clay.  Who  hath  told  from  beginning,4  that  we  may 
know  ?  and  before-time,  that  we  may  say.  He  is  righteous  ? 
yea,  there  is  none  that  telleth ;  yea,  there  it  none  that  declareth ; 

27  yea,  there  is  none  that  heareth  your  words.  The  first  shall  say 
to  Zion,  Behold,  behold  them  :  and  I  will  give  to  Jerusalem  a 

28  bearer  of  good  tidings.  For  I  saw,  and  there  was  no  man ; 
even  among  them,  and  there  was  no  counsellor,  that,  when  I 

29  asked  of  them,  could  answer3  a  word.  Behold,  all  of  them — ■ 
their  work  is  iniquity  and  nought :  their  molten  images  are 
wind  aud  desolation. 


Chap.  XLII. 

1  Behold  my  servant,  whom  I  uphold ;  mine  elect,  with  whom 
my  soul  is  pleased:  I  have  put4  my  spirit  upon  him;  he  shall 

2  bring  forth  judgment  to  the  nations.  He  shall  not  cry,  nor  lift 

3  up,  nor  cause  bis  voice  to  be  heard  outside.  A  bruised  cane 
shall  he  not  break,  and  a  dim  burning  wick1  shall  he  not  quench : 

4  he  shall  bring  forth  judgment  unto  truth.  He  shall  not  fail* 
nor  be  discouraged,4  till  he  have  set10  judgment  in  the  earth : 
and  maritime  settlements  shall  wait  for  his  law. 

5  Thus  saith  God  the  Eternal,  he  that  created  the  heavens,  and 
inclined  them :  he  that  extended  the  earth,  and  that  which 
cometh  out  of  it ;  he  that  giveth  breath  unto  the  people  upon 

6  it,  and  spirit  to  them  that  walk  therein ;  I  the  Eternal  have 
called  thee  in  righteousness,  aud  will  lay  hold  on  thy  hand, 
and  will  preserve  thee,  and  give  thee  for  a  covenant  of  the 

7  people,  for  a  light  of  nations.  To  unclose  blind  eyes,  to  bring 
out  prisoners  from  a  prison,  and  them  that  sit  in  darkness  out 

8  of  the  house  of  restraint.  I  am  the  Eternal;  that  is  my  name : 
and  my  glory  will  I  not  give  to  another,  neither  my  praise  to 

1  approach  your  qumret  4  put  our  lioirt  3  *  head.  6  restore* 

given*  *  flax.  8  becoow  dint  9  bruised,  19  put 
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9  the  graven  images.  Behold,  the  former  things  are  come  to 
pass,  and  new  things  do  I  teU :  before  they  spring  forth1  I  de- 

10  clare  them  to  you.  Sing  unto  the  Eternal  a  new  song,  and 
his  praise  from  the  extremity  of  the  earth,  ye  that  go  down  to 
the  sea,  and  all  that  fills  it;  maritime  settlements,  and  the 

11  inhabitants  thereof.  Let  the  desert  and  the  cities  thereof  lift 
up  their  voice,  the  in  closures  that  Eedar  doth  inhabit :  let  the 
inhabitants  of  the  rock  shout,  let  them  cry  out  from  the  top  of 

12  mountains.  Let  them  give*  glory  unto  the  Eternal,  and  de¬ 
li  clare3  his  praise  in  the  maritime  settlements.  The  Eternal 

shall  go  forth  as  a  hero,  he  shall  awaken  jealousy  like  a  man  of 
war :  he  shall  cry,4  yea,  raise  a  war-cry  ;  he  shall  prevail  against 
his  enemies. 

14  I  have  been  still  from  time  of  yore ;  I  have  held  my  peace,  and 
refrained  myself:  now  will  I  cryjj  like  a  woman  giving  birth;  I 

15  will  heave  and  pant  at  once.  I  will  make  waste  mountains  and 
hills,  and  dry  up  all  their  herbB  ;  and  I  will  make5  rivers  into 

Id  maritime  settlements,  and  I  will  dry  up  pools.  And  I  will 
bring  the  blind  by  a  way  that  they  knew  not ;  I  will  lead  them 
in  paths  that  they  have  not  known :  I  will  make  darkness  light 
before  them,  and  crooked  things  straight  These  thingB  wrn  I 

17  do  unto  them,  and  not  forsake  them.  They  shall  be  turned 
back,  they  shall  be  greatly  ashamed,  that  trust  in  graven 

18  images,  that  say  to  tbe  molten  images,  Ye  are  our  gods.  Hear, 

19  ye  deaf ;  and  look,  ye  blind,  that  ye  may  see.  Who  is  blind, 
if  not  my  servant  ?  or  deaf,  as  my  messenger  that  I  sent  ?  who 
is  blind  as  he  tkat  is  recompensed,  and  blind  as  the  servant 

20  of  the  Eternal  i  Seeing  many  things,  but  thou  heedeth  not ; 

21  unclosing  ears,  but  he  heareth  not.  The  Eternal  is  pleased  for 
bis  righteousness’  sake ;  be  will  magnify  the  law,  and  malra  it 

22  honourable.  But  this  is  a  people  robbed  and  spoiled;  they 
are  all  of  them  snared  in  holes, |[  and  they  are  hid  m  houses  of 
restraint :  they  are  for  a  prey,  and  none  delivereth  ;  for  a  spoil, 

23  and  none  saith.  Restore.  Who  among  you  will  give  ear  to 

24  this  ?  who  will  attend  and  hear  for  the  time  to  come  1  Who 
gave  Jacob  for  a  spoil,  and  Israel  to  plunderers  ?  did  not  the 
Eternal,  he  against  whom  we  have  sinned  ?  for  they  would  not 
walk  in  his  -ways,  neither  were  they  obedient  unto  his  law. 

25  Therefore  he  hath  poured  upon  him  the  fury  of  his  wrath,  and 
the  shock  of  war :  and  it  hath  set  him  on  fire  round  al>out,  yet 
he  knew  not ;  and  it  kindled  upon  him,  yet  he  laid1  it  not  to 
heart. 

1  grow.  1  put,  *  sell.  *  raise  a  din.  6  put. 
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Chap.  XLIII. 

1  And  now,  tliuB  saith  the  Eternal  that  created  thee,  O  Jacob, 
and  he  that  formed  thee,  O  Israel,  Fear  not;  for  I  have  re¬ 
deemed  thee,  I  have  called  thee  by  thy  name;  thou  art  mine. 

2  When  thou  passest  through  the  waters,  I  will  be  with  thee ; 
and  through  the  rivers,  they  shall  not  overflow  thee :  when 
thou  walkest  through  the  Are  thou  shalt  not  he  scorched; 

3  neither  shall  the  flame  kindle  upon  thee.  For  I  am  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel  thy  Saviour ;  I  gave 

4  Egypt  for  thy  ransom,  Cush  and  Seba  for  thee.  Since 
thou  wast  precious  in  my  eyes,  thou  has  been  honourable,  and 
I  have  loved  thee :  therefore  will  I  give  men  for  thee,  and  races 

C  for  thy  life.  Fear  not;  for  I  ant  with  thee:  I  will  bring  thy 

C  seed  from  the  east,  and  gather  thee  from  the  west ;  I  will  say 
to  the  north.  Give  up ;  and  to  the  south.  Keep  not  back : 
bring  my  sons  from  far,  and  my  daughters  from  the  extremity 

7  of  the  earth ;  Even  every  one  that  is  called  by  my  name :  for  I 
have  created  him  for  my  glory,  I  have  formed  him,  yea,  I  have 

8  made  him.  Bring  forth  a  blind  people  that  have  eyes,  and  the 

0  deaf  that  have  ears.  All  the  nations  were  gathered  together, 

and  races  assembled :  who  among  them  can  tell  this,  and  de¬ 
clare  us  former  things  ?  let  them  bring  forth1  their  witnesses, 
that  they  may  be  justified :  or  let  them  hear,  and  say.  It  is 

10  truth.  Ye  are  my  witnesses,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal, 
and  my  servant  whom  I  have  chosen ;  that  ye  may  know  and 
believe  me,  and  understand  that  I  am  he :  before  me  there  was 

1 1  no  God  formed,  neither  shall  there  be  after  me.  I,  even  I,  am 

12  the  Eternal ;  and  beside  me  there  is  no  Saviour.  I  have  told, 
and  have  saved,  and  I  have  declared,  when  there  was  no  strange9 
god  among  you :  therefore  ye  are]  my  witnesses,  is  the  deda- 

13  ration  of  the  Eternal,  that  I  am  God.  Yea,  before3  the  day 
was  I  am  he;  and  there  is  none  that  can  deliver  out  of  my 
hand :  I  will  work,  and  who  shall  hinder4  it  ? 

14  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  your  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of 
Israel :  For  your  sake  I  have  sent  forth  to  Babylon,  and  took 
down  all  bolts,  and  the  Chaldeans,  whose  shout  is  in  the  ships, 

13  I  am  the  Eternal,  your  Holy  One,  the  Creator  of  Israel,  your 
King. 

16  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  who  maketh’  a  way  in  the  sea,  and 

17  a  path  in  mighty  waters ;  Who  bringeth  forth  chariot  and 
horse,  force,  and  power;  they  shall  lie  down  together;  they 

1  give.  *  lay.  3  from.  4  re»tori‘.  3  pivclh. 
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shall  not  rise:  they  arc  extinct,  they  ore  quenched  as  the 

18  flax.  Remember  ye  not  former  things,  neither  consider 

10  things  of  old.  Behold,  I  will  do  a  new  thing :  now  it  shall 

20  spring  forth shall  ye  not  know  it?  I  will  even  make8  a  way 
in  the  desert,  and  rivers  in  a  waste.  The  animal  of  the  field 
shall  honour  me,  the  dragonsll  and  the  ostriches ;  hec&use  I  give 
waters  in  the  desert,  and  rivers  in  a  waste,  to  give  drink  to  my 

21  people,  my  chosen.  This  people  have  I  formed  for  myself  ; 

22  they  shall  show  forth3  my  praise.  But  thou  hast  not  called 
upon  me,  O  Jacoh ;  hat  thou  hast  been  weary  of  me,  O  Israel. 

23  Thou  hast  not  brought  me  any  of  the  flock  for  thy  burnt- 
offerings,  neither  hast  thoa  honoured  me  with  thy  sacrifices :  I 
have  not  caused  thee  to  serve  with  an  oblation,  nor  wearied 

24  thee  with  incense.  Thoa  hast  obtained  for  me  no  sweet  cane 
with  the  money,4  neither  hast  thou  satiated  me  with  the  fat  of 
thy  sacrifices ;  but  thoa  hast  made  me  to  serve  with  thy  sins, 

25  thou  hast  wearied  me  with  thine  iniquities.  I,  even  I,  am  he 
that  biotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake,  and  will 

26  not  remember  thy  sins.  Put  me  in  remembrance  :  let  us  he 
judged  together :  relate  thoa,  that  thou  mayest  be  justified. 

27  Thy  first  father  hath  sinned,  and  thy  teachers5  have  trans¬ 
gressed  against  me.  Therefore  I  have  profaned  the  officers  of 
holiness,  and  have  given  Jacob  to  the  curse,8  and  Israel  to 
revilings. 


Chap.  XLIV, 

1  Ykt  now  hear,  O  Jacob  my  servant ;  and  Israel,  whom  1  have 

2  chosen :  1'hus  aaith  the  Eternal  that  made  thee,  and  formed 
thee  from  the  belly,  he  will  help  thee ;  Fear  not,  O  Jacob  my 

3  servant;  and  thou,  Jeshurun,  whom  I  have  chosen.  For  I  will 
poor  water  upon  him  that  is  thirsty,  and  fluids  upon  the  dry 
ground  ;  I  will  pour  mv  spirit  upon  thy  seed,  and  my  blessing 

4  upon  thine  offspring ;  And  they  shall  grow  as  among  the  grass, 

5  as  willows  by  the  water-courses.  One  shall  say,  1  am  of  the 
Eternal,  and  another  shall  call  himself  by  the  name  of  Jacob ; 
and  another  shall  subscribe8  with  his  hand  unto  the  Eternal, 
and  surname  Himself  by  the  name  of  Israel. 

6  Thus  saitk  the  Eternal  the  King  of  Israel,  and  his  Redeemer 
the  Eternal  of  hosts ;  I  am  the  first,  and  I  am  the  last ;  and 

7  besides  me  there  is  no  God.  And  who,  as  I,  shall  call,  and 
shall  tell  it,  and  set  it  in  order  for  me,  since  I  appointed1  the 
ancient  people?  and  the  things  that  are  coining,  and  shall 

1  grow.  *  J>ut.  51  relate.  *  silver.  *  interpreter.  *  doom.  11  wrILe.  *  put. 
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8  come,  let  them  tell  unto  them.  Dread  ye  not,  neither  be 
afraid  :j|  have  not  L  declared  to  thee  from  that  time,  and  have 
told  if  ?  ye  are  even  my  witnesses.  Is  there  a  God  besides  me  ? 

9  yea,  there  is  no  God  j1  I  know  not  any.  They  that  form  o 
graven  image  are  all  of  them  vanity;®  and  their  delectable 
things  shall  not  profit:  and  they  are  their  own  witnesses  ;  they 

10  see  not,  nor  know;  that  they  may  he  ashamed.  Who  hath 
formed  a  god,  or  molten3  a  graven  image  that  is  profitable  for 

1 1  nothing  ?  Behold,  all  his  associates  shall  he  ashamed ;  and  the 
artificers,  they  are  of  men  :  let  them  all  he  gathered  together, 
let  them  stand  up ;  yet  they  shall  dread,  and  they  shall  be 

12  ashamed  together.  He  forge  th4  iron  into  an  axe,  worketh  in 
the  coals,  and  fashion eth  it  with  hammers,  and  worketh  it  with 
the  strength  of  his  arms :  yea,  he  is  hungry,  and  there  is  no 

13  strength;  he  drinketh  no  water,  and  is  feint.  He  carveth 
wood,  spans  it  with  a  line,  marketh  it  with  a  style ;  he  fitteth 
it  with  planes,  and  he  marketh  it  out  with  the  compass,  and 
maketh  it  after  the  pattern  of  a  man,  according  to  the  beauty9 

14  of  a  human  being;  that  it  may  abide  in  a  house.  He  heweth 
him  down  cedars,  and  taketh  the  oakjf  and  terebinth,  which  he 
maketh  firm  far  himself  among  the  trees  of  the  forest ;  he 

15  planteth  an  ash,lj  and  the  rain  doth  nourish8  if.  Then  shall 
it  be  for  a  man  for  fuel :  for  he  will  take  thereof  and  warm 
himself;  yea,  he  kindleth  if, and  baketh  bread;  yea,  he  maketh 
a  god,  and  prostrateth  himself  before  it :  he  maketh  it  a  graven 

1G  image,  and  adoreth  it.  He  humeth  part  thereof  in  the  fire: 
with  part  thereof  he  eateth  flesh ;  he  roastetb  roast,  and  is 
satisfied ;  yea,  he  warmeth  himself,  and  saith,  Aba,  I  am  warm, 

17  I  have  seen  a  blaze  :  And  the  residue  thereof  he  maketh  a  god, 
even  his  graven  image :  he  prostrates  himself  before  it,  and  pays 
adoration  to  if,  and  prayeth  unto  it,  and  saith,  Deliver  me;  for 

18  thou  art  my  god.  They  have  not  known  nor  understood :  for 
he  hath  pi ai stored  their  eyes,  that  they  cannot  see ;  and  their 

1 9  hearts,  that  they  cannot  understand.  And  none  considereth7  in 
his  heart,  neither  is  there  knowledge  nor  understanding  to  say, 
I  have  burnt  part  of  it  in  tbe  fire ;  yea,  also  have  I  baked  bread 
upon  the  burning  coals  thereof ;  I  have  roasted  flesh,  and  eaten 
it ;  and  shall  I  make  the  residue  thereof  an  abomination  ?  shall 

20  I  pay  adoration  to  the  stock  of  a  tree  ?  He  feedeth  on  ashes : 
a  deceived  heart  hath  turned  him  aside,8  that  he  cannot  de¬ 
liver  his  soul,  nor  say,  Ie  there  not  a  lie  in  my  right  hand  ? 

21  Remember  these,  O  Jacoh  and  Israel;  for  thou  art  my  servant: 
I  have  formed  thee;  tbou  art  my  servant :  O  Israel,  thou  shalt 

22  not  be  neglected  by  me.  I  have  blotted  out,  as  a  thick  cloud, 
thy  transgressions,  and,  as  a  cloud,  thy  sins :  return  unto  me ; 


1  enjg.  a  desolate. 
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23  for  I  have  released  thee.  Shout,  O  ye  heavens ;  for  the 
Eternal  hath  done  it;  exult*1  ye  lower  parts  of  the  earth: 
break  forth  into  shouting,  ye  mountains,  O  forest,  and  every 
tree  therein :  for  the  Eternal  hath  released  Jacob,  and  glorified 

24  himself  in  Israel.  Thos  saith  the  Eternal  that  released  thee, 
and  he  that  formed  thee  from  the  belly*  1  am  the  Eternal  that 
maketh  all  things  \  that  inclineth  the  heavens  alone;  that 

25  extendeth  the  earth  by  myself ;  That  maketh  void  signs  of  the 
liars,  and  maketh  diviners  mail;  that  tumeth*  wise  men  back- 

26  ward,  and  maketh  their  knowledge  foolish ;  That  confirmeth 
the  word  of  his  servant,  and  performeth  the  counsel  of  his 
messengers;  that  saith  to  Jerusalem,  Thou  shalt  he  inhabited; 
and  to  the  cities  of  Judah,  Ye  shall  be  built ;  and  I  will  raise 

27  up  the  ruins  thereof :  That  saith  to  the  deep.  Be  dry,  and  I  will 

28  dry  up  thy  rivers :  That  saith,  Cyrus  is  my  shephcid,  he  shall 
perform  all  my  pleasure  :  even  saying  to  Jerusalem,  Thou  shalt 
bo  built;  and  to  the  temple,  Thy  foundation  shall  be  laid. 

Chap.  XLV. 

1  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  to  his  anointed,  to  Cyrus,  on  whose 
right  hand  I  liave  laid  hold,  to  subdue  nations  before  him ;  and 
I  will  loose  the  loins  of  kings,  to  open  before  him  double  doors; 

2  and  gates  shall  not  be  shut:  I  will  go  before  thee,  and  make 
proud  places  straight;3  I  will  break  in  pieces  doors  of  copper, 

3  and  cut  in  sunder  bolts  of  iron:  And  1  will  give  thee  the 
treasures  of  darkness,  and  hidden  riches  of  secret  places,  that 
thou  nmyest  know  that  I  the  Eternal,  who  call  thee  by  thy 

4  name,  am  the  God  of  Israel.  For  Jacob  my  servant’s  sake, 
and  Israel  mine  elect,  I  have  even  called  thee  by  thy  name :  I 

5  have  sumamed  thee,  though  thou  hast  not  known  me.  I  am 
the  Eternal,  and  there  i?  none  else,  there  i?  no  God  besides  me  : 

6  I  girded  thee,  though  thou  hast  not  known  me ;  That  they  may 
know  from  the  rising  of  the  sun,  and  from  the  west,  that  tfierc 
is  none  besides  me :  I  am  the  Eternal,  and  there  is  none  else. 

7  I  form  the  light,  and  create  darkness;  I  make  peace,  and 
create  evil  -  I  the  Eternal  do  all  these  things, 

8  Drop  down,  ye  heavens,  from  above,  and  let  the  skies  pour1 
down  righteousness :  let  the  earth  open,  and  let  them  be  fruit¬ 
ful  in  salvation,  and  let  righteousness  grow  up  together*  I  the 

9  Eternal  have  created  iL  Woe  unto  him  that  striveth  with  his 
Fashioner,  a  potsherd  among  the  potsherds  of  the  ground! 

1  ratBC  a  din.  2  rostotvth.  a  pUiju-  1  flow. 
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line ;  here  a  little,  and  there  a  little ;  that  they  might  go  and 
stumble  backward,  and  be  broken,  and  snared,  and  taken.1 

14  Wherefore  hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  ye  scornful  men,  that 

1.5  rule  this  people  which  is  in  Jerusalem :  Because  ye  have  said, 

We  have  made  a  covenant  with  death,  and  with  the  grave  are 
we  at  agreement  il{  when,  the  overflowing  scourge  shall  pass 
through,  it  shall  not  come  unto  us :  for  we  have  made  lies  odr 
refuge,  and  under  falsehood  have  we  screened  ourselves. 

16  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  Behold  I  lay  in  Zion 
for  a  foundation  a  stone,  a  tried  stone,  a  precious  corner  stone, 
a  sure  foundation  he  that  believeth  snail  not  make  haste. 

17  And  I  will  make  judgment  a  line,  and  righteousness  a  plum¬ 
met;  and  hail  shall  sweep  away|]  a  refuge  of  lies,  and 

15  waters  shall  overflow  the  hiding-place.  And  your  covenant 
with  death  shall  be  disannulled,3  and  your  agreement1  with  the 
grave  shell  not  stand  ;r'  when  the  overflowing  scourge  shall  pass 

19  through,  then  ye  shall  be  a  thing  trodden  down  by  it.  Whilst 
passing,  it  ?hall  take  you :  for  morning  by  morning  shall  it 
pass  over,  by  day  and  by  night ;  and  it  shall  be  a  vexation  only 

20  to  understand  the  report.  For  the  bed  is  shorter  than  that  a 
man  can  stretch  himself  on  it ;  and  the  covering  narrower  than 

21  that  he  can  wrap  himself  in  it .  For  the  Eternal  shall  rise  up 
as  in  mount  Perazim,  he  shall  agitate  as  in  the  valley  of 
Gibeon,  that  he  may  do  his  work — strange®  is  his  work — -and 

22  perform7  hU  service ;  alien  is  his  service.  Now,  therefore,  be 
ye  not  mockers,  lest  your  bands  be  made  strong ;  for  I  have 
heard  from  the  Lord  Eternal  of  hosts  a  destruction,  even 
determined,  upon  the  whole  earth. 

23  Give  ye  ear,  and  hear  my  voice ;  attend,  and  hear  my  speech. 

24  Doth  the  ploughman  plough  all  day  to  sow  ?  doth  he  open  and 

2d  break  the  clods  of  his  ground  ?  Is  it  not  when  he  hath  made 

plain  the  face  thereof,  that  he  scattereth  fennel-seed,  soweth8 
cuuunin,  and  places  wheat  in  rows,  and  barley  in  the  place 

26  marked  out,  and  spelt  in  its  boundary.  And  he  chasdseth 

27  him  according  to  the  judgment,  his  God  will  teach  him.  For 
fennftl-scod  is  not  threshed  with  the  threshing  wain,  neither  is 
a  cart-wheel  turned  about  upon  cummin ;  but  fennel-seed  is 

28  beaten  out  with  the  staff,  and  cummin  with  the  rod.  Bread- 
corn  is  bruised;  because  he  will  not  ever  be  threshing  it,  he 
will  drive  over  it  the  wheel  of  hU  cart,  his  horsemen  will  not 

29  bruise  it.  This  also  goeth  forth  from  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  be 
is  wonderful  in  counsel,  and  magnificent  in  working.  -

1  Woe  to  Ariel,  to  Ariel,  town  where  David  encamped !  add  ye 

2  year  to  year  ;  let  festivals  go  round.  Yet  I  will  distress  Ariel, 
and  there  shall  he  sohbing  and  groaning  :  and  it  shall  be  unto 

3  me  as  Ariel.  And  I  will  camp  against  thee  in  a  circle,  and 
will  lay  siege  against  thcc  with  a  mound, ||  and  I  will  raise 

4  forts  against  thee.  And  thou  shalt  be  brought  low,  and  shaJt 
speak  out  of  the  earth,  and  thy  speech  shall  be  low  out  of  the 
dust,  and  thy  voice  shall  be  as  of  one  that  hath  a  familiar 
spirit  out  of  the  ground,  and  thy  speech  shall  chirp  out  of  the 

5  dust.  Moreover,  the  crowd  of  thy  strangers1  shall  be  like 
small  dust,  and  the  crowd  of  the  terrible  ones  shall  be  as  chaff 
that  paeseth  away ;  yea,  it  shall  be  at  an  instant,  suddenly. 

6  Thou  shalt  be  visited*  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  with  thunder, 
and  with  earthquake,  and  great  noise,3  with  storm  aud  tempest, 

7  and  the  flame  of  devouring  Are.  As  the  dream  shall  he  the 
vision  of  night,  and  the  multitude  of  all  the  nations  that  crowd 
against  Ariel,  even  all  that  crowd  against  her  and  her  muni- 

8  tion,  and  that  distress  her.  It  sliall  even  be  as  when  the 
hungry  man  dieamcth,  and,  hehold,  he  eateth ;  hut  he  awaketh, 
and  his  soul  is  empty  :  or  as  when  the  thirsty  man  dream  eth, 
and,  behold,  he  drinketh;  but  he  awaketh,  and,  behold,  he  & 
faint,  and  bis  soul  hath  appetite :  so  shall  the  multitude  of  all  the 

9  nations  be  that  crowd  against  mountZion.  Tarry  and  wonder ; 
Hlind  yourselves  and  be  blind :  they  are  drunken,  hut  not  with 

10  wine ;  they  stagger,4  but  not  with  strong  drink.  For  the  Eternal 
hath  poured  out  upon  you  the  spirit  of  overpowering  sleep,  aud 
hath  closed  your  eyes :  the  propheta  and  your  heads,  the  seers, 

11  hath  he  covered.  And  the  vision  of  the  whole  is  become  unto  yon 
as  the  words  of  a  hook  that  is  scaled,  which  men  give  to  one  that 
understandeth5  a  book,  saying,  Pray  read  this :  and  he  saith,  I 

12  cannot,  for  it  £r  sealed.  And  the  book  is  given  to  him  that 
understandeth  not,  saying,  Pray  read  this :  and  he  saith,  1  do 

13  not  understand4  a  book.  Wherefore  the  Lord  said,  Forasmuch 
as  this  people  stepp  eth  near  me  with  its  mouth,  and  with  its  lips 
honoureth  me,  but  hath  removed  its  heart  far  from  me,  and  its 

14  fear  towards  me  is  taught  by  the  precept  of  men  :  Therefore, 
behold,  I  will  continue  Lo  do  marvellously  amongst  this  people, 
marvellously  and  a  wonder;  for  the  wisdom  of  their  wise  men 
shall  perish,  and  the  understanding  of  their  discreet  men  shall 
be  hid.7 

15  Woe  unto  them  that  seek  deep  to  hide8  their  counsel 

J  laymen.  *  borne  in  mind,  1  voice.  4  move.  5  knoweth.  *  know,  7  screened, 
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Chap.  XLVII. 

1  CoMii  down,  and  sit  in  the  dust,  O  virgin  daughter  of  Babylon; 
sit  on  the  earth ;  there  is  no  throne,1  O  daughter  of  the  Chal¬ 
deans  :  for  tliou  shalt  no  more  be  called  tender  and  delicate. 

2  Take  the  millstones, and  grind  meal:  uncover  thy  locks,] [  make 

3  bare  the  leg,|[  uncover  thy  thigh,  pass  over  rivers.  Thy 
nakedness  shall  be  uncovered,  yea,  thy  disgrace  shall  be  seen  : 

4  I  will  take  vengeance,  and  I  will  not  meet  thee  as  a  man.  As 
far  our  Redeemer,  Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name,  the  Holy  One 

5  of  Israel.  Sit  thon  silent,  and  get  thee  into  the  darkness,  O 
daughter  of  the  Chaldeans :  for  thou  shalt  no  more  be  called 

6  The  mistress  of  kingdoms.  I  was  angry  with  my  people ;  I 
have  polluted  mine  inheritance,  and  given  them  into  thy liand : 
thou  didst  showB  them  no  mercy  ;  upon  an  elder  hast  thou  very 

7  heavily  laid  the  yoke.  And  thou  saidst,  I  shall  be  a  mistress 
for  ever ;  so  that  thou  didst  not  lay2  these  things  to  thy  heart, 

8  neither  didst  remember  the  latter  end3  of  it.  Therefore  hear

1 1  Therefore  shall  evil  come  upon  thee ;  thou  shalt  not  know  its 
dawn:  and  mischief  shall  fall  upon  thee;  thou  shalt  not  be 
able  to  expiate :  and  ruin  shall  come  upon  thee  suddenly,  which 

12  thou  shalt  not  know.  Stand  now  with  thy  incantations,  and 
with  the  multitude  of  thy  sorceries,  wherein  thou  hast  laboured 
from  thy  youth ;  perhaps  thou  mayest  be  able  to  profit,  perhaps 

13  thou  mayest  prevail.  Thou  art  wearied  in  the  multitude  of  thy 
counsels.  Let  now  the  astrologers,!}  the  star-gazers,  the 
monthly  prognosticators,  stand  up  and  save  thee  from  these 

14  things  that  shall  come  upon  thee.  Behold  they  shall  be  as 
stubble ;  the  fire  shall  bum  them ;  they  shall  not  deliver  them¬ 
selves5  from  the  power8  of  the  flame :  there  shall  not  he  a  coal 

Id  to  warm  at,  nor  blaze  to  sit  before  it.  Thus  shall  they  be  unto 
thee  with  whom  thou  hast  laboured,  even  thy  merchants,  from 
thy  youth  :  they  shall  wander  every  one  to  his  quarter,  none 
shall  save  thee.

1  He  a  [i  ye  this,  O  house  of  Jacob,  which  are  called  by  the  name 
of  Israel,  and  arc  come  forth  out  of  the  waters  of  J  udah  ;  which 
swear  by  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  and  make  mention  of  the 

2  God  of  Israel,  but  not  in  truth,  nor  in  righteousness.  For  they 
call  themselves  of  the  city  of  holiness,  and  stay  themselves 

3  upon,  the  God  of  Israel  ;  The  Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name.  I 
have  told  the  former  things  from  the  beginning;  and  they  went 
forth  out  of  my  mouth,  and  I  declared  them;  I  did  them 

4  suddenly,  and  they  came  to  pass.  Because  I  knew  that  thou 
art  obstinate,1  and  the  nape  of  thy  neck  is  an  iron  sinew,  and 

5  thy  forehead  copper;  I  nave  even  from  the  beginning  told 
thee ;  before  it  came  to  pass  1  declared  if  thee :  lest  thou 
shouldest  say,  Mine  idol  hath  done  them;  and  my  graven 

G  image,  and  my  molten  image2  hath  commanded  them.  Thou 
hast  heard,  see  all  this ;  and  ye,  will  not  ye  toll  it  ?  I  have  de¬ 
clared  thee  new  things  from  this  time,  even  guarded  things,  and 

7  thou  didst  not  know  them.  They  are  created  now,  and  not 
from  the  beginning ;  even  before  the  day  when  thou  heaxdest 

8  them  not ;  lest  thou  shouldest  say.  Behold  I  knew  them.  Yea, 
thou  hear  Jest  not ;  yea,  tliou  knewest  not ;  yea,  from  that  t.im« 
that  thine  ear  opened  itself ;  for  1  knew  that  thou  wouldest 
deal  very  treacherously,  and  west  called  a  transgressor  from  the 

9  womb,  For  my  name’s  sake  will  I  defer  my  wrath,  and  for  my 

10  praise  will  I  refrain y  for  thee,  that  I  cut  thee  not  off.  Behold, 
I  have  refined  thee,  bnt  not  with  silver ;  I  have  chosen  thee  in 

11  the  furnace  of  affliction.  For  mine  own  sake,  even  for  mine 
own  sake,  will  I  do  it ;  for  how  should  my  name  be  polluted  ? 
and  I  will  not  give  my  glory  unto  another. 

12  Hearken  unto  me,  O  Jacob  and  Israel,  my  called ;  I  am  be :  I 

13  am  the  first,  I  also  am  the  last.  My  hand  also  hath  laid  the 
foundation  of  the  earth,  and  my  right  hand  hath  spanned 

14  heavens :  when,  I  call  unto  them,  they  stand  together.  All  ye, 
assemble  yourselves,  and  hear ;  which  among  them  hath  told 
these  things  ?  The  Eternal  hath  loved  him ;  he  will  do  his 
pleasure  on  Babylon,  and  his  arm  shall  be  on  the  Chaldeans. 

15  I, even  I, have  spoken;  yea, I  have  called  him;  I  have  brought 

16  him,  and  he  shall  make  his  way  prosperous.  Approach  nnto 
me,  hear  yc  this ;  I  have  not  spoken  in  secret  from  beginning  ;5 
from  the  time  that  it  was,  there  nm  I :  and  now  the  Lord  Eternal 

17  hath  sent  me,  and  his  spirit.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  thy 
Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  I  am  the  Eternal  thy  Goa 
who  teacheth  thee  to  profit,  who  leadeth  thee  by  the  way  that 
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16  thou  shouldest  go.  O  that  thou  hadst  attended  to  my  com¬ 
mandments  !  then  had  thy  peace  been  as  the  river,  and  thy 

1  £)  righteousness  as  waves  of  tho  sea ;  Thy  seed  also  had  been  os 
the  sand,  and  the  offspring  of  thy  bowels  like  the  gravel  || 
thereof;  his  name  should  not  have  been  cut  off  nor  exter¬ 
minated  from  before  me. 

20  Go  ye  forth  of  Babylon,  flee  yc  from  the  Chaldeans,  with  a 
voice  of  shouting  tell  ye,  declare  this,  bring  it  forth  even  to  the 
extremity  of  the  earth;  say  ye,  Tho  Eternal  hath  redeemed 

21  his  servant  Jacob.  And  they  thirsted  not  when  he  led  them 
through  the  wastes :  he  caused  waters  to  gush  out  of  the  crag 

22  for  them  ;  he  clave  the  crag  also,  and  waters  flowed  out.  Tltxre 
is  no  peace,  saith  the  Eternal,  unto  the  wicked. 

Chap.  XLIX. 

1  Listen,  Q  maritime  settlements,  unto  me;  and  hearken,  ye 
races,  from  far ;  The  Eternal  hath  called  me  from  the  womb ; 
from  the  bowels  of  my  mother  hath  he  made  mention  of  my 

2  name.  And  ha  hath  made1  my  mouth  like  a  sharp  sword ;  in 
the  shadow  of  his  hand  hath  he  hid  me,  and  made  me  a  pointed 

3  arrow ;  in  his  quiver  hath  he  screened  me  ;  And  said  unto  me. 
Thou  art  my  servant,  O  Israel,  in  whom  I  will  be  glorified. 

4  And  I  8 aid,  I  have  laboured  in  vain,  I  have  spent3  my 
strength  for  nought,3  and  in  vain ;  yet  surely  my  judgment  is 

5  with  the  Eternal,  and  my  work  with  my  God.  And  now,  saith 
the  Eternal  that  formed  me  from  the  belly  to  be  liis  servant,  to 
bring  Jacob  again  to  him,  that  Israel  be  gathered  unto  him, 
yet  shall  I  be  glorious  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  my  God 

G  shall  be  my  might.  And  he  said,  It  is  too  light  a  thing  that 
thou  shouldest  be  my  servant,  to  raise  up  the  tribes  of  Jacob, 
and  to  restore  the  guarded  of  Israel ;  I  will  also  give  thee  for  a 
fight  to  nations,  that  thou  mayest  be  my  salvation  nnto  the 
extremity  of  the  earth. 

7  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  Redeemer  of  Israel,  and  his 
Iloly  One,  to  him  whom  man4  scometh,  to  him  whom  a  nation 
abhorreth,  to  a  servant  of  rulers.  Kings  shalb  see  and  arise, 
officers  also  shall  prostrate  themselves,  because  of  the  Eternal 
that  is  faithful,  and  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  and  he  shall 
choose  thee. 

8  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  In  an  acceptable  time  have  I  heard 
thee,  and  in  a  day  of  salvation  have  1  helped  thee :  and  I  will 
guard  thee,  and  give  thee  for  a  covenant  of  a  people,  to  raise  up 

1  put  *  fiiiiglieiL  3  desolation,  *  a  will. 
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9  a  land  to  give  as  inheritance  desolate  heritages :  That  thou 
raayest  say  to  them  that  aie  bound,  Go  forth ;  to  them  that  are 
in  the  darkness.  Show  yourselves :  they  shall  feed  in  the  ways, 

10  and  their  pastures  shall  be  in  all  elevated  places.  They  shall 
not  hunger  nor  thirst;  neither  shall  the  neat  nor  sun  smite 
them  :  for  he  that  hath  mercy  on  them  shall  lead  them,  even 

11  by  the  springs  of  water  shall  he  guide  them.  And  I  will  make1 
all  my  mountains  the  way,  and  my  highways  shall  be  exalted. 

12  Behold,  these  shall  come  from  far;  and,  lo,  these  from  the 
north  and  from  the  west ;  and  these  from  the  land  of  Sinim. 

13  Shout,  O  heavens ;  and  be  joyful,  O  earth ;  and  break  forth 
into  shouting,  O  mountains ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  comforted 
his  people,  and  will  have  mercy  upon  his  afflicted. 

14  But  Zion  said,  the  Eternal  hath  forsaken  me,  and  my  Lord 

1 5  hath  forgotten  me.  Can  a  woman  forget  her  sucking  child, 
that  she  should  not  have  compassion  ou  the  son  of  her  belly  ? 

16  yea,  they  may  forget,  yet  will  I  not  forget  thee.  Behold,  I 
Lave  graven  thee  upon  the  palms3  of  my  hands  ;  thy  ramparts 

17  ere  continually  before  me.  Thy  children  shall  make  haste; 
thy  destroyers,  and  they  that  make  thee  waste,  shall  go  forth 

18  from  thee.  Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  behold :  all 
these  gather  themselves  together,  and  come  to  thee.  As  1  live, 
ts  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  thou  shalt  surely  clothe  thee 
with  them  all  as  with  an  ornament,  and  bind  them  on  thee  as  a 

19  bride  doeth.  For  thy  ruins  and  thy  desolate  places,  and  the 
land  of  thy  destruction — they  shall  even  now  be  too  narrow  by 
reason  of  the  inhabitants,  and  they  that  swallowed  thee  up 

20  shall  he  far  away.  The  children  of  thy  bereavement  shall  yet 
say  in  thine  ears.  The  place  is  too  strait  for  me ;  step  from  me 

21  that  1  may  abide.  Then  shalt  thou  say  in  thy  heart.  Who 
hath  begotten  me  these,  seeing  I  am  bereaved  and  solitary,  a 
captive,  and  exiled  ?  and  who  hath  brought  up  these  ?  Benold, 
I  remained  alone ;  these,  where  had  they  been  ? 

22  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God,  Behold,  I  will  lift  np  my  hand 
to  nations,  and  raise  ruy  standard  to  peoples :  and  they  shall 
bring  thy  sons  in  their  arms,||  and  thy  daughters  shall  be 

23  earned  upon  their  shoulders.  And  kings  shall  be  thy  nursing-, 
fathers,  and  their  princesses  thy  nursing-mothers :  they  shall 
prostrate  themselves  to  thee  with  their  face9  towards  the  ecu  tit, 
and  lick  up  the  dust  of  thy  feet;  and  thou  shalt  know  that  I 
am  the  Eternal :  for  they  shall  not  be  ashamed  that  wait  for  rac. 

24  Shall  prey  be  taken  from  a  hero,  or  a  captive  of  the  righteous 

25  escape?  But  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Even  the  captive  of  a 
hero  shall  be  taken  away,  and  the  prey  of  the  terrible  shalt 

1  put-  3  hallows,  3  nose. 
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escape ;  for  I  will  contend  with  him  that  contendeth  with  thee, 
20  and  I  will  save  thy  children.  And  I  will  feed  thy  extortioners 
with  their  own  flesh :  and  they  shall  be  drunken  with  tliclr  own 
blood,  as  with  sweet  wine :  and  all  flesh  shall  know  that  I  the 
Eternal  am  thy  Saviour,  and  thy  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of 
Jacob.

1  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Where  is  the  bill1  of  your  mother’s 
divorcement,  whom  I  have  sent  away  ?  or  which  of  my  creditors 
is  it  to  whom  I  have  sold  you  ?  Behold,  for  your  iniquities  aie 
ye  sold,  and  for  your  transgressions  is  your  mother  sent  away. 

2  Wherefore,  when  I  came,  was  there  no  man  ?  when  I  called, 
was  there  none  to  answer  ?  Is  my  hand  shortened  at  all,  that  it 
cannot  redeem  ?  or  have  I  no  power  to  deliver  ?  behold,  at  my 
rebuke  I  dry  up  the  sea :  I  make3  rivers  a  desert :  their  fish 

3  stinketh,  because  there  in  no  water,  and  dieth  for  thirst.  I 
clothe  heavens  with  blackness,  and  1  make3  sackcloth  their 

4  covering.  The  Lord  Eternal  hath  given  me  a  tongue  for 
disciples,  that  I  should  know  bow  to  speak  a  word  in  season  to 
Aim  that  is  weary;  he  wakeneth  morning  by  morning;  he 

5  wakeneth  mine  ear  to  hear  as  the  disciples.  'Ilic  Lord  Eternal 
hath  opened  mine  ear,  and  I  was  not  rebellious,  neither  receded 

0  back.  I  gave  my  back  to  the  smiteTS,  and  my  cheeks  to  them 
that  plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  face  from  shame  and 

7  spitting.  For  the  Lord  Eternal  will  help  me ;  therefore  shall  I 
not  be  confounded:  therefore  have  I  set3  my  face  like  a  flint, 

8  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be  ashamed.  He  is  near  that  de- 
clareth  me  righteous ;  who  will  contend  with  me  ?  let  us  stand 
together :  who  is  mine  adversary  let  him  step  near  to  me. 

9  Behold,  the  Lord  Eternal  will  help  me ;  who  is  he  that  shall 
declare  me  wicked  ?  lo,  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  a  garment ;  a 

10  moth  shall  eat  them  up.  Who  is  among  you  that  fearcth  the 
Eternal,  that  obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  servant?  He  that, 
walketh  in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light,1  let  him  trust  in  the 

1 1  name  of  the  Eternal,  and  stay  upon  his  God.  Behold,  all  ye 
kindle  a  lire,  that  compassj|  yourselves  about  with  sparks;|j  walk 
in  the  light  of  your  fire,  and  in  the  sparks ||  that  ye  have  kindled. 
This  ye  had  of  my  hand,  ye  shall  He  down  in  woe.

1  Hk  An  ken  to  me,  ye  that  follow  after  righteousness,  ye  that 
sect  the  Eternal :  look  unto  the  rock1  whence  ye  are  hewn,  and 

2  to  the  hole  of  the  pit,  whence  ye  are  digged.  Look  unto 
Abraham  your  father,  and  unto  Sarah  that  bare?  you :  for  I 

3  called  him  as  one,  and  blessed  him,  and  increased  him.  For 
the  Eternal  shall  comfort  Zion :  he  will  comfort  all  her  ruins, 
and  he  will  make3  her  desert  like  Eden,  and  her  plain  like  the

6  shall  wait  upon  me,  and  on  mine  arm  shall  they  trust.  Lift  up 
your  eyes  to  the  heavens,  and  look  upon  the  earth  heueath ; 
heavens  shall  vanish  awayll  like  smoke,  and  the  earth  shall  ware 
old  like  a  garment,  and  they  that  ahide  therein  shall  die  in  like 
manner :  but  my  salvation  shall  be  for  ever,  and  my  righteous- 

7  ness  shall  not  be  abolished.4  Hearken  unto  me,  ye  that  know 
righteousness,  the  people  in  whose  heart  is  my  law ;  fear  ye  not 
the  disgrace  of  men,  neither  be  ye  dismayed  by  their  revilings. 

8  For  a  moth  shall  eat  them  up  like  a  garment,  and  a  worm  [l  shall 
eat  them  like  wool :  but  my  righteousness  shall  be  for  ever, 
and  my  salvation  from  age  to  age. 

0  Awake,  awake,  put  on  might,  O  arm  of  the  Eternal ;  awake 
as  in  the  ancient  days,  in  the  generations*  of  old.  Art  thou  not  it 

10  that  hath  hewn  down  Rahab,  and  pierced  a  huge  creature  ?  Art 
thou  not  it  which  hath  dried  the  sea,  the  waters  of  the  great  mur¬ 
muring  deep ;  that  hath  made3  the  depths  of  the  sea  a  way  for  the 

1 1  redeemed  to  pass  over  ?  Therefore  the  released  of  the  Eternal 
shall  return,  and  come  with  shouting  unto  Zion ;  and  everlasting 
joy  shall  be  upon  their  head :  they  shall  obtain  gladness  and 
joy ;  and  sorrow  and  sighing  shall  nee  away. 

12  I,  even  I,  am  he  that  comforteth  you;  who  art  thou,  that 
thou  shouldest  be  afraid  of  a  man  that  shall  die,  and  of  the  son 

13  of  man  who  shall  be  made  as  grass  ;6  And  forgettest  the 
Eternal  thy  Maker,  that  hath  inclined  tf*e  heavens,  and  laid  the 
foundations  of  the  earth ;  and  hast  dreaded  continually  every 
day,  because  of  the  fury  of  the  oppressor,  as  if  he  were  ready  to 

'■  crap;.  *  travail ed.  *  put.  1  dismayed.  *nges.  c  hiy. 
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14  destroy?  and  where  is  the  fury  of  the  oppressor?  The 
fettered  is  speedily  loosened,  so  that  he  should  not  die  in  the 

15  pit,  nor  that  his  bread  should  fail.  But  I  am  the  Eternal  thy 
God,  that  stilleth  the  sea,  when  its  waves  roar.  The  Eternal  of 

16  hosts  is  his  name.  And  I  have  put  my  words  in  thy  mouth, 
and  have  covered  thee  in  the  shadow  of  my  hand,  that  1  may 
plant  the  heavens,  and  lay  the  foundations  of  the  earth,  and 
say  unto  Zion,  Thou  art  my  people. 

17  Rouse  thyself,  rouse  thyself,  stand  up,  O  Jerusalem,  who 
hast  drunk  at  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  the  cup  of  his  fury ; 
thou  hast  drunken  the  dregs j |  of  the  cup  of  reeling,  and  wrung 

18  them  out  There  is  none  to  lead  her  among  all  the  sons  whom 
she  hath  bom ;  neither  is  there  any  that  layeth  hold  on  her  by 

19  the  hand,  of  all  the  sons  that  she  hath  brought  up.  These  two 
things  have  happened  unto  thee;  who  shall  commiserate  thee  ? 
the  violence,  and  the  breach,  and  the  famine,  and  the  sword : 

20  by  whom  shall  I  comfort  thee  ?  Thy  sons  have  fainted,  they 
lie  at  the  head  of  all  the  streets  as  a  wild  bull|l  in  a  hunter’s 
net :  they  are  full  of  the  fury  of  the  Eternal,  the  rebuke  of  thy 

21  God.  Therefore,  hear  now  this,  thou  afflicted ;  and  drunken, 
but  not  with  wine : 

22  Thus  saith  thy  Lord,  the  Eternal,  and  thy  God  that  con¬ 
tended  for  his  people.  Behold,  I  have  taken  out  of  thy  hand 
the  cup  of  reding,  even  the  dregs)}  of  the  cup  of  my  fury ;  thou 

23  shalt  not  continue  to  drink  it :  But  I  will  put  it  into  the  hand 
of  thy  tormentors ;  who  have  said  to  thy  soul.  Bow  down,  that 
we  may  go  overt  and  thou  hast  laid1  thy  back  as  the  ground, 
and  as  the  street,  to  them  that  went  over. 

Chap.  LIT. 

1  Awake,  awake ;  put  on  thy  might,  O  Zion ;  put  on  thy  gar¬ 
ments  of  splendour,  O  Jerusalem,  the  city  of  holiness:  for 
there  shall  not  continue  to  come  unto  thee  the  uncircumcised 

2  and  the  unclean.  Shake  thyself  from  the  dust ;  arise,  and  sit 
down,  0  Jerusalem :  loosen  thyself  from  the  bands  of  thy  neck, 

3  O  captive  daughter  of  Zion.  For  thus  saith  die  Eternal,  Ye 
have  ocen  sold  for  nought;  and  ye  shall  be  redeemed  without 

4  money.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God,  My  people  went 
down  aforetime  into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there ;  and  Assyria 

5  oppressed  them  for  nothing.  Now,  therefore,  what  have  I 
here,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  my  people  is  taken 
away  for  nought  ?  They  that  rule  over  them  make  them  to 
howl, ||  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord,  and  my  name  continually 

1  put. 
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6  every  day  is  contemned'  Therefore  my  people  shall  know  my 
name :  therefore  they  shall  know  in  that  day  that  I  am  he  that 

7  doth  speak ;  behold,  it  if  I.  How  lovely  upon  the  mountains 
arc  the  feet  of  him  that  bringeth  good  tidings,  that  dedareth 
peace;  that  bringeth  good  tidings  of  good,  that  dedareth 

8  salvation ;  that  saith  unto  Zion,  Thy  God  reigneth  t  The 
voice  of  thy  watchmen— they  lift  up  the  voice ;  together  they 
shall  shout :  for  they  shall  see  eye  to  eye,  when  the  Eternal 

9  shall  return  to  Zion.  Break  forth,  shout  together,  ye  ruins  of 
Jerusalem  :  for  the  Eternal  hath  comforted  his  people,  he  hath 

1U  redeemed  Jerusalem :  The  Eternal  hath  made  bare  his  holy 
arm  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  nations ;  and  all  the  ends  of  the  earth 
shall  see  the  salvation  of  our  God. 

1 1  Depart  ye,  depart  yc,  go  ye  out  from  thence,  touch  no  un¬ 
clean  thing ;  go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her ;  be  ye  clean  that 

12  carry  the  vessels  of  the  Eternal.  Tor  ye  shall  not  go  out  with 
haste,  nor  go  by  flight :  for  the  Eternal  will  go  before  you ;  and 

1 3  the  God  of  Israel  will  he  your  rerewaxd.  Behold,  my  servant 
shall  act  wisely,  he  shall  be  exalted  and  extolled,  and  be  very 

14  high.  As  many  were  astounded  at  thee  —  so  much  more 
marred  was  his  appearance  than  that  of  any  man,  and  his  form 
than  that  of  the  sons  of  men — bo  shall  he  cause  many  nations 
to  leap1 ;  kings  shall  shut  their  mouths  because  of  him  $  for  that 
which  had  not  heen  related  to  them  shall  they  we,  and  that 
which  they  had  not  heard  shall  they  consider. 

Chap.  Llll. 

1  Who  would  have  believed  our  report!  and  the  arm  of  the 

2  Eternal— over  whom  was  it  revealed  ?  And  he  grew9  before 
him  like  the  sucker,  and  like  the  root  cut  of  and  land ;  he 
hath  no  form  nor  comeliness ;  and  when  we  shall  see  him,  there 

3  is  do  appearance  that  we  should  desire  him.  He  is  despised 
and  avoided  by  men ;  a  man  of  sorrows,  and  acquainted  with 
sickness  ;  and  like  him  from  whom  one  hideth9  Air  face ;  he  is 

4  despised,  and  we  esteemed1  him  not.  Sorely  he  carried  our 
sickness,  and  burdened  himself  with  our  sorrows  :  yet  we  did 

5  esteem1  him  stricken,9  smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted.  And  he 
was  stabbed  through  our  transgressions,  crushed  through  our 
iniquities  :  the  chostisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  him  ;  and 

6  with  his  stripe  we  were  healed.  All  we,  like  the  flock,  have  gone 
astray;  we  have  turned  everyone6  to  bis  own  way;  and  the  Eternal 

7  hath  caused  the  iniquity  oi  us  all  to  light  upon  him.  He  is 
pressed,  and  he  is  humoled,  and  he  may  not  open  his  month: 

1  sprinkle.  s  went  up.  9  xcrecneth.  *  thought.  *  touched.  *  a  man. 
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he  was  brought  as  one  uf  the  Bock  to  the  slaughter,  and  as  a  ewe* 
lamb  before  her  shearers  is  dumb,  so  he  may  not  open  his  mouth* 
6  From  restraint  and  from  judgment  he  was  taken  away,  and  his 
generation1 — who  reflects  on  it  ?  For  he  was  cut  off  out  of  the 
land  of  the  living-  Through  the  transgression  of  my  peoplecame 
9  infliction  upon  them.  And  he  assigned9  his  grave  with  the  wicked, 
and  with  the  rich  in  his  death;3  although  he  had  done  no  violence, 

10  neither  was  any  deceit  in  his  mouth.  Yet  it  pleased  tho  Eternal 
to  crush  him,  he  caused  him  to  sicken  :  if  thou  lay4  guilt  on  his 
soul,  he  shall  see  seed,  he  shall  prolong  his  days;  and  the  pleasure 

1 1  of  the  Eternal  shall  prosper  in  his  hand.  Free  from  the  travail 
of  his  soul,  he  shall  sec  and  be  satisfied:  by  his  knowledge 
shall  he  declare  the  righteous  righteous, a  servant  to  the  many; 

12  and  with  their  iniquity  he  shall  burden  himself-  Surely  I  will 
divide  him  a  portion  with  the  many,  and  he  shall  divide  as  spoil 
the  mighty;  because  he  exposed  his  life3  unto  death  and  was 
numbered  with  transgressors:  and  he  carried  the  sin  of  many 
and  caused  it  to  light  upon  him  for  the  transgressors. 


Chap.  LIV, 


1  Shout,  O  barren,  thou  that  didst  not  bear ;  break  forth  into 
shouting,  and  cry  aloud,  thou  that  didst  not  travail  with  child: 
for  more  are  the  children  of  the  desolate  than  the  children  of 

2  the  married0  wife,  saith  the  Eternal,  Enlarge  the  place  of  thy 
tent,and  let  them  stretch  forth1  the  curtains  of  thy  habitations: 

3  spare  not,  lengthen  thy  cords,  and  strengthen  thy  pins-  For 
thou  slialt  break  forth  on  the  right  and  on  the  left;  and  thy  seed 
shall  inherit  nations,  and  make  the  desolate  cities  to  be  in- 

4  habited.  Fear  not ;  for  thou  shalt  not  be  ashamed :  neither  be 
thou  confounded  ;  for  thou  shalt  not  be  put  to  shame :  for  thou 
shalt  forget  the  shame  of  thy  youth,  and  shalt  not  Temember 

5  the  disgrace  of  thy  widowhood  any  more*  For  thy  Maker  is 
thy  husband;*  the  Eternal  of  hosts  is  hie  name;  and  thy  Re¬ 
deemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  The  God  of  the  whole  earth 

6  shall  he  be  called.  For  the  Eternal  hath  called  thee  as  a 
woman  forsaken  and  grieved  in  spirit,  and  a  wife  of  youth, 

7  when  thou  wast  scorned,  saith  thy  God.  For  a  small  moment 
have  I  forsaken  thee;  but  with  great  mercies  will  I  gather  thee. 

8  In  a  flood 1 1  of  anger  I  hidD  my  face  from  thee  for  a  moment; 
but  with  everlasting  kindness  will  I  have  mercy  on  thee,  saith 

9  the  Eternal  thy  Redeemer*  For  this  vs  as  the  waters  of  Noah 
unto  me :  for  as  I  have  sworn  that  the  waters  of  Noah  should 
no  more  go  over  the  earth  ;  so  have  I  sworn  that  I  would  not

owner.  9  screened. 
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10  lie  angry  with  thee,  nor  rebuke  thee.  For  the  mountains  shall 
depart,  and  the  hills  totter ;  but  my  kindness  shall  not  depart 
from  thee,  neither  shall  the  covenant  of  my  peace  totter,  saith 

1 1  the  Eternal  that  hath  mercy  on  thee.  O  thou  afflicted,  tossed 
with  tempest,  and  not  comforted,  behold,  I  will  lay  thy  stones 

1 2  with  fair  colours,1  and  lay  thy  foundations  with  sapphires.  And 
J  will  make3  thy  battlements!)  of  agates, [j  and  thy  gates  of 

1J  carbuncles, ||  and  all  thy  borders  of  pleasant  stones.  And  all 
thy  children  are  disciples  of  the  Eternal}  and  great9  shall  be 

14  the  peace  of  thy  children.  £n  righteousness  shalt  thou  be 
established ;  thou  shalt  be  far  from  oppression ;  for  thou  shalt 
not  fear :  and  from  terror,  for  it  shall  not  approach  thee. 

15  Behold,  they  shall  surely  gather||  together,  but  not  hy  me : 
whosoever  shall  gather||  together  against  thee  shall  fall  for  thy 

IG  sake.  Behold,  I  have  created  the  artificer  that  bloweth  the  coals 
in  the  fire,  and  that  bringeth  forth  a  vessel  for  his  work ;  and  I 

17  have  created  the  destroyer  to  waste.  No  weapon4  that  is 
formed  against  thee  shall  prosper  ;  and  every  tongue  that  shall 
rise  against  thee  in  judgment  thou  shalt  declare  guilty.  This 
is  the  heritage  of  the  servants  of  the  Eternal;  and  their

1  Ho,  every  one  that  thirsteth,  come  ye  to  the  waters,  and  he 
that  hath  no  money ;  come  ye,  buy  and  eat ;  yea,  come,  buy 

2  wine  and  milk  without  money,  and  without  price.  Wherefore 
do  ye  spend’  money  for  that  which  is  not  bread,  and  your  labour 
for  that  which  satisfieth  not  ?  Hearken  diligently  unto  me,  and 
cat  yc  that  which  is  good,  and  let  your  soul  delight  itself  in

5  Behold,  thou  shalt  call  a  nation  that  thou  knowest  not ;  and 
nations  that  knew  not  thee  shall  run  unto  thee,  because  of  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  and  for  the  Holy  One  of  Israel ;  for  he  hath 
glorified  thee. 

0  Inquire  after  the  Eternal  while  he  may  be  found,  call  ye  upon 

7  him  while  he  is  near.  Let  the  wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the 
man  of  iniquity  his  thoughts :  and  let  him  return  unto  the 
Eternal,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him ;  and  to  cur  God, 

H  for  he  will  abundantly*  pardon.  For  my  thoughts  are  not  your

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thoughts,  neither  arc  your  ways  my  ways,  is  the  declaration  of 

9  the.  Eternal.  For  as  the  heavens  are  higher  than  the  earth,  so 
are  my  ways  higher  than  your  ways,  and  my  thoughts  than 

]  0  your  thoughts.  For  as  the  rain  cometh  down,  and  the  snow 
from  the  heaven,  and  return eth  not  thither,  but  wateroth  the 
earth,  and  maketh  it  bring  forth  and  bud,1  that  it  may  give  seed 

1 1  to  the  sower,  and  bread  to  the  eater ;  So  shall  my  word  be  that 
goeth  forth  out  of  my  mouth :  it  shall  not  return  unto  me  void ; 
but  it  shall  accomplish8  that  which  I  please,  and  it  shall  prosper 

12  in  the  thing  whereto  I  sent  it.  For  ye  shall  go  out  with  joy, 
and  be  led  forth  with  peace  :  the  mountains  and  the  hills  shall 
break  forth  before  you  into  shouting,  and  all  the  trees  of  the 

13  field  shall  clap  their  hands.  Instead  of  the  thorn  shall  come 
up  cypress,  and  instead  of  the  nettled  shall  come  up  a  myrtle- 
tree  :  and  it  shall  be  to  the  Eternal  for  a  name,  and  for  an  ever¬ 
lasting  sign,  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.

1  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Keep  ye  judgment,  and  do  righteous¬ 
ness  :  for  iuy  salvation  is  near  to  come,  and  my  righteousness 

2  to  he  revealed.  Blessed*  is  the  man  that  doetn  this,  and  the 
son  of  man  that  iayeth  hold  on  It ;  that  keepeth  the  sabbath 
from  profaning  it,  and  keepeth  his  hand  from  doing  any  evil, 

3  Neither  let  the  son  of  the  stranger,  that  hath  joined  himself  to 
the  Eternal,  speak,  saying,  The  Eternal  will  utterly  separate 
me  from  his  people :  neither  let  the  eunuch  say,  Behold,  I  am 

4  a  dry  tree.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  unto  the  eunuchs  that 
keep  my  sabbaths,  and  choose  the  things  that  please  me,  and 

5  take  hold  of  my  covenant ;  Even  unto  them  will  I  give  in  my 
house,  and  within  my  ramparts,  a  place  and  a  name  better  than 
of  sons  and  of  daughters :  I  will  give  them  an  everlasting  name, 

6  that  shall  not  be  cut  off.  Also  the  sons  of  the  stranger  that 
join  themselves  to  the  Eternal,  to  serve  him,  and  to  love  the 
name  of  the  Eternal,  to  be  his  servants,  every  one  that  keepeth 
the  Sabbath  from  profaning  it,  and  tRketh  hold  of  my  covenant; 

7  Even  them  will  I  bring  to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness,  and 
make  them  joyful  in  my  house  of  prayer ;  their  ournt-offerings 
and  their  sacrifices  shall  he  accepted  upon  mine  altar :  for  my 

1  grow,  ’do,  3  happiness. 
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8  house  shall  be  called  a  house  of  prayer  for  all  nations.  Decla¬ 
ration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  who  gathereth  the  outcasts  of 
Israel,  Yet  will  I  gather  others  to  him,  besides  those  that  are 

9  gathered  unto  him.  All  ye  animals  of  the  field;  come  to  de- 

1 0  vour  all  ye  animals  in  the  forest.  His  watchmen  are  blind ; 
they  are  ail  ignorant,  they  are  all  dumb  dogs,  they  cannot  bark ; 

11  talking  nunblingly,||  lying  down,  loving  to  slumber.  But  the 
dogs  are  of  a  surly  nature,1  which  can  never  have  enough,9  and 
they  arc  shepherds  that  cannot  understand ;  they  all  look  to 

12  their  own  way,  every  one  for  his  gain  from  his  quarter.3  Come 
ye,  say  they,  I  will  fetch  wine,  and  we  will  quaff  strong  drink; 
and  the  day  of  to-morrow  shall  be  as  to-day,  a  very  great 
abundance. 


Chap.  LVII. 

1  The  righteous  perisheth,  and  no  man  layeth*  it  to  heart ;  and 
men  of  kindness  are  gathered  in,  none  considering  that  the 

2  righteous  is  gathered  in  on  account  of  the  evil.  He  shall 
come  in  peace  :  they  shall  rest  in  their  couches,  each  one 

3  walking  in  hie  uprightness.  But  approach  hither,  ye  sons  of 

4  the  sorceress,3  the  seed  of  the  adulterer  and  the  whore.  Against 
whom  do  ye  sport’  yourselves  ?  against  whom  make  ye  a  wide 
mouth,  anil  draw  out*  the  tongue?  are  ye  not  children  of  trans- 

5  gression,  a  seed  of  falsehood  ;  Inflaming  yourselves  with  idols 
under  every  bushy  tree,  slaughtering  the  children  in  the  valleys4 

C  under  the  cliffs  of  the  rocks  ?  Among  the  smooth  stones  of  tne 
brook  is  thy  portion  ;  they,  they  are  thy  lot;  even  to  them  hast 
thou  poured  a  drink-offering,  thou  hast  offered  an  oblation. 

7  Should  I  receive  comfort  in  these  ?  Upon  a  high  and  lofty 
mountain  hast  thou  set9  thy  couch  :  even  thither  wentest  thou 

8  up  to  offer1*  sacrifice.  Behind  the  doors  also  and  the  poBts  hast 
thou  set  up9  thy  remembrance ;  for  thou  didst  uncover  thyself, 
away  from  me,  and  art  gone  up :  thou  hast  enlarged  thy  couch, 
and  made11  a  covenant  with  them  ;  thou  lovedst  their  couch ;  the 

9  accommodation  thou  selectedst.19  And  thou  wentest  to  the  king 
with  the  oil,  and  didst  increase  thy  ointments,  and  didst  send  thy 
ambassadors  far  off,  and  didst  lower  thyself  even  unto  the 

10  grave.  Thou  art  wearied  in  the  greatness13  of  thy  way ;  yet 
saidst  thou  not,  There  is  no  hope :  thou  hast  found  the  life 

1 1  of  thy  hand ;  therefore  thou  wast  not  grieved.  And  for  whom 
art  thou  apprehensive  or  fearing,  that  thou  hast  lied,  and  hast 
not  remembered  me,  nor  laid9  it  to  thy  heart?  Is  it  not  that  1 
held  my  peace  even  of  old,  and  therefore  thou  fearest  me  not  ? 

1  soul.  *  know  not  to  satisfy.  *  extremity*  *  puttctli.  11  observers  of  doiula.  *  delight- 

7  lengthen,  *  brooks.  9  puL  10  sacrifice*  11  cut  13  a  hand  tlitfu  fomawesL  13  multitude. 
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12  I  will  declare1  thy  righteousness;  and  thy  works — they  shall  not 

1 3  profit  thee.  When  thou  criest,  let  thy  companies  deliver  thee  .* 
but  the  wind  ahull  carry  them  all  away;  vanity  shall  lake  /Asm : 
but  he  that  putteth  his  trust  in  me  shall  inherit  the  land,  and 

14  shall  possess  the  mountain  of  my  holiness  ;  And  Bhall  say,  Cast 
ye  up,  cast  ye  up,  clear  the  way,  take  up  the  stumhling-block 

15  out  of  the  way  of  my  people-  For  thus  saith  the  high  and  lofty 
One  that  inhabiteth  eternity,*  whose  name  ia  Holy,  I  dwell  in 
the  high  and  holy  place;  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite  and 
humble3  spirit,  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble,9  and  to  revive 

16  the  heart  of  the  contrite  ones.  For  I  will  not  contend  for  ever, 
neither  will  I  be  everlastingly  angry :  for  the  spirit  languishes 

17  before  me,  and  the  souls'*  which  I  have  made.  For  the  iniquity 
of  his  covetousness*  was  I  angry,  and  smote  him :  I  hid®  me, 
and  was  angry,  and  ho  went  on  frowardly  in  the  way  of  his

19  I  create  the  fruit]j  of  the  lips ;  Peace,  peace  to  him  that  it  far 
off,  and  to  him' that  is  near,  saith  the  Eternal;  and  1  will  heal 

20  him.  But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea,  for  it  cannot 
rest,  and  its  waters  cost  up?  mire  and  dirt. 

21  There  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked, 

Chap.  LVIII- 

1  Call  aloud,*  hold  not  back ;  lift  up  thy  voice  like  the  cornet, 
and  tell  my  people  their  transgression,  and  the  house  of  Jacob 

2  their  sins.  Yet  they  inquire  after  me  day  by  day,  and  desire 
to  know  my  ways,  as  a  nation  that  did  righteousness,  and  for¬ 
sook  not  the  judgment  of  their  God  :  they  ask  of  me  the  jndg- 

3  men ts  of  justice;  they  desire  the  vicinity  of  God.  Wherefore 
have  we  fasted,  say  they,  and  thou  seest  not  ?  wherefore  have 
we  afflicted  our  soul,  and  thou  takest  no  knowledge  ?  Behold, 
in  the  day  of  your  fast  you  find  pleasure,  and  exact  all  your 

4  labours.  Behold,  ye  fast  for  strife  and  debate,  and  to  smite 
with  the  fist  of  wickedness :  ye  shall  not  fast  as  ye  do  this  day, 

5  to  make  your  voice  to  be  heard  on  high.  Is  it  such  a  fast  that 
I  have  chosen  ?  a  day  for  a  man  to  afflict  his  soul  ?  ts  it  to  bow 
down  his  head  as  a  bulrush,  and  to  spread  sackcloth  and  ashes 
under  1dm  ?  wilt  thou  call  this  a  fast,  and  a  day  of  acceptance  to 

6  the  Eternal  ?  la  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have  chosen  ?  to  untie 
the  hands  of  wickedness,  t-o  undo  the  knots1*  of  the  yoke,11  and 

1  tell,  1  dwelling  everlastingly,  3  low,  *  breath*.  *  gain.  e  screened.  *  pay, 

*  drive.  *  with  the  throat.  lv  bundle.  11  pole. 
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to  let  the  broken  spirited  go  free,  and  that  ye  loosen  every  yoke?1 

7  la  U  not  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  that  thou  hring 
the  poor  that  are  cast  outj|  to  thy  house  ?  when  thou  seest  the 
naked,  that  thou  cover  him ;  and  that  thou  hide  not  thyself 

8  from  thine  own  flesh  ?  Then  shall  thy  light  break  forth1  as 
the  dawn,  and  thy  care9  shall  spring  forth4  speedily ;  and  thy 
righteousness  shall  go  before  thee :  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 

9  shall  be  thy  rereward.  Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  the  Eternal 

shall  answer ;  thou  shalt  cry  for  help,  and  he  shall  say,  Here 
I  am.  If  than  remove  from  the  midst  of  thee  the  yoke,1  the 

10  putting  forth9  of  the  finger,  and  speaking  iniquity :  And  if 
thy  soul  dispense  to  the  hungry,  and  thou  satisfy  a  depressed 
soul;  then  shall  thy  light  shine  in  the  darkness,  and  thy 

11  thick  darkness  be  as  the  noon-day :  And  the  Eternal  shall 
guide  thee  continually,  and  satisfy  thy  soul  in  drought,  and 
invigorate  thy  bones :  and  thou  shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden, 

12  and  like  a  spring9  of  water,  whose  waters  fail'1  not.  And 
through  thee  they  shall  build  the  ruins  of  old  :  thou  shalt  raise 
up  the  foundations  of  many  generations ;*  and  thou  shalt  be 
called.  The  Repairer  of  the  breach,  The  Restorer  of  paths  to 

13  abide  in.  If  thou  turn  away*  thy  foot  from  the  Sabbath, from 
doing  thy  pleasure  on  the  day  of  my  holiness ;  and  call  the 
Sabbath  a  Delight,  the  Holy  of  the  Eternal,  Honourable  ;  and 
shalt  honour  it,  not  doing  thine  own  ways,  nor  finding  thine 

14  own  pleasure,  nor  speaking  vain  words :  Then  shalt  thou 
delight  thyself  in  the  Eternal;  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  ride 
upon  the  high  places  of  the  earth,  and  feed  thee  with  the  heri¬ 
tage  of  Jacoh  thy  father :  for  the  mouth  of  the  Eternal  hath 
spoken  it. 


Chap.  LIX. 

1  Rbhold,  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  is  not  shortened,  that  it 

2  cannot  save ;  neither  his  ear  heavy,  that  it  cannot  hear :  But 
your  iniquities  have  separated  between  you  and  your  God,  and 
your  sins  have  hid10  hi*  face  from  you,  that  he  will  not  hear. 

3  For  your  hands  are  defiled  with  blood,  and  your  fingers  with 
iniquity ;  your  lips  have  spoken  lies,  your  tODgue  hath  uttered 

4  perverseness.  None  calleth  with  justice,  and  no  one  is  judged 
with  truth ;  they  trust  in  vanity,11  and  speak  lies  ;u  they  con- 

5  ceive  mischief,  and  bring  forth13  iniquity.  They  hatch  cocka¬ 
trice*  eggs,  and  weave  the  spider’s  web :  he  that  eateth  of  their 
eggs  dieth,  and  that  which  is  compressed  breaketh  out14  into  a 

1  pole,  1  be  cleft*  1  bandage.  1  grow.  5  seodirvg  forth*  *  going  forth.  *  are  false, 
e  uge  and  age*  *  restoreih.  w  acrceneth.  u  desolation.  r-  nothuignefta.  bear, 

n  is  cleft 
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6  viper.  Their  webs  shall  not  become  garments,  neither  shall 
they  cover  themselves  with  their  works :  their  works  at  eworks 

7  of  iniquity,  and  the  act  of  violence  is  in  their  hands.1  Their 
feet  run  to  evil,  and  they  make  haste  to  shed  innocent  blood  : 
their  thoughts  are  thoughts  of  iniquity  ;  robbery  and  destruc- 

8  tion2  are  in  their  paths.  The  way  of  peace  they  know  not ;  and 
there  is  no  judgment  in  their  goings :  they  nave  made  them 
crooked  paths;  whosoever  tread eth  thereon  shall  not  know 

9  peace.  Therefore  is  judgment  far  from  us,  neither  doth  justice 
overtake  us :  we  wait  for  light,  but  behold  darkness ;  for 

10  brightness,  but  we  walk  In  thick  darkness.  We  grope  for  the 
wall  like  the  blind,  and  we  grope  as  if  we  had  no  eyes;  we 
stumble  at  noon-day  as  in  the  twilight ;  we  are  in  desolate 

1 1  places||  as  dead  men.  W  e  growl  all  like  bears,  and  coo3  like 
doves :  we  wait  for  judgment,  but  there  is  none ;  for  salvation, 

12  but  it  is  far  off  from  us.  for  our  transgressions  are  numerous 
before  thee,  and  our  sins  testify  against  us  :  for  our  transgres¬ 
sions  are  with  us  ;  and  at  for  our  iniquities,  we  know  them ; 

13  In  transgressing  and  denying  the  Eternal,  and  receding  back 
from  our  God,  speaking  oppression  and  revolt,  conceiving  and 

14  uttering  from  the  heart  wordsof  falsehood.  And  judgment  is 
turned  away  backward,  and  righteousness  standeth  afar  off;  for 
truth  hath  stumbled  in  the  street,  and  equity  cannot  enter. 

15  Yea,  truth  faileth;  and  he  that  departetb  from  evil  maketh 
himself  a  prey  :  and  the  Eternal  saw  if,  and  it  displeased  him4 

16  that  there  was  no  judgment.  And  he  saw  that  there  was  no 
man,  and  wondered  that  there  was  no  pleader;  therefore  his 
arm  brought  salvation  unto  him ;  and  his  righteousness,  it  sus- 

1 7  tained  him.  For  he  put  on  righteousness  as  a  coat  of  mail,  and 
an  helmet  of  salvation  upon  his  head ;  and  he  put  on  the  gar¬ 
ments  of  vengeance  for  clothing,  and  wrapped  himself  in  seal 

18  as  in  a  cloak.  According  to  their  deserts,3  accordingly  he  will 
repay,  fury  to  his  adversaries,  requital  to  his  enemies ;  to  the 

1 9  maritime  settlements,  he  will  repay  recompense.5  So  shall  they 
fear  the  name  of  the  Eternal  from  the  west,  and  his  glory  from 
the  rising  of  the  sun.  When  the  adversary  shall  come  in  like 
the  stream,  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  shall  lift  up  a  standard 

20  against  him.  And  as  a  Redeemer  shall  he  come  to  Zion,  and 
unto  them  that  turn  from  transgression  in  Jacob,  is  the  decla- 

21  ration  of  the  Eternal.  As  for  me,  this  is  my  covenant  with 
them,  saith  the  Eternal ;  My  spirit  that  is  upon  thee,  and  my 
words  which  I  have  put  in  thy  mouth,  shall  not  depart  out  of 
thy  mouth,  nor  out  of  the  mouth  of  thy  seed,  nor  out  of  the 
mouth  of  thy  seed's  seed,  saith  the  Eternal,  from  henceforth 
and  for  ever.

1  Arise,  illumine ;  for  thy  light  is  come,  and  the  glory  of  the 

2  Eternal  is  risen  upon  thee.  For,  behold,  the  darkness  shall 
cover  the  earth,  and  gross  darkness  races:  but  the  Eternal 
shall  shine  upon  thee,  and  his  glory  shall  be  seen  upon  thee. 

3  And  nations  shall  walk  by  thy  light,  and  kings  by  the  bright* 

4  ness  of  thy  rising.  Lift  up  thine  eyes  round  about,  and  see : 
all  they  gather  themselves  together,  they  come  to  thee:  thy 
sons  shall  come  from  far,  and  thy  daughters  shall  be  nursed  at 

5  thy  side.  Then  thon  shalt  fear  and  he  gladdened,  and  thy  heart 
shall  dread  and  be  enlarged  ;  because  the  abundance1  of  the  sea 
shall  be  turned  unto  thee,  the  forces  of  nations  shall  come  unto 

6  thee.  A  great  multitude  of  camels  shall  cover  thee,  the  drome¬ 
daries  of  Midian  and  Ephah ;  all  they  from  Sheba  shall  come : 
they  shall  hring  gold  and  incense  ;  and  they  shall  show  forth* 

7  the  praises  of  the  Eternal.  All  the  docks  of  Kedar  shall  be 
gathered  together  unto  thee,  the  rams  of  Nebaioth  shall  minister 
unto  thee :  they  shall  come  up  with  acceptance  on  mine  altar, 

8  and  I  wilt  glorify  the  house  of  my  splendour.  Who  are  these 
that  fly  as  a  thick  cloud,  and  as  the  doves  to  their  apertures? 

9  For  maritime  settlements  shall  wait  for  me,  and  the  ships  of 
Tarshish  first,  to  bring  thy  90ns  from  far,  their  silver  and  their 
gold  with  them,  unto  the  name  of  the  Eternal  tby  God,  and  to 

10  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  because  he  hath  glorified  thee.  And 
the  sons  of  aliens  shall  build  up  thy  ramparts,  and  their  kings 
shall  minister  unto  thee :  for  in  my  anger  I  smote  thee,  but  in 

11  my  favour3  have  I  had  mercy  on  thee.  Therefore  they  shall 
keep  open  thy  gates  continually :  they  shall  not  be  shut  day 
or  night ;  that  men  may  bring  unto  thee  the  forces  of  nations, 

13  and  that  their  kings  may  be  brought/  For  the  nation  and 
kingdom  that  will  not  serve  thee  shall  perish;  yea,  those 

13  nations  shall  be  utterly  ruined.  The  glory  of  Lebanon  shall 
come  unto  thee,  the  cypress,  the  pine-tree,  ||  and  the  boxjj  to¬ 
gether,  to  glorify  the  place  of  my  sanctuary ;  and  I  will  honour 

14  the  place  of  my  feet.  The  sons  also  of  them  that  afflicted  thee 
shall  come  bending  unto  thee ;  and  all  they  that  provoked  thee 
shall  prostrate  themselves  at  the  soles5  of  thy  feet ;  and  they 
shall  call  thee.  The  city  of  the  Eternal,  The  Zion  of  the  Holy 

15  One  of  Israel.  Whereas  thou  hast  been  forsaken  and  hated,  so 
that  no  man  went  through  thee,  I  will  make6  thee  an  eternal 

IG  excellency,  a  joy  of  many7  generations.  Thou  shalt  also  suck 
the  milk  of  nations,  and  shalt  suck  the  breasts  of  kings:  and 
thou  shalt  know  that  I  the  Eternal  am  thy  Saviour  and  thy 

17  Redeemer,  the  Mighty  One  of  Jacob.  For  copper  I  will  bring 

1  crowd.  2  bear  good  tidings,  3  Acceptance*  *  led,  *  hollow*  *  put,  r  ago  and  age* 
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gold,  and  for  iron  I  will  bring  silver,  and  for  wood,  copper,  and 
for  stones,  iron ;  I  will  also  make1  thy  office-bearers  peace,  and 

18  thy  taskmasters  righteousness.  Violence  shall  no  more  be 
heard  in  thy  land,  robbing,  nor  breach  within  thy  boundaries: 
but  thou  shalt  call  tby  ramparts  Salvation  and  thy  gates  Praise. 

19  The  sun  shall  be  no  more  tby  light  by  day ;  neither  for  bright¬ 
ness  shall  the  moon  give  light  unto  thee :  but  the  Eternal  shall 
be  unto  thee  an  everlasting  light,  and  thy  God  thy  splendour. 

20  Thy  sun  shall  no  more  go  down  ;2  neither  shall  thy  moon  with* 
draw  itself  ;3  for  the  Eternal  shall  he  thine  everlastiug  light, 

21  and  the  days  of  thy  monming  shall  be  ended.  Thy  people 
also  shall  be  all  righteous :  they  shall  inherit  the  land  for  ever, 
the  offshoot  of  my  planting,  the  work  of  my  hands,  that  I  may 

22  be  glorified.  The  little  one  sliall  become  a  thousand,  and  the 
small  one  a  mighty  nation :  I  the  Eternal  will  hasten  it  in  its 
time. 


Chaf.  LXI. 

1  Thk  Spirit  of  the  Lord  Eternal  is  upon  me;  because  the 
Eternal  hath  anointed  me  to  bear  good  tidings  unto  the  meek : 
be  hath  sent  me  to  bind  np  the  broken-hearted,  to  proclaim1 
liberty  to  the  captives,  and  liberation  from  prison  to  them  that 

2  are  bound ;  To  proclaim1  a  year  of  acceptance  unto  the  Eternal, 
and  a  day  of  vengeance  unto  our  God ;  to  comfort  all  that  mourn; 

3  To  appoint?  unto  the  mourners  of  Ziou,  to  give  unto  them 
beauty  for  aslies,  the  oil  of  joy  for  mourning,  the  wrapper  of 
praise  for  the  spirit  of  dimness ;  that  they  might  be  called 
Teiehinths  of  righteousness,  The  Planting  of  the  Eternal,  that 

4  be  might  be  glorified.  And  they  shall  build  the  ruins  of  old, 
they  shall  raise  up  the  former  wastes,  and  they  shall  renew 

5  ruined  cities,  the  wastes  of  many  generations.6  And  strangers7 
shall  stand  and  feed  your  flocks,  and  the  sons  of  the  alien  shall 

6  be  your  plowmen,  and  your  vine -dressers.  But  ye  shall  he 
called  the  priests  of  the  Eternal  j  men  shall  call  you  the  ministers 
of  our  Goa :  ye  shall  eat  the  riches8  of  nations,  and  in  their  glory 

7  shall  you  boast  yourselves.  j|  For  your  shame  you  shall  have 
double  reward,  and  far  confusion  they  shall  rejoice9  in  their 
portion :  therefore  in  their  land  they  snail  inherit  the  double ; 

8  everlasting  joy  shall  he  unto  them.  For  I  the  Eternal  love 
judgment,  I  hate  robbery  for  burnt-offering ;  and  I  will  give 
their  bire  in  truth,  and  I  will  make10  an  everlasting  covenant 

1  put.  1  crane.  *  be  gathered,  4  call.  *  put.  6  age  and  age. 

1  laymen.  9  force.  *  shout*  w  put- 
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9  with  them.  And  their  seed  shall  be  known  among  the  nations, 
and  their  offspring  among  the  peoples ;  all  that  see  them  shall 
recognise  them,  that  they  are  the  seed  which  the  Eternal  hath 
blessed. 

10  I  will  greatly  rejoice  in  the  Eternal,  my  soul  shall  be  joyful 
in  my  God :  for  he  hath  clothed  me  with  the  garments  of  sal¬ 
vation,  he  hath  wrapped  me  in  the  mantle  of  righteousness,  as 
a  bridegroom  priest-like  decketh  himself  with  ornaments,  and  as 

11  a  bride  adorneth  herself  with  her  jewels.1  For  aB  the  earth 
bringeth  forth  her  growth,  and  as  the  garden  causeth  thp  things 
that  are  sown  in  it  to  grow  forth ;  so  the  Lord  Eternal  will 
cause  righteousness  and  praise  to  spring*  forth  before  all  the 
nations. 


Chap.  LX  II. 

1  For  Zion’s  sake  will  I  not  hold  my  peace,  and  for  Jerusalem's 
sake  I  will  not  be  quiet,  until  the  righteousness  thereof  go 
forth  as  brightness,  and  the  salvation  thereof,  as  a  lamp  that 

*Z  buraeth.  And  nations  shall  see  thy  righteousness,  and  all 
kings  thy  glory:  and  thou  skalt  be  called  by  a  new  name, 

3  which  the  mouth  of  the  Eternal  shall  name.3  Thou  shalt  also 
be  a  crown  of  splendour  in  the  hand  of  the  Eternal,  and  a 

4  diadem  of  royalty  in  the  hand  of  thy  God.  Thou  shalt-  no 
more  be  termed  Forsaken :  neither  shall  thy  land  any  more  he 
termed  Desolate  :  but  thou  shalt  be  called  My-Pleasure-in-Her, 
and  thy  land  Owned:  for  the  Eternal  is  pleased  with  thee,  and  thy 

5  land  shall  be  owned.  For  as  a  young  man4  marrieth5  a  virgin, 
so  shall  thy  sons  marry4  thee :  and  at  the  bridegroom  rejoiceth 

6  over  the  bride,  so  shall  thy  God  rejoice  over  thee.  I  have 
appointed  watchmen  upon  thy  ramparts,  O  Jerusalem,  who 
shall  never  hold  their  peace  day  "  or  night :  ye  that  make 

7  mention  of  the  Eternal,  be  not  silent.  And  give  him  not  rest,7 
till  he  establish,  and  till  he  make  Jerusalem  a  praise  iu  the 

S  earth.  The  Eternal  hath  sworn  by  his  right  hand ,  and  by  the 
arm  of  his  might,  If  I  give  any  more  thy  com  to  be  food  for 
thy  enemies ;  and  if  the  sons  of  the  alien  shall  not  drink  thy 

9  must  for  the  which  thou  hast  laboured....  But  they  that  have 
gathered  it  shall  eat  it,  and  praise  the  Eternal ;  and  they  that 
have  stored  it  up  shall  drink  it  in  the  enclosures  of  my  holiness. 

10  Go  through,  go  through  the  gates  ;  clear  you  the  way  of  the 
people ;  cast  up,  cast  up  the  highway ;  gather  out  the  stones  ; 

1  vessels.  2  grow.  2  prick.  4  dioecn  one.  2  ownetli.  *  own,  1  silence. 
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1 1  lift  up  a  standard  for  the  peoples.  Behold,  the  Eternal  hath 
proclaimed  unto  the  extremity  of  the  world,  Say  ye  to  the 
daughter  of  Zion,  Behold,  thy  salvation  cometh;  behold,  his 

12  reward  is  with  him,  and  his  wages  before  him.  And  they  shall 
call  them,  The  people  of  holiness,  The  redeemed  of  the  Lord : 
and  thou  shalt  be  called.  Sought  out,  A  city  not  forsaken. 

Chap.  LXIH. 

1  Who  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with  dyedj)  garments 
from  Bozrah  ?  this  that  is  adorned  in  his  apparel,  travelling  in 
the  greatness  of  his  strength  ?  I  that  speak  in  righteousness, 

2  mighty1  to  save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in  thine  apparel,  and 

3  thy  garments  like  him  that  tread  nth  in  the  wine*vat  ?  I  have 
trodden  the  wine-press  alone ;  and  of  peoples  there  was  no  man 
with  me  :  for  I  will  tread  them  in  my  wrath,  and  trample  them 
in  my  fury ;  and  their  blood8  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my  gnr- 

4  ments,  and  I  will  stain  all  my  raiment.  For  the  day  of  ven¬ 
geance  is  in  my  heart,  and  the  year  of  my  redeemed  is  come. 

5  And  I  looked,  and  there  toas  none  to  help  ;  and  I  was  amazed 
that  there  was  none  to  uphold  •  therefore  mine  own  arm  saved 

fi  me;  and  my  fury,  it  upheld  me.  And  I  will  tread  down 
peoples  in  my  wrath,  and  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury,  and  I 

7  will  bring  down  their  blood3  to  the  earth.  I  will  mention  the 
loving-kindnesses  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  praises  of  the  Eternal, 
according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and  the 
great  goodness  towards  the  house  of  Israel,  which  he  hath 
bestowed  on  them  according  to  his  mercies,  and  according  to 

S  the  multitude  of  his  loving-kindnesses.  For  he  said,  Surely 
they  are  my  people,  children  that  will  not  lie :  so  he  was  their 

9  Saviour.  In  all  their  trouble  he  was  troubled,  and  the  angel3 
of  his  presence  saved  them  :  in  his  love  and  in  his  pity  he  re¬ 
deemed  them  :  and  he  took  them  up,  and  bare  them  all  the 

10  days  of  old.  But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed  the  spirit  of  his 
holiness :  therefore  he  was  turned  to  be  their  enemv,  and  he 

11  fought  against  them.  Then  he  remembered  the  days  of  old* 
Moses  and  his  people*  saying *  Where  is  he  that  brought  them  up 
out  of  the  sea  with  the  shepherd  of  liis  flock  ?  where  is  he  that 

12  put  within  him  the  spirit  of  his  holiness  i  That  caused  them  to 
jja  by  tho  right  hand  of  Moses  the  arm  of  his  splendour*  clear¬ 
ing  the  water  before  them*  to  make  himself  an  everlasting  name  ? 

13  That  caused  them  to  go  through  the  murmuring  deep*  as  the 

14  horse  in  the  desert*  that  they  should  not  stumble?  As  the 
beast  goeth  down  into  the  deep  valley*  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal 
caused  him  to  rest ;  so  didst  thou  lead  thy  people,  to  make 

15  thyself  a  name  of  splendour.  Look  down  from  heaven*  and 
see  from  the  residence  of  thy  holiness  and  of  thy  splendour : 

1  numerous.  1  liquor*  3 
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where  is  thy  zeal  and  thy  strength  ?  the  sounding1  of  thy  bowels 

16  and  of  thy  mercies  restrain  themselves  towards  me.  For  thou 
art  our  Father,  though  Abraham  know  us  not,  and  Israel 
recognise  us  not :  thou,  O  Eternal,  art  our  Father,  our  Re- 

17  deemer;  thy  name  is  from  everlasting.  O  Eternal,  wherefore 
hast  thou  made  us  to  err  from  thy  ways,  and  hardened||  our 
heart  from  thy  fear  ?  Return  for  thy  servants'  sake,  the  tribes 

18  of  thine  inheritance.  The  people  of  thy  holiness  have  pos¬ 
sessed  it  but  a  little  while:  our  adversaries  have  trodden  down 

19  tliy  sanctuary.  We  are  like  those  over  whom  thou  never  barest 
rule,  and  were  not  called  by  tby  name.  0  that  thou  hadat 
rent  the  heaven,  hadst  come  down— mountains  would  have  been 
shaken  at  thy  presence. 

Chap.  LXIV. 

1  As  fierce2  fire  flameth  up,  as  water  bubhleth  up  through,  fire., ..to 
make  thy  name  known  to  thine  adversaries,  nations  are  agitated 

2  at  thy  presence !  When  thou  didst  fearful  things  which  we 
looked  not  for,  thou  earnest  down,  mountains  were  shaken  at 

3  thy  presence ;  What  from  ever  men  have  not  heard,  nor  per¬ 
ceived  by  the  ear.  Never  had  an  eye  seen  a  Ood  besides  Thee 

4  thus  working3  for  him  that  waiteth  for  him.  Wert  thou  to  meet 
any  rejoicing  whilst  working  righteousness, and  who  remembered 
thcc  in  thy  ways,  even  if  thou  wert  angry,  because  we  have 

5  sinned— we  should  be  saved  through  them  for  ever.  Rut  we 
are  alt  as  an  unclean  thing,  and  all  our  righteousnesses  are  as 
soiled  garments;  and  we  all  do  fade  as  a  leaf;  and  our  iniqui- 

G  ties,  like  the  wind,  have  taken  us  away.  And  there  is  none 
that  callcth  by  thy  name,  that  stirreth  up  himself  to  take  hold 
of  thee;  for  thou  hast  screened  thy  face  from  us,  and  hast 

7  melted  us,  because  of  our  iniquities.  But  now,  0  Eternal, 
thou  art  our  Father :  we  are  the  clay,  and  thou  our  Potter  ;4 

8  and  we  all  are  the  work  of  thy  hand.  Be  not  angry,  very  sore, 
O  Eternal,  neither  remember  iniquity  for  ever :  behold,  see,  we 

9  beseech  thee,  we  are  all  thy  people.  The  cities  of  thy  holiness 

10  are  a  desert,  Zion  is  a  desert,  Jerusalem  a  waste.  The  house 
of  our  holiness  and  splendour,  where  our  fathers  praised  thee,  is 
burnt  up  with  lire :  and  all  our  pleasant  things  have  become  a 

11  ruin.  Wilt  thou  refrain  thyself  for  these  things,  O  Eternal? 
wilt  thou  hold  thy  peace,  and  afflict  ns  very  sore  ?

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Chap.  LXV. 

1  I  was  inquired  of  them  that  asked  not  for  me ;  I  was  found  of 
them  that  sought  me  not :  I  said,  Here  am  I,  here  am  I,  unto  a 

2  nation  that  was  not  called  by  my  name.  I  have  spread  oot  my 
hands  all  the  day  unto  a  rebellious  people,  which  walketh  in  a 

3  way  that  woe  not  good,  after  their  own  thoughts.  A  people 
that  provoketh  me  to  anger  continually  to  my  face ;  that  sacri- 

4  ficeth  in  gardens,  and  burneth  incense  upon  the  bricks  ;  Who 
abide  among  the  graves,  and  lodge  over  night  in  gnarded  places ; 
who  eat  swine’s  flesh,  and  broth  of  disgusting  things  is  in  their 

5  vessels ;  Who  say.  Stand1  by  thyself,  come  not  near  to  me ; 
for  I  might  hallow  thee.  These  are  a  smoke  in  my  nose,  a 

6  fire  that  blazeth  all  the  day.  Behold,  it  is  written  before  me ; 
I  will  not  keep  silence,  but  will  recompense,  even  recompense 

7  into  their  bosoms.  Tour  iniquities,  and  the  iniquities  of  your 
fathers  together,  saith  the  Sternal,  who  have  burnt  incense 
upon  the  mountains,  and  insulted  me  upon  the  hills :  therefore 
will  I  the  first  thing  measure  their  doings  into  their  bosom. 

8  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  As  the  must  is  found  in  the  cluster,  and 
one  saith.  Destroy*  it  not ;  for  a  blessing  is  in  it :  so  will  I  do 

9  for  my  servants'  sakes,  that  I  may  not  destroy*  them  all.  And 
I  will  bring  forth  a  seed  out  of  Jacob,  ana  out  of  Judah  an 
inheritor  of  my  mountains  :  and  mine  elect  shall  inherit  it,  and 

10  my  servants  Bhall  dwell  there.  And  Sharon  shall  be  an  abode 
of  fiocks,  and  the  valley  of  Achor  a  place  for  the  herds  to 

1 1  crouch  in,  for  my  people  that  have  inquired  after  me.  But  yc 
are  they  that  forsake  the  Eternal,  that  forget  the  mountain  of 
my  holiness,  that  prepare*  a  table  for  Good  Luck,  and  that  fill 

12  spiced  wine|J  to  Fortune.]]  Therefore  will  I  number  you  to  the 
sword,  and  ye  shall  all  bow  down  to  the  slaughter :  because 
when  I  called,  ye  did  not  answer  j  when  I  spake,  ye  did  not 
hear  j  but  did  tne  evil  before  mine  eyes,  and  did  choose  that 
wherein  I  was  not  pleased. 

13  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  Behold,  my  servants 
shall  eat,  but  ye  shall  be  hungry :  behold,  my  servants  shall 
drink,  but  ye  shall  be  thirsty:  behold,  my  servants  shall  rejoice, 

14  but  ye  shall  be  ashamed.  Behold,  my  servants  shall  shout  for 
joy4  of  heart,  but  ye  Bhall  cry  for  pain  of  heart,  and  shall  howl 

Id  for  vexation5  of  spirit.  And  ye  shall  leave  your  name  for  a  curse6 

1  approach.  *  corrupt.  *  set  in  order.  *  good.  *  breach.  *  oath. 
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unto  my  chosen  :  for  the  Lord  Eternal  shall  slay  thee,  and  call 

1 G  his  servants  by  another  name  :  That  he  who  blesseth  himself  in 
the  earth,  shall  bless  himself  in  the  God  of  truth ;  and  he  that 
swcareth  in  the  earth,  shall  swear  by  the  God  of  truth ;  because 
the  former  troubles  are  forgotten,  and  because  they  are  hid1 

1 7  from  mine  eyes.  For,  behold  I  create  new  heavens,  and  a  new 
earth  :  and  the  former  shall  not  be  remembered,  nor  come  into 

18  mind.8  But  be  you  glad  and  rejoice  for  ever  in  that  which  I 
create;  for,  behold,  I  create  Jerusalem  a  rejoicing,  and  her 

l'J  people  a  joy.  And  I  will  rejoice  in  Jerusalem,  and  joy  iu  my 
people :  and  the  voice  of  weeping  shall  be  no  more  heard  in 

20  her,  nor  the  voice  of  crying.  There  shall  be  no  more  thence 
an  infant  of  days,  nor  an  old  man  that  hath  not  filled  his  clays : 
for  the  lad  shall  die  a  hundred  years  old ;  and  he  of  hundred 

21  years  shall  be  execrated  as  a  sinner.  And  they  shall  build 
houses,  and  abide  in  them ;  and  they  shall  plant  vineyards,  and 

22  eat  the  fruit  of  them.  They  shall  not  build,  and  another 
inhabit;3  they  shall  not  plant,  and  another  eat:  for  as  the  days 
of  a  tree  are  the  days  of  my  people,  and  mine  elect  shall  use  up 

23  the  work  of  their  hands.  They  shall  not  labour  in  vain,  nor 
bring  forth  for  dejection :  for  they  are  the  seed  of  the  blessed 

24  of  the  Eternal,  and  their  offspring  with  them.  And  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  that  before  they  call,  I  will  answer;  and  whiles 

25  they  are  yet  speaking,  I  will  hear.  A  wolf  and  a  lamb  shall 
feed  together,  and  a  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  any  of  the  herd  : 
and  dust  shall  be  a  serpent's  meat.  They  shall  not  hurt  nor 
destroy4  in  all  my  mountain  of  holiness,  saith  the  Eternal.

1  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the 
earth  is  my  footstool :  where  is  a  house  that  ye  build  unto  me  ? 

2  and  where  is  a  place  for  my  rest  ?  For  all  those  things  hath 
my  hand  made,  and  all  those  things  have  been,  is  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  the  Eternal :  but  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even  to  him  that 

3  is  poor  andofa  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth  at  my  word.  lie 
that  slaughtereth  one  of  the  herd  is  as  if  he  smote  a  man  ;  he 
that  sacrifieeth  oue  of  the  flock,  as  if  he  broke  a  dog’s  nape  of

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4  their  abominations.  I  also  will  choose  their  delusions,  and  will 
bring  their  dread  upon  them  ;  because  when  I  called,  none  did 
answer ;  when  I  spake,  they  did  not  hear :  but  they  did  the 
evil  before  mine  eyes,  and  chose  that  in  which  I  was  not 

5  pleased.  Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  ye  that  tremble  at  his 
word ;  Your  brethren  that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my 
name’s  sake,  said,  Let  the  Eternal  be  glorified,  that  we  may 

G  see  your  rejoicing,  and  they  shall  be  ashamed  A  voiee  of 
noise  from  the  city,  a  voice  from  the  temple,1  a  voice  of  the 

7  Eternal  that  rendereth2  recompense  to  his  enemies.  Before  she 
travailed,  she  brought  forth ;  before  her  anguish  came,  she  was 

8  delivered9  of  a  male  child.  Who  hath  heard  such  a  thing? 
who  hath  seen  such  things  ?  Shall  a  land  be  made  to  travail 
in  one  day  ?  or  shall  a  nation  be  horn  at  once,  that  Zion  should 

9  have  travailed,  and  also  brought  forth  her  children  ?  Shall  I 
bring  to  the  birth,  and  not  cause  to  bring  forth  ?  saith  the 
Eternal :  shall  I  who  causeth  to  bring  forth,  shut4  the  womb  ? 
saith  thy  God. 

10  Rejoice  ye  with  Jerusalem,  and  be  glad  with  her,  all  ye  that 

love  ner  ;  rejoice  for  joy  with  hcT,  all  ye  that  mourn  for  her : 

1 1  That  ye  may  Buck,  and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  con¬ 
solations  ;  that  ye  may  drain,  and  be  delighted  with  the  abun- 

12  dancejl  of  ber  glory.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I 
will  extend9  peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and  the  glory  of  nations 
like  an  overflowing  brook,  then  shall  ye  suck ;  ye  shall  be  borne 

13  upon  her  sides,  and  be  dandled  upon  her  knees.  Like  a  man 
whom  his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you ;  and  ye  shall 

14  be  comforted  in  Jerusalem.  And  when  ye  see  this,  yonr  heart 
shall  rejoice,  and  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  spronts ;  and 
the  hand  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  known  towards  his  servants,

1G  For  by  fire  and  by  his  sword  will  the  Eternal  plead*  with  all 

17  flesh;  and  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  many.  They  that 
sanctify  themselves,  and  purify  themselves  in  the  gardens, 
behind  one  tree  in  the  midst,  eating  swine’s  flesh,  and  the 
abomination,  and  the  mouse,  shall  be  swept  away  together,  is 

18  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  For  I  know  their  works  and 
their  thoughts :  the  time  shall  come,  that  I  will  gather  all 
nations  and  tongues ;  and  they  shall  come,  and  see  my  glory.

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19  And  I  will  set1  a  sign  among  them,  and  1  will  send  forth  from 
among  them  fugitives  unto  the  nations,  to  Tarshish,  Pul,  and 
Lud,  that  draw  the  how,  to  TubaJ  and  Javan,  to  the  maritime 
settlements  afar  off,  that  have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  hare 
seen  my  glory ;  and  they  shall  declare8  my  glory  among  the 

20  nations.  And  they  shall  bring  all  your  brethren  for  an  oblation 
unto  the  Eternal,  out  of  oil  nations,  upon  the  horses,  and  in  the 
chariots,  and  in  the  litters,  and  upon  the  mules,  and  upon  the 
dromedaries,  to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness,  Jerusalem,  saith 
the  Eternal,  as  the  children  of  Israel  bring  the  oblation  in  a

4  Then  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me*  saying, 

5  Before  I  formed  thee  in  the  helly  I  knew  thee;  and  before 
thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the  womb  I  sanctified  thee;  and  I 

0  ordained1  thcc  a  prophet  unto  the  nations.  Then  said  I*  Ah* 
Lord  lCtcrnal !  behold*  I  do  not  know  how  to  speak ;  for  I  am 

7  a  lad.  But  the  Eternal  said  unto  me.  Say  not*  l  am  a  lntl;  for 
thou  shalt  go  to  all  that  I  shall  send  thee*  and  whatsoever  I 

8  command  thee  thou  shalt  speak,  Be  not  afraid  of  their  faces : 
lor  I  am  with  thee  to  deliver  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

!>  Eternal  Then  the  Eternal  put  forth4  his  hand,  and  touched 
my  inoulh :  and  the  Eternal  said  unto  me,  liehohl*  I  have  put3 
10  my  words  in  thy  mouth.  See,  I  have  this  day  appointed  thee 
over  the  nations*  and  over  the  kingdoms*  to  root  out*  and  to 
pull  down,  and  to  destroy,  and  to  1 law  down*  to  build*  and 

1  Vos.  3  finish.  *  gave.  1  sent.  -1  given. 
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1 1  to  plant.  Moreover,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me, 
saying,  Jeremiah,  what  seest  thou  ?  And  I  said,  I  see  a  rod3 

12  of  an  almond-tree.  Then  said  the  Eternal  unto  me.  Thou 
hast  well  seen  :  for  I  will  watch  for  my  word  to  perform3  it* 

13  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me  the  second  time, 
saying,  What  seest  thou?  And  I  said,  I  see  a  seething^pot, 

14  and  the  face  thereof  is  towards  the  north.  Then  the  Eternal 
said  unto  me.  Out  of  the  north  the  evil  shall  break  forth*  upon 

15  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land.  For,  lo,  I  will  call  all  the 
families  of  the  kingdoms  towards  the  north,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal ;  and  they  shall  come,  and  they  shall  set6  every 
one  his  throne7  at  the  entrance  of  the  gates  of  Jerusalem,  and 
against  all  the  ramparts  thereof  round  about,  and  against  all 

1(1  the  cities  of  Judah,  And  1  will  utter3  my  judgments  against 
them  touching  all  their  wickedness,  that  they  have  forsaken 
me,  and  have  burnt  incense  unto  other  gods,  and  prostrated 

17  themselves  before  the  works  of  their  own  hands.  Thou 
therefore  gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise,  and  speak  unto  them 
all  that  I  command  thee:  he  not  dismayed  at  their  faces,  lest  I 

IS  dismay  thee  before  them.  For,  behold,  I  have  made3  thee  this 
day  a  fortified  city,  and  an  iron  column,  and  copper  ramparts, 
against  the  whole  land ;  against  the  kings  of  Judah,  against  the 
officers  thereof,  against  the  priests  thereof,  and  against  the 

19  people  of  the  land.  And  they  shall  fight  against  thee,  hnt 
they  shall  not  prevail  against  thee ;  for  I  am  with  thee,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  to  deliver  thee.

1  Moreover,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  to  me,  saying, 

2  Go,  and  call  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  J  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  boyhood,  the 
love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after  me  in  the 

3  desert,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.  Israel  was  holiness  unto 
the  Eternal  and  the  first-fruits13  of  his  increase :  all  that 
devour11  him  shall  be  guilty;  evil  shall  come  upon  them,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

4  Hear  ye  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  O  house  of  Jacob, 

5  and  all  the  families  of  the  house  of  Israel :  Thus  saith 
the  Eternal,  What  wrong  have  your  fathers  found  in  me,  that 
they  arc  gone  far  from  me,  and  have  walked  after  vanity,  and 
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6  are  become  vain ?  Neither  said  they.  Where  is  the  Eternal 
that  brought  us  uji  out  of  the  iana  of  Egypt,  that  led  us 
through  the  desert;  through  the  land  of  plains,  and  of  depres¬ 
sion  ;  through  a  land  of  drought,  and  of  the  shadow  of  death  ; 
through  a  land  that  no  man  passed  through,  and  where  no  man 

7  abode  ?  And  I  brought  you  into  a  country  of  fruitful  soil,  to 
eat  the  fruit  thereof,  and  the  goodness  thereof :  bnt  when  ye 
came,  ye  defiled  my  land,  and  made1  mine  heritage  an  abomi- 

8  nation.  The  priests  said  not.  Where  is  the  Eternal  ?  and  they 
that  handle1  the  law  knew  me  not :  the  shepherds  also  trans¬ 
gressed  against  me,  and  the  prophets  prophesied  by  the  Baal, 

9  and  walked  after  things  that  do  not  profit.  Wherefore  1  will  yet 
plead9  with  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  end  with 

10  your  children's  children  will  1  plead.9  For  pass  over  the  mari¬ 
time  settlements  of  Chittim,  end  see ;  and  send  unto  Kedar, 

1 1  and  consider  diligently,  and  see  if  there  he  such  a  thing.  Hath 
a  nation  exchanged  their  gods,  which  are  yet  no  gods  ?  hut  my 
people  have  exchanged  tneir  glory  for  that  which  doth  not 

12  profit.  Ee  amazed,  O  ye  heavens,  at  this,  and  let  your  hair 
stand  on  end,  be  ye  very  desolate,4  is  the  declaration  of  the 

1 3  Eternal.  For  my  people  have  done  two  evils ;  they  have  for¬ 
saken  me  the  source  of  living  waters,  and  hewed  them  out 

11  cisterns,  broken  cisterns,  that  can  hold  no  water.  Is  Israel  a 
servant?  is  he  home-bom?  why  has  he  become  a  spoil? 

15  Young  lions  roared  upon  him,  and  yelled,6  and  they  made  his 

16  land  waste:9  his  cities  are  set  on  fire  without  inhabitant  Also 
the  children  of  Noph  and  Tahapanes  have  devoured7  thee  to 

17  the  crown  of  the  head.  Hast  thou  not  procured9  this  unto 
thyself,  in  that  thou  hast  forsaken  the  Eternal  thy  God,  at  the 

18  time  when  he  led  thee  hy  the  way  ?  And  uow  what  hast  thou 
to  do  in  the  way  of  Egypt  ?  to  drink  the  waters  of  Sihor  ?  or 
what  hast  thou  to  do  in  the  way  of  Assyria  ?  to  drink  the  waters 

19  of  a  river  ?  Thine  own  wickedness  shall  chastise  thee,  and  thy 
defections  shall  reprove*  thee :  know  therefore  and  see  that  it  is 
an  evil  thing  and  bitter,  that  thou  hast  forsaken  the  Eternal 
thy  God,  and  that  my  dread  is  not  in  thee,  is  the  declaration  of 

20  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  For  of  old  time  I  have  broken  thy  yoke, 
and  loosened  thy  bands ;  and  thou  saidst,  I  will  not  transgress ; 
when  upon  every  high  hill  and  under  every  bushy  tree  thou 

21  wanderest,  playing  the  harlot.  Yet  I  had  planted  tnce  a  noble 
vine,  wholly  seed  of  truth :  how  then  art  thou  turned  into  the 

22  excrescences  of  the  vine  alien  unto  me  ?  For  though  thou  wash 
thee  with  nitre,  and  increase  thee  lye,  yet  thine  iniquity  is 
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23  marked  before  me.  iff  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  How 
caost  thou  say,  I  am  not  polluted,  I  have  not  gone  after  the 
Baalim?  see  thy  way  in  the  glen,  know  what  thou  hast  done:  thou 

24  art  a  swift  dromedary  traversingjl  her  ways ;  A  wild  ass  used  to 
the  desert  that  snuffeth  up  the  wind  at  her  pleasure;  in  her  occa¬ 
sion  who  can  turn  away  r  all  they  that  seek  her  will  not  weary 

25  themselves  ;  in  her  month  they  shall  find  her.  Withhold  thy 
foot  from  being  unshod,1  and  thy  throat  from  thirst :  hut  thou 
saidst,  There  is  uo  hope :  no ;  for  I  have  loved  strangers,'  and 

26  after  them  will  I  go.  As  the  shame  of  the  chief  when  he  is 
found,  so  is  the  house  of  Israel  ashamed ;  they,  their  kings, 

27  their  officers,  and  their  priests,  and  their  prophets.  Saying  to 
the  wood.  Thou  art  my  father ;  and  to  the  stone.  Thou  hast 
brought  me  forth :  for  they  have  turned  their  back8  unto  me, 
and  not  their  face :  but  in  the  time  of  their  trouble4  they  will 

23  say.  Arise,  and  save  us.  But  where  are  thy  gods  that  thou 
hast  made  thee  ?  let  them  arise,  if  they  can  save  thee  in  the 
time  of  thy  trouble  t4  for  according  to  the  number  of  thy  cities 
are  thy  gods,  O  Judah. 

29  Wherefore  will  ye  plead5  with  me  ?  ye  all  have  transgressed 

30  against  me,  saith  the  Eternal.  In  vain  have  I  smitten  your 
children ;  they  received5  no  correction :  your  own  sword  hath 

31  devoured7  your  prophets,  like  a  destroying  lion.  O  generation, 
see  ye  the  word  of  the  EternaL  Have  T  been  a  desert  unto 
Israel?  a  land  of  deep  darkness  ?  why  say  my  people.  We  rove 

32  about  ;II  we  will  come  no  more  unto  thee  ?  Can  a  virgin  forget 
her  ornaments,  or  a  bride  her  waist-bands  ?  yet  my  people  have 

33  forgotten  me  days  without  number.  Why  trimmest  thou  thy  way 
to  seek  love  ?  therefore  hast  thou  also  taught  the  wicked  ones 

34  thy  ways.  Also  in  thy  skirts  is  found  the  blood  of  the  souls 
of  the  needy  and  innocents :  I  have  not  found  it  by  secret 

35  search,5  but  upon  all  these.  Yet  thou  sayest,  Because  I  am 
innocent,  surely  bis  wrath  is  turned  from  me.  Behold,  we  will 

36  plead  with  thee,  because  thou  sayest,  I  have  not  sinned.  Why 
gaddest  thou  about  so  much  to  change  thy  way  ?  thou  also  shalt 

37  be  ashamed  of  Egypt,  as  thou  wast  ashamed  of  Assyria,  Yea, 
thou  shalt  go  forth  from  him,  and  thy  hands  upon  thy  head  : 
for  the  Eternal  hath  scorned  thy  confidences,  and  thou  shalt 
not  prosper  in  them. 
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Chap.  III. 

t  Thp.y  say.  If  a  man  send  away  his  wife,  and  she  go  from  him, 
and  become  another  man’s,  shall  he  return  unto  her  again  ? 
shall  not  that  land  be  greatly  polluted  ?  but  thou  hast  played 
the  harlot  with  many  lovers  ;l  yet  return  to  me,  is  the  declara- 

2  tion  of  the  Eternal.  Lift  up  thine  eyes  unto  elevated  places, 
and  sec  where  thou  hast  not  been  lien  with.  In  the  ways  hast 
thou  sat  for  them,  as  the  Arabian  in  the  desert ;  and  thou  hast 
polluted  the  land  with  thy  whoredoms  and  with  thy  wicked- 

3  ness.  Therefore  the  showers  have  been  withholden,  and  there 
hath  been  no  latter  rain;  and  thou  hadst  a  whoring  woman’s 

4  forehead,  thou  refusedst  to  be  ashamed.8  Wilt  thou  not  from 
this  time9  call  unto  me,  My  father,  thou  art  the  guide*  of  my 

5  youth  ?  Will  he  retain  Ms  anger  for  ever  ?  will  he  keep  ii  to 
the  end  ?  Behold,  this  thou  spakedst,  and  yet  hast  done  evil 
things  as  thou  couldest. 

0  The  Eternal  said  also  unto  me  in  the  days  of  Josiah  the 
king.  Hast  thou  seen  that  which  backsliding  Israel  hath  done  } 
she  is  gone  up  upon  every  high  mountain  and  under  every  bushy 

7  tree,  and  there  hath  played  the  harlot.  And  I  said  after  she 
had  done  all  these  things,  Return  thou  unto  me.  But  she  re- 

8  turned  not.  And  her  treacherous  sister  Judah  saw  it.  And  I 
saw,  when  for  all  the  causes  whereby  hacksliding  Israel  com¬ 
mitted  adultery  I  had  sent  her  away,  and  given  her  a  bill  of 
divorce ;  yet  her  treacherous  sister  Judah  feared  not,  but  went 

9  and  played  the  harlot  also.  And  it  came  to  pass  through  the 
malediction [|  of  her  whoredom,  that  she  defiled  the  land,  and 

10  committed  adultery  with  the  stone  and  with  the  wood.  And 
yet  for  all  this  her  treacherons  sister  Judah  hath  not  returned 
unto  me  with  her  whole  heart,  hut  with  falsehood,  is  the  decla- 

1 1  ration  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  me.  The 
hacksliding  Israel  hath  justified  herself5  more  than  treacherous 

12  Judah.  Go  and  call  out  these  words  towards  the  north,  and  say. 
Return,  thou  backsliding  Israel,  ii  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal ;  and  I  will  not  cause  mine  anger6  to  fall  upon  you : 
for  1  am  merciful,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  I  will 

13  not  retain  anger  for  ever.  Only  know  thine  iniquity, 
that  thou  host  transgressed  against  the  Eternal  thy  God,  and 
hast  scattered  thy  ways  to  the  strangers8  under  every  bushy 
tree,  and  ye  have  not  obeyed  my  voice,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

14  Eternal.  Return,  O  backsliding  children,  is  the  declaration  of 

1  follows.  *  confounded  3  now.  1  ciueflsin.  *  her  soul.  c  face,  1  hymen. 
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the  Eternal ;  for  I  am  married1  unto  you :  and  I  will  take 
you  one  of  a  city,  and  two  of  a  family,  and  I  will  bring  you 

1 5  to  Zion :  And  I  will  give  you  shepherds  according  to  my  heart, 

16  who  shall  feed  you  with  knowledge  and  understanding.  And 
it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  ye  he  increased  and  fruitful  in  the 
land,  iu  those  days,  w  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  they  shall 
say  no  more,  The  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal :  neither 
shall  it  come  to  mind:  neither  shall  they  remember  it ;  neither 

17  shall  they  hear  it  in  mind;  neither  shall  it  be  made  again.  At 
that  time  they  shall  call  Jerusalem  the  throne9  of  the  Eternal ; 
and  all  the  nations  shall  be  gathered  unto  it,  to  the  name  of  the 
Eternal  to  Jerusalem :  neither  shall  they  walk  any  more  after 

18  the  obstinacy  of  their  evil  heart.  In  those  days  the  house  of 
Judah  shall  walk  with  the  house  of  Israel,  and  they  shall  come 
together  out  of  the  land  of  the  north  to  the  land  that  I  have 

19  given  for  an  inheritance  unto  your  fathers.  And  I  said.  How  I 
will  set  thee  among  my  children,  and  give  thee  a  land  of 
pleasantness,  a  goodly  heritage*  the  hosts  of  nations !  and  I 
said.

Truly  in  vain4 
is  salvation  /taped  for  from  the  hills,  and  from  the  multitude5  of 
mountains:  truly  hi  the  Eternal  our  God  is  the  salvation  of 

24  Israel-  For  shame  hath  devoured6  the  labour  of  our  fathers 
from  our  youth ;  their  flocks  and  their  herds,  their  sons  and 

25  their  daughters.  We  lie  down  in  our  shame,  and  our  confusion 
cove  re  Lh  us :  for  we  have  sinned  against  the  Eternal  our  God, 
wc  and  our  fathers,  from  our  youth  even  unto  this  day,  and 
have  not  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  our  God.

1  If  thou  wilt  return,  O  Israel,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal, 
return  unto  me :  and  if  thou  wilt  remove  thine  abominations

Eternal  liveth,  in  truth,  in  judgment,  and  in  righteousness ; 

J  owned.  -  cluir.  3  inheritance  of  a  hurt.  4  falsehood.  *  crowd.  6  eaten.  1  wander. 
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then  nations  shall  bless  themselves  in  him,  and  in  him  shall 
they  boast. 

3  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  to  the  men  of  Judah  and  Jeru¬ 
salem,  Break  up  your  fallow  ground,!]  ftnd  sow  not  among 

4  thorns.  Circumcise  yourselves  to  the  Eternal,  and  remove  the 
foreskins  of  your  heart,  ye  men  of  Judah  and  inhabitants  of 
Jerusalem :  lest  my  fury  come  forth  like  fire,  and  burn  that 

5  none  can  quench  it,  because  of  the  evil  of  your  doings.  Declare1 
ye  in  Judah,  and  proclaim  in  Jerusalem ;  and  say,  Blow9  ye  the 
trumpet  in  the  land :  call  out,  and  say,  Assemble  yourselves, 

G  and  let  us  go  into  the  fortified  cities.  Raise  the  standard 
towards  Zion :  use  your  power,  stay4  not :  for  I  will  bring  evil 

7  from  the  north,  and  a  great  destruction.4  The  lion  is  come  up 
from  his  thicket,  and  the  destroyer  of  nations  is  journeying ; 
he  is  gone  forth  from  his  place  to  make9  thy  land  desolate  ;* 

8  and  thy  cities  shall  be  laid  waste,  without  an  inhabitant.  For 
this  gird  you  with  sackcloth,  lament  and  howl :  for  the  fierce¬ 
ness  of  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  is  not  turned  back  from  us. 

9  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  at  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  that  the  heart  of  tho  king  shall  perish,  and  the  heart  of

Even  a  full 
wind  from  those  places  shall  come  unto  me :  now  also  will  I 

18  give  sentence7  against  them.  Behold,  he  shall  come  up  as  the

14  are  swifter  than  eagles.  Woe  unto  us  l  for  we  arc  spoiled,  O 
Jerusalem,  wash  thy  heart  from  wickedness,  that  thou  mayest 
be  saved.  How  long  wilt  thou  lodge  within  thee  thoughts  of 

15  thy  iniquity  ?  For  a  voice  telleth  from  Dan,  and  prochumeth 

16  affliction*  from  mount  Ephraim.  Make  ye  mention  to  the 
nations;  behold,  proclaim  against  Jerusalem,  that  watchers 
come  from  a  far  country,  and  give  out  their  voice  against  the 

17  cities  of  Judah.  As  keepers  of  a  field,  are  they  against  her 
round  ahout ;  because  she  hath  been  rebellious  against  me,  is 
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IF)  (he  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  Thy  way  and  thy  doings  have 
procured1  these  things  unto  thee ;  this  is  thy  evil,  for  it  is  bitter, 

19  for  it  reaclieth3  unto  thy  heart.  My  bowels,  my  bowels!  I 
will  wait  walls  of  my  heart !  my  heart  resoundeth  in  me ;  I 
cannot  hold  my  peace,  because  thou  hast  heard,  O  my  soul,  the 

20  sound3  of  the  comet,  the  din  of  war.  Breach  upon  breach  is 
called  out ;  for  the  whole  land  is  spoiled :  suddenly  aTe  my 
tents  spoiled,  and  my  curtains  in  a  moment. 

21  How  long  shall  I  see  a  standard,  and  hear  the  sound3  of  the 
comet? 

22  For  my  people  is  foolish,  they  hare  not  known  me ;  they  are 
sottish  children,  and  they  are  not  understanding:  they  are  wise 

23  to  do  evil,  but  how  to  do  good  they  do  not  know.  I  saw  the 
earth,  and,  lo,  it  tons  desolate,  and  void  ;  and  the  heavens,  and 

34  they  had  no  light  I  saw  the  mountains,  and,  lo,  they  quaked, 

'25  and  all  the  hills  moved  lightly.  I  saw,  and,  lo,  there  was  no 

26  man,  and  all  the  fowls  of  the  heavens  had  flown  away.  I  saw, 
and,  lo,  the  fruitful  soil  was  a  desert,  and  all  the  cities  thereof 
were  broken  down  at  the  presence  of  the  Eternal,  and  by  the 
fierceness  of  hia  wrath.

30  therein.  And  when  thou  art  spoiled,  what  wilt  thou  do  ? 
Though,  thou,  clotbest  thyself  with  shining  crimson,  though 
thou  deckest  thee  with  ornaments  of  gold,  thou  rentest  thy  face 
with  painting,  in  vain  shalt  thou  make  thyself  fair ;  thy  lovers 

31  will  scorn  thee,  they  will  seek  thy  life.5  For  I  have  heard  a 
voice  us  of  a  woman  in  travail,  and  the  anguish  as  of  her  that 
hringeth  forth  her  first  child,  the  voice  of  the  daughter  of  Zion, 
that  bewaileth  herself,  that  spreadetb  her  hands,6  saying.  Woe 
is  me  now  !  for  my  soul  is  wearied  because  of  slayers.

1  Run  ye  to  and  fro  through  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  and  see 
now,  and  know,  and  seek  in  the  broad  places  thereof,  if  ye  can 
find  a  man,  if  there  be  any  that  exccutcth1  judgment,  that 

:  tlonc,  touclutlh.  *  voice.  "*  up.  *  stml.  4  buliows.  "  iloeth. 
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2  seeketb  faithfulness ;  and  I  will  pardon  it  And  though  they 
say.  The  Eternal  liveth ;  surely  they  swear  to  the  lie, 

3  O  Eternal,  are  not  thine  eyes  upon  faithfulness  ?  thou  hast 
stricken  them,  but  they  have  not  grieved ;  thou  hast  consumed1 
them,  but  they  have  refused  to  receive8  correction :  they  have 
made  their  faces  harder*  than  a  rock ;  they  have  refused  to 

4  return.  Therefore  I  said,  Surely  these  are  indigent ;  they  are 
foolish :  for  they  know  not  the  way  of  the  Eternal,  nor  the 

5  judgment  of  their  God.  I  will  go  unto  the  great  men,  and  will 
speak  unto  them ;  for  they  have  known  the  way  of  the  Eternal, 
and  the  judgment  of  their  God:  but  these  have  altogether 

G  broken  the  yoke,  and  burst  the  bonds.  Wherefore  u  lion  out 
of  a  forest  shall  smite  them,  and  n  wolf  of  the  plains 
shall  spoil  them,  a  leopard  shall  watch  over  their  cities :  every

is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal :  and  shall  not  my  soul  be 
avenged  on  such  as  this  ? 

10  Go  ye  up  upon  her  walls, |j  and  destroy  /  but  make  not  a  full 
end :  remove  her  tendrils ;  for  they  are  not  of  the  Eternal. 

1 1  For  the  house  of  Israel  and  the  house  of  Judah  have  dealt  very 
treacherously  against  me,  if  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

13  They  have  belied  the  Eternal,  and  said  It  is  not  he;  neither 
shall  evil  come  upon  us ;  neither  shall  we  see  sword  nor  famine : 

1 3  And  the  prophets  shall  become  wind,  and  the  word  is  not  in 

14  them  :  thus  snail  it  be  done  unto  them.  Wherefore  Lhus  saith 
the  Eternal  God  of  hosts,  lie  cause  ye  speak  this  word,  behold, 
I  will  make7  my  words  In  thy  mouth  fire,  and  this  people  wood, 

15  and  it  shall  devour6  them.  Lo,  I  will  bring  a  nation  upon  you 
from  far,  O  house  of  Israel,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal : 
it  is  a  mighty  nation/  it  if  a  nation  from  antiquity,  a  nation 
whose  language  thou  knowest  not,  neither  understand est  what 

1 G  they  say,”  Their  quiver  is  as  an  open  burying  place,  they  are 

1 7  all  heroes.  And  they  shall  eat  up  thy  harvest,  and  thy  bread, 
which  thy  sons  and  thy  daughters  should  eat :  they  shall  eat 
up  thy  flocks  and  thine  herds :  they  shall  eat  up  thy  vines  and 
thy  fig  trees :  they  shall  impoverish  thy  fortified  cities,  wherein 

1  finished  s  lake.  3  stronger.  1  mighty.  5  bear  in  minU.  ti  corrupt. 
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18  thou  trustedst,  with  the  sword.  Nevertheless  in  those  days,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  I  will  not  make  a  full  end  with 

111  you.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  when  ye  shall  say.  Wherefore1 
doeth  the  Eternal  our  God  all  these  tkiags  unto  us  ?  then  shn.lt 
thou  answer  them,  Like  os  ye  have  forsaken  me,  and  served 
alien  gods  in  your  land,  so  shall  ye  serve  strangers?  in  a  land 

SO  that  is  not  yours.  Tell  this  in  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  pro- 

21  claim  it  in  Judah,  saying.  Hear  now  this,  O  foolish  people,  and 
without  heart;  who  have  eyes,  and  see  not;  who  have  ears, 

£3  and  hear  not:  Fear  ye  not  me?  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal :  will  ye  not  writhe  at  my  presence,  who  have  placed3 
sand  for  a  boundary  of  the  sea,  a  statute  for  ever,  that  it 
cannot  pass  it :  and  though  they  toss  themselves,  yet  can  they

They  are  waxen  fat,  they  snine:||  yea,  they  over¬ 
pass  the  deeds9  of  the  wicked :  they  pronounce  no  sentence,  the 
sentence  of  the  fatherless,  yet  they  prosper ;  and  the  judgment 

29  of  the  needy  do  they  not  judge.  Shall  I  not  visit*  for  these 
things  ?  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal :  shall  not  my  soul  be 
avenged  on  such  a  nation  as  this  ? 

30  A  thing  amazing  and  horrible  is  committed  in  the  land; 

31  The  prophets  prophecy  in  the  lie,  and  the  priests  bear 
rule  by  their  means  ;l°  and  my  people  love  to  have  it  so :  and 
what  will  ye  do  in  the  end11  thereof: 

Chap.  VI, 

|  0  vk  children  of  Benjamin,  use  your  power  to  flee  out  of  the 
midst  of  Jerusalem,  and  blow19  the  cornet  in  Tekoa,  and  carry 
a  conflagration  to  Bethhaccerem :  for  evil  is  perceived  out  of 

2  north,  and  a  great  breach.1*  I  have  struck  dumb  tho  comely 

3  and  delicate  daughter  of  Zion.  Shepherds  with  their  droves 

1  instead  of  w)mt,  *  by  mm  3  put,  1  the  weeks  of  the  ordinances  of  tbc  harvest

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shall  come  onto  her ;  they  shall  fix  their  tents  against  her  round 

4  about ;  they  shall  -feed  every  one  in  bis  place.1  Prepare3  ye 
war  against  her ;  arise,  and  let  us  go  up  at  noon.  Woe  unto 
us  1  for  the  day  turoeth,  for  the  shadows  of  the  evening  arc 

5  inclined.  Arise,  and  let  us  go  in  the  night,  and  let  us  destroy3 

6  her  palaces.  For  thus  hath  the  Eternal  of  hosts  said.  Hew  ye 
down  trees,  and  cast1  a  mound  against  Jerusalem :  this  is  the 

.  7  city  fated :  she  is  wholly  oppression  in  the  midst  of  her.  As  a 
fountain9  casteth  out  her  waters,  so  she  casteth  out  her  wicked¬ 
ness:  violence  and  spoil  is  heard  in  her;  before  me  continually 

8  is  sickness  and  slaughter.  Be  thou  instructed,  O  Jerusalem, 
lest  my  soul  shrink  from  thee ;  lest  I  make9  thee  desolate,  a 
land  not  inhabited. 

9  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  They  shall  thoroughly  glean

13  And  their  houses  shall  be  turned11  unto  others,  with  their  £elils 
and  wives  together :  for  I  will  stretch  out12  my  hand  upon  the 

13  inhabitants  of  the  land,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  For 
from  the  small  of  them  even  unto  the  great  of  them  all  are 
given  to  lucre ;  and  from  the  prophet  even  unto  the  priest  every 

14  one  dealeth  falsely.13  They  have  healed  also  the  breach  of  the 
daughter  of  my  people  slightly,  saying,  Peace,  peace ;  when 

15  there  is  no  peace.  They  ought  to  be  ashamed,  for  they  have  com¬ 
mitted14  ahominatiou ;  yet  they  were  not  at  all  ashamed,  neither 
do  they  know  being  confounded :  therefore  they  shall  fall  among 
them  that  fall :  at  the  time  that  I  visit11  them  they  shall  stumble, 

1G  the  Eternal.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Stand  yc  in  the 
ways,  and  see,  and  ask  for  the  paths  of  former  times,  which  is 
the  way  of  the  good,  and  walk  therein,,  and  ye  shall  find  a  place 
of  rfecreatiou  for  your  souls.  But  they  said.  We  will  not  walk 

17  therein .  Also  I  set  watchmen  over  you,  saying.  Attend  to  the 
sound13  of  the  comet.  Bat  they  said.  We  will  not  attend. 

18  Therefore  hear,  ye  nations,  and  know,  O  congregation,  what  is 

1  haml,  3  sanctify*.  3  corrupt.  1  poin\  4  pit*  -  put.  T  restore.  *  cojUaiuinjf, 

3  secret.  w  conquered,  li  encompassed.  B  hiding  53  docth  a  lie.  **  done. 

is  bear  inmimL  1,1  uoice* 
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19  among  them.  Hear,  O  earth :  behold,  I  will  bring  evil  upon 
this  peoplo,  even  the  fruit  of  their  thoughts,  because  they  have 
not  attended  unto  my  words,  nor  to  my  law,  but  scorned  it. 

20  To  what  purpose  cometh  there  to  me  incense  from  Sheba,  and 
the  sweet1  cane  from  a  far  country  ?  your  burnt  offerings  are 

21  not  acceptable*  nor  your  sacrifices  pleasing  unto  me.  There¬ 
fore  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  lay8  stumblingblocks 
before  this  people,  and  the  fathers  and  the  sons  together  shall 
stumble  upon  them ;  the  neighbour  and  his  fellow  shall  perish. 

22  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  a  people  cometh  from  the 
north  country,  and  a  great  nation  shall  be  awakened  from  the 

23  sides3  of  the  earth.  They  shall  lay  hold  on  bow  and  spear ; 
they  are  cruel,  and  have  no  mercy ;  their  voice  roareth  like  the 
sea ;  and  they  ride  upon  horses,  set  in  array  as  men  for  war 

24  against  thee,  O  daughter  of  Zion.  We  have  heard  the  feme 
thereof :  our  hands  wax  feeble :  trouble  hath  taken  hold  of  ns, 

25  and  writhing,  as  of  the  woman  giving  birth.  Go  not  forth  into 
the  field,  nor  walk  by  the  way ;  for  the  sword  of  the  enemy  and 

SC  terror  are  round  about.  O  daughter  of  my  people,  gird  thee 
with  sackcloth,  and  wallow  thyself  in  ashes :  make  thee  mourn¬ 
ing,  a*  for  an  only  son,  most  bitter  lamentation :  for  the  spoiler 

27  snail  suddenly  come  upon  us.  I  have  made4  thee  an  easayer 
and  a  fortress  among  my  people,  that  thou  mayest  know  and 

28  try  their  way.  They  are  all  refractory  revolters,  walking  as  tale¬ 
bearers:  they  are  copper  and  iron;  they  ore  all  destroyed. 

59  The  bellows  blow  hard,  and  the  lead  is  melted  by  the  fire ;  the 
refiner  refineth  in  vain :  for  the  wicked  arc  not  plucked  away. 

30  Reprobate?*  silver  shall  men  call  them,  because  the  Eternal  hath 
scorned  thorn. 


Chap.  VII. 


1  Tub  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  saying, 

2  Stand  in  the  gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  proclaim 
there  this  word,  and  say.  Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  all  ye 
of  Judah,  that  come  into  these  gates  to  prostrate  yonnclves 

3  before  the  Eternal.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel,  Amend  your  ways  and  your  doings,  and  1  will  cause 


1  good*  1  give*  a  tliiglis. 
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4  you  to  dwell  in  this  place.  Trust  ye  not  in  lying  words, 
saying,  The  temple  of  the  Eternal,  The  temple  of  the  Eternal, 

5  are  these.  For  if  ye  throughly  amend  your  ways  and  your 
doings ;  if  ye  throughly  execute1  judgment  between  a  man  and 

G  his  fellow ;  If  ye  oppress  not  the  stranger,  the  fatherless,  and 
the  widow,  and  shed  not  innocent  blood  in  this  place,  neither 

7  walk  after  other  gods  to  your  hurt :  Then  will  I  cause  you  to 
dwell  in  this  place,  in  the  land  that  I  gave  to  your  fathers, 

8  for  ever  and  ever.  Behold,  ye  trust  in  lying  words,  that 

9  cannot  profit.  Is  there  to  be  stealing,  murdering,  and 
adultery,  and  swearing  to  the  lie,  and  burning  incense  unto 
tbe  Baal,  and  walking  after  other  gods  whom  ye  know  not; 

10  And  then  ye  will  come  and  stand  before  me  in  this  house, 
which  is  called  by  my  name,  and  say,  We  are  delivered  !  that 

1 1  ye  may  do  all  these  abominations  i  Is  this  house,  which  is 
called  by  my  name,  become  a  den8  of  robbers3  in  your  eyes  ? 
Behold,  even  I  have  seen  if,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

12  But  go  ye  now  unto  my  place  which  was  in  Shiloh,  where  I 
caused  my  name  at  the  first  to  dwell,  and  see  what  I  did  to  it 

13  for  the  wickedness  of  my  people  Israel.  And  now,  because  ye 
have  done  all  these  works,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal, 
and  I  spake  unto  you,  rising  up  early  and  speaking,  but  ye 

14  heard  not;  and  I  called  you,  but  ye  answered  not;  Therefore 
will  I  do  unto  this  house,  which  is  called  by  my  name,  wherein 
ye  trust,  and  unto  the  place  which  I  gave  to  you  and  to  your 

15  fathers,  as  I  have  done  to  Shiloh.  And  I  will  cost  you  out  of 
my  sight,4  as  I  have  cast  out  all  your  brethren,  even  the  whole 
seed  of  Ephraim. 

16  Therefore  pray  not  thou  for  this  people,  neither  lift  up  cry3  nor 
prayer  for  them,  neither  intreale  me :  for  I  will  not  hear  thee. 

17  Seest  thou  not  what  they  do  in  the  cities  of  Judah  and  in  the 

18  streets  of  Jerusalem?  The  children  gather  wood,  and  the 
fathers  kindle  the  fire,  and  the  women  knead  their  dough,  to 


1  do. 
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make  cakes  |1  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour  out  libations 

10  unto  other  gods,  that  they  may  provoke  me  to  anger.  Do  they 
provoke  me  to  anger?  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal:  do 
they  not  provoke  themselves  to  the  confusion  of  their  own 

20  faces?  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal :  Behold,  my 
wrath  and  my  fury  shall  be 'poured  out  upon  this  place,  upon 
man,  and  upon  beast,  and  upon  the  trees  of  the  field,  and  upon 
the  fruit  of  the  ground ;  and  it  shall  bum  and  shall  not  be 

21  quenched.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel 
Add  your  burnt  offerings  unto  your  sacrifices,  and  eat  flesh. 

22  For  I  spake  not  unto  your  fathers,  nor  commanded  them  iu 
the  day  that  I  brought  them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  con- 

23  ceraing  burnt  offerings  or  sacrifices ;  But  this  thing  com¬ 
manded  I  them,  saying,  Obey  my  voice,  and  I  will  be  your 
God,  and  ye  shall  be  my  people  :  and  walk  ye  in  all  the  ways 
that  I  Irnve  commanded  you,  that  it  may  be  well  unto  you. 

24  But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined  their  ear,  but  walked  in 
the  counsels  and  in  the  obstinacy  of  their  evil  heart,  and  went1 

25  backward,  and  not  forward.3  Since  the  day  that  your  fathers 
came  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  unto  Ibis  day  I  have  even 
sent  unto  you  all  my  servants  the  prophets,  duly  rising  up 

26  early  and  sending  them:  Yet  they  hearkened  not  unto  me,  nor 
inclined  their  car,  but  hardened  their  neck  :5  they  did  worse 

27  than  their  fathers.  Therefore  thou  shaft  speak  all  these  words 
unto  them ;  but  they  will  not  hearken  to  thee  :  thou  shall  also 

23  call  unto  them;  but  they  will  not  answer  thee.  But  thou 
shalt  say  unto  them.  This  is  the  nation  that  obeyeth  not  the 
voice  of  the  Eternal  their  God,  nor  rccciveth*  correction: 
faithfulness  is  perished,  and  is  cut  off  from  their  mouth. 

20  Cut  off  thy  hair/  0  Jerusaiem}  and  cast  it  away,  and  lift  up 
a  lamentation  on  elevated  places  ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  scorned 

30  and  forsaken  the  generation  of  his  ire.  For  the  children 
of  Judah  have  done  evil  in  mine  eyes,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal :  they  have  set  their  abominations  in  the  house  which 

31  is  called  by  my  name,  to  pollute  it.  And  they  have  built  the 
high  places  of  Tophet,  winch  is  in  the  glen  of  the  son  of  Hin- 
nom,  to  burn  their  sons  and  their  daughters  in  the  fire ;  which 
I  commanded  them  not,  neither  came  it  into  my  heart, 

■  con:.  face.  3  imj'C  u!  tbc  neck.  4  inferth.  ' 
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32  Therefore,  behold,  the  days  come,  u  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  that  it  shall  no  more  be  called1  Tophet,  nor  the  glen 
of  the  son  of  Hinnom,  but  the  glen  of  slaughter :  for  they 

33  shall  bury  in  Tophet,  for  want  of  place.  And  the  carcases?  of 
this  people  shall  be  food  for  the  fowl  of  the  heaven,  and  for  the 

34  beasts  of  the  earth ;  and  none  shall  fray  them  away.  Then 
will  I  cause  to  cease  from  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  from  the 
streets  of  Jerusalem,  the  voice  of  mirth,  and  the  voice  of 
rejoicing,  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of  the 
bride :  for  the  land  shall  be  a  ruin. 

Chap.  VIII. 

1  At  that  time,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  they  shall 
bring  out  the  bones  of  the  kings  of  Judah,  and  the  bones  of 
his  officers,  and  the  hones  of  the  priests,  and  the  hones  of  the 
prophets,  and  the  bones  of  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  out  of 

2  their  burying  places.  And  they  shall  spread  them  abroad 
before  the  son,  and  the  moon,  and  all  the  host  of  heaven, 
whom  they  have  loved,  and  whom  they  have  served,  and  after 
whom  they  have  walked,  and  after  whom  they  havo  inquired, 
and  to  whom  they  have  prostrated  themselves  :  they  shall  not 
be  gathered,  nor  be  buried ;  they  shall  be  for  dung  upon  the 

3  face  of  the  ground.  And  death  shall  be  chosen  rather  than 
life  by  all  the  residue  of  them  that  remain  of  this  evil  family, 
who  remain  in  all  the  places  whither  I  have  driven  them,  is  the 

4  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Moreover  thou  shalt  say  unto 
them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Shall  they  fall,  and  not  arise  ? 

5  shall  he  return,  and  not  return  ?  Why  then  is  this  people 
of  Jerusalem  slidden  hack  by  a  lasting  defection?  they  hold 

6  fast  deceit,  they  Tefuse  to  return.  I  attended  and  heard,  but 
they  spake  not  aright :  no  man  repented  him  of  his  wickedness, 
saying,  What  have  I  done  1  every  one  turned  to  his  course,  as  a 

7  horse  rusheth3  into  the  war.  Yea,  the  stork  in  the  heaven 
knoweth  her  appointed  times  ;  and  the  turtle  and  the  swallow 
and  the  crane||  keep  the  time  of  their  coming ;  but  my  people 

8  know  not  the  judgment  of  the  Eternal.  How  do  yc  say,  We 
are  wise,  and  the  Taw  of  the  Eternal  is  with  us  ?  Lo,  certainly 

9  in  vain4  made  he  it;  the  style  of  the  scribes  is  in  vain.s  The 
wise  men  arc  ashamed,  they  are  dismayed  and  taken  :c  lo,  they 
have  scorned  the  word  of  the  Eternal;  and  the  wisdom  of  what 

1  said.  !  carrion.  3  floodeth.  *  for  llic  lie.  i  a  liu.  3  conquered. 
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10  is  in  them  ?  Therefore  will  I  give  their  wives  unto  others,  and 
■  their  fields  to  them  that  shall  inherit  them :  for  all  from  small 

to  great  ore  given  to  lucre,  from  the  prophet  even  unto  the 

1 1  priest  every  one  dealeth  falsely.1  For  they  have  healed  the 
breach  of  the  daughter  of  my  people  slightly,  saying.  Peace, 

12  peace ;  when  there  is  no  peace.  They  ought  to  be  ashamed, 
for  they  had  committed1  abomination ;  but  they  were  not  at  all 
ashamed,  neither  could  they  blush  :  therefore  shall  they  fall 
among  them  that  fall:  in  the  time  of  their  visitation  they 

13  shall  stumble,  saith  the  Eternal.  I  will  surely  take  them  away, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal :  there  shall  be  no  grapes  on 
the  vine,  nor  figs  on  the  fig  tree,  and  the  leaf  shall  fade ;  and 
the  things  that  I  have  given  them  shall  pass  away  from  them. 

14  Wherefore  do  we  sit  still?  assemble  yourselves,  and  let  us 
enter  into  the  fortified  cities,  and  let  us  be  silent  there :  for  the 
Eternal  our  God  hath  put  us  to  silence,  and  given  us  water  of 
poisonous  herb  to  drink,  because  we  have  siuned  against  the 

15  Eternal.  We  hoped  for  peace,  but  no  good  came ;  and  for  a 

16  time  of  healing,  and  behold  distress !  The  snorting  of  his 
horses  was  heard  from  Dan:  the  whole  land  shook  at  the 
sound3  of  the  neighing  of  his  strong  ones}  for  thev  are  come, 
and  have  devoured4  the  land,  and  all  that  is  in  it;  the  city, and 

17  those  that  abide  therein.  For,  behold,  1  will  send  serpents, 
vipers,  among  you,  which  will  not  be  charmed,  and  they 

18  shall  bite  you,  is  the  declaration  of  fbo  Eternal.  When  1 
would  cheer  up  from  sorrow,  iny  heart  is  faint  in  me. 

19  Behold  the  voice  of  the  cry  of  anguish  of  the  daughter  of  my 
people  from  a  distant  land :  Is  not  the  Eternal  in  Zion  ?  is  not 
her  king  in  her  ?  Why  have  they  provoked  me  to  anger  with 

20  their  graven  images,  and  with  alien  vanities  ?  The  harvest  is 

21  past,  the  summer  is  ended,  and  we  are  not  saved.  For  the 
breach  of  the  daughter  of  my  people  am  1  hurt  ?  1  am  darkened ; 

22  astonishment  hath  taken  hold  on  me.  Is  there  no  balm  in 
Gilead ;  is  there  no  physician  there  ?  why  then  is  not  the  health 

23  of  the  daughter  of  my  people  recovered  1  Oh  that  my  head 
were  waters,6  and  mine  eyes  a  fountain7  of  tears,  that  I  might 
weep  day  uud  night  for  the  slain  of  the  daughter  of  my 
people ! 

Chap.  IX. 

1  Oh  that  one  would  take  me  to  the  desert  to  a  lodging  place  of 
wayfaring  men;  that  I  might  leave  my  pcoplc,andgo  from  them ! 

2  for  they  be  all  adulterers,  a  band  of  treacherous  men.  And  they 

1  (Will  a  lit*,  :  tton-j,  J  voitif.  J  GitUii.  h  broken-  5  who  wrnulil  (*iv«  my  head 
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bend  their  tongues  like  their  how  for  lies  :  but  they  arc  not 
valiant  for  faithful  flees  upon  the  earth ;  for  they  proceed  from 
evil  to  evil,  and  they  know  not  me,  i#  the  declaration  of  the 

3  Eternal..  Take  ye  heed  every  one  of  his  fellow,  and  trust  ye 
not  in  any  brother  :  for  ever;  brother  will  utterly  supplant,  and 

4  every  neighbour1  will  walk  about  a  tale-bearer.  And  they  will 
deceive  every  one  his  fellow,  and  will  not  speak  truth :  they 
have  taught  their  tongue  to  speak  lies,  and  weary  themselves 

5  to  commit  iniquity.  'Iby  habitation  is  in  the  midst  of  subtlety ; 
through  deceit  they  refuse  to  know  me,  is  the  declaration  of 

0  the  Eternal.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  Be¬ 
hold,  I  will  refine  them,  and  try  them ;  for  how  shall  I  do  on 

7  account  of  the  daughter  of  my  people  r  Their  tongue  is  as  a 
murderous2 arrow;  it  speaketh subtlety :  one speaketh peaceably 
to  his  fellow  with  his  mouth,  but  in  heart  he  layeth  Ms  wait, 

H  Shall  I  not  visit  them  for  these  things  ?  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal :  shall  not  my  soul  be  avenged  on  such  a  nation 
as  this  ? 

9  On  the  mountains  will  I  take3  up  a  weeping  and  wailing,  and 
on  the  pasture-grounds  of  the  desert  a  lamentation,  for  they 
are  set  on  fire,  so  that  no  man  can  pass  through  them ;  neither 
can  men  hear  the  voice  of  the  cattle;  both  the  fowl  of  the 
heavens  and  the  beast  have  wandered  away ;  they  are  gone. 

10  And  I  will  make4  Jerusalem  stone  heaps,  end  a  den  of  dragons; 
and  I  will  make4  the  cities  of  Judah  desolate,  without  an 

1 1  inhabitant.  Who  is  the  wise  man,  that  may  understand  this  ? 
and  who  is  he  to  whom  the  mouth  of  the  Eternal  hath  spoken, 
that  he  may  declare  it,  for  what  the  land  peri  she  th  and  is 
burned  ups  like  the  desert  that  no  man  passetn  through  1 

12  And  the  Eternal  saith.  Because  they  have  forsaken  my  law 
which  1  setfi  before  them,  and  have  not  obeyed  my  voice, 

13  neither  walked  therein ;  But  have  walked  after  the  obstinacy  of 
their  own  heart,  and  after  Baalim,  which  their  fathers  taught 

1 4  them  :  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel :  Behold,  I  will  feed  them,  even  this  people,  with  worm- 

1 5  wood,  and  give  them  water  of  poisonous  herb  to  drink.  I  will 
scatter  them  also  among  the  nations,  whom  neither  they  nor 
their  fathers  have  known :  and  I  will  send  forth  a  sword  after 

1 6  them,  till  I  have  consumed7  them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of 
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hosts,  Consider  ye,  and  call  for  the  wailing  women,  that  they 
may  come;  and  send  for  canning1  women,  that  they  may 

1 7  come ;  And  let  them  make  haste,  and  take*  up  a  wailing  for  os, 
that  our  eyes  may  run  down  with  tears,  and  our  eyelids  flow 

13  with  waters.  For  a  voice  of  wailing  is  heard  out  of  Zion,  How 
arc  we  spoiled !  we  are  greatly  confounded,  because  we  have 

1 9  forsaken  the  land,  for  they  have  cast  down  our  dwellings.  Yet 
hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  O  ye  women,  and  let  yoar  ear 
receive3  the  word  of  his  mouth,  and  teach  your  daughters 

20  wailing,  and  every  one  her  fellow  lamentation.  For  death  is 
come  up  into  our  windows,  and  is  entered  into  our  palaces,  to 
cut  off  infants  from  without,  and  young  men  from  the  streets. 

21  Speak,  Thus  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  Even  the 
carcases1  of  men  shall  fall  as  dung  upon  the  open*  field,  and  as 
a  bundle  of  com  after  the  harvestman,  and  none  shall  gather 
them. 

22  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Let  not  the  wise  man  glory  in  his 
wisdom,  neither  let  the  mighty  man  glory  in  his  might,  let  not 

23  the  rich  man  glory  in  his  riches :  Hut  let  him  that  glorieth 
glory  in  this,  that  he  understandeth  and  knoweth  me,  that  1  am 
the  Eternal,  who  do  lovingkindness,  judgment,  and  righteous¬ 
ness,  in  the  earth :  for  in  these  things  I  am  pleased,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

24  Behold,  the  days  come,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that 
I  will  punish0  all  them  who  are  circumcised  with  the  uncir- 

25  cumcised ;  Egypt,  and  Judah,  and  Edom,  and  the  children  of 
Ammon,  and  Moab,  and  all  those  whose  comers  of  the.  hair  is 
shortened,  that  abide  in  the  desert :  for  all  these  nations  are 
uncircumcised,  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  are  uucirctmocised  in 
tlio  heart. 

Chap.  X. 

1  Hear  yc  the  word  which  the  Eternal  speaketh  onto  yon,  O 

ti  house  of  Israel ;  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  I.earn  not  the  way  of 
the  heathen,  and  be  not  dismayed  at  the  signs  of  the  heaven ; 

3  for  the  heathen  are  dismayed  at  them.  For  die  ordinances  of  the 
peoples  are  vain  :7  for  one  cutteth  a  tree  out  of  the  forest,  the 

4  work  of  the  hands  of  the  workman,  with  the  ax.  They  deck 
it  with  silver  and  with  gold;  they  fasten  it  with  nails  aud  with 

5  hammers,  that  it  move  not.  They  are  like  a  solid  pillar, ||  but 
speak  uol;  they  must  needs  be  home,  because  they  cannot 

1  irisc.  -  lift.  3  tii k in  i  carrion.  1  fact.  e  bear  in  tuiud.  1  vuuity. 
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go.1  Be  not  afraid  of  them :  for  they  cannot  do  evil,  neither 
also  is  it  in  them  to  do  good, 

G  Forasmuch  as  there  is  none  like  unto  thee,  O  Eternal ;  thou 

7  art  great,  and  thy  name  is  great  in  might.  Who  would 
not  fear  thee,  0  King  of  the  nations  ?  for  to  thee  doth  it 
appertain  :  forasmuch  as  among  all  the  wise  men  of  the  nations, 

8  and  in  all  their  kingdoms,  there  is  none  like  unto  thee.  But 
they  at  once  become  brutish  and  foolish :  the  stock*  is  a  doc- 

9  trine3  of  vanities.  Silver  extended  into  plates  is  hrought  from 
Tarshish,  and  gold  from  Upha®,  the  work  of  the  artificer, 
and  of  the  hands  of  the  refiner :  blue  purple  and  red  purple  is 

10  their  clothing:  they  are  all  the  work  of  cunning*  men.  But 
the  Eternal  is  the  God  of  truth,  he  is  the  living  God,  and  an 
everlasting  king:  at  his  anger  the  earth  shall  shake,  and  the 
nations  shall  not  be  able  to  abide*  his  indignation, 

1 1  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto  them,  The  gods  that  have  not  made 
the  heavens  and  the  earth,  even  they  shall  perish  from  the 
earth,  and  from  under  these  heavens. 

12  He  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  strength,  he  hath  established*1 
the  world  by  his  wisdom,  and  hath  inclined  the  heavens  by  his 

13  understanding.  When  he  uttereth7  his  voice,  there  is  a  mul¬ 
titude3  of  waters  in  the  heavens,  and  he  eanseth  the  vapours  to 
ascend  from  the  extremity  of  the  earth ;  he  maketh  lightnings 
with  rain,  and  bringeth  forth  the  wind  out  of  his  treasures. 

14  Every  man  is  brutish  in  Ids  knowledge!  every  refiner  is  con¬ 
founded  by  the  graven  image :  for  his  molten  image  ts  a  lie, 

15  and  there  is  no  spirit  in  them.  They  are  vanity,  and  the  work 

1 6  of  errors :  in  the  time  of  their  visitation  they  shall  perish.  The 
portion  of  Jacob  is  not  like  them :  for  he  is  the  former  of  all 
things ;  and  Israel  is  the  rod  of  his  inheritance :  The  Eternal 
of  hosts  is  his  name. 

17  Gather  up  thy  wares j|  out  of  the  land,  O  inhabitant  of  the 

18  fortress.  For  thus  eaith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  sling  out 
the  inhabitants  of  the  land  at  this  once,  and  will  confine  them 

19  in  narrow  limits,  that  they  may  be  found.  Woe  is  me  for  my 
breach  !  my  blow  is  painful :  but  I  said,  Truly  this  is  a  sick- 

20  ness,  and  I  must  bear  it.  My  tent  is  spoiled,  and  all  my  cords 
are  broken  asunder :  my  children  are  gone  forth  of  me,  and 
they  are  not :  there  is  none  to  stretch  forth9  my  tent  any 

21  more,  and  to  set  up  my  curtains.  For  the  shepherds  are 
become  brutish,  anu  have  not  inquired  after  the  Eternal ; 
therefore  they  did  not  act  wisely,  and  all  their  flocks19  were 

1  attrp.  *  wood.  3  correction.  *  wise,  *  eranpruticml,  prepared.  1  givetli. 
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22  scattered.  Behold,  the  voice  of  the  report  is  come,  end  a 
great  commotion  out  of  the  north  country,  to  make  the  cities 

23  of  Judah  desolate,  and  a  den  of  dragons.  O  Eternal,  I  know 
that  the  way  of  man  is  not  in  himself :  it  is  not  in  man  that 

24  walketh  to  direct1  his  steps.  O  Eternal,  chastise  me,  but  with 

25  judgment ;  not  in  thy  wrath,  lest  thou  reduce  me.  Pour  out9 
thy  wrath  upon  the  nations  that  know  thee  not,  and  upon  the 
families  that  call  not  on  thy  name :  for  they  have  eaten  up 
Jacob,  to  be  sure  eaten  him  up,  and  consumed.3  him,  and  have 
made  his  abode  desolate. 


Chap.  XI. 

1  Tug  word  that  came  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  saying, 

2  Hear  ye  the  words  of  this  covenant,  and  speak  unto  the  men  of 

3  Judah,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem;  And  say  thou 
unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel :  Cursed  be 

4  the  man  that  obeyeth  not  the  words  of  this  covenant,  Which  I 
commanded  your  fathers  in  the.  day  that  I  brought  them  forth 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  from  the  iron  furnace,  saying.  Obey 
my  voice,  and  do  them,  according  to  all  which  I  command 

5  you :  so  shall  ye  he  my  people, and  I  will  be  your  Chid:  That  I 
may  perform4  the  oath  which  I  have  sworn  unto  your  fathers, 
to  give  them  a  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey,  as  it  is  this 

0  day.  Then  answered  I,  and  said.  So  be  it,  O  Eternal.  Then 
the  Eternal  said  unto  ute.  Call  out  all  these  words  in  the  cities 
of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Hear  ye  the 

7  words  of  this  covenant,  and  do  them.  For  1  earnestly  protested 
unto  your  fathers  in  the  day  that  I  brought  them  up  out  of  the 
land  of  Egypt,  even  unto  this  day,  rising  early  and  protesting, 

8  saying,  Obey  my  voice.  Yet  they  obeyed  not,  nor  inclined  their 
car,  but  walked  every  one  in  the  obstinacy  of  their  evil  heart ; 
therefore  I  brought  upon  them  all  the  words  of  this  covenant, 

9  which  I  commanded  them  to  do ;  but  they  did  them  not.  And 

*  chastise.  3  died.  s  finished.  1  establish. 
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the  Eternal  said  junto  me,  A  conspiracy  is  found  among  the 

10  men  of  Jndah,  and  among  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem.  They 
have  returned  to  the  iniquities  of  their  forefathers,  who  refused 
to  hear  iny  words ;  and  they  went  after  other  gods  to  serve 
them ;  the  house  of  Israel  and  the  house  of  Judah  have  made 
void  my  covenant  which  1  made  with  their  fathers. 

1 1  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  bring  evil 
npon  them,  which  they  shall  not  be  ablo  to  escape  j1  and  though 

12  they  shall  cry  unto  me,  1  will  not  hearken  unto  them.  Then 
shall  the  cities  of  Judah  and  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  go,  and 
cry  unto  the  gods  unto  whom  they  burn  incense :  but  they  shall 

13  not  save  them  at  all  in  the  time  of  their  trouble.9  For  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  number  of  thy  cities  were  thy  gods,  O  Judah;  and 
according  to  the  number  of  the  streets  of  Jerusalem  have  yc  set 
up3  altars  to  that  shameful  thing,  even  altars  to  burn  incense 
unto  the  Baal. 

14  Therefore  pray  not  tbou  for  this  people,  neither  lift  up  a  cry4 
or  prayer  for  them :  for  I  will  not  hear  them  in  the  time  that 

15  they  call  unto  me  for  their  trouble.*  What  hath  my  helovcd  to 
do  m  my  house,  seeing  she  hath  wronght  lewdness5  with  many, 
and  the  flesh  of  holiness  is  passed  from  thee  7  when  thou  doest 

16  evil,  then  thon  exultest.  The  Eternal  called  thy  name,  A 
bushy  olive  tree,  fair,  and  of  goodly4  fruit :  with  the  noise7  of  a 
great  tumult  he  hath  kindled  fire  upon  it,  and  the  boughs  of  it 

1  7  are  broken.il  For  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  planted  thee,  hath 
pronounced*  evil  against  thee,  for  the  evil  of  the  house  of  Israel 
and  of  the  house  of  Judah,  which  they  have  done  against  them¬ 
selves  to  provoke  me  to  anger  in  burning  incense  onto  the  Baal. 

18  And  the  Eternal  hath  given  me  knowledge  of  it,  and  I  know 

19  it:  then  thou  Bhewedst  me  their  doings.  But  I  was  like  a 
gentle  lamb  that  is  carried  to  the  slaughter ;  and  I  knew  not 
that  they  had  devised  devices0  against  me,  saying.  Let  us 
destroy10  the  tree  with  the  fruit  thereof,  and  let  us  cut  him  off 
from  the  land  of  the  living,  that  his  name  may  he  no  more 
remembered. 

20  But,  O  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  judgeat  righteously,  that  in¬ 
vestigates!  the  reins  and  the  heart,  let  me  sec  thy  vengeance  on 
them :  for  unto  thee  have  I  revealed  my  cause.11

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21  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  the  men  of  Anathoth, 
that  seek  thy  life,  saying,  Prophecy  not  in  the  name  of  the 
Eternal,  that  thou  die  not  by  our  hand : 

22  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  Behold,  I  will 
punish1  them:  the  young  men  shall  die  by  the  sword ;  their 

23  sous  and  their  daughters  shall  die  by  famine:  And  there  shall 
be  no  remnant  of  them :  for  I  will  bring  evil  upon  the  men  of 
Anathoth,  even  the  year  of  their  visitation. 

Chap.  XII. 

1  Righteous  art  thou,  O  Eternal,  when  I  plead  with  thee :  yet 
let  mo  speak  with  thee  of  thy  judgments :  Wherefore  doth  the 
way  of  the  wicked  prosper?  wherefore  arc  all  they  in  peaces 

2  that  deal  very  treacherously  ?  Thou  hast  planted  them,  yea, 
they  have  taken  root ;  they  grow,8  yea,  they  bring  forth9  fruit : 

3  thou  art  near  in  their  mouth,  and  far  from  their  reins.  But 
thou,  O  Eternal,  knowest  mo  :  thou  hast  seen  me,  and  ex- 

.  a  mined  my  heart  towards  thee :  pluck  them  out  like  a  dock  for 

4  slaughter,  and  prepare4  them  for  the  day  of  massacre.  How 
long  shall  the  land  mourn,  and  the  herbs  of  every  field  wither  ? 
for  the  wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein,  the  beasts  are 
swept  away,  aud  the  birds ;  because  they  said,  He  shall  not  see 

5  our  last  end.3  If  thou  hast  run  with  footmen,  and  they  have 
w  earied  thee,  then  how  canst  thou  contend  with  the  horses  ? 
and  if  thou  trustest  to  the  land  of  peace,  then  how  wilt  thou  do 

0  in  the  swelling0  of  the  Jordan  ?  For  even  thy  brethren,  and  the 
house  of  thy  father,  even  they  have  dealt  treacherously  with 
thee ;  they  too  have  called  a  multitude1  after  thee :  believe  them 
not,  though  they  speak  fair  words8  unto  thee. 

7  I  have  forsaken  my  house,  I  have  left  my  heritage;  I  have 
given  the  dearly  beloved  of  my  soul  into  the  hand"  of  her 

8  enemies.  Mine  inheritance  is  unto  me  as  a  lion  in  the  forest; 
it  crieth  o ut  agai nst  me:10  therefore  have  I  hated  i t. 

0  Mine  inheritance  is  unto  me  as  a  hyena  and  a  bird  of  prey,  the 
hirds  of  prey  round  about  are  against  her ;  come  ye,  assemble 

1 0  all  the  beasts  of  the  field,  como11  to  devour.18  Many  shepherds 
have  destroyed  my  vineyard,  they  have  trodden  my  portion 
under  foot,  they  have  made13  my  pleasant  portion  a  solitary 

1 1  desert.1'1  They  have  made15  it  a  desolation,  and  being  de¬ 
solate  it  mourneth  unto  me ;  the  whole  land  is  made  dcso-

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12  late,  because  no  man  layeth1  it  to  heart.  The  robhera  are 
come  upon  all  elevated  places  through  the  desert:  for  the 
sword  of  the  Eternal  shall  devour3  from  the  one  extremity  of 
the  land  even  to  the  other  extremity  of  the  land :  no  flesh  shall 

13  have  peace.  They  have  sown  wheat,  but  shall  reap  thorns: 
they  nave  put  themselves  to  pain,3  but  shall  not  profit :  and 
they  shall  lie  ashamed  of  your  revenues4  because  of  the  fierceness 

14  of  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal.  Thus  oaith  the  Eternal  against 
all  my  evil  neighbours,  that  touch  the  inheritance  which  I  have 
caused  my  people  Israel  to  inherit;  Behold,  1  will  pluck  them 
out  of  their  ground,  and  pluck  out  the  house  of  Judah  from 

15  among  them.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  after  that  1  have 
plucked  them  out  1  will  return,  and  have  compassion  on  them, 
and  will  restore  them,  every  man  to  his  inheritance,  and  every 

IG  man  to  his  land.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  they  will 
diligently  learn  the  ways  of  my  people,  to  swear  by  my  name. 
The  Eternal  liveth ;  as  they  taught  my  people  to  Bwe&r  by 

17  Baal ;  then  shall  they  be  built  in  the  miast  of  my  people.  But 
if  they  will  not  obey,  I  will  utterly  pluck  up  and  destroy  that 
nation,  U  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  XIII. 

1  Thus  euith  the  Eternal  unto  me.  Go  and  obtain  for  thee  a 
linen5  girdle,  and  put  it  upon  thy  loins,  and  put6  it  not  in  water. 

2  So  1  obtained  a  girdle  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 

3  and  put  it  on  my  loins.  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came 

4  unto  me  the  second  time,  saying.  Take  the  girdle  that  thou  hast 
obtained,  which  is  upon  thy  loins,  and  arise,  go  to  Euphrates, 

5  and  hide  it  there  in  a  fissure  of  the  rock.  So  I  went,  and  hid  it 

G  hy  Euphrates,  as  the  Eternal  commanded  me.  And  it  came 

to  pass  after7  many  days,  that  the  Eternal  said  unto  me.  Arise, 
go  to  Euphrates,  and  take  die  girdle  from  thence,  which  I 

7  commanded  thee  to  hide  there.  Then  I  went  to  Euphrates, 
and  digged,  and  took  the  girdle  from  the  place  where  I  had 
hid  it ;  and,  hehold,  the  girdle  was  marred,  it  was  profitable* 

8  for  nothing.  Then  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came9  unto  me, 

9  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  After  this  manner  will  1  marw 

1  putterii,  3  eat,  3  sickened,  *  increase.  s  flax.  *  brlug,  r  at  the  extremity  of, 

e  prospered,  s  was.  lu  corrupt 
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10  the  pride1  of  Judah,  and  the  great  pride8  of  Jerusalem.  This 
evil  people,  which  refuse  to  hear  my  words,  which  walk  in  the 
obstinacy  of  their  heart,  and  walk  after  other  gods  to  serve 
them,  and  to  prostrate  themselves  before  them,  shall  even  be 

1 1  as  this  girdle,  which  is  good8  for  nothing.  For  as  the  girdle 
cleaveth  to  the  loins  of  a  man,  so  have  I  caused  to  cleave  unto 
me  the  whole  house  of  Israel  and  the  whole  house  of  Judah,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  that  they  might  be  unto  me  for 
a  people,  and  for  a  name,  and  for  a  praise,  and  for  a  glory : 

12  hut  they  would  not  hear.  Therefore,  thou  shalt  say  unto 
them  this  word :  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Every 
bottle  shall  be  filled  with  wine :  and  they  shall  say  unto  thee. 
Do  we  not  certainly  know  that  every  bottle  shall  be  filled  with 

1 3  wine  '!  Then  shalt  thou  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal, 
Behold,  I  will  fill  all  the  inhabitants  of  this  land,  even  the 
kings  that  sit  upon  David's  throne,1  and  the  priests,  and  the 
prophets,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  with  drunken* 

14  ness.  And  I  will  dash  them  one  against  another ,a  even  the 
fathers  and  the  sons  together,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal : 
I  will  not  pity,  nor  spare,  nor  have  mercy,  but  destroy6  them. 

15  Hear  ye,  and  give  ear;  he  not  proud;7  for  the  Eternal  hath 

16  spoken.  Give  glory  to  the  Eternal  your  God,  before  he  cause 
darkness,  and  before  your  feet  hurt  themselves  upon  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  twilight,  and,  while  ye  hope  for  light,  he  turn6  it  into 

17  the  shadow  of  death,  aid  make8  it  thick  darkness.  But  if  ye 
will  not  hear  it,  my  soul  shall  weep  in  secret  places  for  your 

1)ridc ;  and  mine  eye  shall  weep  sore,  and  run  down  with  tears, 
lecause  the  flock1*  of  the  Eternal  is  captured.  Say  unto  the 
king  and  to  the  mistress.  Sit  down  very  lowly  :  for  your  head 
19  gear  is  come  down,  even  the  crown  of  your  splendour.  The 
cities  of  the  south  were  shut  up,  and  none  openeth ;  Judah  was 
carried  away  into  exile  all  of  it,  it  was  entirely  carried  away 
20  into  exile.  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  hehoid  them  that  come  from 
the  north :  where  is  the  flock11  that  was  given  thee,  the  flock  of 
21  splendour?  What  wilt  thou  say  when  he  shall  punish18  thee? 

for  thou  hast  taught  them  to  be  captains,  and  as  chief  over 
22  thee :  shall  not  pangs  seize  thee,  as  a  woman  giving  birtb  ?  And 
if  thou  say  in  thy  heart.  Wherefore  happen  these  things  unto 

1  excellency.  *  n  guilt  dub  excellency*  3  prospemk  4  chuir.  *  a  man  Against  his 
brother.  curnipL  1  hlglu  *  put.  *  eeC  lv  drove.  11  drove.  w  boar  in  mind. 
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me  ?  For  tho  greatness  of  thine  iniquity  is  thy  hem  uncovered, 

23  and  thy  heels  made  hare  violeDtly,||  Can  the  Cushite  change 
his  skin,  or  the  leopard  his  spots  1  then  may  ye  also  do  good, 

24  that  are  accustomed  to  do  evil.  Therefore  will  I  scatter  them 
as  the  stubble  that  passeth  away  by  the  wind  of  the  desert. 

25  This  is  thy  lot,  the  portion  of  thy  measures  from  me,  is  the 
declaration  of  Lhc  Eternal}  because  thou  hast  forgotten  me, 

20  and  trusted  in  the  lie.  Therefore  will  I.  bare  thy  hem  upon 

27  thy  face,  that  thy  ignominy  may  appear.  I  have  seen  thine 
adulteries,  and  thy  ueighings,  the  lewdness  of  thy  whoredom, 
and  thine  ahominations  on  the  hills  in  the  fields.  Woe  unto 
thee,  0  Jerusalem  !  Thou  wilt  not  be  clean  even  after  a  long 
period.1 


Chap.  XIV. 

1  The  word  of  the  Eternal  that  came?  to  Jeremiah  concerning 

2  the  dearth.  Judah  mouxneth,  and  the  gates  thereof  languish ; 
they  are  darkened  unto  the  earth ;  and  the  outcry  of  Jerusalem 

3  is  gone  np.  And  their  mighty  have  sent  their  little*  ones  to 
the  waters :  they  came  to  the  pits,  and  found  no  water ;  they 
returned  with  their  vessels  empty;  they  were  ashamed  and 

4  confounded,  and  covered  their  heads.  Because  the  ground  is 
chapt,4  for  there  was  no  rein  in  the  earth,  the  plowmen  were 

5  ashamed,  they  covered  their  heads.  Yea,  the  hind  also  brought 
forth  in  the  field,  and  forsook  it,  hecause  there  were  no  sprouts. 

(1  And  the  wild  asses  did  stand  in  the  elevated  places,  they 
snuffed  up  the  wind  like  drsgons;  their  eyes  did  fail,  because 

7  there  was  no  grass.  O  Eternal,  if  our  iniquities  testify5  against 
us,  do  thou  it  for  thy  name’s  sake :  for  our  defections  are 

3  many;  we  have  sinned  against  thee.  O  the  hope  of  Israel,  the 
saviour  thereof  in  time  of  trouble,  why  shouldest  thou  be  as  a 
stranger  in  the  land,  and  as  a  wayfaring  man  that  turneth 

0  aside6  to  lodge  for  a  night  ?  Why  shouldest  thou  be  as  a  man 
astonied,[|  as  a  hero  that  cannot  save  ?  yet  thou,  O  Eternal, 
art  in  the  midst  of  us,  and  we  are  called  by  thy  name ;  leave 
us  not. 

10  Thus  saith  tho  Eternal  unto  tills  people.  Thus  have  they 
loved  to  move  about,  they  have  not  refrained  tbeir  feet,  there¬ 
fore  the  Eternal  doth  not  accept  them  ;  he  will  now  remember 

1 1  their  iniquity,  and  bear  iu  mind  their  sins.  Then  said  the 

1 2  Eternal  unto  me,  Fray  not  for  this  people  for  their  good.  When 
they  fast,  I  will  not  hear  their  cry  j7  and  when  they  offer8  burnt 

1  extent.  -  was.  3  young.  (  dismayed.  5  answer,  6  incliueth.  “  about.  6  bring  up. 
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offering  and  an  oblation,  I  will  not  accept  them :  but  I  will 
consume1  them  by  the  sword,  and  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 

13  pestilence.  Then  said  1,  Ah,  Lord  Eternal!  behold,  the 
prophets  say  unto  them.  Ye  shall  not  see  a  sword,  neither  shall 
ye  have  famine ;  but  I  will  give  you  peace  of  truth  in  this 
place, 

14  Then  the  Eternal  said  unto  mo,  The  prophets  prophesy  lies 
in  any  name:  I  sent  them  not,  neither  have  I  commanded 
them,  neither  spake  unto  them:  they  prophesy  unto  you  a 
lying  vision  and  divination,  and  a  thing  of  nought,  and  the 
deceit  of  their  heart. 

15  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  concerning  the  prophets 
that  prophesy  in  my  name,  and  I  sent  them  not,  yet  they  say. 
Sword  and  famine  shall  not  be  in  this  land ;  By  the  sword  and 

10  the  famine  shall  those  prophets  be  consumed.  And  the  people 
to  whom  they  prophesy  shall  be  cast  out  in  the  streets  o 
Jerusalem  because  of  the  famine  and  the  sword ;  and  they  shall 
have  none  to  bury  them,  them,  their  wives,  nor  their  sons,  nor 
their  daughters :  for  I  will  pour  their  wickedness  upon  them. 

17  Therefore  thou  slialt  a  ay  this  word  unto  them ;  Let  mine  eyes 
run  down  with  tears  night  and  day,3  and  let  them  not  cease  : 
for  the  virgin  daughter  of  my  people  is  broken  with  a  great 

18  breach,  with  a  very  grievous*  blow.  If  I  go  forth  into  the 
field,  then  behold  the  slain  with  the  sword!  and  if  I  come 
into  the  city,  then  behold  them  that  are  sick  with  famine!  yea, 
both  the  prophet  and  the  priest  go  about  into  a  land  that  they 

id  know  not.  Hast  thou  utterly  scorned  Judah  f  hath  thy  soul 
lothed  Zion/  why  hast  thou  smitten  us,  and  there  no  healing 
for  us  ?  we  hoped  for  peace,  and  there  ia  no  good ;  and  for  the 

20  lime  of  healing,  and  behold  trouble !  We  know,  O  Eternal, 
our  wickedness,  and  the  iniquity  of  our  fathers:  for  we  have 

21  sinned  against  thee.  Be  not  provoked,  for  thy  name's  sake,  do 
not  lightly  esteem  the  throne4  of  thy  glory:  remember,  annul 

22  not  thy  covenant  with  us.  Are  there  any  among  the  vanities 
or  the  nations  that  can  cause  rain  r  or  can  the  heavens  give 
showers  ?  art  not  thou  he,  O  Eternal  our  God  ?  therefore  we 
will  hope  for  thee  ;  for  thou  hast  made  all  these  things*

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Chap.  XV. 

1  Thgh  said  the  Eternal  unto  me.  Though  Moses  and  Samuel 
stood  before  me,  yet  my  soul  could  not  be  towards  this  people : 

2  send  them  out  of  my  sight,1  and  let  them  go  forth.  And  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  if  they  say  unto  thee,  Whither  shall  we  go 
forth  ?  then  thou  shalt  tell  them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal 
Such  as  are  for  the  death,  to  the  death  and  such  as  are  for 
the  sword,  to  the  sword ;  and  such  09  are  for  the  famine,  to  the 
famine;  and  such  as  are  for  the  captivity  to  the  captivity. 

3  And  I  will  appoint1  over  them  four  kinds,9  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal ;  the  sword  to  slay,  and  the  dogs  to  drag  about, 
and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the  heasts  of  the  earth  to 

4  devour4  and  destroy.3  And  I  will  make4  them  a  fright  unto  all 
kingdoms  of  the  earth,  because  of  Manasseh  the  son  of  Iieze- 

5  kiah  king  of  Judah,  for  that  which  he  did  in  Jerusalem.  For 
who  shall  have  pity  upon  thee,  O  Jerusalem  1  or  who  shall 
bemoan  thcc  ?  or  who  shall  go  aside7  to  ask  for  thy  peace  ? 

G  Thou  hast  forsaken  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  thou 
art  gone  backward:  therefore  will  I  stretch  out4  my  hand 
against  thee,  and  destroy*  thee ;  I  am  weary  with  repenting. 

7  And  I  will  fan  them  with  a  fan  in  the  gates  of  the  land ;  I  will 
hereave  them  of  children,  I  will  destroy  my  people,  since  they 

8  return  not  from  their  ways.  Their  widows  are  increased*  to 
me  above  the  sand  of  the  seas :  I  have  brought  upon  them 
against  the  mother  of  the  young  men14  a  robber  at  noonday :  I 

0  have  caused  to  fell  upon  it  suddenly  dejection  and  terror.  j|  She 
that  hath  borne  seven  languisheth :  she  hath  breathed  ont  her 
soul ;  her  sun  is  gone  down  while  it  was  yet  day :  Bhc  hath  been 
ashamed  and  confounded :  and  the  residue  of  them  will  1  deliver11 
to  the  sword  before  their  enemies,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

10  Woe  is  me,  my  mother,  that  thou  hast  borne  me  a  man  of  strife 
and  a  man  of  contention  to  the  whole  earth !  I  have  neither  lent 
on  interest,  nor  men  have  lent  to  me  on  interest ;  yet  every  one 

1 1  of  them  doth  execrate  me.  The  Eternal  said.  If  I  loose  thee  not 
foT  good,  if  I  cause  not  the  enemy  to  light  upon  thee  in  the  time 

1 2  of  evil  and  in  the  time  of  trouble. ...  Shall  iron  dash  the  northern 

1 3  iron  and  copper  ?  Thy  force  aud  thy  treasures  will  I  give  to 
the  spoil  without  price,  and  that  for  all  thy  sins,  even  in  all  thy 

14  boundaries.  And  I  will  make  thee  to  pass  with  thine  enemies 
into  a  land  which  thou  knowest  not :  for  a  fire  flames  in  my 

15  wrath,  which  shall  burn  upon  you.  O  Eternal,  thou  knowest:

1G  thy  sake  I  have  home  disgrace.  Thy  words  were  found,  and  I 
did  eat  them  ;  and  thy  word  was  unto  me  the  joy  and  rejoicing 
of  tny  heart:  for  I  am  called  by  thy  name,  O  Eternal  God  of 
17  hosts.  1  sat  not  in  the  assembly1  of  the  mockers,  and  exulted ; 

I  sat  solitary  because  of  thy  hand ;  for  thou  hast  filled  me  with 
1 3  indignation.  Wherefore  is  my  pain  perpetual,  and  my  wound 
grievous,  which,  refuse th  to  be  healed  ?  wilt  thon  be  altogether 

19  unto  ine  false,  and  as  waters  that  fail?9  Therefore  thns  saith 
the  Eternal,  If  thou  return,  then  will  I  restore  thee,  and  thou 
shall  stand  before  me :  and  if  thou  take  forth  the  precious  from 
the  vile,  thou  shalt  be  as  my  mouth :  let  them  return  unto  thee ; 

20  hut  return  not  thou  unto  them.  And  1  will  make9  thee  unto 
this  people  a  fortified  copper  rampart:  and  they  shall  fight 
against  thee,  but  they  shall  not  prevail  against  thee :  for  I  am 
with  thee  to  save  thee  and  to  deliver  thee,  u  the  declaration  of 

21  the  Eternal.  And  I  will  deliver  thee  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
wicked,  and  I  will  redeem  thee  out  of  the  hand  of  the  terrible* 

Chap.  XVI. 

1  Tub  word  of  the  Eternal  came*  also  unto  me,  saying.  Thou 

2  shalt  not  take  thee  a  wife,  neither  shalt  thou  have  sons  or 

3  daughters  in  this  place.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  concerning 
the  sons  and  concerning  the  daughters  that  are  bom  in  this 
place,  nod  concerning  their  mothers  that  bare  them,  and  con- 

4  ceming  their  fathers  that  begat  them  in  thus  land ;  They  shall 
die  of  diseases ;  they  shall  not  be  lamented ;  neither  shall  they 
be  buried ;  but  they  shall  be  as  dung  upon  the  face  of  the  earth: 
and  they  shall  be  consumed11  by  the  sword,  and  by  the  famine ; 
and  their  carrion  shall  be  food  for  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  and 
for  the  beasts  of  the  earth. 

5  For  thus  sailh  the  Eternal,  Come  not  into  the  house  of 
mourning,  (j  neither  go  to  laiueut  nor  liemoun  them  :  for  I  have 
taken  away6  my  peace  from  this  people,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

G  Eternal,  even  lovingkindness  and  merries.  Roth  the  great  and 
the  small  shall  die  in  this  land:  they  shall  not  be  buried, 
neither  shall  men  lament  for  them,  nor  cut  themselves,  nor 

1  secret,  2  arc  nut  faithful.  *  give.  *  w<ts.  *  iii.ishtil,  c  gadirrcd.

JEREMIAH,  Chap.  XVI. 


7  make  themselves  bold  for  them:  Neither  shall  men  deal 
bread  to  them  in  mourning,  to  comfort  them  for  the  dead; 
neither  shall  men  give  them  the  cup  of  consolation  to  drink  for 

8  their  father  or  for  their  mother.  Thon  shalt  not  also  go  into 
the  house  of  feasting,  to  sit  with  them  to  eat  and  to  drink. 

9  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Behold, 
I  mil  cause  to  cease  out  of  this  place  in  your  eyes,  and  iu  your 
days,  the  voice  of  mirth,  and  the  voice  of  gladness,  the  voice  of 

10  the  bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of  the  bride.  And  it  shall  come 
to  pass,  when  thou  shalt  tell  this  people  all  these  words,  and 
they  shall  say  unto  thee,  Wheremre  hath  the  Eternal  pro¬ 
nounced1  all  this  great  evil  against  us  ?  or  what  is  our  iniquity  ? 
or  what  is  our  sin  that  we  have  committed*  against  tho  Eternal 

1 1  our  God  ?  Then  shalt  thou  say  uuto  them.  Because  your 
fathers  have  forsaken  ine,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  end

The  Eternal  liveth,  that 
brought  up  the  children  of  Israel  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt; 

15  But,  The  Eternal  liveth,  that  brought  up  the  children  of  Israel 
from  the  land  of  the  north,  and  from  all  the  lands  whither  he 
had  driven  them :  and  I  will  restore  them  unto  their  land  that 

1G  I  gave  unto  their  fathers.  Behold,  I  will  send  for  many  fishers, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  they  shall  fish  them ;  and 
after  will  I  send  for  many  hunters,  and  they  shall  hunt  them 
from  every  mountain,  and  from  every  hill,  and  out  of  the 

1 7  fissures  of  the  rocks.  For  mine  eyes  are  upon  all  their  ways : 
they  are  not  hid4  from  my  face,  neither  is  their  iniquity  hid 

18  from  mine  eyes.  And  first  I  will  repay  their  iniquity  and  their 
sin  double;  because  they  have  defiled  my  land,  they  have  filled 

1  stolen.  1  tinned.  *  give.  *  screened. 
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mine  inheritance  with  the  carrion  of  their  detestations  and 
abominations. 

19  O  Eternal,  my  might,  and  my  munition,  and  my  refuge  in 
the  day  of  trouble,  nations  shall  come  unto  thee  from  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  and  shall  say.  Surely  our  fathers  have  in- 

20  herited  lies,  vanity,  and  things  wherein  there  is  no  profit.  Shall 

21  a  man  make  gods  unto  himself,  and  they  are  no  gods  1  There¬ 
fore,  behold,  I  will  this  once  cause  them  to  know,  I  will  cause 
them  to  know  my  hand  and  my  strength  ;  and  they  shall 
know  that  my  name  is  The  Eternal. 

Chap.  XVII. 

1  The  stn  of  Judah  is  written  with  a  style  of  iron,  and  with  the 
point  of  a  diamond  :  it  is  graven  upon  the  tablet  of  their  heart, 

2  and  upon  the  horns  of  your  altars;  Whilst  their  children 
remember  their  altars  and  their  groves1  by  the  bushy  trees  upon 

3  the  high  hills.  Mountaineer  in  the  field,  I  will  give  thy  force 
and  all  thy  treasures  to  the  spoil,  and  thy  high  places  for  sin, 

4  throughout  all  thy  boundaries.  And  thou,  even  thyself,  slialt 
discontinue51  from  thine  inheritance  that  I  gave  thee;  and  I 
will  cause  thee  to  serve  thine  enemies  in  the  laud  which  thou 
knowest  not:  for  ye  have  kindled3  a  fire  in  my  wrath,  which 

5  shall  bum  for  ever.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Cursed  be  the 
man  that  trusteth  in  man>  and  maketh4  flesh  his  arm,  and 

6  whose  heart  departeth  from  die  Eternal.  For  he  shall  belike  the 
destitute  in  the  desert  plain,  and  shall  not  sec  when  good  eometh; 
but  shall  inhabit  the  parched  places  in  the  desert,  in  a  salt  land 

7  and  nut  inhabited.  Blessed  is  the  man5  that  trusteth  in  the 

S  Eternal,  and  whose  hope  the  Eternal  is.  For  he  shall  be  as  a 

tree  planted  by  the  waters,  and  that  spreadeth  out*  her  roots  by 
the  river, ti  and  shall  not  see  when  heat  eometh,  but  her  leaf 
shall  be  green  ;T  and  shall  not  apprehend  in  the  year  of  drought, 

9  neither  shall  cease8  from  yielding9  fruit.  The  heart  is  do* 
ceitful  above  all  things,  and  desperately  wicked :  who  can  know 

10  it  ?  1  the  Eternal  search  the  heart,  /  investigate  the  reins, 

even  to  give  every  man  according  to  his  ways,  and  according  to 
the  fruit  of  his  doings. 

1 1  A  partridge  hatching  what  it.  hath  not  laid10  is  he  that 
getteth11  riches,  and  not  by  right,19  he  shall  leave  them  in  the 

1  happy  o ncs.  2  relax.  3  flamed  jJ  pnlteih,  5  adult  man.  *  sendeih  forth. 

'  bushy.  *  depart.  *  making.  J0  born.  1 1  maketh.  judgment. 
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1 2  midst1  of  liis  days,  and  at  his  end3  shall  he  base,  A  throne3  of 

13  glory  exalted  from  the  first  £#  the  place  of  our  sanctuary.  O 
Eternal  hope  of  Israel,  all  that  forsake  thee  shall  he  ashamed, 
and  they  that  depart  from  me  shall  be  written  in  the  earth, 
because  they  have  forsaken  the  Eternal,  the  source  of  living 
waters. 

14  Heal  me,  O  Eternal,  and  I  shall  be  healed;  save  me,  and  I 

15  shall  be  saved :  for  thou  art  my  praise.  Behold,  they  say  unto 

16  me,  "Where  is  the  word  of  the  Eternal?  let  it  come  uow.  As 
for  me,  I  have  not  hastened4  from  being  a  shepherd  to  follow 
thee:5  neither  have  I  desired®  the  woeful  day;  thou  knowest: 

17  that  which  came  out  of  my  lips  was  present  to  my  mind.7  Be 
not  n  terror®  unto  me :  thou  art  my  hope  in  the  day  of  evil. 

18  Let  them  be  confounded  that  persecute  me,  hut  let  not  me  be 
confounded :  let  them  be  dismayed,  but  let  not  me  be  dis¬ 
mayed  :  bring  upon  them  the  day  of  evil,  and  destroy5  them 
with  double  destruction.1*1 

19  Thus  said  the  Eternal  unto  me;  Go  and  stand  in  the  gate 
of  the  children  of  the  people,  whereby  the  kings  of  Judah  come 
in,  and  by  the  which  they  go  out,  and  in  all  the  gates  of  Jeru- 

20  salem  ;  And  say  unto  them,  Hear  yc  the  word  ot  the  Eternal, 
ye  kingB  of  Judah,  and  all  Judah,  and  all  the  inhabitcints  of 

2 1  J  erusalem,  that  come  by  these  gates :  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ; 
Take  heed  to  yourselves,11  and  bear  no  burden  on  the  Sabbath-

forth  a  burden  out  of  your  houses  on  the  Sabbath-day,  neither 
do  ye  any  work,  hut  hallow  ye  the  Sabbath-day, as  I  commanded 

23  your  fathers.  But  they  obeyed  not,  neither  inclined  their  ear, 
but  made  their  neck  stiff,13  that  they  might  not  hear,  nor  receive 

24  instruction.15  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  if  yediligently  hearken 
unto  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  to  bring  in  no 
burden  through  the  gates  of  this  city  on  the  Sabbath-day,  but 

25  hallow  the  Sabbath-day,  to  do  no  work  therein ;  Then  shall 
there  come  into  the  gates  of  this  city  kings  and  officers  sitting 
upon  the  throne3  of  David,  riding  in  chariots  and  on  horses, 
they,  aud  their  officers,  the  men  of  Judah,  and  the  inhabitants

the  low  land,  and  from  the  mountains*  and  from  the  south, 
bringing  burnt  offerings*  and  sacrifices*  and  oblations*  and 
incense,  and  bringing  sacrifices  of  acknowledgment  unto  the 

.27  house  of  the  Eternal.  But  if  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me  to 
hallow  the  Sabbath-day,  and  not  to  bear  a  burden*  even  coming

1  Tim  word  which  came3  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  saying*

8  destroy  it ;  If  that  nation,  against  whom  I  have  pronounced,4 
turn  from  their  evil,  I  will  repent  of  the  evil  that  I  thought  to

a  nation,  and  concerning  a  kingdom,  to  build  and  to  plant  it; 

10  If  it  do  evil  in  iny  eyes,  that  it  obey  not  my  voice,  then  I  will

1 1  Now  therefore  go  to,  speak  to  the  men  of  Judah,  mid  to  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Jerusalem,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  ;  Be¬ 
hold,  I  frame5  evil  against  you,  and  and  devise  a  device*  against 
you  :  return  ye  now  every  one  from  his  evil  way,  and  amend 

12  your  ways  aud  your  doings.  And  they  said,  There  is  no  hope  ; 
but  we  will  walk  after  our  own  thoughts,  and  wc  will  every  011c 

■  ^  +i  1  tv**  vLtiu:-.  J  jijHikiit.  '  Itirm,  Ti  think  u  thought. 
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13  do  the  imagination1  of  his  evil  heart.  Therefore  thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  Ask  ye  now  among  the  nations,  who  hath  heard  such 
things :  the  virgin  of  Israel  hath  done  a  very  horrible  thing. 

14  Will  a  man  leave3  snow  of  I-ebanon  which  come l h  from  the 
crag  of  the  field  ?  or  shall  the  strange,  cold,  flowing  waters  be 

15  forsaken  ?  Because  my  people  hath  forgotten  me,  they  have 
burned  Incense  to  vanity,  and  they  have  caused  them  to  stumble 
in  their  ways  from  the  tracks  of  antiquity,  to  walk  in  paths,  in 

16  a  way  not  cast  up ;  To  make3  their  land  a  desolation,  and  a 
hissing  for  ever ;  every  one  that  posse th  thereby  shall  be 

1 7  amazed,  and  wag  his  head.  I  will  scatter  them  as  with  an  east 
wind  before  the  enemy  ;  I  will  show*  them  the  back,3  and  not 
the  face,  in  the  day  of  their  calamity.3 

18  Then  said  they.  Come,  and  let  us  derise  devices7  against 
Jeremiah ;  for  the  law  shall  not  perish  from  a  priest,  nor  counsel

let  them  be  overthrown  before  thee ;  do  thus  to  them  hi  the 
time  of  thy  wrath.

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Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Behold,  I

4  Ms  cars  shall  tingle.  Because  they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have 
estranged  this  place,  and  have  burned  incense  in  it  unto  other 
gods,  whom  neither  they  nor  their  fathers  have  known,  nor  the 
kings  of  Judah,  and  have  filled  this  place  with  the  blood  of  inno- 

5  cents ;  They  have  huilt  also  the  high  places  of  the  Baal,  to  bum 
their  sons  with  fire  for  burnt  offerings  unto  the  Baal,  which  I 
commanded  not,  nor  spake  it,  neither  came  it  into  my  mind  :* 

G  Therefore,  hehold,  days  come,  is  the  declaration  of  the

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the  Eternal  had  *scnt  him  to  prophesy ;  and  he  stood  in  the 
enclosure  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal ;  and  said  to  all  the 

15  people*  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ; 
Behold,  J  will  bring  upon  this  city  and  upon  all  her  towns  all 
the  evil  that  I  have  pronounced1  against  it,  because  they  have 
hardened  their  necks/*  that  they  might  not  hear  iny  words. 

Chap.  XX. 

1  Now  Fashur  the  son  of  Immer  the  priest,  who  was  also  chief 
governor  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  heard  that  Jeremiah 
prophesied  these  things.  Then  Pashur  smote  Jeremiah  the 
prophet,  and  put3  him  in  the  stocks  that  were  in  the  upper  gate 

3  of  Benjamin,  which  was  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  it 
came  to  pass  on  the  morrow*  that  Pashur  brought  forth 
Jeremiah  out  of  the  stocks.  Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  him. 
The  Eternal  hath  not  called  thy  name  Pashur,  but  Magor- 
missabxb* 

4  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  make1  thee  a 
terror  to  thyself*  and  to  all  thy  friends :  and  they  shall  fell  by 
the  sword  of  their  enemies,  and  thine  eyes  shall  sec  it:  and  1 
will  give  all  Judah  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon*  and 
he  shall  carry  them  captive  into  Babylon*  and  shall  smite  them 

5  with  the  sword.  Moreover  I  will  give  all  the  abundance  of  this 
city,  and  all  the  labours  thereof,  and  all  the  precious  things 
thereof*  and  all  the  treasures  of  the  kings  of  Judah  will  1  give 
into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  who  shall  spoil  them*  and  take 

G  them,  and  bring  them  to  Babylon,  And  thou,  Fashur*  and  all 
that  abide  in  thy  house  shall  go  into  exile :  and  thou  shall 
come  to  Babylon*  and  there  thou  shall  die*  and  shalt  be  buried 
there*  thou*  and  all  thy  friends*  to  whom  thou  hast  prophesied 

7  with  lies.  O  Eternal,  thou  hast  persuaded  me,  and  I  was  per¬ 
suaded  ;  thou  hast  seized  me,  and  hast  prevailed  :  I  am  in  de- 

8  rision  daily,  every  one  mocketh  me.  For  as  often  as  I  speak,  I 
cry  out,  I  call  violence  and  spoil :  yea  the  word  of  the  Eternal 

9  was  made  a  disgrace  unto  me,  und  a  reproach  all  day.  Then  I 
said*  I  will  not  make  mention  of  him,  nor  speak  any  more  in 
his  name.  But  Jus  tvord  waa  in  my  heart  as  a  burning  fire  shut 

1  spoken,  *  nape  of  £l:e  Leek,  3  ”.ive,  *  give.

tip1  in  my  bones,  and  I  was  weary  with  forbearing,3  and  I  could 

10  not  hear  it*  For  T  heard  the  evil  report  of  many,  dread  on 
every  side-  Tell,  say  they^  and  we  will  tell  it.  All  my  fa¬ 
miliars  watched5  for  my  halting;  saying,  Perad venture  he  will 
be  persuaded,  and  wc  shall  prevail  against  him,  and  we  shall 

Ji  take  our  revenge  on  him.  Bui  the  Eternal  u  with  me  as  a 
terrible  hero ;  therefore  my  persecutors  shall  stumble,  and  they 
shall  not  prevail:  they  were  greatly  ashamed 5  for  they  acted 
not  wisely  :  their  everlasting  confusion  shall  never  be  forgotten, 

12  But,  0  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  exaroinest  the  righteous,  and 
scest  the  reins  and  the  heart,  let  me  see  thy  vengeance  on  them : 
for  unto  thee  have  1  revealed  my  cause,4 

13  Sing  unto  the  Eternal,  praise  ye  the  Eternal:  for  he  hath 
delivered  the  soul  of  the  needy  from  the  hand  of  evildoers, 

14  Cursed  he  the  day  wherein  I  was  horn :  let  not  the  day  wherein 

15  my  mother  bare  me  be  blessed.  Cursed  be  the  man  who 
brought  good  tidings  to  my  father,  saying,  A  man  child  is  born 

1G  unto  thee;  making  him  very  glad.  And  let  that  man  be  as 
the  cities  which  the  Eternal  overthrew,  and  repented  not :  and 
let  him  hear  the  cry  in  the  morning,  and  the  din  at  noontide  ; 

17  Because  he  slow  me  not  from  the  womb  ;  or  that  my  mother 
might  have  been  iny  grave/  and  her  womb  pregnant  for  ever, 

18  Wherefore  came  I  forth  out  of  the  womb  to  see  trouble  and 
sorrow,  that  iny  days  should  he  consumed6  with  shame  ? 

Chap,  XXL 

1  The  word  which  came7  unto  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  when 
king  Zedekiah  sent  unto  him  Pashur  tbc  son  of  Mclcliiab,  and 

2  Zephaniah  the  son  of  Maasciah  the  priest,  saying,  Pray,  enquire 
of  the  Eternal  for  us;  for  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon 
fighteth  against  us ;  if  so  be  that  the  Eternal  will  do  with  us 

3  according  to  all  his  wonders,  that  he  may  go  up  from  us.  Then 
said  Jeremiah  unto  them,  Thus  shall  ye  say  to  Zedekiali: 

4  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel ;  Behold,  I  will  turn 
back  the  weapons6  of  war  that  are  in  your  hands,  wherewith  yc 
fight  against  the  king  of  Babylon,  aud  against  the  Chaldeans, 

1  restrained*  7  sustaining  3  all  men  cif  try  peare  kepN  4  ipiatTel,  burying 

pfru^,  *  fin  tilled  T  way.  s  vessel  u. 
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who  besiege  yon  without  the  rampart,  and  I  will  assemble  them 

5  into  the  midst  of  this  city.  And  I  myself  will  fight  against 
you  with  an  outstretched1  hand  and  with  a  strong  arm,  even  in 

G  wrath,  and  in  fury,  and  in  great  anger.  And  I  will  smite  the 
inhabitants  of  this  city,  both  man  and  beast :  they  shall  die  of 

7  a  great  pestilence.  And  afterward,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  I  will  give  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  his  servants, 
and  the  people,  and  such  as  remain  in  this  city  from  the  pesti¬ 
lence,  from  the  sword,  and  from  the  famine,  into  the  hand  of 
Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and  into  the  hand  of  their 
enemies,  and  into  the  hand  of  those  that  seek  tbeir  life  :a  and 
he  shall  smite  them  with  the  edge1  of  the  sword ;  he  shall  not 

8  spare  them,  neither  have  pity,  nor  have  mercy.  And  unto 
this  people  thon  shalt  say,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Behold,  I 
set  before  you  the  way  of  the  life,  and  the  way  of  the  death. 

9  He  that  abideth  in  this  city  shall  die  by  the  sword,  and  by  the 
famine,  and  by  the  pestilence :  but  he  that  goeth  out,  and  falleth 
to  the  Chaldeans  that  besiege  you,  he  shall  live,  and  his  life1® 

10  shall  be  unto  him  for  a  prey.  For  ]  have  set4  my  face  against 
this  city  for  evil,  and  not  lor  good,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal :  it  shall  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon, 

11  and  he  shall  bum  it  with  fire.  And  touching  the  house  of  the 

12  king  of  Judah,  say,  Hear  ye  the  word  of  the  Eternal ;  O  house 
of  David,  thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Pronounce  judgment  in  the 
morning,  and  deliver  Aim  that  is  robbed  ont  of  the  hand  of  the 
oppressor,  lest  my  fury  go  out  like  fire,  and  burn  that  none  can 

13  quench  it,  because  of  the  evil  of  your  doings.  Behold,  I  am 
against  thee,  O  inhabitant  of  the  valley,  mid  rock5  of  the  plain, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  who  say.  Who  shall  descend 

14  against  us?  or  who  shall  come  into  our  ahodes?  But  I  will 
punish6  you  according  to  the  fruit  of  your  doings,  is  the  decla¬ 
ration  of  the  Eternal :  and  I  will  kindle  a  fire  in  the  forest 
thereof,  and  it  shall  devour’  all  things  round  about  it. 

Chap.  XXII. 

1  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Go  down  to  the  house  of  the  king  of 

2  Judah,  and  speak  there  this  word.  And  say,  Hear  the  word  of 
the  Eternal,  O  king  of  Judah,  that  sittest  upon  the  throne*  of 
David,  thou,  and  thy  servants,  and  thy  people  that  enter  in  by 

1  inclined.  *  *onI.  *  mouth.  4  put.  *  crag.  *  bear  in  mind.  1  eat.  s  chair. 
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3  these  gates ;  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Do  ye  judgment  and 
righteousness,  and  deliver  the  nibbed  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
oppressor :  and  wrong  not  the  stranger,  the  fatherless,  nor  the 
widow;  do  no  violence,  neither  shea  innocent  blood  in  this 

4  place.  For  if  ye  do  this  thing  indeed,  then  shall  there  enter 
in  by  the  gates  of  this  house  kings  sitting  upon  the  throne1  of 
David,  riding  in  the  chariots  and  on  the  horsey  he,  and  his 

5  servants,  and  his  people.  But  if  ye  will  not  hear  these  words, 
I  swear  by  myself,  is  the  declartion  of  the  Eternal,  that  this 

6  house  shall  become  a  ruin.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  con¬ 
cerning  the  king's  house  of  Judah  j  Thou  like  Gilead  unto 
me,  and  the  head  of  the  Lebanon :  pet  if  I  make®  thee  not  a 

7  desert,  and  cities  which  are  not  inhabited. . . ,  And  I  will 
prepare1  destroyers  against  thee,  every  one1  with  his  weapons  :* 
and  they  shall  cut  down  thy  choice  cedars,  and  cast  them  into 

3  fire.  And  many  nations  shall  pass  by  *hU  city,  and  they  shall 
say  every  man  to  his  fellow.  Wherefore  hath  the  Eternal  done 

9  thus  unto  this  great  city  ?  Then  they  shall  say,  Because  they 
have  forsaken  tne  covenant  of  the  Eternal  their  God,  and  pros¬ 
trated  themselves  unto  other  gods,  and  served  them. 

10  Weep  ve  not  for  the  dead,  neither  bemoan  him :  but  weep 
sore  for  him  that  goeth  away ;  for  he  shall  return  no  more,  nor 

1 1  see  the  land  of  his  kindred.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  touch¬ 
ing  Shall  urn  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  who  reigned 
instead  of  Josiah  his  father,  who  went  forth  out  of  this  place ; 

13  He  shall  not  return  thither  any  more :  But  he  shall  die  m  the 
place  whither  they  have  carried  him  captive,  and  shall  see  this 

13  land  no  more.  Woe  unto  him  that  buildeth  his  house  by 
unrighteousness,  and  his  upper  chambers  by  wrong ;  that 
worketh  his  fellow  withont  wages,1  and  giveth  him  not  for  his 

14  work;  That  saith,  I  will  build  me  a  wide  house,7  and  large 
upper  chambers,  and  cutteth8  him  out  windows ;  and  it  is 

15  secured  with  cedar,  and  painted9  with  vermilion.lf  Shalt  thou 
reign,  because  thou  excelleet|[  in  cedar  ?  did  not  thy  father  eat 
and,  drink,  and  do  jndgment  and  justice  ?  and  then  it  was  well 

16  with  him.  He  pronounced  judgment  on  the  cause  of  the  poor 
and  needy ;  then  it  was  well  with  Attn  ;  was  not  this  to  know 

17  me :  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  But  thine  eyes  and  thy 

1  chair*  2  set,  3  sanctify*  4  a  mao.  6  rent  Lb.  *  for  nothing.  T  homo 

of  meaau r«  *  rendeih,  *  anointed, 
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heart  are  not  but  for  thy  covetousness,  and  for  to  shed  innocent 

18  blood,  and  for  oppression,  and  for  violence, ||  to  do  it.  There¬ 
fore  thus  saith  tne  Eternal  concerning  Jelioiakim  the  son  of 
Josiah  king  of  Judah  ;  They  shall  not  lament  for  him,  saying t 
Ah  my  brother  1  or.  Ah  sister!  they  shall  not  lament  for  him, 

19  saying.  Ah  lord !  or,  Ah  his  glory  !l  He  shall  be  buried  with 
the  burial  of  an  ass,  dragged  and  cast  forth  beyond  the  gates  of 
Jerusalem. 

20  Go  up  to  the  Lebanon,  and  cry ;  and  lift  up2  tby  voice  in 
the  Baahan,  and  cry  from  Abarim ;  for  all  thy  lovers  are  de- 

21  stroyed.8  1  spake  unto  thee  in  thy  prosperity ;  but  thou  saidst, 
I  will  not  hear.  This  hath  been  thy  way  from  thy  youth,  that 

22  thou  obeyedst  not  my  voice.  Wind  shall  feed  all  thy  shep¬ 
herds,  and  thy  lovers  shall  go  into  captivity :  surely  then  sbalt 

23  thou  be  ashamed  and  confounded  for  all  thy  evil.  O  inhabitant 
of  the  Lebanon,  that  makest  thy  nest  in  the  cedars,  bow  gracious 
sbalt  tbou  be  when  throes  come  upon  thee,  the  pang  as  of 

24  the  woman  giving  birth !  As  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  though  Coniah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah 
were  the  signet  upon  my  right  hand,  yet  would  I  pluck  thee 

25  thence  ;  Ana  I  will  give  thee  into  the  hand  of  them  that  seek 
thy  life,*  and  into  the  hand  of  them  whose  face  thou  dreadest, 
even  into  the  hand  of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and 

26  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans.  And  1  will  cast  thee  out,  and 
thy  mother  that  bare  thee,  into  another  country,  where  ye  were 

27  not  born ;  and  there  shall  ye  die.  But  to  the  laud  whereunto 

28  they  desire’  to  return,  thither  they  shall  not  return.  Is  this 
man  Coniah  a  despised  broken*  utensil  ?||  is  he  a  vessel  wherein 
is  no  pleasure?  wherefore  are  they  cast  out,  he  and  his  seed, 

29  and  are  cast  into  a  land  which  they  know  not  ?  O  earth,  earth, 

30  earth,  hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  Thus  Baith  the  Eternal, 
Write  ye  this  man  childless,  a  man?  that  shall  not  prosper  in 
his  days :  for  no  man  of  his  seed  shall  prosper,  sitting  upon  the 
throne8  of  David,  and  ruling  any  more  in  Judah.

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Ciiap.  XXIII. 

1  Woe  be  onto  the  shepherds  that  destroy  and  scatter  tbe  flock 

2  of  my  pasture !  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Therefore 
thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  against  the  shepherds  that 
feed  my  people ;  Ye  hare  scattered  my  flock,  and  driven  them 
away,  and  have  not  borne  them  in  mind  :  behold,  I  will  bear 
in  mind  against  you  the  evil  of  you;  doings,  is  the  declaration 

3  of  the  Eternal  And  I  will  gather  the  remnant  of  my  flock  out 
of  all  countries  whither  I  have  driven  them,  and  will  bring 
them  again  to  their  folds ;  and  they  shall  be  fruitful  and  in- 

4  crease.  And  I  will  set  up1  shepherds  over  them  who  shall  feed 
them  :  and  they  shall  fear  no  more,  nor  be  dismayed,  neither 
shall  they  be  lacking,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

5  Behold,  days  come,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  I 
will  establish  unto  David  a  righteous  Branch,*  and  a  King  shall 
reign  and  prosper,  and  shall  do  judgment  and  act  wisely  on  the 

6  earth.  In  his  days  Judah  shall  he  saved,  and  Israel  shall  dwell 
safely :  and  this  is  his  name  whereby  he  shall  be  called,  The 

y  Eternal  is  our  righteousness.  Therefore,  behold,  days  come, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  they  shall  no  more  say. 
The  Eternal  liveth,  who  brought  up  the  ehildren  of  Israel  out 

8  of  the  land  of  Egypt;  But,  The  Eternal  liveth,  who  brought 
up  and  who  led  the  seed  of  the  house  of  Israel  out  of  the  north 
country,  and  from  all  countries  whither  I  had  driven  them  ; 
and  they  shall  abide  on  their  own  ground, 

9  To  the  prophets:  my  heart  within  me  is  broken;  all  my 
hones  shake  ;[|  I  am  like  a  drunken  man,  and  like  a  man*  whom 
wine  hath  overcome/  because  of  the  Eternal,  and  because  of  the 

1 0  words  of  his  holiness.  Tor  the  land  is  full  of  adulterers  ;  for 
because  of  execration  the  laud  moumeth  ;  the  pastures  of  the 
desert  are  dried  up,  aud  their  course  is  evil,  and  their  force 

1 1  is  not  established.  For  both  prophet  and  priest  are  polluted ; 
yea,  in  my  house  have  I  found  their  evil,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

1 2  Eternal.  Wherefore  their  way  shall  be  unto  them  as  slippery 
vmys  in  the  thick  darkness :  they  shall  he  driven  on,  and  fall 
therein :  for  I  will  hring  evil  upon  them,  even  the  year  of  their 

]  3  visitation,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  And  I  have  seen 
delusion  in  the  prophets  of  Samaria;  they  prophesied  in  the 

1  esuihJiili.  s  growth, 
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1-1  Baal,  and  caused  my  people  Israel  to  err.  I  hare  seen  also  in 
the  prophets  of  Jerusalem  a  horrible  thing :  committing  adul¬ 
tery,  and  walking  in  lies :  they  strengthen  also  the  hands  of 
evildoers,  that  none  doth  return  from  his  evil :  they  are  all  of 
them  unto  me  as  Sodom,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  os  Go¬ 
morrah. 

15  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts  concerning  the 
prophets ;  Behold,  I  will  feed  them  with  wormwood,  and  make 
them  drink  the  water  of  poisonous  herb  ;  for  from  the  prophets 

16  of  Jerusalem  is  pollution  gone  forth  into  all  the  land.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  Hearken  not  unto  the  words  of  the 
prophets  that  prophesy  unto  you  :  they  lead  you  to  vanity : 
they  speak  a  vision  of  their  own  heart,  and  not  out  of  the 

1 7  mouth  of  the  Eternal.  They  Bay  still  unto  them  that  provoke 
me,  The  Eternal  hath  said.  Ye  shall  have  peace  ;  and  they  say 
unto  every  one  that  walketh  after  the  obstinacy  of  his  own 

18  heart.  No  evil  shall  come  upon  you.  For  who  hath  stood  in 
the  counsel  of  the  Eternal  that  he  may  perceive1  his  word  1 

19  who  hath  attended  to  his  word,  and  heard  it?  Behold,  a 
tempest  of  the  Eternal  is  gone  forth  in  fury,  even  a  storming 
whirlwind :  it  shall  fall  grievously  upon  the  head  of  the  wicked. 

20  The  wrath  of  the  Eternal  shall  not  return,  until  he  have 
executed,*  and  till  he  have  performed*  the  thoughts4  of  his 
heart :  in  the  remoteness  of  the  days  ye  shall  consider  it  per- 

21  fectlyJ  I  have  not  sent  the  prophets,  yet  they  ran :  I  have 

22  not  spoken  to  them,  yet  they  prophesied.  But  if  they 
stand  in  my  counsel,  let  them  cause  my  people  to  hear  my 
words,  that  thy  way  lead*  them  back  from  their  evil  way,  and 

23  from  the  evil  of  their  doings.  Am  I  a  God  at  hand,7  »  the 

24  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  not  a  God  afar  off?8  Can  any 
keep  himself  close  in  secret  places  that  I  shall  not  see  him  ?  if 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Do  not  I  £11  the  heaven  and  the 

25  earth?  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  I  have  heard  what 
the  prophets  said,  that  prophesy  lies  in  my  name,  saying,  I 

26  have  dreamed,  I  have  dreamed.  How  long? — Shall  this  be  in 
the  heart  of  the  prophets  that  prophesy  lies;  the  prophets  of 

27  the  deceit  of  their  own  heart ;  Who  think  to  cause  my  people  to 
forget  iny  name  by  their  dreams  which  they  relate  every  man 
to  his  fellow,  as  their  fathers  have  forgotten  my  name  for  the 

28  Baal  ?  The  prophet  that  hath  a  dream,  let  him  relate  a  dream ; 
and  he  that  hath  my  word,  let  him  speak  my  word  faithfully. 

*  etc*  1  fionc.  3  established.  1  tltTice?*,  A  understanding,  *  restore, 

7  from  near*  *  from  dishiaL 
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What  is  the  straw  to  the  com?  is  the  declaration  of  the 

29  Eternal.  Is  not  my  word  like  as  the  fire  ?  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal ;  and  like  a  hammer  that  hreaketh  the  rock  in 

30  pieces  ?  Therefore,  behold,  I  am  against  the  prophets,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  steal  my  words  every  one1  from 

31  his  fellow.  Behold,  I  am  against  the  prophets,  is  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  the  Eternal,  that  nse*  their  tongues  and  utter  oracles.9 

32  Behold,  1  am  against  them  that  prophesy  lying  dreams,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  do  relate  them,  and  cause  my 
people  to  err  by  their  lies,  and  by  their  lightness  ;f|  yet  I  sent 
them  not,  nor  commanded  them :  therefore  they  shall  not  profit 

33  this  people  at  all,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  And  when 
this  people,  or  the  prophet,  or  a  priest,  shall  ask  thee,  saying. 
What  is  the  burden  of  the  Eternal  ?  thou  shalt  then  say  unto 
them,  what  the  burden  is ;  I  will  even  forsake  you,  is  uie  de- 

34  claxation  of  the  Eternal.  And  as  far  the  prophet,  and  the 
priest,  and  the  people,  that  shall  say.  The  burden  of  the  Eternal, 

35  I  will  even  punish4  that  man  and  his  house.  Thus  shall  ye 
say  every  one  to  his  fellow,  and  every  one  to  his  brother,  What 
hath  the  Eternal  answered?  and,  What  hath  the  Eternal 

36  spoken  ?  And  the  burden  of  the  Eternal  shall  ye  mention  no 
more ;  for  every  man’s  word  shall  be  his  burden ;  for  ye  have 
perverted9  the  words  of  the  living  God,  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts

38  But  since  ye  say,  The  burden  of  the  Eternal j  therefore  thus 
saith  the  Eternal ;  Because  ye  say  this  word.  The  burden  of 
the  Eternal,  and  I  have  sent  unto  you,  saying.  Ye  shall  not  say, 

30  The  harden  of  the  Eternal ;  Therefore,  behold,  I,  even  1,  will 
desert  you,  and  I  will  forsake  you,  and  the  city  that  I  gave 

4o  you  and  your  fathers,  and  east  you  out  of  my  presence  :G  And  I 
will  bring7  an  everlasting  disgrace  upon  you,  and  a  perpetual 
confusion,  which  shall  not  be  forgotten. 

Chap.  XXIV. 

1  Tmt  Eternal  showed  me,  and,  behold,  two  baskets*  of 
figs  were  set*  before  the  temple  of  the  Eternal,  after  that 
Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  had  carried  into  exile 
Jecouiab  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah,  and  the 

*  ii  man.  s  take*  a  declaration.  4  bear  in  mind.  *  overturned*  *  face*  T  give. 
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officers  of  Judah,  ■with  the  artificers  and  smiths,  from 

2  Jerusalem,  and  had  brought  them  to  Babylon.  One  basket1 
had  very  good  figs,  even  like  the  figs  that  are  first  ripe :  and 
the  other  basket*  had  very  had  figs,  which  could  not  be  eaten 

3  for  badness.  Then  said  the  Eternal  unto  me,  What  seest  thou, 
Jeremiah  ?  And  1  said,  Figs  ;  the  good  figs,  very  good ;  and 

4  the  evil,  very  evil,  that  cannot  be  eaten  for  badness.  Again 

5  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came2  unto  me,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Like  these  good  figs,  so  will  I 
recognise  the  exiles  of  Judah,  whom  I  have  sent  out  of  this 

6  place  into  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans  for  their  good-  For  I  will 
set8  mine  eyes  upon  them  for  good,  and  I  will  restore  them  to 
this  land :  and  I  will  build  them,  and  not  pull  them  down  ;  and 

7  I  will  plant  them,  and  not  pluck  them  up.  And  I  will  give 
them  a  heart  to  know  me,  that  I  am  the  Eternal :  and  they 
shall  he  my  people,  and  I  will  be  their  God;  for  they  shall 

8  return  unto  me  with  their  whole  heart.  And  as  the  evil  figs, 
which  cannot  be  eaten  for  badness ;  surely  thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  So  will  I  give  Zcdekiah  the  king  of  Judah,  and  his 
officers,  and  the  remainder  of  Jerusalem,  that  remain  in  this 

0  land,  and  them  that  abide  in  the  land  of  Egypt:  And  I  will 
make4  them  a  bright  unto  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth  for 
their  evil,  to  be  a  disgrace  and  a  proverb,  a  satire  and  a  curse, 
10  in  all  places  whither  I  shall  drive  them.  And  I  will  send  forth 
the  sword,  the  famine,  and  the  pestilence,  among  them,  till  they 
be  consumed5  from  off  the  laud  that  I  gave  unto  them  and  to 
their  fathers. 


Chap.  XXV. 

1  The  word  that  came0  to  Jeremiah  concerning  all  the  people  of 
Judah  in  the  fourth  year  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  king 
of  J  udah,  that  was  the  first  year  of  Nehuchadrezzar  king  of 

2  Babylon ;  The  which  Jeremiah  the  prophet  spake  concerning 
all  the  people  of  Judah,  and  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem, 

3  saying,  From  the  thirteenth  year  of  Josiah  the  sou  of  Amon 
king  of  Judah,  even  unto  this  day,  these  three  and  twenty 

J  kettle.  *  was.  3  put.  *  give.  s  Finished.  M  wos. 
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years,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  hath  come1  unto  me,  and  I  have 
spoken  unto  you,  rising  early  and  speaking ;  but  ye  have  not 

4  hearkened.  And  the  Eternal  hath  sent  unto  you  all  his 
servants  the  prophets,  rising  early  and  sending  them ;  hut  ye 

5  have  not  hearkened,  nor  inclined  your  ear  to  hear.  They  said. 
Turn  yc  now  every  one3  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the  evil  of 
your  doings,  and  abide  in  the  land  that  the  Eternal  hath  given 

6  unto  you  and  to  your  fathers  for  ever  and  ever :  And  go  not 
after  other  gods  to  serve  them,  and  to  prostrate  yourselves  to 
them,  and  provoke  me  not  to  anger  with  the  works  of  your 

7  hands ;  and  I  will  do  you  no  evil.  Yet  ye  have  not  hearkened 
unto  me,  z>  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  that  ye  might  pro¬ 
voke  me  to  anger  with  the  works  of  your  hands  to  your  own 

S  evil.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts ;  Because  ye 

0  have  not  heard  my  words.  Behold,  I  will  Bend  and  take  all  the 
families  of  the  north,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and 
Nebuchadrezzar  the  king  of  Babylon,  my  servant,  and  will 
bring  them  against  this  land,  and  against  the  inhabitants 
thereof,  and  against  all  these  nations  round  about,  and  will 
doom  them,  and  make3  them  an  astonishment,  and  a  hissing 

10  and  perpetual  mins.  Moreover  I  will  take1  from  them  the 
voice  of  mirth,  and  the  voice  of  rejoicing,  the  voice  of  the 
bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of  the  bride,  the  sound5  of  the  mill- 

1 1  stones,  and  the  light  of  the  candle.  And  this  whole  land  shall 
be  a  ruin,  and  an  astonishment ;  and  these  nations  shall  serve 

12  the  king  of  Babylon  seventy  years.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
when  seventy  years  are  accomplished,6  that  I  will  punish7  the 
king  of  Babylon,  and  that  nation,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  for  their  iniquity,  and  the  laud  of  the  Chaldeans,  and 

13  will  make*  it  perpetual  desolations.  And  I  will  bring  upon 
that  land  all  my  words  which  I  have  spoken  against  it,  even  all 
that  is  written  in  this  book,  which  Jeremiah  hath  prophesied 

14  against  all  the  nations.  When  many  nations  and  great  kings 
shall  themselves  have  worked  them,  then  will  I  repay  them 
according  to  their  deeds,  and  according  to  the  works  of  their 
own  hands. 

15  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  unto  me;  Take  the 

1  was.  5  a  man.  s  i>ur.  *  cause  to  perish.  *  voice.  11  full.  1  bear  m  mind.  11  put. 
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vine  cap  of  this  fury  at  my  hand,  and  cause  all  the  nations,  to 

16  whom  I  send  thee,  to  drmk  it.  And  they  shall  drink,  and 
reel,  and  be  mad,  because  of  the  sword  that  T  will  send 

1 7  among  them.  Then  took  I  the  cup  at  the  hand  of  the  Eternal, 
and  made  all  the  nations  to  drink,  unto  whom  the  Eternal  hath 

18  sent  me.  7b  wit,  Jerusalem,  and  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  the 
kings  thereof,  and  the  officers  thereof,  to  make  them  a  ruin,  an 

19  astonishment,  a  hissing,  and  a  curse;  as  it  is  this  day;  Pha¬ 
raoh  king  of  Egypt,  and  his  savants,  and  his  officers,  and  all 

20  his  people ;  And  all  the  west,1  and  all  the  kings  of  the  land  of 
Us,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  land  of  the  Philistines,  and  Ash- 
kelon,  and  Azzah,  and  Ekrou,  and  the  remnant  of  Ashdod, 

21  Edom,  and  Moab,  and  the  children  of  Ammon.  And  ell  the 

22  kings  of  Tyrus,  and  all  the  kings  of  Zidon,  and  the  kings  of 

23  the  maritime  settlement,  which  is  beyond  the  sea,  Dedan,  and 
Tema,  and  Buz,  and  all  whose  coiners  of  the  hair  are  cut  off, 

24  And  all  the  kings  of  Arahia,  and  all  the  kings  of  the  west1  that 

25  dwell  in  the  desert,  And  all  the  kingB  of  Zimri,  and  all  the 

26  kings  of  Elam,  and  all  the  kings  of  Media.  And  all  the  kings 
of  the  north,  far  and  near,  one  with  another,9  and  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  earth,  which  are  upon  the  face  of  the  ground  t 

27  and  the  king  of  Sheshach  shall  drink  after  them.  Therefore 
thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the 
God  of  Israel ;  Drink  ye,  and  be  drunken,  and  spue,  and  fall, 
and  rise  no  more,  because  of  the  sword  which  I  will  send 

28  among  you.  And  it  shall  be,  if  they  refuse  to  fake  the  cup  at 
thy  hand  to  drink,  then  shalt  thou  say  unto  them.  Thus  saith 

29  the  Eternal  of  hosts ;  Ye  shall  certainly  drink.  For,  lo,  1  begin 
to  bring  evil  on  the  city  which  is  called  by  my  name,  and  should 
ye  be  utterly  unpunished  t3  Ye  shall  not  be  unpunished  :9  for 
1  will  call  for  a  sword  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  is 

30  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  Therefore  prophesy 
thou  against  them  all  these  words,  and  say  unto  them,  -The 
Eternal  shall  roar  from  on  high,  and  utter  his  voice  from  his 
holy  abode ;  he  Bhall  mightily  roar  npon  his  habitation ;  he 

1  evening,  1  a  man  to  hit  brother.  1  clear-  *  give. 
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shall  give  a  shout,  as  they  that  tread  the  grapes,  against  all  the 

31  inhabitants  of  the  earth,  A  noise  shall  come  even  to  the  ex¬ 
tremity  of  the  earth;  for  the  Eternal  bath  a  quarrel  with  the 
nations,  he  will  plead  with  all  flesh ;  he  will  give  them  that  are 

32  winked  to  the  sword,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal*  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  Behold,  evil  shall  go  forth  from 
nation  to  nation,  and  a  great  storm  shall  be  raised  up  from  the 

33  coasts1  of  the  earth.  And  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall  be 
at  that  day  from  one  extremity  of  the  earth  even  unto  the 
other  extremity  of  the  earth :  they  shall  not  be  lamented, 
neither  gathered,  nor  buried;  they  shall  be  dung  upon  the  face 

34  of  the  ground.  Howl,  ye  shepherds,  and  cry;  and  wallow 
yourselves  in  the  ashes,  ye  principal3  of  the  flock :  for  the  days 
of  your  slaughter  are  accomplished,3  1  will  disperse  you ;  and 

3 5  yc  shall  fall  like  a  vessel  of  pleasantness.  And  refuge  vanisheth1 
from  the  shepherds  and  escape  from  the  principal3  of  the  flock* 

36  A  voice  of  the  cry  of  the  shepherds,  and  a  howling  of  the 
principal3  of  the  flock,  shall  be  heard:  for  the  Eternal  hath 

37  spoiled  their  pasture.  And  the  peaceable  towns  are  struck 
dumb  because  of  the  fierceness  of  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal. 

38  He  hath  forsaken  his  covert,5  as  the  young  lion  ;  for  their  land 
is  desolate  because  of  the  fierceness  of  the  oppressing  sword, 
and  because  of  the  fierceness  of  his  wrath. 

Chap*  XXVI. 

1  In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Jchoiakim  the  son  of  Joriah 

2  king  of  Judah  came*  this  word  from  the  Eternal,  saying.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal;  Stand  in  the  enclosure  of  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  and  speak  concerning  all  the  cities  of  Judah,  which 
come  to  prostrate  themselves  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  all 
words  that  1  command  thee  to  speak  unto  them  ;  diminish  not 

3  a  word  :  Perhaps  they  will  hearken,  and  turn7  every  man  from 
his  evil  way,  that  I  may  repent  me  of  the  evil,  which  I  purpose8 

4  to  do  unto  them  because  of  the  evil  of  their  doings*  And  thou 
shalt  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  ;  If  ye  will  not 
hearken  to  me,  to  walk  in  my  law,  which  I  have  set9  before 

5  you,  To  hearken  to  the  words  of  my  servants  the  prophets, 
whom  I  sent  unto  you,  both  rising  up  early,  and  sending  them f 

6  hut  ye  have  not  hearkened;  Then  will  I  make10  this  house 
like  Shiloh,  and  will  make14  this  city  a  curse  to  all  the  nations

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7  of  the  earth.  So  the  priests  and  the  prophets  and  all  the 
people  heard  Jeremiah  speaking  these  words  in  the  house  of 

8  the  Eternal,  Now  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jeremiah  had  finished 
speaking  all  that  the  Eternal  had  commanded  him  to  speak 
unto  all  the  people,  that  the  priests  and  the  prophets  and  all 

9  the  people  took  him,  saying.  Thou  shalt  surely  die.  Why  hast 
thou  prophesied  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  saying.  This  house 
shall  be  like  Shiloh,  and  this  city  shall  be  desolate  without  an 
inhabitant  ?  And  all  the  people  were  gathered  against  Jeremiah 

10  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  When  the  officers  of  Judah  heard 
these  things,  then  they  came  up  from  the  king's  house  unto  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  and  sat  down  in  the  entrance  of  the  new 

1 1  gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  Then  spake  tbe  priests  and 
the  prophets  unto  the  officers  and  to  all  the  people,  saying. 
This  man  is  worthy  to  die  i1  for  he  hath  prophesied  against 

12  this  city,  as  ye  have  heard  with  your  ears.  Then  spake  Jere¬ 
miah  unto  all  the  officers  and  to  all  the  people,  saying,  The 
Eternal  sent  me  to  prophesy  against  this  house  and  against  this 

13  city  all  the  words  that  ye  have  heard.  Therefore  now  amend 
your  ways  and  your  doings,  and  obey  the  voice  of  the  Eternal 
your  God;  aud  the  Eternal  will  repent  him  of  the  evil  that  he 

14  Lath  pronounced8  against  you.  As  for  me,  Behold,  I  am  in 
your  hand :  do  with  me  as  is  good  and  right  in  your  eyes. 

15  But  know  ye  for  certain,  tliat  if  ye  put  me  to  death,  ye  shall 
surely  bring3  innocent  blood  upon  yourselves,  and  upon  this 
city,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  thereof ;  for  of  a  truth  the 
Eternal  hath  sent  me  unto  you  to  speak  all  these  words  in  your 

1 6  ears.  Then  said  the  officers  and  all  the  people  unto  the  priests 
and  to  the  prophets ;  This  man  is  not  worthy  to  die  :l  for  he 

17  hath  spoken  to  ns  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal  our  God.  Then 
rose  up  some  men  of  the  ciders  of  the  land,  and  spake  to  all 

18  the  assembly  of  the  people,  saying,  Micah  the  Morasthite  pro¬ 
phesied  in  the  days  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  spake  to  all 
the  people  of  Judah,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts; 
Zion  shall  be  plowed  like  a  field,  and  Jerusalem  shall  become 
heaps,  and  the  mountain  of  the  house  as  the  high  places  of  a 

I 

1  a  judgment  of  dcatli  1  spuken.  5  pve. 
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19  forest.  Did  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah  and  all  Judah  pub  him 
at  all  to  death  ?  did  he  not  fear  the  Eternal,  and  besought  the 
Eternal,  and  the  Eternal  repented  him  of  the  evil  which  he 
had  pronounced1  against  them  ?  Thus  might  we  procure8  great 

20  evil  against  our  souls.  And  there  was  also  a  man  that  pro¬ 
phesied  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  Urijah  the  son  of  Shemaiah 
of  Kiijalh-jeaTim,  who  prophesied  against  this  city  and  against 

21  this  land  according  to  all  the  words  of  Jeremiah;  And  when 
Jehoiakim  the  king,  with  all  his  heroes,  and  all  the  officers, 
heard  his  words,  the  king  sought  to  put  him  to  death;  but 
when  Urijah  heard  it,  he  was  afraid,  and  fled,  and  went  into 

22  Egypt ;  And  Jehoiakim  the  king  sent  men  into  Egypt,  namely, 
Elnathan  the  son  of  Achbor,  and  certain  men  with  him  into 

23  Egypt.  And  they  fetched3  forth  Urijah  out  of  Egypt,  and 
brought  him  unto  Jehoiakim  the  king;  who  smote  him  with 
the  sword,  and  cast  his  dead  body4  into  the  graves  of  the 

2-1  common1  people.  Nevertheless  the  hand  of  Ahikam  the  son 
of  Shaphan  was  with  Jeremiah,  that  they  should  not  give  him. 
into  the  hand  of  the  people  to  put  him  to  death. 

Chap.  XXVII. 

1  In  the  beginning  of  the  reign  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  of 
Josiah  king  of  Judah  came*  this  word  unto  Jeremiah  from 

2  the  Eternal,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  to  me ;  Make 

3  thee  honds  and  poles,  and  put7  them  upon  thy  neck.  And 
send  them  forth  to  the  king  of  Edom,  and  to  the  king  of 
Moalt,  and  to  the  king  of  the  Ammonites,  and  to  the  king 
of  Tyrus,  and  to  the  king  of  Zidon,  by  the  hand  of  the 
messengers  who  come  to  Jerusalem  unto  Zedekiah  king  of 

4  Judah ;  And  command  them  to  say  unto  their  lords.  Thus  saith 
the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel;  Thus  shall  ye  say  unto 

5  your  lords ;  E  have  made  the  earth,  the  man  and  the  beast  that 
are  upon  the  earth,  hy  my  great  strength  and  by  my  out¬ 
stretched8  arm,  and  have  given  it  unto  whom  it  seemed  meet 

6  in  my  eyes.  And  now  have  I  given  all  these  lands  into  the 
hand  of  Nebuchadnezzar  the  lung  of  Babylon,  my  servant; 

1  snoki'n.  3  do,  5  brought.  *  carrion.  5  sons  of  the.  *  was.  7  give.  8  inclined. 
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and  the  animals  of  the  field  have  I  given  him  also  to  serve 

7  him.  And  all  nations  shall  serve  him,  and  his  son,  and  his 
son's  son,  until  the  very  time  of  his  land  come :  and  then  many 

8  nations  and  great  kings  shall  work  him.  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  the  nation  and  kingdom  which  will  not  serve  the 
same  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  that  will  not 
put1  their  neck  under  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  on  that 
nation  will  1  inflict  punishment,3 is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal, 
with  the  sword,  and  with  the  famine*  and  with  the  pestilence, 

9  until  I  have  consumed3  them  by  his  hand.  Therefore  hearken 
not  ye  to  your  prophets,  nor  to  your  diviners*  nor  to  your 
dreams,  uor  to  your  observers  of  clouds,  nor  to  your  sorcerers, 
who  speak  unto  you,  saying.  Ye  shall  not  serve  the  king  of 

10  Babylon :  For  they  prophesy  a  lie  unto  you,  to  remove  you  far 
from  your  land ;  and  that  I  should  drive  you  out,  and  ye 

1 1  should  perish.  But  the  nations  that  bring  their  neck  under 
the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  serve  him,  those  will  I  let 
remain  still  in  their  own  land,  is  the  declaration  ol'  Lhe  Eternal  \ 

12  and  they  shall  till*1  it,  and  dwell  therein.  I  spake  also  to 
Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  according  to  all  these  words,  saying, 
Bring  your  necks  under  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and 

13  serve  him  and  his  people,  and  live.  Why  will  ye  die,  thou  aud 
thy  people,  by  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the  pestilence, 
as  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  against  the  nation  that  will  not 

14  serve  the  king  of  Babylon?  Therefore  hearken  not  unto  the 
words  of  the  prophets  that  speak  unto  you,  saying.  Ye  shall 
not  serve  the  king  of  Babylon :  for  they  prophesy  a  lie  unto 

15  you.  Fot  J  have  not  sent  them,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  yet  they  prophesy  a  lie  in  my  name ;  that  T  might 
drive  you  out,  and  that  ye  might  perish,  ye,  and  the  prophets 

1 6  that  prophesy  unto  you.  Also  1  spake  to  the  priests  and  to  all 
this  people,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Hearken  not  to 
the  words  of  your  prophets  that  prophesy  unto  you,  saying. 
Behold,  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  shall  now 
speedily  be  restored  from  Babylon :  for  they  prophesy  a  lie 

1 7  unto  you.  Hearken  not  unto  them ;  serve  the  king  of  Babylon, 

1  give.  11  hear  in  mind.  3  completed.  J  serve. 
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1 8  and  Jive ;  wherefore  should  this  city  be  a  ruin  ?  But  if  they 
be  prophets,  and  if  the  word  of  the  Eternal  be  with  them,  let 
them  now  make  intercession  to  the  Eternal  of  hostB,  that  the 
vessels  which  are  left  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  in  the 
house  of  the  king  of  Judah,  and  at  Jerusalem,  go  not  to 

li)  Babylon.  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts  concerning  the 
columns,  and  concerning  the  sea,  and  concerning  the  bases,  and 
concerning  the  residue  of  the  vessels  that  are  left  in  the  city. 

20  Which  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  took  not,  when  he 
carried  away  captive  Jeconiah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king  of 
Judah  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon,  and  all  the  nobles  of  Judah 

2 1  and  Jerusalem ;  Yea,  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel,  concerning  the  vessels  that  are  left  in  the  house  of 
the  Eternal,  and  in  the  bouse  of  the  king  of  Judah  and  of 

22  Jerusalem j  They  shall  be  brought  to  Babylon,  and  there  shall 
they  be.  until  the  day  that  I  bear  them  in  mind,  is  the  declare- 
tion  of  the  Eternal ;  then  will  T  bring  them  up,  and  restore 
them  to  this  place. 


Chap.  XX VI II. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  the  same  year,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
reign  of  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  in  the  fourth  year,  and  in 
the  fifth  month,  that  Hananiah  the  son  of  Azur  the  prophet, 
who  was  of  Gibeon,  spake  unto  me  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 
hef'ore  the  eyes  of  the  priests,  and  of  all  the  people,  saying, 

2  Thus  sayeth  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  saying,  I 

3  have  broken  the  yoke  of  the  king  of  Babylon.  Within  two 
full1  years  will  I  restore  to  this  place  all  the  vessels  of  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  that  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon 

4  took  away  from  this  place,  and  restore  them  to  Babylon :  And 
I  will  restore  to  this  place  Jeconiah  the  son  of  Jehoiakim  king 
of  Judah,  with  all  the  exiles  of  Judah,  that  went  into  Babylon,

5  the  king  of  Babylon.  Then  the  prophet  Jeremiah  said  unto 
the  prophet  Hananiah  hefore  the  eyes  of  the  priests,  and  before 
the  eyes  of  all  the  people  that  stood  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 

fi  Even  the  prophet  Jeremiah  said.  Amen  :  the  Eternal  do  so  : 
the  Eternal  perform  thy  words  which  thou  hast  prophesied,  to 

!  tbiys. 
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restore  the  vessels,  of  the  bouse  of  the  Eternal,  and  all  that  is 

7  carried  into  exile,  from  Babylon  into  this  place.  Never¬ 
theless  hear  thou  now  this  word  that  1  speak  in  thine  ears,  and 

8  in  the  ears  of  all  the  people ;  The  prophets  that  have  been 
before  me  and  hefore  thee  of  old  prophesied  both  against  many 
countries,  and  against  great  kingdoms,  of  war,  and  of  evil,  ana 

0  of  pestilence.  The  prophet  who  prophesieth  of  peace,  when 
the  word  of  the  prophet  shall  come  to  pass,  tften  shall  the 

10  prophet  be  known,  that  the  Eternal  hath  truly  sent  him.  Then 
Hananiah  the  prophet  took  the  pole  from  off  the  prophet 

11  Jeremiah’s  neck,  and  brake  it.  And  Hananiah  spake  before 
the  eyes  of  all  the  people,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal; 
Even  so  will  I  break  the  yoke  of  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of 
Babylon  from  the  neck  of  all  nations  within  two  full1  years. 
And  the  prophet  Jeremiah  went  his  way. 

12  Then  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came*  unto  Jeremiah  the 
prophet,  after  that  Hananiah  the  prophet  had  broken  the  pole 

13  from  off  the  neck  of  the  prophet  Jeremiah,  saying,  Go  and  tell 
Hananiah,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Thou  hast  broken 
the  poles  of  wood ;  but  thou  shalt  make  for  them  poles  of  iron. 

14  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel;  I  have 
put3  a  yoke  of  iron  upon  the  neck  of  all  these  nations,  that  they 
may  serve  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon ;  and  they  shall 
serve  him  :  and  I  have  given  him  the  animals  of  the  Held  also. 

1 5  Then  said  the  prophet  Jeremiah  unto  Hananiah  the  prophet. 
Hear  now,  Hananiah ;  The  Eternal  hath  not  sent  thee ;  but 

1 0  (hou  makest  this  people  to  trust  in  a  lie.  Therefore  thus  saith 
the  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  cast4  thee  from  off  the  face  of  the 
earth ;  this  year  thon  shalt  die,  because  thou  hast  spoken  de- 

17  flection  against  the  Eternal*  So  Hananiah  the  prophet  died 
the  same  year  in  the  seventh  month. 

Chap.  XXIX. 

1  Now  these  are  the  words  of  the  letter5  that  Jeremiah  the  pro¬ 
phet  sent  from  Jerusalem  unto  the  residue  of  the  elders  of  the 

1  days.  5  was.  3  given.  *  wad.  '  book. 
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exile,  and  to  the  priests,  and  to  the  prophets,  and  to  oil  the 
people  Thom  Nebuchadnezzar  had  carried  into  exile  from 

2  Jerusalem  to  Babylon  ;  After  that  Jeconiah  the  king,  and  the 
mistress,  and  the  eunuchs,  the  officers  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem, 
and  the  artificers  and  the  smiths,  were  gone  forth  from  Jera- 

.3  satem ;  By  the  hand  of  Elasah  the  son  of  Shaphan,  and  Ge- 
mariah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  whom  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  sent 
unto  Babylon  to  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon,  saying, 

4  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  unto  all 
the  exiles,  whom  I  have  caused  to  be  carried  into  exile  from 

5  Jerusalem  unto  Babylon  ;  Build  ye  houses,  and  abide  in  them ; 

6  and  plant  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them ;  Take  ye  wives, 
and  beget  sons  and  daughters  ;  and  take  wives  for  your  sous, 
and  give  your  daughters  to  husbands,  that  they  may  bear  sons 
and  daughters ;  that  ye  may  be  increased  there,  and  not 

7  diminished.  And  seek1  the  peace  of  the  city  whither  I  have 
caused  you  to  be  carried  into  exile,  and  pray  unto  the 
Eternal  for  it t  for  in  the  peace  thereof  shall  ye  have  peace. 

8  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel;  Let 
not  your  prophets  and  your  diviners,  that  be  in  the  midst  of 
you,  entice  you,  neither  hearken  to  your  dreams  which  ye  cause 

9  to  be  dreamed.  For  they  prophesy  lies  unto  you  in  my  name  : 

1 0  I  bare  not  sent  them,  u  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  For 
thus  saith  the  Eternal,  That  after  seventy  years  be  accom¬ 
plished3  at  Babylon  I  will  bear  you  in  mind,  and  perform  my 

1 1  good  word  towards  yon,  in  restoring  you  to  this  place.  For  I 
know  the  thoughts  that  I  think  towards  you,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  F.temal,  thoughts  of  peace,  and  not  of  evil,  to  give  you  a 

12  future*  and  a  hope.  Then  shall  ye  call  upon  me,  and  ye  shall 

13  go  and  pray  unto  me,  and  I  will  hearken  unto  you.  And  ye 
shall  seek  me,  and  find  me,  when  ye  shall  inquire  for  me  with 

14  all  your  heart.  And  I  will  be  found  of  you,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal :  and  I  will  restore  your  captives,  and  I  will 
gather  you  from  all  the  nations,  and  from  all  the  places  whither 

1  inquire.  1  full.  1  remoteness. 
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I  have  driven  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  and  I  will 
restore  you  to  the  place  whence  I  caused  you  to  be  carried  away 

15  captive.  Because  ye  have  said,  The  Eternal  hath  established 

1 6  for  us  prophets  in  Babylon ;  Know  tbat  thus  salth  the  Eternal  of 
the  king  that  sitteth  upon  the  throne1  of  David;  and  of  all  the 
people  that  abide th  in  this  city,  and  of  your  brethren  that  are 

1 7  not  gone  forth  with  you  into  exile ;  Thus  saith  the  Eternal 
of  hosts ;  Behold,  I  will  send  upon  them  the  sword,  the  famine, 
and  the  pestilence,  and  will  make*  them  like  vile  H  figs,  that 

18  cannot  be  eaten,  for  badness.  And  I  will  pursue  them  with 
the  sword,  with  the  famine,  and  with  the  pestilence,  and  will 
make®  them  a  fright  to  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth,  to  be  an 
execration,  and  ait  astonishment,  and  a  hissing,  and  a  dis¬ 
grace,  among  all  the  nations  wbither  I  have  driven  them : 

19  Because  they  have  not  hearkened  to  my  words,  is  the  declara¬ 
tion  of  the  Eternal,  which  I  Bent  unto  them  by  my  servants  the 
prophets,  rising  up  early  and  sending  them ;  but  ye  would  nut 

20  hear,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  Hear  ye  therefore  the 
word  of  the  Eternal,  all  ye  of  die  exile,  whom  I  have  sent 

21  forth  from  Jerusalem  to  Babylon :  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of 
hosts,  the  God  of  Israel,  of  Ahab  the  son  of  Kolaiah,  and  of

Thus  speaketh  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel, 
saying,  Because  thou  hast  sent  letters9  in  thy  name  unto  all  the 
people  that  are  at  Jerusalem,  and  to  Zephaniah  the  son  of 

2G  Maaseiah  the  priest,  and  to  all  the  priests,  saying,  The  Eternal 
hath  made*  thee  priest  in  the  stead  of  Jehoiada  the  priest,  that 

1  ol>  air,  s  give.  *  put.  *  done.  *  books-  *  jfiven. 
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ye  should  be  oversews  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  for  every 
man  that  is  mad,  and  maketh  him  self  a  prophet,  that  thou 

27  shouldest  put1  him  in  the  stocks,  and  in  prison.  Now  therefore 
why  hast  thou  not  rebuked  Jeremiah  of  Anathoth,  who  maketh 

23  himself  a  prophet  to  you  ?  For  therefore  he  sent  unto  us  in 
Babylon,  saying,  There  is  healing:  build  ye  houses,  and  abide 

29  in  them;  and  plant  gardens,  and  eat  the  fruit  of  them.  And 
Zephaniali  the  priest  read  this  letter9  in  the  ears  of  Jeremiah 

30  the  prophet*  Then  came3  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto 

31  Jeremiah,  saying.  Send  to  all  them  of  the  exile,  saying. 
Thus  saitb  the  Eternal  concerning  Shemaiah  the  Nehelamite; 
Because  that  Shemaiah  hath  prophesied  unto  yon,  and  I  sent 

32  him  not,  and  he  caused  you  to  trust  in  a  He:  Therefore  thus 
saith  the  Eternal;  Behold,  I  will  punish4  Shemaiah  the  Nehe- 
lamite,  and  his  seed  :  he  shall  not  have  a  man  to  abide  among 
this  people  ;  neither  shall  he  see  the  good  that  I  will  do  for  my 
people,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  because  he  hath 
spoken  defection  against  the  Eternal.

1  Thu  word  that  came3  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  saying, 

2  Thus  saycth  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  as  follows.  Write  thee 

3  all  the  words  that  I  have  spoken  unto  thee  in  a  book.  For,  lo, 
days  come,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  1  will  turn 
the  captives  of  my  people  Israel  and  Judah,  saith  the  Eternal : 
and  1  will  restore  them  to  the  land  that  I  gave  to  their  fathers, 

4  and  they  shall  possess  it.  And  these  are  the  words  that  the

7  turned  into  paleness?6  Alas!  for  that  day  is  great,  so  that 
none  U  like  it :  it  is  even  the  time  of  Jacob’s  trouble  ;  but  he 

3  shall  be  saved  out  of  it.  For  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  I  will  break  his 
yoke  from  off  thy  neck,  and  will  burst  thy  bonds,  and  strangers7 

1  fl-ivo*  -  book.  a  *  bear  in  mind.  5  an  adult  man.  *  grcctinefls.  T  laymen. 
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9  shall  no  more  serve  themselves  of  him :  But  they  shall  serve 
the  Eternal  their  God,  and  David  their  king,  whom  f  will 

10  establish  for  them.  Therefore  fear  thou  not,  0  my  servant 
Jacob,  is  tbe  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  neither  be  dismayed, 
O  Israel;  for,  lo,  I  will  save  thee  from  afar,  and  thy  seed  from 
the  land  of  their  captivity ;  and  Jacob  shall  return,  and  shall 

11  be  in  reBt,  and  be  quiet,  and  none  shall  frighten.  For  T  am 
with  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  to  save  thee :

All  thy  lovers  have  forgotten  thee;  they 
inquire  not  after  tbee ;  for  I  have  smitten  thee  with  the  blow  of 
an  enemy,  with  a  cruel  chastisement,  for  the  multitude  of  thine 

Id  iniquity ;  because  thy  sins  were  mighty.  Why*  criest  thou  for

1G  Thus  saith  the  Eternal;  Refrain  thy  voice  from  weeping, 
and  thine  eyes  from  tears :  for  thy  work  shall  be  rewarded,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ;  and  they  shall  return  from  the 

1/  land  of  the  enemy*  And  there  is  hope  in  thine  end/  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  thy  children  shall  return  to  their 

18  own  boundary.  I  have  surely  heard  Ephraim  bemoaning  him¬

24  thee,  O  habitation  of  justice,  and  mountain  of  holiness*  And 
there  shall  abide  in  Judah  itself,  and  in  all  the  cities  thereof 
together,  husbandmen,  and  they  that  go  forth  with  droves.

And  they 
shall  teach  no  more  every  man  his  fellow,  and  every  man  his 
brother,  saying.  Know  the  Eternal :  for  they  shall  all  know 
nie,  from  the  smallest  of  them  unto  the  greatest  of  them,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal :  for  I  will  forgive  tbeir  iniquity,  and 

35  I  will  remember  their  sin  no  more.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal, 
giving  the  sun  for  a  light  by  day,  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
moon  and  stars  for  a  light  by  night,  who  divideth  the  sea  when 

36  the  waves  thereof  roar ;  The  Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name :  If 
those  ordinances  depart^from  hefore  me,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal,  then  the  seed  of  Israel  also  shall  cease*1  from  being 
a  nation  before  me  for  ever. 

37  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  If  heaven  above  can  be  measured, 
and  the  foundations  of  the  earth  searched  out  beneath,  I  will 
also  cast  off 4  all  the  Beed  of  Israel  for  all  that  they  have  done, 

33  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Behold,  days  come,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that  the  city  shall  be  built  to  the 
Eternal  from  the  tower  of  Han&neel  unto  the  gate  of  the 

3D  corner.  And  the  measuring  line  shall  yet  go  forth  over  against 
it  upon  the  hill  Gareb,  and  shall  compass  about  to  tio&th. 

4b  And  the  whole  valley  of  the  carcases,  and  the  ashes,  and  all 
the  fields  unto  the  brook  of  Kidron,  unto  the  corner  of  the 
horse  gate  towards  the  east,  shall  be  holiness  unto  the  Eternal ; 
it  shall  not  be  plucked  up,  nor  thrown  down  anymore  for  ever.

1  The  word  that  came1  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal  in  ihc 
tenth  year  of  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  which  was  the  eighteenth 

2  year  of  Nebuchadrezzar.  For  then  the  king  of  Babylon  a  force 
besieged  Jerusalem:  and  Jeremiah  the  prophet  was  shut  up3  in 
the  enclosure  of  the  custody,  which  was  in  the  king  of  Judah's 

3  house.  For  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  had  shut  him*  up*  saying, 
Why  dost  thou  prophesy,  and  say.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal, 
Behold,  I  will  give  this  city  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

4  Babylon,  and  he  shall  conquer  it;  And  Zedekiah  king  of 
Judah  shall  not  escape  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans*  but 
shall  surely  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon, 
and  shall  speak  with  him  mouth  to  mouth,  and  his  eyes  shall 

5  sec  his  eyes;  And  he  shall  lead  Zedekiah  to  Babylon,  and 
there  shall  he  he  until  I  visit3  him,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal;  though  ye  fight  with  the  Chaldeans,  ye  shall  not 
prosper* 

C  And  Jeremiah  said.  The  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me, 

7  saying,  Behold,  Han  am  eel  the  son  of  Shallum  thine  uncle 
shall  come  unto  thee,  saying,  Acquire  for  thee  my  field  that  is 
in  Anathoth  :  for  the  right*  of  redemption  is  thine  to  acquire  it * 

y  So  Hanameel  mine  uncle’s  son  came  to  me  in  the  enclosure  of 
the  custody  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal*  and  said 
unto  me*  Pray  acquire  my  field  that  is  in  Anathoth,  which  is  in 
the  country  of  Benjamin  :  for  the  right  of  inheritance  is  thine, 
and  the  redemption  is  thine  ;  acquire  it  for  thyself*  Then  I 

9  knew  that  this  was  the  word  of  the  Eternal*  And  I  acquired 
the  field  of  Hanameel  my  uncle's  son*  that  was  in  Anathoth, 
and  weighed  him  the  money,  even  seven  shekels  and  ten  stiver 

10  pieces*  And  1  wrote  it  in  the  book,  and  sealed  it *  and  took 

11  witnesses,  and  weighed  h im  the  money  in  the  balances*  So  I 
took  the  book  of  the  purchase,  both  that  which  was  sealed 

12  according  to  the  law  and  statutes*  and  which  was  open  :5  And 
I  gave  the  book  of  the  purchase  unto  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah, 
the  son  of  Maaseiah*  in  the  sight6  of  Hanameel  mine  uncle's 
sony  and  in  the  presence*  of  the  witnesses  that  wrote  in  the 
book  of  the  purchase,  before  all  the  Jews  that  sat  in  the 

13  enclosure  of  tbe  custody.  And  I  commanded  Baruch  before 

14  them,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts*  the  God  of 

1  was.  2  withheld.  2  bear  in  mind.  4  judgment.  5  revealed.  c  eves. 
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Israel ;  Take  these  books,  this  book  of  the  purchase,  both 
which  is  sealed,  and  Ibis  evidence  which  is  open  ;l  and  put* 
them  in  an  earthen  vessel,  that  they  may  continue3  many  days. 

1 5  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Houses 
and  Helds  and  vineyards  shall  be  acquired  again  in  this  land. 

16  Now  when  I  bad  given  the  book  of  the  purchase  unto  Baruch 

17  the  son  of  Neriah,  I  prayed  unto  the  Eternal,  saying.  Ah  Lord 
Eternal !  behold,  thou  hast  made  the  heaven  and  the  earth  by 
thy  great  power  and  stretched  out4  arm,  and  there  is  nothing 

18  too  wouderful  for  thee:  Thou  showest*  lovingkindness  unto 
thousands,  and  repayest  the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  into  the 
bosom  of  their  children  after  them :  the  Great,  the  Mighty 

19  God,  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  it  his  name.  Great  in  counsel,  and 
mighty  in  work  :  for  thine  eyes  are  open3  upon  all  the  ways  of 
the  sons  of  men  :  to  give  every  one  according  to  his  ways,  and 

20  according  to  the  fruit  of  his  doings  :  Who  hast  setT  signs  and 
wonders  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  even  unto  this  day,  and  in  Israel, 
and  among  other  men ;  and  hast  made  thee  a  name,  as  at  this 

21  day  ;  And  hast  brought  forth  thy  people  Israel  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  with  signs,  and  with  wonders,  and  with  a  strong 
hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out4  arm,  and  with  great  dread ; 

22  And  hast  given  them  this  land,  which  thou  didst  swear  to  their

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28  Therefore  thus  saitji  the  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  give  this  city 
into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  into  the  hand  of  Nebu- 

29  chadrer^ar  king  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall  conquer  it :  And  the 
Chaldeans,  that  fight  against  this  city,  shall  come  and  set  fire 
to  this  city,  and  bum  it ;  also  (he  houses,  upon  whose  roofs 
they  have  offered  incense  unto  the  Baal,  and  poured  out  drink 

30  offerings  unto  other  gods,  to  provoke  me  to  anger.  For  the 
children  of  Israel  and  the  children  of  Judah  have  only  done 
evil  before  my  eyes  from  their  youth  :  for  the  children  of  Israel 
have  only  provoked  me  to  anger  with  the  work  of  their  hands, 

31  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  For  this  city  hath  been  to 
me  as  a  provocation1  of  my  wrath  and  of  my  fury  from  the  day 
that  they  built  it  even  unto  this  day ;  that  I  should  remove  it 

32  from  before  my  face,  Because  of  all  the  evil  of  the  children  of 
Israel  and  of  the  children  of  Judah,  which  they  have  done  to 
provoke  me  to  anger,  they,  their  kings,  their  officers,  their 
priests,  and  their  prophets,  and  the  men  'of  Judah,  and  the  in- 

33  habitants  of  Jerusalem.  And  they  have  turned  unto  me  the 
back,*  and  not  the  face :  though  I  taught  them,  rising  up  early

34  recti  on.  But  they  set3  their  abominations  in  the  house,  which

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away  from  them,  to  do  them  good  ;  but  I  will  put  my  fear  in 

4 1  their  hearts,  that  they  shall  not  depart  from  me.  Yea,  I  will 
rejoice  over  them  to  do  them  good,  and  I  will  plant  them  in 
tins  land  assuredly  with  my  whole  heart  and  with  my  whole 
soul. 

42  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Like  as  I  have  brought  all  this 
great  evil  upon  this  people,  so  will  I  bring  upon  them  all  the 

43  good  that  I  have  promised  them.  And  fields  shall  be  acquired 
in  this  land,  whereof  ye  say.  It  is  desolation  without  man  ox 

44  beast ;  it  is  given  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans.  3/ten  shall 
acquire  fields  for  money,  and  write  it  in  the  book,  and  seal  it , 
and  take1  witnesses  in  the  land  of  Benjamin,  and  in  the  neigh¬ 
bourhoods  of  Jerusalem,  and  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in  the 
cities  of  the  mountains,  and  in  the  cities  of  the  lowland,  and  in 
the  cities  of  the  south :  for  I  will  restore  their  captivity,  it  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal- 

Chap.  XXXIII. 

1  Mobeover  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came*  unto  Jeremiah  the 
second  time,  while  he  was  yet  shut9  up  in  the  enclosure  of  the 

2  custody,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  the  maker  thereof,  the 
Eternal  that  formed  it,  to  establish  it ;  the  Eternal  is  his 

3  name ;  Call  unto  me,  and  I  will  answer  thee,  and  tell  thee 

4  great  and  mighty  things,  which  thou  knowest  not.  For  thus 
saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel,  concerning  the  houses  of 
this  city,  and  concerning  the  houses  of  the  kings  of  Judah, 

5  which  are  thrown  down  by  the  banks,  and  by  the  sword  They 
come  to  light  with  the  Chaldeans,  and  to  fill  them  with  the 
carcases  of  men,  whom  I  have  smitten  in  my  wrath  and  in  my 
fury,  and  for  all  whose  wickedness  I  have  hid1  my  face  from 

6  this  city.  Behold,  I  will  bring  it  health  and  cure,  and  I  will 
cure  them,  and  will  reveal  unto  them  the  granting  of  peace  and 

7  truth.  And  I  will  restore  the  captivity  of  Judah  and  the  cap- 

8  tivity  of  Israel,  and  will  build  them,  as  at  the  first.  And  I 
purify  them  from  all  their  iniquity,  whereby  they  have  sinned

1  rcudee  witness.  *  was  3  withheld.  *  screened. 
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all  the  good  that  I  do  unto  them  :  and  they  shall  dread  and  he 
agitated  for  all  the  goodness  and  for  all  the  prosperity1  that  1 

1 0  procure*  unto  it.  Thus  faith  the  Eternal ;  Again  there  shall 
be  heard  in  this  place,  which  yc  say  shall  be  desolate  without 
man  and  without  beast,  even  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  in  the 
streets  of  Jerusalem,  that  are  desolate,  without  man,  and  with- 

11  out  inhabitant,  and  without  beast.  The  voice  of  joy,  aud  the 
voice  of  gladness,  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom,  and  the  voice  of 
the  bride,  the  voice  of  them  that  shall  say.  Thank  the  Eternal 
of  hosts  ;  for  the  Eternal  is  good  ;  for  his  mercy  endure  th  for 
ever  :  and  of  them  that  shall  bring  the  sacrifice  of  acknowledg¬ 
ment  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  For  I  will  restore  the 

12  captivity  of  the  land,  as  at  the  first,  saith  the  Eternal.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts  j  Again  in  this  place,  which  is  deso¬ 
late  without  man  and  without  beast,  and  in  all  the  cities 
thereof,  shall  be  a  habitation  of  shepherds  causing  their  flocks 

13  to  lie  down.  In  the  cities  of  the  mountain,  in  the  cities  of  the

In  tbose  days,  and  at  that  time, 
will  1  cause  a  Branch3  of  righteousness  to  grow  up  unto 
Davjd ;  and  he  shall  execute4  judgment  and  righteousness  in 

1G  the  land*  In  those  days  shall  Judah  he  saved,  and  Jerusalem 
shall  dwell  aafely ;  and  this  is  the  name  wherewith  she  shall  be 

17  called,  The  Eternal  is  our  righteousness.  For  thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  There  shall  never  be  cut  off  a  man  from  David  to  sit 

18  upon  the  throne3  of  the  house  of  Israel,  Neither  shall  there 
be  cut  off  a  man  from  the  priests  the  Levi  tee  before  me  to 
offer6  burnt  offerings,  and  to  cause  oblations  to  ascend  in  fumes, 
and  to  do  sacrifice  all  the  days* 

19  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came7  unto  Jeremiah,  saying, 

20  Thus  saith  the  Eternal;  If  yc  can  make  void  my  covenant  v)Uh 
the  day,  and  my  covenant  with  the  night,  and  that  there  should 

21  not  be  day  and  night  in  their  season ;  Then  may  also  my 
covenant  be  made  void  with  David  my  servant,  that  he  should 
not  have  a  son  to  reign  upon  his  throne  ^  and  with  the  Levites 

’peace.  1  do,  *  growth.  *  do.  *  chair.  6  bring.  7  was. 
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22  the  priests,  my  ministers.  As  the  host  of  heaven  cannot  be 
numbered,  neither  the  sand  of  the  sea  measured  ;  so  will  I  in¬ 
crease  the  seed  of  David  my  servant,  and  the  Levites  that 
minister  unto  me. 

23  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  to  Jeremiah,  saying, 

2-1  O  on  side  rest*  thou  not  what  this  people  have  spoken,  saying, 

The  two  families  which  the  Eternal  hath  chosen,  he  hath  even 
cast3  them  off?  thus  they  have  scorned  my  people,  that  they 
should  be  no  more  a  nation  before  them. 

25  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  ;  If  my  covenant  be  not  day  and 
night,  and  I  have  not  appointed4  the  ordinances  of  heaven 

26  and  earth;  Then  will  I  cast  away*  the  seed  of  Jacob,  and 
David  my  servant,  so  that  I  will  not  take  any  of  his  seed  to  be 
rulers  over  the  seed  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  Jacob  :  for  I  will 
restore  their  captivity,  and  liave  mercy  on  them* 

Chap,  XXXIV. 

1  Thr  word  which  came1  unto  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  when 
Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and  all  his  force,  and  all  the 
kingdoms  of  the  countries  of  his  dominion,  and  all  the  peoples, 
fought  against  Jerusalem,  and  against  all  the  cities  thereof, 

2  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Go  and  say 
to  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  say  to  him,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  give  this  city  into  the  hand  of  the  king 

3  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall  bum  it  with  lire :  And  thou  shalt  not 
escape  out  of  his  hand,  but  shalt  surely  be  caught,  and  given 
into  his  hand  ;  and  thine  eyes  shall  see  the  eyes  of  the  king  of 
Babylon,  and  he  shall  speak  with  thee  mouth  to  mouth,  and 

4  thou  shalt  come  to  Babylon.  Yet  hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 
O  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah ;  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  thee, 

5  Thou  shalt  not  die  by  the  sword  :  But  thou  shalt  die  in  peace; 
and  with  the  burnings  of  thy  lathers,  the  former  kings  who 
were  before  thee,  so  shall  they  bum  odours  for  thee ;  and  they 
wall  lament  thee,  saying y  Ah  lord  !  for  I  have  spoken  the  word, 

6  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Then  Jeremiah  the  prophet 
spake  all  these  words  unto  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  iu  Jeru- 

7  salem.  When  the  king  of  Babylon’s  force  fought  against 
Jerusalem,  and  against  all  the  cities  of  Judah  that  were  left, 

1  was.  -  seesfc.  5  despised.  *  [tut.  a 
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against  Lachish,  and  against  Azekah :  for  these  fortified  cities 

8  remained  of  the  cities  of  Judah.  This  is  the  word  that  came1 
unto  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  after  that  the  king  Zedekiah 
had  made2  a  covenant  with  all  the  people  who  were  at  Jeru- 

9  salem,  to  call  out  liberty  unto  them ;  That  every  man  should 
let  his  manservant,  and  every  man  his  maidservant,  being  an 
Hebrew  or  an  Hebrewess,  go  free;  that  none  should  serve 

10  himself  of  them,  to  wit ,  of  a  Jew  his  brother.  Now  when  ail 
the  officers,  and  all  the  people,  who  had  entered3  into  the 
covenant,  heard  that  every  one  should  let  his  manservant,  and 
every  one  his  maidservant,  go  free,  that  none  should  serve 
themselves  of  them  any  more,  then  they  obeyed,  and  let  them 

11  go.  But  afterwards  they  turned,  and  caused  the  servants  and 
the  handmaids,  whom  they  had  let  go  free,  to  return,  and 
brought  them  into  subjection1  for  servants  and  for  handmaids. 

12  Therefore  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  to  Jeremiah  from  the 

13  Eternal,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel;  I 
made**  a  covenant  with  your  fathers  iu  the  day  that  I  brought 
them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  out  of  the  house  of 

14  servants,  saying,  At  the  end5  of  seven  years  let  ye  go  every 
man  his  brother  a  Hebrew,  who  hath  been  sold  unto  thee ;  and 
when  he  hath  served  thee  six  years,  thou  shalt  let  him  go  free 
from  thee :  but  your  fathers  hearkened  not  unto  me,  neither 

15  inclined  their  ear.  And  ye  turned  this  day,  and  had  done  the 
right  in  my  eyes,  in  calling  out  liberty  every  man  to  his  fellow ; 
and  ye  had  made8  a  covenant  before  me  in  the  house  which  is 

16  called  by  my  name:  But  ye  turned  and  profaned  my  name, 
and  caused  every  man  his  servant,  and  every  man  his  hand¬ 
maid,  whom  ye  had  sent  forth  free  at  their  pleasure,®  to  return, 
and  subdued  them,  to  be  unto  you  for  servants  and  for  hand- 

17  maids.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal;  Ye  have  not 
hearkened  unto  me,  in  calling  out  liberty,  every  man  to  his 
brother,  and  every  man  to  his  fellow :  behold,  I  call  out  a 
liberty  for  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  to  the  sword, 
to  the  pestilence,  and  to  the  famine ;  and  I  will  make  you  a 

18  fright  unto  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth.  And  I  will  give  the 
men  that  have  transgressed7  my  covenant,  who  have  not  per- 
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formed  the  words  of  the  covenant  which  they  had  made1  before 
me,  when  they  cut  the  calf  in  twain,  and  passed  between  the 

19  pieces  thereof.  The  officers  of  Judah,  and  the  officers  of  Je¬ 
rusalem,  the  eunuchs,  and  the  priests,  and  ail  the  people  of  the 

20  land,  who  passed  between  the  pieces  of  the  calf;  I  will  even 
give  them  into  the  hand  of  their  enemies,  and  into  the  hand  of 
them  that  seek  their  life  :3  and  their  carrion  shall  be  for  food 

21  unto  the  fowls  of  heaven,  and  to  the  beasts  of  the  earth.  And 
Zedckiah  king  of  Judah  and  his  officers  will  I  give  into  the 
hand  of  their  enemies,  and  into  the  hand  of  them  that  seek 
their  life,2  and  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Sabylon's  force, 

22  which  are  gone  up  from  you.  Behold,  I  will  command,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  make  them  return  to  this  city ; 
and  they  shall  fight  against  it,  and  conquer  it,  and  bum  it  with 
fire :  and  1  will  make*  the  cities  of  J  udah  a  desolation  without  an 
inhabitant. 


Chap.  XXXV. 

1  The  word  which  came1  unto  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal  in  the 

2  days  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  saying.  Go 
unto  the  house  of  the  Rechabites,  and  speak  unto  them,  and 
bring  them  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  into  one  of  the  cells, 

3  and  give  them  wine  to  drink.  Then  I  took  Jaazaniah  the  son 
of  Jeremiah,  the  son  of  Habaziniah,  and  his  brethren,  and  all 

4  his  sons,  and  the  whole  house  of  the  Rechabites ;  And  I 
brought  them  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  into  the  cell  of  the 
sons  of  Hanan,  the  son  of  Igdaliah,  a  man  of  God,  which  was 
by  the  cells  of  the  officers,  which  was  above  the  cell  of  Maaseiah 

5  the  son  of  Shallum,  the  keeper  of  the  door:  And  I  set5  before 
the  sons  of  tho  house  of  the  Rechabites  goblets  full  of  wine, 

6  and  cups,  and  I  said  unto  them.  Drink  ye  wine.  But  they  said. 
We  will  drink  no  wine :  for  Jonadab  the  son  of  Uechab  our 
father  commanded  us,  saying,  Ye  shall  drink  no  wine,  neither 

7  ye,  dot  your  sons  for  ever :  Neither  shall  ye  build  house,  nor 
sow  seed,  nor  plant  vineyard,  nor  have  any :  hut  all  your  days 
ye  shall  abide  in  tents ;  that  ye  may  live  many  days  in  the 

8  land  where  ye  sojourn.  Thus  have  we  obeyed  the  voice  of 
Jonadab  the  son  of  Rechab  our  father  in  all  that  he  hath 

1  cul  1  mil!.  1  give.  A  was.  5  irave. 
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commanded  us,  to ^ drink  no  wine  all  our  days,  we,  our  wires, 
£)  our  sons,  nor  our  daughters ;  Nor  to  build  houses  for  us  to 

1 0  abide  in  :  neither  have  we  vineyard,  nor  field,  nor  seed :  But 
we  abode  in  tents,  and  have  obeyed,  and  done  according  to  all 

11  that  Jonadab  our  father  commanded  us.  But  it  came  to  pass, 
when  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  came  up  into  the  land, 
that  we  said.  Come,  and  let  us  go  to  Jerusalem  for  fear1  of  the 
force  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  for  fear1  of  the  force  of  Syria :  so 

12  we  ahide  at  Jerusalem.  Then  came3  the  word  of  the  Eternal 

13  unto  Jeremiah,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the 
God  of  Israel ;  Go  and  soy  to  the  men  of  Judah  and  the 
inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  Will  ye  not  receive3  correction  to 

14  hearken  to  my  words  i  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  The 
words  of  Jonadab  the  son  of  Rechab,  that  he  commanded  his 
sons  not  to  drink  wine,  are  performed ;  for  unto  this  day  they 
drink  none,  but  obey  their  father’s  commandment :  notwith¬ 
standing  I  have  spoken  unto  you,  rising  early  and  speaking ; 

15  but  ye  hearkened  not  unto  me.  I  have  sent  also  unto  yon  all 
my  servants  the  prophets,  rising  up  early  and  sending  them, 
saying,  Return  ye  now  every  man  from  his  evil  way,  and  amend 
your  doings,  and  go  not  after  other  gods  to  serve  them,  and 
abide  on  the  ground  which  I  have  given  lo  you  and  to  your 
fathers :  but  ye  have  not  inclined  your  ear,  nor  hearkened  unto 

16  me :  Because  the  sons  of  Jonadab  the  son  of  Rechab  have  per¬ 
formed  the  commandment  of  their  father,  which  he  had  com¬ 
manded  them;  but  this  people  hath  not  hearkened  unto  me: 

17  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel ;  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon  Judah  and  upon  all  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Jerusalem  all  the  evil  that  I  have  spoken  against 
them :  because  I  have  spoken  unto  them,  but  they  have  not 
heard;  and  I  have  called  unto  them,  but  they  have  not 

18  answered.  And  Jeremiah  said  unto  the  house  of  the  Rechab  it  es, 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Because  ye 
have  oh  eyed  the  commandment  of  Jonadab  your  father,  and 
kept  all  his  precepts,  and  done  according  unto  all  that  he  hath 

19  commanded  you:  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts, 

*  from  the  fan.  1  was.  *  take. 
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the  God  of  Israel;  There  shall  not  be  cut  off  from  Jonadab 
the  son  of  Rechab  a  man  to  stand  before  ine  for  ever. 


Cjtaf.  XXXVI. 


1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  tbe  fourth  year  of  Jehoiakim  the  son 
of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  l}*at  this  word  came1  unto  Jeremiah 

3  from  the  Eternal,  saying,  Take  thee  a  roll  of  a  book,  and  write 
therein  all  the  words  that  I  have  spoken  unto  thee  against 
Israel,  and  against  Judah,  and  against  all  the  nations,  from  the 
day  I  spake  unto  thee,  from  the  days  of  Josiah,  even  unto  this 

3  day*  Perhaps  the  house  of  Judah  will  hear  all  the  evil  which 
X  purpose3  to  do  unto  them;  that  they  may  return  every  man 
from  his  evil  way;  that  I  may  forgive  their  iniquity  and  their 

4  sin.  Then  Jeremiah  called  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah:  and 
Baruch  wrote  from  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  all  the  words  of  the 
Eternal,  which  be  had  spoken  unto  him,  upon  a  roll  of  a  book. 

5  And  Jeremiah  commanded  Baruch,  saying,  I  am  shut  up;* 

0  I  cannot  go  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  Therefore  go  thou, 

and  read1  iu  the  roll,  which  thou  hast  written  from  my  mouth, 
the  words  of  the  Eternal  in  the  ears  of  the  people  in  the  house 
of  the  Eternal  upon  the  fasting  day  ;  and  also  thou  shalt  read 
them  in  the  ears  of  all  Judah  that  come  out  of  their  cities. 

7  Perhaps  their  supplications  will  come5  before  the  Eternal,  and 
will  return  every  one  from  bis  evil  way :  for  great  is  the  wrath 
and  the  fury  that  the  Eternal  hath  pronounced^  against  his 

8  people.  And  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah  did  according  to  all 
that  Jeremiah  the  prophet  commanded  him,  reading*  in  the 
book  the  words  of  the  Eternal  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal. 

9  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  fifth  year  of  Jehoiakim  the  son 
of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  in  the  ninth  month,  that  they  called 
out  a  fast  before  the  Eternal  to  all  the  people  in  Jerusalem, 
and  to  all  the  people  that  came  from  the  cities  of  Judah  unto 

10  Jerusalem.  Then  read3  Baruch  in  the  book  the  words  of 
Jeremiah  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  in  the  cell  of  Gemariah 
the  sou  of  Sliaphau  the  scribe,  in  the  upper  enclosure,  at  the 
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entrance  of  the  new  gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  in  the 

11  ears  of  all  the  people.  When  Michaiah  the  son  of  Gcmarmh, 
the  son  of  Shaph&n,  had  heard  out  of  the  book  all  the  words 

12  of  the  Eternal,  Then  he  went  down  into  the  king^  house,  into 
the  scribe’s  cell :  and,  lo,  all  the  officers  sat  there,  even 
Elishama  the  scribe,  and  Delai&h  the  son  of  Shemaiah,  and 
Elnathan,  the  son  of  Achhor,  and  Gemariah  the  son  of  Sha- 
phan,  and  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Hanani&h,  and  all  the  officers. 

13  Then  Michaiah  told  unto  them  all  the  words  that  hr  had  heard, 

14  when  B&ruch  read1  the  book  in  the  ears  of  the  people-  There¬ 
fore  all  the  officers  sent  Jehudi  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  the  son 
of  Shelemiah,  the  son  of  Cushi4  unto  Baruch,  saying,  Take  in 
thy  hand  the  roll  wherein  thou  hast  read1  in  the  ears  of  the 
people,  and  come.  So  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah  took  the  roll 

15  in  his  hand,  and  came  unto  them.  And  they*  said  unto  him, 
Sit  down  now,  and  read®  it  in  our  ears.  So  Bamch  read1  it  in 

16  their  ears.  How  it  came  to  pass,  when  they  had  heard  all  the 
words,  they  were  afraid1  both  one  and  other,4  and  said  unto 

17  Baruch,  We  will  surely  tell  the  king  of  all  these  words.  And 
they  asked  Baruch,  saying,  Pray,  tell  usf  How  didst  thou  write 

18  all  these  woids  at  his  mouth?  Then  Bamch  answered  them. 
He  pronounced4  all  these  words  unto  me  with  his  mouth,  and 
I  wrote  them  with  the  ink  in  the  book. 

19  Then  said  the  officers  unto  Baruch,  Go,  hide6  thee,  thou  ami 

20  Jeremiah ;  and  let  no  man  know  where  ye  he.  And  they  went 
in  to  the  king  into  the  enclosure,  but  they  laid  up  the  roll  in 
the  celt  of  Elishama  the  scribe,  and  told  all  the  words  In  the 

21  ears  of  the  king.  So  the  king  sent  Jehudi  to  fetch7  the  roll  t 
and  he  took  it  out  of  EHsh&ma  the  scribe’s  cell.  And  Jehudi 
read1  it  in  the  ears  of  the  king,  and  in  the  ears  of  all  the  officers 

22  who  stood  beside  the  king.  Now  the  kiiig  sat  in  the  winter- 
house  in  the  ninth  month  ;  and  the  fire  pot  was  burning  before 

23  him.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jehudi  had  read1  three 
or  four  leaves,8  he  rent  it  with  the  knife,  and  cast  it  into  the 
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lire  that  was  in  the  pot,  until  all  the  roll  was  consumed1  in  the 

24  lire  that  was  on  the  tire  pot.  Yet  they  dreaded  not,  nor  rent 
their  garments,  neither  the  king,  nor  any  of  his  servants  that 

25  heard  all  these  words.  Nevertheless  Eluathan  and  Deiaiah 
and  Gemariah  had  made  intercession  to  the  king  that  he 

26  would  not  burn  the  roll :  hut  he  would  not  hear  them.  But 
the  king  commanded  Jerahmeel  the  son  of  Ham  me  lech,  and 
Scramh  the  son  of  Aarid,  and  Shelcmiah  the  eon  of  Abdeel,  to 
take  Baruch  the  scribe  and  Jeremiah  the  prophet:  but  the 
Eternal  screened  them. 

27  Then  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came2  to  Jeremiah,  after  that 
the  king  had  humed  the  roll,  and  the  words  which  Baruch 

2S  wrote  at  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah,  saying,  Take  thee  again* 
another  roll,  and  write  in  it  all  the  first  words  that  were  in  the 
first  roll,  which.  Jehoiakim  the  king  of  Judah  hath  burned. 

29  And  thou  shalt  say  to  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  Thou  hast  burned  this  roll,  saying.  Why  hast  thou 
written  therein,  saying,  The  king  of  Babylon  shall  certainly 
come  and  destroy4  this  land,  and  shall  cause  to  cease  from 

30  thence  man  and  beast  ?  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of 
Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah ;  He  shall  have  none  to  sit  upon  the 
throne*  of  David :  and  his  carrion  shall  be  cast  out  in  the  day 

31  to  the  heat,  and  in  the  night  to  the  frost.  And  I  will  punish6 
him  and  his  seed  and  his  servants  for  their  iniquity  j  and  I  will 
bring  upon  them,  and  upon  tike  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and 
upon  the  men  of  Judah,  all  the  evil  that  1  have  spoken  against 

32  them ;  but  they  hearkened  not.  But  Jeremiah  had  taken 
another  roll,  and  he  gave  it  to  Baruch  the  scribe,  the  son  of 
Neriah  ;  who  wrote  therein  from  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah  all  the 
words  of  the  book  which  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah  had  hurned 
in  the  fire:  and  there  were  added  besides  unto  them  many 
words  like  those. 
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'  Chap-  XXXVII* 

]  And  king  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Josiah  reigned  instead  of  Coniah 
the  son  of  Jehoiakim,  whom  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon 

2  made  king  in  the  land  of  Judah,  But  neither  he,  nor  his 
servants,  nor  the  people  of  the  land,  did  hearken  unto  the 
words  of  the  Eternal,  which  he  spake  by  the  prophet  Jeremiah. 

3  And  Zedekiah  the  king  sent  Jehueal  the  son  of  Shelemiah  and 
Zephaniah  the  son  of  Maaseiah  the  priest  to  the  prophet 
Jeremiah,  saying,  Pray  now  unto  the  Eternal  our  Goa  for  us* 

4  Now  Jeremiah  came  in  and  went  out  among  the  people:  for 

5  they  had  not  put1  him  into  prison*  Then  Pharaoh's  force  was 
come  forth  out  of  Egypt:  and  when  the  Chaldeans  that 
besieged  Jerusalem  heard  tidings  of  them,  they  departed  from 
Jerusalem* 

6  Then  came?  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  the  prophet 

7  Jeremiah,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel ; 
Thus  shall  ye  say  to  the  king  of  Judah,  that  sent  you  unto  me 
to  enquire  of  me ;  Behold,  Pharaoh's  force,  which  is  come 
forth  to  help  you,  shall  return  to  Egypt  into  their  own  land, 

8  And  the  Chaldeans  shall  return,  and  fight  against  this  city, 

9  and  conquer  it,  and  bum  it  with  fire*  Thus  saith  the  Eternal; 
Deceive1*  not  yourselves,4  saying.  The  Chaldeans  shall  surely 

10  depart*  from  us:  for  they  shall  not  depart5  For  though  ye 
had  smitten  the  whole  force  of  the  Chaldeans  that  fight  against 
you,  and  there  remained  but  wounded  men  among  them,  yet 
should  they  rise  up  every  man  in  bis  tent,  and  bum  this  city 

1]  with  fire.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the  force  of  the 
Chaldeans  was  broken  up  from  Jerusalem  for  fear6  of  Pharaoh's 

12  force,  Then  Jeremiah  went  forth  out  of  Jerusalem  to  go  into 
the  land  of  Benjamin,  to  slip  away[|  thence  in  the  midst  of  the 

13  people*  And  wnen  he  was  in  the  gate  of  Benjamin,  a  captain7 
of  the  ward  was  there,  whose  name  was  Irijah,  the  son  of 
Shelemiah,  the  son  of  Hananiah  ;  and  he  caught  Jeremiah  the 

14  prophet,  saying,  Thou  fallest  away  to  the  Chaldeans*  Then 
said  Jeremiah,  It  is  a  lie ;  T  fall  not  away  to  the  Chaldeans. 
But  he  hearkened  not  to  him:  so'Irijah  caught  Jeremiah,  and 

1  given.  2  wan  *  beguile.  *  your  sonla.  5  go.  0  from  the  face.  1  otrner. 
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15  brought  him  to  the  officers.  Wherefore  the  officers  were  angry 
with  Jeremiah,  and  smote  him,  and  put1  him  in  the  house  of 
bond  in  the  house  of  Jonathan  the  scribe :  for  they  had  made 

16  that  the  house  of  prison.  When  Jeremiah  had  come  into  the 
dungeon,e  and  into  the  vaults, J|  and  Jeremiah  had  abode  there 

1 7  many  days ;  Then  Zedekiah  the  king  sent,  and  took  him  out : 
and  the  king  asked  him  secretly  in  his  house,  and  said.  Is  there 
any  word  from  the  Eternal  ?  And  Jeremiah  said,  There  is : 
for,  said  he,  thou  sbalt  he  given  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of 

IB  Babylon.  Moreoyer  Jeremiah  said  unto  king  Zedekiah,  What 
have  I  sinned  against  thee,  or  against  thy  servants,  or  against 

10  this  people,  that  ye  have  pat3  me  in  the  house  of  prison  ?  Where 
are  now  your  prophets  who  prophesied  unto  you,  saying.  The 
king  of  Babylon  Bhall  not  come  against  you,  nor  against  this 

20  land  1  Therefore  pray  bear  now,  0  my  lord  the  king :  pray 
let  my  supplication  be  accepted4  before  thee ;  that  thou  cause 
me  not  to  return  to  the  house  of  Jonathan  the  scribe,  lest  I  die 

21  there.  Then  Zedekiah  the  king  commanded  that  they  should 
commit  Jeremiah  into  the  enclosure  of  the  custody,  and  that 
they  should  give  him  daily  a  loaf  of  bread  out  of  the  bakers* 
street,  until  all  the  bread  in  the  city  was  spent.  Thus  Jeremiah 
abode  in  the  enclosure  of  the  custody. 

Chap.  XXXVIII. 

1  Then  Shcphatiah  the  son  of  Mattan,  and  Gedaliah  the  son  of 
Pashur,  and  Jucal  the  son  of  Shelemiah,  and  Pashur  the  son  of 
MalchLah,  heard  the  words  that  Jeremiah  had  spoken  unto  all 

2  the  people,  saying.  Thus  Baith  the  Eternal,  lie  that  abidelh  in 
this  city  shall  die  hy  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 
pestilence :  but  he  that  goeth  forth  to  the  Chaldeans  shall 

3  live  ;  for  he  shall  heve  bis  life3  for  a  prey,  and  shall  live.  Thus 
saitli  the  Eternal,  This  city  shall  sorely  he  given  into  the  hand 

-1  of  the  king  of  Babylon’s  force,  and  he  shall  conquer  it.  There¬ 
fore  the  officers  said  unto  the  king.  Pray  Jet  this  man  be  put 
to  death ;  for  thus  he  weakeneth6  the  bands  of  the  men  of  war 
that  remain  in  this  city,  and  the  hands  of  all  the  people,  in 
speaking  such  words  unto  them  :  for  this  man  seeketh1  not  the 

*  giiw.  1  hmtffl  of  tlir  ptL  3  given,  4  fall.  5  soul.  loouncth,  7  mquireth. 
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5  welfare1  nf  this  people,  but  the  hurt.3  Then  Zoxtekiah  (lie 
king  said,  Behold,  he  is  in  your  hand ;  for  the  king  is  not  he 

6  that  can  do  any  thiug  against  you.  Then  took  they  Jeremiah, 
and  cast  him  into  the  pit  of  Malchiah  the  bou  of  Hammelech, 
that  was  in  the  inclosure  of  the  custody  :  and  they  let  down 
Jeremiah  with  cords.  And  in  the  pit  there  was  no  water,  but 

7  clay :  so  Jeremiah  sunk  in  the  clay.  Now  when  Ebed-melcch 
the  Cushite,  one9  of  the  eunuchs  who  was  in  the  king’s  house, 
heard  that  they  had  put*  Jeremiah  in  the  pit;  the  king  then 

8  sitting  in  the  gate  of  Benjamin ;  Ebed-melech  went  forth  out 

9  of  the  king’s  house,  and  spake  to  the  king,  saying.  My  lord  the 
king,  these  men  have  done  evil  in  all  that  they  have  done  to 
Jeremiah  the  prophet,  whom  they  have  cast  into  the  pit; 
let  him  die  instead  thereof  of  hunger:  for  there  is  no  more 

10  bread  in  the  city.  Then  the  king  commanded  Ebed-melech 
the  Cushite,  saying.  Take  from  hence  thirty  men  with  thee, 
and  bring  up  Jeremiah  the  prophet  out  of  the  pit  before  he  die. 

11  So  Ebed-melech  took  the  men  with  him,  and  went  into  the 
house  of  the  king  under  the  treasury,  and  took  thence  rags 
dragged  about  and  rags  pulled  about,[]  and  let  them  down  by 

12  the  cords  into  the  pit  to  Jeremiah.  And  Ebcd-melech  the 
Cushite  said  unto  Jeremiah,  Put  now  these  rags  dragged  and 
pulled  about)]  under  thine  armholes^  under  the  cords.  And 

13  Jeremiah  did  so.  So  they  drew  up  Jeremiah  with  the  cords, 
and  brought  him  out  of  the  pit;  and  Jeremiah  remained0  in  the 

L4  enclosure  of  the  custody.  ITieu  Zcdekiah  the  king  sent,  and 
took  Jeremiah  the  prophet  unto  him  into  the  third  entry  that 
is  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  and  the  king  said  unto  Jeremiah, 

15  I  will  ask  thee  a  thing;  hide7  nothing  from  me.  Then  Jere¬ 
miah  said  unto  Zeilekiah,  If  I  tell  it  unto  thee,  wilt  thou  not 
Burely  put  me  to  death  ?  and  if  I  give  thee  counsel,  thou  wilt 

Id  not  hearken  unto  me.  So  Zedekiah  the  king  aware  secretly 
unto  Jeremiah,  saying.  As  the  Lord  liveth,  that  made  us  this 

1  peace.  1  evil.  1  a  man  *  given.  *  joint*  of  thy  hands.  *  eat.  '  deny. 
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sou!,  if  I  put  thee  to  death,  or  give  thee  into  the  hand  of  these 

17  meu  that  seek  thy  life1....  Then  said  Jeremiah  unto  Zedekiah, 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ; 
If  thou  wilt  assuredly  go  forth  unto  the  king  of  Babylon’s 
officers,  then  thy  soul  shall  live,  and  this  city  shall  not  be 

1 8  burned  with  fire ;  and  thou  shalt  live,  and  thy  house  :  But  if 
thou  wilt  not  go  forth  to  the  king  of  Babylon’s  officers,  then 
shall  this  city  be  given  into  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans,  and 
they  shall  bum  it  with  fire,  and  thou  shalt  not  escape  out  of 

1 9  their  band.  A  nd  Zedekiah  the  king  said  unto  Jeremiah,  I  am 
apprehensive  of  the  Jews  that  are  fallen  to  the  Chaldeans,  lest 
they  give  me  into  their  hand,  and  they  mock  me. 

30  But  Jeremiah  said.  They  shall  not  give  thee.  Pray  obey  the 
voice  of  the  Eternal,  with  which  I  speak  unto  thee  :  so  it  shall 

2 1  be  well  unto  thee,  aod  thy  soul  shall  live.  But  if  thou  refuse  to 
go  forth,  this  is  the  word  that  the  Eternal  hath  shown  me : 

33  And,  behold,  all  the  women  that  remain  in  the  king  of  Judah's 
house  shall  be  brought  forth  to  the  king  of  Babylon’s  officers, 
and  those  women  shall  say.  The  men  of  thy  peace  have  set  thee 
on,  and  have  prevailed  against  thee  ;  thy  feet  are  sunk  in  the 

23  mire,  and  they  have  receded  back.  So  they  shall  bring  out  all 
thy  wives  ana  thy  children  to  the  Chaldeans :  and  thou  shalt 
not  escape  out  of  their  hand,  but  shalt  he  taken8  by  the  hand 
of  the  king  of  Babylon :  and  this  city  shall  it  bum  with  fire. 

24  Then  said  Zedekiah  unto  Jeremiah,  Let  no  man  know  of  these 

25  words,  and  thon  shalt  not  die,  But  if  the  officers  hear  that  I 
have  talked  with  thee,  and  they  come  unto  thee,  and  say  unto 
thee, Tell  us  now  what  thon  hast  spoken  with  the  king,  hide?  it  not 
from  us,  and  we  will  not  put  thee  to  death ;  also  what  the  king 

26  spoke  with  thee :  Then  thou  shalt  say  unto  them,  I  presented 
my  supplication4  before  the  king,  that  he  would  not  eause  me 

27  to  return  to  Jonathan's  house,  to  die  there.  Then  came  all 
the  officers  unto  Jeremiah,  and  asked  him  :  and  he  told  them 
according  to  all  these  words  that  the  king  had  commanded. 
So  they  turned  from  him  in  silence ;  for  the  matter  was  not

28  heard  of.  So  Jeremiah  abode  in  the  enclosure  of  the  custody 
until  the  day  that  Jerusalem  was  conquered  : 

And  ho  was  there  when  Jerusalem  was  conquered. 

Chap.  XXXIX. 

1  In  the  ninth  year  of  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah,  in  the  tenth 
month,  came  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  and  all  his 

2  force  against  Jerusalem,  and  they  besieged  it.  And  in  the 
eleventh  year  of  Zedekiah,  in  the  fourth  month,  the  uinth  day 

3  of  the  month,  the  city  was  broken  up.  And  all  the  officers  of 
the  king  of  Babylon  came  in,  and  abode  in  the  middle  gate, 
even  Nergal-aharezer,  Samgar-nebo,  Sarsechim,  chief  eunuch, 
Nergal,  chief  of  the  magi,  with  all  the  remainder  of  the 

4  officers  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
when  Zedekiah  the  king  of  Judah  saw  them,  and  all  the  men 
of  war,  then  they  fled,  and  went  forth  out  of  the  city  by  night, 
by  the  way  of  the  king's  garden,  by  the  gate  betwixt  the  double 

5  rampart :  and  he  went  out  the  way  of  the  plain.  But  the 
Chaldeans*  force  pursued  after  them,  and  overtook  Zedekiah  in 
the  plains  of  Jericho :  and  when  they  had  taken  him,  they 
brought  him  np  to  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Babylon  to  Riblah, 

6  in  the  land  of  Hamath,  and  he  gave1  judgment  upon  him.  Then 
the  king  of  Babylon  slaughtered  the  sons  of  Zedekiah  in  Riblah 
before  his  eyes :  also  the  king  of  Babylon  slaughtered  all  the 

V  nobles  of  Judah.  Moreover  he  blinded  Zedekiah ’b  eyes,  and 

g  bound  him  with  fetters,  to  hring  him  to  Babylon.  And  the 
Chaldeans  burned  the  king's  house,  and  the  people’s  house, 

0  with  fire,  and  pulled  down  the  ramparts  of  Jerusalem.  And 
the  rest  of  the  people  that  remained  in  the  city,  and  those  that 
fell  away,  that  fell  to  him,  with  the  rest  of  the  people  that 
remained,  Nebuzaradan,  chief  of  the  executioners,  carried  into 

10  exile.  But  of  the  indigent  of  the  people,  who  had  nothing, 
Nehusaradan,  chief  of  the  executioners,  suffered  to  remain  in 
the  land  of  Judah,  and  gave  them  vineyards  and  grounds  at  the 

1 1  same  time.  Now  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  commanded 
concerning  Jeremiah  Nebuzaradan  chief  of  the  executioners, 

1  spoke. 
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12  saying.  Take  him,  and  set1  thine  eye  upon  him,  and  do  him  no 

13  harm;*  huh  do  unto  him  even  as  he  shall  say9  unto  thee.  So 
Nebuzaradan,  chief  of  the  executioners,  sent,  and  Nelmshasban, 
chief  eunuch,  and  Nexgal-Bharezer,  chief  of  the  magi,  and  all  the 

14  king  of  Babylon’s  chiefs ;  Even  they  sent,  and  took  J  eremiah  out 
of  the  enclosure  of  the  custody,  and  committed4  him  unto  Ge- 
daliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphau,  that  he  should 
bring  him  forth  to  the  house :  so  he  abode  among  the  people. 

1 5  Now  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came*  unto  Jeremiah,  while  he 

16  was  shut5  up  in  the  enclosure  of  the  custody,  saying.  Go  and 
speak  to  Ebed-meleeh  the  Cushite,  saying,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel  j  Behold,  I  will  bring  my 
words  upon  this  city  for  evil,  and  not  for  good ;  and  they  shall 

17  be  accomplished  in  that  day  before  thee.  But  I  will  deliver 
thee  in  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal :  and  thou 
shalt  not  be  given  into  tbe  band  of  the  men  whom  thou  dreadest. 

1 3  Kor  I  will  surely  rescue  thee,  and  thou  shalt  not  fall  by  the 
sword,  but  thy  life  shall  he  for  a  prey  unto  thee :  because  thou 
hast  put  thy  trust  in  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  XL. 

1  The  word  that  came5  to  Jeremiah  from  the  Eternal,  after  that 
Nebuzaradan  the  chief  of  the  executioners  had  sent  him  away 
from  the  Ram  ah,  when  he  had  taken  him  heing  bound  in  chains 
among  all  the  exiles  of  Jerusalem  and  Judah  that  were  carried 

2  into  exile  to  Babylon.  And  the  chief  of  the  executioners 
took  Jeremiah,  and  said  unto  him.  The  Eternal  thy  God  hath 

3  pronounced'  this  evil  upou  this  place.  Now  the  Eternal  hath 
Drought  it,  and  done  according  as  he  hath  said :  because  ye 
have  sinned  against  the  Eternal,  and  have  not  oheyed  his  voice, 

4  therefore  this  thing  U  come*  upon  you.  And  now,  behold,  I 
loose  thee  this  day  from  the  chains  which  were  upon  thy  hand. 
If  it  seem9  good  in  thine  eyes  to  come  with  roe  into  Babylon, 
come;  and  I  will  set*  mine  eye  upon  thee  :  but  if  it  seem8  ill 
in  thine  eyes  to  come  with  me  into  Babylon,  forbear  ;1U  behold, 

1  pul.  *  nothing,  *  speak.  *  gave,  s  was,  *  withheld.  1  spoken.  s  be. 

*  put.  10  cease. 
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all  ike  land  is  before  thee  ;  whither  it  seemeth1  good  and  right 
&  for  thee  to  go,  thitlfer  go.  Nov  while  he  had  not  yet  returned, 
he  said ,  Go  back  to  Gedaliah  the  sou  of  Ahikam  the  son  of 
Shaphan,  whom  the  king  of  Babylon  hath  appointed  over  the 
cities  of  Judah,  and  ahide  with  him  among  the  people  ;  or  go 
wheresoever  it  seemeth1  right  in  thine  eyes  to  go.  So  the 
chief  of  the  executioners  gave  him  an  allowance  and  a  present, 

6  and  let  him  go.  Then  went  Jeremiah  unto  Gedaliah  the  son 
of  Ahikam  to  Mizp&h  ;  and  abode  with  him  among  the  people 
that  remained  in  the  land. 

7  Now  when  all  the  officers  of  the  forces  which  were  in  the 
fields,  even  they  and  their  men,  heard  that  the  king  of  Babylon 
had  appointed  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  over  the  land,  and 
had  committed*  unto  him  men,  and  women,  and  little  ones,  and 
of  the  indigent  of  the  land,  of  them  that  were  not  carried  into 

3  exile  to  Babylon  ;  Then  they  came  to  Gedaliah  to  Mizpah, 
even  Iahxnael  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  and  Johanan  and  Jonathan 
the  sons  of  Kaieah,  and  Ser&i&h  the  son  of  Tanhumeth,  and 
the  sons  of  Ephai  the  Netophalhite,  and  Jezaniah  the  son  of  a 
9  Moachathite,  they  and  their  men.  And  Gedaliah  the  son  of 
Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan  sware  unto  them  and  to  their  men, 
saying,  Fear  not  to  serve  the  Chaldeans :  abide  in  the  land, 
and  serve  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  it  shall  be  well  with  you. 

10  As  for  me,  behold,!  will  abide  at'  Mizpah,  to  appear3  before  the 
Chaldeans,  who  will  come  unto  us  r  hut  ye,  gather  ye  wine, 
and  summer  fruits ,  and  oil,  and  put  them  m  your  vessels,  and 

11  abide  in  your  cities  that  ye  have  seized.  Likewise  when  all 
the  Jews  that  were  in  Moab,  and  among  the  Ammonites,  and 
in  Edom,  and  that  were  in  all  the  countries,  heard  that  the 
king  of  Babylon  had  left4  a  remnant  of  Judah;  and  that  he  had 
appointed  over  them  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of 

12  Shaphan ;  Even  all  the  Jews  returned  out  of  all  places  whither 
they  were  thrust,  and  came  to  the  land  of  Judah,  to  Gedaliah, 
unto  Mizpah,  and  gathered  wine  and  summer  fruits  very  much. 

13  Moreover  Joh&n&a  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  theofficers  of  the 
forces  that  were  in  (he  fields,  came  to  Gedaliah  to  Mizpah, 

14  And  said  unto  him.  Dost  thou  certainly  know  that  Baalis  the  king 
of  the  Ammonites  bath  sent  Lshmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  to 

1  La.  1  appointed  *  stand.  *  pvcit. 
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slay  thee  ?x  But  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  believed  them  not. 

15  Then  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah  said  to  Gedaliah  in  Mizpah 
in  secrecy,  saying,  Pray  let  me  go,  and  I  will  smite  Ishmael 
the  son  of  Nethaniah,  and  no  man  shall  know  it :  wherefore 
should  he  slay  thee,1  that  all  the  Jews  who  are  gathered  unto 
thee  should  be  scattered,  and  the  remnant  in  Judah  perish  ? 

16  But  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  said  unto  Johanan  the  son  of 
Kareah,  Thou  shall  not  do  this  thing ;  for  thou  speakest  a  lie 
of  Ishmael. 


Chap.  XLT. 

1  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventh  month,  that  Ishmael  the 
son  of  Nethaniah  the  son  of  Eliahama,  of  the  seed  royal,  and 
the  chiefs  of  the  king,  even  ten  men  with  him,  came  unto  Ge- 
d'riiUh  the  son  of  Ahikam  to  Mizpah  ;  and  there  they  did  eat 

2  bread  together  in  Mizpah.  Then  arose  Ishmael  the  son  of 
Nethaniah,  and  the  ten  men  that  were  with  him,  and  Bmote 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam  the  son  of  Shaphan  with  the  sword, 
and  put  hitn  to  death,  whom  the  king  of  Babylon  had  appointed 

3  over  the  land.  Ishmael  also  smote  all  the  Jews  that  were  with 
him,  even  with  Gedaliah,  at  Mizpah,  and  the  Chaldeans  that 

4  were  found  there,  and  the  men  of  war.  And  it  came  to  pass 
the  second  day  after  he  had  put  Gedaliah  to  death,  and  no  man 

5  knew  it,  That  there  came  men  from  Shechem,  from  Shiloh, 
and  from  Samaria,  even  fourscore  men,  'having  their  beards 
shaven,  and  their  clothes  rent,  and  having  made  incisions  upon 
themselves,  with  an  oblation  and  incense  in  their  hand,  to 

6  bring  them  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  Ishmael  the  son 
of  Nethaniah  went  forth  from  Mizpah  towards  them,  weeping 
all  along  as  he  went :  and  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  encountered 
them,  he  said  unto  them,  Come  to  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam. 

7  And  it  was  so,  when  they  came  into  the  midst  of  the  city,  that 
Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  slaughtered  them  in  the  midst 

8  of  the  pit,  he,  and  the  men  that  were  with  him.  But  ten  men 
were  found  among  them  that  said  unto  Ishtnael,  Put  ns  not  to 
death:  for  we  have  hidden  treasures  in  the  field,  of  wheat,  and 
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of  barley,  ami  of  oil,  and  of  honey.  So  he  ceased,  and  pul 

h  them  not  to  death  among  their  brethren.  Now  the  pit  wherein 
Isbmael  had  cast  all  the  carcases  of  the  men,  whom  he  had 
smitten  because  of  Gedaliah,  10a*  it  which  Asa  the  king  had 
made  on  account  of  Baasha  king  of  Israel :  and  Ishmael  the 

10  son  of  Nethaniah  filled  it  with  them  that  were  slain.  Then 
Isbmael  carried  away  captive  all  the  remainder  of  the  people 
that  were  in  the  Mizpah,  even  the  king’s  daughters,  and  all  the 
people  that  remained  in  Mizpah,  whom  Nebuzaraduu  the 
master  of  the  executioners  had  committed1  to  Gedaliah  the  sou 
of  Ahikatu :  and  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  carried  them 

11  away  captive,  and  went  to  puss  over  to  the  Ammonites.  But 
when  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  officers  of  the 
forces  that  were  with  him,  heard  of  all  the  evil  that  Ishmael 

12  the  son  of  Nethaniah  had  done.  Then  they  took  all  the  men, 
and  went  to  fight  with  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah,  and  found 

13  him  by  the  many  waters  that  are  in  Gibcon.  Now  it  came  to 
pass,  that  when  all  the  people  who  were  with  Ishmael  saw  Johanan 
the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  officers  of  the  forces  that  were 

14  with  him,  then  they  were  glad.  So  all  the  people  that  Ishmael 
had  carried  away  captive  from  Mizpah  cast  about3  and  returned, 

15  and  went  onto  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah.  But  Ishmael  the 
son  of  Nethaniah  escaped  from  Johanan  with  eight  men,  and 

16  went  to  the  Ammonites.  Then  took  Johanan  the  son  of 
Kareah,  and  all  the  officers  of  the  forces  that  were  with  him,  all 
the  remnant  of  the  people  whom  he  had  recovered3  from  Ishmael 
the  son  of  Nethaniah,  from  Mizpah,  after  that  he  had  smitten 
Gedaliah  the  son  of  Ahikam,  even  grown  up  men  of  war,  and 
the  women,  and  the  little  ones,  and  the  eunuchs,  whom  he  had 

1 7  restored  from  Gibeon :  And  they  went,  and  abode  in  G  erulh- 
ehimham,  which  is  by  Beth-lehem,  to  go  to  come  into  Egypt, 

18  Because  of  the  Chaldeans:  for  they  were  afraid  of  them,  be¬ 
cause  Ishmael  the  son  of  Nethaniah  had  smitten  Gedaliah  the 
son  of  Ahikam,  whom  the  king  of  Babylon  appointed  over  the 
land.

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Chap.  XLIL 

1  Then  all  the  officers  of  the  forces,  and  Johanan  the  son  of 
Kareah,  and  Jezaniah  the  son  of  Hoshaiab,  and  all  the  people 

2  from  the  least  even  unto  the  greatest,  came  near.  And  said 
unto  Jeremiah  the  prophet.  Fray  let  our  supplication  be  ac¬ 
cepted1  before  thee,  and  pray  for  us  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God, 
even  for  all  this  remnant ;  for  we  are  left  but  a  few  of  many,  as 

3  thine  eyes  do  see  us :  That  the  Eternal  thy  God  may  show®  us 
the  way  wherein  we  may  walk,  and  the  thing  that  we  may  do* 

4  Then  Jeremiah  the  prophet  said  unto  tbem,  I  have  heard  you; 
behold,  I  will  pray  unto  the  Eternal  your  God  according  to 
your  words ;  and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  whatsoever  thing 
the  Eternal  shall  answer  you,  I  will  declare  it  unto  you ;  I  will 

5  not  keep  a  word  back  from  you.  Then  they  said  to  Jeremiah, 
The  Eternal  be  a  true  and  faithful  witness  between  us,  if  we  do 
not  even  according  to  all  things  for  the  which  the  Eternal  thy 

G  God  shall  send  thee  to  us*  Whether  it  be  good,  or  whether  it 
be  evil,  we  will  obey  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  our  God,  to  whom 
we  send  thee ;  that  it  may  be  well  with  us,  when  we  obey  the 

7  voice  of  the  Eternal  our  God.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end* 
of  ten  days,  that  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  Jeremiab. 

S  Then  called  he  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all  the  officers 
of  the  forces  who  were  with  him,  and  all  the  people  from  the 

9  least  even  to  the  greatest,  and  said  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel,  unto  whom  ye  sent  me  to  present4 

10  your  supplication  before  him j  If  ye  will  still  abide  in  this  land, 
then  will  I  build  you,  and  not  pull  you  down,  and  I  will  plant 
you,  and  not  pluck  you  up  :  for  I  repeat  me  of  the  evil  that  I 

11  have  done  unto  you.  Be  not  afraid  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  of 
whom  ye  are  afraid ;  be  not  afraid  of  him,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal :  for  I  am  with  you  to  save  you,  and  to  deliver  you 

12  from  his  hand.  And  I  will  show5  mercies  unto  you,  that  he 
may  have  mercy  upon  you,  and  restore  you  to  your  own  land, 

13  But  if  ye  say,  We  will  not  abide  in  tbia  land,  neither  obey  the 

14  voice  of  the  Eternal  your  God,  Saying,  No;  but  we  will  go 
into  the  land  of  Egypt,  where  we  shad!  see  no  war,  nor  hear  the

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sound.1  of  the  cornet,  nor  have  hunger  of  bread  ;  mid  there  will 

15  we  abide ;  And  now  therefore  hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 
ye  remnant  of  Judah  j  Thus  saith  tbe  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God 
of  Israel  j  If  ye  wholly  set8  your  faces  to  enter3  into  Egypt,  and 

16  come  to  sojourn  there;  Then  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the 
sword,  which  ye  feared,  shall  overtake  you  there  iu  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  the  famine,  of  which  ye  are  apprehensive,  shall  cleave 

17  to  you  there  in  Egypt ;  and  there  ye  shall  die.  So  shall  it  be 
with  all  the  men  that  set8  their  faces  to  go  into  Egypt  to  sojourn 
there ;  they  shall  die  hy  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 
pestilence ;  and  there  shall  be  no  one  remaining  or  escaping 

Id  from  the  evil  that  I  will  bring  upon  them.  For  thus  saith  the 
Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  As  my  wrath  and  my  fury 
hath  been  poured  forth  upon  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  ;  so 
shall  my  fury  be  poured  forth  upon  you,  when  ye  shall  enter3 
into  Egypt :  and  ye  shall  be  an  execration,  and  an  astonish¬ 
ment,  and  a  curse,  and  a  disgrace ;  and  ye  shall  see  this  place 

19  no  more.  The  Eternal  hath  spoken  concerning  you,  0  ye 
remnant  of  Judah;  Go3  ye  not  into  Egypt:  know  certainly 

20  that  I  have  testified  to  you  this  day.  For  ye  dissembled 
in  your  hearts,4  when  ye  sent  me  unto  the  Eternal  your  God, 
saying,  Fray  for  us  unto  the  Eternal  our  God ;  and  accord¬ 
ing  uuto  all  that  the  Eternal  our  God  shall  say,  so  tell  unto 

2 1  us,  and  we  will  do  it.  And  now  I  have  this  day  told  it  to  you ; 
but  ye  have  not  oheyed  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  your  God,

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2  Then  said  Azariah  the  son  of  Hoshaiah,  and  Johanan  the  son 
of  Koreah,  and  all  the  men  acting  presumputously,  saving  unto 
Jeremiah,  Thou  speak est  a  lie:  the  Eternal  our  God  hath 

3  not  sent  thee  to  say,  Go  not  into  Egypt  to  sojourn  there.  But 
Baruch  the  sou  of  Neriah  ee teeth  thee  on  against  us,  for  to 
give  ujb  ioto  the  hand  of  the  Chaldeans,  that  they  might  put  us 

4  to  death,  and  carry  us  away  as  exiles  into  Babylon,  bo  Jo¬ 
hanan  the  son  of  Kareoh,  and  all  the  officers  of  the  forces,  and 
all  the  people,  obeyed  not  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  to  dwell  in 

5  the  land  of  Judah.  But  Johanan  the  son  of  Kareah,  and  all 
the  officers  of  the  forces,  took  all  the  remnant  of  Judah,  that 
were  returned  from  all  nations,  whither  they  had  been  driven, 

6  to  sojourn  in  the  land  of  Jndah ;  The  grown  up  men,  the 
women,  the  little  ones,  and  the  king's  daughters,  and  every 
person1  that  N  ebuzaradan  the  captain8  of  the  executioners  had 
left3  with  Gedaliah  the  son  of  Abikam  the  son  of  Shaphan,  and 

7  Jeremiah  the  prophet,  and  Baruch  the  son  of  Neriah.  So  they 
came  ioto  the  land  of  Egypt :  for  they  obeyed  not  the  voice  of 
the  Eternal :  thus  came  they  even  to  Tahpanhes. 

8  Then  came4  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  Jeremiah  in  Tah- 

9  psuhes,  saying,  Take  great  stones  in  thy  hand,  and  secrete 
them  in  the  mortar||  in  the  brickkiln,  which  is  at  the  entrance 
of  Pharaoh's  house  in  Tahpanhes,  before  the  eyes  of  the  men  of

lire  the  houses  of  the  gods  of  Egypt ;  and  he  shall  hum  them, 
and  carry  them  away  captives :  and  he  shall  wrap  round  the 
land  of  Egypt,  as  a  Bhepherd  wrappeth  round  his  garment ;  and 

13  he  shall  go  forth  from  thence  in  peace.  He  shall  break  to 
pieces  the  monuments  of  Beth-shemesh,  that  is  in  the  land  of 
Egypt ;  and  the  houses  of  the  gods  of  the  Egyptians  shall  he 
burn  with  lire.

1  The  word  that  came1  to  Jeremiah  concerning  all  the  Jews 
who  abide  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  who  abide  at  Migdol,  and  at 
Tahpanhes,  and  at  Noph,  and  in  the  country  of  Pathros,  saying, 

2  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Ye  have 
seen  all  the  evil  that  I  have  brought  upon  Jerusalem,  and  upon 
all  the  cities  of  Judah  ;  and,  behold,  this  day  they  are  a  ruin, 

3  and  no  man  abideth  therein.  Because  of  their  wickedness  which 
they  have  committed8  to  provoke  me  to  anger,  in  that  they 
went  to  burn  incense,  and  to  serve  other  gods,  whom  they  knew 

4  not,  neither  they,  ye,  nor  your  fathers.  Howbeit  I  sent  unto 
you  all  my  servants  the  prophets,  rising  early  and  sending 
them ,  saying,  Oh,  do  not  this  thing  of  ahomination  that  I  hate, 

5  But  they  hearkened  not,  nor  inclined  their  ear  to  turn  from 

6  their  evil,  to  bum  no  incense  unto  ether  gods.  Wherefore  my 
fury  and  my  wrath  were  poured  forth,  and  were  kindled  iu  the 
cities  of  Judah  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem;  and  they  he- 

7  came3  a  ruin  and  desolation,  as  at  this  day.  Therefore  now 
thus  saith  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ; 
Wherefore  commit4  ye  this  great  evil  against  your  souls, 
to  cut  off  from  you  man  and  woman,  bahe  and  suckliDg, 

8  out  of  Judah,  to  leave  you  no  remainder;  In  that  ye  provoke 
me  unto  wrath  with  the  works  of  your  hands,  burning  in¬ 
cense  unto  other  gods  in  the .  land  of  Egypt,  wbither  ye  be 
gone  to  sojourn,  that  ye  might  cut  yourselves  off,  and  that  ye 
might  he  a  curse  and  a  disgrace  among  all  the  nations  of  the 

9  earth  ?  Have  ye  forgotten  the  evil  of  your  fathers,  and  the 
evil  of  the  kings  of  Judah,  and  the  evil  of  their  wives,  and  your 
own  evil,  and  the  wickedness  of  your  wives,  which  they 
have  committed3  in  the  land  of  Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of 

10  Jerusalem  ?  They  have  not  become  contrite  even  unto  this 
day,  neither  have  they  feared,  nor  walked  in  my  law,  nor  in  my 
ordinances,  that  I  set*  before  you  and  before  your  fathers. 

11  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel; 

1  was-  4  done,  3  were.  *  do.  •  gave. 
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Behold,  I  will  set1  my  face  against  you  for  evil,  and  to  cut  off 

12  all  Judah.  And  I  will  take  the  remnant  of  Judah,  that  have 
set’  their  faces  to  go  into  the  land  of  Egypt  to  sojourn  there, 
and  they  shall  all  be  consumed,8  and  fall  in  the  land  of  Egypt; 
they  shall  even  be  consumed9  by  the  sword  and  by  the  famine : 
they  shall  die,  from  the  least  even  unto  the  greatest,  by  the 
sword  and  by  the  famine  :  and  they  shall  be  an  execration,  and 

13  an  astonishment,  and  a  curse,  and  a  disgrace.  For  I  will 
punish3  them  that  abide  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  as  I  have  pun¬ 
ished1  Jerusalem,  by  the  sword,  by  the  famine,  and  by  the 

14  pestilence:  So  that  none  of  the  remnant  of  Judah,  which 
are  gone  into  the  land  of  Egypt  to  sojourn  there,  shall  escape 
or  remain,  that  they  should  return  into  the  land  of  Judah,  to 
the  which  they  have  a  desire1  to  return  to  dwell8  there  :  for 

15  none  shall  return  but  such  as  shall  escape.  Then  all  the  men 
who  knew  that  their  wives  had  burned  incense  unto  other  gods, 
and  all  the  women  that  stood  by,  a  great  assembly,  even  all  the 

5 topic  that  abode  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  Pathros,  answered 
eremiah,  saying,  Aa  far  the  word  that  thou  hast  spoken  unto 
us  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  we  will  not  hearken  unto  thee. 
17  But  wc  will  certainly  do  whatsoever  thing  gocth  forth  out  of 
our  own  month,  to  bum  incense  unto  the  queen  of  heaven,  and 
to  pour  out  libations  unto  her,  as  we  have  done,  we,  and  our 
fathers,  our  kings,  and  our  officers,  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  and 
in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem:  for  then  we  could  eat  bread  to 
satisfaction,  and  were  well,  and  saw  no  evil.  But  since  we 
ceased  to  burn  incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  to  pour 
out  libations  unto  her,  we  have  lacked  all  things,  and  have  been 
19  consumed9  by  the  sword  and  by  the  famine.  And  when  we 
burned  incense  to  the  queen  of  heaven,  and  poured  out  liba¬ 
tions  unto  her,  did  we  make  her  cakes  to  worship1  her,  and 
20  pour  out  libations  unto  her,  without  our  men  ?  Then  Jeremiah 
said  unto  all  the  people,  to  the  grown  up  men,  and  to  the 
women,  and  to  all  the  people  who  had  given  him  that  answer,8 
21  saying,  Was  it  not  the  incense  that  ye  burned  in  the  cities  of 
Judah,  and  in  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  ye,  and  your  fathers, 
your  kings,  and  your  princes,  and  the  people  of  the  land,  which 
22  the  Eternal  remembered,  and  came  into  his  mind  V  So  that 

>  Jjut.  2  completed.  3  bear  in  mind.  4  borne  in  mind.  1  roir€  their  soul, 

c  abide.  "  grieve.  B  tuiiwcied  Itiin  u  word.  s  and  came  upon  his  heart. 
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the  Eternal  could  no  longer  bear,  because  of  the  evil  of  your 
doings,  and  because  of  the  abominations  which  ye  have  com¬ 
mitted  ;  therefore  is  your  land  a  ruin,  and  an  astonishment,  and 

23  a  curse,  without  an  inhabitant,  as  at  this  day.  Because  ye 
have  burned  incense,  and  because  ye  have  sinned  against  tne 
Eternal,  and  have  not  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Eternal,  nor 
walked  in  his  law,  nor  in  his  ordinances,  nor  in  his  testimonies ; 

24  therefore  this  evil  is  happened  unto  you,  as  at  this  day.  More¬ 
over  Jeremiah  said  unto  all  the  people,  and  to  all  the  women, 
Hear  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  all  Judah  that  are  in  the  land  of 

25  Egypt :  Thus  said  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel, 
saying  :  Ye  and  vour  wives  have  both  spoken  with  your  mouths, 
and  mlfiUed  with  your  hand,  saying.  We  will  surely  perform1 
our  vows  that  we  have  vowed,  to  burn  incense  to  the  queen  of 
heaven,  and  to  pour  out  libations  unto  her  :  ye  will  surely  ac- 

26  complish*  your  vows,  and  surely  perform1  your  vows.  There¬ 
fore  near  ye  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  all  Judah  that  abide  in  the 
land  of  Egypt ;  Behold,  I  have  sworn  by  my  great  name,  saith 
the  Eternal,  that  my  name  shall  no  more  he  named  in  the 
mouth  of  any  man  of  Judah  in  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying, 

27  The  Lord  Eternal  liveth.  Behold,  I  will  diligently  watch  over 
them  for  evil,  and  not  for  good :  and  all  the  men  of  Judah  that 
are  in  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  he  consumed3  by  the  sword  and 

28  hy  the  famine,  until  there  be  an  end  of  them.  Yet  a  small 
number  that  escape  the  sword  shall  return  out  cf  the  land  of 
Egypt  into  the  land  of  Judab,  aud  all  the  remnant  of  Judah, 
that  are  gone  into  to  the  land  of  Egypt  to  sojourn  there,  shall 

29  know  whose  words  shall  stand,*  mine,  or  theirs.5  And  this 
shall  be  a  sign  unto  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  that 
1  will  punish*  you  in  this  place,  that  ye  may  know  that  my 

30  words  shall  surely  stand*  against  you  for  evil :  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  give  Pharaoh-hophra  king  of  Egypt 
into  the  hand  of  his  enemies,  and  into  the  hand  cf  them  that 
seek  his  life  ;7  as  I  gave  Zedekiah  king  of  Judah  into  the  liuml 
of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  his  enemy, and  that  sought 
his  life.7

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Chap,  XLV. 

1  The  word  that  Jeremiah  the  prophet  spake  unto  Baruch  the 
son  of  Neiiah,  when  he  had  written  these  words  in  a  hook  at 
the  mouth  of  Jeremiah,  in  the  fourth  year  of  Jeboiakim  the 

2  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal, 

3  the  God  of  Israel,  concerning  thee,  O  Baruch ;  Thou  didst 
say,  Woe  is  me  now !  for  the  Eternal  hath  added  grief  to  my 

4  sorrow  ;  I  feinted  in  my  sighing,  and  I  And  no  repose.  Thus 
shatt  thou  say  unto  him,  The  Eternal  saith  thus ;  Behold,  that 
which  I  have  built  will  I  break  down,  and  that  which  I  have 

5  planted  I  will  pluck  up,  even  this  whole  land.  And  seekest 
thou  great  things  for  thyself?  seek  them  not:  for,  behold,  I 
will  bring  evil  upon  all  flesh,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ; 
but  thy  life1  will  I  give  unto  thee  for  a  prey  in  all  places  whither 
thou  goest. 


Chap.  XLVI. 

1  The  word  of  the  Eternal  which  came2  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet 

2  against  the  nations;  Against  Egypt,  against  the  force  of 
Pharaoh-necho  king  of  Egypt,  which  was  by  the  river  Eu¬ 
phrates  in  Carchemisb,  which  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon 
smote  in  the  fourth  year  of  Jehoiakim  the  aon  of  Josiah  king 

3  of  Judah.  Order  ye  shield  and  large  shield,  and  draw*  near  to 

4  the  war.  Harness4  the  horses ;  and  go  up,  ye  horsemen,  and 
place  yourselves  with  your  helmets;  furbish  the  spears, jj  and 

5  put  on  the  coats  of  mail.  Why  have  I  seen  them  dismayed, 
receding  back,  and  their  heroes  beaten  down,  fleeing  apace,  and 
turning  not  back  ?  for  dread  was  round  about,  is  the  declaration 

6  of  the  Eternal.  Let  not  the  swift*  flee  away,  nor  the  hero 
escape  ;  they  shall  stumble,  and  fell  towards  the  north  by8  the 

7  river  Euphrates.  Who  is  this  that  cometh  up  as  a  flood,7 

8  whose  waters  are  tossed  as  the  rivers  ?  Egypt  riseth8  up  like 
a  flood,7  and  Ass  waters  are  tossed  like  the  rivers ;  and  he  saith, 
I  will  go  up,  and  will  cover  the  earth  ;  I  will  destroy  the  city 

9  and  the  inhabitants  thereof.  Go  up,  ye  horses ;  and  drive 

1  soul.  2  m*.  *  step,  *  bind,  *  light*  *  on  the  hand  o£  1  the  Nile. 

*  goeth  up* 
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madly,  ye  chariots;  and  let  the  heroes  come  forth;  Cush 
and  Put,  that  handle1  the  shield ;  and  Ludim,  that  handle1  and 

10  bend  the  bow.  And  that  day  is  to  the  Lord  Eternal  of  hosts 
a  day  of  vengeance,  that  he  may  avenge  him  of  his  adversaries  : 
and  the  sword  shall  devour,1  and  it  shall  be  satisfied  and  be 
quenched  with  their  blood ;  for  the  Lord  Eternal  of  hosts  hath 

11a  sacrifice  in  the  north  country  by  the  river  Euphrates.  Go 
up  into  Gilead,  and  take  balm,  O  virgin,  the  daughter  of 
Egypt :  in  vain  shalt  thou  multiply  medicines ;  for  thou  shalt 

12  not  Be  cured.  Nations  have  heard  of  thine  ignominy,  and  thy 
cry  hath  filled  the  land ;  for  the  hero  hath  stumbled  against 
the  hero,  and  they  are  fallen  both  together. 

13  The  word  that  the  Eternal  spake  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet, 
at  the  coming  of  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon  to  smite  the 

14  land  of  Egypt,  Declare  ye  in  Egypt,  and  proclaim  in  Migdol, 
and  proclaim  in  Noph  and  in  Tanpanhes:  say  ye,  Place  thy¬ 
self,  and  prepare  thee ;  for  the  sword  shall  devour3  round  abont 

13  thee.  Why  are  thy  mighty  ones  carried  off  f  they  stood  not 

16  because  the  Eternal  did  thrust  them.  He  multiplied  those 
that  stumbled,  yea,  a  man  fell  upon  his  fellow:  ana  they  said, 
Arise,  and  let  us  return  to  our  own  people,  and  to  the  laud  of 

17  our  nativity,  from  the  oppressing  sword.  They  did  call  there, 
Pharoah  king  of  Egypt  is  but  a  noise ;  he  bath  allowed  the 

18  time  appointed  to  pass.  As  1  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
King,  whose  name  is  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  Surely  as  Tabor  is 
among  the  mountains,  and  as  Carmel-  by  the  sea,  so  shall  he 

19  come.  O  thon  daughter  abiding  in  Egypt,  make  thyself  ves¬ 
sels  for  exile  :  for  Noph  shall  be  a  desolation  and  waste,  with¬ 
out  an  inhabitant. 

20  Egypt  is  like  a  very  fair  heifer,  a  butcher  cometh,  cometh 

21  from  the  north.  Also  her  hirelings  in  the  midst  of  her  tern  like 
stalled  calves ;  for  they  also  are  turned  back,  and  are  fled  away 
together :  they  did  not  stand,  because  the  day  of  their  cala- 

22  mityswas  come  upon  them,  and  the  time  of  their  visitation.  The 
voice  thereof  shall  go  like  a  serpent ;  for  they  shall  go  with  a 
force,  and  come  against  her  with  axes,  as  new  era  of  wood. 

23  They  shall  cut  down  her  forest,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  though  it  cannot  be  searched ;  because  they  are  more 

24  than  the  grasshoppers,  and  are  innumerable.  The  daughter 
of  Egypt  shall  be  ashamed ;  abe  shall  be  given  into  the  band 

2 5  of  the  people  of  the  north.  The  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of 
Israel,  aaith ;  Behold,  1  will  punish4  Ammon  of  No,  and 


seize,  1  eat-  .  4  bevrinmiiuL 
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Pharaoh,  and  Egypt,  with  their  gods,  and  their  kings  •  even 

26  Pharaoh,  and  all  them  that  treat  in  him :  And  I  will  give  them 
into  the  hand  of  those  that  seek  their  lives,1  and  »n+n  the  Hand 
of  N  ebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  and  into  the  hand  of  his 
servants :  and  afterwards  she  shall  dwell,  as  in  the  days  of 

27  antiquity,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Bat  fear  not  thou, 
O  nty  servant  Jacob,  and  be  not  dismayed,  O  Israel :  for,  be¬ 
hold,  I  will  save  thee  from  afar  off,  and  thy  seed  from  the  land 
of  their  captivity  ;  and  Jacob  shall  return,  and  be  in  rest  and 

26  at  ease,  end  none  shall  make  him  afraid.  Fear  thou  not,  O 
Jacob  my  servant,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal :  for  I  am 
with  thee ;  for  I  will  make  a  full  end  of  all  Hie  nations  whither 
I  have  driven  thee :  but  I  will  not  make  a  full  end  of  thee,  but 
chastise  thee  in  measure  j8  yet  will  I  not  hold  thee  wholly 
guiltless. 


Chap.  XLVII. 

1  The  word  of '  the  Eternal  that  came8  to  Jeremiah  the  prophet 
agaioBt  the  Philistines,  before  that  Pharaoh  smote  Gaza. 

2  Thus  saith  the  Etemsl ;  Behold,  waters  rise4  up  out  of  the 
north,  and  shall  be  an  overflowing  flood,  and  shall  overflow  the 
land,  and  the  fulness  thereof ;  the  city,  and  them  that  abide 
therein :  then  the  men  shall  cry,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of  the 

3  land  shall  howl.  At  the  noise8  of  the  starapingll  of  the  hoofs 
of  his  mighty  horses,  at  the  rushing8  of  his  chariots,  and  at  the 
multitude*  of  his  wheels,  the  fathers  shall  not  turn  back  to  their 

4  children  for  feebleness  of  hands  ;  Because  of  the  day  that 
cometh  to  spoil  all  the  Philistines,  and  to  cut  off  from  Tyros 
and  Zidon  every  helping  remnant :  for  the  Eternal  will  spoil 
the  Philistines,  the  remainder  of  the  island8  of  Capthor, 

5  Baldness  is  come  upon  Gaza ;  Aahkelon  is  struck  dumb  with 
the  remnant  of  their  valley :  how  long  wilt  thou  cut  thyself  ? 

6  0  thou  sword  of  the  Eternal,  how  long  will  it  he  ere  thou  be 
quiet  ?  put  up*  thyself  into  thy  scabbard,  rest,  and  be  still. 

7  How  can  it  be  quiet,  seeing  the  Eternal  hath  given  it  a  charge1* 
against  Ashkelon,  and  against  the  sea  coast  ?  there  hath  he 
appointed  it. 


Chap.  XLVIII. 

1  To  Moab  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  tbe  God  of  Israel ; 
Woe  unto  Nebo  I  for  it  is  spoiled ;  Kiriathim  is  ashamed  and 


1  souIl  2  judgment,  *  was.  *  go.  1  voice*  0  quoting.  T  crowd, 
&  maritime  settlement,  *  be  gathered.  10  command. 
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2  conquered :  the  Mhgab  is  ashamed,  and  dismayed.  Tit/ere 
shall  be  no  more  praise  of  Moah ;  in  Heshbon  they  have  de¬ 
vised1  evil  against  it ;  come,  and  let  us  cut  it  off  from  being  a 
nation.  Also  thou  shalt  be  struck  dumb,  O  Madmen;  the 

3  sword  shall  pursue?  thee.  A  voice  of  crying  shall  be  from  Ho- 

4  ronaim,  spoiling  and  a  great  breach.  Moab  is  broken ;  her 

5  young  ones  have  caused  a  cry  to  he  heard.  For  in  the  going 
up  of  Lnhith  continual  weeping  shall  go  up ;  for  in  the  going 
down  of  Horonaim  the  adversaries  have  heard  a  cry  of  de- 

6  straction.®  Flee,  save  your  lives,  and  he  like  the  heath  in  the 

7  desert.  For  hecauee  thou  hast  trusted  in  thy  works  and  in 
thy  treasures,  thou  shalt  also  be  taken  :4  and  Chemosh  shall 
go  forth  into  exile  with  his  priests  and  his  officers  together. 

8  And  the  spoiler  shall  come  upon  every  city,  and  no  city  shall 
escape:  tbe  valley  also  shall  perish,  and  the  plain  shall  he  de- 

9  strayed,  as  the  Eternal  hath  spoken.  Give  wingsjj  unto  Moab, 
that  it  may  flying  get  away :  for  the  cities  thereof  shall  he  a 

10  desolation,  without  any  to  abide  therein.  Cursed  be  lie  that 
doeth  the  work  of  tbe  Eternal  deceitfully,  and  cursed  be  he 

1 1  that  keepeth  bock5  his  sword  from  blood.  Moah  hath  been  at 
ease  from  lus  youth,  and  he  hath  settled6  on  hia  lees,  and  hath 
not  been  emptied  from  vessel  to  vessel,  neither  hath  he  gone 
into  exile :  therefore  his  taste  remained7  in  him,  and  his  odour 

12  is  not  changed.  Therefore,  behold,  the  days  come,  is  the  de¬ 
claration  of  the  Eternal,  that  I  will  send  unto  him  fetterers 
that  shall  bend  him  low  and  shall  empty  his  vessels,  and 

13  dash  theiT  skin  bottles.  And  Moab  shall  be  ashamed  of  Che¬ 
mosh,  as  the  house  of  Israel  was  ashamed,  of  Beth-el  their 

14  confidence.  How  say  ye,  We  are  heroes  and  men  of  force  for 

15  the  war  ?  Moab  is  spoiled,  and  he  is  gone  up  against  her  cities, 
and  his  chosen  young  men  are  gone  down  to  the  slaughter,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  King,  whose  name  is  the  Eternal  of 

16  hosts.  The  calamity 8  of  Moab  is  neap  to  come,  and  his  evil 

17  hasteth  fast.  All  ye  that  are  around- 'him,  bemoan  him ;  and 
all  ye  that  know  his  name,  say.  How  is  thfe  staff  of  might  broken, 

Id  and  the  rod  of  splendour.*  Thou  daughter  that  dost  inhabit  Di- 
bon,  come  down  from  thy  glory,  and  sit  in  thirst ;  for  the  spoiler 
of  Moab  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  he  shall  destroy  thy  strong 

19  bolds.  O  inhabitant  of  Aroer,  stand  by  the  way,  and  espy; 
ask  him  that  fleeth,  and  her  that  escapeth,  and  say.  What  is 

20  done  ?  Moab  is  confounded ;  for  it  is  dismayed :  howl  and 

1  thought,  *  go  after,  *  breach-  *  conquered*  *  denied*  8  it  quiet 

*  Blood.  *  8  nn*t.  *  Btkk.  - 
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21  cry ;  tall  ye  it  ia  Arnon,  that  Moab  is  spoiled.  And  judgment 
is  come  upon  the  plain  country:  upon  Holon,  and  upon  Jaha- 

22  zah,  and  upon  Mephaath,  And  upon  Dibon,  and  npon  Nebo, 

23  and  upon  Beth -diblath  aim,  And  upon  Kiriathaim,  and  Upon 

24  Betli-gamul,  and  upon  Beth-meon,  And  upon  Kerioth,  and  upon 
Bozrah,  and  upon  all  the  cities  of  the  land  of  Moah,  far  or 

25  near.  The  horn  of  Moab  iB  cut  off,  and  his  arm  is  broken,  is 

26  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Make  ye  him  drunken :  for  he 
magnified  himself  against  the  Eternal :  Moab  also  shalt.wallowjj 

27  iu  his  vomit,  and  he  also  shall  be  in  derision.  For-  was  not 
Israel  a  derision  unto  thee  ?  was  he  found  among  thieves,  that 

28  since  thou  spakest  of  him,  thou  ahakedst  thy  head  ?*  O  ye  that 
abide  in  Moab,  leave?  the  cities,  and  dwell  in  the  rock,  and  be 
like  the  dove  that  maketh  her  nest  in  the  sides  of  the  mouth

36  their  might.  And  upon  Elam  will  I  bring  the  four  winds  from 
the  four  extremities  of  the  heaven,  and  will  disperse  them 
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towards  all  those  winds ;  and  there  Bhall  not  be  the  nation 
37  whither  the  outcasts  of  Elam  shall  not  come.  For  I  will  cause

Tell  ye 
among  the  nations,  and  proclaim,  and  set  up?  a  standard  ;  pro¬ 
claim,  and  deny  not:  say,  Babylon  is  conquered,  Bell  is 
ashamed,  Merodach  is  broken  in  pieces  ;s  her  idols  are  con- 

3  founded,  her  images  ore  broken  in  pieces.6  For  out  of  the 
north  there  cometh  up  a  nation  against  her,  which  shall  make7 
her  land  desolate,  and  none  shall  dwell  therein:  they  shall 

4  remove,  they  shall  go  from  man  to  beast.  In  those  days,  and  in 
that  time,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  come,  they  and  the  children  of  Judah  together 
shall  go,  going  and  weeping :  they  seek  the  Eternal,  their  God. 

5  They  shall  ask  for  Zion  with  their  faces  towards  the  way 
thitherward,  saying,  Come,  and  let  us  join  ourselves  to  the 
Eternal  in  a  covenant  for  ever  that  shall  not  be  forgotten. 

6  My  people  hath  been  a  straying  flock  :  their  shepherds  have 
caused  them  to  err,  they  have  turned  them  away  on  the  moun¬ 
tains  :  they  have  gone  from  mountain  to  hill,  they  have  for-

because  they  have  sinned  against  the  Eternal,  the  abode  of 

8  justice,  even  the  Eternal,  the  hope5  of  their  fathers.  Remove 
out  of  the  midst  of  Babylon,  and  go  forth  out  of  the  land  of 

9  the  Chaldeans,  and  be  as  the  he  goats  he  fore  the  flocks.  For, 
lo,  I  will  excite  and  cause  to  come  up  against  Babylon  an  as¬ 
sembly  of  great  nations  from  the  north  country  :  and  they  shall 
set  themselves  in  order  against  her ;  from  thence  Bhe  shall  be 
conquered :  their  arrows  shall  he  as  of  an  expert1*  hero ; 

10  none  shall  return  in  vain.'1  And  Chaldea  shall  be  a  spoil :  all 
that  spoil  her  shall  be  satisfied,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

11  Because  ye  were  glad,  because  ye  rejoiced,  O  ye  plunderers  of

shall  be  put  to  shame :  behold,  the  future3  of  nations  zhall  be  a 

13  desert,  aridity,  and  barrenness.  Because  of  the  angerof  the  Eternal 
it  shall  not  be  inhabited,  but  it  shall  be  wholly  desolate  :  every 
one  that  goeth  by  Babylon  shall  be  astonished,  and  hiss  at  all 

14  her  plagues.4  Set  yourselves  in  order  against  Babylon  round 
about :  all  ye  that  bend  the  bow,  shoot3  at  her,  spare  no  ar-

16  do  unto  her.  Cut  off  the  sower  from  Babylon,  and  him  that 
handleth1  the  sickle  in  the  time  of  harvest:  for  fear  of  the 
oppressing  sword  they  shall  turn  every  one  to  his  people,  and 

17  they  shall  flee  every  one  to  his  own  land,  Israel  is  a  Bhccp6 
scared  away,  which  lions  have  driven  away  :  the  first,  the  king 
of  Assyria  hath  devoured9  him ;  and  this  last,  Ne b uc h adre2zar 

18  king  of  Babylon  hath  broken  his  bones.  Therefore  thus  with 
the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  Behold,  I  will  punish10 
the  king  of  Babylon  and  his  land,  as  I  have  punished11  the  king 

1 9  of  Assyria.  And  1  will  bring  Israel  again  to  his  abode,  and  he 
shall  feed  on  Carmel  and  Bashan,  and  his  soul  Bhall  be  satis- 

20  fied  upon  mount  Ephraim  and  Gilead.  In  those  days,  and  in 
that  time,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  the  iniquity  of 
Israel  shall  be  sought  for,  and  there  shall  As  none  ;  and  the  sins 
of  Judah,  and  they  shall  not  be  found :  for  I  will  pardon  them 
whom  I  leave  remaining. 

21  Go  up  against  the  land  of  double  bitterness,  eve  n  against  it, 
and  against  the  inhabitants  of  Fekod :  waste  and  exterminate 
after  them,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  and  do  according 

22  to  all  that  1  have  commanded  thee.  A  sound12  of  war  it  in  the 

23  land,  and  of  great  destruction.13  How  is  the  hammer  of  the 
whole  earth  cut  asunder  and  brokenl  how  is  Babylon  become 

24  a  desolation  among  the  nations  1  I  have  laid  a  snare  for  thcc, 
and  thou  art  also  taken,11  O  Babylon,  and  thou  didst  uot  know : 
thou  art  found,  and  also  caught,  because  thou  has  striven  against

43  daughter  of  Babylon.  The  king  of  Babylon  hath  heard  the  re¬ 
port  of  them,  and  his  hands  waxed  feeble:  trouble  took  hold  of 

44  him, and  pangs  as  of  a  woman  giving  birth.  Behold,  he  shall  come 
up  like  a  lion  from  the  swelling1  of  the  Jordan  against  the  abode 
of  strength  ;s  when  I  give  her  rest  I  will  cause  him  to  run  away 
from  her ;  and  him  that  is  chosen  1  will  appoint4  over  her  ? 
for  who  is  like  me  ?  and  who  will  appoint  me  the  time  ?  and 

45  who  is  that  shepherd  that  will  stand  before  me  ?  Therefore 
hear  ye  the  counsel  of  the  Eternal,  that  he  bath  taken9  against 
Babylon  ;  and  his  purposes,6  that  he  hath  purposed6  against  the 
inhabitants  of  Teman :  If  the  least  of  the  flock  shall  not  drag 
them,  if  he  Bhall  not  make  their  abode  desolate  over  them.... 

46  At  the  noise7  of  the  taking6  of  Babylon  the  land  is  moved, 
and  a  cry  is  beard  among  the  nations. 

Chap.  LI. 

1  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  excite  against  Baby¬ 
lon,  and  against  them  that  abide  in  the  heart  of  them  that  rise 

2  up  against  me,  a  destroying  wind ;  And  will  send  forth  unto 
Babylon  fanners,  that  shall  ran  her,  and  shall  depopulated  her 
land :  for  in  the  day  of  evil  they  shall  be  against  her  round 

3  about.  Against  him  that  bendeth  let  the  bender  bend  his  bow, 
and  against  Aim  that  lifteth  himself  up  in  his  brigandine  :  and 

4  spare  ye  not  her  youths;  doom  ye  all  her  host.  Thus  the 
slain  shall  fall  in  the  land  of  the  Chaldeans,  and  they  that 

6  ore  thrust  through  in  her  streets.  For  Israel  hath  not  been 
widowed  nor  Judah  of  his  God,  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts ; 
though  their  land  was  filled  with  guilt  against  the  Holy  One 

6  of  Israel.  Flee  out  of  the  midst  or  Babylon,  and  deliver  every 
man  his  soul :  be  not  cut  off*  in  her  iniquity  ;  for  this  is  the 
time  of  the  vengeance  of  the  Eternal ;  he  repays  unto  her  a 

7  recompense.  Babylon  hath  been  a  golden  goblet  in  the  hand 
of  the  Eternal,  that  made  all  the  earth  drunken  :  the  nations 

8  have  drunken  of  her  wiue ;  therefore  nations  are  mad.  Babylon 
is  suddenly  fallen  and  broken  :  howl  for  her ;  take  balm  for 

0  her  pain,  perhaps  she  may  be  healed.  We  would  have  healed 
Babylon,  but  she  is  not  healed :  forsake  her,  and  let  us  go 
every  one  into  his  own  country :  for  her  judgment  reachcth10 

10  unto  heaven,  and  is  lifted  up  even  to  the  skies.  Hie  Eternal 

Bet  in  order*  2  excellency.  s  continuity.  4  bear  in  mind.  5  counselled. 

6  thought,  T  voice.  *  Bering.  *  struck  dumb.  lfl  touche ib.

JEREMIAH,  Chap.  LI. 


hath  brought  forth  our  righteousness :  come,  and  let  us  relate 

1  i  in  Zion  the  work  of  the  Eternal  our  God.  Make  bright  the 
arrows ;  fill  the  shields :  the  Eternal  hath  excited  the  spirit  of 
the  kings  of  the  Medea :  for  his  device  is  against  Babylon, 
to  destroy1  it ;  because  it  is  the  vengeance  of  the  Eternal,  the 

12  vengeance  of  his  temple.*  Carry  a  banner  upon  the  ramparts 
of  Babylon,  make  the  watch  strong,  set  up  the  watchmen,  pre¬ 
pare  che  ambushes :  for  the  Eternal  hath  both  devised  and 
done  that  which  he  spake  against  the  inhabitants  of  Babylon. 

13  0  thou  that  liveliest  upon  many  waters,  abundant  in  treasures, 

14  thine  end  is  come  and  the  measure3  of  thy  covetousness.  The 
Eternal  of  hosts  hath  sworn  by  himBelf,  saying.  Surely  I  will 
fill  thee  with  men,  as  with  locusts  [j  and  they  shall  lift  up4  a 

15  shout  against  thee.  He  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  power,  he 
hath  prepared  the  world  by  his  wisdom,  and  hath  inclined 

1  ft  heaven  by  his  understanding  When  he  uttereth5  his  voice, 
there  is  a  multitude*  of  waters  in  the  heavens ;  and  he  bringeth 
up  vapours  from  the  extremity  of  the  earth :  he  maketh  light¬ 
nings  for  the  rain,  and  bringeth  forth  wind  out  of  his  treasures. 

17  Every  man  is  brutish  by7  his  knowledge;  every  refiner  is  con¬ 
founded  by7  the  graven  image :  for  his  molten  image  is  felse- 

18  hood,  and  there  is  no  breath4  in  them.  They  are  vanity,  the 
work  of  errors ;  in  the  time  of  their  visitation  they  shall  perish. 

10  The  portion  of  Jacob  is  not  like  them ;  for  he  is  the  former  of 
all  things :  and  Israel  is  the  rod  of  his  inheritance :  the 
Eternal  of  hosts  is  his  name. 

20  Thou  art  my  battle  axe  and  weapons*  of  war  s  for  with  thee 
will  I  break  in  pieces  corrupt  nations,  and  with  thee  will  1  de- 

21  stroy10  kingdoms;*  And  with  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  a  horse 
and  his  rider ;  and  with  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  a  chariot 

22  and  his  rider  i  With  thee  also  will  I  break  in  pieces  man  and 
woman ;  and  with  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  old  and  young ; 
and  with  thee  will  I  break  in  pieces  the  yonng  man11  and  the 

23  virgin ;  I  will  also  break  in  pieces  with  thee  the  shepherd  and 
his  drove >  and  with  thee  wUl  I  break  in  pieces  the  husband¬ 
man  and  his  yoke  of  oxen ;  and  with  thee  will  I  break  in 

2-1  pieces  governors  and  deputy-governors.  And  1  will  repay 
unto  Babylon  and  to  all  the  inhabitants  of  Chaldea  all  their 
evil  that  they  have  done  in  Zion  in  your  eyes,  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal. 

25  Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  O  mountain  of  the  destroyer,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  which  deBtroyest  all  the  earth  : 
and  I  will  incline  my  hand  against  thee,  and  roll  thee  down 
from  the  rocks,  and  will  make13  thee  a  mountain  of  burning, 

26  And  they  shall  not  take  of  thee  a  stone  for  a  corner,  nor  a 
stoEic  for  foundations ;  hut  thou  shalt  be  desolations  for  ever, 

1  corrupt.  *  palace.  *  cubit.  1  amwer.  6  giveth.  a  crowd.  *  from* 

M  wind.  0  veajwla.  corrupt.  1J  chosen*  1:i  give* 
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27  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Carry  a  banner  in  the  land, 
blow1  a  comet  among  the  nations,  prepare®  nations  against  her, 
call  together  against  her  the  kingdoms  of  Ararat,  Minni,  and 
Ashchenaz;  appoint  a  captain|j  against  her;  cause  the  horses  to 

28  come  up  as  bristling  locusts.  |J  Prepare8  against  her  nations,  the 
kings  of  Media,  the  governors  thereof,  and  all  the  deputy-go- 

29  vernors  thereof,  andall  the  land  of  his  dominion.  And  the  land 
trembled  and  was  greatly  terrified :  for  the  thought  of  the 
Eternal  against  Babylon  was  performed,®  to  make4  the  land  of 

30  Babylon  a  desolation  without  an  inhabitant.  The  heroes  of 
Babylon  have  ceased  to  fight,  they  have  abode  in  their  holds : 
their  might  hath  failed ;  they  became  as  women :  they  have 

31  set  on  fire  her  dwelling-places  ;  her  bolts  are  broken.  Runner 
shall  run  towards  runner,  and  tidings  bearer  towards  tidings 
bearer,  to  tell  the  king  of  Babylon  that  his  city  is  conquered 

32  from  extremity  to  extremity  >  And  that  the  fords  are  occupied,® 
and  the  reeds6  they  have  bnrned  with  fire,  and  the  men  of  war 
are  affrighted. 

33  For  thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  the  God  of  Israel ;  The 
daughter  of  Babylon  is  like  a  threshing  floor,  it  is  time  to 
thresh  her :  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  time  of  her  harvest 

34  shall  come.  Nebuchadrezzar  the  king  of  Babyluu  hath  eaten 
me, he  hath  confounded  me,  lie  hath  placed  me  down  an  empty 
vessel,  he  hath  swallowed  me  up  like  a  dragon,7  he  hath  filled 

35  his  belly  with  my  delicates,  he  nath  thrust  me  out.  The  vio¬ 
lence  done  to  me  and  my  flesh  be  upon  Babylon,  shall  the  in¬ 
habitant  of  Zion  say ;  and  my  blood  upon  the  inhabitants  of 

36  Chaldea,  shall  Jerusalem  say.  Therefore  thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  Behold,  I  wifi  plead  thy  cause,8  and  avenge  thy  ven¬ 
geance  ;  and  1  will  make  dry  her  sea,  and  dry  up  her  springs. 

37  And  Babylon  shall  become  stone-heaps,  a  residence  for  dra¬ 
gons,  an  astonishment  and  a  hissing,  without  an  inhabitant. 

38  They  shall  roar  together  like  young  lions :  they  shall  yell  as 

39  lions*  whelps.  In  their  heat  I  will  make9  their  feasts,  and  I 
will  make  them  drunken,  that  they  may  exult,  and  sleep  a  per- 

rtual  sleep,  and  not  wake,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal, 
will  bring  them  down  like  fattened  lambs  to  the  slaughter, 
41  like  rams  with  he  goats.  How  is  Sheshach  conquered!  and 
bow  is  the  praise  of  the  whole  earth  seized !  how  is  Babylon 
42  hecome  an  astonishment  among  the  nations  !  The  sea  is  come 
up  from  Babylon :  she  is  covered  with  the  multitude16  of  the 
43  waves  thereof.  Her  cities  are  an  astonishment,  an  arid  land, 

*  tfju  *  sanctify,  3  stood*  4  put.  *  seized.  *  pooh.  7  huge  creature. 

8  quarrel  thy  quarrel  9  ecL  u  crowd* 
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and  barrenness,  a  land  wherein  no  man  abideth,  neither  doth  any 

44  son  of  man  pass  thereby.  And  I  will  punish1  Bel  in  Babylon, 
and  I  will  bring  forth  oat  of  his  mouth  that  which  he  hath 
swallowed  up :  and  nations  shall  not  flow  together  any  more 

45  unto  him :  yea,  the  rampart  of  Babylon  shall  fell.  My  people, 
go  ye  out  of  the  midst  of  her,  and  rescue  ye  every  man  his  soul 

4G  from  the  fierce  wrath  of  the  Eternal.  And  lest  your  heart 
feint,  and  ye  fear  on  account  of  the  report  that  is  heard  in  the 
land;  and  the  report  cometh  this  year,  and  after  that  the 
report  in  the  year  after,  and  violence  is  in  the  land,  ruler  against 

47  ruler ;  Therefore,  I  foretell,  behold,  days  come,  that  I  will  do 
judgment1  upon  the  graven  images  of  Babylon :  and  her  whole 
land  shall  be  put  to  shame,  and  all  her  slain8  shall  fall  in  the 

48  midst  of  her.  Then  heaven  and  earth,  and  all  that  is  therein, 
shall  shout  for  Babylon :  for  the  spoilers  shall  come  unto  her 

49  from  the  north,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  The  slain1 
of  Israel  are  also  to  fall  for  Babylon ;  the  slain8  of  the  whole 

50  land  have  also  fallen  for  Babylon.  Te  that  have  escaped  the 
sword,  go  away,  stand  not  stul :  rememher  the  Eternal  afar  off, 

51  and  let  Jerusalem  come  into  your  mind.3  We  are  put  to 
shame,  because  we  have  heard  disgrace :  confusion  hath  covered 
our  feces :  for  strangers4  are  come  over  the  sanctuaries  of  the 
house  of  the  Eternal. 

52  Therefore,  behold,  days  come,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  that  1  will  do  judgment1  upon  her  graven  images :  and 

53  through  all  her  land  the  stabbed  shall  groan.  Though  Babylon 
should  go  up  to  the  heaven,  and  though  she  should  fortify  the 
height  of  her  strength,  yet  from  me  shall  spoilers  come  unto 

54  her,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  A  voice  of  a  cry  cometh 
from  Babylon,  and  a  great  breach  from  the  land  of  Chaldeans : 

55  Because  the  Eternal  hath  spoiled  Babylon,  and  destroyed 
therein,  hence  a  loud  cry  ;J  and  her  waves  do  roar6  like  great 

56  waters,  a  noise  of  their  voice  is  uttered  :7  Because  a  spoiler  is 
come  upon  her,  even  upon  Babylon,  and  her  heroes  are  con¬ 
quered,  every  one  of  their  bows  is  broken  .-8  for  the  Eternal 

57  God  of  recompences  shall  surely  repay.  And  1  will  make 
drunk  her  officers,  and  her  wise  men,  lier  governors,  and  her  de¬ 
puty-governors,  and  her  heroes :  and  they  shall  sleep  a  perpe  tual 
sleep,  and  not  wake,  is  the  declaration  of  the  King,  whose  name 

58  is  the  Eternal  of  hosts.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts ;  The 
ramparts  of  large  Babylon  shall  be  utterly  broken,  and  her 

1  bear  in  mind.  1  stabbed.  *  heart.  *  laymen.  6  great  voice.  4  confound. 

7  given-  *  dismayed. 
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high  gates  shall  be  set  on  fire ;  and  peoples  shall  labour  for 
nought,  and  races  for  fire,  and  they  shall  be  weary. 

59  The  word  which  Jeremiah  the  prophet  commanded  Seraiah 
the  son  of  Neriah,  the  son  of  Maaseiah,  when  he  went  with 
Zedekiah  the  king  of  Judah  into  Babylon  in  the  fourth 

60  year  of  his  reign.  And  Seraiah  was  chief  chamberlain.1  So 
Jeremiah  wrote  in  one  hook  all  the  evil  that  should  come 
upon  Babylon,  even  all  these  words  that  are  written  concerning 

61  Babylon.  And  Jeremiah  said  to  Seraiah,  When  thou  comest  to 

62  Babylon,  and  shalt  see,  and  sh&lt  read*  all  these  words  ;  Then 
shalt  thou  say,  O  Eternal,  thou  hast  spoken  against  this  place, 
to  exterminate  it,  that  none  shall  remain3  in  it,  neither  man 

63  nor  beast,  but  that  it  shall  be  desolation  for  ever.  And  it 
shall  be,  when  thou  hast  finished  reading4  this  book,  that  thou 
shalt  bind  a  stone  to  it,  and  cast  it  into  the  midst  of  Euphrates. 

G4  And  thou  shalt  say,  Thus  shall  Babylon  sink,  and  shall  not 
rise  on  account  of  the  evil  that  £  will  bring  upon  her  ;  and  they 
shall  be  weary.  Thus  far  are  the  words  of  Jeremiah. 


Chap.  LII. 


1  Zedekiah  was  one  and  twenty  years  old1  when  he  began  to 
reign,  and  he  reigned  eleven  yearB  in  Jerusalem.  And  his 
mother's  name  was  Hamutal  the  daughter  of  Jeremiah  of 

2  Libnah,  And  he  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 

3  Eternal,  according  to  all  that  Jehoiakim  had  done.  For 
through  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  it  came  to  pass  in  Jerusalem 
and  Judah,  till  he  had  cast  them  out  from  his  presence,4  that 

4  Zedekiah  rebelled  against  the  king  of  Babylon.  And  it  came 
to  pass  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  reign,  in  the  tenth  month,  in  the 
teuth  dag  of  the  month,  that  Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon 
came,  he  and  all  his  force  against  Jerusalem,  and  encamped 

5  against  it,  and  built  fortsjl  against  it  round  about.  So  the  city 

6  was  besieged7  unto  the  eleventh  year  of  king  Zedekiah.  And  in 
the  fourth  month,  in  the  ninth  dag  of  the  month,  the  famine  was 
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sore1  in  the  city,  so  that  there  was  no  bread  for  the  people  of  the 

7  land.  Then  the  city  was  broken  up,9  and  all  the  men  of  war  fled, 
and  went  forth  out  of  the  city  by  night  by  the  way  of  the  gate 
between  the  double  ramparts, which  were  by’  the  king’s  garden, 
whilst  the  Chaldeans  were  by9  the  city  round  ahont :  and  they 

8  went  by  the  way  of  the  plain.9  Bat  the  force  of  the  Chaldeans 
pursued  after  the  king,  and  overtook  Zedekiah  in  the  plain*  of 

9  Jericho  ;  and  all  his  force  was  scattered  from  him.  Then  they 
seized  the  king,  and  brought  him  up  unto  the  king  of  Babylon 
to  Riblah  in  the  land  of  Hamath;  and  he  gave  judgment  upon 

10  him.5  And  the  king  of  Babylon  slaughtered  the  sons  of 
Zedekiah  before  his  eyes :  he  slaughtered  also  all  the  officers 

11  of  Judah  in  Riblah.  Then  he  blinded  the  eyes  of  Zedekiah  ; 
and  the  king  of  Babylon  bound  him  in  letters  of  copper, 
and  brought  him  to  Babylon,  and  put*  him  in  the  house  of 

1 2  custody7  till  the  day  of  his  death.  Now  in  the  fifth  month,  in 
the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  which  teas  the  nineteenth  year  of 
Nebuchadrezzar  king  of  Babylon,  came  Nebuzaradan,  captain 
of  the  executioners,  who  served8  the  king  of  Babylon,  in  Jeru* 

13  salem,  And  burned  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  king's 
house  ;  and  all  the  houses  of  Jerusalem,  and  alt  the  houses  of 

14  the  great  men,  burned  he  with  fire:  And  all  the  force  of  the 
Chaldeans,  that  were  with  the  captain  of  the  executioners  brake 

15  down  all  the  ramparts  of  Jerusalem  round  about.  Then 
Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  the  executioners  carried  into 
exile  certain  of  the  poorest  sort  of  the  people,  aod  the  rest 
of  the  people  that  remained  in  the  city,  and  the  deserters  that 
fell  to  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  the  rest  of  the  multitude.* 

1C  But  Nebuzaradan  the  captain  of  the  executioners  Buffered  to 
remain  certain  of  the  poorest  sort  of  the  land  for  vinedressers 

1 7  and  for  husbandmen.  Also  the  columns  of  copper  that  were 
in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  bases,  and  the  copper  sea 
that  was  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  the  Chaldeans  brake  in 

18  pieces,  and  carried  all  tbe  copper  of  them  to  Bahylon.  The 
pots  also,  and  the  shovels,  ana  the  snuffers,  and  the  Dowls,  and 
the  spoons,  and  all  the  vessels  of  copper  wherewith  they  mi- 

19  nistered,  took  they  away.  And  the  Basons,  and  the  firepans, 
and  the  bowls,  and  the  pots,  and  the  candlesticks,  ana  the 

1  strong*  3  cleft  1  upon*  1  barrennesa.  s  &pokejudgment  with  him. 
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spoons,  and  the  cups  ;j|  that  which  was  of  gold  in  gold,  and 
that  which  was  of  silver  in  silver,  took  the  captain  of  the 

20  executioners  away.  The  two  columns,  one  sea,  and  the  twelve 
copper  bulls'  that  were  under  the  bases,  which  king  Solomon 
had  made  for  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  the  copper  of  all  these 

21  vessels  was  without  weight.  And  concerning  the  columns,  the 
height  of  one  column  was  eighteen  cuhits;  and  a”  fillet*  of 
twelve  cubits  did  compass  it ;  and  the  thickness  thereof  was 

22  four  fingers :  it  was  hollow.  And  a  chapiter  of  copper  was 
upon  it ;  and  the  height  of  one  chapiter  tens  five  cubits,  and  the 
wreathen  work  and  pomegranates  upon  the  chapiter  round 
about,  all  of  copper :  ana  like  unto  these  had  the  second 

23  column,  also  pomegranates.  And  the  pomegranates  were  ninety 
and  six  on  a  side  ;3  and  all  the  pomegranates  upon  the  wreathen- 

24  work  were  a  hundred  round  about  And  the  captain  of  the 
executioners  took  Seraiah  the  chief4  priest,  and  Zcphaniah  the 
priest  second  in  rank,  and  the  three  keepers  of  the  thresh- 

25  hold :  He  took  also  out  of  the  city  an  eunuch,  who  was  an 
overseer  over  the  men  of  war ;  and  seven  men  of  them  that 
saw  the  face  of  the  king,  who  were  found  in  the  city  ;  and  the 
scribe  of  the  officer  of  the  host,  who  convened  the  people  of  the 
land  for  the  host :  and  threescore  men  of  the  people  of  the 

26  land,  that  were  found  in  the  midst  of  the  city.  So  Nebuzar- 
adan  the  captain  of  the  executioners  took  them,  and  carried 

27  them  to  the  king  of  Babylon  to  Riblah.  And  the  king  of 
Babylon  smote  them,  and  put  them  to  death  m  Riblah  in  the 
land  of  Hamath.  Thus  Judah  was  carried  into  exile  from 

23  his  ground.  This  is  the  people  whom  Nebuchadrezzar  carried 
into  exile:  in  the  seventh  year  three  thousand  Jews  and 

29  three  and  twenty :  In  the  eighteenth  year  of  Nebuchadrezzar 
he  carried  into  exile  from  Jerusalem  eight  hundred  thirty 

30  and  two  souls :  In  the  three  and  twentieth  year  of  Nebuchad¬ 
rezzar  Nebuzaradaa  the  captain  of  the  executioners  carried 
into  exile  of  the  Jews  seven  hundred  forty  and  five  souls :  all 

31  the  souls  were  four  thousand  and  six  hundred.  And  it  came 
to  pass  in  the  seven  and  thirtieth  year  of  the  exile  of  Je- 

1  herd.  *  thread.  1  wind.  *  head. 
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hoiachim  king  of  Judah,  in  the  twelfth  month,  in  the  five  and 
twentieth  day  of  the  month,  that  Evil-merodach  king  of  Ba¬ 
bylon  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign  lifted  up  the  nead  of 
Jehoiachim  king  of  Judah,  and  brought  him  forth  out  of  prison,1 

32  And  spake  kindly  unto  him,  and  aet8  his  throne3  above  the 

33  throne3  of  the  kings  that  were  with  him  in  Babylon.  And 
changed4  his  prison3  garments :  and  he  did  continually  eat 

34  bread  before  him  all  the  days  of  his  life.  And  his  allowance 
was  a  continual  allowance  given  him  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  a 
daily  rate4  until  the  day  of  his  death,  all  the  days  of  his  life.

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Chapter  I. 

1  Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirtieth  year,  in  the  fourth  month, 
in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I  was  among  the  exiles  by  the 
river  of  Chebar,  that  the  heavens  were  opened,  and  I  saw  vi- 

2  Bio  ns  of  God.  In  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  which  was  the 

3  fifth  year  of  king  Jehoia chin’s  exile.  The  word  of  the  Eternal 
came1  expressly  unto  Ezekiel  the  priest,  die  son  of  Buzi,  iu 
the  land  of  Chaldeans  by  the  river  Chehar ;  and  the  hand  of 

4  the  Eternal  was  there  upon  him.  And  I  saw,  and,  behold,  a 
tempest  came  ont  of  the  north,  a  great  cloud,  and  a  fire  in* 
folding*  itself,  and  a  brightness  teas  about  it,  and  ont  of  the 
midst  thereof  as  the  colour3  of  gold  ore,  |{  out  of  the  midst  of 

ti  the  fire.  Also  ont  of  the  midst  thereof  came  the  likeness  of 
fouT  animals.  Aud  this  was  their  appearance  ;*  they  had  the 

6  likeness  of  a  man.  And  every  one  had  fouT  faces,  and  every 

7  one  had  four  wings.  And  their  feet  were  straight  feet ;  and 
the  sole1  of  their  feet  was  like  the  sole9  of  a  calf’s  foot :  and 

8  they  sparkled  like  the  colour3  of  burnished  copper.  And  they 
had  the  hands  of  a  man  under  their  wings  on  their  four  sides 

9  and  the  four  of  them  had  their  faces  and  their  wings.  Their 
wings  were  joined  one  to  another;7  they  turned®  not  when 
they  went;  they  went  every  one  towards  the  side  of  his  face. 

10  As  for  the  likeness  of  their  faces,  the  four  of  them  had  the  face 

1  wag*  1  taking.  *  eye*  *  sight.  *  hollow,  *  fourth  parts.  7  a  wuman 

to  her  h ferer*  *  fetched  a  compass. 
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of  a  man,  and  the  face  of  a  Hon,  on  the  right :  and  the  four  of 
them  had  the  face  of  an  ox1  on  the  left :  the  four  of  them  also 

1 1  had  the  face  of  an  eagle.  Thus  were  their  faces :  and  their  wings 
were  expanded  above ;  each  had  two  wings  joining  another,  and 

12  two  covered  their  bodies.  And  they  went  every  one*  towards 
the  side  of  his  face  :  whither  the  spirit  was  to  go,  they  went  5  and 

13  they  turned3  not  when  they  went.  As  for  the  likeness  of  the 
animals,  their  appearance1  teas  like  live  coals  of  fire,  burning 
like  the  appearance1  of  the  torches,  it  went  abont  the 
animals;  ana  the  fire  had  a  brightness,  and  out  of  the  fire 

14  went  forth  lightning.  And  the  animals  ran  and  returned  as 

15  tbe  appearance1  of  a  flash  of  lightning.  Now  as  1  saw  the 
animals,  behold  one  wheel  upon  the  earth  try  animals  towards 

1 6  his  four  faces.  The  appearance1  of  the  wheels  and  their  work 
was  like  unto  the  colour4 of  a  beryl:]]  and  the  four  of  them 
had  one  likeness :  and  their  appearance  and  their  work  was 

1 7  as  it  were  a  wheel  in  the  middle  of  a  wheel.  When  they  went, 
they  went  upon  their  four  rides  :*  and  they  turned3  not  when 

IS  they  went.  As  for  their  backs  they  had  a  great  height  end 
were  dreadful;8  and  their  backs  were  full  of  eyes  round  ahout 

19  them  four.  And  when  the  animaU  went,  the  wbeels  went  hy 
them  :  and  when  the  animals  were  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  the 

•JO  wheels  were  lifted  up.  Whithersoever  the  spirit  was  to  go, 
they  went,  thither  was  also  spirit  qf  the  others  to  go ;  and  the 
wheels  were  lifted  up  over  against  them ;  for  the  spirit  of  the 

21  animal  was  in  the  wheels.  When  those  went,  these  went;  and 
when  those  stood,  these  stood ;  and  when  those  were  lifted  up 
from  the  earth,  the  wheels  were  lifted  up  over  against  them  : 

22  for  the  spirit  of  the  animal  was  in  the  wheels.  And  the  like¬ 
ness  of  the  expanse  upon  the  heads  of  the  animals  was  as  the 
colour3  of  the  glistening  ice,  inclined  over  their  heads  above. 

23  And  under  the  expanse  were  their  wings  straight,  the  one 
towards  the  other  :9  this10  had  two  as  a  covering  to  them,  and 

24  that1*  had  two  as  a  covering  to  them,  their  bodies.  And 
when  they  went,  I  heard  the  noise"  of  their  wings,  like  the  noise11 
of  many  waters,  as  the  voice  of  the  Almighty,  the  voice  of 
speech,  os  the  noise  of  a  camp ;  when  they  stood,  they  let  down13 

25  their  wings.  And  there  was  a  voice  from  above  the  expanse  that 
teas  over  their  heads,  when  they  stood,  and  had  let  down'3  their 

2G  wings.  A  nd  above  the  expanse  that  was  over  their  heads  was  the 

1  one  of  the  herd.  *  a  mail*  3  fetched  a  compass,  4  sight.  3  eye. 

7  fourth  pans,  8  and  they  had  fear,  *  a  woman  to  her  sislcr*  w  a  mao. 

11  voice,  12  towcucd.

likeness  of  a  throne,1  as  the  appearance3  of  a  sapphire  stone  •- 
and  upon  the  likeness  of  the  throne1  was  the  likeness  as  the 
27  appearance3  of  a  man  upon  it,  And  I  saw  as  the  colour3  of  gold 
ore,  as  the  appearance8  of  fire  round  about  within  it,1  from  the 
appearance3  of  his  loins  even  upward,  and  from  the  appearance!3 
of  his  loins  even  downward,  I  saw  as  it  were  the  appearance  of 
36  fire,  and  it  had  brightness  round  about.  As  the  appearance 
of  the  bow  that  is  in  the  cloud  in  the  day  of  rain,  so  was  the 
appearance  of  the  brightness  round  ahout.  This  was  the 
appearance  of  the  likeness  of  the  glory  of  the  Eternal.  And 
when  I  saw  it,  I  fell  upon  my  face,  and  I  heard  a  voice  speaking.

1  Axd  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  stand  upon  thy  feet,  and  I 

2  will  speak  unto  thee.  And  a  spirit  entered  into  me  when  he 
spake  unto  me,  and  made  me  stand  upon  my  feet,  and  I  heard 
him  that  spake  unto  me. 

3  And  he  said  onto  me,  Son  of  man,  I  send  thee  to  the 
children  of  Israel,  to  nations,  the  rebellious  ones  that  have  re¬

be  not  nfraid  of  their  words,  nor  be  dismayed  at  tbeir  face, 

7  though  they  be  a  rebellious  house.  And  thou  shalt  speak  my 
words  unto  them,  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will 
forbear  :r  for  they  are  most  rebellious. 

8  But  thou,  son  of  man  ,  hear  what  I  speak  unto  thee ;  Be  not 
thou  rebellious  like  that  rebellious  house ;  open  wide  thy 

0  mouth,  and  cat  that  I  give  thee.  And  I  saw,  and,  hehold,  a 
hand  was  sent  unto  me ;  and,  lo,  a  roll  of  a  book  was  therein ; 

1 0  And  be  spread  it  before  me  ;  and  it  was  written  within  and 
without:3  and  there  were  written  therein  lamentations,  and 
mourning,9  and  woe.

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Chap.  III. 


1  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  eat  what  thou  findest ;  eat 

2  this  roll,  and  go  speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel.  So  I  opened 

3  my  mouth,  and  he  caused  me  to  eat  that  rolL  And  he  said 
unto  me.  Son  of  man,  cause  thy  belly  to  eat,  and  fill  thy  howels 
with  this  roll  that  I  give  thee.  Then  did  I  eat  it ;  and  it  was 
in  my  mouth  as  honey  for  sweetness. 

4  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  go,  come  unto  the  house 

5  of  Israel,  and  speak  with  my  words  unto  them.  For  thou  art 
not  sent  to  a  people  of  a  strange  speech1  and  of  a  hard  language, 

6  but  to  the  house  of  Israel;  Not  to  many  peoples  of  a  strange 
speech1  and  of  a  hard  language,  whose  words  thou  const  not 
understand.  Surely,*  had  I  sent  thee  to  them,  they  would  have 

7  hearkened  unto  thee.  But  the  house  of  Israel  are  not  willing 
to  hearken  unto  thee ;  for  they  are  not  willing  to  hearken  unto 
me  :  for  all  the  house  of  Israel  is  impudent3  and  hardhearted. 

8  Behold,  I  have  made4  thy  face  strong  against  their  faces,  and 

9  thy  forehead  strong  against  their  foreheads.  As  a  diamond 
harder  than  flint5  have  I  made3  thy  forehead  :  fear  them  not, 
neither  be  dismayed  at  their  faces,  though  they  be  a  rebellious 

10  house.  Moreover  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  all  my  words 
that  I  shall  speak  unto  thee  receive7  in  thy  heart,  and  hear 

1 1  with  thine  ears.  And  go  get1  thee  to  the  exiles,  to  the  children 
of  thy  people,  and  Bpeak  unto  them,  and  tell  them,  Thus  saith 
the  Eternal  God  j  whether  they  will  hear,  or  whether  they  will 

12  for  hoar/  3 ’hen  a  spirit  took  me  up,  and  I  heard  behiud  me  a 
voice  of  a  great  rusning,10  saying.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the 

1 3  Eternal  from  his  place.  I  heard  also  the  noise11  of  the'  wings 
of  the  animals  that  touched1*  one  another,13  and  the  noise11  of 
the  wheels  over  against  them,  and  a  noise11  of  a  great  rushing.13 

14  So  a  spirit  lifted  me  up,  and  took  me  away,  and  I  went  in 
bitterness,  in  the  heat  of  my  spirit;  and  the  hand  of  the 

15  Eternal  was  strong  upon  me.  Then  I  came  to  the  exiles  at 
Tel-abib,  that  ahode  by  the  river  of  Chebar,  and  I  sat  where 
they  sat,  and  there  abode  astounded  among  them  seven  days. 

16  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  conclusion  of  seven  days,  that  the

fore  hear  the  word  at  my  mouth,  and  enlighten  them  from  me. 

18  When  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  Thou  shalt  surely  die ;  and  thou 
dost  not  enlighten  him,  uor  speakest  to  enlighten  the  wicked 
concerning  his  wicked  way,  to  keep  him  alive;  the  same 
wicked  man  shall  die  in  his  iniquity;  but  his  blood  will  I 

19  require*  at  thy  hand.  Yet  if  thou  enlighten  the  wicked,  and 
he  turn  not  from  his  wickedness,  nor  from  his  wicked  way,  he 
shall  die  in  his  iniquity ;  but  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul. 

20  Again,  When  a  righteous  man  doth  tom  from  his  righteous¬ 
ness,  and  do  unrighteousness,  and  1  lay1  a  stumblingblock  be¬ 
fore  him,  he  shall  die :  because  thou  hast  not  enlightened  him, 
he  shall  die  in  his  sin,  and  his  righteousness  which  he  hath 
done  shall  not  be  remembered ;  but  his  hlood  will  I  require2 

21  at  thy  hand.  Nevertheless  if  thoa  enlighten  the  righteous 
man ,  tbat  the  righteous  sin  not,  and  he  doth  not  sin,  he  shall 
Burely  live,  because  he  is  enlightened ;  also  thou  hast  delivered 
thy  soul. 

22  And  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  there  upon  me ;  and  he 
said  unto  me.  Arise,  go  forth  into  the  deep  valley,  and  1  will 

23  there  speak  with  thee*  Then  I  arose,  and  went  forth  into  the 
deep  valley :  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  stood  there, 
as  tne  glory  which  1  saw  by  the  river  of  Chebar  :  and  I  fell 

24  on  my  face.  Then  a  spirit  entered4  into  me,  and  set  me  upon 
my  feet,  and  spake  with  me,  and  said  unto  me,  Come,  shut  thy-

shalt  not  be  to  them  a  reproving  man :  for  they  are  a  rebellious 

27  house.  But  when  I  speak  with  thee,  I  will  open  thy  mouth, 
and  thou  shaft  s&y  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ; 
He  that  heareth,  let  him  hear ;  and  he  that  forbeareth,  let  him 
forbear for  they  are  a  rebellious  house. 

Chap.  TV. 

1  Thou  also,  son  of  man,  take  thee  a  brick,  and  lay3  it  be¬ 
fore  thee,  Bnd  engrave  upon  it  the  city,  even.  Jerusalem  : 

2  And  lay*  siege  against  it,  and  build  a  fort  1 1  against  it,  and 

1  given.  *  seek.  4cimr.  s  give  cord*.  *  nix. 
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cast  a  mount  against  it;  set1  camps  also  against  it,  and 

3  set  battering  rams  against  it  round  about.  Moreover  take 
thou  unto  thee  an  iron  pan,  and  set  it  for  a  wall  of  iron 
between  thee  and  the  city :  and  set®  thy  face  against  it,  and  it 
shall  be  besieged,  and  thou  shalt  lay  siege  against  it.  This 

4  shall  be  a  sign  to  the  house  of  Israel.  Lie  thou  also  upon  thy 
left  side,  ana  put  the  iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  upon  it : 
according  to  the  number  of  the  days  that  thou  shalt  lie  upon  it 

5  thou  shalt  bear  their  iniquity.  For  I  have  laid9  upon  thee  the 
year  of  their  iniquity,  according  to  the  number  of  days,  three 
hundred  and  ninety  days :  so  shalt  thou  bear  the  iniquity  of 

6  the  house  of  Israel.  And  when  thou  hast  accomplished*  them, 
lie  again  on  thy  right  side,  and  thou  shalt  bear  the  iniquity  of 
the  house  of  Judah  forty  days :  I  have  appointed  thee  each  day 

7  for  a  year  5  Therefore  thou  shalt  set®  thy  face  towards  the 
siege  of  Jerusalem,  and  thine  arm  shall  be  bare,  and  thou  Bhalt 

8  prophesy  against  it.  And,  behold,  I  will  lay  bands6  upon  thee, 
ana  thou  shalt  not  turn  thee  from  one  side  to  another,  till

12  hin  ;  from  time  to  time  shalt  thou  drink.  And  thon  shalt  eat 
it  as  barley  cakes,  and  thon  shalt  bake  it  as  cake  with  dung 
that  cometh  out  of  man,  before  their  eyes. 

13  And  the  Eternal  said,  Even  thus  shall  the  children  of  Israel 
eat  their  unclean  bread  among  the  Gentiles,  whither  I  will 

14  thrust  them.  Then  said  I,  Ah  Lord  Eternal  1  behold  my  soul 
hath  not  been  polio  ted :  and  from  my  boyhood  up  even  till 
now  have  I  not  eaten  of  that  which  dieth  of  itself,  or  is  torn  in 
pieces ;  neither  came  there  flesh  of  disgust  into  my  mouth. 

15  Then  he  said  unto  me,  Lo,  I  have  given  thee  cow’s  excre¬ 
ments  for  man’s  dung,  and  thou  shalt  prepare11  thy  bread 
therewith. 

]  6  Moreover  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  behold,  I  will  break 

i  give.  1  prepare.  *  given-  *  finished-  *  a  tiny  for  the  year  a  daj  for  tlie 

year  f  have  given  thee.  6  give  coni*.  7  make. 
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the  staff  of  bread  in  Jerusalem  :  and  they  shall  eat  bread  by 
weight,  and  with  cafe ;  and  they  shall  drink  water  by  measure, 
17  and  with  astonishment :  That  they  may  want  bread  and  water, 
and  be  astonied  one  with  another,  and  melt  away  for  their 
iniquity. 


Chap,  V. 

1  And  thou,  son  of  man,  take  thee  a  sharp  sword,  take  thee  a 
barber's  razor,  and  cause  it  to  pass  upon  thy  head  and  upon 
thy  beard :  then  take  thee  balances  to  weigh,  and  divide  the 

*2  hair.  Thou  shalt  bam'  with  fire9  a  third  part  in  the  midst  of 
the  city,  when  the  days  of  the  siege  are  fulfilled :  and  thou 
shalt  take  the  third  part,  and  smite  about  it  with  the  sword : 
and  the  third  part  thou  shalt  scatter  in  the  wind ;  and  I  will 

3  draw  out  a  sword  after  them.  Thou  Bbalt  also  take  thereof  a 

4  few  in  number,  and  bind  them  up  in  thy  skirts.1  Then  take  of 
them  again,  and  caBt  them  into  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  bum 
them  in  the  lire  ;  for  thereof  shall  a  lire  come  forth  into  all  the 

A  house  of  Israel.  Thus  sailh  the  Lord  Eternal ;  This  is  Jeru¬ 
salem  :  I  have  set1  it  in  the  midst  of  the  nations,  and  countries 

6  that  are  round  about  her.  And  Bhe  hath  rebelled  against  my 
judgments  more  wickedly  than  the  nations,  and  my  ordinances 
more  than  the  countries  that  are  ronnd  about  her :  for  they 
hare  scorned  my  judgments  and  my  statutes,  they  hare  not 

7  walked  in  them.  Therefore  thus  saitn  the  Lord  Eternal;  Be¬ 
cause  ye  multiplied!!  more  than  the  nations  that  are  round  about 
you,  and  have  not  walked  in  my  ordinances,  neither  have  kept 
my  judgments,  neither  have  done  according  to  the  judgments 
of  the  nations  that  are  round  about  you ; 

8  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I,  even  I, 
am  against  thee,  and  will  execute  judgments  in  the  midst  of 

9  thee  before  the  eyes  of  the  nations.  And  I  will  do  in  thee  that 
which  I  have  not  done,  and  whereunto  I  will  not  do  any  more 

10  the  like,  because  of  all  thine  abominations.  Therefore  fathers 
shall  eat  sons  in  the  midst  of  thee,  and  sons  shall  cat  their 
fathers  ;  and  I  will  execute9  judgments  in  thee,  and  the  whole 

1 1  remnant  of  thee  will  I  strew  into  all  the  winds.  Wherefore, 
as  I  lire,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal :  if  I  will  not, 

1  lay  nastc.  a  light.  1  aingi.  *  pat.  *  do, 
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because  thou  hast  defiled  my  sanctuary  with  all  thy  detestable 
things,  and  with  all  thine  abominations,  1  will  also  diminish  thee; 

12  neither  shall  mine  eye  spare,  neither  will  I  have  any  pity.  A 
third  part  of  thee  shall  die  with  the  pestilence,  and  with  the 
famine  shall  they  be  consumed1  in  the  midst  of  thee:  and  a 
third  part  shall  fell  by  the  sword  round  about  thee ;  and  the 
third  part  will  I  strew  into  all  the  winds,  and  I  will  draw  out 

13  a  sword  after  them.  And  when  my  wrath  is  over1,  and  my 
fury  has  rested  upon  them,  and  I  hare  comforted  myself ;  they 
shall  know  that  I  the  Eternal  have  spoken  if  in  my  zeal,  when 

14  I  have  accomplished1  my  fury  iu  them.  Moreover  E  will  make* 
thee  waste,  and  a  disgrace  among  the  nations  that  are  round 

15  about  thee,  before  the  eyes  of  all  that  pass  by.  So  it  shall  be 
a  disgrace  and  a  taunt,  an  instruction  and  an  astonishment 
unto  the  nations  that  are  round  about  thee,  when  I  shall 
execute3  judgments  in  thee  iu  wrath  and  in  fury  and  in  furious 

16  rebukes.  I  the  Eternal  have  spoken  it.  When  I  shall  send 
forth  upon  them  the  evil  arrows  of  famine,  which  shall  be  as 
destroyers,  and  which  I  will  Bend  forth  to  destroy  you  :  and  I 
will  increase-  the  famine  upon  you,  and  will  break  your  staff  of 

1 7  bread  :  So  will  I  send  forth  upon  you  famine  and  evil  beasts,* 
and  they  shall  bereave  thee ;  and  pestilence  and  blood  shall 
pass  through  thee j  and  I  will  bring  a  sword  opon  thee.  I  the 
Eternal  have  spoken  it. 


Chap.  VI.

In  all  your  dwellingplaces 
the  cities  shall  be  laid  waste,  and  the  high  places  shall  be  de¬ 
solate  ;  that  your  altars  may  be  laid  waste  and  made  desolate,7 
and  your  idols  may  be  broken  and  cease,  and  your  images  may 

7  be  cut  down,  and  your  works  may  be  blotted  out.  And  the

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slain  shall  fall  in  the  midst  of  you,  and  yc  shall  know  that  1 

8  am  the  Eternal.  Yet  will  I  leave  a  remnant,  &b  ye  will  have 
some  that  Bhall  escape  the  sword  among  the  nations,  when  ye 

9  shall  be  scattered1  through  the  countries.  And  they  that  escape 
of  you  shall  remember  me  among  the  nations  whither  they  shall 
he  carried  captives,  because  I  have  broken  their  whorish  heart, 
which  hath  departed  from  me,  and  their  eyes,  which  go  a 
whoring  after  their  idols  t  and  they  shall  lothe  themselves  for 
the  evils  which  they  have  committed*  in  all  their  abominations. 

10  And  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  and  that  I  have 

11  not  spoken  in  vain  that  I  would  do  this  evil  unto  them.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal  God ;  Smite  with  thy  hand,3  and  stamp  with 
thy  foot,  and  say,  Alas  for  all  the  evil  abominations  of  the 
house  of  Israel !  who  shall  fell  by  the  sword,  by  the  famine, 

12  and  by  the  pestilence.  He  that  is  far  off  shall  die  of  the 
pestilence ;  and  he  that  is  near  shall  fall  by  the  sword  ]  and  he 
that  remaineth  and  is  spared  shall  die  by  the  famine :  thus 

13  will  I  accomplish4  my  fury  upon  them.  Then  shall  ye  know 
that  I  am  the  Eternal,  when  their  slain  men  shall  be  among 
their  idols  round  about  their  altars,  upon  every  exalted  hill,  in 
all  the  tops5  of  the  mountains,  and  under  every  bushy  tree, 
and  under  every  thick||  terebinah,  the  place  where  they  did 

14  offer6  a  pleasing  odor  to  all  their  idols.  6o  will  f  incline  my 
hand  against  them,  and  make  the  land  a  desolation  aud  a  waste 
from  the  desert  to  Diblath,  in  all  their  habitations :  and  they 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 


Chap.  VII. 


1  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  unto  the 
ground  of  Israel ;  An  end,7  the  end7  is  come  upon  the  four 

3  corners8  of  the  land.  Now  is  the  end7  come  upon  thee, 
and  I  will  send  forth  my  wrath  upon  thee,  and  will  judge 
thee  according  to  thy  ways,  and  will  recompense0  upon  thee 

4  all  thine  abominations.  And  mine  eye  shall  not  spare  thee, 
neither  will  I  have  pity:  but  I  will  recompense6  thy  ways 
upon  thee,  and  thine  abomination's  shall  be  in  the  midst  of 

5  thee:  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal.  Thus  saith 

6  the  Eternal  God ;  An  evil,  one  evil,  behold,  is  come.  An 
end7  is  come,  the  end7  is  come :  it  awaketh  against  thee ;  be- 

7  hold,  it  is  come.  Fste|[  is  come  unto  thee,  O  thou  that 


strewed.  3  done,  *  hollow. 
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abidest  in  the  land  ;  the  time  is  come,  the  day  is  near,  there 

8  is  confusion,  and  not  shouting  on  mountains.  Now  will 
I  shortly1  pour  out*  my  fury  upon  thee,  and  accomplish*  my 
wrath  upon  thee :  and  I  will  judge  thee  according  to  thy  ways, 

9  and  will  recompense4  thee  for  all  thine  abominations..  And  mine 
eye  shall  not  spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity :  1  will  recompense* 
thee  according  to  thy  ways  and  thine  abominations  that  are  .in 
the  midst  of  thee ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal 

10  that  smiteth.  Behold  the  day,  behold,  it  is  come :  fate|l  is 
gone  forth ;  the  rod4  hath  blossomed,  wantonness  hath  budded. 

11  Violence0  is  risen  up  into  a  rod8  of  wickedness;  none  of  them 
shall  remain ,  nor  of  their  crowd,  nor  of  any  of  theirs ;  ||  neither 

1 2  shall  there  be  wailing  for  them.  The  time  is  come,  the  day 
dreweth  near  :  let  not  the  buyer  rejoice,  nor  the  seller  mourn  : 

13  for  fury  is  upon  all  the  crowd  thereof  For  the  seller  shall 
not  return  to  that  which  is  sold,  although  they  were  yet  alive:7 
for  a  vision  is  touching  the  whole  crowd  thereof,  which  shall 
not  return ;  for  the  life  of  every  one8  is  forfeited  for  his 

14  iniquity,  they  shall  not  strengthen  themselves.  They  have 
blown  the  trumpet,9  even  to  prepare  every  thing ;  but  none 
goeth  to  the  war :  for  my  fury  is  upon  all  the  crowd  thereof. 

13  The  sword  is  without,  and  the  pestilence  and  the  famine 
within :  he  that  «*  in  the  field  shall  die  with  the  sword ;  and  he 
that  is  in  the  city,  famine  and  pestilence  shall  devour1*  him. 

1 6  But  they  that  escape  of  them  shall  escape,  and  shall  be  on  the 
mountains  like  doves  of  the  glens,  all  of  them  mourning,11  every 

17  one  for  his  iniquity.  All  the  hands  shall  he  feeble,38  and  all 

18  knees  shall  be  weak1*  as  water.  They  shall  also  gird  them~ 
selves  with  sackcloth,  and  horror  shall  cover  them ;  and  shame 
shall  be  upon  all  faces,  and  baldness  upon  all  their  heads. 

19  They  shall  cast  their  silver  in  the  streets,  and  their  gold  shall 
be  removed  :14  their  silver  and  their  gold  shall  not  be  able  to 
deliver  them  in  the  day  of  the  ire  of  the  Eternal:  they 
shall  not  satisfy  their  souls,  neither  fill  their  bowels  ;  because 

20  it  is  the  stumblingblock  of  their  iniquity ;  They  also  made 
from  it  the  most  beautiful  of  their  ornaments,1*  the  images 
of  their  abominations  and  of  their  detestable  things,  in  which 

2 1  they  take  pride  :  therefore  have  1  set  it  far  from  them.18  And 
I  will  give  it  into  the  hands  of  the  strangers17  for  a  prey,  and 
to  the  wicked  of  the  earth  for  a  spoil ;  and  they  shall  profane 

22  it.  My  face  will  I  turn18  also  from  them,  because  they  have 
profaned  my  secret  place :  therefore  robbers  shall  enter  into  it, 

23  and  profane  it.  Make  the  chain :  for  the  land  is  full  of  judg- 

24  meuts  for  blood,  and  the  city  is  full  of  violence.  Wherefore  I  will 

I  I'rotn  near*  1  shed*  5  fimsk  *  give,  £  staff.  6  the  violence*  *  among 

the  living  his  life-  H  man*  *  they  have  hlorfta  in  tin:  blowing.  to  ealt 

II  tillering  sounds,  u  loose.  lu  go*  u  a  separation.  14  stag,  ls  given  it 

them  as  a  separation.  n  lay*  **  entoni|wM. 
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bring  the  worst  of  Rations,  and  they  shall  possess  their  houses : 
I  will  also  make  the  pride  of  the  powerful  to  cease ;  and  their 

25  sanctuaries  shall  be  aefiled.||  Destmction||  conjetli ;  and  they 

26  shall  seek  peace,  and  there  shall  be  none.  Mischief  shall  come 
upon  mischief,  and  report  shall  be  upon  report ;  then  shall 
they  seek  a  vision  of  the  prophet ;  hut  law  snail  perish  from 

27  the  priest,  and  counsel  from  elders.  The  king  shall  mourn, 
and  the  prince  shall  be  clothed  with  desolation,  and  the  hands 
of  the  people  of  the  land  shall  be  troubled :*  I  will  do  unto 
them  after  their  way,  and  according  to  their  judgments  will  1 
judge  them  ;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  VIII. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  sixth  year,  in  the  sixth  month,  in 
the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I  sat  in  my  house,  and  the  elders 
of  Judah  sat  before  me,  that  the  hand  of  the  Lord  Eternal  fell 

2  there  upon  me.  Then  1  saw,  and  lo  a  likeness  as  the  appearance 
of  fire :  from  the  appearance  of  his  loins  even  downward,  fire ; 
and  from  his  loins  even  upward,  as  the  appearance  of  a 

3  splendour,  as  the  colour8  of  gold  ore.  And  he  put  forth3  the 
form*  of  a  hand,  and  took  me  by  a  lock9  of  my  head  ;  and  a 
wind  lifted  me  up  between  the  earth  and  the  heaven,  and 
brought  me  in  the  visions  of  God  to  Jerusalem,  to  the  entrance 
of  the  inner  gate  that  looketh8  towards  the  north j  where  teas 

4  the  seat  of  the  idol*  of  jealousy,  the  trafficker.8  And, 
behold,  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  was  there,  according 

5  to  the  appearance  that  I  saw  in  die  deep  valley.  Then  said 
he  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  lift  up  thine  eyes  now  the  way 
towards  the  north.  So  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes  (lie  way  towards 
the  north,  and  hehold  northward  at  the  gate  of  the  altar  this 

6  figure  of  jealousy  in  the  entry.  He  Eaid  furthermore  unto  me, 
Son  of  man,  seest  thou  what  they  do?  even  the  great  abomina¬ 
tions  that  the  house  of  Israel  commit  teth  here,  that  I  should 
go  far  olf  from  iny  sanctuary  ?  but  turn*  thee  yet  again,  and 

7  thou  shalt  see  great  abominations.  And  he  brought  me  to  the 
entrance  of  the  enclosure ;  ,  and  I  saw,  behold  a  hole  in  the 

8  wall.  Then  said  he  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  feel10  now  along  the 
wall :  and  when  I  had  felt  along11  the  wall,  hehold  an  entrance. 

9  And  he  eaid  unto  me.  Come,  and  behold  the  wicked  abomina- 

10  tions  that  they  do  here*  So  I  came  and  saw ;  and  behold 

1  amazed.  3  eye,  3  sent.  *  pattern.  5  fringe.  6  tumetb.  ?  ft ^ure. 
*  causing  to  obtain.  *  return.  10  espy.  u  espied.

EZEKIEL,  Chap.  VI II.  IX. 


every  form1  of  creeping  things,  and  abominable  beasts,  and  all 
the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel,  engraven  upon  the  wall  round 

1 1  about.  And  there  stood  before  them  seventy  men  of  the  elders 
of  the  house  of  Israel,  and  in  the  midst  of  them  stood  Jaaaaniah 
the  son  of  Shaphan,  with  every  man  his  censer  in  his  hand ; 

12  and  an  abundant9  cloud  of  incense  went  up.  Then  said  he 
nnto  me.  Son  of  man,  hast  thou  seen  what  the  elders  of  the 
house  of  Israel  do  in  the  dark,  every  man  in  .the  chambers  of 
his  sculptures  ?  for  they  say.  The  Eternal  seeth  us  not ;  the 

13  Eternal  hath  forsaken  the  earth.  He  said  also  nnto  me. 
Turn3  thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see  great  abominations 

14  that  they  do.  Then  he  hronght  me  to  the  entrance  of  the 
gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  which  was  towards  the  north  ; 
and,  behold,  there  sat  the  women  weeping  for  the  Tammuz. 

1 5  Then  said  he  unto  me,  Hast  thou  seen  this,  O  son  of  man  ? 
turn3  thee  yet  again,  and  thou  shalt  see  greater  abominations 

1G  than  these.  And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  enclosure  of 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and,  behold.,  at  the  entrance  of  the 
temple  of  the  Eternal,  between  the  porch  and  the  altar,  were 
about  five  and  twenty  men,  with  their  backs  towards  the  temple 
of  the  Eternal,  and  their  faces  towards  the  east ;  and  they  were 

17  prostrated  before  the  sun  towards  the  east.  Then  he  said  unto 
me,  Hast  thou  seen  this,  O  son  of  man?  Is  it  a  light  thing  to 
the  house  of  Judah  to  do  the  abominations  which  they  do  here? 
for  they  have  filled  the  land  with  violence,  and  have  returned 
to  provoke  me  to  anger  :  and,  lo,  they  put*  the  twig  to  their 

1 B  nose.  Therefore  will  I  also  deal3  in  fury :  mine  eye  shall  not 
spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity  :  and  though  they  call  in  mine 
ears  with  a  loud*  voice,  yet  will  I  not  hear  them. 

Chap.  IX. 

1  He  called  also  in  mine  cars  with  a  loud*  voice,  saying,  Approach 
ye  that  have  charge  over  the  city,  even  every  man  with  his 

2  destroying  weapon7  in  his  hand.  And,  behold,  six  men  came 
from  the  way  of  the  upper  gate,  which  lieth  towards  the  north, 
and  every  man  a  weapon7  of  destruction  in  his  hand ;  and  one 
man  among  them  vaa  clothed  with  linen,  with  the  scribe's 
Inkstand  by  his  loins  :  and  they  went  in,  and  stood  beside  the 

3  copper  altar.  And  the  glory  of  die  God  of  Israel  was  gone  up 

1  pattern.  2  abundance  of.  *  return.  4  semi.  *  do.  *  great.  1  vessel. 
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from  the  cherub,  ^hereupon  he  was,  to  the  threshold  of  the 
house.  And  he  called  to  the  man  clothed  with  linen,  who  had 
the  scribe’s  inkstand  by  his  loins ; 

4  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  him.  Go  through  the  midst  of 
the  city,  through  the  midst  of  Jerusalem,  and  set*  a  mark  upon 
the  foreheads  of  the  meu  that  sigh  and  are  anguished  for  all 

5  the  abominations  that  are  done  in  the  midst  thereof.  And  to 
these  he  said  in  my  hearing,9  Go  ye  after  him  through  the 
city,  and  smite  :  let  not  your  eye  spare,  neither  have  ye  pity : 

G  Slay  old  and  young,3  both  virgins,  and  little  ones,  and  women, 
destroying  them :  but  step  not  near  any  man  upon  whom  is  the 
mark ;  and  begin  at  my  sanctuary.  Then  they  began  at  the 

7  elders  who  were  before  the  house.  And  he  said  unto  them. 
Defile  the  house,  and  fill  the  enclosures  with  the  slain :  go  ye 

8  forth.  And  they  went  forth,  and  smote  in  the  city.  And  it 
came  to  pass,  while  they  were  smiting  them,  and  I  remained, 
that  I  fell  upon  my  face,  and  cried,  and  said.  Ah  Lord  Eternal ! 
wilt  thou  destroy  all  the  remnant  of  Israel  in  thy  pouring  out4 

9  of  thy  fury  upon  Jerusalem  ?  Then  said  he  unto  me,  The 
iniquity  of  the  house  of  Israel  and  Judah  is  exceeding  great, 
ana  the  land  is  full  of  hlood,  and  the  city  full  of  perverseness  : 
for  they  say.  The  Eternal  hath  forsaken  the  earth,  and  the 

10  Eternal  seeth  not.  And  as  for  me  also,  mine  eye  shall  not 
spare,  neither  will  I  have  pity,  but  I  will  recompense  their  way 

1 1  anon  their  head.  .  And,  behold,  the  man  clothed  with  linen, 
who  had  the  inkstand  by  his  loins,  reported0  the  matter,  saying, 
I  have  done  as  thou  bast  commanded  me. 

Chap.  X. 

1  And  I  saw,  and,  behold,  in  the  expanse  that  was  above  the 
head  of  the  cherubim  there  appeared  over  them  as  it  were  a 
sapphire  stone,  as  the- appearance  of  the  likeness  of  a  throne.6 

2  And  he  said  unto  the  man  clothed  with  linen,  and  said,  Go  in 
between  the  wheelwork,  even  under  the  cherub,  and  fill  thy 
hand1  with  coals  of  fire  from  hetween  the  cherubim,  and  scatter6 

3  them  over  the  city.  And  he  went  in  before  my  eyes.  Now  the 
cherubim  stood  on  the  side  of  the  house,  when  the  man  went 

1  mark.  3  can-  *  chosen,  4  shedding,  *  restored,  *  chair  *  hand¬ 
fuls.  8  sprinkle* 
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4  in  ;  and  the  cloud  filled  the  inner  inclosure.  Then  the  glory 
of  the  Eternal  vent  up  from  the  cherub,  and  stood  over  the 
threshold  of  the  house;  and  the  house  was  filled  with  the 
cloud,  and  the  indosure  was  full  of  the  brightness  of  the  glory 

5  of  the  EternaL  And  the  sound1  of  the  cherubims’  wings  was 
heard  even  to  the  outer  inclosure,  as  the  voice  of  the  Almighty 

6  God  when  he  speaketh.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  he 
had  commanded  the  man  clothed  with  linen,  saying,  Take 
fire  from  between  the  whaelwork,  from  between  the  cherubim ; 

7  then  he  went  in,  and  stood  beside  the  wheel.  And  the  cherub 
stretched®  forth  his  hand  from  between  the  cherubim  unto  the 
fire  that  teas  between  the  cherubim,  aud  took  up  thereof,  and 
g&ve  it  into  the  hands1  of  him  that  woe  clothed  with  linen ;  who 

8  took  if,  and  went  out.  And  there  appeared  in  the  cherubim 

9  the  form*  of  a  man's  hand  under  their  wings.  And  I  saw,  and 
behold  four  wheels  hy  the  cheruhim,  one  wheel  hy  one  cheruh, 
and  another  wheel  hy  another  cheruh :  and  the  appearance  of 

10  the  wheels  t ms  as  the  colour9  of  a  beryl  j|  stone.  And  as  for 
their  appearances,  they  four  had  one  likeness,  as  if  a  wheel  had 

1L  been  in  the  midst  of  a  wheel.  When  they  went,  they  went 
upon  their  four  sides ;  they  turned6  not  as  they  went,  but  to 
the  place  whither  the  head  turned  they  went ;  they  turned6 

19  not  as  they  went  And  their  whole  body,7  and  their  backs,  and 
their  hands,  and  their  wings,  the  wheels  too,  were  full  of  eyes 

13  round  about,  even  the  wheels  that  they  four  had,  As  for  the 

14  wheels,  they  were  called  the  whaelwork  in  my  hearing.9  And 
every  one  had  four  faces:  the  first  face  was  the  free  of  a  cherub, 
and  the  second  face  was  the  free  of  a  man,  and  the  third  the 

15  free  of  a  lion,  and  the  fourth  the  face  of  an  eagle.  And  the 
cherubim  were  lifted  up.  This  is  the  animal  that  I  saw  by  the 

16  riveT  of  Chebar.  And  when  the  cherubim  went,  the  wheels  went 
hy  them :  and  when  the  cherubim  lifted  up  their  wings  to  mount 
up  from  file  earth,  the  same  wheels  also  turned6  not  from 

17  beside  them.  When  they  stood,  these  stood ;  and  when  they 
mounted  up,  these  mounted  up  with  them  ;  for  the  spirit  of  the 

18  animal  was  in  them.  Then  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  went  from 
off  the  threshold  of  the  house,  and  stood  over  the  cherubim. 

19  And  the  cherubim  lifted  up  their  wings,  and  mounted  up  from 
the  earth  before  my  eyes  ;  when  they  went  out,  the  wheels 

1  voice  *  Rent.  3  handfbls.  J  pattern.  9  eye,  6  encompassed, 

*  flvflli,  *  ear*. 
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also  were  beside  them,  and  every  one  stood  at  the  entrance  of 
the  east  sate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal ;  and  the  glory  of  the 

20  God  of  Israel  was  over  them  above.  This  u  the  animal  that 
I  saw  under  the  God  of  Israel  by  the  river  of  Chebar ;  and  I 

21  knew  that  they  were  the  cherubim.  Every  one  had  four  faces 
apiece,1  and  every  one  four  wings;  and  the  likeness  of  the 

22  hands  of  a  man  was  under  their  wings.  And  the  likeness  of 
their  faces  teas  the  same  ;  these  are  the  faces  which  I  saw  by 
the  river  of  Chehar,  their  appearances  and  themselves :  they 
went  every  one  towards  the  side  of  his  face. 

Chap.  XL 

1  Moreover  a  wind  lifted  me  up,  and  hrought  me  unto  the 
east  gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  which  turneth  eastward ; 
and  behold  at  the  entrance  of  the  gate  five  and  twenty  men  ; 
among  whom  I  saw  Jaazaniah  the  son  of  Azur,  and  relatiah 
the  son  of  Benaiah,  officers  of  the  people. 

2  Then  said  he  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  these  are  the  men  that 

3  devise*  mischief,  and  give3  evil  connsel  in  this  city :  Who  say. 
It  u  not  near ;  let  us  build  houses  ;  that  it  should  he  the  pot, 

4  and  we  the  flesh.  Therefore  prophesy  against  them,  prophesy, 

fi  O  son  of  man.  And  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  fell  upon  me, 

and  said  unto  me.  Speak  ;4  Thus  saith  the  Eternal;  Thus  have 
ye  said,  O  bouse  of  Israel :  for  I  know  the  things  that  come 

*  6  into  your  mind,  every  one  of  them.  Ye  have  multiplied  your 
slain  in  this  city,  and  ye  have  filled  the  streets  thereof  with 

7  the  slain.  Therefore  thus  said  the  Lord  Eternal  ;  Your 
slain  whom  ye  have  laid0  in  the  midst  of  it,  they  are  the  flesh, 
and  this  city  is  the  pot ;  hut  he  has  brought  you  forth  out  of 

8  the  midst  of  it.  Y  e  have  feared  the  erword ;  and  I  will  bring  a 

9  sword  upon  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  God.  And  I 
will  bring  you  out  of  the  midst  thereof,  and  give  you  into  the 
hands  of  strangers,3  and  will  execute7  judgments  among  you. 

10  Ye  shall  fell  by  the  sword ;  I  will  judge  you  on  the  boundary 

1 1  of  Israel :  and  ye  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal.  This  city 
shall  not  he  your  caldron,  neither  shall  ye  be  the  flesh  in  the 
midst  thereof;  but  I  will  jndge  you  in  the  boundary  of  Israel : 

12  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal :  for  ye  have  not 

>  foul  <um  to  one.  3  think.  3  counsel.  3  say.  *  put.  3  laymen.  1  do. 
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walked  in  my  statutes,  neither  executed1  my  judgments,  but 
have  done  alter  the  manners3  of  the  nations  that  are  round 

13  about  vou.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  prophesied,  that 
Pelatiah  the  son  of  Benaiah  died.  Then  fell  1  down  upon  my 
face,  and  cried  with  a  loud1  voice,  and  said.  Ah  Lord !  thou 
makcst  a  full  end  of  the  Temnant  of  Israel. 

14  Again  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying.  Son 

15  of  man,  thy  brethren,  even  thy  brethren,  the  men  of  thy 
kindred,4  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  wholly,  are  they  unto 
whom  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  have  said,  Get  you  far 
from  the  Eternal :  unto  us  is  this  land  given  in  possession. 

LG  Therefore  say,  Titus  saith  the  Lord ;  Although  I  have  cast 

.  them  far  off  among  the  nations,  and  although  1  have  scattered 
them  in  the  countries,  yet  will  I  be  to  them  as  a  little 

17  sanctuary  in  the  countries  where  they  have  come.  Therefore 
say.  Thus  saith  the  Lord ;  I  will  even  gather  you  from  the 
peoples,  and  assemble  you  out  of  the  countries  where  ye  have 

IS  been  scattered,  and  I  will  give  you  the  land  of  Israel.  And 
they  shall  come  thither,  and  they  shall  remove  all  the  detestable 
things  thereof  and  all  the  abominations  thereof  from  thence. 

19  And  I  will  give  them  one  heart,  and  I  will  put3  a  new  spirit 
within  you;  and  I  will  remove  the  stony  heart  from  their  flesh, 

20  and  will  give  them  a  heart  of  flesh  :  That  they  may  walk  in 
my  ordinances,  and  keep  my  statutes,  and  do  them :  and  they 

21  shall  be  my  people,  and  I  will  he  their  God.  But  as  far  them 
whose  heart  walketh  after  the  heart  of  their  detestable  things 
and  their  abominations,  I  will  recompense5  their  way  upon 

22  their  own  heads,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  Then 
did  the  cherubim  lift  up  their  wings,  and  (be  wheels  beside 
them ;  and  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel  teas  over  them  above. 

23  And  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  went  up  from  the  midst  of  the 
city,  and  stood  upon  the  mountain  which  is  on  the  east  side  of 

24  the  city.  Afterwards  a  wind  took  me  up,  and  brought  me 
in  a  vision8  by  the  Spirit  of  God  into  Chaldea,  to  them  of 
the  exile.  So  the  vision*  that  I  had  seen  went  up  from  me. 

25  Then  I  spake  unto  the  exiles  all  the  things  that  the  Eternal 
had  showed  me. 

1  done.  *  judgments.  *  great.  1  redemption.  *  give.  *  appearance. 
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1  2  The  word  of  the'  Eternal  also  came1  unto  me,  saying,  Son 
of  man,  thou  abidest  in  the  midst  of  a  house  of  rebellion,  which 
have  eyes  to  see,  and  see  not ;  they  have  earn  to  hear,  and  hear 
not :  for  they  are  a  house  of  rebellion. 

3  Therefore,  thou  son  of  man,  make  thee  vessels  for  exile,  and 
wander  ont  by  day  before  their  eyes ;  and  thou  sh&lt  wander  from 
thy  place  to  another  place  before  their  eyes :  it  may  he  they 

4  will  consider,8  though  they  be  a  house  of  rebellion.  Then  shalt 
thou  bring  forth  thy  vessels  by  day  before  their  eyes,  as  vessels 
of  exile :  and  thou  shalt  go  forth  at  even  before  their  eyes,  as 

5  they  that  bring  fortb  for  exile.  Feel  thou  along*  the  wall  be- 

6  fore  their  eyes,  and  carry  out  along  it.  Before  their  eyes  shalt 
thou  hear  it  upon  thy  shoulders,  and  carry  it  forth  in  the  thick 
darkness  :  thou  shalt  cover  thy  face,  that  thou  sec  not  the 
earth  :  for  I  have  set3  thee  for  a  sign  unto  the  house  of  Israel. 

7  And  I  did  so  us  1  was  commanded :  I  brought  forth  my  vessels 
by  day,  as  vessels  for  exile,  and  in  the  even  I  felt  along4  the 
wall  with  my  hand  ;  I  brought  it  forth  in  the  thick  darkneBS, 

8  and  I  bare  it  upon  tny  shoulder  before  their  eyes.  And  in  the 

9  morning  came1  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  me,  saying.  Son 
of  man,  hath  not  the  house  of  Israel,  the  house  of  rebellion,  said 

1 0  unto  thee.  What  doest  thou  ?  Say  nnto  them.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  This  burden  concemelh  the  prince  iu  Jerusalem, 

1 1  and  all  the  house  of  Israel  that  are  among  them.  Say,  I  am 
your  sign :  like  as  I  have  done,  so  shall  it  be  done  unto  them  : 

12  they  shall  go  into  exile,  even  into  thecaptivity.  And  the  prince 
that  is  among  them  shall  hear  upon  Air  shoulder  in  the  thick  dark¬ 
ness,  and  shall  go  forth :  they  shalt  feel  along*  the  wall  to  carry 
ont  thereby :  he  shall  cover  his  face,  that  he  see  not  the  earth  with 

13  his  eyes.  My  net  also  will  I  spread  upon  him,  and  he  shall  be 
taken*  in  my  snare :  and  I  will  bring  him  to  Babylon  to  the 
land  of  the  Chaldeans ;  yet  shall  he  not  see  it,  though  he  shall 

14  die  there.  And  I  will  disperse  towardH  every  wind  all  that  are 
about  bim  to  help  him,  and  all  his  bands  ;  and  I  will  draw  out 

15  the  sword  after  them.  And  they  Bhall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal,  when  I  shall  scatter  them  among  the  nations,  and  dis- 

16  perse  them  in  the  countries.  But  I  will  leave  a  few  men?  of

them  from  the  sword,  from  the  famine,  and  from  the  pestilence ; 
that  they  may  relate  all  their  abominations  among  the  nations 
whither  they  come  »  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal. 

17  Moreover  the  word  qf  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me,  saying, 

1 8  Son  of  man,  eat  thy  bread  with  quaking,  and  drink  thy  water 

19  with  agitation  and  with  apprehension  ;  And  say  onto  the 
people  of  the  land.  Thus  saitn  the  Lord  Eternal  of  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  Jerusalem,  and  of  the  land  of  Israel  $  They  shall  eat 
their  bread  with  apprehension,  and  drink  their  water  in  deso¬ 
lation,  that  her  land  may  be  desolate  of  all  that  is  therein,  be- 

20  cause  of  the  violence  of  &U  of  them  that  abide  therein.  And 
the  citieB  that  are  inhabited  shall  be  laid  waste,  and  the  land 
shall  be  desolate ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

2 1  22  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of 
man,  what  is  that  parable  that  ye  have  in  the  lend  of  Israel, 

23  saying,  The  days  are  prolonged,  and  every  vision  faileth?  Say 
unto  them  therefore,  Thus  s&ith  the  Lord  Eternal  5  I  will  make 
this  parable  to  cease,  and  they  shall  no  more  use  it  as  a  parable 
in  Israel ;  but  say  unto  them.  The  days  approach  and  the  effect* 

24  of  every  vision.  For  there  shall  be  no  more  any  vain  vision 

25  nor  flattering3  divination  within  the  house  of  Israel.  For  I  am 
the  Eternal ;  I  will  speak,  and  the  word  that  I  shall  speak  shall 
be  done ;  it  shall  be  no  more  prolonged  :4  for  in  your  days,  O 
house  of  rebellion,  will  I  say  the  word,  and  will  perform5  it ,  is  the 

26  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  And  the  worn  of  the  Eternal 

27  came  to  me,  saying.  Son  of  man,  behold,  they  qf  the  house  of 
Israel  say.  The  vision  that  he  seeth  is  for  many  days  to  come, 

28  and  he  prophesieth  of  the  times  that  are  far  off.  Therefore 
say  unto  them,  Thns  saith  the  Lord  Eternal  j  There  shall  none 
of  my  words  be  prolonged4  any  more,  but  the  word  which  I 
have  spoken  shall  be  done,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord 
Eternal. 


Chap.  XIII. 

I  2  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of 
man,  prophesy  against  the  prophets  of  Israel  that  prophesy, 
and  say  thou  unto  them  that  prophesy  out  of  their  own  hearts, 
3  Hear  ye  the  word  of  the  Eternal ;  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal ;  Woe  unto  the  hase  prophets,  tlmt  go  after  their  own 

>  w.is.  •  ward.  3  smooth.  1  drown.  J  do. 
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4  spirit,  and  have  seen  nothing !  O  Israel,  thy  prophets  are  like 

5  the  foxes  among  the  ruins.  Te  have  not  gone  up  into  the 
gaps,  neither  fenced  a  fence  for  the  house  of  Israel  to  stand  in 

6  the  war  in  the  day  of  the  Eternal.  They  have  beheld  nothing¬ 
ness  and  divination  of  falsehood,  saying,  It  is  the  declaration 
of  the  Eternal :  and  the  Eternal  hath  not  sent  them  :  and 

7  they  have  made  others  to  hope  to  confirm  the  word.  Have  ye  not 
beheld  a  vain1  vision,  and  nave  ye  not  spoken8  a  divination  of 
falsehood,  whereas  ye  say.  It  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ; 

8  albeit  I  have  not  spoken  ?  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal,  Because  ye  have  spoken  vanity,  and  beheld  falsehood, 
therefore,  behold,  i  am  against  you,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

9  Lord  Eternal.  And  my  hand  shall  be  upon  the  prophets  that 
behold  nothingness,  and  that  divine  falsehood;  they  shall  not  he 
in  the  secret  of  my  people,  neither  shall  they  be  written  in  the 
writing  of  the  house  of  Israel,  neither  shall  they  come  to  the 
ground  of  Israel ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Lord 

10  Eternal.  Because,  even  because  they  have  seduced  my  people, 
saying.  Peace ;  and  there  teas  no  peace ;  and  one  huilt  up  a

unto  them  who  daub  it  with  untempered  morter, II  that  it  shall 
fail :  there  shall  be  an  overflowing  rain  ;  and  ye,  O  hailstones, j| 

12  shall  fall ;  and  a  stormy  wind  shall  cleave  it,  Lo,  when  the 
wall  is  filler),  shall  it  not  be  said  unto  you.  Where  is  the 

13  danhing  wherewith  ye  have  daubed  it  ?  Therefore  thus  saith 
the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will  even  cleave  it  with  a  stormy  w  ind  in 
my  fury ;  and  there  shall  be  an  overflowing  rain  in  my  wrath, 

14  and  hailstones]  [  in  my  fury  for  destruction.  So  will  I  pull 
down  the  wall  that  ye  Have  daubed  with  untempered  morter,]] 
and  bring  it  down  to  the  earth,  so  that  the  foundation  thereof 
shall  be  uncovered,  and  it  shall  fall,  and  ye  shall  be  consumed 
in  the  midst  thereof :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

15  Thus  will  I  accomplish*  my  wrath  upon  the  wall,  and  upon 
them  that  have  daubed  it  with  untempered  mor/er,||  and 
will  say  unto  you.  The  wall  is  no  more,  neither  they  that 

L6  daubed  it;  To  wit,  the  prophets  of  Israel  who  prophesy  con¬ 
cerning  Jerusalem,  and  who  behold  visions  of  peace  for  her, 

'  and  there  is  no  peace,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 

17  And,  thou  son  of  man,  set1  thy  face  against  the  daughters 
of  my  people,  who  prophesy  out  of  their  own  heart ;  ana  pic- 

18  phesy  thou  against  them.  And  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal 
Woe  to  the  women  that  sew  pillows  to  all  joints  of  hands 

1  nothingness.  3  slid.  3  finish,  *  put 
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and  make  kerchiefs) |  upon  the  head  of  ever;  stature  to  ensnare 
souls !  ye  hunt  the  souls  of  my  people,  in  order  to  preserve 

19  your  souls  alive.  Ye  profane  me  among  my  people  for  hand¬ 
fuls  of  barely  and  for  pieces  of  bread,  to  put  to  death  souls 
that  should  not  die,  and  to  preserve  souls  that  should  not  live, 
by  your  telling  falsehoods  to  my  people  that  hear  your  false- 

20  hoods.  Wherefore  thus  saith  the  Lard  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  am 
against  your  pillows,  wherewith  ye  there  ensnare  the  souls  like 
birds,1  and  I  will  tear  them  from  your  arms,  and  will  send 
forth  the  souls,  even  the  souls  that  ye  ensnare  like  birds.* 

21  Your  kerchiefsjl  also  will  I  tear,  and  deliver  my  people  out  of 
your  hand,  and  they  shall  be  no  more  in  your  hand  as  a  strong- 

22  hold ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  die  EtemaL  Because 
with  lies  ye  have  made  the  heart  of  the  righteous  sad,  whom 
I  have  not  mode  sod;  and  strengthened  the  hands  of  the 
wicked,  that  he  should  not  return  from  his  wicked  way,  by 

23  promising  him  life  :*  Therefore  ye  shall  behold  no  more 
vauity,3  nor  divine  divinations :  for  I  will  deliver  my  people 
out  of  your  hand :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

Chap,  XIV. 

1  Then  came  some  men  of  the  elders  of  Israel  unto  me,  and  sat 
before  me. 

2  3  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came4  unto  me,  saying,  Son  of 
man,  these  men  have  set3  up  their  idols  in  their  heart,  and  puLe 
the  stumbUngblock  of  their  iniquity  before  their  face  :  should 
I  be  enquired  of  at  all  by  them  ?

6  idols.  Therefore  say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  Return,  and  turn  away  from  your  idols ;  and 

'  to  those  budding  forth.  *  preserving  him'  *  nothingness.  _  *  #ss.  *  brought. 

*  given.  1  a  man  a  man.  9  bringetb.  9  seize. 
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7  turn  away1  your  fages  from  all  your  abominations.  I*or  ovary 
one2  of  the  house  of  Israel,  or  of  the  stranger  that  sojournctn 
in  Israel,  who  keepcth  away  from  me,  and  setteth  upa  his  idols 
in  his  heart,  and  putteth  the  stumblingblock  of  his  iniquity 
before  his  face,  and  cometh  to  a  prophet  to  enquire  of  him 

8  concerning  me ;  T  the  Eternal  will  answer  him  by  myself :  And 
I  will  set*  my  face  against  that  man,  and  will  make9  him  a 
sign  and  a  proverb,  aud  I  will  cut  him  off  from  the  midst  of 

9  my  people ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal.  And  if 
the  prophet  be  enticed,  and  speaketh  a  word,  I  the  Eternal 
have  enticed  that  prophet,  and  I  will  stretch*  out  my  hand 
upon  him,  and  will  exterminate  him  from  the  midst  of  my 

1 0  people  Israel.  And  they  shell  bear  their  iniquity  :  the  iniquity 
of  the  prophet  shall  he  even  as  the  iniquity  of  him  that  in- 

1 1  quireth  after  him ;  That  the  house  of  Israel  may  go  no  more 
astray  from  me,  neither  be  polluted  any  more  with  all  their 
transgressions  j  but  that  they  may  be  my  people,  and  I  may

15  Eternal.  If  I  cause  evil  beasts?  to  pass  through  the  land,  and 
they  bereave  it,  so  that  it  be  desolate,  that  no  man  may  pass 

16  through  because  of  the  animals:  Though  these  three  men  were 
in  it,  as  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  they 
deliver  sons  or  daugbtem....lhey  only  shall  be  delivered,  but 

17  the  land  shall  be  desolation.  Or  if  I  bring  a  sword  upon  that 
land,  and  say,  A  sword  shallgo  through  the  land ;  so  that  I  cut 

18  off  man  and  beast  from  it :  Though  these  three  men  were  in  it, 
as  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  they  shall 
deliver  neither  sons  nor  daughters,  but  they  only  shall  be  dc- 

19  livered  themselves.  Or  if  I  send  forth  a  pestilence  into  that 
land,  and  pour  out  my  fury  upon  it  in  blood,  to  cut  off  from  it 

20  man  and  beast ;  Though  Noah,  Daniel,  and  Job,  were  in  it,  as

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I  live,  ia  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  the;  deliver  a 

son  or  a  daughter . they  shall  but  deliver  their  own  souls  by 

their  righteousness. 

2  i  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Although  I  have  sent 
forth  'my  four  sore1  judgments  upon  Jerusalem,  the  sword,  and 
the  famine,  and  the  evil  beast,  and  the  pestilence,  to  cut  off 

22  from  it  man  and  beast :  Yet,  behold,  there  was  left  therein  a 
remnant  that  was  brought  forth,  both  sons  and  daughters ;  be¬ 
hold,  they  shall  come  forth  unto  you,  and  yo  shall  see  their 
way  and  their  doings  :  and  ye  shall  he  comforted  concerning 
the  evil  that  I  have  brought  upon  Jerusalem,  even  concerning 

23  all  that  I  have  brought  upon  it.  And  they  shall  comfort  you, 
when  ye  see  their  way  and  their  doings  :  and  ye  shall  know 
that  I  have  not  done  without  cause  all  that  I  have  done  in  it, 
u  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.

1  evil.  *  was.  a  given.  *  eateth.  9  will  it  be  proper.  *  perfect. 

T  trade.  •  enteu,  *  give,  16  eat.  13  put* 
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3  man,  cause  Jerusalem  to  know  her  abominations.  And  say, 
Thus  saith  the  LoiU  Eternal  unto  Jerusalem ;  Thy  origin  and 
thy  nativity  is  of  the  land  of  Cauaan;  thy  father  was  the 

4  Amorite,  and  thy  mother  a  Hittite.  And  os  for  thy  nativity, 
in  the  day  thou  vast  born  thy  navel  was  not  cut,  neither  wast 
thou  hathed  in  water  to  supple||  the*  $  thou  wast  uot  washed 

5  in  salt-water  at  all,  nor  swaddled  at  all.  No  eye  pitied*  thee, 
to  do  any  of  these  unto  thee,  to  have  compassion  upon  thee ; 
but  thou  wast  cast  out  in  the  open9  field,  with  the  loathing  of 

6  thy  aoul,  in  the  day  that  thou  wast  bora.  And  when  I  passed 
by  thee,  aud  saw  thee  trodden  on  in  thy  blood,  I  said  unto  thee. 
In  thy  blood  live ;  yea,  I  said  unto  thee,  In  thy  blood  live. 

7  I  have  multiplied3  thee  in  myriads  as  the  growth  of  the  field, 
and  thou  hast  increased  and  waxen  great,  and  thou  ait  come 
to  excellent  ornaments  :*  thy  breasts  are  fashioned,9  and  thy 

8  hair  is  grown,  whereas  thou  wast  naked  and  bare.  Now  when 
I  passed  hy  thee,  and  saw  thee,  behold,  thy  time  was  the  time 
of  love ;  and  I  spread  my  skirt*  over  thee,  and  covered  thy 
nakedness :  yea,  I  aware  unto  thee,  and  entered1  into  a  covenant

14  prosper  into  a  kingdom.  And  thy  name  went  forth  among  the 
neatben  for  thy  beauty :  for  it  was  perfect1*  through  my  comeli¬ 
ness,  which  I  had  put  upon  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord 

15  Eternal.  But  thou  didst  trust  in  thy  beauty,  and  playedst  the 
harlot  hecausa  of  thy  name,  and  ponredst  out1'  thy  fornications 

Id  on  every  one  that  passed  by ;  his  it  was.  And  of  thy  garments 
thou  didst  take,  and  madest  unto  thyself  spotted  high  places, 
and  playedst  the  harlot  thereupon:  the  like  things  shall  not 

1 7  come,  neither  shall  it  be  so.  Thou  hast  also  taken  vessels  of 
thy  splendour  of  my  gold  and  of  my  silver,  which  I  bad  given 
thee,  and  madest  to  tbyself  images  of  males,  and  plavedst  the 

18  harlot  with  them.  And  tookest  the  garments  of  thy  embroidery, 

1  owed*  *  face  oE  a  given.  4  mpmeax  t>F  ornaments*  9  utabJiahed- 

1  came.  •rubbed*  *  give.  10  all.  ltehecWett- 
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and  coveredst  them:  and  thou  host  set1  mine  oil  and  mina 

1 9  incense  before  them.  My  bread  also  which  I  gave  thee,  flour, 
and  oil,  and  honey,  wherewith  I  fed  thee,  thou  hast  even  set1 
it  before  them  for  a  pleasing  odour :  and  thus  it  was,  is  the 

20  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  Moreover  thou  hast  taken 
thy  sons  and  thy  daughters,  whom  thou  hast  born  unto  me, 
and  these  hast  thou  sacrificed  unto  them  to  be  eaten.  Is  this 

21  of  thy  whoredoms  a  small  matter,  That  thou  hast  slaughtered 
my  children,  and  given  them  up  to  cause  them  to  pass  through 

22  the  fire  for  them?  And  in  all  thine  abominations  and  thy 
whoredoms  thou  hast  not  remembered  the  days  of  thy  youth, 
when  thou  wast  naked  and  bare,  and  vast  trodden  on  in  thy 

23  blood.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  all  thy  wickedness,  woe, 

24  woe  unto  thee  1  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal ;  That 
thou  hast  also  built  unto  thee  a  vaultjl  and  hast  made  thee  an 

25  eminent  place  in  every  street.  Thou  hast  built  thy  eminent 
place  at  every  head  of  the  way,  and  hast  made  thy  beauty  to 
be  abhorred,  and  hast  thrown  apart  thy  feet  to  every  one  tlmt 

26  passed  by,  and  multiplied  thy  whoredoms.  Thou  hast  also 
committed  whoredom  with  the  Egyptians  thy  neighbours, 
great  of  flesh;  and  hast  increased  thy  whoredoms,  to  provoke 

27  me  to  anger.  Behold,  therefore  I  have  inclined  my  hand  ovei 
thee,  and  have  diminished  thine  ordinary  food ,*  and  gave  thee 
unto  the  will8  of  them  that  hate  thee,  the  daughters  of  the 

2$  Philistines,  who  are  put  to  shame  by  thy  lewd4  way.  Thou  hasl 
played  the  whore  also  with  the  sons  of  Assyria,  because  thou 
wast  insatiable ;  yea,  thou  hast  played  the  harlot  with  them, 

29  and  yet  couldest  not  be  satisfied.  Thou  hast  moreover  mul¬ 
tiplied  thy  whoredom  with  the  land  of  Canaan  unto  Chaldea  ; 

30  and  yet  thou  wast  not  satisfied  herewith.  How  drooping  is 
thy  heart,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  in  thy  doing 
all  these  things,  the  work  of  an  imperious  whorish  woman : 

31  In  that  thou  buildeat  thy  vault\\  in  the  head  of  every  way, 
and  makest  thine  eminent  place  in  every  street ;  and  hast  not 

32  been  as  a  harlot,  to  scoff  at  her  hire.  The  adulterous  wife 

33  instead  of  her  husband,  she  taketh  strangers  Is  They  give  gifts 
to  all  harlots ;  but  thou  givest  thy  gifts  to  all  thy  lovers,  and 
bribest  them,  that  they  may  come  unto  thee  from  round  aboul 

34  for  thy  whoredoms.  And  the  contrary  is  iu  thee  from  othes 
women  in  thy  whoredoms,  whereas  none  followeth  thee  to 
commit  whoredoms;  and  in  that  thou  givest  a  prostitution 
hire,  and  no  prostitution  hire  is  given  unto  thee,  therefore  thou 

35  art  contrary.  Wherefore,  O  harlot,  hear  the  word  of  the 

36  Eternal:  Thus  saith  Lhe  Ix>rd  Eternal;  Because  thy  copper 
was  poured  forth,1  and  thy  nakedness  uncovered  through  thy 

1  given.  •  smtuVe.  a  Miul,  1  evil  iniBginauoi'..  5  Livturit-  *  atied, 
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whoredoms  with  thy  lovers,  and  with  all  the  idols  of  thy 
abominations,  and  by  the  blood  of  thy  children,  which  thou 

37  didst  give  unto  them  ;  Behold,  therefore,  I  will  congregate  all 
thy  lovers,  with  whom  thou  hast  taken  pleasure,  and  all  them 
that  thou  hast  loved,  with  all  them  that  thou  hast  hated ;  I 
will  even  congregate  them  round  about  against  thee,  and  will 
uncover  thy  nakedness  unto  them,  that  they  may  see  all  thy 

38  nakedness.  And  I  will  judge  thee,  as  adulteresses  and  shedders 
of  blood  are  judged ;  and  I  will  give  thee  blood  of  fury  and 

39  jealousy.  And  1  will  also  give  thee  into  their  hand,  and  they 
shall  pull  down  thy  eautt,[|  and  shall  break  down  thine 
eminent  places :  they  shall  strip  thee  also  of  thy  garments,  and 
shall  take  thy  vessels  of  splendour,  and  leave1  thee  naked  and 

40  bare.  They  shall  also  bring  up  an  assembly  against  thee,  and 
they  shall  overwhelm  thee  with  stones,  and  thrustli  thee 

41  through  with  their  swords.  And  they  shall  burn  thy  houses 
with  fire,  and  do  judgments  upon  thee  before  the  eyeB  of  many 
women :  and  I  will  cause  thee  to  cease  from  playing  the  harlot, 

.42  and  thou  also  shalt  give  no  prostitution  hire  any  more.  So 
will  I  make  my  fury  towards  thee  to  rest,  and  my  jealousy 
shall  depart  from  thee,  and  I  will  be  quiet,  and  will  be  no  more 

43  wroth.  Because  thou  hast  not  remembered  the  daya  of  thy 
youth,  hut  hast  fretted*  me  in  all  .these  things ;  behold,  there¬ 
fore  I  also  have  recompensed3  thy  way  upon  thy  head,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal :  yet  thou  hast  not  carried  out4 

44  thine  evil  imagination  with  all  thine  abominations.  Behold, 
every  one  that  useth  proverbs  shall  use  this  proverb  against 

45  thee,  saying,  As  is  the  mother,  to  it  ber  daughter.  Thou  art 
thy  mother's  daughter,  that  loatheth  her  husband  and  her 
children ;  and  thou  art  the  sister  of  thy  sisters,  who  loathed 
their  husbands  and  tbeir  children :  your  mother  was  a  Hittite, 

46  and  your  father  an  Amorite.  And  thy  elder  sister  is  Samaria, 
she  and  her  daughters  that  abide  at  thy  left :  and  thy  younger6 
sister,  that  abideth  at  thy  right,  it  Sodom  and  her  daughters. 

47  Yet  hast  thou  not  walked  after  their  ways,  nor  done  after  their 
abominations :  but,  as  { f  displeased  being  too  little,  thou  wast 

4S  corrupted  more  than  they  in  all  thy  ways-  At  I  live,  it  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  Sodom  which  is  thy  sister 
bath  done,  she  and  her  daughters,  as  thou  hast  done,  thou 

49  and  thy  daughters . Behold,  this  was  the  iniquity  of  thy  sister 

Sodom,  pride,  fulness  of  bread,  and  prosperity  in  quiet  was 
in  her  and  in  her  daughters,  neither  did  she  strengthen  the 

50  hand  of  the  poor  and  needy.  And  they  were  haughty,  and 
did  abomination  before  me :  therefore  I  removed  them  when 

51  I  saw  it-  Neither  hath  Samaria  sinned  half  of  thy  sins;  but 

1  plaoe.  *  agitated-  3  given.  4  done.  3  smaller. 
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thou  hast  multiplied  thine  abominations  more  than  they,  and 
hast  justified  thy  sisters  in  all  thine  abominations  which  thou 

52  hast  done.  Thou  also,  bear  thy  confusion  which  thou  hast 
adjudged1  to  thy  sister,  for  thy  sins  that  thou  hast  committed 
more  abominable  than  they  :  they  are  more  righteous  than 
thou :  yea,  be  thou  ashamed  also,  and  hear  thy  confusion,  in 

53  that  thou  bast  justified  thy  sisters.  When  I  shall  restore  their 
captivity,  the  captivity  of  Sodom  and  her  daughters,  and  the 
captivity  of  Samaria  and  her  daughters,  then  the  captivity  of 

54  thy  captives  will  be  in  the  midst  of  them :  That  thou  mayest 
bear  thy  confusion,  and  mayest  be  confounded  in  all  that  thou 

55  hast  done,  in  that  thou  art  a  comfort  nnlo  them.  When  thy 
sisters,  Sodom  and  her  daughters,  shali  return  to  their  former 
state,  and  Samaria  and  her  daughters  shall  return  to  their 
former  state,  then  thou  and  thy  daughters  shall  return  to  your 

56  former  state.  And  thy  sister  Sodom  was  not  a  warning9  in 

57  thy  mouth  in  the  day  of  thy  pride.  Before  thy  wickedness 
was  uncovered,  as  at  the  time  of  the  disgrace  of  the  daughters 
of  Syria,  and  all  that  are  round  about  her,  the  daughters  of  the 

58  Philistines,  who  despise|l  thee  round  about.  Thou  hast  borne 
thine  evil  imagination  and  thine  abominations,  w  the  declara- 

59  tion  of  the  Eternal.  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will 
even  do  to  thee  as  thou  hast  done,  who  hast  despised  an 

60  execration  in  making  void  a  covenant.  Nevertheless  I  will 
remember  my  covenant  with  thee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth, 

61  and  I  will  establish  unto  thee  an  everlasting  covenant.  Then 
thou  shall  remember  thy  ways,  and  he  confounded,  when  thou 
shalt  take  thy  sisters,  those  elder  and  younger  than  thou  :  and 
I  will  give  them  unto  thee  for  daughters,  but  not  from  thy 

62  covenant.  And  I  will  establish  my  covenant  with  theej  and 

63  thou  shalt  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal:  That  thou  mayest 
remember,  and  be  ashamed,  and  never  open  thy  mouth  any 
more  hecause  of  thy  confusion,  when  I  make  expiation  for  thee 
for  all  that  thou  hast  done,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord 
Eternal. 


Chap.  XVII. 

I  2  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came3  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of 
man,  put  forth*  a  riddle,  and  utter  a  parable  unto  the  house  of 
3  Israel ;  And  say.  Thus  Barth  the  Lord  Eternal ;  The  great 

1  contemplated,  1  report.  *  was.  *  riddle. 
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eagle  with  the  great  wings,  long  pinions,  full  feathers,  which 
had  variegated  colours,  came  unto  the  Lebanon,  and  took  the 

4  highest  branchfl  of  the  cedar  :  He  cropped  off  the  top1  of  his 
young  twigs,  and  brought  it  to  the  land  of  Canaan  ;  he  put  it 

5  in  a  city  of  merchants.  He  took  of  the  seed  of  the  land,  and 
planted9  it  in  a  fruitful8  field  :  he  placed [|  it  by  many  waters, 

6  and  set4  it  os  a  willow  tree.jj  And  it  grew,  and  became  a 
luxurious  vine  of  low  stature,  whose  branches  turned  toward 
him,  and  the  roots  thereof  were  under  him :  so  it  became  a 
vine,  and  brought  forth  branches,5  and  shot6  forth  sprigs, 

7  There  was  also  another  great  eagle  with  great  wings  and  many 
feathers :  and,  hehold,  this  vine  languishingly  did  bend  her  roots 
towards  him,  and  shot5  forth  her  branches  towards  him,  that 

8  he  might  water  it  by  the  furrows[[  of  her  plantation.  It  was 
planted  in  a  good  field  by  great  waters,  that  it  might  bring 
forth7  a  hough,  and  that  it  might  bear  fruit,  that  it  might  be  a 

9  magnificent  vine.  Say  thou.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal; 
Shall  it  prosper  ?  shall  he  not  loosen  the  roots  thereof,  and  cut 
ofF)|  the  fruit  thereof,  that  it  wither  ?  All  the  leaves  of  her  growth 
shall  wither,  even  without  great  power8 .  or  many  people  to 

10  pluck  it  up  by  the  roots  thereof.  Yea,  behold,  being  planted, 
shall  it  prosper  ?  shall  it  not  utterly  wither,  when  the  east  wind 
touchetn  it  r  it  shall  wither  in  the  furrows  Jj  of  its  growth. 

1 1  Moreover  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came9  unto  me,  saying, 

12  Say  now  to  the  house  of  rebellion.  Know  ye  not  what  these 
thing i  mean  f  tell  Mem,  Behold,  the  king  of  Babylon  is  come 
to  Jerusalem,  and  hath  taken  the  king  thereof,  and  the  officers 

13  thereof,  and  hrought  them  with  him  to  Babylon;  And  hath 
taken  of  the  seed  of  royalty,  and  made19  a  covenant  with  him, 
and  hath  taken  an  oath  of  him  he  hath  also  taken  the 

34  mighty19  of  the  land :  That  it  be  a  low  kingdom,  that  it  might 
not  lift  itself  up,  but  that  by  keeping  of  his  covenant  it  might 

15  stand.  But  he  rebelled  against  him  in  sending  his  messengers 
into  Egypt,  that  they  might  give  him  horses  and  much  people. 
Shall  he  prosper?  snail  he  escape  that  doeth  such  things  ?  or 

16  shall  he  make  void  the  covenant,  and  escape  ?  As  1  live,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  he  shall  not  die  in  the 
place  where  the  king  dwelleth  that  made  him  king,  whose 
oath13  he  despised,  and  whose  covenant  he  made  void,  even 

17  with  him  in  the  midst  of  Babylon . And  Pharaoh  shall  not 

1  bead.  *gave,  1  seed.  1  pat.  *  made  bam  *  sent.  7  nuke.  ®aim. 

*  <ru.  u  cut.  11  brought  him  into  an  execration.  B  nma.  13  execration, 
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assist*  him  in  the  war  with  a  gnat  force  and  numerous 
assembly  in  casting  up*  mounts,  and  building  forts, ||  to  cut  off 

18  many  persons :  Since  he  despised  the  oath3  by  making  void 
the  covenant,  when,  lo,  he  had  given  his  hand,  and  hath  done 

1 9  all  these  things,  he  shall  not  escape.  Therefore  thus  saith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  As  I  live.  If  not  mine  oath4  that  he  hath 
despised,  and  my  covenant  that  he  hath  made  void,  I  will  re- 

20  compense*  upon  his  head . And  I  will  spread  my  net  upon 

him,  and  he  shall  be  caught*  in  my  snare,  and  I  will  bring  him 
to  Babylon,  and  will  plead1  with  him  there  for  his  trespass  that 

2 1  he  hath  trespassed  against  me.  And  all  his  fugitives  with  all 
his  bands||  shall  fall  by  the  sword,  and  they  that  remain  shall 
be  scattered*  towards  all  winds  :  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  the 
Eternal  have  spoken  it. 

22  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will  also  take  of  the  highest 
branch||  of  the  lofty  cedar,  and  will  set*  it;  I  will  crop  off 
from  the  top**  of  hia  young  twigs  a  tender  one,  and  will  plant 

23  it  upon  a  high  mountain  and  eminent : ||  In  the  mountain  of 
the  height  of  Israel  will  I  plant  it :  and  it  shall  hring  forth11 
boughs,  and  bear13  fruit,  and  be  a  magnificent  cedar:  and 
under  it  shall  dwell  all  fowl  of  every  wing ;  in  the  shadow  of 

24  the  branches  thereof  shall  they  dwell.  And  all  the  trees  of  the 
field  shall  know  that  I  the  Eternal  have  brought  down  the  high 
tree,  have  exalted  the  low  tree,  have  dried  up  the  green13  tree, 
and  have  made  the  dry  tree  to  flourish :  I  the  Eternal  have 
spoken  and  have  done  it. 

Chap.  XVIII. 

1  2  The  word  of  the  Eternal  came’4  unto  me,  saying,  What 
mean  ye,19  that  ye  use  this  parable  on  the  ground  of  Israel, 
saying.  The  fathers  have  eaten  sour  grapes,  and  the  children's 

3  teeth  are  set  on  edge )  As  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord 
Eternal,  if  ye  shall  have  occasion  any  more  to  uBe  this  parable 

4  in  Israel. .  Behold,  all  souls  are  mine ;  as  the  soul  ol 

the  father,  so  also  the  bouI  of  the  son  is  mine  :  the  soul  that 

5  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  And  if  a  man  be  just,  and  do  that  which 

€  is  lawful  and  right,16  And  hath  not  eaten  upon  the  mountains, 

neither  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  of  the  house  oi 

1  make;  3  shedding1.  3  sou Is.  *•  execration.  *  give.  *  seised 

T  be  judged.  *  spread.  *  give.  w  head.  11  bear.  33  make.  13  moor 
u  waa.  13  what  is it  to  you.  13  judgment  and  righteousness 
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Israel,  neither  hath  defiled  his  fellow-man*?  wife,  neither  hath 

7  come  near  to  a  woman  in  her  separation,  and  is  extortionate 
to  no  ODe^1  but  hath  restored  that  pledged  for  his  debt,  hath 
spoiled  none  by  violence,  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry, 

8  and  hath  covered  the  naked  with  a  garment ;  He  that  hath 
not  given  forth  npon  interest,  neither  hath  taken  any  increase, 
that  hath  withdrawn9  his  hand  from  wrong,  hath  executed*  true 

9  judgment  between  man  and  man,  Hath  walked  in  my  or¬ 
dinances,  and  hath  kept  my  judgments,  to  deal  truly;1  he  is 
just,  he  shall  smely  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 

10  If  he  beget  a  son  that  is  a  robber,  a  shedder  of  blood,  and  that 

1 1  doeth  to  a  brother  any  one  of  these  things,  And  that  doeth  not 
any  of  those  duties ,  but  even  hath  eaten  upon  the  mountains, 

12  and  defiled  his  fellow -man's  wife,  Wes  extortionate  to  the  poor 
and  needy,  hath  spoiled  by  violence,  hath  not  restored  the 
pledge,  and  hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols,  hath  committed* 

13  abomination,  Hath  given  forth  upon  interest^  and  hath  taken 
increase :  shall  he  then  live  ?  he  shall  not  live :  he  hath  done 
all  these  abominations ;  he  shall  surely  die  ;  hb  blood  shall  be 

14  upon  him.  Now,  lo,  if  he  heget  a  son,  that  seeth  all  his 
father’s  sins  which  he  hath  done,  and  seeth,  and  doeth  not 

15  such  like.  That  bath  not  eaten  upon  the  mountains,  neither 
hath  lifted  up  his  eyes  to  the  idols  of  the  house  of  Israel,  hath 

16  not  defiled  his  fellow -man’s  wife,  Neither  hath  been  extortionate 
to  any,  hath  not  withholdcn  the  pledge,  neither  hath  spoiled 
by  violence,  but  hath  given  his  bread  to  the  hungry,  and  hath 

17  covered  the  naked  with  a  garment.  That  hath  taken  off*  his 
hand  from  the  poor,  that  hath  not  taken  interest  nor  increase, 
hath  executed3  my  judgments,  hath  walked  in  my  ordinances ; 
he  shall  not  die  for  the  iniquity  of  his  father,  he  shall  surely 

18  live.  As  for  his  father,  because  he  cruelly  oppressed,  spoiled 
his  brother  by  violence,  and  did  that  which  is  not  good  among 

1 9  his  people,  lo,  even  he  shall  die  for  his  iniquity.  Yet  sav  ye. 
Why  doth  the  son  not  bear  the  iniquity  of  the  father  ?  When 
the  son  hath  executed*  judgment  and  righteousness,  and  hath 
kept  all  ray  ordinances,  aim  hath  done  them,  he  shall  snrely 

20  live*  The  soul  that  sinneth,  it  shall  die.  The  son  shall  not 
bear  the  iniquity  of  the  father,  neither  shall  the  father  bear  the 
iniquity  of  the  son :  the  righteousness  of  the  righteous  Bhall  be 
upon  him,  and  the  wickedness  of  the  wicked  shall  he  npon  him* 

21  But  if  the  wicked  will  turn  from  all  his  sins  that  he  hath 
committed,3  and  keep  all  my  ordinances,  and  executeth*  judg¬ 
ment  and  righteousness,  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 

22  All  his  transgressions  that  he  hath  committed,3  they  shall  not 
he  remembered  unto  him :  in  his  righteousness  that  he  hath 

1  man.  !  restored,  *  dore.  *  to  do  tnith. 
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23  done  he  shall  live.  Hare  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked 
should  die  ?  is  the  declaration  or  the  Lord  Eternal :  and  not 

21  that  he  should  return  from  his  ways,  and  live  ?  Bat  when  the 
righteous  turnelh  away  from  his  righteousness,  and  doeth 
wrong,  and  doeth  according  to  all  the  abominations  that  the 
wicked  man  doeth,  shall  he  lire  ?  All  his  righteousness  that  he 
hath  done  shall  not  be  remembered :  in  his  trespass  that  he 
hath  trespassed,  and  in  his  sin  that  he  hath  sinned,  in  them 

25  shall  he  die.  ■  Yet  ye  say.  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal. 
Hear  now,  O  house  of  Israel ;  Is  not  my  way  equal  ?  are  not 

2G  your  ways  unequal?  When. a  righteous  man  tarneth  away 
from  his  righteousness,  and  doeth  wrong,  and  dieth  on  that 

27  account ;  for  his  wrong  that  he  hath  done  shall  he  die.  Again, 
when  the  wicked  man  turneth  away  from  his  wickedness  that 
he  hath  done,  and  executeth1.  judgment  and  righteousness,  he 

28  shall  preserve  his  soul.  Because  he  seeth,  and  turneth  away 
from  all  his  transgressions  that  he  hath  committed,8  he  shad 

29  surely  lire,  he  shall  not  die.  Yet  sailh  the  house  of  Israel, 
The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal.  O  house  of  Israel,  are  not 

30  in  y  ways  equal  ?  are  not  your  ways  unequal  ?  Therefore  1  will 


yourselves  from  all  your  transgressions ;  so  iniquity  shall  not 

31  be  a  stumblingblock  to  you.  Cast  away  from  you  all  your 
transgressions,  wherehy  ye  have  transgressed ;  and  make  you  a 
new  heart  and  a  new  spirit :  for  why  will  ye  die,  O  house  of 

32  Israel  ?  For  I  have  no  pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal :  wherefore  turn3  your¬ 
selves,  and  live  ye. 

Chap.  XIX. 

1  Moreover  take  thou  up  a  lamentation  for  the  princes  of  Israel, 

2  And  say.  What  lioness  is  thy  mother :  she  crouched  among 

3  lions,  she  nourished  her  whelps  among  yonng  lions.  And  she 
hrought  up  oue  of  her  whelps  :  it  became  a  young  Hon,  and  it 

4  learned  to  tear  the  prey ;  it  devoured1  men.  The  nations  also 
heard  of  him ;  he  was  caught  in  their  pit,  and  they  brought 

5  him  with  noserings9  unto  the  laud  of  Egypt.  Now  when  she 
saw  that  she  put  off,  and  her  bone  was  lost,9  then  she  took 

6  another7  of  her  whelps,  and  made"  him  a  young  lion.  And  he 
went  up  and  down  among  the  lions,  he  became  a  young  lion, 

1  (JociIl  %  done*  *  restore.  4  ate.  Jpricl;lca-  *  Imd  perished, 

*  one.  s  puL 
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7  and  learned  to  tea?  a  prey,  and  devoured1  men.  And  he  knew 
their  desolate  palaces,  and  he  laid  waste  their  cities ;  and  the 
land  was  desolate,  and  the  fulness  thereof,  by  the  noise*  of  his 

8  roaring.  Then  nations  set3  against  him  round  about  from 
the  provinces,  and  spread  their  net  over  him :  he  was  caught 

9  in  their  pit.  And  they  put3  him  in  a  cage  with  noserings*  and 
hrought  him  to  the  king  of  Babylon :  they  brought  him  into 
holds,  that  his  voice  should  no  more  be  heard  upon  the 

10  mountains  of  Israel.  Thy  mother  is  like  the  vine  in  thy  blood, 
planted  by  the  waters :  she  was  fruitful  and  full  of  tuanches 

11  hy  reason  of  many  waters.  And  she  had  strong  rod?*  for  the 
sceptres  of  rulers,  and  her  stature  rose  high  among  the  houghs, 
and  Bhe  appeared  in  her  height  with  the  multitude  of  her  twigs. 

12  But  she  was  plucked  up  in  fury,  she  was  cast  down  to  the  earth, 
and  the  east  wind  dried  up  her  fruit :  her  Btrong  rods1  were 

13  pulled  off  and  withered ;  fire  consumed3  them.  And  now  she 

14  is  planted  in  the  desert  on  arid  and  thirsty  ground.  And  fire 
is  gone  out  of  a  staff  of  her  hranches,  wrtich  hath  devoured7 
her  fruit,  so  that  she  hath  no  staff  of  might  io  be  a  sceptre  to 
rule*  This  is  a  lamentation,  and  shall  be  for  a  lamentation. 

Chap.  XX. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  seventh  year,  iu  the  fifth  month, 
the  tenth  day  of  the  month,  that  men  of  the  elders  of  Israel 
came  to  enquire  of  the  Eternal,  and  sat  hefore  me. 

2  3  Then  came8  the  word  of  the  Eternal  unto  me,  saying,  Son 
of  man,  speak  unto  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  say  unto  them. 
Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Are  ye  come  to  enquire  of  me  ? 
As  1  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  I  be  eu- 

4  quired  of  by  you . ..Wilt  thou  judge  them,  son  of  man,  wilt 

thou  judge  them?  cause'  them  to  know  the  abominations  of 

5  their  fathers  :  And  say  unto  them.  Thus  Sftith  the  Lord  Eternal; 
In  the  day  when  1  chose  Israel,  and  lifted  up  my  hand  unto 
the  seed  of  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  made  myself  known  unto 
them  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  when  I  lifted  up  my  hand  unto 

G  them,  saying,  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God;  In  the  day  that  I 
lifted  up  my  hand  unto  them,  to  bring  them  forth  of  the  land 
of  Egypt  into  a  land  that  I  had  espied  for  them,  flowing  with 

7  milk  and  honey,  it  is  a  glory*  of  all  lands :  Then  said  I  unto 

*  ate*  *Toic?,  9g^ve.  4priokJea.  of  might.  4  ate. 

T  eaten;  ®  was*  9  hart 
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them,  Cast  yc  away  every  man  the  abominations  of  his  eyes, 
and  defile  not  yourselves  with  the  idols  of  Egypt:  I  am  the 

8  Eternal  your  God.  Bat  they  rebelled  against  me,  and  would 
not  hearken  unto  me :  they  did  not  every  man  cast  away  the 
abominations  of  their  eyes,  neither  did  they  forsake  the  idols 
of  Egypt :  then  I  said,  I  will  pour  out1  my  fury  upon  them,  to 
accomplish2  my  wrath  against  them  in  the  midst  of  the  land  of 

9  Egypt.  But  I  wrought*  for  my  name's  sake,  that  it  should  not  be 
polluted  before  the  eyes  of  the  nations,  among  whom  they  were, 
before  whose  eyes  I  made  myself  known  unto  them,  in  bringing 

10  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.  Wherefore  I  caused 
them  to  go  forth  ont  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  brought  them 

1 1  into  the  desert.  And  I  gave  them  my  ordinances,  and  made 
known  to  them  my  judgments,  which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall 

12  even  live  in  them.  Moreover  also  I  gave  them  my  sabbaths, 
to  be  a  sign  between  me  and  them,  that  they  might  know  that 

13  I  am  the  Eternal  that  sanctify  them.  But  die  house  of  Israel 
rebelled  against  me  in  the  desert:  they  walked  not  in  my 
ordinances,  and  they  scorned  my  judgments,  which  if  a  man

16  milk  and  honey,  it  is  a  glory4  of  all  lands ;  Because  they 
scorned  my  judgments,  and  walked  not  in  my  ordinances,  but 
polluted  my  sabbaths :  for  their  heart  went  after  their  idols, 

17  Nevertheless  mine  eye  spared  them  from  destroying*  them, 

18  neither  did  I  make  an  end6  of  them  in  the  desert.  But  I  said 
unto  their  children  in  the  desert,  Walk  ye  not  in  the  statutes 
of  your  fathers,  neither  keep  their  judgments,  nor  defile  your- 

19  selves  with  their  idols:  1  am  the  Eternal  your  God ;  walk  in 

20  my  ordinances,  and  keep  my  judgments,  and  do  them ;  And 
hallow  my  sabbaths;  ana  they  BhaU  be  a  sign  between  me  and 
you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 

21  Notwithstanding  the  children  rebelled  against  me :  they  walked 

*nhc(L  J  cownue.  *  did.  *  bait.  s  corrupting1.  ‘extermination. 
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not  in  my  ordinances,  neither  kept  my  judgments  to  do  them, 
■which  if  a  man  do,  he  shall  even  live  in  them  ;  they  polluted 
my  sabbaths :  then  t  said,  I  -would  pour  out1  my  fury  upon 
them,  to  accomplish8  my  wrath  against  them  in  the  desert. 

22  Nevertheless  I  withdrew3  my  hand,  and  wrought1  for  my  name's 
sake,  that  it  should  not  be  polluted  before  the  eyes  of  the 

23  nations,  before  whose  eyes  1  hrought  them  forth.  I  lifted  up 
my  hand  unto  them  uSo  in  the  desert,  that  I  would  scatter 
them  among  the  nations,  and  disperse  them  through  the 

24  countries ;  Because  they  had  not  executed3  my  judgments,  hut 
bad  scorned  my  ordinances,  and  had  polluted  my  sabbaths, 

25  and  their  eyes  were  after  their  fathers’  idols.  Wherefore  I 
gave  them  also  statutes  that  were  not  good,  and  judgments 

26  whereby  they  should  not  live;  And  I  polluted  them  in  their 
own  gifts,  when  they  caused  to  pass  to  me  the  first  offspring  of 
the  womb,  that  I  might  make  them  desolate,  to  the  end  that

And  when 
ye  offer11  your  gifts,  when  ye  make  your  sons  to  pass  through 
the  fire,  ye  pollute  yourselves  with  all  your  idols,  even  unto 
this  day :  ana  shall  I  be  enquired  of  by  you,  O  house  of  Israel? 
As  1  live,  U  the  -declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  I  be  en- 

32  quired  of  by  you . And  that  which  Cometh18  into  your  mind13 

shall  not  be  at  all,  that  ye  say.  We  will  be  as  the  spirit,  as  the 

33  families  of  the  countries,  to  minsiter  to  wood  and  stone.  As  1 

1  *  consume.  3  restored.  1  did.  5  done.  ^trespassed.  ^  sacrificed. 

*  gave.  *  put.  w  come.  u  carry.  goetli  up,  w  spirit, 
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live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  If  1  will  not 
reign  over  yon  with  a  strong  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out 

34  arm,  and  with  fury  poured  out*.... And  I  will  bring  you  out 
from  the  people,  ana  will  gather3  you  out  of  the  countries 
wherein  ye  are  scattered,  with  a  strong  hand,  and  with  a 

35  stretched  out4  arm,  and  with  fury  poured  out.3  And  I  will 
bring  you  into  the  desert  of  the  peoples,  and  there  will  1  plead 

36  with  you  face  to  face.  Like  as. I  pleaded  with  your  fathers  in 
the  desert  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  so  will  I  plead  with  you,  is  the 

37  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  And  I  will  cause  you  to 
pass  under  the  rod,  and  I  will  bring  you  into  the  bond  of  the 

33  covenant;  And 'I  will  purge  out  from  among  you  the  rebels, 
and  them  that  transgress  against  me :  1  will  bring  them  forth 
out  of  the  country  where  they  sojourn,  and  they  shall  not  come 
on  the  ground  of  Israel  t  and  yc  shall  know  that  1  am  the 

39  Eternal.  As  for  yon,  O  house  of  Israel,  thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal;  Go  ye,  serve  ye  everyone  his  idols,  and  hereafter 
a/so,  if  ye  will  not  hearken  unto  me :  but  pollute  ye  my  holy 

40  name  no  more  with  your  gifts,  and  with  your  idols.  For  in  the

And 
there  shall  ye  remember  your  ways,  and  all  your  doings,  where¬ 
in  ye  have  been  defiled ;  and  ye  shall  loathe  yourselves  in  your 

41  own  sight  for  ell  your  evils  that  ye  have  done.  And  ye  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  when  I  have  wrought3  with  you 
lor  my  name’s  sake,  not  according  to  your  wicked  ways,  nor 
according  to  yonr  corrupt  doings,  O  ye  house  of  Israel,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.

2  Son  of  man,  set*  thy  face  towards  the  south,3  ami  drop  thy 
word  towards  the  Bouth,  and  prophesy  agaiast  the  forest  of  the 

3  south  held ;  And  say  to  the  forest  of  the  Bouth,  Hear  the  word 
of  the  Eternal;  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  Behold,  I  will 
light  a  fire  in  thee,  and  it  devour1  every  green9  tree  in 
thee,  and  every  dry  tree:  the  blazing  flame  shall  not  be 
quenched,  and  all  faces  from  the  south  to  the  north  shall  be 

4  searched  therein.  And  all  flesh  shall  see  that  I  the  Eternal 

5  have  kindled  it :  it  shall  not  be  quenched.  Then  said  I,  Ah 
Lord  Eternal  1  they  say  of  me.  Doth  he  not  speak  parables  ? 

6  7  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of 
man,  set*  thy  face  towards  Jerusalem,  and  drop  thy  word 
towards  the  holy  places,  prophesy  against  the  ground  of 

8  Israel,  And  say  to  the  ground  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal ;

29  seized.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Because  ye 
have  made  your  iniquity  to  be  remembered,  in  that  your 
transgressions  arc  discovered,  so  that  in  all  your  doings  your 
sina  do  appear ;  because,  I  tag,  that  ye  are  come  to  remem- 

30  brance,  ye  shall  be  seized  with  the  hand.1*  And  thou,  wicked 
slain  prince  of  Israel,  whose  day  is  come,  at  the  time  of  the 

31  iniquity  of  the  end.14  Thus  saitn  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Remove

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the  mitre,  and  take1  off  the  crown':  this  shall  not  be  the  same:3 

32  exalt  Aim  that  is  low,  and  abase  Aum  that  is  high.  A  ruin,  a 
ruin,  a  ruinj)  will  1  make3  it,  nor  was  it  any  body’s,  until  he 

33  come  whose  right1  it  is ;  and  I  will  give  it  Aim.  And  thou,  son 
of  man,  prophesy  and  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal  con¬ 
cerning  the  Ammonites,  and  concerning  their  disgrace ;  even 
say  thou.  The  sword,  the  sword  is  drawn  :5  for  the  slaughter  it 

34  is  furbished,  to  gorge  itself8  because  of  the  glittering While 
they  foresee  vanity  unto  thee,  while  they  divine  a  falsehood 
unto  thee,  to  bring8  thee  upon  the  necks  of  the  wicked  slain, 
whose  day  is  come,  at  the  time  of  the  iniquity  of  the  end.3 

35  Back  into  its  sheath !  I  will  judge  thee  in  the  place  where

And  thou  shalt  say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal,  A  city  shedding  blood  in  the  midst  of  it,  that  her 
time  may  come,  and  maketh  idols  against  herself  to  defile 

4  herself.  Thou  art  become  guilty  in  thy  blood  that  thou  hast 
shed;  and  hast  defiled  thyself  in  thine  idols  which  thou  hast 
made ;  and  thou  hast  caused  thy  days  to  draw  near,  and  ait 
come  even  unto  thy  years :  therefore  have  1  made  thee  a 

5  disgrace  unto  the  nation,  and  a  mocking  to  all  countries.  Those 
that  he  near,  and  those  that  he  far  from  thee,  shall  mock  thee, 

6  who  art  impure13  of  name,  and  great1*  in  confusion.  Behold, 
the  princes  of  Israel ;  every  one  was  in  thee  with  his  arm  to 

7  shed  blood.  Ia  thee  have  they  set  light  by  father  and  mother : 
in  the*  midst  of  thee  have  they  dealt  by  oppression  with  the 
stranger :  ih  thee  have  they  been  extortionate  to  the  fatherless 

8  and  the  widow.  Thou  hast  despised  my  sanctuaries,14  and  hast 

9  profaned  my  sabbaths.  In  thee  are  tale-bearing  men  to  shed 
blood:  and  in  thee  they  eat  upon  the  mountain:  in  the  midst 

10  of  thee  they  commit  lewdness.15  In  thee  have  they  uncovered 
their  father's  nakedness :  in  thee  have  they  afflicted  her  that 

11  was  unclean  in  her  separation.  And  one18  hath  committed17 

*  remove.  *  tills  \&  not  this,  9  pat.  *  judgment  5  open.  *  to  contain. 

*  lightning;  8  give.  8  extremity,  10  sited.  11  was.  51  unclean*  13 much* 

u  holiness,  u  do  evil  imaginatioit  10  a  man,  17  done* 
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abomination  with  his  fellow’s  wife :  and  another1  hath  defiled 
his  daughter  in  law  by  evil  imagination ;  and  another1  in  thee 

12  hath  afflicted  his  sister,  his  father's  daughter.  In  thee  have 
they  taken  bribery  to  shed  blood ;  thou  hast  taken  interest  and 
increase,  and  thoa  hast  greedily  gained  of  thy  fellows  by 
oppression,  and  hast  forgotten  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

1 3  Lord  Eternal.  Behold,  therefore  I  have  smitten  my  hand  at 
thy  gain  which  thou  hast  made,  and  at  thy  blood  which  hath 

14  been  in  the  midst  of  thee.  Can  thy  heart  endure,9  or  can  thy 
hands  be  strong, in  the  days  that  I  shall  deal3  with  thee?  I  the 

15  Eternal  have  spoken  it,  and  will  doit.  And  I  will  scatter  thee 
among  the  nations,  and  disperse  thee  in  the  countries,  and  will

I  will  gather  you,  and  blow  npon  you  in  the  fire  of  my 
indignation,  and  ye  shall  be  melted  in  the  midst  thereof. 

22  As  silver  is  melted  in  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  so  shall  ye  be 
melted  in  the  midst  thereof ;  and  ye  shall  know  that  I  the 

23  Eternal  have  poured  out*  my  fury  upon  you.  And  the  word  of 

21  the  Eternal  came*  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of  man,  say  unto  her, 

Thou  art  the  land  that  is  not  cleansed,  nor  rained  upon  in  the 

25  day  of  indignation.  There  u  a  conspiracy  of  her  prophets  in 
the  midst  thereof,  like  a  roaring  lion  tearing  prey ;  they  have 
devoured7  souls;  they  have  taken  abundance  and  precious 
things ;  they  have  made  her  many  widows  in  the  midst  thereof. 

26  Her  priests  have  violated  my  law,  and  have  profaned  my  holy 
things:  they  have  not  distinguished  between  the  holy  and 
profane,  neither  have  they  made  known  a  difference  between 
the  unclean  and  the  clean,  and  have  hid  their  eyes  from  my 

27  sabbaths,  and  I  am  profaned  among  them.  Her  officers  in  the 
midst  thereof  are  like  wolve  b  tearing  prey,  to  shed  blood,  and 

28  to  destroy  souls,  to  gel*  gain.  And  her  prophets  have  daubed 

1  a  muu.  *  stand.  9  do,  *  finish-  4  was-  *  alied.  I  eaten.  s  gain 
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them  with  un tempered  morler,  foreseeing  vanity,  and  divining 
falsehood  unto  them,  saying.  Thus  saith  the  l<ord  Eternal, 

29  when  the  Eternal  hath  not  spoken.  The  people  of  the  land 
have  used1  oppression,  and  exercised1  rohbery,  and  have  been 
extortionate  to  the  poor  and  needy :  yea,  they  have  oppressed 

HO  the  stranger  wrongfully.1  And  I  sought  for  a  man  among 
them,  that  should  make  up4  the  fence,  and  stand  in  the  breach 
before  me  for  the  land,  that  1  should  not  destroy5  it:  but  I 

31  found  none.  Therefore  have  I  poured  out  mine  indignation 
upon  them ;  I  have  consumed  them  with  the  fire  of  my  wrath  : 
their  own  way  have  I  recompensed4  upon  their  heads,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 

Chap.  XXIII. 

1  2  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying,  Son  of 
man,  there  were  two  women,  the  daughters  of  one  mother : 

3  And  they  committed  whoredoms  in  Egypt ;  they  committed 
whoredoms  in  their  youth :  there  were  their  breasts  pressed,1 

4  and  there  they  felt  the  teats  of  their  virginity.  And  the  names 
of  them  were  Aholah  the  elder,8  and  Aholibah  her  sister  :  and 
they  were  mine,  and  they  hare  sons  and  daughters  ;  And  as  to 
their  names — Samaria  is  Aholah,  and  Jerusalem  Aholibah. 

5  And  Aholah  committed  whoredom  when  she  was  mine ;  and 
she  doted  on  her  lovers,  on  the  Assyrians,  and  those  near, 

6  Clothed  with  hlue  purple,  pashaws  and  governors,  all  of  them 

7  desirable  young  men,  horsemen  riding  upon  horses.  Thus  she 
committed*  her  whoredoms  with  them,  with  all  them  that  were 
the  chosen  men  of  Assyria,  and  with  all  on  whom  she  doted : 

8  with  all  their  idols  she  defiled  herself.  Neither  left  she  her 
whoredoms  brought  from  Egypt:  for  m  her  youth  they  lay 
with  her,  and  they  felt  the  breasts  of  her  virginity,  and  poured10 

9  their  whoredom  upon  her.  Wherefore  I  have  delivered1'  her 
into  the  hand  of  her  lovers,  into  the  hand  of  the  sons  of  Assyria, 

10  upon  whom  she  doted.  These  uncovered  her  nakedness :  they 
took  her  sons  and  her  daughters,  and  slew  her  with  the  sword  : 
and  she  became  intuDoav1  among  the  women ;  and  they  exe- 

11  cuted”  judgments  upon  her.  And  when  her  sister  Aholihah 
saw  thit ,  she  was  more  corrupt  in  her  inordinate  love  than  she, 
and  in  her  whoredoms  more  than,  her  sister  in  her  whoredoms. 

12  She  doted  upon  the  sons  of  Assyria  pashaws  and  governors  near 
her  clothed  most  gorgeously,14  horsemen  riding  upon  horses, 

13  all  of  them  desirable  young  men.  Then  I  saw  that  she  was

T  bruised.  *  greater.  *g4ve*  w  shed*  31  given.  34  a  name.  33  did* 

perfection* 
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14  defiled,  that  they  took  both  one  way.  And  that  she  increased 
her  whoredoms :  for  when  she  saw  men  carved  upon  the 
wall,  the  images  of  the  Chaldeans  poortrayed  with  the  vermilion,|| 

15  Girded  with  girdles  upon  their  loins,  hanging-down  turbans]] 
upon  their  heads,  all  or  them  fighting  men  to  look  to,  the  like¬ 
ness  of  the  sons  of  Babylon,  Chaldeans,  the  land  of  their  nativity: 

16  And  as  soon  as  she  saw  them  with  her  eyes,  she  doted  upon 

17  them,  and  sent  messengers  unto  them  into  Chaldea.  And  the 
sons  of  Babel  came  to  her  to  the  couch  of  love,  and  they  defiled 

18  her  with  their  whoredom,  and  she  was  polluted1  with.them, 
and  her  mind8  was  alienated  from  them.  So  she  discovered9 
her  whoredoms,  and  uncovered  her  nakedness  :  then  my  mind* 

19  was  alienated  from  her,  like  as  my  mind8  was  alienated  from 
her  sister.  Yet  she  multiplied  her  whoredoms,  to  rete ember 
the  day's  of  her  youth,  wherein  she  had  committed  wfibredom 

20  in  the  land  of  Egypt.  And  she  coveted4  to  be  among  the  con¬ 
cubines,  of  those  whose  flesh  is  as  the  flesh  of  asses,  and  whose 

2 1  issue  is  like  the  issue  of  horses.  And  thou  borest  in  mind  the 
evil  imagination  of  thy  youth,  in  feeling5  the  teats  by  the 

22  Egyptians  on  account  of  the  breasts  of  thy  yonth.  Therefore, 
O  Aholibah,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  excite 
thy  lovers  against  thee,  from  whom  thy  mind*  is  alienated,  and 

23  I  will  bring  them  against  thee  on  every  side;  The  sons  of 
Babel,  and  all  the  Chaldeans,  Pekod,  and  Shoa,  and  Koa,  and 
all  the  sons  of  Assyria  with  them  :  all  of  them  desirable  young 
men,  pashaws  and  governors,  fighting  men  and  renowned,  all  of 

24  them  riding  upon  horses.  And  they  shall  come  against  thee 
with  arms,  chariots,  and  wheels,  and  with  an  assembly  of 
peoples,  which  shall  set5  against  thee  buckler  and  shield  and 
helmet  round  about:  and  I  will  set7  judgment  before  them, 

25  and  they  shall  judge  thee  according  to  their  judgments.  And 
I  will  set1  my  jealousy  against  thee,  and  they  shall  act  with 
fury  against  thee :  they  shall  remove  thy  nose  and  thine  ears j 
and  thy  remnant  shall  fell  by  the  sword :  they  shall  take  thy 
sons  and  thy  daughters ;  and  thy  remnant  shall  be  devoured8 

26  by  the  lire.  They  shall  also  strip  thee  out  of  thy  garments, 

27  and  take  the  garments  of  thy  splendour.  Thus  will  I  make 
thy  evil  imagination  to  cease  from  thee,  and  thy  whoredom 
brought  from  the  land  of  Egypt ;  so  that  thou  shall  not  lift  up 

2S  thine  eyes  unto  them,  nor  remember  Egypt  any  more.  For 
thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal  $  Behold,  I  will  deliver1  thee  into 
the  hand  of  them  whom  thou  hatest,  into  the  hand  of  them 

29  from  whom  thy  mind3  is  alienated :  And  they  shall  act9  against 
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thee  with  hatred;  $nd  shall  take  away  all  thy  labour,  and  shall 
forsake  thee  naked  and  bare :  and  the  nakedness  of  thy 
whoredoms  shall  be  uncovered,  both  thy  evil  imagination  and 

30  thy  whoredoms.  I  will  do  these  things  unto  thee,  because 
thou  bast  gone  a  whoring  after  nations,  and  because  tbou  art 

31  polluted’  with  their  idols,  Tbou  bast  walked  in  the  way  of 
thysister ;  therefore  will  I  give  her  cap  into  thy  hand. 

32  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal,  Thou  shalt  drink  of  thy 
sister’s  cup,  the  deep  and  large  one :  tbou  slialt  be  a  laughter 

33  and  derision ;  it  containeth  much.  Thou  shalt  be  filled  with 
drunkenness  and  sorrow,  with  the  cup  of  astonishment  and 

34  desolation,  the  cap  of  thy  sister  Samaria.  Thou  shalt  even 
drink  it  and  suck  it  out,  and  thou  shalt  gnaw  the  sherds 
thereof,  and  pluck  off3  thine  own  breast :  for  I  have  spoken  it, 

35  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  Therefore  thus  saith 
the  Lord  Eternal ;  Because  thou  hast  forgotten  me,  and  cast 
me  hehind.thy  back,  therefore  bear  thou  also  thy  evil  imagina¬ 
tion  and  thy  whoredoms. 

36  The  Eternal  said  moreover  unto  me ;  Son  of  man,  wilt 
thou  judge  Aholah  and  Aholihah  ?  then  tell  them  their  abomi- 

37  nations  $  That  they  have  committed  adultery,  and  blood  it  in 
their  hands,  and  with  their  idols  have  they  committed  adultery, 
and  have  also  canaed  their  sons,  whom  they  bare  unto  me,  to 

38  pass  to  them  for  food.  Moreover  this  they  have  done  unto 
me:  they  have  defiled  my  sanctuary  in  the  same  day,  and 

39  have  profaned  my  sabbaths.  For  wnen  they  had  slaughtered 
their  children  to  their  idols,  then  they  came  the  same  day 
into  my  sanctuary  to  profane  it ;  and,  lo,  thus  have  they  done 

40  in  the  midst  of  my  house.  And  furthermore,  that  ye  have 
sent  for  men  to  come  from  far,  unto  whom  a  messenger  was 
sent ;  and,  lo,  they  came :  for  whom  thou  didst  bathe  thyself, 

41  paintedst  thy  eyes,  and  deckedst  thyself  with  ornaments.  And 
satest  upon  a  stately  bed,  and  a  table  arranged  before  it, 

42  whereupon  thou  hast  put  mine  incense  and  mine  oil.  And  a 
voice  of  a  crowd  being  at  ease  w as  with  her :  and  from  the 
multitude  of  people  were  brought  to  the  men,  Sabeans  of 
of  the  desert,  who  put3  bracelets'*  upon  their  hands,  and  crowns 

43  of  splendour  upon  their  heads*  Then  said  I  unto  her  that  was 
worn  out  with  adulteries,  The;  will  now  commit  whoredoms 

44  with  her,  and  as  for  her.  They  went  in  unto  her,  ns  they  go  in 
unto  a  woman  that  is  a  harlot:  so  went  they  in  nnto  Aholah 

45  and  unto  Aholibah,  women  of  evil  imagination.  And  the 

*  undcun.  3  Iooktu  3  gavfc  *  fattening*. 
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righteous  men,  they  shall  judge  them  the  judgment  of  adul¬ 
teresses,  and  the  judgment  of  women  that  shed  blood ;  because 
16  they  are  adulteresses,  and  blood  it  in  their  hands.  For  thus 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will  bring  up  an  assembly  upon 
47  them,  and  give  them  to  be  removed1  anil  spoiled.  And  the 
assembly  shall  overwhelm  them  with  stones,  and  dear  them 
away  with  their  Bwords  ;  they  shall  Blay  their  sons  and  their 
IS  daughters,  and  burn  up  their  houses  with  fire.  And  I  will 
cause  evil  imaginations  to  cease  out  of  the  land,  that  all  the 
women  may  he  taught9  not  to  do  after  your  evil  imaginations. 
49  And  they  shall  recompense*  your  evil  imaginations  upon  you, 
and  ye  shall  bear  the  sius  of  your  idola :  and  ye  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Lord  Eternal. 

Chap.  XXIV. 

1  Akd  in  the  ninth  year,  in  the  tenth  month,  in  the  tenth  day 
of  the  month,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came4  unto  me,  saying, 

2  Son  of  man,  write  thee  the  name  of  the  day,  even  of  this  same* 
day :  the  king  of  Babylon  set4  himseff  against  Jerusalem  this 

3  same9  day.  And  utter  a  parable  unto  the  house  of  rebellion, 
and  say  unto  them,  Thus  saitli  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Set  on  a 

4  pot,  set  it  on,  and  also  pour  water  into  it :  Gather  the  pieces 
thereof  into  it,  even  every  good  piece,  the  thigh,  and  the 

5  shoulder;  fill  if  with  the  choice  hones.  Take  the  choice  of 
the  flock,  and  also  a  hunting  pile]!  under  it,  and  make  it  boil 
well,  and  let  them  seethe  the  hones  of  it  therein. 

6  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Woe  to  the  bloody 
city,  to  the  pot  whose  scum|{  is  therein,  and  whose  scum||  is 
not  gone  out  of  it!  bring  it  out  piece  by  piece:7  let  no  lot  fell 

7  upon  it  For  her  blood  is  in  the  midst  of  her;  she  set*  it 
upon  a  sun- burnt  rock:  she  shed  it  upon  the  earth,  to  cover 

8  it  with  dust;  That  it  might  cause  fury  to  come  up  to  take 
vengeance '?  I  have  set1*  her  blood  upon  a  sun-bumt  rock, 

9  that  it  should  not  be  covered.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal ;  Woe  to  the  bloody  city !  I  wilt  even  make  the  pile 

10  for  fire  great.  Heap  on11  wood,  kindle  the  fire,  consume10  the 

11  flesh,  spice  it  well,14  and  let  the  hones  be  burned.  Then  set19 

1  a  fright.  *  chastened.  1  give  *  sms.  *  bone,  essence.  *  Uy. 

1  its  pieces  to  its  pictra.  *  pul  *  wciven.  11  increase, 
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it  empty  upon  the  burning  coals  thereof,  that  the  copper  of  it 
may  be  hot,  and  may  glow,  and  that  the  uncleanness  of  it  may 

12  be  molten  in  it,  that  the  scurajj  of  it  may  be  consumed.1  She 
bath  wearied  Aewjf  with  lies, |j  and  ber  great  scum||  went  not 

13  forth  out  of  her  :  her  scum|j  shall  be  in  the  fire.  In  thy  un- 
cleanness  is  evil  imagination :  because  I  have  purged  thee,  and 
thou  wast  not  purged,  thou  ehalt  not  be  purged  from  thy 
uncleanness  any  more,  till  I  have  caused  my  fury  to  rest 

14  upon  thee.  I  Idle  Eternal  have  spoken  i<  .■  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  and  I  will  do  it ,*  I  will  not  annul,1  neither  will  I  spare, 
neither  will  I  repent ;  according  to  thy  ways,  and  according 
to  thy  doings,  shall  they  judge  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

15  Lord  Eternal.  Also  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came3  unto  me, 

16  saying,  Son  of  man,  behold  I  take  away  from  thee  the  desire 
of  thme  eyes  in  a  plague:  yet  neither  shalt  thou  lament  nor 

17  weep,  neither  shall  thy  tears  run  down.4  Moan  silently  over 
the  dead,  make  no  mourning,  bind  the  mitre  upon  thee,  and 
put  on  thy  shoes  upon  thy  feet,  and  wrap  not  up  thy  lip,  and 

18  eat  not  the  bread  of  men.  So  I  spake  unto  the  people  in  the

21  unto  me,  saying,  Say  unto  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  profane  my  sanctuary,  the  excel¬ 
lency  of  your  might,  the  desire  of  your  eyes,  and  that  which 
your  Boul  pitieth ;  and  your  sons  and  your  daughters  whom 

22  ye  have  left  shall  fall  by  the  sword.  And  ye  shall  do  as  I 
have  done :  ye  shall  not  wrap  your  lip,  nor  eat  the  bread  of 

23  men.  And  your  mitres  shall  be  upon  your  heads,  and  your 
shoes  npon  your  feet :  ye  shall  not  lament  nor  weep  ;  but  ye 
shall  pine  away  for  your  iniquities,  and  mourn  one  towards 

24  another.5  And  Ezekiel  is  unto  you  a  sign:  according  to  all 
that  he  hath  done  shall  ye  do :  and  when  this  cometh,  ye  shall 
know  that  I  am  the  Lord  Eternal. 

2  H  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  shaU  it  not  be  in  the  day  when  I 
take  from  them  their  munition,  the  joy  of  their  splendour, 
the  desire  of  their  eyes,  and  that  whereupon  they  set  their 

36  minds,6  their  sods  and  their  daughters,  On  that  day  one  that 
escapeth  shall  come  unto  thee,  to  cause  thee  to  hear  it  with 

27  thine  ears.  In  that  day  shall  thy  mouth  be  opened  to  him 
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-who  is  escaped,  and  thou  Bhalt  speak,  and  be  no  more  dumb : 
and  thou  shalt  be  a  sign  unto  them ;  and  they  shall  know  that 
I  am  the  eternal. 


Chap.  XXV. 

1  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  uuto  me,  saying.  Son 

2  of  man,  set3  thy  face  against  the  children  of  Ammon,  and 

3  prophecy  against  them ;  and  say  unto  the  children  of  Ammon, 
Hear  the  word  of  the  Lord  Eternal;  Thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal ;  Because  thou  eaidst.  Aha,  against  my  sanctuary, 
when  it  waB  profaned ;  and  against  the  ground  of  Israel,  when 
it  was  desolate ;  and  against  the  house  of  Judah,  when  they 

4  went  into  exile;  Behold,  therefore  I  will  give  thee  to  the  men 
of  the  east  for  a  possession,  and  they  shall  erect||  their

10  Unto  the  men  of  the  east  with  the  children  of  Ammon,  and 
will  give  them  in  possession,  that  the  children  of  Ammon  may 

1 1  not  be  remembered  among  the  nations.  And  I  will  execute? 
judgments  upon  Moab;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal. 

12  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  Because  that  Edom  hath 
dealt9  against  the  house  of  Judah  by  taking10  vengeance,  and 

13  is  very  guilty,  and  revenged  himself  upon  them;  Therefore 

1  A'u.  2  put,  *  give-  4  incline*  4  shoulder.  *  extremity*

thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  I  will  also  stretch  out1  my 
hand  upon  Edom,  and  will  cut  off  man  and  beast  from  it ;

14  they  fall  by  the  sword.  And  I  will  lay8  my  vengeance  upon 
Edom  by  the  hand  of  my  people  Israel :  and  they  shall  do  in 
Edom  according  to  my  wrath  and  according  to  my  fury ;  and 
they  shall  know  my  vengeance,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord

It  shall  be  a  place  for  the  spread¬ 
ing  of  nets  in  the  midst  of  the  sea  :  for  I  nave  spoken  it,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal ;  and  it  shall  become  a  spoil 
to  the  nations.  And  her  daughters  who  are  in  the  field  shall 

6  be  killed  by  the  sword ;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the 
Eternal. 

7  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  bring  upon 
Tyrus  Nebuchadnessar  king  of  Babylon,  a  king  of  kings,  from 
the  north,  with  horses,  and  with  chariots,  end  with  horsemen, 

8  and  assembly,  and  much  people.  He  shall  kill  with  the  sword 

thy  daughters  in  the  field  :  he  shall  make8  a  fort  against 

thee,  and  cast*  a  mound  against  thee,  and  lift  up*  a  large  shield 

9  against  thee.  And  he  shall  set?  his  wall  breaker])  against  thy 

>  incline.  *  give.  9  done.  1  avenge.  9  everlasting.  9  do.  7  was. 

9  shed.  »  establish. 
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ramparts,  and  with  his  axes1  he  shall  break'  down  thy  towers. 

10  By  reason  of  the  abundance  of  his  horses  their  dust8  shall 
cover  thee ;  thy  ramparts  shall  shake  at  the  noise3  of  horse¬ 
men,  and  wheels,  ana  chariots,  when  he  shall  enter4  into  thy 
gates,  as  men  enter  into  a  city  wherein  is  made  a  breach.0 

11  With  the  hoofs  of  his  horses  shall  he  tread  down  all  thy 
streets :  he  shall  kill  thy  people  by  the  sword,  and  monuments 

12  of  thy  might  shall  go  down  to  the  earth.  And  they  shall 
make  a  spoil  of  thy  riches,6  and  make  a  prey  of  thy  mer¬ 
chandise  ;  and  they  shall  pull  down  thy  ramparts,  and  break 
down  thy  pleasant  houses :  and  they  shall  put  thy  stones  and 

13  thy  wood  and  thy  dust  in  the  midst  of  the  water.  And  I  will 
cause  the  noise7  of  thy  songs  to  cease ;  and  the  Bound3  of  thy 

14  harps  shall  be  no  more  heard.  And  I  will  make8  thee  like  the 
top  of  a  rock ;  thou  shalt  be  a  place  to  spread  nets  upon ;  thou 
Bhalt  be  built  no  more ;  for  I  the  Eternal  have  spoken  it,  is 
the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 

15  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal  to  Tyrus  ;  Shall  not  the  mari¬

18  Now  shall  the  maritime  settlements  tremble  in  the  day  of  thy 
fall;  yea,  the  maritime  settlements  that  are  in  the  sea  shall 
be  troubled  at  thy  departure. 

19  For  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  When  I  shall  make  thee  a 
desolate  city,  like  the  eities  that  are  not  inhabited  ;  when  I  shall 
bring  up  the  murainring  deep  upon  thee,  and  the  great  waters 

20  shall  cover  thee ;  Then  I  will  bring  thee  down  with  them  that 
descend  into  the  pit,  with  the  people  of  old  time,’6  and  shall 
cause  thee  to  dwell  in  the  low  parts  of  the  earth,  in  mins  of 
old,  with  them  that  go  down  to  the  pit,  that  thou  bo  not 

21  inhabited  ;  but  I  shall  set  glory1''  in  the  land  of  the  living :  I 
will  make  thee  a  terror,  and  tnou  shalt  be  no  more ;  though 
thou  be  sought  for,  yet  shaft  thou  never  be  found  again,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.

3  thou  sou  of  man,  take8  up  a  lamentation  for  Tyrus ;  And  say 
unto  Tyrus,  O  thou  that  abideth  at  the  entries  of  a  sea,  a 
trader  of  the  peoples  to  many  maritime  settlements,  Thus  saith

The  inhabitants  of  Zidon  and  Arvad  were  thy 
rowers :  thy  wise  men ,  O  Tyrus,  that  were  in  thee,  were  thy 

D  pilots.  The  elders  of  Gabal  and  the  wise  men  thereof  were 
m  thee  thy  calkers :  all  the  ships  of  the  sea  with  their  mariners 

10  were  in  thee  to  occupy  thy  merchandise.  They  of  Persia  and 
of  Lud  and  of  Phut  were  in  thy  force,  thy  men  of  war:  they 
hanged  the  shield  and  helmet  in  thee;  they  set  forth1  thy 

1 1  comeliness.  The  men  of  Arvad  with  thy  force  were  upon  thy 
ramparts  round  about,  and  fierce  warriors |j  were  in  thy  towers : 
they  hanged  their  shields  upon  thy  ramparts  round  about ; 

12  they  have  made  thy  beauty  perfect.  Tarshish  was  thy  mer¬ 
chant  by  reason  of  the  multitude  of  all  kind  of  wealth  ;  with 

13  silver,  iron,  tin,  and  lead,  they  traded'1  in  thy  fairs. |J  Javan, 
Tubal,  and  Meahech,  they  were  thy  trailers :  they  traded1  the 

14  persons1  of  men  and  vessels  of  copper  in  thy  market.  ||  They 
of  the  house  of  Togarmah  traded*  in  thy  fairs  [J  with  horses 

15  and  horsemen  and  mules.  The  men  of  Detlan  were  thy 
traders ;  many  maritime  settlements  were  the  merchandise  of 
thy  hand :  they  offered5  thee  as  price  horns  of  ivory  and  ebony. 

16  Syria  was  thy  merchant  hy  reason  of  the  multitude  of  the 
wares  of  thy  making:  they  occupied*  in  thy  fairsll  with 
emeralds, j|  red  purple,  and  broidered  work,  and  byssus,  and 

17  coral,  and  agate.  Judah,  and  the  land  of  Israel,  they  w ere 
thy  traders ;  they  traded3  in  thy  market!)  wheat  of  Minnith, 

13  and  Pan  nag,  and  honey,  and  014  and  balm.  Damascus  was 
thy  merchant  in  the  multitude  of  the  wares  of  thy  making,  for 
the  multitude  of  all  wealth ;  in  the  wine  of  HeLbon,  and  shiny 

10  wool.  Dan  also  and  Javan  brought3  spun  yarn  to  thy  fairs  ;j| 

20  wrought  iron,  cassia,  and  cane,  were  in  thy  market.])  Dedan 
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2 1  was  thy  trader  in  precious  clothes  for  riding.  Arabia,  and  all 
the  princes  of  Kedar — they  are  merchants  of  thy  intercourse1  in 
fattened  lambs,  and  rams,  and  goats— in  these  were  they  thy 

22  merchants.  The  traders  of  Sheba  and  Raam&h,  they  were  thy 
traders :  they  occupied3  in  thy  fairaj)  with  chief1  of  all  apices, 

23  and  with  all  precious  stones,  and  gold.  Haran,  and  Canneh, 
and  Eden,  the  traders  of  Sheba,  Asshur,  and  Chilmad,  were 

24  thy  traders.  These  were  thy  traders  in  all  sorts  of  things,  in 
wrappcrs||  of  blue  purple,  and  broidered  work,  and  in  treasured 
rich  apparel,!)  hound  with  cords,  and  in  chests  of  cedar,  among 

25  thy  merchandise.  The  ships  of  Tarshish  are  the  caravans  in 
thy  market :  and  thou  wast  replenished,  and  made  very 

2f>  glorious  in  the  heart  of  the  seas.  Thy  rowers  have  brought 
thee  into  great  waters :  the  east  wind  hath  broken  thee  in  the 

27  heart  of  seas.  Thy  wealth,  and  thy  fair9,||  thy  merchandise, 
thy  mariners,  and  thy  pilots,  thy  calkers,  and  the  oocupiers|| 
of  thy  merchandise, ||  and  all  thy  men  of  war,  that  are  in  thee, 
and  in  all  thy  assembly,  which  ts  in  the  midst  of  thee,  shall 

28  fall  into  the  heart  of  seas  in  the  day  of  thy  fall.  The  suburbs 

29  shall  shake  at  the  sound4  of  the  cry  of  thy  pilots.  And  all 
that  handle5  the  oar,  the  mariners,  and  all  the  pilots  of  the  sea, 
shall  come  down  from  their  ships,  they  shall  stand  upon  the 

30  land;  And  shall  cause  their  voice  to  be  heard  against  thee, 
and  shall  cry  bitterly,  and  shall  cast  np  dust  upon  their  beads, 

31  they  shall  wallow  themselves  in  the  ashes ;  And  they  shall 
make  themselves  utterly  bald  for  thee,  and  gird  them  with 
sackcloth,  and  they  shall  weep  for  thee  with  bitterness  of  soul 

32  and  bitter  wailing.  And  in  their  deploring  they  shall  take  up 
a  lamentation  for  thee,  and  lament  over  thee,  saying,  What 
city  h  like  Tyrus,  like  her  struck  dumb  in  the  midst  of  the 

33  sea  ?  When  thy  waresff  went  forth  out  of  seas,  thou  filledst 
many  peoples;  thou  didst  enrich  the  kings  of  the  earth  with 

34  the  multitude  of  thy  wealth]  and  of  thy  merchandise.ll  In 
the  time  that  thou  wast  broken  by  the  seas  in  the  depths 
of  the  waters  thy  merchandise!!  and  all  thy  assembly  fell  in  the 

35  midst  of  thee.  All  the  inhabitants  of  the  maritime  settlements 
were  astonished  at  thee,  and  the  hair  of  their  kings  stood  on 

36  end,  their  faces  are  as  though  thunder-struck.  The  merchants 
among  the  peoples  hissed  at  thee ;  thou  wast  a  terror,  and 
thou  art  no  more  for  ever.

1 2  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  take  up8  a  lamentation  upon  the  king 
of  Tyrus,  and  say  unto  him.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ; 
Thou  sealcst  up  the  sum,|]  full  of  wisdom,  and  perfection  of 

13  beauty.  Thou  hast  been  in  Eden  the  garden  of  God;  every 
precious  stone  was  thy  covering,  sardius,||  topaz,  and  diamond, [| 
beryl,  1 1  onyx,  and  jasper,  sapphire,  emerald, {!  and  carhuncle,  and 
gold ;  the  workmanship  of  tny  timbrels  and  of  thy  pipesjj  was

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am  the  Eternal;  bp  cause  they  have  been  a  prop  of  cane  to  the 

7  house  of  Israel.  When  they  took  hold1  of  thee  by  thy  hand2 
thou  waat  crushed,  and  didst  rend3  all  their  shoulder;  and 
when  they  leaned  upon  thee,  thou  wast  broken,  and  madesb  all 

8  their  loins  to  be  at  a  stand.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  bring  a  sword  upon  thee,  and  cut  off 

9  man  and  beast  out  of  thee.  And.  the  lend  of  Egypt  shall  be  a 
desolation  and  a  ruin;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  tun  the 
Eternal ;  because  he  hath  said.  The  river  is  mine,  and  I  have 

10  made  it,  Behold,  therefore  1  am  against  thee,  and  against 
thy  rivers,  and  I  will  make  the  land  of  Egypt  ruined,  parched,3 
and  desolate,3  from  Migdol  Sevene  even  unto  the  boundary 

1 1  of  Cush.  No  foot  of  man  shall  pasB  through  it,  nor  foot  of 
beast  shall  pass  through  it,  neither  shall  it  be  inhabited>  forty 

12  years.  And  I  will  make*  die  land  of  Egypt  a  desolation  in 
the  midst  of  the  countries  that  are  desolate,  and  her  cities 
among  the  cities  that  are  laid  waste  shall  be  a  desolation 
forty  yean :  and  I  will  scatter  the  Egyptians  among  the 

13  nations,  and  will  disperse  them  through  the  countries.  Yet 
thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  At  the  end1  of  forty  years  will 
I  gather  the  Egyptians  from  the  peoples  whither  they  were 

14  scattered :  And  1  will  return  the  captivity  of  Egypt,  and  will

21  Eternal,  tn  that  day  will  I  cause  a  horn  to  grow  forth  to  the 
house  of  Israel,  and  I  will  give  thee  the  opening  of  the  mouth 
in  the  midst  of  them ;  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the

13  it  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will  also  destroy  the  idols, 
and  I  will  cause  their  gods  to  cease  out  of  Noph ;  and  there 
shall  be  no  more  a  prince  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  and  I  will  put4 

14  a  fear  in  the  land  of  Egypt  And  I  will  make  Pathros  deso¬ 
late,  and  will  set1  fire  in  Zoan,  and  will  do  judgment  in  No. 

15  And  I  will  pour  my  fury  upon  Siu,the  munition  of  Egypt ;  and 

*  was.  1  given.  5  broken.  1  give.  *  a  juiit.  *  laymen. 
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1C  I  will  cut  ofF  the 'Crowd  of  No.  And  I  will  eet1  fire  in  Egypt : 
Sin  shall  be  in  great  anguish;  and  No  shall  be  deft  asunder, 

17  and  Noph  shall  oe  distressed  daily.  The  youths  of  Aven  and 
of  Pibeseth  shall  fall  by  the  sword :  and  these  cities  shall  go 

IS  into  captivity.  At  Tehaphnehes  also  the  day  shall  be  dark¬ 
ened,  when  I  shall  break  there  the  yokes’  of  Egypt :  and  the 
excellency  of  her  might  shall  ceaso  in  her :  as  for  her,  a  cloud 
shall  cover  her,  and  her  daughters  shall  go  into  captivity. 

19  1  will  do  judgments  in  Egypt :  and  they  shall  know  that  I  am 
the  Eternal. 

20  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  year,  in  the  first  month, 
in  the  seventh  day  of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  the  Eternal 

21  came3  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of  man,  1  have  broken  the  arm  of 
Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt ;  and,  lo,  it  shall  not  be  bound  up  to 
apply1  remedies,  to  put  a  bandage  to  bind  it  up,  to  make  it 

22  strong  to  seize  the  sword.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord 
Eternal ;  Behold,  I  am  against  Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  and 
will  break  his  arms,  the  strong,  and  that  which  was  broken ; 

23  and  1  will  cause  the  sword  to  (all  out  of  his  hand.  And  1  will 
scatter  Egypt  among  the  nations,  and  will  disperse  them 

24  through  the  countries.  A  nd  l  will  strengthen  the  arms  of  the 
king  of  Babylon,  and  give  my  sword  into  his  hand :  but  I  will 
break  Pharaoh’s  arms,  and  he  shall  groan  before  him  with  the 

25  groanings  of  one  stabbed.4  But  I  will  strengthen  the  arms  of 
the  king  of  Babylon,  and  the  arms  of  Pharaoh  shall  fall  down ; 
and  they  shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  when  1  shall  put 
my  sword  into  the  hand  of  the  king  of  Babylon,  and  he  shall 

26  stretch’  it  out  upon  the  laud  of  Egypt.  And  I  will  scatter 
Egypt  among  the  nations,  and  disperse  them  among  the 
countries :  and  they  shall  know  that  1  an  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  XXXI. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  eleventh  year,  in  the  third  month, 
in  the  first  day  of  the  mouth,  that  the  word  of  the  Eternal 

2  come*  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of  man,  say  unto  Pharaoh  king  of 
Egypt,  and  to  Ins  crowd ;  Whom  art  thou  like  in  thy  great- 

3  ness?  Behold,  Assyria  was  a  cedar  in  Lebanon  with  fair 
branches,  and  with  a  shadowing  wood,  and  of  a  high  stature ; 

4  and  his  top  was  among  the  thick  boughs.  Waters  made  him 

*  give.  *  pole*  3  waa.  4  (leia.  *  incline. 
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great,  the  murmuring  deep  brought  him  up  with  her  rivers  run¬ 
ning  round  about  his  pi  ants,  and  sent  out  her  trenches  unto  all  the 

5  trees  of  the  field.  Therefore  his  stature  was  higher  than  that  of 
all  the  trees  of  the  field*  and  his  boughs  j|  were  multiplied,  and  his. 
branches  became  long  because  of  the  multitude  of  waters,  when 

6  he  sent  them  out.  All  the  fowls  of  heaven  made  their  nests  in 
his  boughs,  and  under  his  branches  did  all  the  animals  of 
the  field  bring  forth  their  young,  and  under  his  shadow  abode 

T  all  numerous  nations.  Thus  was  he  fair  in  his  greatness,  in  the 
8  length  of  bis  branches:  for  his  root  was  by  great  waters.  The 
cedars  in  the  garden  of  God  could  not  obscure  him :  cypresses 
were  not  likenis  houghs,  and  the  plane  trees  were  not  like  his 
branches ;  nor  any  tree  in  the  garden  of  God  was  like  unto 
y  him  in  his  beauty.  I  have  made  him  fair  by  the  multitude  of 
his  branches,  so  that  all  the  trees  of  Eden,  that  were  in  the 
garden  of  God,  envied  him. 

10  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Because  thou  hast 
lifted  up  thyself  in  stature,  and  he  hath  shot  up1  his  top 
among  the  thick  boughs,  and  his  heart  is  lifted  up  in  his 

1 1  height :  I  liave  therefore  given  him  into  the  hand  of  the  mighty 
one8  of  nations  ;  he  shall  surely  deal  with  him :  I  have  driven 

12  him  out  for  his  wickedness.  And  strangers,3  the  terrible  of 
nations,  have  cut  him  off,  and  have  left  him ;  upon  the  moun* 
tains  and  in  all  the  glens  his  branches  are  fallen,  and  his 
boughs  are  broken  by  all  the  rivers*  of  the  land ;  and  all  the 
people  of  the  earth  are  gone  down  from  his  shadow,  and  hare 

13  left  him.  Upon  his  ruin  shall  all  the  fowls  of  the  heaven 
dwell,  and  all  the  animals  of  the  field  shall  be  upon  his 

14  branches :  To  the  end  that  none  of  all  the  trees  by  the  waters 
exalt  themselves  for  their  stature,  neither  shoot  up*  their  top 
among  the  thick  boughs,  neither  their  terebinths  stand  up  in 
their  height,  all  that  drink  water :  for  they  are  all  given  unto 
death,  to  the  nether  parts  of  the  earth,  in  the  midst  of  the  chil- 

15  dren  of  men,  with  them  that  go  down  to  the  pit.  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  In  the  day  when  he  went  down  to  the  grave  I 
caused  a  mourning :  I  covered  the  murmuring  deep  for  him, 
and  I  restrained  the  rivers  thereof,  and  great  waters  were  with¬ 
held  :  and  I  darkened  Lebanon  for  him,  aud  all  the  trees  of  the 

16  field  were  veiled  for  him.  I  made  the  nations  to  quake  at  the 
sound3  of  his  fall,  when  1  cast  hiui  down  into  the  grave  with 
them  that  go  down  into  the  pit :  and  all  the  trees  of  Eden,  the 
choice  and  best  of  Lebanon,  all  that  drink  water,  shall  be 

1  pivtii.  :  CioJ.  3  hymen.  *  sources.  9  give.  9  voice. 
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17  comforted  in  the  nether  parts  of  the  earth.  They  also  went 
down  into  the  grave  with  him  unto  them  that  are  slain  with 
the  sword  ;  and  they  that  were  his  arm,  that  abode  under  his 

18  shadow  in  the  midst  of  nations.  To  whom  art  thou  thus  like 
in  glory  and  in  greatness  among  the  trees  of  Eden  ?  yet  shaJt 
thou  he  brought  down  with  the  trees  of  Eden  unto  the  nether 
parts  of  the  earth:  thou  a halt  lie  in  the  midst  of  the  uncir- 
enmeised  with  them  that  were  slain  by  the  sword.  This  is 
Pharaoh  and  all  his  crowd,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  XXXU. 

1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twelfth  year,  in  the  twelfth  month, 
in  the  first  day  of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  the  Eternal 

2  came1  unto  me,  say id  g,  Son  of  man,  take?  up  a  lamentation,  for 
Pharaoh  king  of  Egypt,  and  say  unto  him.  Lions’  whelp  among 
nations  !  thou  aTt  struck  dumb,  and  thou  art  as  a  huge  creature 
in  the  seas :  and  thou  hreakedst  forth  with  thy  rivers,  and 
troubledst  the  waters  with  thy  feet,  and  fonledst  their  rivers. 

3  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  I  will  therefore  Bp  re  ad  out  my 
net  over  thee  in  an  assembly  of  many  peoples ;  and  they  shall 

4  bring  thee  up  in  my  net.  Then  will  I  leave  thee  upon  the 
land,  I  will  cast  thee  forth  upon  the  open8  field,  and  will 
cause  all  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  to  remain  upon  thee,  and  I 
will  fill  to  satiety  the  animals  of  the  whole  earth  with  thee. 

5  And  I  will  lay4  thy  flesh  upon  the  mountains,  and  fill  the  glens 

€  with  thy  height.  ||  I  will  also  water  with  thy  hlood  the  land 

of  thy  inundation,  even  to  the  mountains ;  and  the  sources 

7  shall  be  full  of  thee.  And  when  I  shall  put  thee  out,  I  will 
cover  the  heaven,  and  make  the  stars  thereof  dark;  1  will 
cover  the  sun  with  a  cloud,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her 

8  light.  All  the  luminaries  of  light  in,  the  heaven  will  I  make 
dark  over  thee,  and  set*  darkness  upon  thy  land,  is  the  decla- 

9  ration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  I  will  also  provoke  the  hearts  of 
many  peoples,  when  1  shall  bring  thy  destruction1  among  the 

10  nations,  into  the  countries  which  than  hast  not  known.  Yea, 
I  will  make  many  peoples  desolate,  the  hair  of  their  kings  shall 
stand  on  end  at  thee,  and  their  kings  shall  be  horribly  afraid 
for  thee,  when  I  shall  brandish  my  sword  before  them ;  and 
they  shall  tremble  at  every  moment,  every  man  for  his  own 
life6  in  the  day  of  thy  fall. 

11  For  thus  saith  the  Lead  Eternal;  The  sword  of  the  king  of 

1  was.  *  lift.  *  face  o£  4  give.  s  breach.  *  soul. 
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12  Babylon  shall  come  upon  thee.  By  the  swords  of  heroes  will 
I  cause  thy  crowd  to  fall,  the  terrible  of  the  nations,  all  of 
them :  and  they  shall  spoil  the  pomp1  of  Egypt,  and  all  the 

13  crowd  thereof  shall  be  exterminated.  I  will  destroy  also  all 
the  beasts  thereof  horn  beside  the  great  waters :  neither  shall 
the  foot  of  man  trouble  them  any  more,  nor  the  hoofs  of  beasts 

14  trouble  them  Then  will  I  make  their  water  to  subside,  and 
cause  their  rivers  to  run  like  oil,  u  the  declaration  of  the 

15  Eternal  God.  When  I  shall  make8  the  land  of  Egypt  a  deso¬ 
lation,  and  the  country  shall  be  desolate  of  that  whereof  it  was 
full,  when  I  shall  smite  all  them  that  abide  therein,  then  shall 

1G  they  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal.  This  is  the  lamentation 
wherewith  they  shall  lament  her :  they  shall  lament  for  her, 
even  for  Egypt,  and  for  all  her  crowds,  is  the  ‘declaration  of  the 
Lord  Eternal. 

17  It  came  to  pass  also  in  the  twelfth  year,  in  the  fifteenth  day 
of  the  month,  that  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me, 

18  saying.  Son  of  man,  wail  for  the  crowd  of  Egypt,  and  cast  them 
down,  even  her,  and  the  daughters  of  the  mighty  nations,  unto 
the  nether  parts  of  the  earth,  with  them  that  go  down  into  the 

19  pit.  Whom  dost  thou  pass  in  pleasantness?  go  down,  and  be 

JO  thou  laid  with  the  unriicumciaed.  They  shall  fall  in  the  midst 

of  them  that  are  slain  by  the  sword  :  she  is  given  to  the  sword : 

21  draw  her  and  all  her  crowds.  The  strong®  among  the  heroes 
shall  speak  to  him  out  of  the  midst  of  the  grave  with  them 
that  help  him :  they  are  gone  down,  there  lie  the  uncircum- 

22  cised,  slain  by  the  sword.  Asshur  is  there,  end  all  her 
assembly:  his  burying  places  are  about  him:  all  of  them 

23  slain  by  the  Bword:  Whose  burying  places  are  set1  in  the 
sides5  of  the  pit,  and  her  assembly  is  round  about  her  burying 
place :  all  of  them  slain,  fallen  by  tbe  avoid,  which  caused? 

24  terror  iu  the  land  of  the  living.  There  is  Elam  and  all  her 
crowd  round  about  her  burying  place,  all  of  them  slain, 
fallen  hy  tbe  sword,  who  are  gone  down  uncircumcised  into 
the  nether  parts  of  the  earth,  who  caused9  their  terror  in  the 
land  of  the  living ;  yet  have  they  borne  their  confusion  with 

25  them  that  go  down  to  the  pit.  They  have  set*  her  a  couch  in 
the  midst  of  the  slain  with  all  her  crowd :  her  burying  places 
are  round  ahout  him :  all  of  them  uncircum  cised,  slam  by 
the  sword :  though  their  tenor  was  caused4  in  the  land  of  the 
living,  yet  have  they  borne  their  confusion  with  them  that  go 
down  to  the  pit :  he  is  put4  in  the  midst  of  them  that  are  stabbed. 

26  There  is  Meshech,  Tubal,  and  all  her  crowd:  her  burying 

1  excellence:  1  give.  *  gods.  *  given.  *  thighs.  a  gave. 
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places  are  round,  about  him :  all  of  them  un  circumcised, 
stall  bed  by  the  sword,  though  they  caused1  their  terror  in  the 

27  land  of  the  living.  And  they  shall  not  lie  with  the  heroes  that 
are  fallen  of  the  un circumcised,  who  are  gone  down  to  the 
grave  with  their  weapons9  of  war:  and.  they  have  laid3  their 
swords  under  their  heads,  but  their  iniquities  shall  be  upon 
their  bones,  though  they  were  the  terror  of  the  heroes  in  the 

28  land  of  the  living.  Yea,  thou  shalt  be  hroken  in  the  midst  of 
the  uncircuracised,  and  shalt  lie  with  them  that  are  slain 

29  with  the  sword.  There  is  Edom,  her  kings,  and  all  her  princes, 
who  with  their  might  are  laid  by  them  that  were  slain  by 
the  sword:  they  shall  lie  with  the  uncircuracised,  and  with 

30  them  that  go  down  to  the  pit.  There  are  the  princes  of  the 
north,  all  or  them,  and  all  the  Zidonians,  who  are  gone  down 
with  the  slain ;  with  their  tenor  they  are  ashamed  of  (heir 
might;  and  they  lie  tueircumci&ed  with  them  that  are  slain 
by  the  sword,  and  bear  their  conftision  with  them  that  go 

3 1  down  to  the  pit.  Pharaoh  shall  see  them,  and  shall  be  com¬ 
forted  over  ell  his  crowd,  even  Pharaoh  and  all  his  force  slain 

32  by  the  sword,  it  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  For  I 
have  caused3  my  tenor  in  the  land  of  the  living :  and  he  shall 
be  laid  in  the  midst  of  the  uncircumcised  with  Mem  that  are 
slain  with  the  sword,  even  Pharaoh  and  all  his  crowd,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal. 


Chap.  XXXIII.

1  2  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came4  unto  me,  saying.  Son  of 
man,  speak  to  the  children  of  thy  people,  and  say  unto  them. 
When  I  bring  a  sword  upon  a  land,  if  the  people  of  the  land 
take  a  man  of  their  midst,3  and  set*  him  for  their  watchman  : 

3  If  when  he  seeth  the  sword  come  upon  the  land,  he  blow*  the 

4  cornet,  and  warn8  the  people:  Then  whosoever  heareth  the 
sound8  of  the  comet, and  taketh  not  warning;  if  the  sword 
come,  and  take  him  away,  his  blood  shall  be  upon  his  own 

3  head.  He  heard  the  sound9  of  the  cornel:,  and  took  not  warn¬ 
ing  ;  his  blood  shall  be  upon  him.  But  he  that  taketh  warn- 

8  ing  shall  deliver1'  his  soul.  But  if  the  watchman  see  the  sword 
come,  and  blow7  not  the  cornet,  and  the  people  be  not  warned ; 
if  the  sword  come,  and  take  any  person11  from  among  them,  he 
is  taken  away  in  his  iniquity ;  but  his  blood  will  1  require  at 
the  watchman's  hand. 

7  So  thou,  O  son  of  man,  I  havo  set3  thee  a  watchman  unto 

*  TCueb*  *  given.  .  *  was.  *  extremity.  *  give*  1  fix. 

8  enlighten*  *  voice,  10  aseape*  «  wul. 
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the  house  of  Israel ;  therefore  thou  shalt  hear  the- word  at  my 

8  mouth,  and  warn1  them  from  me.  When  I  say  unto  the 
wicked,  O  wicked  man,  thou  shalt  surely  die ;  if  thou  dost  not 
speak  to  warn1  the  wicked  from  his  way,  that  wickegl  man  shall 
die  in  his  iniquity ;  hut  his  blood  will  1  require  at  thy  hand. 

y  Nevertheless,  if  thou  warn1  the  wicked  of  his  way  to  turn  from 
it ;  if  he  do  not  turn  from  his  way,  he  shall  die  in  his  iniquity ; 

10  but  thou  hast  delivered  thy  soul*  Therefore,  O  thou  son  of 
man,  speak  unto  the  house  of  Israel ;  Ye  say  properly  as 
follows.  If  our  transgressions  and  our  sins  be  upon  us,  and  we 

1 1  pine  away  in  them,  how  should  we  then  live  ?  Say  unto  them, 
,4$  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  if  I  have 

pleasure  in  the  death  .of  the  wicked.. . but  that  the  wicked

The  righteousness  of  the  righteous  shall  not  deliver 
him  in  the  day  of  his  transgression:  as  for  the  wickedness  of 
the  wicked,  he  shall  not  stumble  thereby  in  the  day  that  he 
turneth  from  his  wickedness  j  neither  shall  the  righteous  be 
able  to  live  for  his  right eousness  in  the  day  that  he  ainneth, 

13  When  1  shall  say  to  the  righteous,  that  he  shall  surely  live ;  if 
ho  trust  to  his  own  righteousness,  and  commit8  unrighteous¬ 
ness,  all  his  righteousness  shall  not  be  remembered ;  but  for 
his  unrighteousness  that  he  hath  committed,*  he  shall  die  for 

14  it.  Again,  when  I  say  unto  the  wicked,  Thou  shalt  surely 
die j  if  he  turn  from  his  sin,  and  exercise2  judgment  and 

15  righteousness.  Jf  the  wicked  restore  the  pledge,  pay  that 
he  had  robbed,  walk  in  the  ordinances  of  life,  without  com¬ 
mitting1  unrighteousness :  he  shall  surely  live,  he  shall  not  die. 

1 6  None  of  his  «na  that  he  hath  committed*  shall  be  mentioned 
unto  him :  he  hath  exercised  judgment  and  righteousness,  he 

1 7  shall  surely  live.  Yet  the  children  of  thy  people  say.  The  way 
of  the  Lord  is  not  equal :  but  as  for  them,  their  way  is  not 

18  eqna).  When  the  righteous  turneth  from  his  righteousness, 
and  committeth**  unrighteousness,  he  shall  even  die  iherehy. 

19  But  if  the  wicked  turn  from  his  wickedness,  and  exercise3 

20  judgment  and  righteousness,  he  shall  live  thereby.  Yet  ye 
say,  The  way  of  the  Lord  is  not  equal*  O  ye  houBe  of  Israel, 
1  will  judge  you  every  one  after  his  ways. 

2 1  And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  twelfth  year  of  our  exile,  in  the 
tenth  monthy  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  that  one  that  liad 
escaped  out  of  Jerusalem,  came  unto  me,  saying,  The  city  is 

1  cultsliUit.  -  do.  >  doiic.  1  doing.  *  tinned.  ‘  ilwifa. 
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22  smitten.  Nov  the  band  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  me  in  the 
evening,  afore  he  that  was  escaped  came ;  and  had  opened  my 
month,  until  he  came  to  me  in  the  morning ;  and  my  mouth 

23  was  opened,  and  I  was  no  more  dumb.  Then  the  word  of  the 

24  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying.  Sou  of  man,  they  that  inhabit 
those  ruins  of  the  land  of  Israel  speak,  saying,  Abraham  was 
one,  and  he  inherited  the  land :  but  we  are  many ;  the  land  is 

25  given  us  for  inheritance.  Wherefore  say  unto  them.  Thus 
saitb  the  Lord  Eternal  $  Ye  eat  over  the  blood,  and  lift  up

Then 
shall  they  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  when  I  have  made5 
the  land  a  desolation  and  waste  because  of  all  their  abomina¬ 
tions  which  they  have  done. 

30  Also,  thou  son  of  man,  the  children  of  thy  people  still  arc 
talking  against  thee  by  the  walls  and  in  the  entrances  of  the 
houses,  and  speak  one  to  another,  every  one*  to  his  brother, 
saying.  Fray,  come,  and  hear  what  is  the  word  that  cometh 

31  forth  from  the  Eternal.  And  they  come  unto  thee  as  the 
people  cometh,  and  they  sit  before  thee  as  my  people,  and  they 
hear  thy  words,  but  they  will  not  do  them :  for  with  their 
mouth  they  show  much  love,  but  their  heart  goeth  after  their 

32  covetousness.  And,  to,  thou  art  unto  them  as  a  very  lovely 
song  of  one  that  hath  a  beautiful  voice,  and  can  play  well  on 
an  instrument :  for  they  hear  thy  words,  but  they  do  them  not. 

33  And  when  this  cometh  to  pass,  Lo,  it  will  come,  then  shall 
they  know  that  a  prophet  hath  been  among  them. 

Chap.  XXXIV. 

1  2  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  cameT  unto  me,  saying,  Son  of 

1  bee.  *  to  eat  him.  1  give.  4  excellency.  4  given.  4  ft  man.  t  vag. 
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*  man,  prophesy  against  the  shepherds  of  Israel,  prophesy  and  say 
unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal  unto  the  shepherd?. 
Woe  be  to  the  shepherdsof  Israel  that  do  feed  themselves!  should 

3  not  the  shepherds  feed  the  flocks?  Ye  eat  the  fat,  and  ye  clothe 
you  with  the  wool,  ye  kill  them  that  are  plump-fleshed :  but  ye

neither  have  ye  bound  up  that  which  was  broken,  neither  have 
ye  restored  that  which  was  driven  away,  neither  have  ye  sought 

>  that  which  was  lost ;  but  with  force  and  with  rigour  have  ye 

5  ruled  them.  And  they  were  scattered,  because  there  is  no 
shepherd :  and  they  became  food  to  all  the  animals  of  the  field, 

6  when  they  were  scattered.  My  flock  wandered  through  all 
the  mountains,  and  upon  every  lofty  hill :  yea,  my  flock  was 
scattered  upon  all  the  face  of  the  earth,  ana  none  did  inquire 

7  or  seek  after  them.  Therefore,  ye  shepherds,  hear  the  word  of

Nei¬ 
ther  will  I  cause  men  to  hear  in  thee  the  shame8  of  the  heathen 
any  more,  neither  shalt  thou  bear  the  disgrace  of  people  any 
more,  neither  shalt  thou  cause  thy  nations  to  stumble  any 

l  C  more,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  And  the  word 

1?  of  the  Eternal  came4  unto  me,  saying,  Son  of  man,  when  the 
house  of  Israel  abode  on  their  ground,  they  polluted  it  by  their 
way  and  by  their  doings :  their  way  was  before  me  as  the 

18  uncleanness  of  a  woman  in  separation.  Wherefore  I  poured3 
my  fury  upon  them  for  the  blood  that  they  had  shed  upon  the

I  will  also  save  you  from  all 
your  uncleanness :  and  I  will  call  for  the  corn,  and  will  increase

19  not  tell  us  what  thou  meanest  by  these  ?*  Say  unto  them.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  stick'  of  Joseph, 
which  it  in  the  hand  of  Ephraim,  and  the  tribes  of  Israel  his 
associates,  and  will  put3  them  with  him,  even  with  the  stick1  of 
Judah,  and  make  them  one  stick,1  and  they  Bhall  be  one  in  my 

20  hand.  And  the  sticks*  whereon  thou  writest  shall  be  in  thy 

21  hand  before  their  eyes.  And  speak  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  will  take  the  children  of  Israel  from 
among  the  nations,  whither  they  are  gone,  and  will  gather  them 

22  on  every  side,  and  bring  them  to  (heir  own  ground  ;  And  I  will

28  And  the  nations  shall  know  that  I  the  Eternal  do  sanctify 
Israel,  when  my  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  them  for 
evermore. 


Chap.  XXXVIII. 

1  2  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came?  unto  me,  saying,  Son  of 
man,  set9  thy  face  against  Gog,  the  land  of  Magog,  prince  of 


«nnd,  -  whal  an*  lhfF«  16  thee. 
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3  Ttosh,  Meshech  and  Tubal,  and  prophesy  against  him.  And 
say,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  Behold,  1  am  against  thee, 

4  0  Gog,  prince  of  Rosh,  Meshech  and  Tubal ;  And  I  will  turn 
thee  back,  and  put  hooka  into  thy  cheeks,  and  I  will  bring  thee 
forth,  and  all  thy  force,  horses  and  horsemen,  all  of  them 
clothed  with  splendour,1  even  a  great  assembly,  with  bucklers 

5  and  shields,  all  of  them  handling*  swords:  Persia,  Cush,  and 

6  Put  with  them ;  all  of  them  with  shield  and  helmet :  Gomer, 
and  ail  his  bands ;  the  house  of  Togarmah  of  the  north  quar- 

7  ters,8  and  all  his  bands:  and  many  people  with  thee.  Be  thou 
prepared,  and  prepare  for  thyself,  thou,  and  alL  thy  assembly 
that  are  assembled  unto  thee,  and  be  thou  a  guard4  unto  them. 

8  After  many  days  thou  shalt  be  borne  in  mind:  in  the  remote¬ 
ness  of  years  thou  shalt  come  into  the  land  recovering  from  the 
sword,  and  gathered  out  of  many  peoples,  against  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  Israel,  which  have  always  been  ruins :  but  it  is 
hrought  forth  out  of  the  peoples,  and  they  shall  abide  safely  all 

0  of  them.  Thou  shalt  come  up  and  come  like  the  storm,  thou 
shalt  be  like  the  cloud  to  cover  the  land,  thou,  and  all  thy 
hands,  and  many  peoples  with  thee. 

JO  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  at 
the  same  time  shall  things  come  into  thy  heart,  and  thou  shalt 

1 1  think  an  evil  thought :  And  thou  Bhalt  say,  I  will  go  up  to  the 
land  of  unwalled  places ;  I  will  come  to  them  that  are  at  rest, 
that  abide  safely,  all  of  them  abiding  without  ramparts,  and 

12  having  neither  bolts  nor  doon.  To  take8  a  spoil,  and  to  take* 
a  prey  j  to  turn7  thy  hand  upon  ruins  now  inhabited,  and  upon 
the  people  that  are  assembled  out  of  the  nations,  which  bave 
gotten8  cattle  and  property,  that  abide  on  the  summit  of  the 

13  land.  Sheba,  and  Dedan,  and  the  merchants  of  Tarshish, 
with  all  the  young  lions  thereof,  shall  say  unto  thee.  Art  thou 
come  to  take8  a  spoil  ?  hast  thou  congregated  thy  assembly  to 
take8  a  prey  ?  to  carry  away  silver  ana  gold,  to  take  away  cattle 

14  and  property,  to  take3  a  great  spoil  ?  Therefore,  son  of  man, 
prophesy  and  say  unto  Gog,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  In 
that  day  when  my  people  of  Israel  abideth  safely,  shalt  thou  not 

1 5  know  it  ?  And  thou  shalt  come  from  thy  place  out  of  the  north 
parts,  thou,  and  many  peoples  with  thee,  all  of  them  riding  upon

1  rulore*  *  mnUe. 
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16  horses,  a  great  assembly,  and  a  mighty  force;  And  thou  slialt 
come  up  against  my  people  of  Israel,  as  the  cloud  to  cover  the 
land ;  it  shall  be  in  the  remoteness  of  the  days,  and  I  will  bring 
thee  against  my  land,  that  the  nations  may  know  me,  when  1 

1 7  shall  be  sanctified  in  thee,  O  Go g,  before  their  eyes.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal  i  Art  thou  he  of  whom  I  have  spoken 
in  former  days  by  the  hand  of  my  servants  the  prophets  of 
Israel,  who  prophesied  in  those  days  many  years  that  I  would 

18  bring  thee  against  them  ?  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  on  that 
day  when  Gog  shall  come  against  the  ground  of  Israel,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal, Mot  my  fury  shall  come  up  in  my 

19  fnce.1  For  in  my  Jealousy  and  in  the  fire  of  my  indignation  have 
1  spoken.  If  in  that  day  there  shall  not  he  a  great  earthquake 

SO  upon  the  ground  of  Israel . And  the  fishes  of  the  sea,  and  the 

fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  the  animals  of  the  field,  and  all  creep¬ 
ing  things  that  creep  upon  the  ground,  and  all  the  men  that 
are  upon  the  face  or  the  ground,  shall  quake  at  my  presence, 
and  the  mountains  shall  be  thrown*  down,  and  the  steep  places!] 

21  shall  Jail,  and  every  rampart  shall  fall  to  the  earth.  And  I 
will  call  for  a  sword  against  him  throughout  all  my  mountains, 
is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal :  every  man's  sword  shall 

22  be  against  his  brother.  And  I  will  plead  against  hitn  with 
pestilence  and  with  blood ;  and  1  will  rain  upon  him,  and  upon 
his  bands,  and  upon  the  many  peoples  that  are  with  him,  an 
overflowing  shower,  and  great  hailstones,})  fire,  and  brimstone. 

23  Thus  will  I  magnify  myself,  and  sanctify  myself;  and  I  will 
be  known  in  the  eyes  of  many  nations,  and  they  shall  know 
that  I  am  the  Eternal. 

Chap.  XXXIX. 

1  And,  thou  son  of  man,  prophesy  against  Gog,  and  say.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  O  Gog, 

2  prince  of  Rosh,  Meshecb  and  Tabal :  And  1  will  turn  thee  back, 
and  leave  but  the  sixth  part  of  thee,|]  and  will  cause  thee  to 
come  up  from  the  north  parts,3  end  will  bring  thee  upon  the 

3  mountains  of  Israel :  And  I  will  smite  thy  bow  out  of  thy  left, 

4  and  will  cause  thine  arrows  to  fall  out  of  thy  right.  Thou  shalt 
fall  upon  the' mountains  of  Israel,  thou,  and  all  thy  bands,  and 
peoples  that  are  with  thee :  1  will  give  thee  unto  the  birds  of 
prey,  to  whatever  has  wings,  and  to  the  animals  of  the  field  to 

5  be  devoured.*  Thou  shalt  fall  upon  the  open5  field :  for  I  have 

G  spoken  it,  is  the  declaration  of  Inc  Lord  Eternal.  And  1  will 

send  forth  a  fire  on  Magog,  and  among  them  tliat  abide  in 

1  nose.  *  pulled  down.  *  thigh*,  *  eaten.  *  lacc. 
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safety  in  the  maritime  settlements :  and  they  shall  know  that 

7  I  am  the  Eternal.  So  will  I  make  the  name  of  my  holiness 
known  in  the  midst  of  my  people  Israel}  and  I  will  not  let  them 
pollute  the  name  of  my  holiness  any  more :  and  the  nations 
shall  know  that  I  am  the  Eternal,  the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 

8  Behold,  it  is  come,  and  it  is  done,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

9  Lord  Eternal;  this  is  the  day  whereoflhavespoken.  And  the 
inhabitants  of  the  cities  of  Israel  shall  go  forth,  and  shall  set 
on  fire  and  burn  the  armour,  both  the  shields  and  the  bucklers, 
the  bows  and  the  arrows,  and  the  handsticks,  and  the  spears, 

10  and  they  shall  bum  them  with  fire  Beven  years :  So  that  they 
shall  carry  no  wood  ont  of  the  field,  neither  cut  down  any  out  of 
the  forests ;  for  they  shall  hum  the  armour  with  fire :  and  they 
shall  spoil  those  that  spoiled  them,  and  take  prey  from  those 
that  preyed  upon  them,  is  the  declaration  of  tne  Eternal  God. 

1 1  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  that  I  will  give  unto  Gog 
a  place  there  for  a  hurying  place  in  Israel,  the  glen  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers  on  the  east  of  tne  sea :  and  it  shall  stop  the  passengers  i 
and  there  shall  they  bury  Gog  and  all  his  crowd:  ana  they  shall 

1 2  call  it  The  glen  of  the  crowd  of  Gog.  And  seven  months  shall  the 
house  of  Israel  be  burying  of  them,  that  they  may  cleanse  the 

13  land.  Yea,  all  the  people  of  the  land  shall  bury  them ;  and 
it  shall  be  to  them  a  renown1  the  day  that  I  shall  be  glorified, 

14  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  And  they  shall  sepa¬ 
rate  men  of  continual  employment,  passing  through  the  land  to 
bury  with  the  passengers  those  that  ore  left  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth,  to  cleanse  it :  after  the  end1  of  seven  months  shall 

15  they  search.  And  the  passengers  that  pass  through  the  land, 
when  any  seeth  a  man’s  bone,  then  shall  he  set  up3  a  way -mark 
by  it,  till  the  buriers  have  buried  it  in  the  glen  of  the  crowd  of 

1G  Gog.  And  also  the  name  of  the  city  shall  be  Hamonah.  Thus 

17  shall  they  cleanse  the  land.  And,  thou  son  of  man,  thus  saith 
the  Lord  Eternal ;  Speak  to  every  bird  that  hath  wings,  and 
unto  every  animal  of  the  field,  assemble  yourselves,  and  come ; 
gather  yourselves  from  round  about  to  my  sacrifice  that  I  do  sacri¬ 
fice  for  you,  even  a  great  sacrifice  upon  the  mountains  of  Israel, 

18  that  ye  may  eat  flesh,  and  drink  blood.  Ye  shall  eat  the  flesh 
of  heroes,  and  drink  the  blood  of  the  princes  of  the  earth,  of 
rams,  of  lambs,  and  of  fattened  he-goats,  of  bulls,  all  of  them 

19  fallings  of  Bashaa.  And  yc  shall  eat  fiat  to  satisfaction,  and 
drink  blood  to  drunkenness,  of  my  sacrifice  which  I  have 

20  sacrificed  for  you.  Thus  ye  shall  be  satisfied  at  my  table  with 
horses  and  chariots,  with  heroes,  and  with  all  men  of  war,  is 

1  namfe  *  extremity,  *  put. 
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2 1  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.  And  I  will  set1  my  glory 
among  the  nations,  and  all  the  nations  shall  see  my  judgment 
that  I  hare  executed,0  and  my  hand  that  I  hare  laid  upon 

22  them.  So  the  house  of  Israel  shall  know  that  I  am  the 

23  Eternal  their  God  from  that  day  and  forward.  And  the 
nations  shall  know  that  the  house  of  Israel  went  into  exile  for 
their  iniquity :  because  they  trespassed  against  me,  therefore 
hid9  I  my  face  from  them,  and  gave  them  into  the  hand  of 

24  their  adversaries :  so  fell  all  they  by  the '■sword.  According  to 
their  uncleanness  and  according  to  their  transgressions  have  I 

25  done  unto  them,  and  hid?  my  face  front  them.  Therefore 
thus  s&ith  the  Lord  Eternal;  Now  will  I  restore  tlie  captivity 
of  Jacob,  and  have  mercy  upon  the  whole  house  of  Israel,  and 

26  will  be  jealous  for  the  name  of  my  holiness ;  After  that  they 
have  borne  their  confusion,  and  all  their  trespasses  whereby 
they  have  trespassed  against  me,  when  they  abode  safely  in 

27  their  land,  and  none  made  them  afraid.  When  I  have  brought 
them  again  from  the  peoples,  and  gathered  them  ont  of  their 
enemies’  lands,  and  am  sanctified  in  them  before  the  eyes  of 

28  the  nations  who  are  many ;  Then  shall  they  know  that  I  am 
the  Eternal  their  God,  who  caused  them  to  be  led  into  exile 
among  the  nations :  but  I  have  gathered  them  onto  their  own 

29  ground,  and  have  left  none  of  them  any  more  there.  Neither 
will  I  hide*  my  face  any  more  from  them  :  for  I  have  poured 
out  my  spirit  upon  the  house  of  Israel,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Lord  Eternal. 


Chap.  XL. 

1  In  the  five  and  twentieth  year  of  out  exile,  in" the  heginnmg  of 
the  year,  in  the  tenth  day ‘of  the  month,  in  the  fourteenth  year 
after  that  the  city  was  smitten,  in  the  selfsame5  day  the  hand 

2  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  me,  and  hrought  me  thither.  In  the 
visions  of  God  brought  he  me  into  the  land  of  Israel,  and 
placed  me  upon  a  very  high  mountain,  hy  which  was  as  the 

3  frame  of  a  city  on  the  south.  And  he  brought  me  thither, 
and,  behold,  there  was  a  man,  whose  appearance  was  like  the 
appearance  of  copper,  with  a  string  of  flax  in  his  hand,  and  a 

4  measuring  cane ;  and  he  stood  in  the  gate.  And  the  man 

1  give.  *  done.  1  screened;  4  screen,  *  bone,  substance. 
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spake  unto  me.  Son  of  man,  see  with  thine  eyes,  and  hear  with 
with  thine  ears,  and  set1  thy  heart  upon  all  that  I  ah*H  show- 
thee  j  for  to  the  intent  that  I  might  show  them  unto  thee  art 
thou  hrought  hither :  tell  all  that  thou  seest  to  the  house  of 

5  Israel.  And  behold  a  wall*  on  the  outside  of  the  house 
round  about,  and  in  the  man’s  hand  a  measuring  cane  of  six 
cubits  long  by  the  cubit  and  a  hand  breadth  :  so  he  measured 
the  breadth  of  the  building,  one  cane ;  and  the  height,3  one 

6  cane.  Then  came  he  unto  the  gate  which  looketh1  towards  the 
east,  and  went  up  the  stairs  thereof,  and  measured  the  thresh¬ 
old  of  the  gate,  which  woo  one  cane  hroad ;  and  the  other 

7  threshold  of  the  gate ,  which  was  one  cane  broad.  And  every 
apartment  tea*  one  cane  long, and  one  cane  broad;  and  between 
the  apartments  were  five  cubits ;  and  the  threshold  of  the  gate 

8  by  the  porch  of  the  gate  within9  was  one  cane.  He  measured 

9  also  the  porch  of  the  gate  within,*  one  cane.  Then  measured 
be  the  porch  of  the  gate,  eight  cubitB  ;  and  the  posts9  thereof, 

10  two  cubits  ;  and  the  porch  of  the  gate  was  inward.9  And  the 
apartments  of  the  gate  eastward7  were  three  on  this  side,  and 
three  on  that  side  $  they  three  were  of  one  measure :  and  the 

1 1  posts*  had  one  measure  on  this  side  and  on  that  side.  And  he 
measured  the  hreadth  of  the  entry  of  the  gate,  ten  cubits ;  and 

1 2  the  length  of  the  gate,  thirteen  cubits.  The  space8  also  before 
the  apartments  was  one  cubit  on  this  side ,  and  the  space8  was 
one  cubit  on  that  side :  and  the  apartments  were  six  cubits  on 

13  this  side,  and  bix  cubits  on  that  side.  He  measured  then  the 
gate  from  the  roof  of  the  apartments  to  the  roof*  of  another : 
the  breadth  was  five  and  twenty  cubits,  entrance  against 

14  entrance.  He  made  also  posts!8  of  threescore  cubits,  even 

15  unto  the  post10  of  the  enclosure  ronnd  about  the  gate.  And 
from  the  face  of  the  gate  of  the  entry  unto  the  face  of  the 

16  porch  of  the  inner  gate  w ere  fifty  cubits.  And  there  were 
latticed  closed  windows  to  the  apartments,  and  to  their  posts8 
within  the  gate  round  about,  and  likewise  to  the  arches  :jl  and 
windows  were  round  about  inward :  and  upon  each  post1*  were 

17  palm  trees.  Then  brought  he  me  into  the  outward  enclosure, 
and,  lo,  there  were  cells,  and  a  pavement  made  for  the  enclo- 

18  sure  round  abont :  thirty  cells  were  upon  the  pavement.  And 
the  pavement  by  the  side11  of  the  gates  over  against  the 

19  length  of  the  gates  was  the  lower  pavement.  Then  he 
measured  the  breadth  from  before  the  lower  gate  unto  the 

1  put.  *  rampart,  3  statura  *  ih<r  face  of  which  in  5  from  tbo  liou?o. 

■  rams,  '  tk'  ^vol  tk  rat>t*  B  boundary*  *  Us  iihjL  ts  ram.  11  shoulder, 
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forefront1  of  the  inner  enclosure  without,  a  hundred  cubits  east- 

20  ward  and  northward.  And  the  gate  the  face  of  which  is  to¬ 
wards3  the  north  of  the  outward  inclosure,  he  measured  the  length 

21  thereof,  and  the  breadth  thereof.  And  the  apartments  thereof 
were  three  on  this  side  and  three  on  that  side ;  and  the  posts3 
thereof  and  the  arches  [j  thereof  were  after  the  measure  of  the 
first  gate :  the  length  thereof  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth 

22  five  and  twenty  cnbits.  And  their  windows,  and  their  arches, || 
and  their  palm  trees,  were  after  the  measure  of  the  gate  that 
looketh4  towards2  the  east ;  mid  they  went  up  unto  it  by  seven 

93  steps;  and  the  arches []  thereof  were  before  them.  And  the 
inner  enclosure  had  a  gate,  over  against  towards  the  north,  and 
towards  the  east ;  ana  he  measured  from  gate  to  gate  a  hnn- 

24  dred  cubits.  And  he  led  me  the  way  of  the  south,  and  behold 
a  gate  towards3  the  south  ;  and  he  measured  the  posts’  thereof 

25  and  the  arches||  thereof  according  to  these  measures.  And 
there  were  windows  in  it  and  in  the  arches H  thereof  round  about, 
like  those  windows :  the  length  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth 

26  five  and  twenty  cubits.  And  there  were  seven  steps  to  go  up 
to  it,  and  the  arches  ||  thereof  were  before  them ;  and  it  baa 
palm  trees,  one  on  this  side,  and  another  on  that  side,  upon 

27  the  posts'  thereof.  And  there  wee  a  gate  in  the  inner  enclo¬ 
sure  towards1  the  south:  and  he  measured  from  gate  to  the  gate 

28  towards9  the  south  a  hundred  cubits.  And  he  brought  me  to 
the  inner  enclosure  by  the  south  gate :  and  he  measured  the 

29  south  gate  according  to  these  measures ;  And  the  apartments

And  the 
arches  I)  thereof  were  towards  the  outer  enclosure ;  and  palm 
trees  were  upon  the  posts*  thereof :  and  the  going  up  to  it  had 

32  eight  steps.  And  he  brought  me  into  the  inner  enclosure 

towards*  the  east :  he  meamml  the  gate  according  to  these 

33  measures.  And  the  apartments  thereof,  and  the  posts*  thereof, 
and  the  arches]]  thereof,  were  according  to  these  measures:  and 
there  were  windows  therein  «nd  in  the  arches  j[  thereof  round 
about :  it  woe  fifty  cubits  long,  and  five  and  twenty  cubits 

34  broad.  And  the  arches  |j  thereof  were  towards  the  outward 
enclosure ;  and  palm  trees  were  upon  the  posts*  thereof,  on  this 
side,  and  on  that  side :  and  the  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 

35  And  he  brought  ine  to  the  north  gate,  and  measured  it  accord- 

1  (ace.  J  the  way.  5  rams,  *  whose  face. 
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36  ing  to  these  measures;  The  apartments  thereof,  the  posts1 
thereof,  and  the  arches]!  thereof,  and  the  windows  to  it  round 
about ;  the  length  was  fifty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  five  and 

37  twenty  cubits.  And  the  posts1  thereof  were  towards  the  outer 
enclosure ;  and  palm  trees  were  upon  the  posts1  thereof,  on  this 
side,  and  on  that  side :  and  the  going  up  to  it  had  eight  steps. 

38  And  there  was  a  cell,  the  entrance  of  which  was  in  the  posts1  of 

30  the  gates,  where  they  washed8  the  burnt  offering.  Ana  in  the 

porch  of  the  gate  were  two  tables  on  this  side,  and  two  tables 
on  that  side,  to  slaughter  thereon  the  burnt  offering  and  the 

40  sin  offering  and  the  guilt  offering.  And  at  the  side3  without, 
as  one  goeth  up  to  the  entrance  of  the  north  gate,  were  two 
tables ;  and  on  the  other  side,*  which  was  at  the  porch  of  the 

41  gate,  were  two  tables.  Four  tablea  were  on  this  side,  and  fouT 
tables  on  that  side,  by  the  side3  of  the  gate;  eight  tables, 

42  whereupon  they  slaughtered  their  sacrifices.  And  the  four 
tables  were  of  hewn  stone  for  the  burnt  offering,  of  a  cubit  and 
a  half  long,  and  a  cubit  and  a  half  broad,  and  one  cubit  high; 
whereupon  also  they  placed  the  instruments;4  wherewith  they 

43  were  to  slaughter  the  burnt  offering  and  the  sacrifice.  And 
within  were  hooks,!)  &  band  broad,  ready8  round  about;  and 

44  upon  the  tableB  was  the  flesh  of  the  offering.  And  without  the 
inner  gate  were  the  cells  of  the  singers  in  the  inner  enclosure, 
which  was  at  the  side*  of  the  north  gate ;  and  their  face  was 
towards6  the  south :  one  at  the  side*  of  the  east  gate  having  the 

45  face  towards6  the  north.  And  he  said  unto  me.  This  cell, 
whose  face  is  towards6  the  south,  iff  for  the  priests,  the  keepers 

46  of  the  charge  of  the  honse.  And  the  cell  the  face  of  which  is 
towards6  the  north  is  for  the  priests,  the  keepers  of  the  charge 
of  tbe  altar :  these  are  the  sons  of  Zadok  among  the  sons  of 

47  Levi,  who  come  near  to  the  Eternal  to  minister  unto  him.  So 
he  measured  the  enclosure,  a  hundred  cubits  long,  and  a  hun- 
dreu  cubits  broad,  foursquare ;  and  the  altar  that  was  before 

48  the  house.  And  he  brought  me  to  the  porch  of  the  house,  and 
measured  each  post  of  the  porch,  five  cubits  on  this  side,  and 
five  cubits  on  that  side :  and  the  breadth  of  the  gate  was  three 

49  cubits  on  this  Bide,  and  three  cubits  on  that  side.  The  length 
of  the  porch  was  twenty  cubits,  and  the  breadth  eleven  cubits, 

1  nuns.  2  purged.  1  thuulder.  6  vasela.  5  prepared.  •  die  way. 
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together  with  the  steps  whereby  they  went  up  to  it  r  and  there 
were  columns  by  the  posts,1  one  on  this  side,  and  another  on 
that  side.

1  And  he  brought  me  to  the  temple,*  and  measured  the  posts,1 
six  cubits  broad  on  the  one  side,  and  six  cubits  broad  on  the 

2  other  side,  which  was  the  breadth  of  the  tent.  And  the 
breadth  of  the  entrance  was  ten  cubits ;  and  the  sides3  of  the

3  cubits :  and  the  breadth,  twenty  cubits.  Then  went  he  inward, 
and  measured  the  post1  of  the  entrance,  two  cubits;  and  the 
entrance,  six.  cubits ;  and  the  breadth  of  the  entrance,  seven 

4  cubits.  So  he  measured  the  length  thereof,  twenty  cubits;  and 
the  breadth,  twenty  cubits,  before  the  temple  :H  and  he  said 

5  unto  me.  This  is  the  most  holy9  place.  And  he  measured  the 
wall  of  the  house,  six  cubits ;  and  the  breadth  of  every  side 
chamber,3  four  cubits,  round  about  the  house  round  about. 

6  And  the  side  chambers7  were  side  chamber*  towards  side  cham¬ 
ber6  thirty-three  times;  and  they  entered  into  the  wail  which 
was  of  the  house  for  the  side  chambers7  round  ahout,  that  they 
might  have  hold,  but  should  not  have  hold  in  the  wall  of  the 

7  house.  And  there  was  an  enlarging,  and  a  winding  about  still 
upwards  to  the  side  chambers  r  for  the  winding  about  of  the 
house  went  still  upwards  round  about  the  house :  therefore  the 
breadth  of  the  house  was  still  upwards,  and  thus  one  went  up 

8  from  the  lowest  chamber  to  the  highest  by  the  midst.  I  saw 
also  the  height  of  the  house  round  about:  the  foundations  of  the 

0  side  chambers'  were  a  foil  cane  of  six  great||  cubits.  The 
breadth  of  the  wall,  which  was  for  the  side  chamber3  without, 
was  five  cubits :  and  that  which  was  left  was  the  place3  of  the 

10  side  chambers'  that  were  within.  And  between  the  cells  was 
the  wideness  of  twenty  cuhits  round  about  the  house  on  every 

1 1  Bide.  And  the  entrance  of  the  side  chamber6  was  towards  the 
place  that  was  left,  one  entrance  towards*  the  north,  and  another 
entrance  towards9  the  sontb :  and  the  breadth  of  the  place  that 

12  was  left  was  five  cuhits  round  about  Now  the  building  that 
was  hefore  the  separate  place  |[  at  the  comer  towards9  the  west 
was  seventy  cubits  broad ;  and  the  wall  of  the  bnilding  was  five 
cubits  thick  round  about,  aud  the  length  thereof  ninety  cubits. 

13  So  he  measured  the  house,  a  hundred  cubits  long;  and  the 

‘rams.  3  palace.  *  shoulder*.  *  ram.  holiness  ofhoiineEses,  *  rib. 

3  ribs.  *  house.  9  the  way, 
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separate  place,|j  and  the  building  with  the  -walls  thereof,  a  hun- 

14  died  cubits  long  ;  Also  the  breadth  of  the  face  of  the  house, 
and  of  the  separate  place}!  towards  the  east,  a  hundred  cubits, 

15  And  he  measured  the  length  of  the  building  over  against 
the  separate  place jj  which  was  behind  it,  and  the  offsets 
thereof  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  a  hundred  cubits, 

16  with  the  inner  temple,1  and  the  porches  of  the  enclosure;  The 
door  posts,  and  the  latticed  windows,  and  the  offsets  round 
about  on  their  three  stories,  over  against  the  door  post,  cieled|| 
with  wood  round  abont,  and  from  the  earth  up  to  the  windows, 

17  and  the  windows  were  covered;  To  that  above  the  entrance, 
even  unto  the  inner  house,  and  without,  and  by  all  the  wall 

13  round  about  within  and  without,  by  measure.  And  it  was 
made  with  cherubim  and  palm  trees,  so  that  a  palm  tree  was  be¬ 
tween  a  cherub  and  a  cherub j  and  every  cherub  had  two  faces ; 

19  So  that  the  face  of  a  man  was  towards  the  palm  tree  on  the  one 
side,  and  the  face  of  a  young  lion  towards  the  palm  tree  on  the 
other  Bide :  it  was  made  through  all  the  house  round  about. 

20  From  the  earth  unto  above  the  entrance  were  cherubim  and 

21  palm  trees  made,  and  on  the  wall  of  the  temple.1  The  posts 
of  the  temple1  were  squared,  and  the  bee  of  the  sanetuary ; 
the  appearance  of  the  one  as  the  appearance  of  ike  other. 

22  The  altar  of  wood  vms  three  cubits  high,  and  the  length  thereof 
two  cubits ;  and  the  angles  thereof,  and  the  length  thereof,  and 
the  walls  thereof,  were  of  wood :  and  he  spake  unto  me.  This  is 

23  the  table  that  is  before  the  Eternal.  And  tbe  temple1  and  the 

24  sanctuary  had  two  doors.  And  the  doors  had  two  leaves3  apiece, 
two  turning  leaves ;  two  leaves  for  the  one  door,  and  two  leaves 

25  for  the  other  door .  And  there  were  made  on  them,  on  the  doors 
of  the  temple,1  cherubim  and  palm  trees,  like  as  were  made 
upon  the  walls ;  and  there  was  thick  wood  upon  the  face  of  the 

26  porch  without.  And  there  were  latticed  windows  and  palm 
trees  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other  side,  on  the  sides3  of  the 
porch,  and  upon  the  side  chambers4  of  the  house,  and  thick 

-  planks. 

Chap.  XLII. 

1  Then  he  brought  me  forth  into  the  outer  enclosure,  the  way 
towards3  the  north ;  and  he  brought  me  into  the  cell  that  tear 
over  against  the  separate  place, ||  and  which  was  before  the 

2  building  towards  the  north.  Before  the  length  of  a  hundred

cubits  was  the  north  entrance,  and  the  breadth  was  fifty  cubits, 

3  Over  against  the  twenty  cubits  which  were  for  the  inner  enclo¬ 
sure,  and  over  against  the  pavement  which  was  for  the  outer  en- 

4  closure,  was  offset ||  against  offset ||  in  three  stories.  And  before 
the  cells  was  a  walk  of  ten  cubits  breadth  inward,  a  way  of  one 

5  cubit ;  and  their  entrances  towards  the  north.  Now  the  upper 
cells  were  shorter :  for  the  offsetsjl  comprised  these,  the  lower, 

6  and  the  middlemost  of  the  building.  For  they  were  in 
three  stories^  but  had  not  columns  as  the  columns  of  the  enclo¬ 
sures  :  therefore  the  building  was  straitened  more  than  the  iow- 

7  est  and  the  middlemost  from  the  earth.  And  the  fence  that 
was  without  over  against  the  cells,  towards1  the  outer  enclosure, 
on  the  forepart3  of  the  cells,  the  length  thereof  was  fifty  cubits. 

8  For  the  length  of  the  cells  that  were  in  the  outer  enclosure  was 
fifty  cubits :  and,  lo,  before  the  temple3  were  a  hundred  cubits. 

0  And  from  under  these  cells  tear  the  avenue  on  the  east  side,  as 

10  one  goeth  into  them  from  the  outer  enclosure.  The  cells  were 
in  the  breadth  of  the  wall1  of  the  enclosure  towards  the  east, 
over  against  the  separate  place,||  and  over  against  the  building, 

1 1  And  the  way  before  them  was  like  the  appearance  of  the  cells 
which  were  towards1  the  north,  as  long  as  they,  and  as  broad  as 
they:  and  all  their  goings  out  were  both  according  to  their 

12  fashions,1*  and  according  to  their  entrances.  And  according  to 
the  entrances  of  the  cells  that  were  towards1  the  south  was  an 
entrance  in  the  head  of  the  way,  even  the  way  directly  |{  before 

13  the  wall4  towards1  the  east,  as  one  entereth  into  them.  Then 
said  he  unto  me,  The  north  cells  and  the  south  cells,  which  are 
before  the  separate  place,  they  are  cells  of_holiness,  where  the 
priests  that  approach  unto  the  Eternal  shall  eat  the  most  holy 
things  :*  there  shelly  they  place  the  most  holy  things,6  and  the 
oblation,  and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  guilt  offering ;  for  the 

1 4  place  is  holy.  When  the  priests  enter  therein,  then  shall  they 
not  go  out  of  the  holy  place  into  the  outer  enclosure,  hut  there 
they  shall  place  their  garments  wherein  they  minister ;  for 
they  are  holiness ;  and  shall  put  on  other  garments,  and  shall 

15  approach  to  those  thing*  which  are  for  the  people.  Now  when 
he  had  finished  measuring  the  inner  house,  he  brought  me 
forth  towards1  the  gate  the  face  of  which  is  towards1  the  east, 

16  and  measured  it  round  about.  Ha  measured  the  east  side7 

1  the  wav.  2  face:  *  palace.  4  fence.  *  judgments.  *  holinetecs  of 

balineieeb  2  wind. 
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with  the  measuring  cane,  five  hundred  canes,  with  the  measur- 

17  ing  cane  round  about.  He  measured  the  north  side,1  five  hun- 

18  dred  canes,  with  the  measuring  canc  round  about.  He  mea¬ 
sured  the  south  side,1  five  hundred  canes,  with  the  measuring 

10  cane.  He  turned  about  to  the  west  side,1  and  measured  fire 

20  hundred  canes  with  the  measuring  cane.  He  measured  it  by 
the  four  sides:9  it  had  a  raised  part  round  about,  five  hundred 
cams  long,  and  five  hundred  broad,  to  make  a  distinction  be¬ 
tween  the  sanctuary  and  the  profane  place. 

Chap.  XLHI. 

1  And  he  led  me  to  the  gate,  even  the  gate  that,  turneth 

2  towards3  the  east :  And,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  God  of  Israel 
came  from  the  way  of  the  cast :  and  his  voice  was  like  a  noise 

3  of  many  waters :  and  the  earth  shone  with  his  glory*  And  it 
was  according  to  the  appearance  of  the  vision  which  I  saw,  even 
according  to  the  vision  that  I  saw  when  I  came  to  destroy1  the 
city :  and  the  visions  were  like  the  vision  that  I  saw  by  the 

4  river  Chebar ;  and  I  fell  upon  my  face.  And  the  glory  of  the 
Eternal  came  into  the  house  by  the  way  of  the  gate  the  face  of 

5  which  is  towards3  the  east.  So  a  spirit  carried  me,  and  brought 
me  into  the  inner  enclosure ;  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Eter- 

G  nat  filled  the  house.  And  I  heard  him  speaking  unto  me  out 

7  of  the  house ;  and  a  man  stood  by  me.  And  he  said  unto  me. 
Son  of  man,  the  place  of  my  throne,  and  the  place  of  the  soles3 
of  my  feet,  where  1  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of 
Israel  for  ever,  and  the  name  of  my  holiness,  shall  the  house  of 
Israel  no  more  defile,  net/Aer  they,  nor  their  kings,  hy  their 
whoredom,  nor  by  the  carcases  of  their  kings  in  their  high 

8  places.  In  their  setting  of  their  threshold  by  my  thresholds, 
and  their  post  by  my  posts,  and  the  wall  hetween  me  and  them, 
they  have  even  defiled  the  name  of  my  holiness  by  their  abomi¬ 
nations  that  they  have  committed  :8  wherefore  I  have  consumed7 

9  them  in  my  wrath.  Now  let  them  put  away  their  whoredom, 
and  the  carcases  of  their  kings,  far  from  me,  and  I  will  dwell  in 
the  midst  of  them  for  ever. 

10  Thou  son  of  man,  tell  the  house  to  fke  honse  of  Israel,  that 

1  wind,  *  winds*  *'  the  way*  *  corrupt,  $  hollows.  15  done, 

1  fimsUrd- 
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they  should  be  confounded  by  their  iniquities:  and  let  them 

11  measure  the  pattern.  j|  And  if  they  be  confounded  by  all  that 
they  have  done,  make  known  to  them  the  form  of  the  house, 
and  the  fashion  thereof,  and  the  goings  out  thereof,  and  the 
comings  in  thereof,  and  all  the  forma  thereof,  and  all  the  ordi¬ 
nances  thereof,  and  all  the  forms  thereof  and  allthe  laws  thereof: 
and  write  it  before  their  eyes,  that  they  may  keep  the  whole  form 

12  thereof,  and  all  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  do  them.  This  is 
the  law  of  the  house;  Upon  the  top1  of  the  mountain  the  whole 
boundary  thereof  round  about  shall  be  holiness  of  holinesses. 

1 3  Behold,  this  u  the  law  of  the  house.  And  these  are  the  mea¬ 
sures  of  the  altar  after  the  cubits :  The  cubit  is  a  cubit  and  a 
hand  breadth ;  eren  the  bottom*  shall  be  a  cubit,  and  the 
breadth  a  cuhit,  and  the  boundary  thereof  by  the  edge*  thereof 
round  about  ehall  be  a  span  :  and  this  shall  be  the  higher  place* 

14  of  the  altar.  And  from  the  bottom*  tpon  the  earth  even  to 
the  lower  settleU  shall  be  two  cubits,  and  the  breadth  one  cubit ; 
and  from  the  lesser  settle |j  even  to  the  greater  settleU  shall  be 

15  four  cubits^  and  the  breadth  of  the  cubit.  So  the  altar1  shall 
be  four  cubits ;  and  from  the  altar*  and  upwards  shall  be  four 

16  horns.  And  the  altar*  shall  be  twelve  mbits  long,  twelve 

17  broad,  square  in  the  four  squares  thereof.  And  the  settle [] 
shall  be  fourteen  cubits  long  and  fourteen  broad  in  the  four 
squares  thereof;  and  the  boundary  about  it  shall  be  half  a 
cubit ;  end  the  bottom*  thereof  shall  be  a  cubit  about ;  and  its 

18  stairs  shall  turn  towards  the  east  And  he  said  unto  me.  Son 
of  man,  thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  These  are  the  ordinances 
of  the  altar  in  the  day  when  they  shall  make  it,  to  hring  burnt 

19  offerings  thereon,  and  to  sprinkle  blood  thereon.  And  thou 
ehalt  give  to  the  priests  the  Levites  that  be  of  the  seed  of 
Zadok,  who  approach  unto  me,  to  minister  onto  me,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  a  young7  bull  for  a  sin  offering. 

20  And  thou  ehalt  take  of  the  hlood  thereof,  and  put?  it  on  the 
four  horns  of  it,  and  on  the  four  comers  of  the  settle,!) 
upon  the  boundary  round  about :  thus  shalt  thou  cleanse  and 

S 1  expiate  for  it.  Thou  shalt  take  the  bull  also  of  the  sin  offering, 
ana  he  shall  bum  it  in  the  appointed  place  of  the  house,  with- 

32  out  the  sanctuary.  And  on  the  second  day  thou  shalt  offer 
a  kid  of  the  goats  without  blemish*  for  a  sm  offering ;  and 
they  shall  cleanse  the  altar,  as  they  did  cleanse  it  with  the  hull. 

23  When  thou  hast  finished  cleansing  it,  thou  shalt  offer  a  young7 

1  head.  *  fr™*™  *  lip,  9  tviclt.  *  mountain  of  God,  *  lion  of  God, 

T  ioq  oft  herd  *  give,  9  pofecL 
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bull  without  blemish,1  and  s  nm  out  of  the  flock  without 

24  blemish.1  And  thou  abalt  offer  them  before  the  Eternal,  and 
the  priests  shall  cast  salt  upon  them,  and  they  shall  offer 

25  them  for  a  burnt  offering  unto  the  Eternal.  Seven  days  ehalt 
thou  prepare8  every  day  a  goat*  for  a  sin  offering :  they  shall 
also  prepare*  a  young1  bull,  and  a  ram  out  of  the  flock,  without 

26  blemish.1  Seven  days  shall  they  expiate  for  the  altar  and 

27  purify  it :  and  they  shall  consecrate  themselves.9  And  when 
these  days  are  expired/  it  shall  be,  that  upon  the  eighth  day, 
and  to  forward,  use  priests  shall  prepare*  your  burnt  offerings 
upon  the  altar,  and  your  feast  offerings;  and  I  will  accept  you, 
is  the  declaration  or  the  Lord  Eternal. 

Chap.  XLIV. 

1  Thkn  he  brought7  me  back  the  way  of  the  gate  of  the  outward 
sanctuary  which  turned)  towards  the  east;  and  it  ww  shut. 

2  Then  said  the  Eternal  nnto  me ;  This  gate  shall  be  shut,  it 
shall  not  be  opened,  and  no  man  shall  enter  in  by  it ;  because 
the  Eternal,  the  God  of  Israel,  hath  entered  in  by  it,  therefore 

3  it  shall  be  shut.  It  is  for  the  prinoe  $  the  prince,  he  shall  ait 
in  it  to  eat  bread  before  the  Eternal ;  he  shall  enter  by  the  way 
of  the  porch  of  that  gate,  and  shall  go  out  by  the  way  of  the 

4  same*  Then  brought  he  me  the  way  of  the  north  gate  before 
the  house  ;  and  I  saw,  and,  behold,  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 

5  filled  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  and  I  fell  upon  my  face.  And 
the  Eternal  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  mark  well/  and  see  with 
thine  eyes,  and  hear  with  thine  ears  all  that  I  say  unto  thee  con¬ 
cerning  all  the  ordinances  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  all 
the  laws  thereof;  and  mark  well*  the  avenue  to  the  house, 

6  with  every  going  forth  of  the  sanctuary.  And  thou  shalt  say 
to  the  rebellious,  even  to  the  house  of  Israel,  Thus  s&ith  the 
Lord  Eternal ;  O  ye  house  of  Isrel,  let  it  suffice  you  of  all  your 

7  abominations,  In  that  ye  have  brought  sons  of  aliens,  uncar- 
cumcised  in  heart,  and  uncircomcised  in  flesh,  to  be  in  my 
sanctuary,  to  pollute  it,  even  my  house,  when  ye  offer  my  bread, 
fat,  end  blood,  and  they  have  made  void  my  covenant  because  of 

8  all  your  abominations.  And  ye  have  not  kept  the  charge  of 
my  holy  thingB :  but  ye  have  eel*  keepers  of  my  charge  in  my 
sanctuary  for  yourselves. 

8  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  No  son  of  an  alien,  uncircum- 

1  perfect-  *  mat*,  *  hairy,  <  son  of  the  herd.  *  fill  hie  hand*. 

*  finished  1  restored,  *  put  thy  heart.  *  puu 
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ciscd  in  heart,  nor  uncircumcised  in  flesh,  shall  come  into  my 
sanctuary,  of  any  son  of  an  alien  that  is  among  the  children  of 

10  Israel,  And  the  Levites  that  arc  gone  away  far  from  me,  when 
Israel  went  astray,  which,  went  astray  away  from  me  after  their 

11  idols;  they  shall  even  bear  their  iniquity.  Yet  they  shall  he 
ministers  in  my  sanctuary,  having  charge  at  the  gates  of  the 
house,  and  ministering  to  the  house ;  they  shall  slaughter  the 
burnt  offering  and  the  sacrifice  for  the  people,  and  they  shall 

12  stand  before  them  to  minister  unto  them.  Because  they 
ministered  unto  them  before  their  idols,  and  were  to  the  house 
of  Israel  as  a  stumbling-block  of  iniquity;  therefore  have  I 
lifted  up  my  hand  against  them,  is  the  declaration  of  the 

13  Eternal  Goa,  and  they  shall  bear  their  iniquity.  And  they 
shall  not  step  near  unto  me,  to  do  the  office  of  a  priest  unto 
me,  nor  to  step  near  to  any  of  my  holy  things,  in  the  most 
holy  place  :l  but  they  shall  bear  their  confusion,  and  their 

14  abominations  which  they  have  committed.9  But  I  will  make* 
them  keepers  of  the  charge  of  the  house,  for  all  Uie  service 
thereof,  and  for  all  that  shall  be  done  therein. 

12  Bui  the  priests  the  hevites,  the  sons  of  Zadok,  that  kept  the 
charge  of  my  sanctuary  when  the  children  of  Israel  went  astray 
from  me,  they  shall  approach  to  me  to  minister  unto  roe,  and 
they  shall  stand  before  me  to  offer  unto  me  fat  and  blood,  is 

16  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal:  They  shall  come  into  my 
sanctuary,  and  they  shall  approach  my  table,  to  minister  unto 

1 7  me,  and  they  shall  keep  my  charge.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  when  they  enter1  m  at  the  gates  of  the  inner  enclosure, 
they  shall  be  clothed  with  linen  garments ;  and  no  wool  shall 
come?  upon  them,  while  they  minister  in  the  gates  of  the  inner 

18  enclosure,  and  within.  They  shall  have  ornamented  hoen 
caps  upon' their  heads,  and  shall  have  linen  breeches  upon  their 
loins ;  they  shall  not  gird  themsehes  with  any  thing  that 

10  causeth  sweat.  And  when  they  go  forth  into  the  cuter  enclo¬ 
sure,  ettn  into  the  outer  enclosure  to  the  people,  they  shall  put 
off  their  garments  wherein  they  ministered,  and  lay ;  them  in  the 
cells  of  the  holiness;  and  they  shall  pat  on  other  garments ;  and 

20  they  shall  not  sanctify  the  people  with  their  garments.'  Neither 
shall  they  clip  the  hair  of  their  heads  entirely,  nor  suffer  their 
locks  to  grow  freely;6  they  shall  only  poli||  their  heads. 

21  Neither  shall  any  priest  drink  wine,  when  they  come  into  the 

22  inner  enclosure.  Neither  shad  they  take  for  their  wives  a 

1  holiness  of  holi n«s-  a  done*  3  jrive-  *  come*  *  (jo  up. 

6  mi id  not  send  foriU  unruly* 
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widow,  nor  her  that  is  put  away :  bub  they  shall  take  virgins 
of  the  seed  of  the  bouse  of  Israel,  or  a  widow  that  had  a  priest 

23  before.  And  they  shall  teach  my  people  the  difference  between 
the  holy1  and  profane,  and  canse  them  to  discern8  between 

24  the  unclean  ana  the  dean.  ■  And  in  controversy8  they  «h»dl 
stand  in  judgment ;  and  they  shall  judge  it  according  to  my 
judgments ;  and  they  shall  keep  my  laws  and  my  ordinances 
in  all  mine  appointed  seasons;  and  they  sliall  hallow  my 

25  sabbaths.  Ana  they  shall  come  at  no  dead  person  to  defile 
themselves :  bub  for  father,  or  for  mother,  or  for  son,  or  for 
daughter,  for  brother  or  for  sister  that  hath  had  no  husband, 

2$  they  may  defile  themselves.  And  after  he  is  cleansed,  they 

27  shall  reckon4  unto  him  seven  days.  And  in  the  day  that  he 
goeth  into  the  sanctuary,8  unto  the  inner  enclosure,  to  minister 
m  the  sanctuary,  he  shall  offer  his  sin  offering,  is  the  declara- 

23  tion  of  the  Lord  Eternal,  And  it  shall  be  unto  them  for  an 
inheritance;  1  am  their  inheritance:  and  ye  shall  give  them  no 

29  possession  in  Israel;  I  am  their  possession.  They  shall  eat  the 
oblation,  and  the  sin  offering,  and  the  guilt  offering;  and  every 

30  thing  doomed  in  Israel  shall  be  theirs.  And  the  first*  of  all 
the  first  fruits  of  all  things,  and  every  heave  offering  of  all,  of 
every  sort  of  your  heave  offerings,  shall  be  the  priest's:  ye 
shall  also  give  unto  the  priest  the  first*  of  your  dough,  that  he 

3 1  may  cause  blessing  to  rest  in  thy  house.  The  priests  shall  not 
eat  of  anything  that  is  dead  01  itself,  or  torn,  whether  it  he 
fowl  or  beast. 


Ciiap.  XLV. 

1  Moreover,  when  ye  shall  divide4  by  lot  the  land  for  in¬ 
heritance,  ye  shall  heave  a  heave  offering  unto  the  Eternal,  a 
holy  portion*  of  the  land :  the  length  shall  be  the  length  of 
five  and  twenty  thousand  canes,  and  the  breadth  shall  be  ten 
thousand.  This  shall  be  holiness  in  all  the  boundary  thereof 

2  round  about.  Of  this  there  shall  be  for  the  holiness  five 
hundred  in  length,  with  five  hundred  in  breadth ,  square  round

3  And  of  this  measure  shalt  thou  measure  the  length  of  fire  and 
twenty  thousand,  and  the  breadth  of  ten  thousand :  and  in  it 

4  shall  be  the  sanctuary  and  the  most  holy  place?  Holiness  of 
the  land  shall  it  be  for  the  priests  the  ministers  of  the  sanc¬ 
tuary,  who  approach  to  minister  unto  the  Eternal :  and  it  shall 
be  a  place  for  their  houses,  and  a  sanctuary  for  the  sanctuary , 

5  And  the  five  and  twenty  thousand  of  length,  and  the  ten

6  And  ye  shall  appoint1  the  possession  of  the  city  five  thousand 
broad,  and  five  and  twenty  thousand  long,  over  against  the 
heave  offering  of  the  holiness :  it  shall  be  Tor  the  whole  house 

7  of  Israel.  And  a  portion  shall  Ac- for  the  prince  on  the  one 
side  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  heave  offering  of  the  holiness, 
and  of  the  possession  of  the  city,  before  the  heave  offering  of 
the  holiness,  and  before  the  possession  of  the  city,  from  the 
west  corner  westward,  and  from  the  east  corner  eastward :  and 
the  length  shall  be  over  against  one  of  the  portions,  from  the 

8  west  boundary  unto  the  east  boundary.  In  the  land  shall  be 
his  possession  in  Israel :  and  my  princes  shall  no  more  be 
extortionate  to  my  people ;  and  /Ac  rest  of  the  land  shall  they 

0  give  to  the  house  of  Israel  according  to  their  tribes.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  Let  it  suffice  you,  O  princes  of  Israel: 
remove  violence  and  spoil,  and  execute?  judgment  and  justice, 
take  away  yonr  exactions  from  my  people,  u  the  declaration  of 

10  the  Eternal  God.  Ye  shall  have  just  balances,  and  a  just 

11  ephah,  and  a  just  bath.  The  ephah  and  the  bath  shall  be  of 
one  amount,  that  the  bath  may  contain*  the  tenth  part  of  an 
homer,  and  the  ephah  the  tenth  part  of  an  homer  :  toe  propor- 

12  tiem  thereof  shall  be  after  the  homer.  And  the  shekel  shall  be 
twenty  gerahs :  twenty  shekels,  five  and  twenty  shekels,  fifteen 

13  shekels,  shall  be  your  maneh.  This  tc  the  heave  offering  that 
ye  shall  offer ;  the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah  of  an  homer  of  wheat, 
and  ye  shall  give  the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah  of  an  homer  of 

14  barley :  Concerning  the  statute  of  oil,  the  hath  of  oil,  ye  shall 
qfer  the  tenth  part  of  a  hath  out  of  the  cor,  which  is  an  homer 

15  of  ten  baths ;  for  ten  baths  are  an  homer:  And  one  lamb  or 
kid  out  of  the  flock,  ont  of  tiro  hundred,  out  of  the  watered 
pastures  of  Israel;  for  an  oblation,  and  for  a  burnt  offering,  and 
for  feast  offerings,  to  make  expiation  for  them,  is  the  declaration 

16  of  the  Eternal  God.  All  the  people  of  the  laud  shall  give4  this 

1  ?  heave  offering  for  the  prince  m  Israel.  And  it  shall  be  the 

prince's  part  to  give  the  burnt  offerings,  and  the  oblation,  and 
the  drink  offerings,  in  the  festivals^  and  in  the  new  moons,  and 
in  the  sabbaths,  in  all  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  house  of 
Israel :  he  shall  prepare5  the  sin  offering,  and  the  oblation,  and 
the  burnt  offering,  and  the  feast  offerings,  to  make  expiation  for 

1  gift.  1  do.  *  cany.  1  be  to.  *  make. 
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18  the  house  of  Israel.'  Thus  saith  the’ Lord  Eternal;  Id  the  first 
month ,  io  the  first  day  of  the  month,  thou  shalt  take  a  young1 

19  hull  without  blemish,8  and  cleanse  the  sanctuary;  And  the 
priest  shall  take  of  the  blood  of  the  Bin  offering,  and  put  it 
upon  the  posts  of  the  house,  and  upon  the  four  corners  of  the 
settle)!  of  the  altar,  and  upon  the  posts  of  the  gate  of  the  inner 

20  enclosure.  And  so  thou  shalt  ao  the  seventh  day  of  the 
month  for  every  one  that  erreth,  and  for  him  that  is  simple:  so 

2 1  shall  ye  make  expiation  for  the  house.  In  the  first  month,  in  the 
fourteenth  day  of  the  month,  ye  shall  have  the  passover,  a 

22  festival  of  seven  days ;  unleavened  bread  shall  be  eaten.  And 
upon  that  day  shall  the  prince  prepare8  for  himself  and  for  all 

23  the  people  of  the  land  a  bull  for  a  sin  offering.  And  seven 
days  of  the  festival  he -shall  prepare*  a  burnt  offering  to  the 
Eternal,  seven  bulls  and  seven  rams  without  blemish8  daily4  the 
seven  days ;  and  a  kid  of  the  goats  daily4 ybr  a  sin  offering. 

24  And  he  shall  prepare1  an  oblation  of  an  ephah  for  a  bull,  and 

25  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  an  hin  of  oil  for  an  ephah.  In  the 
seventh  mon/A>  in  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  mouth,  shall  he  do 
the  like  in  the  festival  of  the  seven  days,  according  to  the  sin 
offering,  according  to  the  burnt  offering,  and  according  to  the 
oblation,. and  according  to  the  oil. 

Chap.  XLVI. 

1  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  The  gate  of  the  inner  enclosure 
that  looketh  towards  the  east  shall  be  ahut  the  six  working 
days ;  but  on  the  day  of  the  sabbath  it  shall  he  opened,  and  in 

2  the  day  of  the  new  moon3  it  shall  be  opened.  And  the 
prince  shall  enter*  by  the  way  of  the  porch  of  that  gate  with¬ 
out,  and  shall  stand  by  the  post  of  toe  gate,  and  the  priests 
shall  prepare*  his  burnt  offering  and  his  feast  offerings,  and  he 
shall  prostrate  himself  at  the  threshold  of  the  gate :  then  he 
shall  go  forth;  but  the  gate  shall  not  be  shut  until  the  evening. 

3  Likewise  the  people  of  the  land  shall  prostrate  themselves  at 
the  entrance  of  this  gate  before  the  Eternal  in  the  sabbaths  and 

4  in  tbe  uew  moons.1  And  the  burnt  offering  that  the  prince 
shall  offer  unto  the  Eternal  in  the  sabbath  day  shall  be  six 

5  Iambs  without  blemish,8  and  a  ram  without  blemish.8  And 
an  ohlatton  shall  be  an  ephah  for  a  rain,  and  the  oblation  for 
the  lambs  a  gift  of  hie  hand,  and  an  hin  of  oil  to  an  ephab. 

6  And  in  the  day  of  the  new  moon3  it  shall  be’  a  young4  bull 
without  blemish,8  and  six  lambs,  and  a  ram :  they  shall  be

*  come,  1  months. 
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7  without  blemish,'  And  he  shall  prepare12  an  oblation,  an  ephah 
for  a  bull,  and  an  ephah  for  a  ram,  and  for  the  iambs  according 
as  bis  hand  shall  attain3  unto,  and  an  bin  of  oil  to  an  ephah, 

8  And  when  the  prince  comcth,  he  shall  go  in  by  the  way  of  the 
porch  of  that  gate,  anti  he  shall  go  forth  by  the  way  thereof. 

9  But  when  the  people  of  the  land  shall  come  before  the  Eternal 
in  the  appointed  seasons,  lie  that  entereth4  in  by  the  way  of 
the  north  gate  to  prostrate  himself  shall  go  out  by  the  way  of 
the  south  gate  ;  and  he  that  cometh  by  the  way  of  the  south 
gate  shall  go  forth  by  the  way  of  the  north  gate :  he  shall  not 
return  hy  the  way  of  the  gate  whereby  he  came  in,  hut  shall 

10  go  forth  over  against  it*  And  the  prince  in  the  midst  of  them, 
when  they  come,  shall  come ;  and  when  they  go  forth,  shall  go 

11  forth.  And  in  the  festivals  and  in  the  appointed  seasons  the 
oblation  shall  be  an  ephah  to  a  bull,  and  an  ephah  to  a  ram, 
and  to  the  lambs  a  gift  of  his  hand,  and  an  run  of  oil  to  an 

12  ephah.  Now  when  the  prince  shall  prepare9  a  free  will 
offering,  burnt  offering  or  feast  offerings  a  voluntary  offering 
unto  the  Eternal,  one  shall  then  open  him  the  gate  that 
turneth  towards  the  east,  and  he  shall  prepare8  his  burnt  offer¬ 
ing  and  his  feast  offerings,  as  he  did  oa  the  sabbath  day:  then 
he  shall  go  forth  ;  and  after  his  going  forth  one  shall  shut  the 

13  gate,  Thou  slialt  daily4  prepare9  a  burnt  offering  unto  the 
Eternal  of  a  lamb  of  the  first*  year  without  blemish  r1  thou 

14  shalt  prepare3  it  every  morning/  And  thou  shalt  prepare8 
an  oblation  for  it  every  morning/  the  sixth  part  of  an  ephah, 
and  the  third  part  of  an  hin  of  oil,  to  temper  with  the  flour;  an 
oblation  continually  by  ordinances  for  ever  unto  the  Eternal* 

15  And  thus  shall  they  prepare9  the  lamb,  and  the  oblation,  and 
the  oil,  every  morning7  for  a  continual  burnt  offering* 

16  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal;  If  the  prince  give  a  gift  unto 
any  of  his  sons,  the  inheritance  thereof  shall  be  his  sons';  it 

17  shall  be  tbeir  possession  by  inheritance*  But  if  be  give  a  gift 
of  his  inheritance  to  one  of  hia  servants,  then  it  shall  be  his  to 
the  year  of  liberty;  after  it  shall  return8  to  the  prince :  but 

18  his  inheritance  shall  be  his  sons*  for  them*  Moreover  the  prince 
shall  not  take  of  the  people’s  inheritance  to  be  extortionate  to 
them,  to  thrust  them  out  of  their  possession ;  but  he  shall  give 
his  sons  inheritance  out  of  his  own  possession  :  that  my  people 

19  be  not  scattered  every  man  from  his  possession*  And  he 
brought  me  ^through  the  avenue,  which  was  at  the  aide*  of  the 
gate,  into  the  cells  of  the  holiness  to  the  priests,  which  turned 
towards  the  nerth  :  and,  behold,  there  was  a  place  on  the  two 

20  sides10  westward.  Then  said  he  unto  me,  This  is  the  place

year.  7  til  the  morning  in  the  morning.  4  re^t.  a  shoulder.  10  1  Lillis. 
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where  the  priests  shall  boil  the  guilt  offering  and  the  sin  offer¬ 
ing,  where  they  shall  bake  the  oblation;  that  they  bear  them 

21  not  out  into  the  outer  enclosure,  to  sanctify  the  people.  Then 
he  brought  me  forth  into  the  outer  enclosure,  and  caused  me 
to  pass  by  the  four  angles  of  the  enclosure ;  and,  behold,  in 

22  every  angle  of  the  enclosure  there  was  an  enclosure.  In  the 
four  angles  of  the  enclosure  there  were  enclosures  joined |]  of 
forty  cubits  long  and  thirty  broad :  these  four  angles  were  of 

23  one  measure.  And  there  was  a  row  qf  building  round  about  in 
them,  round  about  them  four,  and  U  wag  made  with  boiling 

24  places  under  the  rows  round  about.  Then  said  he  unto  me. 
These  are  the  places1  of  them  that  boil,  where  the  ministers  of 
the  house  shall  bo3  the  sacrifice  of  the  people. 

Chap.  XLVII. 

1  And  he  brought*  me  out  unto  the  entrance  of  the  house ;  and, 
hehold,  waters  issued  out  from  under  the  threshold  of  the  house 
eastward:  for  the  forefront®  of  the  house  stood  toward  the  east, 
and  the  waters  came  down  ftom  under  from  the  right  side*  of 

2  the  house,  at  the  south  side  of  the  altar.  Then  brought  he  me 
out  of  the  way  of  the  gate  northward,  and  led  me  about  the 
way  without  unto  the  outer  gate  by  the  way  that  turneth  east¬ 
ward  ;  and,  behold,  there  run  outfj  waters  on  the  right  side.4 

3  And  when  the  man  that  had  the  line  in  his  hand  went  forth 
eastward,  he  measured  a  thousand  cubits,  and  be  caused  me  to 
pass  through  the  waters;  the  waters  were  to  the  ancles.|| 

4  Again  he  measured  a  thousand,  and  caused  me  to  pass  through 
the  waters ;  the  waters  were  to  the  knees.  Again  he  measured 
a  thousand,  and  caused  me  to  pass  through;  the  waters  were 

5  to  the  loins.  Afterwords  he  measured  a  thousand ;  and  it  wag 
a  river4  that  1  could  not  pass  over :  for  the  waters  were  risen,0 
waters  to  swim  in,  a  rivei5  that  could  not  be  passed  over. 

6  And  he  said  unto  me,  Son  of  man,  haBt  thou  seen  tide  ?  Then 
he  led  me,  and  cansed  me  to  return  to  the  brink7  of  the  river.4 

7  Now  when  1  had  returned,  behold,  at  the  hank  of  the  river 
were  very  many  trees  on  the  one  side  and  on  the  other.0 

8  Then  said  he  unto  me.  These  waters  issue9  out  towards  the 
east  region,  and  go  down  into  the  plains,  and  go  into  the  sea  ; 
even  into  the  sea  of  those  brought  forth,  the  waters  shall  be 

9  healed.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  thing  that 
livcth,  which  inereaseth  abundantly,  whithersoever  two  nver»ia 

1  lionise*  1  restored.  *  Jaoe,  *  shoulder,  *  brook*  *  sublime.  1  Vi\t. 

»  from  this  tnd  from  this.  *  go*  30  brook* 
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shall  come,  shall  live :  and  there  shall  be  a  very  great  multi¬ 
tude  of  fish,  because  these  waters  shall  come  thither :  for  they 
shall  he  healed  ;  and  every  thiog  shall  live  whither  the  river1 

10  cometh.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  the  fishers  shall 
stand  upon  it  from  En-gedi  even  unto  En-eglaim  ;  they  shall 
be  a  place  to  spread  forth  nets ;  their  fish  shall  be  according  to 
their  kinds,  as  the  fish  of  the  great  sea,  exceeding  many. 

1 1  But  the  miry  places  thereof  and  the  marshes8  thereof  shall  not  be 

12  healed;  they  are  given  to  salt.  And  by  the  river1  upon  the 
bank8  thereof,  on  this  side  and  on  that  side,1  shall  grow9  ail 
trees  for  food,  whose  leaf  shall  not  fade,  neither  shall  the  fruit 
thereof  be  consumed  :G  it  shall  bring  forth  early  fruit  according 
to  its  months,  because  its  waters— they  issued  out  of  the  sanc¬ 
tuary  :  and  the  fruit  thereof  shall  be  for  food,  and  the  leaf 

13  thereof  for  medicine.  Thus  saith  the  Lord  Eternal ;  This|j 
shall  be  the  boundary,  whereby  ye  shall  inherit  the  land  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel ;  Joseph  shall  have  two 

14  portions.7  And  ye  shall  inherit  it,  one  as  well  as  another:1 
concerning  the  which  I  lifted  up  my  hand  to  give  it  unto  your 
fathers :  and  this  land  shall  fall  onto  you  for  inheritance. 

15  And  this  shall  be  the  boundary  of  the  land  towards  the  north 
comer,  from  the  great  sea,  the  way  of  Hethlon,  as  men  come 

16  to  Zedad ;  Hamath,  Berothah,  Sibraim,  which  w  between  the 
boundary  of  Damascus  and  the  boundary  of  Hamath ;  Hazar- 

17  hatticon,  which  is  by  the  boundary  of  Hauran,  And  the 
boundary  from  the  sea  shall  be  Hazar-enan,  the  boundary  of 
Damascus,  and  the  north  northward,  and  the  boundary  of 

18  Hamath.  And  this  is  the  north  corner.  And  the  east  comer 
from  between  Hauran,  and  from  between  Damascus,  and  from 
between  Gilead,  and  from  between  the  land  of  Israel  is  the 
Jordan;  from  the  boundary  on  the  east  sea  shall  ye  measure. 

19  And  this  is  the  east  corner.  And  the  south  comer  southward, 
from  Tamur  even  to  the  waters  of  strife,  in  Kodesh,  the  river1 
to  the  great  sea.  And  this  is  the  south  corner  southward. 

20  The  west  comer  also  shall  be  the  great  sea  from  the  boundary, 
till  a  man  come  over  against  Hamath.  This  is  the  west 

21  corner.  So  shall  ye  divide  this  land  unto  you  according  to  the 

22  tribes  of  Israel.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  ye  shall 
divide9  it  by  lot  for  an  inheritance  unto  you,  and  to  the 
strangers  that  sojourn  among  yon,  who  shall  beget  children 
among  you  :  and  they  shall  be  unto  yon  as  a  native  among  the 
children  of  Israel ;  they  shall  have10  inheritance  with  you 

23  among  the  tribes  of  Israel.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in 
what  tribe  the  stranger  soioumeth,  there  shall  ye  give  him  his 
inheritance,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.

From  the  north  ex¬ 
tremity  to  the  coast1  of  the  way  of  Hethlon,  as  one  goeth  to 
Hamath,  Hazar-enan,  the  boundary  of  Damascus  northward, 
to  the  coast*  of  Hamath ;  for  these  me  his  corners  east  and 

U  west  i  a  portion  far  Dan,  And  by  the  boundary  of  Dan,  from 

3  the  east  corner  unto  the  west  corner,  a  portion  for  Asher.  And 
by  the  boundary  of  Asher,  front  the  east  corner  even  onto  the 

4  west  corner,  a  portion  for  Naphtali.  And  by  the  boundary  of 
Naphtali,  from  the  east  comer  unto  the  west  comer,  a  portion 

5  for  Manasseb.  And  by  the  boundary  of  hfanasseh,  from  the 

6  east  comer  unto  the  west  corner,  a  portion  far  Ephraim.  And 
by  the  boundary  of  Ephraim,  from  the  east  corner  even  unto 

7  the  west  comer,  a  portion  for  Reuben.  And  by  the  boundary 
of  Reuben,  from  the  east  comer  unto  the  west  comer,  a  portion 

8  for  Judah.  And  by  the  boundary  of  Judah,  from  the  east 
comer  unto  the  west  corner,  shall  be  the  heave  offering  which 
ye  shall  heave  of  five  and  twenty  thousand  cane*  in  breadth, 
and  in  length  as  one  of  the  other  parts,  from  the  east  comer  unto 
the  west  corner :  and  the  sanctuary  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  it. 

9  The  heave  offering  that  ye  shall  heave  unto  the  Eternal  shall  be

1 3  And  over  against  the  boundary  of  the  priests  the  Levites  shall 
hone  five  and  twenty  thousand  in  length,  and  ten  thousand  in 
breadth :  all  the  length  shall  be  five  and  twenty  thousand,  and 

1 4  the  breadth  ten  thousand.  And  they  shall  not  sell  of  it,  neither 
exchange,  nor  alienate?  the  firstfruits  of  the  land :  for  it  is 

15  holiness  unto  the  Eternal.  And  the  five  thousand,  that  are 
left  in  the  breadth  over  against  the  five  and  twenty  thousand, 
shall  be  a  profane  place  for  the  city,  for  dwelling,  and  for

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16  suburbs :  and  the*  city  shall  be  in  the  midst  thereof.  And

25  the  west  comer,  Simeon  shall  have  a  portion.  And  by  the 
boundary  of  Simeon,  from,  the  east  comer  unto  the  west  comer, 

26  Issachar  a  portion.  And  by  the  boundary  of  Issachar,  from

3  blood.  Therefore  shall  the  land  mourn,  and  every  one  that 
abideth  therein  shall  languish,  with  the  animal  of  the  field,  and 
with  the  fowl  of  heaven j  yea,  the  fishes  of  the  sea  also  shall  be 

4  taken  away.1  Yet  let  no  man  quarrel,  and  no  man  reprove  :* 

5  for  thy  people  are  as  they  that  quarrel  with  the  priest.  There¬ 
fore  slialt  thou  stumble  in  the  day,  and  the  prophet  also  shall 
stumble  with  thee  in  the  night,  and  I.  will  destroy  ||  thy  mother. 

G  My  people  are  struck  dumb  for  lack  of  the  knowledge :  be¬ 
cause  thou  hast  scorned  tbe  knowledge,  1  will  also  scorn  thee, 
that  thou  slialt  be  no  priest  to  me :  Boeing  thou  hast  forgotten 

7  tbe  law  of  tby  God,  I  will  also  forget  tby  children.  As  they 
were  increased,  so  they  sinned  against  me :  therefore  will  I  ex- 

8  change  their  glory  for  ignominy.  They  eat  up  the  sin  of  my 

9  people,  and  they  set1  their  heart4  on3  their  iniquity.  And  there 
shall  be,  like  people,  like  priest :  and  I  will  punish8  them  for 

10  their  ways,  and  reward7  them  their  doings.  For  they  shall  eat, 
and  not  be  satisfied  t  they  shall  commit  whoredom,  and  shall 
not  increase  ;s  because  they  have  left  off  to  take  heed  to  the 

1 1  Eternal.  Whoredom  and  wine  and  must  take  away  the  heart. 

12  My  people  inquire  of  their  wood,  and  their  stick  telleth  them : 
for  the  spirit  of  whoredoms  hath  caused  them  to  err,  and  they 

13  have  gone  a  whoring  from  under  their  God.  They  sacrifice 
upon  the  tops9  of  the  mountains,  and  bum  incense  upon  the 
hills,  under  oaks  and  poplars  and  terebinths,  because  the  sha¬ 
dow  thereof  is  good:  therefore  your  daughters  shall  commit 

14  whoredom,  and  your  brides  shall  commit  adultery.  I  will  not 
punish*  your  daughters  when  they  commit  whoredom,  nor 
your  brides  when  they  commit  adultery ;  for  themselves  are 
separated  with,  whores,  and  they  sacrifice  with  harlots :  there- 

15  fore  the  people  that  doth  not  understand  shall  fall.||  Though 
thou,  Israel,  play  the  harlot,  yet  let  not  Judah  be  guilty  ;  and 
come  not  ye  unto  Gilgal,  neither  go  ye  up  to  Betn-avert, 

16  nor  swear.  The  Eternal  liveth.  For  Israel  slideth  back  as  a 
backsliding  heifer :  now  the  Eternal  will  feed  them  as  a  lamb 

17  in  a  large  place.  Ephraim  is  joined  to  idols:  let  him  alone. 

18  Their  beverage  is  sour  :w  they  nave  committed  whoredom  :  her 

19  rulers11  do  love  ignominy.  The  wind  hath  bound  her  up  in  her 
wings,  and  they  shall  be  confounded  because  of  their  sacrifices, 

1  assembled.  *  argue.  *  bear.  *  aonU  9  to.  *  bear  in  mind. .  T  restore. 

*  burst  forth*  *  brads,  **  departed.  J1  shields. 
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HOSEA;  Chap.  V.  VI. 

Chap.  V. 

1  Hear  ye  this,  O  priests ;  and  attend  ye  house  of  Israel ;  and 
give  ye  ear,  O  house  of  the  king,  for  the  judgment  belongs1  to 
you ;  yet  ye  have  been  a  snare  to  Mi?, pah,  and  a  net  spread 

2  upon  Tabor.  And  in  slaughtering  the  perverts  have  gone 

3  deep,  bat  I  am  a  chastisement  to  all  of  them.  Z  know  Ephraim, 
ana  Israel  is  not  hid8  from  me :  for  now,  O  Ephraim,  tbou 

4  comm  it  test  whoredom,  and  Israel  is  defiled.  They  will  not 
frame*  their  doingB  to  turn  unto  their  God ;  for  the  spirit  of 
whoredoms  is  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  they  have  not  known 

5  the  Eternal.  And  the  pride4  of  Israel  doth  testify8  to  his  face : 

-  therefore  shall  Israel  and  Ephraim  stumble  in  their  iniquity ; 

G  Judah  also  shall  stumble  with  them.  They  shall  go  with  their 
flocks  and  with  their  herds  to  seek  the  Eternal ;  but  they  shall  not 

7  find  him ;  he  hath  withdrawn  hi  mself  from  them.  They  have 
dealt  treacherously  against  the  Eternal  j  for  they  have  begotten 
strange8  children :  now  shall  a  month  devour7  them  with  their 

8  portions.  Blow8  ye  the  comet  in  the  Gibeah,  and  the  trumpet 
in  the  Ramah  ;  raise  a  din  at  Bethaven,  after  thee,  O  Benja- 

9  min.  Ephraim  shall  he  a  desolation  in  the  day  of  rebuke  : 
among  the  tribes  of  Israel  have  I  made  known  what  is  accredited. 

10  The  officers  of  Judah  were  like  them  that  displace  the  bound : 

~  therefore  Z  will  shed  my  indignation-  upon  them  like  water. 

11  Ephraim  is  oppressed  and  crushed  in  judgment,  because  he  was 

12  willing,  and  walked  after  the  precept.  Therefore  will  I  be  unto 
Ephraim  as  a  moth,  and  to  the  house  of  Judah  as  rottenness. 

1 3  When  Ephraim  saw  his  sickness,  and  Jndah  saw  his  wound,9 
then  went  Ephraim  to  Assyria,  and  sent  to  king  Jareb ;  yet 

14  could  he  not  heal  you,  nor  cure  any  of  yon  of  yarn  wound.9  For 
I  will  be  unto  Ephraim  as  a  lion,  and  as  a  young  lion  to  the 
house  of  Judah :  1,  even  I,  will  tear  and  go  away ;  I  will  take 

15  away,  and  none  shall  deliver  Asm.  I  will  go  and  return  to  my 
place,  till  they  expiate  their  guilt,10  and  seek  my  face :  in  their 
distress  they  will  seek  me  early.

1  Come,11  and  let  us  return  unto  the  Eternal :  for  he  hath  torn, 
and  he  will  heal  us ;  he  hath  smitten,  and  he  will  hind  us  up.

O  Judah,  what  shall  I  do  unto  thee  ?  for 
your  mercy  is  as  a  morning  cloud,  and  as  the  early  dew  it  goeth 

5  away.  Therefore  have  1  hewed  among  the  prophets;  1  have  slain 
them  by  the  sayings  of  my  mouth :  and  thy  judgments  areas  the 

6  light  that  goeth  forth.  For  I  desired  mercy,  and  not  sacrifice; 

7  and  the  knowledge  of  God  more  than  burnt  offerings.  But 
they  like  men  have  transgressed  the  covenant :  there  have  they 

8  dealt  treacherously  against  me.  Gilead  is  a  town  of  them  that 

6  work  iniquity,  to  the  heel  in  blood.  And  as  troops  of  robbers 
wait  for  a  man,  eo  the  company  of  priests  murder  in  the  way

ble  thing  in  the  house  of  Israel  i  there  is  the  whoredom  of 

1 1  Ephraim,  Israel  is  defiled*  Also,  O  Judah,  he  hath  set  a  har¬ 
vest  for  thee,  in  my  returning  the  captivity  of  my  people. 

CHAP,  va 

1  When  I  would  have  healed  Israel,  then  the  iniquity  of  Ephraim 
was  discovered,  and  the  wickedness  of  Samaria :  for  they  work 
falsehood;1  and  the  thief  cometh  in,  and  the  troop  of  robbers 

2  spoileth4  without.  And  they  say  not  to  their  hearts  that  I  re¬ 
member  all  their  wickedness :  now  their  own  doings  have  beset 

3  them  about;  they  are  before  my  face.  They  rejoice  a  king 

4  with  their  wickedness,  and  officers  with  their  lies.  They  ore 
all  adulterers^  as  an  oven  heated9  by  the  baker;  the  stoker 

5  leaveth  off  kneading  the  dough,  until  it  be  leavened.  In  the 
day  of  our  king  officers  have  made  Atm  rick  with  fury  from 

0  wine ;  he  drew  scorners  toith  his  hand.  For  they  have  made 
ready j |  their  heart  like  an  oven,  whiles  they  lie  in  writ:  their 
baker  sleepeth  all  the  night ;  in  the  morning  it  bumeth  as  a 

7  flaming  fire.  They  are  all  hot  as  an  oven,  and  have  devoured* 
their  judges;  all  their  kings  are  fallen :  there  is  none  among 

8  them  that  calleth  unto  roe.  Ephraim,  he  hath  mixed  himself 

9  among  the  peoples ;  Ephraim  is  a  cake  not  turned.  Strangers7 
have  devoured8  his  strength,  and  be  knoweth  it  not :  yea,  gray 

10  hair  besprinkles  him,  yet  he  knoweth  not.  And  the  excellency 
of  Israel  testitieth9  to  nis  face :  and  they  do  not  return  to  the 

1 1  Eternal  their  God,  nor  seek  him  for  all  this.  Ephraim  also  is 
like  a  silly  dove  without  heart ;  they  call  to  Egypt,  they  go  to 

12  Assyria,  When  they  shall  go,  I  will  spread  my  net  upon  them ; 
I  will  brinj  them  down  as  the  fowls  of  the  heaven ;  I  will  chas- 

*  do-  -  evil  imagination.  3  « lie.  *  unfold  rib.  5  burning-  *  eaten. 

7  laymen.  *  eaten.  9  answereth. 
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HO  SEA,  Chap.  VII.  VIII. 

13  tise  them,  as  their  congregation  hath  heard.1  Woe  unto  them 
for  they  have  fled  from  me:  destruction  unto  them!  because 
they  hare  transgressed  against  me:  though  1  have  released 

14  them,  yet  they  have  spoken  falsehoods  against  me.  And  they 
have  not  cried  onto  me  with  their  hearty  though  they  howled 
upon  their  couches  :  they  assemble]]  themselves  for  corn  and 

15  must,  and  they  depart  from  me.  Though  I  have  corrected* 
and  strengthened  their  arms,  yet  do  they  imagine3  evil  against 

16  me.  They  return,  but  not  towards  above :  they  are  like  a  de¬ 
ceitful  bow :  their  officers  shall  fall  by  the  sword  for  the  rage 
of  their  tongue :  this  shall  be  their  derision  in  the  land  of 
Egypt. 


Chap.  VIII. 

1  Set  the  trumpet  to  thy  mouth.*  He  shall  come  as  the  eagle 
against  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  because  they  have  trsns- 

2  greased9  my  covenant,  and  trespasssed  against  my  law.  They 

3  shall  cry  nnto  me.  My  God,  we,  Israel,  know  thee.  Israel 
hath  cast  off  Atm  that  is  good :  the  enemy  shall  pursue  him.

7  in  pieces.  ||  For  wind  they  have  sown,  and  whirlwind  they 
shall  reap :  it  hath  no  stalk  :6  a  bud7  yield  no  meal :  and  if 

&  it  yield8  perchance,  strangers3  shall  swallow  it  np.  Israel  is  swal¬ 
lowed  up :  now  shall  they  be  among  the  nations  as  a  vessel 

9  wherein  is  no  pleasure.  For  they  are  gone  up  to  Assyria,  a 
wild  ass  solitary  by  himself:  Ephraim  dispenseth  love  gifts. 

10  Yea,  though  they  have  dispensed  among  the  nations,  now  will 
I  gather  them,  and  they  shall  begin  to  recover  a  little  from  the 

11  burden  of  the  king  and  officers.  Because  Ephraim  hath  made 

12  many  altars  to  sm,  altars  shall  be  unto  him  to  sin.  I  have 
written  to  him  the  great  things  of  my  law,  but  they  were  ac- 

13  counted  as  a  strange10  thing.  The  sacrifices  of  my  gifts  they

Threshing  floor  and 
winepress  shall  not  feed  them,  and  the  must  shall  fad1  in  her, 

3  They  shall  not  abide  in  the  land  of  the  Eternal,  but  Ephraim 
shall  return  to  Egypt,  and  they  shall  eat  unclean  tldngs  in  As- 

4  Syria.  They  shall  not  pour  wine  offerings  to  the  Eternal, 
neither  shall  they  be  pleating  unto  him :  their  sacrifices  shall  be 
unto  them  as  the  bread  of  mourners ;  all  that  eat  thereof  shall 
be  polluted :  for  their  bread  shall  be  for  their  soul,  it  shall  not 

6  come  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  What  will  ye  do  in  the

Therefore 
also  now,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  return  ye  even  to  me 
with  all  your  heart,  and  with  fasting,  and  with  weeping,  and 

13  with  mourning :  And  rend  your  heart,  and  not  your  garments, 
and  return  unto  the  Eternal  your  God :  for  he  is  gracious  and 
merciful,  alow  to  anger,8  and  of  great  kindness,*  and  repenteth 

14  him  of  the  evil.  Who  knoweth  \f  he  will  return  and  repent, 
and  leave  a  blearing  behind  him;  even  an  oblation  and  a  drink 

15  offering  unto  the  Eternal  your  God?  Blow8  a  cornet  in  Zion, 

16  sanctify  a  fast,  call  a  restriction  from  labour :  Assemble  the 
people,  sanctify  the  assembly,  gather  the  elders,  assemble  in¬ 
fants  and  sucklings  of  the  breasts :  let  the  bridegroom  go  forth 

17  of  his  chamber,  and  the  bride  out  of  her  closet.9  Let  the  priests, 
the  ministers  of  the  Eternal,  weep  between  the  porch  and  the 
altar,  and  let  them  say,  Spare  thy  people,  O  Eternal,  and  give 
not  thine  heritage  to  disgrace,  that  nations  should  rule  over 
them :  wherefore  should  they  say  among  the  peoples,  Where 

18  is  their  God  ?  Then  will  the  Eternal  be  jealous  for  his  land, 

10  and  pity  his  people.  Yea,  the  Eternal  will  answer  and  say 

unto  his  people.  Behold,  1  will  send  you  the  own,  and  the 
must,  and  the  oil10  and  ye  shall  be  satisfied  therewith :  and  I 

20  will  no  more  make11  you  a  disgrace  among  the  nations  :  But  I 
will  remove  far  off  from  you  the  northern  one,  and  will  thrust 
him  into  a  land  barren  and  desolate,  with  his  face  towards  the 
east  sea,  and  his  hinder  part  towards  the  utmost  sea,  and  his 
stink  shall  come  up,  and  his  ill  savour||  shall  come  np,  because 

21  he  hath  done  great  things.  Fear  not,  0  ground ;  be  glad  and 

22  rejoice:  for  the  Eternal  will  do  great  things.  Fear  not,y 
beasts  of  the  field :  for  the  pastures  of  the  desert  do  spring,  fc 
the  tree  beareth  its  fruit,  the  fig  tree  and  the  vine  do  yield11 

23  their  force.  Be  glad  then,  ye  children  of  Son,  and  rejoice  in 
the  Eternal  your  God :  for  he  hath  given  you  the  former  rain 
in  righteousness,  and  he  will  cause  to  come  down  for  you  the

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24  rain,  the  former  rain,  and  the  latter  rain  as  at  first.  And  the 
threshing  floors  shall  be  full  of  corn,  and  the  vats  shall 

25  overflow  with  must  and  oil.1  And  I  will  repay  to  you  the 
yean  that  the  locust  hath  eaten,  the  cankerworm,||  and  the 
caterpillar,  |{  and  the  palmefworm,||  my  great  force  which  I  sent 

26  forth  among  you.  wad  ye  shall  eat  in  plenty,  and  be  satisfied, 
and  praise  the  name  of  the  Eternal  your  Goa,  that  hath  dealt* 
wondrously  with  you :  and  my  people  shall  never  be  ashamed. 

27  And  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  the  midst  of  Israel,  and  that  I 
am  the  Lord  your  God,  and  none  else  t  and  my  people  shall 
never  be  ashamed.

1  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  afterwards,  that  I  will  shed  my  Bpirit 
upon  all  flesh ;  and  your  sons  and  your  daughters  shall  pro¬ 
phesy,  your  elders  shall  dream  dreams,  your  youths  shall  see 

2  visions :  And  also  upon  the  servants  and  upon  the  handmaids

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6  pleasant  things  : .  The  children  also  of  Jucbh  and  the  children

Assemble  your- 
selves,|t  and  come,  all  ye  nations,  and  gather  yourselves  together 
round  about :  thither  cause  thy  heroes  to  come  down,  O  Eter- 

12  nal.  Let  the  nations  be  stirred  up,  and  come  up  to  the  volley 
of  Jehoshaphat :  for  there  will  1  sit  to  judge  all  the  nations 

13  round  about.  Send  ye  in  the  sickle,  for  the  harvest  is  ripe  : 
come,  get  you  down  ;  for  the  press  is  full,  the  vats  overflow ; 

14  for  their  wickedness  is  great.9  Crowds,  crowds  in  the  valley  of 
decision :  for  the  day  of  the  Eternal  is  near  in  the  valley  of  de- 

15  cision.  The  sun  and  the  moon  shall  be  darkened,  and  stars 

16  withdraw4  their  brightness.  The  Eternal  also  shall  roar  out

Thus  saith  the 
Eternal ;  For  three  transgressions  of  Tyrus,  and  for  four,  I 
will  not  restore  it ;  because  they  delivered  up  exiles  into  com¬ 
plete  exile  to  Edom,  and  remembered  not  the  covenant  of 

10  brothers  :  And  I  will  send  forth  a  fire  on  the  rampart  of  TyruB, 

11  and  shall  devour1  the  citadelsj|  thereof.  Thus  saith  the  Eter¬ 
nal;  For  three  transgressions  of  Edom,  and  for  four,  I  will 
not  restore  it;  because  he  did  pursue  his  brother  with  the 
sword,  and  did  cast  off9  his  compassion,  and  his  wrath  did  tear 

12  perpetually,  and  he  bent  his  indignation  for  ever :  And  I  will 
send  forth  a  lire  upon  Teman,  and  it  shall  devour1  the  citadels 
of  Bozxah. 

13  Thus  saith  the  Eternal;  For  three  transgressions  of  the

For  they  know  not  to  do  right, 
i$  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  who  treasure  up  violence  and 

11  robbery  in  their  citadels.|l  Therefore  thuB  saith  the  Eternal ; 
There  is  an  adversary  round  about  the .  land ;  and  he  shall 
bring  down  thy  strength  from  thee,  and  thy  citadcls||  shall  be 

12  spoiled.  Thus  saitb  the  Eternal;  As  the  shephered  tuketh 
out1  of  the  mouth  of  the  lion  two  legs,  or  a  piecell  of  an  ear; 
so  shall  the  children  of  Israel  be  delivered  that  abide  in  Sa¬ 
maria  in  the  corner  of  a  bed,  and  in  the  damaBk  of  a  bedstead. 

13  Hear  ye,  and  testify  in  the  house  of  Jacob,  is  the  declaration

Ye  who 
turn  judgment  to  wormwood,  and  place  righteousness  in  the 

8  earth.  The  Maker  of  pleiades[|  and  Orion, [[  he  that  tuincth

14  for  it  is  an  evil  time.  Inquire  after  good,  and  not  evil,  that  ye 
may  live  :  and  so  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  hosts,  shall  be  with 

1 5  you,  as  ye  have  said.  Hate  evil,  and  love  good,  and  set  judg¬ 
ment  in  the  gate :  it  may  be  that  the  Eternal  God  or  hosts 

16  will  be  gracious  unto  the  remnant  of  Joseph.  Therefore  the 
Eternal,  the  God  of  hosts,  the  Lord,  saith  thus ;  Wailing  shall 
be  in  all  streets;  and  they  shall  say  in  all  the  highways,1*  Alas! 
alas !  and  they  shall  call  the  husbandman  to  mourning,  and 

17  such  as  know  lamentation  to  wailing.  And  in  all  vineyards  shall 
be  lamentation :  for  I  will  passthrough  thee, saith  the  Eternal. 

18  Woe  unto  you  that  long  for  the  day  of  the  Eternal !  for  what 
is  the  day  of  the  Eternal  to  yon?  It  it  darkness,  and  not 

19  light.  As  if  a  man  did  flee  from  the  lion,  and  the  hear  met

Shall  not  the  day  of  the  Eternal  be 
darkness,  and  not  light  ?  even  very  dark,  and  brightness  in 

21  it?  I  hate,  I  scorn  your  festivals,  and  I  will  not  smell  during 

22  your  restrictions  from  labour.  Though  ye  offer’  me  burnt  offer¬ 
ings  and  your  oblations  1  will  not  accept  them :  neither  will  1  be- 

23  hold  the  feast-offering  of  yoar  fallings.  Remove  thou  from  me 
the  iioise8  of  thy  songs ;  for  I  will  not  hear  the  melody  of  thy 

1  eaL  2  shine  ford).  *  signeth.  *  perfect.  6  incline.  *  outside. 

7  bring  up.  *  <jon  d. 
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24  viol.s,]  But  jet-  judgment  be  rolled  along  as  waters,  and  right- 
2.5  cousncKS  as  a  continual  brook.  The  sacrifices  and  oblation  ye 
have  brought  nigh  unto  me  in  the  desert  forty  years,  O  house  of 
2G  Israel.  And  yet  ye  carried  the  canopy  of  your  king  and  the 
Saturn  [|  of  your  images,  the  star  of  your  god,  which  ye  made  to 
27  yourselves.  Therefore  will  I  cause  you  to  go  into  exile  beyond 
Damascus,  saith  tho  Eternal,  whose  name  is  The  God  of  hosts.

1  Won  to  them  that  are  at  ease  in  Zion,  and  trust  in  the  moun¬

2  the  house  of  Israel  camel  Pass  ye  unto  Calneh,  and  see;  and 
from  thence  go  ye  to  Hamath  ltabbak :  then  go  down  to  Gath

Chap.  VII. 

1  Tims  hath  the  Lord  Eternal  showed  unto  me ;  and,  behold,  he 
formed  grasshoppers})  in  the  beginning  of  the  shooting1  up  of 
latter  growth ;  and,  lo,  it  was  the  latter  growth  after  the  king’s 

2  mowings.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  they  had  finished 
eating  the  grass  of  the  land,  then  I  said,  O  Lord  Eternal,  pray

12  Also  Amaziah  said  unto  Amos,  O  thou  seer,  go,  flee  thee 
away  into  the  land  of  Judah,  and  there  eat  bread,  and  prophesy 

13  there  :  But  do  sot  continue  to  prophesy  any  more  at  Beth-el ; 
for  it  is  the  king’s  sanctuary,  and  it  is  the  house  of  a  kingdom.

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14  Then  answered  Amos,  and  said  to  Amaziah,  I  was  no  prophet, 
neither  was  I  a  prophet’s  son;  but  I  was  a  herdman,  and  a 

1*5  gatherer!!  of  sycamore  fruit :  And  the  Eternal  took  me  from  be¬ 
hind  the  dock,  and  the  Eternal  said  unto  me.  Go,  prophesy 

16  unto  my  people  Israel.  Now  therefore  hear  thou  the  word  of 
the  Eternal:  Thou  sayest,  Prophesy  not  against  Israel,  and 

17  drop  not  thy  word  against  the  house  of  Isaac.  Therefore  thus

If  thieves  came  to  thee,  if 
robbers  by  night — how  art  thou  struck  dnmb ! — would  they  not 
have  stolen  till  they  had  enough  ?  if  grapegatberers  came  to 

6  thee,  would  they  not  leave  gleanings  ?  II ow  are  the  things  of 
Esau  searched  out  1  how  are  his  hidden  things  sought  up  ! 

7  All  the  men  of  thy  covenant  have  sent  thee  forth  to  the 
boundary :  the  men  that  were  at  peace  with  thee  have  heguiled 
thee,  and  prevailed  against  thee ;  they  that  eat  thy  bread  have 
laid  a  snarejl  under  thee :  there  it  none  understanding  in  him, 

8  Shall  I  not  in  that  day,  is  the  dederation  of  the  Eternal,  even 
destroy  wise  men  out  of  Edom,  and  understanding  out  of  the 

9  mount  of  Esau  ?  And  thy  heroes,  O  Teman,  shall  be  dis¬ 
mayed,  to  the  end  that  every  one1  of  the  mount  of  Esau 

10  may  be  cut  off  by  slaughter.  For  thy  violence  agamst  thy 
brother  Jacob  shame  shell  cover  thee,  and  thou  sbalt  be  cut  off 

1 1  for  ever.  In  the  day  that  thou  stoodest  opposite,  in  the  day 
that  straugers?  carried  away  captive  his  forces,  and  foreigners* 

1  »  roan.  *  laymen.  1  stranger*. 
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came  into  his  gates,  and  cast  lots  upon  Jerusalem,  even  thou 

12  t vast  as  one  of  them.  But  thon  shalt  not  see  again  the  day  of 
thy  brother,  the  day  that  he  became  a  stranger;  neither  shalt 
thou  rejoice  over  the  children  of  Judah  in  the  day  of  their  de¬ 
struction  ;  neither  shalt  thou  open  wide  thy  mouth  in  the  day 

13  of  distress.  Thou  shalt  not  come  into  the  gate  of  my  people  in 
the  day  of  their  calamity;1  yea,  thou  shut  not  see  their  evil 
in  the  day  of  their  calamity,1  nor  lay  hands  on  their  substance* 

1 4  in  the  day  of  their  calamity  Neither  shalt  thou  stand  in  the 
crossway,  to  cut  off  those  of  his  that  did  escape ;  neither  shalt

IB  Jacob  shall  possess  their  possessions.  And  the  house  of  Jacob 
shall  be  a  fire,  and  the  house  of  Joseph  a  flame,  and  the  house 
of  Esau  for  stubble,  and  they  shall  blaze  up  in  them,  and  de¬ 
vour*  them :  and  there  shall  not  be  any  remaining  of  the  house 

19  of  Esan ;  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  it.  And  they  of  the 
south  shall  possess  the  mount  of  Esau ;  and  they  of  the  low¬ 
land  the  Philistines  :  and  they  Bhall  possess  the  fields  of 
Ephraim,  and  the  fields  of  Samaria:  ana  Benjamin  shall  pos- 

20  s ess  Gilead.  And  the  exiles  of  this  force  of  the  children  of 
Israel  shall  possess  that  of  the  Canaanites,  even  unto  Zate- 
phath;  and  the  exiles  of  Jerusalem,  who  are  in  Sepharad,  shall 

21  possess  the  cities  of  the  south.  And  saviours  shall  come  up  on 
mount  Zion  to  judge  the  mount  of  Esau;  and  the  royalty  shall 
be  unto  the  Eternal.

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Chap.  I. 

1  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  Jonah  the  son  of 

2  Amitfai,  saying.  Arise,  eo  to  Nineveh,  the  great  city,  and  call

Then  said  they  unto  him,  What  shall  we  do 
unto  thee,  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto  us  ?  for  the  sea  went 

12  on  storming.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Take  me  up,  and  cast  me 
forth  into  the  sea ;  so  shall  the  sea  be  calm  unto  you:  fori  know 

13  that  for  my  sake  this  great  tempest  is  upon  you.  Nevertheless 
the  men  rowed  hard3  to  bring4  it  to  the  dry  land ;  but  they  could 

1 4  not :  for  the  sea  went  on  storming  againBt  them.  Wherefore 
they  called  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said.  We  beseech  thee,  O 
Eternal,  we  beseech  thee,  let  us  not  perish  for  this  man’s  life/ 
and  lay9  not  upon  ub  innocent  blood :  for  thou,  O  Eternal,  hast 

15  done  as  it  pleased  thee.  So  they  took  up  Jonah,  and  cost 
him  forth  into  the  Bea:  and  the  sea  ceased7  from  its  raging. 

1 6  Then  the  men  feared  the  Eternal  exceedingly,8  and  offered*  a 
sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal,  and  vowed  vows. 

Chap.  II. 

1  Now  the  Eternal  had  marked  out  a  great  fish  to  swallow  up 
Jonah.  And  Jonah  was  in  the  entrails  of  the  fish  three  days 

2  and  three  nights.  Then  Jonah  prayed  unto  the  Eternal  his 

3  God  out  of  the  fish’s  entrails.  And  said,  I  called  by  reason  of 
my  distress  unto  the  Eternal,  and  he  answered  me ;  out  of  the 
belly  of  the  grave  cried  I  for  belp,  and  tliou  heartiest  my  voice. 

4  For  thon  hadst  east  me  into  the  deep,  in  the  heart  of  the  seas  ; 
and  a  stream  compassed  me  about :  all  thy  breakers  and  thy 

5  waves  passed  over  me.  Then  I  said,  I  am  driven  forth  from 
before  thine  eyes ;  yet  I  will  look  again,  towards  tho  palace  of 

G  thy  holiness.  Waters  hemmed  me  in,  even  to  the  soul :  the 
murnduring  deep  encompassed  me,  weeds10  were  bound  about 

7  my  head.  I  went  down  to  the  ends11  of  the  mountains;  the 
earth  with  her  bolts  was  about  me  for  ever:  yet  hast  thou 

8  brought  up  my  life  from  the  depth,13  O  Eternal  my  God.  When 
my  soul  fainted  within  me  I  remembered  the  Eternal :  and  my 

1  cwt  the  men  feared  a  great  fear.  a  ruu  nway.  a  day.  4  restore.  *  soul. 

*  7  fttuud.  *  a  peat  fciir*  aacri&ccU*  In  flsiJiB.  11  shape*.  11  a  pit. 
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prayer  came  in  unto  thee,  into  the  palace  of  thy  holiness, 

9  They  that  ohserve  vanities  of  nothingness,  forsake  their  own 

10  mercy.  But  I  will  sacrifice  unto  thee  with  the  voice  of  thanks¬ 
giving  ;  I  will  pay  what  I  have  vowed.  Salvation  is  of  the 

1 1  Eternal.  And  the  Eternal  Baid  unto  the  fish,  and  it  vomited 
out  J  onah  upon  the  dry  land. 

Chap.  III. 

1  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came1  unto  Jonah  a  second  time, 

2  saying.  Arise  go  unto  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and  call  unto 

3  it  the  call  that  I  bid  thee.  So  Jonah  arose,  and  went  unto 
Nineveh,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  Now  Nineveh 

4  was  a  great  city  unto  God,  of  three  days*  journey.  And  Jonah 
began  to  enter*  into  the  city  one  day’s  journey,  and  he  called  out, 

5  ana  said,  Y et  forty  days,  and  Nineveh  shall  lie  overthrown.  So 
the  men  of  Nineveh  believed  God,  and  called  out  a  fast,  and 
put  on  sackcloth,  from  the  greatest  of  them  even  to  the  least  of 

6  them.  And  the  word  came®  unto  the  king  of  Nineveh,  and  he 
arose  from  his  throne,4  and  he  laid*  his  robe  from  him,  and 

7  covered  him  with  sackcloth,  and  sat  upon  the  ashes.  And  he 
caused  it  to  be  proclaimed  and  puhlished*  through  Nineveh  by 
the  decree7  of  the  king  and  his  nobles,*  saying,  Let  neither  man 
nor  beast,  herd  nor  flock,  taste  anything :  let  them  not  feed, 

8  nor  drink  water :  But  let  man  and  beast  be  covered  with  sack¬ 
cloth,  end  call  mightily  unto  God  :  yea,  let  them  turn  every 
one9  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the  violence  that  is  in  their 

9  hands.10  Who  knoweth  if  God  will  turn  and  repent,  and  turn 

10  from  the  fierceness  of  his  wrath  that  we  perish  not  ?  And  God 

saw  their  workB,  that  they  turned  from  their  evil  way;  and  God 
repented  of  the  evil,  that  he  had  said11  that  he  would  do  unto 
them';  and  he  did  it  not. 

Chap.  IV. 

1  But  it  displeased  Jonah  exceedingly,10  and  he  was  wroth.13 

2  And  he  prayed  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said.  Pray,  O  Eternal, 
was  not  this  my  word,  when  I  was  yet  on  my  ground  ?  There- 

1  *  come.  3  touched*  4  chair.  5  caused  to  pus.  *  said-  7  taste. 

*  great  ones.  *  a  man.  30  hollows.  13  spoken,  12  s  great  evil.  w  glowed.

JONAH,  Chap.  IV. 

fore  I  anticipated  fleeing*  unto  Tarsbisb :  for  I  knew  that  thou 
art  a  gracious  God,  and  compassionate,  slow  to  anger,’  and  of 

3  great  merer,  and  repentest  thee  of  the  evil.  Therefore  now,  O 
Eternal,  take,  pray,  my  life3  from  me ;  for  my  death  is  better 

4  than  my  life.  Then  said  the  Eternal,  Art  tliou  very4  wroth  ? 

5  So  J  onah  went  out  of  the  city,  and  sat  on  the  east  side  of  the 
city,  and  there  made  him  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  sha¬ 
ft  dow,  till  he  might  see  what  would  become  of  the  city.  And 

the  Lord  God  marked  out  a  gourd,  ||  and  made  it  to  come  up 
over  Jonah,  that  it  might  be  a  shadow  over  his  head,  to  deliver 
him  from  his  evil.  So  Jonah  rejoiced  exceedingly3  at  the 

7  gourd.  But  God  marked  out  a  worm  when  the  morning  rose 
the  Dext  day,  and  it  smote  the  gourdlj  that  it  became  dry. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  did  shine,  that  God  marked 
out  a  vehement|J  east  wind;  and  the  sun  smote  upon  the 
head  of  Jonah,  that  he  fainted,3  and  wished  in  himselF  to  die, 

9  and  said,  My  death  is  hetter  than  my  life.  And  God  said  to 
Jonah,  Art  thou  very*  wroth  about  the  gourd  ?{|  And  he  said, 

10  I  am  very*  wroth,  even  unto  death.  Then  said  the  Eternal, 
Thou  wouldest  spare  the  gourd, fj  for  which  thou  hast  not 
laboured,  neither  madest  it  grow  ^  which  as  the  production’ 
of  a  night  arose,*'  and  as  the  production8  of  a  night  perished. 

1 1  And  should  not  I  spare  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  wherein  are 
more  than  six  myriads  of  persons  that  do  not  know  between 
their  right  and  their  left ;  and  also  many  beasts  ?

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Chap,  1. 

1  The  word  of  the  Eternal  that  came'  to  Micah  the  Morasthite 
in  the  days  of  Jotham,  Ahaz,  and  Hezekiah,  kings  of  Judah, 

2  which  he  foresaw  concerning  Samaria  and  Jerusalem.  Hear, 
all  ye  peoples;  attend,  O  earth,  and  its  fulness :  and  let 
the  Lord  Eternal  be  witness  against  you,  the  Lord  from  the 

3  palace  of  his  holiness.  For,  behold,  the  Eternal  goeth  forth  out 
of  his  place,  and  will  come  down,  and  tread  upon  the  high 

4  places  of  the  earth.  And  the  mountains  shall  he  molten  under 
him,  and  the  valleys  shall  be  cleft,  as  wax  before  the  fire,  an d 

5  as  water  poured  down  a  declivity.  For  the  transgression  of 
Jacob  is  all  this,  and  for  the  sins  of  the  house  of  Israel.  What9 
is  the  transgression  of  Jacoh  ?  is  it  not  Samaria  ?  and  wliat9 

6  are  the  high  places  of  Judah?  are  they  not  Jerusalem?  There¬ 
fore  I  will  make3  Samaria  as  a  heap  of  the  field,  and  as  plant¬ 
ings  of  a  vineyard :  and  I  will  pour  down  the  stones  thereof 
into  the  glen,  and  I  will  uncover  the  foundations  thereof, 

7  And  all  the  graven  images  thereof  shall  he  beaten  to  pieces, 
and  all  the  prostitution  hires  thereof  shall  be  burned  with  the 
fire,  and  all  the  idols  thereof  will  I  lay3  desolate :  for  she 
gathered  it  of  the  prostitution  hire  of  a  harlot,  and  they  shall 

8  return  to  the  prostitution  hire  of  a  harlot.  Therefore  I  will 
lament  and  howl,  I  will  go  &tripped||  and  naked  :  1  will  make  a 
wailing  like  the  howling  animals,]]  and  mourning  as  ostriches.]] 

9  For  her  wound1  is  incurable ;  for  it  is  come  unto  Judah ;  he  has 

1  was.  *  who.  *  pnL  *  muting. 
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10  touched  the  gate  of  my  people,  even  Jerusalem.  Declare  ye  i/not 
at  Gath,  weep  ye  not  at  all :  in  the  house  of  Aphrah  roll  thy- 

1 1  self  in  the  (lust.  Pass  over  unto  you,  thou  inhabitant  of  Sha* 
phir,  having  thy  shame  naked  :  the  inhabitant  of  Zaanan  came 
not  forth  in  the  wailing  of  Beth-ezel ;  he  shall  take  from  you  his 

12  standing.  For  the  inhabitant  of  Maroth  waited  anxiously  for 
good :  but  evil  came  down  from  the  Eternal  unto  the  gate  of  Jeru- 

1 3  salem.  O  thou  inhabitant  of  Lachish,  bind|j  the  carriage  to  the 
courser:  she  u  the  beginning  of  the  sin  to  the  daughter  of  Zion : 

14  fur  the  transgressions  of  Israel  were  found  in  thee.  Therefore 
shalt  thou  give  a  dowry1  to  Moresheth-gath :  the  houses  of 

15  Achzib  shall  he  a  deception  to  the  kings  of  Israel.  Yet  will  I 
bring  an  heir  unto  thee,  O  inhabitant  of  Mareshah :  he  shall 

16  come  unto  Adullara,  the  glory  of  Israel.  Make  thee  bald,  and 
poll3  tbee  for  the  children  of  thy  delicacy ;  enlarge  thy  baldness 
as  the  eagle ;  for  they  are  gone  into  exile  from  thee. 

Chap.  II. 

1  Woe  to  them  that  devise  iniquity,  and  work  evil  npon  their 
beds  1  in  the  light  of  the  morning  they  practise3  it,  because  it 

2  is  in4  the  power  of  their  hand.  And  they  covet  fields,  and 
take  them  by  violence ;  and  houses,  and  take5  them  away :  so 
they  do  wrong  to  a  man6  and  his  house,  even  a  man  and  his 

3  heritage.  Therefore  thus  saith  the  Eternal j  Behold,  against 
this  family  do  I  devise1  an  evil,  from  which  ye  shall  not  re¬ 
move  your  necks ;  neither  shall  ye  go  haughtily :  for  it  is  an 

4  evil  time.  In  that  day  shall  one  take6  np  a  parable  against 
you,  and  wail  with  a  wofnl  wailing,  and  say.  We  arc  utterly 
spoiled :  he  hath  exchanged  the  portion  of  my  people ;  how 
hath  he  removed  mine!  backslidingly  he  hath  divided  our 

5  fields.  Therefore  thou  slialt  have  none  that  shall  cast  a 

6  cord  by  lot  in  the  assembly  of  the  Eternal.  Preach  ye  not 
that  preacb  ;  these  are  not  to  be  preached  to  that  he  may  not 

1  draw  back  in  confusion.  O  thou  that  art  named3  the  house  of 
Jacob,  is  the  spirit  of  the  Eternal  straitened  ?10  are  these  his 
doings  ?  are  not  my  words  good  to  him  that  walketh  uprightly? 

8  And  yesterday  my  people  is  risen  up  as  an  enemy:  from  he* 
fore  the  outer-garment  you  pull  off 11  the  cloak  from  them  that 

9  pass  by  securely  returning  from  war,  The  women  of  my  peo¬ 
ple  have  yc  driven  out  from  their  houses  of  delight ;  from  their 

i  sciuliug  away.  *  sl>car,  3  do,  *  to.  5  tarry*  6  adult,  1  think. 

Iifl.  s  said.  ^  short.  11  strip, 
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10  babes  have  ye  taken  away  my  glory  for  ever.  Arise  yc,  and 
go ;  for  this  is  not  the  resting  place ;  because  it  is  unclean,  he 

1 1  shall  writhe  under  a  grievous  pang.1  O  that  a  inau  going  after 
wind  and  lie,  were  to  utter  a  falsehood,  saying,  1  will  preach 
unto  thee  concerning  the  wine  and  the  strong  drink,  he  would 

12  be  the  preacher  for  this  people.  I  will  surely  assemble,  O 
Jacob,  all  of  thee;  I  will  surely  gather  the  remnant  of  Israel; 
I  will  put  them  together  as  the  flock  in.  the  fold,  j  as  the  herd 
in  tiie  midst  of  their  fold :  it  shall  tumultuously  resound  by 

13  reason  of  the  multitude  of  men.  The  burster  forth  is  come  up 
before  them  :  they  are  hurst  forth  and  have  passed  through  the 
gate,  and  are  gone  out  by  it ;  and  their  king  shall  pass  before 
them,  and  the  Eternal  on  the  head  of  them, 

Chap.  HI. 

1  And  I  said,  Fray,  hear,  O  heads  of  Jacob,  and  ye  captains  of 
the  house  of  Israel  j  Is  it  not  for  you  to  know  the  judgment  ? 

2  Haters  of  the  good,  and  lovers  of  ike  evil ;  taking  by  violence 
their  skin  from  off  them,  and  their  flesh  from  off  their 

o  bones;  And  when  they  have  eaten  the  flesh  of  niy  people,  and 
flayed9  their  skin  from  off  them,  chopped  their  bones,  and 
spread  them  forth  as  that  in  the  pot,  and  as  flesh  within  the 

4  caldron.  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Eternal,  but  he  answereth 
them  not :  he  even  hideth3  his  face  from  them  at  that  time,  as 
they  have  hehaved  themselves  ill  in  their  doings. 

5  '  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  concerning  the  prophets  that  make 
my  people  err,  that  bile  with  their  teeth,  and  call.  Peace ;  and 
he  that  putteth4  not  into  their  months,  they  even  preparer1  war 

G  against  nim.  Therefore  night  shall  be  unto  you,  that  yc  shall 
not  have  a  vision ;  and  It  shall  be  dark  nnto  yon,  that  ye  shall 
not  divine;  and  the  sun  shall  go  down  over  the  prophets, 

7  and  the  day  shall  he  dim  over  them,  Then  shall  the  seers 
be  ashamed,  and  the  diviners  confounded :  yea,  they  shall  all 

8  wrap  their  heards  ;||  for  there  is  no  answer  of  God,  But  truly 
I  am  full  of  strength  by  the  spirit  of  the  Eternal,  and  of  judg¬ 
ment,  and  of  might,  to  tell  unto  Jacob  his  transgression,  and 
to  Israel  his  sin. 

9  Hear  this,  pray,  ye  heads  of  the  house  of  Jacob,  and  cap¬ 
tains  of  the  house  of  Israel,  that  abhor,  judgment,  and  pervert 

10  all  equity.  Building  Zion  with  blood,  and  Jerusalem  with  un- 

11  righteousness.  The  beads  thereof  judge  for  brihery,  and  the 

1  cord.  *  smeothened.  *  soreeneth.  4  riveth,  *  sanctify. 
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priests  thereof  teach  for  hire,1  and  the  prophets  thereof  divine 
for  money ;  yet  will  they  lean  upon  the  Eternal,  and  say,  la 
13  not  the  Eternal  among  us  ?  no  evu  can  come  upon  us.  There¬ 
fore  shall  Zion  for  your  sake  he  plowed  as  a  field,  and  Jeru¬ 
salem  shall  become  heaps,  and  the  mountain  of  the  house  as 
the  high  places  of  a  forest. 

Chap.  IV. 

1  And  it  shall  he  in  the  remoteness  of  the  days  that  the  moun¬ 
tain  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  established  on  the  top3 
of  the  mountains,  and  it  shall  be  exalted  above  hills;  and  peo- 

2  pics  shell  stream  unto  it.  And  many  nations  shall  go,  and  say, 
Come,  and  let  us  go  up  to  the  mountain  of  the  Eternal,  and  to 
the  house  of  the  God  of  Jacob  ",  and  he  will  teach  us  of  his 
ways,  and  we  will  walk  in  his  paths :  for  law  shall  go  forth  of 

3  /ion,  and  the  word  of  the  Eternal  from  Jerusalem.  And 
lie  shall  judge  among  many  peoples,  and  rebuke*  mighty 
nations  afar  off ;  and  they  shall  beat  their  Bwords  into  coulters, 
and  their  spears  into  pruninghooks :  nation  shall  not  lift  up  a 
sword  against  nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more, 

4  But  they  shall  sit  every  man  under  his  vine,  and  under  his  fig 
tree  ;  and  none  shall  make  them  afraid:  for  the  mouth  of  the 

o  Eternal  of  hosts  hath  spoken  if.  For  all  the  peoples  will  walk 
every  one  in  the  name  of  his  god,  and  we  will  walk  in  the  name 

0  of  the  Eternal  our  God  for  ever  and  ever.  In  that  day,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal,  will  I  assemble  her  that  halteth,  and 
1  will  gather  her  that  is  driven  out,  and  her  to  whom  I  have  done 

7  evil ;  And  1  will  make4  her  that  halted  a  remnant,  and  her  that 
was  cast  far  off]!  a  mighty  nation :  and  the  Eternal  shall  reign 

8  over  them  in  mount  Zion  from  henceforth,  even  for  ever.  And 
tbou,  Q  tower  of  the  drove,  the  strong  hold  of  the  daughter  of 
Zion  shall  come  unto  thee;  even  the  first  dominion  shall  come, 

9  the  kingdom  to  the  daughter  of  Jerusalem.  Now  why  dost  thou 
raise5  a  din  ?  is  there  uo  king  in  thee  i  is  thy  counsellor  perished 
that  writhings  have  seized  thee  as  the  woman  giving  birth? 

10  Writhe  and  labour  to  hring  forth,  O  daughter  of  Zion,  like  the 
woman  giving  birth  :  for  now  shalt  thou  go  forth  out  of  a  town, 
and  thou  shalt  dwell  in  the  field,  and  thou  shalt  go  even  to  Baby¬ 
lon  ;  there  shalt  thou  be  delivered ;  there  the  Eternal  shall 

11  redeem  thee  from  the  hand6  of  thine  enemies.  Now  also  many 

1  purchase.  1  head.  s  argue.  4  put.  4  din.  *  holtow. 
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nations  are  assembled  against  thee,  that  say,  Let  her  be  polluted, 

12  and  let  our  eye  'look1  upon  Zion.  But  they  know  not  the 
thoughts  of  the  Eternal,  neither  understand  they  his  counsel : 
for  he  has  gathered  them  as  the  sheaves  into  the  threshing 

13  floor.  Arise  and  thresh,  O  daughter  of  Zion  :  for  I  will  make 
thy  horn  iron,  and  I  will  make  thy  hoofs  copper :  and  thou 
shalt  beat  in  pieces  many  peoples :  and  I  will  consecrate8  their 
gain  unto  the  Eternal,  and  their  substance3  unto  the  Lord  of  the 

14  whole  earth.  Now  thou  gatherest  thyself  in  troops,  O  daughter 
of  troops  :  he  hath  laid  scige  against  us :  they  smite  the  judge 
of  Israel  with  the  staff  upon  the  cheek. 

Chap.  V. 

1  But  thou,  Bcth-lehem  Ephratah,  destined  to  ho  little1  among 
the  thousands  of  Judah,  out  of  thee  shall  he  go  forth  unto  me, 
to  be  ruler  in  Israel ;  whose  goings  forth  have  been  from  of 

2  old,  from  the  days  of  antiquity.9  Therefore  will  he  give  them 
until  the  time  that  she  who  giveth  birth  hath  born;  then 
the  rest  of  his  brethren  shall  return  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

3  And  he  shall  stand  and  feed  in  the  might  of  the  Eternal,  in 
the  majesty  of  the  name  of  the  Eternal  his  God;  and  they 
shall  abide :  for  now  shall  he  he  great  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth. 

4  And  this  shall  be  peace ;  should  Assyria  come  into  our  land  : 
and  should  he  tread  in  our  citadels,  ||  then  shall  we  establish 
against  him  seven  shepherds,  and  eight  anointed6  among  men. 

5  And  they  shall  depasture1  the  land  of  Assyria  with  the  sword,  and 
the  land  of  Nimrod  in  the  entrances  thereof ;  thus  shall  he 
deliver  us  from  Assyria,  should  he  come  into  our  land,  and 
should  he  tread  within  our  boundaries. 

6  And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  many 
peoples  as  a  dew  from  the  Eternal,  as  the  showers  upon 
the  grass,  that  tnirieth8  not  for  man,  nor  waiteth  for  the  sons 

7  of  men.  And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  among  the 
nations  in  the  midst  of  many  peoples  as  a  lion  among  the 
beasts  of  the  forest,  as  a  young  lion  among  the  droves  of 
sheep:8  who,  if  he  pass,  both  ireadeth  down,  and  teareth  in 

8  pieces,  and  none  can  deliver.  Thy  hand  shall  be  lifted  up 
upon  thine  adversaries,  and  all  thine  enemies  shall  be  cut  off. 

9  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal,  that  I  will  cut  off  thy  horses  out  of  the  midst  of 

10  thee,  and  I  will  destroy  thy  chariots  :,u  And  I  will  cut  off  the 

1  foresee,  *  doom*  *  force.  *  young.  6  ever.  *  poured  upon.  7  feed. 

*  hojietb.  *  flock.  10  carriage*. 
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11  cities  of  thy  land,  and  pull  down  all  thy  fortresses.  And  I 
will  cut  off  witchcrafts  oat  of  thy  hand ;  and  thou  shalt  have 

12  no  m ore  observers  of  clouds:  Thy  graven  images  also  will  1 
cut  off,  and  thy  monuments  out  of  the  midst  of  thee  ;  and  thou 

13  shalt  no  more  prostrate  thyself  to  the  work  of  thy  hands.  And 
I  will  pluck  up  thy  groves1  out  of  the  midst  of  thee :  so  will  I 

14  destroy9  thy  cities.  And  I  will  execute3  vengeance  in  wrath 
and  fury  upon  the  nations*  such  as  they  have  not  heard. 

Chap.  VI. 

1  Hear  ye  now  what  the  Eternal  saith ;  Arise,  quarrel  thou  with 

2  the  mountains,  and  let  the  hills  hear  thy  voice.  Hear  ye,  O 
mountains,  the  controversy  of  the  Eternal,  and  ye  strong4 
foundations  of  the  earth:  for  the  Lord  hath  a  controversy  with 

3  his  people,  and  he  will  plead3  with  Israel,  O  my  people,  what 
have  1  done  unto  thee?  aud  wherein6  have  I  wearied  thee? 

4  testify7  against  me.  For  I  brought  thee  up  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  released  thee  out  of  the  house  of  servants ;  and  I 

5  sent  before  thee  Moses,  Aaron,  and  Miriam.  O  my  people, 
remember  now  what  Balak  king  of  Moab  consulted,6  and  what 
Balaam  the  son  of  Beor  answered  him  from  the  Shittim  unto 
the  Gilgal ;  that  ye  may  know  the  righteousness  of  the  Eternal. 

6  Wherewith  shall  I  come9  before  the  Eternal,  and  bend  myself 
before  the  high  God?  shall  I  come9  before  him  with  burnt 

7  offerings,  with  calves  of  a  year  old  ?10  Will  the  Eternal  he 
pleased  with  thousands  of  rams*  or  with  myriads  of  rivers  of 
oil  ?  shall  I  give  my  ftrstbomybr  my  transgression,  the  fruit  of 

8  my  body11  for  the  sin  of  my  soul  ?  He  hath  told  thee,  O  man, 
what  is  good ;  and  what  doth  the  Eternal  require  of  thee,  but 
to  do  judgment,  and  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with 
thy  God  ? 

9  The  voice  of  the  Eternal  c&lleth  unto  the  city,  and  in  lofti¬

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]  4  of  thy  sins.  Thou  shaft  eat,  but  not  be  satisfied ;  and  thy 
grievous  hungerl}  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  (hee ;  and  thou  shalt 
take  hold,1  but  shalt  not  deliver ;  and  that  which  thou  rescuest 

15  will  I  give  up  to  the  sword.  Thou  shalt  sow,  but  thou  slialt 
not  reap  ;  thou  shalt  tread  the  olives,  but  thou  shalt  not  anoint1 

16  thee  with  oil ;  and  must,  hut  shalt  not  drink  wine.  For  the 
ordinances  of  Omri  are  kept,  and  alt  the  works  of  the  house  of 
Ahah,  and  ye  walk  in  their  counsels  ;  that  I  should  make3  thee 
a  desolation,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  a  hissing:  therefore 
ye  shall  bear  the  disgrace  of  my  people.

The  merciful  bas 
perished  out  of  the  earth :  and  there  is  none  upright  among

5  thy  visitation  cometh ;  now  shall  he  their  perplexity.  Believe 
ye  not  in  a  friend,6  trust  not  in  a  chieftain :  keep  the  entrances 

6  of  thy  mouth  from  her  that  lieth  in  thy  bosom.  For  the  son 
lightly  esteemeth  the  father,  the  daughter  riseth  up  against  her 
mother,  the  daughter  in  law  against  her  mother  in  law ;  a 

7  man’s  enemies  are  the  men  of  his  house.  But  I  will  watch  for 
the  Sternal ;  1  will  wait  for  the  God  of  my  salvation  :  my  liod

sinned  against  him,  until  he  plead  my  cause,7  and  do  judgment

10  righteousness.  Then  she  that  is  mine  enemy  shall  see  it ,  and 
shame  shall  cover  her  who  said  unto  me,  Where  is  the  Eternal 
thy  God  ?  mine  eyes  shall  see  her :  now  shall  she  be  a  place 

1 1  trodden  down  as  tne  mire6  of  streets.  A  day  to  build  thy  fences; 

12  that  day  is  far  off  by  decree,*  It  is  a  day  when  he  shall  come

17  their  mouth,  their  cars  shall  be  deaf.  They  shall  lick  dust  like

Mountains  quake  at  him,  and  the 
hills  melt,  and  the  earth  lifted  itself  up  at  his  presence,  yea, 

6  the  world,  and  all  that  abide  therein.  Who  can  stand  before 
his  indignation?  and  who  can  abide8  in  the  fierceness  of  bis 
wrath  ?  his  fury  is  poured  out  like  fire,  and  the  crags  are 

7  thrown4  down  by  him.  The  Eternal  is  good,  a  stronghold  in 
the  day  of  distress  ;  and  he  knoweth  them  that  trust  in  him. 

8  But  with  a  passing  flood  he  will  make  an  utter  end9  of  the 

D  place  thereof,  and  darkness  shall  pursue  his  enemies,  For  what 

will  ye  reckon  with  the  Eternal?  he  will  make  an  utter  end  :s

G  He  shall  recount6  his  mighty  ones :  they  shall  stumble  in  their 
walk ;  they  shall  make  haste  to  the  rampart  thereof,  and  the 

7  defence  shall  be  prepared.  The  gates  of  the  rivers  shall  bo 

8  opened,  and  the  palace  shall  be  dissolved.  And  Huzzab  shall

12  pain  » in  all  loins,  and  the  faces  of  them  all  turn  pale.1*  Where 
is  the  dwelling11  of  lions,  and  also  the  feedingplace  of  the  young 
lions,  where  a  lion,  even  a  fierce  lioness,  walked,  and  a  lion’s 

13  whelp,  and  none  made  them  afraid?  The  lion  did  tear  in 
pieces  enough  for  his  whelps,  and  strangled  for  his  lionesses, 
and  filled  his  holes  with  prey,  and  his  dens  with  ravin. 

14  Behold,  I  am  against  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  of 
hosts,  and  I  will  bum  her  chariots  in  theemoke,  and  the  sword 

1  complete-  *  pass-  *  pole-  4  put*  *  pay*  6  remember-  7  hearts* 

*  was.  ,  *  moving  to  and  fro.  la  gather  in  their  ruddiness.  11  residence* 
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shall  devour  the  young  lions :  and  I  will  cut  off  thy  prey  from 
the  earth,  and  the  voice  of  thy  messengers  shall  no  more  be 
heard. 


Chap.  III. 

1  Wos  to  the  bloody  city !  It  is  all  full  of  lies  and  robbery  ;[}  the 

2  prey  departeth  not;  The  noise1  of  a  whip,  and  the  noise1  of  the 
rattling”  of  wheels,  and  of  the  prancing  horses,  and  of  the 

3  jumping  of  carriages.  The  horseman  lifbeth  up  both  the  flame 
of  a  sword  and  the  lightning  of  a  spear :  and  there  is  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  slain,  and  a  great  number4  of  carcases ;  and  there  is 
none  end4  of  their  bodies ;  they  stumble  upon  their  bodies :

10  Cush  so  mighty  and  Egypt  without  limit.  Put  and  I.ubim  were 

11  in  thy  help.  Yet  became  she  an  exile,  she  went  into  the  cap¬ 
tivity  :  her  babes  also  were  dashed  in  pieces  at  the  top4  of  all 
streets  :  and  they  cast  lots  for  her  honourable  men,  and  all  her 

12  great  men  were  chained  in  fetters.  Thou  also  shalt  be  drunken: 
thou  shalt  be  hid,  thou  also  shalt  seek  a  stronghold  because  of

IS  they  are.  Thy  shepherds  slumber,  O  king  of  Assyria:  thy 
mighty  ones  shall  dwell  in  the  dust:  thy  people  is  scattered 
19  upon  the  mountains,  and  none  gathereth  them.  There  is 
no  healing^  of  thy  breach  ;  thy  wound1  is  grievous ;  all  that 
hear  the  report  of  thee  shall  clap9  hands3  over  thee :  for  upon 
whom  hath  not  thy  wickedness  passed  continually  ?

1‘2  this  his  strength  is  for  a  god  unto  him.  Art  thou  not  from 
everlasting,  O  Eternal  my  God,  mv  Holy  One  ?  we  shall  not 
die.  O  Eternal,  thou  hast  ordained1  them  for  judgment ;  and, 

13  O  mighty  God,8  thou  hast  founded  them  for  correction.8  Of 
eyes  too  pure  to  see  evil,  and  -who  canst  not  behold  evil ; 
wherefore  beholdest  then  them  that  deal  treacherously,  and

Like  as  the  Eternal  of  hosts  purposed 
to  do  unto  us,  according  to  our  ways,  and  according  to  our 

7  doings,  so  hath  lie  done  unto  us.  Upon  the  four  and  twentieth

1 0  what  these  are ,  And  the  man  that  stood  among  the  myrtle 
trees  answered  and  said.  These  are  they  whom  the  Eternal  hath 

11  sent  to  wander  through  the  earth*  And  they  answered  the

13  Return  you  to  a  stronghold,  [|  ye  bound  by  hope  :  even  to-day 

13  1  will  restore  thee  a  second  expounder  t5  For  I  have  bent  Judah 
for  me,  as  a  bow  I  have  filled  Ephraim,  and  stirred  up  thy 
sons,  O  Zion,  against  thy  sons,  O  Yavan,  and  made  thee 

14  as  the  swoTd  of  a  hero.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  seen  over 
them,  and  his  arrow  shall  go  forth  as  the  lightning :  and  the 
Lord  Eternal  shall  blow*  the  cornet,  and  shall  go  with  whiii- 

15  winds  of  the  south.  The  Eternal  of  hosts  shall  protect  them ; 
and  they  shall  devour,'  and  subdue  the  sling  stones ;  and  they

Then  lifted  I  up 
mine  eyes,  and  saw,  and,  behold,  there  came  out  two  women, 
and  wind  waa  in  their  wings ;  for  they  had  wings  like  the  wings 
of  a  stork  :  and  they  lifted  up  the  ephah  between  the  earth  and 

10  the  heaven.  Then  said  I  to  the  angel1  that  talked  with  me, 

1 1  Whither  do  these  carry  the  ephah  ?  And  he  said  unto  me.  To 
build  it  a  house  in  the  land  of  Shinar :  and  when  prepared  it 
will  be  set  there  upon  its  base.

7  it  not  you  that  eat,  is  it  not  you  that  drink  ?  Arc  these  not  the 
words  which  the  Eternal  hath  called  by  the  hand  of  the  first 
prophets,  when  Jerusalem  was  inhabited  and  prosperous,  and 
Lhe  cities  thereof  rouud  about  her,  when  men  inhahited  the 
south  and  the  low  land. 

8  And  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came4  unto  Zechariah,  saying, 

9  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  saying,  Execute  true  judg¬ 
ment,3  and  show®  mercy  and  compassions  every  man  to  his 

10  brother :  And  wrong  not  a  widow,  or  an  orphan,  a  stranger, 
or  the  poor ;  and  let  none  of  you  think  evil  against  his  hrother 

11  in  your  heart.  But  they  refused  to  attend,  and  gave  a  refrac¬ 
tory  shoulder,  and  stopped7  their  ears,  that  they  should  not 

]  2  hear.  Yea,  they  made®  their  hearts  at  an  adamant  stone,}]  lest 
they  should  hear  the  law,  and  the  words  which  the  Eternal  of 
hosts  hath  sent  in  his  spirit  by  the  haud  of  the  first  prophets :

3  great  jealousy,  and  I  was  jealous  for  her  with  great  fury.  Thus  ' 
saith  the  Eternal ;  I  am  returned  unto  Zion,  and  will  dwell  in 
the  midst  of  Jerusalem  :  and  Jerusalem  shall  be  called  the 
city  of  truth ;  and  the  mountain  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts  the 

4  mountain  of  holiness.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts :  There

8  And  I  will  bring  them,  and  they  shall  dwell  in  the  midst  of 
Jerusalem  :  and  they  shall  be  my  people,  and  1  will  be  their 

9  God,  in  truth  and  in  righteousness*  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of 
hosts ;  Let  your  hands  be  strong,  ye  that  hear  in  these  days 
these  words  by  the  mouth  of  the  prophets,  who  v>ere  in  the 
day  that  the  foundation  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts 

10  was  laid,  that  the  temple6  might  he  built.  For  before  thoae 
days  there  was  no  hire  for  man,  nor  any  hire  for  beast; 
neither  was  there  any  peace  to  him  that  went  out  or  came  in 
because  of  the  adversary;  for  I  sent  forth  all  men  every  one 

11  against  his  fellow*  But  now  I  will  not  be  unto  the  remnant  of 
this  people  as  in  the  first  days,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal 

1  waa.  *  put.  *  prop*  4  sinning  forth.  *  coming'.  4  palace, 
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12  of  hosts.  For  the  seed  of  peace,  the  vine  shall  give  its  fruit, 
and  the  earth  shall  give  its  produce,  and  the  heavens  shall  give 
their  dew  ;  and  I  will  give  all  these  to  the  remnant  of  this 

13  people  os  an  inheritance.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  as  ye 
were  a  curse  among  the  nations,  O  house  of  Judah,  and  house 
of  Israel ;  so  will  I  save  you,  and  ye  shall  be  a  hlessing  :  fear 

14  not,  but  let  your  hands  be  strong.  For  thus  saith  Lite  Eternal 
of  hosts ;  As  I  purposed  to  do  evil  to  you,  when  your  fathers 
made  me  angry,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  and  I  repented 

15  not:  So  again  have  I  purposed  in  these  days  to  do  well  unto 

16  Jerusalem  and  to  the  house  of  Judah:  fear  ye  not.  These  are 
the  things  that  ye  shall  do ;  Speak  ye  every  man  truth  to  bis 
fellow  :  execute*  judgment  of  truth  and  peace  in  your  gates  : 

17  And  let  none  of  you  think  evil  in  your  hearts  of  his  fel¬ 
low  ;  and  love  not  false  oath  ^  for  all  these  are  things  that  I 

18  hate,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  word  of  the 

19  Eternal  of  hosts  came3  unto  me,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eter¬ 
nal  of  hosts ;  The  fast  of  the  fourth  month ,  and  the  fast  of  the 
fifth,  and  the  fast  of  the  seventh,  and  the  fast  of  the  tenth, 
shall  be  to  the  house  of  Judah  gladness  and  joy,  and  cheerful4 
appointed  seasons ;  yet  love  the  truth  nod  the  peace. 

20  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts ;  It  shall  yet  come  to  pass , 
that  there  shall  come  peoples,  and  the  inhabitants  of  many 

21  cities:  And  the  inhabitants  of  one  city  shall  go  to  another, 
saying.  Let  us  be  sure  of  going  to  beseech  the  face  of  the 

22  Eternal,  and  to  seek  the  Eternal  of  hosts :  I  will  go  also.  Yea, 
many  peoples  and  mighty  nations  shall  come  to  seek  the  Eter¬ 
nal  of  hosts  in  Jerusalem,  and  to  beseech  the  face  of  the  Eter- 

23  nal.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts  \  In  those  days  it  shall 
come  to  pass,  that  ten  men  shnll  take  hold  out  of  all  tongues  of 
the  nations,  even  shall  take  hold  of  the  skirt5  of  him  that  is  a 
Jew,  suying.  We  will  go  with  you :  for  we  have  heard  that 
God  is  with  you.

8  being  on  man  and  all  the  tribes  of  Israel)  Is  also  on  Hamath 
bordering,  thereon  Tyros,  and  Zidon,  though  it  he  very  wise. 

3  Although  Tyrus  did  build  herself  a  fortress,  and  heaped  up

And  I  will  remove  his 
blood  out  of  his  mouth,  and  his  abominations  from  between  his 
teeth  :  but  he  that  remaineth,  even  he,  shall  be  for  our  God, 
and  he  shall  be  as  a  chieftain  in  Judah,  and  Ekron  as  a  Jehu*

14  as  the  swoTd  of  a  hero.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  seen  over 
them,  and  his  arrow  shall  go  forth  as  the  lightning :  and  the

Cuap.  X. 

1  Ask  ye  of  the  Eternal  rain  in  the  time  of  the  latter  rain,  the 
Eternal  who  maketh  flashing  lightnings,  and  he  will  give  them 

2  showers  of  rain,  to  every  one  grass  in  the  field.  For  the 
Seraphim  have  spoken  iniquity,  and  the  diviners  have  fore¬ 
seen  a  lie,  and  of  the  dreams  of  vanity  hare  they  spoken ;  they 
comfort  in  vain :  therefore  they  went  on1  as  a  flock,  they 

3  bleated3  because  there  was  no  shepherd.  My  wrath  glowed 
against  the  shepherds,  and  1  will  punish*  the  h e-goats :  for  the 
Eternal  of  hosts  hath  borne  in  mind  his  flock  the  house  of 
Judah,  and  hath  made4  them  as  his  goodly1*  horse  in  the  war.

5  of  the  slaughter ;  Whose  possessors  slay  them,  and  hold  them¬ 
selves  not  guilty  :  and  they  that  sell  them  say,  Blessed  be  the 
Eternal ;  for  I  am  rich ;  and  their  own  shepherds  pity  them 

6  not.  For  1  will  no  more  pity  the  inhabitants  of  (he  land,  is

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Chap.  XII. 

1  Burden  of  the  word  of  the  Eternal  for  Israel^  is  the  decla¬ 
ration  of  the  Eternal,  who  inclineth  heavens,  and  layeth  earth’s 

2  foundation,  and  for  met  h  the  spirit  of  man  within  him.  Be¬ 
hold,  1  will  make1  Jerusalem  a  cup®  of  reeling  unto  all  the  peo¬ 
ples  round  about,  and  also  against  Judah  shall  he  be  in  the  siege 

3  against  Jerusalem.  And  in  that  day  will  I  make1  Jerusalem  a 
burdensome  stone  for  all  people :  all  that  hurden  themselves 
with  it  shall  he  cut  in  pieces,3  though  all  the  people  of  the  earth 

4  be  assembled  against  it.  In  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal,  I  will  smite  every  horse  with  dizziness,4  and  hia  rider 
with  madness  :  and  I  will  unclose  mine  eyes  upon  the  house  of 
Judah,  and  will  smite  every  horse  of  the  peoples  with  blind- 

5  ness.  And  the  chieftains  of  Judah  shall  say  in  their  heart. 
The  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  shall  be  a  support  to  me  in  the 

6  Eternal  of  hosts  their  God.  In  that  day  will  1  make1  the 
chieftains  of  Judah  like  a  fire-pan9  among  wood,  and  like  a

Chap.  XIII. 

1  In  that  day  there  shall  be  a  source  opened  to  the  house  of 
David  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  for  purification8  and 

2  for  separation.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  that  I  will  cut  off  the  names 
of  the  idols  out  of  the  land,  and  they  shall  no  more  be  remem¬ 
bered  ;  and  also  I  will  cause  the  prophets  and  the  spirit  of  un- 

3  cleanness  to  pass  out  of  the  land.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass, 
that  when  any  shall  yet  prophesy,  then  his  father  and  his  mo¬ 
ther  that  begat  him  shall  say  unto  him.

Chap.  XIV. 

1  Behold  a  day  cometh  to  the  Eternal,  and  thy  spoil  shall  be 

2  divided  in  the  midst  of  thee.  For  I  will  assemble  all  nations 
against  Jerusalem  to  the  war ;  and  the  city  Bhall  be  conquered, 
and  the  houses  rifled,  and  the  women  ravished  ;  and  half  of  the 
city  shall  go  forth  into  the  exile,  and  the  remainder  of  the 

3  people  shall  not  he  cut  off  from  the  city.  Then  shall  the  Eter¬ 
nal  go  forth,  and  fight  against  those  nations,  as  on  the  day

e  smitings.  *  restore*  7  mouths* 
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4  when  he  fought  in  the  day  of  combat.  And  his  feet  Bhall 
stand  in  that  day  upon  the  mount  of  Olives,  which  is  before1 
Jerusalem  on  the  east,  end  the  mount  of  Olives  shall  be  cleft 
in  the  midst*  thereof  towards  the  east  and  towards  the  west,  and 
there  shall  be  a  very  great  glen ;  and  half  of  the  mountain 
shall  remove3  towards  the  north,  and  half  of  it  toward^  the 

5  south.  And  ye  shall  flee  from  the  glen  of  my  mountains  for 
the  glen  of  mountains  shall  reach  unto  Azal :  yea,  ye  shall  flee, 
like  as  ye  fled  from  before  the  earthquake  in  the  days  of  Uz- 
y.iah  king  of  Judah :  and  the  Eternal  my  God  shall  come,  and 

G  all  the  holy  ones  with  thee.  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that 
day,  that  there  shall  be  no  light,  but  heaviness4  and  congela- 

7  lation.  But  it  shall  be  one  day  which  shall  be  known  to  the 
Eternal,  not  day,  nor  night :  hut  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  at 

8  evening  time  it  shall  be  light.  And  it  shall  be  in  that  day, 
that  living  waters  shall  go  out  from  Jerusalem ;  half  of  them 
towards  the  former  Bea,  and  half  of  them  towards  the  hinder 

9  sea :  in  the  summer  and  in  the  winter  shall  it  be.  And  the 
Eternal  shall  be  king  over  all  the  earth :  in  that  day  the  Eter- 

10  nal  shall  be  one,  and  bis  name  one.  All  the  land  shall  be  en¬ 
compassed  as  the  plain  from  Geba  to  Bimmon  south  of  Jeru¬ 
salem:  and  she  lifteth  herself  up  and  abidefh  in  her  place, 
from  Benjamin's  gate  unto  the  place  of  the  first  gate,  unto  the 
corner  gate,  and  from  the  tower  of  Hananeel  unto  the  king’s 

1 1  winepresses.  And  men  shall  abide  in  it,  and  there  shall  be  no 

12  farther  doom ;  but  Jerusalem  shall  abide  safely.  And  this 
shall  be  the  plague  wherewith  the  Eternal  will  plague  all  the

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PREFACE. 


Only  on  author  who,  like  myself;  has  for  twelve  years  been  engaged 
on  a  similar  work;  can  judge  of  the  feelings  with  which  I  pen  these  lines, 
prefatory  to  the  last  and  concluding  volume  of  the  “  Jewish  School  and 
Family  Bible.”  These  feelings  can  be  more  easily  conceived  than 
described  j  yet  uppermost  among  them  is  that  of  profound  gratitude  to 
an  ali-bounteous  Providence,  which  has  permitted  me  to  bring  to  a  close, 
single-handed;  a  task  which  seemed  to  be  great  enough  for  a  band  of 
scholars,  and  that,  too,  amidst  severe  trials,  much  bodily  suffering*  and 
in  a  state  of  health  which  for  years  trembled  in  the  balance  between  life 
and  death. 

It  will  be  easily  conceded  that  a  Biblical  student  cannot  have 
earnestly  searched  Scripture  in  the  original  language  for  more  than  a 
deoennium,  without  the  occurrence  of  thought,  the  communication  of 
which  he  deems  useful,  and  without  the  making  of  discoveries,  the 
record  of  which  he  considers  profitable.  If  I  refrain  from  giving  way  to 
the  strong  desire  of  using  this  preface  for  its  gratification,  it  is  in 
obedience  to  the  rule  which  has  guided  me  throughout  the  whole  work, 
not  to  allow  the  elaboration  of  any  notes  or  comments  to  delay 
the  execution  of  the  version  itself  This  once  completed,  explanation, 
health  permitting,  might  be  superadded  in  a  separate  volume.  But 
what  the  Jewish  community  principally  required,  was  a  translation  of 
the  Word  of  God,  free  from  all  un-Jewish  preconception ;  and  such  I 
sincerely  trust,  will  prove  the  version  which  I  now  confidently  offer  to 
my  brethren.

I  Psalm  vi.— T o  the  Director  of  Stringedlnatrninentfi  over  the  Eighth, 

3  a  Psalm  unto  David. — O  Eternal,  reprove  me  not  in  thy  wrath, 

3  neither  chasten  me  in  thy  fury.  Be  gracious  unto  me,  O  Eternal, 

4  for  1  languish :  O  Eternal  Deal  me,  for  my  bones  are  vexed.1  My  soul 

5  is  also  sore  vexed1 :  but  thou,  O  Eternal,  how  long  ?  Return,  O 
Eternal,  deliver  my  soul:  oh,  save  me  for  thy  mercy’s  sake. 

6  For  in  the  death  there  it  no  remembrance  of  thee  i  in  the  grave 

7  who  shall  give  thee  thanks?  1  am  weary  with  my  groaning;  all 
night  make  1  my  bed  to  swim ;  1  water8  my  bedstead  with'my  tears. 

8  Mine  eye  folleth  away  because  of  grief  j  it  waxeth  stiff  among  all  my 

9  adversaries.  Depart  from  me,  all  ye  workers  of  iniquity ;  for  the 

10  Eternal  hath  heard  the  voice  of  my  weeping.  The  Eternal  hath 

I I  heard  my  supplication ;  the  Eternal  will  receive*  my  prayer.  All 
mine  enemies  will  be  ashamed  and  greatly  amazed :  they  will  return 
and  be  ashamed  in  a  moment. 

1  Psalm  vii. — Shiggaion  unto  David,  which  he  sang  to  the  Eternal, 

2  concerning  the  words  of  Cush,  a  Benjamite.—O  Eternal  my  God,  in 

3  thee  have  I  trusted :  save  me  from  all  my  pursuers,  and  deliver  me 

4  Lest  he  tear  my  soul  liken  lion  crushing,  and  there  is  none  to  deliver. 
O  Eternal  my  God,  if  I  have  done  this,  if  there  be  unrighteousness  in 

5  my  hands ;  If  I  have  rewarded  evil  unto  him  that  was  at  peace 
with  me ;  and  set  free  my  adversary  empty  handed ;  Let  an  enemy 

6  pursue  my  soul,  and  take  it ;  yea  let  him  tread  down  my  life  upon 

7  the  earth,  and  lay4  mine  honour  in  the  dust.  Selah.  Arise,  O 
Eternal  in  thy  wrath,  lift  up  thyself  in  rage  against  mine  adver¬ 
saries  :  and  awake  forme  to  the  judgment  that  thou  hast  commanded. 

8  So  shall  an  assembly  of  races  compass  thee  about:  and  over  it 

9  return  thou  on  high.  The  Eternal  pronounces  judgment  on  peoples : 
judge  me,  O  Eternal,  according  to  my  righteousness,  and  according 

10  to  mine  integrity  requite  me.  Oh,  let  the  wickedness  of  wicked 
ones  come  to  an  end  j  but  establish  him  that  is  righteous:  for  a  right- 

1 1  ecus  God  trieth  hearts  and  reins.  My  shield  is  with  God,  who  saveth 

12  the  upright  in  heart.  God  judgeth  him  that  is  righteous,  and  God 

13  is  indignant  every  day.  If  he  return  not  he  will  whet  his  sword ;  he 

14  hath  bent  his  bow  and  made  it  ready8.  He  hath  also  prepared 
for  him  instruments*  of  death;  he  worketh  his  arrows  for  hot 

15  pursuers.  Behold,  he  conceiveth  unrighteousness,  and  is  pregnant 

1C  with  trouble,  and  bringeth  forth  a  lie.  He  digged  a  pit,  and  hollowed 

17  it,  and  is  fallen  into  a  ditch  which  he  made.  His  trouble  shall 
return  upon  his  own  head,  and  his  violence  shell  come  down  upon 

18  his  own  pate.  I  will  thank  the  Eternal  according  to  his  righteous¬ 
ness  ;  ana  will  dog  praise  to  the  name  of  the  Eternal  most  high. 

1  2  Psalm  >in. — To  the  Director  upon  the  Gittith,  a  Psalm  unto 
David.— O  Eternal  our  Lord,  how  mighty  is  thy  name  in  all  the 

3  earth  !  who  hast  set7  thy  glory  over  the  heavens.  Out  of  the  mouth 
of  babes  and  sucklings  hast  thou  founded  strength  in  reply  to  thine 

1  amud  *  cause  to  melt,  *  lake,  *  cause  to  dwell.  »  calAblubcd,  *  vcswls. 

*  givoo, 
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adversaries,  that  thou  mighteat  still  an  enemy  and  a  self-avenger. 

4  When  I  see  thy  heavens,  the  work  of  thy  fingers,  moon  and  stars

6  him  ?  and  the  son  of  Adam,  that  thou  bearest  him  in  mind  ?  And 
raadest  him  but  little  inferior  to  a  God-Uke  beingt  and  crownedst

the  works  of  thy  hands;  thou  hast  set  all  timgs  under  his  feet; 

8  9  Flocks  and  herds:  yea  and  beasts  of  the  field;  The  fowl  of

The  Eternal 
also  will  be  a  fortress  for  the  crushed,  a  fortress  in  vicissitudes,  in  the 

11  trouble.  And  they  that  know  thy  name  will  trust  in  thee ;  for  thou, 

1 2  Eternal,  liast  not  forsaken  them  that  inquire  after  thee.  Sing  praises

15  me  up  from  the  gates  of  death  :  That  I  may  relate  all  thy  praise 
in  the  gates  of  the  daughter  of  Zion,  rejoice  in  thy  salvation, 

16  Nations  are  sunk  down  in  the  pit  that  they  made:  in  a  net  which 

17  they  hid  is  their  own  foot  caught.  The  Eternal  is  known  by 
a  judgment  which  he  executed* :  a  wicked  one  is  snared  in  the 

18  work  of  his  own  hands.  Higgaion.  Selah.  Wicked  ones  shall  return 

19  unto  the  grave,  and  all  nations  that  forget  God,  For  the  needy  shall 
not  always  be  forgotten :  nor  the  hope  of  the  poor  perish  for  ever, 

20  Arise,  O  Eternal ;  let  not  man  bid  defiance :  let  nations  be  judged 

21  before  thy  face.  Send7,  O  Eternal,  dread  upon  them ;  that  nations 
may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men,  Selah. 

1  Psalm  x* — -Wherefore  stondest  thou  afar  off,  O  Eternal  ?  hidest  thou 

2  thyself  in  vicissitudes  iu  the  trouble  ?  The  wicked  in  Air  pride  doth 
hotly  pursue  the  poor:  let  them  be  caught  in  the  devices  that  they 

3  have  imagined*.  For  the  wicked  boasteth  of  his  heart's  lust,  and 

4  the  avaricious  blesseth  himself  that  he  rejecteth  the  Eternal.  The 

1  done,  *  judgment.  *  plea*  *  tit.  6  inquirer.  *  did.  1  act.  *  thouffld- 
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5  wicked  according  .to  his  haughtiness1  does  not  inquire.  There 
is  no  God,  are  all  his  thoughts8.  His  ways  are  always  prosperous!  | ; 

6  thy  judgments  ore  far  above  out  of  his  sight8 :  as  for  all  his  adver¬ 
saries,  he  puffeth  at  them.  He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  I  shall  not 
totter,  for  I  shall  not  be  in  adversity  from  generation  to  generation. 

7  His  month  is  full  of  execration,  and  subtlety,  and  violence |j :  under 

8  his  tongue  is  trouble  and  iniquity,  He  sitteth  in  the  lurking  places 
of  the  mdosures :  in  the  secret  places  doth  he  slay  the  innocent : 

9  his  eyes  are  privily  set  against  the  unfortunate!!  *  He  lieth  in  wait 
as  a  lion  in  his  den4  :  he  lieth  in  wait  to  snatch  the  poor ;  he  doth 

10  snatch  the  poor,  when  he  draweth  them  into  his  net.  He  is  crouched, 

11  he  is  low,  and  the  unfortunate  fall  in  his  strong  ones.  He  hath 
said  in  his  heart,  God  hath  forgotten :  he  hath  hidden  his  face ; 

12  he  will  never  see  it.  Arise,  O  Lord ;  O  Eternal,  lift  up  thy  hand : 

13  forget  not  humble  ones.  'Wherefore  doth  the  wicked  reject  God  ?  he 

14  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Thou  wilt  not  inquire.  But  thou  hast  seen 
it ;  •  for  thou  beholdest  trouble  and  provocation,  to  requite5  it  with 
thy  hand  :  the  nnfortunatey  committeth  himself  unto  thee;  thou  art 

15  the  helper  of  the  fatherless.  Break  thou  the  arm  of  the  wicked,  and 

16  as  to  the  evil  mm,  seek  out6  his  wickedness  tilt  you  find  none.  The 
Eternal  is  king  for  ever  and  ever :  the  heathen7  are  perished  out  of 

17  his  land.  Eternal,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  humble  ones :  thou 

18  wilt  prepare  their  heart,  thou  wilt  cause  thine  ear  to  attend :  To 
judge  the  fatherless  and  the  crushed,  that  frail  naw  of  Hie  earth 
may  no  more  tyrannise. 

1  3  Psalh  xi. — To  the  Director,  unto  Davids— In  the  Eternal  put 
I  my  trust :  how  say  ye  to  my  soul.  Flee  as  a  bird  to  your  mountain  ? 

3  For,  lo,  the  wicked  bend  their  bow,  they  make  ready  their  arrow 
upon  a  string,  that  they  may  in  thick  darkness  shoot  at  the  upright 

4  in  heart.  If  the  foundation  pillars  be  pulled  down  what  can  the 

5  righteous  effect?  Hie  Eternal  i»  in  tbe  palace  of  his  holiness,  the 
Eternal  his  throne1  is  in  heaven,  yet  his  eyes  behold,  his  eyelids  try, 

6  the  children  of  men.  The  Eternal  trieth  the  righteous :  but  the 

7  wicked  and  lover  of  violence  his  soul  hateth.  Upon  wicked  ones 
he  shall  ruin  snares,  fire  and  brimstone,  and  a  bunting  wind :  this 

6  shall  be  the  portion  of  their  cup.  For  the  Eternal  u  righteous,  loving 
righteousness :  his  face  doth  behold  the  upright. 

1  Psalm  xii.— -To  tbe  Director  of  the  Eighth,  a  Psalm  unto  David.— 

2  Save,  O  Eternal,  for  it  is  all  over  with  Me  pious;  for  faithful  ones 

3  fail |!  from  among  the  children  of  men.  They  speak  vanity*  every 
one  with  his  fellow :  with  smooth  lips  and  with  a  double  heart10  do 

4  they  speak.  The  Eternal  shall  cut  off  all  smooth  lips,  tend  the

them,  O  Eternal,  tbOu  ahalt  preserve  them  from  this  generation  for 

9  ever.  Wicked  ones  walk  about  on  ever;  ride  :  viteness  is  prepared 
for  the  sons  of  man,  as  though  it  were  exaltation. 

1  Psalm  xni, — To  the  Director,  a  Psalm  unto  David. — Until  when 
wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  Eternal,  altogether1  i  until  when  wilt  thou 

2  hide  thy  fecc  from  me  ?  Until  when  shall  I  take*  counsel  in  my 
soul,  having  sorrow  in  my  hesrt  all  day  ?  until  when  shall  mine  enemy 

3  be  exalted  over  me  ?  Look  and  answer  me,  O  Eternal  my  tiod : 

4  enlighten  mine  eyes,  lest  I  sleep  the  sleep  qf  death ;  Lest  mine  enemy

7  Then  the  earth  shook  and  quaked;  the  foundations  oho  of  the

8  There  went  up  a  smoke  ont  of  his  nostrils,  and  lire  out  of  his  mouth 

9  devoured ;  live  coals  were  consuming  thereout.  He  inclined  the 
heavens  also,  and  came  down:  and  thick  darkness  was  under  his  feet*

20  in  me.  The  Eternal  requited  me  according  to  my  righteousness; 
according  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  hath  he  recompensed3  me. 

21  For  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Eternal*  and  have  not  wickedly 

22  departed  from  my  God,  For  all  his  judgments  were  before  me,  ana 

23  I  did  not  put  away  his  ordinances  from  me.  I  was  also  perfectly  with 

24  him*  and  I  kept  myself  from  mine  iniquity.  Therefore  hath  tho 
Eternal  recompensed9  me  according  to  my  righteousness*  according 

25  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  in  his  eyes.  With  the  merciful  tbou 
wilt  shew  thyself  merciful ;  with  an  upright4  man  thou  wilt  shew 

26  thyself  upright4;  With  the  pure  thou  wilt  shew  thyself  pore;  and 

27  with  the  perverse  thou  wilt  deal  intricately.  For  thou  wilt  save  a 

28  poor  people ;  but  wilt  lower  high  looks.3  For  thou  wilt  light  my 

29  lamp :  the  Eternal  my  God  will  enlighten  my  darkness.  For  by 
thee  I  run  through  a  troop ;  and  by  my  God  1  leap  over  a  *  wall. 

30  As  for  God*  his  way  is  perfect;  the  saying  of  the  Lord  is  refined: 

31  he  is  a  shield  to  all  those  that  trust  in  him.  For  who  is  God  save  the 

32  Eternal  ?  or  who  is  a  rock*  save  our  God  ?  It  is  God  that  girdeth 

33  me  with  force,  and  maketh7  my  way  perfect.  He  znaketh  my  feet 

31  equal  to  those  of  hinds*  and  setteth8  me  upon  my  high  places;  He 

teacheth  my  hands  to  war*  bo  that  a  bow  of  copper  is  broken  by 

35  mine  arms.  Then  hast  also  given  rad  the  shieldof  thy  salvation  :  and 
thy  right  hand  has  holden  me  up*  and  thy  gentleness  hath  made  me 

36  great.  Thou  hast  enlarged  my  paces  under  me*  that  my  ancles 

37  did  not  slip.  I  have  pursued  mine  enemies*  and  overtaken  them ; 

38  neither  did  I  turn  again  till  I  had  consumed  them,  I  have  shattered 
them  (bat  they  were  not  able  to  rise  :  they  ore  fallen  under  my  feet. 

39  For  tbou  hast  girded  me  with  force  unto  the  war :  thou  hast  thrown 

1  >et  *  firm.  *  restored,  4  perfect,  6  eye*  4  eng.  *  gmth,  1  cftiaeih 

me  to  sand. 
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40  my  opponents  on  (heir  knees.  Thou  hast  also  turned  to  me  the  back1 

4L  of  mine  enemies,  my  haters,  that  I  might  annihilate  them.  They 
cried  for  help,  but  there  woe  no  saviour :  even  unto  the  Eternal,  but 

42  he  answered  them  not.  Then  did  I  beet  them  small  as  the  dust 

43  before  the  wind :  I  did  cast  them  out  as  street  mire*  Thou  bast  freed 
me  from  the  quarrels  of  a  people ;  and  thou  hast  made3  me  a  head 

44  of  nations :  a  people  whom  I  have  not  known  shall  serve  me.  As 
soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they  shall  obey  me  :  at  the  mere  report3  sons 

45  of  strangers  shall  dissemble4  unto  me.  Sons  of  strangers  shall  fade 

46  away,  and  be  afraid  of  their  close  places.  The  Eternal  liveth;  and 
blessed  be  my  rock;*  and  let  the  God  of  my  salvation  be  exalted. 

4 7  It  is  God  thalgiveth  me  vengeance,  and  submittoth  the  people  under 

48  me.  He  freeth  me  from  mine  enemies  ;  yea,  thou  liftest  me  up  above 

49  my  opponents  :  thou  hast  delivered  me  from  the  violent  man.  There* 
fore  will  I  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Eternal,  among  the  nations,  and 

50  hymn  unto  thy  name.  Great  salvation  giveth  he  to  his  king;  and 
sheweth"  mercy  to  his  anointed,  to  David,  and  to  his  seed  for  ever. 

J  Psalm  xix. — To  the  Director,  A  Psalm  unto  David*— The  heavens 
relate  the  glory  of  God  ;  and  the  expanse,  his  handy  work,  tel  let  h  of 

2  it.  Day  by  day  it  uttereth  speech,  and  night  by  night  discourseth 

3  knowledge.  It  is  not  a  speech  or  words,  the  voice  of  which  might 

4  have  been  beard.  Yet  their  line  is  gone  out  through  all  the  earth, 
and  their  words  to  the  extremity  of  the  world,  to  the  sun  who  hath 

5  set  Afr  tabernacle  in  them.  And  he  like  a  bridegroom  coming  out  of 

6  his  bridal  chamber,  rejuiceth  like  a  hero  to  run  a  race.  His  going 
forth  is  from  the  extremity  of  the  heaven,  and  his  circuit  unto  the 
extremities  of  it :  and  there  is  nothing  screened  from  the  heat  thereof* 

7  The  law  of  the  Eternal  is  perfect,  restoring  the  soul ;  the  testimony 

8  of  the  Eternal  is  sure7,  making  wise  the  simple.  The  charges  of  the 
Eternal  are  straight,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  commandment  of  the 

9  Eternal  is  pure,  giving  light  to  the  eyes*  The  fear  of  the  Eternal  is 
clean,  enduring9  for  ever;  the  judgments  of  the  Eternal  are  true 

10  and  righteous  altogether.  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold, 
yea,  than  much  fine  gold :  sweeter  also  than  honey  and  honeycomb. 

11  Thy  servant,  too,  is  enlightened  by  them:  and  in  keeping  of  them 

12  there  Is  great  reward.9  Errors  who  docs  perceive?  Clear  me  from 

13  hidden  sins*  Keep  back  thy  servant  also  from  the  presumptuous; 
let  them  not  have  dominion  over  me:  then  shall  I  be  blameless, 

14  and  I  shall  clear  myself  from  much  transgression.  Let  the  words  of 
my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be  acceptable  before 
thee,  O  Eternal,  my  strength/1  and  my  redeemer. 

1  Psalm  xx* — To  the  director,  A  Psalm  unto  David, — The  Eternal 
answer  thee  in  the  day  of  trouble ;  the  name  of  the  God  of  Jacob 

2  set  thee  on  high  ;  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary,  and  sustain 

3  thee  out  of  Eion ;  Remember  all  the  oblations,  and  accept  thy  burnt 

4  sacrifice;  Selali.  Grant  thee  according  to  thine  own  heart,  and 

&  fulfil  all  thy  counsel.  We  will  shout  in  thy  salvation,  and  in  the  name 

of  our  God  we  will  set  up  our  banners :  the  Eternal  fulfil  all  thy 

1  given  the  nap  of  the  neck.  *  pnL  3  the  hearing  of  the  ®r.  *  deny.  *  eng. 

*doeih,  TfrihfuL  *  standing.  9  heel.

6  petitions.  Now  know  I  that  the  Eternal  eaveth  his  anointed;  he 
wilt  answer  him  from  th«j,  heavens  of  hie  holiness  with  the  might  of  the 

7  salvation  of  his  right  hand.  These  with  chariots,  and  those  with  horses: 

8  bat  we  will  remember  the  name  of  the  Eternal  our  God,  They  sink 

9  on  their  knees  and  fell ;  but  we  are  risen,  and  stand  upright.  Save, 
Eternal,  let  the  king  answer  ns  on  the  day  of  our  aaUing. 

1  Psalm  xxi. — To  the  director,  A  Psalm  unto  David.— -The  king 
shall  joy  in  thy  strength,  O  Eternal ;  and  in  thy  salvation  how  greatly 

2  shall  he  rejoice  !  Thou  hast  given  him  hb  heart's  desire,  and  hast 

3  not  witliholden  the  request  of  his  lips.  Selah*  For  thou  antici- 
patedst  him  with  the  blessings  of  goodness  :  thou  setteat  a  crown 

4  of  pure  gold  on  his  head*  He  asked  life  of  thee,  and  thou  gayest  it 

5  him,  even  length  of  days  for  ever  and  ever.  His  glory  is  great  in  thy 

6  salvation  :  honour  and  majesty  hast  thou  laid  upon  him.  For  thou 
hast  made1  him  most  blessed*  for  over :  thou  hast  delighted  him 

7  with  rejoicing  from  thy  countenance.  For  the  king  trusteth  in  the 
Eternal,  and  through  tne  mercy  of  the  most  High  he  shall  not  totter. 

8  Thy  hand  shall  find  out  all  thine  enemies  :  thy  right  hand  shall  find 

9  out  those  that  hate  thee.  Thou  shait  make*  them  as  a  fiery  oven 
in  the  time  of  thine  anger1:  the  Eternal  shall  swallow  them  up  in 

10  his  wrath,  and  die  fire  shall  devour5  them.  Their  fruit  shall  thou 
destroy  from  the  earth,  and  their  seed  from  among  the  children  of 

11  men.  For  they  intended*  evil  against  thee;  they  imagined7 a lnischie- 

12  vous  device,  which  they  are  not  Me  to  perform*  Therefore  shall 
thou  make  them  turn  their  back  *  when  thou  shait  make  ready  thine 

13  arrows  upon  thy  strings  against  the  face  of  them.  Be  thou  exalted. 
Lord,  in  thine  own  strength:  so  will  we  sing  and  hymn  thy  might. 

1  Psalm  xxxi.— To  the  director  upon  *(hind  of  the  dawn/’  A  Psalm  unto 
David. — My  God,  my  God,  wherefore  hast  thou  forsaken  me?  art 

2  far  from  my  salvation,  from  the  words  of  my  roaring  ?  O  my  God, 
I  call  hy  day,  but  thou  answerest  not ;  and  in  the  night,  without  my 

3  keeping  silence*  But  thou  art  holy,  0  thou  that  dweilest  among 

4  the  praises  of  Israel*  Our  fathers,  trusted  in  thee  ;  they  trusted,  and 

5  thou  didst  rescue  them.  They  cried  unto  thee,  and  escaped :  they 

6  trusted  in  thee,  and  were  not  confounded.  But  I  am  a  worm,  and 
no  man ;  a  reproach  of  wen,  and  scorned  by  the  people.  All  they 

7  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn  t  they  distort  the  lip,  they  nod  the 

8  head,  saying.  Trust*  on  the  Eternal,  let  him  rescue  him  :  let  him 

9  deliver  him,  seeing  he  delighted  in  him.  But  thou  art  he  that 
drewest  me  out  of  the  belly:  thou  gavest  me  safety  upon  my 

10  mother's  breasts.  I  was  cast  upon  thee  from  the  womb,  thou  art  my 

H  God  from  my  mother's  belly.  .Be r  not  far  from  me  ;  for  trouble  is 

12  near ;  for  there  is  none  to  help.  Many  bulls  have  compassed  me : 

13  strong  bulls  of  Bashan  have  beset  me  round.  They  gaped  upon  me 

14  with  the  mouths,  as  a  tearing  and  roaring  lion*  l  am  poured  out 
like  water,  and  all  my  bones  arc  out  of  joint :  my  heart  is  like  wax; 

13  it  is  melted  in  the  midst  of  my  bowels.  My  strength  is  dried  up 
like  the  potsherd ;  and  my  tongue  cleaveth  to  my  jaws ;  and  thou

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16  hast  brought1  me  into  the  dust  of  death.  For  dogs  have  compassed 

-  me ;  an  assembly  of  wicked  ones  beset  me  round,  like  the  lion,  my  hands 

17  and  my  feet.  I  may  tell*  all  my  bones;  behold  they  look  ana  stare3 

1 8  upon  me.  They  divide  niy  garments  among  them,  and  cast  lots  upon 

1 9  my  vesture.  But  be  not  thou  far  from  me,  O  Eternal :  O  my  strength, 

20  haste  thee  to  help  me.  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword ;  ray  only 

21  one  from  the  power*  of  a  dog.  Save  me  from  a  lion's  month:  for 

22  thou  hast  answered  me  from  the  horns  of  buffaloes.  1  will  declare5 
tby  name  unto  my  brethren :  in  the  midst  of  a  congregation  will  I 

23  praise  thee.  Ye  that  fear  the  Eternal,  praise  him  ;  all  ye  the  seed 
of  Jacob,  honour  him  ;  and  stand  in  awe  of  him,  all  ye  the  seed  of 

24  Israel.  For  he  hath  not  despised  nor  abhorred  the  ejaculation  of 
the  poor ;  neither  has  he  screened  his  face  from  him ;  but  when  he 

2d  cried  unto  him  for  help,  he  heard.  My  praise  shall  be  of  thee  in 
a  numerous  congregation :  I  will  pay  my  vows  before  them  that 

26  fear  him.  The  meek  shall  eat  and  be  satisfied :  they  shall  praise 
the  Eternal  that  inquire  after  him  ;  your  heart  shall  live  for  ever. 

27  All  the  uttermost  ends  of  the  world  snail  remember  and  return  unto 
the  Eternal*,  and  all  the  families  of  nations  shall  prostrate  themselves 

28  before  thee.  For  unto  the  Eternal  belongs  the  government:  and 

29  he  is  ruler  among  the  nations.  They  that  eat  all  the  fat  of  the  earth 
prostrate  themselves,  before  him  kneel  down  all  that  sink  into  the 

30  dust,  and  also  he  who  cannot  keep  his  soul  alive.  A  seed  shall  serve 

31  him ;  the  Lord  is  proclaimed  to  the  latest  generation.  They  shall 
come,  andshall  tell  his  righteousness  unto  a  people  that  shall' be  bom, 
that  he  hath  done  this. 

1  Psalm  xxiii. — A  Psalm  unto  David. — The  Eternal  is  my  shepherd ; 

2  I  shall  not  want.  lie  maketh  me  to  crouch  in  rich  pastures :  he  leadeth 

3  me  beside  still  waters.  He  restoreth  my  soul :  he  guideth  me 

4  in  the  paths*  of  righteousness  for  his  name's  sake.  Yea,  though 
I  walk  through  the  glen  of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil  : 

5  for  thou  art  with  me ;  thy  staff  and  thy  prop  they  comfort  me.  Thou 
settest  a  table  in  order  before  me,  opposite  my  adversaries:  thou 

6  makest  my  head  fat  with  oil ;  my  cap  runneth  over.  Surely 
goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow1  me  alt  the  days  of  my  life :  and  I 
will  abide  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal  for  a  length  of  days. 

1  Psalm  xxiv. — Unto  David,  a  Psalm.. — Unto  the  Eternal  is  the 
earth,  and  the  fulness  thereof ;  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  there- 

2  in.  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  seas,  and  established  it  upon 

3  rivers.  Who  shall  go  up  the  mountain  of  the  Eternal  ?  or  who  shall 

4  rise  in  the  place  of  his  holiness  ?  He  that  is  of  clean  hands  and  pure 
heart  *,  who  has  uot  lifted  up  his  soul  unto  the  vanity,  nor  sworn  to 

5  deceit.  He  shall  receive8  blessing  from  the  Eternal,  and  righteons- 

<j  ness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation.  This  is  the  generation  of  his 

7  inquirers,  that  seek  thy  face,  O  Jacob.  Selah.  Lift  up  your  heads, 

*  set,  *  relqfe.  *  see.  *  band.  f  relate.  *  compass.  T  pursue. 

*  bear 
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O  ye  gates ;  and  be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  ;l  and  the  Xing 

8  of  fllory  shall  come  in.  Who  w  this  King  of  glory  ?  The  Eternal 

9  mighty  and  a  hero,  the  Eternal  a  hero  of  war.  lift;  up  your  heads  * 
O  ye  gates ;  even  lift  them  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  ;l  and  the  King  of 

10  glory  shalJ  come  in.  Who  is  this  King  of  glory  ?  The  Eternal  of 
hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory.  Selah. 

1  Psalm  xxv.— Unto  David. — Unto  thee,  O  Eternal,  do  t  lift  up 

2  my  souL  O  my  God,  1  trust  in  thee :  let  me  not  be  ashamed,  let  not 

3  mine  enemies  exult  over  me.  Yea,  let  none  that  hope  in  thee  be 
ashamed :  let  them  be  ashamed  who  are  treacherous  without  caused 

4  Make  known  to  me  thy  ways,  O  Eternal ;  teach  me  thy  paths. 

5  Lead  me  in  thy  truth,  and  teach  me :  for  thou  art  the  God  of  my 

6  salvation ;  in  thee  do  I  hope  all  tbe  day.  Remember,  O  Eternal, 
thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  Jovingkindnesses ;  for  they  are  from  ever. 

7  Remember  not  the  sins  of  my  youth,  nor  my  transgressions :  accord* 
ing  to  thy  mercy  remember  thou  me  for  thy  goodness  sake,  O  Eternal. 

8  Good  and  upright  is  the  Eternal ;  therefore  will  be  teach  sinners  in 

9  the  way.  The  meek  will  he  guide  in  the  judgment :  and  the  meek 
10  will  he  teach  his  way.  All  the  paths  of  the  Eternal  are  mercy  and 
1 L  truth  unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant  and  his  testimonies.  For  thy 

12  name’s  sake,  O  Eternal,  pardon  mine  iniquity ;  for  it  is  great.3  Who 
is  the  man,  that  feareth  the  Eternal  ?  him  shall  he  teach  in  the  way 

13  that  he  shall  choose.  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease;1  and  his  seed 

14  shall  inherit  the  land.  The  secret  deliberation  of  the  Eternal  is  for 
them  that  fear  him,  and  to  make  known  unto  them  his  covenant, 

15  Mine  eyes  are  ever  towards  the  Eternal ;  for  he  shall  pluck  my  feet 

16  out  of  the  net.  Turn  thee  unto  me,  and  be  gracious  unto  me ;  for 

17  I  am  desolate  and  afflicted.5  The  troubles  of  my  heart  are  enlarged : 

18  O  bring  thou  me  out  of  my  distresses.  See  mine  affliction6  and  my 

19  pain;  and  bear  with  all  my  sins.  See  mine  enemies;  for  they  are 

20  many ;  and  they  hate  me  with  cruel  hatred.7  O  keep  my  soul,  and 
2L  deliver  me :  let  me  uot  be  ashamed ;  for  1  trust  iu  thee.  Let  integrity 
22  and  uprightness  preserve  me;  for  1  hope  in  thee,  Release  Israel, 

O  Goa,  out  of  all  his  trouhles. 

1  Psalm  xxyi. — A  Psalm  unto  David, — Judge  me,  O  Eternal ;  for 
1  have  walked  in  my  simplicity:  I  have  trusted  also  in  tbe  Eternal ; 

2  therefore  I  shall  not  slide.  Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  try  me ;  refine 

3  my  reins  and  my  heart.  For  thy  mercy  is  before  mine  eyes :  and 

4  I  have  walked  in  thy  truth.  1  have  not  sat  with  vain  persons, 

5  neither  will  l  go  in  with  dissemblers.  I  have  hated  the  congregation 

6  of  evil  doers;  and  will  not  sit  with  the  wicked.  I  wilt  wash*  my 

7  hands  in  innocence :  so  will  I  compass  thine  altar,  O  Eternal.  That 


1  cntnEiceai  *  empty.  3  numerous.  *  fodge  ot«  night  in  goodness.  *  poor. 

*  poverty.  7  hatred  of  violence,  1  lave. 
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I  may  proclaim  with  the  voice  of  thanksgiving*,  and  declare  all 

8  thy  wondrous  works.  Eternal,  I  have  loved  the  residence  of  thy 

9  house,  and  the  place  where  thine  honour  dwelleth.  Gather  not  my 

10  soul  with  sinners,  nor  my  life  with  bloody  men :  In  whose  hands  is 

11  mischief,1  and  their  right  hand  is  full  of  bribes.  But  as  for  me,  I 

12  will  walk  in  my  simplicity  :  release  me,  and  be  gracious  unto  me. 
My  foot  staudefch  in  an  even  place :  in  choira  will  I  bless  the 
Eternal. 

1  Psalm  xxy it. — Unto  David. — The  Eternal  is  my  light  and  my 
salvation;  whom  shall  I  fear?  the  Eternal  is  the  place  of  the 

2  strength  or  my  life  ;  whom  shall  I  dread  ?  When  the  wicked,  even 
my  adversaries  and  enemies,  came  upon  me,  to  eat  up  my  flesh, 

3  they  stumbled  and  fell.  Though  a  camp  should  encamp  against  me, 
my  heart  shall  not  fear:  though  war  should  rise  against  me,  even  in 

4  this  will  [  be  trustful.  One  thmg  have  I  asked  of  the  Eternal,  that 
will  I  seek  after ;  that  I  may  abide  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal  all  the 
days  of  my  life,  to  behold  the  pleasantness  of  the  Eternal,  and  to 

5  enquire3  in  his  temple.  For  in  the  time  of  evil  he  shall  conceal  me 
in  his  pavilion  :*  in  the  secret  of  his  tent  shall  he  screen  me  ;  he  shall 

6  set  me  up  upon  a  rock.1  And  now  shall  my  head  rise  high  above 
mine  enemies  round  about  me:  therefore  will  I  sacrifice  in  his  tent 
sacrifices  of  joy  ;5  I  will  sing,  yea,  I  will  hymn  unto  the  Eternal. 

7  Hear,  O  Eternal,  when  I  cry  with  my  voice:  be  gracious  unto  me, 

8  and  answer  me.  Concerning  thee,  my  heart  says,  Seek  ye  my  face} 

9  Thy  face,  Eternal,  will  I  seek.  Screen  not  thy  face  far  from  me ; 
put*  not  thy  servant  away  in  wrath ;  tbou  hast  been  my  help ;  leave 

10  me  not,  neither  forsake  me,  0  God  of  my  salvation.  When  my  father 

11  and  my  mother  forsake  me,  then  the  Eternal  will  take  me  up.  Teach 
me  thy  way,  O  Eternal,  and  lead  me  in  a  plain  path,  hecause  of  my 

12  foes.  Give  me  not  over  according  to  the  desire7  of  mine  adversaries; 
for  false  witnesses  are  risen  up  against  me,  breathing  too  violence. 

13  Yet  I  believe  I  shall  see  the  goodness  of  the  Eternal  in  the  land  of 

14  the  living.  Wait  on  the  Eternal :  he  of  good  courage,  and  he  shall 
strengthen  thy  heart :  yea  wait  on  the  Eternal. 

1  Psalm  xxyiii. — Unto  David.— Unto  thee  will  I  call,  O  Eternal 
my  rock;4  be  not  deaf  to  mo;  lest,  if  thou  be  silent  to  me,  I 

2  resemble  them  that  go  down  into  the  pit.  Hear  the  voice  of  my 
supplications,  when  I  cry  for  help  unto  tnee,  when  I  lift  up  my  hands 

3  towards  the  oracle  of  thy  holiness.  Draw  me  not  away  with  the 
wicked,  and  with  workers  of  iniquity,  who  speak  peace  to  their  fellows, 
but  evil  is  in  their  hearts.  Give  them  according  to  their  deeds,  and 
according  to  the  evil  of  their  endeavours :  give  them  after  the  work

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5  of  tiheir  hands ;  render1  to  them  their  desert*  Because  they  will  not 
understand  the  operations  of  the  Eternal,  nor  the  works  of  his  hands, 
he  shall  destroy3  them,  and  not  build  them  up.  Blessed  be  the 

7  Eternal,  because  he  hath  heard  the  voice  of  my  supplications.  The 
Eternal  is  my  strength  and  my  shield ;  my  heart  trusted  in  him,  and 
I  am  helped :  therefore  my  heart  greatly  rejoiceth  ;  and  with  my  song 

8  wifi  I  praise  him.  The  Eternal  is  their  strength,  and  he  w  the 

0  stronghold  of  the  salvation  of  his  anointed*  Save  thy  people,  and 

bless  thine  inheritance :  feed  them  also,  and  lift  them  up  for  ever.3 

1  Psalm  xxix- — A  Psalm  unto  David.— Give4  unto  the  Eternal,  sons 

2  of  the  powerful,  give4  unto  the  Eternal  glory5  and  might.  Give4  unto 
the  Eternal  the  glory5  due  unto  his  name  ;  prostrate  yourself  before 

3  the  Eternal  in  the  splendour  of  holiness.  The  voico  of  the  Eternal 
is  upon  the  waters :  the  God  of  glory5  thunderelh  ;  the  Eternal  is 

4  upon  many  waters.  The  voice  of  the  Eternal  is  powerful  •*  the  voice 

5  of  the  Eternal  is  full  of  majesty.7  The  voice  of  the  Eternal  breaketh 
cedars ;  yea,  the  Eternal  shattereth  the  cedars  of  the  Lebanon* 

6  He  makes  them  also  to  ski^  like  a  calf ;  Lebanon  and  Sfrion  like  the 

7  young  of  buffaloes.  The  voice  of  the  Eternal  divideth8  flames  of  fire. 

8  The  voice  of  the  Eternal  shaketh  the  desert;  the  Eternal  shaketh 

9  the  desert  of  Kadesh*  The  voice  of  the  Eternal  maketh  hinds  to 
calve,  and  forests  bare ;  and  in  his  palace  doth  every  one  speak  of 

10  his  glory.5  The  Eternal  sat  at  the  deluge;  yea,  the  Eternal  aitteth 
King  for  ever.  The  Eternal  will  give  might  unto  his  people;  the 
Eternal  will  bless  bis  people  with  the  peace. 

1  Psalm  xxx  —  A  Psalm,  Song  at  the  dedication  of  the  house — mi  to 
David.— I  will  extol  thee,  O  Eternal ;  for  thou  hast  drawn  me  up,  aud 

2  hast  not  made  mine  enemies  rejoice  over  me-  O  Eternal  my  God,  I 

3  cried  unto  thee  for  help,  and  thou  hast  healed  me.  O  Eternal,  thou 
■hast  brought  up  my  soul  from  the  grave  :  thou  hast  kept  mo  alive, 

4  that  I  should  not  go  down  to  the  pit.  Hymn  unto  the  Eternal,  O  ye 
saints  of  his,  ana  give  thanks  at  the  remembrance  of  his  holiness. 

5  For  a  moment  he  atrideth  in  his  wrath,  for  a  life  time  in  his  kindness : 
weeping  may  endure  for  a  night,  but  exultation  somethin  the  morning. 

G  7  And  in  my  prosperity  I  said,  I  shall  never  totter*  Eternal,  in  thy 
pleasure  tbon  hast  accorded  might  to  my  mountain  :  thou  didst  screen 

S  thy  face,  and  I  was  troubled*  X  cried  to  thee,  O  Eternal  ;  and  the 

9  Eternal  I  besought.  What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood,  when  I  go 
down  to  the  pit  ?  Shall  dust  praise  thee  ?  Shall  it  tell  thy  truth  ? 

10  Hear,  O  Eternal,  and  he  gracious  unto  me  :  O  Eternal,  he  thou  my 

11  helper.  Thou  hast  turned  for  me  my  lamentation  into  dancing;  thou 

12  hast  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me  with  gladness;  To  the  end 
that  glory  may  hymn  to  thee,  and  not  be  silent*  O  Eternal  my  God, 
I  will  give  thanks  unto  theefor  ever.

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1  Psalm  xxxi. — To  the  director,  A  Psalm  unto  David.— In  thee,  O 
Eternal,  I  trust ;  let  me  never  be  ashamed :  rescue  me  in  thy  righte- 

2  ousness.  Incline  thine  ear  to  me;  deliver  me  speedily:  be  thou 

3  unto  me  a  rock1  of  strength,  for  a  house  of  defence*  to  save  me.  For 
thou  art  my  rock  and  my  stronghold ;  therefore  for  thy  name’s  sake 

4  lead  me,  and  guide  me.  Take  me  out  of  the  net  that  they  have  laid 

5  privily  for  me:  for  thon  art  niy  strength.  Into  thy  hand  I  commit 

6  my  spirit:  thon  hast  redeemed  me,  0  Eternal  God  of  truth.  1  have 
hated  them  that  keep  to  vanities  of  nothingness :  but  as  for  me  I  trust 

7  in  the  Eternal.  1  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thy  mercy :  thou  who 

8  hast  seen  my  misery  :  hast  known  my  soul  in  troubles.  And  hast  not 
shut  me  up  into  the  hand  of  an  enemy :  thou  hast  set  my  feet  in  a 

9  large  room.  Be  gracious  unto  me  O  Eternal,  for  I  am  distressed : 

ID  mine  eye  is  consumed  with  grief,  yen,  my  soul  and  my  belly.  For 

my  life  is  spent  in  sorrow,  and  my  years  with  sighing :  my  strength 

11  faileth3  in  mine  iniquity,  and  my  bones  are  consumed.  From  the 
multitude4  of  mine  adversaries  I  became  a  reproach  of  my  neighbours, 
and  a  dread  to  mine  acquaintances  :  they  that  did  see  me  without, 

12  eschewed  me.  I  am  forgotten  as  a  dead  man  out  of  mind :  lam  like 

13  a  broken9  vessel.  For  I  have  heard  the  report  of  many:  terror  was 
on  every  side,  while  they  took  counsel  together  against  me :  they  de- 

14  vised  to  take  away  my  life.  But  I  trusted  in  thee,  O  Eternal:  I  said, 

15  Thou  art  my  God.  My  fate  is  in  thy  hand :  deliver  me  from  tbe 

16  hand  of  mine  enemies,  and  from  my  pursuers.  Make  thy  face  to 

17  shine  upon  thy  serv&ut :  save  me  in  thy  mercy.  Let  me  not  be 
ashamed,  O  Eternelj  for  I  have  called  upon  thee :  let  the  wicked  be 

18  ashamed,  and  let  them  be  silent  for  the  grave.  Let  lips  of  lie  be 
struck  dumb ;  which  speak  grievous  things  proudly  and  contemp- 

19  tuously  against  the  righteous.  Oh  how  great  is  thy  goodness,  which 
thou  hast  laid  up  in  secret  for  them  that  fear  thee ;  which  thou  hast 

20  wrought  for  them  that  trust  in  thee  before  the  sous  of  men  1  Thou 
shalt  screen  them  in  the  secret  of  thy  presence  from  the  pride  of  man; 

21  thou  shalt  conceal  them  iu  a  booth  from  strife  of  tongues.  Blessed 
be  the  Eternal :  for  he  hath  made  conspicuous  his  kindness  for  me 

22  in  a  besieged  city.  But  I,  to  be  sure,  said  in  my  haste,  I  am  cut  off 
from  before  thine  eyes :  nevertheless  thou  heardest  the  voice  of  my 

23  supplications  when  I  cried  for  help  unto  thee.  O  love  the  Eternal, 
all  ye  his  saints:  for  the  Eternal  guardeth  the  faithful, and  requiteth 

24  the  haughtiness  of  the  proud  doer.  Be  ye  strong,  and  he  shall 
confirm  your  heart,  all  ye  that  wait  for  the  Eternal. 

1  Psalm  xxxii.— Unto  David,  Maschil. — 0  happiness  of  him  whose 

2  transgression  is  forgiven,  whose  sin  is  covered.  O  happiness  of  the 

1  crag.  1  stronghold*  *  ctiunbkth-  }  all.  3  perishing. 
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man  unto  Thom  the  Eternal  impute th  no  iniquity,  and  in  whose  spirit 

3  there  is  no  guile*  When  ]  kept  silence,  ray  bones  withered  through  my 

4  roaring  all  the  day  long.  For  by  day  and  night  thy  hand  was  heavy 
upon  me :  my  moisture  is  turned  in  the  droughts  of  summer,  Selah, 

5  I  made  known  my  sin  unto  thee,  and  mine  iniquity  have  I  not  covered. 
I  said,  I  will  confess  my  transgressions  unto  the  Eternal ;  and  thou 

0  forgaveat  the  iniquity  of  my  sin.  Selah.  For  this  shall  every  saint 
pray  onto  thee  in  a  time  when  thou  mayest  be  found :  surely  in  the 

7  floods  of  great1  waters  they  shall  not  reach  him.  Thou  art  my 
hiding  place;  thou  sbalt  guard  me  from  on  adversary;  thou  sh&lt 

5  compass  me  about  with  shouts  of  deliverance.  Selah.  I  will  instruct 
thee  and  teach  thee  in  (lie  way  which  thon  shalt  go  :  I  will  counsel 

9  thee,  mine  eye  shall  be  upon  thee.  Be  ye  not  as  a  horse,  or  as  a 
mule,  without  understanding :  to  be  held  in  with  bit  and  bridle,  lest 

10  they  come  near  unto  thee.  Many  sorrows  hath  the  wicked ;  but  he 

11  that  trusteth  in  the  Eternal,  mercy  shall  compass  him  about.  Be 
glad  in  the  Eternal,  and  rejoice,  ye  righteous :  and  cause  ye  to  shout, 
all  that  are  upright  in  heart. 

1  Psalm  xxxm. — Exult  in  the  Eternal,  O  ye  righteous, /or  praise  is 

2  comely  for  the  upright.  Thank  the  Eternal  with  harp :  hymn  unto 

3  him  with  a  ten-stringed  psaltery.  Sing  unto  him  a  new  song ;  play 

4  skilfully  amidst  loud  sounding  mirth.  For  the  word  of  the  Eternal 

6  is  upright,  and  all  his  deeds  are  done  in  faithfulness.  He  loveth 
righteousness  and  judgment :  the  earth  is  full  of  the  mercy  of  the 

6  Eternal.  By  the  worn  of  the  Eternal  were  heavens  made ;  and  all 

7  the  host  of  them  by  the  breath*  of  his  mouth.  He  gathcrcth  the 
waters  of  the  sea  together  aa  a  mound :  he  layeth  up4  the  murmuring 

8  deep  in  storehouses1.  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Eternal :  let  all  the 

9  inhabitants  of  the  world  stand  in  awe  of  him.  For  he  said,  and  it 

10  was  done;  he  commanded,  and  it  stood  fast.  The  Eternal  maketh 
void  the  counsel  of  nations:  he  disallowcth  the  devices1  of  peoples. 

11  The  counsel  of  the  Eternal  standeth  for  ever,  the  thoughts  of  his 

12  heart  to  all  ages.  Happy  is  the  nation  whose  God  is  the  Eternal ; 

13  and  the  people  whom  he  has  chosen  for  his  own  inheritance.  The 

14  Eternal  looketh  from  heaven;  he  seeketh  all  the  sons  of  men.  From 
the  establishment  of  liis  seat  he  looketh  narrowly  upon  all  the  inha- 

15  bitants  of  the  earth.  He  that  formed  their  hearts  altogether,  is  he 

16  that  considered!  all  their  deeds.  The  king  is  not  saved  by  the  mul- 

17  titude  of  a  force:  a  hero  is  not  delivered  by  much  strength,  A 
horse  is  a  vain*  thing  for  salvation :  neither  shall  he  rescue  any  by 

18  the  multitude  of  his  force.  Behold,  the  eye  ofthe  Eternal  is  upon 

19  them  that  fear  him,  upon  them  that  hope  in  his  mercy  ;  To  deliver 

20  their  soul  from  death,  and  to  keep  them  alive  in  famine.  Our  soul 


1  many*  *  wind.  g  giveih,  4  treuureL  *  thoughts,  *  lie. 
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2 1  waiteth  for  the  Eternal:  he  iff  our  help  and  our  shield*  For  our 
heart  shall  rejoice  in  him,  because  we  have  trusted  in  the  name  of 

22  his  holiness.  Let  thy  mercy,  O  Eternal,  be  upon  us,  according  as 
we  hope  in  thee. 

Psalm  xxxiv. — Unto  David,  when  he  changed  his  behaviour1 
before  Abimelech ;  who  drove  him  away,  and  he  went  away.— 

1  I  will  bless  the  Eternal  at  all  times  :  his  praise  shall  continually  be 

2  in  my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast  itself  in  the  Eternal :  the  meek 

3  shall  hear  thereof?  and  be  glad.  O  magnify  the  Eternal  with  me, 

4  and  let  us  exalt  his  name  together.  I  inquired  for  the  Eternal,  and 

5  he  answered  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  dread.  They  looked 
unto  him,  and  were  lightened ;  and  their  laces  were  not  ashamed. 

6  This  poor  man  cried,  and  the  Eternal  heard  Aim ,  aud  saved  him  out 

7  of  ail  his  troubles.  An  angel*  of  the  Eternal  encampetb  round  about 
H  them  that  fear  him*  and  deUvereth  them.  O  taste  and  see  that  the 
9  Eternal  is  good ;  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him,  O  fear  the 

Eternal,  ye  his  saints :  for  there  is  no  want  to  them  that  fear  him* 

10  Young  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hunger :  but  they  that  inquire  after 

11  the  Eternal  shall  not  want  any  good  thing .  Come,  ye  children, 

12  hearken  unto  me:  I  will  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Eternal.  What 
man  is  he  that  desire th  life,  and  loveth  many  days*  that  he  may  see 

13  good?  Guard  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speaking 

14  guile.  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ;  seek  peace,  and  pursue  it* 

15  The  eyes  of  the  Eternal  are  upon  the  righteous,  and  his  ears  are 
1(>  open  unto  their  cry  for  help.  The  face  of  the  Eternal  is  against  them 

that  do  evil,  to  exterminate  the  remembrance  of  them  from  the  earth* 
]  7  The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Eternal  heareth,  and  delivereth  them  out 
IS  of  all  their  troubles.  The  Eternal  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a 

19  broken  heart;  and  saveth  such  as  arc  of  a  contrite  spirit  Many  are 
the  afflictions  of  the  righteous :  but  the  Eternal  delivereth  him  out 

20  of  them  ad.  He  keepeth  all  his  bones :  not  one  of  them  is  hroken* 

21  Evil  shall  slay  the  wicked:  and  they  that  hate  the  righteous  shall 

22  incur  guilt.  The  Eternal  rele&seth  the  soul  of  his  servants  :  and  none 
of  them  that  trust  in  him  shall  incur  guilt. 

1  Psalm  xxxv.— Unto  David. — Strive,  O  Eternal,  with  them  that 

2  strive  with  me ;  fight  against  them  that  light  against  me.  Take 

3  hold  of  shield  and  buckler,  and  for  my  help  arise.  Draw  out  also 
the  spear,  aud  grasp  it  against  them  that  pursue  me :  say  unto  my 

4  soul,  I  am  thy  salvation.  Let  them  be  confounded  and  put  to  shame 
that  seek  after  my  soul :  let  them  recede  and  turn  pale  that  devise 

5  my  hurt.3  Let  tnem  be  as  chaff  hefore  a  wind :  and  let  an  angel3  of 
G  the  Eternal  chase4  them.  Let  their  way  be  darkness  and  slipperiness : 
7  and  let  an  angel3  of  the  Eternal  pursue  them*  For  without  causehave 

they  hid  for  ine  their  net  in  a  pit,  for  withoutcause  have  they  digged  for 


1  taste,  *  messenger.  *  Lhink  my  evil.  4  push. 
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8  my  soul.  Let  desolation  come  upon  him  at  unawares  ;l  and  let  his 
net  that  he  hath  hid  catch*  himself:  with  desolation  let  him  fell  into 

9  it*  And  my  soul  shall  be  joyful  in  the  Eternal :  it  shall  rejoice  in  his 

10  salvation*  All  ray  bones  shall  say.  Eternal,  who  is  like  unto  thee, 
who  delivered  the  poor  from  him  that  is  too  strong  for  him,  yea,  the 

11  poor  and  the  needy  from  him  that  robbeth  him*  Testifying  to  vio- 

12  leuce,  witnesses  rise  up;  they  ask  me  what  I  know  not  They 

13  requited  me  evil  for  good,  it  is  bereavement  to  my  soul.  But  as  for 
me,  when  they  were  sick,  my  clothing  was  sackcloth :  1  afflicted  my 
soul  with  fasting ;  and  my  prayer  returned  into  mine  own  hosom. 

14  As  though  he  had  heen  a  fellow  er  brother  unto  me,  1  walked  ahout: 

15  I  bowed  down  heavily,3  as  one  in  mourning /br  a  mother.  But  in 
my  halting  they  rejoiced,  and  gathered  themselves  together :  yea, 
railers  gathered  themselves  together  against  me,  and  I  knew  it  not ; 

1 6  they  did  rend  me,  and  paused  not.  With  hypocritical  mockers 

17  parasiticslly,4  they  gnashed  npon  me  with  their  teeth.  Lord,  how 
long?  wilt  thou  look  on?  rescue  my  soul  from  their  desolation,  my 

18  only  one  from  young  lions.  I  will  give  thee  thanks  in  a  numerous 

19  congregation:  i  will  praise  thee  among  a  mighty  people*  Let  not 
them  that  are  mine  enemies  wrongfully7  rejoice  over  me  :  neither  let 

20  them  wink  with  the  eye  that  hate  me  for  nothing.  For  they  speak 
not  peace ;  but  they  devise*  deceitful  matters  against  them  that  are 

21  quiet  in  the  land.  Yea,  they  opened  their  mouth  wide  against  me, 

22  and  said.  Aha,  aha,  our  eye  hath  seen  if.  This  thou  hast  seen, 

23  O  Eternal :  keep  not  silence :  O  Eternal,  be  not  for  from  me.  Stir 
up  thyself,  and  awake  to  my  judgment,  even  unto  my  strife,  my  God 

24  and  my  Lord.  Judge  me,  O  Eternal  my  God,  according  to  thy 

26  righteousness ;  and  let  them  not  rejoice  over  me.  Let  them  not  say 

in  their  hearts.  Ah,  our  desire  :*  let  them  not  say.  We  have  swallowed 

26  him  up*  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  turn  pale  together  that  rejoice 
at  my  hurt  :10  let  them  be  clothed  with  shame  and  confusion  that 

27  magnify  themselves  against  me.  Let  them  shout  for  joy,  and  rejoice 
that  are  pleased  with  my  righteousness  :  yea,  let  them  say  continually. 
Great  is  the  Eternal  who  is  pleased  with  the  prosperity 11  of  his  servant. 

28  And  my  tongue  shall  utter  thy  righteousness  and  thy  praise  all  the 
day  long. 

Psalm  tcxxyi, — To  the  director,  nnto  David,  the  servant  of  the 

1  Eternal  .—The  declaration  of  the  wicked  resotmdttk  within  my  heart, 

2  there  is  no  awe  of  God  before  his  eyes.  For  it  flattereth  him  in  his 

3  own  eyes  that  his  iniquity  in  hatred  may  find  him.  The  words  of  his 
mouth  are  iniquity  and  deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to  act  wisely,  and  to 

4  do  good.  He  deviseth13  iniquity  upon  his  place  of  repose ;  he  placeth 

5  himself  in  a  way  that  is  not  good;  he  scometh  not  evil.  Thy  mercy, 
O  Eternal,  is  in  the  heavens;  and  thy  faithfulness  reacheth  unto  the 

6  sky.  Thy  righteousness  is  like  great  mountains;13  thy  judgments 
are  a  great  murmuring  deep :  O  Eternal,  thou  savest  man  and  beast, 

7  How  precious  is  thy  mercy,  O  God  1  therefore  the  children  of  men 

1  he  shall  not  knew.  *cooqucf.  *  squalidly  ‘cake.  4  how  much.  *m*. 

7  «  lie.  *  thiak,  *  oor  so  ui  w  ml*  u  peace.  11  thialu*  15  moanmiiu  of  God. 
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8  pat  their  trust  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings.  They  shall  he  satu¬ 
rated  with  the  fatness  of  thy  house ;  ondthoushalt  make  them  drink 

9  of  the  river  of  thy  pleasures.  For  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of  life :  in 

10  thy  light  shall  we  see  light.  O  continue1  thy  mercy  nnto  them  that 

11  know  thee;  and  thy  righteousness  to  the  upright  in  heart.  Let  not 
the  foot  of  pride  come  against  me,  and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  wicked 

12  remove  me.  There  are  the  workers  of  iniquity  fallen ;  they  are 
cast  down,  and  shall  not  be  able  to  rise. 

1  Psalm  xxxyii. — Unto  David. — Fret. not  thyself  because  of  evil- 
12  workers,  neither  be  thou  enviouB  against  the  doers  of  wrong.  For 
they  Bhall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass,  and  wither  as  the  green 

3  herb.  Trust  in  the  Eternal,  and  do  good ;  dwell  in  the  land,  and 

4  feed  with  faithfulness.  Delight  thyself  also  in  the  Eternal ;  and  he 

5  shall  give  thee  the  desires  of  thy  heart.  Commit®  thy  way  unto  the 

6  Eternal ;  trust  also  in  him ;  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass/  And  he 
shall  bring  forth  thy  righteousness  as  the  light,  and  thy  judgment  as 

7  the  noonday.  Rest  in  the  Eternal,  and  wait  patiently  for  him :  fret 
not  thyself  because  of  him  who  prospereth  in  his  way,  because  of  the 

8  man  who  bringeth  wicked  devices  to  pass.  Cease  from  wrath,  and 

9  forsake  fury  ;  fret  not  thyself, ./or  it  is  only  for  evil.  For  evildoers 
shall  be  cut  off :  but  those  that  wait  upon  the  Eternal,  they  shall 

10  inherit  the  land.  For  yet  a  little  while,  and  the  wicked  is  no  more : 

S;a,  thou  shalfc  diligently  consider  his  place,  and  it  shall  not  be. 
u.t  the  meek  shall  inherit  the  land ;  and  shall  delight  themselves  in 
19  the  abundance  of  peace.  The  wicked  plotteth  against  the  righteous, 
13  and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth.  The  Lord  shall  laugh  at  him : 
14  for  he  seeth  that  his  day  is  coming.  The  wicked  have  drawn  out*  a 
sword,  and  have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast  down  the  poor  and  needy, 
1 5  and  to  slay,  such  aa  are  upright,  in  the  way.  Their  sword  shall  enter 
16  into  their  own  heart,  and  their  bows  Bhall  be  broken.  A  little  that 
the  righteous  man  hath  is  better  than  the  abundance  of  many  wicked. 
17  For  the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be  broken :  hut  the  Eternal  up- 
18  holdeth  Me  righteous.  The  Eternal  knoweth  the  days  of  the  upright  :5 
19  and  their  inheritance  shall  be  for  ever.  They  shaft  not  he  ashamed 
in  the  time  of  evil :  and  in  the  days  of  famine  they  shall  be  satisfied. 
20  But  Me  wicked  shall  perish,  and  the  enemies  of  the  Eternal  shall  be 
as  the  fat*  of  lambs :  they  shall  consume ;  into  smoke  shall  they  con- 
21  some  away.  The  wicked  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again :  but  the 
22  righteous  is  merciful, and  giveth.  For  such  as  were  blessed  of  him  shall 
inherit  Me  land ;  and  they  that  ore  execrated  of  him  shall  be  cut  off. 
23  The  steps  of  a  good  man  are  established  by  the  Eternal ;  and  he  de- 
24  lighteth  in  his  way.  Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  utterly  cast 
2 5  down :  for  the  Eternal  upholdeth  him  with  his  hand.  1  was  young, 
and  now  am  old  ;  yet  have  1  not  seen  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his 
2G  seed  begging*  bread.  All  day  he  is  merqiiul,  and  lendeth ;  and  his 
27  seed  is  for  blessing.  Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ;  and  dwell 

*  draw  *  roll.  *  do.  *  opened.  1  perfect.  *  prcciousnaa.  J  seeking. 
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28  for  evermore.  For  tbe  Eternal  loveth  judgment*  and  fbrsaketh  not 
his  saints ;  they  are  preserved  for  ever :  but  the  seed  of  the  wicked 

29  shall  be  cut  off.  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land*  and  dwell 

30  therein  for  ever.  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  uttereth  wisdom,  and 
3t  his  tongue  talketh  of  judgment.  The  lav  of  God  is  in  his  heart; 

32  none  of  his  steps  shall  slide.  The  wicked  watcheth  the  righteous, 

33  and  seeketh  to  put  him  to  death.  The  Eternal  will  not  leave  him  in 

34  his  hand,  nor  declare  him  guilty  when  he  is  judged.  Wait  on  the 
Eternal,  and  keep  his  way,  and  he  shall  exalt  thee  to  inherit  the  land : 

3 5  the  cutting  off  of  the  wicked  thou  shalt  see.  I  have  seen  a  terrible 

36  wicked  one,  and  spreading  himself  like  a  bushy  native  tree.  Yet  he 
passed  away,  and,  lo,  he  was  not :  yea,  I  sought  him,  but  he  could 

37  not  be  found.  Observe  the  perfect  man,  and  behold  the  upright; 

38  for  the  end  of  that  man  «  peace.  But  transgressors  shall  be  destroyed 
30  together :  the  end1  of  the  wicked  shall  be  cut  off  But  the  salvation 

of  the  righteous  is  of  the  Eternal :  he  is  their  strength  in  tbe  time  of 
40  trouble.  And  the  Eternal  shall  help  them,  and  rescue  them :  he 
shall  rescue  them  from  the  wicked,  and  save  them,  because  they 
trust  in  him. 

Psalm  xxxviil — A  Psalm  unto  David,  to  bring  to  remembrance. — 

1  O  Eternal,  reprove  me  not  in  thy  auger :  neither  chasten  me  in  thy 

2  fury.  For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me,  and  thy  hand  presseth  me 

3  sore.  There  is  no  soundness  in  my  flesh  because  of  thine  indigna* 

4  tion ;  neither  is  there  any  peace  in  my  hones  because  of  my  sin.  For 
mine  iniquities  are  gone  over  my  head  :  as  a  heavy  burden  they  are 

5  too  heavy  for  me  Rf y  stripes  have  become  fetid  and  fester  because 

6  of  my  foolishness.  I  am  bent;  I  am  bowed  down  greatly;  I  go 

7  mourning  ail  the  day  long.  For  my  loins  arc  filled  with  burning 

8  disease :  and  there  is  no  soundness  in  my  flesh.  I  tun  benumbed  and 
sore  crushed ;  T  havs  roared  by  reason  of  the  groaning  of  my  heart. 

9  Lord,  all  my  desire  is  before  thee ;  and  my  sighing  is  not  hid  from 

10  thee.  My  heart  p&nteth,  my  strength  fomketh  me  :  as  for  the  light 

11  of  mine  eyes,  it  also  is  gone  from  me.  My  lovers  and  my  friends 

12  stand  aloof  from  my  affliction;  and  tny  kinsmen  stand  afar  off.  They 
also  that  seek  after  my  life  lay  snares  for  me:  and  they  that  seek  my 
hurt  speak  mischievous  things,  and  imagine  deceits  all  the  day  long. 

13  But,  as  though  I  were  deaf  1  would  not  bear;  and  like  a  dumb  man  that 

14  openeth  not  nis  month.  Thus  I  was  as  a  man  thatbearcth  not,  and 

15  in  whose  mouth  are  no  arguments.  For  in  thee,  O  Eternal,  do  I 

16  hope :  tbou  wilt  answer,  O  Lord  my  God*  For  I  said,  Lest,  they 
rejoice  over  me ;  when  my  foot  slippcth,  they  magnify  themselves 

17  against  me.  For  I  am  ready  to  halt,  and  my  sorrow  is  continually 

18  before  me.  For  1  will  declare  mine  iniquity ;  1  am  apprehensive  by 

19  reason  of  my  sin.  But  mine  enemies  are  olive,  tmd  they  are  mighty : 
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30  and  they  that  hate  me  wrongfully  are  numerous  ;  They  also  that 
render  evil  for  good,  becoming  mine  adversaries  because  of  my  fol- 

21  lowing  what  is  good.  Forsake  me  not,  O  Eternal ;  O  my  God,  be 

22  not  far  from  me.  Make  haste  to  help  me,  O  Lord  my  salvation. 
Psalm  xxxix. — To  the  director,  even  to  Jeduthun,  A  Psalm  unto 

1  David,— 1  said,  1  will  take  heed  to  my  ways,  that  I  sin  not  with  my 
tongue :  I  will  keep  my  mouth  with  a  muzzle,  while  the  wicked  is 

2  before  me.  1  was  dumb  with  silence,  I  held  my  peace,  even  from 

3  good ;  and  my  sorrow  was  Btirred.  My  heart  was  hot  within  me,  in 

4  my  fervor  the  fire  burned :  then  spake  I  with  my  tongue,  Eternal, 
make  me  to  know  mine  end,  and  the  measure  of  my  dayB,  what  it  is  ; 

5  that  I  may  know  how  frail  I  am.  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as 
handhreadths  ,*  and  my  lifetime  ia  as  nothing  before  thee :  verily  every 

6  man  is  altogether  vanity.  This  is  established.  Selah.  Surely 
every  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shew surely  their  noise  is  for  vanity : 

7  he  heapeth  up  ricAes,  and  knoweth  not  who  shall  gather  them.  And 

8  now,  Lord,  what  wait  I  for  ?  my  hope  is  in  thee.  Deliver  me  from 

9  all  my  transgressions  :  make  me  not  a  reproach  of  the  base.  I  was 

10  dnmb,  I  opened  not  my  month ;  because  thou  didst  ii.  Remove  thy 
infriction  from  me :  I  am  consumed  by  the  instigation  of  thy  hand. 

11  When  thou  with  rebukes*  dost  correct3  man  for  iniquity,  thou  makest 
his  beauty  to  fmeit  away,  as  the  moth  consvmeth-,  surely  every  man 

12  is  vanity.  Selah.  Hear  my  prayer,  O  Eternal,  and  give  ear  unto 
my  cry  for  help ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at  roy  tears :  for  I  am  a  stranger 

13  with  thee,  and  a  sojourner  as  all  my  fathers  tpere.  Take  off  thy  angry 
look  from  me  that  1  may  cheer  up4  before  I  go  hence,  and  be  no 
more. 

1  Psalm  xl. — To  the  Director,  unto  David,  a  Psalm.— I  waited  pa¬ 
tiently  for  the  Eternal;  and  he  inclined  unto  me,  and  heard  me  cry 

2  for  help.  He  brought  me  up  also  out  of  a  horrible  pit,  out  of  the  miry 

3  clay,  and  set  my  feet  upon  a  rock,  and  established  my  goings.  And 
he  hath  put3  a  new  song  in  my  mouth,  even  praise  unto  our  God  ; 

4  many  shall  see  it,  and  fear  and  trust  in  the  Eternal.  O,  happiness  of 
the  man  that  maketh®  the  Eternal  his  trust,  and  tuineth  not  to 

5  boastings,  nor  to  such  as  turn  aside  to  falsehood.  Many  things  hast 
thou  performed,  O  Eternal  my  God;  thy  wonderful  works  and  thy 
thoughts  which  are  to  us-ward ;  nothing  is  comparable  with  thee  : 
fl  would  declare  and  speak  of  them,  they  are  more7  than  can  be 

6  numbered.  Sacrifice  and  oblation  thou  didst  not  desire ;  ears  hast 
thou  given*  me  :  burnt  offering  and  sin  offering  hast  thou  not  de- 

7  manded.  Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  with  the  scroll  of  the  book.  It  is 

8  written  for  me.  I  delight  to  do  thy  will,  O  my  God ;  yea,  thy  law 
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9  is  within  my  heart.1  I  have  announced  righteousness  in  a  numerous 
congregation;  lo,  I  have  not  refrained9  my  lips*  O  Eternal,  thou 

10  knowest.  1  have  not  hid3  thy  righteousness  within  my  heart;  I  have 
declared4  thy  faithfulness  and  thy  salvation :  I  have  not  concealed* 

11  thy  mercy  and  thy  truth  from  a  numerous  congregation.  Withhold 
not  thou  thy  compassion  from  me,  O  Eternal,  let  thy  mercy  and  thy 

12  troth  continually  preserve  me.  For  evils  without  number  have 
hemmed  mein  ;  mine  iniquities  have  overtaken  me,  so  that  I  am  not 
able  to  look  up;  they  are  more0  than  the  hairs  of  my  head :  therefore 

13  my  heart  faileth*  me.  Be  pleased,  O  Eternal,  to  deliver  me :  O 

14  Eternal,  make  baste  to  help  me.  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  turn 
pale  together  that  seek  after  my  soul  to  destroy  it ;  let  them  be 

15  driven  backward  and  be  confounded  that  wish  me  evil.  Let  them 
be  desolate  in  consequence  of  their  shame  that  say  unto  me.  Aha, 

16  aba.  Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  rejoice  and  be  glad  in  thee :  let 
such  as  love  thy  salvation  say  continually,  The  Eternal  be  magnified. 

17  But  I  am  poor  and  needy;,  yet  the  Lord  thinketh  upon  me:  thou  art 
my  help  and  my  rescuer  ;  delay  not,  O  my  God. 

1  Psalm  xli* — To  the  Director,  A  Psalm  unto  David. — O,  happiness 
of  him  that  acteth  wisely  towards  the  indigent :  the  Eternal  will 

2  rescue  him  in  the  day  of  eviL  The  Eternal  will  guard  him,  and  keep 
him  alive ;  and  he  shall  be  declared  happy  upon  the  e&Tth :  and  tbou 

3  wilt  not  deliver"  him  unto  the  will*  of  hie  enemies.  The  Eternal  will 
sustain  him  upon  the  bed1* of  languishing;  all  his  place  of  repose 

4  thou  tamest  in  his  sickness.  I  said.  Eternal,  be  gracious  unto  me : 

5  heal  my  soul ;  for  I  have  sinned  against  thee.  Mine  enemies  speak 

6  evil  of  me.  When  shall  he  die,  and  his  name  perish?  And  if  he 
come  to  see  me>  he  speaketh  vanity11;  his  heart  gatheretb  mischief  to 

7  itself;  he  goeth  abroad,  he  speaketh  of  it*  AU  that  hate  me  whisper 

8  together  against  me  ;  against  me  do  they  devise19  my  hurt.  A  thing 
of  perdition  shall  alight13  upon  him :  and  now  that  he  licth  he  shall 

9  rise  up  no  more.  Yea,mine  own  familiar  friend*14  in  whom  I  trusted, 

10  who  did  eat  of  my  bread,  bath  lifted  upu  his  heel  against  me.  But 
thou,  O  Eternal,  be  gracious  unto  me,  and  raise  me  up,  that  1  may 

11  requite  them*  By  this  I  know  that  thou  art  pleased  with  me, 

12  because  mine  enemy  doth  not  triumph  over  me.  And  as  for  me, 
thou  upholdest  me  in  mine  integrity,  and  settest  me  Iwforc  thy  face 

13  for  ever.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  from  everlasting, 
and  to  everlasting.  Amen,  and  Amen. 

1  Psalm  xlu. — To  the  director,  M&schil,  for  the  sons  oi  Korah. — As 
a  hart  panteth  after  water  springs,  so  p&nteth  my  soul'  after  thee,  O 

2  God.  My  soul  thirsteth  for  God,  for  the  living  God :  when  shall  I 
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3  come  and  appear  before  God  ?  My  teara  have  been  my  bread  by 
day  and  by  night,  while  they  all  day  say  unto  me,  Where  is  thy  God  ? 

4  When  I  remember  these  things ,  I  pour  out  my  soul  in  me  :  for  I 
had  gone  with  the  multitude,  when  I  used  to  march  along/  to  go  jn 
pilgrimage  with  them  to  the  house  of  God,  with  the  voice  of  rejoicing 

5  and  thanks — a  festive  crowd.  What  for  art  thou  cast  down,  O  my 
soul?  and  what  for  waileth  thou  over  me  ?  hope  thou  in  God  :  for 
1  shall  yet  thank  him,  the  salvation  of  my  person/  and  my  God. 

6  My  soul  is  cast  down  within  me :  therefore  will  I  remember  thee 
from  the  land  of  Jordan^  and  the  Hermonites,  from  the  hill  Mizar. 

7  Murmuring  deep  calleth  unto  murmuring  deep  at  the  noise9  of  thy 
waterspouts:  all  thy  waves  and  thy  billows  have  passed  over  me. 

8  Yet  the  Eternal  will  command  his  mercy  in  daytime,  and  in  the  night 
his  song  shall  he  with  me,  and  my  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life* 

9  1  will  say  unto  God  my  rock.  Wherefore  hast  thou  forgotten  me? 
Wherefore  go  I  mourning  because  of  the  oppression  of  the  enemy  ? 

10  As  with  a  sword4  in  my  bones,  mine  enemies  reproach  me j  while  they 

11  say  every  day  unto  me.  Where  is  thy  God?  What  for  art  thou  cast 
down,  O  my  soul?  and  what  for  waileth  then  over  me?  hope  thou 
in  God :  for  I  shall  yet  thank  him,  the  salvation  of  my  person9  and 
my  God. 

1  Psalm  xliii. — Judge  me,  O  God,  and  strive  in  my  strive  against  an 

2  impious  nation :  O  rescue  me  from  a  deceitful  and  unjust  man.  For 
thou  art  the  God  of  my  strength  :  wherefore  dost  thou  cast  me  off.? 

3  wherefore  go  1  mourning  because  of  the  oppression  of  an  enemy  ?  O 
send  out  thy  light  and  thy  truth  :  let  them  guide  me ;  let  them  bring 

4  me  unto  the  mountain  of  thy  holiness,  and  to  thy  dwellings.  That 
I  may  come  unto  the  altar  of  God,  unto  God  my  exceeding  joy  £  yea, 

5  upon  the  harp  will  1  thank  thee,  O  God  my  God.  What  for  art 
thou  cast  down,  O  my  soul  ?  and  what  for  waileth  thou  over  me  X 
hope  in  God :  for  I  shall  yet  thank  him,  the  salvation  of  my  person3 
and  my  God. 

1  Psalm  xliv* — To  the  Director,  to  the  sons  of  Korah,  Mascbil. — We 
have  heard  with  our  ears,  O  God,  our  fathers  have  related  to  us, 

2  what  work  thou  wroughtest  in  their  days,  in  the  times  of  old.  Haw 
thou  didst  dispossess  nations  vnih  thy  hand,  and  plantedst  them ;  how 

3  thou  didst  afflict  races,  and  cast  them  out.  For  not  by  their 
own  sword  possessed  they  the  land,  neither  did  their  own  arm  save 
them :  but  thy  right  kand>  and  thine  arm,  and  the  light  of  thy  coun-

14  and  a  derison  to  them  that  are  round  about  us.  Thou  makest  us  a 
byword  among  the  nations,  a  shaking  of  the  head  among  the  people-3 

15  My  confusion  is  the  whole  day  hefore  me,  and  the  shame  of  my  face 

16  Hath  covered  me.  For  the  voice  of  a  acorner  and  reviier ;  by  reason 

17  of  the  enemy  and  revengful.  All  this  is  come  upon  us ;  jet  hav  e  we 
not  forgotten  thee,  neither  have  we  dealt  falsely  in  thy  covenant. 

18  Our  heart  is  not  turned  back,  that  our  steps  should  have  declined 

19  from  thy  path  ;  Though  thou  hast  crushed  us  in  the  place  ofjackals, 

20  and  covered  us  with  the  shadow  of  death.  If  we  have  forgotten  the 

21  name  of  our  God,  or  spread  forth  our  hands  to  a  strange3  god ;  Shall 

22  not  God  search  this  out }  for  he  knoweth  the  secrets  of  a  heart.  Yea, 
for  thy  sake  are  we  killed  all  the  day  long ;  we  are  counted4  as  sheep 

23  for  the  slaughter.  Awake,  why  steepest  thou,  O  Lord  ?  arouse  thy- 

24  self,  cast  us  not  off  for  ever.  Wherefore  hidest*  thou  thy  face,  aid

1  Korah,  Maschil,  A  song  of  loves.— My  heart  huhbleth  up  in  pleasant* 
words,  I  dedicate7  my  works  to  a  king :  my  tongue  is  the  pen  of 

2  a  ready  writer.  Thou,  art  fairer  than  the  children  of  men :  grace  is 
poured  into  thy  lips :  therefore  God  hath  blessed  thee  for  ever. 

3  Gird  thy  sword  upon  thy  thigh,  O  hero,  with  thy  glory  and  thy 

4  Majesty*  And  in  fby  majesty  bpesJt  forth,  ride  for  the  cause?  of  truth 
and  meekness  and  righteousness  ;  and  thy  right  hand  shall  teach  thee 

5  terrible  things.  Thine  arrows  are  sharp,  peoples  fall  under  thee,

9  of  ivory  palaces  have  musical  strains  gladdened  thee*  Kings*

10  did  stand  the  queen’  in  gold  of  Ophir,  Hearken ,  O  daughter,  and 
see,  and  incline  thine  ear ;  forget  also  thy  people,  and  thy  fathers 

11  house;  So  shall  the  king  greatly  desire  thy  beauty:  for  he  is  thy 

12  lord;  and  prostrate  tbyself  before  him.  And  the  daughter  ofTjra 
shall  be  there  with  a  gift  :  even  the  rich  among  the  people  shall  entreat 

13  thy  favour,3  The  king’s  daughter  is  all  glorious  within  :  her  clothing 

14  if  interwoven  with  gold*  She  shall  be  led  unto  the  king  in  embroidered 
raiment :  virgins  after  her,  her  companions,  shall  be  brought  unto  thee.

1  A  Song.— God  if  a  refuge  unto  us,  and  a  mountain,  a  help  in  troubles 

2  found  immediately*  Therefore  will  not  we  fear,  though  the  earth 
should  be  overturned,  and  though  mountains  should  totter  in  the  heart 

3  of  seas.  Though  the  waters  thereof  roar  and  surge,  though  mountains 

4  quake  at  his  excellency.  Selah.  A  river  and  its  rivulets  shall  make

2  triumph.  For  the  Eternal  most  high  is  fearful  i  he  is  a  great  King 

3  over  all  the  earth.  He  shall  subdue  peoples  under  us,  and  races

9  Nobles  of  the  peoples  are  gathered  together,  even  the  people  of  the 
God  of  Abraham :  for  the  shields  of  the  earth  belong  unto  God :  he 
is  greatly  exalted. 

1  Psalm  xlviil — A  Song  and  Psalm  unto  the  sons  of  Korah. — Great 
is  the  Eternal,  and  greatly  to  be  praised  in  the  city  of  our  God,  in 

2  the  mountain  of  his  holiness.  Beautiful  district,  joy  of  the  whole 
earth,  mount  Zion,  both  sides  of  the  north,  city  of  a  great®  King— 

3  4  God  in  her  palaces  is  known  for  a  refuge.  For,  lot  the  kings  made

10  According  to  thy  name,  O  God,  so  in  thy  praise  unto  the  ends  of 

1 1  the  earth :  thy  right  hand  is  full  of  righteousness-  Let  mount  Zion 
rejoice,  let  the  daughters  of  Judah  be  glad,  because  of  thy  judgments, 

13  Walk  about  Zion,  and  encompass  her :  count  the  towers  thereof. 

13  Mark  ye  well3  her  trench,  survey  her  palaces ;  that  ye  may  relate  ii 

14  to  a  later  generation.  For  this  is  God  oui^God  for'ever  and  ever : 
he  will  be  our  guide  even  unto  death. 

Psalm  xi.ix.~To  the  director,  to  the  eons  of  Korah,  A  Psalm, — 

L  Hear  this,  all  ye  peoples ;  give  ear,  all  ye  inhabitants  of  a  transitory 

2  world  ;  Both  sous  of  the  lowly  and  sons  of  the  high,  rich  and  needy 

3  together.  My  mouth  shall  speak  of  wisdom ;  and  the  meditation  of 

4  my  heart  shall  be  of  understanding.  1  will  incline  mine  ear  to  & 

3  parable  :  1  will  open  my  subtle  saying  upon  the  harp.  Wherefore 

should  I  fear  in  the  days  of  evil,  should  even  the  iniquity  of  iny  cir- 

6  cumventors  compass  me  about.  Who  trust  in  their  wealth,1  and 

7  boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of  their  riches  ?  Yet  even  the  sub¬ 
stantial  may  not  redeem  a  brother,  nor  give  to  the  judges3  his  ransom  : 

6  Even  the  ransom  of  their  life6  is  too  precious,  and  so  it  is  left  alone 

9  for  ever.  As  though  he  lived  further  on  for  ever,  and  would  not  see 

10  the  grave.  Yet  he  seeth  that  wise  men  die,  likewise  the  fool  and  the 

11  hrutish  person  perish,  and  leave  their  wealth1  to  others.  Their  in¬ 
ward  thought  ir,  that  their  houses  shall  continue  for  ever,  and  their 
dwelling  places  to  all  generations ;  they  call  their  lands  after  their 

12  own  names.  Nevertheless  man  being  in  honour  abideth  not:  he  is 

13  like  the  beasts  that  a re  irrational,7  This  their  way  is  their  folly  : 


1  din.  *  numerous.  1  set  your  hetrt*  *  force*  *  Ood.  *  mL  1  dumb. 
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14  yet  those  after  them  take  .pleasure  in  their  sayings.1  Selah.  lake 
the  flock  they  lay  them  m  the  grave  ;  death  shall  feed  them ;  and  the 
upright  shall  have  dominion  over  them  in  the  morning ;  and  their 

15  rock  shall  consume  the  grave  that  it  remain  not  their  abode.  Truly 
God  will  redeem  my  soul  from  the  hand  of  the  grave :  he  shall  receive 

16  me.  Selah.  Be  not  thou  afraid  when  one  is  made  rich,  when  the 

17  glory  of  his  house  is  increased;  For  when  he  dieth  he  shall  not 

18  carry  anything  away :  his  glory  shall  not  descend  after  him.  Thongh 
while  he  lived  he  blessed  his  soul,  and  praised  thee,  when  thou  doest 

19  well  to  thyself ;  Yet  when  thou  comest  to  the  generation  of  hiB 

20  fathers,  they  shall  never  see  light.  Man  that  is  in  honour,  and  under - 
standeth  this  not,  is  like  the  beasts  that  arc  irrational.9 

1  Psalm  l. — A  Psalm  unto  Asaph. — The  Mighty  One,  God,  even  the 
Eternal,  hath  spoken,  and  called  the  earth  from  the  risiug  of  the  sun 

2  unto  the  going  down  thereof.  Out  of  Zion,  the  perfection  of  beauty, 

3  God  hath  shined.  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence: 
a  fire  shall  devour  before  him,  and  it  shall  be  very  tempestuous  round 

4  about  him.  He  shall  call  to  the  heavens  from  above,  and  to  the 

5  earth,  that  he  may  pronounce  judgment  on  his  people.  Gather  my 
saints  together  unto  me ;  those  that  have  made3  a  covenant  with  me 

6  by  sacrifice.  And  heavens  shall  tell  his  righteousness :  for  God  is 

7  judge  himself.  Selah.  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  1  will  speak  ;  O

15  thanksgiving ;  and  pay  thy  vows  unto  the  most  High :  And  call 

upon  me  in  the  day  of  trouble :  I  will  rescue  thee,  and  thou  shalt 

Id  glorify  me.  But  unto  the  wicked  God  saith,  what  business  hast 
thou  to  declare1*  my  statutes,  that  thou  shouldest  take  my  covenant  in 

1 7  thy  mouth  ?  Seeing  thou  hatest  instruction,  and  castest  my  words 

lS^behind  thee.  When  thou  sawest  a  thief,  then  thou  wast  pleased  with 

19  him,  and  hast  thy  portion  with  adulterers.  Thy  mouth  thou  lettest 

20  loose*  to  evil,  and  thy  tongue  frameth  deceit.  Thou  sittest  and 
speakest  against  thy  brother ;  uttereth7  scandal  against  thine  own 

21  mother's  sou.  These  things  hast  thou  done,  and  I  kept  silence ; 
thou  imagiuedst  that  I  was  altogether  such  an  one.  as  thyself :  but  I 

22  will  reprove  thcc,  and  set  them  in  order  before  thine  eyes.  Now 
consider  this,  yc  that  forget  God,  lest  I  tear  you  in  pieces,  and  there 

23  be  noue  to  deliver,  He  who  ciffercth  thanksgiving  glorifieth  me,  also 
he  that  maketh*  Air  way  straight  him  will  I  show  the  salvation  of 
God.

1  prophet  came  unto  him,  after  he  bad  come  to  Bathsheba* — Be  gra¬ 
cious  unto  me,  O  God,  according  to  thy  mercy;  according  to  the 

2  multitude  of  thy  compassion  blot  out  my  transgressions*  Wash  me 

3  thoroughly  from  mine  iniquity,  and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin.  For 

4  I  know  my  transgressions:  and  my  Bin  is  ever  before  me*  Against 
thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned,  and  done  the  evil  in  thine  eyes :  that 
thou  mayest  be  righteous  in  thy  speaking,  clear  in  thy  judging. 

5  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  iniquity  ;  ana  in  sin  did  my  mother  conceive

1  the  Edomite  came  and  told  Saul,  and  said  unto  him, 
David  is  come  to  the  house  Ahimelech*— Why1  hoostest  thou 
thyself  in  evil,  O  hero?  The  mercy  of  God  endwreih  con- 

2  tinually.3  Thy  tongue  deviseth  mischiefs,  O  worker  of  deceit, 

3  like  a  sharp  razor.  Thou  lovest  evil  more  than  good;  and 

4  lying  rather  than  to  speak  righteousness.  Selah.  Thou  lovest 

5  all  devouring  words,  O  thou  deceitful  tongue*  God  shall 
likewise  destroy3  thee  for  ever,  he  shall  take  thee  away,  and  pluck 
thee  out  of  thy  dwelling  place,  and  root  thee  out  of  the  land  of  the 

6  living*  Selah*  The  righteous  also  shall  see,  and  fear,  and  shall  laugh  at 

7  him :  Lo,  this  is  the  man  that  made  not  God  hia  strength ;  but  trusted

They  are  corrupt,  they  have  done  abominable  iniquity,  there 

2  is  none  that  does  good*  The  Eternal  glanced  down  from 
heaven  upon  the  children  of  men,  to  see  if  there  were  any 

8  that  did  understand,  inquiring  after  God.  They  have  all  gone  back 
they  have  ail  together  become  corrupt :  there  is  none  that  doeth  good, 

4  no,  not  one.  Do  the  workers  of  iniquity  not  know  this?  they 
that  eat  np  my  people  as  they  eat  bread,  and  call  not  upon  the  Eternal. 

5  There  were  they  in  great  dread,  where  no  dread  was :  for  God  hath 
scattered  the  bones  of  him  that  encampeth  against  thee:  thou  hast 

6  put  them  to  shame,  because  God  hath  scorned  them.  O  that  the 
salvation  of  Israel  were  come  out  of  Zion  l1  When  God  bringeth  back 
the  captivity  of  his  people,  Jacob  shall  rejoice,  and  Israel  shall  be 
glad. 

Psalh  liv. — To  the  director  in  stringed  instruments,  Maschil,  unto 
David,  when  the  Ziphim  came  and  said  to  Saul,  Doth  not  David 

1  hide  himself  with  us  ?— Save  me,  O  God,  by  thy  name,  and  pro- 

2  nounce  my  judgment  in  thy  strength.  Hear  my  prayer,  O  God  ; 

3  give  ear  to  the  words  of  my  mouth.  For  strangers0  are  risen  up 
against  me,  and  terrible  foes  seek  after  my  soul :  they  have  not  set 

4  God  hefore  them.  Selah.  Behold,  God  is  my  helper :  the  Lord  is 

5  with  them  that  uphold  my  soul.  He  shall  return  the  evil  unto  mine

]  5  counsel  together,  and  walked  unto  the  house  of  God  with  noise.  Let

17  call  upon  God;  and  the  Eternal  shall  save  me.  Evening  and

David,  to  teach  ;  when  he  strove  with  the  Syrians  of  Mesopotamia 
and  with  the  Syrians  of  Zobah,  when  Joah  returned,  and  smote  of 

L  Edom  in  the  valley  of  salt  twelve  thousand. — O  God,  thou  hast  cast 
us  off,  thou  hast  burst  forth  upon  us,  thou  hast  been  angry;  restore 

2  us.  Thou  hast  made  the  earth  to  quake ;  thou  hast  broken  it :  heal 

3  the  breaches  thereof,  for  it  tottereth*  Thou  hast  shown  thy 
people  hard  things :  thou  hast  made  us  to  drink  wine  of  reeling* 

4  Thou  hast  given  an  ensign  to  them  that  fear  thee,  that  it  .may  be 

5  lifted  up  because  of  truth.  Selah*  That  thy  heloved  may 

6  he  rescued  ;  save  with  thy  right  hand,  and  answer  me.  God  hath 
spoken  in  his  holiness ;  I  will  exult,  I  will  divide  Shechem,  and 

7  mete  out  the  valley  of  Succoth.  Gilead  is  mme,  and  M&nasseh  is 
mine ;  Ephraim  also  is  the  strength  of  my  head ;  Judah  is  my  law- 

8  giver;  Moab  is  my  washpot;  on  Edom  will  I  cast  out  my  shoe: 

9  Philistia,  triumph  thou  because  of  me.  Who  will  bring  me  into  a 

10  fortified  city  i  who  will  lead  me  into  Edom  ?  Not  thou,  O  God, 
who  hast  cast  us  off  ?  and  wilt  thou,  O  God,  not  go  out  with  our 

11  hosts?  Give  us  help  from  trouble:  for  vain  is  trie  help  of  man* 

12  Through  God  we  shall  do  valiantly  :®  for  he  it  is  who  shall  tread 
down  our  enemies. 


1  towards  me, 
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Fsalu  lxi. — To  the  Director  of  Btringed  instruments,  onto 
l  2  David.— Hear  my  cry,  O  God ;  attend  unto  my  prayer.  From 
the  extremity  of  the  earth  will  I  cry  onto  thee,  when  my  heart 

3  languisheth ;  lead  me  to  a  rock  that  U  higher  than  1.  For  them  hast 

4  been  a  shelter  for  me,  and  a  tower  of  strength  from  an  enemy.  I  will 
sojourn  in  thy  tent  for  ever;  I  will  shelter  myself  in  the  covert  of 

5  thy  wings.  Selah.  For  thou,  O  God,  hast  heard  my  vows :  thou 

6  hast  given  me  the  heritage  of  those  that  fear  thy  name.  Thou  wilt 

7  add  days  to  the  king’s  days  ;  to  his  years  as  many  generations.  He 
shall  abide  before  God  for  ever:  O  prepare  mercy  and  truth,  which

1  — Only  upon  God  my  soul  waiteth :  from  him  cometh  my  salvation. 

2  He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salvation ;  he  is  my  defence ;  I  shall  not 

3  greatly  totter.  How  long  will  ye  imagine  mischief  against  a  man  ? 
will  all  of  ye  hreak  down  like  a  bent  wall,  a  fence  that  is  thrown  down? 

4  They  only  consult  to  cast  him  down  from  his  excellency :  they  are 
pleased  with  falsehoods;  they  bless  with  their  mouth,  but  theyexecrate 

5  inwardly.  Sclah.  My  soul,  wait  thou  only  upon  God ;  for  my  hope 

6  is  from  him.  He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salvation :  he  is  my  de- 

7  fence  ;  I  shall  not  totter.  With  God  is  my  salvation  and  my  glory  : 
S  the  rock  of  my  strength,  and  my  refuge  is  in  God.  Trust  in  him  at 

all  times;  ye  peopTe,_pour  out  your  heart  before  him:  God  is  a 

9  refuge  for  us.  Selah.  Surely  men  of  low  degree  are  vanity,  and  men 
of  a  high  degree  are  a  falsehood,  to  be  all  together  raised  in  a  halance 

10  by  a  breath.  Trust  not  in  oppression,  and  become  not  vain  in  rob- 

11  bery ;  if  riches*  increase,  set  not  your  heart  upon  them.  God  hath 
spoken  once ;  twice  have  I  heard  this ;  that  power  belongeth  unto  God. 

12  Also  unto  thee,  0  Eternal,  belongeth  mercy ;  for  thou  repayeth  to 
every  man  according  to  his  work. 

Psalm  lxui. — A  Psalm  unto  David,  when  he  was  in  the  desert  of 

1  Judah.— O  God,  thou  art  my  God ;  early  will  X  seek  thee.:  my  soul 
thirsteth  for  thee,  my  flesh  longetb  for  thee  in  a  parched  laud  and 

2  languishing  where  no  water  is.  To  contemplate  thy  power  and  thy 

3  glory,  so  as  I  have  seen  thee  in  the  sanctuary.  For  thy  mercy  is 

4  better  than  life,  my  lips  shall  praise  thee.  Thus  will  1  bless  thee 

5  while  I  live,  I  will  lift  up  my  hands  in  thy  name.  My  soul  shall  be 
satisfied  as  with  marrow  and  fatness ;  and  my  mouth  shall  praise  thee 

6  with  jubilant  lips :  When  I  remember  thee  upon  my  couch,  and

10  wisely  considered  his  doing.  The  righteous  shall  be  glad  in  the 
Eternal,  and  shall  trust  in  him  ;  and  all  the  upright  in  heart  shall 
glory. 

1  Psalm  lxv, — To  the  Director,  a  Psalm  unto  David,  a  Song. — Unto

2  performed,  O  thou  that  hearest  prayer,  unto  thee  shall  all  flesh  come. 

3  Matters  of  iniquity  prevail  against  me :  or  /or  our  transgression,

They  also  that  dwell  in  the  utter* 
most  parts  are  afraid  at  thy  signs ;  thou  makest  the  outgoings  of  the 

9  morning  and  evening  to  shout  Thou  vi&itest  the  earth,  and 
waterest  it:  thou  greatly  enriche&t  it,  the  brook  of  God  is  full  of 

10  water :  thou  preparest  them  corn,  for  thus  wilt  thou  provide  it.  Water

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1  Psalm  lxvi, — To  the  Director,  a  Song  and  Psalm. — Shout  ye  unto 

2  God,  all  ye  lands :  Sing  forth  the  honour  of  his  name :  make  hie 

3  praise  an  honour.  Say  unto  God,  How  terrible  thy  works  1  through 
the  greatness  of  thy  might  shall  thine  enemies  dissemble  unto 

4  thee.  All  the  lands  shall  prostrate  themselves  before  thee,  and  shall 

5  sing  unto  thee;  they  shall  sing  to  thy  name.  Selah.  Go  and  see 
the  operations  of  Goa ;  he-  is  terrible  in  his  doings  towards  the  children

8  people*  when  thou  didst  march  through  the  waste ;  Selah  :  The  earth 
shook*  the  heavens  also  dropped  at  the  presence  of  God:  Sinai  itself  at 

9  the  presence  of  God*  the  God  of  Israel.  Showers  of  abundance1  thou* 
O  God*  didst  send  about  ;*  thine  inheritance*  when  weary*  thou  didst 

10  establish.  Thy  hand  hath  dwelt  therein  i  thou*  O  God*  hast 

1 1  prepared  it  in  thy  goodness  for  the  poor.  The  Lord  gave  the  word : 

19  numerous  was  the  host  of  tiding  bringers.  Kings  of  hosts  did  flee 

13  apace  :  and  the  fair  one  of  the  bouse  divided  the  spoil.  When  you  lie 
between  the  folds*  ye  are  like  wings  of  a  dove  covered  with 

14  stiver*  and  her  pinions  with  yellow  gold.  When  the  Almighty 

15  spread  abroad  kings  in  it*  it  was  snowy  as  m  Salmon*  As  in  the  moun¬ 
tain  of  God  the  mountain  of  Basham ;  a  mountain  of  summits  the 

16  mountain  of  Bashan.  Wherefore  do  ye  look  sullenly*  moun¬ 
tains  of  summits*  upon  the  mountain  which  God  desireth  to 

17  dwell  in*  yea*  upon  which  the  Eternal  will  dwell  for  ever  t  The 
chariots  of  God  are  two  myriads*  a  thousand  time  thousands ;  the 

18  Lord  is  among  them*  as  Sinai*  among  the  holy  places.  Thou 
wentest  up  the  height*  thou  capturedst  captives :  thou  receivedst 
gifts  in  men ;  yea*  rebellious  ones  also,  to  settle  them^  Eternal 

19  God.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal ;  day  by  day  God  loodeth  upon  us 

SO  onr  salvation.  Selab.  The  God  is  unto  us  a  God  of  salvation ; 

21  and  unto  the  Eternal  Lord  belong  issues  from  the  death.  But 
God  shall  pierce  the  head  of  his  enemies*  and  the  hairy  scalp  of 

22  him  that  goeth  on  still  in  his  guilt.  The  Lord  said,  J  bring  back

27  the  Lord*  ye  of  the  fountain  of  Israel.  There  is  Benjamin*  the 
;  youngest  leads  them*  the  officers  of  Judah*  in  their  variegated  gar- 

28  merits*  officers  of  Zcbulun*  officers  of  Naphtali,  Thy  God  hath 
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commanded  thy  strength :  strengthen,  O  God,  that  which  then  hast 
39  wrought  for  ns,  From  thy  temple  over  Jerusalem,  Where  Kings  bring 
30  presents  unto  thee.  Rebuke  the  beast  of  the  reed,  the  multitude  of 
bulls,  among  the  calves  of  peoples,  him  that  lets  himself  trample 
8 1  down  for  pieces  of  silver ;  he  scattereth  people  eager  for  fights.  Mag¬ 
nates  come  out  of  Egypt ;  Cush  hastenetb  to  extend  her  hands  unto 

32  God.  Sing  unto  God,  ye  kingdoms  of  the  earth ;  O  sing  praises 

33  unto  the  Lord;  Selah;  To  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens  of 
heavens,  which  were  of  old  ;  lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice,  a  voice 

34  of  might.  Ascribe  ye  might  unto  God :  his  excellency  is  over  Israel, 
33  and  his  might  is  in  the  sky.  O  God,  thou  art  .terrible  out  of  thy 

sanctuaries :  the  God  of  Israel  it  he  that  giveth  might  and  power 
unto  hit  people.  Blessed  be  God. 

1  Psalm  lxix. — To  the  Director  of  Shoshanim,  unto  David. — Save 

2  me,  O  God ;  for  the  waters  are  come  in  unto  nty  soul.  I  sink  in  deep 
mire,  where  tkere  it  no  standing :  1  am  come  into  deep  waters, 

3  where  the  floods  overflow  me.  I  am  weary  of  my  crying :  my  throat 

4  is  parched  r  mine  eyes  fail  while  1  wait  for  my  God.  They  that  hate 
me  without  a  cause  are  more  than  the  hairs  of  my  head :  they  that 
would  destroy  me,  being  mine  enemies  through  lies,  are  mighty  : 

5  then  roust  I  restore  that  which  I  took  not  violently.  O  God,  thou 
knowest  my  foolishness ;  and  my  trespasses  are  not  hid  from  thee. 

3  Let  not  them  that  wait  on  thee,  O  Lord  Sternal  of  hosts,  be  ashamed 
in  me :  let  not  those  that  seek  thee  be  confounded  in  me,  O  God  of 
7  Israel.  Because  for  thy  sake  I  have  borne  disgrace ;  confusion  hath 
■8  covered  my  face.  I  am  become  estranged  from  my  brethren,  and  an 
9  alien  unto  my  mother's  children.  For  the  seal  of  thy  house  hath  eaten 
me  up ;  and  the  disgrace  of  them  that  reproached1  thee  is  fallen  upon

mire,  and  let  me  not  sink ;  let  me  be  delivered  from  them  that  hate 

15  me,  and  out  of  deep  waters.  Let  not  the  waterflood  overflow  me, 
neither  let  the  deep  swallow  me  up,  and  let  not  a  pit'  shut  her  mouth 

16  upon  me.  Answer  me,  O  Eternal,  for  thy  mercy  is  good :  turn  unto 

17  me  according  to  the  multitude  of  thy  compassion.  And  screen  not 
thy  luce  from  thy  servant ;  for  1  am  in  distress :  hasten,  answer  me. 

18  Draw  nigh  unto  my  soul,  and  redeem  it :  deliver  me  because  of  mine 
13  enemies.  Thou  hast  known  my  disgrace,  and  my  shame,  and  my 
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20  confusion;  mine  adversaries  are  ell  before  thee.  Disgrace  hath 
broken  my  heart ;  and  I  am  tick :  and  I  looked  for  some  to  take 
pity,  but  there  were  none ;  and  for  comforters,  but  I  found  none. 

21  In  my  refreshment  they  put  poisonous  herb  j  and  in  my  thirst  they 

22  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink.  Let  their  table  become  a  snare  before 

23  them  ;  and  to  the  peaceful  a  trap.  Lei  their  eyes  be  darkened,  that 

24  they  see  not ;  and  make  their  loins  continually  to  shake.  Pour  out 
thine  indignation  upon  them,  and  let  thy  burning  wrath  overtake 

25  them.  Let  their  castles  be  desolate ;  and  let  none  dwell  in  their 

26  tents.  For  they  persecute  him  whom  thou  hast  smitten ;  and  they 

27  talk  of  the  pain  of  those  whom  thou  host  pierced.  Add1  iniquity 
unto  their  iniquity  :  and  let  them  not  come  into  thy  righteousness. 

28  Let  them  he  blotted  out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  not  be  written  with 

29  the  righteous.  But  I  am  poor  and  sorrowful :  let  thy  salvation,  O

34  8 cometh  not  his  fettered  ones.  Let  heaven  and  earth  praise  him, 

35  seas,  and  everything  that  creepeth  therein.  For  God  will  save  Zion,

God,  out  of  the  hand  of  the  wicked*  out  of  the  hand  of  the 

5  unrighteous  and  violent  For  thou  art  my  hope,  O  Lord  Eternal : 
6' thou  art  my  tmst  from  my  youth.  By  thee  have  I  heenholden 

up  from  the  belly :  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my  mother’s 
7  bowels:  my  praise  shall  be  continually  of  thee.  I  am  as  a 

6  wonder  onto  many;  but  thou  art  my  refuge  of  might.  Let  my

mouth  be  filled  with  thy  praise  and  with  thy  glory  all  the  day. 

9  Cast  me  not  off  in  the  time  of  old  age ;  forsake  me  not  when  my 

10  strength  faileth.  For  mine  enemies  speak  against  me ;  and  they  that 

1 1  watch  for  my  soul  take  counsel  together.  Saying,  God  hath  forsaken 

12  him ;  pursue  and  seize  him ;  for  there  is  none  to  deliver  him.  O 

13  God,  be  not  far  from  me  :  O  my  God,  make  hasteformy  help.  Let 
them  be  ashamed  and  consumed  that  are  adversaries  to  my  soul ;  let 

14  them  be  wrapped  »  disgrace  and  confusion  that  seek  my  hart.  But 

15  1  will  hope  continually,  and  will  yet  praise  thee  more  and  more.  My 
mouth  shall  declare  thy  righteousness  and  thy  salvation  all  the  day ; 

16  for  1  know  not  tbe  numbers  tkereof.  1  will  come  in  the  strength  of 
the  Lord  Sternal :  I  will  make  mention  of  thy  righteousness,  even 

17  of  thine  only.  O  God,  thou  hast  taught  me  from  my  youth  and 

18  until  now  have  I  declared  thy  wondrous  works.  Now  also  when  I  am 
old  and  greyheaded,  0  God,  forsake  me  not ;  until  I  have  declared  thy 
strength  unto  this  generation,  and  thy  power  to  every  one  that  iB  to 

19  come  Thy  righteousness  also,  O  God,  is  very  high,  who  hast  done 

20  great  things :  O  God,  who  is  like  unto  thee  ?  Thou,  who  hast  shewed 
me  great  and  sore  troubles,  shalt  quicken  me  again,  and  shalt  bring 

21  me  up  again  from  the  depths  of  the  earth.  Thou  shalt  in- 

22  crease  my  greatness,  he  turned  and  comfort  me.  I  will  also 
thank  thee  with  the  psaltery,  for  thy  truth,  O  my  God:  thee  will 

23  I  hymn  with  the  harp,  O  thou  Holy  One  of  Israel.  My  lips  shall 
shout  when  I  hymn  thee;  and  my  soul,  which  thou  hast  released. 

24  My  tongue  also  shall  talk  of  thy  righteousness  all  the  day  long:  for 
they  are  ashamed,  foT  they  arc  confounded,  that  seek  my  hurt. 

1  Psalm  l^xii. — Unto  Solomon.— Give  the  king  thy  judgments,  0 

2  God,  and  thy  righteousness  unto  the  king’s  son.  He  shall  pronounce 
judgment  on  thy  people  with  righteousness,  and  thy  poor  with  justice, 

3  Mountains  shall  carry  peace  to  the  people,  and  hills,  with  righteous- 

4  ness.  He  shall  judge  the  poor  of  the  people,  he  shall  save  the  children 

5  of  the  needy,  and  shall  crush  the  oppressor,  They  shall  fear  thee 

6  as  long  as  the  sun  and  moon  endure  throughout  all  generations.  He 
shall  come  down  like  the  rain  upon  mown  grass  ;  as  heave  showers  that 

7  water  the  earth.  In  his  day  shall  the  righteous  flourish';  and  abundance 

8  of  peace,  until  there  be  no  moon.  He  shall  have  dominion  also 

9  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth.  Be¬ 
fore  him  the  tenants  of  deserts  shall  kneel  down;  and  his  ene- 

10  mies  shall  lick  the  dust.  The  kings  of  Tarshish  and  of  maritime 
settlements  shall  bring  gifts ;  the  kings  of  Sheba  and  Seba  shall 

11  offer  presents.  Yea,  all  kings  shall  prostrate  themselves  before  him  ; 

12  all  nations  shall  serve  him.  For  he  shall  deliver  the  needy  when 

13  he  crieth  for  help ;  the  poor  also,  and  him  that  hath  no  helper.  He 
shall  spare  the  indigent  and  needy,  and  shall  save  the  souls  of  the 
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14  needy.  He  shall  redeem  their  soul  from  deceit  and  violence :  and 

15  precions  shall  their  blopd  be  in  hia  eyes.  And  he  shall  live,  and  to 
him  shall  be  given  of  the  gold  of  Sheba :  prayer  also  shall  be  made 

16  for  him  continually  ;  and  daily  shall  he  be  blessed,  There  shall  be 
abundance  of  com  in  the  earthy  even  upon  the  top  of  mountains ;  the 
fruit  thereof  shall  shake  like  the  Lebanon :  and  they  of  the  city  shall 

17  bud  forth  like  grass  of  the  earth.  His  name  shall  endure  for  ever: 
his  name  shall  flourish  before  the  sun :  that  they  bless  themselves 

18  with  it,  and  all  nations  declare  it  happy,  Blessed  he  the  Eternal 

19  God,  the  God  of  Israel;  who  only  doeth  wondrous  things.  And 
blessed  be  bis  glorious  name  for  ever :  and  let  the  whole  earth  be 

20  filled  with  his  glory ;  Amen,  and  Amen,  The  prayers  of  David  the 
son  of  Jesse  are  ended, 

1  Psalm  lxxiil — A.  Psalm  unto  Asaph. — Truly  God  is  good  to 

2  Israel,  even  to  such  as  are  of  a  pure  heart.  But  as  for  me,  my  feet 

3  were  almost  gone;1  my  steps  had  well  nigh  slipped.9  For  I  was 

4  envious  of  boasters,  when  I  saw  the  prosperity3  of  the  wicked.  For 
they  have  no  pangs  to  their  very  death,  and  their  strength  is  firm* 

5  They  are  not  in  trouble  as  other  persons;  neither  are  they  plagued 

6  like  other  men.  Therefore  is  pride  their  necklace ;  violence  covereth 

7  them  as  a  garment.  Their  eyes  stand  out  with  fatness ;  pass  beyond 

8  the  imaginings  of  the  heart.  They  mock,  and  speak  wickedly  con- 

9  cemiftff  oppression:  they  speak  loftily.  They  set  their  mouth  in  the 

10  heavens,  and  their  tongue  walketh  through  the  earth.  Therefore 
hie  people  return  hither:  and  waters  in  abundance  are  wrung  out 

11  to  them.  And  they  say,  How  doth  God  know  ?  and  is  there  know- 

12  ledge  in  the  most  High  ?  Behold,  these  wicked  ones,  ever  prosperous, 

13  attain  riches.1  Verily  I  have  cleansed  my  heart  in  vain,  and  washed1 

14  my  hands  in  innoccncy*  For  all  the  day  long  have  I  been  plagued, 

15  and  my  chastisement  came  every  morning.  If  I  say  I  will  speak* 
like  them;  behold,  I  should  be  treacherous  to  the  generation 

16  of  thy  children.  "When  I  thought  to  know  this,  it  was  min  trouble 

17  in  my  ey  es;  Until  1  came  into  the  sanctuaries  of  God,  and  consi* 

IS  dered  their  end*7  Surely  thou  didst  set  them  in  slippery  places : 

19  thou  castedst  them  down  into  destruction.  How  are  they  brought 
into  desolation,  as  in  a  moment !  they  are  utterly  consumed  with 

20  terrors.  As  a  dream  when  one  awafeeth;  so*  O  Lord,  in  awaking, 

21  thou  sh&Jt  despise  their  image*  For  my  heart  was  in  an  uproar,  and 

22  I  was  pricked  in  my  reins.  When  I  was  foolish  and  ignorant;  was 

23  as  a  beast  before  thee.  Nevertheless,  I  am  continually  with  thee: 

24  thou  hast  laid  hold  of  me  by  my  right  hand*  Thou  shnlt  guide  me 

25  with  thy  counsel,  and  afterward  receive  me  to  glory.  Whom  have  I 
in  heaven  but  thee  ?  and  there  is  none  npon  earth  that  I  desire 
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26  beside  thee*  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth  :  but  God  is  the  strength1 

27  of  my  heart,  and  my  portion  for  ever*  For,  lo,  they  that  are  far 
from  thee  shall  perish  ;  thou  hast  destroyed  all  them  that  go  a 

28  whoring  from  thee.  But  aa  for  me*  the  vicinity  of  God  is  good  for 
me :  I  have  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  Eternal,  that  I  may  declare  all 
thy  works* 

1  Psalm  lxxtv. — Maschil  unto  Asaph. — O  God,  Wherefore  hast  thou 
cast  us  off  for  ever?  why  doth  thy  wrath  smoke  against  the  flock  of 

2  thy  pasture  ?  Remember  thy  congregation,  which  thou  hast  acquired 
of  old;  the  rod  of  thine  inheritance,  which  thou  hast  redeemed,  this 

3  mount  Zion,  wherein  thou  hast  dwelt  Lift  up  thy  steps  unto  the 
perpetual  desolations $  even  all  that  the  enemy  hath  done  wickedly 

4  in  the  sanctuary.  Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst  of  thy  ap- 

5  pointed  place  ;  they  set  up  their  signs  far  signs.  He  is  prominently 

6  known,  like  him  that  carried  axes  among  the  thicket  trees.  But 
now  they  shatter  the  carvings  thereof  at  once  with  hatchets  and 

7  hammers.  They  have  net  thy  sanctuary  on  Are,  they  have  defiled 

8  by  casting  down  the  dwelling  place  of  thy  name  to  the  ground.*  They 
said  in  their  hearts.  Let  us  depress  them  together :  they  have  burned 

9  up  all  appointed  places  of  God  in  the  land.  We  see  not  our  signs  : 
there  is  no  more  any  prophet:  neither  m  there  among  us  any  that 

10  knoweth  until  when.3  How  long,  O  God,  shall  the  adversary  re- 

11  proach4?  shall  the  enemy  scorn  thy  name  for  ever?  Wherefore 
withdrawest  thou  thy  hand,  even  thy  right  hand  1  pluck  it  out  of 

12  thy  bosom,  consume  them .  For  God  is  my  King  of  old,  effecting 

13  delivciudees  in  the  midst  of  the  earth.  Thou  didst  cleave  the  sea 
by  thy  might:  thou  bleakest  the  heads  of  huge  creatures  in  the 

14  waters.  Thou  brakest  the  heads  of  leviathans,  and  gavest  it  to 

15  be  meat  to  people  tenants  of  the  desert.  Thou  didst  cleave  fountain 

16  and  brook:  thou  driedat  up  perennial  rivers.  The  day  is  thine,  the 

17  night  also  is  thine  :  thou  hast  prepared  t he  luminary  and  sun.  Thou 
hast  set  all  boundaries  of  the  earth  ;  thou  hast  formed  summer  and 

IS  winter.  Remember  this fhat  the  enemy  hath  reproached,6  O  Eternal, 

19  and  that  a  base  people  have  scorned  thy  name.  O  give  not  the  soul 
of  thy  turtle-dove  unto  a  beast:  forget  not  the  life  of  thy  poor  for 

20  ever.  Look  at  the  covenant :  for  the  dark  places  of  the  earth  are  full 

21  of  habitations  of  violence.  O  let  not  the  crushed  return  confounded  : 

22  let  the  poor  and  needy  praise  thy  name.  Arise,  O  God,  plead  thine 

23  own  cause:  remember  thy  reviling4  by  the  base  the  whole  day. 
Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  adversaries :  the  tumult  of  those  that  rise 
up  against  thee  ascendeth  continually. 

Psalm  lxxv*— To  the  director  Al-taschith,  A  Psalm  ;  unto  Asaph 

1  a  Song, — Unto  thee,  O  God,  do  we  give  thanks,  unto  thee  do  we  give 

2  thanks  ;  for  thy  name  is]near,  thy  wondrous  works  they  declare.  When 

3  I  shall  occupy*  the  appointed  place  I  will  judge  uprightly.  The  earth 
and  all  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  dissolved :  yet  I  bear  up  the  pil- 

4  lars  of  it*  Selah.  1  said  unto  the  boasters.  Boast  not :  and  to  the 

5  wicked,  lift  not  up  the  horn:  lift  not  up  your  horn  on  high: 


1  crag- 
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6  speak  not  mth  a  stiff  neck*  For  elevation  cometh  neither  from 

7  the  east,  nor  from  the  west,  nor  from  the  south.  But  God  is  judge : 

8  he  lowereth  one,  andraiseth  another*  For  in  the  hand  of  the 
Eternal  there  is  a  cup,  and  the  wine  foameth  ;  it  is  full  of  mixture ; 
and  he  poureth  out  of  the  same  :  bnt  the  dregs  thereof,  all  the  wicked 

9  of  the  earth  shall  wring  them  out,  and  drink  than*  But  I  will  tell 
10  for  ever ;  I  will  hymn  the  God  of  Jacob*  All  the  horns  of  the 

wicked  also  will  I  beat  off ;  hut  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  be 
exalted. 

Psalm  lxxvi,— To  the  director  of  stringed  instruments,  a 

2  Psalm  onto  Asaph,  a  Song*— In  Judah  is  God  known;  his 
name  is  great  in  Israel.  In  Salem  also  is  his  t&hernade,1  and  his 

3  dwelling  place  in  Zion.  There  brake  bo  in  pieces  the  arrows9 

4  of  the  bow,  shield,  and  sword,  and  war.  Selah.  Thou  art  re- 

5  splendent  and  mighty,  coming  from  mountains  of  prey.  The 
stout-hearted  are  spoiled, they  have  slumbered  their  sleep:  and  none 

6  of  the  men  of  force  have  found  their  hands.  At  thy  rebuke,  O  God 

7  of  Jacob,  both  chariot  and  horse  are  stupiiied.  Thou,  even  thou, 
art  terrible :  and  who  may  stand  before  thee  when  once  thy  wrath  is 

H  kindled .  Thou  didst  cause  the  sentence  to  be  heard  from  heaven; 

9  the  earth  feared,  and  was  still.  When  God  arose  to  judgment,  to 

10  save  all  the  meek  of  the  earth.  Selah.  Surely  the  fury  of  man  shall 

11  acknowledge  thee  :  the  remainder  of  fury  thou  girdeston.  Vow,  and 
pay  unto  the  Eternal  your  God  :  let  all  that  am  round  about  him 

1 2  bring  presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be  feared.  He  shall  cut  off 
the  spirit  of  leaders  :  he  is  terrible  to  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

Psalm  lxxvu. — To  the  Director  of  Jeduthun,  unto  Asaph,  a  Psalm, 
t  —My  voice  riseth  unto  God,  and  I  cry ;  my  voice  onto  God,  oh 

2  give  ear  unto  me.  In  the  day  of  my  trouble  I  inquired  after  the 
Lord:  my  hand  was  stretched  out?  in  the  night,  and  grew  not 

3  fatigued  :4  my  soul  refused  to  be  comforted.  I  rememher  God,  and 

4  groan ;  I  meditate,  and  my  spirit  languisheth,  Selah.  Thou 

5  Fayest  hold  of  my  eye-lids  :  I  am  disquieted  and  I  cannot  speak.  I 

6  have  considered  the  days  of  old,  the  years  of  ancient  times.  I  re¬ 
member  my  song9  m  the  night :  I  meditate  in  my  heart:  and  my 

7  spirit  made  diligent  search.  Will  the  Lord  cast  off  for  ever  X  and 

8  will  he  be  favourable  no  more?  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  ? 

9  doth  Ms  promise  foil  for  all  ages  X  Hath  God  forgotten  to  he  gm- 

10  cious?  hath  he  in  wrath  shut  up  his  compassion  ?  Selah.  And  I 
n  said,  Let  it  be  my  supplication,  change  is  in  the  right  hand  of  the 

11  most  High.  I  will  remember  the  works  of  the  Eternal ;  when  1 

13  remember  thy  wonders  of  old.  Consider  also  of  all  thy  work,  and 

13  meditate  thy  doings,  l  sag :  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  in  the  sanctuary  : 

1 4  who  is  so  great  as  God  as  our  God  ?  Thou  art  the  God  that  doest 
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15  wooden :  thou  hast  made  known  thy  might  among  the  peoples.  Thou 
hast  with  thine  arm  redeemed  thy  people*  the  sons  or  Jacob  and 

1G  Joseph.  Selah,  The  waters  saw  thee*  O  God*  the  waters 

1 7  saw  thee ;  they  writhed*  the  depths  also  were  agitated.  Thick  donds 
poured  out  floods  of  water :  the  skies  sent  out  a  sound :*  thine  arrows 

18  also  went  about.  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  in  the  whirlwind  : 
lightnings  lightened  the  world :  the  earth  was  agitated  and  quaked. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea*  and  thy  path  in  the  great  waters*  and  thy  foot- 

20  steps  are  not  known.  Thou  leddest  thy  people  like  the  flock  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron. 

1  Psalm  lvxyiii, — Maschil  unto  Asaph. — Give  ear*  O  my  people*  to 

2  my  law ;  incline  your  ears  to  the  words  of  my  mouth.  I  will  open 

3  my  mouth  in  a  parable :  I  will  utter  subtle  sayings  of  old  :  Which 

4  we  have  heard  and  known,  and  our  fathers  have  related  to  us.  We 
will  not  withhold  them  from  their  children,  relating  to  a  remote  age 
the  praises  of  the  Eternal,  and  his  might,  and  his  wonderful  works 

5  that  he  hath  done.  For  he  established  a  testimony  in  Jacob, 
and  appointed  a  law  in  Israel,  which  he  commanded  our  fa- 

G  there,  that  they  should  make  them  known  to  their  children; 
That  a  remote  age  might  know  them,  even  children  to  be 

7  bom ;  who  should  arise  and  relate  them  to  their  children :  That 
they  might  set  their  hope  in  God,  and  not  forget  the  works  of  God, 

8  but  keep  his  commandments:  And  might  not  be  astheir  fathers, 
a  refractory  and  rebellious  generation,  a  generation  that  prepared 

9  not  their  heart,  and  whose  spirit  was  not  sted&st  with  Goa.  -  The 
children  of  Ephraim,  like  arrayed  archers  that  turned  back  in  the  day 

10  of  encounter.  Kept  not  the  covenant  of  God,  and  refused  to  walk  in 

.1 1  his  law  j  And  forgot  his  works*  and  his  wonders  that  he  had  Bhewed 

12  them.  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sight  of  his  fathers,  in 

13  the  land  of  Egypt,  in  the  field  of  Zoan.  He  divided  the  sea*  and 
caused  them  to  pass  throagh ;  and  he  made  the  waters  to  stand  as  a 

14  mound.  In  the  day  time  also  he  led  them  with  the  cloud,  and  all 

15  the  night  with  a  light  of  fire.  He  clave  crags  in  tbe  desert*  and  gave 

1G  them  abundant  drink  as  out  of  great  depths.  He  brought 

liquids  also  out  of  a  rock,  and  caused  waters  to  run  down  like  the 

17  rivers.  And  yet  they  continued  to  sin  against  him  by  rebelling 

IS  against  the  most  High  in  the  drought.  And  they  tried  God  in  their 

19  heart  by  asking  meat  tor  their  lust.*  Yea,  they  spake  agaiust  God ; 

20  they  said*  Can  God  furnish3  a  table  in  the  desert  ?  Behold*  he  smote 
a  crag*  and  waters  flowed,  and  brooks  overflowed ;  can  he  give 

21  bread  also?  can  he  provide  flesh  for  his  people?  Therefore  the 
Eternal  heard  this,  and  was  indignant:  so  a  Arc  was  kindled  against 

22  Jacob,  and  wrath  also  came  up  against  Israel ;  Because  they  believed 

23  not  in  God*  and  trusted  not  in  his  salvation :  Although  he  had  com- 
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24  manded  the  skies  from  above,  and  opened  the  doors  of  heaven,  And 
had  rained  down  manna  upon  them  to  eat,  and  had  given  of 

25  the  com  of  heaven*  '  Bread  of  nobles  did  man  eat :  he  sent 

26  them  provisions  to  the  full*  He  caused  an  east  wind  to  blow1 
in  the  heaven:  and  by  bis  might  he  brought  in  a  south  wind* 

27  He  rained  flesh  also  upon  them  as  the  dust,  and  winged  fowls 

26  like  as  the  sand  of  seas.  And  be  let  it  fell  in  the  midst  of 

29  their  camp,  round  about  their  habitations*  So  they  did  eat,  and 

30  were  well  satisfied;  for  he  gave*  them  their  own  lust  They  were 
not  estranged  from  their  lust,  while  their  meat  vjos  yet  in  their 

3 1  mouths,  The  wrath  of  God  came  upon  them,  and  slew  of  the  fattest 

32  of  them,  and  cast  upon  their  knees  the  youths  of  Israel.  For  all  this 

33  they  sinned  still,  and  believed  not  in  his  wondrous  works.  There¬ 
fore  their  days  did  he  consume  in  vanity,  and  their  years  in  terror* 

34  When  he  slew  them,  then  they  sought  him:  and  they  returned 

35  and  inquired  early  after  God*  And  they  remembered  that  God  w as 

36  their  rock,  and  the  most  high  God  their  redeemer.  Nevertheless 
they  did  flatter3  him  with  their  mouth,  and  they  lied  unto  him  with 

37  then  tongues.  For  their  heart  was  not  right  with  him,  neither  were 

38  they  steadfast  in  his  covenant*  But  he,  being  full  of  compassion, 
forgave4  their  iniquity,  and  destroyed  them  not :  yea,  many  a  time 

39  turned  he  his  wrath  away,  and  did  not  stir  up  all  his  fury.  For  he 
remembered  tb&t  they  were  but  flesh ;  a  wind  that  passeth  away,  and 

40  cometh  not  again*  How  oft  did  they  rebel  against  him  in  the 

41  desert,  and  grieve  him  in  the  waste  1  Yea,  they  turned  back  and 

42  tried  God,  and  limited  the  Holy  One  of  Israel*  They  remembered 
not  his  band,  nor  the  day  when  he  released  them  from  the  &dver~ 

43  sary,  How  he  had  wrought?  his  signs  in  Egypt,  and  his  wonders  in 

44  the  field  of  Zoan  :  And  bad  turned  their  rivers  into  blood ;  and 

45  their  liquids,  that  they  could  not  drink.  He  sent  insects  among  them, 

46  which  devoured  them  ;  and  frogs,  which  destroyed  them*  He  gave 
also  their  produce  under  the  cateipiller,  and  their  labour  unto  the 

47  locust.  He  destroyed4  their  vines  with  the  hail,  and  their  sycomore 

48  trees  with  frost.  He  gave  up  their  pasture  also  to  the  hail,  and  their 

49  cattle  to  hot  thunderbolts,  He  cast  upon  them  the  fierceness  of  his 
anger,  wrath,  and  indignation,  and  trouble,  a  band  of  evil  angels. 

50  He  levelled  a  path,  for  his  wrath ;  he  withheld  not  their  soul 

51  from  death,  hut  gave  their  life  over  to  the  pestilence ;  And  smote 
every  firstborn  in  Egypt ;  the  chief7  of  their  strength  in  the  tents  of 

52  Ham;  But  made  his  own  people  to  go  forth  like  the  flock,  and 

53  guided  them  in  the  desert  like  the  drove.  And  he  led  them  on  safely, 

54  so  that  they  dreaded  not:  but  the  sea  covered  their  enemies.  And 
he  brought  them  to  the  boundary  of  his  sanctuary,  even  to  this  moun* 

00  tain,  which  his  right  hand  hod  acquired.  And  he  drove  out  nations 
before  them,  and  divided*  them  an  inheritance  byline,  and  made  the 

56  tribes  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  their  tents.  Yet  they  tried  and  pro- 

57  voked  the  most  high  God,  and  kept  not  his  testimonies :  But  re¬ 
ceded,  and  dealt  unfaithfully  like  their  fathers:  they  were  turned 

1  journey*  2  brought*  *  pcnuidc.  4  expiated,  *  put,  4  kiUcd.  *  beginning. 
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68  aside  like  a  deceitful  bow.  For  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with 
their,  high,  places,  and  moved  him  to  jealousy  with  their  graven 

SO  images.  When  God  heard  this,  he  was  wroth,  and  greatly  scorned 

60  Israel.  So  that  he  forsook  the  tent  of  Shiloh,  the  tent  in  which  he 

61  took  his  residence  among  men  ;  And  delivered  his  might  into  the 

62  captivity,  and  his  glory  into  an  adversary's  hand.  He  gave  his  people 

63  over  also  to  the  sworn:  and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance.  Fire 
consumed  their  youths;  and  their  maidens  were  not  given  to  marriage.1 

64  TheiT  priests  fell  by  the  sword;  and  their  widows  did  not  weep. 

65  Then  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep,  and  like  a  hero  that 
shonteth  by  reason  of  wine.  And  he  beat  his  adversaries  back :  he 

07  made  them  a  perpetual  disgrace.  Moreover  he  rejected  the  tent  of 
Joseph,  and  chose  not  the  tribe  of  £phraim :  But  chose  the  tribe 

69  of  Judah,  the  mount  Zion  which  he  loved.  And  he  huilt  his  sanc¬ 
tuary  like  high  palaces,  like  the  earth  which  he  hath  founded  for  ever. 

70  He  chose  David  also  his  servant,  and  took  him  from  sheepfolds : 

7 1  From  behind  milch  ewes  he  brought  him  to  feed  Jacob  hiB  people, 

72  and  Israel  his  inheritance.  So  he  fed  them  according  to  the  in¬ 
tegrity  of  his  heart;  and  guided  them  by  the  skilfulness  of  his  hands. 

1  Psalm  lxxix, — A  Psalm  unto  Asaph. — O  God,  nations  are  come? 
into  thine  inheritance;  the  temple  of  thy  sanctuary  have  they  defiled ; 

2  they  have  laid  Jerusalem  en  heaps.  The  dead  bodies?  of  thy  servants 
have  they  given  to  he  food  unto  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  the  flesh  of 

3  thy  saints  unto  the  animals  of  the  earth.  Their  blood  have  the;  shed 
like  the  water  round  about  Jerusalem ;  and  there  was  none  to  bury 

4  them.  We  are  become  a  reproach3  to  our  neighbours,  a  scorn  and 

5  derision  to  them  that  are  round  ahout  us.  How  long,  Eternal,  wilt 

6  thou  altogether  be  angry  ?  shall  thy  seal  hum  like  fire  ?  Pour  out 
thy  fury  upon  the  nations  that  have  not  known  thee,  and  upon  king- 

7  doms  that  have  not  called  upon  thy  name.  For  they  hare  devoured 

8  Jacob,  and  laid  waste  his  dwelling  place.  O  remember  not  against 
us  former  iniquities :  hasten,  let  thy  compassion  anticipate  us :  for  we 

9  are  brought  very  low.  Help  ns,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the 
glory  of  thy  name:  and  deliver  us,  and  expiate  our  sins,  for  thy 

10  name's  sake.  Wherefore  should  the  nations  say.  Where  t#  their 
God?  let  him  be  known  among  the  nations  before  our  eyes  by  the 

11  revenging  of  the  blood  of  thy  servants  which  is  shed.  Let  the 
groaning  of  the  prisoner  come  before  thee;  according  to  the  greatness 

12  of  thy  arm  preserve4  thou  those  that  are  appointed  to  die;  And 
render  unto  our  neighbours  sevenfold  into  their  bosom  their  revile- 

13  meat,  wherewith  they  have  reviled  thee,  O  Lord.  So  we  thy  people 
and  flock  of  thy  pasture  will  give  thee  thanks  for  ever:  we  will  declare 
thy  praise  from  generation  to  generation. 
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Psalm  lxxx. — To  the  director  of  Shoshaimim-Eduth,  unto 

1  Asaph,  a  Psalm. — Give  ear,  O  Shepherd  of  Israel,  thou  that  leanest 
Joseph  like  the  flock;'  thou  that  dwellest  between  the  cherubim, 

2  shine  forth.  Before  Ephraim  and  Benjamin  and  Manasseh  stir  up 

3  thy  strength,  and  come  and  save  us.  Turn  us  again,  O  God,  and 

4  cause  thy  face  to  shine ;  and  we  shall  he  saved.  O  Eternal  God  of 
hosts,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry1  against  the  prayer  of  thy  people  ? 

5  Thou  feedest  them  with  the  bread  of  tears ;  and  givest  them  tears  to 

€  drink  in  great  measure.  Thou  makest  us  a  strife  unto  our  neigh- 

7  hours :  and  our  enemies  mock  among  themselves.  Turn  us  again, 
O  God  of  hosts,  and  cause  thy  face  to  shine ;  and  we  shall  be  saved* 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  Egypt :  thou  hast  driven  out  the 

9  nations,  and  planted  iL  Thou  cleareast  room  before  it,  and  didst  cause 

10  it  to  take  root,  and  it  filled  the  laud.  Mountains  were  covered  with  the 

11  shadow  of  it,  and  the  houghs  thereof  were  Ule  cedars  of  God.  She 
sent  out  her  branches  unto  the  sea,  and  her  twigs3  unto  the  river, 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her  fences,  so  that  all  they  who 

13  pass  hy  the  way  do  pluck  her  ?  The  boar  out  of  the  wood  does  waste 

14  it,  and  the  wild  beast  of  the  field  doth  feed  upon  it.  Hetuin,  pray* 
O  God  of  hosts  :  look  down  from  heaven,  ana  heboid,  and  bear  in 

15  mind  this  vino;  And  the  vineyard  which  they  right  hand  bath 

16  planted,  and  the  branch3  that  thou  madest  strong  for  thyself.  It  is 
burned  with  fire,  it  is  cut  down  :  they  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  they 

17  countenance.  Let  Ihy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy  right  hand, 

18  upon  the  sou  of  man  whom  thou  madest  strong  for  thyself.  So  will 
not  we  recede  from  thee :  quicken  us,  and  we  call  upon  thy  name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  O  Eternal  God  of  hosts,  cause  thy  face  to  shine ;  and 
we  shall  he  saved. 

Psalm  lxxxi. — To  the  Director  of  the  Gittith,  unto  Asaph,— 

1  Sing  aloud  unto  God  our  might:  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  tbe  God 

2  of  Jacob.  Take  np  a  song,  and  bring  a  tabret,  a  pleasant  harp 

3  with  a  viol.  Blow  a  comet  in  the  new  moon,  at  the  full  moon-tide, 

4  on  the  day  of  our  festival.  For  this  was  a  statute  for  Israel,  and  a 

5  law4  of  the  God  of  Jacob.  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  testi¬ 
mony,  when  he  went  out  through  the  land  of  Egypt:  where  I  heard 

6  a  language  that  I  understood  not.  1  removed  his  shoulder  from 

7  a  burden  :  his  hands  moved  from  off  the  basket.  Thoucahedst  in 
the  distress,  and  1  rescued  thee;  I  answered  thee  in  the  thunder’s 

8  cover3:  I  proved  thee  at  the  waters  of  Meribah.  Selah.  Hear,  O 
my  people,  and  I  will  testify  unto  thee:  O  Israel,  if  tbou  wilt 

9  hearken  unto  me  ;  There  shall  no  strange  God  be  in  thee ;  neither 

10  sbalt  thou  prostrate  thyself  before  any  strange  god.  I  am  tbe  Eter¬ 
nal  thy  Goa,  who  brought  thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt:  open  thy 

1 1  mouth  wide,  and  I  will  fill  it.  But  my  people  would  not  hearken  to  my 

12  voice ;  and  Israel  wonld  none  of  me.  So  I  gave6  them  up  unto  their 
own  heart's  stubbornness :  and  they  walked  in  their  own  counsels. 
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13  Oh  that  my  people  would  hearken  unto  me,  and  Israel  would  walk  in 

14  my  ways  !  k  et  a  little  and  I  would  subdue  their  enemies,  and  turn 

15  my  hand  against  their  adversaries.  The  haters  of  the  Eternal  would 
dissemhle  unto  him :  but  their  time  would  endure  for  ever. 

16  He  would  feed  them  also  with  the  fat  of  wheat ;  and  with  honey  out 
of  the  rock1  would  I  satisfy  thee* 

1  Psalm  Lxxxri. — A  Psalm  unto  Asaph* — God  Qtandelh  in  the  con- 

2  gregation  of  the  mighty*;  in  the  midst  of  gods  he  judges*  How 
long  will  ye  judge  wrong,  and  accept  the  persons  of  the  wicked  ? 

3  Selah.  Defend3  the  lowly  and  fatherless  :  do  justice  to  the  afflicted4 

4  and  needy*  Kescue  the  lowly  and  needy :  deliver  them  out  of  the 

5  hand  of  tne  wicked  "They  know  not,  neither  will  they  understand ; 

6  they  walk  on  in  darkness:  all  the  foundations  of  the  earth  totter.  I 
have  said.  Ye  are  gods ;  and  all  of  you  are  children  of  the  Most 

7  High.  But  yc  shall  die  like  men,  and  fall  like  one  of  the  princes*5 

8  Arise,  0  God,  judge  the  earth :  for  thou  shalt  inherit  all  nations. 

1  Psalm  lxxxiil— A  Song  and  Psalm  unto  Asaph*— Keep  not  thou 

2  silence,  O  God :  hold  not  thy  peace,  ami  he  not  still,  O  God*  For, 
lo,  thine  enemies  make  a  tumult :  and  they  that  hate  thee  have  lifted 

3  up  the  head*  They  have  taken  craftily  secret  counsel  against  thy 

4  people,  and  deliberated  against  thy  hidden  ones*  They  have  said. 
Come,  and  let  us  exterminate  them  fromAeu^a  nation;  that  the 

5  name  of  Israel  may  he  no  more  in  remembrance.  For  they  have  de¬ 
liberated  together  with  one  consent,  they  made  a  covenant  against 

6  thee;  The  tents  of  Edom  and  Ishmaelites :  of  Moab  and 

7  Hagarenea ;  Gebal,  and  Ammon,  and  Amalck;  Palestine  with  the 

8  inhabitants  of  Tyre ;  A  sear  also  is  joined  with  them :  they  become 

9  an  arm  of  the  children  of  Lot*  SeLah*  Do  unto  them  as  unto  Midian, 

10  as  to  Siscra,  as  to  Jahin,  at  the  hrook  of  Kison  :  They  were  destroyed 

1 1  at  En-dor ;  they  became  as  dung  for  the  ground.  Make  their  nobles 
like  Orebj  and  like  Zeeh:  yea,  all  their  princes  as  Zebah,  and  as 

12  Zalmunna,  Who  said.  Let  us  take  to  ourselves  the  seats  of  God  in 

13  possession.  O  my  God,  make  them  like  a  whirlwind;  as  stubble  be- 

14  fore  a  wind*  As  fire  buraeth  a  wood,  and  as  a  flame  eetteth 

15  mountains  on  fire ;  So  pursue  them  with  thy  storm,  and  terrify  them 

16  with  thy  tempest.  Fill  their  faces  with  ignominy;  that  they  may 

17  seek  thy  name,  O  Eternal.  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  troubled  for 

18  ever;  yea,  let  them  he  put  to  shame,  and  perish :  That  men  may 
know  thatthonwhose  name  alone  is  Eternal,  art  the  most  high  over 
all  the  earth* 

Psalm  lxxxiy*— 1 To  the  Director  of  the  Gittith,  a  Psalm  unto 

1  the  sons  of  Korah* — How  dearly  beloved  are  thy  dwellings,  O  Eter- 

2  nal  of  hosts !  My  soul  longeth,  yea,  even  feinteth6  for  the  courts  of 
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3  the  Eternal:  my  heart  and  my  flesh  shout  to  the  living  God*  Also 
a  bird  hath  found  a  house  and  a  swallow  a  nest  for  herself,  where  she 
may  lay  heT  young,  evm  thine  altars,  O  Eternal  of  hosts,  my  King 

4  and  my  God.  O  happiness  of  those  that  abide  in  thy  house  ;  they 

5  will  he  still  praising  thee,  Selah.  O  happiness  of  the  man  whose 
might  is  in  thee ;  in  whose  heart  paths  are  towards  thee ;  passing 

6  through  the  valley  of  Baca ;  They  would  change  it  into  a  fountain ; 

7  the  early  rain  would  cover  it  with  blessings ;  They  go  from  force 

8  to  force,  appearing  at  last  in  Zion  hefore  God.  O  Eternal  God  of  hosts, 

9  hear  my  prayer  ;  Give  ear,  O  God  of  Jacob.  Selah,  Behold,  O  God 

10  our  shield,  and  look  upon  the  face  of  thine  anointed.  For  a  day  in 
thy  courts1  if  better  than  a  thousand;  I  had  rather  stand  on  the 
threshhold  of  the  house  of  my  God,  than  to  dwell  in  the  tents  of 

11  wickedness.  For  the  Eternal  God  is  a  sun  and  shield;  the  Eternal 
will  give  grace  and  glory :  no  good  thing  will  he  withhold  from  them 

12  that  walk  uprightly.  O  happiness  of  the  man  that  trusteth  in  thee, 
O  Eternal  of  hosts. 


Psalm  lxxxy,— 1 To  the  Director,  unto  the  sons  of  Korah,  a  Psalm. 

1  Eternal,  thou  hast  been  favourable  unto  thy  land;  thou  hast 

2  brought  back  the  captivity  of  Jacob.  Thou  hast  borne  the  iniquity 

3  of  thy  people,  thou  hast  covered  all  their  sin,  Selah.  Thou  hast 
taken  away5  all  thine  indignation ;  thou  hast  turned  thyse\f  iiovci  the 

4  fierceness  of  thy  wrath.  Turn  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  and  make 

5  void  thy  displeasure  towards  us*  Wilt  thou  he  angry  with  us  for 

6  ever  ?  Wilt  thou  draw  oat  thy  wrath  from  age  to  age.  Wilt  thou 

7  not  turn  and  revive  us  :  that  thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee  ?  Shew  us 

8  thy  mercy,  O  Eternal,  and  grant  us  thy  salvation.  I  will  hear  what 
the  Eternal  God  will  speak :  for  he  will  speak  peace  unto  his  people, 

9  and  to  his  saints :  hut  let  them  not  turn  again  to  folly.  Surely  his 
salvation  is  nigh  them  that  fear  him ;  that  glory  may  dwell  in  our  land. 

LO  Mercy  and  truth  are  met  together ;  righteousness  and  peace  have 

1 1  kissed  each  other .  Truth  sh&U  spring  out  of  the  earth ;  and  righteous* 

12  ness  shall  glance  down  from  heaven.  Yea,  the  Eternal  shall  give 

13  that  whichis  good ;  and  our  land  shall  yield  its  produce.  Righteous¬ 
ness  shall  go  before  him ;  direct*  his  steps  in  the  way. 


1  Psalm  lxxxvi*— A  Prayer  of*  David.— Incline  thine  ear,  O  Eter- 

2  ual,  answer  me :  for  I  am  poor  and  needy.  Guard  my  soul ;  for  I  am 
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a  saint :  O  thou  my  God,  save  thy  servant  that  trusteth  in  thee. 

3  4  Be  gracious  unto  me,  O  Lord :  for  I  cry  onto  thee  all  day.  Re¬ 
joice  the  soul  of  thy  servant :  for  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  do  1  lift  up  my 

5  souL  For  thou,  Lord,  art  good,  and  ready  to  forgive ;  and  plenteous 

6  in  mercy  unto  ail  them  that  call  upon  thee:  Give  ear,  O  Eternal, 

7  unto  my  prayer ;  and  attend  to  the  voice  of  my  supplications.  In  the 
day  of  my  distress  I  will  call  upon  thee  ;  for  thou  wilt  answer  me. 

8  Among  the  gods  there  «  none  like  unto  thee,  O  Lord ;  and  nothing 

9  like  unto  thy  works.  All  nations  whom  thou  hast  made  shall  come 
and  prostrate  themselves  before  thee,  0  Lord ;  and  shall  glorify  thy 

10  name.  For  thou  art  great,  and  doest  wondrous  things:  thou  art 

1 1  God  alone.  Teach  my  thy  way,  O  Eternal ;  I  will  walk  in  thy 

13  truth :  unite  my  heart  to  fear  thy  name.  I  will  thank  thee,  O  Lord 

my  God,  with  all  my  heart :  and  I  will  glorify  thy  name  for  evermore. 

13  For  great  is  thy  mercy  towards  me :  and  thou  hast  delivered  my 

14  soul  from  the  lowest  pit,  O  God,  proud  ones  are  risen  against  me, 
and  assemblies  of  violent  men  have  sought  after  my  soul;  and  have 

15  not  set  thee  before  tbem.  But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  a  God  full  of  com¬ 
passion,  and  gracious,  long-suffering,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  and 

16  truth.  O  turn  unto  me,  and  be  gracious  unto  me ;  give  thy  might 

17  unto  thy  servant,  and  save  the  son  of  thy  handmaid.  Shew1 
me  a  sign  for  good;  that  they  who  hate  me  may  see  if,  and  be 
ashamed:  because  thou,  Eternal,  hast  helped  me,  and  comforted  me. 

1  Psalm  lxxxvii. — Unto  the  sons  of  Korah,  a  Psalm  and  Song. — Its 

2  foundation  w  in  the  mountains  of  holiness ;  The  Eternal  loveth  the 

3  gates  of  Zion  more  than  all  the  dwellings  of  Jacob.  Glorious  things 

4  are  spoken  of  tbee,  0  city  of  God.  Selah.  I  will  make  mention  of 
Rahab  and  Babylon  to  them  that  know  me :  behold  Pbilistia,  and 

5  Tyre,  with  Cush ;  this  man  was  bom  there.  But  of  Zion  it  is  said. 
This  and  that  man  was  bom  in  it :  and  the  highest  himself  shall 

6  establish  it.  The  Eternal  will  count,  when  he  writeth  up  peoples, 

7  this  matt  was  bom  here,  Selah,  As  well  the  singers  as  the  players 
on  instruments ;  all  my  delights*  sre  in  thee. 


Psalm  lxxxviu. — A  Soug  and  Psalm  unto  the  sous  of  Korah,  to  the 
director,  of  Mabalath,  for  a  Choral  Song,  Maschil  unto  Heinan  the 

1  Ezrahite. — O  Eternal  God  of  my  salvation,  I  have  cried  day  and 

2  night  before  thee :  Let  my  prayer  come  before  thee  :  incline  thine 

3  ear  unto  my  cry For  my  soul  is  full  of  troubles :  and  my  life 

4  draweth  nigh  unto  the  grave.  I  am  counted  with  them  that  go  down 

5  into  the  pit :  I  am  as  a  man  that  hath  no  strength :  Prostrate  among 
the  dead,  like  the  slain  that  lie  in  the  grave,  whom  tbou  rememherest 

6  no  more :  and  they  are  cut  asunder  by  thy  hand.  Thou  hast  laid 

7  me  in  the  lowest  pit,  in  darkness,  in  deeps.  Thy  fury  lieth  hard

14  morning  shall  my  prayer  anticipate  thee.  Eternal,  wherefore  easiest 

15  thou  off  my  soul}  screened  thy  face  from  me?  I  am  afflicted3  and 
ready  to  expire  for  quaking:  white  1  bear  thy  terrors  I  am  distracted. 

16  Thy  fierce  wrath  passeth  over  me;  thy  terrors  have  cut  me  oE 

17  They  surrounded  me  the  whole  day  like  the  water  ;  they  compassed 

18  me  about  together.  Lover  and  friend  hast  thou  put  far  from  me, 
and  mine  acquaintance  into  darkness. 


1  Psalm  xxxxix. — Msschtl  unto  Ethan  the  E&rahite. — £  will  sing 
of  the  mercies  of  the  Eternal  for  ever :  with  my  mouth  will  1  make 

2  known  thy  faithfulness  from  age  to  age.  For  I  have  said,  Mercy 
shall  be  built  up  for  ever :  thy  faithfulness  shalt  thou  establish  in  the 

3  very  heavens.  I  have  made3  a  covenant  with  my  chosen,  I  have 

4  sworn  unto  David  my  servant.  Thy  seed  will  I  establish  for  ever, 

5  and  build  up  thy  throne  for  all  ages.  Selah.  And  heavens  shall 
acknowledge  thy  wonders,  O  Eternal :  thy  faithfulness  also  in  the 

6  congregation  of  holy  ones.  For  who  in  the  heaven3  can  be  com¬ 
pared  unto  the  Eternal  ?  who  among  the  sons  of  the  mighty  can  be 

7  likened  unto  the  Eternal  ?  God  is  most  terrible  in  the  counsel*  of 

8  holy  ones,  and  feared  above  all  (hem  that  are  about  him.  O  Eter¬ 
nal  God  of  hosts,  who  is  a  strong  Eternal  like  unto  thee  and  thy 

9  faithfulness  is  round  about  thee  ?  Thou  rulest  the  surging  of  the  sea : 

10  when  the  waves  thereof  arise  thou  stillest  them.  Thou  hast  crushed 
insolence,  as  one  that  is  slain  ;  thou  hast  scattered  thine  enemies  with 

11  the  arm  of  tby  might.  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also  is  thine : 
as  for  the  world  and  the  fulness  thereof*  thou  bast  founded  them. 

12  The  north  and  the  south— thou  hast  created  them  :  Tabor  and  Ucrmon 

13  shall  shout  in  thy  name.  Thine  is  the  arm  with  strength :  mighty

15  face.  0  happiness  of  the  people  knowing  the  joyful  sound  :ft  they 

16  shall  walk,  0  Eternal,  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  lu  thy  name 
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shall  they  rejoice  all  the  day :  and  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they  be 
17  exalted.  For  thou  art  the  splendour  of  their  might:  and  in  thy 
IS  iavour  our  horn  shall  be  exalted.  For  our  shield  belongs  to  the  Eternal ; 

19  and  our  King  the  Holy  One  of  Israel*  Then  thou  spahest  in  vision 
to  thy  saint,  and  saidst,  I  have  laid  help  upon  a  hero ;  I  have 

20  exalted  otic  chosen  out  of  the  people.  I  have  found  David  my  ser- 

21  vant;  with  the  oil  of  my  holiness  have  I  anointed  him  :  With  whom 
my  hand  shall  be  established :  mine  aim  also  shall  strengthen  him*. 

22  IN  o  enemy  shall  exact  upon  him ;  nor  a  son  of  iniquity  afflict  him. 

23  And  I  will  beat  down  his  adversaries  before  his  face,  and  plague  them 

24  that  hate  him.  But  my  faithfulness  and  my  mercy  thall  he  with  him : 

25  and  in  my  name  shall  bis  horn  be  exalted*  I  will  set  bis  hand  also 

26  in  the  sea,  and  his  right  hand  in  the  rivers.  He  shall  cry  unto  me, 

27  Thou  art  my  father,  my  God,  and  the  rock  of  my  salvation.  Also  I 

28  will  make  him  my  firstborn,  highest  to  the  kings  of  the  earth.  My 
mercy  will  l  keep  for  him  for  evermore,  and  my  covenant  shall  stand 

29  fast  with  him.  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure  for  ever,  and  his 

30  throne  as  the  days  of  heaven.  If  his  children  forsake  my  law,  and 

31  walk  not  in  my  judgments;  If  they  profane  my  ordinances,  and 

32  keep  not  my  commandments,  Then  will  I  visit1  their  transgression 

33  with  a  staff,  and  their  iniquity  with  afflictions.  Nevertheless  my 
mercy  will  I  not  utterly  take  from  him,  nor  make  my  faithfulness 

34  to  fail.  My  covenant  will  I  not  profane,  nor  alter  the  thing  that  is 

35  gone  out  of  my  lips.  Once  have  I  sworn  by  my  holiness  if  I  lie 

36  unto  David.  .  .  *  His  seed  shall  endure  for  ever,  and  his  throne 

37  as  the  sun  before  me.  It  shall  be  established  for  ever  as  the  moon, 

38  and  the  witness  in  the  heaven  is  faithful.  Selah.  But  thou  hast  cast 

39  off  and  scorned,  thon  hast  been  wrath  with  thine  anointed.  Thou 
hast  abhorred  the  covenant  of  thy  servant :  thou  hast  profaned  his 

40  diadem  by  casting  it  to  the  ground.  Thou  hast  broken  down  all  his 

4 1  hedges  j  thon  hast  brought  his  fortresses  to  ruin.  All  that  pass  by 

42  the  way  spoil  him :  he  is  a  disgrace  to  his  neighbours.  Thou  hast 
set  up  the  right  hand  of  his  adversaries;  thou  hast  made  all  his  ene- 

43  mies  to  iejoioe.  Thou  hast  also  turned  the  edge  of  his  sword,  and 

44  hast  not  made  him  to  stand  in  the  war.  Thou  hast  made  his  lustre 

45  to  cease,  and  cast  his  throne  down  to  the  earth.  The  days  of  his 
youth  bast  thou  shortened:  thou  hast  wrapped  him  in  shame.  Selah. 

46  How  long,  Eternal  ?  wilt  thou  altogether  hide  thyself  for  ever,  shall 

47  thy  fury  burn  like  fire  ?  Remember  nay  transitoriness :  for  what 

48  futility  thou  hast  created  all  men.  What  man  liveth,  and  shall  not 
see  death,  Bball  rescue  his  soul  from  the  hand  of  the  grave  ?  Selah. 

49  Lord,  where  are  thy  former  mercies,  which  thou  swarest  unto  David 

50  in  thy  faithfulness?  Remember,  Lord,  the  disgrace  of  thy  servants  *, 


1  bear  in  hljihI.

PSALMS  LXXXIX*,  XC.,  XCL 


51  ho to  I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the  reproach  of  many  peoples.  Where¬ 
with  thine  enemies  have  reviled-,  O  Eternal ;  wherewith  they  have 

52  reviled  the  footsteps  of  thine  anointed*  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  for 
evermore.  Amen,  and  Amen. 

1  Psalm  xc* — A  Prayer  of1  Moses  the  man  of  God. — Lord,  thou  hast 

2  been  our  dwelling  place  from  age  to  age.  Before  mountains  were 
brought  forth,  or  the  earth  and  world  travailed,  erven  from  everlasting 

3  to  everlasting,  thou  art  God,  Thou  tumest  man  to  destruction  f  and 

4  gayest.  Return,  ye  children  of  men.  For  a  thousand  years  in  thine 
eyes  are  but  as  yesterday  when  it  is  past,  and  o«  a  watch  in  the  night. 

5  In  the  morning  growing  like  the  grass,  thou  overwhelmest  them  with 
a  flood,  whilst  they  are  in  sleep.  In  the  morning  it  flourisheth,  and 

7  groweth  up  ;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down,  and  withereth.  For  we 

8  ale  consumed  by  th;  wrath,  and  by  thy  fury  are  we  troubled.  Thou 

hast  set  our  iniquities  before  thee,  our  secret  in  the  light3  of  thy 

9  countenance.  For  all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  indignation  : 

10  we  spend  our  years  like  an  idle  talk*  The  days  of  our  years  are 
threescore  years  and  ten,  and  if  in  strength  fourscore  years,  yet  ii 
their  pride  labour  and  sorrow ;  for  it  is  soon  cut  off,  and  we  fly  away* 

11  Who  knoweth  the  might  of  thy  wrath  ?  for  as  thy  indignation  should 

12  bt  the  fear  of  thee.  So  teach4  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  bring 

13  a  heart  of  wisdom.  Return,  O  Eternal,  how  long  ?  and  let  it  repent 

14  thee  concerning  thy  servants.  O  satisfy  us  in  the  morning  with  thy 
mercy  ;  that  we  may  shout  and  rejoice  all  our  days.  Make  us  glad 
according  to  the  days  wherein  tliou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years 

15  wherein  we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  operations  appear  unto  thy  ser- 

17  van  to,  and  thy  splendour  unto  their  children.  And  let  the  pleasant¬ 
ness  of  the  Eternal  our  God  be  upon  us :  and  establish  thou  the  work 
of  our  hands  upon  us  >  yea,  the  work  of  our  hands  establish  thou  it. 

4 

1  Psalm  xcr.~He  thatdwelleth  in  the  secretplace  of  the  most  High 

2  shall  shelter  himself  under  the  Bhadow  of  the  Almighty,  1  will  say  of 
the  Eternal,  Heiemy  refugeand  my  stronghold  ;  ioy  God ;  in  him  will 

3  I  trust.  Surely  be  ahall  deliver  thee  from  the  snare  of  &  fowler, 

4  and  from  a  destroying  pestilence*  He  shall  cover  thee  with  his 
pinion,  and  under  his  wings  shalt  thou  be  safe;  his  truth  shall  be  thy 

5  shield  and  buckler.  Thou  shall  not  be  afraid  for  tenor  by  night ; 

6  nor  for  the  arrow  that  flyeth  by  day;  Nor  for  pestilence  that 
walketh  in  thick  darkness ;  nor  for  destruction  that  wasteth 

7  at  noonday*  A  thousand  shall  fall  at  thy  side,  and  a  myriad  at  thy 

8  right  hand  ;  but  it  shall  not  come  nigh  thee.  Only  with  thine  eyes 

9  shalt  thou  behold  and  see  the  reward  of  wicked  ones.  Because  thou, 
O  Eternal,  art  my  refuge,  the  most  High  hast  thou  made  thy  hahi- 
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10  ta  on ;  There  shall  no  evil  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any  affliction 

1 1  come  nigh  thy  tent.  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over  thee, 

12  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways.  They  shall  bear  thee  up  in  their  hands, 

13  lest  thou  dash  thy  foot  against  the  stone,  Thou  shalt  tread  upon  a 
lion  and  adder :  a  young  lion  and  dragon1  Bhalt  thou  trample  under 

1 4  feet.  Because  he  aelighteth  me,  therefore  will  I  rescue  him :  I  will 

15  set  him  on  high,  because  he  hath  known  my  name.  He  shall  call 
upon  me,  and  I  will  answer  him :  1  will  be  with  him  in  trouble ;  I 

16  will  deliver  him ,  and  honour  him.  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him, 
and  shew  him  my  salvation. 

1  Psalm  xlii. — A  Psalm  and  Songfor  the  sabbath  day.  — It  is  a  good 
thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the Eternal,  and  to  hymn  thy  name, 

2  0  most  High  :  To  tell  thy  mercy  in  the  morning,  and  thy  faithfui- 

3  ness  in  the  nights,  Upon  an  instrument  of  ten  strings,  and  upon 

4  a  psaltery ;  upon  a  harp  with  a  solemn  sound.  For  thou,  Eternal, 
haBt  made  me  glad  through  thy  deed :  1  will  triumph*  in  the  works  of 

5  thy  hands.  O  Eternal,  how  great  are  thy  works !  and  thy  thoughts 

6  are  very  deep.  A  brutish  man  knoweth  not ;  neither  doeth  a  fool 

7  understand  this.  When  wicked  ones  spring  as  grass,  and  when 
all  the  workers  of  iniquity  do  flourish ;  it  is  that  they  shall  be  de¬ 
ft  stroyed  for  ever :  Bat  thou,  Eternal,  art  most  high  for  evermore. 

9  For,  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Eternal,  for  lo,  thine  enemies  shall  perish  ; 

10  all  the  workers  of  iniquity  shall  be  scattered.  But  my  horn  shalt 
thou  exalt  like  the  horn  of  a  buffalo :  I  shall  drip  with  fresh  oil. 

U  Mine  eye  also  shall  see  my  desire  on  mine  antagonists,  and  mine  can 

12  shall  hear  my  desire  of  evil  doers  that  rise  up  against  me.  TYie 
righteous  shall  flonrish  like  the  palm  tree :  he  shall  increase  like  a 

13  cedar  in  the  Lehanon,  Those  that  are  planted  in  the  house  of  the 

14  Eternal  shall  flourish  in  the  courts*  of  onr  God.  They  shall  stilt 

15  bring  forth  fruit  in  old  age ;  they  shall  be  fat  and  flourishing ;  To 
shew'1  that  the  Eternal  is  upright :  he  is  my  rock,  and  there  is  no 
unrighteousness  in  him. 

1  Psalm  xciii. — The  Eternal  reigneth,  he  is  clothed  with  majeaty ; 
the  Eternal  is  clothed  therewith ;  he  hath  girded  himself  with  might : 

2  the  world  also  is  established,  tottereth  uot.  Thy  throne  is  established 

3  of  old :  thou  art  from  everlasting;  Rivers  have  lifted  up,  O  Eter¬ 
nal  ;  rivers  have  lifted  up  their  voice ;  rivers  lift  up  their  roaring. 

4  Above  the  sound11  of  many  waters  are  mighty  breakers  of  the  sea, 

5  mighty  above  them  is  the  Eternal  on  high.  Thy  testimonies  are  very 
sure:*  holiness  becometh  thy  house,  O  Eternal,  for  the  length  of  days. 

1  Psa  lm  xciv. — O  God  of  vengeance,  Eternal,  O  God  of  vengeance, 

2  beam  forth.  Ruse  thyself,  O  judge  of  the  earth :  render  a  reward  to 
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3  the  proud.  How  long,  O  Eternal,  shall  wicked  ones,  how  long 
shall  wicked  ones  triumph  ?  How  long  shall  they  utter  and  speak 

4  rough  things  ?  and  all  *tbe  workers  of  iniquity  boast  themselves  ? 

5  6  They  crush  thy  people,  O  Eternal,  and  afflict  thine  heritage.  The 

7  widow  and  stranger  they  slay,  and  murder  fatherless  ones.  Vet  they 
fiay,  The  Eternal  shall  not  see,  neither  shall  the  God  of  Jacob 

8  understand  U,  Understand,  ye  brutish  among  the  people ;  and  ye 

9  fools,  when  will  ye  be  wise  i  He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not 
10  hear  ?  or  he  that  formed  the  eye,  shall  he  not  see  ?  II©  that 

chastifieth  nations,  shall  not  he  reprove  ?  even  he  that  teacheth  man 
1L  knowledge*  The  Eternal  knowetn  the  thoughts  of  man,  that  they 

12  are  vanity.  O  happiness  of  the  man  whom  thou  chasteneth,  O  Eter- 

13  nal,  and  teachesthim  out  of  the  law;  To  tranquillise him  against 

14  days  of  evil,  whilst  a  pit  is  being  dug  for  the  wicked  one*  For  the 
Eternal  will  not  abandon  his  people,  neither  will  he  forsake  his  in- 

15  heritance,  But  judgment  shall  return  unto  righteousness;  and  all 

16  the  upright  in  heart  shall  follow  it.  Who  will  rise  up  for  me  against 
evildoers  ?  or  who  will  stand  up  for  me  against  workers  of  iniquity  f 

17  Unless  the  Eternal  had  been  my  help,  yet  a  little,  and  my  soul  would 
Id  have  dwelt  in  silence.  When  1  said.  My  foot  tottereth ;  thy  mercy, 
26  O  Eternal*  sustained  me.  In  the  multitude  of  my  anxieties  within 

20  me,  thy  comforts  delight  my  soul.  Shall  the  throne  of  iniquity  have 

2 1  fellowship  with  thee,  framing  mischief  against  the  law  ?l  They  band 
themselves  together  against  the  soul  of  righteous  ones,  and  declare 

22  guilty  Innocent  blood.  But  the  Eternal  is  my  defence ;  and  my  God 

23  is  the  rock  of  my  refuge.  And  he  shall  bring  upon  them  their  own 
iniquity,  and  shall  cut  them  off  in  their  own  wickedness ;  yea,  the 
Eternal  our  God  shall  cut  them  off, 

1  Psalm  xcv. — O  come,  let  us  shout  unto  the  Eternal;  let  us  make  a 

2  joyful  noise  to  the  rook  of  our  salvation*  Let  us  come  early  before 
his  presence  with  thanksgiving,  and  make  a  joyful  noise  unto  him 

3  with  hymns.  For  the  Eternal  is  a  great  God,  and  a  great  King 

4  above  all  gods.  In  whose  hand  are  the  deep  places  of  the  earth  :  the 

5  strength  of  mountains  is  his  also*  Whose  is  the  sea,  for  he  made  it ; 

6  and  his  hands  formed  the  dry  land*  O  come,  let  us  prostrate  our¬ 
selves  and  bow  down :  let  us  kneel  before  the  Eternal  our  maker. 

7  For  he  is  our  God ;  and  we  are  the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the 
*8  flock  of  bia  hand,  this  very  day,  if  ye  will  hear  his  voice-  Harden 

not  your  heart,  as  at  Meribah,  and  as  in  the  day  of  Msasahin  the  desert* 
9  When  your  fathers  tried  me,  proved  me,  and  saw  my  work. 

10  Forty  years  long  was  I  displeased  with  this  generation,  and  said.  It 
is  a  people  of  an  erring  heart,  and  they  have  not  known  my  ways  : 

11  Unto  whom  I  aware  in  my  wrath  if  they  shall  enter  into  my  rest  I  .  * . 

1  Psalm  xcte. — O  sing  unto  the  Eternal  a  new  song ;  sing  unto  the 

2  Eternal, all  the  earth.  Sing  unto  the  Eternal,  bless  his  name j  announce 
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3  his  salvation  from  day  to  day*  Declare  his  glory  among  the  nations, 

4  his  wonders  among  all  the  peoples.  For  the  Eternal  U  great,  and 

5  greatly  to  be  praised  :  he  is  to  be  feared  above  all  gods*  For  all  the 

6  gods  of  the  nations  ere  idols :  bat  the  Eternal  made  heavens.  Glory 
and  majesty  are  before  him;  might  and  splendour  are  in  his  sanctuary* 

7  Give  onto  the  Eternal,  O  ye  families  of  peoples,  give  unto  the  Eter- 

8  nal  honour  and  might  Give  unto  the  Eternal  the  honour  due  vmto 

9  his  name  :  bring  an  offering,  and  come  into  his  courts.  Prostrate 
yourselves  before  the  Eternal  in  the  beauty  of  holiness :  writhe  before 

10  him,  all  the  earth.  Say  among  the  nations  that  the  Sternal  reign eth : 
the  world  also  shall  be  established  that  it  shall  not  totter :  he  shall 

1 1  pronounce  judgment  on  peoples  with  uprightness.  Let  the  heavens 
rejoice,  and  let  the  earth  be  glad  ;  lot  the  sea  thunder,  and  the  fulness 

12  thereof.  Let  the  field  exult,  and  all  that  £?  therein  ;  then  shall  all 

1 3  trees  of  the  wood  shout  Before  the  Eternal ;  for  he  cometh,  for  he 
cometh  to  judge  the  earth;  he  shall  judge  the  world  with  righteous¬ 
ness,  and  peoples  with  his  faiUifulness. 

1  Psalm  xevir. — The  Eternal  reigneth  \  let  the  earth  rejoice  ;  let  many 

2  maritime  settlements  be  glad  thereof  Clouds  and  thick  darkness 
are  round  about  him  :  righteousness  and  judgment  are  the  habita- 

3  tion  of  his  throne.  A  fire  goeth  before  him,  and  burneth  up  his  ad- 

4  versaries  round  about*  His  lightnings  enlightened  the  world  ;  the 

5  earth  saw,  and  writhed.  Mountains  melted  like  the  wax  at  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  Eternal,  at  the  presence  of  the  I-otd  of  the  whole  earth* 

6  The  heaven  ^declare  his  righteousness,  and  all  the  peoples  see  his  glory* 

7  Ashamed  be  all  they  that  serve  graven  images,  that  boast  themselves 

8  of  idols;  prostrate  yourselves  before  him,  all  ye  gods,  Zion  heard, 
and  was  glad  ;  and  the  daughters  of  Judah  rejoiced  because  of  thy 

9  judgments,  O  Eternal*  For  thou.  Eternal,  art  supreme  above  all 

10  the  earth ;  thou  art  exalted  far  above  all  gods.  Ye  that  love  the 
Eternal,  hate  evil :  he  preserveth  the  souls  of  his  pious  ones ;  he  de- 

11  livereth  them  out  of  the  hand  of  wicked  ones*  Light  is  sown  for 

12  the  righteous,  and  gladness  for  the  upright  in  heart.  Rejoice  in  the 
Eternal,  yc  righteous ;  and  give  thanks  at  the  remembrance  of  his 
holiness. 

1  Psalm  xcviil — A  Psalm, — O  sing  unto  the  Eternal  a  new  song; 
for  he  hath  done  marvellous  things  ;  his  right  hand  and  arm  of 

2  his  holiness  hath  wrought  for  him  salvation.  The  Eternal  hath  made 
known  his  salvation;  his  righteousness  hath  he  revealed  in  the  eyes 

*  3  of  the  nations.  He  hath  remembered  his  mercy  and  his  faithfulness 
towards  the  houso  of  Israel;  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  have  seen  the 

4  salvation  of  our  God.  Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Eternal  all  the 

5  earth  ;  break  forth,  and  shout,  and  hymn.  Hymn  the  Eternal 

6  with  a  harp;  with  a  harp,  and  the  voice  of  a-psalm,  With  trumpets 
and  sound  of  cornet  make  a  joyful  noise  before  the  Eternal,  the 
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7  King*  Let  the  sea  thunder,  and  the  fulness  thereof ;  the  world,  and 

8  they  that  dwell  therein.  Let  rivers  clap  their  hands :  let  mountains 

9  shout  together  Before  the  Eternal ;  for  he  cometh  to  judge  the 
earth :  with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  world,  and  peoples  with 
equity. 

1  Psalm  xcijo— ' The  Eternal  reigneth* — peoples  are  agitated  :  he  sit- 

2  teth  between  cherubim — the  earth  is  moved.  The  Eternal  is  great 

3  in  Zion ;  and  he  is  high  above  all  the  peoples.  Let  them  acknow- 

4  ledge  thy  name,  O  great  and  terrible  one;  holy  is  it;  Also  a 

King's  loving  judgment.  Thou  dost  establish  equity,  thou 

5  ex  ecu  test  judgment  and  righteousness  in  Jacob.  Exalt  ye  the  Eter¬ 
nal  our  God,  and  prostrate  yourselves  at  his  footstool ;  for  he  is  holy, 

G  Moses  and  Aaron  among  his  priests,  and  Samuel  among  them  that 
call  upon  his  name  ;  they  called  upon  the  Eternal,  and  he  answered 

7  them.  He  spake  unto  them  in  a  column  of  cloud:  they  kept  Ills 

8  testimonies,  and  tJte  statute  that  he  gave  them.  Thou  answerest 
them,  O  Eternal  our  God  :  thou  vast  to  them  a  forgiving  God,  though 

9  avenging  their  deeds.  Exalt  the  Eternal  our  God,  and  prostrate 
yourselves  at  the  mountain  of  hU  holiness ;  for  the  Eternal  our  God 
is  holy. 

1  Psalm  c.— A  Psalm  of  thanksgiving.-Let  the  whole  earth  make  a 

2  joyful  noise  unto  the  Eternal.  Serve  the  Eternal  with  gladness : 

3  come  before  his  presence  with  shouting.  Know  yc  that  the  Eternal 
he  is  God :  it  is  he  that  hath  made  us,  and  his  we  are,  his  people  and 

4  the  flock  of  his  pasture.  Enter  into  his  gates  with  thanksgiving,  and 
into  his  courts  with  praise  :  acknowledge  him,  and  bless  his  name. 

5  For  the  Eternal  is  good;  his  mercy  is  everlasting;  and  his  faithful-' 
ness  endureth  from  age  to  age. 

1  Psalm  ci. — Unto  David,  a  Psalm.— I  will  sing  of  mercy  and  judg- 

2  ment:  thee,  O  Eternal,  will  I  hymn.  Iwillhehave  myself  wisely 
in  a  perfect  way*  O  when  wilt  thou  come  unto  me  ?  1  will  walk  within 

3  my  house  in  the  uprightness  of  my  heart.  I  will  set  no  worthless 
thing  before  mine  eyes ;  I  hate  the  doings  of  them  that  turn  aside  it 

4  shall  not  cleave  to  me.  A  f reward  heart  shall  depart  from  me  :  I 

5  will  not  know  a  wicked  person.  Whoso  privily  slanaereth  his  fellow, 
him  will  lout  off;  him  that  hath  a  high  look  and  a  proud  heart  will 

6  not  I  suffer.  Mine  eyes  shall  he  upon  the  faithful  of  the  land,  that 
they  may  abide  with  me  :  he  that  walketh  in  a  perfect  way,  he  shall 

7  minister  unto  me.  He  that  worketh  deceit  shall  not  dwell  within  my 
house  :  he  that  telleth  lies  shall  not  be  established  before  my  eyes. 

8  Each  morning  will  I  cut  off  all  the  wicked  of  the  land  ;  that  I  may 
exterminate  all  workers  of  iniquity  from  the  city  of  the  Eternal, 

i 

Psalm  cii.— A  Prayer  for  the  afflicted,1  when  he  languishcth,  and 

1  poureth  out  his  complaint  before  the  Eternal. — Hear  my  prayer,  O 

2  Eternal,  and  let  my  cry  for  help  come  unto  thee.  Screen  not  thy 

1  poor* 
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face  from  me  in  a  day  when  I  am  in  trouble ;  incline  thine  ear  unto 

3  me:  in  the  day  when  I  cal),  hasten,  answer  tne.  For  my  days  pass 

4  away  in  smoke,  and  my  bones  are  scorched  as  on  a  hearth.  My  heart 
is  smitten,  and  withered  like  grass  ;  so  that  I  forget  to  eat  my  bread. 

5  By  reason  of  the  voice  of  my  groaning  my  bones  cleave  to  my  skin. 

6  7  1  am  like  a  pelican  of  a  desert :  I  am  like  an  owl  in  ruins.  I  watch 

8  and  am  as  a  lonely  bird  upon  a  roof.  Mine  enemies  revile  me 
all  the  day ;  and  they  that  are  mad  against  me  are  sworn  against 

9  me.  For  I  have  eaten  ashes  like  the  bread,  and  mingled  my 

10  drink  with  weeping.  Because  of  thine  indignation  and  thine. 

11  anger:  for  thou  hast  lifted  me  up,  and  cast  me  down.  My 
days  are  like  a  shadow  that  declineth;  and  I  wither  like  the 

12  grass.  But  thou,  O  Eternal,  sha.lt  endure  for  ever ;  and  thy  rc- 

13  membrance  from  age  to  age.  Thou  shalt  arise,  and  have  mercy 
upon  Zion :  for  it  is  time  to  favour  her,  an  appointed  time  is  come. 

14  For  thv  servants  take  pleasure  in  its  stones,  and  favour  the  dust 

15  thereof.  And  nations  shall  fear  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  and  all 

10  the  kings  of  the  earth  thy  glory.  When  the  Eternal  shall  have 

]  7  built  Zion,  appeared  in  bis  glory,  Regarded  the  prayer  of  the  desti- 

18  tute,  and  not  despised  their  prayer.  This  shall  be  written  for  a  remote 
age,  and  a  people  which  shall  be  created  shall  praise  the  Eternal. 

19  For  he  hath  glanced  down  from  the  height  of  his  sanctuary ;  from 

20  heaven  did  the  Eternal  behold  the  earth ;  To  hear  the  groaning  of  a 

31  prisoner;  to  loose  those  that  arc  appointed  to  death;  To  declare  the 

22  name  of  the  Eternal  in  Zion,  and  his  praise  in  Jerusalem  ;  When 
peoples  are  gathered  together,  and  kingdoms  to  serve  the  Eternal. 

23  He  weakened1  my  strength  in  the  way;  lie  shortened  my  days. 

24  I  said,  O  my  God,  take  rue  not  away  in  the  midst2  of  my  days :  thy 

25  years  are  throughout  all  ages.  Of  old  hast  thou  laid  the  foundation 

26  of  the  earth:  and  heavens  are  the  work  of  thy  hands.  They 
shall  perish,  but  thou  shalt  endure:  yea,  all  of  them  shall  wax  old 
like  the  garment ;  as  the  vesture  shalt  thou  change  them,  and  they 

27  shall  be  changed :  But  thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  have 

28  no  end.  The  children  of  thy  servants  shall  continue,3  and  their  seed 
shall  be  established  before  tliee. 


1  Psalm  cm. — Unto  David.— Bless  the  Eternal,  O  my  soul,  and  my 

2  innermost  bless  his  holy  name.  Bless  the  Eternal,  O  my  soul,  and 

3  forget  not  all  his  benefits:4  Who  forgiveth  all  thine  iniquities;  who 

4  healeth  all  thy  diseases;  Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  the  pit;  who 

5  crowneth  thee  with  mercy  and  compassion ;  Who  aatisfieth  thy 
mouth  with  the  good  thaiffs:  so  that  thy  youth  is  renewed  like  the 

6  eagle’s.  The  Eternal  execineth  righteousness  and  judgment  for  all 

7  that  are  oppressed.  He  made  known  his  ^ays  unto  Moses,  his  acts 
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8  unto  the  children  of  Israel.  The  Eternal  is  merciful  and  gracious, 

9  slow  to  anger*  and  plenteous  in  mercy.  He  will  not  chide1  in  peip^ 

10  tuity:  neither  will  he  keep  Aw  anger  for  ever.  He  hath  not  dune  to  us 

1 1  according  to  our  sins ;  nor  requited  us  according  to  our  iniquities*  For 
as  the  heaven  is  high  above  the  earth,  so  prevaileth  his  mercy  over 

12  them  that  fear  him.  As  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west,  so  far  hath  he 

13  removed  our  transgressions  from  us.  Like  as  a  father  compas- 
sionateth  Aw  children*  so  the  Eternal  compassionateth  them  that  fear 

14  him.  For  he  knoweth  our  frame ;  he  rememhereth  that  we  are  dusL 

15  As  for  man*  his  days  are  as  the  grass :  as  a  flower  of  the  Held*  so  be 

16  flemrisheth*  For  a  wind  paseeth  over  it,  and  it  is  gone  j  and  the 

17  place  thereof  shall  know  it  uo  more.  But  the  mercy  of  the  Eternal 
iff  from  everlasting  to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  him*  and  his 

IS  righteousness  unto  children's  children;  To  such  as  keep  his  covenant* 

19  and  to  those  that  remember  his  charges  to  do  them-  The  Eternal 
hath  prepared  his  throne  in  the  heavens;  and  his  kingdom  ruleth 

20  over  all.  Bless  the  Eternal*  ye  his  angels*3  heroes  of  strength*  that 

21  do  his  word*  hearkening  unto  the  voice  of  his  word*  Bless  ye  the 
Eternal,  all  ye  his  hosts ;  ye  ministers  of  his*  that  do  his  pleasure* 

22  Bless  the  Eternal*  all  his  works  in  all  places  of  his  dominion:  Bless 
the  Eternal*  O  my  soul. 


1  Psalm  civ. — Bless  the  Eternal*  O  my  soul.  O  Eternal  my  God* 

2  thou  art  very  great ;  thou  art  clothed  with  honour  and  majesty.  Who 
wrappest  thyself  in  light  as  in  the  garment :  who  stretchest  out1 

3  heavens  like  the  curtain  :  Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  upper  cham¬ 
bers  in  the  waters  :  who  nmketh  thick  clouds  his  chariot :  who  walk* 

4  eth  upon  wind*a  wings :  Who  makethhis  winds  his  messengers  ;  his 

5  ministers  a  flaming  fire :  Founded  the  earth  on  its  bases*1  iiiat  it 

6  should  not  totter  for  ever.  Thou  covcrcdst  it  with  the  deep 

7  as  with  tin  garment:  waters  stood  above  mountains.  At  thy 
rebuke  they  fled ;  at  the  voice  of  thy  thunder  they  hasted  away* 

8  Rise  like  mountains,  descend  Uke  deep  valleys  unto  a  place  which 

9  thou  hast  founded  for  them.  Thou  hast  set  a  hound  that  they  may 

10  not  pass  over ;  that  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the  earth.  lie  sendeth 

11  forth  springs  into  the  brooks*  winch  run  hetween  mountains.  They 
give  drink  to  every  animal  of  the  Held :  wild  asses  quench1  their  thirst. 

12  Over  thefn  dwell  t  he  fowls  of  the  heaven  ‘  they  let  their  voice  resound5 

13  bom  between  the  foliage*  He  wutereth  mountains  from  his  upper 

14  chamhers;  the  earth  is  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works.  He 
causeth  grass  to  grow  for  the  beasts*  and  herb  for  the  service  of  man : 

15  to  hring  forth  bread  out  of  the  earth;  And  wine  that  maketh  glad 
the  heart  of  man*  and  oil  to  make  his  face  to  shine,  and  hread  which 

16  sust&ineth  man's  heart.  The  trees  of  the  Eternal  satisfy  themselves; 

17  the  cedars  of  Lebanon*  which  he  hath  planted;  Where  birds 
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IS  make  their  nests:  as  for  the  stork,  cypresses  are  its  house.  High 
mountains  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild  goats;  and  rocks  for- the  conies. 

19  He  made  the  moon  for  appointed  seasons :  the  sun  knoweth  his  going 

20  down.  Thou  makest  darkness,  and  it  is  night :  wherein  oil  animals 

21  of  the  forest  do  creep  forth*  The  young  lions  roar  after  their  prey, 

22  and  seek  their  meat  from  God,  The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather  tnem- 

23  selves  together,  and  crouch  in  their  dens,1 2  Man  goeth  forth  unto 

24  his  labour  and  to  his  labour  until  evening,  O  Eternal,  how  manifold 
are  thy  works  !  in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all :  the  earth  is  full 

25  of  thy  possessions.  This,  the  sea— ‘great  and  wide— in  it  are  things 

26  creeping  without  number,  bothsmallandgreat  animals.  There  go  ships, 

27  leviathan  which  thou  hast  formed  to  sport  therein.  These  waitall  upon 

28  thee;  that  thou  mayest  give  Mem  their  meat  in  due  season.  Ttiat 
thougivcst  them  they  gather:  thou  opencst  thy  hand,  they  are  filled 

29  with  good.  Thou  screened  thy  face,  they  are  troubled :  thou  takest 

30  away  their  breath,*  they  expire,  and  return  to  their  dust.  Thou 
sendcst  forth  thy  spirit,  they  are  created :  and  thou  renewe&t  the  face 

31  of  the  ground.  The  glory  of  the  Eternal  shall  endure  for  ever;  the 

32  Eternal  shall  rejoice  in  his  works.  He  looketh  on  the  earth,  and  it 

33  trembleth  :  he  toucheth  the  mountains,  and  they  smoke.  I  will  sing 
unto  the  Eternal  as  long  as  I  live  :  I  will  hymn  my  God  while  I 

34  have  my  being.  May  my  meditation  be  pleasing  unto  him  :  I  will  be 

35  glad  in  the  Eternal.  Let  sinners  be  consumed  out  of  the  earth,  and 
let  wicked  ones  be  no  more.  Bless  thou  the  Eternal,  O  my  soul,. 
Praise  ye  the  Eternal, 

1  Psalm  cv. — O  give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal ;  call  upon  his  name  : 

2  make  known  his  deeds  among  the  peoples.  Sing  unto  him,  hymn 

3  him:  talk  ye  of  all  his  marvellous  works.  Glory  ye  in  the  name 
of  his  holiness  :  let  the  heart  of  them  rejoice  that  seek  the  Eternal, 

4  5  Seek3 4 5 * * * * * 11 12 * 14 15  the  Eternal,  and  his  might:  seek  his  face  evermore.  Re¬ 
member  his  marvellous  works  that  he  hath  done;  his  wonders,  and 

5  the  judgments  of  his  mouth  ;  O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant,  ye 

7  children  of  Jacob  his  chosen.  He  u  the  Eternal  our  God :  his  judg- 

8  merits  are  in  all  the  earth.  He  hath  remembered  his  covenant  for 

9  ever*  the  word  which  he  commanded  to  a  thousand  ages*  Which 

10  covenant  he  made  with  Abraham,  and  his  oath  unto  Isaac;  And  con¬ 

firmed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  a  statute,  and  to  Israel  for  an  ever- 

1 1  lasting  covenant :  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  l  give  the  land  of  Canaan, 

1 2  the  lot  of  your  inheritance  :  When  they  were  but  a  few  men  in  num¬ 

ber,  scantily  sojourning  in  it.  When  they  went  about  from  nation  to 

14  nation,  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people ;  He  suffered  no  man 

15  to  do  them  wrong:  yea,  he  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes;  Saying, 

lfi  Touch  not  mine  anointed,  and  do  my  prophets  no  harm.  Moreover 

he  called  for  a  famine  upon  tbe  land :  he  brake  the  whole  staff  of

17  bread.  He  sent  a  man  before  them,  even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  for  a 

18  servant :  Whose  feet  th^j  hurt  with  the  fetter  r  he1  was  laid  in  iron : 

19  Until  the  time  that  his  word  came :  the  saying  of  the  Eternal  refined 

20  him.  The  king  sent  and  loosed  him*  even  the  ruler  of  the  people, 

21  and  let  him  go  free.  He  made  him  lord  of  his  house,  and  ruler  of  all 

22  his  substance ;  To  bind  his  officers  at  his  pleasure ;  and  teach  his 

23  elders  wisdom*  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt ;  and  Jacoh  sojourned 

24  in  the  land  of  Ham.  And  he  increased  his  people  greatly ;  and  made 

25  them  mighty  above*  their  adversaries.  He  turned  their  heart  to  hate 
2G  his  people,  to  conspire  against  bis  servants.  He  sent  Moses  his 

27  servant  ;  and  Aaron  whom  he  had  chosen.  They  shewed3  his  signs 

28  among  them,  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham.  He  sent  darkness, 

29  made  it  dark ;  and  they  rebelled  not  against  his  word.  He  turned 

30  their  waters  into  hlood,  and  caused  their  fish  to  die.  Their  land 
brought  forth  frogs  in  abundance,  in  the  chambers  of  their  kings. 

31  He  spake,  end  there  came  insects,  and  gnats  in  all  their  boundaries. 

32  He  gave  them  hail  for  their  rain,  and  flaming  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  their  fig  trees  ;  and  brake  the  trees  of 

34  their  boundaries.  He  said,  and  locusts  came,  and  caterpillars,  and 

35  that  without  number,  And  did  eat  up  ell  herbs  in  their  land,  and 

36  ate  the  fruit  of  their  ground.  He  smote  also  all  the  firstborn  in  their 

37  land,  the  chief  of  all  their  strength.  He  brought  them  forth  also 
with  silver  and  gold,  and  there  was  none  stumbling  among  their 

38  tribes.  Egypt  was  glad  when  they  departed;  for  the  dread  of  them 

39  fell  upon  them^  He  spread  a  cloud  for  a  covering*  and  fire  to  give 

40  light  in  the  night.  The  people  asked,  and  he  brought  quails,  and 

41  satisfied  them  with  the  bread  of  heavea.  He  opened  a  rock,  and 

42  waters  flowed;  they  ran  in  the  dry  places  like  a  river.  For  he  to- 

43  membered  the  word  of  his  holiness,  and  Abraham  bis  servant.  And 
be  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy,  and  his  chosen  with  shouting : 

44  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  nations:  and  they  inherited  the  labour 
46  of  races  ;  That  they  might  observe  his  statutes,  and  keep  his  laws. 

Praise  ye  the  Eternal* 

1  Pbalm  cvi. — Praise  ye  the  Eternal.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  Eter- 

2  nal ;  for  he  is  good ;  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  Who  can  utter 
the  mighty  acta  of  the  Eternal  ?  who  can  show  forth3  all  his  praise  ? 

3  O  happiness  of  them  that  keep  judgment,  and  of  him  that  doeth 

4  righteousness  at  all  times*  Remember  me,  O  Eternal,  with  the 
favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people :  O  bear  me  in  mind  with 

5  thy  salvation;  That  I  may  see  the  good  of  thy  chosen,  that  I  may 
rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  nation,  that  I  may  glory  with  thiue 

€  inheritance.  We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers,  we  have  committed 

7  iniquity,  we  have  done  wickedly*  Our  fathers  in  Egypt  considered 
not  thy  wonders  *  they  rememhered  not  the  multitude  of  thy  mer- 

8  cies;  butnyere  rebellious  at  the  sea,  even  at  the  Red  Sea.4  Never* 
theless,  he  saved  them  for  his  name's  sake,  to  make  known  his 

1  bU  gout.  1  put.  *  make  hear.  4  ua  of  flags. 
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9  mighty  power.  He  rebuked  the  Red  Sea1  also*  and  it  vas  dried 
up:  so  he  led  them  through  the  depths,  as  through  the  desert* 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  hand  of  a  haler,  and  redeemed  them 

1 1  from  the  hand  of  an  enemy.  And  waters  covered  their  adversaries : 

12  there  was  not  one  of  them  left.  Then  believed  they  his  words  ;  they 

1 3  sang  his  praise.  They  soon  forgot  his  works;  they  waited  not  for 

14  his  counsel ;  But  lusted  exceedingly  in  the  desert,  and  tried  God  in 

15  the  waste*  And  he  gave  them  their  request ;  hut  sent  leanness  into 
(6  their  soul.  They  envied  Moses  also  in  the  camp,  and  Aaron  the  saint 

17  of  the  Eternal,  The  earth  opened  and  swallowed  up  Dathan,  and 

18  covered  the  assembly  of  Abir&m.  And  a  fire  was  kindled  in  their 

19  assembly ;  a  flame  horned  up  wicked  ones.  They  made  a  calf  in 

20  Horebj  and  prostrated  themselves  before  a  molten  image.  Thus  they 
changed  their  glory  into  the  similitude  of  an  ox  that  eateth  grass. 

21  They  forgot  God  their  saviour,  who  had  done  great  things  in  Egypt; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham,  and  temble  things  by  the  Red 

23  sea,1  Therefore  he  said  that  he  would  exterminate  them,  had.  not 
Moses  his  chosen  stood  before  him  in  the  hr  each,  to  turn  away  his 

24  fury  from  destroying.  Yea,  they  despised  a  land  of  pleasantness; 

25  they  believed  not  his  word :  But  murmured  in  their  tents,  and 

26  hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Eternal.  Therefore  he  lifted  up 

27  his  hand  against  them,  to  overthrow  them  in  the  desert :  To  overthrow 
their  seed  also  among  the  nations,  and  to  scatter  them  in  the  lands, 

28  They  were  attached  also  unto  Baal-peor,  and  ate  sacrifices  of  the 

29  dead.  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with  their  performances ; 

30  and  a  plague  hurst  in  upon  them.  Then  stood  up  Fhinehaa,  and 

31  did  execution:  and  so  the  pestilence  was  stayed.  And  that  was 

32  counted  unto  him  for  righteousness  unto  all  ages  for  evermore  'They 
angered  him  also  at  the  waters  of  strife,  so  that  it  went  ill  with  Moses 

33  for  their  sakes  :  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit,  so  that  he  spake 

34  unadvisedly  with  his  lips.  They  (lid  not  exterminate  the  peoples, 

35  concerning  whom  the  Eternal  commanded3  them ;  But  were  mingled 

36  among  the  nation s,  and  learned  their  works.  And  they  served  their 

37  idols :  which  were  a  snare  unto  them.  Yea,  they  sacrificed  their 

38  sons  and  their  daughters  unto  the  demons.  And  shed  innocent  blood, 
even  the  blood  of  their  sons,  and  of  their  daughters,  whom  they  sacri¬ 
ficed  unto  the  idols  of  Canaan ;  and  the  land  was  polluted  with  the 

39  blood.  Thus  were  they  defiled  with  their  own  works,  and  went  a 

40  whoring  with  their  own  performances.  Therefore  the  wrath  of  the 
Eternal  glowed  against  his  people,  insomuch  that  he  abhorred  his 

41  own  inheritance.  And  he  gave  them  into  the  hand  of  nations  ;  and 

42  they  that  hated  them  ruled  over  them.  Their  enemies  also  oppressed 
them,  and  they  were  brought  into  suhjectfon  under  their  hand. 

43  Many  times  did  he  deliver  them ;  but  they  provoked  him  with  their 
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44  counsel,  and  were  brought  low  for  their  iniquity.  Nevertheless  he 

45  regarded  their  affliction,  when  he  heard  their  cry  :  And  he  remem¬ 
bered  for  them  his  covenant,  and  repented  according  to  the  multitude 

46  of  his  mercies.  He  made  them  also  to  be  pitied  of  all  those  that  car- 

47  ried  them  captives.  Save  us*  O  Eternal  our  God,  and  gather  us  from 
among  the  nations,  to  give  thanks  unto  the  name  of  thy  holiness,  and 

48  to  triumph  in  thy  praise.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  from 
everlasting  to  everlasting :  and  all  the  people  said,  Amen.  Praise 
ye  the  Eternal, 

1  Psalm  evil.— O  give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal :  for  he  to  good  :  for 

2  his  mercy  eniwreth  for  ever.  Let  the  redeemed  of  the  Eternal  say 

3  so,  whom  he  hath  redeemed  from  the  hand  of  an  adversary  ;  And 
gathered  them  out  of  lands,  from  east,  and  from  west,  from  north, 

4  and  from  Me  sea.  They  wandered  in  the  desert,  in  a  solitary 

5  way  ;  they  found  no  city  of  habitation.  Hungry  and  thirsty,  their 

6  soul  fainted  in  them.  Then  they  cried  unto  the  Eternal  in  their 

7  trouble,  and  he  delivered  them  out  of  their  straits.  And  he  led  them 
forth  by  a  straight  way,  that  they  might  go  to  a  city  of  habitation, 

8  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Eternal  for  his  goodness,  and  for  his 

9  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men!  For  he  satisfieth  a  longing 

10  soul,  and  filleth  a  hungry  soul  with  goodness.  They  that  sit  in  dark- 
ness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  being  hound  in  affliction  and  iron  ; 

11  Because  they  rehelled  against  the  words  of  God,  and  contemned  the 

12  counsel  of  the  Most  High:  So  that  he  humbled  their  heart  with 

13  trouble,  so  that  they  stumbled  and  there  was  none  to  help,  And 
cried  unto  the  Eternal  in  their  distress,  so  that  he  should  save  them 

14  out  of  their  straits,  That  he  should  bring  them  out  of  darkness  and 

15  the  shadow  of  death,  aud  loosen  their  bands — Let  them  give  thanks 
to  the  Eternal  for  his  meicy,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 

1 6  children  of  men !  For  he  hath  broken  the  doors  of  copper,  and  cut 

17  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder.  Fools,  because  of  the  way  of  their  traus- 

18  gression,  and  because  of  their  iniquities,  are  afflicted.  Their  soul  ab- 
norreth  ell  manner  of  meat;  and  they  draw  near  unto  the  gates  of 

19  death.  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Eternal  in  their  distress,  and  he 

20  s&veth  them  out  of  their  straits,  Sendeth  his  word*  andbealetb  them, 

21  and  delivereth  them  from  their  destructions.  Let  them  give  thanks 
unto  the  Eternal  for  his  mercy,  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the 

22  children  of  men  !  And  let  them  sacrifice  sacrifices  of  thanksgivings, 

23  and  relate  bis  workawith  shouting.  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea 

24  in  ships,  that  perform  labour  in  great1  waters ;  These  see  the  works 

25  of  the  Eternal,  and  his  wonders  in  the  deep*  He  saith  and  causeth 

26  A  storm  wind  to  subside,  he  saith  and  it  raiseth  the  wave  thereof. 
They  rise  to  the  heaven,  sink  down  again  to  the  depths:  their  soul 

27  melted  because  of  evil.  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  the 

28  drunken  man,  and  are  at  their  wit's  end.1  Then  they  cry  unto  the 
Eternal  in  their  distress,  and  he  bringeth  them  out  of  their  straits, 

29  He  maketh  the  storm  a  calm,  so  that  the  waves  thereof  are  still, 

*  many.  *  their  viwloin  is  svdloved. 
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30  Then  are  they  glad  because  they  are  quiet;  so  he  guideth  them  unto 

31  their  desired  haven.  Let  them  thank  the  Eternal  for  his  goodness* 

32  and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men !  Let  them  exalt 
him  also  in  the  peoples1  assembly*  and  praise  him  in  the  seat 

33  of  elders.  He  turneth  rivers  into  a  desert*  and  watersprings  into  dry 

34  ground  ;  A  fruitful  land  into  saltiness*  for  the  wickedness  of  them 

35  that  dwell  therein.  He  turneth  a  desert  into  a  pond  of  water,  and 
3$  dry  ground  into  waiersprings.  And  there  he  inaketh  hungry  ones  to 

37  dwell*  that  they  may  prepare  a  city  for  habitation ;  Ana  sow  fields, 

38  and  plant  vineyards,  which  may  yield1  fruits  of  increase.  He  blesseth 
them  also*  so  that  they  are  multiplied  greatly ;  and  suffereth  not  their 

39  beasts  to  decrease.  Pouring  contempt  upon  nobles*  he  led  them  in 

40  pathless  wastes.  They  diminish  and  sink  low  through  restraint*  evil* 

41  and  sorrow.  Yet  setteth  he  the  poor  on  high  from  affliction,  and 

42  maketh  him  families  like  a  flock.  The  upright  shall  see  it,  and  re- 

43  joice ;  and  all  iniquity  shall  stop  its  mouth.  Whoso  is  wise,  will 
observe  these  things,  and  consider  the  mercies  of  the  Eternal. 

1  Psalm  cvni. — A  Song  and  Psalm  unto  David.— O  God,  my  heart 

2  is  fixed;  I  will  sing  and  hymn,  even  with  my  glory.  Awake,  psal- 

3  tcry  and  harp  :  I  will  awake  the  morning  dawn.  I  will  thank  thee, 
O  Eternal,  among  the  peoples :  and  I  will  hymn  thee  among  the 

4  races.  For  thy  mercy  it  great  above  the  heavens :  and  thy  truth 

5  reachcth  unto  the  skies.  Be  thou  exalted,  O  God*  above  the  heavens  :

7  livcrcd  :  save  with  thy  right  band,  and  answer  me,  God  hath  spoken 
in  his  holiness,  1  will  exult*  1  will  divide  Shechem,  and  mete  oat 

8  the  valley  of  Succoth.  Gilead  is  mine ;  Manasseh  is  mine ;  Ephraim 

9  also  is  the  strength  of  my  head ;  Judah  is  my  lawgiver ;  Moah  is 
my  washpot ;  over  Edom  will  I  cast  out  my  shoe  ;  over  Philiatia  will 

10  1  triumph.  Who  will  bring  me  into  the  fortified  city  ?  who  will  lead 

11  me  into  Edom  ?  Witt  not  thou,  O  God,  who  hast  cast  us  off  ?  and 

12  wilt  not  thon,  O  God*  go  forth  with  our  hosts  ?  Give  us  help  from 

13  trouble :  for  vain  is  the  help  of  man.  Through  God  we  shall  do 
valiantly  :s  for  he  it  te  that  shall  tread  down  our  adversaries.

8  9  come  sin.  Let  his  days  be  few  ;  and  let  another  take  his  office.  Let 

10  his  children  be  fatherless,  and  his  wife  a  widow.  Let  his  children 
continually  wander  about,  and  beg:2  let  them  seek  their  bread 

11  also  oat  of  their  desolate  places.  Let  the  creditor  ensnare  all 

12  that  be  hath;  and  let  strangers  spoil  his  labour*  Let  there 
be  none  to  extend  mercy  unto  him;  neither  let  there  be  any 

18  to  favour  his  fatherless  children.  Let  hia  posterity*  be  cut  off; 
and  in  the  generation  following  let  their  name  be  blotted  out. 

14  Let  the  iniquity  of  his  fathers  be  remembered  with  the  Eternal ;  and 

15  let  not  the  sin  of  his  mother  be  hlotted  out.  Let  them  be  before 
the  Eternal  continually,  that  he  may  cut  off  the  memory  of  them 

IS  from  the  earth.  Because  that  he  remembered  not  to  shew1  mercy,

1  Psalm  cx* — Unto  David,  a  Psalm. — Declaration  of  the  Eternal  unto 
my  Lord,  Sit  thou  at  my  right  hand,  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy 

2  footstool*  The  Eternal  shall  send  the  staff  of  thy  might  out  of  Zion ; 

3  rule  thou  in  the  midst  of  thine  enomies ;  In  the  midst  of  thy  people 
with  noble-mindedness  in  the  day  of  thy  power,5 6  in  the  splendours  of 

4  holiness,  select  from  tfie  womb,  thine  is  the  dew  of  thy  youth.  The

3  should  the  nations  say,  Where  if  now  their  God  1  But  our  God  is 

4  in  the  heavens :  he  hath  done  whatsoever  he  hath  pleased*  Their  idols 
0  are  silver  and  gold,  the  work  of  men's  hands*  They  have  mouths, 

6  hut  they  speak  not:  eyes  hare  they,  but  they  see  not:  They  have 

7  ears,  hut  they  hear  not :  noses  they  have,  but  they  smell  not.  They 
have  hands,  but  they  handle  not :  feet  they  have,  out  they  walk  not : 

8  neither  is  utterance  in  their  throat.  They  that  make  them  are  like 

9  onto  them  j  so  is  every  one  that  tmsteth  in  them,  O  Israel,  trust 

10  thou  in  the  Eternal :  he  is  their  help  and  their  shield.  O  house  of 

11  Aaron,  trust  in  the  Eternal :  he  is  their  help  and  their  shield*  Ye 
that  fear  the  Eternal,  trust  in  the  Eternal:  he  is  their  help  and  their 

12  shield.  The  Eternal  hath  remembered  us :  he  will  bless  us ;  he  will 

13  bless  the  house  of  Israel ;  he  will  bless  the  house  of  Aaron.  He  will 

14  bless  them  that  fear  the  Eternal,  both  the  small  and  the  great.  The

1  Psalm  cxix. — Albph, — O  happiness  of  them  whose  way  is  perfect, 

2  who  walk  in  the  law  of  the  Eternal.  O  happiness  of  them  that 

3  ohftcrve  his  testimonies,  and  that  inquire  after  him  with  the  whole 

4  heart.  They  also  work  no  iniquity  :  they  walk  in  his  ways. 

5  6  Thou  hast  commanded  ns  to  keep  thy  precepts  diligently.  O  that 

6  my  ways  were  directed  to  keep  thy  statutes  !  Then  shall  I  not  he 

7  ashamed,  when  I  look  at  oil  thy  commandments.  1  will  thank  thee 
with  uprightness  of  heart,  when  I  shall  have  learned  the  judgments  of 

8  thy  righteousness,  f  will  keep  thy  statutes :  O  forsake  me  not 
utterly, 

9  Beth, — Wherewithal  shall  a  young  roan*  cleanse  his  path  ?  by 

10  taking  heed  thereto  according  to  thy  word.  With  my  whole  heart 
have  I  inquired  after  thee  :  O  let  me  not  err  from  thy  commandments. 

11  Thy  word  have  1  hid  in  my  heart,  that  I  might  not  sin  against  thee. 

12  13  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Eternal :  teach  me  thy  statutes.  With  my 

14  lips  have  I  declared  all  the  judgments  of  thy  mouth.  1  have  rejoiced 

15  in  the  way  of  thy  testimonies,  as  much  nr  in  all  riches.  1  will  reflect 

16  on  thy  charges,  and  look  at  thy  paths.  I  will  delight  myself  in  thy 
ordinances:  I  will  not  forget  thy  word. 

17  Gm  el.— Deal  bountifully  with  thy  servant,  that  I  may  live,  and 

18  keep  thy  word.  Uncover  thou  mine  eyes,  that  I  may  behold  won-* 

19  drous  things  out  of  thy  law.  I  am  a  stranger  in  the  earth :  hide3  not 

20  thy  commandments  from  me.  My  soul  hreaketh  for  the  longing  that 
£1  it  hath  unto  thy  judgments  at  all  times.  Thou  hast  rebuked  the 
£2  proud  that  are  curseo,  who  do  err  from  thy  commandments.  Roll 

from  me  reproach  and  contempt;  for  1  have  observed  thy  testimonies. 

23  Princes  also  did  sit  and  speak  against  me ;  but  thy  servant  did  reflect 

24  on  thy  statutes.  Thy  testimonies  also  are  my  delight  and  my  coun¬ 
sellors.4 

25  Daleth* — My  soul  ckaveth  unto  the  dust :  quicken  thou  me  ac- 

26  cording  to  thy  word*  I  have  declared  my  ways,  and  thou  answeredst 

27  me :  teach  me  thy  statutes.  Make  me  to  understand  the  wsy  of  thy 

28  precepts  :  so  shall  I  reflect  on  thy  wondrous  works.  My  soul 
melteth  for  sadness :  establish  thou  me  according  unto  thy  word. 

29  Remove  from  me  the  way  of  lying;  and  grant  me  thy  law  graciously. 

30  I  have  chosen  the  way  of  faithfulness :  thy  judgments  have  I  laid 

31  before  vie .  1  have  cleaved  unto  thy  testimonies :  O  Eternal,  put  me 

32  not  to  shame.  1  will  run  the  way  of  thy  commandments,  when  thou 
shalt  enlarge  my  heart. 

33  Hb. — Teach  me,  O  Eternal,  the  way  of  thy  statutes;  and  I  will 

1  fegtkil,  *  bay.  *  screen*  *  men  of  nj  counsel 
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34  observe  it,  far  there  is  reward.  Give  me  understanding,  and  I  shall

56  I  entreated  thy  favour  with  my  whole  heart :  be  merciful  onto  me 

59  according  to  thy  word.  I  thought  on  my  ways,  and  turned  my  feet 

60  unto  thy  testimonies.  I  made  baste,  and  delayed  not  to  keep  thy 

61  commandments.  Cords  of  wicked  ones  wind  round  me :  but  I  have 

62  not  forgotten  thy  law.  At  midnight  I  will  rise  to  give  thanks  unto 

63  thee  because  of  thy  righteous  judgments,  I  cm  a  companion  of  all 

64  them  that  fear  thee,  and  of  them  that  keep  thy  precepts.  The  earth, 
O  Eternal,  is  full  of  thy  mercy :  teach  me  thy  statutes. 

65  Tet  h, — Thou  hast  dealt  well  with  thy  servant,  O  Eternal',  according 

66  unto  thy  word.  Teach  me  goodness  of  understanding  and  knowledge : 

67  for  I  have  believed  thy  commandments.  Before  I  was  afflicted  I 

68  went  astray :  but  now  have  I  kept  thy  word.  Thou  art  good,  and 

69  doest  good ;  teach  me  tby  statutes.  Proud  ones  have  forged  '&  lie 
against  me :  but  I  will  observe  thy  precepts  with  my  whole  heart.

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70  Their  heart  is  as  fat  as  the  grease :  but  I  delight  in  thy  law* 

71  /t  is  good  for  me  that  1  have  been  afflicted ;  that  I  might  learn  thy

of  gold  and  silver. 

73  Jod. — Thy  hands  have  made  me  and  fashioned  me  :  give  me  under*

84  thy  statutes.  How  many  are  the  days  of  thy  servant  ?  when  wilt 

85  thou  execute  judgment  on  them  that  pursue  me  ?  Proud  ones  have 

86  digged  pits  for  me,  which  is  not  after  thy  law*  All  thy  command* 
meats  are  faithful,  they  pursue  me  wrongfully;1  help  thou  me. 

67  They  had  almost  consumed  me  upon  earth  ;  but  1  forsook  not  thy 

88  precepts.  Quicken  me  after  thy  mercy ;  so  shall  I  keep  the  testi¬ 
mony  of  thy  mouth- 

89  Lamed.— For  ever,  0  Eternal,  thy  word  is  settled  in  the  heaven. 

90  Thy  faithfulness  is  unto  all  generations  s  thou  hast  established  the 

91  earth,  and  it  abideth.*  They  continue1  this  day  according  to  thine 

02  ordinances,5  for  all  are  thy  servants*  Unless  thy  law  had  been  my 

93  delights,  I  should  then  have  perished  in  mine  affliction.*  I  will 
never  forget  thy  precepts  :  for  with  them  thou  hast  quickened  me* 

94  I  am  thine,  save  me;  for  I  have  searched  thy  precepts*  The 

95  wicked  have  waited  for  me  to  destroy  me :  but  1  will  consider  thy 

96  testimonies.  I  have  seen  an  end  of  all  perfection,  but  thy  command* 
meut  is  exceeding  hroad* 

97  Meh.—O  how  love  I  thy  law!  it  is  my  meditation  all  the  day. 

93  Thou  through  thy  commandments  hast  made  me  wise  ahovc  mine  ene* 

Tniea  :  for  they  are  ever  with  me.  1  have  more  understanding  than 

100  all  my  teachers:  for  thy  testim cures  are  my  meditation.  £  am 

101  intelligent  above  the  ancients,  because  I  observe  thy  precepts*  1 
have  refrained  my  feet  from  every  path,  that  I  might  keep  thy 

102  word*  I  have  not  departed  from  thy  judgments;  for  thou  hast 

103  taught  me*  How  sweet  are  thy  words  unto  my  palate  f  yea,  sweeter 

104  than  honey  to  my  mouth.  Through  thy  precepts  I  get  understand¬ 
ing  :  therefore  I  hate  every  false  way*7 

103  Nun.— Thy  word  it  a  lamp  unto  my  feet,  and  a  light  upon  my 

*  a  lie.  *  saying.  •  iiwltlht  *  atond.  *  judgments.  *  poverty*  7  lying  path. 
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106  path.  I  have  sworn,  and  I  will  perform  it,  that  [  will  keep  thy 

107  righteous  judgments.  I  am  afflicted  very  much :  quicken  me,  O 

108  Sternal,  according  unto  thy  word.  Accept,  I  beseech  thee,  the  free¬ 
will  offerings  of  my  mouth,  O  Sternal,  and  teach  me  thy  judgments. 

109  My  soul  ia  continually  in  my  hand:  yet  do  I  not  forget  toy  law. 

1 10  Wicked  ones  have  laid  a  snare  for  me  :  yet  I  erred  not  from  thy

148  and  cried  for  help ;  I  hoped  in  thy  word.  Mine  eyes  anticipate  the

163  that  findeth  great  spoil.  I  hate  and  abhor  lying :  fait  thy  law  do  I 

164  love.  Seven  times  a  day  do  I  praise  thee  because  of  thy  righteous 

165  judgments.  Great  peace  hare  they  who  love  thy  law:  and  there  is 

166  no  stumbling  block  for  them.  Eternal,  1  have  hoped  for  tby  salva- 

167  tion,  and  done  thy  commandments.  My  soul  hath  kept  thy  test!- 
163  monies;  and  I  love  them  exceedingly.  I  have  kept  toy  precepts 

and  thy  testimonies :  for  all  my  ways  are  before  thee. 

169  Tau.— Let  my  cry3  come  near  before  thee,  O  Eternal:  give  me

1  found.  *  s»jing.  *  poverty.  ‘  officers.  *  shout.  <  answer  thy  saying. 
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3  lying  lips,  and  from  a  deceitful  tongue.  What  will  a  deceitful  tongue 

4  give  unto  thee,  and  what  will  it  add  unto  thee  ?  Sharp 

5  arrows  of  heroes,  with  horning  coals  of  broom*  Woe  is  me,  that  I 

6  sojourn  in  Mesecb,  that  1  dwell  in  the  tents  of  Kedar  1  My  soul 

7  hath  long  dwelt  with  him  that  hateth  peace.  I  am  far  peace :  but 
when  I  speak,  they  are  for  war. 

1  Psalm  cxxi. — A  Song  of  the  degrees,*— 1  will  lift  up  mine  eyes  unto 

2  the  mountains,  from  whence  cometh  my  help  ?  My  help  cometh 

3  from  the  Eternal,  who  made  heaven  and  earth.  He  will  not  suffer 

4  thy  foot  to  totter :  he  that  kcepeth  thee  will  not  slumher.  Behold, 

5  he  that  keepeth  Israel  shall  neither  si  am  her  nor  sleep.  The  Eternal 

6  is  thy  keeper  ;  the  Eternal  is  thy  shade  upon  thy  right  hand.  The 

7  sun  shall  not  smite  thee  by  day,  nor  the  moan  by  night  The  Eternal 

8  shall  preserve  thee  from  all  evil :  he  shall  preserve  thy  soul.  The 
Eternal  shall  preserve  thy  going  out  and  tny  coming  in  from  this 
time  forth,  and  even  for  evermore.

Behold,  as  the  eyes  of 
servants  look  unto  the  hand  of  their  masters,  and  as  the  eyes  of  a 
hand-maid  unto  the  hand  of  her  mistress ;  so  our  eyes  wait  upon  the 

3  Eternal  our  God,  until  that  he  be  gracious  unto  us.  Be  gracious 
unto  us,  0  Eternal,  be  gracious  unto  us :  for  we  are  exceedingly  filled

2  been  the  Eternal  who  was  for  us,  now  may  Israel  say  ;  If  if  had  not 

3  been  the  Eternal  who  was  for  us,  when  men  rose  up  against  us :  Then 
they  had  swallowed  us  up  quick,  when  their  wrath  glowed  against  ns : 

4  Then  the  waters  bad  swept  us  away,  a  stream  had  gone  over  our  soul : 

5  6  Then  the  proud  waters  had  gone  over  our  soul.  Blessed  be  the

1  joined,  8  peace.  *  uoDck  *  speak. 
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7  Eternal*  who  hath  not  given  us  as  a  prey  to  their  teeth.  Our  soul  is 
escaped  as  a  bird  out  of  the  snaTe  of  fowlers :  the  snare  is  broken, 

8  and  we  are  escaped.  Oaf  help  is  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  who 
made  heaven  and  earth. 

1  Psalm  cxxv. — A  Song  of  the  degrees.— They  that  trust  in  the  Eternal 
shall  be  as  mount  Zion,  which  cannot  be  removed,  but  abideth  for 

2  ever.  Jerusalem — -the  mountains  are  round  about  it,  so  the  Eternal 

3  is  round  about  his  people  from  henceforth  even  for  ever.  For  the 
tribe  of  wickedness  shall  not  rest  near  the  lot  of  the  righteous:  lest 

4  the  righteous  put  forth  their  hands  unto  iniquity.  Do  good,  O 
Eternal,  unto  those  that  are  good,  and  to  them  that  are  upright  in 

5  their  hearts.  As  for  such  as  incline  unto  their  crooked  ways,  the 
Eternal  shall  lead  them  forth  with  the  workers  of  iniquity :  but  peace 
shall  be  upon  Israel.

Then  was 
oar  mouth  filled  with  laughter,  and  our  tongue  with  shouting:  then 
said  they  among  the  nations.  The  Eternal  hath  done  great  things 

3  for  them.  The  Eternal  hath  done  great  things  for  us ;  whereof 

4  we  are  glad.  Tam  our  captivity 3  O  Eternal,  as  springs  in  the  south. 

5  6  They  that  sow  in  tears  shall  reap  with  shouting,  Weepiugly  he 
goeth  along  hearing  the  seed  to  be  sown,  ho  returneth  back  with 
shouting  bearing  his  sheaves. 

1  Psalm  cxxVii, — A  Song  of  the  degrees  nnto  Solomon.— Except  the 
Eternal  build  the  house,  they  labour  in  vain  t bat  build  it :  except  the 

2  Eternal  keep  the  city*  the  watchman1  waketh  but  in  vain.  It  is  vain 
for  you  to  rise  up  early,  to  sit  up  late,  to  eat  the  bread  of  sorrows :  he 

3  giveth  his  beloved  this3  in  sleep:  Lo*  children  are  an  heritage  of 

4  the  Eternal ;  and  the  fruit  of  the  womb  is  his  reward.  As  arrows 

5  are  in  the  hand  of  a  hero,  so  are  children  of  the  youth.  O  happi¬ 
ness  of  the  man  that  hath  Ms  quiver  full  of  them  ;  they  shall  not  be 
ashamed,  when  they  shall  talk  with  enemies  in  the  gate* 

1  Psalm  cxxviii, — A  song  of  the  degrees.— O  happiness  of  every  one 

2  that  feareth  the  Eternal ;  that  walketh  in  his  waya*  If  thou  eatest 
of  the  labour  of  thy  hands :  then  is  happiness  tbine,  and  it  shall  be 

3  well  with  thee.  Thy  wife  shall  be  as  a  fruitful  vine  by  the  sides’  of 
thy  house :  thy  children  like  olive  shoots  round  about  thy  table* 

4  Behold,  that  thus  a  man  shall  be  blessed  that  feareth  the  Eternal. 

5  The  Eternal  shall  bless  thee  out  of  Zion ;  and  thou  shalt  see  the 

6  good  of  Jerusalem.  Yea,  thou  shalt  see  thy  children's  children,  and 
peace  upon  Israel. 

1  Psalm  cxxix, — A  Song  of  the  degrees.— Many  a  time  have  they 


1  keeper*  1  thug.  *  in  the  two  thigh  i. 
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2  vexed  me  from  my  youth,  may  Israel  now  say:  Many  a  time  have 
they  vexed  me  from  my  youth :  yet  they  have  not  prevailed  against 

3  me.  The  ploughers  ploughed  upon  my  back ;  they  made  long  their  fur- 

4  rows.  The  Eternal  u  righteous :  be  hath  cut  asunder  the  cords  of 

6  wicked  ones.  Let  them  all  oe  ashamed  and  turned  back  that  hate  Zion. 

6  Let  them  be  as  the  grass  which  withereth  before  it  is  plucked  oat : 

7  W herewith  the  mower  filleth  not  his  hand ;  nor  he  that  hindeth  sheaves 

8  his  arm.  Neither  do  they  who  go  by  say.  The  blessing  of  the  Eter¬ 
nal  be  with  you ;  we  bless  you  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal. 

1  Psalm  cxxx. — A  Song  of  the  degrees.  —Oat  of  depths  have  I  called 

2  unto  thee,  O  Eternal*  Lord,  hear  my  voice :  let  thine  ears  be  atteti- 

3  tive  to  the  voice  of  my  supplications.  If  thou.  Lord,  shouldst  mark1 

4  iniquities,  O  Eternal,  who  shall  stand  ?  But  there  is  the  forgiveness

heart  is  not  haughty,  nor  mine  eyes  lofty :  neither  do  I  exercise  my- 

2  sell9  in  great  matters,  or  in  things  too  high*  for  me.  If  I  have  not 
quieted  and  appeased  my  soul,  as  a  child  that  is  weaned  of  his  mo- 

3  tiler . . . . '  my  soul  is  even  as  a  weaned  child.  Let  Israel  hope  in 
the  Eternal  from  henceforth  and  for  ever. 

1  Psalm  cxxxii. — A  Song  of  the  degrees.— Eternal,  remember  unto 

2  David,  all  his  afflictions :  How  he  aware  unto  the  Eternal,  and 

3  vowed  unto  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob.  If  I  come  into  the  tent  of  my 

4  house,  go  up  to  the  bedstead  of  my  couch.  If  I  give  sleep  to  mine 

5  eyes,  or  slumber  to  mine  eyelids.  Until  I  find  out  a  place  for  the 

8  Eternal,  habitations  for  the  mighty  God  of  Jacoh  ....  Lo,  we  heard 

7  of  it  at  Ephratah :  we  found  it  in  the  fields  of  Jear.  We  will  go 

8  into  his  habitations  :  we  will  prostrate  ourselves  at  his  footstooL  Arise, 

9  O  Eternal,  into  tby  rest:  thou  and  the  ark  oftby  might.  Let  thy 
priests  be  clothed  with  righteousness  j  and  let  thy  pious  ones  shout 

1 0  for  joy.  For  thy  servant  David’s  sake,  turn  not  away  the  face  of  thine 

1 1  anointed.  The  Eternal  hath  sworn  in  truth  unto  David  ;  he  will 
not  turn  from  it ;  Of  the  fruit  of  thy  body  will  I  set  upon  thy  throne. 

12  If  thy  children  will  keep  my  covenant  and  my  testimony  that  I  shall 
teach  them,  their  children  shall  also  sit  upon  thy  throne  for  evermore. 

13  For  the  Eternal  hath  chosen  Zion :  he  hath  desired  it  for  his  habi* 

14  tation.  This  is  my  rest  for  ever:  here  will  I  dwell  j  for  I  have  de- 
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15  sired  it.  I  Till  abundantly  bless  Iter  provision :  I  will  satisfy  her 

16  poor  with  bread,  I  will  also  clothe  her  priests  with  salvation :  and 

17  her  pious  ones  shall  go  on  shooting.  There  will  I  make  the  horn  of 

ltt  David  to  grow :  have  I  ordained  a  lamp  for  mine  anointed.  His 

enemies  will  I  clothe  with  shame :  but  upon  himself  shall  his  crown 
flourish. 

1  Psalm  cxxxui. — A  Song  of  the  degrees,  unto  David. — Behold,  how 

2  truly  good  and  how  pleasant  is  the  dwelling  of  brethren  together!  It 

3  is  like  the  precious  ointment1  upon  the  head,  that  ran  down  upon  the 
beard,  even  Aaron’s  beard :  that  went  down  io  the  skirts*  of  his  gax- 

4  meats  ;  As  the  dew  of  Hermon,  and  as  the  dew  that  descended  upon 
the  mountains  of  Zion ;  for  there  the  Eternal  commanded  the  bless* 
ing,  even  life  for  evermore. 

1  Psalm  cxxxiv. — A  Song  of  the  degrees. — Behold,  bless  ye  the 
Eternal,  all  ye  servants  of  the  Eternal,  who  in  the  nights  stand  in  the 

2  house  of  the  Eternal.  Lift  up  your  hands  in  the  sanctuary,  and  bless 

3  the  Eternal.  May  the  Eternal  that  made  heaven  and  earth  bless  thee 
out  of  Zion. 

1  Psalm  cxxxy.*— Praise  ye  the  Eternal.  Praise  ye  the  name'  of  the 

2  Eternal ;  praise  Am,  O  ye  servants  of  the  Eternal.  Ye  that  stand  in 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of  our  God. 

3  Praise  the  Eternal;  for  the  Eternal  is  good;  hymn  his  name; 

4  for  it  is  pleasant.  For  the  Eternal  hath  chosen  Jacob  unto  himself, 

5  and  Israel  for  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  I  know  that  the  Eternal  is 

6  great,  and  that  our  Lord  is  above  all  gods.  Whatsoever  the  Eternal 
pleased,  that  did  he  in  heaven,  and  in  earth,  in  the  seas,  and  all  deep 

7  places.  He  causeth  vapours  to  ascend  from  the  extremities  of  the 
earth,  he  maketh  lightnings  for  the  rain ;  he  bringeth  the  wind  out  of 

8  his  treasuries.  Who  smote  the  firstborn  of  Egypt,  both  of  man  and 

9  beast.  Who  gent  signs  and  wonders  into  the  midst  of  thee,  O  Egypt, 

tO  upon  Pharaoh,  and  upon  all  his  servants.  Who  smote  many  nations, 

1 1  slew  mighty  kings ;  Sihon  king  of  tlie  Amorites,  and  Og  king  of  Ba- 

12  shan,  and  all  the  Kingdoms  of  Canaan :  And  gave  their  land  for  an  in* 

13  heritance,  an  inheritance  unto  Israel  his  people.  Thy  name,  O  Eter¬ 
nal,  endureih  for  ever  ;  and  thy  memorial,  O  Eternal,  throughout  all 

14  generations.  For  the  Eternal  will  pronounce  judgment  on  Ilia  people, 

1 5  and  he  will  repent  himself  concerning  his  servants.  Tho  idols  of  the 

16  nations  are  silver  and  gold,  the  work  of  men’s  hands.  Months  they 

17  have,  but  they  speak  not ;  eyes  they  have,  but  they  see  net.  Ears 
they  have,  but  they  hear3  not;  neither  is  there  any  breath4  in  their 
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18  mouths.  They  that  make  them  an  like  onto  them :  10  w .every  one 

19  that tru ate th  in  them.  O  house  of  Israel,  bless  the  Eternal :  O  bouse 

20  of  Aaron,  bless  the  Eternal :  O  house  of  Levi,  bless  the  Eternal ;  ye 

21  that  fear  the  Eternal,  bless  the  Eternal.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  out 
of  Zion,  who  dwelleth  at  Jerusalem.  Praise  ye  the  Eternal. 

1  Psalm  cxxxvi. — O  give  thanks  unto  the  Eternal ;  for  he  is  good : 

2  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  God  of 

3  gods :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  O  give  thanks  unto  the 

4  Lord  of  lords ;  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  To  him  who  alone 

5  doeth  great  wonders :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  To  him  that 
with  understanding  made  the  heavens :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for 

6  ever.  To  him  that  stretched  out  the  earth  above  the  waters :  for  his 

7  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  To  him  that  made  great  lights  :  for  his 

8  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  The  sun  to  rule  by  day :  for  his  mercy 

9  endureth  for  ever :  The  moon  and  stars  to  rule  by  night :  for  his 

10  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  To  him  tbat  smote  Egypt  in  their  firstborn : 

11  for  his  meTcy  endureth  for  ever:  And  brought  out  Israel  from 
13  among  them :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever :  With  a  strong  hand, 

13  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  To 
him  who  broke  up  the  Red  Sea1  into  fragments:  for  his  mercy 

14  endureth  for  ever :  And  made  Israel  to  pass  through  the  midst  of 

15  it :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever :  But  overthrew  Pharoah  aud 
10  his  force  in  the  Red  Sea1 ,  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever*  To 

him  who  led  his  people  through  the  desert:  for  his  mercy  endureth 

1 7  for  ever.  To  him  who  Bmote  great  kings  :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for 

18  ever  :  And  slew  mighty  kings  :  for  bis  mercy  enduteth  for  ever  j 

19  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorites:  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever: 

20  And  Og  king  of  Bashan :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever :  And 

21  gave  their  land  for  an  inheritance;  for  his  mercy  endureth  for 

22  ever:  Even  an  inheritance  unto  Israel  his  servant:  for  his  mercy 

23  endureth  for  ever.  Who  remembered  us  in  our  low  estate  :  for  bis 

24  mercy  endureth  for  ever :  And  hath  redeemed*  us  from  our  adversa- 

25  rice :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  Who  giveth  food3  to  all  flesh  : 

26  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  O  give  thanks  unto  the  God  of  the 
heaven :  for  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever, 

1  Psalm  cxxxvii. — By  the  rivers  of  Babylon,  there  we  sat  down,  yea, 

2  we  wept,  when  we  remembered  Zion,  We  banged  our  harps  upon 

3  willows  in  the  midst  thereof.  For  there  they  that  carried  us  away 
captive  required  of  ns  a  song;  and  they  that  wasted  us  required  qf 

4  w  joy,  saying.  Sing  us  one  of  the  songs  of  Zion.  How  shall  we  sing 
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5  the  Eternal's  song  in  a  strange  land  ?  If  I  forget  thee,  O  Jerusalem, 

6  let  my  right  hand  forget  Aercvnmnff*  If  I  do  not  remember  thee, 
let  my  tongue  cleave  to  the  roof  of  mymouth;  if  I  prefer1  not  Jeru~ 

7  salem  above  my  chief  joy.  Remember,  0  Eternal,  the  children  of 
Edom  in  the  day  of  Jerusalem  ;  who  said.  Rase  it,  rase  it,  euen  to  the 

8  foundation  thereof*  O  daughter  of  Babylon,  who  .  art  to  be  stripped ! 
O  happiness  of  him  that  shall  pay  thee  thy  reward3  as  thou  hast 

9  served3  ub.  O  happiness  of  him  that  shall  seize  and  dash  thy  babes 
against  the  rock* 

1  Psalm  cxxxvii  r.— Unto  David. — I  will  acknowledge  thee  with  my 

2  whole  heart :  hefore  the  gods  will  I  hymn  thee.  I  will  prostrate 
myself  before  the  temple  of  thy  holiness,  and  acknowledge  thy  name 
for  thy  mercy  and  thy  truth  :  for  thou  hast  magnified  thy  word* 

3  above  all  thy  name.  In  the  day  when  I  cried  thoQ  anew ererfst  me,  and 

4  elatedst  me  with  strength  in  my  soul.  All  the  kings  of  the  earth 
shall  acknowledge  thee,  O  Eternal,  when  they  hear  the  words*  of  thy 

5  mouth.  Yea,  they  shall  sing  in  the  ways  of  the  Eternal :  for  great 

6  is  the  glory  of  the  Eternal.  Though  the  Eternal  be  exalted,  yet  hath 
he  respect3  unto  the  lowly :  but  the  proud3  he  knoweth  afar  off. 

7  Though  I  walk  in  the  midst  of  trouhle,  thou  wilt  revive  me :  thou

The  Eternal  will  perfect  that  which 
concerned  me ;  thy  mercy,  O  Eternal,  endureth  fur  ever :  forsake 
not  the  works  of  thine  own  bauds. 

1  Psalm  cxxxix. — To  the  Director,  unto  David,  a  Psalm.— O  Eter- 

2  nal,  thou  hast  searched  me,  and  known  me.  Thou  knowest  my  down¬ 
sitting  and  mine  uprising,  thou  understandest  my  thought  afar  off. 

3  Thou  coinpasseet?  my  path  and  my  lying  down,  and  art  acquainted9 

1  with  all  my  ways.  For  there  is  not  a  word  in  my  tongue,  but,  lot  O 

5  Eternal,  thou  knowest  it  altogether.  Thou  bast  beset  me  behind 

6  and  before,  and  laid  thy  band  upon  me.  Sack  knowledge  is  too 

7  wonderful  for  me  ;  it  is  nigh,  I  cannot  attain  unto  it.  Whither  shall 

8  I  go  from  thy  spirit?  or  whither  shall  I  flee  from  thy  presence  ?  If  I 
ascend  up  into  heaven,  thou  art  (here :  if  I  make  niv  hod  in  the  grave, 

9  behold,  thou  art  there .  If  I  take10  the  wings  of  the  morning  dswn 

10  and  dwell  in  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  sea ;  Even  there  shall  thy 

11  hand  lead  me,  and  thy  rightnand  shall  hold  me.  If  I  say.  Surely 

Vi  darkness  shall  cover  me ;  even  night  shall  be  light  about  me.  Yea, 

darkness  darkenethnot  from  thee ;  hut  night  ehmeth  as  the  day :  the 

1 3  darkness  and  the  light  art  both  alike  to  thee.  For  thou  hast  possessed 

14  my  reins;  thou  hast  sheltered  me  in  my  mother's  womb.  I  will 
acknowledge  thee :  for  I  am  marvellously11  distinguished  :  wonderful 

15  are  thy  works;  and  that  my  soul  knoweth  right  well.  My  substance19 
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was  not  hid1  from  thee,  when  I  was  made  in  aectot,  and  curiously 

16  wrought  in  the  lowest  parts  of  the  earth.  Thine  eyes  did  see  my 
substance,  yet  being  imperfect ;  and  In  thy  hook  all  my  member *  were 
written,  which  in  continuance3  were  fashioned,  when  as  yet  there  teas 

17  none  of  them.  How  precious  also  are  thy  thoughts  unto  me,  O'God ! 

18  how  great3  is  the  sued4  of  them ;  1/ 1  should  count  them,  they  are 

19  more  in  number  than  sand:  when  [  awake,  1  am  still  with  thee.  If 
thou  wilt  slay  the  wicked,  0  God  , ,  ♦  depart  from  me  therefore,  ye 

20  sanguinary  men.  For  they  speak3  against  thee  wickedly,4  dnd  thine 

21  enemies  take  thy  name  in  vain.  Do  not  Ihate  them,  O  Sternal,  that 
hate  thee  ?  and  am  not  I  grieved  with  those  that  rise  up  against  thee  } 

22  I  hate  them  with  perfect  hatred:  I  count  them  min  ft  enemies. 

23  Search  me,  O  God,  and  know  my  heart:  try  me,  and  know  my 

24  thoughts :  And  see  if  there  be  any  wicked  way'  in  me,  and  lead  me 
in  the  way  everlastiug, 

1  Psalm  cxl, — To  the  Director,  a  Psalm  unto  David. — Rescue  me, 
O  Eternal,  from  an  evil  man;  preserve  me  from  a  man  of  violence. 

2  Who  imagine9  mischiefs  in  their  heart ;  continually®  they  foment  war. 

3  They  have  sharpened  their  tongues  like  a  serpent;  adder's  poison1*  is 

4  under  their  lips.  Selah.  Keep  me,  O  Eternal,  from  the  hands  of 
the  wicked;  preserve  me  from  a  man  of  violence ;  who  hath  purposed11 

5  to  overthrow  my  goings.  The  proud  have  hid  a  snare  fbt  me,  and 
cords  ;  they  have  spread  a  net  by  the  wayside  ;  they  have  set  gins  for 

6  me.  Selah.  I  said  unto  the  Eternal,  Thou  art  my  God  :  listen  to 

7  the  voice  of  my  supplications,  O  Eternal,  O  Eternal,  Lord, 
strength  of  my  salvation,  thou  hast  covered13  my  head  in  the  day  of 

S  battle.13  Giant  not,  O  Eternal,  the  desires  of  the  wicked :  further  not 

9  hb  wicked  device  ;  lest  they  exalt  themselves.  Selah.  As  for  the  head 
of  those  that  compass  me  about,  let  the  mischief  of  their  own  lips 

10  cover  them.  Let  burning  coals  be  thrown  upon  them :  let  them  be 

11  cast  into  the  fire ;  into  deep  pits,  that  they  nse  not  up  again.  Let 
not  an  evil  speaker14  be  established  in  the  earth :  evil  shall  hunt  the 

12  violent  man  to  overthrow  Mm*  I  know  that  the  Eternal  will  main- 

13  tain  the  cause  of  the  poor,  and  the  right  of  the  needy.  Surely  right¬ 
eous  ones  shall  give  thanks  unto  thy  name:  upright  ones  shall  dwell 
in  thy  presence. 

1  Psalm  cxli. — A  Psalm,  unto  David. — Eternal,  I  call  unto  thee : 
make  haste  unto  me ;  give  ear  unto  my  voice,  when  I  call  unto  thee. 

2  Let  my  prayer  he  set  forth  before  thee  as  incense ;  and  the  lifting  up 

3  of  my  hands  as  the  evening  oblation.  Set  a  watch,  O  Eternal,  before 

4  my  mouth ;  keep  the  door  of  my  lips.  Incline  not  my  heart  to  any 
evil  thing,  to  practise  wicked  works  with  men  that  work  iniquity :  and 


1  denied,  2  i  mighty.  4  their  hcids,  s  say,  *$.  device.  *  way  of  sorrow,  ■  think* 

9  the  whole  day,  30  wrath,  n  thought.  sheltered.  u  arming,  n  a  Qian  ul  tongue. 
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5  let  me  not  eat  of  their  dainties.  Let  the  righteous  smite  me  with 
mercy,  and  the  chief  reprove  me  with  gentleness1:  my  chief  will 
not  refuse  me,  however  long,  for  my  prayer  is  in  the  midst  of  their 

6  evils.  Their  judges  were  let  at  rest  on  rocky  ground;  they  heard  my 

7  words,  for  they  were  pleasant.  Our  bones  are  scattered  at  the 

8  grave's  mouth,  as  when  one  tilleth  and  deaveth  the  ground.  But 
mine  eyes  are  unto  thee,  O  Eternal  the  Lord :  in  thee  is  my  trust ; 

9  pour  not  out  my  soul.  Keep  me  from  snares  which  they  have  laid 
10  for  me,  and  gins  of  the  worhors  of  iniquity.  Let  the  wicked  fall  into 

their  own  nets  together,  whilst  that  1  withal  escape.1 


Psalm  cxl.ii.— Maschil,  unto  David :  A  Prayer  when  he  was  in  the 

1  cave*— I  cried  unto  the  Eternal  with  my  voice ;  with  my  voice  unto 

2  the  Eternal  did  t  make  my  supplication.  I  poured  out  my  complaint 

3  before  him ;  I  told  before  him  my  distress.  When  my  spirit  became 
overcast  within  lhe,  then  thon  knewest  my  path.  In  the  way  wherein 

4  I  walked  have  they  privily  laid  a  snare  for  me.  I  looked  on  my  right 
hand,  and  beheld,  but  there  woe  no  man  tbat  would  know  me :  refuge 

5  failed  me ;  no  man  inquired  after  my  soul.  I  cried  unto  thee,  U 
Eternal :  I  said,  Thon  art  my  refuge  and  my  portion  in  the  land  of 

6  the  living*  Attend  unto  my  loud  cries;  for  I  am  brought  very  low;

1  Psalm  cxliik — A  Psalm,  unto  David. — Hear  my  prayer,  O  Eternal, 
give  ear  to  my  supplications :  in  thy  faithfulness  answer  me,  and  in 

2  thy  righteousness.  And  enter  not  into  judgment  with  thy  servant: 

3  for  no  one  living  is  righteous  before  thee*  For  the  enemy  hath  pur¬ 
sued  my  soul  *,  he  hath  smitten3  my  life  down  to  the  earth ;  he  hath 
made  me  to  dwell  in  darkness,  as  those  who  have  been  long  dead. 

4  Therefore  is  my  spirit  darkened  within  me;  my  heart  within  me  is 

5  desolate.  I  remember  the  days  of  old ;  1  meditate  on  all  thy  opera^ 

6  tions  ;  1  muse  on  the  work  of  thy  hands.  I  stretch  forth  my  hands 
unto  thee :  my  soul  thirsteih  after  thee,  as  a  thirsty4  land.  Selah, 

7  Answer  me  speedily,  O  Eternal ;  my  spirit  faileth ;  screen  not  thy 
face  from  me,  lest  I  be  like  unto  them  that  go  down  into  the  pit. 

8  Cause  me  to  hear  thy  mercy  in  the  morning;  for  in  thee  do  I  trust ; 
cause  me  to  know  the  way  wherein  I  should  walk;  for  I  lift  up  my 

9  soul  unto  thee.  Deliver  me,  O  Eternal,  from  mine  enemies ;  with 
10  thee  am  I  under  covert.  Teach  me  to  do  tby  will ;  for  thou  art  my 


1  oil*  2  pus  over.  5  crusted.  *  feint; 
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God:  thy  spirit  u  good;  lead  me  into  the  land  of  uprightness. 

11  Quicken  me,  O  Eternal,  for  thy  name's  sake :  for  thy  righteousness’ 

12  sake  hring  my  soul  out  of  trouble.  And  of  thy  mercy  cut  off 
mine  enemies,  and  destroy  all  them  that  afflict  my  soul :  for  I  ant 
thy  servant. 

1  Psalm  cxliv. — Unto  David.— Blessed  be  the  Eternal  my  rock,  who 

2  traineth  my  hands  for  the  encounter,. and  my  fingers  for  the  war.  My 
goodness1  and  my  stronghold;  my  fortress  and  my  deliverer;  my 
shield,  and  he  in  whom  I  trust;  who  snbdoeth  my  people  under  me. 

3  Eternal,  what  is  man,  that  thou  tskest  knowledge  of  him !  or  the 

4  son  of  man,  that  thou  makest  account  of  him!  Man  is  like  to  the 

6  vanity:  his  days  areas  a  shadow  that  passeth  away.  Incline  thy 

heavens,  0  Eternal,  and  come  down :  touch  the  mountains,  ana 

6  they  shall  smoke.  Cast  forth  lightning,  and  scatter  them:  shoot9 

7  out  thine  arrows,  and  confound  them.  Send  thy  hands  from  above ; 
rid  me,  and  deliver  me  out  of  great  waters,  from  the  hand  of  alien 

8  children ;  Whose  mouthspeaketh  vanity,*  and  their righthandisa  right 

9  hand  of  falsehood.  X  will  sing  a  new  song  unto  thee,  O  God:  upon  a  ten 

10  stringed  psaltery  will  I  hymn  thee.  It  is  he  that  giveth  salva¬ 
tion  onto  the  kings;  who  riddeth  David  his  servant  from  a  hurtful 

1 1  sword.  Bid  me,  and  deliver  roe  from  the  hand  of  alien  children, 
whose  mouth  speaketh  vanity,8  and  their  right  hand  is  a  right  hand 

12  of  falsehood :  That  our  eons  mag  be  as  plants  grown  up  in  their  youth ; 
that  our  (laughters  may  be  as  corner  stones,  polished  after  the  simi-

1  Psalm  cxlv. — Psalm  qf  praise,  unto  David.— I  will  extol  thee,  my 

2  God,  O  king ;  and  1  will  bless  thy  name  for  ever  and  ever.  Every, 
day  will  I  bless  thee ;  and  I  will  praise  thy  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

3  Great  is  the  Eternal,  and  greatly  to  he  praised;  and  his  greatness  is  un- 

4  searchable.  Generation  shall  praise  thy  works  to  generation,  and 

5  shall  tell  thy  mighty  acts.  I  will  talk  of  the  glorious  honour  of  thy

12  To  make  known  to  the  sons  of  men  his  mighty  acts,  and  the  glorious 

13  majesty  of  his  kingdom*  Thy  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  king¬ 
dom,  and  thy  dominion  endurelh  throughout  all  generations* 

14  The  Eternal  upholdeth  all  that  fall,  and  raiseth  up  all  Utose  that  are

of  the  Eternal:  and  let  all  flesh  bless  his  holy  name  for  ever  ana  ever* 


1  Psalm  cxLVi*~Pmise  ye  the  Eternal.  Praise  the  Eternal,  O  my 

2  soul.  While  I  live  I  will  praise  the  Eternal  j  1  will  hymn  my 
3r  God  while  I  have  any  heing.  Put  not  your  trust  in  nobles,  nor  in 

4  the  son  of  man,  who  hath  no  salvation.  His  breath  goeth  forth,  he 

5  returneth  to  his  ground ;  in  that  very  day  his  designs  perish.  O 
happiness  qf  him  that  hath  the  God  of  Jacob  for  his  help,  frhose 

6  hope  is  in  the  Eternal  his  God :  Who  made  heaven,  and  earth,  the  sea, 

7  and  all  that  therein  is  :  whokeepeth  truth  for  ever :  Who  exccuteth 
judgment  for  the  oppressed  :  who  giveth  bread  to  the  hungry.  The

Zion,  from  generation  to  generation*  Praise  ye  the  Eternal. 

1  Psalm  cxlvil — Praise  ye  the  Eternal :  for  it  is  good  to  hymn  our 

2  God ;  for  it  is  pleasant ;  and  praise  is  comely.  The  Eternal  doth 
&  build  up.  Jerusalem  ;  he  gathereth  together  the  outcasts  of  Israel*  He 
4  healeth  the  broken  in  heart,  and  bindeih  up  their  wounds*3  He 

counted*  the  number  of  the  stars ;  he  calleth.  them  all  by  their  names. 
6*  Great  is  our  Lord,  and  of  great  power :  his  understanding  is  infinite.4 
6  The  Eternal  sustaineth  meek  ones:  he  lowereth  wicked  ones  to  the

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7  earth.  Intone  a  choral,  song  unto  tjia  Eternal  with  thanksgiving:; 
6  hymn  our  God  upon  the  harp :  Who  covereth  the  heayen  with  thick 
eloiids,  who  prepereth  rain  for  the  earth  who  maketh  grass  to  grow 

9  upon  mountain  a.  He  givelh  bp  beasts  the  food  thereof,  and  to  young 
lft  ravens  what  they  cry  for.  He  delighteth  not  in  the  strength,  of  the 
it  horse :  he  taketh  not  pleasure  in  the  thighs  of  a  man.  The  Eternal 

taketh  pleasure  in  them  that  fear  him,  in  those  that  hope  in  his 

12  mercy.  Glorify  the  Eternal,  O  Jerusalem ;  praise  thy  God,  O 

13  Zion,  For  he  hath  strengthened  the  ban  of  thy  gates;,  ho  hath 
34  blessed  thy  children  within  thee.  He  maketh  peace  in  thy  borders, 

and  satisfieth  thee  with  the  finest1  of  wheat-  He,  sendeth  forth  his 
.16  commandment  upon  earth :  his  word  runneth  very  swiftly.  He  giyeth 

1 7  snow  like  the  wool :  he  scattereth  hoarfrost  like  the  ashes.  He 
casteth  forth  his  ice  like  morsels :  who  can  stand  before  his  cold  ? 

18  He  sendeth  out  his.  word,  and  melteth  them :  he  causeth  his  wind  to

6  praise  him  upon  high  sounding  cymbals.  Let  everything  tbat  hath 
breath  praise  the  Eternal.  Praise  ye  the  Eternal. 
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1  Chap,  i.— Sentences  by  Solomon  son  of  David,  king  of  Israel  j 

2  To  know  wisdom  and  correction ;  to  perceive1  words  of  understanding } 

3  To  receive  correction  from  insight,  justice,  and  judgment,  and 

4  equity ;  To  give  subtilty  to  simple  ones,  to  a  boy  Aoughtfulness,* 

5  knowledge,  and  device.  A  wise  man  will  hear,*  and  will  increase 

5  instruction ;  and  a  man  of  understanding  shall  acquire  prudence. 

6  To  understand  a  sentence  and  an  oration j  words  or  the  wise,  and 

7  their  riddles.  The  fear  of  the  Eternal  is  the  beginning  of  knowledge ; 

8  but  fools  despise  wisdom  and  correction.  My  son,  hear  the  correction 
&  of  thy  father,  and  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy  mother ;  For  they  shall 

be  &  graceful  wreath  unto  thy  head,  and  chains  about  thy  neok. 
10  11  My  son,  if  sinners  entice  thee,  consent  thou  not.  If  they  say.  Come 
with  us,  let  us  hy  wait  for  blood,  let  us  lurk  privity  for  the  innocent 

12  with  impunity  ;  Let  us  swallow  them  up  alive  as  the  grave ;  and 

13  completely,  as  those  that  go  down  into  the  pit :  We  shall  find  all 

14  precious  substance,  we  shall  fill  our  houses  with  spoil :  Thou  shalt 

15  cost  in  thy  lot  among  us  ;  let  us  all  have  one  purse ;  My  son,  walk 
not  thou  in  the  way  with  them  ;  refrain  thy  foot  from  their  path : 

16  17  For  their  feet  ran  to  evil,  and  make  haste  to  shed  blood.  For 
IS  purposeless  seems  the  net  spread  in  the  sight  of  every  bird,9  Yet 

19  they  lay  in  wait  for  their  blood ;  they  lurk  privily  for  their  lives*  So 
are  the  ways  of  every  one  that  is  greedy  of  gain  ;  it  taketb  aw&y  the 

20  life  of  the  owners  thereof.  Wisdom  crieth  without ;  she  nttereth4  her 

21  voice  in  the  open  placest  She  calleth  in  the  chief  places  of  concourse, 
in  the  entrances  of  gates ;  in  the  city  she  uttereth*  her  words,  paying, 

22  How  long,  ye  simple  ones,  will  ve  love  simplicity  ?  and  talkers  de- 

23  light4  in  tbeir  talking,  and  fools  hate  knowledge?  Turn  you  at  my 
reproof :  behold,  I  will  pour  out  my  spirit  unto  you,  I  will  make 

24  known  my  words  unto  you.  Because  I  have  called,  and  ye  refused ; 

25  I  Ime  inclined  my  hand,  and  no  man  attended ;  But  ye  bare  set  at 

26  nought1  all  my  counsel,  and  would  none  of  my  reproof;  I  also  will 


1  underwuL  *  device. 
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27  laugh  at  your  calamity ;  I  will  mock  when  your  dread  cometh ;  When 
your  dread  cometh  as  desolation,  and  your  calamity  cometh  as  a 
38  whirlwind ;  when  distress  and  anguish  cometh  upon  you.  Then  shall 
they  call  upon  me,  but  I  will  not  answer ;  they  shall  seek  me  early, 

29  hut  they  shall  not  find  me  :  For  that  they  hated  knowledge,  and  did 

30  not  choose  the  fear  of  the  Eternal:  They  would  none  of  my  counsel : 

31  they  scorned  all  my  reproof.  Therefore  shall  they  eat  ofuie  fruit  of 

32  their  own  way,  and  be  filled  with  their  own  devices.  For  the  defec¬ 
tion  of  the  simple  shall  slay  them,  and  the  prosperity  of  fools  shall 

33  destroy  them.  But  whoso  hearkeneth  unto  me  shall  dwell  safely,  and 
shall  he  quiet  from  dread  of  evil. 

1  Chap,  in — My  sou,  if  thou  wilt  receive  my  words,  and  hide  my 

2  commandments  with  thee ;  So  that  thou  incline1  thine  ear  unto  the 

3  wisdom,  and  apply*  thy  heart  to  the  understanding ;  Yea^  if  thou 
criest  after  the  understanding,  and  liftest  up  thy  voice  for  the  insight ; 

4  If  thouseekest  it  as  the  silver,  and  searches t  for  it  as  for  the  hid  trea- 

5  sures ;  Then  shalt  thou  understand  the  fear  of  the  Eternal,  and  find 

6  the  knowledge  of  God*  For  the  Eternal  giveth  wisdom :  out  of  his 

7  mouth  cometh  knowledge  and  understanding'.  He  layeth  up3  sound 
wisdom  for  the  righteous:  he  is  a  shield  to  them  that  walk  uprightly. 

8  He  preserveth  the  paths  of  judgment,  and  keepeth  the  way  of  his 

9  pious  ones.  Then  shall  thou  understand  righteousness,  and  judg- 

10  ment,  and  equity ;  yea ,  every  path4  to  goodness.  When  wisdom 
entereth  into  thy  heart,  and  knowledge  is  pleasant  unto  thy  soul ; 

11  Discretion5  shall  keep  thee,  understanding  shall  preserve  thee; 

12  To  deliver  thee  from  the  way  of  the  evil  man,  from  the  man  that 

13  speaketh  froward  things;  Who  leave  the  paths  of  uprightness,  to 

14  walk  in  the  ways  of  darkness;  Who  rejoice  to  do  evil,  and  delight 

15  in  the  frowardness  of  the  wicked ;  Whose  paths  are  perverse,  and 

16  crooked  in  their  track :  To  deliver  thee  from  a  strange  woman, 

17  even  from  an  alien  who  flattereth  with,  her  words  ;  Who  forsaketh 
the  guide5  of  her  youth,  and  forgetteth  the  covenant  of  her  God. 

18  For  her  house  is  depressed  unto  death,  and  her  tracks  unto  the  de- 

19  parted.  None  that  go  unto  her  return  again,  neither  reach  the  paths 

20  of  life.  That  thou  mayest  walk  in  the  way  of  good  men,  and  keep 

21  the  paths  of  righteous  ones.  For  upright  ones  shall  dwell  in  the 

22  land,  and  perfect  ones  shall  he  left  in  it.  But  wicked  ones  shall  be 
cut  off  from  the  land,  and  traitors  shall  be  pulled  out  of  it. 

1  Chap.  111.— My  son,  forget  not  my  law ;  and  let  thy  heart  keep  my 

2  commandments :  For  length  of  days,  and  yean  of  life,  and  peace, 

3  shall  they  add  to  thee.  Let  not  mercy  and  truth  forsake  thee :  hind 

4  them  about  thy  throat,  write  them  upon  the  table  of  thy  heart.  So 
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ahalt  thou  find  favour  and  proper1  regard  in  the  eyes  of  God  and 

5  man.  Trust  in  the  Eternal  with  all  thy  heart;  and  lean  not  unto 

6  thine  own  understanding.  In  all  thy  ways  know  him,  and  he  shall 

7  make  straight  thy  paths.  Be  not  wise  in  thine  own  eyes :  fear  the 

8  Eternal,  and  depart  from  evil.  It  shall  be  health  to  thy  navel,  and 

9  marrow  to  thy  bones.  Honour  the  Eternal  from  thy  wealth,  and 

10  with  the  firstfruits®  of  all  thy  produce:  So  shall  thy  storehouses  be 

1 1  filled  with  plenty,  and  thy  presses  shall  burst  out  with  must.  My 
son,  despise  not  the  correction  of  the  Eternal ;  neither  be  harassed 

1 2  by  his  reproof :  For  whom  the  Eternal  loveth  he  reproveth ;  even 

13  as  a  father  a  son  in  whom  he  delighteth.  O  happiness  of  the  man  that 

14  findeth  wisdom,  and  the  man  that  getteth  understanding.  For  the 
merchandise  of  it  is  better  than  the  merchandise  of  silver,  and  the 

1 5  produce  thereof  than  fine  gold.  She  is  more  precious  than  rubies ; 

16  and  all  thy  valuables  are  not  to  be  compared  unto  her.  Length  of 
days  is  in  her  right  band ;  and  in  her  left  hand  riches  and  honour. 

17  Her  ways  are  ways  of  pleasantness,  and  all  her  paths  are  peace, 
1 3  She  is  a  tree  of  life  to  them  that  lay  hold  upon  her  :  and  happy  is 
19  every  one  that  holdeth  her  up.  The  Eternal  with  wisdom  hath 

founded  the  earth ;  with  understanding  hath  he  established  heavens. 
30  By  his  knowledge  depths  were  broken  up,  and  the  sky  drops 

21  down  dew.  My  son,  let  not  them  depart  from  thine  eyes: 

22  keep  sound  wisdom  and  discretion :  So  shall  they  be  life  unto  thy 

23  soul,  and  grace  to  thy  neck.3  Then  shalt  thou  walk  in  thy  way  safely, 

24  and  thy  foot  shall  not  hurt  itself.  When  thou  liest  down,  thou  shalt 
not  be  in  dread:  yea,  thou  shalt  lie  down,  and  thy  sleep  shall  be 

25  sweet.  Be  not  afraid  of  sudden  dread,  neither  of  too  desolation  of 

26  wicked  ones,  when  it  cometh.  For  the  Eternal  shall  be  by  thy  side,4 

27  and  shall  keep  thy  foot  from  being  taken.  Withhold  not  good  from 
them  to  whom  it  is  due,0  when  it  is  in  the  power  of  thy  hand  to  do 

28  it.  Say  not  unto  thy  fellow,  Go,  and  come  again,  and  to-morrow  I 

29  will  give;  when  thou  hast  it  by  thee.  Devise  not  evil  against  thy 

30  fellow,  seeeing  he  dwelleth  securely  by  thee.  Strive  not  with  a 

31  man  without  cause,  if  he  have  done  thee  no  harm.  Envy  thou  not  a 

32  mail  of  violence,  and  choose  none  of  his  ways.  For  a  pervertcr  i? 

33  abomination  to  the  Eternal :  but  his  secret  is  with  the  upright.  The 
curse  of  the  Eternal  is  in  the  house  of  the  wicked ;  but  he  blesseth 

34  the  habitation  of  righteous  ones.  If  it  is  to  the  scorners,  he  alio  we th 
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35  them  to  score  :  but  be  giveth  grace  unto  the  meek.  The  wise  shall 
inherit  glory  :  but  fools  he  alloweth  to  be  prominent  in  ignominy* 

1  Chap*  iv. — Hear,  ye  children*  the  correction  of  a  father,  and  attend 

2  to  know  understanding.  For  I  give  you  good  doctrine*  forsake  not 

3  ye  my  lav.  When  I  was  a  son  of  my  father*  tender  and  only  beloved 

4  in  the  sight  of  my  mother,  lie  taught  me*  and  said  unto  me*  Let 
thy  heart  retain  my  words;  keep  my  commandments  and  live; 

5  Acquire  wisdom*  acquire  understanding;  forget  it  not;  neither 

6  decline  from  the  words  of  my  mouth.  Forsake  her  not,  and  she  shall 

7  keep  thee;  love  her*  and  she  shall  preserve  thee;  The  heginning 
of  wisdom  is  acquiring  wisdom :  and  with  all  thy  possession  acquire 

8  understanding.  Exalt  her*  and  she  shall  raise  thee ;  she  shall  bring 

9  thee  to  honour,  when  thou  dost  embrace  her.  She  shall  give  to  tby 
head  a  wreath  of  g?ace ;  with  a  crown  of  glory  shall  she  encircle1 

10  thee,  Hear*  O  my  son*  and  receive  my  sayings ;  and  the  years  of 

1 1  thy  life  shall  be  many.  1  have  taught  dice  in  the  way  of  wisdom ;  1 

12  have  led  thee  in  the  tracks  of  uprightness.  When  thou  gocst*  thy 
steps  shall  not  be  straitened :  and  when  thou  runnest,  thou  sbalt  not 

13  stumble.  Take  fast  hold  of  instruction' ;  let  her  not  go :  preserve 

14  her :  for  she  is  thy  life.  Enter  not  into  the  path  of  wicked  ones* 

15  and  do  not  consider  thyself  happy  in  the  way  ot  evil  men*  Avoid  it, 

1G  pass  not  by  it,  turn  aside  from  it*  and  pass  away.  For  they  sleep 

not*  except  they  have  done  mischief;  and  their  sleep  is  taken  away* 

17  unless  they  cause  some  to  stumble.  For  they  consume  the  bread  of 

18  wickedness*  and  drink  the  wine  of  violence.  But  tbe  path  of 
righteous  ones  is  as  the  light  of  an  early  morning,  that  shineth  more 

19  and  more  unto  the  perfect  day.  The  way  of  wicked  ones  is  as  thick 

20  darkness:  they  know  not  at  what  they  stumble.  My  son*  attend  to 

21  my  words;  incline  thine  car  unto  my  sayings.  Let  them  not  depart 

22  from  tbine  eyes;  keep  them  in  the  midst  of  thy  heart.  For  they 
are  life  unto  those  that  find  them*  and  healing  to  all  their  flesh. 

23  Above  everything  worth  keeping  preserve  thy  heart;  for  oat  of  it 

24  are  the  issues  of  life.  Put  away  from  thee  a  froward  mouth,  and 

25  perverse  lips  keep  far  from  thee.  Let  thine  eyes  look  at  what  is 
facing  them *  and  let  thine  eyelids  look  straight  at  what  is  opposite 

26  thee.  Ponder  the  track  of  thy  feet*  and  let  all  thy  ways  be  esta- 

27  blished.  Incline  not  to  the  right  hand  nor  to  the  left ;  remove  thy 
foot  from  evil. 

1  Chap,  v.< — My  son*  attend  to  my  wisdom*  and  incline  tbine  ear  to 

2  my  understanding :  That  thou  mayest  regard*  discretion*  and  that 

3  thy  lips  may  preserve  knowledge.  For  the  lips  of  a  strange  woman 
drop  as  a  honeycomb*  and  her  palate  is  smoother  than  oil: 

4  But  her  end4  is  hitter  as  the  wormwood*  sharp  as  a  two-edged  sword. 

5  Her  feet  go  down  to  death;  her  steps  take  hold  on  ihe  grave. 

6  Lest  thou  shouldest  ponder  the  path  of  life*  her  tracks  are  moveable* 
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7  that  thoa  caust  not  know  them.  Hear  me  now  therefore,  O  ye 
6  children,  and  depart  not  from  the  words  of  my  mouth.  Remove  thy 
9  way  far  from  her,  and  come  not  nigh  the  entrance  of  her  house.  Lest 
thou  give  thine  honour  unto  others,  and  thy  years  unto  a  cruel  one : 

10  Lest  strangers  be  filled  with  thy  wealth  :1  and  thy  labours  be  in  the 

11  house  of  an  alien  ;  And  thou  lament  at  the  last,*  when  tby  flesh  and 

12  thy  hody  are  consumed  ;  And  say.  How  have  I  hated  correction,  and 

13  my  heart  scorned  reproof ;  And  have  not  obeyed  the  voice  of  my 

14  teachers,  nor  inclined  mine  ear  to  them  that  instructed  me !  Yet  a 
little,  and  I  should  have  been  in  all  kinds  ofevW  in  the  midst  of  the 

15  congregation  and  assembly.  Drink  waters  out  of  thine  own  cistern,3 

16  and  liquids  out  of  thine  own  well.  Let  thy  fountains  be  dispersed 

1  ?  abroad,  and  rivulets  of  waters  in  the  streets.  Let  them  be  only  thine 

18  own,  and  not  strangers’  with  thee.  Let  thy  spring  be  blessed :  and 

19  rejoice  with  the  wife  of  thy  youth.  Let  her  be  as  a  loving  hiud  and 
a  graceful  roe ;  let  her  breasts  satisfy  thee  at  all  times ;  and  be  thou 

20  ravished  always  with  her  love.  And  why  wilt  thou,  my  son,  be  ra¬ 
vished  with  a  strange  woman,  and  embrace  the  bosom  of  an  alien  ? 

21  For  the  ways  of  man  are  before  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  and  he 

22  pondcrcth  all  his  tracks.  His  own  iniquities  Bhall  take  the  wicked 

23  himself,  and  he  shall  be  retained  with  the  cords  of  his  sins.  He  shall 
die  without  correction ;  and  in  the  greatness  of  his  folly  he  shall  go 
astray. 


1  Chap.  vi. — My  son,  if  thou  be  Burety  for  thy  fellow,  {/'thou  hast 

2  stricken  thy  hands  with  the  stranger.  Thou  art  snared  with  the 
words  of  thy  mouth,  thou  art  taken  with  the  words  of  thy  mouth. 

3  Do  thiB  now,  my  son,  and  deliver  thyself,  when  thou  art 
come  into  the  hand  of  thy  fellow ;  go,  humble  thyself,  and  make  tby 

4  fellows  proud.  Give  not  sleep  to  thine  eyes,  nor  slumber  to  thine 

5  eyelids,  Deliver  thyself  as  a  gazelle  from  die  hand  of  the  hunter , 

6  and  as  a  bird  from  the  band  of  a  fowler.  Go  to  the  ant,  thou  slug- 

7  gard;  sec  her  ways,  and  be  wise :  Which,  having  no  captain,  bailiff, 

8  or  ruler,  Provideth  her  meat4  in  the  summer,  and  gathereth  her 

9  food  in  the  harvest.  How  long  wilt  thou  sleep,  O  sluggard?  when 

10  wilt  thou  arise  out  of  thy  sleep  ?  Yet  a  little  sleep,  a  little  slumber, 

1 1  a  little  folding  of  the  hands  to  sleep :  So  shall  thy  poverty  come  as 

12  one  that  truvellcth,  and  thy  want  as  an  armed  nmu.  A  worthless 

13  person,  an  iniquitous  man,  w&lkcth  with  a  froward  mouth.  Ha 
winketh  with  his  eyes,  he  scrapeth  with  his  feet,  he  pointeth*  with

14  hi &  Sogers ;  Perversion  is  in  his  heart,  he  deviseth  mischief  con* 

15  tinually;  he  soweth1  discord.  Therefore  shall  his  calamity  come 

16  suddenly ;  suddenly  shall  he  be  broken  without  remedy.  There  are 
six  things  which  the  Eternal  hateth :  yea,  seven  are  an  abomination 

IT  unto  him  :  A  proud  look;  a  lying  tongue,  and  hands  that  shed  inno- 

IB  cent  blood,  A  heart  that  deviseth  thoughts  of  iniquity,  feet  that  are 

19  swift  in  running  to  mischief,  A  false  witness  that  breatheth  lies,  and 

20  he  that  soweth1  discord  among  brethren*  My  son,  keep  thy  father's 

21  commandment,  and  forsake  not  the  law  of  thy  mother :  Bind  them 

22  continually  upon  thy  heart,  and  tie  them  about  thy  throat.  When 
thou  goest,  it  shall  lead  thee  ;  when  thou  steepest,  it  shall  keep  thee  ; 

23  and  when  thou  awakest,  it  shall  talk  with  thee.  Tor  the  command¬ 
ment  is  a  lamp ;  and  the  law  is  light ;  and  reproofs  of  correction  are 

24  the  way  of  life :  To  keep  thee  from  an  evil  woman,  from  the  smooth- 

25  ness  of  the  tongue  of  a  strange  woman*  Covet  not  her  beauty  in  thy 

26  heart;  neither  let  her  take  thee  with  her  eyelids.  For  by  means  of 
a  whorish  woman  a  man  is  brought  to  a  piece*  of  bread:  and  the 

27  adulteress3  will  hunt  for  the  precious  life*  Can  a  man  take  fire  in  his 

28  bosom,  and  his  clothes  not  be  burned  ?  Can  one  go  upon  burning 

29  coals,  and  his  feet  not  be  scorched  ?  So  he  that  goeth  in  to  his  fellow’s 

30  wife;  whosoever  touche tb  her  shall  not  be  guiltless.  Men  do  not 
despise  the  thief,  if  he  steal  to  satisfy  his  soul  when  he  is  hungry  ; 

31  But  t^ha  be  found,  he  shall  restore  sevenfold  ;  he  shall  give  all  the 

32  substance  of  bis  house*  But  whoso  oommitteth  adultery  with  a  wo¬ 
man  lacketh  understanding:4  he  that  doetb  it  destroyed]  his  own 

33  soul.  Affliction  and  dishonour  shall  he  get,*  and  his  disgrace  shall 

34  not  be  wiped  away*  For  jealousy  is  the  rage  of  a  man :  therefore  he 

35  will  not  spare  in  the  day  of  vengeance.  He  will  not  regard  any  ran¬ 
som  ;  neither  will  he  rest  content,  though  thou  givest  much  bribery* 


I  Chap*  vir.— My  son,  keep  my  words,  and  Jay  up6  my  command- 
&  ments  with  thee*  Keep  my  commandments,  and  live;  and  my  law 

3  as  the  pupil  of  thine  eye*  Bind  them  upon  thy  fingers,  write  them 

4  upon  the  (able  of  thy  heart.  Say  unto  the  wisdom,  Thou  art  my 

5  sister;  and  call  the  understanding  My  kinswoman:  That  they  may 
keep  thee  from  a  strange  woman,  from  an  alien  whose  words  are 

6  t mouth.  For  at  the  window  of  my  house  I  looked  through  my  lattice, 

7  And  saw  among  the  simple  ones,  1  discerned  among  the  youths,  a 

8  young  man  void  of  understanding*  Passing  through  the  market  near 

9  her  comer ;  and  he  went  the  way  to  her  house.  In  the  twilight,  in 

10  the  evening,  in  the  gloom  of  the  night  and  thick  darkness :  And, 
behold,  there  met  him  &  woman  with  the  attire  of  a  harlot,  and  subtle 

11  of  heart*  She  is  noisy  and  backsliding ;  her  feet  abide  not  in  her 
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12  house :  Now  is  she  without,  now  in  the  streets*  and  lieth  in  watt  at 

13  every  comer.  So  she  caught  him*  and  kissed  him,  and  with  an  im- 

14  pudent  face  said  unto  him,  I  have  feast  offerings  with  me ;  this  day 

15  have  1  paid  my  vows.  Therefore  came  I  forth  to  meet  thee*  dili* 

16  gently  to  seek  thy  face*  and  I  have  found  thee.  I  have  decked  my 
bedstead  with  coverings  of  tapestry*  with  striped  tapestry*  with  fine 

17  linen  of  Egypt*  I  have  sprinkled  my  bed  with  myrrh*  aloes*  and 

lft  cinnamon.  Come*  let  us  take  out  fill  of  amours  until  the  morning: 

19  let  us  solace  ourselves  with  loves.  For  the  good  man1  is  not  at  home* 

SO  he  is  gone  a  long  journey :  He  hath  taken  the  bundle  of  money  with 

21  him*  and  will  come  home  on  the  day  of  the  full  moon*  With  her 
much  fair  speech  she  caused  him  to  yield*  with  the  smoothness  of 

22  her  lips  she  led  him  astray.  He  goeth  after  her  like  an  ox  that 
suddenly  cometh  to  the  slaughter*  or  as  a  fool  to  the  correction  of 

23  the  stocks.  Till  an  arrow  strike  thmugh  his  liver;  as  a  bird  hasteth 

24  to  a  snare*  and  knoweth  not  that  it  i$  for  its  life.  Hearken  unto  me 
now  therefore*  0  ye  children*  and  attend  to  the  sayings  of  my  mouth. 

25  Let  not  thy  heart  (urn  aside  to  her  ways*  go  not  astray  in  her  paths. 

26  For  she  hath  cast  down  many  pierced ;  and  mighty  were  those  slain 

27  by  her.  Her  house  is  tho  way  to  the  grave*  going  down  to  the  cham¬ 
bers  of  death. 


1  Cha.p*  vui.— Doth  not  wisdom  call  out?  and  understanding  put 

2  forth  her  voice  ?  She  slandeth  in  the  top  of  high  places*  by  the  way 

3  within®  the  paths.  She  crieth*  at  the  gates,  at  the  entry4  of  the  city* 

4  at  the  coming  in  at  the  doors.5  Unto  you*  O  men,  I  call*  and  my 

5  voice  is  to  the  sons  of  man*  O*  ye  simple*  understand  wisdom  ;  and* 
G  ye  fools*  be  ye  of  an  understanding  heart*  Hear ;  for  I  will  speak  of 

excellent  things ;  and  the  opening  of  my  Ups  shall  be  right  things* 
7  For  my  mouth  shall  utter  truth  ;  and  wickedness  is  an  abomination 
3  to  my  lips.  All  the  sayings  of  my  mouth  are  in  righteousness  ;  there 
9  is  nothing  knotty  or  perverse  in  them*  They  are  all  plain  to  him 

10  that  understandeth*  and  right  to  them  that  find  knowledge*  Receive 
my  correction*  and  not  silver ;  and  knowledge  rather  than  choice 

1 1  gold.  For  wisdom  is  better  than  pearls ;  and  all  the  things  that  may 

12  be  desired  are  not  to  be  compared  to  it.  I,  wisdom*  dwell  with 

13  prudence/  and  find  out  knowledge  and  devices.  The  fear  of  the 
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Eternal  iv  to  Kate  evil ;  pride,  and  arrogancy,  and  the  evil  way  and 

14  the  froward  mouth  do  1  hate.  Counsel  is  mine;  and  execution ;  I 

15  am  understanding ;  I  have  strength.  By  me  kings  reign,  and 

16  princes  decree  justice.  By  me  princes1  rule,  and  nobles,  even  all  the 

17  judges  of  the  earth.  I  love  them  that  love  me ;  and  those  that  seek 

18  me  early  shall  find  me.  Riches  and  honour  are  with  me;  yea, 

19  durable  wealth  and  righteousness.  My  fruit  is  better  than  gold,  yea, 

20  than  fine  gold;  and  my  produce  than  choice  silver.  I  walk  in  the 

21  path  of  righteousness,  in  the  midst  of  the  tracks  of  judgment ;  That 
1  may  cause  those  that  love  me  to  inherit  substance ;  and  l  will  fill 

22  their  treasures.  The  Eternal  possessed  me  in  the  beginning  of  his 

23  way,  before  his  works  of  old.  1  was  anointed  from  everlasting,  from 

24  the  beginning,  before  ever  the  earth  was.  When  there  were  no 
depths  I  was  brought  forth;  when  there  were  no  fountains 

25  water-laden.  Before  mountains  were  settled,  before  hills  was 

26  1  brought  forth :  While  as  yet  he  had  not  made  the  earth,  nor 

27  fields,®  nor  the  beginning  of  the  dust  of  the.  world.  When  he  pre¬ 
pared  the  heavens,  1  was  there:  when  he  set  a  compass  upon 

28  the  face  of  the  deep:  When  he  established  the  clouds  above; 

29  when  he  strengthened  the  fountains  of  the  deep;  When  he 
gave  to  the  sea  his  decree,  that  the  waters  should  not  pass  his 
commandment :  when  he  appointed  the  foundations  of  the  earth  : 

30  Then  I  was  by  him,  as  a  nursling ;  and  1  was  daily  his  delight, 

31  sporting  always  before  him:  Sporting  in  the  habitable  part  of  his 

32  earth  ;  and  my  delights  were  with  the  sons  of  men.  Now  therefore 
hearken  unto  me,  O  ye  children  ;  for  blessed  are  they  that  keep  my 

33  31  ways.  Hear  instruction,5  and  be  wise,  and  be  not  unruly,  O  hap¬ 
piness  of  the  man  that  hearcth  me,  watching  daily  at  my  doors, 

35  waiting  at  the  posts  of  my  entrances.  For  whoso  fin  del  h  in  e  fmdeth 

36  life,  and  shall  obtain  favour  of  the  Eternal.  But  he  that  smooth 
against  me  doeth  violence  to  his  own  soul :  all  that  bate  me  love 
death* 

1  Chap.  ix. — Wisdom  hath  builded  her  house,  she  hath  hewn  out  her 

2  seven  pillars:  She  hath  killed  her  beasts4;  she  hath  mingled  her 

3  wine ;  she  hath  also  arranged  her  table*  She  hath  sent  forth  her 

4  maidens  :  she  calleth  out  upon  the  highest  places  of  the  city,  Whoso 
is  simple,  let  him  turn  in  hither:  as  for  him  that  wanteth  under- 

5  standing,*  she  saith  to  him,  Come,  eat  of  my  bread,  and  drink  of 

G  wine  which  I  have  mingled.  Forsake  the  foolish  aud  live ;  and  go 

7  in  the  way  of  understanding,  He  that  correcteth  a  scoroer  getteth 
to  himself  ignominy :  and  he  that  rebuketh  a  wicked  man  getteth 

8  himself  a  blot.  Reouke  not  a  scorner,  lest  he  hate  thee  ;  rebuke  a 

9  wise  man,  and  he  will  love  thee.  Give  instruction  to  a  wise  man,  and 
he  will  he  yet  wiser :  teach6  a  just  man ,  and  he  will  increase  in  learn- 

10  ing«  The  fear  of  the  Eternal  is  the  beginningof  wisdom  :  and  the 

11  knowledge  of  the  holy  is  understanding*  For  by  me  thy  days 

12  shall  increase,  and  they  shall  add  to  the  years  of  thy  life.  If  thou  be 
wise,  thou  shalt  be  wise  for  thyself :  but  i/thou  scot  nest,  thou  alone 

1  oflkerj.  ^streca.  *  correction*  4  killing.  *  heart*  *  joakc  htiown. 
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13  shalt  bear  it,  A  foolish  woman  la  clamorous :  she  is  simple,  and 

14  knoweth  nothing.  For  she  sitteth  at  the  entrance  of  her  house, 

1.5  on  a  seat  in  the  high  places  of  the  city.  To  call  passengers  who 

16  go  right  on  their  paths:  Whoso  28  simple, let  him  turn  in  hither: 
and  as  for  him  that  wanteth  understanding,1  she  saiih  to  him, 

17  Stolen  waters  are  sweet,  and  bread  eaten  in  secret  is  pleasant. 

16  But  he  knoweth  not  that  the  deceased  are  there ;  and  that  her  guests 

1 9  are  in  the  depths  of  the  grave. 

1  Chap,  x.-— Maxims  of  Solomon.— A  wise  son  rejoiceth  the  father : 

2  but  a  foolish  son  is  the  grief  of  his  mother.  Treasures  of  wickedness 

3  profit  nothing :  hut  righteousness  dehvereth  from  death,  The  Eter¬ 
nal  will  not  sufTer  the  soul  of  the  righteous  to  famish :  but  he  thrusteth 

4  out  the  cupidity  of  the  wicked,  lie  becometh  poor  that  dealeth  with 

5  a  slack  hand :  but  the  hand  of  the  diligent  maketh  rich.  He  that 
gathercth  in  the  summer  is  a  provident  son  :  but  he  that  is  fast  asleep 

G  in  the  harvest  *a  a  son  that  causeth  shame.  Blessings  are  upon  the  head 
of  a  righteous  one :  but  violence  covereth  the  mouth  of  wicked  ones. 

7  The  memory  of  a  righteous  one  is  for  blessing ;  but  the  name  of  wicked 

8  ones  shall  rot.  The  wise  in  heart  will  receive  commandment;  but  a 

0  prating  fool8  shall  fall.  He  that  walketh  uprightly3  walketh  surely  : 

10  but  he  that  perverteth  his  ways  shall  be  known.  He  that  winketh 

11  with  the  eye  causeth  sorrow:  but  a  prating  fool8  shall  fall.  The 
mouth  of  a  righteous  man  is  a  well  of  life :  but  violence  covereth  the 

12  mouth  of  wicked  ones.  Hatred  stirreth  up  strifes  :  but  love  covereth 

13  all  transgressions.  In  the  lips  of  him  that  hath  understanding,  wis- 
dom  is  found :  but  a  rod  is  for  the  back  of  him  that  is  void  of  under- 

14  standing.1  Wise  men  lay  up  knowledge:  but  tbc  mouth  of  the 

1 5  foolish  is  approaching  dismay.  The  rich  man’s  wealth  if  his  strong 

16  city :  the  dismay  of  the  indigent  is  their  poverty.  The  labour  of  the 

17  righteous  tendeth  to  life :  the  fruit  of  the  wicked  to  sin.  He  is  in  the 
path  of  life  that  heedeth  correction :  but  he  that  refuseth1  reproof 

18  erreth.  He  that  hideth  hatred  is  of  lying  lips,  and  lie  that  uttexeth  a 

•19  slander,  is  a  fool.  In  the  multitude  of  words  there  wanteth  not 

20  transgression :  but  he  that  refraincth  his  lips  if  wise.  The 
tongue  of  the  just  is  as  choice  silver  :  the  heart  of  the  wicked  is 

21  little  worth.  Many  will  feed  the  lips  of  the  righteous :  but  fools 

22  die  for  want  of  wisdom.1  The  blessing  of  the  Eternal,  it  maketh 

23  rich,  and  he  addeth  no  sorrow  with  it.  The  carrying  out  of 
evil  imagination  is  as  a  sport  to  the  fool,  even  so  of  wisdom  to 

24  the  man  of  understanding.  The  dread  of  the  wicked,  it  shall 
come  upon  him :  but  the  desire  of  the  righteous  shull  be  granted. 

25  As  the  whirlwind  passeth,  so  is  the  wicked  no  more;  but  the 

26  righteous  is  an  everlasting  foundation.  As  the  vinegar  to  the 
teeth,  and  as  the  sinuke  to  the  eyes,  so  is  the  sluggard  to  them 

27  that  send  him.  The  fear  of  the  Eternal  addeth  days :  hut  the 

28  years  of  the  wicked  shall  be  shortened.  •  The  hope  of  righteous 
ones  shall  be  gladness :  but  the  expectation  of  wicked  ones  shall 

1  heart  1  a  foal  of  lips.  *  in  the  uprightness.  4  fanakeih. 
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29  perish.  The  way  of  the  Eternal  ii  strength  to  uprightness ;  hut  dis- 

30  may  shall  be  on  the  workers  of  iniquity.  A  righteous  one  shall  never 

31  be  removed :  but  wicked  ones  shall  not  inhabit  the  earth.  The  mouth 
of  a  righteous  one  hringeth  forth  wisdom:  but  a  froward  tongue 

32  shall  be  cutout.  The  lips  of  arighteousoneknow  what  is  acceptable : 
but  the  mouth  of  wicked  ones  speaketh  frowardaess. 

1  C hap,  xi,— A  false  balance1  is  abomination  to  the  Eternal :  but  a 

2  just  weight1  is  his  delight,  When  wantonness  cometh,  then  cometh 

3  lgnomimy  ;  but  with  the  lowly  is  wisdom.  The  integrity  of  the 
upright  shall  guide  them  :  but  the  perverseness  of  faithless  ones  shall 

4  destroy  them.  Riches  profit  not  in  the  day  of  wrath  :  but  righteous- 

5  ness  delivereth  from  death.  The  righteousness  of  the  perfect  shall 
make  straight  his  way :  but  the  wicked  shall  fall  by  his  own  wicked- 

6  ness.  The  righteousness  of  upright  ones  shall  deliver  them:  but 

7  faithless  ones  shall  be  taken  in  their  ottm  cupidity.  When  a  wicked 
man  dieth,  Jus  expectation  bhail  perish :  and  the  hope  of  unjust  men 

8  perisheth,  A  righteous  one  is  delivered  out  of  trouble*  and  a  wicked 

9  one  cometh  in  his  stead,  A  hypocrite  with  his  mouth  enrrupteth 
his  fellow :  but  through  knowledge  shall  righteous  ones  be  delivered, 

10  When  it  goeth  well  with  righteous  ones  a  city  exulteth  ;  and  when 

11  wicked  ones  perish*  there  is  shouting.  By  the  blessing  of  upright 
ones  a  city  is  exalted  ;  but  it  is  overthrown  by  the  mnuth  of  wicked 

12  ones.  He  that  is  void  of  wisdom  despise th  his  fellow  :  but  a  man  of 

13  understanding  boldeth  his  peace.  A  talebearer  revealeth  secrets: 

14  but  he  that  is  of  a  faithful  spirit  concealeth  matters.  Where  no 
council  is,  the  people  fall:  but  in  the  multitude  of  counsellors  there 

15  ts  safety.  He  that  is  surety  for  a  stranger  shall  smart  for  it;  and  be 

16  that  hateth  suretyship  is  sure.  A  gracious  woman  retmneth  honour : 

17  and  strong  men  retain  riehes.  A  merciful  man  doeth  good  to  his 

18  own  soul :  but  he  that  is  cruel  troubleth  his  own  flesh.  The  wicked 
worketh  for  deceitful  wages  :  but  to  him  that  soweth  righteousness 

19  shall  be  a  sure  reward.  Righteousness  is  a  support  for  life:  but  he 

20  that  pure  noth  evil .pursueth  it  to  his  own  death.  They  that  are  of  a 
froward  heart  are  abomination  to  the  Eternal:  but  such  as  are  up-1 

21  right1  in  their  way  are  his  delight.  Though  hand  join  in  hand,  the 
wicked  shell  not  be  unpunished:  but  the  seed  of  the  righteous 

22  escapeth.  As  a  golden  pendant  in  a  swine's  snout,4  so  is  a  fair 

23  woman  without  discretion.*  The  desire  of  the  righteous  is  only  good : 

24  but  the  expectation  of  the  wicked  is  indignation.  There  is  that 
scatter eth*  and  yet  lncreaseth  ;  and  there  is  that  withholdeth  more 

25  than  is  meet*  but  if  tendeth  to  want.  The  liberal  soul*  shall  be  made 

26  fat :  and  he  that  watereth  shall  be  watered  also  himself.  He  that 
withholdeth  corn,  people  shall  curse  him :  but  blessing  shall  be 

27  upon  the  head  of  him  that  selleth  if.  He  that  diligently  seeketh 
good  eeeketh  what  is  pleasing ;  but  he  that  is  anxious  for  mischief, 

28  it  shall  come  unto  him.  He  that  trusteth  in  his  riches  shall  fall : 

29  but  righteous  ones  shall  flourish  as  a  branch.7  He  that  troubleth 
his  own  house  shall  inherit  wind  :  and  a  fool  shall  be  servant  to  the 

1  a  balance  of  cunning.  *  stone.  3  perfect,  4  nose,  1  of  departing  taitc.  soul  of  Messing. 

T3caf, 
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30  wise  of  heart.  The  fruit  of  the  righteous  is  a  tree  of  life  :  and  he 

3 1  that  winueth1  souls  is  wise.  Behold,  the  righteous  shall  be  recom¬ 
pensed  in  the  earth :  much  more  the  wicked  and  sinner. 

1  Chap.  xii. — Whoso  loveth  correction  lovetk  knowledge :  bat  he  that 

2  hafelh  reproof  is  brutish .  A  good  man  obtaineth  favour  of  the 

3  Eternal:  bgt  a  man  of  wicked  devices  will  he  declare  guilty.  A  man 
shall  not  be  established  by  wickedness  :  but  the  root  of  righteous 

4  ones  shall  not  be  moved.  A  virtuous  woman  is  a  crown  to  her  hus¬ 
band:1  but  she  that  maketh  ashamed  is  as  rottenness  in  his  hones. 

5  The  thoughts  of  righteous  ones  are  right  :s  but  the  counsels  of  wicked 

6  ones  are  deceit.  The  words  of  wicked  ones  are  to  lie  in  wait  for  blood: 

7  hut  the  mouth  of  upright  ones  shall  deliver  them.  Overturn  wicked 

3  ones,  and  they  are  not:  but  the  house  of  righteous  ones  shall  stand. 

8  A  man  shall  be  coin  mended  according  to  his  understanding:  but  he 

9  that  is  of  a  perverse  heart  shall  be  despised.  He  that  is  despised, 
atul  hath  a  servant,  is  better  than  he  that  pretendeth  to  honour,  and 

10  lacketh  breath  A  righteous  man  regarde  th*  the  life  of  his  beast :  but 

11  the  mercies  of  wicked  ones  aye  cruel.  He  that  tilleth  his  ground  shall 
be  satisfied  with  bread  :  but  he  that  followeth  vain5 persons  is  void  of 

12  heart.  A  wicked  person  coveteth  the  booty  of  evil  men ;  but  he  giveth 

13  root  to  righteous  ones.  An  evil  man  is  snared  by  the  transgression 

14  of  his  lips :  bnt  a  righteous  one  shall  come  out  of  trouble.  By  the 
fruit  of  the  mouth  of  a  man  shall  he  be  satisfied  with  good :  and  the 

15  recommence  of  a  man’s  hands  shall  be  rendered  unto  him.  The  way 
of  a  fool  is  right  in  his  own  eyes :  but  he  that  hearkeneth  unto  counsel 

16  is  wise.  A  foot’s  wrath  is  presently*  known:  but  he  that  covereth 

17  ignominy  is  prudent.  He  that  speaketh7  truth8  sheweth  forth9 

18  righteousness :  but  a  false  witness  deceit.  There  is  that  speaketh10 
like  the  piercings  of  a  sword :  bnt  the  tongue  of  the  wise  is  healing. 

19  The  lip  of  truth  shall  be  established  for  ever:  but  a  lying  tongue 

20  I  only  give  a  moment.  Deceit  is  in  the  heart  of  them  that  imagine 

21  evil:  but  to  the  counsellors  of  peace  is  joy.  There  shall  no  evil 
happen  to  the  righteous  one ;  but  wicked  ones  are  filled  with  mis- 

52  chief.  Lying  lips  are  abomination  to  the  Eternal:  bnt  they  that

24  ledge:  but  (he  heart  of  fools  proclaimeth  foolishness.  The  hand 
of  diligent  oues  shall  bear  rule:  but  deceitful  ness  shall  be  under  tri— 

25  butc.  A  nxlety  in  1  he  heart  of  man  maketh  it  stoop ;  but  a  good  word 

26  maketh  it  glad,  The  righteous  is  more  excellent  than  his  fellow :  but 

27  the  wav  ofwickedoneaseduceth  them.  Deceitfulness  roasteth  not  that 
which 'it  took  in  hunting:  but  the  precious  substance  of  a  man  is 

28  diligence.  In  the  way  of  righteousness  is  life ;  and  in  tbe  pathway 
thereof  there  is  no  death. 

1  Chav,  xin, — A  wise  son  hearcth  his  father’s  correction :  butascomer 

2  heareth  not  rebuke.  By  the  fruit  of  the  mouth  of  a  man  he  shall  eat 

3  good ;  but  the  soul  of  the  treacherous  shall  eat  violence.  He  that 
guarded:  his  mouth  keepeth  his  life :  but  he  that  openeth  wide  his 

4  lips  shall  have  destruction.  The  soul  of  the  sluggard  desire th,  and 

1 1 -ike  tli.  1  owner.  3  judgment.  *  knoweib,  *  empty.  *  in  the  day,  7  bknrelh. 

*  kitbfUlnesa*  *  telkth,  V}  utterctli. 
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5  hath  nothing;  but  the  soul  of  the  diligent  shall  be  made  fat.  A 
righteous  mm  hateth  lying  words :  but  a  wicked  man  is  loathsome, 

0  and  cometh  to  shame,  '  Righteousness  keepeth  him  that  is  upright  in 

7  the  way ;  but  wickedness  perverteth  the  sinner*1  There  is  that  pre- 
tendeth  to  he  rich,  yet  hath  nothing;  there  is  that  pretendeth  to  ho 

8  poor,  yet  hath  great  wealth.  The  ransom  of  a  man’s  life  are  his 

9  riches  :  but  the  poor  hcarcth  no  threat.3  The  light  Of  righteous  ones 

10  rojoiceth  :  but  the  lamp  of  wicked  ones  shall  be  put  out-  Only  by 
presumption  comctlv*  contention :  but  with  the  well  advised  is  wis- 

11  dam.  Wealth  gotten  hy  vanity  shall  be  diminished:  but  he  that 

12  gatherethhy  labour1  shall  increase.  Hope  deferred  maketli  a  heart 

13  sick :  hut  when  a  desire  cometh,  it  is  a  tree  of  life.  Whoso  despiseth 
a  word  shall  be  entangled :  hut  he  that  feareth  a  commandment  shall 

14  be  rewarded.  The  law  of  a  sage  is  a  fountain  of  life,  to  depart  from 

15  the  snares  of  death.  Good  understanding  giveth  favour  :  but  the 

16  way  of  faithless  ones  is  hard.  Every  prudent  man  dcaieth  with 

17  knowledge  :  but  a  fool  layeth  open  his  folly.  A  wicked  messenger 

18  falleth  into  mischief ;  but  a  faithful  ambassador  is  health.  Poverty 
and  ignominy  shall  he  to  him  that  refuseth  correction :  hut  ho  that 

19  heedeth  reproof  shall  he  honoured.  A  desire  accomplished  is  sweet 

20  to  a  soul ;  but  it  is  abomination  to  fools  to  depart  from  evil.  He 
that  walketh  with  wise  men  shall  be  wise :  but  a  companion5  of  fools 

21  shall  be  dashed  to  pieces.  Evil  pursueth  sinners :  goodness  rrpayeth 

22  righteous  ones,  A  good  man  Icavcth  an  inheritance  to  his  children^ 
children :  and  the  wealth6  of  a  sinner  is  laid  up  for  the  righteous. 

23  Much  food  swppUeth  newly  tilled  ground  to  the  poor :  but  there  is 

24  that  iff  swept  away  for  want  of  judgment.  He  that  withholdcth  his 
rod  hateth  his  son :  but  he  that  loveth  him  correcteth  him  betimes. 

25  A  righteous  Titan  eateth  to  the  satisfying  of  his  soul;  but  the  belly  of 
wicked  ones  shall  want* 

3  Chap,  xiv,— Every  wise  woman7  buildeth  her  house:  but  folly 

2  breaketh  down  with  its  own  hands.  He  that  walketh  in  his  upright* 
ness  feareth  the  Eternal ;  but  he  that  is  perverse  in  his  ways  des- 

3  piseth  him*  In  the  mouth  of  a  fool  is  a  rod  fox  his  pride:  but  the 

4  lips  of  wise  ones  shall  preserve  them*  Where  no  oxen  are9  the  stable 

5  is  clean :  but  much  increase  iff  hy  the  strength  of  an  ox*®  A  witness 
for  faithful  ones  will  not  lie :  hut  a  witness  for  a  lie  will  utter*  false- 

6  hoods.  A  scomer  seeketh  wisdom,  and  findeth  it  not :  hut  know- 

7  ledge  is  easy  unto  him  that  understandeth.  Go  from  the  presence  of  a 

8  foolish  man,  for  thou  perceivest1*  not  in  him  lips  of  knowledge*  The 
wisdom  of  prudent  ones  is  to  understand  his  way ;  hut  the  folly  of 

9  fools  iff  deceit  Guilt  is  interpreter  between  fools,  but  between  up- 

10  right  ones  goodwill.  A  heart  knoweth  its  own  bitterness ;  nor  can  a 

1 1  stranger  enter11  into  its  joy.  The  house  of  wicked  ones  shall  be  ex- 

12  terminated:  but  the  tent  of  upright  ones  shall  flourish.  There  is  a 
way  which  seemeth  right  unto  a  mao,  but  the  end  thereof  are  the 

13  ways  of  death.  A  heart  may  ache  even  in  laughter ;  and  the  end11  of 

lain,  ’reproof.  1  gweth.  *  upon  ■  hand.  •  shepherd.  *  forte.  T  the  wiec  oaciof  women. 
*  tad.  ’bkmeth  forth.  knovert.  ft  mis  itself.  B  its  end. 
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14  joy  may  be  sorrow.  The  backslider  in  heart  shall  be  filled  with  his 

15  own  ways :  and  a  good  man  with  what  is  in  him.  A  simple  man  be¬ 
lie  vet  h  every  word ;  but  the  prudent  man  looketh  well  to  his  going, 

16  A  wise  man  feareth*  and  departeth  from  evil ;  but  a  fool  rageth*  and 

17  is  confident.  He  that  is  soon  angry  deale th  foolishly :  and  a  man  of 

16  wicked  devices  is  hated.  Simple  ones  inherit  folly :  but  prudent 

19  ones  are  crowned  with  knowledge.  Evil  ones  bow  before  good  ones; 

20  and  wicked  ones  at  the  gates  of  righteoas  ones*  The  poor  is  hated 

21  even  of  his  own  fellow:  but  the  friends  of  the  rich  are  many.  He 
that  despiseth  his  fellow  sinneth :  but  he  that  hath  mercy  on  the 

22  poor,  happy  is  he.  Do  they  not  err  that  devise  evil  ?  but  mercy  and 

23  truth  guide  them  that  devise  good.  In  all  labour1  there  is  profit :  but 

24  the  talk  of  the  lips  tendeth  only  to  penury.  The  crown  of  the  wise 

25  is  their  riches :  but  the  folly  of  fools  remains  folly.  A  true  witness 

26  delivereth  souls:  but  a  deceitful  uttereth*  falsehoods.  In 

the  fear  of  the  Eternal  is  strong  confidence ;  and  bis  children  shall 

27  have  &  place  of  refuge.  The  fear  of  the  Eternal  is  a  fountain  of  life, 

28  to  depart  from  the  snares  of  death.  In  the  multitude  of  people  is  the 
king's  honour ;  but  in  the  want  of  people9  is  the  overthrow  of  a 

29  prince.  He  that  is  slow  to  wrath  is  of  great  understanding;  but  he 

30  that  hasty  of  spirit  exalteth  folly.  A  sound  heart  is  the  life  of  the 

31  flesh  ;  but  envy  the  rottenness  cf  the  bones.  He  that  wrongeth  the 
poor  reproacheth  his  Maker;  but  he  that  honoureth  him  hath  mercy 

32  on  the  needy.  The  wicked  is  driven  away  in  his  wickedness:  but 

33  the  righteous  Is  trustful  in  his  very  death.  Wisdom  resteth  in  the 
h^art  cf  him  that  hath  understanding  :  but  that  which  is  in  the  midst 

34  of  fools  is  made  known.  Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation:  but  sin 

35  is  a  reproach4  to  any  people.  The  king's  favour  is  toward  a  wise 
servant:  but  his  wrath  is  against  bim  that  causeth  shame. 


1  Chap,  xv.— A  soft  answer  turneth  away  wrath:  but  grievous  words 

2  stir  up  anger.  The  tongue  of  the  wise  maketh  knowledge  pleasing : 

3  but  the  mouth  of  fools  poureth  out  foolishness,  The  eyes  of  the 

4  Eternal  are  in  every  place,  beholding  evil  and  good  ones.  Gentle¬ 
ness  of  tongue  is  a  tree  of  life :  but  perverseness  therein  is  a 

5  breach  in  the  spirit,  A  fool  de&piseth  his  father's  corrections  ;  hut 

6  he  that  heedeth  reproof  becometh  prudent.  In  the  house  of  the 
righteous  is  much  treasure :  but  in  the  revenues  of  the  wicked  is 

7  trouble.  The  lips  of  the  wise  disperse  knowledge  :  but  the  heart  of 

8  fools  doeth  not  so.  The  sacrifice  of  wicked  ones  is  an  abomination 

9  to  the  Eternal :  hut  the  prayer  cf  upright  ones  is  his  delight.  The 
way  of  wicked  ones  is  an  abomination  unto  the  Eternal :  but  he 

10  loveth  him  that  pursueth  righteousness.  Correction  is  grievous  unto 
him  that  forsaketh  a  path ;  and  he  that  hateth  reproof  shall  die, 

11  The  grave  and  destruction  are  before  the  Eternal :  how  much  more 


1  sunti*.  3  bloweth  forth.  *  a  race.  1  a  wicked  thing. 
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12  then  the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men  ?  A  scoraer  lovcth  not  one 

13  that  reprove th  him :  neither  will  he  go  unto  wise  ones.  A  merry 
heart  maketh  a  cheerful  countenance  that  by  sorrow  of  the  heart  the 

14  spirit  is  stricken.  The  heart  of  him  that  hath  understanding  seeketh 

15  knowledge :  but  the  mouth  of  fools  feedeth  on  foolishness.  All  the 
days  of  the  afflicted1  are  evil:  hut  he  that  is  of  a  merry  heart  hath 

16  a  continual  feast.  Better  is  little  with  the  fear  of  the  Eternal  than 

17  great  treasure  and  confusion  therewith*  Better  is  a  ration  of  herbs 
16  where  love  is,  than  a  stalled  ox  and  hatred  there  will).  A  wrathful 

man  stirreth  up  strife  :  hut  he  that  is  slow  to  anger  anpeaseth  strife, 

19  The  way  of  the  slothful  man  is  as  a  hedge  of  thorns  :  but  the  path  of 

20  upright  ones  is  made  plain.  A  wise  son  rejoiceth  his  father :  but  a 

2 1  foolish  man  despiseth  his  mother.  Folly  is  joy  to  him  that  is  desti¬ 
tute  of  wisdom:  bat  a  man  of  understanding  waiketh  uprightly. 

22  Relinquish9  purposes  where  there  is  no  deliberation:  but  through  a 

23  multitude  of  counsellors  thou  wilt  stand.  A  man  hath  joy  by  the 
answer  of  his  mouth :  and  a  word  spoken  in  due  season,  how  good  is 

24  it!  The  path  of  life  is  upwards  for  him  that  undersLamteLh,  that  he 

25  may  depart  from  tfte  grave  beneath.  The  Eternal  will  break  down 
the  house  of  proud  ones:  but  he  will  establish  the  border  of  the 

26  widow.  The  thoughts  of  an  evil  one  are  an  abomination  to  the 

27  Eternal :  bnt  the  words  of  pure  ones  are  pleasant  words.  He  that  is 

{jreedy  of  gain  troubleth  his  own  house  ;  bathe  that  hateth  gifls  shall 
ive*  The  heart  of  Ute  righteous  stadieth  to  answer:  but  Lite  mouth 
29  of  wicked  ones  poureth  out  evil  things.  The  Eternal  is  far  from 
30  wicked  ones ;  hut  he  heareth  the  prayers  of  righteous  ones.  Light 
to  eyes  is  what  rejoiceth  the  heart :  and  a  good  report  maketh  the 
31  bones  fat.  An  ear  that  heareth  the  reproof  of  life  abideth  among 
32  wise  ones.  He  that  casteth  off  instruction  despiseth  hia  own  soul : 
33  but  he  that  heareth  reproof  getteth  understanding*  The  fear  of  the 
Eternal  is  the  instruction  of  wisdom ;  and  before  honour  is  humility* 

1  Chap,  xyi* — Man's  are  Ihe  propositions  of  the  heart,  hut  from  the 
2  Eternal  comes  the  answer  to  the  tongue's  request.  All  the  ways  of 
a  man  art  pure  in  his  own  eyes  ;  but  the  Eternal  veigbeth  spirits. 
3  Commit*  tny  works  unto  the  Eternal*  and  thy  thoughts  shall  be 
4  established-  The  Eternal  hath  made  all  thing*  for  liimsclf:  yea, 
5  even  the  wicked  for  the  day  of  evil.  Every  one  that  is  proud*  in 
heart  is  an  abomination  to  the  Eternal :  though  hand  Join  in  band*  he 
6  shall  not  be  unpunished*  By  tnerev  and  troth  iniquity  is  expiated: 
7  and  by  tbe  fear  of  the  Eternal  mm  depart  from  evil.  When  a  man's 
ways  please  the  Eternal,  be  maketh  even  his  enemies  to  be  at  peace 
8  with  him*  BetEer  is  a  little  with  righteousness  Hum  great  revenues 
.  9  without  right.  A  man’s  heart  devi&eth  his  way  :  hut  the  Eternal 
0  directeth0  his  steps.  Divination  is  on  the  lips  of  the  king ;  his  mouth 


l  poor,  3  mike  void,  3  rail.  *  high.  *  (fepnttb. 
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11  transgressed)  not  in  judgment.  A  just  weight  and  balance  are  the 

12  Eternal’s:  all  the  weights1  of  the  hag  are  his  work.  It  is  an  abo¬ 
mination  to  kings  to  commit  wickedness :  for  a  throne  is  established 

13  by  righteousness.  Righteous  lips  are  the  delight  of  kings ;  and  he 

14  loveth  them  that  speaketh  right.  The  wrath  of  a  king  it  at  mee- 

15  scngers  of  death :  but  a  wise  man  will  pacify  it.  In  thought  of  the 
king's  countenance  it  life ;  and  his  favour  is  as  a  thick  cloud  of  the 

16  latter  rain.  How  much  better  is  it  to  get  wisdom  than  gold !  and  to 

17  get  understanding  rather  to  be  chosen  than  silver)  The  highway  of 
upright  ones  is  to  depart  from  evil :  he  that  keepeth  his  way  pre- 

18  serveth  his  soul.  Pride  goeth  before  destruction,  and  a  haughty 

19  spirit  before  a  fall,8  Better  it  it  to  be  of  an  humble  spirit  with  lowly 

20  ones,  than  (o  divide  spoil  with  proud  ones.  He  that  consul ereth  well  a 
matter  shall  find  good :  and  wnoso  trusteth  in  the  Eternal,  happy  is 

21  he.  The  wise  in  heart  shall  be  called  prudent ;  and  the  sweetness  of 

22  the  lips  increaseth  learning.  Understanding  is  a  well-spring  of  life 

23  unto  its  possessor ;  but  the  correction  of  fools  it  folly.  The  heart  of 
the  wise  inaketh  his  mouth  understanding,  and  adaeth  learning  to 

24  his  lips.  Pleasant  words  ore  at  a  honeycomb,  sweet  to  the  soul,  and 

25  health  to  the  bones.  There  is  a  way  that  seemeth  right  unto  a  man, 

26  but  the  end  thereof  are  the  ways  of  death.  He  that  lab oure f  h*  la- 

27  boureth  for  himself ;  for  his  mouth  cr&veth  it  of  him.  A  worthless 

28  man  diggeth  up  evil :  and  in  his  lips  there  is  as  a  burning  fire.  A 
frowardman  sendeth  forth  strife :  and  a  whisperer  sepavateth  chief 

29  friends.  A  violent  man  enticeth  his  fellow,  and  leadeth  him  into 

30  the  way  that  is  not  good.  He  ahutteth  bis  eyes  to  devise  froward 

3 1  things :  biting  his  lips  he  bringeth  evil  to  pass.  The  hoary  head  it 

32  a  crown  of  glory,  it  is  to  be  found  in  the  way  of  righteousness.  He 
that  is  slow  to  anger  it  better  than  a  hero ;  and  he  that  ruleth  his 

S3  spirit  than  he  that  taketh  a  city.  The  lot  is  shaken  in  the  hosorn  ; 
but  the  whole  disposing  thereof  it  of  the  Eternal. 

1  Chap.  xvii. — Better  is  a  dry  morsel,  and  quietness  therewith,  than 

2  a  house  full  of  sacrifices  with  strife.  An  understanding  servant  shall 
have  rule  over  a  son  that  eausetb  shame,  and  shall  have  part  of  the 

3  inheritance  among  the  brethren.  A  fining  pot  is  for  the  silver,  and 

4  a  furnace  for  the  gold :  but  the  Eternal  trieth  hearts.  A  wicked 
doer  giveth  heed  to  ups  of  iniquity ;  and  a  liar  giveth  ear  to  a  tongue 

5  of  mischief.  Whoso  mocketn  the  poor  reproacheth  his  Maker:  and 

6  he  that  is  glad  at  calamities  shall  not  be  unpunished.  Children’s 
children  are  the  crown  of  old  men j  and  the  glory  of  children  Are 

7  their  fathers.  The  speech  of  excellency  hecometh  not  the  base : 

8  much  less  a  lying  lip  a  noble.  Bribery  it  as  a  precious  stone4  in  the 
eyeB  of  him  that  hath  it :  whithersoever  he  turnelh,  he  prospereth. 

9  He  that  covereth  a  transgression  seeketh  love ;  but  be  that  repeateth 


*  SUULC&  2  stumbling.  *  the  aoul  of  the  labourer*  4  a  stone  of  favour. 
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10  a  matter  separate th  very  friends.  A  reproof  entercth  more  into  an 

11  understanding  man  Ilian  a  hundred  stripes  into  a  fool.  An  evil  man 
seeketh  only  rebellion :  therefore  a  cruel  messenger  shall  be  sent 

12  forth  against  him*  Let  a  bear  robbed  of  her  whelps  meet  a  man,  rather 

13  than  a  fool  in  his  folly.  Whoso  retumeth  evil  for  good,  evil  shall  not 

14  depart  from  his  house.  The  beginning  of  strife  is  as  when  one  letteth 
out  water  ;  therefore  leave  off  contention,  before  it  be  meddled  with. 

1 5  Ho  that  ju&tifieth  the  wicked,  and  he  that  condemneth  the  just,  even 

16  they  both  are  abomination  to  the  Eternal,  Wherefore  is  (here  a  price 
in  the  hand  of  a  fool  to  get  wisdom,  seeing  he  hath  no  heart  to  it? 

17  The  friend  loveth  at  all  times,  and  he  becometh*  a  brother  in  adver- 

19  eity,  A  man  void  of  understanding9  striketh  hands,  and  becometh 

19  surety  for3  his  friend*  He  loveth  transgression  that  loveth  strife:  and 

20  he  that  raise th  high  his  entrance  seeketh  destruction*  He  that  hath 
a  froward  heart  findeth  do  good :  and  he  that  hath  a  perverse  tongue 

21  falleth  into  mischief,  lie  that  beget teth  a  fool  doeth  it  to  his  sorrow: 

22  and  the  father  of  the  base  hath  no  joy*  A  merry  heart  checreth  up 

23  the  countenance :  but  a  hroken  spirit  driefh  the  bones.  A  wicked 
man  taketb  bribery  out  of  the  bosom  to  pervert  the  ways  of  judg- 

24  meat.  Wisdom  is  before  him  that  hath  understanding;  but  the  eyes 

23  of  a  fool  tee  it  in  the  ends  of  the  earth.  A  foolish  sou  is  a  grief  to 

2G  his  father,  and  bitterness  to  her  that  bare  him.  It  is  also  not  good 

27  to  punish  the  righteous,  and  to  punish  nobles  for  uprightness.  IJe 
that  liaih  knowledge  aparetli  his  words :  and  a  man  of  understanding 

28  hath  a  precious  mind.  Even  a  fool,  when  he  holdeth  his  peace,  is 
counted  wise  :  and  he  that  shutteth  bis  lips  is  esteemed  a  man  of 
understanding* 

1  Chap*  xvin, — A  separatist  seeketh  after  lust,  he  spurnelh  all 

2  counsel.  A  fool  hath  no  delight  in  understanding,  hut  that  his  heart 

3  may  discover  itself.  When  the  wicked  coineth,  then  cometh  also 

4  contempt,  and  with  ignominy  reproach.  The  words  of  a  man's 
mouth  are  osdeep  waters,  and  the  well-spring  of  wisdom  as  a  flowing 

5  brook.  It  is  not  good  to  accept  the  person1  of  the  wicked,  to  over- 

6  throw  the  righteous  in  the  judgment.  A  fool's  lips  enter  into  con- 

7  tention,  and  his  mouth  callcth  for  strokes*  A  fool's  mouth  is  his 

8  destruction,  and  his  lips  are  the  snare  of  his  soul.  The  words  of  a 
tale-bearer  tire  as  dainty  morsels,  and  they  go  down  into  the  inner- 

9  most  parts  of  the  belly.  He  also  that  is  slothful  in  his  work  is 

10  brother  to  him  that  is  a  great  waster.  The  name  of  the  Eternal  is 

11  a  strong  tower :  the  righteous  runneth  into  it,  and  is  safe.  The  rich 
man's  wealth  is  his  strong  city,  and  as  a  high  rampart  in  his  own 

12  conceit.  Before  destruction  the  heart  of  man  is  haughty,  and  before 

13  honour  is  humility.  He  that  answereth  a  matter  before  he  heareth 

14  itP  it  is  folly  and  shame  unto  him*  The  spirit  of  a  man  will  sustain 
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15  his  infirmity :  hat  a  wounded  spirit  who  can  bear  ?  The  heart  of  the 
prudent  getteth  knowledge;  and  the  ear  of  the  wise  seeketh  know- 

1 6  ledge.  A  man's  gift  maketh  room  for  him,  and  bringeth  him  before 

17  great  men.  The  first  is  just  in  his  cause :  bat  then  cometb  his 

18  fellow,  and  it  is  inquired  into.  The  lot  causoth  contentions  to  cease, 

19  and  parteth  between  mighty  ones.  A  brother  offended  is  harder  to 
be  toon  than  a  strong  city :  and  their  contentions  are  like  the  bars  of 

20  a  castle.  A  man's  belly  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  his 

21  mouth :  and  with  the  produce  of  his  lips  shall  he  be  filled.  Death  and 
life  are  in  the  power1  of  the  tongue :  and  they  that  Love  it  shall  eat 

32  the  fruit  thereof.  Whoso  findeth  a  wife  findeth  a  good  thing,  and 

23  obtaineth  favour  of  the  Eternal.  The  poor  useth  entreaties;  but 

24  the  rich  auswereth  roughly.  A  multitude  of  friends  is  to  a  man’s 
ruin  :  yet  there  is  a  friend  that  sticketh  closer  than  a  brother. 

1  Chap.  xix. — Better  is  the  poor  that  walketh  in  his  integrity,  than 

2  he  that  is  perverse  in  his  lips,  and  is  a  fool.  Also,  that  the  soul  be 
without  knowledge,  it  is  not  good :  and  he  that  hasteneth  with  fits 

3  feet  sinneth.  The  foolishness  of  man  perverteth  his  way :  and  his 

4  heart  fretteth  against  the  Eternal*  Wealth  addeth  many  friends ;  but 

5  the  poor  is  separated  from  his  fellow.  A  false  witness  shall  not  be 

6  unpunished,  and  he  that  uttercth  lies  shall  not  escape.  Many  will 
entreat  the  favour  of  a  noble  :  and  every  man  is  the  friend  of  him 

7  that  givelh  gifts.  All  the  brethren  of  the  poor  do  hate  him :  how  much 
more  do  his  friends  go  far  from  him  ?  be  that  pursueth  words  getteth 

8  them.  He  that  getteth  wisdom®  loveth  his  own  soul  :  he  that  keepeth 

9  understanding  shall  find  good.  A  false  witness  shall  not  be  tmpun- 

10  ished,  and  fie  that  uttereth  lies  shall  perish.  Delight  is  not  seemly 

11  for  a  fool;  much  less  for  a  servant  to  have  rule  over  princes.  The 
discretion  of  a  man  defexreth  his  anger ;  and  it  is  his  glory  to  peas 

12  over  a  transgression.  The  king's  wrath  is  as  the  roaring  of  a  lion; 

13  hut  his  favour  is  as  dew  upon  the  grass.  A  foolish  son  is  a  calamity 
to  his  father :  and  the  contentions  of  a  wife  are  a  continual  dropping. 

14  Housc&nd  riches  are  the  inheritance  of  fathers :  and  aprudeut  wife  is 

15  from  the  Eternal.  Slothfulness  casfcth  into  a  deep  sleep ;  and  a  remiss 

16  aoul  shall  suffer  hunger*  He  that  keepeth  a  commandment  keepeth 

]  7  his  own  soul ;  but  he  that  despiseth  his  ways  shall  die.  He  that  is 

favourable  to  the  poor  lendeth  unto  the  Eternal ;  and  his  reward  he 

18  will  pay  him.  Chasten  thy  son  while  there  is  hope ;  yet  desire  not* 

19  to  have  him  put  to  death.  A  man  of  great  wrath  shall  suffer  punish- 

20  meat :  for  if  than  deliver  fism,  vet  thou  must  do  it  again.  Hear 
counsel,  and  receive  correction,  that  thou  mayest  be  vise  in  thy  latter 

21  end.1  There  are  many  thoughts  in  a  man's  heart ;  nevertheless  the 

22  counsel  of  the  Eternal,  that  shall  stand.  The  ornament*  of  a  man  is 
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23  his  kindness ;  and  better  a  poor  than  a  disappointing  man.1  The  fear 

24  of  the  Eternal  tendeth  to  life  ;  and  he  that  hath  it  shell  abide  satis- 

25  fied;  be  shall  not  be  vfaited  with  evil.  When  a  slothful  man  hath 
pul*  his  hand  in  the  platter,  he  will  not  even  raise5  it  to  his  month. 

25  Smite  a  scorner,  and  the  simple  will  beware;  bat  reprove  one  that 

26  hath  understanding,  and  lie  will  learn4  knowledge.  He  that  wosteth 
his  father,  and  chaseih  away  kis  mother,  is  a  son  that  cause tb  shame, 

27  and  bringeth  ignominy.  Cease,  my  son,  to  hear  instruction  causing 

28  to  erT  from  the  words  of  knowledge.  A  worthless  witness  scornath 

29  judgment:  and  the  mouth  of  the  wicked  devourelh  iniquity.  Judg¬ 
ments  are  prepared  for  the  scorners,  and  stripes  for  the  oackof  fools. 

1  Chaf.  xx. — Wine  is  a  mocker,  strong  drink  is  raging:  and  wfao- 

2  soever  erreth  thereby  is  not  wise.  The  terror  of  a  king  is  as  the 
roaring  of  a  lion ;  whoso  provoketh  him  to  anger  sinneth  against  his 

3  own  soul.  It  is  an  honour  for  a  man  to  cease5  from  strife :  but  every 

4  fool  fretteth  himself.  The  sluggard  will  not  plough  by  reason  of  winter; 

5  therefore  shall  he  beg  in  the  harvest,  and  have  nothing.  Counsel  in 
the  heart  of  man  is  like  deep  water ;  but  a  man  of  understanding  will 

6  draw  it  out.  Most  men  will  proclaim  every  one  his  own  goodness : 

7  bat  a  faithful  man  who  can  find  ?  A  righteous  man  waikeih  in  his 

8  integrity :  O  happiness  of  Ids  children  after  him.  A  king  that 
sitfeth  in  the  throne  of  judgment  scattereth  away  all  evil  with  his 

9  eyes.  Who  can  say,  I  have  made  my  heart  cleats  I  am  pure  from 

10  uiysin?  Divers  weights,  and  divers  measures,5  both  of  them  are 

11  alike  abomination  to  Ihe  Eternal.  Already  in  his  actions  is  a  boy 

12  known,  whether  his  doing  be  pure,  nud  whether  it  be  right.  A  hear¬ 
ing  ear,  and  a  seeing  eve,  the  Eternal  bath  made  even  both  of  them. 

13  Love  not  sleep,  lest  thou  come  to  poverty;  open  thine  eyes,  and 

14  thou  shalt  be  satisfied  with  bread,  ft  is  naught,  it  is  naught,  saitb 

15  the  buyer :  but  when  he  is  gone  his  way,  then  behoastetli*  There  is 
gold,  and  a  multitude  of  rubies :  but  the  lips  of  knowledge  are  a 

16  precious  jewel.  Tate7  hia  garment  that  is  surety  fbr  a  stranger :  and 

17  take  a  pledge  of  him  for  an  alien  woman.  Bread  of  deceit*  is  sweet 
to  a  man ;  but  afterwards  his  mouth  shall  he  filled  with  gravel. 

18  Thoughts  are  established  by  counsel:  and  with  stratagems  make 

19  wan  He  that  goeth  about  as  a  tale-bearer  revealelh  secrets;  there¬ 
fore  enter  ioto  no  compact  with  him  that  praleth  with  his  lips. 

20  Whoso  execruieth  his  father  or  hia  mother,  bis  lamp  shalt  be  put  out 

2L  indie  midst  of  darkness.  An  inheritance  may  be  gotten  hastily 

22  at  the  beginning;  hut  the  end0  thereof  shall  not  he  blessed*  Say 
not  thou,  1  will  recompense  evil;  bat  wait  on  the  Eternal,  and  he 

23  shall  save  thee.  Divers  weights10  are  an  abomination  unto  the  Eternal ; 

24  and  a  false  balance11  is  not  good.  Man's  steps  are  of  the  Eternal  ; 

25  but  what  does  he  know  of  his  way  ?  It  is  a  snare  to  a  man  to 

26  utter  holiness,  aud  afterwords  to  make  enquiry  into  vows.  A

30  their  strength :  and  the  glory  of  old  men  is  a  grey  head.  Stripe? 

and  wounds  aTe  a  cleansing  in  evil :  so  are  blows  /bribe  inward  part^ 
of  the  belly,  ■

1  Chap,  xxi, — A  king's  heart  is  in  the  hand  of  the  Eternal,  at  rivulets 

2  of  water :  he  tumeth  it  whitheraover  he  will.  Every  way  of  a  man  it 

5  right  in  his  own  eyes :  bat  the  Eternal  pondereth  hearts.'  To  do 
righteousness  and  judgment  ii  more  acceptable  to  the  Eternal  than 

4  sacrifice.  Loftiness  of  eyes  and  haughtiness  of  heart  are  the  lamp 

3  of  the  wicked  for  sin.  The  thoughts  of  the ,  diligent  tend  only' to 

6  plentcousnesa ;  but  of  every  one  that  is  hasty  only  to  want.*  The 
getting  of  treasures  by  a  lying  tongue  is  a  tremulous  breath  bringing* 

7  death.  The  robbery  of  the  wicked  shall  destroy  them ;  because'  they 

8  refuse  to  do  judgment.  The  way  of  a  guilt-laden  nian  it  froward  : 

9  but  as  for  the  pure,  his  doing  is  right.  Better  sitting  in  a  earner  of 

10  &  roof,  than  a  brawling  woman  and  a  house  jointly  possessed.4  The 
soul  of  the  wicked  desireth  evil:  his  fellow  findeth  no  favour  in  his  eves. 

11  When  the  scomer  is  punished,  the  simple  is  made  wise:  and  by 
13  attending  to  the  wise,  he  receiveth  knowledge.  A  righteous  man 

attentively  regarding  the  house  of  a  wicked  one,  overturneth  the  wicked 

13  for  their  evil.  Whoso  stoppeth  his  ears  at  the  cry  of  the  poor,  he  also 

14  Bhall  cry  himself,  bnt  shall  not  be  answered.  A  gift  in  secret  pacifieth 

15  anger:  and  bribery  in  the  bosom  strong  wrath.  It  is Joy  to: the 
righteous  to  do  judgment :  but  dismay  to  the  workers  of  iniquity. 

16  A  man  that  wanderelh  out  of  the  way  of  understanding  Bhall  rest 

17  in  the  congregation  of  the  departed.  Me  that  loveth  pleasure*  shall 
he  a  man  in  want :  he  that  loveth  wine  and  ointments6  shall  not  he  rich. 

18  A  wicked  one  shall  be  a  ransom  for  the  righteous ;  and  a  faithless  one 

19  for  upright  ones.  Better  abiding  in  a  desert  land  than  with  a  brawl- 

20  ing  and  provoking  woman.  There  is  treasure  to  be  desired  and  oil 
2  L  in  the  dwelling  of  the  wise  ;  but  a  foolish  man  spendeth7  it  up.  He 

that  pursueth  righteousness  and  mercy  findeth  life,  righteousness, 

22  and  honour.  A  wise  man  scaleth8  the  city  of  the  mighty,  and  castefh 

23  down  the  strength  of  the  confidence  thereof.  Whoso  keepeth  his ' 

24  mouth  and  his  tongue  keepeth  his  soul  from  troubles.  The  presump¬ 
tuous  proud— scomer  is  his  name — acts  in  tbe  indignation  of  his  pre- 

25  sumption.  The  desire  of  the  slothful  killeth  him;  for  his  hands - 

26  refuse  to  lahour.  He  coveteth  greedily  all  the  day  long ;  and  the 

27  righteous  giveth  and  holdeth  not  back.  The  sacrifice  of  the  wicked - 
is  abomination :  how  much  snore,  when  be  brtngeth  it  with  a  wicked 

23  device.  A  false  witness  shall  perish :  but  a  man  that  listeneth  speaketh 

29  to  what  is  established.®  A  wicked  man  showeth  defiance  .In  his  face  :

1  Chap,  xxii.—A  good  name  is  rather  to  be  chosen  than  great  riches, 

2  mi  loving*  favour  rather  than  silver  and  gold.  Rich  and  poor  meet 

3  together:  the  Eternal  is  the  maker  of  them  all,  A  prudent  man 
seeth  an  evil,  and  screeneth  himself:  but  simple  ones  pass  on,  and 

4  are  punished,  A  consequence  of  humility  is  fear  of  the  Eternal, 

5  also  riches,  honouT,  and  life.  Thoms  and  snares  are  in  the  way 
of  the  frowaid :  let  him  that  doth  keep  his  soul  be  far  from  them. 

6  Adapt  for  the  boy  his  way  according  to  my  advice  and  when  hc.is 

:  7  old,  he  will  not  departfrom  it*  The  rich  ndeth  over  the  poor,  and  a 

8  borrower  is  servant  to  a  lender*  He  that  soweth  iniquity  shall  reap 

9  mischief :  and  the  rod  of  his  anger  shall  fail*  He  that  hath  a  boun¬ 
tiful  eye  shall  be  blessed:  for  he  giveth  of  his  bread  to  the  indigent. 

10  Cast  out  a  "scorner,  and  contention  shall  go  out ;  yea,  strife  and 

11  ignominy  shall  cease.  He  that  loveth  him  that  is  of  a  pure  heart 

12  grace  is  upon  his  lips,  his  friend  is  a  king*  The  eyes  of  the  Eternal 

13  preserve  knowledge,  and  he  perverteth  the  words  of  a  traitor,  A 
slothful  man  saith,  There  is  a  lion  without,  1  shall  be  murdered  in 

14  open  places.  The  mouth  of  strange  women  is  a  deep  pit :  he  that  is 

15  execrated  by  the  Eternal  shall  fall  therein*  Foolishness  is  hound  in 
the  heart  of  a  boy ;  but  the  rod  of  correction  shall  drive  it  far  from

27  fbr  loans.  If  thou  hast  nothing  to  pay,  why  should  he  take  away

1  Chap,  xxiv* — Be  not  thou  envious  against  evil  men,  neither  desire 

2  to  be  with  them.  For  their  heart  meditateth  destruction,  and  their 

3  lips  talk  of  mischief.  By  wisdom  is  a  house  built ;  and  by  under^ 

4  standing  it  is  established  :  and  by  knowledge  shall  the  chambers  be 

5  filled  with  all  precious  and  pleasant  riches.  A  wise  man  acieth  with 

6  resolution,1  and  a  man  of  knowledge  exerteth  his  strength.  For  by 
stratagem  thou  shalt  make  tliy  war :  and  in  multitude  of  counsellors 

7  there  w  salvation.  Wisdom  is  too  high  for  a  fool ;  he  openeth  not 

8  his  month  in  the  gate.  He  that  deviseth  to  do  evil  shall  he  called  a 

9  mischievous  person.2  The  thought  of  foolishness  is  sin  :  and  the 

10  Boomer  is  an  abomination  to  men.  thou  faint  in  the  day  of 

11  adversity,  thy  strength  is  small.  If  thoa  forbear  to  deliver  them

3  Heaven  for  height  and  earth  for  depth,  yet  the  heart  of  kings  is  un- 

4  searchable.  Take  away  dross  from  silver,  and  there  shall  come 

5  forth  a  vessel  for  the  finer.  Take  away  a  wicked  one  from  before  a 
king,  and  his  throne  shall  be  established  in  the  righteousness. 

6  Glory  not  thyself  in  the  presence  of  the  king,  and  stand  not  in  the 

7  place  of  great  men :  For  better  it  is  that  it  be  said  unto  thee.  Come 
up  hither ;  than  that  thou  shouldest  be  put  lower  in  the  presence  of 

8  a  nohle,  which  tliioe  eyes  have  also  seen.  Go  not  forth  hastily  to 
strive ;  consider  what  thou  wilt  do  in  the  end  thereof,  when  thy 

9  fellow  hath  put  thee  to  shame.  Plead  thy  cause  with  thy  fellow ; 

10  yet  the  secret  of  another  discover  not:  Lest  he  that  heareth  it  put 

11  thee  to  shame,  and  thine  infamy  turn  not  away.  A  word  fitly 

1 2  spoken  is  Uka  apples  of  gold  with  figures  of  silver.  As  a  pendant  of 
gold,  and  an  ornament  of  fine  gold,  so  is  a  wise  reprover  upon  an 

13  obedient  car.  As  the  cold  of  snow  in  the  time  of  harvest,  so  is  u. 
faithful  messenger  to  them  that  send  him  :  for  he  refresheth1  the  soul 

14  of  his  masters.  Whoso  boasteth  himself  of  a  false  gift  is  /beclouds 

15  and  wind  without  rain.  By  long  forbearing  is  a  chief  persuaded, 

16  and  a  soft  tongue  breaketh  a  bone.  Hast  thou  found  honey  ?  eat  so 
much  as  is  sufficient  for  thee,  lest  thou  be  sated  therewith,  and  vomit 

17  it  Set  thy  foot  seldom  in.  thy  fdloVs  house  ;  lest  he  he  weary*  of 

IS  thee,  and  so  hate  thee.  A  man  that  speaketh6  as  a  false  witness 

19  against  his  fellow  is  a  maul,  and  a  sword,  and  a  sharp  arrow.  Con¬ 
fidence  in  a  faithless  man  in  time  of  trouble  is  like  a  broken  tooth, 

20  and  a  slipping  foot.  As  he  that  taketh  off  a  garment  on  &  day  of 
frost,  and  as  vinegar  upon  nitre,  so  is  he  that  singeth  the  songs  to  a 

21  heavy7  heart.  If  he  that  hateth  thee  be  hungry,  give  him  bread  to 

22  eat ;  and  if  he  he  thirsty,  give  him  water  to  dnnk ;  For  thou  shalt 
heap  burning  coals  upon  his  head,  and  the  Eternal  will  reward  thee. 

23  A  north  wind  begetteth  a  shower :  and  an  angry  countenance  a  back- 
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24  biting  tongue.1  Better  sitting  in  &  corner  of  a  roof,  than  with  a 

25  brawling  woman  and  a  home  jointly  possessed.  As  cold  waters  to  a 

26  thirsty  soul,  so  is  good  news  from  &  far  country.  A  righteous  man 
sinking  before  a  wicked  one,  is  as  a  fouled  fountain,  and  a  corrupt 

27  spring.  It  is  not  good  to  eat  much  honey:  and  the  pursuit*  of  glory 

28  is  glory.  He  that  hath  no  control  over  his  own  spirit  is  like  a  city 
that  is  broken  down,  and  without  a  rampart. 


1  Chaf.  xxvi,— As  the  snow  in  the  summer,  and  as  the  rain  in  the 
3  harvest,  bo  honour  is  not  seemly  for  a  fool.  As  the  bird  is  ready  to 
flee,  as  the  swallow  to  fly  away,  so  a  causeless  execration,  it  shall  not 

3  come.  A  whip  for  the  horse,  a  bridle  for  the  ass,  and  a  rod  for  the 

4  fool’s  back.  Answer  not  a  fool  according  to  his  folly,  lest  thou  also 

5  be  like  unto  him.  Answer  a  fool  according  to  his  folly,  lest  he 

6  be  wise  in  his  own  eyea  He  that  sendeth  word  by  the  hand  of  a 

7  fool  cutteth  off  feet,  and  drinketh  damage,*  The  thighs  languidly 
hang  down  from  the  lame :  so  is  a  parable  in  the  mouth  of  fools. 

8  As  a  bundle  of  precious  stones  in  a  stone-heap,  so  is  he  that  giveth 

9  honour  to  a  fool,  As  a  thorn  goes  up  in  the  hand  of  a  drunkard,  so 

10  is  a  parable  in  the  mouth  of  fools.  A  master  maketh  all  writhe,  but  he 

11  that  hireth  a  fool  hireth  passers  by.  As  a  dog  returaeth  to  his  vomit, 

12  so  a  fool  repeateth  his  folly.  Seest  thou  a  man  wise  in  his  own  eyes  ? 

13  there  is  more  hope  of  a  fool  than  of  him,  A  slothful  man  saith, 

14  There  is  a  lion  in  the  way  ;  a  lion  is  between  the  streets.  The  door 
Id  turneth  upon  its  hinges,  and  a  slothful  man  upon  his  bod.  The 

slothful  putteth  his  hand  in  a  platter,  he  is  too  weary  to  bring 

16  it  again  to  his  mouth.  The  sluggard  is  wiser  in  his  own  eyes  than 

17  seven  men  that  can  render  a  reason.4  He  that  pas&eth  by,  and 
is  exasperated  at  strife  belonging  not  to  him,  is  like  one  that 

18  taketh  a  dog  by  the  cars.  As  a  mad  man  who  shooteth  missiles, 

19  fiery  arrows,  and  death,  So  is  the  man  that  deceiveth  his 

20  fellow,  and  saith,  am  not  I  in  sport 1  Where  no  wood  is,  there  fire 
goeth  out:  so  where  there  is  no  talebearer,  contention  ceas&th. 

21  Coal  to  embers/  and  wood  to  fire';  so  a  contentious  man  to  kindle  strife. 

22  The  words  of  a  talebearer  are  as  dainty  morsels,  and  they  go  down 

23  into  the  innermost  parts  of  the  belly.  Burning  lips  and  a  wicked 

24  heart  are  Hie  a  potsherd  covered  with  silver  dross.  He  that  h&tetli 

25  dissembleth  with  his  lips,  andlayeth  up  deceit  within  him ;  However 
gentle  his  voice,  believe  him  not:  for  there  are  seven  abominations 

26  m  his  heart.  Whose  hatred  is  covered  by  deceit,  his  wickedness  shall 

27  be  shown  before  the  whole  congregation.  Wboso  diggeth  &  pit  shall 

28  fall  therein  :  and  he  that  rolleth  a  stone,  it  will  return  upon  him,  A 
lying  tongue  hateth  those  crushed  by  it;  and  a  flattering  mouth 
worketh  ruin. 


1  *  tongue  of  secrecy.  *  search.  1  riokoce» 
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1  Chap.  xxvn.— Boast  not  thyself  of  to-morrow;  for  thou  knoweat 

2  not  what  a  day  may  bring  forth.  Let  another  man  praise  thee,  and 

3  not  thine  own  mouth;  a  stranger/  and  not  thine  own  lips.  The 
heaviness  of  a  stone,  and  the  weight  of  the  sand— bnt  grief  by  a  fool 

i  is  heavier  than  them  both.  The  cruelty  of  fury,  and  the  vehemence 

5  of  wrath — hut  who  is  able  to  stand  before  envy  ?  Open  rebuke  is 

6  better  than  secret  love.  Faithful  are  the  wounds  of  a  friend,  but  the 

7  kisses  of  an  enemy  are  abundant*  The  full  soul  loatheth  a  honey- 

8  comb ;  but  to  the  hungry  soul  every  bitter  thing  is  sweet.  As  a  bird 
that  wandexeth  from  her  nest,  so  w  a  man  that  wandereth  from  his 

9  place.  Oil  and  incense  rejoice  the  heart:  but  the  sweetness  of  one's 

10  friend1 2 3  more  than  the  counsel  of  his  soul.  Thine  own  friend/  and 
thy  father’s  friend/  forsake  not ;  neither  *o  into  thy  brother's  house 
in  the  day  of  thy  calamity  :  better  is  a  neighbour  that  is  near  than  a 

11  brother  afar  oft  My  son,  be  wise,  and  make  my  heart  glad,  that  I 

12  may  answer  him  that  reproacheth  me,  A  prudent  man  for esecth  an 
evil,  and  hideth  himself;  but  simple  ones  pass  on,  and  are  pun- 

13  ished*  Take  his  garment,  for  he  was  surety  for  a  stranger ;  and  take 

14  a  pledge  of  him  for  a  strange  woman.  He  that  saluteth  his  friend 
with  a  loud  voice,  rising  early  in  the  morning,  it  shall  be  counted  a 

15  curse  to  him.  A  continual  dropping  in  a  very  rainy  day  and  a 

1 6  contentious  woman  are  alike.  Whosoever  hideth  her  hideth  the  wind, 

17  and  he  calleth  for  the  oil  of  his  right  hand.  Iron  sharpeneth  iron ;  so 

18  a  man  sharpeneth  the  countenance  of  his  fellow*  Whoso  keepeth  a 
fig  tree  shall  eat  the  fruit  thereof;  so  he  that  guardeth  his  master 

19  shall  be  honoured,  As  in  the  water  face  an&wereth  to  face,  so  the 

20  heart  of  man  to  man.  The  grave  and  destruction  are  never  satisfied ; 

21  so  the  eyes  of  man  are  never  satisfied.  As  a  fining  pot  to  the  silver, 
and  a  furnace  to  the  gold ;  so  should  a  man  be  to  the  mouth  of  his 

22  eulogist.  Though  thou  shouldest  bray  the  fool  in  the  mortar  among 
the  ground  com  with  the  pestle,  yet  will  not  hia  foolishness  depart 

23  from  him.  Be  thou  diligent  to  know  the  state*  of  thy  flocks,  and 

24  look  well4  to  thy  herds.  For  riches  art  not  for  ever;  and  doth  a 

25  crown  endure  from  age  to  age  ?  When  hay  is  gone,  and  tender  grass 

26  sheweth  itself,  then  must  herbs  of  mountains  be  gathered.  Iambs 

27  ore  for  thy  clothing,  and  he-goats  are  the  price  of  a  field.  And  thou 
shall  have  goats'  milk  enough  for  thy  food/  for  the  food  of  thy  house¬ 
hold,  andjfar  maintenance*  for  thy  maidens. 


1  Chap,  xxviii. — The  wicked  flee  although  no  one  pnrsueth;  but 

2  Me  righteous  are  confident  like  a  young  lion.  Through  rebellion7  of 
a  land  many  are  the  princes  thereof;  but  by  a  man  of  understanding 

3  and  knowledge  what  is  established  shall  endure*  A  tyrant8  of  the 

impoverished,  and  an  oppressor  of  the  indigent  is  hke  a  sweeping  rain 
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4  which  leaveth  no  food.1  They  that  forsake  the  law  praise  the 

5  wicked:  but  such  aa  keep  the  law  contend  with  them.  Evil  men 
understand  not  judgment :  but  they  that  seek  tbe  Eternal  understand 

6  all  things.  Better  is  the  impoverished  that  waiketh  in  hie  integrity, 

7  than  he  that  is  perverse  in  his  ways*  though  he  be  rich.  Whoso 
preserveth  the  law  is  an  understanding  eon :  but  he  that  id  a  com* 

8  panion3  of  gluttons  shameth  his  hither.  He  that  by  usury  and  unjust 
gain3  io crease th  his  substance,  he  shall  gather  it  for  the  charitable  to 

9  the  poor.  He  that  tumeth  away  his  ear  from  hearing  ike  law,  even 

10  his  prayer  is  abomination.  Whoso  causeth  the  upright  to  go  astray 
in  an  evil  way,  he  shall  fell  himself  into  his  own  pit :  but  the  perfect 

1 1  shall  inherit  what  is  good.  A  rich  man  is  wise  in  his  own  eyes ;  but 

12  the  poor  that  hatn  understanding  searcheth  him  out.  When  right- 
eons  men  do  exult*  there  is  great  splendour ;  hut  when  the  wicked 

13  rise,  a  man  hath  tohe  sought  after.  He  that  covereth  his  transgressions 
shall  not  prosper:  but  whoso  confessethandforsakath  them  shall  have 

14  mercy.  O  happiness  of  the  man  that  feareth  alway :  but  he  that 

15  hardeneth  his  heart  shall  fall  into  mischief.  As  a  roaring  lion*  and  a 

16  ranging  bear  \  so  is  a  wicked  ruler  over  a  poor  people,  A  chief  that 
wanteth  understanding  is  also  a  great  oppressor ;  but  he  that  hateth 

17  covetousness  shall  prolong  his  days.  A  man  oppressed  for  the  guilt 
of  blood4 — should  he  flee  to  the  very  pit*  let  them  not  uphold  him. 

18  Whoso  waiketh  upright  shall  he  saved  :  hut  he  that  &  perverse  in 

19  his  ways  shall  fall  at  once.  He  that  tilleth  his  ground  shall  be  satis- 
fled  with  bread  :  hut  he  that  followeth  after  vain  persons  shall  have 

20  poverty  enough*  A  faithful  man  shall  abound  with  blessings :  hut  he 

21  that  maketh  haste  to  he  rich  shall  not  be  guiltless.  To  have  respect 
of  persons5  is  not  good :  for  a  morsel  of.  bread  a  man  will  transgress, 

22  A  man  of  an  evil  eye  hasteth  to  be  rich*  and  considereth  not  that  want 

23  shall  come  upon  him.  He  that  rebuketh  a  man  after  me  shall  find 

24  more  favour  than  he  that  flattereth  with  the  tongue.  Whoso  robheth 
his  father  or  his  mother,  and  saith*  It  is  no  transgesaion  \  the  same  is 

25  the  companion  of  a  destroyer.  He  that  is  of  a  proud  heart  etirreth 
up  strife :  hut  he  that  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Eternal  shall  be  made 

26  fat*  Hethattmsteth  id  his  own  heart  is  a  fool:  but  whoso  waiketh 

27  wisely*  he  shall  escape.  He  that  giveth  unto  tbe  impoverished  shall 

28  not  lack ;  but  he  that  hideth  his  eyes  shall  have  many  a  curse,  When 
the  wicked  rise*  men  hide  themselves :  but  when  they  perish*  the 
righteous  increase. 

]  Chap,  xxix.— The  man  of  rebukes  that  hardeneth  his  neck*  shall 

2  suddenly  be  destroyed/  and  that  without  remedy.  When  the  right- 
eons  increase,  the  people  rejoice :  but  when  the  wicked  bearetb  rule* 

3  a  people  groaneth.  A  man  loving  wisdom  rejoiceth  bis  father :  hut 

4  he  that  keepeth  company  with  harlots  spendeth  His  substance,  A 
king  by  judgment  establisheth  a  land:  hut  he  that  receiveth  gifts7 

5  overthroweth  it,  A  man  that  flattereth  his  fellow  spreadeth  a  net 

6  for  his  feet.  In  the  transgression  of  an  evil  man  there  is  a  snare ;  but 

*  ItcwL  *  feeder,  *  increase,  4  for  tiu  fciood  of  i  booL  4  to  recognise  i  fur. 
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7  the  righteous  doth  shout  and  rejoice.  The  righteous  considereth  the 

8  cause  of  the  poor :  but  the  wicked  regardeth  not  to  knov  it.  Scorn- 

9  ful  men  inflame  a  city  :  hut  wise  men  turn  away  wrath.  If  a  wise 
Trum  contendeth  with  a  foolish  man,  whether  he  rage  or  laugh,  there 

10  is  no  rest.  Bloodthirsty  persons  hate  the  pious :  and  aa  for  the 

1 1  upright,  they  seek  his  souL  A  fool  uttereth  all  his  mind :  but  a  wise 

12  man  controlleth  it  till  afterwards.  If  a  ruler  hearken  to  lies,  all  his 

13  ministers  are  wicked.  The  poor  and  the  deceitful  man  meet  toge- 

14  ther  *.  the  Eternal  lighteneth  both  their  eyes.  A  king  that  faithfully 

15  judgcth  the  poor,  his  throne  shall  be  established  for  ever.  A  rod 
and  reproof  give  wisdom :  but  a  child  left1  to  himsef  bringeth  his 

16  mother  to  shame*  When  the  wicked  increase,  transgression  in- 

17  creaseth:  hut  the  righteous  shall  see  their  fall.  Chastise  thy  son, 
and  he  shall  give  thee  rest ;  yea,  he  shall  give  delight  unto  thy  soul. 

18  Where  there  is  no  vision,  the  people  becometh  unruly :  bat  he  that 

L9  keepeth  the  law,  happy  is  he.  A  servant  will  not  be  corrected  by 

20  words:  for  though  he  understand  he  will  not  answer.  Seest  thou  a 
man  that  is  hasty  in  his  words  i  there  it  more  hope  of  a  fool  than  of 

21  him.  He  that  delicately  bringeth  up  his  servant  from  a  child  shall 

22  have  him  become  hi*  boq  at  the  length.  An  angry  man  stirreth  up 

23  strife,  and  a  furious  m»n  aboundeth  in  transgression.  A  man’s  pride 
shall  bring  him  low :  but  honour  shall  uphold  the  humhle  in  spirit. 

24  Whoso  is  partner  with  a  thief  hateth  his  own  soul :  he  heareth  the 

25  adjuration,  and  telleth  it  not.  The  dread  of  man  bringeth  a 
snare ;  but  whoso  putteth  bis  trust  in  the  Eternal  shall  be  safe* 

26  Many  seek  the  ruler's  favour  ;*  hut  every  man's  judgment  cornel  A  tram 

27  the  Kternal.  An  unjust  man  is  an  abomination  to  the  just ;  and  Ac 
that  is  upright  in  the  way  is  abomination  to  the  wicked. 

1  Ciiaf.  xxx.— The  words  of  Agur  the  son  of  Jakeh,  even  the  burden : 
the  declaration  of  the  man  unto  Ithiel,  even  unto  Ithiel  and  Ucal. 

2  Surely  1  am  more  brutish  than  any  man,  and  have  not  the  under- 

3  standing  of  a  man.  I  neither  learned  wisdom,  nor  have  the  know- 

4  ledge  of  holy  ones.  Who  hath  ascended  up  into  heaven,  or  de¬ 
scended  ?  who  hath  gathered  wind  in  his  fist  ?  who  hath  bound  waters 
in  the  garment  7  who  hath  established  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  ?  what 

5  is  his  name,  what  is  his  son's  name,  if  thou  k newest  ?  Every 
word  of  God  is  refined :  he  is  a  shield  unto  them  that  put  their  trust 

6  in  him.  Add  thou  not  unto  his  words,  lest  he  reprove  thee,  and  thou 

7  be  found  a  liar.  Two  things  have  I  asked  of  tnee ;  deny  me  them 

8  not  before  I  die :  Remove  far  from  me  vanity  and  lies :  give  me 

9  neither  poverty  nor  riches ;  feed  me  with  food  assigned  to  mer  Lest 
I  be  full,  and  deny  theet  mid  say,  Who  u  the  Eternal  ?  ox  lest  1  be 
impoverished,  and  steal,  and  take?  the  name  of  my  God  in  vain. 

10  Accuse*  not  a  servant  unto  his  master,  lest  he  enrse  thee,  and  thou 
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11  incur  guilt.  There  ia  a  generation  that  corse  their  father,  and 

12  do  not  bless  their  mother.  There  is  a  generation  that  are  pure  in 

13  their  own  eyes,  and  yet  Are  not  washed  from  their  filthiness.  There  is  a 
generation,  O  how  lofty  are  their  eyes !  and  their  eyelids  are  lifted 

14  up.  There  is  a  generation  whose  teeth  are  at  swords,  and  their  jaw 
teeth  as  knives,  to  devour  the  poor  from  off  the  earth,  and  the  needy 

1 5  from  among  men.  Alukah  hath  two  daughters,  crying,  Give,  give. 
There  are  three  things  that  are  never  satisfied,  yea,  four  things  say 

16  not.  It  it  enough :  The  grave ;  and  a  barren  womb ;  earth  that  is 

17  not  filled  with  water ;  and  fire  that  saith  not.  It  it  enough.  The  eye 
that  mocketh  at  hit  father,  and  despisetb  to  obey  htt  mother,  the 
ravens  of  the  valley  shall  pick  it  out,  and  the  young  eagles  shall  eat 

18  it.  There  axe  three  tkmgt  which  are  too  wonderful  for  me,  yea,  four 

19  which  I  know  not :  The  way  of  the  eagle  in  the  air ;*  tbe  way  of  a 
serpent  upon  a  rock  ;  the  way  of  a  ship  in  the  midstof  a  sea ;  and  the 

20  way  of  a  man  with  a  young  woman.  Such  it  the  way  of  an  adulterous 
woman ;  she  cateth,  and  wipeth  her  mouth,  and  saith,  1  have  done 

21  no  wrong.  For  three  things  a  land  is  disquieted,  and  for  four  which 

22  it  cannot  bear  :  For  a  servant  when  he  reigneth ;  and  a  base  one 

23  when  he  is  filled  with  meat ;  For  an  odious  woman  when  she  is 

24  married ;  and  a  handmaid  that  is  heir  to  her  mistress.  There  are 
four  things  which  are  little  upon  earth,  but  they  are  exceeding  wise : 

25  The  ants  are  a  people  not  strong,  yet  they  prepare  their  meat  in  the 

26  summer ;  The  conies  are  a  people  not  mighty,  yet  make  they  their 

27  houses  in  the  rocks;  The  locusts  have  no  king,  yet  go  they  forth 

28  all  of  them  by  bands ;  A  Bpider  thou  mayest  eaten  with  the  hands, 

29  and  is  in  kings’  palaces.  There  are  three  ihingt  which  go  well,  yea, 

30  four  are  comely,  in  going :  A  lion  which  it  strongest  among  the 

31  beasts,  and  tumeth  not  away  for  any }  The  loin-girt ;  a  be -goat 

32  also ;  and  a  king,  against  whom  there  it  no  rising  up.  If  thou  hast 
done  basely  in  lifting  np  thyself,  or  if  thou  hast  thought  evil,  lay  thv 

33  hand  upon  thy  mouth.  Surely  the  churning1  of  milk  bringeth  forth 
hotter,  and  tne  wringing*  of  the  nose  bringeth  forth  blood :  so  the 
forcing'  of  wrath  hringeth  forth  strife. 


1  Chap.  xxxi. — Words  of  Xing  Lemuel,  the  burden  that  his 

2  mother  taught*  him.  What  hast  thou  to  obterve,  my  son  1  and  what, 

3  son  of  my  womb  ?  and  what,  the  son  of  my  vows  ?  Give  not  thy 

4  strength  unto  women,  nor  thy  ways  to  blot  out  kings.  It  it  not  for 
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kings,  O  Lemuel,  it  is  not  for  kings  to  drink  -vine ;  nor  for  princes 

H  to  covet  strong  drink ;  Lest  they  drink,  and  forget  what  is  eatab- 

6  liehed,  and  alter  the  verdict  of  any  of  the  afflicted.  Give  strong 
drink  untohim  that  errs  about,  and  wine  onto  those  that  ore  of  heavy* 

7  hearts.  Let  him  drink,  and  forget  his  impoverishment,  and  remem- 

8  her  his  misery  no  more.  Open  thy  mouth  for  the  dumb  in  the  canse 

9  of  all  such  as  are  appointed  to  destruction.  Open  thy  mouth,  judge 

10  righteously,  and  plead  the  canse  of  the  poor  and  needy.  Who  can 

1 1  find  a  virtuous  woman  ?  for  her  price  is  far  above  rithies.  The  heart 
of  her  husband  doth  safely  trust  in  her,  and  he  shall  not  lock  gain. 

12  She  will  do  him  good  and  not  evil  all  the  days  of  her  life. 

1 3  She  looketh  for  wool  and  flax,  and  worketh  willingly  with  her  hands. 

14  She  is  like  the  merchants'  ships ;  she  bringeth  her  food  from  afar. 

15  She  riseth  also  while  it  is  yet  night,  and  giveth  meat  to  her  house- 

16  hold,  and  a  portion  to  her  maidens.  She  considereth  a  field,  and 

17  buyethMt:  with  the  fruit  of  her  hand  she  planteth  a  vineyard.  She 

18  girdeth  her  loins  with  strength,  and  strengtheneth  her  arms.  She 
perceiveth  that  her  merchandise  is  good:  her  lamp  goeth  out  by 

19  night.  She  layeth  her  hands  to  the  spindle,  and  her  hands  hold  the 

20  distaff.  She  stretcheth  out  her  hand  to  the  poor ;  yea,  she  reacheth 

21  forth  her  hands  to  the  needy.  She  is  not  afraid  of  the  snow  for  her 

22  household:  for  all  her  honsehold  ere  clothed  with  scarlet.  She 
make  lb  herself  coverings  of  tupestry;  her  clothing  i#  fine  linen  andred 

23  purple.  Her  husband  is  known  in  the  gates,  when  he  sitteth  among 

24  the  elders  of  the  land.  She  maketh  shirts,  and  selleth  them ;  and 

25  delivereth  girdles  unto  the  Canaanite.  Strength  and  honour  are  her 

26  clothing;  and  she  laughethat  the  coming  day.  She  openeth  her 

27  mouth  with  wisdom  ;  and  in  her  tongue  is  the  law  of  kindness.  She 
looketh  well  to  the  ways  of  her  household,  and  eateth  not  the  bread 

28  of  idleness.  Her  children  arise  up,  and  call  her  blessed ;  her  husband 

29  also,  and  he  praiseth  her.  Many  daughters  have  done  virtuously, 

30  hut  thou  excellest  them  all.  Favour  is  deceitful,  find  beauty  is  vain  : 

31  hut  a  woman  that  feareth  the  Eternal,  she  shell  be  praised.  Give 
her  of  the  fruit  of  her  hands ;  and  let  her  own  works  praise  her  in  the 
gates.

1  tikoth. 
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1  Chap,  1. — There  was  a  mania  the  land  of Uz,  whose  name  ww  Job; 
and  that  man  was  plain  and  upright,  and  one  that  feared  God,  and 

2  eschewed  evil*  And  there  were  bora  unto  him  seven  sons  and  three 

3  daughters.  His  possession  also  was  seven  thousand  sheep,  and  three 
thousand  camels,  and  five  hundred  yoke  of  oxen,  and  five  hundred 
she  asses,  and  very  many  domestics ;  so  that  this  man  was  great  above 

4  all  sons  of  the  east.  And  his  sons  went  and  made  a  feast  in  their 
houses,  every  one  his  day ;  and  sent  and  called  for  their  three  sisters 

6  to  eat  and  to  drink  with  them.  And  it  was  so,  when  the  days  of 
their  feasting  were  gone  about,  that  Job  sent  and  sanctified  them, 
and  rose  up  early  in  the  morning,  and  offered  burnt  offerings  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  numherof  them  all ;  for  Job  said.  It  may  be  that  my  sons 
have  sinned,  and  cursed1  God  in  their  hearts.  Thus  did  Job  con- 

6  ti dually.*  Now  there  was  the  day  when  the  sons  of  God  came  to 
present*  themselves  before  the  Eternal,  and  the  obstructor  came  also 

7  among  them.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  the  obstructor,  Whence 
comest  thou  ?  Then  the  obstructor  answered  the  Eternal,  and  said. 
From  going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  from  walking  up  and  down 

6  in  it.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  the  obstructor.  Hast  thou  marked

1 1  But  put  forth  thy  hand  now,  and  touch  all  that  he  hath,  if  he  does 

12  not  curse4  thee  to  thy  face  ....  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  the  ob~ 
structor.  Behold,  all  that  he  hath  it  in  thy  power ;  only  upon  himself 
put  not  forth  thy  hand.  So  the  obstructor  went  forth  from  the  pre- 

13  sence  of  the  Eternal,  And  there'was  the  day  when  his  sons  and  his 
daughters  were  eating  and  drinking  wine  in  their  eldest  brother’s 

14  boose ;  And  there  came  a  messenger  unto  Job,  and  said.  The  oxen 

16  were  ploughing,  and  the  she-assea  were  feeding  beside  them  ;  And 

1  blessed  *  *11  the  d*ji»  1  place.  *  blen. 
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Saheana  fell  upon  them,  and  took  them  away;  yea,  they  have  smitten 
the  servants  with  the  edge  of  the  sword ;  and  I  only  am  escaped 

16  alone  to  tell  thee.  While  he  tea*  yet  speaking,  there  came  also 
another;  and  said;  A  fire  of  God  ia  fallen  from  the  heaven,  and  hath 
humed  up  the  flock,  and  the  servants,  and  consumed  them  ;  and  I 

17  only  am  escaped  alone  to  tell  thee.  While  he  waa  yet  speaking, 
there  came  also  another,  and  said,  Chaldeans  made  out  three  hands, 
and  fell  upon  the  camels,  and  have  carried  them  away,  yea,  and 
smitten  the  servants  with  the  edge  of  the  sword ;  and  I  only  am 

13  escaped  alone  to  tell  thee*  While  he  was  yet  speaking,  there  came 
also  another,  and  said.  Thy  sons  and  thy  daughters  were  eating  and 

19  drinking  wine  in  their  eldest  hrotheris  house:  And,  behold,  there 
came  a  great  wind  from  the  side  of  the  desert,  and  smote1  the  four 
comers  of  the  house,  and  it  fell  upon  the  young  men,  and  they  are 

20  dead}  and  I  only  am  escaped  alone  to  tell  thee  Then  Joh  arose, 
and  rent  his  rohe,  and  cut  off  the  havr  of  his  head,  and  fell  down  upon 

21  the  ground,  and  prostrated  himself.  And  said.  Naked  came  1  out 
of  my  mother's  womb,  and  naked  shall  I  return  thither  :  the  Eternal 
gave,  and  the  Eternal  hath  taken  away ;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the 

22  Eternal.  In  all  this  Job  sinned  not,  nor  charged9  God  impiously. 


1  Chap,  ii. — Now  there  was  the  day  when  the  sons  of  God  came  to 
present4  themselves  before  the  Eternal,  and  the  obstructor  came  also 

2  among  them  to  present1  himself  hefore  the  Eternal*  And  the  Eternal 
said  unto  the  obstructor,  From  whence  comest  thou?  and  the  ob¬ 
structor  answered  the  Eternal,  From  going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth, 

3  and  from  walking  up  and  down  in  it.  And  the  Eternal  said  unto 
the  ohstmetor,  Hast  thou  marked  my  servant  Joh,  that  there  is  none 
like  him  in  the  earth,  a  plain  and  an  upright  man,  one  that  feareth 
God,  and  escheweth  evil?  and  still  he  holdeth  fast  his  integrity, 
although  thou  enticedst  me  against  him,  to  destroy4  him  without 

4  cause,  And  the  obstructor  answered  the  Eternal,  and  said.  Skin  for 

5  skin,  yea,  all  that  a  man  hath  will  he  give  for  his  life*  But  put  forth 
thy  hand  now,  and  touch  his  bone  and  his  flesh,  if  he  will  not  curse9 

6  thee  to  thy  face*  *  *  ,  And  the  Eternal  said  unto  the  obstructor, 

7  Behold,  he  w  in  thy  hand :  only  take  care  of  his  life.  So  the 
obstructor  went  forth  from  the  presence  of  the  Eternal,  and  smote 

8  Job  with  sore  boils  from  the  sole  of  his  foot  unto  his  crown*  And 
he  took  him  a  potsherd  to  scrape  himself  withal ;  and  he  sat  down 

9  among  the  ashes*  Then  said  his  wife  unto  him,  Dost  thou  still  hold 

10  fast  thine  integrity  ?  curse5  God,  and  die.  But  he  said  unto  her, 

Thou  speakest  as  one  of  the  base  women  speaketh.  Ay  ?  shall  we 
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receive  the  good  from  God,  and  shall  we  not  receive  the  evil  ?  In  all 

11  this  did  not  Job  sin  with  his  lips.  Now  when  the  three  friends  of 
Job  heard  of  all  this  that  was  come  upon  him,  they  came  every  one 
from  his  own  place;  EJiphai  the  Temanite,  and  BiUlad  the  Shuhite, 
and  Zophar  the  Naamathite  :  for  they  had  made  an  appointment 

12  together  to  come  to  condole  with  him  and  to  comfort  him*  And 
when  they  lifted  up  their  eyes  afar  off,  and  recognised  him  not,  they 
lifted  up  their  voice,  and  wept;  and  they  rent  every  one  his  robe, and 

13  sprinkled  dust  upon  their  heads  towards  heaven*  So  they  sat  down 
with  him  upon  the  ground  seven  days  and  seven  nights,  and  none 
spake  a  word  unto  him :  for  they  saw  the  pain  was  very  great. 


1  Chap,  nr, — After  this  Job  opened  his  mouth,  and  execrated^  his 

2  3  day.  And  Job  spake,  and  said,  Let  the  day  perish  wherein  I 

4  was  bom,  and  the  night  which  said.  She  is  pregnant,  O  man.  Let 
that  day  be  darkness ;  let  not  got  God  from  above  require  it,  neither 

5  let  light  beam  upon  it.  Let  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death 
claim1  it :  let  a  cloud  dwell  upon  it;  let  darkenings  of  light1  terrify 

G  it.  As  for  that  night,  let  thick  darkness  seize  upon  it;  let  it  not 
rejoice  among  the  days  of  a  year,  let  it  not  come  into  the  number  of 

7  montha,  Lo,  let  that  nigbt  be  solitary,  let  no  shout  come  therein. 

8  Let  execrators  of  days  curse  it,  who  are  ready  to  stir  up  levi- 

9  a  than.  Let  the  stars  of  the  twilight  thereof  be  dark;  let  U  look  for 
light,  but  have  none;  neither  let  it  see  the  eyelids  of  the  dawn. 

10  Because  it  shut  not  up  the  doors  of  my  mother's  womb,  nor  hid 

1 1  sorrow  from  mine  eyes.  Wherefore  died  I  not  from  the  womb  ?  why 

12  did  I  not  expire  when  I  came  out  of  the  belly  ?  Why  did  knees  readily 

13  receive  me?  or  why  breasts  that  I  should  suck?  For  now  should 
I  have  Iain  still  and  been  quiet,  I  should  have  slept :  then  had  I  been 

14  at  rest,  With  kings  and  counsellors  of  the  earth,  who  build  desolate 

15  places  for  themselves;  Or  with  princes*  that  had  gold,  who  filled  their 

16  houses  with  silver ;  Or  as  a  hidden  untimely  birth  I  had  not  been ; 

17  as  infants  who  never  saw  light.  There  wicked  ones  cease  from 

18  troubling ;  and  there  weary  ones  are  at  rest.  There  prisoners  repose 

39  together;  they  hear  not  the  voice  of  the  taskmaster.  Small  and 

20  great  are  there;  and  a  servant  is  free  from  his  master.  Wherefore 
giveth  he  light  unto  him  that  is  in  misery,  and  life  unto  the  bitter  in 

21  soul ;  Who  long  for  the  death,  but  it  ameth  not ;  and  dig  for  it 

22  more  than  for  hid  treasures;  Who  rejoice  even  to  exultation,  and 

23  are  glad,  when  they  find  a  grave?  nhy  is  light  given  to  a  man 

24  whose  way  is  hid,  and  whom  God  hath  hedged  in  }  For  my  sighing 
cometh  before  my  meat,  and  my  roarings  are  poured  out  like  the 
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25  -waters.  For  the  thing  which  I  greatly  dreaded  is  come  upon  me, 

26  and  that  which  I  was  afraid  of  is  come  unto  me.  I  was  not  in  safety, 
neither  had  I  rest,  neither  was  I  quiet,  and  trouble  came. 

I  2  Ch  ap.  tv. — Then  Efiphaz  the  Temanite  answered  and  said,  If 
we  attempt  a  word  with  thee,  wilt  thou  find  it  tiresome  ?  but  who 

3  can  restrain  himself  from  speaking  ?  Behold,  thou  hast  instructed1 

4  many,  and  thou  hast  strengthened  weak  hands.  Thy  words  have 
upholdcn  him  that  was  stumbling,  and  thou  hast  invigorated  the 

5  feeble  knees.  But  now  it  is  come  upon  thee,  and  thou  findest  it 

6  tiresome ;  it  toucheth  thee,  and  thou  art  troubled.  Should  not  thy 
fear  of  God  be  thy  confidence,  and  the  uprightness  of  thy  ways  thy 

7  hope ?  Pray,  remember,  who  ever  perished^  bang  innocent?  or 

8  where  were  righteous  ones  cut  off?  Even  as  I  nave  seen,  they 

9  that  plough  iniquity,  and  sow  wickedness,  reap  the  same.  By  the 
breath  of  God  they  perish,  and  by  the  blast  of  his  nostrils  are  they 

10  consumed.  The  roaring  of  a  lion,  and  the  voice  of  a  fierce  lion,  and 

I I  the  teeth  of  young  lions,  are  broken.  The  fierce  lion  perisheth  for 

12  lack  of  prey,  and  the  lioness's  whelps  are  scattered  abroad.  Now.  a 

13  word  stole  to  me,  and  mine  ear  caught  a  whisper  thereof.  In 
thoughts  from  the  visions  of  the  night,  when  deep  sleep  falleth  on  men, 

14  Dread  came  upon  me,  and  trembling,  and  terrified  all  my  bones. 
13  Then  a  spirit  passed  before  my  face ;  the  hair  of  my  flesh  bristled : 

16  It  stood  still,  hut  I  could  not  discern  the  form  thereof:  an  image 
unis  before  mine  eyes,  there  teas  silence,  and  I  heard  a  voice,  saying , 

17  Shall  mortal  man  be  more  just  than  God  ?  shall  a  mail  be  more  pore 

18  tban  his  maker?  Behold,  he  pnt  no  trust  in  his  servants  j  ana  his 

19  angels  ho  charged  with  folly :  How  much  less  t»  them  that  dwell 
in  houses  of  clay,  whose  foundation  is  in  the  dust,  who  are  crushed 

20  before  a  motb.  Between  morning  and  the  evening  they  are  shat- 

2 1  tered :  they  perish  for  ever  without  any  regarding  U.  Is  not  their 
excellency  which  is  m  them  removed?  they  die,  even  without 
wisdom. 

1  Chap.  y. — Call  now,  if  there  be  any  that  will  answer  thee ;  and  to 
'  2“ which  of  the  holy  ones  wilt  thou  torn?  For  grief  kiUeth  a  foolish 

3  man,  and  envy  slayeth  a  silly  one.  As  for  me,  token  I  saw  a  fool 

4  taking  root,  I  marked  out  his  abode  for  sadden  destruction.  His 
children  are  far  from  safety,  and  they  are  crushed  in  the  gate,  neither 

5  is  there  any  to  deliver  them,  Whose  harvest  the  hungry  eateth  up, 
and  takethit  even  out  of  the  thorns,  and  the  robber  pants  after 

6  their  substance.  Although  iniquity  cometh  not  forth  of  dust,  neither 

7  doth  trouble  spring  out  of  the  ground ;  Yet  man  is  born  unto 

8  trouble,  as  the  sparks!*  fly  upward.  But  I  would  seek  unto  God,and 

9  unto  God  would  I  commit  my  cause :  Who  doeth  exeat  things  and 

10  unsearcliable ;  marvellous  things  without  number :  Who  giveth  rain 

1 1  upon  the  earth,  and  sendeth  waters  upon  the  face  of  grounds :  To 

i  chutufti  *  Mta  of  burning  heat* 
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set  up  on  high  those  who  ore  low :  that  those  who  mourn  may  he 

12  exalted  to  safety.  He  maketh  void  the  devices  of  the  conning)  so 

13  that  their  hands  can  perform  nothing  reaL  He  taketh  the  wise  in 
their  own  cunning :  and  the  counsel  ol  entanglers  is  carried  headlong* 

14  They  meet  with  darkness  in  the  daytime,  and  grope  in  the  noonday 

15  as  in  the  night.  But  he  saveth  the  needy  from  the  sword,  from  their 

16  mouth,  and  from  the  hand  of  the  mighty.  So  ^destitute  hath  hope, 

17  and  iniquity  closeth  her  mouth.  Behold  the  happiness  of  the  man 
whom  God  reprnveth :  therefore  despise  not  thou  the  correction  of 

11  the  Almighty  :  For  he  maketh  sore,  and  bindeth  up  :  he  woundeth, 

19  and  his  hands  make  whole*  He  shall  deliver  thee  m  six  troubles : 

20  yea,  in  seven  there  shall  no  evil  touch  thee.  In  famine  he  shall 
redeem  thee  from  death :  and  in  war  from  the  power  of  the  sword. 

21  Thou  shalt  he  hid  from  the  scourge  of  the  tongue :  neither  shalt  thou 

22  be  afraid  of  destruction  when  it  cometh.  At  destruction  and  starva¬ 
tion  thou  shalt  laugh :  neither  shalt  thou  be  afraid  of  the  beasts  of 

23  the  earth.  For  thou  shalt  be  in  covenant  with  the  stones  of  the 

24  field :  and  the  beasts  of  the  field  shall  be  at  peace  with  thee. '  And 
thou  shalt  know  that  thy  tent  shalt  he  in  peace ;  and  thnu  shalt  visit 

25  thy  habitation,  and  nothing  shall  be  missed*  Thou  shalt  know  also 
that  thy  seed  shall  be  great,  and  thine  offspring  as  the  grass  of  the 

26  earth.  Thou  shalt  come  to  thy  grave  in  a  full  age,  like  as  a  shock  of 

27  com  cometh  in  in  its  season.  Lo  this,  we  have  searched  it,  so  it  if; 
hear  it,  and  know  thou  it  for  thy  good. 

1  2  Chap,  vl — But  Job  answered  and  said.  Oh  that  my  grief  were 
thoroughly  weighed,  and  my  calamity  laid  in  the  balances  together. 

3  For  now  it  would  be  heavier  than  toe  sand  of  seas ;  therefore  my 

4  words  are  hasty.  For  the  arrows  of  the  Almighty  are  within  me,  the 
fury  whereof  drinketh  up  my  spirit ;  the  terrors  of  God  do  set 

5  themselves  in  array  against  me.  Doth  the  wild  ass  bray  over  tender 

6  grass  ?  or  loweth  the  ox  over  his  meeiin  ?  Can  that  which  is  unsa¬ 
voury  be  eaten  without  salt  ?  or  is  there  any  taste  in  the  white  of  an 

7  egg  ?  My  soul  hath  refused  to  touch  these ;  they  are  like  sickening 

8  food  to  me.  Ob  that  I  might  have  my  request ;  and  that  God  would 

9  grant  me  the  thing  that  I  long  for 1  Even  that  it  would  please  God 
to  crush  me;  that  he  would  let  loose  his  hand,  and  tear  me  off! 

10  Then  I  should  yet  have  comfort ;  yea,  I  would  exult  in  writhing, 
though  he  spared  not,  that  I  have  not  denied  the  words  of  the  Holy 

]  1  One.  "What  is  my  strength,  that  I  should  hope  ?  and  what  is  mine 

12  end,  that  I  should  prolong  my  desire  lL  If  ray  strength  were  the 

13  strength  of  Btones,  if  ray  flesh  were  of  copper — But  when  there  is  no 

14  help  for  me  in  myself,  and  existence  removed  from  me — To  him 
that  melteth  away,  kindness  should  be  shown  him  from  his  friend ; 

15  but  he  foraaketh  the  fear  of  the  Almighty.  My  brethren  have  dealt 
deceitfully  as  a  brook,  and  as  the  stream  of  brooks  they  pass  away  ; 

16  Which  are  Unhid  by  reason  of  the  ice,  and  wherein  the  snow  is  hid: 
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17  What  time  they  wax  warm,  they  vanish  :  when  it  is  hot,  they  are 

18  extinguished  out  of  their  place.  The  paths  of  their  way  are  turned 

19  aside  :  they  go  to  waste,  and  perish.  The  troops1  of  Tema  looked, 

20  the  companies3  of  Sheba  waited  for  them.  They  were  ashamed 
because  they  had  hoped ;  they  came  thither,  and  were  confounded. 

21  For  now  had  ye  been  his,  beholding  a  terror,  yon  would  have  been 

22  afraid.  Did  I  say,  Bring  unto  me  ?  or,  Give  a  bribe  for  me 

23  of  your  substance  iJ  Or,  Rescue  me  from  the  enemy’B  hand  ?  or, 

24  Redeem  me  from  the  hand  of  tyrants?  Teach  me,  and  I  will 
hold  mv  tongue :  and  cause  me  to  understand  wherein  I  have  erred. 

25  How  forcible  are  right  words  !  but  what  doth  yonr  arguing  reprove  ? 

26  Do  ye  imagine  to  reprove  with  mere  words,  useless  speeches  to  the 

27  mind  ?  Yea,  ye  overwhelm  the  fatherless,  and  ye  dig  a  pit  for  your 

28  friend.  Now  therefore  be  content,  look  upon  me  ;  and  to  your  races 

29  will  it  be  if  I  lie.  Return,  I  pray  you,  let  there  not  be  iniquity ;  yea, 

30  return  again,  my  righteousness  is  in  it.  Is  there  iniquity  in  my 
tongue  ?  cannot  my  palate  discern  perverse  things  f 

1  Chap.  vii. — Has  not  man  a  warfare  upon  earth  ?  are  not  his  days 

2  like  the  days  of  a  hireling  ?  As  a  servant  that  gaapeth  for  shadow, 

3  and  as  a  hireling  that  looketh  for  the  reward  of  his  work ;  So  am 
I  made  to  possess  months  of  vanity,  and  wearisome  nights  are 

4  appointed  to  me.  When  I  lie  down,  I  say,  When  Bhall  I  arise,  and 
the  night  he  gone  ?  and  I  am  full  of  tossings  too  and  fro  unto  the 

5  dawning  of  the  day.  My  flesh  is  clothed  with  worms  and  clods  of 

6  dust;  my  skin  is  broken,  and  become  loathsome.  My  days  are 

7  swifter  than  a  weaver’s  shuttle,  and  are  spent  without  hope,  0  re- 

8  member  that  my  life  is  wind :  mine  eye  shall  no  more  see  good.  The 
eye  of  him  that  hath  seen  me  shall  perceive  me  no  more :  thine  eyes 

9  are  upon  me,  and  I  am  not.  As  the  cloud  is  consumed  and  vanlaheth 
away :  so  he  that  goeth  down  to  the  grave  shall  come  up  no  more. 

10  He  shall  return  no  more  to  his  house,  neither  Bhall  his  place  know 

11  him  any  more.  Therefore  I  will  not  refrain  my  moutb  ;  I  will  speak 
in  the  anguish  of  my  spirit ;  I  will  complain  in  the  bitterness  of  my 

12  soul.  Am  I  a  sea,  or  a  huge  creatnre,  that  thou  aettest  a  watch  over 

13  me?  When  I  say.  My  bedstead  Bhall  comfort  me, my  couch  shall 

1 4  help  bearing  my  complaint :  Then  thou  scarest  me  with  dreams, 

15  and  torrifiest  me  through  visions:  So  that  my  soul  chooseth 

16  strangling,  and  death  by  my  own  limbs.1  Yet  I  refused ;  I  shall  not 

17  live  for  ever;  let  me  alone  ;  for  my  days  ore  vanity.  What  is  man, 
that  thou  shouldest  magnify  him  1  and  that  thou  shouldest  set  tby 

18  heart  upon  him  ?  And  that  thou  shouldest  visit  him  every  morning 

19  and  try  him  every  moment  ?  How  long  wilt  thou  not  depart  from  me, 

20  nor  let  me  alone  till  I  swallow  down  my  spittle  ?  I  have  sinned ;  yet

4  doth  the  Almighty  pervert  justice  ?  If  thy  children  have  sinned

For  inquire, 
I  pray  thee,  of  the  former  age,  and  prepare  thyself  to  the  search  of 

9  their  lathers :  For  we  are  but  of  yesterday,  and  know  nothing, 

10  because  our  days  upon  earth  are  a  shadow ;  Shall  not  they  teach  thee, 

I I  and  tell  thee,  and  utter  words  out  of  their  heart  ?  Can  paper  reed 
lift  itself  high  without  mire  ?  can  the  reed-grass  grow  without  water  ? 

12  Whilst  it  is  yet  in  its  greenness,  and  not  cot  down,  it  yet  withereth 

13  before  any  other  herb.  So  are  the  paths  of  all  that  forget  God ;  and 

14  the  hypocrite's  hope  shall  perish  :  Whose  hope  shall  he  cut  off, 

15  and  whose  trust  shall  be  aspider’s  web.1  He  shall  lean  upon  his  house, 
hut  it  shall  not  stand  ;  he  shall  hold  it  fast,  but  it  shall  not  endure, 

16  He  is  full  of  sap  hefore  the  sun,  and  his  sucker  goeth  forth  over  bis 

17  garden.  His  roots  are  entwined  over  a  stone  heap,  and  seeth  a 

18  place1  of  stones.  If  he  destroy8  him  from  his  place,  then  it  shall 

19  deny  him,  saying ,  1  have  not  seen  thee.  Behold,  this  is  the  joy  of 

20  his  way,  and  out  of  the  earth  shall  others  grow.  Behold,  God  will  not 
despise  a  pious  man,  neither  will  he  hold  evil  doers  by  the  hand: 

21  Tilt  he  fill  thy  mouth  with  laughing,  and  thy  lips  with  shouting. 

22  They  that  hate  thee  shall  he  clothed  with  shame;  and  the  tent  of 
wicked  ones  shall  be  no  more. 


1  2  Chap,  is.— Then  Job  answered  and  said,  I  know  it  is  so  of  a 

3  truth  :  hut  how  should  man  be  just  with  God  ?  If  he  inclined  to 

4  contend  with  him,  he  cannot  answer  him  one  of  a  thousand.  He  is 
wise  in  heart,  and  mighty  in  strength  :  who  hath  hardened  himself 

5  against  him,  and  been  safe?  Who  removeth  mountains,  and  they 

6  know  not  that  be  hath  overturned  them  in  his  anger.  Who  shaketh 

7  the  earth  out  of  its  place,  and  the  pillars  thereof  tremble.  Who 
commandeth  the  sun,  and  it  ahineth  not;  and  sealeth  up  the  stars. 

8  Who  alone  inclineth  the  heavens,  and  treadeth  upon  the  heights  of 

9  the  sea.  Who  maketh  A  returns,  Orion,  and  Pleiades,  and  the  chain- 
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10  bers  of  the  south.  Who  doeth  great  things  past  finding  out;  yea, 

1 1  and  wonders  without  number,  Lo,  he  goeth  by  me,  and  I  see  Am 

12  not:  he  passeth  on,  but  I  perceive  him  not.  Behold,  he  snatcheth 
away,  who  can  fetch  back  from  him  ?  who  will  gay  unto  him.  What 

13  doest  thou  ?  God  will  not  withdraw  his  anger,  the  helpers  of 

14  pride  do  stoop  under  him.  How  much  less  shall  I  answer  him,  and 
16  choose  out  my  words  to  reason  with  him  ?  Whom,  though  I  were 

righteous,  yet  would  I  not  answer,  but  I  would  make  supplication  to 

1 6  my  judge.  If  I  had  called,  and  he  had  answered  me ;  yet  would  I  not 

17  believe  that  he  had  hearkened  unto  my  voice-  For  be  broiseth  me 

15  with  a  tempest,  and  multiplieth  my  wounds  without  cause  He  will 

19  not  suffer  me  to  take  my  breath,  but  filleth  me  with  bitterness.  If 
/  speak  of  strength,  lo,  he  is  strong :  and  if  of  judgment,  who  shall 

20  set  me  a  time  to  plead?  If  I  justify  myself,  mine  own  mouth  shall 
condemn  me :  tf  I  say,  I  am  perfect,  it  shall  also  prove  me  perverse. 

21  I  perfect!  I  should  not  know  my  soul:  I  should  despise  my 

22  life.  It  is  all  one,  therefore  I  said  it.  He  destroyeth  the  perfect  and 

23  the  wicked.  If  a  scourge  slay  suddenly,  he  will  laugh  at  the  trial  of 

24  the  innocent.  The  earth  is  given  into  the  hand  of  the  wicked :  he 
covereth  the  faces  of  the  judges  thereof ;  if  not  thus,  who  is  it  ?  , . . . 

25  Now  my  days  are  swifter  than  a  runner  ;  they  flee  away,  they  see  no 

26  good.  They  are  passed  away  like  vessels  of  reed:  as  an  eagle 

27  swoopeth  on  prey.  If  I  say,  I  will  forget  my  complaint,  I  will  leave 

28  off  my  heaviness,1  and  cheer  up  :  I  am  afraid  of  all  my  sorrows,  J 

29  know  that  thou  wilt  not  hold  me  innocent,  I  am  to  be  guilty 

30  wherefore  then  labour  1  in  vain  ?  If  I  wash  myself  with  snow  water, 

31  aud  make  my  hands  ever  so  clean ;  Yet  shalt  thou  plunge  me  in  the 

32  ditch,  and  mine  own  clothes  Bhall  abhor  me.  For  he  is  not  a  men, 
as  1  am,  that  1  should  answer  him,  and  we  should  come  together  in 

S3  judgment.  Neither  is  there  any  arbitrator  betwixt  us,  that  might  lay 

34  hisnand  upon  us  both.  Let  him  take  his  rod  away  from  me,  and 

35  let  uot  his  fear  terrify  me :  Then  would  I  speak,  and  not  fear  him ; 
hut  it  is  not  so  with  me, 

1  Chap.  x. — My  soul  is  weary  of  my  life;  I  will  leave  my  complaint 

2  upon  myself ;  I  will  speak  in  the  bitterness  of  my  soul.  I  will  say 
unto  God,  So  not  condemn  me  ;  make  known  to  me  wherefore  thou 

3  contendest  with  me.  Is  it  good  onto  thee  that  thoa  shouldest  op* 
press,  that  tbou  sbouldest  despise  the  work  of  thy  hands,  and  shine 

4  upou  the  counsel  of  the  wicked  1  Hast  thou  eyes  of  flesh  ?  or  seest 
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A  thou  as  man  secth  ?  Are  thy  days  as  the  days  of  man  ?  are  thy  years 

6  as  man's  days,  That  thou  enquired  after  mine  iniquity,  and  searchest 

7  after  my  sin  ?  Although  in  thy  mind  I  am  not  guilty ;  yet  there  is 

8  none  that  can  deliver  out  of  thy  hand.  Thy  hands  have  mode  me 
and  fashioned  me  together  round  about;  yet  thou  dost  destroy  me, 

9  Bern  ember,  I  beseech  thee,  that  thou  hast  made  me  as  the  clay ;  and 

10  hast  brought  me  uuto  dust  again.  Hast  thou  not  poured  me  out  as 

11  milk,  and  curdled  me  like  cheese  ?  Thou  hast  clothed  me  with  skin 

12  and  flesh,  and  hast  fenced  me  with  bones  and  sinews.  Thou  host 
granted  me  life  and  favour,  and  thy  care  hath  preserved  my  spirit. 

13  And  these  things  hast  thou  hid  in  thy  heart :  I  know  that  this  is  with 

14  thee.  If  I  sin,  then  thou  markest  me,  and  thou  wilt  not  acquit  me 

15  from  mine  iniquity.  If  I  be  guilty,  woe  unto  me  ;  and  i/I  be  right¬ 
eous,  yet  can  1  not  lift  up  my  head,  being  full  of  confusion  ;  therefore 

16  see  thou  mine  affliction ;  And  should  it  rear  itself  proudly,  thou 
wouldst  hunt  mo  as  a  fierce  lion  :  and  again  show  thyself  marvellous 

17  upon  me.  Thou  xenewest  thy  witnesses  against  me,  and  increasest 
thine  indignation  upon  me ;  relief— guard,  and  host  are  against  me. 

18  Wherefore  then  bast  thou  brought  me  forth  out  of  the  womb  ?  Oh 

19  that  I  had  expired,  and  no  eye  had  seen  me !  I  should  have  been  as 
though  I  had  not  been  ;  I  should  have  been  carried  from  the  womb 

20  to  the  grave.  Are  not  my  days  few  ?  cease  then,  and  let  me  alone, 

21  that  1  may  cheer  up  a  little.  Before  [  go  whertce  I  shall  not  return, 
*22  even  to  the  land  of  darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death;  A  land  of 

gloom,  as  thick  darkness  itself ;  and  of  the  shadow  of  death,  without 
any  order,  and  wheref  even  when  bright,  it  is  as  thick  darkness. 

1  Chap,  xi.— Then  answered  Zophar  the.  Naamathite,  and  said, 

2  Should  not  the  multitude  of  words  be  answered?,  and  should  a  man 

3  full  of  talk1 11  be  justified  ?  Should  thy  fictions  make  men  hold  their 
peace  ?  and  when  thou  mockest,  shall  no  man  make  thee  ashamed  ? 

4  For  thou  hast  said.  My  doctrine  is  pure,  and  I  am  clean  in  thine 

5  eyes.  But  oh  that  God  would  speak,  and  open  his  lips  against  thee ; 
t>  And  that  he  would  shew  thee  the  secrets  of  wisdom :  for  it  is  of  a 

double  essence;  know  therefore  that  God  owerlooketh  some  of  thine 

7  iniquity.  Canst  thou  by  searching  find  out  God  ?  canst  thou  find 

8  out  the  Almighty’s  final  purpose.  Like  the  heights  of  heaven;  what 
canst  thou  do  ?  deeper  than  the  netber  world ;  what  canst  thou  know  ? 

9  The  measure  thereof  is  longer  than  the  earth,  and  broader  Ilian  the 

10  sea.  If  he  pass  by,  and  deliver  over,  or  summon  together,  then  who 

11  can  hinder  him?  For  he  knoweth  men  of  falsehood:  he  secth  ini- 

12  quity  also,  although  he  seemeth  not  to  consider.  Yet  may  the  hollow 
man  be  endowed  with  heart,  though  man  be  born  like  a  wild  ass's 

13  colt ;  If  Thou  prepare  thy  heart,  and  stretch  out  Thy  hand  towards 

14  him  5  ^  If  iniquity  be  in  thy  hand,  put  it  far  away,  and  let  not  wrong 

1 5  dwell  in  thy  tents.  For  then  shalt  thou  lift  up  thy  face  without  spot ; 

16  yea,  thou  snalt  he  steadfast,  and  shalt  not  fear :  Because  thou  shalt 

17  forget  thy  misery,  and  remember  it  as  waters  that  pass  away :  And 
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thine  age  shall  be  clearer  than  the  noonday ;  the  very  gloom  shall  be 

18  as  the  morning.  And  thou  shalt  be  secure,  because  there  is  hope ; 

19  yea,  having  explored,  thou  shalt  take  thy  rest  in  safety.  Also  thou 
shalt  lie  down,  and  none  shall  make  thee  afraid ;  yea,  many  shall 

SO  make  suit  unto  thee.  But  the  eyes  of  wicked  ones  shall  fail,  ana  there 
shall  be  no  escape  for  them,  and  their  hope  shall  he  as  the  expiring 
of  life. 


I  2  Chap.  xii. — And  Job  answered  and  said,  No  douht  but  ye  are 

3  the  people,  and  wisdom  shall  die  with  you.  But  I  hare  understanding 
as  well  as  you ;  1  am  not  inferior  to  you :  yea,  who  hath  not  such 

4  as  these  ?  1  am  as  one  mocked  of  his  fellow,  who  calleth  upon  God, 
and  he  anawereth  him  :  the  just  upright  man  is  laughed  to  scorn. 

5  Js  a  torch  despised  in  the  thought  of  him  that  is  at  ease,  yet  ready 
C  for  those  whose  feet  are  liable  to  slip.  The  tents  of  Tobhera  prosper, 

and  they  that  provoke  God  are  secure ;  into  whose  hand  God 

7  bringeth  abundantly.  But  ask  now  the  beasts,  and  they  Bhall  teach 

8  thee ;  end  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  and  they  shall  tell  thee :  Or  speak 
to  the  earth,  and  it  Bhall  teach  thee :  and  the  fishes  of  the  sea  shall 

9  declare  unto  thee.  Who  knowetb  not  iu  all  these  that  the  hand  of 
10  the  Eternal  hath  wrought  this?  In  whose  hand  u  the  soul  of  every 

I I  living  thing,  and  the  spirit  of  all  mankind.  Doth  not  the  ear  try 

12  words  ?  and  the  palate  taste  its  food  ?.  With  the  hoary  it  wisdom ; 

13  and  in  length  of  days  understanding.  With  him  it  wisdom  and 

14  strength,  he  hath  counsel  and  understanding.  Behold,  he  bre^keth 
down,  and  it  cannot  be  built  again :  he  shetteth  up  a  man,  and  there 

15  can  be  no  opening.  Behold,  he  withholdest  the  waters,  and  they  dry 

16  up :  also  he  sendeth  them  out,  and  they  overturn  the  earth.  With 
him  it  strength  and  reality,  the  misled  and  the  misleader  are  his. 

17  He  leadeth  counsellors  away  spoiled,  and  maketh  judges  fools. 

18  He  loose!  h  the  bond  of  kings,  and  girdeth  their  loins  with  a  girdle. 

19  He  leadeth  priests  away  spoiled,  and  overthroweth1  the  mighty. 

20  He  reirmveth  away  the  lip  of  the  trusty,  and  tsketh  away  the  under* 

21  standing  of  the  aged.  He  poureth  contempt  upon  nobles,  and 

22  looaenetb  tbe  belt  of  the  mighty.  He  diBcovereth  deep  things  out  of 
S3  darkness,  and  bringeth  out  to  light  the  shadow  of  death.  He  in- 

creaseth  the  natious,  and  deatroyeth  them  :  he  spreadeth  the  nations, 
21  and  leadeth  them  away.  He  taketh  away  the  heart  of  the  chief  of 
the  people  of  a  land,  and  causeth  them  to  wander  in  a  trackless  waste. 
2.5  They  grope  in  the  dark  without  light,  and  he  causeth  them  to  wander 
like  c  drunkard. 


]  Chap,  xiii,— Lo,  mine  eye  hath  seen  all  Mis,  mine  ear  hath  heard 
2  and  understood  it.  Wbat  ye  know,  the  tame  do  I  know  also ;  1  am 
S  not  inferior  unto  you.  But  I  will  speak  .to  the  Almighty,  and  I 
4  desire  to  argue  with  God.  But  ye  are  forgers  of  lies,  ye  are  all 
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5  physicians  of  no  value*  O  that  ye  would  altogether  hold  your  peace! 

6  and  it  should  be  your  wisdom.  Hear  hot  my  argument,  and  hearken 

7  to  the  pleadings  of  my  lips.  Will  ye  speak  wickedly  for  God  ?  and 

8  talk  deceitfully  for  him  ?  Will  ye  show  his  person1  respect  ?  will 

9  ye  contend  for  God?  Is  it  good  that  he  should  search  you  out?  or 

10  as  one  mocketh  another,  do  ye  mo  mock  him  ?  He  will  surely  re- 

1 1  prove  you,  if  ye  do  secretly  show  respect  to  persons.  Shall  not  his  rising 

12  make  you  afraid  ?  and  his  dread  foil  upon  you?  Your  records  ere 

13  parahlesofashe9,yourbodiesPlikebodiesof  clay.  Hold  your  peace*  let 

14  me  alone,  that  I  may  speak,  and  let  come  on  me  what  will.  Wherefore 
do  I  take  my  flesh  in  my  teeth,  and  put  my  lifo  in  my  hand? 

1£  Though  he  slay  me,  yet  will  1  wait  for  him  :  surely  1  will  defend  mine 

16  own  ways  before  him.  He  himself  would  be  my  salvation:  for  a 

17  hypocrite  shall  not  come  before  him.  Hear  diligently  my  speech, 

18  and  my  declaration  with  your  ears.  Behold  now,  1  have  ordered  my 

19  cause;  I  know  that  I  shall  be  justified.  Who  is  he  that  will  plead 

20  with  me  ?  for  were  I  now  to  hold  my  tongue,  I  should  expire.  Only 
do  not  two  thing*  unto  roe ;  then  will  I  not  hide  tnyself  from  thee. 

21  Withdraw  thy  hand  for  from  me,  and  let  not  thy  dread  make  me 

22  afntid.  Then  call  thou,  and  I  will  answer:  or  let  me  speak,  and 

23  answer  thou  me.  How  many  ere  mine  iniquities  and  sins  ?  make 

24  me  to  know  my  transgression  and  my  sin.  Wherefore  liidest  thou 

25  thy  face,  and  h oddest  me  for  thine  enemy  ?  Wilt  thou  agitate  a  leaf 

26  driven  too  and  fro  ?  and  wilt  thou  pursue  dry  stuhble  F  For  thou 
writest  bitter  things  against  me,  and  imputest  to  me  the  iniquities  of 

27  my  youth.  Thou  puUest  my  feet  also  in  the  stocks,  and  watcheet 
26  all  toy  paths :  thou  settest  a  print1 3  upon  the  heels4 * 6 7 8 9  of  my  feeet.  And 

be,  as  a  rotten  thing,  consumed),  as  a  garment  that  is  moth  eaten. 


1  Chap,  xiv.— Man  bom  of  woman  is  of  a  few  days,  and  fall  of 

2  trouble.  He  coineth  forth  like  a  flower,  and  is  cut  down :  he  fleeth 

3  also  aa  a  shadow,  and  continueth  not.  And  dost  thou  open  thine 

4  eyes  upon  such  a  one,  and  hringest  me  into  judgment  with  thee?  Who 
£  can  bring  a  clean  iking  out  of  an  unclean  ?  not  one.  Seeing  his  days 

are  determined,  the  number  of  his  months  are  with  thee,  thou  hast 

6  appointed  his  bounds  that  he  cannot  pass :  Look  away  from  him, 

7  that  he  may  rest,  till  he  shall  accomplish,  as  a  hireling,  his  day.  For 
there  is  hope  of  a  tree,  if  it  be  cut  down,  that  it  will  renew,  and  that 

8  its  sucker  will  not  cease.  Though  the  root  thereof  wax  old  in  the 

9  earth,  and  the  stock  thereof  die  in  the  dust ;  Yet  through  the  scent 
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10  of  water  it  will  bad,  and  bring  forth  boughs  like  a  plant.  -  Bat  man 

1 1  dieth,  and  waste th  away:  yea,  man  expireth,  and  when  it  he  ?  Aa 

12  waters  will  foil  from  a  sea,  and  a  river  parch  and  dry  up ;  So  man 
lieth  down,  and  riseth  not :  till  the  heavens  be  no  more,  they  shall 

13  not  awake,  nor  be  roused  ont  of  their  sleep.  O  that  thoa  woaldest 
hide  me  in  the  grave,  that  thou  wouldest  keep  me  secret,  until  thy 
wrath  he  past,  tnat  thoa  woaldest  appoint  me  a  set  time,1  and  re- 

14  member  me  1  If  a  man  die,  shall  he  live  again  f  all  the  days  of  my 

15  appointed  time  will  I  wait,  till  my  change  come.  Thom  shalt  call, 
and  I  will  answer  thee :  thou  wilt  have  a  desire  to  the  work  of  thy 

16  hands.  Though  now  thoa numberest  my  steps:  thou  wilt  not  keep 

17  watch  over  my  sins.  My  transgression  if  sealed  up  in  a  handle,  yet 

18  thou  sewest  up  mine  iniquity.  Vet  as  a  mountain  falling  cometh  to 

19  nought,  and  a  rock  is  removed  out  of  his  place ;  Aa  waters  wear 
stones,  wash  away  the  things  growing  by  themselves  out  of  the  dust 

20  of  the  earth ;  so  thoa  destroyed  the  hope  of  man.  Thoa  prevaiiest 
for  ever  against  him,  and  he  passeth :  thoa  changest  his  countenance, 

21  and  scndest  him  away.  His  sons  come  to  honour,  and  he  knoweth 
it  not ;  and  they  .are  brought  low,  but  he  perceiveth  ii  not  of  them. 

22  Bat  his  flesh  upon  him  shall  have  pain,  and  his  seal  within  him  shall 
mourn. 


1  Chap.  xv. — Then  answered  Eliphaz  the  Teroanite,  and  said, 

2  Should  a  wise  man  answer  with  vain  knowledge,  and  fill  his  belly 

3  with  the  east  wind  1  Should  be  reason  on  a  matter  wherein  he  is  not 

4  versed?  or  with  speeches  wherewith  he  cannot  profit?  Yea,  thoa 

5  makest  void  reverence,  and  restraineBt  devotion  before  God.  For  fhy 
mouth  uttereth  thine  iniquity,  and  thou  choosest  the  tongue  of  the 

6  crafty.  Thine  own  mourn  condemned!  thee,  and  not  I:  yea,  thine 

7  own  lips  testify  against  thee.  Art  thou  the  first  man  that  was  bom  ? 
S  or  wast  thou  brought  forth  before  the  hills  ?  Hast  thoa  listened  to 
9  the  council  of  God  ?  and  dost  thoa  restrain  wisdom  to  thyself?  What 

knowest  thou,  that  we  know  not  2  what  understandeth  thou,  which  is 

10  not  in  us  ?  With  os  are  both  the  greyheaded  and  very  aged  men, 

11  much  elder  than  thy  father.  Are  the  consolations  of  God  too  small 

12  for  thee  ?  is  a  word  too  gentle  for  thee  ?  How  thy  heart  carrieth  thee 

13  away  !  and  how  thine  eyes  wink  1  That  thou  tamest  thy  spirit  against 

14  God,  and  lettest  such  words  go  ont  of  th;  month  !  What  is  man, 
that  he  should  be  dean  ?  ana  he  that  if  hom  of  woman,  that  he 

15  should  he  righteous?  Behold,  be  putteth  no  trust  in  his  saints  ;  yea, 

16  the  heavens  are  not  dean  in  Ms  sight.  How  much  more  abominable 

17  and  filthy  is  man,  who  drinketh  iniquity  like  water  ?  I  will  declare 

18  to  thee,  hear  me ;  for  this  I  have  seen  I  will  relate  if;  Which  wise 

19  men  have  told  since  their  fathers,  and  have  not  hid ;  Unto  whom 
alone  the  earth  was  given,  and  no  straDger  passed  among  them. 

20  The  wicked  man  travaileth  with  pain  all  hie  days,  even  the  number 

21  of  years  hidden  to  the  oppressor.  A  dreadful  sound  if  in  hia  ears :  in 

1  tllltuU* 
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22  prosperity  the  destroyer  shall  come  upon  hint.  He  believeth  not 
that  he  snail  return  out  of  darkness  and  he  is  waited  for  of  the  sword* 

23  He  wandereth  abroad  for  bread,  saying*  Where  is  it?  heknoweth 

24  that  the  day  of  darkness  is  ready  at  his  hand.  Trouble  and  anguish 


25  to  the  hattle*  For  he  stretcheth  out  his  hand  against  God,  a 

26  strengthen eth  himself  against  the  Almighty,  He  runneth  upon  him, 
with  outstretched  neck,  with  the  thick  losses  of  his  bucklers. 

27.  Though  he  covered  his  face  with  his  fatness,  and  made  collops  of  fat 
28  on  his  flanks,  Yet  shall  ho  dwell  in  desolate  cities,  and  in  houses 


29  which  no  man  inhabiteth,  which  are  ready  to  become  heaps*  He  shall 
not  be  rich,  neither  shall  hia  substance  continue,  neither  shall  he  pro* 

30  long  the  perfection  thereof  upon  the  earth.  He  shall  not  depart  out 
of  darkness ;  a  flame  shall  dry  up  his  sucker,  and  by  the  breath  of 

31  hia  mouth  shall  he  go  away*  Let  not  him  that  is  deceived  trust  in 

32  vanity :  for  vanity  shall  he  get  in  exchange.  It  shall  be  accomplished 

33  before  his  time,  and  his  branch  shall  not  he  green*  He  shall  shake 
off  hia  sour  grape  as  the  vine,  and  shall  cast  off  his  flower  as  the  olive. 

34  For  the  congregation  of  hypocrites  shall  be  desolate,  and  Are  shall 

35  consume  the  tents  of  bribery.  They  conceive  mischief,  and  bring 
forth  vanity,  and  their  belly  prepareth  deceit* 


I  2  Chap,  xvr.— Then  Job  answered  and  said,  I  have  heard  many 

3  such  things :  miserable  comforters  are  ye  alL  Shall  vain  words  have 

4  an  end?  or  what  irritatoth  thee  that  thouanswerest?  I  also  could 
speak  as  ye  do*  Oh  that  your  soul  were  in  my  sours  stead,  I  could 

5  heap  up  words  against  you,  and  shake  my  head  at  you*  But  l  would 
strengthen  you  with  my  mouth,  and  the  condolence  of  my  lips  should 

0  assuage  wwr  griff*  Though  I  speak,  my  grief  ip  not  assuaged :  and 

7  though  I  forbear,  what  am  I  eased?  But  now  he  hath  made  me 

8  weary  :  thou  hast  made  desolate  all  my  company.  And  thou  hast 
filled  me  with  wrinkles,  and  this  became  a  witness  against  me :  as 
though  my  falsehood  rose  up  against  me,  bearing  witness  to  my  face. 

9  He  teareth  me  in  his  wrath,  and  hateth  me;  he  gnasheth  upon  me 

10  with  his  teeth;  mine  enemy  sharpen  eth  his  eyes  upon  me*  They 
have  gaped  upon  me  with  their  mouth  ;  they  have  smitten  me  upon 
the  cheek  reproachfully;  they  have  gathered  themselves  together 

11  against  me.  God  hath  delivered  me  to  the  ungodly,  and  turned  me 

12  over  into  the  hands  of  the  wicked,  I  was  at  ease,  but  he  hath  broken 
me  asunder  :  he  bath  also  taken  me  by  my  neck,  and  shaken  me  to 

13  pieces,  and  set  me  up  for  his  mark*  His  archers  compass  me  round 
shoot,  he  cleaveth  my  reins  asunder,  and  doth  not  spare  ;  he  ponreth 

14  out  my  gall  upon  the  ground.  He  breaketh  me  with  h reach  upon 

15  breach,  he  runneth  upon  me  like  a  hero.  I  have  sewed  sackcloth 

16  upon  my  skin,  and  defiled  my  horn  in  the  dust*  My  face  is  inflamed 

17  with  weeping,  and  on  my  eyelids  is  the  shadow  of  death:  Not  for 

18  any  injustice  in  my  hands ;  also  my  prayer  is  pure*  O  earth,  cover 

19  not  thou  my  blood,  and  let  my  cry  have  noplace.  Also  now,  behold. 
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20  my  witness  is  ia  heaven,  and  my  testifier  is  on  high.  My  inter* 

2 1  pretere,  my  friends.  Mine  eye  poureth  out  tears  unto  God,  That 
he  should  plead  for  a  man  before  God,  as  a  man  pleadeih  for  his 

22  neighbour*  For  the  few  years  will  pass,  then  I  shall  go  the  way 

23  whence  I  shall  not  return* 


1  Chap*  xvn. — My  spirit  is  broken,  my  days  are  extinct,  graves 

2  are  ready  for  me.  If  not,  mockers  beset  me,  and  mine  eye  dwelleth 

3  on  their  provocation.  Attend  now  to  me,  be  surety  for  me  with  thy- 

4  self,  who  else  would  strike  hands  with  me  ?  For  thou  hast  hid  their 

5  heart  from  understanding:  therefore  ahalt  thou  not  exalt  them*  He 
that  speaketh  flattery  to  his  friends,  even  the  eyes  of  his  children 

6  shall  fail*  He  hath  made  me  also  a  byword  of  the  people,  and  I  have 

7  become  os  one  spit  upon  in  the  face.  Mine  eye  also  is  dim  by  reason  of 

8  vexation,  and  all  my  members  are  as  a  shadow*  Upright  men  shall 
be  astonished  at  this,  and  the  innocent  shall  stir  np  himself  against 

9  the  hypocrite.  The  righteous  also  shall  hold  on  his  way,  and  he  that 

10  hath  clean  hands  shall  be  stronger  and  stronger.  But  as  for  you  all, 
do  ye  return,  and  come  now  :  for  I  cannot  find  one  wise  man  among 

11  you.  My  days  are  past,  my  .  purposes  are  broken  off,  even  the  pos- 

12  session  of  my  heart.  They  put  night  for  day,  approaching  light 

13  on  account  of  darkness.  li  I  wait,  the  grave  is  my  boose;  I  have 

14  made  my  bed  in  the  darkness.  I  have  said  to  the  pit.  Thou  art  my 

15  father,  to  the  worm.  Thou  art  my  mother,  and  my  sister :  And 

16  where  is  now  my  hope?  as  for  my  hope,  who  shall  see  it?  They 
shall  go  down  to  the  bars  of  the  grave,  when  our  rest  together  is  in 
the  dust. 

1  2  Chap,  xvrn. — Then  answered  Bildad  the  Shohite,  and  said,  How 
long  will  it  be  ere  ye  make  an  end  of  words  ?  mark,  and  afterwards 

3  we  will  speak.  Why  are  we  counted  as  beasts,  and  reputed  vile  in 

4  your  sight  ?  Tearing  thyself  in  thy  wratb,  shall  the  earth  be  forsaken 

5  for  tbee  ?  and  bIiaII  the  Tock  be  removed  out  of  its  place  ?  Yea,  the 
light  of  the  wicked  shall  be  put  out,  and  the  spark  of  his  fire  shall 

6  not  shine.  The  light  shall  be  dark  in  his  tent,  and  his  candle  shall 

7  he  put  out  with  Mm.  The  steps  of  his  strength  shall  be  straitened, 

8  and  his  own  counsel  shall  cast  him  down.  For  he  is  cast  into  a  net 

9  by  his  own  feet,  and  he  walketh  upon  a  snare.  The  gin  shall  take 

10  him  hy  the  heel,  and  the  noose  shall  hold  him  fast.  The  snare  is 

11  hidden  for  him  in  the  ground,  and  a  trap  for  him  in  the  way4  Terrors 
shairmake  him  afraid  on  every  side,  and  shall  scatter  about  those 

12  that  follow  him.  His  strength  shall  be  hnngerbitlen,  and  de- 

13  struction  shall  be  ready  at  his  aide.  It  shall  devour  the  parte  of  his 

14  skin :  even  the  firstborn  of  death  shall  devour  his  parts.  His  confi¬ 
dence  shall  he  rooted  out  of  his  tent,  and  it  shall  bring  him  in  terror 

15  to  the  king.  It  shall  dwell  in  his  tent,  that  it  is  not  his:  brimstone 
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16  shall  he  scattered  upon  his  habitation.  His  roots  shall  he  dried  up 

17  beneath,  and  above  shall  his  branch  be  cut  off*  His  remembrance 

18  shall  perish  from  the  earth,  and  he  shall  have  no  name  abroad.  He 
shall  be  driven  from  light  into  darkness,  and  chased  out  of  the  world. 

18  He  shall  neither  have  oHspritig norgrandchild among  his  people,  nor 

20  any  remaining  in  his  dwellings.  They  that  come  after  him  shall  be 

21  astonied  at  his  day,  as  they  that  went  before  were  affrighted.  Surely 
such  are  the  dwellings  of  the  wicked,  and  this  is  the  place  of  him  that 
knoweth  not  God. 

1  2  Chap,  xrx.— 1 Then  Job  answered  and  said.  How  long  will  ye 

3  vex  my  soul,  and  break  me  in  pieces  with  words?  These  ten  times 
have  ye  reproached  me ;  ye  are  not  ashamed  that  ye  astound  me. 

4  And  be  it  indeed  that  I  have  aired,  mine  error  remaineth  with  myself. 

5  If  indeed  ye  will  magnify  yourselves  against  me,  and  plead  against  me 

6  my  reproach  ;  Know  now  that  God  bath  overthrown  me,  and  hath 

7  compassed  me  with  his  net.  Behold,  I  cry  ont  of  wrong,  but  I  am 

8  not  answered :  I  cry  for  help,  hut  there  is  no  judgment.  He  hath 
fenced  up  my  way  that  I  cannot  pass,  and  he  hath  set  darkness  in  my 

9  paths.  He  hath  stripped  me  of  my  gloTy ,  and  taken  the  crown  from 

10  my  head.  He  hath  destroyed  me  on  every  side,  and  I  am  gone :  and 

1]  my  hope  hath  be  removed  like  a  tree.  He  hath  also  kindled  his 

wrath  against  me,  and  he  counteth  me  unto  him  as  OTie  qf  his  adver- 

12  series.  His  troops  come  together,  and  raise  up  their  way  against  me, 

13  and  encamp  round  about  my  tent  He  hath  put  my  hretbren  far 

14  from  me,  and  mine  acquaintance  ore  verily  estranged  from  me*  My 
kinsfolk  have  failed,  and  my  familiar  friends  have  forgotten  me. 

15  They  that  sojourn  in  my  house,  and  my  maids,  count  me  for  a  stranger; 

16  I  am  an  alien  in  their  sight.  I  called  my  servant,  and  ho  gave  me  no 

17  answer ;  I  entreated  him  with  my  mouth*  My  spirit  is  strange  to  my 

18  wife,  and  my  caresses  to  the  children  of  my  own  body.  Yea,  young 

19  children  despised  me  5  I  arose,  and  they  spake  against  me.  AU  men 
of  my  counsel  abhorred  me  ;  and  they  whom  I  loved  are  turned  against 

20  me.  My  bone  cleavetk  to  my  skin  and  to  my  flesh,  and  I  am  escaped 

21  with  the  skin  of  my  teeth.  Have  pity  upon  me,  have  pity  upon  me, 

22  O  ye  my  friends ;  for  the  hand  of  God  hath  touched  me.  Why  do  ye 

23  persecute  me  as  God,  and  are  not  satisfied  with  my  flesh  ?  Oh  that 
my  words  were  now  written !  oh  that  they  were  inscribed  in  the  booh ! 

24  That  they  were  graven  with  an  iron  pen  and  lead  in  the  rock  for 

25  ever  !  For  I  know  that  my  vindicator1  Uveth,  and  were  ho  the  last, 

26  be  shall  rise  over  my  dust.  Even  after  my  skin  shall  have  been  stripped 

27  off  this  body  and  flesh,  1  shall  yet  see  God ;  Whom  I  shall  see  for 
myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold*  and  not  another ;  my  reins  long 

28  within  me,  That  ye  should  say.  What  do  we  persecute  him  for,  what 

29  root  of  evil  matter  ia  found  in  him  ?  Be  ye  afraid  for  yourselves  of 
the  sword :  for  wrath  bringeth  the  punishments  of  the  sword,  that  ye 
may  know  there  is  a  judgment. 

1  redeemer. 
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1  Chap,  xx.— Then  answered  Zophar  the  Naamathite,  and  said* 

2  Forsooth*  my  thoughts  bring  me  back,  and  on  account  of  the  urgency 

3  within  me,  I  mast  hear  a  reproach  putting  me  to  shame ;  but  a 

4  spirit  through  my  own  reflection  answereth  me ;  Knowest  thou  this  ? 

5  From  everlasting  since  God  placed  man  on  earth*  That  the  triumph¬ 
ing  of  the  wicked  is  short,  and  the  joy  of  the  hypocrite  but  for  a  rao- 

6  meat.  Though  his  loftiness  mount  up  to  the  heavens*  and  his  head 

7  reach  unto  the  clouds  5  Yet  he  shall  perish  for  ever  like  his  own 

8  dung:  they  who  have  seen  him  shall  say.  Where  is  he?  He  shall 
fly  away  as  a  dream*  and  shall  not  be  found :  yea*  he  shall  he  chased 

9  oway  as  a  vision  of  the  night  The  eye  also  which  saw  him  shall  see 

10  Aim  no  more ;  neither  shall  his  place  any  more  behold  him.  Hia 
children  shall  seek  to  please  the  poor*  and  his  hands  shall  restore 

1 1  their  goods.  His  bones  filled  with  vigour,  shall  yet  lie  with  him 

12  in  the  dust.  Though  wickedness  be  sweet  in  his  mouth,  though  he 

13  hide  it  under  his  tongue;  Though  he  spare  it,  and  forsake  it  not ; 

14  but  keep  it  still  within  bis  mouth ;  Yet  his  meat  in  his  bowels  is 

15  turned*  it  is  the  gall  of  asps  within  him.  He  hath  swallowed  down 
riches*  and  he  shall  vomit  them  up  again :  God  shall  cast  them  out  of 

16  his  belly,  lie  shall  suck  the  poison  of  asps ;  the  viper's  tongue  shall 

17  slay  him.  He  shall  not  see  the  rivulets,  the  rivers*  the  brooks  of 

18  honey,  aud  clotted  cream.  That  which  he  laboured  for  shall  he  re¬ 
store*  and  shall  not  swallow  it  down  :  according  to  Aw  substance  shall 

19  the  restitution  hey  and  he  shall  not  rejoice  therein.  Because  he  hath 
oppressed  awl  hath  forsaken  the  poor;  because  he  hath  violently 

20  taken  away  a  house  which  he  budded  not ;  Surely  he  shall  not  feel 
quietness  in  his  belly*  he  shall  not  save  himself  by  his  most  costly 

21  possession.  There  shall  none  of  his  meat  be  left ;  therefore  shall  no 

22  man  look  for  his  goods.  In  the  fulness  of  his  sufficiency  he  shall  be 

26  in  straits :  every  hand  of  the  wicked  shall  come  upon  him.  When 

he  is  about  to  fill  his  belly*  God  shall  cast  the  fury  of  his  wrath  upon 

24  him*  and  shall  rain  it  upon  him  while  he  is  eating.  He  shall  flee  from 
the  iron  weapon,  and  the  how  of  copper  shall  strike  him  through. 

25  It  is  drawn*  and  comcth  out  of  the  body;  yea*  the  glittering  sword 

26  cometh  out  of  his  gall ;  he  goes,  terrors  are  upon  him.  All  darkness 
shall  he  hid  for  bis  treasures;  a  fire  not  blown  shall  consume  him  ; 

27  it  shall  go  ill  with  him  that  is  left  in  his  tent  The  heaven  shall  reveal 

23  his  iniquity ;  and  the  earth  shall  rise  up  against  him.  The  increase 
of  his  nouse  shall  depart,  and  his  goods  shall  flow  away  in  the  day 

29  of  his  wrath*  This  is  the  portion  of  a  wicked  man  from  God,  and 
the  heritage  appointed  unto  him  by  GocL 

1  2  Chap,  xxl — But  Job  answered  and  said,  Hear  diligentiy  my 

3  speech*  and  let  this  bo  your  consolations.  Suffer  me  that  I  may 

4  speak;  and  after  that  I  have  spoken,  mock  on.  As  for  me,  tip  my 
complaint  to  man  ?  and  if  it  were  so ,  why  should  not  my  spirit  be 

5  impatient }  Mark  me,  and  he  astonished^  and  lay  your  hand  upon 

6  you r  mouth.  Even  when  I  remember  I  am  afraid,  and  terror  taketh 
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7  hokl  on  my  flesh.  Wherefore  do  the  wicked  live,  become  old,  yea 

8  eve  mighty  in  power  ?  Their  seed  is  established  in  their  sight  with 

9  them,  and  their  offispriag  before  their  eyes.  Their  houses  are  safe 
tO  from  fear,  neither  is  the  rod  of  God  upon  them.  Their  bull  gen- 

dereth,  and  foiled)  not ;  their  cow  calveth,  and  casteth  not  her  rolf. 
II  They  send  forth  their  little  ones  like  a  flock,  and  their  children 
IS  dance.  They  lift  up  their  voice  with  the  timbrel  and  harp,  and  rejoice 

15  at  the  sound  of  the  pipe.  They  spend  their  days  in  prosperity,  and 
14  in  a  moment  go  down  to  the  grave.  Therefore  they  say  unto  God, 
Id  Depart  from  ns;  for  we  desire  not  the  knowledge  of  thy  ways.  What 

ts  the  Almighty,  that  we  should  serve  him  ?  and  what  profit  should  we 

16  have,  if  we  entreat  him  i  Lo,  their  prosperity  u  nut  in  their  hand  : 

17  the  counsel  of  the  wicked  is  far  from  me.  How  long — and  the  lamp 
of  the  wicked  will  he  put  oat,  and  destruction  will  come  upon  them ! 

18  God  distributeth  sorrows  in  his  anger.  They  are  as  stuhble  before 

19  the  wind,  and  as  chaff  that  the  storm  carricthaw&y.  God  layeth  up 
his  iniqnity  for  his  children he  repayeth  him,  and  he  shall  know  it. 

20  His  eyes  shall  see  his  destruction,  and  he  shall  drink  of  the  wrath  of 

21  the  Almighty.  For  what  pleasure  hath  he  in  his  house  after  him, 

22  when  the  number  of  his  months  is  cut  off]  Shall  any  teach  God 

23  knowledge  ?  seeing  he  judgeth  those  that  are  high.  This  one  dieth 

24  in  liis  full  strength,  being  wholly  at  ease  and  quiet.  Hie  skin- 
bottles  are  full  of  milk,  and  his  bones  are  moistened  with  marrow. 

35  And  another  dieth  in  the  bitterness  of  his  soul,  and  never  eatetli  with 

26  pleasure.  They  shall  lie  down  alike  in  the  dust,  and  the  worms  shall 

27  cover  them.  Behold,  I  know  your  thoughts,  and  the  devices  which 

28  ye  wrongfully  imagine  against  me.  For  ye  say.  Where  is  the  house  of 

29  the  noble?  and  where  is  the  tent  of  the  dwelling  places  of  the  wicked? 
Have  ye  not  asked  them  that  go  by  the  way  2  for  ye  would  not  have  mis- 

30  understood  their  signs.  That  the  wicked  is  reserved  to  the  day  of 

31  destruction  ;  they  shall  be  brought  forth  to  the  day  of  wrath.  Who 
shall  declare  his  way  to  his  free  1  and  who  shall  repay  him  what  he 

32  hath  done  2  When  he  is  brought  to  the  grave,  and  quickly  descends 

33  Into  the  tomb ;  The  clods  of  the  valley  shall  he  sweet  unto  him,  and 
every  man  shall  draw  after  him,  as  the re  are  innumerable  before  him. 

34  How  then  comfort  ye  me  in  vain,  seeing  in  your  answers  there  re¬ 
mained!  falsehood. 


1  Chap.  xxii. — Then  Eliphaz  the  Temanite  answered  and 

2  Can  a  man  be  profitable  unto  God,  because  he  that  is  wise  may  be 

3  profitable  unto  himself  ?  Is  it  any  pleasure  to  the  Almighty,  that  thou 
art  righteous  1  or  is  it  gain  to  him,  that  thou  makest  thy  ways  per- 

4  feet  ?  Will  he  argue  with  thee  for  fear  of  thee  ?  will  he  enter  with 
6  thee  into  judgment  ?  Is  not  thy  wickedness  great  2  and  thine  ini- 
6  quitiea  infinite  2  For  thon  hast  taken  a  pledge  from  thy  brother  for

7  nought,  and  stripped  the  naked  of  their  clothing.  Thou  hast  not 
given  water  to  the  weary  to  drink,  and  thou  hart  withholden  bread 

8  from  the  hungry.  But  as  for  the  mighty  man,  he  had  the  earth  ; 

9  and  the  favoured  man  dwelt  in  it.  Thou  hast  sent  widows  away 

JO  empty,  and  the  aims  of  the  fatherless  have  been  crushed.  Therefore 

1 1  snares  are  round  about  thee,  aod  sudden  fear  troubleth  thee  j  Or 
darkness,  that  thou  canst  not  see  j  and  abundance  of  waters  cover 

12  thee.  Is  not  God  in  the  height  of  heaven?  and  behold  the  height 

13  of  the  stars,  how  high  they  are!  And  thou  sayest,  How  doth  God 

14  know  ?  can  he  judge  through  the  dark  cloud  ?  Thick  "tmdf  are  a 
covering  to  him,  that  he  seeth  not ;  and  be  walketh.  in  the  circuit  of 

15  heaven.  Dost  thou  keep  to  the  old  way  which  wicked  men  have 

16  trodden?  Who  were  seized  untimely,  whose  foundation  was  over- 

17  flown  with  a  flood  :  Who  said  unto  God,  Depart  from  us :  and  what 

18  can  the  Almighty  do  for  them  ?  Vet  he  filled  their  houses  with  good 

19  things ;  but  the  counsel  of  the  wicked  ie  far  from  me.  The  righteous 

20  see  it,  and  are  glad  :  and  the  innocent  mock  them.  Is  not  our  adver¬ 
sary  cut  down,  and  hath  not  the  fire  consumed  their  excellency  ? 

21  Acquaint  now  thyself  with  him,  and  be  at  peace :  thereby  good  shall 

22  come  unto  thee.  Receive,  1  pray  thee,  law  from  his  mouth,  and  lay 

S3  up  his  words  in  thy  heart.  If  thou  return  to  the  Almighty,  thou 

shalt  be  built  up,  thou  shalt  pat  away  iniquity  far  from  thy  tents. 

24  Then  shalt  thou  lay  up  gold  as  dust,  and  the  gold  of  Ophir  as  the 

25  atones  of  the  brooks.  Yea,  the  Almighty  shall  be  thy  defence,  and 

26  thou  shalt  have  plenty  of  silver,  for  then  Bhalt  thou  have  thy 

27  delight  in  the  Almighty,  and  shalt  lift  up  thy  face  unto  God.  Thou 
shalt  entreat  him,  and  he  shall  hear  tneo,  and  thou  slialt  pay  thy 

£H  vows.  Thau  shalt  also  decree  a  thing,  and  it  shall  be  established 

29  unto  thee :  and  the  light  shall  shine  upon  thy  ways.  When  men  are 
cast  down,  then  thou  ehalt  sav,  There  ie  lifting  up  ;  and  he  shall  save 

30  the  humble  person.  He  shall  deliver  even  him  that  is  not  innocent: 
and  he  is  delivered  by  the  pureness  of  thy  hands. 

1  2  Chap.  xxni. — Then  Job  answered  and  said.  To-day  also  my 

3  complaint  is  rebellion :  my  stroke  is  heavier  than  my  groaning.  Oh 
that  I  knew  where  I  might  find  him  1  I  would  come  even  to  his  seat  1 

4  1  would  order  my  cause  before  him,  and  fill  my  mouth  with  argu- 

5  merits.  I  would  know  the  words  which  he  would  answer  me,  and 

6  understand  what  he  would  say  unto  me.  Will  he  plead  against  me 

7  with  his  great  power  ?  No ;  truly  he  would  put  it  in  me.  There 
the  righteous  might  argue  with  him ;  so  should  I  be  delivered  for 

B  ever  from  my  judge.  Behold,  I  go  forward,  but  he  is  not  there ;  and 

9  backward,  but  I  cannot  perceive  him ;  What  he  worketh  to  the 
left,  I  cannot  behold ;  what  he  veileth  to  the  right,  I  'cannot  see. 

10  But  he  knoweth  the  way  that  I  take :  when  he  hath  tried  me,  I  shall 

1 1  come  forth  as  gold.  My  foot  hath  held  hia  steps,  his  way  have  I 
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12  kept,  and  not  declined*  Neither  have  1  gone  back  from  the  com¬ 
mandment  of  his  lips;  I  have  carefully  observed  the  words  of  his 

13  mouth  above  what  was  law  to  me.  But  he  is  in  one  mind,  and  who 

14  can  tarn  him  7  and  what  his  soul  desireih*  even  that  he  doeth.  For  he 
performed!  the  thing  that  is  appointed  for  me :  and  many  such  things 

15  are  with  him*  Therefore  am  I  troubled  at  hie  presence;  when  I 

16  consider*  I  am  afraid  of  him.  For  God  maketh  my  heart  soft,  and 

17  the  Almighty  trouhleth  me :  Because  I  was  not  cut  off  hefore  the 
darkness*  neither  hath  he  covered  the  darkness  from  my  face. 

1  Chap,  xxiv, — Why  are  events  not  hidden  from  the  Almighty*  even 

2  as  they  that  know  him  never  behold  his  days  ?  They  might  then 

3  remove1  landmarks*  violently  take  away  flocks*  and  feed  thereof;  They 
might  drive  away  the  ass  of  the  fatherless*  take  the  widow's  ox  for  a 

4  pledge;  They  might  then  turn  the  needy  oat  of  the  way :  so  that 

5  the  meek  of  the  earth  must  hide  themselves  together.  Behold*  as 
wild  asses  in  the  desert  might  they  go  forth  to  their  work;  rising 
hetimes  for  a  prey  ;  the  wilderness  yieldcth  food  for  them  and  for 

G  the  young ;  Might  reap  in  a  field  not  theirs :  and,  like  the 

7  wicked*  glean  in  tbe  vineyard:  Whilst  the  stripped  would  have  to 
pass  the  night  without  clothing,  and  in  the  cola  without  covering; 

8  Be  wet  with  the  showers  of  the  mountains*  and  emhrace  the  rock  for 

9  want  of  a  shelter.  They  might  pluck  the  fatherless  from  the  breast* 

10  and  take  as  a  pledge  what  is  on  the  poor ;  Whilst  those  stripped 
would  have  to  wander  about  without  clothing*  and  those  famishing 

11  to  carry  sheaves;  Might  make  oil  within  their  walls*  and  tread  their 

12  wine-presses*  when  thirsty ;  Whilst  from  out  of  the  city  men  would 
groan*  and  the  soul  of  the  wounded  would  cry  out :  for  God  would 

13  not  lay  folly  to  them *  Now  they  are  of  those  that  rebel  against  the 

14  light*  recognise  not  his  wav*  nor  abide  in  his  paths.  The  murderer 
rising  with  the  light  kiiletn  the  poor  and  needy*  and  in  the  night  is 

15  as  a  thief.  The  eye  also  of  the  adulterer  waiteth  for  the  twilight* 
saying*  No  eye  shall  see  me;  and  maketh  it  a  disguise  to  his  face* 

16  In  the  dark  they  dig  through  houses  :  the  whole  day  they  shut  Uiem- 

17  selves  np:  they  know  not  the  light.  For  the  morning  is  to  them 
even  as  the  shadow  of  death :  yea*  they  recognise  the  terrors  of  the 

18  shadow  of  death.  He  is  swift*  yet  it  is  as  though  he  were  on  the  face 
of  the  waters;  their  portion  is  cursed  in  the  earth:  he  turncth  not 

19  the  way  of  the  vineyards.  In  drought  and  heat  they  rob;  yet  it  is 

20  like  snow  waters :  may  sin  for  die  grave.  The  womb  shall  forget 
him ;  tbe  worm  shall  be  sweet  unto  him ;  he  shall  be  no  more  re* 

21  membered ;  and  iniquity  shall  be  broken  as  a  tree*  He  evil 
entreateth  the  barren  that  be&reth  not;  and  doeth  not  good  to  the 

22  widow.  He  draweth  also  the  mighty  with  hie  power ;  he  riseth  up* 

23  and  no  'man  is  sure  of  life.  Though  he  is  allowed  to  feel  secured*  and 

24  resteth  thereon*  yet  bis  eyes  are  upon  their  ways.  Rise  but  a  little* 
and  be  is  not ;  they  melt  away  :  they  are  gathered  in  like  food*  and 

25  cut  off  as  the  tops  of  the  ears  of  corn.  And  if  it  he  not  so  now*  who 
will  give  me  the  lie*  and  make  my  speech  ijothing  worth  ? 

1  Kadi* 
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1  2  Chap,  xxv. — Then  answered  Bildad  the  Shuhite,  and  said.  Do 
minion  and  awe  are  with  him,  he  maketh  peace  in  big  high  places* 

3  la  there  any  number  of  his  armies  ?  and  upon  whom  doth  not  his 

4  light  arise  ?  How  then  can  man  be  justified  with  God  ?  or  how  can 

5  he  be  clean  that  is  bom  of  a  woman?  Behold,  whilst  the  moon  lasts, 
she  spreadeth  not  her  tent:  whilst  the  stars  last,  they  are  not 

6  pure  iq  his  sight*  How  much  less  man,  that  is  a  worm  ?  and  the  son 
of  man,  which  is  a  maggot  ? 

I  2  Chap.  xxyi. — But  Job  answered  and  said.  How  th on  hast  helped 
him  that  is  without  power  1  how  saved  the  arm  that  hath  do 

3  strength  7  How  hast  thou  counselled  him  that  hath  no  wisdom  1  and 

4  how  thou  hast  plentifully  declared  the  thing  as  it  is  1  To  whom 

5  hast  thou  uttered  words  :  and  whose  breath  came  from  thee  ?  Spec¬ 
tres  from  beneath  writhe,  the  waters,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

6  The  grave  is  naked  before  Mm,  and  destruction  hath  no  covering, 

7  He  stretcheth  out  the  north  over  the  void,  and  hangeth  the  earth 

8  upon  nothing.  He  bindeth  up  the  waters  in  his  thick  clouds;  and 

9  the  cloud  is  not  rent  under  them.  Veiling  the  face  of  his  throne, 

10  he  spreadeth  his  cloud  upon  it.  He  hath  compassed  the  waters  with 

II  hounds,  to  the  confines  of  light  and  darkness.  The  pillars  of  heaven 

12  tremble  and  are  astonished  at  his  reproof.  He  stilleth  the  sea  with 
his  power,  and  by  his  understanding  he  smiteth  through  insolence. 

13  By  his  spirit  he  bath  garnished  the  heavens ;  his  hand  hath  pierced 

14  the  fleeing  serpent,  Lo,  these  are  extremities  of  his  ways :  hut  how 
little  a  portion  is  heard  of  him  ?  but  the  thunder  of  his  power  who 
can  understand  ? 

1  2  Chap,  xxyii. — Moreover  Job  continued  his  parable,  and  said.  As 
God  liveth,  who  hath  taken  away  my  judgment ;  and  the  Almighty, 

3  who  hath  vexed  my  soul ;  All  tne  while  my  breath  is  in  me,  and  the 

4  spirit  of  God  is  in  my  nostrils ;  If  my  lips  speak  wickedness,  and 

5  my  tongue  utter  deceit,  ...  *  Woe  be  unto  me,  if  I  justify  you 

6  even  whilst  expiring;  I  will  not  part  with  mine  integrity.  My 
righteousness  I  hold  fast,  and  will  not  let  it  go  :  my  heart  shall  not 

7  reproach  me  so  long  as  I  live.  Let  mine  enemy  be  as  the  wicked, 

8  and  he  that  riseth  up  against  me  as  the  unrighteous.  For  what  is 
the  hope  of  the  hypocrite,  though  he  hath  gained,  when  God  fc- 

9  quireth  his  soul  ?  Will  God  hear  his  cry  when  trouble  comefh  upon 

10  him  ?  Will  he  delight  himself  in  the  Almighty  ?  will  he  alwaya  call 

1 1  upon  God  ?  I  will  teach  you  by  the  hand  of  God :  that  which  is 

12  with  the  Almighty  will  I  not  conceal.  Behold,  all  ye  yourselves  have 

13  seen  it ;  why  then  are  ye  thus  altogether  vain  ?  This  is  the  portion 
of  a  wicked  man  with  God,  and  the  heritage  of  oppressors,  which 

14  they  shall  receive  of  the  Almighty.  If  his  children  be  multiplied,  it 
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is  for  the  sword ;  and  his  offspring  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  bread. 
Those  that  remain  of  him  shall  he  hnried  in  death :  and  his  widows 

16  shall  not  weep*  Though  he  heap  up  silver  as  the  dust,  and  prepare 

17  raiment  as  the  clay }  lie  may  prepare  it,  hut  the  just  shall  put  it 

18  on,  and  the  innocent  shall  divide  the  silver*  He  huildeth  his  house 

19  as  the  moth*  and  as  a  booth  that  the  keeper  maketh.  ^  Rich,  he  shall 
lie  down*  but  he  shall  not  be  gathered :  he  openeth  his  eyes,  and  he 

20  is  not*  Terrors  take  hold  on  him  as  waters,  a  tempest  ste&leth  him 

21  away  in  the  night*  An  east  wind  carrieth  him  away,-  and  He 

22  departeth:  and  as  a  storm  hurleth  him  out  of  his  place;  It  shall 
cast  upon  him,  and  not  spare  ;  he  would  fain  flee  out  of  its  power* 

23  It  shall  clap  its  hands  at  him,  and  shall  hiss  him  out  of  his  place* 

1  Chap*  xxviii.— Surely  there  is  a  vein1  for  the  silver  and  a  place  for 

2  gold  which  they  fine.  Iron  ia  taken  out  of  the  earth,  and  stone  is 

3  molten  into  copper.  He  setteth  an  end  to  darkness,  and  searcheth 
unto  the  utmost  limits  for  the  stones  from  darkness,  and  the  shadow 

4  of  death ;  Where  the  flood  hreaketh  out  by  the  side  of  the  sojourner 
therein,  who  forgotten  of  the  foot*  languished,  removed  from  man ; 

5  Where  land  ia,  out  of  which  cometh  bread,  whilst  that  underneath  it 

6  ia  turned  up  as  by  fire.  The  stones  of  it  are  the  place  of  sapphires ; 

7  and  it  hath  dust  of  gold  for  him*  There  is  a  path  which  no  bird  of 

8  prey  knoweth,  and  which  the  vulture’s  eye  hath  not  seen  :  The  tribes 
of  ferocious  beasts  have  not  trodden  it,  nor  the  fierce  lion  passed  by 

9  it  He  putteth  forth  his  hand  upon  the  flint;  he  overturneth  inoun- 

10  tains  by  the  roots.  He  cutteth  out  rivers  among  the  rocks ;  and  his 

1 1  eye  seeth  every  precious  thing.  He  bindeth  floods  from  overflowing 

12  and  the  thing  that  is  hid  bringeth  he  forth  to  light  But  where 
shall  wisdom  be  found?  and  where  is  the  place  of  understanding? 

13  Man  knoweth  not  the  price  thereof;  neither  is  it  found  in  the  land  of 

14  the  living.  The  depth  sayeth,  ft  is  not  in  met  and  the  sea 

15  sayeth,  It  is  not  with  me.  It  cannot  he  gotten  for  gold,  neither 

16  shall  silver  be  weighed  for  the  price  thereof.  It  cannot  be  valued 

17  with  the  gold  of  Ophir,  with  precious  onyx*  or  sapphire.  Gold  and 
glass  cannot  equal  it:  nor  a  vessel  of  fine  gold  as  an  exchange 

18  thereof.  No  mention  shall  be  made  of  coral,  or  crystal :  for  the  pro- 

19  curing  of  wisdom  is  above  pearls.  The  topes  of  Cush  shall  not 

20  equal  it,  neither  shall  it  be  valued  with  pure  gold*  Whence  then 

21  cometh  wisdom  ?  and  where  as  the  place  of  understanding  ?  Seeing 
it  is  hid  from  the  eyes  of  all  living,  and  kept  dose  from  the  fowl  of 

22  the  heavens.  Perdition  and  death  say.  We  have  heard  the  fame 

23  thereof  with  our  ears*  God  UDderstandeth  the  way  thereof,  and  he 

24  knoweth  the  place  thereof.  For  he  looketh  to  the  extremities  of  the 
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25  earth,  and  seeth  under  the  whole  heaven ;  To  mate  a  weight  for  the 

26  winds ;  and  he  weigheth  waters  by  measure.  When  he  made  a  decree 

27  for  the  rain,  and  a  way  for  the  lightning  of  the  thunder :  Then  did 
he  see  it,  and  declare  it ;  he  prepared  it,  yea,  and  searched  it  cut. 

28  And  unto  man  he  said.  Behold,  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  that  is  wisdom  ; 
and  to  depart  from  evil  is  understanding. 

I  2  Chap.  xxrx. — Moreover  Job  continued  his  parable,  and  said.  Oh 
that  I  were  as  in  months  past,  as  in  the  days  when  God  guarded  me: 

3  When  his  lamp  shone  upon  my  head,  and  when  by  his  light  I  walked 

4  through  darkness ;  As  I  was  in  the  dayB  of  my  plenteousness,  when  I 

5  was  in  the  counsel  of  God,  who  teas  over  my  tent ;  When  the 

6  Almighty  too*  yet  with  me,  when  my  lads  were  about  me ;  When  I 
washed  my  steps  with  butter,  and  the  rock  poured  me  out  rivers  of 

7  oil ;  When  I  went  out  to  the  gate  along  the  city,  when  I  prepared 

8  my  seat  in  the  street !  Young  men  saw  me,  and  htd  themselves  1 

9  the  aged  arose,  and  stood  up.  Princes  refrained  talking,  and  laid 

10  their  hand  on  their  month.  The  voice  of  the  nobles  was  suppressed, 

11  and  their  tong  no  cleaved  to  the  roof  of  their  mouth.  When  the  ear 
heard  Me,  then  it  blessed  me ;  and  when  the  eye  saw  me,  it  gave  wit- 

12  ness  to  me :  Because  I  delivered  the  poor  that  cried  for  help,  and  the 

IS  fatherless,  and  Ain  that  had  none  to  help  him.  The  blessing  of  the 

wanderer  came  upon  me :  and  I  caused  the  widow’s  heart  to  shout. 

14  I  put  on  righteousness,  and  it  clothed  me :  my  judgment  was  as  a 

15  robe  and  hood.  I  was  eyes  to  the  blind,  and  feet  was  I  to  the  lame. 

16  1  was  a  father  to  the  needy:  and  the  cause  which  I  knew  not  I 

17  searched  out.  And  I  hrnke  the  grinders  of  the  iniquitous,  and 

18  plucked  the  spoil  out  of  his  teeth.  Then  I  said,  I  shall  expire 

19  in  my  nest,  ana  I  shall  multiply  my  days  as  the  sand.  My  root  is 
laid  bare  for  the  waters,  and  the  dew  lay  all  night  upon  my  mop. 

20  My  glory  was  fresh  in  me,  and  my  bow  was  renewed  in  my  hand. 

2 1  Unto  me  men  gave  ear,  and  waited,  and  kept  silent  at  my  counsel. 

22  After  my  words  they  spake  not  again :  and  my  speech  dropped  upon 

23  them.  And  they  waited  for  me  as  for  the  rain ;  and  they  opened  their 

24  month  wide  as  for  tbe  latter  rain.  If  I  laughed  on  them,  they 
believed  it  not ;  and  the  light  of  my  countenance  they  cast  not  down. 

25  I  chose  out  their  way,  and  sat  chief,  and  dwelt  as  a  king  in  the  army, 
as  one  that  coraforteth  the  mourners. 

1  Chap,  xxx.— -But  now  they  that  are  younger  than  I  have  me  in 
derision,  whose  fathers  I  would  have  disdained  to  have  set  with  the 

2  dogs  of  my  flock.  Yea,  whereto  might  the  strength  of  their  hands 

3  profit  me,  whom  successful  accomplishment  faiieth  ?  They  are  solitary, 
in  want  and  famine ;  fleeing  into  the  wilderness,  into  the  gloom  of 

4  desolation  and  waste ;  Plucking  purslain  on  the  bushes,  and  juniper 
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5  root a /or  their  meat.  The;  were  driven  forth  from  among  men,  they 

6  cried  after  them  as  after  the  thief ;  To  dwell  in  the  horrid  glens, 

7  tn  caves  of  the  earth,  and  in  the  rocks.  Among  bushes  they  h  rayed ; 

8  under  nettles  they  were  gathered  together.  They  were  base  children, 

9  yea,  nameless  children  ;  they  were  h  eaten  out  of  the  land.  And  now 

10  am  I  their  song,  yea,  I  am  their  byword.  They  abhor  me,  they  flee 

11  far  from  me,  ana  spare  not  to  spit  in  my  face.  Because  he  hath 
loosed  my  cord,  and  afflicted  me,  they  have  also  let  loose  the  bridle 

12  before  me.  Upon  ray  right  hand  rise  the  youth ;  they  push  away  my 
feet,  and  they  raise  up  against  me  the  ways  of  their  destruction. 

13  They  mar  my  path,  they  set  forward  my  calamity,  they  have  no 

14  helper.  They  came  upon  me  through  a  wide  breach :  amidst  de sola- 

15  lion  they  rolled  themselves  upon  me.  Tenors  are  turned  upon  me : 
they  chase  mv  authority  like  the  wind :  and  my  welfare  passeth  away 

18  as  a  cloud.  And  now  my  Goal  is  poured  out  upon  me ;  the  days  of 

17  affliction  have  taken  hold  upon  me.  My  bones  are  pierced  in  me  in 

18  the  night  season :  and  my  veins  take  no  rest.1  By  great  force  he 
disgniseth  himself  in  my  garment :  he  bindeth  me  about  as  the  collar 

19  of  my  coat.  He  hath  cast  me  into  the  mire,  and  I  am  become  like 

20  dost  and  ashes.  1  cry  for  help  unto  thee,  andtbou  dost  not  hear  me : 
SI  I  stand  up,  and  thou  considerest  about  me.  Thou  art  become  cruel 

22  to  me:  with  thy  strong  hand  thou  oppoaest  thyself  against  me.  Thou 
liftest  me  up  to  the  wind :  thou  earnest  me  to  riae  upon  it,  and  thy  conn- 

23  seldissolveth  me.  Yea,  I  know  that  thou  wilt  bring  me  back  to  death, 

24  and  to  the  house  appointed  for  all  living.  Surely  prayer  availeth  not 
when  he  stretcheth  out  his  hand,  though  they  cry  when  he  deBtroyeth. 

25  If  I  wept  not  for  him  whose  fate3  was  hard,  grieved  in  my  soul  for  the 

26  needy  ....  When  I  looked  for  good,  then  evil  came  ttnio  me  :  and 

27  when  I  waited  for  light,  there  came  thick  darkness.  My  bowels 
boiled,  and  rested  not:  the  days  of  affliction  have  come  quickly  upon 

28  me.  I  went  about  gloomy  without  sunshine :  I  stood  up,  and  I 

29  cried  in  the  congregation  for  help.  1  am  a  brother  to  jackals,  and  a 

30  companion  to  ostriches.  My  skin  is  black  upon  me,  and  my  bones 
81  are  burned  with  heat.  My  harp  also  is  turned  to  mourning,  and  my 

pipe  into  the  voice  of  them  that  weep. 

1  Chap.  xxxi. — I  made  a  covenant  with  mine  eyes ;  why  then  should 

2  I  think  upon  a  maid?  And  what  would  become  of  the  portion  of  God 

3  from  above,  and  the  inheritance  of  the  Almighty  from  on  high  ?  Is 
not  destruction  to  the  wicked  ?  and  a  Btrange  punishment  to  the 

4  workers  of  iniquity?  Doth  not  he  Bee  my  ways,  and  count  all  my  steps? 

5  If  I  have  walked  with  vanity,  or  if  my  foot  hath  hasted  to  deceit; 

6  Let  me  he  weighed  in  an  even  balance,  that  God  may  know  mine 

7  integrity.  If  my  step  hath  turned  out  of  the  way,  and  my  heart 
walked  after  mine  eyes,  and  if  any  blot  hath  cleaved  to  my  hands ; 

8  Then  let  me  sow,  and  let  another  eat ;  yea,  let  my  offspring  he  rooted 
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9  oat.  If  my  heart  have  been  enticed  about  a  woman,  or  if  I  have  laid 

10  wait  at  my  neighbour's  door;  Then  let  my  wife  grind  unto  another, 

1 1  and  let  others  bow  down  upon  her*  For  this  is  a  heinous  crime ;  yea, 

12  it  is  an  iuiqnity  to  be  punished  by  the  judges.  For  it  is  a  fire  that 

13  coosumeth  to  perdition,  and  would  root  out  all  mine  increase.  If  I 
did  despise  the  cause  of  my  manservant  or  of  my  maidservant,  when 

14  they  contended  with  me;  What  then  shall  I  do  when  God  riseth 

15  up  ?  and  when  he  viaiteth,  what  shall  I  answer  him?  Did  not  he 
that  made  me  in  the  womb  make  him  ?  and  did  not  one  fashion  us  in 

]6  the  womb  ?  If  I  have  withheld  the  poor  from  their  desire,  or  have 

17  caused  the  eyes  of  the  widow  to  fail ;  Or  have  eaten  my  morsel  my* 

18  self  alone,  and  the  fatherless  hath  not  eaten  thereof ;  Whereas  from 
my  youth  he  grew  up  with  me,  as  with  a  father,  and  I  have  guided  her 

19  from  my  mother’s  womb ;  If  1  have  seen  a  wanderer  without  clothing, 

20  or  auy  needy  withont  covering;  If  his  loins  have  not  blessed  me,  and 

21  i/he  were  not  warmed  with  fleece  of  my  sheep;  If  I  have  shaken 

22  my  hand  at  the  fatherless,  when  I  saw  my  heljj  in  the  gate :  Then 
let  mine  arm  fall  from  my  shoulder  blade,  and  mine  arm  he  broken 

23  from  the  elbow.  For  destruction  from  God  teas  a  terror  to  me,  and 

24  by  reason  of  his  excellency  I  could  not  endure.  If  I  have  made  gold 

25  my  hope,  or  have  said  to  the  fine  gold.  Thou  art  my  confidence  :  If 
I  rejoiced  because  my  wealth  was  great,  and  because  iny  hand  had 

26  gotten  much ;  If  I  beheld  the  sun  when  it  shined,  or  the  moon  walking 

27  in  brightness;  And  my  heart  hath  been  secretly  enticed,  or  my 

28  mouth  hath  kissed  my  hand :  This  also  were  an  iniquity  to  be  pu¬ 
nished  by  the  judge :  for  1  should  have  denied  the  God  that  is  above. 

29  If  I  rejoiced  at  the  destruction  of  him  that  hated  me,  or  exerted  my- 

30  self,  when  evil  found  him:  Bid  rather  suffered  not  my  palate  to  sin 

31  by  wishing  a  curse  to  his  soul;  If  the  men  of  my  tent  said  not, 
which  qf  us  will  give  of  his  own  meat  ?  we  would  rathor  not  be  satis- 

32  fied;  That  a  stranger  should  not  lodge  in  the  street  over  night,  I 

33  will  open  my  door  to  the  traveller ;  If  I  covered  my  transgressions,  as 

34  Adam,  by  hiding  mine  iniquity  in  my  bosom  :  Then  let  me  fear  a 
great  multitude,  let  me  also  he  struck  dumb,  let  me  he  unable  to  go 

35  out  of  the  door*  Oh  that  one  would  hear  me !  behold,  my  plea  is, 
let  the  Almighty  answer  me,  and  my  adversary  write  an  indictment.1 

36  If  1  would  not  take  it  upon  my  shoulder,  and  hind  it  as  a  crown  to 

37  me ;  Declare  unto  him  the  number  of  my  steps ;  like  a  prince,  go 

38  near  unto  him  .  *  *  .  If  my  land  cry  against  me,  or  that  the  furrows 

39  likewise  thereof  complain ;  If  I  have  eaten  the  fruits  thereof  without 

40  money,  or  have  caused  the  owners  thereof  to  lose  their  life ;  Let 
thorns  grow  instead  of  wheat,  and  cockle  instead  of  barley*  The 
words  of  Job  ore  ended. 

1  Chav*  xxxn, — So  these  three  men  ceased  to  answer  Job,  because 

2  he  was  righteous  in  his  own  eyes.  Then  was  kindled  the  wrath  of 
Elihu,  the  son  of  Barachel  the  Buzite,  of  the  family  of  Ram  :  against 
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Job  was  bis  wrath  kindled,  because  he  justified  himself  rather  than 

3  God,  Also  against  his  three  friends  was  his  wrath  kindled,  because 

4  they  had  found  no  answer,  and  yet  had  condemned  Job.  Now  Elihu 
had  waited  till  Job  had  spoken,  because  they  were  elder  than  he. 

5  When  Elihu  saw  that  there  w»  no  answer  in  the  mouth  of  these 

6  three  men,  then  his  wrath  was  kindled  And  Elihu,  the  son  of 
Barachel  the  Buzite,  answered  and  said,  I  am  young,  and  ye  are  very 
old;  wherefore  I  was  afraid,  and  durst  not  shew  you  mine  opinion. 

7  I  said,  Days  should  speak,  and  multitude  of  years  should  teach 

8  wisdom.  But  there  if  a  spirit  in  man :  and  the  hreath  of  the 

9  Almighty  giveth  them  understanding.  Great  men  are  not  always 

10  wise :  neither  do  the  aged  understand  judgment.  Therefore  I  said, 

11  Hearken  to  me  ;  I  also  will  declare  mine  opinion.  Behold,  I  waited-for 
your  words  ;  1  gave  ear  to  your  reasons,  whilst  ye  searched  out  what 

12  to  say.  Yea,  I  attended  unto  you,  and,  behold,  there  tras  none  of  you 

13  that  refuted  Job,  or  that  answered  his  wards :  Lest  ye  should  say, 
We  have  found  out  wisdom :  God  will  thrust  him  down,  not  man. 

14  Now  he  hath  not  directed  fas  words  against  me ;  neither  will  I  answer 

16  him  with  your  speeches.  They  were  amazed,  they  answered  no  more: 

16  they  have  put  away  words  from  themselves.  Yet  I  waited,  hut  they 

17  spake  not;  hut  they  are  at  a  stand,  answer  not  again.  Then  I  will 

18  answer  also  my  part,  I  wilt  also  declare  mine  opinion ;  For  1  am  full 

19  of  matter,  the  spirit  within  me  constraineth  me.  Behold,  my  belly  is 
as  wine  which  is  not  opened :  it  is  ready  to  burst  like  new  skin- 

20  bottles.  I  will  speak,  that  I  may  give  vent  unto  myself,  I  will  open 

21  my  lips  and  answer.  Let  me  not,  I  pray  you,  accept  any  man’s 

22  person,  neither  let  me  give  flattering  titles  unto  man.  For  I  know 
not  to  give  flattering  titles;  yet  a  little  while,  and  my  maker  will 
carry  me  away. 

1  Chap,  xxxiii,— ‘ Wherefore,  Job,  I  pray  thee,  hear  my  speeches,  and 

2  hearken  to  all  my  words.  Behold,  now  1  have  opened  my  mouth, 

3  my  tongue  hath  spoken  in  the  roof  of  my  month.  My  words  shall 
he  of  die  uprightness  of  my  heart ;  and  my  lips  shall  utter  knowledge 

4  clearly.  The  Spirit  of  God  hath  made  me,  and  the  breath  of  tbe 

5  Almighty  hath  given  me  life.  If  thou  canst  answer  me,  set  thy  words 

6  in  order  before  me,  take  thy  stand.  Beheld,  I  am  God’s,  according 

7  to  thy  word :  I  also  am  nipped  off  from  clay.  Behold,  my  terror 
shall  not  make  thee  afraid,  neither  shall  my  load  be  heavy  upon 

9  thee.  Surely  thou  hast  spoken  in  my  hearing,  and  1  have  heard  the 
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9  voice  of  thy  words,  saying,  I  am  pole  without  transgression,  I  am 

10  clean ;  neither  is  there  iniquity  in  me.  Behold,  he  seeketh  estrange- 

1 1  meat  from  me,  he  countetn  me  for  his  enemy.  He  putteth  my  feet 
IS  in  the  stocks,  he  marketh  all  my  paths.  Behold,  in  this  thou  art  not 

13  just :  I  will  answer  thee,  that  God  is  greater  than  man.  Why  dost 
thou  strive  against  him  ?  Is  it  because  he  maheth  no  answer  to  any 

14  of  his  words?  Yet  God  speaketh  once,  yea  twice ;  nevertheless,  man 

15  regardeth  it  not.  In  a  dream,  in  a  vision  of  the  night,  when  deep 

16  sleep  falleth  upon  men,  in  slumberings  Upon  the  bed ;  Then  he 

17  openeth  the  cars  of  men,  and  sealeth  their  instruction.  That  he  may 
IS  withdraw  man  from  hit  work,  and  hide  pride  from  man.  He  keepeth 

back  his  soul  from  the  nit,  end  his  life  from  passing  away  by  the 

19  deadly  missile.  He  is  chastened  also  with  pain  upon  his  bed,  and 

20  the  multitude  of  his  bones  with  continual  pain ;  So  that  his  life 

21  abhorreth  bread,  and  bis  soul  dainty  meat.  His  flesh  is  consumed 
away,  that  it  cannot  be  seen ;  and  his  bones  that  were  not  seen  stick 

22  out.  Yea,  his  soul  draweth  near  uuto  the  pit,  and  his  life  to  the 

23  destroyers.  If  there  be  an  angel  about  him,  an  interpreter,  one 

24  among  a  thousand,  to  shew  unto  man  his  uprightness :  Then  he  is 
gracious  unto  him,  and  sayeth,  Deliver  him  from  going  down  to  the 

25  pit :  I  have  found  a  ransom.  His  flesh  shall  be  fresher  than  child* 

26  flood’s :  he  shall  return  to  the  days  of  his  youth :  He  shall  pray 
unto  God,  and  he  will  be  favourable  unto  him j  and  he  shall  see  his 
face  with  shouting :  for  he  will  render  unto  man  his  righteousness. 

27  He  is  adverse  to  men,  end  if  any  say,  1  have  sinned,  and  perverted 

28  that  which  mat  right,  and  it  profited  me  not ;  He  will  deliver  his 

29  soul  from  going  into  the  pit,  and  his  life  shall  see  the  light.  Lo,  all 
.30  these  things  worketh  Goa  twice,  thrice,  with  man.  To  bring  hack  his 

soul  from  the  pit,  to  be  enlightened  with  the  light  of  the  living. 

31  Mark  well,  O  Job,  hearken  unto  me :  hold  thy  peace,  and  1  wul 

32  speak.  If  thou  hast  anything  to  say,  answer  me :  speak,  for  1  desire 

33  to  justify  thee.  If  not,  hearken  thou  unto  me :  hold  thy  peace,  and 
I  shall  teach  thee  wisdom. 

I  2  Chap,  xxxjy. — Furthermore  Elihu  answered  and  said.  Hear  my 
words,  O  ye  wise  men ;  and  give  ear  unto  me,  ye  that  have  know- 
3  4  ledge.  For(the  car  tricth  words,  as  the  palate  tasteth  food.  Let 
us  choose  to  us  judgment :  let  us  know  among  ourselves  wbat  ts 

5  good.  For  Job  hath  said,  I  am  righteous:  and  God  bath  taken 

6  away  my  right ;  Otherwise  I  should  speak  falsely  concerning  my 
right ;  my  wound1  is  incurable,  although  I  am  without  transgression. 

7  8  What  man  is  like  Job,  vho  drinketh  up  scorning  like  water  ?  And 
goeth  in  company  with  the  workers  of  iniquity,  and  walketb  with 
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S  wicked  men.  For  be  hath  said.  It  mofiteth  a  man  nothing  that  be 

10  should  delight  himself  with  God.  Therefore  hearken  unto  me,  ye 
men  of  understanding !  far  he  it  from  God,  that  he  should  do  wicked- 

1 1  ness  5  and  from  the  Almighty*  that  he  should  commit  iniquity.  For  the 
work  of  a  man  shall  he  render  unto  him,  and  cause  every  man  to  find 

13  according  to  his  ways.  Still  less*  forsooth*  will  God  unjustly  con- 

13  denra*  or  the  Almighty  pervert  judgment.  Who  hath  given' him  a 

14  charge  over  the  earth  :  or  who  hath  disposed  the  whole  world  ?  If 
he  turn  his  mind  to  himself*  if  he  gather  unto  himself  his  spirit  and 

15  his  breath}  All  flesh  shall  perish  together*  and  man  shall  return 

16  unto  dost.  If  now  thou  hast  understanding*  hear  this :  hearken  to 

17  the  voice  of  my  words.  Doth  a  hater  of  right  govern  !  and  wilt  thou 

18  condemn  him  that  is  most  just  ?  Is  it  fit  to  say  to  a  king*  Tkou-ort 

19  wicked  ?  and  to  nobles*  Ye  are  ungodly  ?  How  much  less  to  him  that 
accepteth  not  the  persona  of  princes*  nor  regardelh  the  rich  more 

SO  than  the  poor  F  for  they  all  are  the  work  of  his  hands.  Li  a  moment 
they  die*  and  the  people  is  troubled  at  midnight*  for  they  pass  away* 

21  and  the  mighty  are  taken  away  without  hand.  For  his  eyes  are  upon 

22  the  ways  of  man*  and  he  seetn  all  his  goings.  There  is  no  darkness, 
nor  shadow  of  death*  where  the  workers  of  iniquity  may  hide  tliem- 

23  selves.  For  he  will  not  lay  upon  man  more  tnan  right ;  that  he 

24  should  enter  into  judgment  with  God.  He  inscrutably  breaketh  in 

25  pieces  mighty  men*  and  setteth  others  in  their  stead.  Truly  he 
knoweth  their  deeds*  and  he  overtumeth  them  in  the  night,  so  that 

26  they  are  crushed.  He  striketh  them  as1  wicked  men  in  the  open 

27  sight  of  others ;  Because  they  turned  back  from  him*  and  would  not 

28  consider  any  of  his  ways :  To  bring  upon  himself  the  cry  of  the 

29  indigent ;  for  he  heareth  the  cry  of  the  afflicted.  When  he  giveth 
quietness,  who  then  can  make  trouble  ?  and  who  will  look  at  him* 
touching  either  a  nation  or  an  individual*  when- he  hideth  his  face* 

30  From  a  hypocrite  that  reigneth*  from  the  ensnarers  of  a  people? 

31  Surely  it  is  meet  to  be  said  unto  God,  1  have  Lome  chastisement* 

32  although  I  offended  not:  That  which  I  see  not*  teach  thou  me  :  if  I 

33  have  done  iniquity*  I  will  do  no  more.  Has  this  proceeded  from 
thee  ?  He  will  repay  it,  for  thou  hast  been  scornful;  yet  thou  sholi 

34  choose*  and  not  I :  and  what  thou  knowest  speak.  Men  of  under* 

35  standing  will  tell  me,  and  a  wise  man  will  hearken  unto  me.  Job 
hath  spoken  without  knowledge*  and  his  words  were  without  wisdom. 

36  My  father*  may  Job  he  tried  unto  the  end*  because  of  his  answers 

37  among  wicked  men.  For  he  addeth  rebellion  unto  his  sin*  throweth 
out  douhts  among  us*  and  multiplieth  his  words  against  God. 

1  2  Chap.  xxxv.—Elihu  spake  moreover*  and  said,  Thickest  thou 
this  to  be  right*  sayest  thou*  My  righteousness  is  above  God’s  ? 

3  Because  thou  askest**  What  advantage  will  it  he  unto  thee?  Wherein 
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4  do  I  profit  more  than  tad  I  sinned  ?  I  will  answer  thee,  and  thy 

5  companions  with  thee.  Look  unto  the  heavens,  and  see;  and  behold 

6  the  sky  which  is  higher  than  thou.  If  thou  sinnest,  what  doest  thou 
against  me  ?  ot  if  thy  transgressions  be  multiplied,  what  doest  thou 

7  unto  him?  If  thou  be  righteous,  what  givest  thou  him?  or  what 

8  receiveth  he  of  thy  hand?  Thy  wickedness  may  hurt  a  man  as  thou 

9  art ;  and  thy  righteousness  may  profit  the  son  of  man.  The  oppressed 
are  made  to  cry  out  hy  reason  of  the  multitudes,  they  cry  for  help ; 

10  they  cry  out  by  reason  of  the  arm  of  the  mighty.  But  none 

11  Baith,  Where  is  God  my  maker,  who  giveth  songs  in  the  night;  Who 
teacheth  us  through  the  beasts  of  the  earth,  and  makeln  us  wise 

12  through  the  fowls  of  heaven  ?  There  they  cry,  but  he  answereth  not, 

13  because  of  the  pride  of  evil  men ;  Yet  in  vain,  God  doth  not  hear, 

14  the  Almighty  doth  not  regard  it.  Although  thou  sayest  thou  shalt 
not  see  it,  yet  judgment  is  before  him ;  and  thou  must  expect  it. 

15  And  if  there  were  nothing  now,  yet  his  anger  would  visit,  although 

16  he  should  not  severely  chastiso  for  the  transgression.  Therefore 
doth  Job  open  his  mouth  in  vain ;  he  multipiieth  words  without 
knowledge. 

I  2  Chap,  xxxyx. — Eliha  also  proceeded,  and  said.  Suffer  me  a  little, 

3  and  I  will  shew  thee  that  /  have  yet  to  speak  on  God’s  behalf.  I 
will  raise  my  thought  to  him  in  the  distance,  I  will  procure  right  for 

4  my  Maker.  For  truly  my  word  shall  not  be  false :  one  upright  in 

5  his  opinions  is  with  thee.  Behold,  God  is  mighty,  and  despiseth  not 

6  any :  be  is  mighty  in  strength  and  wisdom.  He  preservetn  not  the 

7  life  of  the  wicked :  but  giveth  their  right  to  the  poor.  He  with- 
dr&weth  not  his  eyes  from  the  righteous :  but  with  kings  are  they  on 
the  throne ;  yea,  he  doth  establish  them  for  ever,  and  they  are  ewaTteA 

8  And  if  they  be  bound  in  fetters,  end  be  holden  in  corda  of  affliction  $ 

9  Then  he  sheweth  them  their  work,  and  their  transgressions  that  they 

10  have  been  excessive.  He  openeth  also  their  ear  to  correction,  and 

11  commandeth  that  they  return  from  iniquity.  If  diey  obey  and  serve 
Aim,  they  shall  spend  their  days  in  prosperity,  and  their  years  in 

12  pleasures.  But  if  they  obey  not,  tney  shall  pass  away  through 
deadly  missiles,  and  they  shall  perish  through  lack  of  knowledge. 

13  But  the  impious  in  heart  heap  up  wrath :  they  cry  not  for  help  when 

14  he  bindeth  them.  They  die  in  youth,  and  their  life  is  among  those 

15  that  prostitute  themselves.  He  deliver® th  the  poor  through  his  afflic- 

16  tion,  and  openeth  their  ears  through  oppression.  And  even  if  he  had 
enticed  tbee  through  the  mouth  of  an  adversary,  roominess  without 
strait  would  have  been  instead  thereof,  and  the  laying  of  thy  table 

17  full  of  fatness.  Yet  thou  art  full  of  the  cause  of  the  wicked :  cause 

18  and  verdict  support  each  other.  Because  there  is  wrath,  he  enticeth 
thee  with  abundance :  let  the  largeness  of  the  ransom  not  pervert 

19  thee.  'Will  he  esteem  thy  riches  ?  no,  not  gold,  nor  all  the  forces  of 

20  strength.  Bant  not  for  the  night  to  rouse^peoples  from  their  place. 

21  Take  heed,  regard  not  iniquity:  for  on  account  of  this  w  as  t  thou  proved 

22  by  misery.  Benold,God  exalteth  by  his  power ;  who  teacheth  like  him? 

23  Who  hath  enjoinedhim  his  way  ?  or  who  can  say.  Thou  hast  wrought 

24  iniquity  ?  Remember  that  thou  magnify  bis  work,  which  men  be- 
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25  26  hold*  All  men  may  see  it ;  man  may  behold  it  afar  oft  Behold, 
God  it  great;  and  ve  know  him  not,  neither  can  the  number  of  his 

27  years  be  searched  out  For  he  maketh  email  the  drops  of  water : 

38  they  are  strained  into  ram  for  his  mist :  Which  (he  clouds  do  drop 

29  and  drizzle  upon  man  abundantly.  Also  can  any  understand  the 

SO  spreading  of  the  clouds,  or  the  noise  of  his  tabernacle?  Behold,  he 
spreadeth  his  light  upon  it,  and  covereth  the  bottom1  of  the  sea* 

31  For  by  them  judges  he  tbe  people,  whilst  giving  food  in  abundance* 

32  He  covereth  light  os  though  in  the  hollow  qf  kit  hands ;  yet  com- 

33  mandeth  it  to  strike  down.  The  noise  thereof  shcweth  concerning  it, 
what  it  seizeth,  the  wrath  concerning  iniquity. 

1  Chap*  xxxvn, — At  this  also  my  heart  trembleth,and  boundeth  out 

2  of  its  place.  Hark;  hark !  his  voice  is  a  tumult,  the  sound  goeth 

3  out  of  his  month.  He  letteth  it  flash  under  the  whole  heaven,  and 

4  hia  lightning  unto  the  ends  of  the  earth.  After  it  a  voice  roareth  ; 
he  thuudereth  with  the  voice  of  his  excellency ;  and  he  will  not  stay 

5  them  when  his  voice  is  heard,  God  thuudereth  marvellously  with  his 

6  voice  ;  great  things  doeth  he,  which  we  cannot  comprehend.  For  he  - 
saith  to  the  snow,  Be  thou  on  the  earth ;  likewise  to  the  shower  of 

7  ram,  and  to  the  showers  of  rain  of  his  strength.  On  the  hand  of  every 
person  he  impresseth  his  seal,  to  know'  the  man  of  his  own  work. 

8  9  Then  the  beasts  go  into  dens,  end  remain  iu  their  places.  Out  of 
the  chambers  cometh  the  whirlwind :  and  cold  out  of  the  cloud  scat- 

10  terera.  By  the  breath  of  God  ice  is  given ;  and  the  breadth  of  the 

1 1  waters  is  straitened.  Even  when  he  charges  the  thick  cloud  with 

12  moisture,  his  light  scattereth  the  cloud.  And  it  is  turned  round 
about  hy  his  counsels:  that  they  may  do  whatsoever  he  com- 

13  mandeth  them  upon  the  face  of  the  world  in  the  earth.  He 
maketh  it  adequate,  whether  for  correction',  or  for  his  land,  or 

14  for  mercy.  Hearken  unto  this,  O  Job :  stand  still,  and  con- 

15  aider  the  wondrous  works  of  God,  Dost  thou  kuow  when  God 

16  disposed  them,  and  caused  tbe  light  of  his  cloud  to  shine  ?  Dost 
thou  know  the  balancings  of  the  thick  douds,  the  wondrous  works  of 

17  him  who  is  perfect  in  knowledge  ?  -  How  thy  garments  are  warm, 

18  when  he  quieteth  the  earth  by  the  south  wind?  Hast  thou  with  him 
spread  out  the  sky,  which  is  strong,  and  as  a  molten  looking  glass  i 

19  Stake  known  to  us  what  we  shall  say  onto  him;  for  we  cannot  com- 

20  pare  anything  to  him  by  reason  of  darkness.  Shall  it  be  told  him 

21  that  I  stated,  if  a  man  sayeth  tOj  surely  be  shall  be  destroyed  ?  And 
now  men  see  not  the  luminary  in  the  skies;  hut  the  wind  passeth,  and 

22  cleareth  them.  Gdd-fiie  it  cometh  from  the  north :  upon  God  it 

23  terrible  majesty.  The  Almighty— we  cannot  find  him  out :  he  it 
excellent  in  power,  and  in  judgment,  and  in  plenty  of  justice :  he  will 

24  not  afflict.  Men  do  therefore  fear  him :  he  reepecteth  not  any  that 
are  wise  of  heart. 
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1  Chap,  xxxvtii,— 1 Then  the  Eternal  answered  Job  oot  of  the  storm, 

2  and  said,  Who  is  this  that  darkeneth  counsel  by  words  without 

3  knowledge  ?  Gird  up  thy  loins  like  a  man ;  for  I  will  ask  thee,  and 

4  anwser  thou  me.  Where  wast  them  when  1  laid  the  foundations  of 

5  the  earth?  declare  if  thou  hast  understandings  Who  hath  laid  the 
measures  thereof,  if  thou  knowest?  or  who  hath  stretched  the  line 

6  upon  it  ?  Whereupon  are  the  foundations  thereof  fastened  ?  or  who 

7  laid  the  corner  stone  thereof  ?  When  the  morning  stars  sang  to- 

8  gether,  and  all  the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy?  Or  who  shut  up 
the  sea  with  doors,  in  its  urging  forth  as  though  it  issued  from  a 

9  womh  ?  When  I  made  the  cloud  the  garment  thereof,  and  thick 

10  darkness  a  swaddling-band  for  it.  And  bmke  for  it  my  decree,  and 

11  set  bars  and  doors.  And  said.  Hitherto  shalt  thou  come,  but  no 

12  further:  and  here  shall  thy  proud  waves  be  stayed?  Hast  thou 
commanded  the  morning  since  thy  days  ;  and  caused  the  dayspring 

13  to  know  bis  place  ;  To  lake  hold  of  the  wings  of  the  earth,  that  the 

14  wicked  might  be  shaken  out  of  it  ?  It  tumeth  round  like  a  seal  of 

15  clay ;  and  they  stand  as  a  garment.  And  from  the  wicked  their  light 

1 6  is  with h olden,  and  the  high  arm  shall  be  broken.  Hast  thou  entered 
into  the  springs  of  the  sea?  or  hast  thou  walked  in  the  search 

1 7  of  the  depth  ?  Have  the  gates  of  death  been  opened  unto  thee  1  or 

18  host  tliou  seen  the  doors  of  the  shadow  of  death  ?  Hast  thou  per* 
ceived  the  breadth  of  the  eart  h ?  declare  if  thou  knowest  it  all. 

19  Where  is  the  way  where  light  dwelleth  ?  and  as  for  darkness,  where 

20  is  the  place  thereof,  That  thou  sbouldest  lake  it  to  the  bound  thereof, 
and  that  thou  shonldest  know  the  paths  to  the  house  thereof? 

21  Knowest  thou  zV,  hecause  thou  wast  then  bom?  or  because  the 

22  number  of  thy  days  «  great  ?  Hast  thou  entered  into  the  treasures 

24  of  the  snow  ?  or  hast  thou  seen  the  treasures  of  the  hail.  Which  I 

have  reserved  against  the  time  of  trouble,  against  the  day  of  battle 

24  and  war  ?  By  what  way  is  the  Jiriit  parted,  doth  the  cast  wind  sweep 

25  over  the  earth  ?  Who  hath  diviuedawatercourse  for  the  overflowing 

26  of  waters,  or  a  way  for  the  lightning  of  thunder ;  To  cause  it  to  rain 
on  tlie  earth,  where  no  man  is\(m  the  desert,  wherein  there  is  no  man j 

27  To  satisfy  the  desolate  and  waste  around;  and  to  cause  the  growth 

23  of  the  tender  herb  to  spring  forth ;  Hath  the  min  a  father?  or  who 

29  hath  begotten  the  drops  of  dew  ?  Out  of  whose  womb  came  the  ice? 

30  and  the  hoary  frost  of  heaven,  who  hath  gendered  it  ?  The  waters 
hiding  themselves  are  like  a  stone,  and  the  face  of  the  deep 

31  holdeth  together.  Const  thou  bind  lie  bands  of  Pleiades,  or  loose 

32  the  traces  of  Orion?  Canst  thou  bring  forth  the  zodiac  in  his 

33  season  ?  or  canst  thou  guide  Arturus  with  his  sons  ?  Knowest  thou 
the  ordinances  of  heaven  ?  canst  thou  set  the  dominion  thereof  in  the 
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34  earth  ?  Canst  thou  lift  up  thy  voice  to  the  thick  cloud,  that  abun- 

35  dance  of  waters  may  cover  thee  ?  Canst  thou  send  lightnings,  that 

36  they  may  go,  and  say  Tuuto  thee.  Here  we  are  P  Who  hath  put 
wisdom  in  the  inward  parts  ?  or  who  hath  given  understanding  to  the 

37  intellect;  Who  can  number  the  clouds  in  wisdom  ?  or  who  can  Jay 

38  up  the  pitchers  of  heaven.  When  dust  poureth  forth  in  dense  masses, 

39  and  clods  cleave  fast  together?  Wilt  thou  hunt  the  prey  for  the 

40  lioness?  or  till  the  appetite  of  the  young  lions.  When  they  couch 

41  in  their  dens,  and  abide  in  the  covert  to  lie  in  wait  ?  Who  provideth 
for  the  raven  his  food,  when  his  young  ones  cry  unto  God,  and 
wander  for  lack  of  meat  ? 

1  Chap,  xxxix. — Knowest  thou  the  time  when  the  wild  coats  of  the 
rock  bring  forth  ?  or  canst  thou  mark  when  the  hinds  do  calve  ? 

2  Canst  thou  number  the  months  that  they  fulfil  ?  or  knowest  thou  the 

3  time  when  they  bring  forth  ?  They  bow  themselves,  they  urge  forth 

4  their  young  ones,  they  cast  out  their  throes*  Their  young  ones 
become  vigorous,  they  grow  up  in  the  open  air ;  they  go  forth,  and 

5  return  not  unto  them.  Who  hath  sent  forth  the  wild  ass  free  ?  or 

6  who  hath  loosed  the  bands  of  the  untamed?  Whose  house  I  have 

7  made  the  desert,  and  the  salt  laud  his  dwellings.  He  scorneth  the 
multitude  of  the  city,  neither  heareth  he  the  shoutings  of  the 

8  driver.  The  produce  espied  ou  mountains  is  his  pasture,  end  he 

9  searcheth  after  every  green  thing.  Will  the  buffalo  be  willing  to 

10  serve  thee,  or  abide  over  night  by  thy  crib  ?  Canst  thou  bind  the 
b offal o  with  his  baud  in  the  furrow  ?  or  will  he  harrow  the  valleys 

11  after  thee?  Wilt  thou  trust  him,  because  his  strength  is  great?  or 

12  wilt  thou  leave  thy  labour  to  him  ?  Wilt  thou  believe  him,  that  he 

13  will  bring  home  thy  seed,  aud  gather  it  into  thy  ham?  The  wing  of  the 

14  ostrich  would  exult,  if  pinion  and  feather  were  those  of  the  stork.  She 

15  would  yet  leave  her  eggs  on  the  earth,  and  warn  them  in  dust.  And 
forget  that  the  foot  may  crush  them,  or  that  the  heast  of  the  held 

16  may  break  them.  She  is  hardened  against  her  young  ones,  for 

17  those  not  tier's:  being  careless,  her  labour  is  in  vain;  Because 
God  hath  deprived  her  of  wisdom,  neither  hath  he  imparted  to  her 

18  understanding.  What  time  she  lifteth  up  herself  on  high,  she 

19  scorneth  the  horse  and  his  rider.  Canst  thou  give  the  horse 

20  strength  ?  Canst  thou  clothe  his  neck  with  the  stately  mane  ?  Const 
thon  make  him  leap  as  a  grasshopper  ?  the  majesty  of  his  snorting 

21  inspires  awe.  He  spieth  in  the  valley*  and  rejoiceth  in  his  strength : 

22  he  goeth  on  to  meet  the  armed,  lie  mocketh  at  fear,  and  is  not 

23  affrighted ;  neither  turaeth  he  hack  from  the  Bword,  The  quiver 

24  rattleth  against  him,  the  glittering  spear  and  the  shield.  He  paweth 
the  ground  with  fierceness  and  rage :  neither  helieveth  he  that  it  is 

25  the  sound  of  the  trumpet.  At  the  din  of  the  trumpet  he  sayeth. 
Aha !  and  he  smelleth  the  battle  afar  off,  the  thunder  of  the  captains, 
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26  and  the  shouting.  Doth  the  hawk  fly  by  thy  wisdom,  and  stretch 

27  her  wings  toward  the  south  ?  Doth  the  eagle  mount  up  at  thy  com- 

28  maad,  and  make  her  nest  on  high  ?  She  dwalleth  ana  abideth  on 

29  the  rack,  upon  the  crag  of  the  rock,  and  the  strong  place.  From 

30  thence  she  espieth  her  prey,  and  her  eyes  behold  afar  off.  Her 
young  ones  also  suck  up  blood :  and  where  the  slain  ore,  there  u  she. 


I  2  Chap.  xl. — Morever  the  Eternal  answered  Job,  and  said.  Shall 
contending  with  the  Almighty  correct  him  ?  he  that  reproTeth  God, 

3  let  him  answer  it  Then  Job  answered  the  Eternal,  and  said, 

4  Behold,  I  am  Tile  $  what  shall  I  answer  thee  ?  I  will  lay  my  hand 

5  upon  my  mouth.  Once  have  I  spoken ;  but  I  will  not  answer :  yea, 

6  twice ;  but  1  will  proceed  no  further.  Then  answered  the  Eternal 

7  unto  Job  out  of  the  storm,  and  said.  Gird  up  thy  loins  now  like  a 

8  man :  1  will  ask  thee,  and  declare  thou  unto  me.  Wilt  tbou  also 
make  void  my  judgment  ?  wilt  thou  condemn  me,  that  thou  may- 

9  est  be  righteous  ?  Hast  thou  an  arm  like  God  ?  or  canst  thou 

10  thunder  with  a  voice  like  him  ?  Deck  thyself  now  with  majesty  and 

11  excellency ;  and  array  thyself  with  glory  and  beauty.  Cast  abroad 
the  rage  of  thy  wrath  i  and  behold  every  one  that  is  proud,  and  abase 

12  him.  Look  on  every  one  that  is  proud,  and  bring  him  low ;  and 

13  tread  down  the  wicked  in  their  place.  Hide  them  in  the  dust 

14  together  ;  and  bandage  their  faces  in  the  secret  place.  Then  will  1 
also  confess  unto  thee  that  thine  own  right  hand  shall  save  thee. 

15  Behold  now  the  river-horse,  which  1  have  made  with  thee ;  he  eateth 

16  grass  as  an  ox.  Lo  now,  his  strength  is  in  his  loins,  and  bis  vigour 

17  is  in  the  muscles  of  his  body.  He  moveth  his  tail  like  a  cedar :  the 

18  sinews  of  his  thighs  are  wrapped  together.  Ilis  bones  are  pipes  of 

19  copper ;  his  bones  are  like  bars  of  iron.  He  is  the  chief  of  the  ways 

20  of  God :  he  that  made  him  can  atone  reach  his  sword.  That  the 
mountains  should  bring  forth  food  for  him,  and  all  the  beasts  of  the 

21  field  play  there.  He  lieth  under  wild  lotuses,  in  the  covert  of  the 
32  reed,  ana  fens.  Wild  lotuses  cover  him  with  their  shadow ;  willows 

23  of  the  brook  compass  him  about.  Behold,  should  a  river  overflow, 
he  hasteth  not  }  he  feels  secure  should  Jordan  burst  forth  up  to  his 

24  mouth.  He  taketh  it  in  with  his  eyes :  his  nose  pierceth  through 

25  snares.  Canst  thou  draw  out  a  crocodile  with  a  hook  ?  or  his  tongue 

26  with  a  cord  which  thou  lettest  down  ?  Canst  thou  put  a  reed  Into  his 

27  nose  ?  or  bore  his  jaw  through  with  a  thorn  ?  Will  he  make  many 

28  supplications  unto  thee  ?  will  he  speak  soft  words  unto  thee  1  Will 
he  make  a  covenant  with  thee  ?  wilt  thou  take  him  for  a  servant  for 

29  ever  ?  Wilt  thou  play  with  him  as  with  a  bird?  or  wilt  thou  bind 

30  him  for  thy  maidens  ?  Shall  the  companions  make  a  banquet  of  him  ? 
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31  shall  they  part  him  among  the  merchants  ?  Const  thou  fill  his  shin 

32  with  barbed  irons  ?  or  his  head  wit))  fish  spears  ?  Lay  thy  hand  upon 
him,  thou  wilt  no  more  remember  the  battle. 


1  Chap,  xli. — Behold,  the  hope  of  him  is  in  vain :  shall  not  one  be 

2  cast  down  even  at  the  sight  of  him  ?  None  is  so  fierce  that  dare  stir 

3  him  up :  who  then  is  able  to  stand  before  me  E  Who  bath  forestalled 
me,  that  I  should  repay  ftim  ?  whatsoever  is  under  the  whole  heaven  is 

4  mine,  I  will  not  be  silent  of  his  parts,  nor  of  the  matter  of  his  power, 

5  nor  of  his  comely  proportion.  Who  can  uncover  the  face  of  his  gar- 
8  ment  ?  who  would  enter  the  double  tow  in  his  jaw.  Who  can  open 

7  the  doors  of  his  face  ?  his  teeth  &rt  terrible  roand  about*  The 
strength  of  his  shields  we  his  pride,  shut  up  together  as  unth  a  close 

8  seal.  One  is  so  near  to  another,  that  no  air  can  come  between  them, 

9  They  are  joined  one  to  another,  they  stick  together,  that  they  cannot 

10  be  sundered*  His  snortiugs  make  light  to  shine,  and  his  eyes  are  like 

11  the  eyelids  of  the  morning  dawn.  Out  of  his  mouth  go  burning  lamps, 

12  and  sparks  of  fire  escape.  Out  of  his  nostrils  goeth  smoke,  as  out  of 

13  a  seething  pot  or  cauldron.  His  breath  luudleth  live  coals,  and  a 

14  flame  goeth  out  of  his  mouth.  In  his  neck  abideth  strength,  and 
13  hefore  him  dance th  terror.  The  flakes  of  his  flesh  are  joined  toge- 

16  ther:  they  are  firm  in  thomsclves;  they  cannot  he  moved.  His 

17  heart  is  as  firm  as  a  stone  ;  yea,  as  bard  as  a  nether  millstone.  When 
he  raiseth  himself  up,  the  mighty  are  afraid ;  hy  reason  of  breakings 

18  they  lose  themselves*  The  sword  of  him  that  layeih  at  him  cannot 

19  hold:  the  spear,  the  dart,  nor  the  habergeon.  He  eeteemeth  iron  as 

20  straw,  and  copper  as  rotten  wood,  The  arrow  cannot  make  him 

21  flee :  slings  tones  are  turned  with  him  into  stubble.  Clubs  axe 

22  counted  as  stubble :  he  langheth  at  the  shaking  of  a  spear.  Ilia 
under-parts  are  tike  sharp  points  of  potsherd;  he  spreadeth  sharp 

23  points  upon  the  mire*  He  maketh  the  deep  to  boil  like  a  pot:  be 

24  maketh  the  sea  like  a  pot  of  ointment*  He  maketh  a  path  to  shine 

25  after  him;  one  would  think  the  deep  to  be  hoary.  Upon  earth  there 

26  is  not  his  lika,  who  is  made  without  fear.  He  heholdeth  all  high 
things ;  he  is  a  king  over  all  the  children  of  pride. 


1  2  Chap,  xur, — Then  Job  answered  the  Eternal,  and  said,  I  know 
that  thou  c&nst  do  every  thing f  and  that  no  purpose  of  thine  can  be 

3  frustrated.  Who  is  he  that  hideth  counsel  without  knowledge? 
therefore  have  I  uttered  that  I  understood  not ;  things  too  wonderful 

4  for  me,  which  I  knew  not.  Hear,  I  beseech  thee,  and  1  will  speak : 

5  I  will  ask  thee,  and  declare  thou  unto  me.  I  have  heard  of  thee  hy 

6  the  hearing  of  the  ear :  but  now  mine  eye  seeth  thee.  Wherefore  I 
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7  abhor  myself,  and  repent  in  dust  and  ashes.  And  it  was  so,  that 
after  the  Eternal  had  spoken  these  words  nnto  Job,  the  Eternal  said 
to  Eliphaz  the  Temanite,  My  wrath  is  kindled  against  thee,  and 
against  thy  two  friends :  for  ye  hare  not  epoken  of  me  the  thing  that 

8  i«  right,  as  my  servant  Job  hath.  Therefore  take  unto  you  now 
seven  bullocks  and  seven  rams,  and  go  to  my  servant  Job,  and  offer 
up  for  yourselves  a  burnt  offering ;  and  my  servant  Job  shall  pray  for 
you :  for  him  will  I  accept :  lest  1  deal  with  you  after  your  folly,  in 
that  ye  have  not  spoken  of  me  the  thing  which  is  right,  like  my  ser- 

9  rant  Job.  So  Eliphaz  the  Temanite,  and  Bildad  the  Shnhite,  and 
Zophar  the  Naamathite,  went,  and  did  according  as  the  Eternal  com- 

10  manded  them :  the  Eternal  also  accepted  Job.  And  the  Eternal 
turned  the  captivity  of  Job,  when  he  prayed  for  his  Mends :  also  the 

11  Eternal  gave  Job  twice  as  much  as  he  had  before.  Then  came  there 
unto  him  all  his  brethren,  and  all  his  sisters,  and  all  they  that  had 
been  of  his  acquaintance  before,  and  did  eat  bread  with  him  in  his 
house :  and  they  condoled  with  him,  and  comforted  him  over  all  the 
evil  that  the  Eternal  had  brought  upon  him :  every  man  also  gave 

12  him  a  kesitah  of  money,  and  every  one  a  ring  of  gold.  So  (he  Eternal 
blessed  the  latter  end  of  Job  more  than  his  beginning:  for  he  had 
fourteen  thousand  aheep,  and  six  thouaand  camels,  and  a  thousand 

13  yoke  of  oxen,  and  a  thousand  she  asses.  He  had  also  seven  sons  and 

14  three  daughters.  And  he  called  the  name  of  the  first  Jemima ;  and 
the  name  of  the  second,  Kerin;  and  the  name  of  the  third  Keren- 

15  happucli.  And  in  all  the  land  were  no  women  found  so  fair  as  the 
daughters  of  Job,  and  their  father  gave  them  inheritance  among  their 

16  brethren.  After  this  lived  Job  a  hundred  and  forty  years,  and  saw 

17  bis  sons,  and  his  sons'  sons,  even  four  generations.  So  Job  died, 
being  old  and  full  of  days. 
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1  2  Chap*  i. — The  song  of  songs*  which  is  Solomon^s.  Let  him  kiss 
me  with  the  kisses  of  his  mouth :  for  thy  caresses  are  Letter  than 

3  wine.  Good  for  odour  are  thine  ointments*  thy  name  is  as  oil  poured 

4  forth*  therefore  do  the  maidens  lore  thee.  Draw  me*  we  will  run 
after  thee:  the  king  hath  brought  me  into  his  chambers :  we  will  be 
glad  and  rejoice  in  thee*  we  will  remember  thy  caresses  above  wine : 

5  3ie  upright  love  thee.  1  am  black*  but  comely,  O  ye  daughters  of 

6  Jerusalem*  as  the  tents  of  Kedar*  as  the  curtains  of  Salomon.  Look 
not  upon  me*  because  I  am  dark*  because  the  sun  hath  browned  me; 
my  mother's  children  were  angry  with  me ;  they  made  me  the  keeper 

7  of  the  vineyards ;  but  mine  one  vineyard  have  1  not  kept.  Tell  me* 
O  thou  whom  my  soul  loveth*  where  thou  feede&t*  where  thou  makest 
thy  flock  to  rest  at  noon :  for  wherefore  should  1  be  as  one  veiled  among 

8  the  docks  of  thy  companions?  If  thou  know  not*  O  thou  fairest 
among  women*  go  thy  way  forth  by  the  footsteps  of  the  flock*  and 

9  feed  thy  kids  beside  the  shepherds*  tents.  I  compare  thee*  O  my 

10  love*  to  my  steed1  in  one  of  Pharaoh’s  chariots.  Thy  cheeks  are 

11  comely  with  rows  ofjeweIst  thy  neck  with  strings  of  pearls*  We  will 

12  make  thee  borders*  of  gold  with  studs  of  silver.  While  the  king  is 

13  in  his  circle*  my  spikenard  sendeth  forth  the  smell  thereof.  A  bundle 
of  myrrh  is  my  wellbeloved  unto  me ;  he  shall  lie  all  night  betwixt 

14  my  breasts.  My  beloved  is  unto  me  as  a  bunch  of  cypress-flowers  in 
the  vineyards  of  En-gedi.  Behold*  thou  art  fair*  my  love*  behold* 

16  thou  art  fair;  thine  eyes  are  doves.  Behold*  thou  art  fair*  my  he- 

17  loved*  yea*  pleasant:  also  our  bedstead  is  green.  The  beams  of  our 
house  ore  cedar,  and  our  rafters  of  cypress. 


1  2  Chap.  ir. — 1  am  the  lily  of  Sharon*  and  tbe  rose  of  the  valleys.  As 

3  tbe  rose  among  thorns*  no  is  my  love  among  the  daughters.  As  the 
apple  tree  among  the  trees  of  the  wood*  so  is  my  beloved  among  the 
sons.  I  sat  down  under  his  shadow  with  great  delight*  and  his  fruit 

4  was  sweet  to  my  palate.  He  brought  me  to  the  banqueting3  house* 

1  marc  *  rows.  *  wine. 
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5  and  his  banner  over  me  was  love.  Stay  me  with  grape- cakes,  comfort 

6  me  with  apples :  for  I  am  sick  of  love.  His  left  hand  it  under  my 

7  head,  and  his  right  hand  doth  embrace  me.  I  adjure  you,  O  ye 
daughters  of  Jerusalem,  by  the  gazelles,  and  hy  the  hinds  of  the  field, 

8  if  ye  stir  up,  or  awake  ray  love,  till  it  please ....  The  voice  Of 
my  beloved !  behold,  he  cometh  leaping  over  the  mountains,  bound- 

9  ing  over  the  hills.  My  beloved  is  like  a  gazelle  or  a  young  one  of  the 
hinds :  behold,  he  standeth  behind  our  wall,  he  looketh  forth  through 

10  the  windows,  glaocing  through  the  lattice.  My  beloved  spake,1  and 

1 1  said  unto  me.  Rise  up,  my  love,  my  fair  one,  and  come  away.  For, 

12  lo,  the  winter  is  past,  the  rain  is  over  attd  gone ;  The  flowers  appear 
on  the  earth ;  the  time  of  the  singing  of  birds  is  come,  and  the  voice 

13  of  the  turtle  is  heard  in  our  land ;  The  fig  tree  sweeteneth8  her 
green  figs,  and  the  vineB  are  in  blossom,  giving  a  good  smell.  Arise, 

14  my  love,  my  fair  one,  and  come  away.  O  my  dove,  that  art  in  the 
clefts  of  the  rock,  in  the  sect tl  places  of  the  cliff,  let  me  see  thy  coun¬ 
tenance,  let  me  hear  thy  voice ;  for  sweet  is  thy  voice,  and  thy  coun- 

15  tenance  is  comely.  Take  ns  jackals,  little  jackals,  that  spoil  the 

16  vines :  for  our  vines  are  in  blossom.  My  beloved  is  mine,  and  I  am 

17  his :  he  feedeth  among  the  roses.  Until  the  day  cooleth,1  and  the 
shadows  flee  away,  turn,  my  beloved,  and  be  thou  like  a  gazelle  or  a 
young  one  of  the  hinds  upon  the  mountains  of  separation, 

1  Chap.  iii. — By  night  on  my  couch  I  sought  him  whom  my  soul 

2  lovcth :  I  sought  him,  but  I  found  him  not.  I  will  rise  now,  and  go 
about  the  city  in  the  streets,  and  in  the  broad  ways  I  will  seek  bim 

3  whom  my  soul  loveth  :  I  sought  him,  bat  1  found  him  not.  The 
watchmen  that  go  about  the  city  found  me  i  to  whom  I  said.  Saw  ye 

4  him  whom  my  soul  loveth  ?  It  was  but  a  little  that  I  passed  from 
them,  but  I  found  him  whom  my  soul  loveth :  I  held  him,  and  would 
not  let  him  go,  until  I  had  brought  him  into  my  my  mother’s  house, 

5  and  into  the  chamber  of  her  that  conceived  me.  I  adjure  you,  O  ys 
daughters  of  Jerusalem,  by  the  gazelles,  and  by  the  hinds  of  the 

6  field,  if  ye  stir  up,  or  awake  my  love,  till  it  please ....  Who  ts.thig 
that  cometh  up  from  the  desert  like  pillars  of  smoke,  perfumed  with 
myrrh  and  frankincense,  aromatie  above  all  powders  of  the  merchant  ? 

7  Behold  his  hed,  which  is  Solomon’s ;  threescore  heroes  are  about  it, 

8  of  the  heroes  of  ImmI.  They  all  are  sword-armed,  expert  in  war : 
every  man  hath  his  sword  upon  his  thigh  because  of  dread  in  the 

9  night.  King  Solomon  made  himself  a  palanquin  of  the  wood  of  Le- 

10  bacon.  He  made  the  pillars  thereof  of  silver,  the  Btay  thereof  qf 
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gold,  the  seat  of  it  of  purple,  the  midst  thereof — love,  paved  by 
II  daughters  of  Jerusalem.  Go  forth,  O  ye  daughters  of  Zion,  and 
behold  King  Solomon,  frith  the  crown  wherewith  his  mother  crowned 
him  in  the  day  of  his  espousals,  and  in  the  day  of  the  gladness  of  Lis 
heart. 


1  Chap,  iv. — Behold,  thou  art  feir, my  love;  behold,  thou  art  fair; 

3  thine  eyes  behind  thy  veil :  tby  hair  is  as  a  flock  of  goats,  that  appear 

2  from  Mount  Gilead.  Thy  teeth  are  like  a  flock  of  sheep  well  propor¬ 
tioned  ;  which  came  up  from  the  washing :  all  of  whom  arc  paired, 

3  and  none  of  them  bereaved.  Thy  lips  are  like  a  thread  of  scarlet, 
and  thy  mouth  is  lovely  :  thy  cheeks  are  like  a  piece  of  pomegranate 

4  behind  thy  veiL  Thy  neck  is  like  the  tower  of  David  built  for 
instruction :  a  thousand  shields  are  being  upon  it,  all  shields  of  the 

5  heroes.  Thy  two  breasts  are  like  two  fawns,  twine  of  a  gazelle  which 

6  feed  among  the  roses.  Until  the  day  cooleth,  and  tho  shadows  flee 
away,  I  will  get  me  to  the  mountain  of  myrrh,  and  to  the  hill  of 

7  frankincense.  Thou  art  fair,  my  love>,  and  there  is  no  blemish  in 

8  thee.  With  me,  from  Lebanon,  my  betrothed,  with  me  come  from  Le¬ 
banon:  thou  shalt  look  from  the  top  ofAmana,  from  the  top  of 
Shenir  and  Hennon,  from  tho  lion’s  dens,  from  the  mountains  of 

9  panthers.  Thou  hast  ravished  my  heart,  my  sister,  my  betrothed ; 
thou  hast  ravished  my  heart  with  one  of  thine  eyes,  with  one  chain 

10  of  thy  neck.  How  fair  is  thy  love,  my  sister,  my  betrothed,  hew 
much  better  is  thylove  than  wine  !  and  the  odour  of  thine  ointments1 

11  than  all  spices.  Thy  lips,  O  my  betrothed,  drop  like  honey  comb : 
honey  and  milk  are  under  thy  tongue,  and  the  odour  of  thy  garments 

12  is  as  the  odour  of  Lebanon.  A  closed  garden  is  my  sister,  my  be- 

13  trothed ;  a  closed  spring,  a  sealed  fountain.  Tby  shoots  are  like  an 
orchard  of  pomegranates,  with  precious  fruit,  cypresses,  and  spikenard ; 

14  Spikenard  and  saffron,  calamus  and  cinnamon,  with  all  sorts  of  frank* 

15  incense,  trees,  myrrh,  and  aloes :  with  all  the  chief  spices.  With  a 
garden’s  fountain,  a  well  of  living  water,  and  streams  from  Lebanon. 

16  Awake,  O  north  wind,  and  come,  thou  south ;  blow  upon  my  garden, 
that  the  spices  thereof  may  flow  out.  Let  my  beloved  come  into  his 
garden,  and  eat  his  delicious  fruit. 


1  Chap,  y.— I  am  come  into  my  garden,  my  sister,  my  betrothed : 
I  have  gathered  my  myrrh,  ana  my  spice*  I  have  eaten  my  honey¬ 
comb,  with  my  honey.  I  have  drunk  my  wine  with  my  milk;  eat, 

2  O  friends ;  drink,  and  get  intoxicated,  O  beloved  1  F  sleep,  but  my 
heart  waketh  ;  it  is  the  voice  of  my  beloved  that  knocketh,  sayingy 
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Open  to  me,  my  sister,  my  love,  my  dove,  my  perfect  one  j  for  my 
head  is  filled  with  .dew,  and  my  locks  with  drops  of  the  night. 

3  I  have  put  off  my  inner  garment;  how  shall  I  pat  it  on  l .  I  have 

4  washed  my  feet;  how  shall  I  soil  them  ?  My  beloved  drew  his  hand 

5  from  the  door  hole,  and  my  feelings1  were  moved  for  him  *  I  rose  to 
open  to  my  beloved,  and  my  hands  dropped  with  myrrh,  and  my 

0  fingers  with  liquid  myrrh  upon  the  handles  of  the  bolt.  I  opened  to 
my  beloved  ;  but  my  beloved  had  withdrawn  himself,  and  was  gone; 
my  soul  departed  when  he  spake:  I  sought  him,  but  I  could  not 

t  find  him;  I  called  him,  but  he  gave  me  no  answer.  The  watchmen 
that  went  about  the  city  found  me,  they  smote  me,  they  wounded  me, 

8  the  keepers  of  the  ramparts  took  away  iny  veil  from  me.  I  adjure  you, 
O  daughters  of  Jerusalem,  if  ye  shall  find  my  beloved,  what  will  ye 

9  tell  him?  That  I  am  sick  of  love.  TV  hat  is  tby  beloved  more  than 
another  beloved,  O  thou  fairest  among  women  f  What  ia  thy  be- 

10  loved  more  than  another  beloved  that  thon  thus  ad] u rest  us?  My 

11  beloved  is  white  and  ruddy,  conspicuous  above  a  myriad.  His  head 

12  is  as  the  finest  gold,  his  locks  are  flowing,  black  as  the  raven.  His 
eyes  like  doves  on  water  streams  are  bathing  in  milk,  sitting  on  full- 

13  ness.  His  cheeks  are  like  beds  of  the  spices,  elevations2  of  ointments ; 

14  his  lips  are  like  roses,  dropping  liquid  myrrh.  His  hands  are  like 
golden  cylinders,  inlaid  with  chrysolite :  his  belly  is  as  bright  ivory, 

15  covered  with  sapphires.  His  legs  are  as  pillars  of  marble,  based 
upon  sockets  of  flue  gold :  fiis  appearance  is  like  that  of  the  Lebanon, 

16  distinguished  as  the  cedars.  His  speech3  is  most  sweet :  yea,  he  is 
altogether  lovely.  This  is  my  beloved,  and  this  is  my  friend,  O 
daughters  of  Jerusalem. 

1  Chap,  yi*— Whither  is  thy  beloved  gone,  O  thou  fairest  among 
women  ?  Whither  is  thy  beloved  turned  away }  That  we  may  seek 

2  him  with  thee.  My  beloved  is  gone  down  into  nis  garden,  to  the  beds 

3  of  the  spice,  to  feed  in  the  gardens,  and  to  gather  roses.  I  am  my 
beloved's,  and  my  beloved  is  mine  :  he  who  feedeth  among  the  roses. 

4  Thou  ait  beautiful,  O  my  love,  as  Tirzah,  comely  as  Jerusalem, 

5  awe-inspiring  as  bannered  hosts.  Turn  away  thine  eyes  from  me, 
for  they  have  overcome  me,  Thy  hair  is  as  a  flock  of  goats,  that 

6  appear  from  Gilead.  Thy  teeth  ore  like  o  flock  of  sheep  which  go  up 
from  the  washing;  all  of  which  are  paired,  and  not  one  among  them  is 

7  bereaved.  Like  a  piece  of  the  pomegranate  are  thy  cheeks  behind  thy 

8  veil.  Threescore  axe  queens,  and  fourscore  concubines  and  young 

9  women  without  number.  She  is  my  only  one,  my  perfect  beauty,  the 
only  one  of  her  mother,  the  choice  one  of  her  that  bare  her ;  daughters 
saw  her,  and  praised  her;  queens  also  and  concubines,  and  extolled 

10  her.  Who  is  it  that  looketh  forth  as  the  mom,  fair  as  the  moon, 

11  clear  as  the  sun,  awe-inspiring  os  bannered  armies 'i  I  went  down 
into  the  nut  garden,  to  look  at  the  verdure  of  the  brook,  to  see  whe¬ 
ther  the  vine  flourished,  whether  the  pomegranates  were  in  bloom. 

12  I  knew  not,  but  my  soul  carried  me  among  the  chariots  of  the  noblest 
of  my  people,

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1  Chap*  yh, — Return*  return,  O  Sbnlamite;  return,  return,  that  we 
may  look  at  thee.  What  will  you  see  in  tbe  Shulaniitc  ?  Like  the 

2  dances  of  double  companies.  How  beautiful  are  thy  steps  in  the  shoes, 
O  daughter  of  a  noble  !  The  arches  of  thy  thighs  are  like  necklaces, 

3  tbe  work  of  an  artist's  hands.  Thy  navel  is  like  a  round  bowl ;  let 
not  spiced  wine  be  wonted  in  it :  Thy  body  is  like  a  heap  of  wheat, 

4  set  about  with  roses.  Tby  two  breasts  are  like  two  young  fawns, 

5  twins  of  a  gazelle.  Thy  neck  is  like  a  tower  of  ivory ;  thine  eyes 
are  as  the  pools  in  Heshbon  hy  a  gate  of  great  concourse  ;  tby  nose 

6  is  as  the  tower  of  the  Lebanon,  looking  towards  Damascus.  Thy 
head  upon  thee  is  like  Camel,  and  the  tresses  of  thy  head  like  red 

7  purple  ;  the  king  is  held  in  tbe  galleries.  How  fair  and  how  pleasant 

8  art  thou,  O  love,  for  delights  1  This,  thy  stature,  is  like  to  a  palm 

S  tree,  and  thy  breasts  to  clusters  of  grapes*  I  said,  I  will  go  up  to 

t  the  palm  tree,  I  will  take  hold  of  the  bonghs  thereof :  now  also  thy 
breasts  shall  he  os  clusters  of  the  vine,  and  the  odour  of  thv  breath1 

10  like  apples ;  And  thy  palate  like  tbe  best  wine  for  my  beloved,  that 
goeth  down  smoothly,  causing  the  Ups  of  those  that  are  asleep  to 

11  13  speak.  I  am  mj  beloved's,  and  his  desire  is  towards  me.  Come, 
my  beloved,  let  us  go  forth  into  the  field;  let  us  lodge  in  the  villages. 

1 3  Let  us  get  up  early  to  the  vineyards ;  let  us  see  if  the  vine  flourish, 
whether  the  bud  opens,  and  the  pomegranates  bud  forth ;  there 

14  will  1  give  tbee  my  loves.  The  mandrakes  give  a  smell,  and  at  out 
doors  are  all  manner  of  precious  fruits ,  new  and  old,  which  I  have 
laid  up  for  thee,  0  my  beloved. 

1  Chap,  yiii. — O  tbat  thou  %oert  as  my  brother,  that  sacked  tbe  breasts 
of  my  mother  !  when  1  should  find  thee  without,  1  would  kiss  tbee; 

3  yea,  I  should  not  be  despised.  I  would  lead  thee,  and  bring  thee 
into  my  mother**  house,  thou  shouldest  instruct  me :  I  would  cause 
thee  to  drink  of  spiced  wine  of  the  inice  of  my  promegranate* 

3  His  left  hand  should  be  under  my  head,  and  his  right  hand  should 

4  embrace  me.  I  adjure  you,  O  daughters  of  Jerusalem,  wherefore  do 
ye  stir  up,  and  wherefore  awaken  the  love  before*  it  be  its  pleasure  ? 

5  Who  is  tikis  tbat  cometh  np  from  the  desert,  leaning  upon  her 
beloved  ?  I  roused  thee  under  the  apple  tree ;  there  thy  mother 
brought  thee  forth :  there  she  brought  thee  forth  that  bare  thee. 

6  Set  me  as  a  seal  upon  tby  heart,  a s  a  seal  upon  tliine  arm : 
for  love  is  strong  as  death ;  zeal  is  unyielding  as  the  grave :  the  burn- 

7  iugs  thereof  are  of  fire,  burning  flames  of  the  Eternal.  Many 
waters  cannot  quench  love,  neither  can  rivers  sweep  it  away,  if  a 
man  would  give  all  the  substance  of  bis  house  for  love,  it  would 

8  utterly  be  contemned.  We  have  a  little  sister,  and  she  hath  no 
breasts :  what  shall  we  do  for  our  sister  in  the  day  when  sbe  shall  be 

9  spoken  for  ?  If  she  he  a  rampart,  we  will  build  upon  her  a  palace  of 
silver  r  and  if  she  he  a  door,  we  will  inclose  her  with  boards  of  cedar. 


1  nose*  *  until* 
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20  I  am  a  rampart,  and  my  breasts  like  towers :  then  was  I  in  his  eyes  os 

11  one  that  found  peace.  Solomon  had  a  vineyard  at  Baal-ha-mon;  he 
let  out  the  vineyard  unto  keepers :  every  one  for  the  frnit  thereof 

12  was  to  bring  a  thousand  pieces  of  silver.  My  vineyard,  which  is 
mine,  is  before  me :  Be  the  thousands  thine,  O  Solomon,  and  the  two 

13  hundred  to  the  keepers  of  the  frnit.  Thou  that  dwellest  in  the  gar¬ 
dens,  the  companions  hearken  to  thy  voice:  cause  me  to  hear  it* 

14  Make  haste,  mv  heloved,  and  be  thou  like  to  a  gazelle,  or  to  a  young 
one  of  the  hind  upon  the  mountains  of  spices. 


THE  BOOK  OF  RUTH. 


1  Chap,  i.— Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  when  the  judges  ruled, 
that  there  was  a  famine  in  the  land.  And  a  certain  man  of  Beth- 
lehem-judah  went  to  sojourn  in  the  fields  of  Moab,  he,  and  his  wife, 

2  and  his  two  sons.  And  the  name  of  the  man  vras  Elimelech,  and  the 
name  of  his  wife  Naomi,  and  the  name  of  his  two  sons  Mahlon  and 
Chilion,  Ephrathites  of  Beth-lehera-judah.  And  they  came  into  the 

3  fields  of  Moab,  and  continued  there.  And  Elimelech,  Naomi’s  hus- 

4  band,  died;  and  she  was  left,  and  her  two  sons.  And  they  took 
them  Moabite  wives  ;  the  name  of  the  one  was  Orpah,  and  the  name 

5  of  tbe  other  Bath :  and  they  dwelled  there  about  ten  years.  And 
Mablon  and  Chilion  died  also,  both  of  them ;  and  the  woman  was  left 

6  of  her  two  sons  and  her  husband.  Then  she  arose  with  her  daugh¬ 
ters  in  law,  that  Bhe  might  return  from  the  fields  of  Moab ;  for  she 
had  heard  in  the  fields  of  Moab  how  that  the  Eternal  had  visited  his 

7  people  in  giving  them  bread.  Wherefore  she  went  forth  out  of  the 
place  where  she  was,  and  her  two  daughters  in  law  with  her ;  and  they 
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8  went  on  the  way  to  return  unto  the  land  of  Judah.  And  Naomi  said 
unto  her  two  daughters  in  law.  Go,  return  each  to  her  mother's 
house  :  the  Eternal  deal'kindly  with  you,  an  ye  have  dealt  with  the 

9  dead,  and  with  me.  The  Eternal  giant  you  that  ye  may  find  rest, 
each  of  you  in  the  house  of  her  husband.  Then  she  kissed  them ; 

10  and  they  lifted  up  their  voice*  and  wept.  And  they  said  unto  her, 

XI  Surely,  we  will  return  with  thee  unto  thy  people.  And  Naomi  said. 
Return,  my  daughters :  wherefore  will  ye  go  with  me  ?  are  there  yet 

12  any  mare  sons  in  my  body,  that  they  may  be  your  husbands?  Re¬ 
turn,  my  daughters,  go  your  way ;  for  I  am  too  old  to  have  a  bus* 
band.  If  1  should  say,  I  have  hope,  if  I  should  have  a  husband 

13  also  to  night,  and  should  also  bear  sons;  Would  ye  tarry  for  them 
till  they  were  grown  ?  would  ye  shut  yourselves  up  for  them  from 
having  husbands  ?  nay,  my  daughters;  for  it  grieveth  me  much  for 

14  your  sakes  that  the  hand  of  tho  Eternal  is  gone  out  against  me.  And 
they  lifted  up  their  voiceband  wept  again:  and  Orpah  kissed  her 

15  mother  in  law;  but  Ruth  clave  unto  her.  And  she  raid,  Behold,  thy 
sister  in  law  is  gone  back  unto  her  people,  and  unto  her  gods :  re* 

16  turn  thou  after  thy  sister  in  law.  And  Kulh  said,  Intreat  me  not  to 
leave  thee,  or  to  return  from  following  after  thee :  for  whither  (hou 
geest,  1  will  go ;  and  where  thou  lodgest,  I  will  lodge :  thy  people 

17  ^hall  be  my  people,  and  thy  God  my  God ;  Where  thou  diest,  will 
I  die,  and  there  will  I  be  buried :  the  Eternal  do  so  to  me,  and  more 

18  also,  surely  death  alone  shall  part  thee  and  mo.  When  she  saw  that 
she  was  atedfaatly  minded  to  go  with  her,  then  she  left  speaking 

19  unto  her.  So  they  two  went  until  they  came  to  Beth-lehem.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  they  were  come  to  Beth-lehem,  that  all  the 
city  was  in  commotion  about  them,  and  they  said,  le  this  Naomi  ? 

20  And  she  said  unto  them,  Call  me  not  Naomi,  call  me  Mara;  for 

21  the  Almighty  hath  dealt  very  bitterly  with  me.  I  went  out  full,  and 
the  Eternal  hath  brought  me  home  again  empty;  wherefore  Men 
call  ye  me  Naomi,  seeing  the  Eternal  hath  testified  against  me,  and 

22  the  Almighty  hath  afflicted  me  ?  So  Naomi  returned,  and  Roth  the 
Moabitess,  her  daughter  in  law,  with  her,  who  returned  out  of  the 
field  of  Moah  ;  and  they  come  to  Beth-lehem  in  the  beginning  of 
barley  harvest. 

]  Chap.  n. — And  Naomi  had  a  kinsman  of  her  husband’s,  a  mighty 
man  of  wealth,1  of  the  family  of  EHmelech ;  and  his  name  was  Boaz. 

2  And  Ruth  the  Moabitess  said  unto  Naomi,  Let  me  now  go  to  the 
field,  and  glean  ears  of  com  after  him  in  whose  sight  I  shall  find 

3  grace.  And  she  said  unto  her,  Go,  my  daughter.  And  she  went, 
and  came,  and  gleaned  in  the  field  after  the  reapers  i.  and  her  hap 
was  to  light  on  a  port  of  the  field  belonging  unto  Boaz,  who  was  of 


1  force. 
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4  the  family  of  Elimelech.  And,  behold,  Boas  came  from  Beth-lehem, 
and  said  unto  the  reapers,  The  Eternal  it  with  yon.  And  they 

5  answered  him,  The  Eternal  bless  thee-  Then  said  Boaz  unto  his 

6  servant  that  was  sot  over  the  reapers,  Whose  damsel  is  this  ?  And 
the  servant  that  was  set  over  the  reapers  answered  and  said.  It  is  a 
Moabitish  damsel,  that  came  back  with  Naomi  out  of  the  fields  of 

7  Moab :  And  she  said.  Pray,  let  me  glean  and  gather  after  the 
reapers  among  the  sheaves :  so  she  came,  and  hath  continued  even 
from  the  morning  until  now j  this  her  sitting  down  in  the  house  is  a 

8  little  while.  Then  said  Boaz  unto  Roth,  Hearest  thou  not,  my 
daughter?  Go  not  to  glean  in  another  field,  neither  go  from  hence, 

9  but  abide  here  fast  by  my  maidens :  Let  thine  eyes  be  on  the 
field  that  they  do  reap,  and  go  thou  after  them;  have  I  not  com¬ 
manded  the  young  men  that  they  shall  not  touch  thee  ?  and  when 
thou  ait  athirst,  go  unto  the  vessels,  and  drink  of  t hat  which  the 

10  young  men  have  drawn.  Then  she  fell  on  her  face,  and  prostrated 
herself  to  the  earth,  and  said  unto  him.  Why  have  I  found  grace  in 
thine  eyes,  that  thou  shouldest  take  knowledge  of  me,  seeing  I  am 

1 1  an  alien  ?  And  Boaz  answered  and  said  unto  her,  It  hath  fully  been 
told  me,  all  that -thou  hast  done  unto  thy  mother-in-law  since  the 
death  of  thy  husband ;  and  hoto  thou  hast  left  thy  father  and  thy 
mother,  and  the  land  of  thy  nativity,  and  art  come  unto  a  people 

12  which  thon  kneweat  not  yesterday,  or  before  yesterday*  The  Eternal 
recompense  thy  work,  and  a  full  reword  be  given  thee  of  the  Eternal 

13  God  of  Israel,  under  whose  wings  thou  art  come  to  trust.  Then  she 
said,  Let  me  find  grace  in  thy  sight,  my  lord ;  for  that  thou  hast 
comforted  me,  and  for  that  thou  hast  spoken  to  the  heart  of  thy 

14  handmaid,  though  I  be  not  like  unto  one  of  thy  handmaidens.  And 
Boaz  said  unto  her,  At  meal-time  come  thou  hither,  and  eat  of  the 
bread,  and  dip  thy  morsel  in  the  vinegar.  And  she  sat  beside  the 
reapers :  and  he  reached  her  parched  com,  and  she  did  eat,  and  was 

15  sufficed,  and  left.  And  when  she  was  risen  up  to  glean,  Boaz  com* 
manded  his  young  men,  saying.  Let  her  siean  even  among  the 

1G  sheaves,  and  do  not  put  her  to  ahamo  ;  And  let  fall  also  some  of  the 
handfulls  of  purpose  for  her,  and  leave  them,  that  she  may  glea q 

17  them,  and  rebuke  her  not.  So  she  gleaned  in  the  field  until  even, 
and  beat  out  that  she  had  gleaned ;  and  it  was  about  an  ephah  of 

18  barley.  And  she  took  it  up,  and  went  into  the  city :  and  her  mother-, 
in-law  saw  what  she  had  gleaned ;  and  she  brought  forth,  and  gave 

19  to  her  that  she  had  reserved  after  she  was  sufficed.  And  her  mother-: 
in-law  said  onto  her,  Where  hast  thou  gleaned  to  day  ?  and  where 
wroughtest  thou?  blessed  be  he  that  did  take  knowledge  of  thee. 
And  she  told  her  mother-in-law  with  whom  she  had  wrought,  and 
said.  The  man's  name  with  whom  I  wrought  to  day  is  Boaz*  And 
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Naomi  said  unto  her  danghter-111-law,  Blessed  be  he  of  the 
Eternal,  who  hath  not  left  off  his  kindness  to  the  living  and  to  the 
dead.  And  Naomi  sfiid  unto  her.  The  man  if  nearly  related  unto 

21  us,  one  of  our  next  kinsmen.  And  Ruth  the  Moabitess  said.  He 
said  unto  me  also.  Thou  shalt  keep  fast  by  my  young  men,  until 

22  they  have  ended  all  my  harvest.  And  Naomi  said  unto  Ruth  her 
daughter-in-law.  It  is  good,  my  daughter,  that  thou  go  out  with  his 

23  maidens,  that  they  meet  thee  not  in  any  other  field.  So  she  kept 
fast  by  the  maidens  of  Boas  to  glean  unto  the  end  of  barley  harvest 
and  of  wheat  harvest ;  and  dwelt  with  her  mother-in-law. 

1  Chap,  in.— Then  Naomi,  her  mother-in-law,  said  unto  her/  My 
daughter,  shall  I  not  seek  rest  for  thee,  that  it  may  be  well  with 

2  thee  ?  And  now  ia  not  Boas  our  relative,  with  whose  maidens  thou 
wast?  Behold,  he  winnoweth  barley  to-night  in  the  threshing  floor. 

3  Bathe  thyself  therefore,  and  anoint  thee,  and  put  thy  raiment  upon 
thee,  and  get  thee  down  to  the  threshing  floor:  but  make  not  thyself 
known  unto  the  man,  until  he  shall  have  done  eating  and  drinking* 

4  And  it  shall  be,  when  he  lieth  down,  that  thou  shalt  mark  the  place 
where  he  shall  lie,  and  thon  shalt  go  in,  and  uncover  his  feet,  and 

5  lay  thee  down;  and  he  will  tell  thee  what  thou  shalt  do.  And  she 

6  said  unto  her,  All  that  thou  sayest  unto  me,  I  will  do.  And  she 
went  down  unto  the  threshing  floor,  and  did  according  to  all  that  her 

7  mother-in-law  bade  her.  And  when  Boas  had  eaten  and  drunk,  and 
his  heart  was  merry,  he  went  to  lie  down  at  the  end  of  the  heap  of 
com:  and  Bhe  came  softly,  aud  uncovered  his  feet,  and  laid  tier 

8  down.  And  it  came  to  pass  at  midnight,  that  the  man  was  afraid, 

9  and  turned  himself:  and,  behold,  a  woman  lay  at  his  feet.  And  he 
said.  Who  art  thou  ?  And  she  answered,  I  am  Ruth,  thy  maid-ser¬ 
vant  :  spread  therefore  thy  skirt  over  thy  maid-servant ;  for  thou  art 

10  a  near  kinsman.  And  he  said,  Blessed  be  thou  of  the  Eternal,  my 
danghter  :  for  thou  hast  made  thy  latter  kindness  to  excel  the  for¬ 
mer,  inasmuch  as  thou  followedst  not  the  yonng  men,  whether  poor 

1 1  or  rich.  And  now,  my  daughter,  fear  not ;  I  will  do  to  thee  all  that 
thou  sayest :  for  all  the  city  of  my  people  doth  know  that  thou  art  a 

12  virtuous  woman.  And  now  it  is  true  that  I  am  thy  near  kinsman: 

13  howbeit  there  is  a  kinsman  nearer  than  L  Tarry  this  night,  and  it 
shall  be  in  the  morning,  that  if  he  will  perform  unto  thee  the  part  of 
S  kinsman,  well ;  let  him  do  the  kinsman**  part:  but  if  he  will  not 
do  the  part  of  a  kinsman  to  thee,  then  will  I  do  the  part  of  a  kins¬ 
man  to  thee,  as  the  Eternal  liveth:  lie  down  until  the  morning. 

14  And  she  lay  at  his  feet  until  the  morning;  and  she  rose  up  before 
one  could  know  another.  And  he  said.  Let  it  not  be  known  that  a

15  "woman  came  into  the  threshing  floor.  Also  he  said.  Bring  the 
cloak  that  thou  hast  upon  thee,  and  hold  it.  And  when  she  hold  it, 
he  measured  six  measures  of  barley,  and  laid  it  on  her,  and  went  into 

1 6  the  city.  And  when  she  came  to  her  mother  in  law,  she  said,  Who 
art  thou,  my  daughter?  And  she  told  her  all  that  the  man  had 

17  done  to  her.  And  she  said.  These  six  measures  of  barley  gave  he 
me ;  for  he  said  to  me.  Go  not  empty  unto  thy  mother  m  law. 

18  Then  said  she.  Sit  still,  my  daughter,  until  thou  know  how  the 
matter  will  fall :  for  the  man  will  not  be  in  reBt,  until  he  have  finished 
the  thing  this  day. 

1  Chap.  iv. — 'Then  went  Boaz  up  to  the  gate,  and  sat  him  down  there  ’ 
and,  behold,  the  kinsman  of  whom  Boaz  spake  came  by  j  unto  whom 
he  said.  Ho,  such  a  one !  turn  aside,  sit  down  here.  And  he  turned 

2  aside,  and  sat  down.  And  he  took  ten  men  of  the  elders  of  the 

3  city,  and  said.  Sit  ye  down  here.  And  they  sat  down.  And  he  stud 
unto  the  kinsman,  Naomi,  that  is  come  again  out  of  the  fields  of 
Moab,  sold  the  parcel  of  the  field,  which  teas  our  brother  Elimelech's : 

4  And  I  thought  to  apprise  thee,  saying,  Buy  it  before  the  inhabitants, 
and  hefoTe  the  elders  of  my  people.  If  thou  wilt  redeem  it,  redeem 
it hut  if  thou  wilt  not  redeem  it,  then  tell  me,  that  I  may  know ; 
for  there  is  none  to  redeem  it  beside  thee ;  and  1  am  after  thee.  And 

5  he  said,  I  will  redeem  it.  Then  said  Boaz,  What  day  thou  aoquirest 
the  field  of  the  hand  of  Naomi,  thou  hast  acquired,  it  also  of  Ruth 
the  Moahitess,  the  wife  of  the  dead,  to  raise  tip  the  name  of  the 

6  dead  upon  his  inheritance.  And  the  kinsman  said,  1  cannot  redeem 
it  for  myself,  lest  I  mar  mine  own  inheritance :  redeem  thou  my 

7  right  to  thyself ;  for  I  cannot  redeem  it.  Now  this  was  the  manner 
in  former  time  in  Israel  concerning  redeeming  and  concerning  chang¬ 
ing,  for  to  confirm  all  things ;  a  man  plucked  off  his  shoe,  and  gave 

8  if  to  his  neighbour :  and  (mis  was  a  testimony  in  Israel.  Therefore 
the  kinsman  said  unto  Boaz,  acquire  it  for  thee.  So  he  drew  off  his 

9  shoe.  And  Boaz  said  unto  the  elders,  and  unto  all  the  people,  Ye 
are  witnesses  this  day,  that  I  have  acquired  all  that  was  Elimelech’s, 
and  all  that  was  Chilion’s,  and  Mam  on’s,  of  the  hand  of  Naomi. 

10  Moreover  Ruth  the  Moabitess,  the  wife  of  Mahlon,  have  I  acquired 
to  lie  my  wife,  to  raise  ap  the  name  of  the  dead  upon  his  inheritance, 
that  the  name  of  the  dead  be  not  cut  off  from  among  his  hrethren, 

1 1  and  from  the  gate  of  his  place :  ye  are  witnesses  this  day.  And  all 
the  people  that  were  in  the  gate,  and  the  elders,  said.  We  are  wit¬ 
nesses.  The  Eternal  make  the  woman  that  is  come  into  thy  house 
like  Rachel  and  like  Leah,  which  two  did  build  the  house  of  Israel : 
and  do  thou  worthily  in  Ephratah,  and  be  famous  in  Beth-Iehem : 

12  And  let  thy  house  he  like  the  house  of  Fharez,  whom  Tamar  bare 
unto  Judah,  of  the  seed  which  the  Eternal  shall  give  thee  of  this 
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13  Young  woman.  So  Boai  took  Ruth,  and  she  was  his  wife:  and  when 
he  came  unto  her,  the,Efernul  gave  her  pregnancy,  and  she  bare  a 

14  son*  And  the  women  said  unto  Naomi,  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  who 
hath  not  left  thee  this  day  without  a  kinsman,  that  his  name  may 

15  be  famous  in  Israel.  And  he  shall  he  unto  thee  a  restorer  of  thy 
life,  and  a  nourisher  of  thine  old  age :  for  thy  daughter  in  law,  who 
loveth  thee,  who  is  better  to  thee  than  seven  sons,  hath  born  him* 

16  And  Naomi  took  the  child,  and  laid  it  in  her  bosom,  and  became 

17  nurse  unto  it*  And  the  women  her  neighbours  gave  it  a  name,  say¬ 
ing,  There  is  a  son  bom  to  Naomi ;  and  they  called  his  name  Ohed ; 

16  he  is  the  father  of  Jesse,  the  father  of  David.  Now  these  are  the 

19  generations  of  Pharez:  Pharez  begat  Hezron,  And  Hezron  begat 

20  Ram,  and  Ram  begat  Ammiuadab,  And  Amminadab  begat  Nah- 

21  shoo,  and  Nahshon  begat  Salmon,  And  Salmon  begat  Boaz,  and 

22  Boas  begat  Obed,  And  Obed  begat  Jessie,  and  Jessie  begat  David*

1  Chap,  i.— -  How  doth  the  city  sit  solitary,  that  was  fall  of  people ! 
how  is  she  become  as  a  widow  !  she  that  was  great  among  the  ua* 
lions,  and  princess  among  the  provinces,  how  is  she  become  tributary! 

3  She  weepeth  sore  in  the  nighty  and  her  tears  are  on  her  cheeks: 
among  all  her  lovers  she  hath  none  to  comfort  her :  all  her  friends 
have  dealt  treacherously  with  her,  they  are  become  her  enemies. 
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3  Judah  is  gone  into  captivity  because  of  affliction*  and  because  of 
great  servitude :  she  dwelteth  among  the  nations*  she  findeth  no  rest ; 

4  all  her  persecutors  overtook  her  between  the  straits.  The  ways  of 
Zion  do  mourn,  because  none  come  to  the  solemn  feasts ;  all  her 
gates  are  desolate ;  her  priests  sigh*  her  virgins  are  afflicted,  and  she 

5  is  in  bitterness.  Her  adversaries  arc  the  chief*  her  enemies  prosper; 
for  the  Eternal  hath  afflicted  her  for  the  multitude  of  her  transgres¬ 
sions  :  her  children  are  gone  into  captivity  before  the  adversary* 

6  And  from  the  daughter  of  Zion  ull  her  beauty  is  departed:  her 
princes  are  become  like  harts  that  find  no  pasture*  and  they  are  gone 

7  without  strength  before  the  pursuer.  Jerusalem  remembered  in  the 
days  of  her  affliction  and  of  her  persecutions  all  her  pleasant 
things  that  she  had  in  the  days  of  old*  when  her  people  fell  into  the 
hand  of  the  adversary,  and  none  did  help  her:  the  adversaries  saw 

8  her*  and  did  mock  at  her  calamities.  Jerusalem  hath  grievously 
tinned;  therefore  she  is  removed:  all  that  honoured  her  vilify  her* 
because  they  have  seen  her  nakedness  :  yea*  she  herself  sighetn*  and 

0  turneth  backward.  Her  filthiness  it  in  her  skirts ;  she  bore  not  in 
mind  her  future ;  therefore  she  came  down  wonderfully ;  she  had  no 
comforter.  O  Eternal*  behold  my  affliction:  for  the  enemy  hath 

10  magnified  himself.  The  adversary  hath  spread  out  his  hand  upon 
all  her  pleasant  things :  for  she  hath  seen  that  nations  entered  into 
her  sanctuary*  of  whom  thou  didst  command  that  they  should  not 

11  enter  into  thy  congregation.  AH  her  people  sigh*  they  seek  bread  ; 
they  have  given  their  pleasant  things  for  food  to  relievo  the  soul: 

12  see*  O  Eternal*  and  consider;  for  I  am  become  vile.  May  it  not 
come  upou  you*  all  ye  tliat  pass  this  way  !  behold*  and  see  if  there 
be  any  pain  like  unto  my  pain*  which  is  inflicted  upon  me*  where¬ 
with  the  Eternal  hath  grieved  me  in  the  day  of  the  kindling  of  hid 

13  wrath.  From  above  he  hath  sent  fire  into  my  bones*  and  it  prevail¬ 
ed!  against  them  :  he  hath  spread  a  net  for  my  feet*  he  hath  turned 

14  me  back :  he  hath  made  me  desolate  and  faint  all  die  day.  The 
yoke  of  my  transgressions  is  bound  by  his  hand  :  they  are  wreathed* 
and  come  up  upon  my  neck:  he  hath"  mode  my  strength  to  stumble* 
the  Eternal  hath  delivered  me  into  their  haudsj^ofn  wham  1  am  not 

15  able  to  rise  up.  The  Eternal  hath  trodden  under  foot  all  my  mighty 
men  in  the  midst  of  me:  he  hath  proclaimed  a  festival  concerning 
me  to  crush  my  young  men :  the  Eternal  liath  trodden  the  virgin*  the 

16  daughter  of  Judah,  os  in  a  winepress.  For  these  things  1  weep; 
mine  rye*  mine  eye  runneth  down  with  water*  because  the  comforter 
that  should  relieve  my  soul  is  for  from  me  :  my  children  are  desolate* 

17  because  the  enemy  prevailed.  Zion  spreadeth  forth  her  hands*  and 
there  is  none  to  comfort  her:  the  Eternal  bath  commanded  concern¬ 
ing  Jacob,  that  his  adversaries  should  be  round  about  him :  Jerusalem 

18  is  as  a  menstruous  woman  among  thorn.  The  Eternal*  he  is  right¬ 
eous  ;  for  I  have  rebelled  against  his  comtpandxnent :  hear*  1  pray 
you*  all  peoples*  and  behold  my  pain ;  my  virgins  and  my  young  men 
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19  are  gone  into  captivity.  1  called  for  my  lovers,  but  they  deceived 
met  my  priests  and  mine  elders  expired  in  the  city,  while 

20  they  sought  food  for  themselves  to  relieve  their  souls.  Behold, 
O  Sternal^  for  1  am  in  distress ;  my  hovels  burn ;  my  heart  is 
turned  within  me ;  for  I  have  grievously  rebelled :  abroad  tho  award 

21  bereaveth,  as  death  at  home.  They  have  heard  that  I  sigh  :  there  is 
none  to  comfort  me :  all  mine  enemies  have  heard  of  my  trouble; 
they  are  glad  that  thou  hast  done  it :  thou  wilt  bring  the  day  that 

22  thou  hast  called,  and  they  shall  be  like  unto  me.  Let  all  their 
wickedness  come  before  thee ;  and  do  unto  diem,  as  thou  bast  done 
unto  me  for  all  my  transgressions :  for  my  sighs  ore  many,  and  my 
heart  it  faint, 

1  Chap.  ii. — How  hath  the  Eternal  covered  the  daughter  of  .Zion 
with  a  cloud  in  his  anger,  and  cast  down  from  heaven  unto  the  earth 
the  splendour  of  Israel,  and  remembered  not  his  footstool  in  the  day 

2  of  his  anger !  The  Lord  hath  swallowed  op  all  the  habitations  of 
Jacob,  and  hath  not  pitied :  he  hath  thrown  down  in  his  wrath  the 
strongholds  of  the  daughter  of  Judah ;  he  hath  hrought  them  down 
to  the  ground ;  he  hath  polluted  the  kingdom  and  the  princes  thereof 

3  He  haul  cut  off  in  Air  fierce  anger  ell  the  born  of  Israel :  he  hath 
drawn  back  his  right  hand  from  before  the  enemy,  and  he  burned 

4  against  Jacob  like  a  flaming  fire,  which  devoureth  round  about.  He 
hath  bent  his  bow  like  an  enemy ;  he  stood  with  his  right  hand  as 
an  adversary,  and  slew  all  that  were  pleasant  to  the  eye  in  the  tent 

5  of  the  daughter  of  Zion :  he  poured  out  his  fury  like  fire.  The 
Eternal  was  as  an  enemy:  he  bath  swallowed  up  Israel,  he  hath 
swallowed  up  all  her  palaces :  he  hath  destroyed  his  strongholds^ 
and  hath  increased  in  the  daughter  of  Judah  wailing  and  lamentation, 

6  And  he  hath  violently  taken  away  its  fence,  as  if  U  wen  oft,  garden : 
he  hath  destroyed  his  places  of  appointment :  the  Eternal  bath  caused 
the  solemn  feasts1  ana  sabbaths  to  be  forgotten  in  Zion,  and  hath 

7  scorned  in  the  indignation  of  hu  anger  king  and  priest.  The  Eternal 
hath  oast  off  his  altar,  he  hath  abhorred  his  sanctuary,  he  hath  deli¬ 
vered  over  into  the  hand  of  the  enemy  the  walls  of  her  palaces ;  they 
have  made  a  noise  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  as  in  the  day  of  so- 

&  lemn  feast.1  The  Eternal  hath  purposed  to  destroy  the  rampart  of  the 
daughter  of  Zion  :  he  hath  stretched  out  a  line,  he  hath  not  with¬ 
drawn  his  hand  from  destroying:  therefore  he  made  trench  and  ram- 

9  part  to  lament;  they  languished  together.  Her  gates  are  sunk  in  to  the 
ground ;  he  hath  destroyed  and  broken  her  bars :  her  king  and  her 
princes  are  among  the  nations,  without  law ;  her  prophets  also  find 

10  no  vision  from  the  Eternal.  The  elders  of  the  daughter  of  Zion  sit 
upon  the  ground,  and  keep  silence:  they  have  cast  up  dust  upon 
their  heads ;  they  have  girded  themselves  with  sackcloth :  the  virgins 

11  of  Jerusalem  hang  down  their  heads  to  the  ground.  Mine  eyes  do 
fail  with  tears,  my  howels  burn,  roy  liver  is  poured  upon  the  earth, 
for  the  destruction  of  the  daughter  of  my  people;  because  infants 

12  and  sucklings  swoon  in  the  streets  of  the  city.  They  say  to  their 
mothers.  Where  it  corn  and  wine  ?  when  they  swooned  as  the  wounded. 

i  appointment!. 
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in  the  streets  of  the  city,  when  their  soul  was  poured  out  into  their 

13  mothers’  bosom*  What  thing  shall  I  take  to  witness  for  thee  ?  what 
thing  shall  I  liken  to  thee,  O  daughter  of  Jerusalem?  what  shall  I 
equal  to  thee,  that  I  may  comfort  thee,  O  virgin  daughter  of  Zion  ? 

14  for  thy  breach  is  great  hke  the  sea :  who  can  heal  thee  ?  Thy  pro* 
phets  have  seen  vain  and  foolish  things  for  thee;  and  they  have  not 
uncovered  thine  iniquity,  to  turn  away  thy  captivity  ^  but  have  seen 

15  for  thee  false  prophecies*  and  deceptions.  All  that  pass  by  clap  their 
hands  at  thee ;  they  hiss  and  shake  their  head  at  the  daughter  of 
Jerusalem,  saying,  Is  this  the  city  that,  men  call  The  perfection  of 

16  beauty,  The  joy  of  the  whole  earth  ?  AH  thine  enemies  have  opened 
wide  their  mouth  against  thee  :  they  hiss  and  ^n&sh  the  teeth  ;  they 
say.  We  have  swallowed  her  up :  certainly  tins  is  the  day  that  we 

17  looked  for;  we  have  found,  we  have  seen  it.  The  Eternal  hath  done 
that  which  he  had-  devised ;  he  hath  fulfilled  his  word  he  had 
commanded  in  the  days  of  old ;  he  hath  thrown  down,  and  hath  not 
pitied ;  and  he  hath  caused  thine  enemy  to  rejoice  over  thee,  he  hath 

18  lifted  up  the  horn  of  thine  adversaries.  Their  heart  cried  unto  the 
Eternal,  O  rampart  of  the  daughter  of  Zion,  let  tears  run  down  like  & 
river  day  and  night:  give  thyself  no  rest ;  let  not  the  apple3  of  thine 

19  eye  cease.  Arise,  cry  out  in  the  night :  in  the  beginning  of  the 
watches  pour  out  thy  heart  like  water  before  the  face  of  the  Eternal : 
lift  up  thy  hands  towards  him  for  the  life  of  thine  infants,  that  feint 

20  for  huuger  in  the  top  of  every  street  Behold,  O  Eternal,  and  con¬ 
sider  to  whom  thou  hast  done  this.  Shalt  women  eat  their  fruit,  and 
children  of  tender  nursing?  shall  priest  and  prophet-  be  slain  in  the 

21  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal :  The  young  and  the  old  lie  on  the  ground 
in  the  streets:  my  virgins  and  my  young  men  are  fallen  by  the 
sword ;  thou  hast  slain  them  in  the  day  of  thine  anger ;  thou  hast 

22  killed,  and  not  pitied.  Thou  hast  called  as  in  a  solemn  day3  my 
terrors  round  about,  so  that  in  the  day  of  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 
none  escaped  nor  remained:  those  that  I  have  tenderly  nursed  and 
brought  up  hath  mine  enemy  consumed. 

1  Chap*  iii* — I  am.  the  man  that  hath  seen  affliction  by  the  rod  of  his 

2  wrath.  He  hath  led  me,  and  brought  me  into  darkness,  but  not  into 

3  light.  Only  against  me  he  turneth  his  band  over  end  over  again 

4  au  the  day*  My  flesh  and  my  skin  hath  he  wasted ;  he  h&th  broken  my 

5  bones*  He  hath  bnilded  against  me,  and  compassed  me  with  poison 

6  and  hardship* 4  He  hath  set  me  in  dark  places,  as  they  that  are  dead 

7  for  ever.  He  hath  hedged  me  about,  that  I  cannot  get  out :  ho  hath 

8  made  my  fetters  heavy.  Also  when  I  cry  and  call  for  help,  he  shut- 

9  teth  ont  my  prayer.  He  h&th  inclosed  my  ways  with  hewn  stone,  he 

10  hath  made  my  paths  crooked*  He  was  unto  me  as  a  bear  lying  in 

11  wait,  and  as  a  lion  in  secret  places*  He  hath  turned  aside  my  ways, 

12  and  pulled  me  in  pieces ;  he  hath  made  me  desolate.  He  hath  bent 

13  bis  bow,  and  set  me  as  a  mark  for  the  arrow.  He  hath  caused  the 

14  arrows  of  his  quiver  to  enter  into  my  reins*  I  was  &  derision  to  all 

.  ~  .  1 11  burdeiu.  1  daughter*  3  appointed  day* 
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15  my  people ;  and  their  song  all  the  day*  He  hath  filled  me  with  bit- 

16  tcrness,  he  hath  satiated  me  with  wormwood.  He  hath  also  broken 

17  my  teeth  with  gravel  stones,  he  hath  covered  me  with  ashes.  And 
thou  hast  loathingly  removed  my  soul  from  peace :  1  forgot  pros- 

18  perity*  And  I  said*  My  strength  and  my  hope  is  perished  from  the 

19  Eternal*  To  remember  mine  affliction  and  my  misery,  is  wormwood 

20  and  poison*  My  soul  full  of  recollections  is  bowed  loir  in  me. 

21  22  This  I  reply  to  my  heart,  therefore  have  1  hope.  That  the  mer¬ 
cies  of  the  Eternal  have  not  ceased,  that  his  compassion  is  not 

23  spent*  They  are  new  every  morning:  great  is  thy  faithfulness. 

24  The  Eternal  is  my  portion,  saith  my  soul $  therefore  will  I  hope  in 

25  him.  The  Eternal  is  good  unto  them  that  wait  for  him,  to  thc-aoul 

26  Mai  aeeketh  him.  He  is  good ;  therefore,  nun, both  hope  and  quietly 

27  wait  for  the  salvation  of  the  Eternal.  He  is  good  to  the  man  when 

28  he  beareth  the  yoke  in  his  youth,  Silteth  alone  and  keepeth  silence, ' 

29  because  he  hath  laid  it  upon  him,  Putteth  his  mouth  io  the  dust ; 

30  peradventure  thore  may  be  hope ;  Giveth  hU  cheek  to  him  that 

31  emiteth  bin],  is  filled  full  with  reproach  ;  Surely  the  Eternal  will  not 

32  loathingly  cast  off  for  ever*  But  though  he  cause  grief,  yet  will  he 

33  hove  compassion  according  to  the  multitude  of  his  mercies-  For 

34  he  doth  not  afflict  willingly  nor  grieve  the  duldren  of  men*  To 

35  crush  under  his  feet  all  the  prisoners  of  the  earth ;  To  turn  aside  the 

36  right  of  man  before  the  face  of  the  most  High ;  To  subvert  a  man 

37  in  his  cause,  the  Eternal  appruveth  not.  Who  t*  he  that  saith,  and 

38  it  oometh  to  pass,  when  the  Eternal  commandeth  it  not  ?  As 
thdtagh  out  of  the  mouth  of  the  most  Hi^b  evil  and  good  did  not 

39  proceed.  Wherefore  docs  a  person  whilst  m  life  murmur,  a  man  at 

40  his  sins  ?  Let  u$  search  and  examine  our  ways,  and  turn  again  to 

41  the  Eternal.  Let  ub  lift  up  our  heart  with  our  hands  unto  God  in 

42  the  heavens.  We  have  trnngraased  and  have  rebelled:  thou  hast 

43  not  pardoned*  Thou  hast  wrapped  thyself  in  anger,  and  persecuted 

44  ua:  thou  hast  slain,  thou  hast  not  pitied.  Thou  hast  covered  thy- 

45  self  with  the  cloud,  that  our  prayer  should  not  pass  through*  Thou 
hast  made  us  as  the  offscouring  and  refuse  in  the  midst  of  the  peoples. 

46  47  All  our  enemies  have  opened  wide  their  mouths  against  us.  Fear 

48  and  a  snare  is  come  upon  us,  desolation  and  destruction.  Mine  eye 
runneth  down  like  rivulets  of  water  for  the  destruction  of  the 

49  daughter  of  my  people*  Mine  eye  tricJdeth  down,  and  ceaseth  not, 
fO  without  any  intermission.  Till  the  Eternal  look  down,  and  behold 

51  from  heaven.  Mine  eye  affecteth  my  heart  because  of  all  the 

52  daughters  of  my  city.  Mine  enemies  chased  me  sore,  like  the  bird, 

53  without  cause.  They  have  cut  off  my  life  in  the  pit,  and  cast  a 

54  stone  upon  me.  Waters  flowed  over  my  head ;  then  I  said,  I  am 

55  cut  off*  I  called  upon  thy  name,  0  Eternal,  out  of  the  pit  of  the 

56  nether  world*  Thou  hast  heard  my  voice :  hide  not  thine  car  at  my 

57  breathing,  at  my  cry  for  help.  Thou  drewest  near  in  the  day  that 
53  I  called  upon  thee :  thou  saidst,  Fear  nob  O  Eternal,  thou  hast 
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50  pleaded  the  causes  of  my  soul;  thou  hast  redeemed  my  life.  0 

60  Eternal]  thou  hast  seen  my  wrong :  judge  thou  my  cause.  Thou 
ho9t  seen  all  their  vengeance  and  all  their  imaginations  against  me. 

Cl  Thou  hast  heard  their  reproach,  0  Eternal,  and  all  their  imagina- 

€2  tions  against  me ;  The  lips  of  those  that  rose  up  against  me,  and 

63  their  device  against  me  all  the  day.  Behold  their  sitting  down,  and 

64  their  rising  up;  I  am  their  music.  Render  unto  them  a  recom- 

65  pensc,  O  Eternal,  according  to  the  work  of  their  hands.  Give  them 

66  what  their  heart  harbours,  thy  curse  upon  them.  Persecute  and 
destroy  them  in  anger  from  under  the  heavens  of  the  Eternal. 

1  Chap.  iv. — How  is  the  gold  become  dim !  Aou.  is  the  most  fine  gold 
changed !  the  stones  of  the  sanctuary  are  poured  out  in  the  top  of 

2  every  street.  The  precious  sons  of  Zion,  comparable  to  fine  gold, 
how  are  they  esteemed  ns  earthen  pitchers,  the  work  of  the  hands  of 

3  the  potter !  Even  monsters  draw  out  the  breast,  they  give  suck  to 
their  young  ones :  the  daughter  of  my  people  is  become  erne],  like 

4  the  ostriches  in  the  desert.  The  tongue  of  the  suckling  dcaveth  to 
his  palate  for  thirst :  the  young  children  ask  hread,  and  no  mau 

5  breaketh  it  unto  them.  They  that  did  feed  on  delicacies  are  desolate 
in  the  streets ;  they  that  were  brought  up  in  scarlet  embrace  dunghills. 

6  for  the  iniquity  of  tbe  daughter  of  my  people  is  greater  than  the  sin  of 
Sodom,  that  was  overthrown  as  in  a  moment,  and  no  hands  stayed 

7  on  her.  Her  Nazarites  were  purer  than  snow,  they  were  whiter 
than  milk,  they  were  more  ruddy  in  substance  than  coral,  their  form 

8  was  that  of  sapphire :  AW  their  visage  is  blacker  than  black ;  they 
are  not  known  in  the  streets :  their  skin  cle&veth  to  their  bones ;  it 

9  is  withered,  it  is  become  like  a  stick.  They  that  are  slain  with  the 
sword  are  better  than  they  that  are  Elain  with  hunger :  for  these 
pine  away,  stricken  through  for  want  of  the  prodnee  of  the  field. 

ID  The  hands  of  pitiful  women  have  sodden  their  own  children:  they 
were  their  meat  in  the  destruction  of  the  daughter  of  my  people. 

11  The  Eternal  hath  accomplished  his  fury;  he  hath  poured  out  his 
fierce  anger,  and  hath  kindled  a  fire  in  Zion,  and  it  hath  devoured 

12  the  foundations  thereof.  The  kings  of  the  earth,  and  all  the  inha~ 
Infants  of  the  world,  did  not  believe  that  an  adversary  and  an  enemy 

13  would  have  entered  into  the  gates  of  Jerusalem.  Vor  the  sins  of 
her  prophets,  and  the  iniquities  of  her  priests,  that  have  shed  the 

il  blood  of  the  just  in  the  midst  of  her.  They  have  waudered  as  blind 
men  in  the  streets,  they  have  polluted  themselves  with  blood,  so  that 

15  men  could  not  touch  their  garments.  'They  cried  unto  them,  Depart 
ye ;  it  is  unclean ;  depart,  depart,  touch  not :  when  they  fled  away  and 
wandered,  they  said  among  the  nations,  They  shall  no  more  sojourn 

16  there.  The  anger  of  the  Eternal  hath  divided  them ;  he  will  no 
more  regard  them :  they  respected  not  the  persons  of  the  priests, 

17  they  favoured  not  the  elders.  Whilst  we  yet  had  existence,  our 
eyes  failed  for  our  vain  help :  in  our  watching  we  have  watched  for 

18  a  nation  that  could  not  save  us.  They  hunt  our  steps,  that  wc 
cannot  go  in  our  streets :  our  end  is  near,  our  days  are  fulfilled ;  for 
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19  our  end  is  come.  Our  persecutors  are  swifter  than  the  eagles  of  the 
heaven  :  they  pursued  us  upon  the  mountains,  they  laid  wait  for  us 

20  in  the  desert*  The  breath  of  our  nostrils,  (he  anointed  of  the 
Eternal,  was  taken  in  their  pits,  of  whom  wo  said,  Under  his 

21  shadow  we  shall  live  among  the  nations.  Rejoice  and  be  glad,  O 
daughter  of  Edom,  that  dwellest  in  the  land^of  Us;  Ihe'cup  also 
shall  pass  unto  thee :  thou  filial t  be  drunken,  and  shalt^make  thyself 

22  naked*  Thine  iniquity  is  expiated,  O  daughter  of  Zion ;  he  will  no 
more  carry  thee  away  into  captivity :  he  will  visit  thine  iniquity,  O 
daughter  of  Edom ;  he  will  discover  thy  sins. 

1  Chap*  v. — Remember  O  Eternal,  what  is  come  upon  us:  consider  and 

2  behold  our  disgrace.  Our  inheritance  is  tamed  to  strangers,  our 

3  houses  to  aliens.  We  are  orphans,  fatherless,  our  mothers  are  as 

4  widows.  We  have  drunken  our  water  for  money  j  our  wood  is  sold 

5  unto  us.  Upon  our  necks  are  our  persecutors :  we  labour,  and  have 

G  no  rest.  We  have  given  the  hand  la  Egypt,  and  to  Assyria,  to  be 

7  satisfied  with  hread.  Our  fathers  have  sinned,  and  are  not ;  and  we 

8  have  borne  their  iniquities.  Servants  have  ruled  over  us ;  there  is  none 

9  that  doth  deliver  m  out  of  their  hand.  We  got  our  bread  with  the  peril 

10  qf  our  lives  because  of  the  sword  of  the  desert*  Our  skin  was  hot 

11  like  an  oven  because  of  the  furious  famine.  They  lavished  women  in 

12  Zion,  and  maids  in  the  cities  of  Judah.  Princes  are  hanged  up  by 

13  their  hand:  the  feces  of  elders  were  not  honoured.  Young  men 

1 4  carried  the  mill,  and  boys  stumbled  under  the  wood.  Elders  have 

15  ceased  from  the  gate,  young  men  from  their  song.  The  joy  of  our 

16  heart  is  ceased ;  our  dance  is  turned  into  mourning.  The  crown  is 

17  fallen  from  our  head :  woe  unto  us,  that  we  have  sinned  !  For  this 

18  our  heart  is  sick ;  for  these  things  our  eyes  are  dim*  Because  of  the 

19  mountain  of  Zion,  which  is  desolate,  jackals  walk  upon  it*  Thou> 
O  Eternal,  remainest  for  ever,  thy  throne  from  generation  to  genera- 

20  tion.  Wherefore  dost  thou  forget  us  for  even  and  forsake  us  so  long 

21  time?  Turn  thou  us  unto  thee,  O  Eternal,  and  we  will  return; 

22  renew  our  days  as  of  old.  For  shouldst  thou  have  utterly  rejected 
us ;  he  very  wroth  against  us  ? 
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1  Chap.  i, — Voids  of  the  Preacher,  son  of  David,  king  of  Jerusalem. 

2  Vanity  of  vanities,  said  the  Preacher,  vanity  of  vanities;  all  ia 

3  vanity.  What  profit  hath  a  man  of  all  bis  labour  which  he  labouieth 

4  under  the  sun  ?  One  generation  passeth  away,  and  another  geners- 

5  tion  cometli ;  but  the  earth  abideth  for  ever.  The  sun  also  ariseth, 
and  the  sun  goeth  down,  and  panteth  after  bis  place  where  he  ailBeUi 
again.  Going  towards  the  south,  and  turning  about  unto  the  north, 
the  wind  whirleth  about  continually,  and  the  wind  retumeth.  again 

7  to  Us  circuits.  All  the  riven1  run  into  the  sea ;  yet  the  sea  is  not 
full ;  unto  the  place  {rom  whence  the  rivers1  come,  thither  they 

6  return  again ;  All  words  fall  short8;  man  cannot  express  it :  the 

9  eye  is  not  satisfied  with  seeing,  nor  the  ear  filled  with  hearing.  What 

bath  been  the  same  will  be ;  and  what  is  done  the  same  will  he  done  j 

10  and  there  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun.  Sf  there  is  a  thing  whereof 
it  is  said.  See,  this  is  new — it  hath  been  already  of  old  time,  which 

11  was  before  us.  Only  there  is  no  remembrance  of  former  things ; 
neither  will  there  be  any  remembrance  of  things  that  are  to  come 

12  with  tkose  that  shall  come  after.  I  the  Preacher  was  king  over 

13  Israel  in  Jerusalem.  And  I  gave  my  heart  to  seek  end  search  out 
by  wisdom  concerning  all  things  that  are  done  under  heaven :  this 
sore  travail  hath  God  given  to  the  sons  of  man  to  be  vexed  therewith. 

14  I  have  seen  all  the  works  that  are  done  under  the  sun ;  and,  behold, 

15  all  is  vanity  and  feeding  on  wind;  Perversion,  it  cannot  succeed ; 

16  defectiveness,  it  cannot  be  numbered.  1  communed  with  mine  own 
heart,  saying,  Lo,  1  have  gotten  greater,  and  more  wisdom  than  all 
they  that  bave  been  before  me  in  Jerusalem :  yea,  my  heart  hath 

1 7  seen  much  wisdom  and  knowledge.  And  I  gave  my  heart  to  know 
wisdom,  and  to  know  madness  and  folly :  I  perceived  that  this  also 

1  brooks.  *  tie  tiled, 
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18  is  feeding  on  wind.  For  in  much  wisdom  is  much  griefs  and  he 
that  increaseth  knowledge  increaseth  pain* 


1  Chap.  ii. — I  said  in  my  hearty  Go  to  now,  I  will  prove  thee  with 
mirth,  therefore  enjoy  pleasure:  and,  behold,  thin  also  is  vanity. 

2  3  I  said  of  laughter.  It  is  mad :  and  of  mirth,  What  doeth  it?  I 
sought  in  my  heart  to  give  myself  unto  wine*1  yet  conducting  my 
heart  with  wisdom  ;  and  to  Lay  hold  on  folly,  till  I  might  see  what 
was  that  good  for  the  sons  of  men,  which  they  should  do  under  the 

4  heaven  all  the  days  of  their  life.  I  made  me  great  works  ;  I  built 

5  me  houses ;  I  planted  me  vineyards ;  I  made  me  gardens  and  parks, 

6  and  I  planted  trees  in  them  of  all  kind  of  fruits :  1  made  me  pools 

7  of  water,  to  water  therewith  the  wood  that  bringeth  forth  trees-:  I 
got  me  servants  and  maidens,  and  had  servants  born  in  my  house; 
also  I  had  great  possessions  of  herds  and  flocks  above  all  that  were 

8  in  Jerusalem  before  me :  I  gathered  me  also  silver  and  gold,  and 
select  treasure  of  kings  and  of  the  provinces  :  I  got  me  men  singers 
and  women  singers,  and  the  delights  of  the  sons  of  men,  a  wife  and 

9  concubines.  So  I  was  great,  and  increased  more  than  all  that  were 

10  before  me  in  Jerusalem  :  also  my  wisdom  remained  with  me.  And 
whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  I  kept  not  from  them,  I  withheld  not 
my  heart  from  any  joy ;  for  my  heart  rejoiced  in  all  my  labour :  and 

11  this  was  my  portion  of  all  my  labour*  Then  1  looked  on  all  the 
works  that  my  hands  had  wrought,  and  ou  the  labour  that  I  had 
laboured  to  do :  and,  behold,  all  teas  vanity  and  feeding  on  wind, 

12  and  fAere  was  no  profit  under  the  sun.  And  I  turned  myself  to  be* 
hold  wisdom,  and  madness,  and  folly  :  for  what  can  the  man  do  that 
cometh  after  the  king  ?  even  that  which  hath  been  already  done. 

13  Then  I  saw  that  wisdom  excelleth  folly,  even  as  light  excelleth  dark- 

14  ness.  The  wise  man's  eyes  are  in  his  head ;  but  the  fool  walkcth 
in  darkness;  and  I  myself  nevertheless  perceived  that  one  fate  be- 

15  falleth  them  all*  Then  said  I  in  my  heart.  According  to  the  fata  of 
the  fool,  so  will  it  also  befall  me  i  and  why  was  l  then  more  wise  ? 

16  Then  I  said  in  my  heart,  that  this  also  w  vanity.  For  there  is  no 
remembrance  of  the  wise  more  than  of  the  fool  for  ever ;  seeing  that 
which  once  was,  in  the  days  to  come  shall  all  be  forgotten.  And  how 

17  dieth  the  wise  man?  as  the  fool*  Therefore  I  hated  life;  because 
the  work  that  is  wrought  under  the  sun  is  grievous  unto  me :  for  all 

18  is  vanity  and  feeding  on  wind*  Yea,  I  hated  all  my  labour  which  I 
had  taken*  under  the  sun  :  because  I  should  leave  it  unto  the  man 


draw  lay  flesh  with  ike  wine. 


*  laboured. 
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19  that  shall  be  after  me.  And  who  knoweth  whether  he  shall  he  a 
wise  man  or  a  fool?  yet  shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labour  wherein 
I  have  laboured,  and  wherein  T  have  shewed  myself  wise  under  the 

20  sun.  This  if  also  vanity.  Therefore  I  went  about  to  cause  my  heart 

21  to  despair  of  all  the  labour  which  I  took  under  the  sun.  For  there 
is  a  man  whose  labour  is  in  wisdom,  and  in  knowledge,  and  in  equity ; 
yet  to  a  man  that  hath  not  laboured  therein  shall  be  leave  it  far  his 

22  portion.  This  also  £ff  vanity  and  a  great  evil.  For  what  hath  man 
of  all  his  labour,  and  of  the  striving  of -his  heart,  wherein  he  hath 

23  laboured  under  the  sun  ?  For  all  his  days  are  pains,  and  his  travail 
grief;  yea,  his  heart  taketh  not  rest  in  the  night.  This  is  also  vanity. 

24  There  is  nothing  better  for  a  man,  than  that  he  should  eat  and  drink, 
and  that  he  should  make  his  soul  enjoy  good  in  his  labour*  This 

25  also  I  saw,  that  it  was  from  the  hand  of  God.  For  who  can  eat,  or 

26  who  else  can  hasten  hereunto^  more  than  I  ?  For  God  giveth  to  a 
man  that  is  good  in  his  sight,  wisdom,  and  knowledge,  and  joy :  but 
to  the  sinner  he  giveth  travail,  to  gather  and  to  heap  up,  that  he  may 
give  to  him  that  is  good  before  Goa.  This  is  also  vanity  and  feeding 
on  wind. 


I  Chap,  nr.— To  every  thing  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  to  every 
purpose  under  the  heaven : 


2  A  time  to  be  bom, 
a  time  to  plant, 

3  A  time  to  kill, 

a  time  to  break  down,

a  time  to  mourn,

and  a  time  to  die ; 
and  a  time  to  pluck  up  that  which

and  a  time  to  laugh ; 
and  a  time  to  dance ; 
and  a  time  to  gather  stones  together; 
and  a  timetorefrainfrom  embracing ; 
and  a  time  to  lose ; 
and  a  time  to  coat  away ; 
and  a  time  to  sew  ; 
and  a  time  to  speak ; 
and  a  time  to  hate; 
and  a  time  of  peace. 


9  10  What  profit  hath  a  worker  in  that  wherein  he  laboureth  ?  I 
have  seen  the  travail,  which  God  hath  given  to  the  sons  of  men 
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11  to  be  exercised  in  it.  He  hath  made  every  thing  beautiful  in  its 
time :  also  be  bath,  set  eternity  in  their  heart,  yet  no  man  can 
£nd  out  tbe  work  that  God  maketh  from  the  beginning  to  the 

12  end.  I  know  that  there  is  no  good  in  them,  but  for  a  mm  to 

13  rejoice*  and  to  do  good  in  bis  life-  And  also  that  every  man 
should  eat  and  drink*  and  enjoy  the  good  of  all  his  labour*  it  is  the 

14  gift  of  God.  I  know  that  whatsoever  God  doeth*  it  shall  be 
for  ever ;  nothing  can  be  put  to  it,  nor  anything  taken  from 

15  it:  and  God  doeth  it3  that  men  should  fear  before  him*  That 
which  was  hath  been  since  long  ;  and  that  which  is  to  be  hath  already 

16  been  ;  and  God  requireth  that  which  is  past.  And  moreover  I  saw 
under  the  sun  tbe  place  of  judgment*  that  iniquity  was  there;  and 

17  the  plaoe  of  righteousness*  that  iniquity  was  there.  I  said  in  my 
heart*  God  shall  judge  the  righteous  and  the  wicked:  for  there  is  a 

IS  time  there  for  every  purpose  and  for  every  work.  1  said  in  my  heart 
concerning' tbe  nature  of  tbe  sons  of  men*  that  God  had  singled  them 

19  out  only  to  see  that  they  themselves  are  the  same  as  beasts.  For  that 
which  befalleth  the  sons  of  men  befalUth  beasts ;  even  one  thing  be- 
falleth  them:  as  the  one  dietb*  bo  dieth  tbe  other;  yea,  they  have 
all  one  breath ;  and  the  preeminence  of  man  above  a  beast  is  nought ; 

20  for  all  is  vanity.  All  go  unto  one  place ;  all  are  of  the  dust*  and  all 

21  turn  to  dust  again.  Who  kuoweth  the  spirit  of  man  that  goeih  up¬ 
ward*  and  the  spirit  of  the  beast  that  goeth  downward  to  the  earth  ? 

22  Wherefore  I  perceive  that  there  is  nothing  better*  than  that  a  man 
should  rejoice  in  his  own  works ;  for  that  is  his  portion ;  for  who 
shall  bring  him  to  see  what  shall  be  after  him  ? 

1  Chap,  iv,— So  I  returned*  and  considered  all  the  oppressions  that  : 
are  done  under  the  sun :  and  behold  the  tears  of  such  as  were  op- ; 
pressed,  and  they  had  no  comforter;  the  force  from  the  hand  of  their 

2  oppressors;  but  they  had  no  comforter.  Wherefore  I  praised  the 
dead  who  are  already  dead  more  than  the  living  who  are  yet  alive. ; 

3  Tea*  better  is  he  than  both  they*  who  hath  not  yet  been*  who  hath 

4  not  seen  the  evil  work  that  is  done  under  the  sun.  Again*  I  saw  nil 1 2 3 4 5 6 
travail,  and  every  aptitude  for  work,  that  this  is  the  jealousy  of  a  man 

5  of  his  fellow.  This  is  also  vanity*  and  feeding  on  wind.  The  fool  I 

6  foldeth  his  hands  together*  and  eateth  his  own  £esh.  Better  is  a ■ 
handful  with  quietness*  than  both  the  hands  full  with  travail  and 
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7  feeding  on  wind.  Then  I  returned,  and  I  saw  vanity  under  the  Bun. 

8  There  is  one  alone ,  and  hath  no  second ;  yea,  he  hath  neither  child 
nor  hrother  :  yet  is  there  no  end  of  all  his  labour ;  neither  is  his  eye 
satisfied  with  riches;  neither  saith  he,  For  whom  do  I  labour,  and 
bereave  my  soul  of  good  ?  This  is  also  vanity,  yea,  it  is  a  sore  tra* 

9  vail.  Two  are  better  than  one ;  because  they  have  a  good  reward 

10  for  their  labour.  For  if  they  fall,  the  one  will  lift  up  his  fellow  r  but 
woe  to  him  that  is  alone  when  he  falleth ;  for  he  hath  not  another  to 

1 1  help  him  up.  Again,  if  two  He  together,  then  they  have  heat :  but 

12  how  can  one  get  warm  atone  ?  And  if  one  prevail  against  him,  two 
shall  withstand  him  ;  and  a  threefold  cord  is  not  quickly  broken. 

13  Better  is  a  poor  and  a  wise  child  than  an  old  and  foolish  king,  who 

14  will  no  more  be  enlightened.  For  out  of  prison  he  may  come  forth 

15  to  reign;  even  if  born  poor  in  bis  kingdom.  I  saw  all  the  living  who 
walk,  under  the  sun,  with  the  second  child  that  shall  stand  up  m  his 

16  stead.  There  is  no  end  of  all  the  people,  even  of  all  that  have  been 
before  it :  they  also  that  come  after  shall  not  rejoice  in  it  Surely  this- 

17  also  u-vanity  and  feeding  on  wind.  Keep  thy  foot  when  thou  goest  to 
the  house  of  God,  for  he  is  more  nigh  to  hear  than  when  fools  bring 
sacrifices,  for  they  do  not  wish  to  consider  in  order  to  do  evil. 

1  Cusp,  v.— Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and  let  not  thy  heart  be 
hasty  to  utter  any  thing  before  God :  for  God  is  in  heaven,  and 

2  thou  upon  earth :  therefore  let  thy  words  be  few.  For  the  (beam 
cometh  with  much  ado ;  and  a  fool’s  voice  with  a  multitude  of  words, 

3  When  thou  vowest  a  vow  unto  God,  defer  not  to  pay  it :  although 
he  hath  no  pleasure  in  the  fools,  yet  pay  that  which  thou  hast 

4  vowed.  Better  is  it  that  thou  Bhouldest  not  vow,  than  that  thou 

5  Bhouldest  vow  and  not  pay.  Suffer  not  thy  mouth  to  cause  thy  flesh 
to  sin ;  neither  say  thou  before  the  messenger,  that  it  mu  an  error : 
wherefore  should  God  be  angry  at  thy  voice,  and  destroy  the  work 

6  of  thy  hands  ?  For  as  in  the  multitude  of  dreams  so  in  many  words 

7  (here  are  vanities j  but  feu  than  God.  If  thou  seest  the  oppression 
of  the  poor,  and  violent  perverting  of  judgment  and  justice  iu  the 
province,  marvel  not  at  the  matter ;  yet  a  high  one  above  a  high  one 

8  watcheth,  and  the  highest  over  them.  And  (he  advantage  of  a 

9  country  iB  that  he  is  everywhere  ;  land  that  hath  a  king  is  tilled.  He 
that  ioveth  silver  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  silver ;  nor  he  that 

10  Ioveth  abundance,  not  increase :  this  is  also  vanity.  When  goods 
increase,  they  are  increased  that  eat  them  :  and  what  profit  is  there 

s  to  the  owners  thereof,  saving  the  beholding  of  them  with  their  eyes  ? 
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1 1  The  sleep  of  a  labouring  man  is  sweet,  whether  he  eat  little  or  much : 

12  but  the  abundance  of  the  rich  will  not  suffer  him  to  sleep*  There 
is  a  sore  evil  which  I  hare  seen  under  the  sun,  namely,  riches  kept 

13  for  the  owners  thereof  to  their  hurt.  But  those  riches  perish  hr 
evil  travail ;  and  he  begetteth  a  son,  and  there  is  nothing  in  his  hand* 

14  As  he  came  forth  of  his  mother*®  womb,  naked  shall  he  return,  to  go 
as  he  came,  and  shall  take  nothing  of  his  labour,  which  he  may  cany 

15  away  in  hia  hand.  And  this  also  is  a  sore  evil,  that  in  all  points  as 
he  came,  so  shall  he  go :  and  what  profit  hath  he  that  hath  laboured 

16  for  the  wind?  All  his  days  also  he  eateth  in  darkness,  and  he  hath 

17  much  grief,  and  his  sickness  is  wrath.  Behold  that  which  I  have 
seen :  it  is  good  and  comely  for  one  to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  to 
enjoy  the  good  of  all  his  labour  that  he  taketh  under  the  sun  all  the 

18  days  of  his  life,  which  God  giveth  him :  for  it  is  his  portion.  Every 
man  also  to  whom  God  hath  given  riches  and  wealth,  and  hath  given 
him  power  to  eat  thereof,  and  to  take  his  portion,  and  to  rejoice  in 

19  his  labour ;  this  if  the  gift  of  God  Let  him  remember  the  days  of 
his  life  that  they  are  not  many,  that  God  troubleth  man  in  the  re* 
joining  of  his  heart* 

1  Chap*  vt*— There  is  an  evil  which  l  have  seen  under  the  sun,  and  it 

2  is  common  among  men :  A  mao  to  whom  God  hath  given  ricliea, 
wealth,  and  honour,  so  that  he  wanteth  nothing  for  his  soul  of  all 
that  he  desireth,  yet  God  giveth  him  not  power  to  eat  thereof,  but 

3  an  alien  eateth  it;  this  is  vanity,  and  it  if  an  evil  disease.  If  he 
beget  a  hundred  children^  and  live  many  years,  and  however  numerous 
the  days  of  his  years  his  soul  should  not  be  filled  with  good,  and  not 
even  have  a  burial;  I  say,  that  an  untimely  birth  if  better  than  he. 

4  For  it  came  in  vain,  and  departeth  in  darkness,  and  its  name  shall 

5  be  covered  with  darkness*  Moreover  it  hath  not  seen  the  sun,  nor 

6  known  any  thirty:  yet  this  hath  more  rest  than  the  other.  Yea, 
though  he  live  a  thousand  years  twice  told,  yet  hath  he  seen  no 

7  good :  do  not  all  go  to  one  place?  All  the  labour  of  man  if  for  his 

8  mouth,  and  yet  the  appetite  is  not  filled*  For  what  hath  the  wise 
more  than  the  fool  ?  what  hath  the  poor,  that  knoweth  to  walk, 

9  before  the  living?  Better  if  the  sight  of  the  eyes  than  the  wander- 

10  ing  of  the  desire :  this  is  also  vanity  and  feeding  on  wind*  That 
which  hath  been  is  named  already,  and  it  Is  known  that  it  is  man  : 

11  neither  may  he  contend  with  him  that  is  mightier  than  he.  Seeing 
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there  are  many  things  that  increase  vanity,  what  is  man  the  better  ? 
12  For  who  knoweth  what  is  good  fox  man  in  this  life,  all  the  days  of  his 
vain  life  which  he  spendeth  as  a  shadow  ?  for  who  can  tell  a  man 
what  shall  be  after  him  under  the  son? 

1  Chap,  vil— A  good  name  is  better  than  precious  ointment;  and  the 

2  day  of  death  than  the  day  of  one’s  birth*  ft  is  better  to  go  to  the 
house  of  mourning,  than  to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  is 

3  the  end  of  all  men ;  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his  heart*  Such 
sorrow  is  better  than  laughter:  for  whilst  the  countenance  is  sad  the 

4  heart  may  feel  cheered.  The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the  house  of 

5  mourning;  but  the  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house  of  mirth.  It  is 
better  to  hear  the  rebuke  of  the  wise,  than  for  a  man  to  hear  the 

€  song  of  fools.  For  as  the  cracking  of  thorns  under  the  pot,  so  is 
7  the  laughter  of  the  fool :  this  also  is  vanity.  Surely  oppression 
3  maketh  a  wise  man  mad ;  and  a  gift  destroyed)  the  heart.  Better  is 
the  end  of  a  thing  than  the  beginning  thereof :  and  the  patient  in 
9  spirit  is  better  than  the  proud  m  spirit.  Be  not  hasty  in  thy  spirit 

10  to  be  angry :  for  anger  resteth  in  the  hosom  of  fools.  Say  not  thou, 
What  is  the  cause  that  the  former  days  were  better  than  these  ?  for 

1 1  thou  dost  not  enquire  wisely  concerning  this.  Wisdom  is  good  with 
an  inheritance:  and  by  it  there  is  profit  to  them  that  see  the  sun. 

12  For  they  are  in  the  shadow  of  wisdom  and  the  shadow  of  money ; 
yet  the  knowledge  of  wisdom  hath  the  preference :  it  preserved)  its 

13  possessors*  Consider  the  work  of  God:  for  who  can  make  that 
H  straight,  which  he  hath  formed  crooked?  In  the  day  of  prosperity 

be  joyful,  but  in  the  day  of  adversity  consider:  God  also  hath  set 
the  one  over  against  the  other,  to  the  end  that  man  should  find 

15  nothing  after  it.  All  things  have  I  seen  in  the  days  of  my  vanity : 
there  is  a  just  man  that  perisheth  in  his  righteousness,  and  there  is  a 

16  wicked  man  that  prolonged)  his  life  in  his  wickedness.  Be  not 
righteous  over  much ;  neither  make  thyself  over  wise :  why  shouldest 

17  thou  be  confounded  ?  Be  not  over  much  wicked,  neither  be  thou 
13  foolish:  why  shoulde&t  thou  die  before  thy  time  ?  It  is  good  that 

thou  shouldcst  take  hold  of  this ;  yea,  also  from  this  withdraw  not 
thy  hand :  for  he  that  feareth  God  shall  come  forth  of  them  all. 

19  Wisdom  strengthened  the  wise  more  than  ten  mighty  me n  who  are 

20  in  the  city.  For  there  is  not  a  just  man  upon  earth,  that  doeth 

21  good,  and  sinneth  not*  Also  take  no  heed  unto  all  words  that  are 

22  spoken ;  lest  thou  hear  thy  servant  execrate  thee  :  For  oftentimes 
also  thine  own  heart  knoweth  that  thou  thyself  likewise  hast  exe- 

23  crated  others*  All  this  have  I  tried  by  wisdom ;  I  said,  I  will  be 

24  wise  ;  but  it  was  far  from  me.  That  which  is  far  off,  and  exceeding 
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25  deep,  who  con  find  it  out  ?  I  applied  my  heart  to  know,  and  to 
search,  and  to  seek  out  'wisdom,  and  contrivance,  but  only  to  loam*  that 

26  wickedness  is  folly,  and  folly  madness.  I  also  find  more  bitter  than 
death  the  woman,  whose  heart  is  snares  and  nets,  and  her  hands  as 
bands :  whoso  pleaseth  God  shall  escape  from  her ;  but  the  sinner 

27  shall  he  taken  by  hen  Behold,  this  have  I  found,  saitb  the  preacher, 

28  one  by  one,  Lo  find  out  the  account.  What  yet  my  soul  seeketh,  but 
I  find  not :  one  man  among  a  thousand  have  I  found ;  but  a  woman 

29  among  all  those  have  I  not  found.  Lo,  this  only  have  I  found,  that 
God  hath  made  man  upright ;  but  they  have  sought  out  many  con¬ 
trivances. 

L  Chap.  vvir. — Who  is  as  the  wise  man  ?  and  who  knoweth  the  inter¬ 
pretation  of  a  thing  ?  a  man's  wisdom  maketh  his  face  to  shine,  and 

2  the  boldness  of  his  face  shall  be  changed.  I  counsel  thee  to  keep  the 
king’s  commandment,  also  concerning  any  utterance  of  an  oath  to 

3  God.  Be  not  hasty  to  go  out  of  his  sight:  stand  not  in  an  evil  thing; 

4  for  he  doeth  whatsoever  pleaseth  him.  "Where  the  word  of  a  king  is, 
there  is  power:  and  who  may  say  unto  him,  What  doest  thou? 

5  Whoso  keepeth  the  commandment  shall  feel  no  eviJ  thing :  and  a 

6  wise  man’s  heart  discemeth  both  time  and  judgment.  For  although 
to  every  'purpose  there  is  time  and  judgment,  the  misery  of  man  may 

7  be  great  upon  bim.  For  he  knoweth  not  that  which  shall  be  :  for 

8  who  can  tell  him  when  it  shall  be}  There  is  no  man  that  hath 
power  over  the  spirit  to  retain  the  spirit;  neither  hath  he  power  in 
the  day  of  death  ;  and  Mire  is  uo  discharge  in  tkof-  war;  neither  shall 

D  wickedness  deliver  those  that  ore  given  to  it.  All  this  have  I  seen, 
and  applied  my  heart  unto  every  work  that  is  done  under  the  sun : 
at  a  time  wherein  one  man  ruleth  over  another  to  his  own  hurt.  And 

10  forsooth  I  have  seen  wicked  men  buried  and  gone,  whilst  of  Aar*  went 
forth  from  a  holy  place,  yet  were  they  forgotten  in  the  city  wherein 

1 1  they  acted  uprightly :  this  is  also  vanity.  Because  sentence  against  an 
evil  work  is  not  executed  speedily,  therefore  the  heart  of  the  sons  of 

12  men  is  fully  set  in  them  to  do  evil.  Though  a  sinner  do  evil  a  hundred 
times,  and  his  days  be  prolonged,  yet  surely  L  know  that  it  shall  be 

13  well  with  them  that  fear  God,  because  they  feared  him  :  But  it  shall 
not  he  well  with  the  wicked,  neither  shall  he  prolong  his  days,  which 

L4  are  as  a  shadow ;  because  he  feareth  not  before  God.  There  is  a 
vanity  which  is  done  upon  the  earth  ;  that  there  are  just  man,  unto 
wbom  it  happeueth  according  to  the  work  of  the  wicked  ;  again,  there 
are  wicked  meu}  to  whom  it  happeneth  according  to  the  work  of  the 
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15  righteous :  I  said  that  this  also  is  vanity.  Then  I  commended  mirth, 
because  a  man  hath  no  better  thing  under  the  sun,  than  to  eat,  and 
to  drink,  and  to  be  merry :  for  that  shall  accompany  him  in  his 
labour  the  days  of  his  life,  which  God  giveth  him  under  the  sun. 

1G  When  T  applied  my  heart  to  know  wisdom,  and  to  see  the  business 
that  is  done  upon  the  earth :  (for  also  there  is  that  neither  day  nor 

17  night  seeth  sleep  with  his  eyes:)  Then  I  beheld  all  the  work  of 
God,  that  a  man  cannot  find  out  the  work  that  is  done  under  the 
sun  ;  because  though  a  man  labour  to  seek  it  out,  yet  he  shall  net 
find  it ;  yea,  farther ;  though  a  wise  man  think  to  know  it,  yet  shall 
he  not  he  able  to  find  it. 

1  Chap.  ix. — For  all  this  1  considered  in  my  heart  even  to  explain  all 
this,  that  the  righteous,  and  the  wise,  and  their  works,  are  in  the 
hand  of  God :  no  man  knoweth  either  love  or  hatred ;  this  is  marked 

2  out  for  them.  All  things  come  alike  to  all :  there  is  one  event  to  the 
righteous,  and  to  the  wicked ;  to  the  good,  and  to  the  clean,  and  to 
the  unclean;  to  him  that  sacrificeth,  and  to  him  that  sacrificeth  not: 
as  is  the  good,  so  is  the  sinner;  and  he  that  sweareth,  as  he  that 
feareth  an  oath.  This  is  an  evil  among  all  things  that  are  dona  under 
the  sun,  that  there  is  one  event  unto  all :  yea,  also  the  heart  of  the 
sons  of  men  is  full  of  evil,  and  madness  is  in  their  heart  while  they 

4  live,  and  after  that  they  go  to  the  dead.  For  to  him  that  is  joined 
to  all  the  living  there  is  hope:  for  a  living  dog  is  better  than  the 

5  dead  lion.  For  the  living  know  that  they  shall  die :  but  the  dead 
know  not  any  thing,  neither  have  they  any  more  a  reward ;  for 

6  the  memory  of  them  is  forgotten.  Also  their  love,  and  their 
hatred,  and  theiT  envy,  is  now  perished ;  neither  have  they  any  more 

7  a  portion  for  ever  in  any  thing  that  is  done  under  the  sun.  Go  thy 
way,  eat  thy  bread  with  joy,  and  drink  thy  wine  with  a  merry  heart ; 

8  for  God  hath  long  ago  accepted  thy  works.  Let  thy  garments  be 

9  always  white  ;  and  let  thy  head  lack  no  ointment.  Live  joyfully 
with  the  wife  whom  thon  lovest  all  the  days  of  the  life  of  thy  vanity, 
which  he  hath  given  thee  under  the  sun,  all  the  days  of  thy  vanity : 
for  that  is  thy  portion  in  this  life,  and  in  thy  labour  which  thou 

10  takest  under  the  sun.  Whatsoever  thy  hand  findeth  to  do,  do  it 
with  thy  might ;  for  there  is  no  work,  nor  device,  nor  knowledge,  nor 

11  wisdom  in  the  grave,  whither  thon  goest.  I  returned,  and  saw 
under  the  sun,  that  the  race  is  not  to  the  swift,  nor  the  battle  to  the 
strong,  neither  yet  bread  to  the  wise,  nor  yet  riches  to  men  of  under¬ 
standing,  nor  yet  favour  to  men  of  skill ;  hut  time  and  chance  hap- 
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12  peneth  to  them  all.  For  man  also  knoweth  not  his  fate  :  as  the  fishes 
that  are  taken  in  an  evil  net,  and  as  the  birds  that  axe  caught  in  the 
snare ;  so  are  the  b onb  of  men  snared  in  an  evil  time,  when  it  falleth 

13  suddenly  upon  them*  This  wisdom  have  I  seen  also  under  the  sun, 

14  and  it  seemed  great  onto  me :  There  was  a  little  city,  and  few  men 
within  it  ;  and  there  came  a  great  king  against  it,  and  encompassed 

15  it,  and  built  great  bulwarks  against  it :  Now  there  was  found  in  it 
a  poor  wise  man,  and  he  by  his  wisdom  delivered  the  city ;  yet  no 

16  man  remembered  that  same  poor  man.  Then  said  I,  Wisdom  is 
better  than  strength :  nevertheless  the  poor  man’s  wisdom  is  despised, 

17,  and  his  words  are  not  heard.  The  words  of  wise  men  are  heard 

IS  in  quiet  more  than  the  cry  of  him  that  xulcth  among  fools.  Wisdom 
is  better  than  weapons  of  war :  but  one  sinner  destroy eth  much  good* 

1  Chap,  x,— Dead  flies  cause  the  ointment  of  the  apothecary  to  send 
forth  a  stinking  savour  :  so  may  a  little  folly  him  that  is  valued  for 

2  wisdom  ond  honour,  A  wise  man’s  heart  is  at  his  right  hand ;  but 

3  a  fool’s  heart  at  his  left.  Yea  also,  when  he  that  is  a  fool  walkcth 
by  the  way,  his  wisdom  faileth  Mm,  and  he  saith  to  every  one  that 

4  he  is  a  fool.  If  the  spirit  of  the  ruler  rise  up  against  thee,  leave  not 

5  thy  place ;  for  yielding  pacifleth  great  offences.  There  is  an  evil 
which  I  have  seen  under  the  sun,  as  an  error  which  proceed  eth  from 

6  the  ruler  :  Folly  is  set  in  many  high  places,  and  the  rich  sit  in  the  low 

7  place.  I  have  seen  servants  upon  horses,  and  princes  walking  as 

6  servants  upon  the  earth.  He  that  diggeth  a  pit  Bhall  fall  into  it ; 

9  and  whoso  breaketh  a  fence,  a  serpent  shall  hite  him.  Whoso  re- 

moveth  stones  shall  be  hurt  therewith ;  and  he  that  cleaveth  wood 

10  shall  be  endangered  thereby.  If  the  iron  be  blunt,  and  he  do  not 
whet  the  edge,  then  must  he  put  to  more  strength :  but  wisdom 

11  teacheth  the  advantage  of  adapting.  If  the  serpent  will  hite  because 
there  is  no  enchantment;  then  there  is  no  profit  in  a  conjuror. 

12  The  words  of  a  wise  man’s  mouth  are  gracious ;  bat  the  lips  of  a 

13  fool  will  swallow  up  himself.  The  beginning  of  the  words  of  his 
mouth  u  foolishness  :  and  the  end  of  his  talk  is  mischievous  mad* 

14  nes &  A  fool  also  is  full  of  words :  a  man  cannot  know  what  shall 

15  be »  and  what  shall  be  after  him,  who  ran  tell  him  ?  The  labour  of 
the  fool  wearieth  him,  because  he  knoweth  not  how  to  go  to  the  city. 

16  Woe  to  thee,  O  land,  when  thy  king  U  a  child,  and  thy  princes  eat 

17  in  the  morning  I  Blessed  art  thou,  O  land,  when  thy  king  is  the 
son  of  nobles,  and  thy  princes  eat  in  doe  season,  for  strength,  and 

13  not  for  drunkenness !  By  much  sloth  fulness  the  timber  decayeth ; 
and  through  idleness  of  the  hands  the  house  droppeth  through* 
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19  A  feast  is  made  for  laughter,  and  vine  rejoiceth  life :  but  money 

20  Etnswereth  all  thing Execrate  not  the  Icing,  do  not  in  thy  thought ; 
and  execrate  not  the  rich  in  thy  bedchambers :  for  a  bird  of  the 
air  shall  carry  the  voice,  and  that  which  hath  wings  shall  tell  the 
matter* 

1  Chav*  xr. — Cast  thy  bread  upon  the  waters  i  for  thou  shalt  find  It 

2  alter  many  days*  Give  a  portion  to  seven,  and  also  to  eight;  for 

3  thou  knowest  not  what  evil  shall  be  upon  the  earth*  If  the  clouds 
he  full  of  rain,  they  empty  themselves  upon  the  earth  ;  and  if  the 
tree  fall  towards  the  south;  or  towards  the  north;  in  the  place  where 

4  the  Jree  falleth,  there  it  shall  be.  Ho  that  observeth  the  wind  shall 

5  not  sow  ;  and  he  that  regardeth  the  clouds  shall  not  reap*  As  thou 
knowest  not  what  is  the  way  of  the  spirit,  nor  how  the  bones  do  grow 
in  the  womb  of  her  that  is  with  child :  even  so  thou  knowest  not  the 

6  works  of  God  who  maketh  all*  In  the  morning  sow  thy  seed,  and 
in  the  evening  let  thy  hand  not  rest :  for  thou  knowest  not  what 
shall  prosper,  either  this  or  that,  or  whether  they  both  shall  be  alike 

7  good.  Truly  the  light  is  sweet,  and  a  pleasant  thing  it  is  for  the 

8  eyes  to  behold  the  sun :  But  if  a  man  live  many  years,  and  rejoice  in 
them  all ;  still  let  him  remember  the  days  of  darkness ;  for  they  shall 

9  be  many.  All  that  cometh  is  vanity.  Rejoice,  O  young  man,  in  thy 
youth,  and  let  thy  heart  cheer  tbee  in  the  days  of  thy  youth,  and 
walk  in  the  ways  of  thy  heart :  but  know  thou,  that  Sot  all  these 

10  things  God  will  bring  thee  into  judgment.  Therefore  remove  grief 
from  thy  heart,  and  put  away  evil  from  thy  flesh  :  for  childhood  and 
youth  arc  vanity*  * 

1  Chap,  xil — Remember  now  thy  Creator  in  the  days  of  thy  youth, 
while  the  evil  days  corne  not,  nor  the  years  draw  nigh,  when  thou 

2  shalt  say,  I  have  no  pleasure  in  them ;  While  the  sun,  the  light, 
the  moon,  and  the  stars,  are  not  darkened,  and  the  clouds  return 

9  after  the  rain;  On  the  day  when  the  keepers  of  the  house  shall 
totter,  and  the  men  of  valour  wind  themselves,  and  the  grinders  cease 
because  they  diminish,  and  they  that  look  through  the  apertures  are 

4  darkened ;  And  the  douhle  doors  shall  be  shut  in  the  markets 
when  the  sound  of  the  grinding  is  low,  and  he  shall  rise  up  at  the 
voice  of  the  bird,  and  all  the  daughters  of  song  shall  be  brought 

5  low;  And  also  when  they  shall  be  afraid  of  that  which  is  high,  and 
fear  shall  be  in  the  way,  and  he  shall  reject  the  almond,  and  the 
locust  shall  lie  heavy,  and  the  stimulant  sball  fail ;  because  man 
goeth  to  his  long  home,  and  the  mourners  go  about  the  streets ; 

6  While  the  silver  cord  is  not  loosed,  and  the  golden  bowl  broken,  the 
pitcher  broken  at  the  fountain,  the  wheel  broken  at  the  cistern. 
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7  Then  shall  the  dust  return  to  the  earth  as  it  was:  and  the  spirit 

8  BhaU  return  unto  God  who  gave  it.  Vanity  of  vanities,  saith  the 

9  preacher;  all  is  vanity.  And  the  more  the  preacher  exulted  in 
wisdom,  he  continued  to  teach  the  people  knowledge,  gave  good 

10  heed,  and  sought  out  and  set  in  order  many  proverbs.  Ana  the 
preacher  sought  to  find  out  desirable  matters,  also  just  records— 

1 1  words  of  truth.  The  words  of  the  wise  are  as  goads,  and  as  nails  fas¬ 
tened  the  masters  of  assemblies,  which  are  given  by  one  shepherd. 

12  And  further,  by  these,  my  eon,  be  thou  enlightened :  of  making  many 
hooks  there  is  no  end:  and  much  study  is  a  weariness  of  the  flesh. 

13  The  conclusion  of  the  oration  sums  up  the  whole:  Fear  God,  and 

14  keep  his  commandments :  for  this  is  the  whole  duty  qf  man.  For 
God  shall  bring  every  work  into  judgment  concerning  every  Becret 
thing,  whether  it  be  good,  or  whether  it  be  evil. 


THE  BOOK  OF  ESTHER. 


1  Chap.  i4* — Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Ahasuerus*  the  same 
A  has  ue  rug  who  reigned*  from  fiodu  even  unto  Cushy  over  a  huu- 

2  died  and  seven  anf  twenty  provinces :  That  in  those  days*  when 
the  king  Ahasuenis  gat  on  the  throne  of  his  kingdom,  which  was  in , 

3  Shushan  the  castle*  In  the  third  year  of  his  reign*  he  made  a  feast ; 
unto  all  his  officers  and  his  servants  ;  the  force  of  Persia  and  Media* ; 
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4  the  chiefs  and  officers  of  the  provinces;  being  before  him :  When 
he  shewed  the  riches  and  glory  of  bis  kingdom  and  the  worth  of  the 
splendour  of  his  greatness  many  days,  even  a  hundred  and  four-score 

5  days*  And  when  these  days  were  expired;  the  king  made  a  feast 
unto  all  the  people  that  were  present  in  Shushan  the  c&stle,  both 
unto  great  and  small;  seven  days,  in  the  enclosure  of  the  garden 

6  of  the  king's  palace;  Where  were  white;  green;  and  blue  purple 
hangings,  fastened  with  cords  of  fine  linen  and  red  purple  to  silver 
cylinders  and  pillars  of  marble:  the  beds  wereqf  gold  and  silver;  upon 

7  a  pavement  of  bahat,  and  marble;  and  sochereth.  And  they  gave 
them  drink  in  vessels  of  gold;  the  vessels  being  diverse  one 
from  another;  and  royal  wine  in  abundance;  according  to  the  state 

8  of  the  king.  And  the  drinking  according  to  the  law  was  that  none 
should  compel:  for  so  the  king  had  appointed  to  all  the  officers  of 
his  house;  that  they  should  do  according  to  every  man’s  pleasure, 

9  Also  Vashti  the  queen  made  a  feast  for  the  women  in  the  royal 

10  bouse  which  belonged  to  king  Ahasuerus,  On  the  seventh  day; 
when  the  heart  of  the  king  was  merry  with  wine,  he  commanded 
Mehuman,  Biztha,  Harbour  Bigtha;  and  Ab&gtba,  Zethar,  and 
Carcas,  the  seven  eunuchs  that  served  in  the  presence  of  Aha- 

11  suerus  the  king;  To  bring  Vashti  the  queen  before  the  king  with 
the  crown  royal,  to  shew  the  people  and  the  princes  her  beauty  :  for 

13  she  was  fair  to  look  on.  But  the  queen  Vashti  refused  to  come  at 
the  king's  commandment  by  his  eunuchs:  therefore  was  the 

1 3  king  very  wroth,  and  his  anger  burned  in  him.  Then  the  king  said 
to  the  wise  men;  who  knew  the  times,  for  so  was  the  king's  man- 

14  ner  towards  all  that  knew  law  and  judgment :  And  the  next  unto 
him  was  Carshena,  Shethar,  Adm&tLa,  T&rshish;  Meres,  Marsena, 
and  Mamucan,  the  seven  princes  of  Fersiu  and  Media,  who  saw 

15  the  king’s  face,  and  who  sat  the  first  in  the  kingdom;  What 
shall  be  done  unto  the  queen  Vashti  according  to  law,  because  she 
hath  not  performed  the  commandment  of  the  king  Ahnsuerus  by  the 

16  eunuchs?  And  Memucan  answered  before  the  king  and  the 
princes,  Vashti  the  queen  hath  not  done  wrong  to  the  king  only,  but 
also  to  all  the  princes,  and  to  all  tho  peoples  that  are  in  all  the  pro- 

17  vinces  of  the  king  Ahasaerus*  For  this  deed  of  the  queen  shall 
come  abroad  unto  all  women,  so  that  they  shall  despise  their  husbands 
in  their  eyes,  when  it  shall  be  reported.  The  king  Ahasuerus  com* 
manded  Vashti  the  queen  to  be  brought  in  before  him,  but  she  came 

18  not.  Likewise  shall  the  ladies  of  Persia  and  Media  say  this  day  unto 
all  the  king’s  princes,  who  bave  heard  of  the  deed  of  the  queen.

19  Thus  there  shall  arise  contempt  an  A  wrath  enough.  If  it  please  the 
king*  let  there  go  a  royal  commandment  from  him ,  and  let  it  be  written 
among  the  laws  of  the  Persians  and  the  Medes,  which  no  one  must 
transgress,  That  Vashti  come  no  more  before  king  Ahasuerus;  and 
let  the  king  give  her  royal  estate  unto  another  that  is  better  than 

20  she.  And  when  the  king's  decree  which  ho  shall  make  shall  be 
published  throughout  all  his  empire,  great  as  it  is,  all  the  wives  shall 

21  give  to  their  husbands  honour,  both  to  great  and  small.  And  the 
saying  pleased  the  king  and  the  princes;  and  the  king  did  according 

22  to  the  word  of  Memucan :  For  he  sent  letters  into  all  the  king's 
provinces,  into  every  province  according  to  the  writing  thereof,  and 
to  every  people  after  its  language,  that  every  man  should  bear  rule 
in  his  own  noose,  and  speaking  according  to  the  language  of  his 
people. 

1  CffAP.  it. — After  these  things,  when  the  wrath  of  king  Ahasuerug 
subsided,  he  remembered  Vashti,  and  what  she  had  done,  and  what 

2  was  decreed  against  her.  Then  said  the  king’s  servants  that 
ministered  unto  him,  Let  there  be  fair  virgins  sought  for  Lite  king : 

3  And  let  the  king  appoint  officers  in  all  the  provinces  of  his  kingdom, 
that  they  may  gather  together  all  the  fair  young  virgins  unto 
Sbushan  the  castle,  to  the  house  of  the  women,  unto  the  custody  of 
Hege  the  king’s  eunuch,  keeper  of  the  women :  and  let  their  ointments 

4  be  given  them :  And  let  the  maiden  who  pieaseth  the  king  be  queen 
instead  of  Vashti,  And  the  thing  pleased  die  king ;  and  he  did  so. 

5  Now  in  Shushan  the  castle  there  was  a  certain  Jew,  whose  name  was 
Mordecai,  the  son  of  Jair,  the  son  of  Shimei,  the  son  of  Kish,  a 

6  Benjamite:  Who  had  been  carried  away  from  Jerusalem  with  the 
captivity  which  had  been  carried  away  with  Jecouiah  king  of  Judah, 

7  whom  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon  had  carried  away.  And 
he  brought  up  Hadassah,  that  it,  Esther,  his  uncle’s  daughter:  for 
she  had  neither  father  nor  mother,  and  the  maid  was  fair  and  beau* 
tifu) ;  whom  Mordecai,  when  her  father  and  mother  were  dead,  took 

8  for  his  own  daughter.  So  it  came  to  pass,  when  tho  king's  com* 
mandment  and  his  decree  was  heard,  and  when  many  maidens  were 
gathered  together  unto  Shu&an  the  castle,  to  the  custody  of  Hegai, 
that  Esther  was  brought  also  unto  the  king’s  house,  to  the  custody 

0  of  Hegai,  keeper  of  the  women.  And  the  maiden  pleased  him, 
and  she  obtained  kindness  of  him :  and  he  speedily  gave  her  her 
ointments  and  her  portions,  and  the  seven  maidens,  who  were  meet 
to  be  given  her,  out  of  the  king’s  house:  and  he  preferred  her  and 
10  her  maids  unto  the  best  place  of  the  house  of  the  women.  Esther 
hod  not  declared  her  people  nor  her  kindred:  for  Mordecai  had

1 1  charged  her  that  she  should  not  declare  it.  And  Mordecai  walked 
every  day  before  the  court  of  the  women's  house,  to  inquire  after  the 
welfare  of  Esther,  and  what  should  become  of  her*  Now  when 
every  maid's  turn  was  come  to  go  in  to  king  Ahasuerus,  after  that 
she  hud  been  twelve  months,  according  to  the  regulation  for  the 
women,  for  go  were  the  days  of  their  purifications  accomplished,  to 
wit,  six  months  with  oil  of  myrrh,  and  six  months  with  the  spices, 

13  and  with  other  ointments  for  the  women:  Then  thus  came 
every  maiden  unto  the  king ;  whatsoever  she  desired  was  given  her 
to  go  with  her  out  of  the  honse  of  the  women  unto  the  king’s  house. 

14  In  the  evening  she  went,  and  on  the  morrow  she  returned  into  the 
second  house  of  the  women,  to  the  custody  of  Sbaashgaz,  the  king’s 
ennuch,  who  kept  the  concubines :  she  came  in  unto  the  king  no 
more,  except  the  king  delighted  in  her,  and  that  she  were  called  by 

1 5  name.  Now  when  the  turn  of  Esther,  the  daughter  of  Ahihail  the 
uncle  of  Mordecai,  who  had  taken  her  for  his  daughter,  was  come  to 
go  in  unto  the  king,  she  required  nothing  but  what  Hegai  the  king’s 
eunuch,  the  keeper  of  the  women,  appointed.  And  Esther  obtained 

10  favour  in  the  sight  of  all  them  that  looked  upon  her*  So  Esther 
was  taken  unto  king  Ahasucrus  into  his  house  royal  in  the  tenth 
month,  which  is  the  month  Tebeth,  in  the  seventh  year  of  his 

17  reign.  And  the  king  loved  Esther  above  all  the  women,  and  she 
obtained  grace  and  favour  in  his  sight  more  than  all  the  virgins;  so 
that  he  set  the  royal  ctowh  upon  her  head,  and  made  her  queen 

18  instead  of  Vashti.  Then  the  king  made  a  great  feast  unto  all  his 
princes  and  his  servants,  even  Esther's  feast;  and  he  made  a  release 
to  the  provinces,  and  gave  gifts,  according  to  the  state  of  the  king. 

19  And  when  virgins  were  gathered  together  the  second  time,  and 

SO  Mordecai  sat  in  the  king’s  gate*— Esther  had  not  yet  declared  her 

kindred  or  her  people ;  as  Mordecai  had  charged  her :  for  Esther 
did  the  commandment  of  Mordecai,  like  as  when  she  was  brought 

21  up  with  him. — In  those  days,  while  Mordecai  sat  in  the  king's 
gate,  two  of  the  king’s  eunuchs,  Big  than  and  Teresh,  of  those  who 
kept  the  door,  were  wroth,  and  sought  to  lay  hand  on  the  king 

22  Ahasuerus,  And  the  thing  was  known  to  Mordecai,  who  told  U 
unto  Esther  the  queen ;  auu  Esther  told  the  king  thereof  in  Mor* 

23  dccai’s  name.  And  when  inquisition  was  made  of  the  matter,  it  w as 
found  out ;  therefore  they  were  both  hanged  on  a  tree :  and  it  was 
written  in  the  book  of  the  chronicles  before  the  king. 

1  CnAP*  hi. — After  these  things  did  king  Ahasuerus  promote  Hamftii 
the  son  of  Hammedatha  the  Agagitc,  and  raised  him,  and  set  his 
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seat  above  all  the  princes  that  were  with  him*  And  all  the  king's 
servants*  that  were  in  the  king's  gate*  bowed*  and  prostrated  them¬ 
selves  before  Haman :  for  the  king  had  so  commanded  concerning 

3  him.  But  Mordecai  bowed  not*  nor  prostrated  himself-  Then  the 
king's  servants*  who  were  in  the  king's  gate*  said  unto  Mordecai* 

4  Why  trangressest  thou  the  king's  commandment?  Now  it  came  to 
pass*  when  they  spake  daily  unto  him*  and  he  hearkened  not  unto 
them*  that  they  told  Haman*  to  see  whether  Mordecai’s  matters 

5  would  stand  :  for  he  had  told  them  that  he  was  a  Jew,  And  when 
Haman  saw  that  Mordecai  bowed  not*  nor  prostrated  himself 

6  before  him*  then  was  Haman  full  of  wrath.  And  he  disdained  to 
lay  hands  on  Mordecai  alone*  for  they  bad  named  to  him  the  people 
of  Mordecai :  wherefore  Haman  sought  to  exterminate  all  the  Jews 
that  were  throughout  the  whole  kingdom  of  Ahasuerus*  even  the 

7  people  of  Mordecai.  In  the  first  month*  that  ti  tho  month  Nisan, 
in  the  twelfth  year  of  king  Ahasuerus*  they  cast  Pur*  that  is,  the 
let,  before  Haman  from  day  to  day*  and  from  month  to  month*  to 

8  the  twelfth  month,  that  fr,  the  month  Adar.  And  Haman  said  unto 
king  Ahasuerus*  There  is  a  certain  people  scattered  abroad  find  die* 
parsed  among  the  people  in  all  the  provinces  of  thy  kingdom ;  and 
their  laws  are  diverse  from  all  people ;  neither  keep  they  the  king's 

9  laws;  therefore  it  is  not  for  the  king's  profit  to  suffer  them.  If  it 
please  the  king*  let  it  be  written  that  they  may  be  destroyed :  and  I 
will  pay  ten  thousand  talents  of  silver  to  the  hands  of  those  that 
have  the  charge  of  the  business*  to  bring  it  into  the  king's  treasuries, 

10  And  the  king  took  his  ring  from  his  hand*  and  gave  it  unto  Hainan 

IX  the  son  of  Hammedatha  (he  Agagite*  the  Jews'  adversary*  And 
the  king  said  unto  Haman*  The  silver  is  given  to  thee,  the  people 

12  also*  to  do  with  them  as  it  seemeth  good  to  thee.  Then  were  the 
king's  scribes  called  on  the  thirteenth  day  of  (he  first  month*  and 
there  was  written  according  to  all  that  Haman  had  commanded  unto 
the  king's  satrapes*  and  to  the  pashaws  that  were  over  every  pro¬ 
vince*  and  to  the  princes  of  every  people  of  every  province  according 
to  the  writing  thereof*  and  to  every  people  after  their  language ;  in 
the  name  of  king  Ahasuerus  was  it  written*  and  sealed  with  the  king’s 

13  ring*  And  the  letters  were  sent  by  the  runners  into  the  king’s  pro¬ 
vinces*  to  exterminate*  to  kill*  and  to  cause  to  perish*  all  Jews*  both 
young  and  old*  little  children  and  women*  in  one  day*  even  upon  the 
thirteenth  doy  of  the  twelfth  month,  which  if  the  month  of  Adar, 

14  and  to  take  the  spoil  of  them  for  a  prey.  The  copy  of  the  writing 
for  a  commandment  to  be  given  in  every  province  was  published 
unto  all  the  people,  that  they  should  be  ready  against  that  day. 
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15  The  runners  went  out,  being  urged  by  the  king's  commandment, 
and  the  decree  was  given  in  ohushan  the  castle.  And  the  king  and 
Hainan  sat  down  to  drink j  but  the  city  Shushan  was  perplexed. 

1  Chap.  iv. — When  Mordecai  perceived  all  that  was  done,  Mordecai 
rent  his  clothes,  and  pat  on  sackcloth  with  ashes,  and  went  out  into 

2  the  midst  of  the  city,  and  cried  with  a  loud  and  hitter  cry ;  And 
came  even  before  the  king’s  gate :  for  none  might  enter  into  the 

3  king's  gate  in  a  garment  of  sackcloth.  And  in  every  province, 
whithersoever  the  king's  commandment  and  bis  decree  came,  there 
was  great  mourning  among  the  Jews,  and  fasting,  and  weeping,  and 

4  wailing ;  and  many  lay  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  So  Esther’s  maids 
and  her  eunuchs  ramie  and  told  it  her.  Then  was  the  queen  exceed¬ 
ingly  distressed ;  and  she  sent  raiment  to  clothe  Mcndeeai,  and  to 

5  take  away  his  sackcloth  from  him :  hnt  he  received  it  not  Then 
called  Esther  for  Hatach,  one  of  the  king's  eunuchs,  whom  he  had 
appointed  to  attend  upon  her,  and  gave  him  a  commandment  for 

6  Mordecai,  to  know  what  it  teas,  and  why  it  was.  So  Hatach  went 
forth  to  Mordecai  unto  the  Btreet  of  die  city,  which  was  before  the 

7  king's  gate.  And  Mordecai  told  him  of  all  that  bad  happened  unto 
him,  and  of  the  sum  of  money  that  Hainan  had  promised  to  pay1 

8  to  tho  king's  treasuries  for  the  Jews,  to  destroy  them.  Also  he  gave 
him  the  copy  of  the  writing  of  the  decree  that  W8S  given  at  Shushan 
to  destroy  them,  to  Bhew  it  unto  Esther,  and  to  declare  it  unto  her, 
and  to  charge  her  that  she  should  go  in  unto  the  king,  to  make  sup¬ 
plication  unto  him,  and  to  make  request  heforo  him  for  her  people. 

9  10  And  Hatach  came  and  told  Esther  the  words  of  Mordecai.  Again 
Esther  spake  unto  Hatach,  and  gave  him  a  commandment  for  Mar- 

1 1  decai ;  All  the  king's  servants,  and  the  people  of  the  king's  pro¬ 
vinces,  do  know,  that  whosoever,  whether  man  or  woman,  ahall  come 
unto  the  king  into  the  inner  court,  who  is  not  called,  there  is  one 
law  of  hiB  to  put  Atm  to  death,  except  sack  to  whom  the  king  shall 
hold  out  the  golden  sceptre,  that  he  may  live :  hut  I  have  not  been 
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12  called  to  come  in  unto  the  king  these  thirty  days.  And  they  told 

IS  to  Mordecai  Esthers  words.  Then  Mordecai  said,  to  answer 
Esther,  Think  not  with  thyself  that  thou  shalt  escape  in  the  kind's 

14  house,  more  than  all  the  Jews,  For  if  thou  altogether  boldest  thy 
peace  at  this  time,  then  shall  there  enlargement  and  deliverance  arise 
to  the  Jews  from  another  place;  but  thou  and  thy  father's  house 
shall  be  destroyed :  and  who  kuoweth  whether  thou  art  come  to  the 

15  kingdom  for  such  a  time  as  this  ?  Then  Esther  bade  them  return 

16  Mordecai  this  answer,  Go,  gather  together  all  the  Jews  that  are  in 
Shushan,  and  fast  ye  for  me,  and  neither  eat  nor  diink  three  days, 
night  or  day :  1  also  and  my  maidens  will  fast  likewise ;  and  so  will 
I  go  in  unto  the  king,  which  is  not  according  to  the  law :  and  if  I 

17  perish,  1  perish*  So  Mordecai  went  his  way,  and  did  according  to 
all  that  Esther  had  commanded  him* 

1  Chap*  v,— Now  it  came  to  pass  on  the  third  day,  that  Esther  pat 
on  Aer  royal  apparel^  and  stood  in  the  inner  court  of  the  king's  house : 
and  the  king  sat  upon  his  royal  throne  in  the  royal  house,  over  against  „ 

3  the  entrance  into  the  house*  And  it  was  so,  when  the  king  saw  Esther 
the  queen  standing  in  the  court,  that  she  obtained  favour  in  liis  sight : 
and  the  king  held  out  to  Esther  the  golden  sceptre  that  was  in  his 
hand.  So  Esther  drew  near,  and  touched  the  top  of  the  sceptre. 

3  Then  said  the  king  unto  her.  What  wilt  thou,  queen  Esther  ?  and 
what  is  thy  request  ?  it  shall  be  even  given  thee  to  the  half  of  the 

4  kingdom*  And  Esther  answered,  If  U  seem  good  unto  the  king,  let 

.  the  king  and  Hainan  come  this  day  unto  the  feast  that  T  have  pre- 

5  pared  for  him*  Then  the  king  said.  Cause  Human  to  make  haste, 
that  he  may  do  as  Esther  hath  said.  So  the  king  and  H  ainan  came 

6  to  the  feast  thas  Esther  hud  prepared.  And  the  king  said  unto 
Esther  at  the  feast  of  wine.  What  is  thy  petition  7  and  it  shall  he 
granted  thee :  and  what  is  thy  request?  even  to  the  half  of  the  king- 

7  dom  .it  shall  be  performed-  Then  answered  Esther,  and  said,  My 

8  petition  and  my  request  is;  If  I  have  found  favour  in  the  sight  of 
the  king,  and  if  it  please  the  king  to  gTant  my  petition,  and  to  per* 
form  my  request,  let  the  king  and  Haman  come  to  the  feast  that  I 
shall  prepare  for  them,  and  I  will  do  to  morrow  as  the  king  hath  said* 

9  Then  went  Haman  forth  that  day  joyful  and  with  a  glad  heart :  hut 
when  Haman  saw  Mordecai  in  the  king's  gate,  that  he  stood  not  up, 

10  nor  moved  for  him,  he  was  full  of  wrath  against  Mordecai.  Never* 
theless  Hainan  refrained  himself:  and  when  he  came  home  he  sent 

1 1  and  called  for  hia  friends,  and  Zeresh  his  wife.  And  Haman  told 
them  of  the  ^Iory  of  his  riches,  and  the  multitude  of  his  children, 
and  all  the  thzngs  wherein  the  king  had  promoted  him,  and  how  he 
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12  hod  raised  him  above  the  princes  and  servants  of  the  king.  Hainan 
said  moreover,  Yea,  Esther  the  queen  did  let  no  man  come  in  with 
the  king  unto  the  feast  that  she  had  prepared  but  myself ;  and  to 

13  morrow  am  I  invited  unto  her  also  with  die  king.  Yet  all  this, 
araileth  me  nothing,  so  long  as  I  see  Mordecai  the  Jew  sitting  at 

14  the  king’s  gate.  Then  said  Zeresh  his  wife  and  all  his  friends  unto 
him,  Let  a  gallows  be  made  of  fifty  cubits  high,  and  to  morrow  speak 
thon  Ditto  the  king  that  Mordecai  may  he  hanged  thereon :  then  go 
thou  in  merrily  with  the  king  unto  the  feast.  And  the  thing  pleased 
Hainan ;  and  he  caused  the  gallows  to  be  made. 

1  Chap,  vi.-— On  that  night  sleep  fled  from  the  king,  and  he  com- 
manded  to  bring  the  hook  of  records  of  the  chronicles ;  and  they 

2  were  read  before  the  king.  And  it  was  found  written,  that  Mordecai 
had  told  of  Bigthana  and  Teresh,  two  of  the  king's  eunuchs,  the 
keepers  of  the  door,  who  sought  to  lay  hand  on  the  king  Ahasuerus. 

3  Ana  the  king  said,  'What  hononr  and  dignity  hath  been  done  to 
Mordecai  for  this  ?  Then  said  the  king’s  servants  that  ministered 

4  unto  him.  There  hath  nothing  been  done  for  him.  And  the  king 
said,  Who  is  in  the  court  ?  Now  Hainan  was  come  into  the  outward 
court  of  the  king’s  house,  to  speak  unto  the  king  to  hang  Mordecai 

5  on  the  gallows  that  he  had  prepared  for  him.  And  the  king’s  ser¬ 
vants  said  unto  him,  Behold,  Hainan  standeth  in  the  court.  And 

6  the  king  said.  Let  him  come  in.  So  Hainan  came  in.  And  the 
king  said  unto  him.  What  shall  be  done  unto  the  man  whom  the 
king  delighteth  to  honour  ?  Now  Hainan  thoQght  in  his  heart,  To 
whom  would  the  king  delight  to  do  honour  more  than  to  myself? 

7  And  Hainan  answered  the  king,  For  the  man  whom  the  king  de- 

8  Kghtetb  to  hononr,  Let  the  royal  apparel  he  brought  which  the 
king  wore,  and  the  horse  that  the  king  rode  upon,  when  the  erown 

9  royal  was  set  upon  his  head ;  And  let  this  garment  and  horse  be 
delivered  to  the  hand  of  one  of  the  king’s  most  noble  princes,  that 
they  may  array  the  man  withal  whom  the  king  delighteth  to  honour, 
and  bring  him  on  horseback  through  the  street  of  the  city,  and  pro¬ 
claim  before  him  thus,  Thus  shall  it  he  done  to  the  man  whom  the 

10  king  delighteth  to  honour.  Then  the  king  said  to  Haman,  Make  haste, 
and  take  the  apparel  and  the  horse,  as  thou  hast  said,  and  do  even 
so  to  Mordecai  the  Jew,  that  sitteth  at  the  king's  gate  :  let  nothing 

1 1  fail  of  all  that  thon  hast  spoken.  Then  took  Hainan  the  apparel 
and  the  horse,  and  arrayed  Mordecai,  and  brought  him  on  horse*

back  through  the  street  of  the  city,  and  proclaimed  before  him,  Tfaoa 
shall  it  be  done  unto  the  man  Thom  the  king  delighteth  to  honour. 

12  And  Mordecai  came  again  to  the  king’s  gate.  But  Hainan  hasted  to 

13  his  house  mourning,  and  haring  his  head  covered.  And  Hamantold 
Zeresh  his  wife  and  all  his  friends  every  iking  that  had  befallen  him. 
Then  said  his  wise  men  and  Zeresh  his  wife  unto  him.  If  Monlecai 
be  of  the  seed  of  the  Jews,  before  whom  thon  hast  begun  to  fall,  thou 

14  ahnlt  not  prevail  against  him,  but  shalt  surely  fall  before  him.  And 
while  they  were  yet  talking  with  him,  came  the  king’s  eunuchs,  and 
hasted  to  bring  Hainan  unto  the  feast  that  Esther  hod  prepared. 

1  Chap,  yii.^-So  the  king  and  Ham  an  came  to  feast  with  Esther  the 

2  qiifeem  And  the  king  said  again  unto  Esther  on  the  second  day  at 
the  feast  of  wine.  What  is  thy  petition,  queen  Esther  ?  and  it  shall 
be  granted  thee  :  and  what  is  thy  request?  and  it  shall  be  performed, 

3  even  to  the  half  of  the  kingdom.  Then  Esther  the  queen  answered 
and  said.  If  I  have  found  favour  in  thy  sight,  O  king,  and  if  it  please 
the  king,  let  my  life  be  given  me  at  my  petition,  and  my  people  at 

4  my  request ;  For  we  are  sold,  I  and  xuy  people,  to  be  exterminated, 
to  be  slain,  and  to  perish.  But  if  we  had  been  sold  for  bondmen 
and  bondwomen,  I  should  have  been  silent,  although  the  adversary 

6  could  not  countervail  the  king’s  damage.  Then  the  king  Ahasuerus 
answered  and  said  unto  Esther  the  queen,  Who  is  he,  and  where  is 

6  he,  that  durst  presume  in  his  heart  to  do  so?  And  Esther  said, 
T  he  adversary  and  enemy  is  this  wicked  Hainan.  Then  Hainan  was 

7  afraid  before  the  king  and  the  queen.  And  the  king  arising  from  the 
feast  of  wine  in  his  wrath  went  into  the  palace  garden  :  and  Ham  an 
stood  up  to  make  request  for  his  life  to  Esther  the  queen ;  for  he  saw 

8  that  there  was  evil  determined  against  him  by  the  king.  Then  the 
king  returned  out  of  the  palace  garden  into  the  place  of  the  feast  of 
wine;  and  Ham  an  was  fallen  upon  the  bed  whereon  Esther  was* 
Then  said  the  king,  Will  he  force  the  queen  also  before  me  in  the 
house  ?  As  the  word  went  out  of  tbe  king's  mouth,  they  covered 

9  Hainan’s  face.  And  Harbocah,  one  of  the  eunuchs,  said  before  the 
king.  Behold  also,  the  gallows  fifty  cubits  high,  which  Hainan  had 
made  for  Mordecai,  who  had  spoken  good  for  the  king,  standeth  in 

10  the  house  of  Hainan.  Then  the  king  said.  Hang  him  thereon.  So 
they  hanged  Haman  on  the  gallows  that  he  bad  prepared  for  Mar* 
decai.  Then  the  king’s  wrath  subsided. 

1  Chap,  vm,— On  that  day  did  the  king  Ahasnerus  give  the  house  of 
Hainan  the  Jews’  adversary  unto  Esther  the  queen*  And  Mordecai 
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came  before  the  kin£ ;  for  Esther  had  told  what  ha  was  pgfo  hell. 

2  And  the  king  took  off  his  ring,  which  he  had  taken  from  Hainan, 
and  gave  it  unto  Mordecai.  And  Esther  set  Mordecai  over  the  house 

3  of  Haman.  And  Esther  spake  yet  again  before  the  king,  fell 
down  at  his  feet,  and  wept  and  implored  him  to  put  away  the  mis¬ 
chief  of  Haman  the  Agagite,  and  hiB  device  that  he  had  devised 

4  against  the  Jews.  Then  the  king  held  out  the  golden  sceptre  to- 

5  wards  Esther.  So  Esther  arose,  and  stood  before  the  king,  And 
Baid,  if  it  please  the  king,  and  if  I  hare  found  favour  in  his  sight,  and 
the  thing  seem  right  before  the  king,  and  I  be  pleasing  in  his  eyes, 
let  it  be  written  to  recall  the  letters  devised  by  Haman  the  son  of 
Hammedatha.  the  Agagite,  which  he  wrote  to  destroy  the  Jews  who 

6  are  in  all  the  king's  provinces :  Tor  how  can  I  endure  to  see  the 
evil  that  shall  come  unto  my  people  ?  or  how  can  I  endure  to  see  the 

7  destruction  of  my  kindred  i  Then  the  king  Ahasuenis  said  unto  Es¬ 
ther  the  queen  and  to  Mordecai  the  Jew,  Behold,  I  have  given  Esther 
the  house  of  Haman,  and  him  they  have  hanged  upon  the  gallows, 

8  because  he  laid  his  hands  upon  the  Jews.  Write  ye  also  for  the 
Jews,  as  it  liketh  you,  in  the  king’s  name,  and  seel  it  with  the  king’s 
ring :  for  the  writing  which  is  written  in  the  king’s  name,  and  sealed 

9  with  the  king's  ring,  may  no  man  recall.  Then  were  the  king's 
scribes  called  at  that  time  in  the  third  month,  that  fa,  the  month 
Sivao,  on  the  three  and  twentieth  day  thereof  t  and  it  was  written 
according  to  all  that  Mordecai  commanded  unto  the  Jews,  and.  to  the 
sa trapes,  and  the  peehaws  and  princes  of  the  provinces  who  ere  from 
Hodu  unto  Cush,  a  hundred  twenty  and  seven  provinces,  unto  every 
province  according  to  the  writing  thereof,  and  unto  every  people  after 
their  language,  and  to  the  Jews  according  to  their  writing,  and  accord- 

10  ing  to  their  language.  And  he  wrote  in  the  king  Aheauerus’  name, 
and  sealed  it  with  the  king’s  ring,  and  sent  letters  by  the  runners 
on  the  horses,  and  riders  on  the  racers,  mules,  and  young  mares : 

11  Wherein  the  king  granted  the  Jews  who  were  in  every  city  to  gather 
themselves  together,  and  to  stand  for  their  life,  to  exterminate,  to  slay, 
and  to  cause  to  perish,  all  the  force  of  the  people  and  province  that 
would  distress  them,  both  little  ones  and  women,  and  to  take  the  spoil 
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lft  of  them  for  a  prey.  Upon  one  day  in  all  the  provinces  of  king  Aha- 
euerus,  namely,  upon  the  thirteenth  day  of  the  twel  th  month,  which 

13  is  the  month  Adar.  The  copy  of  the  writing  for  a  commandment  to 
be  given  in  every  province  teas  published  unto  ell  peoples,  and  that 
the  Jews  should  be  ready  against  that  day  to  avenge  themselves  on 

14  their  enemies.  So  the  runners  that  rode  upon  the  racers  and  mules 
went  out,  being  hastened  and  pressed  on  by  the  king’s  commandment. 

15  And  the  decree  was  given  at  Shushan  the  castle.  And  Mordecai 
went  out  from  the  presence  of  the  king  in  royal  apparel  of  blue  purple, 
and  white,  and  with  a  great  crown  of  gold,  and  with  a  robe  of  fine 
linen  mut  red  purple:  and  the  oity  of  Shushan  shouted  and  was  glad. 

16  17  The  Jews  nad  light,  and  gladness,  and  joy, and  honour.  Anil  in 
every  province,  and  in  every  city,  whithersoever  the  king’s  command¬ 
ment  and  his  decree  came,  the  Jews  had  joy  and  gladness,  a  feast 
and  a  good  day.  And  many  of  the  people  of  the  land  became  Jews ; 
for  the  fear  of  the  Jews  fell  upon  them. 

1  Chap.  ix. — Now  in  the  twelfth  month,  that  is,  the  month  Adar,  on 
the  thirteenth  day  of  the  same,  when  the  king’s  commandment  and  his 
decree  drew  near  to  be  put  in  execution,  in  the  day  that  the  enemies 
of  the  Jews  hoped  to  have  power  over  them— though  it  was  turned 
to  the  contrary,  that  the  Jews  had  rule  over  them  that  hated  them — 

2  The  Jews  gathered  themselves  together  in  their  cities  throughout  all 
the  provinces  of  the  king  Ahasuerus,  to  lay  hand  on  such  as  sought 
their  hurt :  and  no  man  could  withstand  them ;  for  the  fear  of  them 

3  fell  upon  all  people.  And  all  the  princes  of  the  provinces,  and  the 
satrapes,  aua  the  pashaws,  and  administrators  of  the  king,  raised 

4  the  Jews;  because  the  fear  of  Mordecai  fell  upon  them.  For  Mor¬ 
decai  teas  great  in  the  king’s  bouse,  and  his  fame  went  out  throughout 
the  provinces:  for  this  man  Mordecai  waxed  greater  and  greater. 

5  Thus  the  Jews  Binote  all  their  enemies  with  the  stroke  of  the  sword, 
and  slaughter,  and  destruction,  and  did  what  they  would  unto  those 

6  that  hated  them.  And  in  Shushan  the  castle  the  Jews  slew  and  de- 

7  stroyed  five  hundred  men.  And  Fanbandatha,  and  Dalphon,  and  Aa- 

8.9  paths,  And  Poratha,  and  Adalia,  and  Aridatha,  And  Paimaahts, 
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10  and  Arisai,  and  Aridai,  and  Vajezatha,  The  ten  bods  of  Hainan  the  son* 
of  Hammedatha,  the  adversary  of  the  Jews,  slew  they ;  but  on  the  spoil 

1 L  laid  they  not  their  hand.  On  that  day  the  number  of  those  that 

12  were  slain  in  Shushan  the  castle  was  brought  before  the  king.  And 
the  king  said  unto  Esther  the  queen,  The  JewB  have  slain  and  de¬ 
stroyed  five  hundred  men  in  Shushan  the  castle,  and  the  ten  sons  of 
Hainan  j  what  have  they  done  in  the  rest  of  the  king's  provinces  ? 
now  what  is  thy  petition  1  and  it  shall  be  granted  thee :  or  what  is 

13  thy  request  further  ?  and  it  shall  be  done.  Then  said  Esther,  If  it 
please  the  king,  let  it  be  granted  to  the  Jews  who  are  in  Shushan  to 
do  to-morrow  also  according  unto  this  day's  decree,  and  let  Hainan’s 

14  ten  sons  be  hanged  upon  the  gallows.  And  the  king  commanded 
it  so  to  be  done ;  and  the  decree  was  given  at  Shushan  3  and  they 

15  hanged  Hsman’s  ten  sons.  For  the  Jews  that  were  in  Shushan 
gathered  themselves  together  on  the  fourteenth  day  also  of  the  month 
Adar,  and  slew  three  hundred  men  at  Shnahan ;  hut  on  the  prey  they 

16  laid  not  their  hand.  But  the  other  Jews  that  were  in  the  king’s  pro¬ 
vinces  gathered  themselves  together,  and  stood  for  their  lives,  and 
had  rest  from  their  enemies,  and  slew  of  their  haters  seventy  and  five 

17  thousand,  but  they  laid  not  their  hands  on  the  prey.  On  the  thir¬ 
teenth  day  of  the  month  Adar ;  and  on  the  fonrteenth  day  of  the  same 

18  rested  they,  and  made  it  a  day  of  feasting  and  gladness.  Bnt  the 
Jews  that  were  at  Shushan  assembled  together  on  the  thirteenth  day 
thereof,  and  on  the  fourteenth  thereof ;  and  on  tho  fifteenth  day  of 
the  same  they  rested,  and  made  it  a  day  of  feasting  end  gladness. 

19  Therefore  the  Jews  of  the  villages,  that  dwelt  in  the  unwalled  towns, 
made  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  month  Adar  a  day  of  gladness  and 
feasting,  and  a  good  day,  and  of  sending  portions  one  to  another. 

20  And  Mordecai  wrote  these  thingB,  and  sent  letters  unto  all  the  Jews 
that  were  in  all  the  provinces  of  the  king  Ahs&nerus,  both  nigh  and 

21  far.  To  establish  this  among  them,  that  they  should  keep  the  four¬ 
teenth  day  of  the  month  Aaar,  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  same 

22  every  year.  As  the  days  wherein  the  Jews  rested  from  their  enemies, 
and  the  month  which  was  turned  unto  them  from  sorrow  to  joy,  ana 
from  mourning  into  a  good  day :  that  they  should  make  them  days  of 
feasting  and  joy,  and  of  sending  portions  one  to  another,  and  gifts  to 

23  the  poor.  And  die  Jews  undertook  to  do  as  they  had  begun,  and  as 
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'  24  Mordecai  had  written  unto  them ;  Because  Hainan  the  son  of  Ham* 
medatha,  the  Agagite,  the  adversary  of  all  the  Jews,  had  devised 
against  the  Jews  to  cteetroy  them,  and  had  cast  Pnr^  that  is,  the  lot, 

35  to  confound  them,  and  to  destroy  them ;  But  when  Esther  came 
before  the  king,  he  commanded  by  letters  that  his  wicked  device, 
which  he  devised  against  the  Jews,  should  return  upon  his  own  head, 

26  and  that  he  and  his  sons  should  be  hanged  on  the  gallows*  Where¬ 
fore  they  called  these  days  Purim  after  the  name  of  Pur*  Therefore 
for  all  the  words  of  this  letter,  and  qfthat  which  they  had  seen  con* 

27  earning  this  matter,  end  which  had  come  nnto  them,  The  Jews 
established,  and  took  upon  them,  and  upon  their  seed,  and  upon  all 
such  as  joined  themselves  unto  them,  so  that  none  should  transgress 
it,  that  they  would  keep  these  two  days  according  to  their  writing, 

28  and  according  to  their  appointed  time  every  year ;  And  that  these 
days  should  be  remembered  and  kept  throughout  every  generation, 
every  family,  every  province,  and  every  city ;  and  that  these  days  of 
Purim  should  not  tail  from  among  the  Jews,  nor  the  memorial  of 

29  them  perish  from  their  seed.  Then  Esther  the  queen,  the  daughter 
of  Ahihatl,and  Mordecai  the  Jew  wrote  with  all  authority,  to  confirm 

30  this  second  letter  of  Purim.  Aud  he  sent  the  letters  unto  all  the 
Jews,  to  the  hundred  twenty  and  seven  provinces  of  the  kingdom  of 

31  Abasuerus,  with  words  of  peace  and  truth.  To  confirm  these  days 
of  Purim  in  their  times  appointed,  according  as  Mordecai  the  Jew 
and  Esther  the  queen  had  established  for  them,  and  os  they  had 
established  for  themselves  and  for  their  seed,  the  matters  of  the 

32  fastings  and  their  cry*  And  the  decree  of  Esther  established  these 
matters  of  Purim  j  and  it  was  written  in  the  hook. 

1  Chap*  x.— And  the  king  Ahasueras  laid  a  tribute  upon  the  land,  and 

2  upon  the  isles  of  the  sea.  And  all  the  acts  of  his  power  and  of  his 
might,  and  the  declaration  of  the  greatness  of  Mordecai,  whereimto 
the  king  advanced  him,  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the 

3  chronicles  of  the  kings  of  Media  and  Persia?  For  Mordecai  the 
Jew  was  next  unto  king  Ahasuerus,  and  great  among  the  Jews, 
and  accepted  of  the  multitude  of  his  brethren,  seeking  the  welfare  of 
his  people,  and  speaking  peace  to  all  his  seed* 
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]  Chap.  1* — In  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  Jehcmkim  king  of 
Judah,  came  Nebuchadnezzar  iing  of  Babylon  unto  Jerusalem,  and 

2  besieged  it.  And  the  Lord  gave  Jehoiakim  king  of  Judah  into  his 
hand,  with  part  of  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  God;  which  he  carried 
into  the  land  of  Shtnar  to  the  house  of  his  god  ;  and  he  brought  the 

3  vessels  into  the  treasure  house  of  his  god.  And  the  king  spake  unto 
Ashphenaz  the  master  of  his  eunuchs,  that  he  should  bring  certain 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  of  the  king's  seed,  and  of  the  nobles; 

4  Children  in  whom  tvas  no  blemish,  but  well  favoured,  and  skilful  in 
all  wisdom,  and  cun uing  in  knowledge,  and  understanding  science, 
and  such  as  had  ability  in  them  to  stand  in  the  king's  palace,  and 
whom  _they  might  teach  the  books  and  the  longue  of  the  Caadim, 

5  And  the  king  appointed  them  a  daily  provision  of  the  king's  meat, 
and  of  the  wine  which  he  drank,  and  to  bring  them  up  three  years, 

0  that  at  the  end  thereof  they  might  stand  before  the  king.  Now 
among  these  were  of  the  children  of  Judah,  Daniel,  Hananiah, 

7  Mishael,  and  Azariah  ;  Unto  whom  the  chief  of  the  eunuchs  gave 
names;  for  he  gave  unto  Daniel  the  name  of  Belteshazzar *  and  to 
Hananiah,  ofShadroch  ;  and  to  Mishael,  of  Meshach ;  and  to  Azari&h, 

6  of  Abed-nego.  But  Daniel  purposed  in  kisheartthat  he  would  not  defile 
himself  with  the  portion  of  the  king’s  meat,  nor  with  the  wine  which  he 
drank;  therefore  he  requested  of  the  chief  of  the  eunuchs  that  he 

5)  might  not  defile  himself.  Now  God  had  brought  Daniel  into  favour 
,  10  and  grace  with  the  chief  of  the  eunuchs.  And  the  chief  of  the 
eunuchs  said  unto  Daniel,  I  fear  my  lord  ihe  king,  who  hath  ap¬ 
pointed  your  meat  and  your  drink ;  for  wherefore  should  be  see  your 
faces  sadder  than  the  children  who  are  of  your  sort  ?  then  shall  ye 

H  make  me  forfeit  my  head  to  the  king.  Then  said  Daniel  to  tne 
overseer,  whom  the  chief  of  the  eunuch#  had  set  over  Daniel, 

12  Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah,  Prove  now  thy  servants  ten  days; 

13  and  let  them  give  us  pulse  to  cat,  and  water  to  drink*  Then  let  our 
countenances  be  looked  upon  before  thee,  and  the  countenance  of  the 
children  that  cat  of  the  portion  of  the  king’s  meat :  and  as  thou  secst, 
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14  deal  with  thy  servants.  So  he  consented  to  them  in  this  matter,  and 

15  proved  them  ten  days.  And  at  the  end  of  ten  days  their  counten¬ 
ances  appeared  fairer  'and  fatter  in  flesh  than  all  the  children  who 

LG  did  eat  the  portion  of  the  king’s  meat.  Thus  the  overseer  took  away 
the  portion  of  their  meat,  and  the  wine  that  they  should  drink  ;  and 

17  gave  them  pulse.  As  for  these  children,  to  all  four  of  them  God  gave 
knowledge  and  skill  in  every  book  and  in  wisdom :  and  Daniel  had 

1 3  understanding  in  all  visions  and  dreams.  Now  at  the  end  of  the  days 
that  the  king  had  said  he  should  bring  them  in,  then  the  chief  of 

19  the  eunuchs  Drought  them  in  before  Nebuchadnezzar.  And  the  king 
talked  with  them  ;  and  among  them  all  was  found  none  like  Daniel, 
Hananiah,  Mishael,  and  Azariah :  therefore  stood  they  before  the 

20  king.  And  in  all  matters  of  wisdom  and  understanding,  that  the  king 
enquired  of  them,  he  found  them  ten  times  better  than  all  the 
engravers  of  hieroglyphics  and  magicians  that  were  in  all  his 

21  kingdom.  And  Daniel  continued  even  nnto  the  first  year  of  king 
Cyrus. 

1  Chap.  n. — And  in  the  second  year  of  the  reign  of  Nebuchadnezzar, 
Nehucbadnezzar  dreamed  dreams,  wherewith  his  spirit  was  struck,  and 

2  his  sleep  was  gone  from  him.  Then  the  king  commanded  to  call  the 
engravers  of  hieroglyphics,  and  the  magicians,  and  the  enchanters, 
and  the  Casdim,  to  tell  the  king  his  dreams.  So  they  came,  and 

3  stood  before  the  king.  And  the  king  said  unto  them,  l  have 

4  dreamed  a  dream,  and  my  spirit  was  struck  to  know  the  dream.  Then 
spake  the  Casdim  to  the  king  in  Syriac,  O  king,  live  for  ever ;  tell 

5  thy  servants  the  dream,  and  we  will  shew  the  interpretation.  The 
king  answered  and  said  to  the  Casdim,  Hie  thing  is  gone  from  me : 
if  ye  will  not  make  known  untome  the  dream,  with  the  interpretation 
thereof,  ye  shall  be  cut  in  pieces,  and  your  houses  shall  be  made  a 

6  dunghill.  But  if  ye  shew  the  dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof, 
ye  shall  receive  of  me  gifts  and  rewards  and  great  honour  :  therefore 

7  shew  me  the  dream,  and  the  interpretation  thereof.  They  answered 
again  and  said,  Let  the  king  tell  his  servants  the  dream,  and  we  will 

8  shew  the  interpretation  of  it.  The  king  answered  and  said,  I  know 
of  certainty  that  ye  would  gain  time,  hccause  ye  see  the  thing  is  gone 

9  from  me.  But  if  ye  will  not  make  known  unto  me  (he  dream,  Ifiere 
is  but  one  decree  for  you:  for  ye  have  prepared  lying  and  corrupt 
words  to  speak  before  me,  till  the  time  be  changed :  therefore  tell  me 
the  dream,  and  I  shall  know  that  ye  can  declare  me  the  interpretation 
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]0  thereof.  The  Casdim  answered  hofore  the  king)  and  said,  There  is 
not  a  man  upon  the  earth  that  can  declare  the  king's  matter:  there* 
fore  there  is  no  great  and  powerful  king  that  asked  such  things  at 

1 1  any  engraver  of  hieroglyphics)  enchanter,  or  Casdee.  And  it  is  b. 
difficult  thing  that  the  king  requireth,  and  there  is  none  other  that 
can  tell  it  before  the  king,  except  the  gods,  whose  dwelling  is  not 

12  with  flesh.  For  this  cause  the  king  was  angry  and  very  furious,  and 

13  commanded  to  destroy  all  the  wise  men  of  Babylon.  And  the  decree 
went  forth  that  the  wise  men  should  be  slain;  and  they  sought 

14  Daniel  and  his  fellows  to  be  slain.  Then  Daniel  answered  with 
counsel  and  wisdom  to  Aiioch,  the  captain  of  the  king's  guard, 

15  who  was  gone  forth  to  slay  the  wise  men  of  Bahylon :  He  answered 
and  said  to  Arioch,  the  king's  captain.  Why  is  the  decree  so  strict 

16  from  the  king?  then  Arioch  made  the  thing  known  to  Daniel.  Then 
Daniel  went  in,  and  desired  of  the  king  that  he  would  give  him  time, 

17  and  that  he  would  tell  the  king  the  interpretation.  Then  Daniel 
went  to  his  house,  and  made  the  thing  known  to  Hananiah,  Mishsel, 

18  and  Azariah,  his  fellows :  That  they  would  implore  mercies  from 
the  God  of  heaven  concerning  this  secret;  that  Daniel  and  his 
fellows  should  not  perish  with  me  rest  of  the  wise  men  of  Babylon. 

18  Then  was  the  secret  revealed  unto  Daniel  in  a  night  vision.  Then 

50  Daniel  blessed  the  God  of  heaven.  Daniel  answered  and  said.  Blessed 
be  the  name  of  God  for  ever  and  ever :  for  wisdom  and  might  are 

51  his:  And  he  changeth  the  times  and  the  seasons:  he removeth 
kings,  and  setteth  op  kings :  he  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  wise,  and 

22  knowledge  to  them  that  know  understanding :  He  reveal eth  the 
deep  and  secret  things :  he  knoweth  what  is  in  the  darkness,  and  the 

23  light  dwelleth  with  him,  I  thank  thee,  and  praise  thee,  O  thou  God 
of  my  fathers,  who  hast  given  me  wisdom  and  might,  and  hast  made 
known  unto  me  now  what  we  desired  of  thee ;  for  thou  hast  row  made 

24  known  unto  us  the  king’s  matter.  Therefore  Daniel  went  in'  unto 
Arioch,  whom  the  king  had  ordained  to  destroy  the  wise  men  of  Ba¬ 
hylon  :  he  went  and  said  thus  unto  him  ;  Destroy  not  the  wise  men 
of  Babylon :  bring  me  in  before  the  king,  and  I  will  tell  the  king  the 

25  interpretation.  Then  Arioch  brought  in  Daniel  before  the  king  in 
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haste, and  said  thus  unto  him,  I  have  found  a  man  of  the  captives  of 

26  Judah,  that  will  make  known  unto  the  king  the  interpretation.  The 
king  answered  and  said -to  Daniel,  whose  name  teas  Belteshazzar,  Ait 
thou  able  to  make  known  unto  me  the  dream  which  1  have  seen,  and 

27  the  interpretation  thereof?  Daniel  answered  in  the  presence  of  the 
king,  and  said.  The  secret  which  the  king  hath  demanded  cannot 
the  wise  tnea,  the  enchanters,  the  engravers  of  hieroglyphic* ,  the 

28  Booth sayers,  tell  unto  the  king ;  But  there  is  a  God  in  heaven  that 
revealeth  secrets,  and  maketh  known  to  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar 
what  shall  he  in  the  latter  days.  Th y  dream,  and  the  visions  of  thy 

29  head  upon  thy  bed,  are  these;  As  for  thee,  O  king,  thy  thoughts 
came  into  thy  mind  upon  thy  bed,  what  should  come  to  pass  here¬ 
after  ;  and  he  that  revealeth  secrets  maketh  known  to  thee  what  shall 

30  come  to  pass.  But  as  for  me,  this  secret  is  not  revealed  to  me  for 
any  wisdom  that  I  have  more  than  any  living,  hut  for  their  sakes 
that  shall  make  known  the  interpretation  to  the  king,  and  that  thou 

31  mightest  know  the  thoughts  of  thy  heart.  Thou,  O  king,  sawest, 
ana  behold  a  great  image.  This  great  image,  whose  brightness  vat 

32  excellent,  stood  before  thee ;  and  the  form  thereof  teas  terrible.  This 
image’s  bead  teas  of  fine  gold,  hiB  breast  and  bis  arms  of  silver,  his 

33  belly  and  his  thigbs  of  copper.  His  legs  of  iron,  his  feet  part  of  iron 

34  and  part  of  clay.  Thou  sawest  till  that  a  stone  was  cut  out  without 
bauds,  which  smote  the  image  upon  his  feet  that  were  of  iron  and 

35  clay,  and  hreke  them  to  pieces.  Then  was  the  iron,  the  clay,  the 
copper,  the  silver,  and  the  gold,  broken  to  pieces  together,  and  be¬ 
came  like  the  chaff  of  the  summer  threshing-floors;  and  the  wind 
carried  them  away,  that  do  place  was  found  for  them:  and  the  stone 
that  smote  the  image  became  a  great  mountain,  and  filled  the  whole 

36  earth.  This  is  the  dream ;  and  we  will  tell  the  interpretation  thereof 

37  before  the  kins.  Thou,  O  king,  art  a  king  of  kings :  for  the  God  of 
heaven  hath  given  thee  a  kingdom,  power,  and  strength,  and  glory. 

38  And  wheresoever  the  children  of  men  dwell,  the  beasts  of  the  field 
and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven,  hath  he  given  into  thy  hand,  and  hath 

39  made  thee  ruler  over  them  all.  Thou  art  this  head  of  gold.  And 
after  thee  shall  arise  another  kingdom  inferior  to  thee,  and  another 
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third  kingdom  of  copper,  which  shell  bear  rule  over  all  the  earth. 

40  And  the  fourth  kingdom  shall  bo  strong  as  iron:  forasmuch  as  iron 
breaketh  in  pieces  and  flatteneth  ell  things:  and  as  iron  that  breaketh 

4 1  all  these  shall  it  break  in  pieces  and  shatter*  And  whereas  thou  sawest 
the  feet  and  toes,  part  of  potters*  clay,  and  part  of  iron,  the  kingdom 
shall  be  divided :  hut  there  shall  be  in  it  or  the  strength  of  the  iron, 

42  forasmuch  as  thou  sawest  the  iron  mixed  with  miry  day,  And  as  the 
toes  of  the  feet  were  part  of  iron,  and  part  of  clay,  so  the  kingdom 

43  shell  he  partly  strong,  and  partly  broken.  And  whereas  thou  sawest 
iron  mixed  with  muy  day,  they  shall  mingle  themselves  with  the 
seed  of  men :  but  they  shall  not  cleave  one  to  another,  even  as  iron 

44  is  not  mixed  with  day.  And  in  the  days  of  these  kings  shall  the 
God  of  heaven  set  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never  he  destroyed; 
and  the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall  break  in 
pieces  and  consume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it  shall  stand  for  ever. 

45  Forasmuch  as  tbou  sawest  that  the  stone  was  cut  out  of  the  mountain 
without  hands,  and  that  it  brake  in  pieces  the  iron,  the  copper,  the 
day,  the  silver,  and  the  gold;  the  great  God  hath  made  known  to 
the  king  what  shall  come  to  pass  hereafter  :  and  the  dream  is  can* 

46  tain,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  sure.  Then  the  king  Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar  fell  upon  his  face,  and  worshipped  Daniel,  and  commanded 

47  that  they  should  offer  an  oblation  and  sweet  odours  unto  him.  The 
king  answered  unto  Daniel,  and  Bald,  Of  a  truth  it  is,  that  your  God 
is  a  God  of  gods,  and  a  Lord  of  kings,  and  a  revealer  of  secrets, 

48  seeing  thou  couldest  reveal  this  secret.  Then  the  king  advanced 
Daniel,  and  gave  him  many  great  gifts,  and  made  him  ruler  over  the 
whole  province  of  Babylon,  and  chief  of  the  governors  over  all  the 

4(J  wise  men  of  Babylon.  Then  Daniel  requested  of  the  king,  and  he 
set  Shadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego,  over  the  affairs  of  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  Babylon :  but  Daniel  sat  in  tne  gate  of  the  king. 


1  Chap,  hi.— 'Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  made  an  image  of  gold,  whose 
height  was  threescore  cubits,  and  tho  breadth  thereof  six  cubits :  he 

2  set  it  up  in  tho  plain  of  Dura,  iu  the  province  of  Babylon.  Then 
Nehucnadnczzar  the  king  sent  to  gather  together  the  satraps, 
the  governors,  and  the  pasnaws,  the  chief  justices,  the  treasurers,  the 
counsellors,  the  judges,  and  all  the  rulers  of  the  provinces,  to 
come  to  the  dedication  of  the  image  which  Nebuchadnezzar  the 
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3  king  had  ret  tip.  Then  the  satraps,  the  governors,  and  pnshaws, 
the  chief  justices,  the  treasurers,  the  counsellors,  the  judges, 
and  all  the  rulers  of  'the  provinces,  were  gathered  together  onto 
the  dedication  of  the  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had 
setup;  and  they  stood  before  the  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  had  ret 

4  up.  Then  a  herald  cried  aloud.  To  70a  it  is  commanded,  O  peoples, 

5  nations,  and  languages,  That  at  what  time  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the 
cornet,  pipe,  harp,  sackbu  t ,  psaltery,  bagpipe,  and  all  kinds  of  music, 

ire  tall  down  and  worship  the  golden  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  the 
ling  hath  set  up :  And  whoso  foUeth  not  down  and  worshippeth 
shah  the  same  hoar  be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace. 
7  Therefore  at  that  time,  when  all  the  peoples  heard  the  sound  of  the 
comet,  pipe,  harp,  sackhut,  psaltery,  and  all  kinds  of  music,  all- the 
peoples,  the  nations,  and  the  languages,  fell  down  and  worshipped  the 
8  golden  image  that  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  had  ret  up.  Wherefore 
at  that  time  certain  Casdim  came  near,  and  slandered  the  Jews. 
9  They  spake  and  said  to  the  king  Nebuchadnezzar,  O  king,  live  for 
10  ever.  Thou,  O  king,  hast  made  a  decree,  that  every  man  that  shall 
hear  the  sound  of  the  comet,  pipe,  harp,  sackbut,  psaltery,  and  bag¬ 
pipe,  and  all  kinds  of  music,  shall  foil  down  and  worship  the  golden 
11  image :  And  whoso  falleth  not  down  and  worshippeth,  that  he  should 
12  be  cast  into  the  midst  of  a  burning  fiery  furnace.  There  are  certain 
Jews  whom  thou  hast  ret  over  the  affairs  of  the  province  of  Babylon, 
Shadiach,  Me&hach,  and  Abed-nego;  these  men,  O  king,  have  not 
regarded  thee :  they  serve  not  thy  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden 
13  image  which  thou  hast  set  up.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  in  hts  rage 
and  fury  commanded  to  bring  Sbadrach,  Meshach,  and  Abed-nego. 
14  Then  they  brought  these  men  before  the  king.  Nebuchadnezzar 
spake  and  said  unto  them,  U  it  design,  O  Shadxach,  Mcshach,  and 
Abed-nego  ?  ye  do  not  serve  my  gods,  nor  worship  the  golden  image 
15  which  1  nave  set  up.  Now  if  ye  be  ready  that  at  what  time  ye  hear 
the  sound  of  the  comet,  pipe,  harp,  sackhut,  psaltery,  and  bagpipe, 
and  all  kinds  of  music,  ye  fall  down  and  worship  the  image  which  I 
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have  made ;  well :  but  if  ye  worship  not.  ye  shall  be  cast  the  same 
hour  into  the  midst  of  a  homing  fiery  furnace  ;  and  who  it  that  God 

16  that  shall  deliver  you  out  of  my  hands?  Shadrach*  Meshach,  and 
Abed-nego,  answered  and  said  to  the  king.  O  Nebuchadnezzar*  we 

17  ore  not  careful  to  answer  thee  in  this  matter.  If  it  be  so*  our  God 
whom  we  serve  is  able  to  deliver  us  from  the  burning  fiery  furnace* 

IB  aud  he  will  deliver  ut  ont  of  thy  hand*  O  king.  But  if  not*  he  it 
known  unto  thee*  O  king*  that  we  will  not  serve  thy  gods*  nor  wor- 

19  ship  the  golden  image  which  thou  hast  set  up.  Then  was  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar  full  of  fury,  and  the  form  of  his  visage  was  changed 
against  Shadrach*  Meshach*  and  Abed-nego :  therefore  he  spake 
and  commanded  that  they  should  heat  the  furnace  at  once  seven  times 

20  more  than  it  was  wont  to  be  heated.  And  he  commanded  the  most 
mighty  men  that  were  in  his  army  to  bind  Shadrach*  Meshach*  'and 

21  Abed-nego,  and  to  cast  them  into  the  burning  fiery  furnace,  Then 
these  men  were  bound  in  their  hoeen*  their  tunics*  and  their  head 
coverings,  and  their  other  garments,  and  were  cast  into  the  midst  of 

22  the  burning  fiery  furnace.  Therefore  because  the  king's  command¬ 
ment  was  urgent,  and  the  furnace  exceeding  hot,  the  flame  of  the 
fire  destroyed  those  men  that  took  up  Shadrach*  Meshach*  and  A  bed- 

23  nego.  And  these  three  men,  Shadrach*  Meshach*  and  Abed-nego* 

24  fell  down  bound  into  the  midst  of  the  burning  fiery  furnace.  Then 
Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  was  astonished,  and  rose  up  in  terror*  and 
spake,  and  said  unto  his  counsellors*  Did  not  we  cast  three  men  bound 
into  the  midst  of  the  fire?  They  answered  and  said  unto  the  king* 

25  True*  O  king.  He  answered  and  said*  Lo*  1  see  four  men  loose* 
walking  in  the  midst  of  the  fire,  and  they  have  no  hurt*  and  the  form 

26  of  the  fourth  is  like  a  son  of  gods.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king 
came  near  to  the  month  of  the  burning  fiery  furnace,  and  spake*  ana 
said*  Shadrach*  Meshach*  and  Abed-nego,  ye  servants  of  the  most 
high  God*  come  forth*  and  come  hither.  Then  Shadrach*  Meshach* 

27  and  Abed-nego,  came  forth  of  the  midst  of  the  fire.  And  the  satraps* 
governors*  and  pashaws,  and  the  king’s  counsellors*  being  gathered 
together*  saw  these  men*  upon  whose  bodies  the  fire  had  no  power*

DANIEL  III,  IV. 


nor  waa  a  hair  of  their  head  Bulged,  neither  were  their  hosen  changed, 

28  nor  the  smell  of  fire  had  passed  on  them.  Then  Nebuchadnezzar 
spake,  and  said.  Blissed  be  the  God  of  Shadiach,  Mcshach,  and 
Aled-nego,  who  hath  sent  his  angel,  and  delivered  his  servants  that 
trusted  in  him,  and  have  changed  the  king’s  word,  and  yielded  their 
bodies,  that  they  might  not  serve  nor  worship  any  god,  except  their 

29  own  God.  Therefore,  a  decree  proceeds  from  me.  That  every  people, 
nation,  and  language,  which  apeak  anything  amiss  against  the  God 
of  Shsdrach,  Meshacb,  and  Abed-nego,  •  shall  be  cut  in  pieces,  and 
their  houses  shall  he  made  a  dunghill ;  because  there  is  no  other 

30  God  that  can  deliver  like  this.  Then  the  king  promoted  Shadiach, 

31  Mesbaah,  and  Abed-nego,  in  the  province  of  Babylon.  Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar  the  king,  unto  all  peoples,  nations,  and  languages,  that  dwell 

32  in  all  the  earth ;  peace  be  multiplied  unto  you.  I  thought  it  good  to 
declare  the  signs  and  wonders  that  the  high  God  hath  wrought  to- 

33  wards  me.  How  neat  are  his  signs?  and  how  mighty  are  his 
wonders  1  his  kingdom  is  an  everlasting  kingdom,  and  his  dominion 
it  from  generation  to  generation. 


1  Chap.  iv. — [  Nebuchadnezzar  was  at  rest  in  my  house,  and  flounsh- 

2  ing  in  my  palace :  I  saw  a  dream  which  made  me  afraid,  and  the  con¬ 
ceptions  upon  my  bed  and  the  visions  of  my  head  troubled  me. 

3  Therefore  a  decree  proceeded  from  me,  to  bring  in  all  the  wise  men 
of  Babylon  before  me,  that  they  might  make  known  unto  me  the 

4  interpretation  of  the  dream.  Then  came  in  the  engravers  of  hiero- 
glypMcty  the  enchanters,  the  Casdim,  and  the  soothsayers : 
ana  I  told  the  dream  before  them ;  but  they  did  not  make 

5  known  unto  me  the  interpretation  thereof.  But  at  the  last  Daniel 
came  in  before  me,  whose  name  is  Belteshazzar,  according  to  the 
name  of  my  God,  and  in  whom  is  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods :  and 

G  before  him  I  told  the  dream,  toying^  O  Belteshazzar,  master  of  the 
engravers  of  hieroglyphics,  because  I  know  that  the  spirit  of  the  holy 
gods  is  in  thee,  and  no  secret  troubleth  thee,  tell  me  the  visions  of 

7  my  dream  that  I  have  seen,  and  the  interpretation  thereof.  Thus 
were  the  visions  of  my  head  in  my  bed ;  T  saw,  and  behold  a  tree  iu 

8  the  midst  of  the  earth,  and  the  height  thereof  was  great.  The  tree 
grew,  and  was  strong,  and  the  height  thereof  reached  unto  heaven, 

9  and  the  sight  thereof  to  the  end  of  all  the  earth :  The  foliage  thereof 
was  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  much,  and  in  it  teas  meat  for  alt :  the 
beasts  of  the  field  had  shadow  under  it,  and  the  fowls  of  the  heaven 
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10  dwelt  in  the  houghs  thereof,  and  all  flesh  was  fed  of  it.  I  saw  in  the 
visions  of  my  head  upon  my  bed,  and,  behold,  a  watcher  and  a  holy 

1 1  one  came  down  from  heaven ;  He  cried  with  might,  and  said  thus. 
Hew  down  the  tree,  and  cut  off  its  branches,  shake  off  its  foliage,  and 
scatter  its  fruit :  let  the  beasts  get  away  from  under  it,  and  the  fowls 

12  from  its  branches :  Nevertheless  leave  the  stump  of  its  roots  in  the 
earth,  even  with  a  hand  of  iron  and  eopper,  in  the  tender  graas  of  the 
field ;  and  let  it  be  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  let  its  portion  be 

13  with  the  beasts  in  the  grass  of  the  earth :  Let  bis  heart  be  changed 
from  man’s,  and  let  a  beast’s  heart  be  given  unto  him ;  and  let  seven 

14  times  pass  over  him.  This  matter  is  by  the  decree  of  the  watchers, 
and  the  demand  by  the  word  of  the  holy  ones :  to  the  intent  that  the 
living  may  know  that  the  most  High  ndeth  in  the  kingdom  of  men, 
and  giveth  it  to  whomsoever  he  will,  and  setteth  up  over  it  the  basest 

15  of  men.  This  dream  1  king  Nebuchadnezzar  have  seen.  Now  thou, 
O  oelteshazzar,  declare  the  interpretation  thereof,  forasmuch  aa  all 
the  wise  men  of  my  kingdom  are  not  able  to  make  known  unto  me 
the  interpretation:  but  thou  art  able  j  for  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods 

16  is  in  thee.  Then  Daniel,  whose  name  was  Belteshazzar,  was  asto¬ 
nished  for  one  hour,  and  his  thoughts  troubled  him.  The  king  spake, 
and  said,  Belteshazzar,  let  not  the  dream,  or  the  interpretation 
thereof,  trouble  thee.  Belteshazzar  answered  end  said.  My  lord,  the 
dream  be  to  them  that  hate  thee,  and  the  interpretation  thereof  to 

17  thine  enemies.  The  tree  that  thou  sawest,  which  grew,  and  was 
strong,  whose  height  reached  unto  the  heaven,  and  the  Bight  thereof 

18  to  all  the  earth ;  Whose  foliage  was  fair,  and  the  fruit  thereof  much, 
and  in  it  was  meat  for  all ;  under  which  the  beasts  of  the  field  dwelt, 
and  upon  whose  branches  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  had  their  habita- 

19  tion :  It  is  thou,  O  king,  that  art  grown  and  become  strong:  for 
thy  greatness  is  grown,  ana  reacheth  unto  heaven,  and  thy  dominion 

20  to  the  end  of  the  earth.  And  whereas  the  king  bbw  a  watcher  and  a 
holy  one  coming  down  from  heaven,  and  saying,  Hew  the  tree  down, 
and  destroy  it  j  yet  leave  the  stump  of  the  roots  thereof  in  the  earth, 
even  with  a  band  of  iron  and  copper,  in  the  tender  grass  of  the  field ; 
and  let  it  he  wet  with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  let  its  portion  be  with 

21  the  beasts  of  the  field,  till  seven  times  pass  over  him ;  This  is  the 
interpretation,  O  king,  and  this  is  the  decree  of  the  most  High, 
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22  which  is  come  upon  my  lord  the  Icing ;  That  they  shall  drive  thee 
from  men,  and  thy  dwelling  shall  be  with  the  beasts  of  the  field,  and 
they  shall  make  thee*  to  eat  grass  as  oxen,  and  they  shall  wet  thee 
with  the  dew  of  heaven,  and  seven  times  shall  pass  over  thee,  till  thou 
know  that  the  most  High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth 

23  it  to  whomsoever  he  will.  And  whereas  they  commanded  to  leave 
the  stump  of  the  tree  roots;  thy  kingdom  shall  he  sure  unto  thee,  after 

24  that  thou  a  halt  have  known  that  the  heavens  do  role.  Wherefore,  O 
king,  let  my  counsel  he  acceptable  unto  thee,  and  break  off  thy  sins  by 
righteousness,  and  thine  iniquities  by  shewing  mercy  to  the  poor ;  if 

25  it  be  a  lengthening  of  thy  tranquillity.  All  this  came  upon  the  king 

26  Nebuchadnezzar.  At  the  end  of  twelve  months  he  walked  in  the 

27  palace  of  the  kingdom  of  Babylon.  The  king  spake,  and  said,  Is  not 
this  great  Babylon,  that  I  have  built  for  the  house  of  the  kingdom,  hy 

28  the  might  of  my  power,  and  for  the  honour  of  my  majesty  /  While 
the  word  was  in  the  king’s  mouth,  there  fell  a  voice  from  heaven, 
saying,  O  king  Nebuchadnezzar,  to  tbee  it  is  spoken ;  The  kingdom 

20  is  departed  from  thee.  And  they  shall  drive  thee  from  men,  and  thy 
dwelling  shall  be  with  the  beasts  of  the  field :  they  shall  make  thee 
to  eat  grass  as  oxen,  and  seven  times  shall  pass  over  thee,  until  thoQ 
know  that  the  most  High  ruleth  in  the  kingdom  of  men,  and  giveth 

30  it  to  whomsoever  he  will.  The  same  hour  was  the  thing  fulfilled 
upon  Nebuchadnezzar :  and  he  was  driven  from  men,  and  did  eat 
grass  as  oxen,  and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  dew  of  beaven,  till  his 
hairs  were  grown  like  eagles’ feathers,  and  his  nails  like  birds'  daw. 

3 1  And  at  the  end  of  the  days  I  Nebuchadnezzar  lifted  up  mine  eyes 
unto  heaven,  and  mine  understanding  returned  unto  me,  and  I  blessed 
the  most  High,  and  I  praised  and  honoured  him  that  liveth  for  ever, 
whose  dominion  is  an  everlasting  dominion,  and  his  kingdom  is  from 

32  generation  to  generation  t  And  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth  are 
reputed  as  nothing :  and  he  doeth  according  to  his  will  in  the  army  of 
beaven,  end  among  the  inhabitants  of  the  earth :  and  none  can  stay 

33  his  hand,  or  say  unto  him,  What  doest  thou?  At  the  same  time 
my  reawn  returned  onto  me ;  and  for  the  glory  of  my  kingdom,  mine 
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honour  and  brightness  returned  unto  me ;  and  my  counsellors  and 
my  lords  sought  unto  me ;  and  I  was  established  in  my  kingdom,  and 

34  excellent  majesty  was  added  unto  me.  Now  I  Nebuchadnezzar 
praise  and  extol  and  honour  the  King  of  heaven,  all  whose  works  are 
truth,  and  his  ways  judgment :  and  those  that  walk  in  pride  he  is 
able  to  abase. 

1  Chap.  y. — Belshazzar  the  king  made  a  great  feast  to  a  thousand  of 

2  his  lords,  and  drank  wine  before  the  thousand.  BdshazzAr,  whilst 
under  the  influence  of  the  wine,  commanded  to  hring  the  golden  and 
silver  vessels  which  his  father  Nebuchadnezzar  had  taken  out  of  the 
temple  which  imu  in  Jerusalem ;  that  the  king,  and  his  princes,  his 

3  wives,  and  his  concubines,  might  drink  therein.  Then  they  brought 
the  golden  vessels  that  were  taken  out  of  the  temple  of  the  house  of 
God  which  wa$  at  Jerusalem  :  and  the  king,  and  his  princes,  Mb 

4  wives,  and  his  concubines,  drank  in  them.  They  drank  wine,  and 
praised  the  gods  of  gold,  and  of  silver,  of  copper,  of  iron,  of  wood, 

5  and  of  stone.  In  the  same  hour  came  forth  fingers  of  a  man's  hand, 
and  wrote  over  against  the  candlestick  upon  the  plaister  of  the  wall 
of  the  king's  palace  :  and  the  king  saw  the  part  of  the  hand  that 

6  wrote.  Then  die  king's  countenance  was  changed,  and  his  thoughts 
troubled  him,  so  that  the  joints  of  his  loins  were  loosed,  and  his 

7  knees  smote  one  against  another.  The  king  cried  with  might  to 
bring  in  the  enchantere,  the  Casdim,  and  the  soothsayers.  And  the 
king  spake,  aud  said  to  the  wise  men  of  Babylon,  Whosoever  shall 
read  this  writing,  and  tell  me  the  interpretation  thereof,  shall  he 
clothed  with  red  purple,  and  have  an  ornament  of  gold  about  his  neck, 

8  and  shall  be  the  thira  ruler  in  the  kingdom.  Then  came  in  all  the 
king's  wise  men:  but  they  conld  not  read  the  writing,  nor  make 

9  known  to  the  king  the  interpretation  thereof.  Then  was  the  king 
Belshazzar  greatly  troubled,  and  his  countenance  was  changed  in  him, 

10  and  his  lords  were  confounded.  Noto  the  queen,  by  reason  of  the 
words  of  the  king  and  his  lords,  came  into  the  banquet  house :  tad 
the  queen  spake  and  said,  O  king,  live  for  ever :  let  not  thy  thoughts 

11  trouble  thee,  nor  let  thy  countenance  ho  changed :  There  is  a  roan 
in  thy  kingdom  iu  whom  is  the  spirit  of  the  holy  gods  ;  and  in  the 
days  of  thy  father  light,  and  understanding,  and  wisdom,  like  the 
wisdom  of  the  gods,  was  found  in  him ;  whom  the  king  Nebuchad¬ 
nezzar  thy  father,  the  king,  /  say,  thy  father,  made  master  of  the 
engravers  of  hieroglyphics^  enchanters,  Casdim,  and  soothsayers. 
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13  Forasmuch  as  an  excellent  spirit,  and  knowledge,  and  understanding, 
interpreting  of  dreams,  and  explaining  of  hard  sentences,  and  untying 
of  knots,  were  found  id  the  same  Daniel,  whom  the  king  named  Bd- 
teshazzar:  now  let  Daniel  be  called,  and  he  will  tell  the  interpretation, 

13  Then  was  Daniel  brought  in  before  the  king.  And  the  king  spake 
and  said  unto  Daniel,  Art  thon  that  Daniel  who  art  of  the  children 
of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  whom  the  king  my  father  brought  out  of 

14  Jewry  ?  I  have  even  heard  of  thee,  that  the  spirit  of  the  gods  is  in 
thee,  and  that  tight  and  understanding  and  excellent  wisdom  is  found 

15  in  thee.  And  now  the  wise  men,  the  enchanters,  have  been  brought 
in  before  me,  that  they  should  read  this  writing,  and  make  known 
unto  me  the  interpretation  thereof:  but  they  could  not  tell  the  interpret 

16  tation  of  the  thing :  And  1  have  heard  of  thee,  that  thou  canst  make 
interpretations,  and  untie  knots ;  now  if  thou  canst  read  the  writing, 
and  make  known  to  me  the  interpretation  thereof,  thou  shalt  be 
clothed  with  red  purple,  and  have  an  ornament  of  gold  about  thy 

17  neck,  and  shalt  he  the  third  ruler  in  the  kingdom.  Then  Daniel 
answered  and  said  before  the  king,  Let  thy  gifts  be  to  thyself,  and 
give  thy  rewards  to  another ;  yet  I  will  read  tne  writing  unto  the  king, 

18  and  make  known  to  him  the  interpretation.  O  thou  king,  the  most 
high  God  gave  Nebuchadnezzar  thy  lather  a  kingdom,  and  majesty, 

19  and  glory,  and  honour :  And  for  the  majesty  that  he  gnve  him,  all 
peoples,  nations,  and  languages,  trembled  and  feared  before  him : 
whom  he  would  he  slew ;  and  whom  he  would  he  kept  alive ;  and 

20  whom  he  would  he  set  up ;  and  whom  he  would  he  pul  down.  But 
when  his  heart  was  lifted  up,  and  his  mind  hardened  in  pride,  he  was 
deposed  from  his  kingly  throne,  and  they  took  his  glory  from  him ; 

31  And  he  was  driven  from  the  sons  of  men  ;  and  his  heart  was  made 
like  the  beasts,  and  his  dwelling  vat  with  the  wild  asses :  they  fed 
him  with  grass  like  oxen,  and  his  body  was  wet  with  the  dew  of 
heaven :  till  he  knew  that  the  most  high  God  Tuled  in  the  kingdom  of 

82  men;  and  that  he  appointeth  over  it  whomsoever  he  will.  And  thou, 
his  son,  O  Belshazzar,  hast  not  humbled  thy  heart,  though  thou 

S3  knewest  all  this ;  Hut  hast  lifted  up  thyself  against  the  Lord  of 
heaven ;  and  they  have  brought  the  vessels  of  his  nouse  before  thee. 
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and  thou,  and  thy  lords,  thy  wives,  and  thy  concubines,  have  drunk 
wine  in  them ;  and  thou  hast  praised  the  gods  of  silver,  and  gold,  of 
copper,  iron,  wood,  and  stone,  which  see  not,  nor  hear,  nor  know : 
and  the  God  in  whose  hand  thy  breath  is,  and  whose  are  all  thy 

24  ways,  hast  thou  not  glorified:  Then  was  the  part  of  the  hand  sent 

25  from  him ;  and  this  writing  was  written.  And  this  i*  the  writing 

26  that  was  written ;  MENE,  MENE,  TEKEL,  UPHABSIN.  This 
« the  interpretation  of  the  thing :  MENE ;  God  hath  numbered  thy 

27  kingdom,  and  finished  it.  TEKEL;  Thou  wast  weighed  in  the 

28  balances,  and  wast  found  wanting.  PERES  ;  Thy  kingdom  is  di- 

29  vided,  and  given  to  the  Medea  and  Persians.  Then  commanded 
Belshazzar,  and  they  clothed  Daniel  with  red  scarlet,  and  pul  an 
ornament  ot  gold  about  his  neck,  and  made  a  proclamation  concern- 

30  iug  him,  that  he  should  be  the  third  ruler  in  the  kingdom.  In  that 
night  was  Belshazzar  the  king  of  the  Casdim  slain. 


1  Chap.  vi. — And  Darius  the  Median  took  the  kingdom,  being  three- 

2  score  and  two  years  old.  It  pleased  Darius  to  set  over  the  kingdom 
a  hundred  and  twenty  princes,  who  should  be  over  the  whole  king* 

3  dom :  And  over  these  three  presidents ;  of  whom  Daniel  teas  first : 
that  the  satraps  might  give  accounts  unto  them,  and  the  king  should 

4  have  no  damage.  Then  this  Daniel  was  preferred  above  the  presi¬ 
dents  and  satraps,  because  an  excellent  spirit  teas  in  him ;  and  the 

5  king  thought  to  set  him  over  the  whole  rerim.  Then  the  presidents 
and  satraps  sought  to  find  occasion  against  Daniel  concerning  the 
kingdom ;  hut  they  could  find  none  occasion  nor  fault ;  forasmuch 
as  he  vat  faithful,  neither  was  there  nny  error  or  fault  found  in  him. 

6  Then  said  these  men.  We  shall  not  find  any  occasion  against  this 
Daniel,  except  we  find  if  against  him  concerning  the  law  of  his  God. 

7  Then  the  presidents  and  satraps  urged  upon  the  king,  and  said  thus 

8  unto  him.  King  Darius,  live  for  ever.  All  the  presidents  of  the 
kingdom,  the  governors,  and  the  satraps,  the  counsellors,  and  the 
peshaws,  have  consulted  together  to  establish  a  royal  statute,  and  to 
make  a  firm  decree,  that  whosoever  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  god  or 
man  for  thirty  days,  save  of  thee,  O  king,  he  shall  be  cast  into  tha 
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9  den  of  lions*  Now,  O  king,  establish  the  decree,  and  sign  the  writing, 
that  it  be  not  changed, according  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and  Per- 

10  si&ns,  which  altereth  not*  Wherefore  king  Darina  signed  the 

11  writing  and  the  decree.  Now  when  Daniel  knew  that  the  writing 
was  signed,  he  went  into  his  house  ;  and  his  windows  being  open  in 
his  chamber  towards  Jerusalem,  he  kneeled  upon  his  knees  three 
times  a  day,  and  prayed,  and  gave  thanks  before  his  God,  as  he  did 

12  aforetime*  Then  these  men  pressed  in,  and  found  Daniel  praying 

13  and  making  supplication  hefore  his  God.  Then  they  came  near,  and 
spake  before  the  king  concerning  the  king’s  decree ;  Hast  thou  not 
signed  a  decree,  that  every  man  that  shall  ask  a  petition  of  any  God 
or  man  within  thirty  days,  save  of  thee,  O  king,  shall  be  cast  into  the 
den  of  lions?  The  king  answered  and  said.  The  thing  is  true, 
according  to  the  law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  which  alt  ere  th  not. 

14  Then  answered  they  and  said  before  the  king,  That  Daniel,  who  is  of 
the  children  of  the  captivity  of  Judah,  regardeth  not  thee,  O  king, 
nor  the  decree  that  thou  hast  signed,  hut  maketh  his  petition  three 

15  times  a  day.  Then  the  kin",  when  he  heard  these  words,  was  sore 
displeased  with  himself,  and  set  Ai*  heart  on  Daniel  to  deliver  him : 

16  and  he  laboured  till  the  going  down  of  the  sun  to  deliver  him.  Then 
these  men  urged  upon  the  king,  and  said  unto  the  king.  Know,  O 
king,  that  the  law  of  the  Medes  and  Persians  is.  That  no  decree  nor 

17  statute  which  the  king  established  may  be  changed.  Then  the  king 
commanded,  and  they  brought  Daniel,  and  cast  him  into  the  den 
of  lions.  Now  the  King  spake  and  said  unto  Daniel,  Thy  God 

18  whom  thou  serrest  contbmlly,  he  will  deliver  thee.  And  a  stone 
was  brought,  and  laid  upon  the  mouth  of  the  den  ;  and  the  king  sealed 
it  with  his  own  signet,  and  with  the  signet  of  his  lords ;  that  the  pur- 

19  pose  might  not  he  changed  concerning  Daniel  Then  thekiug  went 
to  his  palace,  and  passed  the  night  fasting  :  neither  were  instruments 

20  of  music  brought  before  him  r  and  his  sleep  went  from  him.  Then 
the  kin{£  arose  very  early  in  the  morning,  and  went  in  haste  unto  the 

21  den  of  lions.  And  when  he  came  to  the  den,  he  cried  with  a  lament- 
able  voice  unto  Daniel :  and  the  king  spake  and  said  to  Daniel,  O 
Daniel,  servant  of  the  living  God,  is  thy  God,  whom  thou  serveat 
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22  continually,  able  to  deliver:  thee  from  the  lions?  Then  said  Daniel 

23  unto  the  king,  O  king,  live  for  ever.  My  Ood  hath  sent  bis  angel, 
and  hath  shut  the  lions*  mouths,  that  they  have  not  hurt  me  :  foras¬ 
much  as  before  him  inuocency  was  found  in  me ;  and  also  before 

24  thee,  O  king,  have  I  done  no  hurt.  Then  was  the  king  exceeding 
glad  for  him,  and  commanded  that  they  should  take  Daniel  up  out 
of  the  den.  So  Daniel  was  taken  up  out  of  the  den,  and  no  manner 

2 5  of  hurt  was  found  upon  him,  because  he  believed  in  his  God.  And 
the  king  commanded,  and  they  brought  those  men  who  had  slandered 
Daniel,  and  they  cast  them  into  the  den  of  lions,  them,  their  children, 
and  their  -wives ;  and  the  lions  had  the  mastery  of  them,  and  brake 
all  their  bones  to  pieces  or  ever  they  came  to  the  bottom  of  the  den. 

26  Then  king  Darius  wrote  unto  all  peoples,  nations,  and  languages, 

27  that  dwell  in  all  the  earth ;  Peace  be  multiplied  unto  you.  I  make 
a  decree.  That  in  every  dominion  of  my  kingdom  men  tremble  and 
fear  before  the  God  of  Daniel :  for  he  w  the  living  God,  and  sted&st 
for  ever,  and  his  kingdom  that  which  shall  not  be  destroyed,  and  his 

28  dominion  shall  be  even  unto  the  end.  He  delivereth  and  rescuetb, 
and  he  workcth  signs  and  wonders  in  heaven  and  in  earth,  who  hath 

29  delivered  Daniel  from  the  power  of  the  lions.  So  this  Daniel  pros¬ 
pered  in  the  reign  of  Darius,  and  in  the  reign  of  Cyrus  the  Persian. 


1  Chap.  vu. — In  the  firat  year  .of  Belshazzar  king  of  Bahel,  Daniel  had 
a  dream  and  visions  of  his  head  upon  his  bed :  then  he  wrote  the 

2  dream,  and  told  the  sum  of  the  matters.  Daniel  spake  and  said,  I 
saw  is  my  vision  by  night,  and,  behold,  the  four  winds  of  the  heaven 

3  strove  upon  the  gTeat  sea.  And  four  great  beasts  came  np  from  the 

4  .sea,  diverse  one  from  another.  The  first  was  like  a  lion,  and  had 
eagle's  wings  :  I  beheld  till  the  wings  thereof  were  plucked,  and  it  was 
lifted  up  from  the  earth,  and  made  stand  upon  the  feet  as  a  man,  and 

5  a  man’s  heart  was  given  to  it.  And,  behold,  another  beast,  a  second, 
like  to  a  bear,  and  it  was  raised  up  on  one  aide,  and  it  had  three  ribB 
in  the  mouth  of  it  hetween  the  teeth  of  it :  and  they  said  thus  unto 

6  it,  Arise,  devour  much  flesh.  After  that  I  beheld,  and  lo  another, 
like  a  leopard,  which  bad  upon  the  back  of  it  four  wings  of  a  fowl ; 

7  the  beast  bad  also  four  beads  j  and  dominion  was  given  to  it.  After 
this  I  saw  in  tbe  nigbt  visions,  and  behold  a  fourth  beast,  dreadful 
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and  terrible ;  and  strong  exceedingly ;  and  it  bad  great  iron  teeth  :  it 
devoured  and  brake  in  pieces*  and  stamped  the  residue  with  the  feet 
of  it  i  and  it  was  diverse  from  all  the  beasts  that  were  before  it ;  and 

8  it  had  ten  horns*  I  considered  the  horns*  and*  behold*  there  came 
up  among  them  another  little  horn*  before  which  there  were  three  of 
the  first  horns  plucked  up  by  the  roots :  and*  behold*  in  this  horn 
were  eyes  like  the  eyes  of  man*  and  a  mouth  speaking  great  things. 

9  I  beheld  till  thrones  were  placed*  and  the  Ancient  of  days  did  sit* 
whose  garment  was  white  as  snow*  and  the  hair  of  his  head  like  pure 
wool :  his  thrones  were  liie  the  fiery  flames,  and  the  wheels  thereof 

10  as  burning  fire.  A  fiery  stream  issued  and  caitio  forth  from  before 
him:  thousand  thousands  ministered  unto  him*  and  ten  thousand 
times  ten  thousand  stood  before  him ;  the  judgment  wag  set*  and  the 

1 1  books  were  opened*  I  beheld  then  because  of  the  voice  of  the  great 
words  which  the  horn  spake;  I  beheld  even  till  the  beast  was  slain, 

12  and  its  body  destroyed*  and  given  to  the  burning  flame.  As  concern¬ 
ing  the  rest  of  the  beasts*  they  had  their  dominion  taken  away :  yet 
a  prolongation  of  their  lives  was  granted  to  them  for  a  season  and 

13  time*  I  saw  in  the  night  visions*  and*  behold*  he  came  like  a  son  of 
man  with  the  clouds  of  heaven*  and  came  to  ihe  Ancient  of  days* 

14  and  they  brought  him  near  before  him.  And  there  was  given  him 
dominion*  and  glory*  and  a  kingdom*  that  all  peoples*  nations*  and 
languages*  should  serve  him;  his  dominion  is  an  everlasting  dominion* 
which  shall  not  pass  away*  and  his  kingdom  that  which  shall  not  be 

15  destroyed.  I  Daniel  was  grieved  in  my  spirit  in  the  midst  of  my  body* 

16  and  the  visions  nf  my  head  troubled  me.  1  came  near  unto  one  of 
them  that  stood  by*  and  asked  him  the  certainty  of  all  this.  So  he 

17  told  me*  and  made  me  know  the  interpretation  of  the  things.  These 
great  beasts*  which  are  four*  are  four  kings*  which  shall  arise  oat  of 

18  the  earth.  But  the  saints  of  the  most  High  shall  receive  the  king- 

19  dom  for  ever,  even  for  ever  and  ever*  Then  I  would  know  a  certainty 
ahont  the  fourth  beast*  which  was  diverse  from  all  the  others*  exceed¬ 
ing  dreadful*  whose  teeth  were  of  iron*  and  its  noils  of  copper;  which 
devoured,  brake  in  pieces,  ana  stamped  the  residue  with  its  fleet; 

20  And  about  the  ten  horns  that  were  in  its  head*  and  of  the  other 
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which  came  op,  and  before  which  three  fell ;  even  of  that  horn  that 
had  eyes,  ana  a  mouth  that  spake  very  great  things,  whose  look  vxxs 

SI  more  stout  than  its  fellows.  I  beheld,  and  the  same  horn  made  war 

22  with  the  saints,  and  prevailed  against  them ;  Until  the  Ancient  of 
days  came,  and  judgment  was  given  to  the  aunts  of  the  most  High ; 

S3  and  the  time  came  that  the  saints  possessed  the  kingdom.  Thus  he 
6aid,  The  fourth  beast  shall  he  the  fourth  kingdom  upon  earth,  which 
shall  be  diverse  from  all  kingdoms,  and  shall  devour  the  whole  earth, 

24  and  shall  tread  it  down,  and  break  it  in  pieces.  And  the  ten  horns 
out  of  this  kingdom  are  ten  kings  that  shall  arise :  and  another  shall 
rise  after  them ;  and  he  shall  he  diverse  from  the  first,  and  be  shall 

25  lower  three  kings.  And  he  shall  utter  speeches  against  the  most 
High,  and  shall  wear  out  the  saints  of  the  most  High,  and  think  to 
change  times  and  laws :  and  they  shall  be  given  into  his  hand  until 

26  a  time  and  times,  and  the  half  of  a  time.  And  one  Bhall  sit  in  judg¬ 
ment,  and  they  shall  take  away  his  dominion,  to  consume  and  to 

2 *1  destroy  it  unto  the  end.  And  the  kingdom  and  dominion,  and  the 
greatness  of  the  kingdom  under  the  whole  heaven,  shall  he  given  to 
the  people  of  the  saints  of  the  most  High,  whose  kingdom  is  an  ever- 

28  lasting  kingdom,  and  all  dominions  shall  serve  and  obey  him.  Hi¬ 
therto  is  the  end  of  the  matter.  As  for  me  Daniel,  my  cogitations 
much  troubled  me,  and  my  countenance  changed  in  me  :  hut  I  kept 
the  matter  in  my  heart. 


1  Chap,  viii. — In  the  third  year  of  the  reign  of  king  Belshazzar  a 
vision  appeared  unto  me,  even  wUo  me  Daniel,  after  that  which 

2  appeared  unto  me  at  the  first.  And  I  saw  in  the  vision ;  and  it  came 
to  pass,  when  I  saw,  that  I  was  at  Shushan  in  the  castle,  which  is 
in  the  province  of  Elain ;  and  I  saw  in  the  vision,  and  [  was  hy  the 

3  river  of  Ulai.  Then  I  lifted  up  mine  eyes,  and  saw,  and,  behold, 
there  stood  before  the  river  a  ram  which  had  two  horns :  and  the 
two  horns  were  high ;  hut  one  was  higher  than  the  other,  and  the 

4  higher  came  up  last.  1  Baw  the  ram  pushing  westward,  and  north¬ 
ward,  and  sou  toward:  so  that  no  beasts  might  stand  before  it,  neither 
was  there  any  that  could  deliver  out  of  its  hand ;  hut  it  did  according 

5  to  its  will,  and  became  great.  And  aa  I  was  considering,  behold,  a 
he  goat  came  from  the  west  on  the  foce  of  the  whole  earth,  and 
touched  not  the  ground :  and  the  goat  had  a  notable  horn  between 

6  its  eyes.  And  it  came  to  the  ram  that  had  two  horns,  which  I  had 
seen  standing  before  the  river,  and  ran  unto  it  in  the  fury  of  its 

7  power.  And  1  saw  him  come  close  unto  the  ram,  and  he  was  em- 
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tittered  against  it,  and  smote  the  ram,  and  brake  its  two  horns  r  and 
there  was  no  power  in  the  ram  to  stand  before  it*  but  it  cast  him 
down  to  the  ground,  and  stamped  upon  it:  and  there  was  none  that 

8  could  deliver  the  ram  out  of  its  baud*  Therefore  the  he  goat  waxed 
very  great :  and  when  it  was  strong,  the  great  horn  was  broken :  and 
for  it  came  up  four  notable  ones  towards  the  four  winds  of  heaven* 

9  And  out  of  one  of  them  came  forth  a  little  horn*  which  waxed 
exceeding  great,  towards  the  south,  and  towards  the  cast*  and 

10  towards  the  pleasant  land .  And  it  waxed  great,  even  to  the  host  of  hea¬ 
ven  ;  aud  it  cast  down  some  of  the  host  and  of  the  stars  to  the  ground, 

11  and  stamped  upon  them.  Yea,  he  magnified  himself  even  to  the 
prince  of  the  host*  and  by  him  the  continual  sacrifice  was  taken  away, 

1 2  and  the  establishment  of  his  sanctuary  was  cast  off.  And  a  hostwus 
given  him  against  the  continual  sacrifice  by  reason  of  transgression* 
and  it  cast  down  truth  to  the  ground;  and  it  laboured  on*  ami  pros- 

13  pared*  Then  I  heard  one  saint  speaking*  and  another  saint  said  unto 
that  certain  saint  who  spake*  How  long  shall  be  the  vision  concern¬ 
ing  the  continual  sacrifice^  whilst  the  transgression  its  desolating,  to 

14  give  both  sanctuary  and  host  to  be  trodden  under  foot  ?  And  he 
said  unto  me.  Unto  the  evening  of  the  morning*  two  thousand  and 

15  three  hundred ;  then  shall  the  sanctuary  be  justified  And  it  came 
to  pass,  when  I*  even  I  Daniel*  had  seen  the  vision*  and  sought  for 
understanding,  then,  behold*  there  stood  bofore  me  as  the  appearance 

16  of  a  man.  And  I  heard  adman’s  voice  between  the  hanks  of  Ulai* 
which  called*  and  said*  Gabriel*  make  this  man  to  understand  the 

17  appearance.  So  he  came  near  to  where  I  stood:  and  when  lie  came* 
I  was  terrified*  and  fell  upon  my  face;  but  be  said  unto  me,  Under¬ 
stand*  0  son  of  man:  for  to  the  time  of  (he  end  points  the  vision. 

18  Now  as  he  was  speaking  with  me  1  fell  in  stupefaction,  with  my  face 
towards  the  ground :  but  he  touched  me*  and  set  me  upright.  And  ho 
said,  Behold  I  will  make  thee  know  what  shall  be  iu  the  last  end  of 

20  the  indignation :  for  at  the  time  appointed  the  end  shall  be*  The  ram 
which  thou  sawest  having  hoo  horns  are  the  kings  of  Media  aud  Persia, 

21  And  the  shaggy  goat  is  the  king  of  Greece ;  and  the  great  horn 

22  that  is  between  its  eyes  is  the  first  king.  New  that  heing  broken* 
whereas  four  stood  up  for  it*  four  kingdoms  shall  stand  up  out  of  the 

23  nation*  bat  not  in  its  power.  And  in  the  latter  time  of  their 
kingdom*  when  the  transgressors  are  come  to  an  end*  a  king  of 
fierce  countenance,  and  understanding  acute  sentences*  shall  stand 

24  up.  And  his  power  shall  be  mighty,  but  not  by  his  own  power : 
and  be  shall  destroy  wonderfully*  and  shall  prosper,  and  act*  and  shall 

25  destroy  the  mighty  and  a  people  of  saints.  And  through  his  policy 

fidao  he  shall  cause  craft  to  prosper  in  his  hand ;  and  he  shall  magnify 
hi<n$elf  in  his  heart,  and  in  peace  shall  destroy  many :  lie  shall  also 

stand  up  against  the  heart  of  princes;  but  he  shall  be  broken  with* 

26  out  hand.  And  the  appearance  of  the  evening  and  the  morning 
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which  was  spoken  of  if  true :  wherefore  shot  thou  up  the  vision  5  for 

37  it  shall  be  for  many  days.  And  I  Daniel  fainted,  and  was  sick  certain. 
days ;  afterwards  I  rose  op,  and  did  the  king's  business ;  and  1  was 
astonished  at  the  appearance,  but  none  understood  it. 

1  Cqap.  ix. — In  the  first  year  of  Darios  the  son  of  Ahasuaros,  of 
Median  seed,  who  was  made  king  over  the  kingdom  of  the  Casdim. 

3  In  the  first  year  of  his  reign  1  Daniel  understood  by  the  hooks  the 
number  of  tne  yean,  whereof  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  to  Jere¬ 
miah  that  he  would  let  pass1  seventy  years  over  the  ruins  of  Jerusalem. 

3  And  1  set  my  face  unto  the  Lord  God,  to  seek  by  prayer  and  suppli- 

4  cations,  with  fasting,  and  sackcloth,  and  ashes :  And  I  prayed  unto 
the  Eternal  my  God,  and  made  my  confession,  and  said,  O  Lord, 
the  great  and  dreadful  God,  keeping  the  covenant  and  mercy  to  them 

5  that  love  him,  and  to  them  that  keep  his  commandments  ;  We  have 
sinned,  and  have  committed  iniquity,  and  have  done  wickedly,  and 
have  rebelled,  even  by  departing  from  thy  precepts  and  from  thy  judg- 

6  ments :  Neither  have  we  hearkened  nnto  thy  servants  the  prophets, 
who  spake  in  thy  name  to  our  kings,  our  princes,  and  our  fathers, 

7  and  to  aU  the  people  of  the  land.  O  Lord,  righteousness  behngeth 
unto  thee,  hut  nnto  us  confusion  of  the  faces,  as  at  this  day; 
to  the  men  of  Judah,  and  to  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  and  unto 
all  Israel,  that  are  near,  and  that  are  far  0%  through  all  the  coun¬ 
tries  whither  thou  hast  driven  them,  because  of  their '  trespass  that 

8  they  have  trespassed  against  thee.  O  Eternal,  to  us  behngeth  con¬ 
fusion  of  the  face,  to  our  kings,  to  our  princes,  and  to  our  fathers, 

9  because  we  bare  sinned  against  thee.  To  the  Eternal  our  God 
belong  the  mercies  and  the  forgiveness,  though  we  have  rebelled 

10  against  him  ;  Neither  have  we  obeyed  the  voice  of  the  Eternal  our 
God,  to  walk  in  bis  laws,  which  he  set  before  us  by  his  servants  the 

1 1  prophets.  Yea,  all  Israel  have  transgressed  thy  law,  even  by  de¬ 
parting,  that  they  might  not  obey  thy  voice ;  therefore  the  nurse  is 
poured  upon  us,  and  the  oath  that  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses 

]2  the  servant  of  God,  because  we  have  sinned  against  him.  And  he 
hath  confirmed  his  words,  which  he  spake  against  us,  and  against  our 
judges  that  judged  us,  by  bringing  upon  us  a  great  evil :  for  under 
the  whole  heaven  hath  not  been  done  as  hath  Been  done  upon  Jeru- 

13  galem.  As  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  all  this  evil  is  come 
upon  us :  yet  did  we  not  moke  entreaty  before  the  Eternal  our  God, 
that  we  might  turn  from  our  iniquities,  and  consider  thy  truth. 

14  Therefore  hath  the  Eternal  diligently  watched  upon  the  evil,  and 
brought  it  upon  us :  for  the  Eternal  our  God  is  righteous  in  all  his 
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15  works  which  he  doeth :  for  we  obeyed  not  his  voice.  And  now,  O 
Lord  our  God,  that  hast  brought  thy  people  forth  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt  with  a  strong  hand,  and  hast  made  thyself  a  name,  as  at  this 

16  day;  we  have  sinned,  we  have  done  wickedly.  O  Eternal,  according 
to  all  thy  righteousness,  pray,  let  thine  anger  and  thy  fury  be  tamed 
away  from  thy  city  Jerusalem,  the  mountain  of  thy  holiness :  because 
for  our  sins,  and  tor  the  inujuities  of  our  fathers,  Jerusalem  and  thy 

17  people  are  become  a  reproach  to  all  that  are  about  ns.  Now  therefore, 
O  our  God,  hear  the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and  his  supplications,  and 

16  cause  thy  face  to  shine  upon  thy  sanctuary  that  is  desolate,  for  thy 

18  sake,  O  Lord.  O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear,  and  hear ;  open  thine 
eyes,  and  behold  our  desolations,  and  the  city  which  is  called  by  thy 
name :  for  we  do  not  present  our  supplications  before  tbee  for  oar 

19  righteousness,  bnt  for  thy  great  mercies.  O  Lord,  bear  ;  O  Lord, 
forgive ;  0  Lord,  attend  and  do ;  delay  not,  for  thine  own  sake,  O 

20  my  God :  for  thy  city  and  thy  people  are  called  by  thy  name.  And 
while  1  was  speaking,  and  praying,  and  confessing  my  sin  and  the  sin 
of  my  people  Israel,  and  presenting  my  snpplication  before  the  Eter- 

21  nal  my  God,  for  the  mountain  of  the  holiness  of  my  God ;  Yea,  while 
1  was  speaking  in  prayer,  even  the  man  Gabriel,  whom  I  had  seen 
in  the  vision  at  the  beginning,  being  caused  to  fly  swiftly,  touched 

22  me  about  the  time  of  the  evening  oblation.  And  he  explained,  and 
talked  with  me,  and  said,  O  Daniel,  I  am  now  come  forth  to  give 

23  thee  skill  and  understanding.  At  the  beginning  of  thy  supplications 
a  sentence  went  forth,  and  I  am  come  to  tell  thee;  for  thou  art 
greatly  beloved ;  therefore  understand  the  matter,  and  consider  the 

24  appearance.  Seventy  weeks  are  determined  upon  thy  people  and 
upon  the  city  of  thy  holiness,  to  restrain  the  transgression,  and  to 
make  an  ena  of  sins,  and  to  make  an  expiation  for  iniquity,  and  to 
bring  in  perpetuity  righteousness,  and  to  seal  up  vision  and  pro- 

25  phecy,  and  to  anoint  the  holy  of  holies.  Know  therefore  and  nnoer- 
stand,  that  from  the  going  forth  of  a  sentence  to  restore  and  to  build 
Jerusalem  unto  an  anointed  one,  a  leader,  shall  be  seven  weeks ;  and 
m  three  score  and  two  weeks  shall  street  and  ditch  be  built  again, 

26  even  in  troublous  times.  And  after  the  threescore  and  two  weeks 
shall  an  anointed  one  be  cot  off,  and  there  iB  none  to  help  him ;  and  a 
people  of  the  coming  leader  shall  destroy  the  city  and  the  sanctuary ; 
and  ins  end  shall  be  with  the  flood,  and  onto  the  end  of  the  war  de- 

27  eolations  are  determined.  And  he  shall  moke  powerful  a  covenant 
for  the  many  for  one  week :  and  half  a  week  he  shall  cause  sacrifice 
and  oblation  to  cease,  and  upon  the  skirt  of  the  abominations  there 
shall  be  a  desolator,  even  until  the  consummation,  and  that  deter¬ 
mined  shall  be  poured  upon  the  desolate. 

I  Chap,  x.— Tu  the  third  year  of  Cyras  king  of  Persia  a  thing  was  re¬ 
vealed  unto  Daniel,  whose  name  was  called  Del  teshazzar;  and  the  truth 
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of  the  thing,  and  a  great  host  :  and  he  noticed  the  thing,  and  under- 

2  stood  it  in  the  vision.  In  those  days  I  Daniel  was  mourning  three 

3  full  weeks.  l  ate  no  pleasant  bread,  neither  came  flesh  nor  wine  in 
my  mouth,  neither  did  I  anoint  myself  at  all,  till  three  whale  weeks 

4  were  fulfilled.  And  in  the  four  and  twentieth  day  of  the  first  month, 

5  as  I  was  by  the  side  of  the  great  river,  which  is  Hiddekel :  Then 
I  lifted  up  mine  eyes,  and  looked,  and  behold  a  certain  man  clothed 

6  in  linen,  whose  bins  were  girded  with  fine  gold  of  Uphaz :  His  body 
also  was  like  beryl,  and  his  face  as  the  appearance  of  lightning,  and  his 
eyes  as  torches  of  fire,  and  his  onuB  and  his  feet  like  the  appearance 
of  polished  copper,  and  the  voice  of  his  words  like  the  voice  of  a 

7  multitude.  And  I  Daniel  alone  saw  the  vision :  for  the  men  that 
were  with  me  saw  not  the  vision ;  but  a  great  quaking  fell  upon  them, 

8  so  that  they  fled  to  hide  themselves.  Therefore  I  was  left  alone,  and 
saw  this  great  vision,  and  there  remained  no  strength  in  me:  and  my 
comeliness  was  turned  upon  me  into  a  destroyer,  and  I  retained  no 

9  strength.  Yet  heard  I  the  voice  of  his  words :  and  when  I  heard  the 
voice  of  his  words,  whilst  I  was  in  a  stupefaction  on  my  face,  and  my 

10  face  towards  the  ground;  And  behold  a  hand  touched  me,  ana 

11  set  me  upon  my  knees  and  upon  the  palms  of  my  hands.  And  he 
said  unto  me,  O  Daniel,  a  man  greatly  beloved,  understand  the  words 
that  I  speak  unto  thee,  hud  remain  where  thou  art  standing  :  for  unto 
thee  am  I  now  sent.  And  whilst  he  spoke  this  word  unto  me,  I 

12  stood  trembling.  Then  said  he  unto  me.  Fear  not  Daniel :  for  from 
the  first  day  that  thou  didst  set  thy  heart  to  understand,  and  to  mor¬ 
tify  thyself  before  thy  God,  thy  words  were  heard,  and  I  am  come  at 

13  tby  wonls.  But  the  prince  of  the  kingdom  of  Persia  withstood  me 
one  and  twenty  days :  hut,  lo,  Michael,  one  of  the  chief  princes,  came 
to  help  me :  and  I  was  left  there  by  the  side  of  the  kings  of  Persia. 

14  Now  lam  come  to  make  thee  understand  what  shall  befall  thy  people 
in  the  remoteness  of  the  days :  for  there  is  yet  a  vision  for  those  days. 

15  And  whilst  he  was  speaking  such  wards  unto  me,  I  set  my  face  to- 

16  wards  the  ground,  and  I  became  dumb.  And,  behold,  one  like  the 
similitude  of  the  sons  of  men  touched  my  lips:  then  I  opened  my 
mouth,  and  spake,  and  said  unto  him  that  stood  before  me,  O  my 
lord,  by  the  vision  my  sorrows  are  turned  upon  me,  aud  I  have  re- 

17  tained  no  strength.  For  how  can  the  servant  of  this  my  lord  talk 
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with  this  ray  lord  ?  for  as  for  me,  from  now  there  remained!  'no 

18  strength  in  me,  neither^  there  breath  left  in  me.  Then  there  came 
again  and  touched  me  one  like  the  appearance  of  a  man,  and  he 

19  strengthened  me,  And  said,  O  man,  greatly  beloved,  fear  not:  peace 
It  unto  thee,  be  strong,  yea  be  strong.  And  whilst  he  spoke  unto 
me,  I  was  strengthened,  and  said.  Let  my  lord  speak ;  for  thou  hast 

20  strengthened  me.  Then  said  he,  Knowest  thou  wherefore  1  come 
unto  thee l  and  now  wifi  1  return  to  fight  with  the  prince  of  Persia : 

21  and  when  1  am  gone  forth,  lo,  the  prince  of  Greece  shall  come*  But 
1  will  tell  thee  that  which  is  noted  in  the  scripture  of  truth :  and 
there  is  none  that  holdeth  fast  with  me  against  those,  but  Michael 
your  prince. 

1  Chav,  xi.— Also  I  in  the  first  yea;  of  Darius  the  Mede,  even  I,  stood 

2  to  confirm  and  to  strengthen  him.  And  now  will  I  tell  thee  truth. 
Behold,  there  shall  stand  up  yet  three  kings  m  Persia ;  and  the  fourth 
shall  be  for  richer  than  they  all :  and  by  his  strength  through  his  riches 

3  he  shall  stir  up  all  against  the  kingdom  of  Greece.  And  a  mighty 
king  shall  stand  up,  that  shall  rule  with  great  dominion,  aud  do  ac- 

4  cording  to  his  will.  And  when  he  shall  stand  up,  his  kingdom  shall 
be  broken,  and  shall  be  divided  towards  {jie  four  winds  of  heaven  ; 
and  not  to  hia  posterity,  nor  according  to  hie  dominion  which  he 
ruled ;  for  his  kingdom  shall  be  plucked  np,  even  for  others  besides 

6  those.  And  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  strong,  and  one  of  his 
princes ;  and  another  shall  be  strong  above  him,  and  have  dominion; 

6  his  dominion  shall  be  a  great  dominion.  And  in  the  end  of  years 
they  shall  join  themselves  together;  for  the  king’s  daughter  of  the 
south  shall  come  to  the  king  of  the  north  to  establish  concord:  but 
the  arm  shall  not  retain  power ;  neither  shall  he  stand,  nor  his  arm  : 
but  she  shall  be  given  up,  and  they  that  brought  her,  and  he  that 

7  begat  her,  and  he  that  strengthened  her  in  these  times.  But  out  of 
a  snoot  of  her  roots  shall  one  stand  up  in  his  place,  who  shall  come 
to  the  army,  and  shall  enter  into  the  fortresses  of  the  king  of  the 

8  north,  and  shall  deal  against  them,  and  shall  prevail :  And  shall 
also  carry  captives  into  Egypt  their  gods,  with  their  princes,  and 
with  their  precious  vessels  of  silver  and  gold ;  and  he  shall  continue 

9  more  years  than  the  king  of  the  north,  So  the  king  of  the  south 
shall  come  into  his  kingdom,  and  shall  return  into  his  own  land. 

10  But  his  son  shall  be  stirred  up,  and  shall  assemble  a  multitude  of 
great  forces  :  and  one  shall  certainly  come,  and  overflow,  and  pass 
through ;  then  shall  he  return,  and  he  stirred  up,  even  to  his  for- 

1 1  tress.  And  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  moved  with  clioler,  and 
shall  come  forth  and  fight  with  him,  even  with  the  king  of  the  north ; 
and  he  shall  set  forth  a  great  multitude ;  but  the  multitude  shall  be 

12  given  into  his  hand.  And  when  the  multitude  is  taken  away,  his 
heart  shall  be  lifted  up ;  and  he  shall  cast  down  myriads  ;  but  he  shall 

13  not  prevail.  For  the  king  of  the  north  shall  return,  and  shall  set 
forth  a  multitude  greater  than  the  former,  and  shall  certainly  come 
at  the  end  of  times,  even  years  with  a  great  army  and  with  much 
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14  substance.  And  in  those  times  there  shall  many  stand  up  against 
the  lung  of  the  south :  also  the  robbers  of  thy  people  shall  exalt  them- 

15  selves  to  establish  a  vision ;  bnt  they  shall  stumble.  So  the  king  of 
the  north  Rhall  come,  and  cast  up  a  mount,  and  conquer  a  city  of 
fortifications :  and  the  anna  of  the  sooth  shall  not  withstand,  neither 
his  chosen  people,  neither  shall  there  he  any  strength  to  withstand. 

16  Bat  he  that  cometh  against  him  shall  do  according  to  Ms  own  will, 
and  none  shall  stand  before  him :  and  he  shall  stand  in  the  glorioua 

17  land,  and  destruction  is  in  his  hand.  He  shall  also  set  his  Ace  to 
enter  with  the  strength  of  his  whole  kingdom,  and  upright  ones  with 
him ;  thus  shall  he  do :  and  he  shall  give  him  a  daughter  of  die 
women,  corrupting  her :  but  she  shall  not  stand  on  fits  ride,  neither 

18  be  for  him.  After  this  shall  he  turn  his  face  unto  maritime  settle¬ 
ments,  and  Bball  take  many :  but  a  captain  for  his  own  behalf  shall 
cause  his  disgrace  to  cease ;  without  his  own  disgrace  he  shall  cause 

19  it  to  turn  upon  him.  Then  he  shall  turn  bis  face  toward  the  forts 
of  his  own  land :  but  he  shall  stumble  and  fell,  and  not  be  found. 

20  Than  shall  stand  up  in  his  place  one  that  cauBeth  the  exactor  to  pass 
through  the  glory  of  the  kingdom ;  but  within  few  days  he  shall  be 

21  destroyed,  neither  in  anger,  nor  in  war.  And  in  bis  place  shall  stand 
up  a  vile  person,  to  whom  they  shall  not  give  the  honour  of  the  king* 
dom  :  but  he  shall  come  in  peace,  and  obtain  the  kingdom  by  flat- 

22  teries.  And  the  arms  of  the  flood  shall  be  swept  away  from  before  him, 

23  and  shall  be  broken ;  yea,  also  the  leader  of  the  covenant.  And  since 
the  union  with  him  he  shall  work  deceitfully :  for  he  shall  come  up, 

21  and  shall  become  strong  with  a  small  people.  He  shall  enter  in 
peace  even  upon  the  fattest  places  of  the  province ;  and  he  shall  do 
that  which  his  fathers  have  not  done,  nor  his  fathers’  fathers ;  be 
shall  scatter  among  them  the  prey,  and  spoil,  and  riches :  yea,  and 
he  shall  forecast  his  devices  against  the  strongholds,  even  for  a  time. 

25  And  he  shall  stir  up  his  power  and  his  heart  against  the  king  of  the 
south  with  a  great  army ;  and  the  king  of  the  south  shall  be  stirred 
up  to  the  war  with  a  very  great  and  mighty  army  ;  but  he  shall  not 

26  stand :  for  they  shall  forecast  devices  against  him.  Yea,  they  that 
eat  of  his  dainty  food  shall  destroy  him,  and  his  army  shall  overflow : 

27  and  many  shall  fall  down  Blain,  And  both  these  king’s  hearts  shall 
he  to  do  mischief,  and  they  shall  speak  lies  at  one  table ;  but  it  shall 

28  not  prosper :  for  there  is  yet  an  end  to  the  time  appointed.  Then 
shall  he  return  into  his  land  with  great  substance  j  and  his  heart  shall 
he  against  the  covenant  of  holiness  ;  and  when  he  hath  acted  he  shall 

29  do  exploits,  and  return  to  his  own  land.  At  the  time  appointed  he 
eliall  return,  and  come  towards  the  south ;  hut  it  Bhail  not  be  as  the 

30  former,  or  as  the  latter.  For  ships  from  Chittim  shall  come  against 
him :  therefore  he  shall  be  grieved,  Bnd  return,  and  have  indignation 
against  the  covenant  of  holiness,  and  he  shall  act ;  he  shall  even  re¬ 
turn,  and  have  intelligence  with  them  tl^pt  forsake  the  covenant  of 

31  holiness.  And  arms  shall  stand  on  his  pert,1  and  they  shall  pollnte 
the  sanctuary,  the  fortress,  and  shall  take  away  the  continual  sacri- 

32  ficet  and  they  shall  place  the  abomination  that  maketh  desolate.  And 

1  from  faiia 
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such  as  do  wickedly  against  the  covenant  shall  be  lead  astray  by  flat* 
teries :  bat  the  people  that  do  know  their  God  shall  be  strong,  and 

36  act.  And  they  that  understand  among  the  people  shall  instruct 
many ;  yet  they  shall  fall1  by  the  award*  and  by  flame*  by  captivity* 

34  and  by  spoil*  stony  days.  Now  when  they  shall  stumble,  they  shall 
be  holpen  with  a  little  help :  but  many  shall  join  them  with  flat- 

36  teries.  And  some  of  them  of  understanding  shall  stumble  jto  refine 
through  them*  and  to  porge,  and  to  make  them  white*  even  to  the 

36  time  of  the  end:  for  it  will  last  to  the  time  appointed.  And  the  king 
dull  do  according  to  his  will  $  and  he  shall  exalt  himself,  and  magnify 
himself  ahove  every  god,  and  shall  speak  marvellous  things  against 
the  God  of  gods,  and  shall  prosper  till  the  indignation  be  accom- 

37  plished :  for  what  is  determined  shall  be  done.  Neither  shall  he  re¬ 
gard  the  gods  of  his  fathers,  nor  the  desire  of  women,  nor  regard  anv 

38  god :  for  he  ahall  magnify  himself  above  alL  But  in  his  place  shall 
he  honour  the  God  of  fortresses :  and  a  god  whom  his  fathers  knew 
not  shall  he  honoor  with  gold,  and  silver,  and  with  precious  stones, 

39  and  pleasant  things.  Thus  shall  he  do  in  the  most  strong  holds  with 
a  strange  god,  him  who  acknowledged,  Air  glory  will  he  increase;  and 
he  shall  cause  them  to  rule  over  many,  and  shall  divide  land  for  gain, 

40  And  at  the  time  of  the  end  shall  the  Iring  of  the  south  push  at  him : 
and  the  king  of  the  north  shall  come  against  him  like  a  whirlwind, 
with  chariots*  and  with  horsemen,  and  with  many  ships;  and  he  shall 

41  enter  into  the  countries,  and  aboil  overflow  and  pees  over.  He  shall 
enter  also  into  the  glorious  land,  and  many  countries  shall  be  over* 
thrown  i1  but  these  shall  escape  out  of  his  hand,  even  Edom,  and  Moab, 

42  and  the  firstlings  of  the  children  of  Ammon.  He  shall  stretch  forth  his 
hand  also  upon  the  countries  ;and  the  land  of  Egypt  shall  not  escape, 

43  But  he  shall  have  power  over  the  treasures  of  gold  and  of  silver,  and 
over  all  the  precious  things  of  Egypt :  and  Lubbin  and  Cushim  shall 

44  be  at  his  steps.  But  tidings  out  of  the  east  and  out  of  the  north 
shall  trouble  him  :  therefore  he  shall  go  forth  with  great  fury  to  de* 

45  stroy,  and  to  doom  many.  And  he  shall  plant  the  tents  of  bis  palace 
between  seas  towards  the  glorioas  mountain  of  holiness ;  yet  he  shall 
come  to  his  end,  and  none  shall  help  him. 

1  Chap.  xii. — And  at  the  time  shall  Michael  stand  up,  the  great  prince 
who  standeth  for  the  children  of  thy  people :  and  there  shall  be  a 
time  of  trouble,  such  as  never  was  since  there  was  a  nation  even  to 
that  same  time :  and  at  that  time  thy  people  shall  be  delivered, 

2  every  one  that  shall  be  found  written  in  the  book.  And  many  of  them 
that  sleep  in  the  dust  of  the  ground  shall  awake,  some  to  everlasting 

3  life,  and  some  to  shame  arm  everlasting  contempt  And  they  that 
arise  shall  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the  expanse ;  and  they  that  turn 

4  many  to  righteousness  as  the  stars  for  ever  and  ever.  But  thou,  O 
Daniel,  close  np  the  words,  and  seal  the  book,  even  to  the  time  of 
the  end  t  many  shall  run  to  and  fro,  and  knowledge  shall  be  increased, 

5  ThenI  Daniel  looked,andbehold,  there  stood  other  two;  the  one  on  this 
aide  of  the  brink  of  the  river,  and  the  other  on  that  side  of  the  brink 

$  of  the  river.  And  he  said  to  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  who  was  over 

1  ftumbU. 
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the  waters  of  the  rivers.  How  long  shall  it  be  to  the  end  of  these 
7  wonders?  And  I  heard  the  man  clothed  in  linen,  who  was  over  the 
waters  of  the  river,  when  be  held  up  his  right  hand  end  his  left  hand 
onto  the  heavens,  and  eware  by  him  that  liveth  for  ever,  that  at  an 
appointed  time  of  appointed  times  and  a  half,  and  when  the  scatter¬ 
ing  of  the  power  of  a  people  of  holiness  will  be  completed,  shah  all 
6  these  things  be  finished.  And  I  heard,  bat  I  understood  not ;  then 
9  said  I,  O  my  Lord,  what  shall  he  the  end  of  these  things  f  And  he 
said.  Go  thy  way,  Daniel ;  for  the  words  are  dosed  op,  and  sealed 

10  till  the  time  of  the  end.  Many  shall  ha  purified,  and  made  white, 
and  refined;  bat  the  wicked  shall  do  wickedly  r  but  all  the  wicked 

1 1  shall  understand  nothing ;  but  tbe  intelligent  shall  understand.  And 
from  the  time  that  the  continual  sacrifice  was  taken  away,  and  tbe 
abomination  that  maketh  desolate  setup,  are  a  thousand  two  hundred 

12  and  ninety  days.  O  happiness  of  him  that  waiteth  and  attaineth  to  a 

13  thousand  three  hundred  and  five  mid  thirty  days.  Bat  for  thee  go  to  the 
end ;  for  thou  shalt  rest,  and  stand  by  thy  lot  at  the  end  of  the  days. 


THE  BOOK  OF  EZRA. 


1  Chap.  i. — Now  in  the  first  year  of  Cyras  king  of  Persia,  for  the  ful¬ 
filment  of  the  word  of  the  Eternal  by  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah,  the 
Eternal  stirred  up  the  spirit  of  Cyras  king  of  Persia,  that  he  made  a 
proclamation  throughout  all  his  kingdom,  and  put  it  also  in  writing, 

2  saying,  Thus  saith  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  The  Eternal  God  of  heaven 
hath  given  me  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  earth ;  and  he  hath  charged

3  me  to  build  him  a  bouse  at  Jerusalem,  which  is  in  Judah.  Who  is 
there  among  you  of  alibis  people  ?  his  God  be  with  him,  and  let  him 
go  up  to  Jerusalem,  frhich  is  in  Judah,  and  build  the  house  of  the 

4  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  he  is  the  God,  who  is  in  Jerusalem.  And 
whosoever  remaineth  in  any  place  where  he  sojoumeth,  let  the  men 
of  bis  place  help1  him  with  silver,  and  with  gold,  and  with  substance, 
and  with  beasts,  beside  the  freewill  offering  for  the  house  of  God, 

6  that  is  in  Jerusalem.  Then  rose  up  the  heads  of  the  lathers  of  Judah 
and  Benjamin,  and  the  priests,  ana  the  Levites,with  all  them  whose 
spirit  God  had  stirred  up,  to  go  up  to  build  the  house  of  the  Eternal 

C  which  is  in  Jerusalem,  And  all  they  that  were  about  them,  strength¬ 
ened  their  hands  with  vessels  of  silver,  with  the  gold,  with  the  sub¬ 
stance,  and  with  (he  beasts,  and  with  die  precious  things,  besides  all 

7  that  was  willingly  offered.  Also  Cyrus  the  king  brought  forth  the  ves¬ 
sels  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  which  Nebuchadnezzar  had  brought 

8  forth  out  of  Jerusalem,  and  had  put  them  in  the  house  of  his  gods*  Even 
those  did  Cyrus  king  of  Persia  bring  forth  by  the  hand  of  Mithredath 
the  treasurer,  and  numbered  them  unto  Snesbbazzar,  the  prince  of 

9  Judah.  And  this  is  the  number  of  them  r  thirty  chargers  of  gold,  a 
10  thousand  chargers  of  silver,  nine  and  twenty  knives.  Thirty  basons 

of  gold,  silver  basons  of  a  second  sort  four  hundred  and  ten,  and 
It  other  vessels  a  thousand.  All  the  vessels  of  gold  and  of  silver  were 
five  thousand  and  four  hundred.  All  these  did  Sheshbazzar  bring 
up  with  them  qf  the  captivity  that  were  brought  up  from  Babylon 
unto  Jerusalem. 

1  Chap,  ii,— Now  these  are  the  children  of  the  province  that  went  up 
out  of  the  prisons,  of  those  who  had  been  carried  into  captivity,  whom 
Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon  had  carried  away  unto  Ba¬ 
bylon,  and  came  again  unto  Jerusalem  and  Judah,  every  one  unto  his 

2  city ;  Who  came  with  Zerubbabel :  Joshua,  Nehemiah,  Seraiah, 
Reelaiah,  Mordecai,  Bilahan,  Mizpar,  Bigvai,  Rehum,  Baanah.  The 

3  number  of  the  men  of  the  people  of  Israel;  The  children  of  Parosh, 

4  two  thousand  a  hundred  seventy  and  two.  The  children  of  Shepha- 

5  tiah,  three  hundred  seventy  and  two.  Hie  children  of  Arab,  seven 

6  hundred  seventy  and  five*  The  children  of  Pkhath-moab,  of  the 
children  of  Jeshua  and  Joab,  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve. 

7  The  children  of  Elam,  a  thousand  two  huudred  fifty  and  four.

60  house,  and  their  seed,  whether  they  were  of  Israel :  The  children 
of  Delaiah,  the  children  of  Tobiah,  the  children  of  Nekada,  sin 

61  hundred  fifty  and  two.  And  of  the  children  of  the  priests :  the 
children  of  the  Habaiah,  the  children  of  Koz,  the  children  of  Bar- 
zallai ;  who  took  a  wife  of  the  daughters  of  Barzillai  the  Gileadite, 

62  and  was  called  after  their  name :  These  sought  their  genealogical 
records,  but  they  were  not  found ;  therefore  were  they,  as  polluted, 

63  put  from  the  priesthood.  And  the  Tirshetha  said  unto  them,  that 
they  should  not  eat  of  the  most  holy  things,  tilt  there  stood  up  a 

64  priest  with  Urim  and  with  Thummim,  The  whole  congregation 
together  was  forty  and  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  threescore. 

65  Beside  their  servants  and  their  maids,  these  were  seven  thousand 
three  hundred  thirty  and  seven:  and  there  were  among  them 

66  two  hundred  singing  men  and  singing  women.  Their  horses  were 
seven  hundred  thirty  and  six  ;  their  mules,  two  hundred  forty  and 

67  five ;  Their  camels,  four  hundred  thirty  and  five ;  their  asses,  six 

68  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty.  And  seme  of  the  heads  of  the 
fathers,  when  they  came  to  the  house  of  the  Eternal  which  is  at  Je¬ 
rusalem,  offered  freely  for  the  house  of  God  to  set  it  up  in  its  place: 

69  They  gave  after  their  ability  unto  the  treasure  of  the  work  threescore 
and  one  thousand  d&rics  or  gold,  and  five  thousand  pounds  of  silver 

70  and  one  hundred  priests*  coats.  So  the  priests,  and  the  Levites,  and 
some  of  the  people,  and  the  singers,  and  the  gate  keepers,  and  the 
temple  servants,  dwelt  in  their  cities,  and  all  Israel  in  their  cities. 


1  Chap,  m.— And  when  the  seventh  month  was  come,  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel  were  in  the  cities,  the  people  gathered  themselves 

2  together  as  one  man  to  Jerusalem.  Then  stood  up  Jeshua  the  son 
'  of  Jozadnk,  and  his  brethren  the  priests,  and  Zembhalielllie  son  of 

Shedtiel,  and  his  brethren,  and  built  the  altar  of  the  God  of  Israel, 
to  offer  hurnt  offerings  thereon,  as  U  is  written  in  the  law  of  Moses, 

3  the  man  of  God.  And  they  set  the  altar  upon  its  liases ;  for  dread 
was  upon  them  because  of  the  peoples  of  the  countries :  and  they 
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offered  burnt  offerings  thereon  unto  the  Eternal,  even  burnt  offerings 

4  rooming  and  evening.  I’hey  kept  also  the  festival  of  booths,  as  it  u 
written,  and  offered  the  daily  burnt  offerings  by  number,  according 

5  to  the  custom,  as  tbe  duty  of  every  day  required ;  And  afterwards 
offered  the  continual  burnt  offering,  both  of  the  new  moons,  and  of  all 
the  appointed  seasons  of  the  Eternal  that  were  consecrated,  and  of 
every  one  that  willingly  offered  a  freewill  offering  unto  the  Eternal. 

C  From  (he  first  day  of  the  seventh  month  began  they  to  offer  burnt 
offerings  unto  the  Eternal.  But  the  foundation  of  the  temple  of  the 

7  Eternal  was  not  yet  laid.  They  gave  money  also  unto  the  hewers, 
and  to  the  carpenters;  and  meat,  and  drink,  and  oil,  unto  them  of 
Zidon,  and  to  them  of  Tyre,  to  bring  cedar  trees  from  Lebanon  to 
the  sea  of  Joppa,  according  to  the  grant  that  they  had  of  Cyrus  king 

8  of  Persia.  Now  in  the  second  year  of  their  coming  unto  the  house 
of  God  at  Jerusalem,  in  the  second  month,  began  Zerubbabel  the 
son  of  Shealtiel,  and  Jeshua  the  son  of  Jozadak,  and  the  remnant  of 
their  brethren,  the  priests  and  the  Levites,  and  ail  they  that  were 
come  out  of  the  captivity  unto  Jerusalem ;  and  appointed  the  Levites, 
from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  to  preside  over  the  work  of  the 

9  house  of  the  Eternal.  Then  stood  Jeshua  with  his  sons  and  his 
brethren,  Kadmiel  and  his  sons,  the  sons  of  Judah,  as  one,  to  preside 
over  the  workmen  in  the  house  of  God :  the  sons  of  Henedad,  their 

10  sons  and  their  brethren  the  Levites.  And  when  the  builders  laid 
the  foundation  of  the  temple  of  the  Eternal,  they  set  the  priests  in 
their  apparel  with  the  trumpets,  aud  the  Levites  the  sons  of  Asaph 
with  the  cymbals,  to  praise  the  Eternal,  in  the  manner  of  David  king 

11  of  Israel.  And  they  sang  together  by  course  in  praising  and  giving 
thanks  unto  the  Eternal ;  because  he  is  good,  for  nis  mercy  endureth 
for  ever  towards  Israel.  And  all  the  people  shouted  with  a  great 
shout,  when  they  praised  the  Eternal,  because  the  foundation  of  the 

12  house  of  the  Eternal  was  laid.  But  many  of  the  priests  and  Levites 
and  heads  of  the  fathers,  the  old  men,  that  had  seen  the  first  house, 
when  the  foundation  of  this  house  was  laid  before  their  eyes,  wept 
with  a  loud  voice;  and  many  raised  their  voices  in  Bhouts  for  joy : 

13  So  that  the  people  oould  not  discern  the  noise  of  the  shout  of  joy  from 
the  noise  ofthc  weeping  of  the  people :  tor  the  people  shouted  with  a 
loud  shout,  and  the  noise  was  heard  afar  off. 

1  Chap,  iv.— Now  when  the  adversaries  of  Judah  and  Benjamin  heard 
that  the  children  of  „the  captivity  built  a  temple  unto  the  Eternal 

2  God  of  Israel ;  Then  they  came  to  Zerubbabel,  and  to  the  heads  of 
tbe  lathers,  and  said  unto  them.  Let  us  build  with  you :  for  we  will 
seek  your  God,  as  ye  do;  and  wc  do  sacrifice  unto  him  Bincethe  days 

3  of  Esar-haddon  kmg  of  Assur,  who  brought  us  up  hither.  But 
Zerubbahel,  and  Jeshua,  and  the  rest  of  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of 
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Israel,  said  onto  them.  It  does  not  become  ye  and  its  to  build  a  house 
unto  our  God;  but  we  ourselves  together  will  build  unto  the  Eternal 
God  of  Israel,  as  king  Cyrus  the  king  of  Persia  hath  commanded  us. 

4  Then  the  people  of  the  land  weakened  the  bands  of  the  people  of 

5  Judah,  and  troubled  them  in  building.  And  hired  counsellors  against 
them,  to  frustrate  their  purpose,  all  the  dayB  of  Cyrus  king  of  Persia, 

6  even  until  the  reign  of  Darius  king  of  Persia.  And  in  the  reign  of 
Ahasnerns,  in  the  beginning  of  his  reign,  wrote  they  unto  Aim  an 

7  accusation  against  the  inhabitants  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem.  And  in 
the  days -of  Artaxerxes  wrote  Bisblam,  Mithredatli,  Tabecl,  and  the 
rest  of  their  companions,  under  Artaxerxes  king  of  Pemia ;  and  the 
writing  of  the  letter  was  written  in  the  Syrian  tongue,  and  interpreted 

8  in  the  Syrian  tongue.  Rehum  the  chancellor,  and  Shim shai  the  scribe, 
wrote  a  letter  against  Jerusalem  to  Artaxerxes  the  king  in  this  sort : 

9  Then  unrote  Rehum  die  chancellor,  and  Shimshai  the  scribe,  and  the 
rest  of  their  companions ;  the  Dinaites,  the  ApharsathchiUs,  the 
Tarpelites,  the  Apbarsites,  the  Archevites,  the  Babylonian^  the 

10  Susanchites,  the  Dehavites,  and  the  Elamites,  And  the  rest  of  the 
nations  whom  the  great  and  noble  Asnapper  brought  over,  and  set  in 
the  cities  of  Samaria,  and  the  rest  that  are  on  this  side  the  river,  and 

11  bo  forth*  This  is  the  copy  of  the  letter  that  they  sent  unto  him, 
even  unto  Artaxerxes  the  lung;  Thy  servants  the  men  on  this  side 

12  the  liver,  and  bo  forth.  Be  it  known  unto  the  king  that  the  Jews 
who  came  up  from  thee  to  us  are  come  unto  Jerusalem,  building 
the  rebellious  and  bad  city*  and  bare  set  up  the  walls  thereof,  and 

13  joined  the  foundations.  Be  it  known  now  unto  the  king/  that  if  this 
city  be  built,  and  the  walls  be  set  up  again,  then  will  they  not  pay 
tribute,  excise,  and  toll,  and  so  thou  shaU  endamage  the  revenue  of  the 

14  kings.  Now  because  we  eat  salt  from  the  ting's  palace,  and  it  was 
not  meet  for  us  to  sea  the  king's  dishonour,  therefore  have  we  sent 

16  and  certified  the  king ;  That  search  may  be  made  in  the  book  of  the 
records  of  thy  fathers :  so  shall  thou  find  in  the  book  of  the  records, 
and  know  that  this  city  is  a  rebellious  city,  and  hurtful  unto  kings  and 
provinces,  and  that  they  have  moved  sedition  within  the  same  of  old 

16  time :  for  which  causa  was  this  city  destroyed*  We  certify  the  king, 
that  if  this  city  be  built  again,  and  the  walls  thereof  set  up,  by  this 
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17  means  thou  shalt  have  no  portion  on  this  side  the  river.  Then  sent 
the  king  an  edict  unto  Rehum  the  chancellor,  and  to  Shimshai  the 
scribe,  and  to  the  rest  of  their  companions  that  dwell  in  Samaria,  and 

18  unto  the  lest  beyond  the  river.  Peace,  and  so  forth.  The  letter  which 

19  ye  sent  unto  us  hath  been  plainly  read  before  me.  And  a  command 
proceeded  from  me,  and  search  hath  been  made,  and  it  is  found  that 
this  city  of  old  time  hath  made  insurrection  against  kings,  and  that 

20  rebellion  and  sedition  have  been  made  therein.  There  have  been 
mighty  kings  also  over  Jerusalem,  who  have  ruled  over  all  comtrie* 
beyond  the  river ;  and  tributes,  excise,  and  toll  was  paid  onto  them. 

21  Give  ye  now  commandment  to  cause  these  men  to  cease,  and  that 
this  city  he  not  built,  until  another  commandment  shall  be  given 

22  from  me.  Take  heed  now  that  ye  foil  not  to  do  this ;  why  should 

23  damage  grow  to  the  hurt  of  the  kings  ?  Now  when  the  copy  of  king 
Artaxerxea’  letter  woe  read  before  Kehum,  and  Shimshai  the  soribe, 
and  their  companions,  they  went  up  in  haste  to  Jerusalem  unto  the 

24  Jews,  and  made  them  to  cease  by  force  and  power.  Then  ceased  the 
work  of  the  bouse  of  God  which  is  at  Jerusalem.  -  So  it  ceased  unto 
the  second  year  of  tbe  reign  of  Darius  king  of  Persia. 


1  Chap.  v. — Then  the  prophets,  Haggai  the  prophet,  and  Zechariah 
tbe  son  of  Iddo,  prophesied  unto  the  Jews  that  were  in  Judah  and 

2  Jerusalem  in  the  name  of  the  God  of  Israel,  even  unto  them.  Then 
rose  up  Zerubb&bel  the  son  of  Shealtiel,  and  Jeshua  the  son  of 
Jozadak,  and  began  to  build  the  house  of  God  which  ie  at  Jerusalem : 

3  and  with  them  were  the  prophets  of  God  helping  them.  At  the  same 
time  came  against  them  Tatnai,  pashaw  on  this  side  the  river,  and 
Sbethar-boznai,  and  their  companions,  and  said  thus  unto  diem, 
Who  bath  commanded  you  to  buud  this  house,  and  to  finish  this  wall? 

4  Then  said  we  unto  them  alter  this  manner,  What  are  the  names  of 
3  the  men  that  make  this  building  ?  But  the  eye  of  their  God  was 

upon  the  elders  of  tbe  Jews,  that  they  could  not  cause  them  to  cease, 
tilt  the  matter  should  come  to  Darius :  and  they  then  should  have 

6  returned  answer  by  letter  concerning  this  matter.  The  copy  of  the 
letter  that  Tatnai,  pashaw  on  this  side  the  river,  and  Shethar-boxnai, 
and  his  companions  the  Apharsachites,  who  were  on  this  side  the 

7  river,  sent  unto  Darius  the  king  j  They  sent  a  report  unto  him, 
6  wherein  was  written  thus  j  Unto  Darius  the  king,  ail  peace.  Be  it 

known  unto  the  king,  that  we  went  into  the  province  of  Judea,  to  the 
house  of  the  great  God,  which  is  built  with  great  stones,  and  timber 
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is  laid  in  the  walls,  and  this  work  goeth  fast  on,  and  praspereth  in 
9  their  hands.  Then  asked  we  those  elders,  and  said  unto  them  thus. 
Who  commanded  you  \o  build  this  house,  and  to  finish  these  walls  ? 

10  We  asked  their  names  also,  to  certify  thee,  that  we  might  write  the 

11  names  of  the  men  that  were  the  ohief  of  them.  And  thus  they 
returned  us  answer,  saying.  We  are  the  servants  of  the  God  of  heaven 
and  earth,  and  build  the  house  that  was  built  these  many  years  ago, 

12  which  a  great  king  of  Israel  built  aod  finished.  But  after  that  our 
fathers  had  provoked  the  God  of  heaven  unto  wrath,  he  gave  them 
into  the  hand  of  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  of  Babylon,  the  Casdee 
who  destroyed  this  boose,  and  carried  the  people  away  into  Babylon- 

13  But  in  the  first  year  of  Cyrus  the  king  of  Babylon  the  same  king  Cyrus 

14  made  a  decree  to  build  this  house  of  God.  And  the  vessels  also  of 
gold  and  silver  of  the  house  of  God,  which  Nebuchadnezzar  took 
oat  of  the  temple  that  teas  in  Jerusalem,  and  brought  them  into  the 
temple  of  Babylon,  those  did  Cyrus  the  king  take  out  of  the  temple 
of  Babylon,  and  they  were  delivered  unto  one?  whose  name  teas 

15  SheshbazzaTj  whom  he  had  made  pashaw ;  And  said  unto  him. 
Take  these  vessels,  go,  cany  them  into  the  temple  that  is  in  Jerosa- 

16  lem,  and  let  the  house  of  God  be  built  in  its  place.  Then  came  the 
same  SheBbbazzar,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  the  house  of  God 

16  which  is  in  Jerusalem:  and  since  that  time  even  until  now  hath  it 

17  been  in  building,  and  yet  it  is  not  completed.  Now  therefore,  if  it 
seem  good  to  the  king,  let  there  be  search  made  in  the  king's  treasure 
house,  which  is  there  at  Babylon,  whether  it  be  *0,  that  a  decree  was 
made  of  Cyrus  the  king  to  build  the  house  of  God  at  Jerusalem,  and 
let  the  king  send  his  pleasure  to  us  concerning  this  matter. 


1  Chap.  vi.—Then  Darius  the  king  made  a  decree,  and  search  was 
made  in  the  house  of  the  rolls,  where  the  treasures  were  laid  up  in 

2  Babylon-  And  there  was  found  at  Acbmetha,  in  the  palace  that  is  in 
the  province  of  the  Medes,  a  roll,  and  therein  t vas  a  record  thus 

3  written:  In  the  first  year  of  Cyrus  the  king,  the  same  Cyrus  the  king 
made  a  decree  concerning  the  bouse  of  God  at  Jerusalem,  Let  the 
house  be  built,  the  place  where  they  offered  sacrifices,  and  let  the 
foundations  thereof  be  strongly  laid;  the  height  thereof  three- 

4  score  cubits,  and  the  breadth  thereof  threescore  cubits.  With  three 
rows  of  great  stones,  and  a  tow  of  new  timber :  and  let  the  expenses 
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5  be  given  out  of  the  king’s  house :  And  also  let  the  golden  and  silver 
vessels  of  the  house  of  God,  which  Nebuchadnezzar  took  forth  out 
of  the  temple  which  is  at  Jerusalem,  and  brought  unto  Babylon,  be 
restored,  and  brought  again  unto  the  temple  which  is  at  Jerusalem, 

6  every  one  to  its  place,  and  place  them  in  the  house  of  God.  Now 
therefore,  Tatnai,  pasha w  beyond  the  river,  Shethar-boznai,  and  your 
companions  the  Apharsachites,  who  are  beyond  the  river,  be  ye  fur 

7  from  thence :  Let  the  work  of  this  house  of  God  alone ;  let  the 
pashaw  of  the  Jews  and  the  elders  of  the  Jews  build  this  house  of 

S  God  in  its  place.  Moreover  from  me  proceeds  a  decree  what  ye 
shall  do  to  the  elders  of  these  J ews  for  the  building  of  thi&house  of 
God ,  that  of  the  king’s  goods,  even  of  the  tribute  beyond  the  river, 
forthwith  expenses  be  given  unto  these  men,  that  they  be  not  hin- 

9  dered.  And  that  which  they  have  need  of,  both  young  bullocks,  and 
rams,  and  lambs,  for  the  burnt  offerings  of  the  God  of  heaven,  wheats 
salt,  wiue,  and  oil,  according  to  the  appointment  of  the  priests  which 

10  are  at  Jerusalem,  let  it  be  given  them  day  by  day  without  fail:  That 
they  may  offer  pleasing  odours  unto  the  Goa  of  heaven,  and  pray  for 

1 1  the  life  of  the  king,  and  of  his  sons.  From  me  also  proceeds  a  decree, 
that  whosoever  shall  alter  this  edict,  let  timber  be  pulled  down  from 
his  house,  and  being  set  up,  let  him  be  fastened  thereon ;  and  let  his 

1 2  house  be  made  a  dunghill  for  this.  And  the  God  that  hath  caused 
his  name  to  dwell  there  destroy  all  kings  and  people,  that  shall  put 
to  their  hand  to  alter  and  to  destroy  this  house  of  God  which  is  at 
Jerusalem.  I  Darius  have  made  a  decree :  let  it  he  done  forthwith. 

13  Then  Tatnai,  pashaw  On  this  side  the  river,  Shethar-boznai,  and  their 
companions,  according  to  that  which  Darius  the  king  had  sent,  so 

14  they  did  forthwith.  And  the  elders  of  the  Jews  built,  and  they 
prospered  through  the  prophecyiog  of  Haggai  the  prophet  and  Ze- 
chariah  the  son  of  Iddo.  And  they  built,  and  finished  it,  according 
to  the  commandment  of  the  Goa  of  Israel,  and  according  to  the 
commandment  of  Cyrus,  and  Darius,  and  Artaxerxes  king  of  Persia. 

15  And  this  house  was  completed  on  the  third  day  of  the  month  Adar, 

16  which  was  in  the  sixth  year  of  the  reign  of  Darius  the  king.  And 
the  children  of  Israel,  the  priests,  -and  the  Levites,  and  the  rest 
of  the  children  of  the  captivity,  kept  the  dedication  of  this 

17  house  of  God  with  joy.  Ana  offered  at  the  dedication  of  this  house 
of  God  a  hundred  bulls,  two  hundred  rams,  four  hundred  lambs; 
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and  for  a  sin-offering  for  ali  Israel*  twelve  he-goats,  according  to  the 

18  number  of  the  tribes  of  Israel*  And  they  set  the  priests  in  their 
divisions*  and  the  Levitts  in  their  courses,  for  the  service  of  God, 

19  who  is  at  Jerusalem  :  as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Moses*  And 
the  children  of  the  captivity  kept  the  Passover  upon  the  fourteenth 

20  day  of  the  first  month*  For  the  priests  and  the  Lcvitea  were  purified 
together*  all  of  them  were  pure*  and  killed  the  Passover  for  ali  the 
children  of  the  captivity*  and  for  their  hrethren  the  priests*  and  for 

21  themselves.  And  the  children  of  Israel*  who  were  come  again  out 
of  the  captivity*  and  all  such  as  had  separated  themselves  unto  them 
from  £he  filthiness  of  the  nations  of  the  land*  to  seek  the  Eternal  God 

22  of  Israel,  did  eat*  And  kept  the  festival  of  unleavened  bread  seven 
days  with  joy :  for  the  Eternal  had  made  them  joyful*  and  turned 
the  heart  of  the  king  of  Assyria  unto  them*  to  strengthen  their  hands 
in  the  work  of  the  house  of  God*  the  God  of  Israel. 

1  Cnxp*  vti. — Now  after  these  things  in  the  reign  of  Artaxerxes  king 
of  Persia*  Ezra  the  son  of  Seraiah*  the  son  of  Azariah,  the  son  of 

2  Hilkiah*  The  son  of  Shallum,  the  son  of  Zadoek,  the  son  of  A  hi  tub. 

3  4  The  son  of  Amariah*  the  son  of  Azariah*  the  son  of  Meiaiolh*  The 

5  son  of  Zerahiah*  the  sou  of  Uzzi*  the  sou  of  Bukki,  The  son  of 
Abishua,  the  son  of  Phinchos*  the  son  of  Eleazar*  the  son  of  Aaron 

6  the  chief  priest :  This  Ezra  went  up  from  Babylon;  and  he  was  a 
ready  scribe  in  the  law  of  Moses*  which  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 
had  given:  and  the  king  granted  him  all  his  request*  according  to 

7  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  his  God  upon  him.  And  there  went  up 
some  of  the  children  of  Israel*  and  of  the  priests*  and  the  Lcvitey*  ana 
the  singers*  and  the  porters,  and  the  temple  servants*  uuto  Jerusalem* 

8  in  the  seventh  year  of  Artaxerxes  the  king.  And  he  came  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  in  the  fifth  month*  which  was  in  the  seventh  year  of  the  king. 

9  For  upon  the  first  day  of  the  first  month  was  the  beginning1  of  the  ascent 
from  Babylon*  and  on  the  first  day  of  the  fifth  month  came  he  to 

10  Jerusalem,  according  to  the  good  hand  of  his  Gcd  upon  him*  For 
Ezra  had  prepared  his  heart  to  search  the  law  of  the  Eternal*  and  to 

11  do  if*  and  to  teach  in  Israel  statutes  and  judgments.  Now  this  is  the 
copy  of  the  letter  that  the  king  Artaxexxes  gave  unto  Ezra  the  priest* 
the  scribe*  even  ascribe  of  die  words  of  the  commandments  of  the 

12  Eternal*  and  of  his  statutes  to  Israel.  Aitaxcraes,  king  of  kings*  unto 
Ezra  the  priest*  a  scribe  of  the  law  of  the  God  of  heaven*  given  and 
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13  bo  forth.  From  me  proceeds  a  decree,  that  all  they  of  the  people  of 
Israel,  and  of  hia  priests  and  Levites,  in  my  realm,  who  are  minded 

14  of  their  own  freewill  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  go  with  tbee.  Foras¬ 
much  as  thou  art  Bent  of  the  king,  and  of  his  Beven  counsellors,  to 
enquire  concerning  Jndah  and  Jerusalem,  according  to  the  law  of  thy 

15  Goa  which  is  in  tny  hand ;  And  to  carry  the  silver  and  gold,  which 
the  king  and  his  counsellors  have  freely  offered  unto  the  God  of 

16  Israel,  whose  habitation  is  in  Jerusalem,  And  all  silver  and  gold 
that  thou  canst  find  in  all  the  province  of  Babylon,  with  the  freewill 
offering  of  the  people,  and  of  the  priests,  offering  willingly  for  the 

17  house  of  their  God  which  ia  in  Jerusalem  :  That  thou  mayest  buy 
forthwith  with  this  money  bulls,  rams,  lambs,  with  their  oblations 
and  their  drink  offerings,  and  offer  them  upon  the  altar  of  the  house 

18  of  your  God  which  is  in  Jerusalem.  And  whatsoever  shall  seem 
good  to  thee,  and  to  thy  brethren,  to  do  with  the  rest  of  the  silver 

19  and  the  gold,  that  do  after  the  will  of  your  God,  The  vessels  also 
that  are  given  thee  for  the  service  of  the  house  of  thy  God,  those 

90  deliver  thou  before  the  God  of  Jerusalem,  And  whatsoever  more 
bIieII  he  needful  for  the  house  of  thy  God,  which  thou  shalt  have 

21  occasion  to  bestow,  bestow  it  out  of  the  king’s  treasure  house.  And 
from  me,  even  me  Artaxerxes  the  king,  proceeds  a  decree  to  all  the 
treasurers  who  are  beyond  the  river,  that  whatsoever  Ezra  the  priest, 
the  scribe  of  the  law  of  the  God  of  heaven,  shall  require  of  you,  it  he 

22  done  forthwith.  Unto  a  hundred  talents  of  silver,  and  to  a  hundred 
measures  of  wheat,  and  to  a  hundred  baths  of  wine,  and  to  a  hundred 

23  baths  of  oil,  and  salt  without  prescribing  how  touch.  Whatsoever  is 
commanded  by  the  God  of  heaven,  let  it  he  diligently  done  for  the 
house  of  the  God  of  heaven :  for  why  should  there  he  wrath  against 

24  the  realm  of  the  king  and  his  sons  ?  Also  we  certify  yon,  that 
touching  any  of  the  priests  and  Levites,  singers,  porters,  temple  ser¬ 
vants,  or  ministers  of  this  house  of  God,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  im- 

25  pose  tribute,  excise,  or  toll,  upon  them.  And  thou,  Ezra,  after  the 
wisdom  of  thy  God,  that  is  in  thy  hand,  set  magistrates  and  judges, 
who  may  judge  all  the  people  that  are  beyond  the  river,  all  such  as 
know  the  laws  of  thy  God,  and  teach  ye  them  that  know  them  not. 

26  And  whosoever  will  not  do  the  law  of  thy  God,  and  the  law  of  the 
king,  let  judgment  he  executed  forthwith  upon  him,  whether  it  be 
unto  death,  or  to  banishment,  or  to  confiscation  of  goods,  or  to  im- 
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97  priaonmenh  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  Ood  of  onr  fathers,  who  hath 
put  such  a  thing  as  this  in  the  king's  heart,  to  beautify  the  house  of 

28  the  Eternal  which  is  in  Jerusalem :  And  hath  extended  mercy  unto 
me  before  the  king,  and  his  counsellors,  and  before  all  the  king’s 
mighty  princes.  And  I  was  strengthened  as  the  hand  of  the  Eternal 
my  Goa  was  upon  me,  and  I  gathered  together  out  of  Israel  chief 
men  to  go  up  with  me. 

1  Chap.  yiii» — These  are  now  the  heads  of  their  fathers,  arid  this  is 
the  genealogy  of  them  that  went  up  with  me  from  Babylon,  in  the 

2  reign  of  Artaxerxes  the  king.  Of  the  sons  of  Phineaa ;  Gershom: 
of  the  sons  of  Ithamar;  Daniel:  of  the  sons  of  David;  Uattnsh. 

3  Of  the  cons  of  Shechaniah,  of  the  sons  of  Fharosh ;  Zechariah :  and 
with  him  were  reckoned  by  genealogy  of  the  males  a  hundred  and 

4  fifty.  Of  the  sons  of  Pahath-moab ;  Elihoenai  the  son  of  Zerahiah, 

5  ana  with  him  two  hundred  males.  Of  the  sons  of  Shechaniah ;  the 

6  son  of  Jabaziel,  and  with  him  three  hundred  males.  Of  the  sons 
also  of  Adin;  Ebed  the  son  of  Jonathan,  and  with  him  fifty  males. 

7  And  of  the  sons  of  Elam;  Jeshaiah  the  son  of  AthaJi&h,  and  with 

8  him  seventy  males.  And  of  the  sons  of  Shephatiah  :  Zebadiah  the 

9  son  of  Michael,  and  with  him  fourscore  males.  Of  the  sons  of  Joab, 
Obadiah  the  son  of  Jehiel,  and  with  him  two  hundred  and  eighteen 

10  males.  And  of  the  sons  of  Shelomlth ;  the  son  of  Josiphiah,  and 

11  with  him  a  hundred  and  threescore  males*  And  of  the  sons  of 
Bebai ;  Zechariah  the  son  of  Bebai,  and  with  him  twenty  and  eight 

12  males*  And  of  the  sons  of  Azgad ;  Johanan  the  son  of  Hukkatan, 

13  and  with  him  a  hundred  and  ten  males.  And  of  the  last  sons  of 
Adonikam,  whose  names  are  these,  Eliphelet,  Jeiel,  and  Shemaiah, 

14  and  with  them  threescore  males,  Of  the  sons  also  of  Bigvai ;  Uthai, 

15  and  Zabhud,  and  with  them  seventy  males.  And  I  gathered  them 
together  to  the  river  that  runneth  to  Ahava ;  and  we  were  encamped 
three  days ;  and  I  viewed  the  people,  and  the  priests,  and  found 

16  there  none  of  the  sons  of  Levi*  Then  sent  I  for  Elieser,  for  Arid, 
for  Shemaiah,  and  for  Elnathan,  and  for  Jarib,and  for  Elnathazi,  and 
for  Nathan,  and  for  Zechariah,  and  for  Meabuilam,  chief  men ;  also 

IT  for  Joiarib,  and  for  Elnathan,  men  of  understanding*  And  I  sent 
diem  with  commandment  unto  Iddo  the  head  of  the  place  Casiphia, 
and  I  put  into  their  mouths  the  words  they  should  say  unto  Iddo, 
his  brother,  and  the  temple  servants,  at  the  place  Casiphia,  that  they 

18  should  bring  unto  us  ministers  for  die  house  of  God.  And  by  the 
good  hand  of  our  God  upon  us  they  brought  us  a  man  of  understand* 
ing,  of  the  sons  of  Mahli,  the  son  of  Levi,  the  son  of  Israel ;  and 
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19  Sherebiah,  with  his  sons  and  brethren*  eighteen  j  And  Hashobiah, 
and  with  him  Jeahaiah  of  the  sods  of  Moran,  his  brethren  and  their 

20  sons,  twenty ;  Also  of  the  temple  servants,  whom  David  and  the 
princes  had  appointed  for  tbe  service  of  the  Levites,  two  hundred  and 

21  twenty  temple  servants:  all  of  them  were  expressed  by  name*  Then 

I  proclaimed  a  fast  there,  at  the  river  of  Ahava,that  we  might  afflict 
ourselves  before  our  God,  to  seek  of  him  a  ri^ht  way  for  us,  and  for 

22  our  little  ones,  and  for  all  our  substance.  For  I  was  ashamed  to  ask 

of  the  king  a  force  and  horsemen  to  help  ns  against  the  enemy  in  the 
way :  because  we  had  spoken  unjto  the  king,  saying,  The  hand  of  our 
God  is  upon  all  them  for  good  that  seek  him  ;  but  his  power  and  his 

23  wrath  is  against  all  them  that  forsake  him*  So  we  fasted  and 

24  besought  our  God  for  this :  and  he  was  entreated  of  ns*  Then  I 

separated  twelve  of  the  chiefs  of  the  priests,  Sherebiah,  Hashabiah, 

25  and  ten  of  their  brethren  with  them.  And  weighed  unto  them  the 
silver,  and  the  gold,,  and  the  vessels,  even  the  offering  of  the  house  of 
our  God,  which  the  king,  and  his  counsellors,  and  his  princes,  and 

26  all  Israel  there  present,  had  offered:  I  even  weighed  unto  their 
band  six  hundred  and  fifty  talents  of  silver,  and  silver  vessels  a 

27  hundred  talents,  and  of  gold  a  hundred  talents ;  Also  twenty  basons 
of  gold,  of  a.  thousand  darics ;  and  two  vessels  of  shining  copper, 

28  precious  as  the  gold.  And  I  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  holiness  auto 
the  Eternal ;  the  vessels  are  holiness  also ;  and  the  silver  and  the  gold 

29  are  a  freewill  offering  unto  the  Eternal  God  of  your  fathers*  Watch 
ye,  and  keep  them^  until  ye  weigh  them  before  the  princes  of  the 
priests  and  the  Levites,  and  princes  of  the  fathers  of  Israel,  at  Jera- 

30  salem,  in  the  chambers  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  So  took  the 
priests  and  the  Levites  the  weight  of  the  silver,  and  the  gold,  and 
the  vessels,  to  bring  them  to  Jerusalem  unto  the  house  of  our  God. 

31  Then  wa  departed  from  the  river  of  Ahava  on  the  twelfth  day  of  the 
first  month,  to  go  unto  Jerusalem:  and  the  hand  of  our  God  was  upon 
us,  and  he  delivered  ns  from  the  hand  of  the  enemy,  and  of  such  as 

32  lay  in  wait  by  the  way.  And  we  came  to  Jerusalem,  and  abode 

33  there  three  days.  Now  on  the  fourth  day  were  the  silver  and  gold 
and  (he  vessels  weighed  in  the  house  of  our  God  by  tbe  hand  of 
Meremoth,  the  son  of  Uriah  the  priest ;  and  with  him  was  Eleaxar 
the  son  of  Phinehas ;  and  with  them  was  Joz&Ijad  the  son  of  Jesbua, 

34  and  Noadiah  the  son  of  Binnui,  Levites ;  By  number  and  by  weight 

35  of  every  one :  and  all  the  weight  was  written  at  that  time.  Also  the 
children  of  those  that  had  been  carried  away,  who  were  come  out  of 
the  captivity,  offered  bnrnt  offerings  unto  the  God  of  Israel,  twelve 
bulls  for  all  Israel,  ninety  and  six  rams,  seventy  and  seven  lambs. 
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twelve  he  goats  for  a  bid  offering ;  all  this  was  a  burnt  offering  unto 

36  the  Eternal.  And ;  they  delivered  the  ting's  commissions  unto  the 
king's  satraps,  and  to  the  pash&ws  on  this  side  the  river :  and  they 
furthered  the  people,  and  the  house  of  God. 

1  Chap.  ix. — Now  when  these  things  were  finished  the  princes  came 
to  me,  saying,  The  people  of  Israel,  and  die  priests,  and  the  Levites, 
have  not  separated  themselves  from  the  people  of  the  lands,  doing 
according  to  their  abominations,  even  of  the  Canaanites,  the  Qittites, 
the  Perizzites,  the  Jebusites,  the  Ammonites,  the  Moabites,  the 

2  Egyptians,  and  the  Amorites.  For  they  have  taken  of  their  daughters 
for  themselves,  and  for  their  sons :  so  that  the  holy  seed  have  mingled 
themselves  with  the  people  of  those  lands  :  yea,  the  land  of  the  princes 

3  and  governors  hath  been  chief  in  this  trespass.  And  when  I  heard 
this  thing,  I  rent  my  garment  and  my  mantle,  and  plucked  off  the 

4  hair  of  my  head  and  of  my  beard,  and  sat  down  desolate.  Then 
were  assembled  unto  me  every  one  that  trembled  at  tbe  words  of  the 
God  of  Israel,  because  of  the  trespass  of  those  that  had  been  carried 

5  away ;  and  I  sat  desolate  until  the  evening  oblation.  And  at  the 
evening  oblation  I  arose  up  from  my  fast;  and  having  rent  my  gar* 
ment  and  my  mantle,  I  fell  upon  my  knees,  and  spread  out  my  hands 

6  unto  the  Eternal  my  God,  And  said,  O  my  God,  I  am  ashamed 
and  blush  to  lift  up  my  face  to  thee,  my  God  *  for  our  iniquities  are 
increased  over  our  head,  and  our  guilt  is  grown  up  unto  the  heavens. 

7  Since  the  days  of  our  fathers  have  we  been  in  &  great  guilt  unto  this 
day;  and  for  our  iniquities  have  we,  our  kings,  and  our  priests,  been 
delivered  into  the  hand  of  the  kings  of  the  lands,  to  the  sword,  to 
captivity,  and  to  a  spoil,  and  to  confusion  of  face,  as  it  is  this  day. 

8  And  now  for  a  little  space  grace  hath  been  shewed  from  the  Eternal 
our  God,  to  leave  us  a  remnant  to  escape,  and  to  give  us  a  nail  iu  his 
holy  place,  that  our  God  may  lighten  our  eyes,  and  give  us  a  little 

9  reviving  in  our  bondage.  For  we  were  bondmen ;  yet  out  God  hath 
not  forsaken  us  in  our  bondage,  but  hath  extended  mercy  unto  us  in 
the  sight  of  the  kings  of  Persia,  to  give  us  a  reviving,  to  set  up  the 
house  of  our  God,  and  to  repair  the  ruins  thereof,  and  to  give  us  a 

10  wall  in  Judah  and  in  Jerusalem.  And  now,  O  our  God,  what  shall 

11  we  say  after  this  }  far  we  have  forsaken  thy  commandments.  Which 
thou  hast  commanded  by  thy  servants  the  prophets,  saying,  The  land, 
unto  which  ye  go  to  possess  it,  is  an  unclean  land  with  the  filthiness 
of  the  peoples  of  the  lands,  with  their  abominations,  which  have  filled 

12  if  from  one  end  to  another  with  their  uncleanneas.  Now  therefore 
give  not  your  daughters  unto  their  sons,  neither  take  their  daughters 
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unto  your  sous,  nor  seek  their  peace  or  iheir  welfare  for  ever  s  that 
ye  may  be  strongs  and  eat  the  good  of  the  land,  and  leave  %t  for  an 

13  inheritance  to  your  children  for  ever.  And  after  all  that  is'  come 
upon  us  for  our  evil  deeds,  and  for  our  great  guilt,  although  thou  our 
God  hast  spared  us,  punishing  leas  than  our  iniquities  deserve,  and 

14  hast  given  us  such  deliverance  as  this ;  Should  we  agau£make  void 
thy  commandments,  and  intermarry  with  the  people  of  these  abomi¬ 
nations  ?  wouldest  not  thou  be  angry  with  us  till  thou  hadsi  consumed 

15  so  that  there  should  be  no  remnant  nor  escaping?  O  Eternal  God 
of  Israel,  thou  art  righteous :  for  we  remain  escaped,  as  it  it  this 
day  :  behold,  we  are  before  thee  in  our  guilt ;  for  we  cannot  stand 
bef  ore  thee  because  of  this. 


L  Chap,  x, — Now  when  Ezra  had  prayed,  and  when  he  had  confessed, 
weeping  and  casting  himself  down  before  the  house  of  God,  there 
assembled  unto  him  out  of  Israel  a  very  great  congregation  of  men  and 

2  women  and  children :  for  the  people  wept  very  sore.  And  Shechaniah 
the  son  of  Jehid,  one  of  the  sons  of  Elam,  answered  and  said  unto 
Ezra,  We  have  trespassed  against  our  God,  and  have  taken  etrauge 
wives  of  the  peoples  of  the  land :  yet  now  there  is  hope  in  Israel  con- 

3  cermng  this  thing  Now  therefore  let  ua  make  a  covenant  with  our 
God  to  pot  away  all  the  wives,  and  such  as  are  Lorn  of  them,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  counsel'  of  my  lord,  and  of  those  that  tremble  at  the  com¬ 
mandment  of  our  God ;  aud  let  it  be  done  according  to  the  law. 

4.  Arise ;  for  this  matter  belongeth  unto  thee :  we  also  will  be  with  thee  ; 

5  be  of  good  courage  and  do  it*  Then  arose  Ezra,  and  adjured  the 
chief  priests,  the  Levites,  and  all  Israel,  that  they  should  do  according 

6  to  this  word.  And  they  aware.  Then  Ezra  rose  up  from  before  the 
house  of  God,  and  went  into  the  chamber  of  Johanan  the  sou  of 
Ellashib  :  and  when  he  came  thither,  he  did  eat  no  bread,  nor  drink 
water:  for  he  mourned  because  of  the  transgression  of  them  that  had 

7  been  carried  away.  And  they  made  proclamation  throughout  Judah 
and  Jerusalem  unto  all  the  children  of  the  captivity,  that  they  should 

8  gather  themselves  together  unto  Jerusalem ;  And  that  whosoever 
would  not  come  within  three  days,  according  to  the  counsel  of  the 
princes  and  the  elders,  all  his  substance  should  be  doomed,  and  him¬ 
self  separated  from  the  congregation  of  those  that  had  been  carried 

9  away.  Then  all  the  men  of  Judah  and  Benjamin  gathered  themselves 
together  unto  Jerusalem  within  three  days.  It  was  the  ninth  month, 
on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  mouth ;  ana  all  the  people  sat  in  the 
street  of  the  house  of  God,  trembling  because  of  this  matter,  and  for 

10  the  great  rain.  And  Ezra  the  priest  stood  up,  and  said  unto  them. 
Ye  nave  transgressed,  and  have  taken  strange  wives,  to  increase  the 

11  guilt  of  Israel.  Now  therefore  make  confession  unto  the  Eternal  God 
of  your  fathers,  and  do  his  pleasure :  aijd  separate  yourselves  from 
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12  the  people  of  the  land;  and  the  strange  wires.  Then  all  the 
congregation  answered*  and  said  with  a  loud  voice*  As  thou  hast 

13  said*  so  must  we  do.  But  the  people  ore  many*  and  it  is  a  time  of 
much  rain*  and  we  axe  not  able  to  stand  without*  neither  is  this  a 
work  of  one  day  or  two ;  for  we  are  many  that  have  transgressed 

14  in  this  thing*  Let  now  our  princes  of  all  the  congregation  stand* 
and  let  all  them  who  have  taken  strange  wives  in  our  cities  come  at 
appointed  times*  and  with  them  the  elders  of  every  city*  and  the 
judges  thereof*  until  iho  fierce  wrath  of  our  God  for  this  matter  he 

15  turned  from  us.  Only  Jonathan  the  son  of  Asbel  and  Jahaziah  the 
son  of  Tibyah  were  employed  about  this  matter :  and  Mcshullam  and 

16  Shabbethai  the  Levite  helped  them*  And  the  children  of  the  cap* 
tivity  did  so.  And  Ezra  the  priest*  with  certain  heads  of  the  fathers* 
after  the  house  of  their  fathers*  and  all  of  them  by  their  nainea*  were 
separated,  and  sat  down  in  the  first  day  of  the  tenth  month  to  examine 

17  the  matter.  And  they  made  an  end  with  all  the  men  that  had  taken 

18  strange  wives  by  the  first  day  of  the  first  month.  And  among  the 
sons  of  the  priests  there  were  found  that  had  taken  strange  wives : 
namely  f  of  the  sons  of  Jesuah  the  son  of  Jozadak,  and  hia  brethren ; 

19  Maaseiah,  and  Eliezer*  and  Jarib*  and  Gedaliah.  And  they  gave 
their  hands  that  they  would  put  away  their  wives ;  and  being  guilty* 

20  they  offered  a  ram  of  the  flock  for  their  guilt.  And  of  the  sons  of 

21  limner;  Hnnani,  and  Zebadiah*  And  of  the  sons  of  Harim  ;  Maaseiah* 

22  and  Elijah*  and  Shemaiah*  and  Jehiel*  and  Uzziah.  And  of  the 
sons  of  Pashur  *  Elioeuai*  Maaseiah*  Iahinael*  Nethanecl*  Jo&abad* 

23  and  Elasah.  Also  of  the  Levites ;  Jozabad*  and  Shtmei,  and  Kelaiah 

24  (the  same  is  Kelita)*  Pethahiah*  Judah*  and  Eliezer.  Of  the  singers 
also ;  Eliashib :  and  of  the  porters j  Shallum*  and  Telein*  and  Uri, 

25  Moreover  of  Israel:  of  the  sons  of  B&rosh;  Ram&iah*  and  Jezi&h* 
and  Malchiah*  and  Miamin*  and  Eleazar*  and  Malchij&h*  and  Benaiah. 

26  And  of  the  sons  of  Elam;  Matt&oiah*  Zechariah*  and  Jehiel*  and 

27  Abdi*  and  Jeremoth*  and  Eliah*  Aud  of  the  sons  of  Zattu ;  Elioenai* 

28  Elias  hi  bt  M&tUniah*  and  Jeremoth*  and  Zabad*  and  Aziza.  Of  the 

29  sons  also  of  Behai ;  Jehohanan*  Hananiah*  Zabbai*  and  Athlai.  And 
of  the  sons  of  Bani*  Mesh  ull  am,  Malluch*  aud  Adaiah*  Jashub*  and 

30  Shea]*  and  R&moth*  And  of  the  sons  of  Pahath*moab  ;  Adna*  and 
Chelal*  Benaiah*  Maaseiah*  M&ttaniah*  Bezaleel*  and  Binnui,  and 

31  Manasseh.  And  of  the  sons  of  Haxim  ;  Eliezer*  Ishijah*  M&lchia, 

32  S3  Shemaiah,  Shimeon*  Benjamin*  Malluch*  Shemariah.  Of 
the  sons  of  Haahum;  Mattenai*  Mattathah*  Zabad*  Eliphelet*  Jere- 

34  mai*  Manaaseh*  and  Shimei*  Of  the  sons  of  Bani ;  Maadai*  Am- 
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35  36  ram,  and  Uel,  Benaiah,  Bedeinh,  Chelluh,  Vanish,  Mere  moth, 
37  38  Eliashib,  Mattaniah,  Maltenai,  and  Jaasan,  And  Bani,  and 

39  Binnui,  Shimei,  Ane  Shelemiah,  and  Nathan,  and  Adaiah, 

40  41  Macho  adebai,  Shasbai,  Sharai,  Aaareel,  and  Shelemiah,  Sbe- 
42  43  mariah,  Shailum,  Amariah,  and  Joseph.  Of  the  sons  of  Nebo ; 
44  Jeiel,  Mattithiah,  Zabad,  Zebinah,  Jadao,  and  Joel,  Benaiah.  All 

these  had  taken  strange  wives ;  and  some  of  them  had  wives  by  whom 
they  had  children. 


THE  BOOK  OF  NEHEMIAH. 


* 


L  Chap.  i. — The  words  of  Nehemiah  the  son  of  Hachaliah.  And  it 
came  to  pass  in  the  month  Cbisleu,  in  the  twentieth  year,  as  I  was 

2  in  Sbushan  the  castle,  That  Hanani,  one  of  the  brethren,  came,  he 
and  certain  'men  of  Judah  ;  and  I  asked  them  concerning  the  Jews 
that  had  escaped,  who  were  left  of  the  captivity,  and  concerning 

3  Jerusalem.  And  they  said  unto  me.  The  remnant  that  are  left  of 
the  captivity  than  in  the  province  are  in  great  affliction  and  reproach: 
the  wall  of  Jerusalem  also  is  broken  down,  and  the  gates  thereof  axe 

4  burned  with  fire.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  I  heard  these  words, 
that  I  sat  down  and  wept,  and  mourned  certain  days,  and  fasted,  and 

5  prayed  before  the  Goa  of  heaven.  And  said,  I  beseech  thee,  O 
Eternal,  God  of  heaven,  the  great  and  terrible  God,  that  keepeth 
covenant  and  mercy  for  them  that  love  him  and  observe  his  eom- 

0  mandments  :  Let  thine  ear  now  be  attentive,  and  thine  eyes  open, 
that  thou  mayest  bear  the  prayer  of  thv  servant,  which  I  pray  before 
thee  now,  day  and  night,  for  the  children  of  Israel  thy  servants,  and 
confess  the  sins  of  (me  children  of  Israel,  which  we  have  sinned 

7  against  thee :  both  I  and  my  father’s  house  have,  sinned.  We  have 
dealt  very  corruptly  against  thee,  and  have  not  kept  the  corn- 
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mandments,  nor  the  statutes*  nor  the  judgments*  which  thou  com* 

8  mandedst  thy  servant  Moses*  Remember  now  the  word  that  thou 
com  mandedst  thy  servant  Moses*  saying,  If  ye  transgress,  l  will  scat- 

9  ter  you  abroad  among  the  nations:  But  if  ye  turn  unto  me*  and 
keep  my  commandments,  and  do  them  ;  though  there  were  of  you 
cast  out  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  heaven*  yet  will  I  gather  them 
from  thence*  and  will  bring  them  unto  the  place  that  I  have  chosen 

10  to  set  my  name  there*  Now  these  are  thy  servants  and  thy  people* 
whom  thou  hast  redeemed  by  thy  great  power*  and  by  thy  strong 

1 1  hand*  O  Lord*  I  beseech  thee*  let  now  thine  ear  be  attentive  to  the 
prayer  of  tby  servant*  and  to  the  prayer  of  thy  servants,  who  desire 
to  fear  thy  name  :  and  prosper,  1  pray  thee,  thy  servant  this  day,  and 
grant  him  mercy  in  the  sight  of  this  man.  For  I  was  the  King's 
cupbearer. 


1  Chap,  it, — And  it  came  to  pass  in  the  month  Nisan*  in  the  twen¬ 
tieth  year  of  Artaxerxes  the  king*  that  wine  was  before  him  ;  and  I 
took  up  the  wine*  and  gave  unto  the  king.  Now  I  had  not  been 

2  beforetime  sad  in  hie  presence*  Wherefore  the  king  said  unto  me. 
Why  is  thy  countenance  sad*  seeing  thou  art  not  sick  ?  this  is  nothing 

3  else  but  an  evil  heart.  Then  I  was  very  sore  afraid*  And  said  unto 
the  king*  Let  the  king  live  for  ever;  why  should  not  my  countenance 
be  sad*  when  the  city*  the  place  of  my  fathers1  sepulchres,  lietk  waste* 

4  and  the  gates  thereof  are  consumed  with  fire  ?  Then  the  king  said 
unto  me,  For  what  dost  thou  make  request?  So  I  prayed  to  the  God 

5  of  heaven*  And  1  said  unto  the  king*  If  it  please  the  king,  and  if 
thy  servant  have  found  favour  in  thy  sight*  that  thou  wouldest  send 
me  unto  Judah,  unto  the  city  of  my  fathers’  sepulchres,  that  I  may 

6  build  it*  And  the  king  said  unto  me*  the  consort  also  sitting 
by  him*  For  how  long  shall  thy  journey  b e?  and  when  wilt  thou  re¬ 
turn?  So  it  pleased  the  king  to  sand  me;  and  I  set  him  a 

7  time.  Moreover  I  said  unto  the  king*  If  it  please  the  king, 
let  letters  he  given  me  to  the  pashaws  beyond  the  river*  that 

8  they  may  convey  me  over  till  I  come  into  Judah ;  And  a  letter  unto 
Asaph  the  keeper  of  the  king’s  park*  that  he  may  give  me  timber  to 
make  beams  for  the  gates  of  the  castle  which  appertained  to  the 
house*  and  for  the  wall  of  the  city,  and  for  the  house  that  I  shall  enter 
into*  And  the  king  granted  me,  according  to  the  good  hand  of  my 

9  God  upon  met  Then  1  came  to  the  pashaws  beyond  the  river*  ami 
gave  them  the  king’s  letters.  Now  the  king  had  sent  captains  of  the 

10  army  and  horsemen  with  -m&  When  Sanballat  the  Horonite*  and 
Tobiah  the  servant*  the  Ammonite*  beard  ofit^  it  grieved  them  ex¬ 
ceedingly  that  there  was  come  a  man  to  seek  the  welfare  of  the  chil¬ 
li  dren  offered.  So  1  came  to  Jerusalem,  and  was  there  three  days. 
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12  And  I  arose  in  the  night,  I  and  some  few  men  with  me j  neither  told 
I  any  man  what  my  God  had  put  in  my  heart  to  do  at  Jerusalem : 
neither  teas  there  tiny  beast  witn  me,  save  the  beast  that  I  rode  npon. 

13  And  I  went  out  by  night  by  the  gate  of  the  valley,  even,  before  tbe 
dragon1  well,  and  to  the  dung  gate,  and  viewed  the  wallB  of  Jerusalem, 
which  were  broken  down,  ana  the  gates  thereof  were  consumed  with 

14  fire.  Then  I  went  on  to  the  gate  of  the  fountain,  and  to  the  king's 
pool :  but  there  t oae  no  place  for  the  beast  that  teas  under  me  to 

15  pass.  Then  went  I  up  in  the  night  by  the  brook,  and  viewed  the 
wall,  and  turned  back,  and  entered  by  tbe  gate  of  tbe  valley,  and  so 

16  returned.  And  the  rulers  knew  not  whither  I  went,  or  what  I  did ; 
neither  had  I  as  yet  told  it  to  the  Jews,  nor  to  the  priests,  nor  to  the 

17  nobles,  nor  to  the  rulers,  nor  to  the  rest  that  did  the  work.  Then 
said  X  unto  them.  Ye  see  the  distress  that  we  ere  in,  how  Jerusalem 
Ueth  waste,  and  the  gates  thereof  are  burned  with  fire  :  come,  and  let 
us  build  up  the  wall  of  Jerusalem,  that  we  be  no  more  a  reproach. 

18  Then  I  told  them  of  the  hand  of  my  God  which  was  good  upon  me  ; 
as  also  the  king's  words  that  he  had  spoken  unto  me.  And  they 
said,  Let  us  rise  up  and  build.  So  they  strengthened  their  hands 

19  for  this  good  work.  But  when  Sauballat  the  Horonite,  and  Tohiah 
the  servant,  the  Ammonite,  and  Geshem  the  Arabian,  heard  it,  they 
laughed  us  to  scorn,  and  despised  us,  and  said.  What  is  this  thing 

20  that  ye  do  ?  will  ye  rebel  against  the  king  ?  Then  answered  I  them, 
and  said  unto  them,  The  God  of  heaven,  he  will  prosper  ns :  there¬ 
fore  we  his  servants  will  arise  and  huild :  but  ye  have  no  portion,  nor 
right,  nor  memorial,  in  Jerusalem. 

1  Chap.  nr. — Then  Eliashib  the  high  priest  rose  up  with  his  brethren 
the  priests,  and  they  built  the  sheep  gate ;  they  sanctified  it,  and  set 
up  the  doors  of  it,  even  unto  the  tower  of  Meah,  they  sanctified  it  unto 

2  the  tower  of  Hauaneel.  And  next  unto  him  built  the  men  of  Jericho. 

3  And  next  to  them  built  Zaccur  the  son  of  Imri.  But  the  fish  gate 
did  the  sons  of  Ilasscnah  build,  who  also  laid  the  beams  thereof,  and 
set  up  the  doors  thereof,  the  locks  thereof,  and  the  bars  thereof, 

4  And  next  unto  them  repaired  Mere  moth  the  son  of  Urijah,  the  son 
of  Koa.  And  next  unto  them  repaired  Meshullam  the  son  of 
Berechiah,  the  son  of  Meshcxabcel.  And  next  unto  them  repaired 

5  Zadok,  the  son  ofBaana.  And  next  unto  them  the  Tekoites  repaired  ; 

6  but  their  nobles  put  not  their  necks  to  the  work  of  their  Lord.  More¬ 
over  the  old  gate  repaired  Jehoiada  the  son  of  Paseah,  and  Meshnl- 
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lam  the  son  of  Besodeiah ;  they  laid  the  beam  thereof*  and  set  up  the 

7  doors  thereof*  and  the  locks  thereof,  and  the  bars  thereof*  And  next 
unto  them  repaired  Melatiah  the  Gibeonite,  and  Jadon  the  Mero- 
nothite,  the  men  of  Gibeoo,  and  of  Mizpah,  unto  the  throne  of  the 

8  pashaw  on  this  side  the  river*  Next  onto  him  repaired  Uzriel  the 
son  of  Harhaiah,  of  the  goldsmiths.  Next  unto  him  also  repaired 
Hamminh  the  son  of  one  o/*the  apothecaries,  and  they  fortified  Jem- 

9  salem  unto  the  broad  wall*  And  next  unto  them  repaired  Bephaiah 

10  the  son  of  Hur,  the  ruler  of  half  the  district  of  Jerusalem,  And  next 
onto  them  repaired  Jedaiah  the  son  of  Harumaph,  even  over  against 
his  house.  And  next  unto  him  repaired  Hattush  the  son  of  Hashab- 

11  niah.  Malchijah  the  son  of  Harim,  and  Hashub  the  son  of  Pahath* 

12  moah,  repaired  the  other  piece,  and  the  tower  of  the  ovens*  And 
next  to  him  repaired  Shallum  the  son  of  Halohesh,  the  ruler  of  half 

13  the  district  of  Jerusalem,  he  and  his  daughters.  The  valley  gate  re* 
paired  Hamm*  and  the  inhabitants  of  Zanoah;  they  built  it,  and  set 
up  the  doors  thereof,  the  locks  thereof,  and  the  bars  thereof,  and  a 

14  thousand  cubits  on  the  wall  unto  the  dung  gate.  But  the  dung  gate 
repaired  Malchiah  the  son  of  Bechab,  the  ruler  of  the  district  of 
Beth-haccerem ;  he  built  it,  and  set  up  the  doors  thereof*  the  locks 

15  thereof,  and  the  bars  thereof.  But  the  gate  of  the  fountain  repaired 
Shallun  the  son  of  CoKhozeh,  the  ruler  of  the  district  of  Mizbah ;  he 
built  it,  and  covered  it,  and  set  up  the  doors  thereof,  the  locks 
thereof,  and  the  bars  thereof,  and  the  wall  of  the  pool  of  Siloah  by 
the  king’s  garden,  and  unto  the  stairs  that  go  down  from  the  city  of 

16  David,  After  him  repaired  Nehemiah  the  son  of  Azlbuk,  the  ruler 
of  half  the  district  of  Beth-znr,  unto  the  place  over  against  the 
sepulchres  of  David,  and  to  the  pool  that  was  made,  and  unto  the 

17  house  of  the  heroes.  After  him  repaired  the  Levites,  Rehuu  the  son 
ofBanL  Next  unto  him  repaired  Nashabiah,  the  ruler  of  half  the 

18  district  of  Kedah,  in  his  district.  After  him  repaired  their  brethren, 
Bavai  the  son  of  Hen&dad,  the  ruler  of  half  the  district  of  Keilah. 

19  And  next  to  him  repaired  Ezer  the  son  of  Joshua,  the  ruler  of  Mix- 
pah,  another  piece  over  against  the  going  up  to  the  armoury  in  the 

30  comer.  After  him  Baruch  the  son  of  Zabbai  earnestly  repaired  the 
other  piece,  from  the  corner  unto  the  entrance  of  the  house  of  Eliarhib 

21  the  high  priest*  After  him  repaired  Meremoth  the  son  of  Urijah  the 
son  of  Koz  another  piece,  from  the  entrance  of  the  house  of  Eliashib 

22  evan  to  the  end  of  the  house  of  Eliashib.  And  after  him  repaired 

23  the  priests,  the  men  of  the  plain.  After  him  repaired  Benjamin  and 
Hashub  over  against  their  house.  After  him  repaired  Az&riah  the

24  son  of  Maaseiah  the  son  of  Ananiah  by  his  house.  After  him 
repaired  Binnui  the  son  of  Henodsd  another  piece,  from  the  house  of 

25  Azariah  unto  the  corner  even  unto  the  turning.  Palal  the  son  of 
Uzai,  over  against  the  comer,  and  the  tower  which  lieth  out  from  the 
Icing's  upper  house,  that  war  by  the  court  of  the  place  of  custody. 

26  After  him  Pedaiah  the  aon  of  Parosh.  Moreover  the  temple  servants 
dwelt  in  Ophel,  unto  the  place  over  against  the  water  gate  towards 

27  the  east,  and  the  projecting  tower.  After  them  the  Tekoites  repaired 
another  piece,  over  against  the  great  tower,  even  unto  the  wall  of 

28  Ophel.  From  the  above  horse  gate  repaired  the  priests,  every  one 

29  over  against  his  hoose.  After  them  repaired  Zadoh  the  son  of  1m- 
mer  over  against  his  house.  After  him  repaired  also  Shemaiah  the 

30  son  of  Shechaniah,  the  keeper  of  the  east  gate.  After  him  repaired 
Hananiah  the  son  of  Shelemiab,  and  Hannn  the  sixth  son  of  Zalaph, 
another  piece.  After  him  repaired  Meshullam  the  son  of  Bereehiah 

31  over  against  his  chamber.  After  him  repaired  Malchiah  the  gold¬ 
smith’s  son  unto  the  place  of  the  temple  servants,  and  of  the  servants, 
and  of  the  merchants,  over  against  the  gate  Miphkad,  and  to  the 

32  attic  at  the  taming.  And  between  the  atdc  at  the  turning  unto  the 

33  sheep  gate  repaired  the  goldsmiths  and  the  merchants.  But  it  came 
to  pass,  that  when  Sanballat  heard  that  we  built  the  wall,  he  was 

34  wroth,  and  took  great  indignation,  and  mocked  the  Jews.  And 
be  spake  before  his  brethren  and  the  force  of  Samaria,  and  said.  What 
do  these  feeble  Jews  ?  will  they  be  left  to  themselves  ?  will  they  sacri¬ 
fice?  will  they  make  an  end  in  a  day  ?  will  they  revive  the  stones  out 

35  of  the  heaps  of  the  rubbish  which  are  burned  ?  Now  Tobiah  the 
Ammonite  was  by  him,  and  be  said.  Even  that  which  they  build,  if  a 

36  jackal  go  up,  he  shall  even  break  down  their  stone  wall.  Hear,  O 
our  God ;  for  we  are  despised :  and  turn  their  reproach  upon  their 

37  own  head,  and  give  them  for  a  prey  in  the  land  of  captivity :  And 
cover  not  their  iniquity,  and  let  not  their  sin  be  blotted  out  from  be¬ 
fore  thee :  for  they  have  provoked  thee  to  anger  before  the  builders. 

38  So  built  we  the  wall ;  and  all  the  wall  was  joined  together  unto  the 
half  thereof;  for  the  people  had  a  mind  to  work. 

1  Chap.  iv. — Bnt  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Sanballat,  and  Tobiah, 
and  the  Arabians,  and  the  Ammonites,  and  the  Ashdodites,  heard 
that  the  walls  of  Jerusalem  were  made  up,  arid  that  the  breaches  be- 

2  gnn  to  be  stopped,  then  they  were  very  wroth.  And  conspired  all 
of  them  together  to  come  and  to  fight  against  Jerusalem,  and  to 

3  hinder  it,  Nevertheless  we  made  our  prayer  unto  our  God,  and  set  a 
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4  watch  against  them  day  and  night,  because  of  them.  And  Judah 
said.  The  strength  of  the  bearers  of  burdens  is  decayed,  and  there  is 

5  much  rubbish  ;  so  that' we  ore  not  able  to  build  the  wall.  And  our 
adversaries  said.  They  shall  not  know,  neither  see,  till  we  come  in 
the  midst  among  them,  and  slay  them,  and  cause  the  work  to  cease. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the  Jews  who  dwelt  by  them  came, 
they  said  unto  us  ten  times,  From  all  places  whence  ye  shall  return 

7  they  mil  be  upon  us.  Therefore  set  I  in  the  lower  places  behind  the 
wall*  and  on  the  higher  places,  I  even  set  the  people  after  their  fami- 

8  lies  with  their  swords,  their  spears,  and  their  bows.  And  I  looked, 
and  rose  up,  and  said  unto  the  nobles,  and  to  the  lieutenants,  and  to 
the  rest  of  the  people.  Be  ye  not  afraid  of  them :  remember  the  Lord, 
who  is  great  and  terrible,  and  fight  for  your  brethren,  your  sons,  and 

9  your  daughters,  your  wires,  and  your  houses.  And  it  came  to  pass 
when  our  enemies  heard  that  it  was  known  tmto  us,  and  God  had 
brongbt  their  counsel  to  nought,  that  we  returned  all  of  us  to  the  wall, 

10  every  one  unto  his  work*  And  it  came  to  pass  from  that  time 
forth,  that  the  half  of  my  servants  wrought  in  the  work,  and 
the  other  half  of  them  held  both  the  spears,  the  shields,  and  the 
bows,  and  the  habergeons;  and  the  princes  were  behind  all  the 

11  honse  of  Judah.  They  who  built  on  the  wall,  and  they  that  bare 
burdens,  with  those  that  laded,  every  one  with  one  of  his  hands  wrought 

12  in  the  work,  and  with  the  other  hand  held  the  weapon.  For  the 
builders,  every  one  had  his  sword  girded  hy  his  side,  and  so  built. 

13  And  he  that  sounded  the  cornet  watf  by  me,  And  I  said  unto  the 
nobles,  and  to  the  lieutenants,  and  to  the  rest  of  the  people.  The 
work  is  great  and  large,  and  we  are  separated  upon  the  wall,  one  far 

14  from  another.  In  what  place  therefore  ye  hear  the  sound  of  the 

15  comet,  resort  ye  thither  unto  us :  our  Goa  shall  fight  for  us.  So  we 
laboured  in  the  work ;  and  half  of  them  held  the  spears  from  the 

16  rising  of  the  morning  till  the  stars  appeared.  Likewise  at  the  same 
time  said  I  unto  the  people.  Let  every  one  with  his  servant  lodge 
within  Jerusalem,  that  in  the  night  they  may  be  a  watch  to  us,  and 

17  labour  on  the  day.  So  neither  1,  nor  my  brethren,  nor  my  servants, 
nor  the  men  of  the  watch  who  followed  me,  none  of  us  put  off  our 
clothes,  every  one  put  them  only  oft'  by  the  water. 


1  Chap.  y. — ‘And  there  was  a  great  cry  of  the  people  and  oftheir  wives 

2  against  their  brethren  the  Jews.  For  there  were  that  said.  We,  our 
eons,  and  our  daughters  are  many  :  therefore  we  take  up  cam  for 
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3  them,  that  we  may  eat,  and  live.  Some  also  there  were  that  said.  W  e 
have  mortgaged  our  lands,  vineyards,  and  houses,  that  we  might  take 

4  up  com.  because  of  the  famine.  There  were  also  that  said.  We  have 
borrowed  money  for  the  king's  tribute,  and  that  upon  our  lands  and 

5  vineyards.  Yet  now  our  flesh  is  as  the  flesh  of  our  brethren,  our 
children  as  their  children :  and,  lo,  we  bring  into  bondage  our  sons 
and  our  daughters  to  be  servants,  and  some  of  our  daughters  are 
brought  under  bondage  already .*  neither  ts  it  in  our  power  to  re - 

6  dean  them  ;  for  other  men  have  our  lands  and  our  vineyards.  And  1 

7  was  very  angry  when  1  heard  their  cry  and  these  words.  Then  1 
consulted  with  myself,  and  I  rebuked  the  nobles,  and  the  lieutenants, 
and  said  unto  them.  Ye  exact  usury,  every  one  of  his  brother, 

8  And  I  set  a  great  assembly  against  them.  And  T  said  unto 
them,  We  after  our  ability  have  redeemed  our  brethren  the 
Jews,  who  were  sold  unto  the  nations ;  and  will  ye  even  sell  your 
brethren,  that  they  shall  be  sold  unto  us  ?  Then  held  they  their 

9  peace,  and  found  nothing  to  answer.  Also  I  said.  It  is  not  good  that 
ye  do :  ought  ye  not  to  walk  in  the  fear  of  onr  God  because  of  the 

10  reproach  of  the  nations  our  enemies  ?  1  likewise,  and  my  brethren, 

and  my  servants  have  lent  them  money  and  corn ;  Pray,  let  us  leave 

1 1  off  this  usury.  Pray,  restore  to  them,  even  this  day,  their  lands, 
their  vineyaids,  their  oliveyards,  and  their  houses,  also  the  hundreth 
part  of  the  money,  and  of  the  corn,  the  vine,  and  the  oil,  far  which 

12  ye  have  made  them  loans.  Then  said  they.  We  will  restore  them, 
and  will  require  nothing  of  them ;  so  will  we  do  as  thou  sayest.  Then 
I  called  the  priests,  and  adjured  them,  that  they  should  do  accord- 

13  ing  to  this  promise.  Also  I  shook  my  lap,  and  said,  So  God 
shake  out  every  man  from  his  house,  and  from  his  labour,  that  per* 
formeth  not  this  promise,  even  thus  be  he  shaken  out,  and  emptied. 
And  all  the  congregation  said.  Amen,  and  praised  the  Eternal.  And 

14  the  people  did  according  to  this  promise.  Moreover  from  the  time 
that  I  was  appointed  to  be  their  pashaw  in  the  land  of  Judah,  from 
the  twentieth  year  even  unto  the  two  and  thirtieth  year  of  Artaxerxes 
the  king,  that  is,  twelve  years,  I  and  my  hrethren  have  not  eaten  the 

15  bread  of  the  pashaw.  But  the  former  pashaws  that  A  ad  been  before 
me  were  chargeable  unto  the  people,  and  had  taken  of  them  bread 
and  wine,  beside  forty  shekels  of  silver  ;  yea,  even  their  servants  bare 
rule  over  the  people ;  but  so  did  not  1,  because  of  the  fear  of  God. 

16  Yea,  also  I  firmly  continued  in  the  work  of  this  wall,  neither  bought 
we  any  land :  and  all  my  servants  were  gathered  thither  unto  the 
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17  work*  Moreover  there  were  at  my  table  a  hundred  and  fifty  of 'the 
Jews  and  lieutenants,  beside  those  that  came  unto  mb  from  among  the 

18  nations  that  are  about  us*  Now  that  which  was  prepared  for  me 
daily  was  one  ox  and  six  choice  sheep ;  also  fowls  were  prepared  for 
me,  and  once  in  ten  days  store  of  &U  sorts  of  wine ;  yet  for  all  this 
required  not  I  the  hread  of  the  pash&w,  because  the  service  was  heavy 

19  upon  this  people.  Remember  unto  me,  my  God,  for  good,  all  that 
I  have  done  for  this  people. 


1  Chav.  vi. — Now  it  came  to  pass,  when  Sanhallat,  and  Tobiah,  and 
Geshem  the  Arabian,  and  the  rest  of  our  enemies,  heard  that  1  had 
built  the  wall,  and  that  there  was  no  breach  left  therein — though  at 

2  that  time  1  had  not  set  up  the  doors  upon  the  gates;— That  San- 
ballat  and  Geshem  sent  unto  me.  Baying,  Come,  let  ua  meet  together 
in  some  one  qf  the  villages  in  the  valley  of  Ono,  But  they  thought 

3  to  do  me  mischief.  And  I  sent  messengers  unto  them,  saying,  I  am 
doing  a  great  work,  so  that  I  cannot  come  down :  wherefore  should 

4  the  work  cease,  whilst  I  leave  it,  and  come  down  to  you  ?  Yet  they 
sent  uuto  me  four  times  after  this  sort ;  and  I  answered  them  after 

5  the  same  manner.  Then  sent  Sanballat  his  servant  unto  me  in  like 

6  manner  the  fifth  time,  with  an  open  letter  iu  his  hand  ;  Wherein  tea* 
written,  It  is  reported  among  the  heathen,  and  Gashirtu  saith  if,  that 
thou  and  the  JewB  think  to  rebel :  for  which  cause  thou  buildest 
the  wall,  that  thou  mayest  be  their  king,  according  to  these 

7  words.  And  thou  hast  also  appointed  prophets  to  preach  of  thee  at 
Jerusalem,  saying.  There  is  a  king  in  Judah  :  and  now  shall  it  be 
reported  to  the  king  according  to  these  words.  Come  now  therefore, 

8  and  let  us  take  counsel  together.  Then  I  sent  unto  him,  saying, 
There  are  no  such  things  done  as  thou  sayest,  but  thou  feignest  them 

h  9  out  of  thine  own  heart.  For  they  all  made  us  afraid,  saying,  Their 
hands  shall  be  weakened  from  the  work,  that  it  be  not  done.  Now 

10  therefore,  0  Godt  strengthen  my  hands.  And  I  came  unto  the  bouse 
of  Shemaieh,  the  son  of  Delaiah  the  son  of  Mehetabecl,  who  was  shut 
up ;  and  he  said,  Let  ns  meet  together  in  the  house  of  God,  within 
the  temple,  and  let  us  shut  the  doors  of  the  temple :  for  they  will 
come  to  slay  thee;  yea,  in  the  night  will  they  come  to  slay  thee. 

11  And  I  said.  Should  such  a  man  as  I  flee?  and  who  like  me  that 
should  come  into  the  temple  would  remain  alive  ?  I  will  not  go  in. 

12  And,  lo,  1  perceived  that  God  had  not  sent  him  :  but  that  he  pro¬ 
nounced  the  prophecy  against  me,  because  Tohiali  and  Sanballat  had 

13  hired  him.  Therefore  was  he  hired,  that  I  should  bo  afraid,  and  do 
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to,  and  sin,  and  that  they  might  have  matter  fox  an  evil  report,  that 

14  they  might  revile  me.  My  God,  think  thou  upon  Tobiah  and  San* 
ballat  according  to  these  tbeir  works,  and  on  the  prophetess  Noadiah, 

15  and  the  rest  of  the  prophets,  that  would  have  put  me  in  fear.  So  the 
wall  was  finished  in  the  twenty  and  fifth  day  of  the  month  Elul,  in 

16  fifty  and  two  days.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  all  our  enemies 
heard  thereof,  and  all  the  nations  that  were  about  us  saw  these  things, 
they  were  much  cast  down  in  their  own  eyes :  for  they  perceived  that 

17  this  work  was  wrought  of  our  God.  Moreover  in  those  days  the 
nobles  of  Judah  had  many  letters  forwarded  unto  Tobiab,  and  the 

18  letters  of  Tobiah  came  unto  them.  For  many  in  Judah  were  his 
sworn  associates,  because  he  was  the  son -of- law  of  Sheehan  i  ah  the 
son  of  Arah ;  and  his  son  Johanan  had  taken  the  daughter  of  Meshul- 

19  lam  the  son  of  Berechiah.  Also  they  reported  his  good  deeds  before 
me,  and  uttered  my  words  to  him.  And  Tobiah  sent  letters  to  put 
me  in  fear. 


1  Chap,  vii.— Now  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  wall  was  built,  and  1 
bad  set  up  the  doors,  and  the  porters  and  the  singers  and  the  Levites 

2  were  appointed.  That  I  gave  my  brother  Hanani,  and  Han&niah  the 
ruler  of  the  castle,  charge  over  Jerusalem  :  for  he  was  a  faithful  man, 

3  and  feared  God  above  many.  And  l  said  unto  them.  Let  not  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem  be  opened  until  the  sun  be  hot  ;  and  while  they 
stand  by,  let  them  Bhut  tbe  doors,  and  bar  them  -•  and  appoint 
watches  of  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  every  one  in  bis  watch,  and 

4  every  one  to  be  over  against  bis  bouse.  Now  the  city  was  epacions 
and  great :  but  the  people  were  few  therein,  and  the  houses  were  not 

5  built.  And  my  God  pnt  into  my  heart  to  gather  together  the 
nobles,  and  the  lieutenants,  and  the  people,  that  they  might  be 
reckoned  by  genealogy.  And  I  found  the  register  of  the  genealogy 

6  of  them  who  came  up  at  the  first,  and  found  written  therein,  These 
are  the  children  of  the  province,  that  went  up  out  of  the  captivity,  of 
those  that  had  been  carried  away,  whom  Nebuchadnezzar  the  king  of 
Bahylon  had  carried  away,  and  came  again  to  Jerusalem  and  to 

7  Judah,  every  one  unto  his  city;  Who  came  with  Zeiuh  babel,  Jeshua, 
Nehemiah,  Azariah,  Raamiah,  Nahanmni,  Mordecai,  Bilehan,  Mis- 
pereth,  Bigvai,  Nehum,  Baanah.  The  number,  I  say,  of  the  men  of 

8  the  people  of  Israel  was  this :  The  children  of  Paxosh,  two  thousand 

9  a  hundred  seventy  aud  two.  The  children  of  Shephatiab,  three 

10  hundred  seventy  and  two.  The  children  of  Arab,  six  hundred  fifty 

11  and  two.  The  children  of  Pahath-moab,  of  the  children  of  Jeshua 
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12  and  Joab,  two  thousand  and  eight  hundred  and  eighteen*  The 

13  children  of  Elam,  a  thousand  two  hundred  fifty  and  four.  The  chit* 

14  dren  of  Zattn,  eight  hundred  forty  and  five.  The  children  of  Zaccai, 

15  seven  hundred  and  threescore.  The  children  of  3innui,six  hundred 

16  forty  and  eight.  The  children  of  Beb&i,  six  hundred  twenty  and 

17  eight.  The  children  of  Azgad,  two  thousand  three  hundred  twenty 

18  and  two.  The  children  of  Adonikam,  six  hundred  threescore  ana 

19  seven.  The  children  of  Bigv&i,  two  thousand  threescore  and  seven. 

20  21  The  children  of  Addin,  six  hundred  fifty  and  five.  The  children 

22  of  Ater  of  Hezekiah,  ninety  and  eight.  The  children  cf  Hashura, 

23  three  hundred  twenty  ana  eight.  The  children  of  Bezsi,  three 

24  hundred  twenty  and  four.  The  children  of  Haripli,  a  hundred  and 

25  26  twelve.  The  children  of  Gibeon,  ninety  and  five.  The  men  of 

27  Beth-lehcm  and  Netophah,  a  hundred  fourscore  and  eight.  The 

28  men  of  AnatoLh,  a  hundred  twenty  and  eight.  The  men  of  Beth- 

29  azmaveth,  forty  and  two.  The  men  of  Kirjath-jcarim,  Chephirah, 

30  and  Becroth,  seven  hundred  forty  and  three.  The  men  of  Ramah 

31  and  Gabs,  six  hundred  twenty  and  one*  The  men  of  Michmas^  a 

32  hundred  and  twenty  and  two.  The  men  of  Beth-el  and  Ai,  a 

33  hundred  twenty  and  three.  The  men  of  the  other  Neho,  fifty  and 

34  two.  The  children  of  the  oilier  Elam,  a  thousand  two  hundred  fifty 

35  and  four.  The  children  of  Harim,  three  hundred  and  twenty. 

36  37  The  children  of  Jericho,  three  hundred  forty  and  five.  The 
children  of  Lod,  Hadid,  and  Odo,  seven  hundred  twenty  and  one. 

38  The  children  of  Scnaah,  three  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty. 

39  The  priests ;  the  children  of  Jedaiah,  of  the  house  of  Joshua,  nine 

40  hundred  seventy  and  three*  The  children  of  Emmer,  a  thousand  fifty 

41  and  two.  The  children  of  Pashur,  a  thousand  two  hundred  forty  ana 

42  43  seven*  The  children  of  Harim,  a  thousand  and  seventeen.  The 
Levites :  the  children  of  Je&hua,  of  Kadmiel,  and  of  the  children  of 

44  Hodevah,  seventy  and  four*  The  singers:  the  children  of  Asaph,  a 

45  hundred  forty  and  eight.  The  porters :  the  children  of  Shallum,  the 
children  of  Ater,  the  children  of  Talmon,  the  children  of  Akkub,  the 
children  of  Hatita,  the  children  of  Shobai,  &  hundred  thirty  and 

46  eight.  The  temple  servants :  the  children  of  Ziah,  the  children  of 

47  Hashupha,  the  children  of  T&bb&oth,  The  children  of  Keros,  the 

48  children  of  Sia,  the  children  of  Padon,  The  children  of  Lebana,  the 

49  children  of  Hagab&i,  the  children  of  Shalmai,  The  children  of 
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50  Hanan,  the  children  of  Giddel,  the  children  of  Qahar,  The  children 

51  of  Reaiah,  the  children  of  Rezin,  the  children  of  Nekoda,  The 
children  of  Gazzam,  the  children  of  Uzza,  the  children  of  Phaseah, 

52  The  children  of  Besai,  the  children  of  Meunim,  the  children  of 

53  Nephishesim,  The  children  of  Bakbnfc,  the  children  of  Hakupha, 

54  the  children  of  Harhar,  Hie  children  of  Bazlith,  the  children  of 

55  Mehida,  the  children  of  Ilarsha,  The  children  of  Barkos,  the  chil- 

56  dren  of  Sisera,  the  children  of  Tam  ah.  The  children  of  Neziah,  the 

57  children  of  Hatipha.  The  children  of  Solomon’s  servants :  the 
children  of  Sotai,  the  children  of  Sophereth,  the  children  of  Perida, 

58  The  children  of  Jaala,  the  children  of  Darkon,  the  children  of  Giddel, 

59  The  children  of  Shephatiah,  the  children  of  Hattil,  the  children  of 

60  Pochereth  of  Zebaim,  the  children  of  Ammon.  All  the  temple  ser¬ 
vants,  and  the  children  of  Solomon’s  servants,  were  three  hundred 

6 1  ninety  and  two.  And  these  were  they  who  went  np  aho  from  Tel- 
melah,  Tel-haresha,  Cheruh,  Addon,  and  Immer:  but  (hey  could  not 
tell  their  father's  house,  nor  their  seed,  whether  they  were  of  Israel. 

62  The  children  of  Delaiuh,  the  children  of  Tobiah,  the  children  of  Ne- 

63  koda,  six  hundred  forty  and  two.  And  of  the  priests  :  the  children 
of  Hahaiah,  the  children  of  Koz,  the  children  of  Barxillai,  who  took 
one  of  the  daughters  of  BarziUai  the  Gileadite  to  wife,  and  was  called 

64  after  their  name.  These  sought  their  register  among  those  that  were 
reckoned  b;  geneoalogy,  bnt  it  was  not  found  :  therefore  were  they, 

65  as  polluted,  put  from  the  priesthood.  And  the  Tirshatha  said  unto 
them,  that  they  should  not  eat  of  the  mOBt  holy  things,  till  there  stood 

66  up  a  priest  with  Urim  and  Thuramim.  The  whole  congregation  to¬ 
gether  tear  forty  and  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  threescore, 

67  Beside  their  manservants  and  their  maidservants,  of  whom  there 
were  seven  thousand  three  hundred  thirty  and  seven:  and  they 
had  two  hundred  forty  and  five  singing  men  and  singing  women. 

63  Their  horses,  seven  hundred  thirty  ana  six ;  their  mules',  two  hundred 

69  forty  and  five:  Their  camels,  four  hundred  thirty  and  five:  six 

70  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty  asses.  And  some  of  the  heads 
of  the  fathers  gave  unto  the  work.  The  Tirshatha  gave  to  the 
treasure  a  thousand  darics  of  gold,  fifty  basons,  five  hundred  and 

7 1  thirty  priests'  coats.  And  tome  of  the  heads  of  the  fathers  gave  to 
the  treasure  of  the  work  twenty  thousand  darics  of  gold,  and  two 

72  thousand  and  two  hundred  pounds  of  silver.  And  that  which  the  rest 
of  the  people  gave  vat  twenty  thousand  darics  of  gold,  and  two 
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73  thousand  pound  of  silver*  and  threescore  and  seven  priests’  coats.  So 
the  priests,  and  the  Invites,  and  the  porters*  and  the  singers,  and 
some  of  the  people,  and  the  temple  servants,  and  all  Israel*  dwelt  in 
their  cities ;  and  when  the  seventh  month  came,  the  children  of  Israel 
were  in  their  cities, 

1  Chap*  viii,— And  all  the  people  gathered  themselves  together  as  one 
man  into  the  broadway  that  was  before  the  water  gate;  and  they 
spake  unto  Ezra  the  scribe  to  bring  the  book  of  the  law  of  Moses* 

2  which  the  Eternal  had  commanded  to  IsraeL  And  Ezra  the  priest 
brought  the  law  before  tbe  congregation  both  of  men  and  women*  and 
making  all  understand  in  hearing  i/*  upon  the  first  day  of  tbe  seventh 

3  month.  And  he  read  therein  before  the  broadway  that  was  before 
the  water  gate  from  the  morning  until  midday,  before  the  men  and 
the  women*  and  those  that  explained ;  and  the  ears  of  all  tbe  people 

4  were  attentive  unto  the  book  ot  the  law.  And  Ezra  the  scrihe  stood 
upon  a  pulpit  of  wood*  which  they  had  made  for  the  purpose ;  and  be¬ 
side  him  stood  Mattithiah*  and  Shema*  and  Anarch*  and  TJrijah*  and 
Hilkiah*  and  Maaseiah,  on  his  right  hand;  and  on  his  left  hand, 
Pedaiah*  and  Mishael,  and  Maldhiah*  and  Hashum*  and  Hash- 

5  had  an  a*  Zechariah*  and  Meshullam.  And  Ezra  opened  the 
book  in  the  sight  of  all  the  people;  for  he  was  above  all  the 

6  people ;  and  when  he  opened  it,  all  the  people  stood  up ;  And 
Ezra  blessed  the  Eternal*  the  great  God,  And  all  the  people 
answered.  Amen,  Amen,  with  lifting  np  their  hands :  and  they 
bowed  their  heads*  and  prostrated  themselves  unto  the  Eternal 

7  with  their  faces  to  the  ground.  Also  Jeshua,  and  Bani,  and  Shere* 
biah,  Jarain*  Akkub*  Snabbethai,  Hodijah*  Masseiah*  Keiita,  Azariah* 
Jozabad,  Hanan*  Pelaiah*  and  the  Levites,  caused  the  people  to  un- 

8  derstand  the  law ;  and  the  people  stood  in  their  place#  So  they  read 
in  the  book  in  the  law  of  God  distinctly,  and  gave  the  sense,  and 

9  caused  them  to  understand. the  reading.  And  Nehemiah,  who  u  the 
Tirahatha,  and  Ezra  the  priest  the  senbe*  and  the  Levitcs  that  taught 

.  the  people*  said  unto  all  the  people,  This  day  is  holiness  unto  the 
Eternal  your  God ;  mourn  not,  nor  weep.  For  all  the  people  wept, 

10  when  they  heard  the  words  of  the  law.  Then  he  said  unto  them. 
Go  your  way,  eat  the  fat,  and  drink  the  sweet*  and  send  portions 
onto  them  for  whom  nothing  is  prepared;  for  this  day  is  holy 
unto  our  Lord:  neither  be  ye  sorry;  for  the  joy  of  the  Eternal 

11  is  your  strength,  So  tbe  Levites  stilled  all  tho  people*  saying*  Hold 

12  your  peace,  for  the  day  is  holy  ;  neither  be  ye  grieved.  And  all  the 
people  went  their  way  to  eat*  and  to  drink*  and  to  send  portions,  and 
to  make  great  mirth,  because  they  had  understood  the  words  that 
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13  were  declared  unto  them.  And  on  the  second  day  were  gathered 
together  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  all  the  people,  the  priests,  and  the 
Levites,  unto  Ezra  the  scribe,  even  to  understand  the  words  of  the 

14  law.  And  they  found  written  in  the  law  which  the  Eternal  had  com¬ 
manded  by  Moses,  that  the  children  of  Israel  should  dwell  in  the 

15  booths  in  the  festival  of  the  seventh  month:  And  that  they  should 
publish  and  proclaim  in  all  their  cities,  and  in  Jerusalem,  saying*  Go 
forth  unto  the  mount,  and  fetch  olive  foliage,  and  oil  tree  foliage,  and 
myrtle  foliage,  and  palm  foliage,  and  foliage  of  the  tree  aboth,  to 

16  make  booths,  as  if  is  written.  So  the  people  went  forth,  and  brought 
them,  and  made  themselves  booths,  every  one  upon  the  roof  of  his 
house,  and  in  their  courts,  and  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of  God, 
and  'in  the  broadway  of  the  water  gate,  and  in  the  broadway  of  the 

17  gate  of  Ephraim,  And  all  the  congregation  of  them  that  were  come 
again  out  of  the  captivity  made  booths,  and  dwelled  in  the  hoothB  : 
for  since  the  days  of  Jeshua  the  son  of  Nun  unto  that  day  had  not 
the  children  of  Israel  done  so.  And  there  was  very  great  gladness* 

18  Also  day  by  day,  from  the  first  day  unto  the  last  day,  he  read  in 
the  book  of  the  law  of  God.  And  they  kept  the  festival  seven  days  ; 
and  on  the  eighth  day  teas  restriction,  according  unto  the  manner. 

1  Chap.  ix. — Now  in  the  twenty  and  fourth  day  of  this  month  the 
children  of  Israel  were  assembled  with  fasting,  and  with  sack  clothes, 

2  and  earth  upon  them.  And  the  seed  of  Israel  separated  themselves 
from  all  aliens,  and  stood  and  confessed  their  sins,  and  the  iniquities 

3  of  t  heir  fathers.  And  they  stood  up  in  their  place,  and  read  in  the 
honk  of  the  law  of  the  Eternal  their  God  one  fourth  part  of  the  day ; 
and  another  fourth  part  they  confessed,  and  prostrated  themselves 

4  unto  the  Eternal  their  God.  Then  stood  up  upon  the  stairs,  of  the 
Levites,  Jeshua,  and  Bani,  Kadmiel,  Sliehaniah,  Bunni,  Sherebiah, 
Bani,  and  Chenani,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice  unto  the  Eternal  their 

5  God.  Then  the  Levites,  Jeshua,  and  Kadmiel,  Bani,  Hashabniah, 
Sherebiah,  Hodiiah,  Shebaniah,  and  Petbahiah,  said.  Stand  up  and 
bless  the  Eternal  yonr  God  for  ever  and  ever ;  and  let  them  bless  thy 

6  glorious  name,  which  is  exalted  ahove  all  blessing  and  praise.  Thou, 
even  thou,  art  the  Eternal  alone;  thou  hast  made  the  heaven,  the 
heaven  of  heavens,  with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all  things  that 
are  therein,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therein,  and  thou  preserves!  them 

7  all :  and  the  host  of  the  heaven  worshippeth  thee.  Thou  art  the 
ff.fa.mnl  the  God,  who  didst  choose  Abram,  and  broughtest  him  forth 

8  out  of  Ur  Casdim,  and  gavest  him  the  name  of  Abraham ;  And 
foundest  his  heart  faithful  before  thee,  and  madest  a  covenant  with 
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him  to  give  the  land  of  the  Canaanites,  the  Hittites,  the  Amorites, 
and  the  Perizzites,  and  the  Jehurites,  and  the  Girgashites,  to  give  if, 
I  say ,  to  his  seed,  aid  hast  performed  thy  words ;  for  thou  art 

d  righteous  ;  And  didst  see  the  affliction  of  our  fathers  in  Egypt,  and 

10  heardest  their  cry  hy  the  Red  sea ;  And  shewecUt  signs  and  wonders 
upon  Pharaoh,  and  on  all  his  servants,  and  on  all  the  people  of  his 
land:  for  thou  k  newest  that  they  dealt  presumptuously  against  them. 

11  So  didst  thou  get  thee  a  name,  as  U  i$  this.  day.  And  then  didst 
divide  the  sea  before  them,  so  that  they  went  through  the  midst  of 
the  sea  on  the  dry  land ;  and  their  persecutors  thou  thickest  into  the 

12  deeps,  as  a  stone  into  mighty  waters.  Moreover  thou  leddest  them 
in  the  day  hy  a  column  of  cloud ;  and  in  the  night  by  a  column  of  fire, 

13  to  give  them  light  in  the  way  wherein  they  should  go.  Thon  earnest 
down  also  upon  mount  Sinai,  and  spakest  with  them  from  heaven, 

.  and  gavest  them  right  judgments,  and  true  laws,  good  statutes,  and 

14  commandments ;  And  madest  known  unto  them  thy  holy  Sabbath, 
and  commandedst  them  precepts,  statutes,  and  laws,  by  the  hand  of 

15  Moses  thy  servant :  And  gavest  them  bread  from  heaven  foT  their 
hunger,  and  broughtest  forth  water  for  them  out  of  the  rock  for  their 
thirst,  and  promisedst  them  that  they  should  go  into  possess  the  land 

16  which  thou  hadst  lifted  up  thy  hand  to  give  them.  But  they  and  our 
fathers  dealt  presumptuously,  and  hardened  their  necks,  and  hearkened 

17  not  to  thy  commandments.  And  refused  to  obey,  neither  were  mind¬ 
ful  nf  thy  wonders  that  thou  didst  among  them;  but  hardened  their 
necks,  and  in  their  rebellion  appointed  a  captain  to  Tetura  to  tlieir 
bondage ;  but  thou  art  a  God  ready  to  pardon,  gracious  and  merciful, 

18  slow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kindness,  and  forsoukest  them  not.  Al¬ 
though  they  had  made  them  a  molten  calf,  and  said.  This  is  thy  God 
that  brought  thee  up  out  of  Egypt,  and  had  wrought  great  provoca- 

19  cations;  Yet  thou  in  thy  manifold  mercies  forsookest  them  not  in 
the  desert :  the  column  of  the  cloud  departed  not  from  them  by  day, 
to  lead  them  in  the  way;  neither  the  column  of  fire  by  night,  to  show 

20  them  light,  and  the  way  wherein  they  should  go.  Thou  gavest  also 
thy  good  spirit  to  instruct  them,  and  withheldest  not  thy  manna  from 

21  their  mouth,  and  gavest  them  water  for  their  thirst.  Yea,  forty  years 
didst  thou  sustain  them  in  the  desert,  so  that  they  lacked  nothing; 

22  their  clothes  waxed  not  old,  and  their  feet  swelled  not.  Moreover 
thou  gavest  them  kingdoms  and  peoples,  and  didst  divide  them  into 
comers :  so  they  possessed  the  land  of  Sihon,  and  die  land  of  the 

23  king  of  Heshboo,  and  the  land  of  Og  king  of  fiashan.  Their 
children  also  multi pliedst  thou  as  the  stars  of  heaven,  aud  broughtest 
them  into  the  land,  concerning  which  thou  hadst  promised  to  their 
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S4  fathers,  that  they  should  go  in  to  possess  it.  So  the  children  went  in 
and  possessed  the  land,  and  thou  subduedst  before  them  the  inhabit¬ 
ants  of  the  land,  the  Canaanites,  and  gaveat  them  into  their  hands, 
with  their  kings,  and  the  peoples  of  the  land,  that  they  might  do  with 

25  them  as  they  would.  And  they  took  strong  cities,  and  fat  ground, 
and  possessed  houses  foil  of  all  goads,  wells  digged,  vineyards,  and 
olive  trees,  and  fruit  trees  in  abundance t  so  they  did  eat,  and  were 
filled,  and  became  fet,  and  delighted  themselves  in  thy  great  good- 

26  ness.  Nevertheless  they  were  disobedient,  and  rebelled  against  thee, 
and  cast  thy  law  behind  their  backs,  and  slew  thy  prophets  who  tes¬ 
tified  against  them  to  turn  them  to  thee,  and  they  wrought  great 

27  provocations.  Therefore  thou  deliveredst  them  into  the  hand  of  their 
enemies,  who  vexed  them  ;  and  in  the  time  of  their  trouble,  when  they 
cried  unto  theo,  thou  heardest  them  from  heaven  ;  and  according  to 
thy  manifold  meicies  thou  gavest  them  saviours,  who  saved  them  out 

28  of  the  hand  of  their  adversaries.  But  after  they  had  rest,  they  did 
evil  again  before  thee :  therefore  leftest  thou  them  in  the  hand  of 
tbeir  enemies,  so  that  they  had  dominion  over  them :  yet  when  they 
returned,  and  cried  unto  thee,  thou  heardest  them  from  heaven ;  and 

29  many  times  didst  thou  deliver  them  according  to  thy  mercies :  And 
testifiedst  against  tbem,  that  thou  mightest  bring  them  again  unto 
thy  law :  yet  they  dealt  presumptuously,  and  hearkened  not  unto  thy 
commandments,  but  sinned  against  thy  judgments,  which,  if  a  man 
do,  he  shall  live  in  them  $  and  withdrew  the  shoulder,1  aud  hardened 

30  their  neck,  and  would  not  hear.  Yet  many  years  didst  thou  respite 
them,  and  testifiedst  against  them  by  thy  spirit  in  thy  prophets :  yet 
would  they  not  give  ear  :  therefore  gavest  thou  them  into  the  hands 

31  of  the  peoples  of  the  lands.  Nevertheless  for  thy  great  mercies*  sake 
tliou  didst  not  utterly  consume  them,  nor  forsake  them ;  for  thou  art 

32  a  gracious  and  merciful  God.  Now,  therefore,  our  God,  the  gTeat, 
the  mighty,  and  the  terrible  God,  who  keepest  covenant  and  mercy, 
let  not  all  the  (rouble  seem  little  before  thee,  that  hath  come  upon  us, 
on  our  kings,  on  our  princes,  and  on  our  priests,  and  on  our  prophets, 
and  on  our  fathers,  and  on  all  thy  people,  since  the  time  of  the  kings 

33  of  Assyria  unto  this  day.  Howbeit  thou  art  just  in  all  that  is  come 
upon  us ;  for  thou  hast  done  right,  bnt  we  have  done  wickedly ; 

34  Neither  have  our  kings,  our  princes,  our  priests,  nor  our  fathers,  kept 
thy  law,  nor  attended  unto  thy  commandments  and  thy  testimonies, 

36  wherewith  thou  didst  testify  against  them*  For  they  have  not  served 
thee  in  their  kingdom,  and  in  thy  great  goodness  that  thou  gavest 
them,  and  in  the  large  aud  fot  land  which  thou  gavest  before  them, 

36  neither  turned  they  from  their  wicked  works.  Behold,  we  ore  ser¬ 
vants  this  day,  and  for  the  land  that  thou  gavest  unto  our  fathers  to 
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eat  the  fruit  thereof  and  the  good  thereof  behold,  ve  ora  servant  a  in 
37  it*  And  it  yieldeth  much  produce  unto  the  kings  whom  thou  hast 
set  over  us  because  ftf  our  sins :  also  they  have  dominion  over  our 
bodies/and  over  our  cattle,  at  their  pleasure,  and  we  are  in  great 
distress. 

1  Chap,  x,— And  with  all  this  we  make  a  sure  covenant,  and  write  it; 
and  our  princes,  Levites,  and  priests,  are  upon  the  sealed  writing* 

2  Now  upon  the  sealed  writing  t cere,  Nehemiah,  the  Tishatha,  the  son 

3  4  of  Hachaliah  *and  Zidkijah,  Seraiah,  AzBriah,  Jeremiah,  Pashur, 
5  G  Amariah,  Malchijah,  Hattush,  Shebaniah,  Malluch,  Harim, 
7  $  Mere  moth,  Obadiah,  Daniel,  Ginnethon,  Baruch,  Meshullam, 
9  Abijah,  Mijamin,  Maaziah,  Bilgai,  Shemaiah :  these  wen  the 

10  priests*  And  the  Levitcs  :  both  Jesbua  the  son  of  Aianiah,  Bimini, 

11  of  the  sons  of  Henadad,  KadmieJ;  And  their  brethren,  Shebaniah, 

12  Hodijah,  Kelita,  Pelaiah,  Hanan,  Micha,  Rehob,  Hashabiata, 

13  14  15  Zaccur,  Sherebiah,  Shebaniah,  Hodijah,  Bani,  BeutuiL  The 
heads  of  the  people ;  Parosh,  Pahath-moab,  Elam,  Zatthu,  Bam, 

16  17  13  Bunni,  Azgad,  Bebai,  Adonijah,  Bigvai,  Adin,  A  ter,  Hiz- 
19  20  kijah,  gAzzur,  Hodijah,  Hashum,  Bexai,  Hariph,  Anathoth, 
21  22  Nebai,  Magpiasb,  Meskollam,  Hazir,  Meshezabeel,  Zadok, 
23  24  Jaddua,  Pelatiah,  Hanan,  Anaiah,  Hosbea,  Hananiah,  H&shub, 
25  26  Hallnhesh,  Pileha,  Shobek,  Rehum,  Hashabnah,  Maaseiah. 
27  28  29  And  Ahijah,  Hanan,  Arum,  Malluch,  Harim,  Baanah,  And 
the  rest,  of  the  people,  the  priests,  the  Levites,  the  porters,  the 
singers,  the  temple  servants,  and  all  they  that  had.  separated  them- 
selves  from  the  peoples  of  the  lands  unto  the  law  of  God,  their  wives, 
their  sons,  and  their  daughters,  every  one  having  knowledge,  and 

30  having  understanding  ;  They  held  fast  to  their  brethren,  their  nobles, 
and  entered  into  a  curse,  and  into  an  oath,  to  walk  in  God's  law, 
which  was  given  by  Moses  the  servant  of  God,  and  to  observe  and 
do  all  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  our  Lord,  and  his  judgments 

31  and  his  statutes ;  And  that  we  would  not  give  our  daughters  unto 

32  the  people  of  the  land,  nor  take  their  daughters  for  our  sous:  And 
i/the  peoples  of  the  land  bring'  the  ware  or  any  victuals  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath  day  to  sell,  that  we  would  not  buy  it  of  them  on  the  Sabbath,  or 
on  the  holy  day :  and  that  we  would  leave  the  seventh  year,  and  the 

33  loan  hy  every  hand.  Also  we  made  ordinance^  for  us,  to  charge  our¬ 
selves  yearly  with  the  third  part  of  a  shekel  for  the  service  of  the 

34  house  of  our  God ;  For  the  shewbreed,  and  for  the  perpetual  obla¬ 
tion,  and  for  the  perpetual  burnt  ofierhig,  of  the  Sabbaths,  of  the  new 
moons,  for  the  appointed  festivals,  and  for  the  holy  things,  and  for 
the  sin  offerings  to  make  an  expiation  for  Israel,  and/or  all  the  work 
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35  of  the  Ijouse  of  oar  God.  And  we  oast  the  lots  among  the  priests* 
the  Levites,  and  the  people,  for  the  wood  offering,  to  bring  it  into  the 
house  of  oar  God,  after  the  houses  of  our  fathers,  at  times  appointed 
year  by  year,  to  burn  upon  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  our  God,  as  it  is 

S6  written  in  the  law ;  And  to  bring  the  firstfruits  of  our  ground,  and 
the  firstfruits  of  all  fruit  ot  all  trees,  year  by  year,  unto  the  house  of 

37  the  Eternal.  Also  the  firstborn  of  our  sons,  and  of  our  beasts,  as  it 
is  written  in  the  law,  and  the  firstlings  of  our  herds  and  of  our  flocks, 
to  bring  to  the  house  of  our  God,  unto  the  priests  that  minister  in 

38  the  house  of  our  God :  And  that  we  should  bring  the  firstfruits  of 
our  kueading-troughs,  and  our  heave  offerings,  and  the  fruit  of  all 
manner  of  trees,  of  wine  and  of  oil,  unto  the  priests,  to  the  chambers 
of  the  house  of  our  God ;  and  the  tithes  of  our  ground  unto  the  Le¬ 
vites,  that  the  same  Levites  might  have  the  tithes  in  all  the  cities  of 

39  our  tillage.  And  the  priest  the  son  of  Aaron  shall  be  with  the  Levites 
when  the  Levites  take  tithes;  and  the  Levites  shall  bring  up  the 
tithe  of  the  tithes  nnto  the  house  of  our  God,  to  the  chambers,  into 

40  the  treasure  house.  For  the  children  of  Israel  and  the  children  of 
Levi  shall  bring  the  heave  offering  of  the  com,  of  the  new  wine,  and 
the  oil,  unto  the  chambers,  where  are  the  vessels  of  the  sanctuary, 
and  the  priests  that  minister,  and  the  porters,  and  the  singers ;  and 
we  will  not  forsake  the  house  of  our  God. 


1  Chap.  xi. — And  the  princes  of  the  people  dwelt  at  Jerusalem:  the 
rest  of  the  people  also  cast  lots,  to  bring  one  of  ten  to  dwell  in  Jeiu- 

3  salem  the  holy  city,  and  nine  parts  to  dwell  in  other  cities.  And  the 
people  blessed  all  the  men,  that  willingly  offered  themselves  to  dwell 

3  at  Jerusalem.  Now  these  are  the  heads  of  the  province  that  dwelt 
in  Jerusalem  :  but  in  the  cities  of  Judah  dwelt  every  one  in  his  pos¬ 
session  in  their  cities,  to  wit,  Israel,  the  priests,  and  the  Levites,  and 

4  the  temple  servants,  and  the  children  of  Solomon’s  servants.  And 
at  Jerusalem  dwelt  certain  of  the  children  of  Judah,  and  of  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  Benjamin.  Of  the  children  of  Judah;  Athaiah  the  son  of 
Uziiah,  the  son  of  Zechaiiah,  the  son  of  Amariah,  the  son  of  Shepha- 

5  tiah,  the  son  of  Mahelaleel,  the  children  of  Perez  ;  And  Maaseiah 
the  son  of  Baruch,  the  son  of  Col-hozch,  the  son  of  Hazaiah,  the  son 
of  Ad&iah,  the  son  of  Joiarib,  the  eon  of  Zeehariah,  the  son  of  Shiloni. 

6  All  the  sons  of  Pfcrez  that  dwelt  at  Jerusalem  were  four  hundred 

7  threescore  and  eight  valiant  meu.  And  these  are  the  sons  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  ;  Sallu  the  son  of  Meshullam,  the  son  of  Joed,  the  son  of  P©- 
daiah,  the  son  of  Xolaiah,  the  son  of  Maaseiah,  the  son  of  Ithiel,  the 
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8  son  of  Jesaiah.  And  after  him  Gabbai,  Sallai,  nine  hundred  twenty 

9  and  eight*  And  Joel  the  bod  of  Zichri  was  their  overseer :  and  Judah 

10  the  son  of  Senuah  was  second  over  the  city.  Of  tho  priests:  Je¬ 
ll  daiah  the  son  of  Joiarib,  Jachin.  Seraiah  the  son  of  Hilkiab,  the 

son  of  Meshullam,  the  son  of  Zadok,  the  son  of  Meraioth,  the  sou  of 

12  Ahitub,  was  the  ruler  of  the  house  of  God*  And  their  brethren  that 
did  the  work  of  the  house  were  eight  hundred  twenty  and  two ;  and 
A  daiah  the  son  of  Jeroham^  the  son  ofrPelaliah,  the  son  of  Amzi, 

13  the  son  of  Zechariah,  the  son  of  Pashur,  the  son  of  Malchiah,  And 
his  brethren,  heads  of  the  fathers,  two  hundred  forty  and  two  :  and 
Amashai  the  son  of  Azareel,  the  son  of  Ahasai,  the  son  of  Meshille- 

11  moth,  the  son  of  lmmea,  And  their  brethren,  mighty  men  of  valour, 
a  hundred  twenty  and  eight :  and  their  overseer  was  Zabdiel,  the  son 

15  of  Hagdolim*  Also  of  the  Levites:  Shemaiah  the  son  ofHashuh, 

16  the  son  of  Azrikam,  the  sou  of  Hashabiah,  the  son  of  Bimni ;  And 
Shabbethai  and  Jozabad,  of  the  heads  of  the  Levites,  had  the  over- 

17  sight  of  the  outward  business  of  the  house  of  God.  And  Mattaniah 
the  son  of  Micha,  the  son  of  Zabdi,  the  son  of  Asaph,  was  the  prin¬ 
cipal  to  begin  the  thanksgiving  in  the  prayer;  and  Bakhukiah  the 
second  among  his  brethren,  and  Abda  the  son  of  Shammuah,  the  son 

18  of  Gala!,  the  son  of  Jeduthnn*  All  the  Levites  in  the  holy  city  w?rt 

19  two  hundred  fourscore  and  four*  Moreover  the  porters,  Akkub, 
Talmon,  and  their  brethren  that  kept  the  gates,  were  a  hundred 

20  seventy  and  two.  And  the  residue  of  Israel,  of  the  priests,  and  the 
Levites,  were  in  all  the  cities  of  Judah,  everyone  in  his  inheritance. 

21  But  the  temple  servants  dwelt  in  Ophel ;  and  Ziha  and  Gispa  were 

22  over  the  temple  servants.  The  overseer  also  of  the  Levites  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  was  Vzzi  the  son  of  Bani,  the  son  of  Hashabiah,  the  son  of 
Mattauiah,  the  son  of  Micha.  Of  the  sons  of  Asaph,  the  singers 

23  were  over  the  business  of  the  house  of  God.  For  it  was  the  king’s 
commandment  concerning  them,  that  a  fixed  allowance  should  be  for 

24  the  singers,  due  for  every  day.  And  Pethahiah  the  son  of  Meeheza- 
beel,  of  the  children  of  Zerah  the  boh  of  Judah,  uos  at  the  king's 

25  hand  in  all  matters  concerning  the  people*  And  for  the  villages,1 
with  their  fields,  some  of  the  children  of  Judah  dwelt  at  Eirjath- 
arha,  and  in  the  villages?  thereof,  and  at  Dibon  and  in  the 
villages*  thereof,  and  at  Jekabzeel,  and  in  the  villages8  thereof, 

26  27  And  at  Jeshua,  and  at  Moladah,  and  at  Belh-phelet*  And 
at  Hazar-shual,  and  at  Beesheha,  and  in  the  villages8  thereof* 

28  And  at  Ziklag,  and  the  Mekonah,  and  in  the  villages8  thereof* 

29  30  And  at  En-iimmon,  and  at  Zateah,  and  at  Jarmath,  Zauoah, 
Adullam,  and  in  their  villages,9  at  L&chish,  and  the  fields  thereof,  at 
Azekah,  and  in  the  village^8  thereof*  And  they  were  encamped  from 

31  Beer^sheha  unto  the  valley  of  Hinnom*  The  children  also  of  Ben¬ 
jamin  from  Geha  dwell  at  Michmash,  and  Aija,  and  Beth-el,  and  in 

32  33  their  villages,*  And  at  Anathotb,  Nob,  Ananiah,  Hazor,  Ramah, 


1  enclosures,  *  daughters. 
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34  35  Gittaim,  Hadid,  Zeboim,  Neballat,  Lod,  and  Ono,  the  v oiler  of 

36  craftsmen.  Aud  of  the  Levites  were  divisions  in  Judah,  in  Ben¬ 
jamin. 

1  Chap.  xn. — Now  these  are  the  priests  and  the  Levites  that  vent  op 
with  Zerubbabel  the  Bon  of  Shealtiel,  and  Jesbua :  Seraiah,  Jeremiah, 

2  3  Ezra,  Amariah,  Mallucb,  Hattiuh,  Sbechanish,  Rehum,  Mere- 

4  5  moth,  Iddo,  Ginnetho,  Abijah,  Miamin,  Maadiab,  Bilgab, 

6  7  Sbemaiah,  and  Joiarib,  Jedaiah,  Sallu,  Amok,  Hilkiah,  Jedaiah. 

These  were  the  heads  of  the  priests  and  of  their  brethren  in  the  days 

8  of  Jeshua.  Moreover  the  Levites :  Jeshua,  Binnui,  Kadnaiel,  Shere- 
biah,  Judab,  and  Mattaniah,  who  was  over  the  thanksgiving,  he  and 

9  his  brethren.  Also  Bakbukiah  and  Unni,  their  brethren,  were  over 

10  against  them  in  the  watohes.  And  Jeshua  begat  Joiakim,  Joiakim 

1 1  also  begat  Eliashib,  and  Eliaahib  begat  Joiada,  And  Joiada  begat 

12  Jonathan,  and  Jonathan  begat  Jaddua.  And  in  the  days  of  Joiakim 
were  priests,  the  heads  of  the  lathers ;  of  Seraiah,  Meraiah ;  of  Je re- 

13  miah,  Hananiah;  Of  Ezra,  Mesh u  11am  ;  of  Amariah,  Jehohanan; 

14  15  Of  Melicu,  Jonathan  ?  of  Shebaniah,  Joseph  $  Of  Harim,  Adna; 

16  of  Meraioth,  Helkai;  Of  Iddo,  Zech&riah ;  of  Ginnethon,  Meshul- 

17  18  lam ;  Of  Abijah,  Zichri ;  of  Miniamin,  of  Moadiah,  PUtai ;  Of 

19  Bilgab,  Sbammna;  of  Shemaiah,  Jehonathan;  And  of  Joiarib, 

20  Mattenai;  of  Jedaiah,  Uzzi ;  Of  Sallai,  Kallai;  of  Amok,  Eber; 

21  22  Of  Hilkiah,  Hashabiah ;  of  Jedaiah,  Nethaneel.  The  Levites  in 
the  days  of  Eliashib,  Joiada,  and  Johanan,  and  Jaddua,  were  recorded 
heads  of  the  fathers  t  also  the  priests,  to  the  reign  of  Darius  the 

23  Persian.  The  sons  of  Levi,  the  heads  of  the  fathers,  were  written  in 
the  book  of  the  chronicles,  even  until  the  days  of  Johauan  the  sou  of 

24  Eliashib.  And  the  heads  of  the  Levites :  Hashabiah,  Sherebiah,  and 
Jeshua  the  son  of  Eadmiel,  with  their  brethren  over  against  them,  to 
praise  and  to  give  thanks,  according  to  the  commandment  of  David 

25  the  man  of  God,  ward  over  against  ward.  Mattaniah,  and  Bakbukiah, 
Obadiah,  Meshullam,  Talmon,  Akkub,  were  porters  keeping  the 

26  ward  at  the  thresholds  of  the  gates.  These  were  in  the  days  of  Joia¬ 
kim  the  son  of  Jeshua,  the  son  of  Jozadak,  and  in  the  days  of  Nehe- 

27  miah  the  pashaw,  and  of  Ezra  the  priest,  the  scribe.  Ana  at  the  de¬ 
dication  of  the  wall  of  Jerusalem  they  sought  the  Levites  out  of  all 
their  places,  to  bring  them  to  Jerusalem,  to  keep  the  dedication  with 
gladness,  both  with  thanksgivings,  and  with  Binging,  with  cymbals, 
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58  psalteries,  and  with  harps.  And  the  sons  of  the  singers  gathered 
themselves  together*  both  out  of  the  district  round  about  Jerusalem, 

29  and  from  the  villages1  of  Netophathi ;  Also  from  the  house  of  Gitgal, 
and  out  of  the  fields  of  Geba  and  Azmavcth ;  for  the  singers  had  built 

30  them  villages1  roundabout  Jerusalem.  And  the  priests  and  the  Levites 
purified  themselves,  and  purified  the  people,  and  the  gates,  and  the 

31  vail.  Then  1  brought  up  the  princes  of  Judah  upon  the  wall,  and 
appointed  two  great  companies  of  them  that  gave  thanks,  and  a  pro- 

32  cession  on  the  right  hand  upon  the  wall  towards  the  dung  gate  ;  And 

33  after  them  went  Hoshiuh,  and  half  of  the  princes  of  Judah,  And 

34  Azariah,  Ezra,  and  Meshull&m,  Judah,  and  Benjamin,  and  She- 

35  maiahj  and  Jeremiah,  And  certain  of  the  priests’  sons  with  trumpets ; 
namely  y  Zechariah  the  son  of  Jonathan,  the  son  of  Shemaiah,  the  son 
of  Mattaniah,  the  son  of  Michaiah,  the  son  of  Zaccur,  the  son  of 

36  Asaph  :  And  his  brethren,  Shemaiah,  and  Azarael,  Milalai,  Gilalai, 
Maai,  Nethaneel,  and  Jndah,  Hanani*.  with  the  musical  instruments 

37  of  David  the  man  of  God,  and  Ezra  the  scribe  before  them.  And  at 
the  fountain  gate,  which  was  over  against  them,  they  went  up  by  the 
stairs  of  the  city  of  David,  at  the  going  up  of  the  wall,  above  the 

38  house  of  David,  even  unto  the  Watergate  eastward.  And  the  other 
company  if  them  that  gave  thanks  went  over  against  Mem,  and  I 
after  them,  and  the  half  of  the  people  upon  the  wall,  from  heyond 

39  the  tower  of  the  furnaces  even  unto  the  hioad  wall ;  And  from  above 
the  gate  of  Ephraim,  and  above  the  old  gate,  and  above  the  fish  gate, 
and  the  tower  of  Hananeel,  and  the  tower  of  Meah,  even  unto  the 

40  sheep  gate;  and  they  stood  still  in  the  custody  gate.  So  stood  the 
two  companies  of  them  that  gave  thanks  in  the  house  of  God,  and  I, 

41  and  half  of  the  lieutenants  with  me :  And  the  priests ;  Eliakim, 
Maaseiah,  Mmiamin,  Michaiah,  Elioenai,  Zechariah,  and  Ha  uamah, 

42  with  trumpets;  And  Maaseiah,  and  Shemaiah,  and  Eleazar,  and 
Uzzi,  and  Jehohanan,  and  Malchijah,  and  Elam,  and  Ezer*  And 

43  the  singers  sang  loud,  with  Jezrahiah  their  overseer.  Also  that  day 
they  offered  great  sacrifices,  and  rejoiced  :  for  God  had  made  them 
rejoice  with  great  joy:  the  wives  also  and  the  children  rejoiced;  so 

44  that  the  joy  of  Jerusalem  was  heard  even  afar  off.  And  at  that  time 
were  some  appointed  over  the  chambers  for  the  treasures,  for  the 
heave-offeringa,  for  the  firstffuits,  and  for  the  tithes,  to  gather  into 
them  out  of  the  fields  of  the  cities  the  portions  of  the  law  for  the 

Ge&tg  and  Levites :  for  Judah  rejoiced  for  the  priests  and  for  the 
vites  that  stood  there.  And  both  the  singers  and  the  porters 
kept  the  ward  of  their  God,  and  the  ward  of  the  purification,  accord- 
46  ing  to  the  commandment  of  David,  an4  of  Solomon  his  son.  For 
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in  the  <lays  of  David  and  Asaph  of  old  there  were  heads  of  the 
47  singers,  and  songs  of  praise  and  thanksgiving  unto  God.  And  all 
Israel  in  the  days  of  Zeruh  babel,  and  in  the  days  of  Nehcmiab,  gave 
the  portions  of  the  singers  and  the  porters,  every  day  his  portion : 
and  they  sanctified  holy  things  unto  the  Levites ;  and  the  Levites 
sanctified  them  unto  the  children  of  Aaron. 


1  Chap.  xur. — On  that  day  they  read  in  the  book  of  Moses  in  the 
audience  of  the  people ;  and  therein  was  found  written,  that  an  Am¬ 
monite  and  Moabite  should  not  come  into  the  congregation  of  God 

2  for  ever ;  Because  they  met  not  the  children  of  Israel  with  bread 
and  with  water,  bnt  hired  Balaam  against  them,  that  he  should  corse 

3  them :  bowbeit  our  God  turned  the  curse  into  a  blessing.  Now  it 
came  to  pass,  when  they  had  heard  the  law,  that  they  separated  from 

4  Israel  all  the  mixed  multitude.*  And  before  this,  Eltashib  the  priest, 
placed  in  a  chamber  of  the  house  of  our  God,  wot  allied  unto  Tobiah : 

5  And  he  had  prepared  for  him  a  great  chamber,  where  aforetime  they 
laid  the  oblations,  the  frankincense,  and  the  vessels,  and  the  tithes  of 
the  corn,  the  new  wine,  and  the  oil,  which  was  commanded  to  be 
given  to  the  Levites,  and  the  singers,  and  the  porters  ;  and  the  heave 

6  offerings  of  the  priests.  But  in  all  this  time  was  not  1  at  Jerusalem :  for 
in  the  two  and  thirtieth  year  of  Artaxerxes  king  of  Babylon  came  I 
unto  the  king,  and  after  certain  days  obtained  I  leave  of  the  king : 

7  And  I  came  to  Jerusalem,  and  understood  of  the  evil  that  Eliashib 
did  for  Tobiah,  in  preparing  him  a  chamber  in  the  courts  of  the  house 

8  of  God,  And  it  grieved  me  sore :  therefore  I  cast  forth  all  the 

9  household  stuff  of  Tobiah  out  of  the  chamber.  Then  I  said,  and 
they  cleansed  the  chambers  :  and  thither  brought  I  again  the  vessels 

10  of  the  house  of  God,  with  the  oblation  and  the  frankincense.  And  1 
perceived  that  the  portions  of  the  Levites  had  not  heen  given  them  : 
for  the  Levites  and  the  singers,  that  did  the  work,  were  fled  every 

1 1  one  to  his  field.  Then  contended  I  with  the  lieutenants  and  said. 
Why  is  the  house  of  God  forsaken ?  And  1  gathered  them  together, 

12  and  set  them  in  their  place.  Then  brought  all  Judah  the  tithe  of  the 

13  corn  and  the  new  wine  and  the  oil  unto  the  treasuries.  And  I  made 
treasurers  over  the  treasuries,  Shelemiah  the  priest,  and  Zadok  the 
scribe,  and  of  the  Levites,  Pedaiah  :  and  next  to  them  was  Hanao 
the  son  of  Zaccur,  the  son  of  Mattaniah  :  for  they  were  counted  faith- 

14  ful,  and  their  office  was  to  distribute  unto  their  brethren*  Remember 
me,  O  my  God,  concerning  this,  and  wipe  not  out  my  good  deeds 
that  I  have  done  for  the  house  of  my  God,  and  for  the  offices  thereof, 

15  In  those  days  s&w  I  in  Judah  some  treading  wine  presses  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath,  and  bringing  in  sheaves,  and  lading  asses ;  as  also  wine,  grapes 
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and  figs,  and  all  maimer  of  burdens,  which  they  brought  into  Jerusalem 
on  tbe  Sabbath  day  :  and  I  testified  against  them  in  the  day  wherein 

16  they  sold  victuals*1  Anti  the  Tyrians  dwelling  in  it  brought  fish,  and  all 
manner  of  ware,  and  sold  on  the  Sabbath  unto  tha  children  of  Judah, 

17  and  in  Jerusalem.  Then  I  contended  with  the  nobles  of  Judah,  and 
said  unto  them.  What  evil  thing  is  this  that  ye  do,  and  profane  the 

18  Sabbath  day  P  Did  not  your  fathers  thus  ?  and  our  God  brought  all 
this  evil  upon  us,  and  upon  this  city ;  yet  ye  bring  more  wrath  upon 

19  Israel  by  profaning  the  Sabbath.  Ana  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  the 
gates  of  Jerusalem  began  to  he  dark  before  the  Sabbath,  I  said  that 
the  gates  should  be  shot,  and  said  that  they  should  not  be  opened  till 
after  the  Sabbath :  and  some  of  my  servants  set  I  at  the  gates,  that 

20  there  should  no  burden  be  brought  in  on  the  Sabbath  day.  So  the 
merohants  and  sellers  of  all  kind  of  ware  lodged  without  Jerusalem 

21  once  or  twice.  Then  I  testified  against  them,  and  said  unto  them, 
Why  lodge  ye  about  tbe  wall  T  if  ye  do  so  again,  I  will  lay  hands  on 

22  you.  From  that  time  forth  came  they  no  more  on  the  Sabbath,  And 
1  said  to  tbe  Levi  tee  that  they  should  cleanse  themselves,  and  that 
they  should  come  and  keep  the  gates,  to  sanctify  tbe  Sabbath  day. 
Remember  me,  O  ray  God,  concerning  this  also,  and  spare  me  ac- 

23  cording  to  the  greatness  of  thy  mercy.  In  those  days  also  saw  1  Jews 

24  that  had  married  wives  of  Ashdod,  of  Ammon,  ana  of  Mo&b  :  And 
their  children  spake  half  in  the  speech  of  Ashdod,  and  could  not 
speak  in  the  Jews’  language,  but  according  to  the  language  of  each 

25  people.  And  I  contended  with  them,  and  cursed  them,  and  smote 
certain  of  them,  and  plucked  off  their  hair,  and  adjured  them  by  God, 
saying.  If  ye  give  your  daughters  unto  their  sons,  and  take  their 

26  daughters  unto  your  sons,  or  for  yourselves  ....  Did  not  Solomon 
king  of  Israel  sin  hy  these  things  ?  yet  among  many  nations  was 
there  no  king  like  him,  who  was  beloved  of  his  God,  and  God  made 
him  king  over  all  Israel:  nevertheless  even  him  did  alien  women 

27  cause  to  sin.  Shall  we  then  hearken  unto  you  to  do  all  this  great 
evil,  to  transgress  against  our  God  in  marrying  alien  wives?  And 
one  of  the  sons  of  Jaiada,  the  sou  of  Eliashib  tbe  high  priest,  was  son 
in  law  to  Sanballat  the  Hcronite:  therefore  I  chased  him  from  me. 

29  Remember  them,  O  my  God,  because  they  have  defiled  the  priest- 

30  hood,  and  the  covenant  of  the  priesthood,  and  of  the  Levites.  Thus 


1  veniun. 
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desnsed  I  them  from  all  aliens!  and  appointed  wards  of  the  priests 
31  and  the  Levi  tea,  every  one  in  his  business.  And  for  the  wood  offer¬ 
ing?  times  appointed,  and  for  the  firstfruits*  Remember  me,  O 
my  God,  for  good.

27  Mishina ;  Hamuel  his  bod,  Zacchur  his  son,  Shimei  his  soil.  And 
■  Shimei  had  sixteen  sons  and  six  daughters ;  but  his  brethren  had  not 

man;  children,  neither  did  all  their  family  multiply,  like  the  children 

28  of  Judah.  And  they  dwelt  at  Beer-sheba,  and  Moladak,  and 
20  30  Hazar-shual,  And  at  Bilhah,  and  at  Ezem,  and  at  Toladj  And 
31  at  Bethuel,  and  at  Hormah,  and  at  Ziklag,  And  at  Beth-marcaboth, 

and  Hazar-susim,  and  at  Beth-birei,  and  at  Sbaaraim.  These  were 
33  their  cities  onto  the  reign  of  David.  And  their  villages1  were,  Etani, 

33  and  Ain,  Rimman,  and  Tochen,  and  Aaham,  five  cities ;  And  all 
their  villages1  that  were  round  about  the  same  cities,  unto  Baal. 

34  These  were  their  habitations,  and  their  genealogy.  And  Meshobab, 

35  and  Jamlech,  and  Joshah  the  son  of  Amaziah,  ■  And  Joel,  and  Jehu 

36  the  son  of  Josibiah,  the’  son 'of  Seraiah,  the  son  of  Asid^  -  And 
Elioenai,  and  Jaakobahj  and  Jeshoaiah,  and  Asaiah,  andAdiel,  and 

37  Jesimiel,  and  Benaiah,  And  Ziza  the  son  of  Shiphi,  the  son  of  Alloa, 
36  the  son  of  Jedaiah,  the  son  of  Shimri,  the  son  of  Shemaiah ; ;  These 

mentioned  by  their  names  were  princes  in  their  families;  and  the 

39  house  of  their  fathers  increased  greatly.  And  they  went  to  the 
entrance  of  Gedor,  even,  untp  the  east  side  of  the  valley,  to  seek  pas- 

40  tures  for  their  flocks.  And  they  found  fat  pasture  and  good,  and  the 
land  was  wide,  and  quiet,  and  peaceable;  for  they  of  Ham  had  dwelt 

41  there  of  old.  And  these  written  by  name  came  in  the  days  of  Heze- 
kiah  king  of  Judah,  and  smote  their  tents,  and  the-  habitations^  that 
were  found  there,  and  destroyed  them  utterly  unto  this  day,  and  dwelt 
in  their  rooms :  because  there  teas'  pasture  there  for  theit  flocks. 

43  And  some  of  them,  even  of  the  sons  of  Simeon,  five  hundred  men, 
went  to  mount  Seir,  having  for  their  captains  Pelatiah,  and  Neariah, 
43  and  Rephaiah,  and  Uzziel,  the  sons  of  Ishi.  And  -  they  smote  the 
rest  of  the  Amalekites  that  wen  escaped,  and  dwelt  there  unto  this 
day. 


1  Chap.  v. — Now  the  sons  of  Reuben  the  firstborn  of  Israel,  for  he  was 
the  firstborn ;  but,  forasmuch  as  he  defiled  his  father's  bed,  his  hirth- 
right  was  given  unto  the  sons  of  Joseph  the  son  of  Israel :  and  the 
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2  genealogy  is  not  to  be  reckoned  after  the  birthright.  For  Judah 
prevailed  above  his  brethren,  and  of  him  came  the  leader  ;  but  the 

3  birthright  was  Josephs  ;  The  sons,  /  &ay3  of  Reuben  the  firstborn 

4  of  Israel  were,  Hanoch,  and  Palin,  Hearon,  and  Carmi,  The  sons  of 

5  Joel ;  Shexnaiah  his  son,  Gog  his  son,  Shimei  his  son,  Micah  his 

6  son,  Jteaia  his  son,  Baal  his  son,  Beerah  his  son,  whom  1' 'ilgath- 
pilneser  king  of  Assyria  carried  away  captive  ;  he  teas  prince  of  the 

7  Renbenites.  And  his  brethren  by  their  families,  when  the  genealogy 
of  their  generations  was  reckoned,  were  the  chief,  Jeiclj  and  Ze- 

8  chariah,  And  Bela  the  son  of  Azaz,  the  son  of  Shema,  the  son  of 

9  Joel,  who  dwelt  in  Aroer,  even  unto  Nebo  and  Baal-meon:  And 
eastward  he  inhabited  unto  the  entering  in  of  the  desert  from  the 
river  Euphrates :  because  their  cattle  were  multiplied  in  the  land  of 

10  Gilead,  And  in  the  days  of  Saul  they  made  war  with  the  Hngarites, 
who  fell  hy  their  hand  :  and  they  dwelt  in  their  tents  throughout  all 

11  the  east  land  of  Gilead,  And  the  children  of  Gad  dwelt  ever  against 

12  them,  in  the  land  of  Bashan  unto  Salcah  :  Joel  the  chief,  and  Shap- 

13  ham  the  next,  and  Jaauai,  and  Sbapbat  in  Basham  And  their  breth¬ 
ren  of  the  house  of  their  fathers  were,  Michael,  and  Mcshullam,  and 

14  Sheba,  and  Jorai,  and  Jachan,  and  Zia,  and  Heher,  seven.  These 
are  the  children  of  Abihail  the  son  of  Huri,  the  son  of  Jaroah,  the  son 
of  Gilead,  the  son  of  Michael,  the  son  of  Jeshishai,  the  sou  of  Jahdo, 

15  tbe  son  of  Bus  ;  Ahi  the  son  of  Abdtel,  the  son  of  Guni,  head  of 

16  the  house  of  their  fathers*  And  they  dwelt  in  Gilead  in  Bashan,  and 
in  her  towns,  and  in  all  the  suhurbs  of  Sharon,  upon  their  borders* 

17  All  these  were  reckoned  hy  genealogies  in  the  days  of  Jotham  king 

18  of  Judah,  and  in  tbe  days  of  Jeroboam  king  of  Israel,  The  sous  of 
Renben,  and  the  Gadiles,  and  half  the  tribe  of  Mauasseh,  of  valiant 
men,  men  able  to  bear  buckler  and  sword,  and  to  shoot  with  bow,  and 
skilful  in  war,  were  four  and  forty  thousand  seven  hundred  and  tliree- 

19  score,  that  went  out  to  the  war.  And  they  mode  war  with  the  II  a- 

20  garites,  with  Jetur,  and  Nephi&h,  and  Nodab-  And  they  were  helped 
against  them,  and  the  Hagarites  were  delivered  into  their  hand,  and 
all  that  were  with  them  :  for  they  cried  to  God  in  the  hattle,  and  he 

21  was  entreated  of  them ;  because)  they  put  their  trust  in  him.  And 
they  took  away  their  cattle  ;  of  their  camels  fifty  thousand,  and  of 
sheep  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand,  and  of  asses  two  thousand,  and 

22  of  men  a  hundred  thousand.  For  there  fell  down  many  slain,  because 
the  war  t dob  of  God,  And  they  dwelt  in  their  steads  until  the  cap- 

23  tivity.  And  Ihe  children  of  the  half  tribe  of  Manas seh  dwelt  in  the 
laud :  they  increased  from  Bashan  unto  Baahhennon  and  Semr,  and 

24  unto  mount  Hermon.  And  these  were  the  heads  of  the  house  of  their 
fathers,  even  Epher,  and  Ishi,  and  Eliel,  and  Azriel,  and  Jeremiah,

and  Hodaviah,  and  Jadhiel,  mighty  men  of  valour,  famous  men,  and

26  people  of  the  land,  whom  God  destroyed  before  them.  And  the  God 
of  Israel  stirred  up  the  spirit  of  Pul  king  of  Assyria,  and  the 
spirit  of  Tilgath-pilneeer  king  of  Assyria,  and  he  carried  them  away, 
even  the  Reubenitcs,  and  the  Gadites,  and  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh,

29  Uzzieb  And  the  children  of  Amram ;  Aaron,  and  Moses,  and  Miriam, 
The  sons  also  of  Aaron ;  N&dab,  and  Abihu,  Eleazar,  and  Ithamar, 

30  31  lileazar  begat  Fhinehas,  Phinehas  begat  Abishua,  And  Abishua 

32  begat  Bukki,  and  Bukki  begat  Uzzi,  And  Uzzi  begat  Zerahiah, 

33  and  Zeraiah  begat  Meraioth,  Meraioth  begat  Amariah,  and  Amariah 

34  begat  Ahitub,  And  Ahitub  begat  Zadok, and  Zadok  begat  Ahi- 

35  maaz,  And  Ahimaaz  begat  Azariah,  and  Azariah  begat  Job  an  an* 

36  And  Johanan  begat  Azariah — he  it  is  that  executed  the  priest's 

37  office  in  the  temple  that  Solomon  built  in  Jerusalem  : — And  Azariah 

38  begat  Auiariab,  and  Amariah  begat  Ahitub,  And  Ahitub  begat 

39  Zadok,  and  Zadok  begat  Shallum,  And  Shallum  begat  Hilkiah,  and 

40  Hilkiah  begat  Azariah,  And  Azariah  begat  Seraiah,  and  Seruiah 

41  begat  Jehdzadak,  And  Jehozadak  went  into  captivity ,  when  the 
Eternal  carried  away  Judah  and  Jerusalem  by  the  hand  of  Nebu¬ 
chadnezzar*

And  in  the  proximity  of  the  children  of  Manaaseh,  Beth- 
shean  and  her  towns,  Taannch  and  her  towDS,  Megiddo  and  her 
towns.  Dor  and  her  towns.  In  these  dwelt  the  children  of  Joseph 

30  the  son  of  Israel.  The  sons  of  Asher;  Imnah,  and  Isuah,  and 

31  Ishuai,  and  Beriah,  and  Serah  their  sister.  And  the  sous  of  Beriah ; 

32  Heber,  and  Malchiel,  who  i*  the  father  of  Birzavith.  And  Heber 

33  begat  .laphlet,  and  Shomer,  and  Hotham,  and  Sliua  their  sister.  And 
the  sons  of  Japhlet;  Passch,  and  Bimlial,  and  Ashvath.  These  are 

34  the  children  of  Japhlet  And  the  sons  of  Shamer;  AM,  and  Rohgah, 

35  Jehubbah,  and  Aram.  And  the  sons  of  his  brother  Helem ;  Zophah, 

36  and  Imna,  and  Shcicsh,  and  Amal.  The  sons  of  Zophah  ;  Suah,  and 

37  Hamepher,  and  Shual,  and  Beri,  and  Immh,  Bezel',  and  Hod,  and 

.38  Shamma,  and  Shilshah,  and  Ithran,  and  Beera.  And  the  sons  of 

39  Jether ;  Jephuoneh,  and  Pispah,  and  Ara.  And  the  sons  of  Ulla  r 

40  Arab,  and  Haniel,  and  Rczia.  All  these  were  the  children  of  Asher, 
heads  of  their  father's  house,  choice  and  mighty  men  of  valour,  heads 
of  the  princes.  And  the  number  throughout  the  genealogy  of  them 
that  were  apt  to  the  army  and  to  the  war  woe  twenty  and  six  thousand 
men. 

1  Chap.  viii. — Now  Benjamin  begat  Bela  his  firstborn,  Ashbel  the

6  phan,  and  Huram*  And  these  are  the  sons  of  Ehud;  these  are  the 
heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  inhabitants  of  Geba,  and  they  removed 

7  them  to  Manabath:  And  Naam&n,  and  Ahiah,  and  Gere,  he 
B  removed  them,  and  begat  Uzza,  and  Ahihud.  And  Shaharalm  begat 

children  in  the  country  of  Moah,  after  he  had  sent  them  away ; 
9  Hushim  and  Baava  were  his  wives.  And  he  begat  of  Hodcsb  his 

10  wife,  Jobab,  and  Zibia,  and  Mesha,  and  Male  bam,  And  Jeuz, 

11  and  Sh&chia,  and  Mrrma.  These  were  his  sons,  heads  of  the 

12  fa tliers.  And  of  Hushim  he  begat  Abitub,  and  Elpaah  The 

sons  of  Elpaal;  Eber,  and  Misn&m,  and  Shamed,  who  built 

13  Ono,  and  Lod,  with  the  towns  thereof :  Bcriah  also,  and  Shema, 
who  were  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  inhabitants  of  Aijalon, 

14  who  drove  away  the  inhabitants  of  Gath :  And  Ahio,  Shashak,  and 

1 6  16  J  ere  moth.  And  Zcbadiah,  and  Arad,  and  Adcr,  And  Michael,  and 

17  Ispa,  and  Joha,  the  sons  of  Bexiah  ;  And  Zcbadiah,  and  Meshullam, 

18  and  Hezeki,  and  Hcber,  Ishmer&t  also,  and  Jezliah,  and  Jobab,  the 

19  20  sons  of  Elpaal  ;  And  Jakim,  and  Zichri,  and  Z&bdi,  And 

21  EEienai,  and  Zilihai,  and  Eliel,  And  Adaiah,  and  Ber&iah,  and 

22  Shimrath,  the  sons  of  Shimhi ;  And  Ishp&n,  and  Hcber,  and  Eliel, 

23  24  And  Abdon,  and  Zichri,  and  Han&n,  And  Hananiah,  and  Elam, 
25  and  Antothijah,'  And  lphedeiah,  and  Pcnuel,  the  sons  of  Shashak; 

20  27  And  Shnmsher&i,  and  Shchamh,  and  Athaliali,  And  Jaresiah, 

28  and  Eliah,  and  Zichri,  the  sons  of  Jeroham.  These  were  heads  of 
the  fathers,  by  their  generations,  chief  met i.  These  dwelt  in  Jeru- 

29  salem.  And  at  Gibeon  dwelt  the  father  of  Gib  eon ;  whose  wife’s 

30  name  was  Maachnh:  And  his  firstborn  son  Abdon,  and  Zur,  and 

3 1  Kish,  and  Baal,  and  Nad&h,  And  Gedor,  and  Ahio,  and  Zacher. 

32  And  Mikloth  begat  Shimcah,  And  these  also  dwelt  with  their 

33  brethren  in  Jerusalem,  over  against  them*  And  Ner  begat  Kish,  and 
Kish  begat  Saul,  and  Saul  begat  Jonathan,  and  Malchi-shna,  and 

34  Abinadab,  and  Eshb&ah  And  the  son  of  Jonathan  was  Merib-baal ; 

35  and  Merib-baal  begat  Micah.  And  the  sons  of  Micah  were,  Fithon, 

36  and  Melech,  and  Tarea,  and  Ahnz.  And  Ahaz  begat  Jehoadah ;  and 
Jehoadah  be<jat  Alemet,  and  Azmaveth,  and  Zimri,  and  Zimri  begat 

37  Moza,  And  Moza  begat  Btnea:  Rupha  was  his  son,  Eleasah  bis 

38  son,  Azel  his  son ;  And  Azel  hod  six  sons,  whose  names  are  these. 
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Azrikam,  Bocheru,  and  Isfamad,  and  Sheariah,  and  Obadiab,  and 

39  Hanan.  Alt  these  were  the  sons  of  Azel.  And  the  sons  of  Eshek 
his  brother  were,  Ulam  his  firstborn,  Jehush  the  second,  and  Elipho- 

40  let  the  third.  And  the  sons  of  Ulam  were  mighty  men  of  valour, 
archers,  and  had  many  sons,  and  sons'  sons,  a  hundred  and  fifty.  All 
these  arc  of  the  sons  of  Benjamin. 


1  Chap.  ix. — So  all  Israel  were  reckoned  by  genealogies ;  and,  behold, 
they  were  written  in  the  book  of  the  kings  of  Israel  and  Judah,  who 

2  were  canted  away  to  Babylon  for  their  transgression.  Now  the  first 
inhabitants  that -dwell  in  their  possessions  in  their  cities  were,  the 

3  Israelites,  the  priests,  Levites,  and  the  temple  servants.  And  in 
Jerusalem  dwelt  of  the  children  of  Judah,  and  of  the  children  of 

4  Benjamin,  and  of  the  children  of  Ephraim,  and  Manasseh  ;  Uthai 
the  son  of  Ammihud,  the  son  of  Ojnri,  the  son  of  Imri,  the  son  of 

5  Bam,  of  the  children  of  Fharez  the  son  of  Judah.  And  of  the  Shi- 

6  Ionites ;  Asaiah  the  firstborn,  and  his  sons.  And  of  the  sods  of 

7  Zerah ;  Jeuel,  and  their  brethren,  six  hundred  and  ninety.  And 
of  the  sons  of  Benjamin ;  Sallu  the  son  of  Mcshullani,  the  son 

$  of  Hodaviah,  the  son  of  Hascnuah,  And  Ibneiah  the  son  of 
Jeroham,  and  Eiah  the  son  of  Uzzi,  the  son  of  Michri,  and 
Meshullam  the  son  of  Shephathiah,  the  son  of  Reucl,  the  son 

9  of  Ibnijah;  And  their  brethren,  according  to  their  generations, 
nine  hundred  and  fifty  and  six.  All  these  were  heads  of  fathers 

1 0  in  the  house  of  their  fathers.  And  of  the  priests ;  Jedaiah, 

11  and  Jehoifirib,  and  Jochin,  And  Asariah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  the 
son  of  Meshullam,  the  son  of  Zadok,  the  son  of  Meraioth,  the  son  of 

12  Ahitub,  the  ruler  of  the  house  of  God;  And  Adaiah  the  son  of 
Jeroham,  the  son  of  Pashur,  the  son  of  Malchiiah,  and  Maasiai  the 
son  of  Adiel,  the  son  of  Jahzerah,  the  son  of  Meshullam,  the  son  of 

13  Mcshilleimth,  the  son  of  Immer ;  And  their  brethren,  heads  of  the 
house  of  their  fathers,  a  thousand  and  seven  hundred  and  threescore ; 

1 4  very  ahlc  men  for  the  work  of  the  service  of  the  house  of  God.  And 
of  the  Levites :  Shemaioh  the  son  of  Hasshub,  the  son  of  Azrikam, 

15  the  son  of  Ilasbabi&h,  of  the  sons  of  Merari ;  And  Bakbakkar, 
Heresh,  and  Gal&t,  and  Mattamah  the  son  of  Micah,  the  son  of 

16  Zichri,  the  son  of  Asaph  :  And  Obadiah  the  son  of  Shemaiah,  the 
son  of  Galal,  the  son  of  Jeduthun,  and  Bercchiah  the  son  of  Asa,  the 

17  son  of  Elknnah,  that  dwelt  in  the  villages1  of  the  Netophathitcs.  And 
the  porters  were,  Shallum,  and  Akkub,  and  Talmoti,  and  Ahiman, 

IS  and  their  brethren :  Shallum  was  the  chief;  Who  hitherto  watted 
in  the  king’s  gate  eastward :  they  were  porters  in  the  camps  of  the 

19  children  of  Levi.  And  Shallum  the  son  of  Korc,  the  son  of  Ebi- 
osaph,  the  son  of  Korah,  and  his  brethren,  of  the  house  of  his  father, 
the  Korahites,  were  over  the  work  of  the  service,  keepers  of  the 
threshold  of  the  tent :  and  their  fathers,  being  over  the  camp  of  the 
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20  Eternal^  were  keepers  of  the  entry.  .  And  Phinehas  the  son  of  Ele- 
az&r  was  the  ruler  over  them  in  time  past,  and  the  Eternal  was  with 

21  him.  And  ZechariatC  the  son  of  Meshelemiah  was  porter  at  the 

22  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.  All  these  who  were  chosen  to  be 
porters  on  the  threshold  were  two  hundred  and  twelve.  These  were 
reckoned  bv  their  genealogy  in  their  villages,1  whom  David  and  Samuel 

23  the  seer  had  confirmed  for  their  faithfulness.  So  they  and  their  chil¬ 
dren  had  the  oversight  of  the  gates  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 

24  namely f  the  house  of  the  tents,  by  wards*  In  four  quarters  were  the 

25  porters,  towards  the  east,  west,  north,  and  south.  And  their  brethren, 
who  were  in  the  villages,1  were  to  come  after  seven  days  from  time  to 

26  time  with  them.  For  these  Levi  tea  t  the  four  chief  porters,  they 
officiated  with  faithfulness,  and  were  over  the  chambers  and  treasuries 

27  of  the  house  of  God.  And  they  lodged  round  about  the  house  of 
God,  because  the  charge  was  upon  them,  and  the  opening  thereof 

28  every  morning  pertained  to  them*  Aud  certain  of  them  had  the 
charge  of  the  ministering  vessels,  that  they  should  bring  them  in  and 

29  out  by  tale*  Some  of  them  also  were  appointed  to  oversee  the  vessels, 
and  all  the  instruments  of  the  sanctuary,  and  the  fine  dour,  and  the 

30  wine,  and  the  oil,  and  the  frankincense,  and  the  spices.  And  some 
of  the  sons  of  the  priests  compounded  the  ointment  of  the  spices* 

31  And  Mattithiah,  one  of  the  Levites,  who  was  the  firstborn  of  Shal- 
lum  the  Korahite,  presided  with  faithfulness  over  the  things  that  were 

32  made  in  the  pans.  And  other  of  their  brethren,  of  the  sons  of  the 
Kohathites,  were  over  the  shewbread,  to  prepare  it  every  sabbath. 

33  And  these  are  the  singers,  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  Levites,  who 
remaining  iu  the  chambers  were  exempt :  for  they  were  employed  in 

34  that  work  day  and  night*  These  are  tne  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the 

35  Levites  throughout  their  generations ;  these  dwelt  at  Jerusalem.  And 
in  Gibeon  dwelt  the  father  of  Gibeon,  Jehiel,  whose  wife’s  name  was 

36  Maachah.  And  his  firstborn  son  Abdon,  then  Zur,  and  Kish,  and 

37  Baal,  and  Her,  and  Nadab,  And  Gedor,  and  Ahio,  and  Zechariah, 

38  and  Mikloth*  And  Mikloth  begat  SMmeam.  And  they  also  dwelt 

39  with  their  brethren,  at  Jerusalem,  over  against  their  brethren*  And 
Ner  begat  Kiah  ;  and  Kish  begat  Saul ;  and  Saul  begat  Jonathan, 

40  and  Malchi-shua,  and  Abut&d&b,  and  Eshheal,  And  the  son  of 

41  Jonathan  was  Merib-baah  and  Merib-baal  begat  Micah*  And  the 
sons  of  Mic&h  were9  Fithon,  and  Melech,  and  Tahrea,  and  Ahaz^ 

42  And  Ahaz  begat  Jarah ;  and  Jarah  begat  Alemeth,  aud  Azmavetb, 
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43  end  Zimri ;  and  Zimri  begat  Moza ;  And  Moza  begat  Binea  :  and 

44  Rephaiah  his  son,  Eleasah  bis  son,  Azel  his  son.  And  Azel  had  six 
sons,  whose  names  are  these,  Azrikam,  Bocheru,  and  lshmael,  and 
Sheatiah,  and  Obadiah,  and  Iianan :  these  were  the  sons  of  Azel. 

1  Chap.  x. — Now  the  Philistines  fought  against  Israel;  and  the  men 
of  Israel  fled  from  before  the  Philistines,  and  fell  dawn  slain  on 

2  mount  Gilboa.  And  the  Philistines  followed  hard  after  Saul,  and 
after  his  sons ;  and  the  Philistines  slew  Jonathan,  and  Ahinadab,  and 

3  Malchi-shua,  the  sons  of  Saul.  And-  the  battle  went  sore  agaiust 
Saul,  and  the  arcbers  found  him,  and  he  was  in  terror  of  the  archers. 

4  Then  said  Saul  to  his  armour-bearer.  Draw  thy  sword,  and  thrust  me 
through  therewith,  lest  these  nncircumcised  come  and  make  sport  of 
me.  But  his  armour-bearer  would  not ;  for  he  was  sore  afraid.  So  Saul 

5  took  a  sword,  and  fell  upon  it.  And  when  his  annonr-bearcr  saw  that 

G  Saul  was  dead,  he  fell  likewise  on  the  swoTd,  and  died.  So  Saul  died, 

7  and  his  three  sons,  and  all  his  house  died  together.  And  when  all  the 
men  of  Israel  that  were  in  the  valley  saw  that  they  fled,  and  that 
Saul  and  his  sons  were  dead,  then  they  forsook  their  cities,  and  fled: 
and  the  Philistines  came  and  dwelt  in  them.  And  it  came  to  pass 

8  on  the  morrow,  when  the  Philistines  came  to  strip  the  slain,  that 

9  they  found  Soul  and  his  sons  fallen  on  mount  Gilboa.  And  when 
they  had  stripped  him,  they  took  his  head,  and  hiB  armour,  and  sent 
into  the  land  of  the  Philistines  round  about,  to  carry  tidings  unto 

10  their  idols,  and  to  the  people.  And  they  put  his  armour  in  the 
house  of  their  gods,  and  fastened  his  skull  in  the  temple  of  Dagon. 

11  And  when  all  Jabesh-gilead  heard  all  that  the  Philistines  had  done 

12  to  Saul,  They  arose,  all  the  valiant  men,  and  took  away  the  body  of 
Saul,  and  the  bodies  of  his  sons,  and  brought  them  to  Jabesh ,  and 
buried  their  bones  under  the  terebinth  in  Jabesh,  and  fasted  seven 

13  days.  So  Saul  died  for  his  transgression  which  he  committed  against 
the  Eternal,  even  against  the  word  of  the  Eternal,  which  he  kept  not, 
and  also  for  asking  counsel  of  one  that  had  a  familiar  spirit,  to  enquire 

14  of  it ;  And  enquired  not  of  the  Eternal :  therefore  he  slew  him,  and 
turned  the  kingdom  unto  David  the  sou  of  J  esse. 

1  Chap.  xi. — Then  all  Israel  gathered  themselves  to  David  unto 

2  Hebron,  saying.  Behold,  we  are  thy  bone  and  thy  flesh.  And 
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moreover  in  time  past,  even  when  Saul  was  king,  thou  toast  he  that 
leddest  out  and  broughtest  in  Israel :  and  the  Eternal  thy  God  said 
unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  feed  my  people  Israel,  and  thou  shalt  he  ruler 

3  over  my  people  Israel*  Therefore  came  all  the  elders  of  Israel  to  the 
king  to  Hebron  ;  and  David  made  a  covenant  with  them  in  Hebron 
before  the  Eternal;  and  they  anointed  David  king  over  Israel, 

4  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal  by  Samuel*  And  David  and 
all  Israel  went  to  Jerusalem,  which  is  Jebus;  where  the  Jeburites 

5  were,  the  inhabitants  of  the  land*  And  the  inhabitants  of  Jebus  said 
to  David,  Thou  shalt  not  come  hither.  Nevertheless  David  took  the 

6  hold  of  Zion,  which  is  the  city  of  David*  And  David  said,  Who¬ 
soever  smiteth  the  Jebusites  first  shall  he  chief  and  captain*  So 

7  Joah  the  son  of  Zemiah  went  first  up,  and  was  chief.  And  David 

3  dwelt  in  the  hold;  therefore  they  called  it  the  city  of  David*  And 

he  built  the  city  round  about,  even  from  Milio  round  about :  and 

9  Joab  repaired  the  rest  of  the  city*  So  David  waxed  greater  and 

10  greater  ;  for  the  Eternal  of  hosts  was  with  him*  These  also  are  the 
heads  of  the  mighty  men  whom  David  had,  who  strengthened  them¬ 
selves  with  him  in  his  kingdom,  and  with  all  Israel,  to  make  him 

11  king,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal  concerning  Israel*  And 
this  is  the  number  of  the  mighty  men  whom  David  had ;  Jashobeam, 
a  Hachmonite,  the  head  of  the  captains :  he  lifted  up  his  spear  against 

12  three  hundred  slain  by  Aim  at  one  time*  And  after  him  was  Ele- 
az&r  the  son  of  Dodo,  the  Ahohite,  who  was  among  the  three  heroes. 

13  He  was  with  David  at  Pas-Damnrim,  and  there  the  Philistines  were 

fathered  together  for  the  war,  where  was  a  parcel  of  ground  full  of 
arley;  and  the  people  fled  from  before  the  Philistines*  And  they 
set  themselves  in  the  midst  of  that  parcel,  and  delivered  it,  and  slew 
the  Philistines ;  and  the  Eternal  saved  them  hy  a  great  deliverance. 
15  Now  three  of  the  thirty  captains  went  down  to  the  rock  to  David, 
into  the  cave  of  Adullam ;  and  the  host  of  the  Philistines  encamped 
1C  in  the  valley  of  Rephaim*  And  David  was  then  in  the  hold,  and 
17  the  Philistines’  garrison  was  then  at  Beth-leheiu*  And  David 
longed,  and  said.  Oh  that  one  would  give  me  drink  of  the  water  of 
18  the  cistern  of  Beth-lehem,  that  is  at  the  gate  1  And  the  three 
brake  through  the  cainp  of  the  Philistines,  and  drew  water  out  of 
the  cistern  of  Beth-lehem,  that  was  hy  the  gate,  and  took  i/,  and 
brought  it  to  David ;  but  David  would  not  drink  of  it,  but  poured 
19  it  out  as  a  libation  to  the  Eternal*  And  said  My  God  forbid  it  me, 
that  I  should  do  this  thing:  shall  I  drink  the  blood  of  these  men 
that  have  put  their  lives  in  jeopardy  ?  for  with  the  jeopardy  of  their 
lives  they  brought  it*  Therefore  he  would  not  drink  it*  These 
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20  things  did  these  three  heroes.  And  AbiBhai  the  brother  of  Joab,  he 
was  head  of  the  three  :  for  lifting  up  his  spear  against  three  hundred 

21  he  slew  them,  and  had  a  name  among  tbe  three.  Among  the  two  he 
was  honoured  above  the  three ;  for  he  was  their  captain :  howbeit,  be 

22  attained  not  to  the  first  three.  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada,  tbe  son 
of  a  valiant  man  of  Kabzeel,  who  had  done  many  acts ;  he  slew  two 
lion-like  men  of  Moab ;  also  he  went  down  and  slew  the  Hon  in  the 

23  pit  on  the  day  of  the  snow-fall.  And  he  slew  the  Egyptian,  the  man 
of  great  stature,  five  cubits  high  ;  and  in  the  Egyptian’s  hand  uxu 
a  spear  like  a  weaver's  beam :  and  he  went  down  to  him  with  a  staff, 
and  plucked  tbe  spear  out  of  the  Egyptian’s  hand,  and  slew  him  with 

24  hia  own  spear.  These  thing*  did  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada,  and 

25  had  (he  name  among  tbe  three  heroes.  Behold,  he  was  honourable 
above  the  thirty,  but  attained  not  to  the  first  three  :  and  David  set 

26  him  over  his  council.  Also  the  valiant  men  of  the  armies  were 
Asahel}  the  brother  of  Joah,  Elhanan  the  son  of  Dodo  of  Bcth-lehem, 

37  28  Shammoth  the  Haro  rite,  Helez  the  Pelonite,  Ira  the  son  of 

20  Ikkesh  the  Tekoite,  Abi-ezer  the  Antothite,  Sibbecai  the  Husha- 

:50  thitc,  Ilai,  the  Ahoite,  Maharai  the  Netophathite,  Heled  the  son  of 

31  Baa  null  the  Netophathite,  Ithai  the  son  of  Ribai  of  Gibeah,  that 
pertained  to  the  children  of  Benjamin,  Benaiah  the  Pirathonite, 

32  33  Ilurai  of  the  brooks  of  Gaash,  Abiel  the  Arbathite,  Azmavetb 

34  the  Baharumite,  Eliahba  the  Shaalbcnite,  The  sons  of  Hashem 

35  the  Gizonite,  Jonathan  the  son  of  Shage  the  Haiarite,  Ahiam  the 

36  son  of  Sacar  the  Hararite,  Eliphal  the  son  of  Ur,  Hepher  the  Me- 

37  cherathite,  Ahijah  the  Pelonite,  Hezro  the  Carmelite,  Naarai  the 

38  son  of  E?.bai,  Joel  the  brother  of  Nathan,  Mibhar  the  son  of  Hag- 

39  geri,  Zelek  the  Ammonite,  Naharai  the  Berothite,  the  armour  bearer 

40  of  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiab,  Ira  the  Ithrite,  Gareh  the  Ithrite, 

41  42  Uriah  the  Hittite,  Zabad  tbe  son  of  Ahlai,  Adina  tbe  son  of 
Shlza  tbe  Reubenite.  head  of  tbe  Rcubcnites,  and  thirty  beside  him, 

43  44  Han  an  the  son  of  Maaehah,  and  Joshaphat  the  Mithnite,  Uzzia 
the  Ashtcralhite,  Shama  and  Jehiel  the  sons  of  Hothanthe  Aroerite, 

45  46  Jediael  the  son  of  Shimri,  and  John  his  brother,  the  Tizite,  Eliel 
the  Mah&vite,  and  Jerit>ai,  and  Josh  avia  h,  the  sons  of  Elnaam,  and 

46  Ilhmah  the  Moabite,  Eliel,  and  Obed,  and  Jasiel  the  Mesobaite. 

1  Chap.  xii.—Now  these  are  they  that  came  to  David  to  Ziklag, 
while  he  yet  kept  himself  close  because  of  Saul  the  son  of  Kish ;  and 
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2  they  were  among  the  heroes  helpers  in  the  war.  They  were  armed  with 
bows,  and  could  use  hoth  the  right  hand  and  the  left  in  hurling  stones 
and  shooting  arrows  oflt  of  a  how,  even  of  Saul's  brethren  of  Benja- 

3  min.  The  head  was  Ahiezer,  then  Joafch,  the  sons  of  Shemaah,  the 
Gibeathite ;  and  Jeziel,  and  Pelet,  the  sons  of  Azmaveth ;  and  Be- 

4  rachah,  and  Jehu  the  Antolhite,  Arid  Ismaioh  the  Gibeonite,  a 
hero  among  the  thirty  and  over  the  thirty  \  and  Jeremiah,  and  Jaha- 

5  ziel,  and  Johanan,  and  Josabad  the  Gederathite,  Eluzai,  and 
Jerimoth,  and  Bcaliah,  and  Shemariab,  and  Shephatiah  the  Ham- 

6  phite,  Elkanah,  and  Jesiah,  and  Azareel,  and  Joezer,  and  Jasho- 

7  beam,  the  Korhites,  And  Joclah,  and  Zcbediah,  the  sons  of  Jeroham 

8  of  Gedor.  And  of  the  Gadites  there  separated  themselves  unto 
David  into  the  hold  to  the  desert  men  of  might,  and  men  of  war  fit 
for  the  battle,  that  could  handle  shield  and  buckler,  whose  faces  were 
like  the  faces  of  lions,  and  were  as  swift  as  die  gazelles  upon  the 

9  mountains ;  Ezer  the  first,  Ohadiah  the  second,  Eliab  the  third, 

10  11  Mishmanuah  the  fourth,  Jeremiah  the  fifth,  Attai  the  sixth, 

12  13  Eliel  the  seventh,  Johanan  the  eighth,  Elzabad  the  ninth,  Je re- 

14  inmh  the  tenth,  Machbanai  the  eleventh.  These  were  of  the  sons  of 
Gad,  heads  of  the  host ;  one  of  the  least  was  over  a  hundred,  and  the 

15  greatest  over  a  thousand.  These  are  they  that  went  over  the  Jordan 
in  the  first  month,  when  it  had  overflown  all  its  banks;  and  they 
put  to  flight  all  them  of  the  valleys,  both  towards  the  east  and  towards 

16  the  west.  And  there  came  of  the  children  of  Benjamin  and  Judah 

17  to  the  hold  unto  David.  And  David  went  out  to  meet  them,  and 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  If  ye  be  come  peaceably  unto  me  to 
help  me,  my  heart  shall  be  knit  unto  you :  but  if  ye  be  come  to 
betray  me  to  my  enemies,  seeing  there  is  no  wrong  in  my  bands,  the 

18  God  of  our  fathers  look  thereon^  and  rebuke  it.  Then  a  spirit  came 
upon  Amasi,  who  was  head  of  the  captains,  and  he  said ,  Thine  are 
wef  David,  and  on  thy  side,  thou  son  of  Jesse :  peace,  peace  be  unto 
thee,  and  peace  be  to  thy  helpers  ;  for  thy  God  helpcth  thee.  Then 

10  David  received  them,  and  mode  them  heads  of  the  baud.  And  there 
fell  some  of  Manasseh  to  David,  when  he  came  with  the  Philistines 
against  Saul  in  the  war  ;  but  they  helped  them  not :  for  the  chiefs  of 
the  Philistines  upon  advice  sent  them  away,  saying.  He  will  fall  to 

20  his  master  Saul  to  the  jeopardy  of  our  heads-  As  he  went  to  Ziklag, 
there  fell  to  him  of  Manasseh,  Adnnh,  and  Jozabad,  and  Jectiael, 
and  Michael,  and  Jozabad,  and  Elihu,  and  ZiUhai,  heads  of  the 
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21  thousands  that  were  of  Manasseh.  And  they  helped  David  against  the 
band  of  the  rovers  :  for  they  were  all  mighty  men  of  valour,  and  were 

22  captains  in  the  host.  For  at  that  time  day  by  day  there  came  to 
David  to  help  him,  until  it  teas  a  great  camp,  like  the  camp  of  God. 

23  And  these  ore  the  numbers  of  the  bands  tfiat  were  ready  armed  to 
the  war,  and  came  to  David  to  Hebron,  to  turn  the  kingdom  of  Saul 

24  to  him,  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  The  children  of  Judah 
that  bare  shield  and  spear  were  six  thousand  and  eight  hundred, 

25  ready  armed  to  the  war.  Of  the  children  of  Simeon,  mighty  men  of 

26  valour  for  the  war,  seven  thousand  and  one  hundred.  Of  the  cbil~ 

27  dren  of  Levi  four  thousand  and  six  hundred  And  J ehoiada  t vat  the 
leader  of  the  Aaronites,  and  with  him  were  three  thousand  and  seven 

26  hundred ;  And  Zadok,  a  young  man  mighty  of  valour,  and  of  his 

29  father’s  house  twenty  and  two  captains.  And  of  the  children  of  Ben¬ 
jamin,  the  kindred  of  Saul,  three  thonsand :  for  hitherto  the  greatest 

30  part  of  them  had  kept  the  ward  of  the  house  of  Saul.  And  of  the 
children  of  Ephraim  twenty  thousand  and  eight  hundred,  mighty 

31  men  of  valour,  famous  throughout  the  house  of  their  fathers.  And 
of  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh  eighteen  thousand,  who  were  expressed 

32  by  name,  to  come  and  make  David  king.  And  of  the  children  of 
Issacher,  who  were  awn  that  had  understanding  of  the  times,  to  know 
what  Israel  ought  to  do ;  the  heads  of  them  were  two  hundred ;  and 

33  all  their  brethren  were  at  their  commandment.  Of  Zebulun,  such 
as  went  forth  to  battle,  expert  in  war,  with  all  instruments  of  war, 
fifty  thousand,  who  could  keep  rank :  they  were  not  of  double  heart. 

34  And  of  Naphtali  a  thousand  captains,  and  with  them  with  shield  and 

35  spear  thirty  and  seven  thousand.  And  of  the  Danites  expert  in  war 

36  twenty  and  eight  thousand  and  six  hundred.  And  of  Asher,  such 

37  as  went  forth  to  battle,  expert  in  war,  forty  thousand.  And  on  the 
other  side  of  the  Jordan,  of  the  Reubenites,  and  the  Gadttes,  and  of 
the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh,  with  all  manner  of  instruments  of  die  host 

38  for  war,  a  hundred  and  twenty  thousand.  All  these  men  of  war, 
that  could  keep  rank,  came  with  a  perfect  heart  to  Hebron,  to  make 
David  king  over  all  Israel ;  and  all  the  rest  also  of  Israel  were  of  one 

39  heart  to  make  David  king.  And  there  they  were  with  David  three  days, 
eating  and  drinking:  for  their  brethren  bad  prepared  for  them. 

40  Moreover  they  that  were  nigh  unto  them,  even  unto  Issachar  and 
Zebulun  and  Naphtali,  brought  bread  on  asses,  and  on  camels,  and 
on  mules,  and  on  oxen,  and  meat,  meal,  cakes  of  figs,  and  bunches 
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of  raisins,  and  wine,  and  oil,  and  oxen,  and  sheep  abundantly:  for 
there  was  joy  in  Israel. 


1  Chap,  xin,— And  David  consulted  with  the  officers  of  the  thousands 

2  and  hundreds  ,  and  with  every  leader*  And  David  said  unto  all  the 
congregation  of  Israel;  If  it  seem  good  unto  you*  and  that  it  be  of  the  . 
Eternal  our  God,  let  ns  send  abroad  unto  our  brethren  everywhere,. 
ikai  are  left  in  all  the  land  of  Israel,  and  with  them  also  to  the 
priests  and  Levites  who  are  in  their  cities  and  suburbs,  that  they 

3  may  gather  themselves  unto  us:  And  let  us  bring  again  the  ark  erf 

4  onr  God  to  us :  for  we  enquired  not  at  it  in  the  days  of  Saul.  And 
all  the  congregation  said  that  they  would  do  so :  for  the  thing  was 

5  right  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  people.  So  David  gathered  all  Israel 
together,  from  Shihor  of  Egypt  even  unto  the  entering  of  Hemath, 

6  to  bring  the  ark  of  God  from  Kiijath-jearim.  And  David  went  up, 
and  all  Israel,  to  Baalah,  that  is>  to  Kn-jath-jeariin,  which  belonged 
to  Judah,  to  bring  up  thence  the  ark  of  God  the  Eternal,  that 

7  dwelleth  between  the  cherubim,  whose  name  is  called  on  it.  And  - 
they  carried  the  ark  of  God  in  a  new  cart  out  of  the  house  of  Abi- 

8  nadab:  and  Uzza  and  Ahiodrave  the  c&Tt.  And  David  and  all 
Israel  played  before  God  with  alt  their  might,  and  with  singing,  and 
with  harps,  and  with  psalteries,  and  with  timbrels,  and  with  cymbals, 

9  and  with  trumpets.  And  when  they  came  unto  the  barn  of 
Chid  on,  Uzza  put  forth  his  hand  to  hold  the  ark  ;  for  the  oxen  had 

10  broken  loose.  And  the  anger  of  the  Eternal  was  kindled  against ; 
Uzza,  and  he  smote  him,  because  he  put  his  hand  to  the  ark  .-  and 

11  there  he  died  before  God*  And  David  was  displeased,  because  the 
Eternal  had  made  a  breach  upon  Uzza:  wherefore  that  place  is 

12  called  Perez-uzza  to  this  day.  And  David  was  afraid  of  God  that 

13  day,  saying,  How  shall  I  bring  the  ark  of  God  home  to  me?  So 
David  brought  not  the  ark  home  to  himself  in  the  city  of  David,  but 

14  carried  it  aside  into  the  house  of  Obed-edom  the  Gittite.  And  the 
ark  of  God  remained  with  the  family  of  Qbed-edom  in  his  house 
three  months.  And  the  Eternal  blessed  the  house  of  Obed-edom, 
and  all  that  he  bad. 


1  Chap.  xiy. — Now  Hiram  king  of  Tyre  sent  messengers  to  David, 
and  timber  of  cedars,  with  ra&sGns  and  carpenters,  to  build  him  a 

2  house.  And  David  perceived  that  the  Eternal  had  confirmed  him 
king  over  Israel,  for  his  kingdom  was  lifted  up  on  high,  because  of 

3  his  people  Israel.  And  David  took  more  wives  at  Jerusalem; 

4  and  David  begat  more  sons  and  daughters.  Now  these  are  the 
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names  of  his  children  whom  he  had  in  Jerusalem ;  Shammtia,  and 

5  Shobabj  Nathan,  and  Solomon,  And  Ibbar,  and  Elishua,  and 

6  7  Elpalet,  And  Nogah,  and  Nepheg,  and  Japhia,  And  Elia  ham  a, 

8  and  Beeliada,  and  Eliphalet.  Ana  when  the  Philistines  heard  that 
David  was  anointed  king  over  all  Israel,  all  the  Philistines  went  up 
to  seek  David.  And  David  heard  of  it,  and  went  out  againBt  them. 

9  And  the  Philistines  came  and  spread  themselves  in  the  valley  of 

10  Rephaim.  And  David  enquired  of  God,  saying,  Shall  I  go  up 
against  the  Philistines  ?  and  wilt  thou  deliver  them  into  my  hand'  ? 
And  the  Eternal  said  nnto  him.  Go  up;  for  I  will  deliver  them  into 

11  thy  hand.  So  they  came  up  to  Baal-perazim ;  and  David  smote 
them  there.  Then  David  said,  God  hath  burst  in  upon  mine 
enemies  by  my  hand  like  the  bars  ting  forth  of  waters :  therefore  they 

12  called  the  name  of  that  place  Baal-perazim.  And  when  they  had  left 
their  gods  there,  David  gave  a  commandment,  and  they  were  burned 

13  with  fire.  And  the  Philistines  yet  again  spread  themselves  abroad  in 

14  the  valley.  Therefore  David  enquired  again  of  God ;  and  God  said 
unto  him,  Go  not  np  after  them ;  turn  away  from  them,  and  come 

15  upon  them  over  against  the  mulberry  trees.  And  it  shall  be,  when 
thou  shalt  hear  a  sound  of  going  in  the  tops  of  the  mulberry  trees, 
that  then  thou  shalt  go  ont  to  the  war :  for  God  is  gone  forth  before 

16  thee  to  smite  the  camp  of  the  Philistines.  David  therefore  did  as 
God  commanded  him  :  and  they  smote  the  camp  of  the  Philistines 

17  from  Gibeou  even  to  Gazer*  And  the  fame  of  David  went  out  into 
all  lands ;  and  the  Eternal  brought  the  fear  of  him  upon  all  the 
nations. 


1  Chap.  xy. — And  David  made  him  houses  in  the  city  of  David,  and 
prepared  a  place  lor  the  ark  of  God,  and  pitched  for  it  a  tent. 

2  Then  David  said,  None  ought  to  carry  the  ark  of  God  but  the  Le- 
vites :  for  them  hath  the  Eternal  chosen  to  carry  the  ark  of  God, 

3  and  to  minister  unto  him  for  ever.  And  David  gathered  all  Israel 
together  to  Jerusalem,  to  bring  up  the  ark  of  the  Eternal  unto  his 

4  place,  which  he  had  prepared  for  it.  And  David  assembled  the 

5  children  of  Aaron  and  the  Levites :  Of  the  sons  of  Korath ;  Uriel 

6  the  chief,  and  his  brethren  a  hundred  and  twenty :  Of  the  sons  of 
Merari ;  Asaiah  the  chief,  and  his  brethren  two  hundred  Bnd  twenty: 

7  Of  the  sons  of  Gershom ;  Joel  the  chief,  and  hU  brethren  a  hundred 

8  and  thirty :  Of  the  sons  of  Elizaphan  ;  Shcmaiah  the  chief,  and  his 

0  brethren  two  hundred :  Of  the  sons  of  Hebron ;  Eiiel  the  chief,  and 

10  his  brethren  fourscore:  Of  the  sons  of  Uzziel;  Amminadab  the 
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1 1  chief,  and  his  brethren  a  hnndred  and  twelve*  And  David  called  for 
Zadok  and  Abiathar  the  priests,  and  for  the  Levites,  for  Uriel, 

12  Asaiah,  and  Joel,  Sheroai&h,  and  Eliel,  and  Ammm&dab,  And  said 
unto  them,  Ye  are  the  heads  of  the  lathers  of  the  Levites ;  sanctify 
yourselves,  both je  and  your  brethren,  that  ye  may  bring  up  the  ark 
of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  onto  ike  place  that  I  have  prepared  for 

13  it.  For  because  ye  did  it  not  at  the  first,  the  Eternal  our  God  made 
a  breach  upon  us,  for  that  we  sought  him  not  after  the  due  order* 

14  So  the  priests  and  the  Levites  sanctified  themselves  to  bring  up  the 

15  ark  of  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  And  the  children  of  the  Levites 
bare  the  ark  of  God  upon  their  shoulders,  with  the  staves  thereon, 

16  as  Moses  commanded  according  to  the 'void  of  the  Eternal.  And 
David  spake  to  the  chief  of  the  Levites  to  appoint  their  brethren  to 
be  the  singers  with  instruments  of  musick,  psalteries,  and  harps  and 

17  cymbals,  sounding;  by  lifting  up  the  voice  with  joy*  So  the  Levites 
appointed  He  man  the  sou  of  Joel ;  and  of  his  brethren  Asaph  the 
son  of  Berechi&h  ;  and  of  the  sons  of  Mer&ri  their  brethren,  Ethen 

13  the  son  of  Kushaiah ;  And  with  them  their  brethren  of  the  second 
degree ,  Zechariah,  Ben,  and  Jaariel,  and  Shemiramoth,  and  Jehiel, 
and  Unni,  Eliab,  and  Benaiah,  and  Maaseiah,  and  Mattithiah,  and 
Elipheleh,  and  Miknei&h,  and  Obed-edom,  and  Jeiel,  the  porters* 

19  So  the  singers,  Heman,  Asaph,  and  Ethan,  were  appointed  to  sound 

20  with  cymbals  of  copper ;  And  Zechariah,  and  Aziel,  and  Sbemir*. 
moth,  and  Jehiel,  and  Unni,  end  Eliab,  and  Maaseiah,  and  Benaiah, 

21  with  psalteries  on  Alamoih;  And  Mattithiah,  and  Elipheleh,  and 
Mikneiah,  and  Obed-edom,  and  Jeiel,  and  Azari&h,  with  harps  on 

22  the  Sheminith  to  excel.  And  Cbenaniah,  chief  of  the  Levites, 
was  for  delivery;  he  instructed  in  the  delivery,  because  he  was 

23  skilful.  And  JJerechi&h  and  Elk&n&h  were  porters  for  the  ark. 

24  And  Shehaniah,  and  Jehoshophat,  and  Neth&neel,  and  Amasai,  and 
Zechariah,  and  Benaiah,  and  Eliezer,  the  priests,  did  How  with  the 
trumpets  before  the  ark  of  God:  and  Obed-edom  and  Jehiah  were 

25  port  era  for  the  ark.  So  David  and  the  elders  of  Israel,  and  tbe 
officers  over  the  thousands,  went  to  bring  up  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of 

26  the  Eternal  out  of  the  house  of  Obed-edom  with  joy*  And  it  c&me 
to  pass,  when  God  helped  the  Levites  that  bare  the  ark  of  the  cove¬ 
nant  of  the  Eternal,  that  they  offered  seven  hulls  and  seven  rams* 

27  And  David  was  clothed  with  a  robe  of  fine  linen,  and  all  the  Levites 
that  bare  the  ark,  and  the  singers,  and  Chenani&h  the  master  of  the 
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song  with  the  singers;  David  sled  had  upon  him  an  ephod  of  linen. 

28  Thua  all  Israel  brought  up  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal 
with  shouting,  and  with  sound  of  the  cornet,  and  with  trumpets,  and 

29  cymbals,  making  a  noise  with  psalteries  and  harps.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  came  to  the  city  of 
David,  that  Michal  the  daughter  of  Saul  looking  out  of  the  window 
saw  king  David  dancing  ana  playing,  and  shedeapised  him  in  her 
heart. 


1  Chap.  xvi. — So  they  brought  the  ark  of  God,  and  set  it  in  the 
midst  of  the  tent  that  David  had  pitched  for  it ;  and  the;  offered 

2  burnt  offerings  and  feast  offerings  before  God.  And  when  David 
had  made  an  end  of  offering  the  burnt  offerings  and  the  feast  ofler- 

3  ings,  he  blessed  the  people  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal.  And  he 
dealt  to  every  one  of  Israel,  both  man  and  woman,  to  every  one  a 

4  loaf  of  bread,  and  a  good  piece  of  fiesb,  and  a  cake  of  grapes.  And 
he  appointed  certain  of  the  Levites  to  minister  before  the  ark  of  the 
Eternal,  and  to  record,  and  to  thank  and  praise  the  Eternal  God  of 

5  Israel :  Asaph  the  chief,  and  next  to  him  Zeehariah,  Jeiel,  and  She- 
miramotb,  and  Jehiel,  and  Mattithiah,  and  Eliab,  and  Benaiah,  and 
Obed-edom :  and  Jeiel  with  psalteries  and  with  harps ;  but  Asaph 

6  made  a  sound  with  cymbals  ;  Benaiah  also  and  Jehaziel  the  priests 
with  trumpets  continually  before  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  God. 

7  Then  on  that  day  David  delivered  first  this  psalm  to  thank  the 

8  Eternal  into  the  hand  of  Asaph  and  his  brethren.  Give  tbanks  unto 
the  Eternal,  call  upon  his  name,  make  known  his  deeds  among  the 

,  9  peoples.  Sing  unto  him,  hymn  unto  him,  talk  ye  of  all  his  wondrous 

10  works.  Glory  ye  in  his  holy  name:  let  the  heart  of  them  rejoice 

11  that  seek  the  Eternal.  Enquire  ye  after  the  Eternal  and  his  strength, 

12  Beek  his  face  continually.  Remember  his  marvellous  works  that  he 

13  hath  done,  his  wonders,  and  the  judgments  of  his  mouth  ;  0  ye  seed 

14  of  Israel  his  servant,  ye  children  of  Jacob  his  chosen  ones.  He  u 

15  the  Eternal  our  God;  his  judgments  are  in  all  the  earth.  Be  ye 
mindful  always  of  his  covenant;  the  word  which  he  commanded  to  a 

16  thousand  generations ;  Even  of  the  covenant  which  he  made  with 

17  Abraham,  and  of  his  oath  unto  Isaac ;  And  hath  confirmed  the  same 

18  to  Jacob  for  a  statute,  and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  covenant,  Say¬ 
ing,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of  Canaan,  the  lot  of  your  inhe- 

19  ritance;  When  ye  were  hut  a  scanty  numtier,  even  a  few,  and 

20  strangers  in  it.  And  when  they  wandered  about  from  nation  to 

21  nation,  and  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people;  He  suffered  no 

2 2  man  to  do  them  wrong :  yea,  be  reproved  kings  for  their  sakes,  Soy- 

23  tap.  Touch  not  mine  anointed,  ana  do  my  prophets  no  harm.  Sing 
unto  the  Eternal  all  die  earth ;  proclaim  from  day  to  day  his  salvation. 
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24  Declare  hie  work  among  the  nations ;  his  marvellous  works  among 

25  all  the  peoples.  For  great  is  the  Eternal,  and  greatly  to  be  praised  : 

23  he  also  is  to  be  feared  above  all  gods*  For  all  the  gods  of  the 

27  peoples  are  idols  ?  bat  the  Eternal  made  the  heavens.  Glory  and 

honour  are  in  his  presence ;  strength  and  gladness  are  in  his  place, 

23  Give  unto  the  Eternal,  ye  families  of  peoples,  give  unto  the  Eternal 

20  glory  and  strength.  Give  unto  the  Eternal  the  glory  due  unto  his 
name  :  bring  an  oblation,  and  come  before  him  :  prostrate  yourselves 

30  before  the  Eternal  in  the  splendour  of  holiness,  W  ritho  before  him 

31  all  the  earth  ;  although  the  world  is  stable,  and  toUereth  not.  Let 
the  heavens  be  glad,  and  let  the  earth  rejoice :  and  let  men  say 

32  among  the  nations,  the  Eternal  reigneth.  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the 

33  fulness  thereof ;  let  the  field  rejoice,  and  all  that  i*  therein.  Then 
shall  the  trees  of  the  wood  shout  at  the  presence  of  the  Eternal, 

34  because  he  someth  to  judge  the  earth*  O  give  thanks  unto  the 

35  Eternal :  for  he  is  good;  for  his  tnercy  endureth  for  ever.  And  say 
ye.  Save  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  and  gather  us  together,  and 
deliver  us  from  the  nations,  that  we  may  give  thanks  to  thy  holy 

36  name,  and  glory  in  thy  praise*  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 
for  ever  and  ever.  Ana  all  the  people  said  Amen,  and  praised  the 

37  Eternal*  So  he  left  there  hefore  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the 
Eternal  Asaph  and  his  brethren,  to  minister  before  the  ark  continu- 

38  ally,  as  every  day's  work  required :  And  Obed-edom  with  their 
brethren,  threescore  and  eight ;  Obed-edom  also  the  son  of  Jedu- 

39  thuu  and  Hosah  to  be  porters :  And  Zadok  the  priest,  and  his  bre¬ 
thren  the  priests,  before  the  tabernacle  of  the  Eternal  in  the  high 

40  place  that  was  at  Gibeon,  To  offer  burnt  offerings  unto  the  Eternal 
upon  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering  continually  morning  and  evening, 
and  to  do  according  to  all  that  is  written  in  the  law  ot  the  Eternal, 

41  which  he  commanded  Israel ;  And  with  them  Hcman  find  Jeduthun 
and  the  rest  that  were  chosen,  who  were  expressed  by  name,  to  give 

42  thanks  to  the  Eternal,  because  bis  mercy  endureth  for  ever.  And 
with  them  Hainan  and  Jeduthun  with  trumpets  ami  cymbals  for 
those  that  should  make  a  sound,  and  with  musical  instruments  of 
God.  And  the  sons  of  Jeduthun  were  for  the  service  of  the  gate. 

43  And  all  the  people  went  every  man  to  his  house  :  and  Davidreturned 
to  bless  his  nouse. 

1  Chap,  xvil— And  it  came  to  pass,  as  David  sat  in  his  house,  that 
David  said  to  Nathan  the  prophet,  Lo,  1  dwell  in  a  house  of  cedars, 
hut  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  remametk  under  curtains. 

2  Then  Nathan  said  unto  David,  Do  all  that  w  in  thy  heart ;  for  God 

3  la  with  thee.  And  it  came  to  pass  tho  same  night,  that  the  word  of 

4  God  came  to  Nathan,  saying,  Go  and  tell  David  my  servant.  Thus 
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5  saith  the  Eternal,  Thou  shalt  not  build  me  a  house  to  dwellin :  For 
I  have  not  dwelt  in  a  house  since  the  day  that  I  brought  up  Israel 
unto  this  day ;  but  have  gone  from  tent  to  tent,  and  from -oik  dwelling 

6  to  another.  Wheresoever  I  have  wandered  about  with  all  Israel, 
spake  I  a  word  to  any  of  the  judges  of  Israel,  whom  I  commanded  to 
feed  my  people,  saying.  Why  have  ye  not  built  me  a  bouse  of  cedars  ? 

7  Now  therefore  thussnalt  thou  say  unto  my  servant  David,  Thus  saith 
the  Eternal  of  boats,  I  took  thee  from  the  sheepcote,  even  from  fol¬ 
lowing  the  sheep,  that  thou  shouldest  be  ruler  over  my  people  Israel : 

8  And  I  have  been  with  thee  whithersoever  thou  hast  walked,  and  have 
cut  off  all  thine  enemies  from  before  thee,  and  have  made  thee  a  name 

9  like  the  name  of  the  great  ones  that  are  in  the  earth.  Also  I  will 
ordain  a  place  fox  my  people  Israel,  and  will  plant  them,  and  they 
shall  dwell  in  their  place,  and  shall  be  disquieted  no  more;  neither 
shall  the  children  of  iniquity  waste  them  any  more,  as  at  the 

10  beginning.  And  since  the  time  that  I  commanded  judges  to  be  over 
my  people  Israel,  and  subdued  all  thine  enemies,  I  have  announced  to 

11  thee  that  the  Eternal  will  build  thee  a  house.  And  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  when  thy  days  are  full  that  thou  must  go  to  be  with  thy 
fathers,  that  I  will  raise  up  thy  seed  after  thee,  who  shall  be  of  thy 

12  sans ;  and  I  will  establish  his  kingdom.  He  shall  build  me  a  house, 

13  and  I  will  establish  his  throne  for  ever.  I  will  he  his  father,  and  he 
shall  be  my  son :  and  I  will  not  take  my  mercy  away  from  him,  as  I 

14  took  it  from  him  that  was  before  thee :  But  I  wilt  settle  him  in  my 
house  and  in  my  kingdom  for  ever ;  and  his  throne  shall  he  established 

15  for  evermore.  According  to  all  these  words,  and  according  to  all  this 

16  vision,  so  did  Nathan  speak  unto  David.  And  David  the  king  came 
and  sat  before  the  Eternal,  and  said.  Who  an  I,  O  Eternal  God,  and 

]  7  what  is  my  house,  that  thou  hast  brought  me  hitherto  ?  And  yet 
this  was  a  small  thing  in  thine  eyes,  O  God ;  for  thou  hast  also 
spoken  of  thy  servant’s  house  for  a  great  while  to  come,  and  hast 
regarded  me  according  to  the  estate  of  a  man  of  high  degree,  O 

18  Eternal  God.  What  can  David  speak  more  to  thee  for  the  honour 

19  of  thy  servant  ?  for  thou  knowest  thy  servant.  O  Eternal,  for  thy 
servants  sake,  and  according  to  thine  own  heart,  hast  thou  done  all 

20  this  greatness,  in  making  known  all  these  great  tilings.  O  Eternal, 
there  is  none  like  thee,  neither  is  there  any  God  beside  thee,  accord- 

21  ing  to  all  that  we  have  heard  with  our  cars.  And  who  is  like  thy 
people  Israel,  the  only  nation  on  earth  whom  God  went  to  redeem  to 
be  his  own  people,  to  make  thee  a  name  of  greatness  and  terribleness. 
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by  driving  out  nations  from  before  thy  people*  whom  thou  hast  re- 

22  deemed  out  of  Egypt  ?  For  thy  people  Israel  didst  thou  make 
thine  own  people  for  fiver;  and  thou.  Eternal,  becamest  their  God, 

23  Therefore  now,  Eternal,  let  the  thing  that  thou  hast  spoken  concern¬ 
ing  thy  servant  and  concerning  his  house  be  vended  for  ever,  and  do 

24  as  thou  hast  said.  Let  it  even  be  verified,  that  thy  name  may  be 
magnified  for  ever,  saying,  The  Eternal  of  hosts  is  the  God  of  Israel, 
even  a  God  to  Israel :  and  let  the  house  of  David  thy  servant  be 

25  established  before  thee.  For  thou,  O  my  God,  hast  told  thy  servant 
that  thou  wilt  build  him  a  house :  therefore  thy  servant  hath  found 

26  in  his  heart  to  pray  before  thee*  And  now.  Eternal,  thou  art  God, 

27  and  hast  promised  this  goodness  unto  thy  servant:  And  now  thou 
hast  been  pleased  to  bless  the  house  of  thy  servant,  that  it  may  be 
before  thee  for  ever — since  thou  hast  blessed,  O  Eternal,  it  shall  be 
blessed  for  ever* 


1  Chap,  iviii, — Now  after  this  it  came  to  pass,  that  David  smote  the 
Philistines,  and  subdued  them,  and  took  Gath  and  her  towns  out  of 

2  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.  And  be  smote  Moab ;  and  the  Moab- 

3  ites  became  Davids  servants,  bringing  gifts.  And  David  smote 
Hadarezer  king  of  Zohah  unto  Hamath,  os  he  went  to  st&blish  his 

4  dominion1  by  the  river  Euphrates.  And  David  took  from  him  a 
thousand  chariots,  and  seven  thousand  horsemen,  and  twenty  thousand 
footmen:  David  also  houghed  all  the  chariot  horses^  but  reserved 

5  of  them  a  hundred  chariots.  And  when  the  Syrians  of  Damascus 
came  to  help  Hadarezer  king  of  Zobah,  David  slew  of  the  Syrians  two 

6  and  twenty  thousand  men.  Then  David  put  garrisons  in  Syria- 
damascus;  and  the  Syrians  became  David’s  servants,  bringing  gifts. 

7  Thus  the  Eternal  preserved  David  whithersoever.be  went.  And  David 
took  the  shields  of  gold  that  were  on  the  servants  of  Hadarezer,  and 

8  brought  them  to  Jerusalem.  Likewise  from  Tibhath,  and  from  Chun, 
cities  of  Hadarezer,  brought  David  very  much  copper,  wherewith 
Solomon  made  the  copper  sea,  and  the  pillars,  and  the  vessels  of 

9  copper.  Now  when  Ton  king  of  Hamath  heard  how  David  had 

10  smitten  all  the  host  of  Hadarezer  king  of  Zohah;  He  sent  Hadoram 
bis  son  to  king  David,  to  enquire  of  ms  welfare,  and  to  congratulate* 
him,  because  he  had  foi^ht  against  Hadarezer,  and  smitten  him ; — 
for  Hadarezer  had  war  with  Tou, — and  with  him  all  manner  of  vessels 

11  of  gold  and  silver  and  copper.  Them  also  king  David  sanctified  onto 
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the  Eternal,  with  the  silver  and  the  gold  that  he  brought  from  all 
these  nations ;  from  Edom,  aad  from  Moab,  and  from  the  children 

12  of  Ammon,  and  from  the  Philistines,  and  from  Amalek.  Moreover 
Abishai  the  son  of  Zeruiah  smote  the  Edomites  in  the  valley  of  salt; 

13  eighteen  thousand.  And  he  put  garrisons  in  Edom ;  and  all  the 
Edomites  became  David's  servants.  Thus  the  Eternal  preserved 

14  David  whithersoever  he  went.  So  David  reigned  over  all  Israel, and 

15  executed  judgment  and  justice  among  all  his  people.  And  Joab 
the  son  of  Zeruiah  was  over  the  host  j  and  Jehoshaphat  the  boh  of 

1 6  Ahilud,  recorder.  And  Zadok  the  son  of  Ahitub,  and  Abimelech  the 

1 7  son  of  Abiathar,  were  the  priests ;  and  Shavsha  was  scribe ;  And 
Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada  was  over  the  Cherethites  and  the 
Pelethites ;  and  the  sons  of  David  were  chief  about  the  king. 

1  Chat.  xtx. — Now  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  Nahash  the  king 
of  the  children  of  Ammon  died,  and  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

2  And  David  said,  I  will  shew  kindness  unto  Hanun  the  son  of  Nahash, 
because  his  father  shewed  kindness  to  me.  And  David  seat  messengers 
to  comfort  him  concerning  his  father.  So  the  servants  of  David 
came  into  the  land  of  the  children  of  Ammon  to  Hanun,  to  comfort 

3  him.  But  the  officers  of  the  children  of  Ammon  said  to  Hanun, 
Thinkest  thou  that  David  doth  honour  thy  father,  that  he  hath  sent 
comforters  unto  thee  ?  are  not  his  servants  come  unto  thee  for  to 

4  search,  and  to  overthrow,  and  to  spy  out  the  land?  Wherefore 
Hanun  took  David's  servants,  and  shaved  them,  and  cut  off  their 
garments  in  the  midst  hard  by  their  buttocks,  and  sent  them  away. 

5  Then  there  went  certain,  and  informed  David  concerning  the  men. 
And  he  sent  to  meet  them  :  for  the  men  were  greatly  ashamed.  And 
the  king  said,  Tarry  at  Jericho,  until  your  beards  be  grown  and  then 

0  return.  And  when  the  children  of  Ammon  saw  that  they  had  made 
themselves  odious  to  David,  Hanun  and  the  children  of  Ainmon  sent  a 
thousand  talents  of  silver  to  hire  them  chariots  and  horsemen  out  of 

7  Mesopotamia,  and  out  of  Syria*maachah,  and  out  of  Zobah.  So 
they  hired  thirty  and  two  thousand  chariots,  and  the  king  of 
Maachah  and  his  people  $  who  came  and  pitched  before  Medebah. 
And  the  children  of  Ammon  gathered  themselves  together  from  their 

8  cities,  and  came  to  the  war.  And  when  David  heard  of  it,  he  sent 

9  Joab,  and  all  the  host  of  the  mighty  men.  And  the  children  of  Am¬ 
mon  came  out,  and  put  the  battle  in  array  before  the  gate1  of  the 
city :  and  the  kings  that  were  come  were  by  themselves  in  the  field. 

10  Now  when  Joab  saw  that  the  battle*  was  set  against  him  before  and 
behind,  he  chose  out  of  all  the  choice  of  Israel,  and  put  them  in  array 

1 1  against  the  Syrians.  And  the  rest  of  the  people  he  delivered  unto 
the  hand  of  Abishai  his  brother,  and  they  set  themselves  in  array 

12  against  the  children  of  Ammon,  And  he  said,  If  the  Syrians  be  too 
strong  for  me,  then  thou  shalt  help  me :  but  if  the  children  of  Ammon

13  be  too  strong  for  thee,  then  I  vDl  help  thee/  Be  of  good  courage, 
and  let  us  behave  ourselves  valiantly  for  our  people,  and  for  the 
cities  of  our  God :  and  let  the  Eternal  do  that  which  is  good  in  his 

1 4  eyes.  So  Joab  and  the  people  that  were  'with  him  drew  nigh  before 

15  the  Syrians  unto  the  war ;  and  they  fled  before  him.  And  when 
the  children  of  Ammon  saw  that  the  Syrians  were  fled,  they  likewise 
fled  before  Abishai  his  brother,  and  entered  into  the  city.  Then 

16  Joah  came  to  Jerusalem.  And  when  the  Syrians  saw  that  they  were 
put  to  the  worse  before  Israel,  they  sent  messengers,  and  drew 
forth  the  Syrians  that  were  beyond  the  river ;  and  Shophach  the 

1 1  captain  of  the  host  of  Hadarezer  went  before  them.  And  it  was  told 
David ;  and  he  gathered  all  Israel;  and  passed  over  the  Jordan,  and 
came  upon  them,  and  set  the  battle  in  array  against  them.  So  when 
David  had  put  the  battle1  in  array  against  the  Syrians,  they  fought 

18  with  him.  But  the  Syrians  fled  before  Israel;  and  David  slew  of 
the  Syrians  seven  thousand  men  who  fought  in  chariots,  and  forty 
thousand  footmen,  and  killed  Shophach  the  captain  of  the  host. 

19  And  when  the  servants  of  Hadarezer  saw  that  thay  were  put  to  the 
worse  before  Israel,  they  made  peace  with  David,  and  became  his 
servants :  neither  would  the  Syrians  help  the  children  of  Ammon  any 
more. 

1  Chat.  xx.~And  it  came  to  pass,  that  at  the  expiration®  of  the  year, 
at  the  time  that  kings  go  out  to  battle,  Joab  led  forth  the  power  of 
the  army,  and  wasted  the  country  of  the  children  of  Ammon,  and 
came  and  besieged  Kabbah.  But  David  tarried  at  Jerusalem.  And 

.  2  Joab  smote  Rabbah,  and  destroyed  it*  And  David  took  the  crown 
of  their  king  from  off  his  head,  and  found  it  to  weigh  a  talent  of  gold, 
and  there  were  precious  stones  in  it;  and  it  was  set  upon  David’s 
head :  and  he  brought  also  exceeding  much  spoil  out  of  the  city. 

3  And  he  brought  out  the  people  that  were  in  it,  and  cut  them  with 
saws,  and  with  harrows  of  iron,  and  with  axes.  Even  so  dealt  David 
with  all  the  cities  of  the  children  of  Ammon.  And  David  and  all  the 

4  people  returned  to  Jerusalem.  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that 
there  arose  war  at  Gezer  with  the  Philistines ;  at  which  time  Sibbe- 
chai  the  Hushathite  slew  Sippai,  that  was  of  the  children  of  the 

5  Re&im,  and  they  were  suhduea*  And  there  was  war  again  with  the 
Philistines ;  and  Elhan&n  the  son  of  Jair  slew  Lahmi  the  brother  of 

6  Goliath  the  Gittite,  whose  spear  staff  was  like  a  weaver’s  beam.  And 
yet  again  there  was  war  at  Gath,  where  was  a  man  of  great  stature, 
whose  fingers  and  toes  were  four  and  twenty,  six  on  each  hand,  and 

7  six  on  each  foot :  and  he  also  was  born  unto  Rafa.  But  when  he 
defied  Israel,  Jonathan  the  son  of  Shirnea,  David's  brother,  slew 

8  him*  These  were  bom  unto  Rafa  in  Gath ;  and  they  fell  by  the 
hand  of  David,  and  by  the  hand  of  his  servants. 
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1  Chap.  xxi. — And  an  adversary  stood  up  against  Israel,  and  pro- 

2  voked  David  to  count  Israel.  And  David  said  to  Joab  and  tot  be 
officers  of  the  people.  Go,  number  Israel  from  Beer-sheba  even  to 
Dan;  mid  bring  the  number  of  them  to  me,  that  I  may  know  it. 

3  And  Joab  answered.  The  Eternal  make  his  people  a  hundred  times 
so  many  more  as  they  are ;  but,  my  lord  the  king,  are  they  not  all 
my  lord’s  servants  ?  wherefore  then  doth  my  lord  require  this  thing  ? 

4  wherefore  will  he  be  a  cause  of  guilt  to  Israel  ?  Nevertheless  the 
king’s  word  prevailed  against  Joab.  Wherefore  Joab  departed,  and 

5  went  throughout  all  Israel,  and  came  to  Jerusalem.  And  Joab  gave 
the  sum  of  the  number  of  the  people  unto  David.  And  all  they  of 
Israel  were  a  thousand  thousand  and  a  hundred  thousand  men  that 
drew  sword :  and  Judah  was  four  hundred  threescore  and  ten 

6  thousand  men  that  drew  sword.  But  Levi  and  Beniamin  counted  he 

7  not  among  them :  for  the  lung’s  word  was  abominable  to  Joab.  And 

8  God  was  displeased  with  this  thing :  therefore  he  smote  Israel.  And 
David  said  unto  God,  I  have  sinned  greatly,  because  I  have  done  this 
thing  ;  but  now,  I  beseech  thee,  pass  by  the  iniquity  of  thy  servant ; 

9  for  I  have  done  very  foolishly.  And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Gad, 

10  David’s  seer,  saying.  Go  and  tell  David,  saying.  Thus  saith  the 
Eternal,  I  offer  thee  three  things :  choose  thee  one  of  them,  that  I 

11  may  do  it  unto  thee.  So  Gad  came  to  David,  and  said  unto  him, 

12  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Choose1  thee  Either  three  years’  famine ;  or 
three  months  to  be  destroyed  before  thy  foes,  while  that  the  sword  of 
thine  enemies  overtaketh  tftee ;  or  else  three  days  the  sword  of  the 
Eternal,  even  a  pestilence,  in  the  land,  and  the  angel  of  the  Eternal, 
destroying  throughout  ail  the  boundary  oflsrael.  Now  therefore 
advise  thyself  what  word  1  shall  bring  again  to  him  that  sent  me. 

13  And  David  said  unto  Gad,  I  am  in  a  great  strait :  let  me  foil  now 
into  the  hand  of  the  Eternal ;  for  very  great  are  his  mercies :  but 

14  let  me  not  foil  into  the  hand  of  man.  So  the  Eternal  sent  pestilence 

15  upon  Israel :  and  there  fell  of  Israel  seventy  thousand  men.  And 
God  sent  an  angel  unto  Jerusalem  to  destroy  it :  and  as  he  was  de¬ 
stroying,  the  Eternal  beheld,  and  he  repented  him  of  the  evil,  and 
said  to  the  angel  that  destroyed,  It  is  enough,  stay  now  thy  hand. 
And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  stood  by  the  oam  of  Ornan 

1G  the  Jebusite,  And  David  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  the  angel  of 
the  Eternal  stand  between  the  earth  and  the  heaven,  having  a  drawn 
sword  in  his  hand  stretched  out  over  Jerusalem.  Then  David  and 
the  elders  of  Israeli  toko  were  clothed  in  sackcloth,  fell  upon  their 
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17  faces.  And  David  said  unto  God,  Is  it  not  I  that  commanded  the 
people  to  be  counted  ?  even  I  it  is  that  have  sinned  and  done  evil 
indeed ;  but  as  for  thebe  sheep,  what  have  they  done  ?  let  thy  hand, 
I  pray  thee,  O  Eternal  my  God,  he  on  me,  and  on  my  father’s  house ; 

18  but  not  on  thy  people,  that  they  should  he  plagued*  Then  the  angel 
of  the  Eternal  said  to  Gad  to  say  to  David,  that  David  should 
go  up,  and  set  up  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal  in  the  bam  of 

19  Oman  the  Jehusite,  And  David  went  up  at  the  saying  of  Gad; 

20  which  he  spake  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  And  Oman  turned 
back,  and  saw  the  angel ;  and  his  four  sons  with  him  hid 

21  themselves*  Now  Oman  was  threshing  wheat.  And  as  David 
came  to  Oman;  Oman  looked  and  saw  David,  and  went  out 
of  the  barn,  and  prostrated  himself  before  David  with  his  face 

22  to  the  ground.  Then  David  said  to  Oman,  Grant  me  the 
place  of  this  bam,  that  I  may  build  an  altar  therein  unto  the 
Eternal :  thou  shalt  grant  it  me  for  the  full  price  :  that  the 

23  plague  may  be  stayed  from  the  people.  And  Ornau  said  unto 
David,  Take  it  to  thee;  and  let  my  lord  the  king  do  that  which 
is  good  in  his  eyes :  lo,  I  give  thee  those  of  the  herd  also  for  burnt 
offerings,  and  the  threshing  instruments  for  wood,  and  the  wheat  for 

24  the  oblation ;  I  give  it  all.  And  king  David  said  to  Oman,  Nay  ; 
but  I  will  verily  buy  it  for  the  full  price :  for  I  will  not  take  that 
which  is  thine  for  the  Eternal,  nor  offer  burnt  offerings  without 

25  cost.  So  David  gave  to  Oman  for  the  place  six  hundred  shekels  of 

26  gold  by  weight*  And  David  built  there  an  altar  unto  the  Eternal, 
and  offered  burnt  offerings  and  feast  offerings,  and  called  upon  the 
Eternal;  and  he  answered  him  from  heaven  by  fire  upon  the  altar  of 

27  burnt  offering*  And  the  Eternal  commanded  the  angel;  and  he  put 

23  up  his  sword  again  into  the  sheath  thereof*  At  that  time  when 

David  saw  that  the  Eternal  had  answered  him  in  the  hern 

29  of  Oman  the  Jebusite,  then  he  sacrificed  there*  For  the  dwelling 
of  the  Eternal,  which  Moses  made  in  the  desert,  and  the  altar  of  the 

30  hnrnt  offering,  were  at  that  time  in  the  high  place  at  Gibeon.  But 
David  could  not  go  before  it  to  inquire  of  God:  for  be  was  afraid 
because  of  the  sword  of  the  angel  of  the  Eternal. 


1  Chap*  xxn.— Then  David  said,  This  is  the  house  of  the  Eternal 

2  God,  and  this  is  the  altar  of  the  burnt  offering  for  Israel.  And 
David  commanded  to  gather  together  the  strangers  that  were  in  the 
land  of  Israel ;  and  he  set  hewers  to  hew  wrought  stones  to  huild  the 

3  house  of  God.  And  David  prepared  iron  in  abundance  for  the  nails 
for  the  doors  of  the  gates,  and  for  the  joinings ;  and  copper  in  abund~ 

4  ance  without  weight ;  Also  cedar  trees  in  abundance ;  for  the  Zido~ 

5  ni&ns  and  they  of  Tyre  brought  many  cedar  trees  to  David,  And  David 
said,  Solomon  my  son  is  young  and  tender,  and  the  house  that  is  to  be 
built  for  the  Eternal  must  ie  exceeding  magnificent,  of  fame  and  of 
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glory  throughout  all  countries:  I  will  therefore  now  make  prepara- 

6  tion  for  it.  So  David  prepared  abundantly  before  his  death.  Then  he 
called  for  Solomon  his  son,  and  commanded  him  to  build  a  house  for 

7  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  And  David  said  to  Solomon,  My  son,  sb 
for  me,  it  was  in  my  heart  to  build  a  house  unto  the  name  of  the 

8  Eternal  my  God:  But  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  to  me,  saying. 
Thou  hast  shed  blood  abundantly,  and  hast  made  great  wars :  thou 
shalt  not  build  a  house  unto  my  name,  because  thou  hast  shed  mncb 

0  blood  upon  the  earth  in  my  sight.  Bebotd,  a  son  shall  be  bom  unto 
thee,  who  shall  be  a  man  of  rest ;  and  I  will  give  him  rest  from  all  his 
enemies  round  about :  for  his  name  shall  be  Solomon,  and  I  will 

10  give  peace  and  quietness  unto  Israel  in  his  days.  He  shall  build  a 
house  for  my  name ;  and  he  shall  be  my  son,  and  I  wilt  be  his  hither ; 
and  1  will  establish  the  thTone  of  his  kingdom  over  Israel  for  ever. 

1 1  Now,  my  son,  the  Eternal  be  with  thee ;  and  prosper  thou,  and  build 

12  the  house  of  the  Eternal  thy  God,  as  he  hath  said  of  thee.  Only  the 
Eternal  give  thee  wisdom  and  understanding,  and  give  thee  charge 
concerning  Israel,  that  thou  mayest  keep  the  law  of  the  Eternal  tny 

13  God.  Then  shalt  thou  prosper,  if  thou  takest  heed  to  fulfil  the  sta¬ 
tutes  and  judgments  which  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses  concern¬ 
ing  Israel :  be  strong,  and  of  good  courage ;  dread  not,  nor  be  dis- 

14  mayed.  Now,  behold,  in  my  trouble  1  have  prepared  for  the  house 
of  the  Eternal  a  hundred  thousand  talents  of  gold  ;  and  a  thousand 
thousand  talentB  of  silver;  and  of  copper  and  hon  without  weight ; 
for  it  is  in  abundance :  timber  also  and  stone  liare  I  prepared ;  and 

15  thou  mayest  add  thereto.  Moreover  there  are  workmen  with  thee 
in  abundance,  hewers  and  worksrs  of  stone  and  timber,  and  all  man- 

16  ner  of  cunning  men  for  every  manner  of  work.  Of  the  gold,  the 
silver,  amt  the  copper,  and  the  iron,  there  is  no  number.  Arise 

17  therefore,  and  be  doing,  and  the  Eternal  be  with  thee.  David  also 
commanded  all  the  officers  of  Israel  to  help  Solomon  his  son,  eat/ingy 

1 8  Is  not  the  Eternal  your  God  with  you  ?  and  hath  he  not  given  you 
rest  on  every  side  ?  for  he  hath  given  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  into 
my  hand ;  and  the  land  is  subdued  before  the  Eternal,  and  before 

19  his  people.  Now  set  your  heart  and  your  soul  to  seek  the  Eternal 
your  God ;  arise  therefore,  and  build  ye  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal 
God,  to  bring  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  holy 
vessels  of  God,  iuto  the  house  that  is  to  be  built  to  the  name  of  the 
Eternal. 


1  Chap,  xxiii. — So  when  David  was  old  and  full  of  days,  he  made 

2  Solomon  liis  son  king  over  Israel.  And  he  gathered  together  all 

3  the  officers  of  Israel,  with  the  priests  and  the  Levitcs.  Now  the 
Levitcs  were  numbered  from  the  age  of  thirty  years  and  upwards :  and 
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their  number  by  their  polls,  man  by  man,  was  thirty  and  eight 

4  thousand.  Of  these,  twenty  and  four  thousand  were  to  superintend 
the  work  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal;  and  &i&  thousand  were  bailiffs 

5  and  judges :  Moreover  four  thousand  were  porters ;  and  four 
thousand  praised  the  Eternal  with  the  instruments  which  I  made, 

6  said  David  t  to  praise  therev;itk*  And  David  divided  them  into 
courses  among  the  sons  of  Levi,  namely  *  Gershon,  Kohath,  and 

7  8  Merari,  Of  the  Gershomtes  were,  Laadan,  and  Shimeh  The 
sons  of  Laadan;  the  head  was  Jehiel,  and  Zetham,  and  Joel,  three, 

9  The  sons  of  Shiinei;  Shelomith,  and  Haziel,  and  Haran,  three. 

10  These  were  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  Laadan.  And  the  sons  of 
Shiinei  were ,  Jahath,  Zina,  and  Jeu&h,  and  Beriah.  These  four  were 

11  the  sons  of  Shiinei.  And  J&h&th  wag  the  head,  and  Zizah  the  se¬ 
cond;  but  Jeush  and  Beriah  had  not  many  sons;  therefore  they 

12  were  in  one  reckoning,  according  to  their  father's  house.  The  sons 

13  of  Kohath;  Am  ram,  Izbar,  Hebron,  and  Uzzicl,  four.  The  sons  of 
Amram  ;  Aaron,  and  Moses :  and  Aaron  was  separated,  to  sauctify 
him  as  most  holy,1  him  and  his  sons  for  ever,  to  burn  incense  before 
the  Eternal,  to  minister  unto  him,  and  to  bless  in  his  name  for  ever. 

14  Now  concerning  Moses  the  man  of  God,  his  sons  were  named  of  the 

15  16  tribe  of  Levi.  The  sons  of  Moses  were,  Gershoin,and  Eliezer.  Of 

17  the  sons  of  Gershom,Shebuel  was  the  head.  And  the  sons  of  Elie* 
zer  were ,  Reh&biah  the  head*  And  Eliexer  had  none  other  sons;  hut 

18  the  sons  of  Rehabiali  were  very  many.  Of  the  sons  of  Izbar;  She- 

19  lomith  the  head.  Of  the  sons  of  Hebron;  Jeriah  the  first,  Amariah 

20  the  second,  Jahaziel  the  third,  and  Jekameam  the  fourth.  Of  the 

21  sons  of  Uzxiel;  Micah  the  first,  and  Jesiah  the  second.  The  sons 
of  Merari ;  Mahli,  and  Mushi,  The  sons  of  Mahli ;  Eleazar,  and 

22  Kish.  And  Eleazor  died,  and  had  no  sons,  hut  "daughters :  and  their 

23  brethren  the  sons  of  Kish  took  them.  The  sons  of  Mushi ;  Mahli, 

24  and  Eder,  and  Jeremoth,  three.  These  uere  the  sons  of  Levi  after 
the  house  of  their  fathers ;  even  the  heads  of  the  fathers,  as  they 
were  counted  hy  number  of  names  by  their  polls,  that  did  the  work 
for  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  from  the  age  of  twenty 

25  years  and  upwards.  For  David  said.  The  Eternal  God  of  Israel 
hath  given  rest  unto  his  people,  that  they  may  dwell  in  Jerusalem  for 

26  ever;  And  also  unto  the  Leyites;  they  shall  no  more  carry  the 
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27  dwelling,  nor  any  vessels  of  it  for  the  service  thereof.  For  by  the 
last  words  of  David  the  Levitea  were  numbered  from  twenty  years 

28  old  and  above :  Because  their  office  was  to  wait  on  the  sons  of 
Aaron  for  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  in  the  courts,  and 
in  the  chambers)  and  in  the  purifying  of  all  holy  things,  and  the 

29  work  of  the  service  of  the  house  of  God ;  Both  for  the  shewbread, 
and  for  the  fine  flour  for  oblation,  and  for  the  unleavened  cakes, 
and  for  that  which  is  baked  m  the  pan,  end  for  that  which  is 

30  fried,  and  for  all  manner  of  measure  and .  size ;  And  to  stand 
every  morning  to  thank  and  praise  the  Eternal,  and  likewise 

31  at  even;  And  to  offer  all  burnt  sacrifices  unto  the  Eternal  in 
the  Sabbaths,  in  tbe  uew  moons,  and  on  the  appointed  festi¬ 
vals,  by  number,  according  to  tbe  order  commanded  unto  them, 

32  continually  before  the  Eternal :  And  that  they  should  keep  the 
charge  of  the  tent  of  appointment,  and  the  charge  of  the  holy  place, 
and  the  charge  of  the  sons  of  Aaron  their  brethren,  in  the  service  of 
the  house  of  the  Eternal. 

1  Chap.  xxiv. — Now  these  are  the  divisions  of  the  sons  of  Aaron. 
The  suns  of  Aaron ;  Nadab,  and  Abihu,  Eleazar,  and  Ithamar. 

2  But  Nadab  and  Abihu  died  before  their  father,  and  had  no  children: 

3  therefore  Eleazar  and  Ithamar  executed  the  priest’s  office.  And 
David  distributed  them,  hoth  Zadok  of  the  sons  of  Eleazar,  and 
Ahimalech  of  the  sons  of  Ithamar,  according  to  their  offices  in  their 

4  service.  And  there  were  more  chief  men  found  of  the  sons  of  Elea¬ 
zar  than  of  the  sons  of  Ithamar;  and  thus  were  they  divided. 
Among  the  sons  of  Eleazar  there  were  sixteen  chief  men  of  the  house 
of  their  fathers,  and  eight  among  the  sons  of  Ithamar  according  to 

5  the  house  of  their  fathers.  Thus  were  they  divided  by  lot,  one  sort 
with  another ;  for  the  governors  of  the  sanctuary,  and  governors  of 
the  house  of  God,  were  of  the  sons  of  Eleazar,  and  of  the  sons  of 

6  Ithamar.  And  Shemaiah  the  son  of  Nethaneel  the  scribe,  one  of  the 
Levitea,  wrote  them  before  the  king,  and  the  officers,  and  Zadok -the 
priest,  and  Ahimelech  the  son  of  Abiathar,  and  before  the  heads  of 
the  fathers  of  the  priests  and  Levites :  one  principal  household  being 

7  taken  for  Eleazar,  and  one  taken  for  Ithamar.  Now  the  first  lot 

8  came  forth  to  Jehoiarib,  the  second  to  Jedoiah,  The  third  to  Haritn, 

9  the  fourth  to  Seorim,  The  fifth  to  Melchijah,  the  sixth  to  Mijamin, 

10  11  The  seventh  to  Hakkoz,  the  eighth  to  Ahiiah,  The  ninth  to 

12  Jeshuah,  the  tenth  to  Shecaniab,  Tbe  eleventh  to  Eliashib,  the 

13  twelfth  to  Jakim,  Tbe  thirteenth  to  Huppah,  the  fourteenth  to 

14  Jesheheab,  The  fifteenth  to  Bilgah,  the  sixteenth  to  Immer, 

15  16  The  seventeenth  to  Hezir,  the  eighteenth  to  AphaeB,  The  nine- 

17  teenth  to  Pcthahiah,  the  twentieth  to  Jehezekei,  The  one  and 

1 8  twentieth  to  Jachin,  the  two  and  twentieth  to  Gamul,  The  three

19  and  twentieth  to  Dclaiah,  the  four  and  twentieth  to  Maazialu  These 
were  the  onlerings  of  them  in  their  service  to  come  into  the  house  of 
the  Eternal,  according  to  their  manner,  under  Aaron  their  father,  as 

20  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  had  commanded  him*  And  the  rest  of 
the  sons  of  Levi  were  these ;  Of  the  sons  of  Amram  ;  S  hub  a  el :  of 

21  the  sons  of  Shubael ;  Jehdeiah.  Concerning  Rehabiah:  of  the  sons 

2 2  of  Rehabiah,  the  first  was  Isshiah.  Of  the  Izharites;  Shelomoth  ;  of 

23  the  sons  of  Shelomoth  ;  Jahath.  And  the  sods  of  Hebron;  Jeriah 
the  first}  Am  aria  h  the  second,  Jahaziel  the  third,  Jekamcatn  the 

24  fourth.  Of  the  sons  of  Uzziel ;  Michah  :  of  the  sons  of  Michah ; 

25  Shamir,  The  brother  of  Michah  was  Isshiab  :  of  the  sons  of  Isshiah ; 

26  Zechariah.  The  sods  of  Merari  were  Mahli  and  Mushi :  the  sods  of 

27  Jaaiiab,  Beno.  The  sons  of  Merari  by  Jaaziah  ;  Beno,  and  Shoham, 

28  and  Zaccur,  and  Ibri,  Of  Mahli  came  Eleazar,  who  had  no  sous, 

29  30  Concerning  Kish :  the  son  of  Kish  was  Jerahmeel.  The  sons 
also  of  Mushi;  Mahli,  and  Eder,  and  Jerimoth.  These  were  the 

31  sons  of  the  Levites  after  the  house  of  their  fathers.  These  likewise 
cast  lots  over  against  their  hrethren  the  sods  of  Aaron  in  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  David  the  king,  and  Zadok,  and  Ahimelech,  and  the  heads 
of  the  fathers  of  the  priests  and  Levites,  even  the  principal  fathers 
over  against  their  younger  hrethren. 

1  Chap.  xxv. — Moreover  David  and  the  captains  of  the  host  separated 
to  the  service  of  the  sons  of  Asaph,  and  of  Heman,  and  of  Jeduthun, 
who  should  prophesy  with  harps,  with  psalteries,  and  with  cymbals  : 

2  and  the  number  of  the  workmen  according  to  their  service  was :  Of 
the  sons  of  Asaph ;  Zaccur,  and  Joseph,  and  Nethaniah,  and  Asarelah, 
the  sons  of  Asaph  under  the  hands  of  Asaph,  who  prophesied 

3  according  to  the  order  of  the  king*  Of  Jcduthun:  the  sons  of 
Jeduthun ;  Gedaliah,  and  Zeri,  and  Jeehaiah,  Hashabiah,  and  Matti- 
thiah,  six,  under  the  bands  of  their  father  Jeduthun,  who  prophesied 

4  with  a  harp,  to  give  thanks  and  to  praise  the  Eternal.  Of  Heman :  the 
sons  of  Heman ;  Bukkiab,  Mattani&h,  Uzziel,  Shebuel,  and  Jeri- 
motb,  Hananiah,  Hanani,  Eliathah,  Giddalti,  and  Romamti-ezer, 

5  Josbbekasbab,  Mallothi,  Hothir,  and  Mabaxioth:  All  these  were  the 
sods  of  Heman  the  king’s  seer  in  the  words  of  God,  to  lift  up  the 
bom.  And  God  gave  to  Heman  fourteen  sons  and  three  daughters. 

6  All  these  were  under  the  hands  of  their  father  for  song  in  the  house 
of  the  Eternal,  with  cymbals,  psalteries,  and  harps,  for  the  service  of 
the  house  of  God,  according  to  the  king’s  order  to  Asaph,  Jeduthun, 

7  and  Heman.  So  the  number  of  them,  with  their  brethren  that  were 
instructed  in  the  songs  of  the  Eternal,  even  all  that  were  cunning,  was 

8  two  hundred  fourscore  and  eight.  And  they  cast  lots,  ward  against 
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9  ward,  as  veil  the  small  as  the  great*  the  teacher  as  the  scholar.  Nov 
the  first  lot  came  forth  for  Asaph  to  Joseph:  the  second  to  Gedaliah, 
who  with  his  brethren  and  sons  were  twelve : 

10  The  third  to  Zac  cur,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

1 1  The  fourth  to  lari,  he,  his  eons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

12  The  fifth  to  Neth&niah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

13  The  sixth  to  Buhkiah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

14  The  seventh  to  Jesbsrelah,  he,  his  sons,  and  hp  brethren,  were 

twelve : 

15  The  eighth  to  Jeshaiah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  w ere  twelve: 

16  The  ninth  to  Mattaniah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were 

twelve : 

17  The  tenth  to  SMmei,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

16  The  eleventh  to  Azareel,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

19  The  twelfth  to  Hashabiah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were 

twelve : 

20  The  thirteenth  to  Shnbael,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were 

twelve : 

2 1  The  fourteenth  to  Mattithiah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were 

twelve  : 

22  The  fifteenth  to  Jerimoth,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve: 

23  The  sixteenth  to  Hananiah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were 

twelve : 

24  The  seventeenth  to  Joshfaekashah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren, 

were  twelve : 

25  The  eighteenth  to  Hanani,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were  twelve : 

26  The  nineteenth  to  Mallothi,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  hrethren,  were 

twelve  : 

27  The  twentieth  to  Eliathah,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren,  were 

twelve : 

26  The  one  and  twentieth  to  Hothir,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren, 
were  twelve : 

29  The  two  and  twentieth  to  Giddalti,  he,  Mb  sons,  and  his  brethren, 

were  twelve: 

30  The  three  and  twentieth  to  Mahazioth,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  brethren, 

were  twelve : 

31  The  four  and  twentieth  to  Romamtiezer,  he,  his  sons,  and  his  bre¬ 

thren,  were  twelve. 

1  Chap.  xxvi. — Concerning  the  divisions  of  the  porters :  Of  the  Kor- 

2  hites  war  Meshelemiah  the  son  of  Kore,  of  the  sons  of  Asaph.  And 
the  sons  of  Meshelemiah  were,  Zechariah  the  firstborn,  Jediael  the 

3  second,  Zebadiah  the  third,  Jathniel  the  fourth,  Elam  the  fifth, 

4  Jehohanan  the  sixth,  Elioensi  the  seventh.  Moreover  the  sons  of 
Qbed-edom  were,  Sbemaiah  the  firstborn,  Jehozabad  the  second. 
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5  Josh  the  third,  end  Sacar  the  fourth,  and  Nethaneel  the  fifth.  Am* 
miel  the  sixth,  Issachar  the  seventh,  Peulthai  the  eighth  ;  for  God 

6  blessed  him.  Also  uhto  Shemaiah  his  son  were  sons  horn,  that  ruled 
throughout  the  house  of  their  father :  for  they  were,  mighty  men  of 

7  valour.  The  bohb  of  Shemaiah ;  Othni,  and  Repbaei,  and  Obed, 
Elaahad,  whose  brethren  were  men  of  valour,  Elihu,  and  Semachiah. 

8  All  these  of  the  sons  of  Obed-edom :  they  and  their  sons  and  their  • 
brethren,  able  men  of  strength  for  the  service,  were  threescore  and 

9  two  of  Obed-edom.  And  Meahetemiah  had  sons  and  brethren,  men 

10  of  valour,  eighteen.  Also  Hosah,  of  the  children  of  Memi,  had  sons; 
Simri  the  chief, — for  though  he  was  not  the  firstborn,  yet  his  father 

11  made  him  the  head Hilkiah  the  second,  Tebaliah  the  third,  Ze-  i 
chariah  the  fourth:  all  the  sons  and  brethren  ofHosah  were  thirteen,  ] 

12  Among  these  were  the  divisions  of  the  porters,  even  among  the  chief  ' 
men,  having  wards  one  against  another,  to  minister,  in  the  house  of 

13  the  Eternal.  And  they  cast  lots,  as  well  the  Bmall  as  the  great,  - 

14  according  to  the  house  of  their  fathers,  for  every  gate.  And  the  lot 
eastward  fell  to  Shelemiab.  Then  for  Ze  chariah  his  son,  a  wise  coun- 

15  sellar,  they  cast  lots ;  and  his  lot  earne  out  northward.  To  Obed-edom  - 

16  southward  ;  and  to  his  sons  the  house  of  Asuppim.  To  Shuppim  and 
Hosah  the  tot  eame  forth  westward,  with  the  gate  Shalleeheth,  by 

17  the  causeway  of  the  going  up,  ward  against  ward.  Eastward  were  six . 
Levites,  northward  four  a  day,  southward  four  a  day,  and  towards 

18  Asuppim  two  and  two.  At  Farhar  westward,  four  at  the  causeway, 

19  and  two  at  Farhar.  These  ere  tbe  divisions  of  the  porters  among  the 

20  sons  of  Kore,  and  among  the  sons  of  Merari.  And  of  the  Levites, 
Ahijah  teas  over  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  God,  and  over  the  tree* 

21  sures  of  the  hallowed  things.  At  concerning  the  sons  of  Laadan; 
the  sons  of  the  Gershonite  Laadan,'  heads  of  the  fathers,  even  of 

22  Laadan  the  Gershonite,  were  Jehieli,  The  sons  of  Jehieli ;  Zetham, 
and  Joel  his  brother,  who  were  over  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the 

23  Eternal.  Of  the  Amramites,  and  the  Izharites,  the  HebroniteB,  and 

24  the  Uzddites :  And  Shehuel  the  son  of  Gershom,  the  son  of  Moses, 

25  woe  ruler  over  the  treasures.  And  his  brethren  by  Eliezer ;  Reha- 
biah  his  son,  and  Jeahaiah  his  son,  and  Joram  his  son,  and  Zichii 

26'  his  son,  and  Shelomith  his  son.  Which  Shelomith.  and  his  brethren 
were  over  all  the  treasures  of  the  hallowed  things,  which  David  the  king 
and  the  heads  of  the  fathers,  the  officers  over  the  thousands  and  hun- 

27  dreda,  and  the  officers  of  tbe  host,  bad  hallowed.  Out  of  the  spoils  wan 
in  the  ware  did  they  hallow  to  maintain  the  bouse  of  the  Eternal. 

28  And  all  that  Samuel  the  seer,  and  Saul  the  son  of  Kish,  and  Abner 
the  son  of  Ner,  and  Joah  the  son  of  Zexuiah,  bad  hallowed;  and  who. 
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soever  had  hallowed  any  thing,  it  was  under  the  hand  of  Shelomith 

29  and  of  his  brethren.  Of  the  Izharites,  Chenaniah  and  his  sons  were 

30  for  the  outward  business  over  Israel,  for  officers  and  judges.  And  of 
the  Hebronites,  Hashabiah  and  his  brethren,  men  of  valour,  a 
thousand  and  seven  hundred,  were  officers  among  them  of  Israel  on  this 
side  of  the  Jordan  westward  in  all  the  business  of  the  Eternal,  and  in 

31  the  service  of  the  king.  Among  the  Hehronites  woe  Jexijah  the 
head,  even  among  the  Hebronites,  according  to  the  generations  of  his 
fathers.  In  the  fortieth  year  of  the  reign  of  David  they  were  sought 
for,  and  there  were  found  among  them  mighty  men  of  valour  at 

32  Jazer  of  Gilead.  And  his  brethren,  men  of  valonr,  were  two 
thousand  and  seven  hundred  heads  of  the  fathers,  whom  king  David 
appointed  over  the  Reabenites,  the  Gadltes,  and  the  half  tribe  of 
Manasseh,  for  every  matter  pertaining  to  God,  and  every  matter 
of  the  king. 

1  Chap,  xxvii, — Now  the  children  of  Israel  after  their  number,  to  wit, 
the  heads  of  the  fathers,  and  officers  of  the  thousands  and  the  hundreds, 
and  their  bailiffs  that  served  the  king  in  any  matter  of  the  courses, 
which  came  in  and  went  out  month  by  month  throughout  all  the  months 

2  of  the  year,  of  every  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  Over  the 
first  course  of  the  first  mouth  was  Jashobeam  the  son  of  Zabdiel : 

3  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  Of  the  children 
ofFerez  was  the  head  of  all  the  officers  of  the  host  for  the  first 

4  month.  And  over  the  course  of  the  second  month  was  Dodai  an 
Ahohite,  and  of  his  course  was  Mikloth  also ‘the  ruler  :  in  his  course 

5  likewise  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  The  third  officer  of  the 
host  for  the  third  month  was  Benaiah  the  son  of  Jehoiada,  a  chief 

6  priest :  and  in  bis  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  This  is 
that  Benaiah,  who  was  mighty  among  the  thirty,  and  above  the  thirty  : 

7  and  in  his  course  was  Ammizabad  his  son.  The  fourth  captain  fox 
the  fourth  month  was  Asahei  the  brother  of  Joah,  and  Zebadiah  his 
son  after  him:  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand* 

8  The  fifth  officer  fox  the  fifth  month  was  Shamhuth  the  Izrahite :  and 

9  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  fonr  thousand.  The  sixth  captain  for 
the  sixth  month  was  Era  the  son  of  Ikkesh  the  Tekoite :  and  in  his 

10  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  The  seventh  captain  for  the 
seventh  month  was  Helez  the  Pelonite,  of  the  children  of  Ephraim : 

11  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  The  eighth  captain 
for  the  eighth  month  was  Sibbecai  the  Hushatliite,  of  the  Zarhites : 
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12  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  The  ninth  captain 
for  the  ninth  month  was  Abiezer  the  Anetothite,  of  the  Benjamites: 

13  and  in  his  course  weri  twenty  and  four  thousand.  The  tenth  captain 
for  the  tenth  month  was  Maharai  the  Netophathite,  of  the  Zarhites ; 

14  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  four  thousand.  The  eleventh 
captain  for  the  eleventh  month  was  Benaiah  the  Fhathonite,  of 
the  children  of  Ephraim ;  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  four 

15  thousand*  The  twelfth  captain  for  the  twelfth  month  was  Heldai  the 
Netophathite,  of  Othniel ;  and  in  his  course  were  twenty  and  foor 

16  thousand.  Furthermore  over  the  tribes  of  Israel :  the  ruler  of  the 
Reubenites  was  Eliezer  the  son  of  Zicbri ;  of  the  Simeonites,  She* 

17  phatiah  the  eon  of  Maachah  :  Of  the  Levites,  Hashabiah  the  son  of 

18  Kemuel :  of  the  Anionites,  Zadok;  Of  Judah,  Elihu,  one  of  the 

19  brethren  of  David:  of  Issachar,  Omri  the  son  of  Michael:  Of 
Zebulun,  Ishmaiah  the  son  of  Obadiah:  of  NaphtaJi,  Jerimoth  the 

20  son  of  Azriel:  Of  the  children  of  Ephraim,  Hoshea  the  son  of 

21  Azazi&h :  of  the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh,  Joei  the  son  of  Pedai&h :  Of 
the  half  tribe  of  Manasseh  in  Gilead,  Iddo  the  son  of  Zech&riah :  of 

22  Benjamin,  Jaasiel  the  son  of  Abner  ;  Of  Dan,  Azarcel  the  sou  of 

23  Jeroham*  These  were  the  officers  of  the  bribes  of  Israel,  But  David 
took  not  the  number  of  them  from  twenty  years  old  and  under : 
becanse  the  Eternal  had  said  he  would  increase  Israel  like  to  the  stars 

24  of  the  heavens*  Joab  the  son  of  Zeruiah  began  to  number,  but  he 
finished  not,  because  there  fell  wrath  for  it  against  Israel ;  neither 
was  the  number  put  in  the  account  of  the  chronicles  of  king  David, 

25  And  oyer  the  king’s  treasures  woe  Azmaveth  the  son  of  Adiel :  and 
over  the  storehouses  in  the  fields,  in  the  cities,  and  in  tbe  villages, 

26  and  in  the  castles,  was  Jehonathan  the  son  of  Uzziah ;  And  over 
them  that  did  the  work  of  the  field  for  tillage  of  the  ground  was  EaJi 

27  the  son  of  Chelub :  And  over  the  vineyards  was  Shimei  the  Rama- 
thite  :  over  the  increase  of  the  vineyards  for  the  wine  stores  was 

28  Zabdi  the  Shiphmite :  And  over  the  olive  trees  and  the  sycomore 
trees  that  were  in  tbe  low  plains  was  Baal-hanan  the  Gederite :  and 

29  over  the  stores  of  oil  was  Joash  :  And  over  the  herds  that  fed  in 
Sharon  was  Shitrai  the  Sh&ronite :  and  over  the  herds  that  were  in 

80  the  valleys  was  Shaphat  the  son  of  Adl&i:  Over  the  camels  also 
'  was  Obil  tbe  Ishmaelite;  and  over  the  asses  was  Jehdeiab  the  Men*. 

31  nothite;  And  over  the  flocka  Jaziz  the  Hagerite.  All  these 
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32  were  the  officers  over  the  substance  which  mat  king  David’s.  Also 
Jonathan  David’s  uncle  was  a  counsellor,  a  wise  man,  and  a  scribe  t 

33  and  Jehiel  the  son  of  Hachmoni  mat  with  the  king’s  sons  :  And 
Ahitophel  mat  the  king’s  counsellor :  and  Hushai  the  Archite  mat 

34  the  king’s  companion :  And  after  Ahitophel  mat  Jehoiada  the  son 
of  Benaiah ,  and  Abiathar ;  and  the  captain1  of  the  king’s  host  mat 
Joab. 

1  Chap,  xxviii. — And  David  assembled  all  the  officers  of  Israel,  the 
officers  of  the  tribes,  and  the  officers  of  the  companies  that  minis* 
tercd  to  the  king  by  course,  and  the  officers  over  the  thousands,  and 
the  officers  over  the  hundreds,  and  the  stewards’  over  all  the  suh- 
stance  aod  possession  of  the  king,  and  of  his  sons,  with  the  officers; 
and  with  the  mighty  men,  and  with  the  valiant  men,  unto  Jerusalem. 

2  Then  David  the  king  stood  upon  his  feet,  and  said.  Hear  me,  my 
brethren,  and  my  people  :  At  for  me,  I  had  in  my  heart  to  huild  a 
house  of  rest  for  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal,  and  for  the 

9  footstool  of  our  God,  and  had  made  ready  for  the  building :  .  But 
God  said  unto  me.  Thou  ehalt  not  huild  a  house  for  my  name,  because 

4  thou  hast  been  a  man  of  war,  and  hast  shed  blood.  Howbeit  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel  chose  me  before  all  the  house  of  my  father  to 
be  king  over  Israel  for  ever :  for  he  hath  chosen  Judah  to  be  the 
ruler  ;  and  of  the  house  of  Judah,  the  house  of  my  father  :  and  among 
the  sons  of  my  father  he  liked  me  to  make  me  king  over  all  Israel. 

5  And  of  all  my  sons— for  the  Eternal  hath  given  me  many  sons — he 
hath  chosen  Solomon  my  son  to  sit  upon  the  throne  of  the  kingdom 

6  of  the  Eternal  over  Israel.  And  he  said  unto  me,  Solomon  thy  son, 
he  shall  build  my  house  and  my  courts :  for  I  have  chosen  him  to  be 

7  my  son,  and  I  will  he  his  father.  Moreover  I  will  establish  his 
kingdom  for  ever,  if  he  be  constant  to  do  my  commandments  and  my 

8  judgments,  as  at  this  day.  Now  therefore  in  the  eyes  of  all  Israel 
the  congregation  of  the  Eternal,  and  in  the  audience  of  our  God, 
keep  and  seek  for  all  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal  your  God  : 
that  ye  may  possess  this  good  land,  and  leave  it  for  on  inheritance 

9  for  your  children  after  you  for  ever.  And  thou,  Solomon  my  son, 
know  tbou  tbe  God  of  thy  father,  and  serve  him  with  a  perfect  heart 
and  with  a  willing  soul :  for  the  Eternal  searcheth  all  hearts,  and 
understandeth  all  the  imaginations  of  the  thoughts  :  if  thou  seek  him 
he  will  be  found  of  thee;  but  if  thou  forsake  him,  he  will  cast  thee 

10  off  for  ever.  Take  heed  now :  for  the  Eternal  hath  chosen  thee  to 

1 1  huild  a  house  for  the  sanctuary :  he  strong,  and  do  it.  Then  David 
gave  to  Solomon  his  son  the  pattern  of  the  porch,  and  of  the  houses 
thereof,  and  of  the  treasuries  thereof,  and  of  the  upper  chambers 
thereof,  and  of  the  inner  parlours  thereof,  and  of  the  place  of  the 

12  cover.  And  the  pattern  of  all  that  he  had*  by  tbe  Bpirit,  ot  the  courts 
of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  of  all  the  chambers  round  about,  of 
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the  treasuries  of  the  house  of  God,  and  of  the  treasuries  of  the  hal- 

13  lowed  things  :  Abo  for  the  courses  of  the  priests  and  the  Levites, 
and  for  all  the  work  of  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and 

14  for  all  the  vessels  of  service  iu  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  He  gave  of 
gold  by  weight  for  things  of  gold,  for  all  vessels  of  all  manner  of 
service ;  silver  also  for  all  vessels  of  silver  hy  weight,  for  all 

15  vessels  of  every  kind  of  service:  Even  the  weight  of  the  lamp- 
stand  of  gold,  and  for  their  lamps  of  gold,  by  weight  for  every 
lampatand,  and  for  the  lamps  thereof :  and  for  the  lampstand  of  silver 
by  weight,  both  for  the  lampstand,  and  also  for  the  lamps  thereof, 

16  according  to  the  use  of  every  lampstand.  And  by  weight  he  gave 
gold  for  the  tables  of  shewbrcad,  for  every  table ;  and  likewise  silver 

17  for  the  fables  of  silver :  Also  pure  gold  for  the  fioshhookf,  and  the 
bowls,  and  ihe  cups  i  and  for  the  golden  basons  he  gave  gold  by 
weight  for  every  bason;  and  Ukemze  silver  by  weight  for  every  bason 

IS  of  silver;  Ana  for  the  altar  of  incense  refined  gold  by  weight:  and 
gold  for  the  pattern  of  the  chariot  of1  the  cherubim  that  spread  out 

19  their  wings,  & nd  covered  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal.  All 
this,  said  David,  the  Eternal  made  me  understand  in  writing  by  his 

20  hand  upon  me,  even  all  the  works  of  this  pattern.  And  David  said 
to  Solomon  bis  son.  Be  strong  and  of  good  courage,  and  do  it ;  fear 
not,  nor  be  dismayed:  for  the  Etenud  God,  even  my  God,  will  he 
with  thee ;  he  will  not  foil  thee,  nor  forsake  thee,  until  thou  hast 
finished  all  the  work  for  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal. 

21  And,  behold,  tho  courses  of  the  priests  and  Ihe  Levites,  even  they 
shall  be  with  thee  for  all  the  seivice  of  the  house  of  God :  and  there 
shall  be  with  thee  for  all  manner  of  workmanship  every  willing  skilful 
man,  for  any  manner  of  service :  also  the  officers  and  all  the  people 
mil  be  wholly  at  thy  commandment. 

1  Chap*  sxjx. — Furthermore  David  the  king  said  unto  all  the  con¬ 
gregation,  Solomon  my  son,  whom  alone  God  hath  chosen,  is  yet 
young  and  tender,  and  the  work  is  great:  for  the  palace1 3 4 5 6 * *  is  not  for 

2  man,  but  for  the  Eternal  God.  Now  I  have  prepared  with  all  my 
might  for  the  house  of  my  God  the  gold  for  things  to  be  made  of 
gold,  and  the  silver  for  things  of  silver,  and  the  copper  for  things  of 
copper,  the  iron  for  things  of  iron,  and  wood  for  things  of  wood ;  onyx 
stones,  and  stones  to  be  set,  glistering  stones,  and  of  diver  colours, 
and  all  manner  of  precious  btoues,  and  marble  stones  in  abundance^ 

3  Moreover,  because  1  have  set  my  affection  to  the  house  of  my  God, 
I  have  given,  of  mine  own  proper  good,  of  gold  and  silver,  to  the 
house  of  my  God,  over  and  above  all  that  1  have  prepared  for  the 

4  holy  house,  Even  three  thousand  talents  of  gold,  of  the  gold  of 
Ophir,  and  seven  thousand  talents  of  refined  silver,  to  overlay  the 

5  walls  of  the  houses  withal :  The  gold  for  things  of  gold,  ana  the 
silver  for  things  of  silver,  and  for  all  manner  of  work  to  be  made  by 
the  hands  of  artificers*  And  who  then  is  willing  to  consecrate  his 

6  service9  this  day  unto  the  Eternal  ?  Then  the  officers  of  the  fathers 

and  the  officers  of  the  tribes  of  Israel,  and  the  officers  of  the  thou- 

l  caflUe.  *  to  fill  hi#  hands. 
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sands  and  of  the  hundreds,  with  the  officers  of  the  king’s  work, 

7  offered  -willingly.  And  gave  for  the  service  of  the  house  of  God  of 
gold  five  thousand  talents  and  ten  thousand  drams,  and  of  silver  ten 
thousand  talents,  and  of  copper  eighteen  thousand  talents,  and  one 

8  hundred  thousand  talents  of  iron.  And  they  -with  whom  precious 
stones  were  found  gave  them  to  the  treasure  of  the  house  of  the 

9  Eternal,  by  the  hand  of  Jehiel  the  Gershouite.  Then  the  people 
rejoiced,  for  that  they  offered  willingly,  because  with  perfect  heart  they 
offered  willingly  to  the  Eternal :  and  David  the  king  also .  rejoiced 

10  with  great  joy.  Wherefore  David  blessed  the  Eternal  before  all  the 
congregation ;  and  David  said.  Blessed  be  thou.  Eternal  God  of 

11  Israel  our  father,  for  ever  and  ever.  Thine,  O  Eternal,  is  the  great¬ 
ness,  and  the  power,  and  the  glory,  and  the  victory,  and  the  majesty ; 
for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the  earth  is  thine  ;  thine  is  the 

1 2  dominion,  O  Eternal,  and  thou  art  exalted  as  head  above  all.  Both 
riches  and  honour  come  of  thee,  and  thou  rulest  over  all ",  and  in  thy 
hand  is  power  and  might  $  and  in  thy  hand  if  is  to  make  great,  and 

13  to  give  strength  unto  all.  Now  therefore,  our  God,  we  thank  thee, 

14  and  praise  thy  glorious  name.  But  who  am  I,  and  what  is  my 
people,  that  we  shonld  be  able  to  offer  so  willingly  after  this  sort  ?  for 

15  all  things  come  of  thee,  and  of  thine  own  have  we  given  thee.  For 
we  are  strangers  before  thee,  and  sojourners,  as  were  all  onr  fathers : 

16  our  days  on  the  earth  are  as  a  shadow,  and  there  is  none  abiding.  O 
Eternal  our  God,  all  this  store  that  we  have  prepared  to  build  tnee  a 

1 7  house  for  Lhy  holy  name  comet  A  of  thy  hand,  and  is  all  thy  own.  I 
know  also,  my  God,  that  thou  triest  the  heart,  and  hast  pleasure  in 
uprightness.  As  for  me,  iu  the  uprightness  of  my  heart  I  have 
willingly  offered  all  these  things :  and  now  have  I  seen  with  joy  thy 

18  people,  who  are  present  here,  to  offer  willingly  unto  thee.  O 
Eternal  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and  of  Israel,  our  fathers,  keep 
this  for  ever  in  the  imagination  of  the  thoughts  of  the  heart  of  thy 

19  people,  and  prepare  their  heart  unto  thee  :  And  give  unto  Solomon 
my  son  a  perfect  heart,  to  keep  thy  commandments,  thy  testimonies, 
and  thy  statutes,  and  to  do  all  these  things,  and  to  build  the  palace,1 

20  far  the  which  I  have  made  provision.  And  David  said  to  all  the 
congregation,  Now  bless  the  Eternal  your  God.  And  all  the  con¬ 
gregation  blessed  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers,  and  bowed  down 
their  heads,  and  prostrated  themselves  before  the  Eternal,  and  the 

2 1  king.  And  they  sacrificed  sacrifices  unto  the  Eternal,  and  offered 
burnt  offerings  unto  the  Eternal,  on  die  morrow  after  that  day,  even 
a  thousand  bulls,  a  thousand  rams,  and  a  thousand  lambs,  with  their 
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22  drink  offerings,  and  sacrifices  in  abundance  for  all  Israelt  And  did 
eat  and  drink  before  the  Eternal  on  that  day  with  great  gladness. 
And  they  made  Solomon  the  son  of  David  king  the  second  Lime,  and 
anointed  him  unto  the  Eternal  to  be  leader,  and  Zadok  to  be  priest* 

23  Then  Solomon  eat  on  the  throne  of  the  Eternal  as  king  instead  of 

24  David  his  father,  and  prospered ;  and  all  Israel  obeyed  him.  And 
all  the  officers,  and  the  heroes,  and  all  the  sons  likewise  of  king  David,  * 

25  submitted  themselves  unto  Solomon  the  king.  And  the  Eternal 
magnified  Solomon  exceedingly  in  the  eyes  of  all  Israel,  and  bestowed 
upon  him  such  royal  majesty  as  had  not  been  on  any  king  before 

2d  him  in  Israel.  Thus  David  the  son  of  Jesse  reigned  over  all  \ 

27  Israel.  And  the  time  that  he  reigned  over  Israel  was  forty  years;  \ 
seven  years  reigned  he  in  Hebron,  and  thirty  and  three  j/ears  1 2 3 

28  reigned  he  in  Jerusalem.  And  he  died  in  a  good  old  age,  full  of  | 
days,  riches,  and  hononr :  and  Solomon  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead*  j 

29  Now  the  acta1  of  David  the  king,  the  first  and  tbe  last,  behold  they  \ 
are  written  in  the  book  of  Samuel  the  seer,  and  in  the  book  of  | 

30  Nathan  tbe  prophet,  and  in  the  book  of  Gad  the  seer.  With  all  his  1 
reign  and  his  might,  and  the  times  that  went  over  him,  and  over.-' 
Israel,  and  over  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  countries. 


THE  SECOND  BOOK  OF  THE  CHRONICLES. 


1  Chap,  i.— And  Solomon  the  son  of  David  was  strengthened  in  hia 
kingdom,  and  tbe  Eternal  his  God  was  with  him,  and  magnified 

2  him  exceedingly*  Then  Solomon  spake  unto  all  Israel,  to  the  of* 
ficers  of  the  thousands  and  of  hundreds,  and  to  the  judges,  and  to 

3  every  prince  in  all  Israel,  the  heads  of  the  fathers*  So  Solomon,  and 
all  the  congregations  with  him,  went  to  the  high  place  that  was  at 

1  words. 
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Gibeon ;  for  there  wag  the  God's  appointed  tent,  which  Moses  the 

4  servant  of  the  Eternal  had  made  in  the  desert.  But  the  ark  of  God 
had  David  brought  up  from  Kirjafh-jearim  to  the  place  which  David 
had  prepared  for  it :  for  he  had  pitched  a  tent  for  it  at  Jerusalem. 

5  Moreover  the  copper  altar,  that  Bezaleel  the  son  of  Uri,  the  son  of 
Hur,  had  made,  he  pat  before  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal :  and 

6  Solomon  and  the  congregation  sought  unto  it.  And  Solomon  went 
up  thither  to  the  copper  altar  before  the  Eternal,  which  was  at  the 

7  appointed  tent,  and  offered  a  thousand  burnt  offerings  upon  it  In 
that  night  did  God  appear  unto  Solomon,  and  said  unto  him.  Ask 

8  what  I  shall  give  thee.  And  Solomon  said  unto  God,  Thou  hast 
shewed1  great  mercy  unto  David  my  father,  and  hast  made  me  to 

9  reign  in  his  stead.  No  w,  O  Eternal  God,  let  thy  word  onto  David 
my  father  be  verified :  for  thou  hast  made  me  king  over  a  people  like 

10  the  dust  of  the  earth  in  multitude.  Give  me  now  wisdom  ana  know-* 
ledge,  that  I  may  go  out  and  come  in  before  this  people :  for  who 

1 1  can  judge  this  thy  people,  that  is  60  great  ?  And  God  said  to  Solo¬ 
mon,  Because  this  was  in  thy  heart,  and  thou  hast  not  asked  riches, 
wealth,  or  honour,  nor  the  life  of  thine  enemies,  neither  yet  hast 
asked  long  life ;  but  hast  asked  wisdom  and  knowledge  for  thyself, 
that  thou  mayest  judge  my  people,  over  whom  I  have  made  thee 

12  king:  Wisdom  and  knowledge  is  granted  unto  thee;  and  I  will 
give  thee  riches,  and  wealth,  and  honour,  such  as  none  of  the  kings 
nave  had  that  have  been  before  thee,  neither  shall  there  any  after 

13  thee  have  the  like.  Then  Solomon  came  from  his  journey  to  the 
high  place  that  teas  at  Gibeon  to  Jerusalem,  from  before  the  ap- 

14  pointed  tent,  and  reigned  over  Israel.  And  Solomon  gathered  cha¬ 
riots  and  horsemen :  and  he  had  a  thousand  and  four  hundred 
chariots,  and  twelve  thousand  horsemen,  which  he  placed  in  the 

15  chariot  cities,  and  with  the  king  at  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  made 
the  silver  and  gold  at  Jerusalem  as  plenteous  as  stones,  and  the  cedar 
trees  made  he  as  the  syeomore  trees  that  are  in  the  vale  for  abund- 

16  ance.  And  the  importation  of  the  horaes  which  belonged  to  Solo¬ 
mon  was  from  Egypt:  and  a  company  of  the  king's  merchants  took 

17  the  troop  at  a  price.  And  they  fetched  up,  and  brought  forth  out  of 
Egypt  a  chariot  for  six  hundred  shekels  of  silver,  and  a  horse  for  a 
hundred  and  fifty;  and  so  brought  they  out  horaes  for  all  the  kings 

IS  of  the  Hittites,  and  for  the  kings  of  Syria,  by  their  means.  And 
Solomon  determined  to  build  a  house  for  the  name  of  the  Eternal, 
and  a  house  for  his  kingdom. 
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1  Chap.  ii. — And  Solomon  told  ont  threescore  and  ten  thousand  men 
to  bear  burdens,  and  fourscore  thousand  to  hew  in  the  mountain, 

2  and  three  thousand  dud  six  hundred  to  direct  them.  And  Solomon 
sent  to  Huram  the  king  of  Tyre,  saying,  As  thou  didst  deal  with 
David  my  father,  and  didst  send  him  cedars  to  build  him  a  house  to 

3  dwell  therein,  even  so  deal  with  me *  Behold,  I  build  a  house  to  the 
name  of  the  Eternal  my  God,  to  sanctify  it  to  him,  and  to  bum  * 
hefore  him  incense  of  aromatics,  and  for  the  continual  shewbread, 
and  for  burnt  offerings  in  the  morning  and  evening,  on  the  sabhaths, 
and  on  the  new  moons,  and  on  the  appointed  seasons  of  the  Eternal 

4  our  God.  This  is  an  ordinance  for  ever  to  Israel.  And  the  house 

5  which  I  build  is  great :  for  great  is  our  God  above  all  gods.  But 
who  is  ahle  to  huild  him  a  house,  seeing  the  heaven  ana  heaven  of 
heavens  cannot  contain  him  ?  who  am  I  then,  that  I  should  build 

6  him  a  house,  save  only  to  bum  sacrifice  before  him?  Send  me  now 
therefore  a  man  cunning  to  work  in  the  gold,  and  in  the  silver,  and 
in  the  copper,  and  in  the  iron,  and  in  the  red  purple,  and  crimson, 
and  hiue  purple,  and  that  can  skill  to  grave  with  the  cunning  men 
that  are  with  me  in  Judah  and  in  Jerusalem,  whom  David  my  father' 

7  did  provide.  Send  me  also  cedar  trees,  fir  trees,  and  algum  trees,  out  of 
the  Lebanon :  for  1  know  that  thy  servants  can  skill  to  cut  timber  in 

8  the  Lebanon ;  and  behold  my  servants  shall  be  with  thy  servants,  Even 
to  prepare  me  timber  in  abundance ;  for  the  house  which  I  am  about 

9  to  build  shall  be  wonderful  great.  And,  behold,  I  will  give  to  thy 
servants,  the  hewers  that  cut  timber,  twenty  thousand  core  of  beaten 
wheat,  and  twenty  thousand  cora  of  harley,  and  twenty  thousand 

10  baths  of  wine,  ana  twenty  thousand  baths  of  oil.  Then  Huram  the 
king  of  Tyre  answered  iu  writing,  which  he  sent  to  Solomon,  Be¬ 
cause  the  Eternal  hath  loved  his  people  he  bath  made  thee  king  over 

11  them.  Hu  rani  said  moreover.  Blessed  be  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 
that  made  heaven  and  earth,  who  hath  given  to  David  the  king  a 
wise  son,  endued  with  prudence  and  understanding,  that  might  huild 

12  a  house  for  the  Eternal,  and  a  house  for  his  kingdom.  And  now  I 
have  sent  a  cunning  man,  endued  with  understanding,  Huram 

13  Abi,  The  sou  of  a  woman  of  the  daughters  of  Dan,  and  bis 
father  was  a  man  of  Tyre,  skilful  to  work  in  the  gold,  and  in  the  siL 
ver,  in  the  copper,  in  the  iron,  in  the  atone,  and  in  the  timber,  in  the 
red  purple,  in  the  hlue  purple,  and  in  the  fine  linen,  and  in  the  crim¬ 
son;  also  to  grave  any  manner  of  graving,  and  to  find  out  every 
device  which  shall  he  put  to  him,  with  thy  cunning  men,  and  with 
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14  the  cunning  men  of  my  lord  David  thy  father.  Now  therefore  the 
wheat,  and  the  barley,  the  oil,  and  the  wine,  which  my  lord 

15  hath  spoken  of,  let  him  send  unto  hie  servants  :  And  we  will  cut 
wood  out  of  the  Lebanon,  as  muoh  as  tbon  shalt  need  :  and  we  will 
bring  it  to  tbee  in  dotes  by  sea  to  Joppa;  and  thou  shalt  carry  it  up 

16  to  Jerusalem.  And  Solomon  numbered  all  the  strangers  that  were  in 
the  land  of  Israel,  after  the  numbering  wherewith  David  his  father 
had  numbered  them  ;  and  they  were  found  a  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 

17  sand  and  three  thousand  and  six  hundred.  And  he  set  threescore 
and  ten  thousand  of  them  to  be  bearers  of  burdens,  and  fourscore 
thousand  to  be  hewers  in  the  mountain,  and  three  thousand  and  six 
hundred  directors  to  set  the  people  a  work. 

1  Chap.  in. — Then  Solomon  began  to  build  the  house  of  the  Eternal 
at  Jerusalem  in  mount  Moriah,  where  the  Eternal  appeared  unto 
David  his  father,  in  the  place  that  David  had  prepared  in  the  bam 

2.  of  Oman  the  Jebusite.  And  he  began  to  build  in  tbe  aecond  day 

3  of  the  second  month,  in  the  fourth  year  of  his  reign*  Now  these 
are  the  things  wherein  Solomon  was  instructed  for  the  building  of 
the  house  of  God.  The  length  by  cubits  after  the  first  measure  was 

4  threescore  cubits,  and  the  breadth  twenty  cubits.  And  the  porch 
that  teas  in  the  front  of  the  house,  the  length  of  it  was  according  to 
the  breadth  of  the  house,  twenty  cubits,  and  the  height  was  a  hun- 

5  dred  and  twenty :  and  he  overlaid  it  within  with  pure  gold.  And 
the  greater  house  he  ceiled  with  fir  tree,  which  he  overlaid  with  fine 

6  gold,  and  set  thereon  palm  trees  and  chains.  And  he  overlaid  the 
house  with  precious  stones  for  beauty :  and  the  gold  was  gold  of 

7  Par v aim.  He  overlaid  also  the  house,  the  beams,  the  posts,  and  tbe 
walls  thereof,  and  the  doors  thereof,  with  gold ;  and  graved  cherubim 

8  on  the  walls.  And  he  made  the  most  holy  house,  the  length 
whereof  was  according  to  the  breadth  of  the  house,  twenty  cubits, 
and  the  breadth  thereof  twenty  cubits :  and  he  overlaid  it  with  fine 

9  gold,  amounting  to  six  hundred  talents.  And  the  weight  of  the  nails 
teas  fifty  shekels  of  gold.  And  he  overlaid  the  upper  chambers  with 

10  gold.  And  in  the  most  holy  house  he  made  two  cherubim  of  image 

1 1  work,  and  overlaid  them  with  gold.  And  the  wings  of  the  cherubim 
were  twenty  cubits  long :  one  wing  of  the  one  cherub  was  five  cubits, 
reaching  to  the  wall  of  the  house  i  and  the  other  wing  was  likewise 

12  five  cubits,  reaching  to  the  wing  of  the  other  cherub,  And  one  wing 
of  the  other  cherub  was  five  cubits,  reaching  to  the  wall  of  the  house : 
and  the  other  wing  was  five  cubits  also,  joining  to  the  wing  of  the 

13  other  cherub.  Tlie  wings  of  these  cherubim  spread  themselves  forth 
twenty  cubits :  and  they  stood  on  Ibeir  feet,  and  their  faces  were 

14  inward.  And  he  made  the  vail  q/“blue  purple,  and  red  purple,  and

15  crimson,  and  fine  linen,  and  wrought  cherubim  thereon.  Also  he 
made  before  the  house  two  columns  of  thirty  and  £70  cubits  high, 
and  the  chapiter  that  teas  on  the  top  of  each  of  them  was  five  cubits. 

16  And  he  made  chains,  as  in  the  oracle,  and  put  them  on  the  heads  of 
the  columns ;  and  made  a  hundred  pomegranates,  and  put  item  on 

17  the  chains.  And  he  reared  up  the  columns  before  the  temple,  one 
on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left ;  and  called  the  name  of 
that  on  the  right  hand  Jachin,  and  the  name  of  that  on  the  left 
Boaz* 

1  Chap.  iy. — Moreover  he  made  an  altar  of  copper  twenty  cubits  the, 
length  thereof,  and  twenty  cubits  the  breadth  thereof,  ana  ten  cubits 

2  the  height  thereof :  Also  he  made  the  molten  sea  of  ten  cubits 
from  brim  to  brim,  round  in  compass,  and  five  cubits  the  height 
thereof;  and  a  line  of  thirty  cubits  did  compass  it  roundabout. 

3  And  under  it  tews  the  similitude  of  oxen,1  which  did  compass  it  round 
about ;  ten  in  &  cubit,  compassing  the  sea  round  about.  Two  rows 

4  of  oxen1  were  cast,  when  it  was  cast.  It  stood  upon  twelve  oxen,1' 
three  looking  towards  the  north,  and  three  looking  towards  the  west, 
and  three  looking  towards  the  south,  and  three  looking  towards  the 
east :  and  the  sea  was  set  above  upon  them,  and  all  their  hinder 

5  parts  were  inward.  And  the  thickness  of  it  was  a  handbreadth,  and 
the  brim  of  it  like  the  work  of  the  brim  of  a  cup,  with  flowers  of 

G  roses ;  and  it  received  and  held  three  thousand  baths.  He  made 
also  ten  lavere,  and  put  five  on  the  right  hand,  and  five  on  the  left, 
to  bathe  in  them :  such  things  as  they  offered  for  the  burnt  offering 
they  washed  in  them ;  hut  tne  sea  was  for  the  priests  to  bathe  in* 

7  And  he  made  ten  lampstands  of  gold  according  to  their  form,  and  set 

8  them  in  the  temple,  five  on  the  right  hand,  and  five  on  the  left.  He 
made  also  ten  tables,  and  placed  them  in  the  temple,  five  on  tbe 
right  side,  and  five  on  the  left.  And  he  made  a  hundred  basons  of 

9  gold.  Furthermore  he  made  the  court  of  the  priests,  and  the  great 
enclosure,  and  doors  for  the  enclosure,  and  overlaid  the  doors  of 

10  them  with  copper.  And  he  set  the  sea  on  the  right  side  of  the  east 

1 1  end,  over  against  the  south.  And  Huram  made  the  pots  and  thfi 
shovels,  and  the  basons*  And  ‘Hnrarn  finished  tbe  wont  that  Bb  was 

12  to  make  for  king  Solomon  for  the  house  of  God :  To  wit,  two 
columns,  and  the  pommels,  and  the  chapiters  which  were  on  the  top 
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of  the  two  columns,  and  the  two  wreaths  to  cover  the  two  pommels 

13  of  the  chapiters  which  were  on  the  top  of  the  columns ;  And  the 
four  hundred  pomegranates  on  the  two  wreaths ;  two  rows  of  pome¬ 
granates  on  each  wreath,  to  cover  the  two  pommels  of  the  chapiters 

14  which  were  upon  the  columns.  He  made  also  the  bases,  and  the 

15  1  avers  made  he  upon  the  bases ;  The  one  sea,  and  the  twelve  oxen 

16  under  it.  The  pots  also,  and  the  shovels,  and  the  fleshhooks,  and 
all  their  vessels,  did  Huram  Abiv  make  to  king  Solomon  for 

17  the  house  of  the  Eternal  of  bright  copper.  In  the  circle  of  the 
Jordan  did  the  king  cast  them,  in  the  thickness  of  the  ground 

18  between  Succoth  ana  Zered&thah.  Thus  Solomon  made  all  these 
vessels  in  great  abundance :  for  the  weight  of  the  copper  was  not 

19  ascertained.  And  Solomon  made  all  the  vessels  that  were  fur  the 
house  of  God,  the  golden  altar  also,  and  the  tables  whereon  the 

20  shewbread  was  set ;  Moreover  the  lampstandswith  their  lamps,  that 
they  should  burn  after  the  manner  before  the  oracle,  of  pure  gold ; 

21  And  the  flowers,  and  the  lamps,  and  the  tongs,  made  he  of  gold,  and 

22  that  perfect  gold ;  And  the  snuffers,  and  the  basons,  and  the  spoons, 
and  the  censers,  of  pure  gold  :  and  the  entry  of  the  house,  the  inner 
doors  thereof  for  the  most  holy  place ,  and  the  doors  of  the  house  of 
the  temple  were  of  gold. 

1  Chat1,  v. — Thus  all  the  work  that  Solomon  made  for  the  house  of 
the  Eternal  was  completed :  and  Solomon  brought  in  all  the  things 
that  David  his  father  had  hallowed ;  and  the  silver,  and  the  gold, 
and  all  the  vessels,  put  he  among  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  God. 

2  Then  Solomon  assembled  tbe  elders  of  Israel,  and  all  the  heads  of 
the  tribes,  the  princes  of  the  fathers  of  the  children  of  Israel,  onto 
Jerusalem,  to  bring  up  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal  out  of 

3  the  city  of  David,  which  is  Zion.  Wherefore  all  the  men  of  Israel 
assembled  themselves  unto  the  king  in  the  festival  which  teas  in  the 

4  seventh  month.  And  all  the  elders  of  Israel  came ;  and  the  Lerites 

5  took  up  the  ark.  And  they  brought  up  the  ark,  and  the  ap¬ 
pointed  tent,  and  all  the  holy  vessels  that  were  in  the  tent;  these 

6  did  the  priests  and  the  Levites  bring  up.  Also  king  Solomon,  and 
all  the  congregation  of  Israel  that  were  with  him  before  the  ark  by 
appointment  sacrificed  sheep1  and  oxen,9  which  could  not  be  told  nor 

7  numbered  for  multitude.  And  the  priests  brought  in  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  of  the  Eternal  onto  his  place,  to  the  oracle  of  the  house, 

8  into  the  most  holy  place,  even  under  the  wings  of  the  cherubim :  For 
the  cherubim  spread  forth  their  wings  over  the  place  of  the  arb,  and 
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9  the  cherubim  covered  the  ark  and  the  staves  thereof  above.  And, 
the  staves  of  the  ark  were  so  long*  that  the  ends  of  the  staves  were; 
seen  from  the  ark  timbre  the  oracle ;  bat  (hey  were  not  seen  without* 

10  And  there  it  is  unto  this  day.  There  was  nothing  in  the  ark  save 
,  the  two  tables  that  Moses  put  therein  at  Horeb,  when  the  Eternal 

made  a  covenant  with  the  children  of  Israel,  when  they  came  out  of 

11  Egypt.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  the  priests  were  come  out  of  thtf; 
holy  place — for  all  the  priests  that  were  present  were  sanctified,  and. 

12  did  not  then  wait  by  course :  Also  the  Lcvitcs,  who  were  the  sing* 
era,  all  of  them  of  Asaph*  of  Hernari,  or  Jeduthun,  with  their  sons 
and  their  brethren,  being  arrayed  in  white  linen,  having  cymbals  andj 
psalteries  and  harps,  stood  at  the  cast  end  of  the  altar*  and  with  them! 

13  a -hundred  and  twenty  priests  sounding  with  trumpets~-It  came  eveifi 
to  pass,  as  the  trumpeters  and  singers  were  as  one,  to  make  oner] 
sound  to  be  heard  in  praising  and  thanking  the  Eternal ;  and  wlieiu 
they  lifted  up  their  voice  with  the  trumpets  and  cymbals  and  insfru-; 
merits  of  musick,  and  praised  the  Eternal,  saying,  For  he  is  good;! 
for  his  mercy  endwreth  for  ever :  that  then  the  house  was  filled  with; 

14  a  cloud,  even  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  So  that  the  priests  could 
not  stand  to  minister  by  reason  of  the  cloud ;  for  the  glory  of  the 
Eternal  had  filled  the  house  of  God, 


1  Chat,  vi,—  Then  said  Solomon,  The  Eternal  hath  said  that  he 

2  would  dwell  in  thick  darkness.  But  I  have  huilt  a  house  of  hahita- 

3  tion  for  thee,  and  a  place  for  thy  dwelling  for  ever*  And  the  king 
turned  his  face  and  blessed  the  whole  congregation  of  Israel:  and 

4  all  the  congregation  of  Israel  stood.  And  he  said.  Blessed  be  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  who  hath  with  his  hands  fulfilled  that  which 

5  he  spake  with  his  mouth  to  my  father  David,  saying,  Since  the  day 
that  I  brought  forth  my  people  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  I  chose  no 
city  among  all  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  build  a  house  in,  that  my  name 
might  be  there ;  neither  chose  I  any  man  to  be  a  leader  of  my  people 

6  Israel :  But  I  have  chosen  Jerusalem,  that  my  name  might  be  there; 

7  and  have  chosen  David  to  be  over  my  people  Israel.  Now  it  was  in  the 
heart  of  David  my  father  to  build  a  nouse  for  the  name  of  the  Eternal 

8  God  of  Israel.  But  the  Eternal  said  to  David  my  father,  Foraa* 
much  as  it  was  in  thy  heart  to  build  a  house  for  my  name,  thou  didst 

9  well  in  that  it  was  in  thy  heart:  Notwithstanding  thou  shalt  not 
build  the  house  ;  but  thy  son  who  shall  come  forth  out  of  thy  loins, 

10  he  shall  build  the  house  for  my  name.  The  Eternal  therefore  hath 
performed  his  word  that  he  hath  spoken:  for  1  am  risen  up  in  the 
room  of  David  my  father,  and  am  set  on  the  throne  of  Israel,  as  the 
Eternal  promised,  and  have  built  the  bouse  for  the  name  of  the 
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1 1  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  And  in  it  I  have  pat  the  ark  wherein  it  the 
covenant  of  the  Eternal,  that  he  made  with  tbe  children  of  Israel. 

12  And  he  stood  before  the  altar  of  the  Eternal  in  the  presence  of  all 

1 3  the  congregation  of  Israel,  and  spread  forth  his  hands :  For  Solomon 
had  made  a  copper  scaffold,  of  five  cubits  long,  and  five  cubits  broad, 
and  three  cubits  high,  and  had  set  it  in  the  mulst  of  the  court1 :  and 
upon  it  he  stood,  and  kneeled  down  upon  his  knees  before  all  the 
congregation  of  Israel,  and  spread  forth  his  hands  towards  heaven, 

14  And  said,  O  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Mere  it  no  God  like  thee  in  the 
heaven,  nor  in  the  earth ;  who  keepest  covenant,  and  iheweit  mercy 

15  unto  thy  servants,  that  walk  before  thee  with  all  their  hearts  :  Thou 
who  hast  kept  with  thy  servant  David  my  father  that  which  thon 
hast  promised  him  ;  and  spakest  with  thy  mouth,  and  hast  fulfilled 

16  it  with  thy  hand,  as  it  is  this  day.  Now  therefore,  O  Eternal  God 
of  Israel,  keep  with  thy  servant  David  my  father  that  which  thou 
hast  promised  him,  saying.  There  shall  not  fail  thee  a  man  in  my 
sight  to  sit  upon  the  throne  of  Israel;  yet  so  that  thy  children  take 
heed  to  their  way  to  walk  in  my  law  aa  thou  hast  walked  before  me. 

17  Now  then,  O  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  let  thy  word  be  verified,  which 

18  thou  bast  spoken  unto  thy  servant  David.  But  will  God  in  very 
deed  dwell  with  men  on  the  earth  ?  behold,  heaven  and  the  heaven 
of  heavens  cannot  contain  thee ;  bow  much  less  this  house  which  I 

19  have  built  1  Turn  therefore  to  the  prayer  of  thy  servant,  and  to  his 
supplication,  O  Eternal  my  God,  to  hearken  unto  the  cry  and  the 

20  prayer  which  thy  servant  prayeth  before  thee :  That  thine  eyes  may 
be  open  upon  this  house  day  and  night,  upon  the  place  whereof  thou 
hast  said  that  thou  wouldest  put  thy  name  there ;  to  hearken  unto 

21  the  prayer  which  thy  servant  prayeth  towards  this  place.  Hearken 
therefore  unto  the  supplications  of  thy  servant,  and  of  thy  people 
Israel;  which  they  shall  make  towards  this  place :  hear  thou  from  thy 
dwelling  place,  even  from  heaven ;  and  when  thon  hearcst,  forgive. 

22  If  a  man  sin  against  his  fellow,  and  an  oath  be  laid  upon  him  to 
make  him  swear,  and  the  oath  come  before  thine  altar  in  this  house ; 

23  Then  hear  thou  from  heaven,  and  do,  and  judge  thy  servants,  hy  re¬ 
quiting  the  wicked,  by  recompensing  his  way  upon  his  own  head ; 
and  by  justifying  the  righteous,  by  giving  him  according  to  his  righte- 

24  onsness.  And  if  thy  people  Israel  be  put  to  the  worse  before  the  enemy, 
because  they  have  sinned  against  thee;  and  shall  return  and  confess 
thy  name,  and  pray  and  make  supplication  before  thee  in  this  house ; 

25  Then  hear  thou  from  the  heavens,  and  forgive  the  sin  of  thy  people 
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Israel,  and  bring  them  again  onto  the  land  which  thou  g&vest  to  them 

26  and  to  their  fathers.  When  the  heaven  Is  shut  up  ana  there  is  no 
rain,  because  they  have' sinned  against  thee ;  yet  if  they  pray  towards 
this  place;  and  confess  thy  name*  and  turn  from  their  sin,  when  thou 

27  dost  afflict  them  ;  Then  hear  thou  from  heaven,  and  forgive  the  sin 
of  thy  servants,  and  of  thy  people  Israel,  when  thou  hast  taught  them 
the  good  way  whcTem  they  should  walk ;  and  semi  rain  upon  thy 

28  land,  which  thou  hast  given  unto  thy  people  for  an  inheritance,  if 
there  be  a  famine  in  the  land,  if  there  he  pestilence,  if  there  be 
blasting,  or  mildew,  locusts,  or  caterpillers ;  if  their  enemies  besiege 
them  in  the  cities  of  their  land ;  whatsoever  affliction,  or  whatsoever 

29  sickness  there  be;  Then  what  prayer  or  what  supplication  soever 
shall  be  made  of  any  man,  or  of  all  thy  people  Israel,  when  every 
one  shall  know  his  own  affliction  and  his  own  grief,  and  shall  spread 

3D  forth  his  hands  in  this  house;  Then  hear  thou  from  heaven  thy 
dwelling  place,  and  forgive,  and  render  unto  every  man  according 
unto  all  his  ways,  whose  heart  thou  knowest ; — for  thon  only  knowest 

31  the  hearts  of  the  chi  dren  of  men:  That  they  may  fear  thee,  to  walk 
iu  thy  ways,  so  long  as  they  live  upon  the  face  of  the  ground  which 

32  thou  gavest  unto  our  fathers.  Moreover  concerning  tlie  alien,  wluch 
is  not  of  thy  people  Israel,  but  is  come  from  a  far  country  for  thy 
great  name's  sake,  and  thy  mighty  hand,  and  thy  stretched  out  am; 

33  if  they  come  and  pray  in  this  house ;  Then  hear  thou  from  the 
heavens,  even  from  thy  dwelling  place,  and  do  according  to  all  that 
the  alien  calleth  to  thee  for ;  that  all  people  of  the  earth  may  know 
thy  name,  and  fear  thee,  as  doth  thy  people  Israel,  and  may  know 

34  that  this  house  which  I  have  huilt  is  called  by  thy  name ;  If  thy 
people  go  out  to  the  war  against  their  enemies  by  the  way  that  thou 
shalt  send  them,  and  they  pray  unto  thee  towards  this  city  which 
thou  hast  chosen, and  the  house  which  I  have  built  for  thy  name; 

35  Then  hear  thou  from  the  heavens  their  prayer  and  their  supplication, 

36  and  maintain  their  cause.  If  they  sin  against  thee, — foT  there  is  no 
man  who  sinneth  not,— and  thou  be  angry  with  them,  and  deliver 
them  over  before  their  enemies,  and  they  carry  them  away  captives 

37  unto  &  land  far  off  or  near  ;  Yet  if  they  bethink  themselves  in  the 
land  whither  they  are  carried* captive,  and  turn  and  pray  unto  thee 
in  the  land  of  their  captivity,  saying.  We  have  sinned,  we  have  done 

38  amiss,  and  have  dealt  wickedly* ;  If  they  return  to  thee  with  all  their 
heart  and  with  all  their  soul  m  the  land  of  their  captivity,  whither 
they  have  carried  them  captives,  and  pray  towards  the  land  which

thou  gavest  unto  their  fathers,  and  towards  the  city  which'  thou  hast 
chosen,  and  towards  the  honse  which  I  have  built  for  thy  name : 

39  Then  hear  thou  from  the  heavens,  even  from  thy  dwelling  place,  their 
prayer  and  their  supplications,  and  maintain  their  cause,  aod  forgive 

40  thy  people  which  have  sinned  against  thee.  Now,  my  God,  let,  I 
beseech  thee,  thine  eyes  be  opeit,  and  let  thine  ear  be  at  tent  unto  the 

41  prayer  that  is  made  in  this  place.  Now  therefore  arise,  O  Eternal 
God,  into  thy  resting  place,  thou,  and  the  ark  of  thy  strength :  let 
thy  priests,  O  Eternal  God,  be  clothed  with  salvation,  and  let  thy 

42  saints  rejoice  in  the  goodness.  O  Eternal  God,  turn  not  away  the 
face  of  thine  anointed :  remember  the  mercies  of  David  thy  servant. 

1  Cbaf.  vi  r. — Now  when  Solomon  had  made  an  end  of  praying,  the 
tire  came  down  from  the  heaven,  and  consumed  the  burnt  offering 
and  the  sacrifices;  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  filled  the  house. 

2  And  the  priests  could  not  enter  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  because 

3  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  had  filled  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  when 
all  the  children  of  Israel  saw  how  the  fire  came  down,  and  the  glory  of 
the  Eternal  upon  the  bouse,  they  bowed  themselves  with  their  faces 
to  the  ground  upon  the  pavement,  and  prostrated  themselves,  and 
praised  the  Eternal,  saying,  For  he  is  good ;  for  his  mercy  endureth 

4  for  ever.  Then  the  king  and  all  the  people  offered  sacrifices 

5  before  the  Eternal.  And  king  Solomon  offered  a  sacrifice  of  the 
herd,  twenty  and  two  thousand,  and  of  the  Sock  a  hundred  and 
twenty  thousand :  so  the  king  and  all  the  people  dedicated  the  bouse 

6  of  God.  And  the  priests  waited  on  their  offices :  the  Levites  also 
with  instruments  of  music  of  the  Eternal,  which  David  the  king  had 
made  to  praise  the  Eternal,  because  his  mercy  endurelh  for  ever, 
when  David  praised  by  their  ministry;  and  the  priests  sounded 

7  trumpets  before  them,  and  all  Israel  stood.  Moreover  Solomon  hal¬ 
lowed  the  middle  of  the  court1  that  toaa  before  the  house  of  the 
Eternal :  for  there  he  offered  burnt  offerings,  and  the  fat  of  the  feast 
offerings,  because  the  copper  altar  which  Solomon  had  made  was  not 
able  to  receive  the  burnt  offerings,  and  the  oblations,  and  the  fat. 

8  Also  at  the  same  time  Solomon  kept  the  festival  seven  days,  and  all 
Israel  with  him,  a  very  great  congregation,  from  the  entering  in  of 

9  Hamath  unto  the  brook  of  Egypt.  And  in  the  eighth  day  they 
made  a  restriction :  for  they  kept  the  dedication  of  the  altar  seven 

10  days,  and  the  festival  seven  days.  And  on  the  three  and  twentieth 
day  of  the  seventh  month  he  sent  the  people  away  into  their  tents, 
glad  and  merry  in  heart  for  the  goodness  that  the  Eternal  had 
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11  shewed  unto  David,  and  to  Solomon,  and  to  Israel  hie  people.  Thus 
Solomon  finished  th^  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  king’s  house : 
and  all  that  came  into  Solomon’s  heart  to  make  in  the  house  of  the 

12  Eternal,  and  in  his  own  house,  he  prosperously  effected.  And  the 
Eternal  appeared  to  Solomon  in  the  night,  and  said  unto  him,  I 
have  heard  thy  prayer,  and  have  chosen  this  place  to  myself  for  a 

13  house  of  sacrifice.  If  I  restrain  the  heaven  that  there  be  no  rain,  or 
if  I  command  the  locusts  to  devour  the  land,  or  if  I  send  pes- 

14  tilence  among  my  people ;  If  my  people,  which  are  called  by  my 
name,  shall  humble  themselves,  and  pray,  and  seek  my  face,  and  turn 
from  their  wicked  ways ;  then  will  I  hear  from  the  heaven,  and  will 

15  forgive  their  sin,  and  will  heal  their  land.  Now  mine  eyes  shall  he 
open,  and  mine  ears  at  tent  unto  the  prayer  that  i&  made  in  this  place. 

16  Pot  now  have  I  chosen  and  sanctified  this  honsc,  that  my  name  may 
be  there  for  ever;  and  mine  eyes  and  my  heart  shall  be  there  all  the 

17  days.  And  as  for  thee*  if  thou  wilt  walk  before  me,  as  David  thy 
father  walked,  and  do  according  to  all  that  I  have  commanded  thee, 

IB  and  sbalt  observe  my  statutes  and  my  judgments;  Then  will  I 
establish  the  throne  of  thy  kingdom,  according  as  I  have  covenanted 
with  David  thy  father,  saying.  There  shall  not  fail  tliee  a  man  to  be 

19  ruler  in  Israel.  But  if  ye  turn  away,  and  forsake  my  ordinances,  and 
my  commandments,  which  I  have  set  before  you,  and  shall  go  and 

20  serve  other  gods,  and  prostrate  yourselves  to  them  ;  Then  will  I  pluck 
them  up  by  the  roots  out  of  my  ground  which  I  have  given  them ; 
and  this  house,  which  I  have  sanctified  for  my  name,  will  I  cast  ont 
of  my  sight,  and  will  make  it  to  be  a  proverb  and  a  byword  among 

21  all  nations.  And  this  house,  which  is  nigh,  shall  be  an  astonishment 
to  every  one  that  passeth  by  it;  so  that  he  shall  say,  Why  hath  the 

22  Eternal  done  thus  unto  this  land,  and  unto  this  house  ?  And  it  shall 
be  answered,  Because  they  forsook  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers, 
who  brought  them  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  laid  hold  on 
other  gods,  and  prostrated  themselves  unto  them,  and  served  them ; 
therefore  hath  he  brought  all  this  evil  upon  them. 

1  Chap*  vht*— And^  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  twenty  years,  wherein 
Solomon  had  built  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  his  own  house, 

2  That  the  cities  which  Huram  had  restored  to  Solomon,  Solomon 

3  bn ilt  them,  and  caused  the  children  of  Israel  to  dwell  there.  And 

4  Solomon  went  to  Hamath-zobah,  and  prevailed  against  it.  And  he 
built  Tadmor  in  the  desert,  and  all  the  store  cities,  which  he  built  in

5  Hamath.  Also  he  built  Beth-horon  the  upper,  and  Beth-horon  the 

fi  nether,  fenced  cities,  with  ramparts,  gates,  and  bars ;  And  Baalath, 
and  all  the  store  cities  that  Solomon  had,  and  all  the  chariot  cities, 
and  the  cities  of  the  horsemen,  and  all  that  Solomon  desired  to  build 
in  Jerusalem,  and  in  the  Lebanon,  and  throughout  all  the  land  of  his 

7  dominion.  As  for  all  the  people  that  were  left  of  the  Hittitee,  and 
the  Amorites,  and  the  Perizzites,  and  the  Hi  rites,  and  the  Jebusites, 

8  which  were  not  of  Israel,  But  of  their  children,  who  were  left  after 
them  in  the  land,  whom  the  children  of  Israel  consumed  not,  them 

9  did  Solomon  make  to  pay  trihute  until  this  day.  But  of  the  children 
of  Israel  did  Solomon  make  no  servants  for  hia  work ;  but  they  were 
men  of  war,  and  chief1  of  his  captains,  and  captains*  of  hia  chariots  and 

10  horsemen.  And  these  were  the  chief  of  king  Solomon’s  officers,  even 

1 1  two  hundred  and  fifty,  that  bare  rule  over  the  people.  And  Solomon 
brought  up  the  daughter  of  Pharaoh  out  of  the  city  of  David  unto 
the  house  that  he  bad  built  for  her :  for  he  said.  No  wife  of  mice 
shall  dwell  in  the  house  of  David  king  of  Israel,  because  the  places 

12  are  holy,  where  unto  the  ark  of  the  Eternal  hath  come.  Then  Solo¬ 
mon  offered  burnt  offerings  unto  the  Eternal  on  the  altar  of  the  Eternal, 

13  which  he  had  huilt  before  the  porch,  Even  after  a  certain  rate  every 
day,  offering  according  to  the  commandment  of  Moses,  on  the  sab¬ 
baths,  and  on  the  new  moons,  and  at  the  appointed  seasons,  three 
times  in  the  year,  even  in  the  festival  of  unleavened  bread,  and  in  the 

14  festival  of  weeks,  and  in  the  festival  of  booths.  And  he  appointed, 
according  to  the  order  of  David  his  father,  the  courses  of  the  priests 
to  their  service,  and  the  Levites  to  their  charges,  to  praise  and  miniator 
before  the  priests,  as  the  duty  of  every  day  required :  the  porters 
also  by  their  courses  at  every  gate :  for  so  had  David  the  man  of  God 

15  commanded.  And  they  departed  not  from  the  commandment  of 
the  king  unto  the  priests  and  Levites  concerning  an;  matter,  or  con- 

16  eeming  the  treasures.  Now  all  the  work  of  Solomon  was  prepared 
unto  the  day  of  the  foundation  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  until 

17  it  was  finished.  So  the  house  of  the  Eternal  was  perfected.  Then 
went  Solomon  to  Ezion-geber,  and  to  Eloth,  on  the  border  of  the  sea  ; 

18  in  the  land  of  Edom.  And  Huram  sent  him  by  the  bonds  of  his 
servants  ships,  and  servants  that  had  knowledge  of  the  sea ;  and  they 
went  with  the  servants  of  Solomon  to  Ophir,  and  took  thence 
four  hundred  and  fifty  talents  of  gold,  and  brought  then  to  king 
Solomon. 
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1  Chap,  ix*— And  when  the  queen  of  Sheba  heard  of  the  fame  of  Solo* 
mon,  she  came  to  try  Solomon  with  riddles  at  Jerusalem,  with  a 
very  great  company and  cornels  that  bare  spices,  and  gold  in  abun¬ 
dance,  end  precious  stones :  and  when  she  was  come  to  Solomon,  she 

2  spoke  with  him  of  all  that  was  in  her  heart*  And  Solomon  told  her 
all  her  questions':*  and  there  was  nothing  hid  from  Solomon  which 

3  he  told  her  not.  And  when  the  queen  of  Sheba  had  seen  the  wisdom 

4  of  Solomon,  and  the  house  that  he  had  built,  And  the  meat  of  his 
table,  and  the  sitting  of  his  servants,  and  the  attendance  of  his  minis¬ 
ters,  and  their  apparel ;  his  cupbearers  also,  and  their  apparel :  and 
his  ascent  by  which  he  went  up  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  there 

5  was  no  more  spirit  in  her.  And  she  said  to  the  king,  The  thing  is 
true  that  I  heard  in  mine  own  land  of  thine  acts,  and  of  thy  wisdom  r 

6  Howbeit  1  believed  not  their  words,  until  I  came,  and  mine  eyes  had 
seen  it ;  and  behold  the  one  half  of  the  greatness  of  thy  wisdom  was 

7  not  told  me  :  for  thou  exceedest  the  fame  that  I  heard,  O  happi¬ 
ness  of  thy  men,  and  happiness  of  these  thy  servants,  who  stand 

8  continually  before  thee,  and  hear  thy  wisdon.  Blessed  be  the 
Eternal  thy  God,  who  delighted  in  thee  to  set  thee  on  his  throne,  to 
be  king  for  the  Eternal  thv  God :  because  thy  God  loved  Israel*  to 
establish  them  for  ever*  therefore  made  he  thee  Ling  over  them, 

9  to  do  judgment  and  justice.  And  she  gave  the  king  a  hundred  and 
twenty  talents  of  gold,  and  of  spices  great  abundance,  and  precious 
stones :  neither  was  there  any  such  spice  as  the  queen  of  Sheba  gave 

10  king  Solomon.  And  the  servants  also  of  Huraxn,  and  the  servants, 
of  Solomon,  who  brought  gold  from  Ophir,  brought  sandal  wood  and 

1 1  precious  stones.  And  the  king  made  of  the  sandal  wood  terraces  to 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  ana  to  the  king’s  palace,  and  harps  and 

C'teries  for  singers  :  and  there  were  none  such  seen  before  in  the 
of  Judah.  And  king  Solomon  gave  to  the  queen  of  Sheba  all 
her  desire,  whatsoever  she  asked,  beside  that  which  she  had  brought 
unto  the  king.  So  she  turned  and  went  away  unto  her  own  land, 
IS  she  and  her  servants.  Now  the  weight  of  gold  that  came  to  Solomon 
in  one  year  was  six  hundred  and  threescore  and  six  talents  of  gold, 
14  Beside  that  which  the  trading  men  aod  merchants  hrought*  And 
all  the  kings  of  Arabia  and  pashaws  of  the  country  brought  gold  and 
15  silver  to  Solomon.  And  king  Solomon  made  two  hundred  bucklers 
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Of  beaten  gold:  six  hundred  shekels  of  beaten  gold  went  to  one 

1G  buckler.  And  three  hundred  shields  made  he  of  beaten  gold: 
three  hundred  shekels  of  gold  went  to  one  shield.  And  the 
king  put  them  in  the  house  of  the  fairest  of  the  Lebanon. 

17  Moreover  the  king  made  a  great  throne  of  ivory,  and  overlaid 

18  it  with  pure  gold.  And  there  were  six  steps  to  the  throne,  with 
a  footstool  of  gold,  which  were  fastened  to  the  throne,  and  stays 
on  each  side  of  the  sitting  place,  and  two  lions  standing  by  the 

J9  stays.  And  twelve  lions  stood  there  on  the  one  side  and  on  the 
other  upon  the  six  steps.  There  was  not  the  like  made  in  any 

SO  kingdom.  And  all  the  drinking  vessels  of  king  Solomon  were  of 
gold,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  the  forest  of  the  Lebanon 
were  of  pure  gold  t  none  were  of  silver ;  it  was  not  anything  ac- 

21  counted  of  in  the  days  of  Solomon.  For  the  king's  ships  went  to 
Tarshish  with  the  servants  of  Huram :  every  three  years  once  came 
the  ships  of  Tarshish  bringing  gold,  and  silver,  ivory ,  and  apes,  and 

22  peacocks.  And  king  Solomon  passed  all  the  kings  of  the  earth  in 

23  riches  and  wisdom.  And  all  the  kings  of  the  earth  sought  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  Solomon,  to  hear  his  wisdom,  that  God  had  put  in  his  heart. 

24  And  they  brought  every  man  his  present,  vessels  of  silver  and  vessels 
of  gold,  and  outer  garments,  armour,  and  spices,  horses,  and  mules, 

25  a  rate  year  by  year.  And  Solomon  had  four  thousand  stalls  for 
horses  and  chariots,  and  twelve  thousand  horsemen ;  whom  he 

26  bestowed  in  the  chariot  cities,  and  with  the  king  at  Jerusalem.  And 
he  ruled  over  all  the  kings  from  the  river  even  uuto  the  land  of  the 

27  Philistines,  and  to  the  horder  of  Egypt.  And  the  king  made  the 
silver  in  Jerusalem  as  the  stones,  and  the  cedar  trees  made  he  as  the 

28  sycomore  trees  that  are  in  the  low  plains  in  abundance.  And  they 
brought-  unto  Solomon  horses  out  of  Egypt,  and  out  of  all  lands. 

29  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts1  of  Solomon,  the  first  and  the  last,  are  they  not 
written  in  the  book  of  Nathan  the  prophet,  and  in  the  prophecy  of 
Ahijah  the  Shilonite,  and  in  the  visions  of  Iddo  the  seer  against 

30  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat  ?  And  Solomon  reigned  in  Jerusalem 

31  over  all  Israel  forty  years.  And  Solomon  lay  with  his  fathers,  and 
he  was  buried  in  the  city  of  David  his  father:  and  Rehoboamhis 
son  reigned  in  his  stead. 

1  Chap.  x. — And  Rehoboam  went  to  Shechem :  for  to  Shechem  were 

2  all  Israel  come  to  make  him  king.  And  it  came  to  pass  when 
Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat,  who  was  in  Egypt,  whither  he  had  fled 
from  the  presence  of  Solomon  the  king,  heard  it,  that  Jeroboam 
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3  returned  out  of  Egypt.  And  they  sent  and  called  him.  So  Jero- 

4  beam  and  all  Israel  came  and  spake  to  Rehoboam,  saying,  Thy 
father  made  our  yoke  ^grievous :  now  therefore  ease  thou  somewhat 
the  grievous  servitude  of  thy  father,  and  his  heavy  yoke  that  he  pot 

5  upon  us,  and  we  will  serve  thee.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Come 

6  again  unto  me  after  three  days.  And  the  people  departed.  And 
king  Rehoboam  took  counsel  with  the  old  men  that  had  stood  before 
Solomon  his  father  while  he  yet  lived*  saying,  What  counsel  give  ye 

7  me  to  return  answer  to  this  people  ?  And  they  spake  unto  him, 
saying,  If  thou  be  kind  to  this  people,  and  please  them,  and  speak 

6  good  words  to  them,  they  will  be  thy  servants  for  ever.  But  he  for¬ 
sook  the  counsel  which  the  old  men  gave  him,  and  took  counsel 
with  the  young  men  that  were  brought  up  with  him,  that  stood  hefore 

9  him.  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  counsel  give  ye  that  we  may 
return  answer  to  this  people,  which  have  spoken  to  me,  saying,  Ease 

10  somewhat  the  yoke  that  thy  father  did  put  upon  us?  And  the  young 
men  that  were  brought  up  with  him  ^spake  unto  him,  saying.  Thus 
shalt  thou  answer  the  people  that  spake  unto  thee,  saying,  Thy 
father  made  our  yoke  heavy,  but  make  thou  it  somewhat  lighter  for 
us,  thus  shalt  thou  say  unto  them,  My  little  finger  shall  be  thicker 

11  than  my  father's  loins.  For  whereas  my  father  puts  heavy  yoke 
upon  you,  I  will  put  more  to  your  yoke :  my  father  chastised  you 

12  with  whips,  but  I  will  chastise  you  with  scorpions.  So  Jeroboam  and 
all  the  people  came  to  Rehoboam  on  the  third  day,  as  the  king  bade, 

13  saying,  Come  again  to  me  on  the  third  day.  And  the  king  answered 
them  roughly,  and  king  Rehoboam  forsook  the  counsel  of  the  old 

14  n*en.  And  answered  them  after  the  counsel  of  the  young  men,  say¬ 
ing,  My  father  made  your  yoke  heavy,  hut  I  will  add  thereto ;  my 
father  chastised  you  with  whips,  but  1  tviU  chastise  you  with  scor- 

15  pions.  So  the  king  hearkened  not  unto  the  people :  for  the  cause 
was  of  God,  that  the  Eternal  might  perform  his  word,  which  he 
spake  by  the  hand  of  Ahijah  the  Shilonite  to  Jerohoam  the  son  of 

16  Nebat.  And  when  all  Israel  saw  that  the  king  would  not  hearken 
unto  them,  the  people  answered  the  king,  saying.  What  portion  have 
we  in  David,  and  toe  have  none  inheritance  in  the  son  of  Jesse :  every 
man  to  your  tents,  O  Israel ;  and  now,  David,  see  to  thine  own 

17  house*  So  all  Israel  went  to  their  tents.  But  as  for  the  children  of 
Israel  that  dwelt  in  the  cities  of  Judah,  Rehoboam  reigned  over 

18  them.  Then  king  Rehoboam  sent  Hadoram  that  was  over  the  tri- 
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bute  ;  and  the  children  of  Israel  stoned  him  with  stones,  that  he  died, 
But  king  Rehoboam  made  speed  to  get  him  up  to  Air  chariot,  to  flee 
19  to  Jerusalem.  And  Israel  rebelled  against  the  house  of  David  unto 
this  day. 


1  Chap,  xi, — And  when  Rehoboam  was  come  to  Jerusalem,  he 
gathered  the  house  of  Judah  and  Benjamin  a  hundred  and  fourscore 
thousand  chosen  men,  who  were  warriors,  to  fight  against  Israel,  that 

2  he  might  hring  the  kingdom  again  to  Rehoboam.  But  the  word  of 

3  the  Eternal  came  to  Shemaiah  the  man  of  God,  saying,  Say  unto 
Rehoboam  the  son  of  Solomon,  king  of  Judah,  and  to  all  Israel  in 

4  Judah  and  Benjamin,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  $  Ye  shall 
not  go  up,  nor  fight  against  your  brethren '  return  every  man  to  his 
house :  for  this  thing  is  done  of  me.  And  they  obeyed  the  words 

5  of  the  Eternal,  and  returned  from  going  against  Jeroboam.  And 
Rehoboam  dwelt  in  Jerusalem,  and  built  cities  for  defence  in  Judah. 

6  *1  He  built  even  Beth-lehem,  and  Etam,  and  Tekoa,  And  Beth-zur, 

8  and  Shoco,  and  Adullam,  And  Gath,  and  Mareshah,  and  Ziph, 

9  10  And  Adoraim,  and  Lachish,  and  Azekah,  And  Zorah,  and 
Aijalon,  and  Hebron,  which  are  in  Judah  and  in  Beniamin  fenced 

1 1  cities.  And  he  fortified  the  strong  holds,  and  put  leaders  in  them, 

12  and  store  of  victual,  and  of  ofl  and  wine.  And  in  every  several  city 
Re  put  hucklers  and  spears,  and  made  them  exceeding  strong,  having 

13  Judah  and  Benjamin  on  his  aide.  And  the  priests  and  the  Levites 
that  were  in  all  Israel  resorted  to  him  out  of  all  their  boundaries. 

14  For  the  Levites  left  their  suburbs  and  their  possession,  and  came  to 
Judah  and  Jerusalem  ;  for  Jeroboam  and  bis  sons  had  cast  them  off 

15  from  executing  the  priest’s  office  unto  the  Eternal ;  And  he 
ordained  him  priests  for  the  high  places,  and  for  the  devils,1  and  for 

16  the  calves  which  he  had  made.  And  after  them  out  of  all  the  tribeB 
of  Israel  such  as  set  their  hearts  to  seek  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 
came  to  Jerusalem,  to  sacrifice  unto  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers. 

17  So  they  strengthened  the  kingdom  of  Judah,  and  made  Rehoboam 
the  son  of  Solomon  strong,  three  years :  for  three  years  they  walked 

18  in  the  way  of  David  and  Solomon.  And  Rehoboam  took  him  Maha- 
lath  the  daughter  of  Jerimotfa  the  son  of  David  to  wife,  and  Abihail 

19  tbe  daughter  of  Eliah  the  son  of  Jesse;  Who  hare  him  children; 

20  Jeush,  and  Sbamariah,  and  Zaham.  And  after  her  he  took  Maachah 
the  daughter  of  Absalom  i  who  bare  him  Abijah,  and  Attai,  and  Zizs, 
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21  and  Sheloroith.  And  Rehobomn  loved  Maachah  the  daughter  of 
Absalom  shove  all  his  wives  and  his  concubines :  for  he  took  eighteen 
wives  and  threeBCore^coucubioes ;  and  begat  twenty  And  eight  sons, 

22  and  threescore  daughters.  And  Rehoboam  made  Abijah  the  son  of 
Maachah  the  chict^  to  be  leader  among;  his  brethren  ;  for  he  thought 

23  to  make  him  king*  And  he  daalt  wisely,  and  dispersed  oi  all  bis 
children  throughout  all  the  countries  of  Judah  and  Benjamin,  unto 
every  fenced  city  ;  and  he  gave  theca  victual  in  abundance*  And  he 
desired  many  wives* 


1  Chap.  xii.— And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Rehoboam  had  established 
the  kingdom,  and  had  strengthened  himself,  he  forsook  the  law  of 

2  the  Eternal,  and  all  Israel  with  him.  And  it  camo  to  pass,  that  in 
the  fifth  year  of  king  Rehoboam  Shishak  king  of  Egypt  came  up 
against  Jerusalem,  because  they  had  transgressed  against  the  Eter- 

3  nal.  With  twelve  hundred  chariots,  and  threescore  thousand 
horsemen ;  and  the  people  were  without  number  that  came  with  him 

4  out  of  Egypt;  the  Lubim,  the  Sukkiim,  and  the  Cushim.  And  he 
took  the  fenced  cities  which  pertained  to  Judah,  and  came  to  Jevu- 

5  salem.  Then  came  Sbematuh  the  prophet  to  Rehoboam,  and  to  the 
princes1  of  Judah,  that  were  gathered  together  to  Jerusalem  because 
of  Shishak,  and  said  unto  them.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Ye  have 
forsaken  me,  and  therefore  have  I  also  forsaken  you  in  the  band  of 

6  Shishak,  Whereupon  the  princes1  of  Israel  and  the  king  humbled 

7  themselves;  and  they  said,  The  Eternal  is  righteous.  And  whan 
the  Eternal  saw  that  they  humbled  themselves,  the  word  of  the 
Eternal  came  to  Shemaiah,  saying,  They  have  humbled  themselves  : 
therefore  I  will  not  destroy  them,  but  I  will  grant  them  some 
deliverance ;  and  my  wrath  shall  not  he  poored  out  upon  Jerusalem 

8  by  the  band  of  Shishak.  Nevertheless  they  shall  be  bis  servants : 
that  they  may  know  my  service,  and  the  service  of  the  kingdoms  of 

9  the  countries.  So  Shishak  king  of  Egypt  came  up  against  Jerusalem, 
and  took  away  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  the 
treasures  of  the  king's  house ;  he  took  all :  he  carried  away  also  the 

10  shields  of  gold  which  Solomon  had  made,  Instead  of  which  king 
Rehoboam  made  shields  of  copper,  and  committed  them  to  the  hands 
of  the  officers  of  the  runners,  that  kept  the  entrance  of  the  king’s 

11  house*  And  when  the  king  entered  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 
the  runners  came  and  fetched  them,  and  brought  them  again  into  the 

12  chamber  of  the  runners.  And  when  he  humbled  himself,  the  wrath 
of  the  Eternal  turned  from  him,  that  he  would  not  destroy  him 

13  altogether  :  and  also  in  Judah  things  went  well.9  So  king  Rehoboam 
strengthened  himself  in  Jerusalem,  and  reigned :  for  Rehoboam  was 
one  and  forty  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned 
seventeen  years  in  Jerusalem,  the  city  which  the  Eternal  had  chosen 
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out  of  all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  to  pa t  his  name  there.  And  his 

14  mother’s  name  was  Naamah  an  Ammonitess.  And  he  did  evil, 

15  because  he  prepared  not  his  heart  to  inquire  after  the  Eternal.  Now 
the  acts1  of  llekoboam,  the  first  and  last,  are  they  not  written  in  the 
book  of  Shemaiah  the  prophet,  and  of  lddo  the  seer  concerning 
genealogies?  And  there  were  wars  between  Kehoboam  and  Jero- 

1G  boam  continually,  And  Rchoboam  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was 
buried  in  the  city  of  David;  and  Abijah  his  son  reigned  in  his 
stead. 

1  Chap,  xiii.— Now  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  king  Jeroboam  began 

2  Abijah  to  reign  over  Judah.  He  reigned  three  years  in  Jerusalem. 
H  is  mother’s  name  also  roas  Michaiah  the  daughter  of  Uriel  of 

3  Giheah,  And  there  was  war  between  Abijah  and  Jeroboam.  And 
Abijah  set  the  battle  in  array*  with  an  army  of  valiant  men  of  war, 
ecm  four  hundred  thousand  chosen  men  ;  Jeroboam  also  set  the  battle 
in  array  against  him  with  eight  hundred  thousand  chosen  men,  being 

4  mighty  men  of  valour.  And  Abijah  stood  up  upon  mount  Zema- 
raim,  which  is  in  mount  Ephraim,  and  said,  Hear  me,  thou  Jeroboam, 

5  and  all  Israel :  Ought  ye  not  to  know  that  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel 
gave  the  kingdom  over  Israel  to  David  for  ever,  even  to  him  and  to 

G  his  sons  hy  a  covenant  of  salt?  Yet  Jeroboam  the  son  of  Nebat, 
the  servant  of  Solomon  the  son  of  David,  is  risen  up,  and  hath 

7  rebelled  against  his  lord.  And  there  are  gathered  unto  him  vain 
men,  sons  of  perdition,  and  have  strengthened  themselves  against 
Rehoboam  the  son  of  Solomon,  when  Rehoboam  was  young  and 

3  tender-hearted,  and  could  not  withstand  them.  And  now  ye  think  to 
withstand  the  kingdom  of  the  Eternal  in  the  hand  of  the  sons  of 
David ;  and  ye  are  a  great  multitude,  and  there  are  with  you  golden 

0  calves,  which  Jeroboam  made  yon  for  gods.  Have  ye  not  cast  cut 
the  priests  of  the  Eternal,  the  sons  of  Aaron,  and  the  Levites,  and 
have  made  you  priests  after  the  manner  of  the  peoples  of  other 
lands  ?  so  that  whosoever  cometh  to  consecrate  himself3  with  a  yonng 
bull  and  seven  rams,  the  same  may  be  a  priest  of  them  that  are  no 

10  gods.  Hut  as  for  us,  the  Eternal  vt  our  God,  and  we  have  not  for* 
saken  him  ;  and  the  priests,  who  minister  unto  the  Eternal,  are  the 

1 1  sons  of  Aaron,  and  the  Levites  wait  upon  their  business:  And  they 
cause  to  ascend  in  fumes  unto  the  Eternal  every  morning  and  every 
evening  burnt  sacrifices  and  sweet  incense  :  the  shewbread  also  set 
they  in  order  upon  the  pure  table;  and  the  lampstand  of  gold 
with  the  lamps  thereof,  to  burn  every  evening :  for  we  keep  the 
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12  charge  of  the  Eternal  our  God;  but  ye  have  forsaken  him.  AtkJ, 
behold,  God  himself  is  with  us  for  mr  chief,  and  bis  priests  with 
sounding  trumpets  t<f  cry  alarm  against  you.  O  children  of  Israel,  ! 
fight  ye  not  against  the  Eternal  God  of  your  fathers;  for  ye  shall 

13  not  prosper.  But  Jeroboam  caused  an  ambushitient  to  come  about 
behind  them  :  so  they  were  before  Judah,  and  the  amhushment  nas  \ 

14  behind  them.  And  when  Judah  turned  back,  behold,  the  war  kgs  , 
before  and  behind ;  and  they  cried  unto  the  Eternal,  and  the  priests  ' 

Id  sounded  with  the  trumpets.  Then  the  men  of  Judah  gave  a  shout: 
and  as  the  men  of  Judah  shouted,  it  came  to  pass,  that  God  smote  = 

16  Jeroboam  and  alt  Israel  before  Abijah  and  Judah.  And  the  children^ 
of  Israel  fled  before  Judah :  and  God  gave  them  into  their  hand.f 

17  And  Abijah  and  his  people  smote  them  with  great  slaughter:  so' 
there  fell  down  slain  of  Israel  five  hundred  thousand  chosen  men.;! 


18  Thus  the  children  of  Israel  were  humbled  at  that  time,  and  the 


t 


children  of  Judah  prevailed,  because  they  relied  upon  the  Eternal!. 

19  God  of  their  fathers.  And  Abijah  pursued  after  Jeroboam,] 
and  took  cities  from  him,  Beth-el  with  the  towns  thereof,  andii 
Jeshanah  with  the  towns  thereof,  and  Ephrain  with  the  towns'- 

20  thereof.  Neither  did  Jeroboam  recover  strength  again  in  the  days 

21  of  Abijah :  and  the  Eternal  afflicted  him,  and  he  died.  But  Abijah: 
waxed  mighty,  and  married  fourteen  wives,  and  begat  twenty  and  two 

22  sous,  and  sixteen  daughters.  And  the  rest  of  the  acts1  of  Abijah,  and 
his  ways  and  his  sayings,  are  written  in  the  commentary  of  the  pro-t 

23  phet  Iddo,  So  Abijah  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  they  buried  him  in 

the  city  of  David:  and  Asa  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  In  his 
days  the  laud  was  quiet  ten  years.  ! 


1  Chap,  xiv.— And  Asa  did  thal  which  teas  good  and  right  in  the 

2  eyes  of  the  Eternal  his  God  :  For  he  removed  the  altars  of  the  alien 
gods,  and  the  high  places,  and  brake  down  the  images,  and  cut  down 

3  asherim  :2  And  commanded  Judah  to  inquire  after  the  Eternal  God 

4  of  their  fathers,  and  to  do  the  law  and  the  commandment.  Also  he 
removed  out  of  all  the  cities  of  Judah  the  high  places  and  the  sun 

5  images;  and  the  kingdom  was  quiet  before  bim.  And  he  built 
fenced  cities  in  Judah:  for  the  land  had  rest,  and  he  had  no  war  id 

6  those  years ;  because  the  Eternal  had  given  him  rest.  Therefore  hi 
said  unto  Judah,  Let  us  build  these  cities,  and  make  about  thetk 
ramparts,  and  towers,  gates,  and  bars,  while  the  land  is  yet  before 
us  ;  because  we  have  inquired  after  the  Eternal  our  God,  we  bare 
inquired  after  him ,  and  he  hath  given  us  rest  on  every  side.  So  the] 
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7  built  and  prospered.  And  Asa  hod -an  army  of  mem  that  bare  bucklers 
and  spears,  out  of  Judah  three  hundred  thousand;  and  out  of 
Benjamin,  that  bare  shields  and  drew  bows,  two  hundred  and  four- 

8  score  thousand ;  all  these  mere  might;  men  of  valour.  And  there 
came  out  against  them  Zerah  the  Cushite  with  an  army  of  a  thou¬ 
sand  thousand,  and  three  hundred  chariots;  and  came  unto  Mare- 

9  shah,  Then  Asa  went  out  againat  him,  and  they  set  the  battle  in 

10  army  in  the  glen  of  Zephathah  at  Mareshah.  And  Asa  called  unto 
the  Eternal  his  God,  and  said.  Eternal,  it  is  nothing  with  thee  to 
help,  whether  with  many,  or  with  them  that  have  no  power :  help  us, 
O  Eternal  our  God ;  for  we  rely  on  thee,  and  in  tny  name  we  go 
against  this  multitude.  O  Eternal,  thou  art  our  God ;  let  not  man 

1 1  prevail  against  thee.  So  the  Eternal  smote  the  Cushim  before  Asa, 

12  and  before  Judah  ;  and  the  Cushim  fled.  And  Asa  and  the  people 
that  were  with  him  pursued  them  unto  Gerar  .*  and  there  fell  of  tne 
Cushim  who  had  no  provisions  ;  for  they  were  shattered  before  the 
Eternal,  and  before  his  host ;  and  they  carried  away  very  much 

13  spoil.  And  they  smote  all' the  cities  round  about  Gerar ;  for  the 
dread  of  the  Eternal  came  upon  them:  and  they  spoiled  all  the 

14  cities ;  for  there  was  exceeding  much  spoil  in  them.  They  smote 
also  the  tents  of  cattle,  and  carried  away  flocks  and  camels  in  abun¬ 
dance,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem. 

1  Chap,  xv, — And  the  Spirit  of  God  came  upon  Azariah  the  son  of 

2  Oded :  And  he  went  out  to  meet  Asa,  and  said  unto  him,  Hear  ye 
me,  Asa,  and  all  Judah  and  Benjamin;  the  Eternal  is  with  you, 
while  ye  be  with  him ;  and  if  ye  inquire  after  him,  he  will  be  found 

3  of  you:  but  if  ye  forsake  him,  he  will  forsake  you.  Now  for  a  long 
season  Israel  hath  been  without  the  true  God,  and  without  a  teach- 

4  ing  priest,  and  without  law.  But  when  they  in  their  trouble  did  turn 
unto  Lhe  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  and  sought  him,  he  was  found  of  them. 

5  And  iu  those  times  there  teas  no  peace  to  him  that  went  out,  nor  to 
him  that  came  in,  bnt  great  confusions  mere  among  all  the  inhabitants 

6  of  the  countries.  Ana  nation  was  driven  against  nation,  and  city 

7  against  city  :  for  God  did  confound  them  with  every  trouble.  Be  ye 
strong  therefore,  and  let  not  your  hands  rtelax :  for  there  is  reward  for 

8  your  work.  And  when  Asa  heard  these  words,  and  the  prophecy  of 
Oded  the  prophet,  he  took  courage,  and  put  away  the  abominable 
idols  out  of  all  the  laud  of  Judah  and  Benjamin,  and  out  of  the  cities 
which  he  had  taken  from  mount  Ephraim,  and  renewed  the  altar  of 

9  the  Eternal,  that  was  before  the  porch  of  the  Eternal.  And  he 
gathered  all  Judah  and  Benjamin,  and  the  strangers  with  them  out 
of  Ephraim  and  Manasseh,  and  out  of  Simeon :  for  they  fell  to  him 
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out  of  Israel  in  abundance,  when  they  saw  that  the  Eternal  his  God 

10  ma&  with  him.  So  they  gathered  themselves  together  at  Jerusalem 

11  in  the  third  month,  Jti  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Asa.  And 
they  sacrificed  unto  the  Eternal  the  same  time,  of  the  spoil  which 
they  had  brought,  seven  hundred  of  the  herd  and  seven  thousand  of 

12  the  flock.  And  they  entered  into  a  covenant  to  inquire  after  the 
Eternal  God  of  their  fathers  with  all  their  heart  and  with  all  Lheir 

13  soul ;  That  whosoever  would  not  inquire  after  the  Eternal  God  of 
Israel  should  be  put  to  deaths  whether  small  or  great,  whether  man 

14  or  woman.  And  they  swore  unto  the  Eternal  with  a  loud  voice,  and 

15  with  shouting,  and  with  trumpets,  and  with  cornets.  And  all  Judah 
rejoiced  at  the  oath :  lor  they  had  sworn  with  all  their  heart,  and 
sought  him  with  their  whole  desire ;  and  he  was  found  of  them :  and 

16  the  Eternal  gave  them  rest  round  about.  And  also  concerning 
Maachah  the  mother  of  Asa  the  king,  he  removed  her  fiotn  being 
mistress,  because  she  had  made  on  idol  for  Asherah :  and  Asa  cut 

17  down  her  idol,  and  stamped  il3  and  burnt  it  at  the  brook  Kidron,  But 
the  high  places  were  not  taken  away  out  of  Israel :  only  the  heart  of 

18  Asa  was  perfect  all  his  days.  And  he  brought  into  the  house  of  God 
the  things  that  his  father  had  hallowed,  and  that  he  himself  had 

39  hallowed,  silver,  and  gold,  and  vessels.  And  there  was  no  more  war 
unto  the  five  and  thirtieth  year  of  the  reign  of  Asa. 


1  Chap.  xvi.—In  the  six  and  thirtieth  year  of  the  reign  of  Asa,  Baasha 
king  of  Israel  came  up  against  Judah,  and  built  the  Ramah,  to  the 
intent  that  he  might  let  none  go  out  or  come  in  to  Asa  king  of 

C  Judah.  Then  Asa  brought  out  rilver  and  gold  out  of  the  treasures 
of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  and  of  the  king's  house,  and  sent  to 

3  Ben-hadad  king  of  Syria,  tbat  dwelt  at  Damascus,  saying.  There  is 
a  covenant  between  me  and  thee,  os  there  between  my  father  and 
thy  father :  behold,  I  have  sent  thee  silver  and  gold ;  go,  make  void 
thy  covenant  with  Baasha  king  of  Israel,  that  he  may  depart  from 

4  me.  And  Bendiadad  hearkened  unto  king  Asa,  and  sent  the  officers 
of  his  armies  against  the  cities  of  Israel ;  and  they  stnote  Ijon,  and 

5  Dan,  and  Abel-maim,  and  all  the  stores  of  the  cities  of  NaphtalL 
And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Baasha  heard  if,  that  he  left  off  building 

6  of  the  Itamah,  and  let  his  work  cease.  Then  Asa  the  king  took  all 
Judah  ;  and  they  carried  away  the  stones  of  the  Ramuh,  and  the 
timber  thereof,  wherewith  Baasha  was  budding ;  and  he  built  there* 

7  with  Geba  and  the  Mixpah.  And  at  that  time  Hanani  the  seer  came

to  Asa  king  of  Judah,  and  said  onto  him,  Because  thou  hast  relied 
on  the  king  of  Syria,  and  not  relied  ou  the  Eternal  thy  God,  there- 

8  fore  is  the  army  of  the  king  of  Syria  escaped  out  of  thy  hand.  Were 
not  the  Cushim  and  the  Lubim  a  huge  army,  with  very  many 
chariots  and  horsemen  ?  yet,  because  thou  didst  rely  on  the  Eternal, 

9  he  gave  them  into  thy  hand.  For  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  run  to 
and  fro  throughout  the  whole  earth,  to  show  himself  strong  in  the 
behalf  cf  them  whose  heart  is  perfect  towards  him.  Herein  thou 
hast  done  foolishly :  therefore  from  henceforth  thou  shall  have  ware. 

10  Then  Asa  was  wroth  with  the  seer,  and  put  him  in  the  house  of  the 
stocks;  for  he  was  in  a  rage  with  him  because  of  this  thing.  And 

1 1  Asa  oppressed  some  of  the  people  the  same  time.  And,  behold,  the 
acts1  of  Asa,  the  first  and  the  last,  lo,  they  are  written  in  the  book 

12  of  the  kings  of  Jndah  and  Israel.  And  Asa  in  the  thirty  and  ninth 
year  of  his  reign  was  diseased  in  his  feet,  until  his  disease  was  exceed¬ 
ing  great ;  yet  in  his  disease  he  inquired  not  after  the  Eternal,  hot 

1 3  the  physicians.  And  Aaa.  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  died  in  the  one 

14  and  fortieth  year  of  his  reign.  And  they  buried  him  iu  his  own  se¬ 
pulchres,  which  he  had  made  for  himself  in.  the  city  of  David,  and 
laid  him  in  the  bed  which  he  had  filled  with  spices  and  divers  kinds 

16  qf  spices  prepared  by  the  apothecaries’  art :  and  they  made  a  very 
great  burning  for  bim. 


1  Chap.  xvii. — And  Jehoshaphat  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead,  and 

2  strengthened  himself  against  Israel.  And  he  placed  forces  in  all  the 
fortified  cities  of  Judah,  and  set  garrisons  in  the  land  of  Judsh,  and 

3  iu  the  cities  of  Ephraim,  which  Asa  his  father  had  taken.  And  the 
Eternal  was  with  Jehoshaphat,  because  he  walked  in  the  first  ways 

4  of  his  father  David,  and  inquired  not  after  the  Baalim  ;  But  inquired 
after  the  Eternal  God  of  his  father,  and  walked  in  his  commandments, 

5  and  not  after  the  doings  of  Israel.  Therefore  the  Eterual  stablished 
the  kingdom  in  his  hand;  and  all  Judah  brought  to  Jehoshaphat 

6  presents ;  and  he  had  riches  and  honour  in  abundance.  Aud  his  heart 
was  lifted  up  in  the  ways  of  the  Eternal;  moreover  he  removed  the 

7  high  places  aud  asherim8 out  of  Judah.  Also  in  the  third  year  of  his 
reign  he  sent  his  officers,  even  Ben-hail,  and  Obadiah,  and  Zechari&h, 

8  and  Nethaneel,  and  Michaiah,  to  teach  iu  the  cities  of  Judah.  And 
with  tbeut  he  sent  Levites,  even  Shemaiah,  and  Nethaniab,  and 
Zehadiah,  and  Asahcl,  and  Shemiramoth,  and  Jehonathan,  and 
Adonijah,  and  Tohijah,  and  Tob-adonijah  tbe  Levites ;  and  with  them 

9  Elishama  and  Jehoram  the  priests.  And  they  taught  in  Jndah,  aud 
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had  the  book  of  the  law  of  the  Eternal  with  them,  and  went  about 

10  throughout  all  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  taught  the  people.  And  a 
dread  from  the  Eternal  was  upon  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  lands  that 
were  round  about  Judah,  so  that  they  made  no  war  against  Jehosha-* 

J 1  phat,  Also  aome  of  the  Philistines  brought  Jehoslmphat  presents, 
and  tribute  silver;  and  the  Arabians  brought  him  hooks,  seven 
thousand  and  seven  hundred  rams,  and  seven  thousand  and 

12  seven  hundred  he  goats*  *  And  Jehoshaphat  waxed  great  ex¬ 
ceedingly;  and  ho  Built  in  Judah  castles,  and  cities  of  store. 

13  And  he  had  great  works  in  the  cities  of  Judah :  and  the  men  of  war, 

14  mighty,  men  of  valour,  were  in  Jerusalem.  And  these  are  the  num¬ 
bers  of  them  according  to  tbo  house  of  their  fathers :  Of  Judah,  the 
officers  of  thousands ;  Adnoh  the  officer,  and  with  him  mighty  men 

15  of  valour  three  hundred  thousand.  And  next  to  him  was  Jehohanan 
the  officer,  and  with  him  two  hundred  and  fourscore  thousand. 

Id  And  next  him  was  Aoiasiah  the  son  of  Zichri,  who  freely  offered 
himself  unto  the  Eternal;  and  with  him  two  hundred  thousand 

17  mighty  men  of  valour.  And  of  Benjamin;  Eliadu  a  mighty  man  of 
valour,  and  with  him  armed  men  with  bow  and  shield  two  hundred 

18  thousand.  And  next  him  was  Jehozabad,  and  with  him  a  hundred 

19  and  fourscore  thousand  ready  prepared  for  the  war.  These  waited 
on  the  king,  beside  those  whom  the  king  put  in  the  fenced  cities 
throughout  all  Judah. 

1  Chap,  xviu* — Now  Jehoshaphat  hod  riches  and  honour  in  abun- 

2  dance,  and  joined  affinity  with  Ahab.  And  after  certain  years  he 
went  down  to  Ahab  to  Samaria.  And  Ahab  killed  sheep  and  oxen 
for  him  in  abundance,  and  for  thepcoplethat  he  had  with  him,  and 

3  persuaded  him  to  go  up  with  him  to  Rkmoth-gilead,  And  Ahab  king 
of  Israel  said  unto  Jehoshaphat  king  of  Judah,  Wilt  thou  go  with 
me  to  Ramoth -gilead  ?  And  he  answered  him,  I  am  as  thou  art,  and 

4  my  people  as  thy  people ;  and  we  wilt  be  with  thee  in  the  wark  And 
Jehoshaphat  said  unto  the  king  of  Israel,  Enquire  pray  as  the  day  at 

5  the  word  of  the  Eternal*  Therefore  the  king  of  Israel  gathered  to¬ 
gether  of  prophets  four  hundred  men,  and  said  unto  them.  Shall  we 

St  to  Ramoth-gilead  to  the  war,  or  shall  I  forbear?  And  they  said, 
o  up;  for  God  will  give  it  into  the  king's  hand.  But  Jehoshaphat 
said,  Is  there  not  here  a  prophet  of  the  Eternal  besides,  that  we  might 
7  enquire  of  him  ?  And  the  king  of  Israel  said  unto  Jehoshaphat, 
There  is  yet  one  man,  by  whom  we  may  enquire  of  the  Eternal ;  hut 
I  hate  him ;  for  he  never  prophesied  good  unto  me,  but  always  evil : 
the  same  is  Micaiah  the  sod  of  Imla*  And  Jehoshaphat  said.  Let 
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8  not  the  king  Gay  so.  And  the  king  of  Israel  called  for  one  qf  his 

9  eunuchs,  and  said,  Fetch  quickly  Micaiah  the  son  of  Imla.  And  the 
king  of  Israel  and  Jehoshaphat  king  of  Judah  sat  either  of  them  on 
his  throne,  clothed  in  their  robes,  and  they  sat  in  a  barn  at  the 
entering  in  of  the  gate  of  Samaria;  and  all  the  prophets  prophesied 

10  before  them.  And  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Chenaanah  had  made  him 
horns  of  iron,  and  said.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  with  these  thou  Bhalt 

1 1  pash  Syria  until  they  be  consumed.  And  all  the  prophets  prophesied 
so,  saving,  go  up  to  Ramoth-gileah,  and  prosper :  for  the  Eternal  shall 

12  give  it  into  the  hand  of  the  king.  And  the  messenger  that  went  to  call 
Micaiah  spake  to  him,  saying.  Behold,  the  words  of  the  prophets 
declare  good  to  the  king  with  one  assent ;  let  thy  word  therefore,  .1 

1 3  pray  thee,  be  hke  one  of  t heir’s,  and  speak  thou  goodt  And  Micaiah 
said.  As  the  Eternal  liveth,  even  what  my  God  saith,  Lhat  will  I  speak. 

11  And  when  he  was  come  to  the  king,  the  king  said  unto  him,  Micaiah, 
shall  we  go  to  Ramoth-gilead  to  the  war,  or  shall  I  forbear  ?  And  he 
said.  Go  ye  up,  and  prosper,  and  they  shall  be  given  into  your  hand. 

15  And  the  king  said  to  him,  How  many  times  shall  I  adjure  thee  that 

16  thou  say  nothing  hut  truth  to  me  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal?  TheD 
he  said,  I  did  see  all  Israel  scattered  upon  the  mountains,  as  the  flock 
that  have  no  shepherd :  and  the  Eternal  said,  These  have  no  master ; 

17  let  them  return  therefore  every  man  to  his  house  in  peace.  And  the 
king  of  Israel  said  to  Jehoshaphat,  Did  I  not  tell  thee  that  lie  would 

18  not  prophesy  good  unto  me,  but  evil  ?  Again  he  said.  Therefore  hear 
the  word  of  the  Eternal;  I  saw  the  Eternal  sitting  upon  his  throne, 

19  and  all  the  host  of  heaven  standing  on  his  right  and  on  his  left.  And 
the  Eternal  said.  Who  shall  entice  Ahab  king  of  Israel,  that  he  may 
go  up  and  fall  at  Ramoth-gilead  ?  And  he  further  said,  this  one  said 

20  thus  and  the  other  thus.  Then  there  came  out  the  spirit,  and  stood 
before  the  Eternal,  and  said,  1  will  entice  him.  And  the  Eternal 

21  said  unto  him.  Wherewith  ?  And  he  said  I  will  go  out,  and  he  a 
lying  spirit  in  the  mouth  of  all  his  prophets.  And  the  JEternal  said. 
Thou  sbalt  entice  him,  and  thou  shalt  also  prevail :  go  out  and  do 

22  even  so.  Now  therefore,  heboid,  the  Eternal  hath  put  a  lying  spirit 
in  the  mouth  of  these  thy  prophets,  and  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  evil 

23  against  thee.  Then  Zedekiah  the  son  of  Chenaanah  came  near,  and 
smote  Micaiah  upon  the  cheek,  and  said.  Which  way  went  the  Spirit 

24  of  the  Eternal  from  me  to  speak  unto  thee  ?  And  Micaiah  Baid, 
Behold,  thou  shalt  see  on  that  day  when  thou  shalt  go  into  on  inner 
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£5  chamber  to  hide  thyself.  Then  the  king  of  Israel  said.  Take  ye 
Mica i ah,  and  carry  him  back  to  Amen  the  governor  of  the  city,  and  to 

26  Joash  the  king's  sonf  And  say.  Thus  saitb  the  king.  Put  this  fettm 
in  the  prison,  and  feed  him  with  bread  of  affliction  and  with  water  of 

27  affliction,  until  I  return  in  peace*  And  Micaiah  said.  If  thou  cer¬ 
tainly  return  in  peace*  then  hath  not  the  Eternal  spoken  by  me*  And 

28  he  said.  Hearken,  all  ye  peoples.  So  the  king  of  Israel  and  Jehosha- 

29  phat  the  king  of  Judah  went  up  to  Ramoth-gilead,  And  the  king 
of  Israel  said  unto  Jehoshaphat,  I  will  disguise  mvself,  and  will  go 
to  the  war;  but  put  thou  on  thy  robes.  So  the  Icing  of  tsrael  dis- 

30  guised  himself:  and  they  went  to  the  war.  Now  the  king  of  Syria 
had  commanded  the  officers  of  the  chariots  that  were  with  him, 
saying.  Fight  ye  not  with  the  small  or  the  great,  save  only  with  the 

31  king  of  Israel.  And  it  came  to  pass  when  the  officers  of  the  cha* 
riots  saw  Jehoshaphat,  that  they  said,  It  is  the  king  of  Israel, 
Therefore  they  compassed  about  him  to  light:  but  Jehoshaphat 
cried  out,  and  the  Eternal  helped  him;  and  God  moved  them  to 

32  depart  from  him.  For  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  the  officers  of  the 
chariots  perceived  that  it  was  not  the  king  of  Israel,  they  turned 

33  back  again  from  pursuing  him.  And  a  certain  man  drew  the  how  at  a 
venture*  and  smote  the  king  of  Israel  between  the  joints  of  the  har¬ 
ness  :  therefore  he  said  to  Ids  chariot  man.  Turn  thy  hand,  that  thou 

34  mayest  carry  me  out  of  the  host;  for  I  am  sick.  And  the  battle 
increased  that  day ;  howbeit  the  king  of  Israel  stayed  himself  up  in 
his  chariot  against  the  Syrians  until  the  even :  and  about  the  time  of 
the  sun  going  down  he  died. 


1  Chap.  xix. — And  Jehoshaphat  the  king  of  Judah  returned  to  his 

2  house  in  peace  to  Jerusalem.  And  Jehu  the  son  of  Hanani  the  seer 
went  out  to  meet  him,  and  said  to  king  Jehoshaphat,  Shouldest  thou 
help  the  ungodly,  and  love  them  that  hate  the  Eternal  t  therefore  is 

3  wrath  upon  thee  from  heforc  the  Eternal.  Nevertheless  there  are 
good  things  found  in  thee,  in  that  thou  hast  taken  away  the  asheroth 
out  of  the  land,  and  hast  prepared  thy  heart  to  inquire  ufter  God. 

4  And  Jehoshaphat  dwelt  at  Jerusalem:  and  he  went  out  again 
through  the  people  from  Beer*sheba  to  Mount  Ephraim,  and  brought  ^ 

5  them  back  unto  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers*  And  he  set 
judges  in  the  land  throughout  all  the  fortified  cities  of  Judah,  city  hy 

6  city.  And  said  to  the  judges.  Take  heed  what  ye  do  :  for  ye  judge 
not  for  man,  but  for  the  Eternal,  who  is  with  you  in  the  judgment. 

7  Wherefore  now  let  the  dread  of  the  Eternal  be  upon  you ;  take  heed

and  do  it :  for  there  is  no  iniquity  with  the  Eternal  oni  God,  nor 
6  respect  of  persons,  nor  taking  of  bribe.  Moreover  in  Jerusalem  did 
Jehoshaphat  set  of  the  Levi  tea,  and  of  the  priests,  and  of  the  heads 
of  the  fathers  of  Israel,  for  the  judgment  of  the  Eternal,  and  for 
9  controversies,  when  they  returned  to  Jerusalem.  And  be  charged, 
them,  saying.  Thus  shall  ye  do  in  the  fear  of  the  Eternal,  in  faitb- 

10  fulness,  and  with  a  perfect  heart.  And  what  cause  soever  shall  come 
to  you  of  your  brethren  that  dwell  in  their  cities,  between  hlood  and 
blood,  between  law  and  commandment,  statutes  and  judgments,  ye 
shall  even  enlighten  them  that  they  be  not  guilty  to  the  Eternal,  and 
so  wrath  come  upon  you  and  upon  your  brethren  t  this  do,  and  ye  shall 

1 1  not  be  guilty.  And,  behold,  Amariah  the  chief  priest  is  over  you  in 
all  matters  of  the  Eternal ;  and  Zebadiah  the  son  of  Ishmael,  the 
leader  of  the  house  of  Judah,  for  all  the  king’s  matters :  also  the 
Levites  shall  be  bailiffs  before  you.  Deal  courageously,  and  the 
Eternal  shall  be  with  the  good. 


1  Chap.  xx.- — It  came  to  pass  after  this  also,  that  the  children  of 
Moab,  and  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  with  them  other  beside  the 

2  Ammonites,  came  against  Jehoshaphat  to  the  war.  Then  there 
came  some  that  tola  Jehoshaphat,  saying,  There  cometh  a  great 
multitude  against  thee  from  beyond  the  sea,  from  Syria ;  and,  behold, 

3  they  ore  in  ITazazon-tamar,  which  is  En-gedi.  And  Jehoshaphat 
feared,  and  set  himself  to  inquire  of  the  Eternal,  and  proclaimed  a 

4  fast  throughout  all  Judah.  And  Judah  gathered  themselves  toge¬ 
ther,  to  seek  help  from  the  Eternal :  even  out  of  all  the  cities  of 

5  Judah  they  came  to  seek  the  Eternal,  And  Jehoshaphat  stood  in 
the  congregation  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 

6  before  the  new  court,1  And  said,  O  Eternal  God  of  our  fathen,  art 
not  thou  God  in  heaven  ?  and  ruiest  not  thou  over  all'  the  kingdoms 
of  the  nations  1  and  in  thy  hand  is  there  not  power  and  might,  so 

7  that  none  is  ahle  to  withstand  thee  ?  Art  not  thou  our  Geo,  toAo 
didst  dispossess  the  inhabitants  of  this  land  before  thv  people  Israel, 

8  and  gavest  it  to  the  seed  of  Abraham  thy  friend  for  ever  ?  And 
they  dwelt  therein,  and  bave  built  thee  a  sanctuary  therein  for  thy 

9  name,  saying,  If,  when  evil  cometh  upon  us,  as  the  sword,  judgment, 
or  pestilence,  or  famine,  we  stand  before  this  house,  and  in  thy  pre¬ 
sence, — for  thy  name  is  in  this  house,— and  cry  unco  thee  in  our 

10  affliction,  then  thou  wilt  hear  and  help.  And  now,  behold,  the 
children  of  Ammon  and  Moab  and  mount  Seir,  whom  thou  wouldest 
not  let  Israel  invade,  when  they  came  oat  of  the  laud  of  Egypt,  but 

11  they  turned  from  them  and  destroyed  them  not;  Behold,  I  sew,  horn 
they  reward  us,  to  come  to  drive  us  from  thy  possession,  which  thou 
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12  hast  given  us  to  inherit  O  our  God,  wilt  not  thou  judge  them  ?  for 
we  have  no  might  against  this  great  multitude  that  corneth  against 

13  us ;  neither  know  we* what  to  do :  but  our  eyes  are  upon  thee*  And 
all  Judah  stood  before  the  Eternal*  with  their  little  ones,  their  wives, 

14  and  their  children.  Then  upon  Jahaziel  the  son  of  Zechariah,  the 
sou  of  Benai&h,  the  son  of  Jeiel,  the  son  of  Mattaniah,  a  Levite  of 
the  sons  of  Asaph,  came  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  in  the  midst  of  the 

15  congregation  ;  And  he  said.  Attend  ye,  all  Judah,  and  ye  inhabitants 
of  Jerusalem,  and  thou  king  Jehoshaphat,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal 
unto  you.  Be  not  afraid  nor  dismayed  by  reason  of  this  great  multi- 

16  tude ;  for  the  war  is  not  youris,  but  God’s*  To  morrow  go  ye  down 
against  them  ;  behold,  they  come  up  by  the  ascent  of  Ziz  ;  acid  ye 
shall  find  them  at  the  end  of  the  brook,  before  the  desert  of  JerueL 

17  Ye  shall  noticed  to  fight  in  this  battle:  set  yourselves,  stand  ye  still, 
and  see  the  salvation  of  the  Eternal  with  you,  O  Jndah  and  Jerusalem : 
fear  not,  nor  be  dismayed  ;  to  morrow  go  out  against  them  :  for  the 

18  Eternal  will  be  with  you.  And  Jehoshaphat  bowed  his  head  with  his 
face  to  the  ground,  and  all  Judah  and  tnc  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem 

19  fell  before  the  Eternal, prostrate  before  the  Eternal.  And  the  Levites,  - 
of  the  children  of  the  Kohathitcs,  and  of  the  children  of  the  Kor- 
hites,  stood  up  to  praise  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  with  a  loud  voice 

20  on  high.  And  they  rose  early  in  the  morning  and  went  forth  into 
the  desert  of  Tekoa ;  and  as  they  went  forth,  Jehoshaphat  stood  and 
said,  Hear  me,  O  Judab,  and  ye  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  ;  Believe 
in  the  Eternal  your  God,  so  shall  ye  be  established;  believe  bis  pro- 

21  phats,  so  shall  ye  prosper-  And  when  he  had  consulted  with  the 
people,  he  appointed  singers  unto  the  Eternal,  and  that  should  1 
praise  the  splendour  of  his  holiness,  as  they  went  out  before  the 
army,  and  to  say,  Praise  the  Eternal,  for  his  mercy  endureth  for 

22  ever.  And  when  they  began  to  sing  and  to  praise,  the  Eternal  set 
ambushments  against  tbe  children  of  Ammon,  Moab,  and  mount 

23  Seir,  who  were  come  against  Judah  ;  and  they  were  smitten*  For 
the  children  of  Ammon  and  Moab  stood  np  against  the  inhabitants 
of  mount  Seir,  utterly  to  slay  and  destroy  them ;  and  when  they  had 
made  an  end  of  the  inhabitants  of  Seir,  every  one  helped  to 

24  destroy  another-  And  when  Judah  came  towards  the  watch 

tower  in  the  desert,  they  looked  unto  the  multitude,  and,  behold, 
they  were  dead  bodies  fallen  to  the  earth,  and  none  escaped* 

25  And  when  Jehoshaphat  and  his  people  came  to  take  away  the 
spoil  of  them,  they  found  among  them  in  abundance  both  riches 
with  the  dead  hodies,  and  costly  vessels,  which  they  stripped 
off  for  themselves,  more  than  they  could  carry  away ;  and 
they  were  three  days  in  gathering  of  the  spoil,  it  was  so 

26  much.  And  on  the  fourth  day  they  assembled  themselves  in  the 
valley  of  Beracbah  \  for  (here  they  blessed  the  Eternal :  therefore 
the  name  of  the  same  place  was  called  The  valley  of  Bcrachah  unto 
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2*?  this  day.  Then  they  returned,  every  man  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem, 
and  Jehoshaphat  at  their  head;  to  go  again  to  Jerusalem  with  joy; 

2%  for  the  Eternal  had  made  them  to  rejoice  over  their  enemies#  And 
they  came  to  Jerusalem  with  psalteries  and  harps  and  trumpets  unto 

29  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  And  the  dread  of  God  was  on  all  the 
kingdoms  of  those  countries,  when  they  had  heard  that  the  Eternal 

30  fought  against  the  enemies  of  Israel.  So  the  kingdom  of  Jehosha~ 

31  phat  was  quiet:  for  his  God  gave  him  rest  round  about.  And  Je* 
hoshaphat  reigned  over  Judah:  he  was  thirty  and  five  years  old 
when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  twenty  and  five  years  in 
Jerusalem,  And  his  mother's  name  was  Azubah  the  daughter  of 

92  Shilhi*  And  he  walked  in  the  way  of  Asa  his  father,  and  departed 
not  from  it,  doing  that  which  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal* 

33  Howbeit  the  high  places  were  not  taken  away :  for  as  yet  the  people 

34  haa  not  prepared  their  hearts  unto  the  God  of  their  fathers.  Now 
the  rest  of  the  acts1  of  Jehoshaphat,  the  first  and  the  last,  behold, 
they  are  written  in  the  hook  of  Jehu  the  son  of  Hanani,  which  are 

35  entered  in  the  book  of  the  kings  of  Israel.  And  after  thia  did  Jeho~ 
shaphat  king  of  Judah  join  himself  with  Ahaziah  king  of  Israel,  who 

36  did  very  wickedly :  And  he  joined  himself  with  him  to  make  ships 
to  go  to  Tarshish  :  and  they  made  ships  in  Ezion-gaber,  Then 
Eliezer  the  son  of  Dodavah  of  Mareshah  prophesied  against  Jeho- 
shaphat,  saying.  Because  thou  hast  joined  thyself  with  Ahaziah,  the 
Eternal  hath  burst  asunder  thy  works.  And  the  ships  were  broken, 
that  they  were  not  able  to  go  to  Tarshish* 


1  Chap,  xxi.— Now  Jehoshaphat  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  was  buried 
with  his  fathers  in  the  city  of  David,  And  Jehoram  his  son  reigned 

2  in  his  stead.  And  he  had  brethren  the  sons  of  Jehoshaphat,  Aza- 
riah,  and  Jehiel,  end  Zechariah,  and  Azariah,  and  Michael,  and 
Shephatiah  :  all  these  were  the  sons  of  Jehoshaphat  king  of  Israel. 

3  And  their  father  gave  them  great  gifts  of  silver,  and  of  gold,  and  of 
precious  things,  with  fenced  cities  in  Judah  :  but  the  kingdom  gave 

4  he  to  Jehoratn  ;  because  he  was  the  firstborn.  Now  when  Jehoram 
was  risen  up  to  the  kingdom  of  his  father,  he  strengthened  himself, 
and  slew  all  his  brethren  with  the  sword,  and  divers  also  of  the 

5  princes®  of  Israel,  Jehoram  was  thirty  and  two  years  old  when  he 

6  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  eight  years  in  Jerusalem.  And  he 
walked  iu  the  ways  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  like  as  did  the  house  of 
Ahab :  for  he  had  the  daughter  of  Ahab  to  wife  :  and  he  wrought 
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7  that  which  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal.  Howbeit  the  Eternal 
would  not  destroy  the  house  of  David,  because  of  the  covenant  that 
he  had  made  with  David*  and  as  he  promised  to  give  a  light  to  him 

8  and  to  his  sons  for  ever.  In  his  days  the  Edomites  revolted  from 

9  under  the  hand  of  Judah,  and  made  themselves  a  king.  Then  Jeho- 
ram  went  forth  with  his  officers,  and  all  his  chariots  with  him :  and 
ho  rose  up  by  night  and  smote  the  Edomites  who  compassed  him  in, 

10  and  the  officers  of  the  chariots.  So  the  Edomites  revolted  from 
under  the  hand  of  Judah  unto  this  day.  The  same  time  oho  did 
Libuah  revolt  from  under  his  band ;  because  he  had  forsaken  the 

1 1  Eternal  God  of  his  fathers.  Moreover  he  made  high  places  in  the  moun¬ 
tains  of  Judah,  and  caused  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  to  commit 

12  fornication,  and  drove  Judah  thereto.  And  there  came  a  writing  to 
him  from  Elijah  the  prophet,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of 
David  thy  father,  Because  thou  hast  not  walked  in  the  ways  of  Jeho- 

13  shapbat  thy  father,  nor  in  the  ways  of  Asa  king  of  Judah,  But  hast 
walked  in  the  way  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  and  hast  made  Judah  and 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  to  go  a  whoring,  like  to  the  whoredoms 
of  the  house  of  A  hub,  and  also  hast  slain  thy  brethren  of  thy  father's 

14  house,  who  were  better  than  thyself:  Behold,  with  a  great  plague 
will  the  Eternal  afflict  thy  people,  and  thy  children,  and  thy  wives, 

15  and  all  thy  substance  :  Ana  thou  shalt  have  great  sickness  hy  disease 
of  thy  bowels,  until  thy  bowels  fall  out  by  reason  of  the  sickness  day 

1 6  by  day.  Moreover  the  Eternal  stirred  up  against  Jeboram  the  spirit 
of  the  Philistines,  and  of  the  Arabians,  that  were  near  the  Cushim : 

17  And  they  came  up  into  Judah,  and  brake  into  it,  and  captured  all 
the  substance  that  was  found  in  the  king's  house,  and  his  sons  also, 
and  his  wives ;  so  that  there  was  never  a  son  left  him  save  Jehoahaz, 

18  the  youngest  of  his  sons.  And  after  all  this  the  Eternal  efflicted 

19  him  in  his  bowels  with  an  incurable  disease.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
that  from  time  to  time,  after  the  end  of  two  years,  his  bowels  fell  out 
by  reason  of  his  sickness  f  so  he  died  of  sore  diseases.  And  his 
people  made  no  burning  for  him,  like  the  burning  of  his  fathers. 

20  Thirty  and  two  years  old  was  he  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he 
reigned  in  Jerusalem  eight  years,  and  departed  without  being 
desired.  Howbeit  they  bmied  him  in  the  city  ol  David,  but  not  in 
the  sepulchres  of  the  kings. 

1  Chap.  xxn. — And  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  made  Ahaziah  his 
youngest  son  king  in  his  stead  :  for  the  band  of  men  that  came  with 
the  Arabians  to  the  camp  had  slain  ell  the  eldest.  So  Ahaziah  the 

2  son  of  Jeboram  king  of  Judah  reigned.  Forty  and  two  years  old 
was  Ahaziah  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  one  year  in 
Jerusalem.  His  mother's  name  also  was  Athaliah  tbe  daughter  of 

3  Omri.  He  also  walked  in  tbe  ways  of  the  house  of  ALmb ;  for  his

4  mother  was  his  counsellor  to  do  wickedly.  Wherefore  he  did  evil  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  like  the  house  of  Ahab,  for  they  were  his 

5  counsellors  after  the  death  of  his  father,  to  his  destruction.  He 
walked  also  after  their  counsel,  and  went  with  Jehoram  the  son  of 
Ahab  king  of  Israel  to  the  war  against  Hazael  king  of  Syria  at 

6  Ramoth-gilead :  and  the  Syrians  smote  Joram.  And  he  returned 
to  be  healed  in  Jezreel,  because  of  the  wounds  which  they  Btrnck 
him  at  the  Hamah,  when  he  fought  with  Hazael  king  of  Syna.  And 
Azariah  the  son  of  Jehoram  king  of  Judah  went  down  to  see  Jeho- 

7  ram  the  son  of  Ahab  at  Jezreel,  because  he  was  sick.  And  the 
destruction  of  Ahaziah  was  of  God  hy  coming  to  Joram :  for  when 
he  was  come  he  went  out  with  Jehoram  against  Jehu  the  son  of 
Nimshi,  whom  the  Eternal  had  anointed  to  cut  off  the  house  of 

8  Ahab.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Jehn  was  executing  judg¬ 
ment  upon  the  house  of  Ahab,  and  found  the  princes1  of  Judah,  and 
the  sons  of  the  brethren  of  Ahaziah  that  ministered  to  Ahaziah,  he 

9  slew  them.  And  he  sought  Ahaziah  :  and  they  caught  him, — for 
he  was  hid  in  Samaria, — and  brought  him  to  Jehu :  and  when  they 
had  slain  him,  they  buried  him  :  Because,  said  they,  he  is  the  eon  of 
Jehoshaphat,  who  inquired  after  the  Eternal  with  aJl  his  heart.  So 

1 0  the  house  of  Ahaziah  had  no  power  to  keep  still  the  kingdom.  But 
when  Athaliah  the  mother  of  Ahaziah  saw  that  her  son  was  dead, 

1 1  she  arose  and  destroyed  all  the  seed  royal  of  the  house  of  Judah, .  But 
Jehoshabeath,  the  daughter  of  the  king,  took  Joash  the  son  of  Aha¬ 
ziah,  and  stole  him  from  among  the  king’s  sons  that  were  being  slain, 
and  put  him  and  his  nurse  in  the  bedchamber.  So  Jehoshabeath, 
the  daughter  of  king  Jehoram,  the  wife  of  Jehoiada  the  priest, — for 
she  was  the  sister  of  Ahaziah, — screened  him  from  Athaliah,  so  that 

12  she  slew  him  not.  And  he  was  with  them  hid  in  the  house  of  God 
six  years :  and  Athaliah  reigned  over  the  land. 


1  Chap.  nm. — And  in  the  seventh  year  Jehoiada  strengthened  him¬ 
self,  and  took  the  officers  of  the  hundreds,  Azariah  the  son  of  Jehoram, 
and  Ishmael  the  son  of  Jehohanan,  and  Azariah  the  son  of  Obed,  and 
Maaseiali  die  son  of  Adaiah,  and  Elishaphat  the  son  of  Zichri,  into 

2  covenant  with  him.  And  they  went  about  in  Judah,  and  gathered 
the  Levites  out  of  all  the  cities  of  Judab,  and  the  heads  of  the  fathers 

3  of  Israel,  and  they  came  to  Jerusalem.  And  all  the  congregation 
made  a  covenant  with  the  king  in  the  house  of  God.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  Behold,  the  king's  son  shall  reign,  as  the  Eternal  bath 

4  said  of  the  sons  of  David.  This  it  the  thing  that  ye  shall  do ;  A  third 
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part  of  you  entering  on  the  sabbath*  of  the  priests  and  of  the  Levites* 

5  shall  be  porters  of  the  doors  ;l  And  a  third  part  shall  be  at  the  king’s 
house ;  and  a  third  part  at  the  gate  of  the  foundation  :  and  all  the 

6  people  shall  be  in  the  coarts9  of  tne  house  of  the  Eternal.  Bat  let 
none  come  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  save  the  priests,  and  they 
that  minister  of  the  Levites  j  they  shall  go  in,  for  they  are  holy:  but 

7  all  the  people  shall  keep  the  watch  of  the  Eternal*  And  the  Levites 
shall  compass  the  king  round  about,  every  man  with  his  weapons  in 
his  hand ;  and  whosoever  else  cometh  into  the  house  he  shall  he  put 
to  death ;  but  be  ye  with  the  king,  when  he  oometh  in*  and  when  he 

8  goeth  out*  So  the  Levites  and  all  Judah  did  according  to  all  things 
that  Jehoiada  the  priest  had  commanded;  and  took  every  man  his 
men  that  were  to  come  in  oo  the  sabbath,  with  them  that  were  to  go 
out  on  the  sabbath :  for  Jehoiada  the  priest  dismissed  not  the  courses. 

9  Moreover  Jehoiada  the  priest  gave  to  the  officers  of  the  hundreds  the 
spears,  and  the  bucklers,  and  the  shields,  that  had  been  king  David’s, 

10  which  were  in  the  house  of  God.  And  he  set  all  the  people,  every 
man  having  his  weapon  in  his  hand,  from  the  right  side3  of  the  tern- 

Ele  to  the  left  side3  of  the  temple,  along  by  the  altar  and  the  temple, 
y  the  king  round  about  Then  they  brought  out  the  king's  son,  and 
put  upon  him  the  crown,  and  pave  him  the  testimony,  and  made  him 
king.  And  Jehoiada  and  his  son s  anointed  him,  and  said  God  save 
12  the  king.4  Now  when  Athaliah  heard  the  noise  of  the  people  running 
and  praising  the  king*  she  came  to  the  people  into  the  house  of  the 
13  Eternal :  And  she  looked,  and,  behold,  the  king  stood  on  bis  pillar 
at  the  entering  in,  and  the  officers  and  the  trumpets  by  the  king :  and 
all  the  people  of  the  land  rejoiced*  and  soQndea  with  trumpets,  also 
the  singers  with  instruments  of  musick,  and  such  as  taught5  to  sing 
praise.  Then  Athaliah  rent  her  clothes,  and  said,  Treason,  Treason, 
14  Then  Jehoiada  the  priest  brought  out  the  officers  of  the  hundreds 
that  were  set  over  the  host,  and  said  unto  them,  Bring  her  forth 
to  within  the  ranges :  and  whoso  followeth  her,  let  him  be  slain  with 
the  sword*  For  the  priest  said,  Slay  her  not  in  the  house  of  the 
15  Eternal.  So  they  made  room  for  her :  and  when  she  was  come  to 
the  entering  of  the  horse  gate  by  the  king’s  bouse,  they  slew  her  there: 
Id  And  Jehoiada  made  a  covenant  between  him,  and  between  all  the 
people,  and  between  the  king,  that  they  shonld  be  of  the  Eternal’s 
17  people.  Then  all  the  people  went  to  the  house  of  Baal,  and  brake 
it  down,  and  brake  his  altars  and  his  images  in  pieces,  and  slew 
18  Mattan  the  priest  of  Baal  before  the  altars.  Also  Jehoiada  appointed 
the  offices  of  the  bouse  of  the  Eternal  by  the  hand  of  the  priests 
the  Levites,  whom  David  had  distributed  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 
to  offer  the  bnmt  offerings  of  the  Eternal,  as  U  is  written  in  the  law 
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of  Moses,  with  rejoicing  and  with  singing,  as  U  was  ordained  by 

19  David.  And  he  set  the  porters  at  the  gates  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 

20  that  none  who  t oat  unclean  in  anything  should  enter  in.  And  he 
took  the  officers  of  the  hundreds,  and  the  mighty  ones,  and  the  rulers 
of  the  people,  and  all  the  people  of  the  land,  and  brought  down  the 
king  from  the  house  of  the  Eternal :  and  they  came  through  the  upper 
gate  into  the  king’s  house,  and  set  the  king  upon  the  throne  of  the 

21  kingdom.  And  all  the  people  of  the  land  rejoiced:  and  the  city 
was  quiet,  for  they  had  slain  Athaliah  with  the  sword. 


1  Chap,  xxiv.- — Joash  was  seven  years  old  when  he  hegan  to  reign, 
and  he  reigned  forty  years  in  Jerusalem.  His  mother’s  name  also 

2  was  Zihiah  of  Beer-sneba,  And  Joasb  did  that  which  woe  right  in 

3  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  all  the  days  of  Jehoiada  the  priest.  And 
Jehoiada  took  for  him  two  wives ;  and  he  begat  sons  and  daughters. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass  after  this,  that  Joash  was  minded  to  repair1  the 

5  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  he  gathered  together  the  priests  and  the 
Levites,  and  said  to  them.  Go  out  unto  the  cities  of  Judah,  and 
gather  of  all  Israel  money  to  repair  the  house  of  your  God  from  year 
to  year,  aud  see  that  ve  hasten  the  matter*  Howbeit  the  Levites 

6  hastened  it  not.  And  the  king  called  for  Jehoiada  the  chief,  and 
said  uuto  him.  Why  hast  thou  not  required  of  the  Levites  to  bring 
in  out  of  J  udah  and  ont  of  Jerusalem  the  collection,  according  to  the 
commandment  of  MoBes  the  servant  of  the  Eternal,  and  of  the  congre- 

7  gatiun  of  Israel,  for  the  tent  of  testimony  ?  For  the  sons  of  Athaliah, 
that  wicked  woman,  had  broken  up  the  house  of  God ;  and  also  all 
the  hallowed  things  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  did  they  bestow  upon 

8  Baalim.  And  at  the  king's  commandment  they  made  a  chest,  and 

9  set  it  without  at  the  gate  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  they 
made  a  proclamation  through  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  to  hring  in  to  the 
Eternal  the  collection  that  Moses  the  servant  of  God  laid  upon  Israel 

10  in  the  desert.  And  all  the  princes*  and  all  the  people  rejoiced,  and 
brought  in,  and  cast  into  the  chest,  until  they  had  made  an  end. 

1 1  Now  it  came  to  pass,  that  at  what  time  the  chest  was  brought  unto 
the  king’s  office  by  the  hand  of  the  Levites,  and  when  they  saw  that 
there  was  m  uch  money,  the  king’s  scribe  and  the  chief  priest’s  officer 
came  and  emptied  the  chest,  and  took  it,  and  carried  it  to  its  place 
again.  Thus  they  did  day  by  day,  and  gathered  money  in  abundance. 

12  And  the  king  and  Jehoiada  gave  it  to  such  as  did  the  work  of  the 
service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  hired  masons  and  carpenters 
to  renew  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  also  such  as  wrought  iron  and 
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13  copper  to  repair  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  So  the  workmen  wrought, 
and  the  work  was  perfected  by  them,  and  they  set  the  house  of  God 

14  in  its  state,  and  strengthened  it.  And  when  they  had  finished  tf, 
they  brought  the  rest  of  the  money  before  the  king  and  Jehoiada, 
whereof  were  made  vessels  for  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  even  vessels 
to  minister,  and  to  offer  vnihaly  and  spoons,  and  vessels  of  gold  and 
silver.  And  they  offered  burnt  offerings  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal 

15  continually  all  the  days  of  Jehoiada.  But  Jehoiada  waxed  old,  and 
was  full  of  days  when  he  died  ;  a  hundred  and  thirty  years  old  was 

16  he  when  he  died.  And  they  buried  him  in  the  city  of  David  among 
the  kings,  hecause  he  had  done  good  in  Israel,  both  towards  God  and 

17  towards  his  house.  Now  after  the  death  of  Jehoiada  came  the 
princes1  of  Judah  and  prostrated  themselves  before  the  king.  Then  tbe 

IS  king  hearkened  unto  them.  And  they  left  the  house  of  the  Eternal 
God  of  their  fathers,  and  served  asheriin  and  the  idols ;  and  wrath 

19  came  upon  Judah  and  Jerusalem  for  this  their  guilt.  Yet  he  sent 
prophets  to  them,  to  bring  them  again  unto  the  Eternal ;  and  they 

20  testified  against  them :  hut  they  would  not  give  ear  And  a  spirit  of 
God  came  upon  Zechariah  the  son  of  Jehoiada  the  priest,  and  hej 
took  his  station  above  the  people,  and  said  unto  them,  Thus  saith 
God,  Wherefore  transgress  ye  the  commandments  of  the  Eternal, 
that  ye  cannot  prosper  ?  because  ye  have  forsaken  the  Eternal,  he 

El  hath  also  forsaken  you.  And  they  conspired  against  him,  and 
stoned  him  with  stones  at  the  commandment  of  the  king  in  the  court* 

22  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal*  Thus  Joash  the  king  remembered  not 
the  kindness  which  Jehoiada  his  father  had  done  to  him,  hut  slew  his 
son.  And  when  he  died,  he  said,  The  Eternal  look  upon  ii,  and 

23  require  it .  And  it  came  to  pass  at  the  end  of  the  year,  that  the  force 
of  Syria  came  up  against  him ;  and  they  came  to  Judah  and  Jeru* 
Salem,  and  destroyed  all  the  officers  of  the  people  from  among  the 
people,  and  sent  all  the  spoil  of  them  unto  the  king  of  Damascus. 

24  For  the  force  of  the  Syrians  came  with  a  Email  company  of  men,  and 
the  Eternal  gave  a  very  great  force  into  their  hand,  Localise  they  had 
forsaken  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers*  So  they  executed  judg- 

25  ment  against  Joash.  And  when  they  were  departed  from  him™for 
they  left  him  in  great  diseases — his  own  servants  conspired  against 
him  for  the  blood  of  the  sons  of  Jehoiada  the  priest,  and  slew  him 
on  his  bed,  and  he  died :  and  they  buried  him  in  the  city  of  David, 

26  hut  they  buried  him  not  in  the  sepulchres  of  the  kings.  And  these 
are  they  that  conspired  against  him  :  Zabad  the  son  of  Shim  eat  h  an 

27  Ammonitess,  and  Jehozabad  the  son  of  Shimrith  a  Moabite  as-  Now 
concerning  his  sons,  and  the  greatness  of  the  burdens  laid  upon  him.

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and  the  repairing1  of  the  house  of  God,  behold,  they  are  written  in 
the  record  of  the  book  of  the  kiags.  And  Amaziah  his  son  reigned 
in  his  steed. 

1  Chap.  xxy. — Amaziah  was  twenty  and  five  years  old  when  he  began 
to  reign,  and  he  reigned  twenty  and  nine  years  in  Jerusalem.  And  his 

2  mother’s  name  tons  Jehoaddan  of  Jerusalem.  And  be  did  that  which 
was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  but  not  with  a  perfect  heart. 

3  Now  it  came  to  pass  when  the  kingdom  waa  established  to  him, 

4  that  he  slew  his  servants  that  had  killed  the  king  his  father.  But  he 
slew  not  their  children,  but  did  89  it  is  written  in  the  law  in  the  book 
of  Moses,  where  the  Eternal  commanded,  saying,  Fathers  shall  not 
die  for  children,  neither  shall  children  die  for  fathers,  but  every  man 

5  shall  die  for  his  own  sin.  Moreover  Amaziah  gathered  Judah  toge¬ 
ther,  and  placed  them  according  to  the  officers  of  the  thousands,  and 
the  officers  of  the  hundreds,  according  to  the  houses  of  their  fathers, 
throughout  all  Judah  and  Beniamin  :  end  he  numbered  them  from 
twenty  years  old  and  above,  and  found  them  three  hundred  thousand 
choice  men,  able  to  go  forth  with  the  host,  bearing  spear  and  buckler. 

6  He  hired  also  a  hundred  thousand  mighty  men  of  valour  out  of 

7  Israel  for  a  hundred  talents  of  silver.  But  there  came  the  man  of 
God  to  him,  saying,  0  king,  let  not  the  host  of  Israel  go  with  thee ; 
for  the  Eternal  is  not  with  Israel,  to  wit,  with  all  the  children  of 

8  Ephraim.  But  if  thou,  wilt  go,  do  it,  be  strong  for  the  war :  God  shall 
make  thee  stumble  before  the  enemy :  for  God  hath  power  to  help, 

9  and  to  make  stumble.  And  Amaziah  said  to  the  man  of  God,  Bui 
what  shall  we  do  for  the  hundred  talents  which  I  have  given  to  the 
army  of  Israel  T  And  the  man  of  God  answered.  The  Eternal  is  able 

10  to  give  thee  much  more  than  this.  Then  Amaziah  separated  them, 
to  wit,  the  aTmy  that  was  come  to  him  out  of  Ephraim,  to  go  home 
again ;  wherefore  their  anger  was  greatly  kindled  against  Judah,  and 

11  they  returned  home  in  great  anger.  And  Amaziah  strengthened 
himself,  and  led  forth  his  people,  and  went  to  the  valley  of  salt,  and 

12  smote  of  the  children  of  Seir  ten  thousand.  And  other  ten  thousand 
left  alive  did  the  children  of  Judah  capture,  and  brought  them  unto 
the  top  of  the  rock,  and  cast  them  down  from  the  top  of  the  rock, 

13  that  they  all  were  broken  in  pieceq.  But  the  soldiers  of  the  army 
whom  Amaziah  sent  back,  that  they  should  not  go  with  him  to  the 
war,  spread  over  the  cities  of  Judnh,  from  Samaria  even  unto  Beth- 
horon,  and  smote  three  thousand  of  them,  and  took  much  spoil. 

1 1  Now  it  came  to  pass,  after  that  Amaziah  was  come  from  the  slaughter 
of  the  Edomites,  that  he  brought  the  gods  of  the  children  of  Seir, 
and  set  them  up  to  be  his  gods,  and  prostrated  himself  before  them, 

15  and  burned  incense  unto  them.  Wherefore  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 

*  ° 
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was  kindled  against  Ain&ziah*  and  he  seut  mito  him  a  prophet,  who 
said  unto  him*  Why  hast  thou  inquired  after  the  gods  of  the  people* 

16  which  could  not  deliver  their  own  people  ont  of  thy  hand?  And  it 
came  to  pass,  as  he  talked  with  him*  that  the  king  said  onto  him* 
Art  thou  made  of  the  king's  counsel  ?  forbear;  why  shouldest  thou 
he  smitten  ?  Then  the  prophet  forbore,  and  said*  I  know  that  God 
hath  determined  to  destroy  thee,  because  thou  hast  done  this*  and 

17  hast  not  hearkened  unto  my  counsel.  Then  Amaziah  king  of  Judah 
took  counsel,  and  sent  to  Joash,  the  son  of  Jehohaz*  the  son  of  Jehu, 

IS  king  of  Israel*  saying*  Come*  let  us  see  one  another  in  the  face.  And 
Joash  king  of  Israel  sent  to  Amaziah  king  of  Judah,  saying,  The 
bramble  that  is  in  the  Lebanon  sent  to  the  cedar  that  is  in  Lebanon* 
saying  Give  thy  daughter  to  my  son  to  wife :  and  there  passed  by 
an  animal  of  the  field  that  was  in  the  Lebanon,  and  trod  down  the 

19  bramble.  Thou  sayest,  Lo*  thou  hast  smitten  the  Edomites;  and 
thy  heart  lifteth  thee  up  to  glory  in  %i:  abide  now  at  home ;  why 
shonldest  thou  contend  with  misfortune*  that  thou  shouldest  fall* 

20  even  thou-,  and  Judah  with  thee?  But  Amaziah  would  not  hear;  for 
it  came  of  God*  that  ho  might  give  them  into  the  hand  of  their ~ 

21  enemies^  because  they  inquired  after  the  gods  of  Edom.  So  Joash 
the  king  of  Israel  went  up ;  and  they  saw  one  another  in  the  face* 
both  he  and  Amaziah  king  of  Judah,  at  Beth-shemesh,  which 

22  belongeth  to  Judah.  And  Judah  was  put  to  the  worse  before  Israel* 

23  and  they  fled  every  man  to  his  tent.  And  Joash  the  king  of  brad 
took  Amaziah  king  of  Judah*  the  son  of  Joash,  the  son  of  Jeho&baz* 
at  Beth-shemesh*  and  brought  him  to  Jerusalem*  and  brake  down 
the  rampart  of  Jerusalem  from  the  gate  of  Ephraim  to  the  comer 

24  gate*  four  hundred  cubits*  And  he  took  all  the  gold  and  the  silver* 
and  all  the  vessels  that  were  found  iu  the  house  of  God  with  Obed- 
edom*  and  the  treasures  of  the  king’s  house*  the  hostages  also*  and 

25  returned  to  Samaria.  And  Amaziah  the  son  of  Joash  king  of  Judah 
lived  after  the  death  of  Joash  son  of  Jehoahaz  king  of  Israel  fifteen 

26  years.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts  of  Amaziah,  the  first  and  the  last* 
behold*  are  they  not  written  in  the  book  of  the  kings  of  Judah  and 

.  27  Israel  ?  Now  from  the  time  that  Amaziah  did  depart  from  the 
Eternal  they  made  a  conspiracy  against  him  in  Jerusalem;  arid 
he.  fled  to  Lachish ;  hut  they  seut  to  Lachish  after  him  and  slew 

28  him  there-  And  they  earned  him  upon  horses*  and  buried  him 
with  his  fathers  in  the  city  of  Judah. 
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1  Chap.  xxyi. — Then  all  the  people  of  Judah  took  Uzziah,  who  was 
sixteen  years  old,  and  made  him  king  instead  of  his  father  Amaziah. 

2  He  built  Eloth,  and  restored  it  to  Judah,  after  that  the  king  lay  with 

3  his  fathers.  Sixteen  years  old  was  Uzziah  when  he  began  to  reign, 
and  he  reigned  fifty  and  two  years  in  Jerusalem.  His  mother's  name 

4  also  was  Jeeoliab  of  Jerusalem.  And  he  did  that  which  was  right  in 
the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according  to  all  that  his  father  Amaziah  did. 

5  And  he  was  ready  to  inquire  of  God  in  the  days  of  Zechaiiah,  who 
had  understanding  in  the  visions  of  God :  and  as  long  as  he  inquired 

6  of  the  Eternal,  God  made  him  to  prosper.  And  he  went  forth  and 
fought  against  the  Philistines,  and  Drake  down  the  rampart  of  Gath, 
and  the  rampart  of  Jabneh,  and  the  rampart  of  Ashdod,  and  huilt 

7  cities  in  Ashaod,  and  among  the  Philistines.  And  God  helped  him 
against  the  Philistines,  and  against  the  Arabians  that  dwelt  in  Gur- 

8  baal,  and  the  Mehunim.  And  the  Ammonites  gave  gifts  to  Uzziah : 
and  his  name  spread  abroad  even  to  the  entering  in  of  Egypt ;  for 

9  he  strengthened  himself  exceedingly.  Moreover  Uzziah  built  towers 
in  Jerusalem  at  the  gate  of  the  turning,  and  at  the  glen  gate,  and  at 

10  the  comer  of  the  wall ,  and  fortified  them.  Also  he  built  towers  in 
the  desert,  and  hewed  out  many  cisterns :  for  he  had  much  cattle, 
both  in  the  low  country,  and  iu  the  plains :  husbandmen  afro,  and 
vinedressers  in  the  mountains,  and  m  Carmel :  for  he  loved  hus- 

11  bandry.  Moreover  Uzziah  had  a  force  for  making  war,  that  went 
ont  with  the  host  by  bands,  according  to  the  nunibcr  of  their  account 
by  the  hand  of  Jeid  the  scribe  and  Maaseiah  the  bailiff,  under  the 

12  hand  of  Hananiah,  one  of  the  king’s  officers.  The  whole  number  of 
the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  mighty  meu  of  valour  were  two  thou* 

13  sand  and  six  hundred.  And  under  their  hand  was  the  force  of  the 
host,  three  hundred  thousand  and  seven  thousand  and  five  hundred, 
that  made  war  with  mighty  power,  to  help  the  king  against  the 

14  enemy.  And  Uzziah  prepared  for  them  throughout  all  the  host 
shields,  and  spears,  ana  helmetB,  and  habergeons,  and  bows,  and 

15  slings  to  cast  stones.  And  he  made  in  Jerusalem  contrivances,  a 
thinkers’  thought,  to  be  on  the  towers  and  upon  the  turnings,  to 
shoot  therewith  the  arrows  and  the  great  stones.  And  his  name 
spread  far  abroad;  for  he  was  marvellously  helped,  till  he  was 

1C  strong.  But  when  he  was  strong,  his  heart  was  lifted  up  to  cor¬ 
ruption  :  for  he  transgressed  against  the  Eternal  his  God,  and  went 
iuto  the  temple  of  the  Eternal  to  burn  incense  upon  the  altar  of 

17  incense.  And  Azariah  the  priest  went  in  after  him,  and  with  him 
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18  fourscore  priests  of  the  Eternal*  that  were  valiant  men :  And  they 
stood  up  against  Uzziah  the  king,  and  said  onto  him.  It  appertained 
not  unto  thee*  Uzziah*to  burn  incense  unto  the  Eternal,  but  to  the 
priests  the  sons  of  Aaron,  that  are  consecrated  to  bum  incense :  go 
out  of  the  sanctuary ;  for  thou  hast  trespassed j  neither  shall  it  be 

19  for  thine  honour  from  the  Eternal  God.  Then  Uzziah  was  wroth, 
and  had  a  censer  in  his  hand  to  born  incense :  and  while  he  was 
wroth  with  the  priests,  the  leprosy  even  rose  up  in  his  forehead  before 
the  priests  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  from  beside  the  incense  altar. 

20  And  Azoriah  the  chief  priest,  and  oil  the  priests,  looked  upon  him, 
and,  behold,  he  u>as  leprous  in  his  forehead,  and  they  hurried  him  out 
from  thence;  yea,  himself  hasted  also  to  go  out,  because  the  Eternal 

21  had  afflicted  him.  And  Uziiah  the  king  was  a  leper  unto  the  day  of 
his  death,  and  dwelt  in  the  house  of  retirement,  being  a  leper ;  for  he 
was  cut  off  from  the  house  of  the  Eternal ;  and  Jolham  his  son  w 

22  over  the  king’s  house*  judging  the  people  of  the  land.  Now  the  rest 
of  the  acts  of  Uzziah,  the  first  and  the  last,  did  Isaiah  the  prophet, 

2$  the  son  of  Amoz,  write.  So  Uzziah  lay  with  his  fethers,  and  they 
hnried  him  with  his  fathers  in  the  field  of  the  burial  which  btlangei 
to  the  kings ;  for  they  said*  He  is  a  leper :  and  Jothain  his  son  reigned 
in  his  stead. 


1  Chap.  xxvn. — Jotham  was  twenty  and  five  years  old  when  he  be¬ 
gan  to  reign*  and  he  reigned  sixteen  years  in  Jerusalem.  His  mother’s 

2  name  also  was  Jexushah,  the  daughter  of  Zadok.  And  he  did  that  which 
was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal*  according  to  all  that  Ids  lather 
Uzziah  did  ;  howbeit  he  entered  not  into  the  temple  of  the  Eternal. 

3  And  the  people  did  yet  corruptly.  lie  huilt  the  upper  gate  of  the 
house  of  the  Eternal*  and  on  the  rampart  of  Ophel  he  built  much. 

4  Moreover  he  huilt  cities  in  the  mountains  of  Judah*  and  in  the  forests 

5  he  huilt  castles  and  towers.  He  fought  also  with  the  king  of  the 
Ammonites*  and  prevailed  against  them.  And  the  children  of  Ammon 
gave  him  the  same  year  a  hundred  talents  of  silver*  and  ten  thousand 
measures  of  wheat,  and  ten  thousand  of  barley.  So  much  did  the 
children  of  Ammon  repeatedly  give  him*  both  the  second  year,  and 

6  the  third.  So  Jotham  became  mighty*  because  he  prepared  his  ways 

7  before  the  Eternal  his  God.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts  of  Jotham* 
and  all  his  wars,  and  his  ways*  lo,  they  are  written  in  the  hack  of 

8  the  kings  of  Israel  and  Judah.  He  was  five  and  twenty  years  old 
when  he  began  to  reign*  and  reigned  sixteen  years  in  Jerusalem* 

9  And  Jotham  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  they  buried  him  in  (he  city  of 
David  :  and  Ahaz  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead. 
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1  Chap,  xxv111.~A.ha2  wa$  twenty  yean  old  when  he  began  to  reign, 
and  he  reigned  sixteen  years  in  Jerusalem;  but  he  did  not  that 
tckich  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  like  David  his  father : 

2  For  he  walked  in  the  ways  of  the  kings  of  Israel,  and  made  also 

3  molten  images  for  Baalim.  Moreover  he  burnt  incense  in  the  glen 
of  the  son  of  Hinnom,  and  burnt  his  children  in  the  fire,  after  the 
abominations  of  the  nations  whom  the  Eternal  had  dispossessed  before 

4  the  children  of  Israel.  He  sacrificed  also  and  burnt  incense  in  the 

5  high  places,  and  on  the  hills,  and  under  every  bushy  tree.  Where¬ 
fore  the  Eternal  gave  him  into  the  hand  of  the'king  of  Syria ;  and  they 
smote  him,  and  earned  away  a  great  multitude  of  them  captives,  and 
brought  them  to  Damascus.  And  he  was  also  given  into  the  hand 

6  of  the  king  of  Israel,  who  smote  him  with  a  great  slaughter.  For 
Pekah  the  son  of  Reinaliah  slew  in  Judah  a  hundred  and  twenty 
thousand  in  one  day,  who  were  alt  valiant  men ;  because  they  had  for- 

7  saken  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers.  And  Zichri,  a  mighty  man 
of  Ephraim,  slew  Maaseiah  the  king's  son,  and  Azrikam  the  governor 

8  of  the  house,  and  Elkanah  that  was  next  to  the  king.  And  the 
children  of  Israel  carried  away  captive  of  their  brethren  two  hundred 
thousand,  women,  sons,  and  daughters,  and  took  also  away  much 

!)  spoil  from  them,  and  brought  the  spoil  to  Samaria.  But  a  prophet 
of  the  Eternal  was  there,  whose  name  teas  Oded:  and  he  went  out 
before  the  host  that  came  to  Samaria,  and  said  unto  them.  Behold, 
because  the  Eternal  God  of  your  fathers  was  wroth  with  Judah,  he 
hath  given  them  into  your  hand,  and  ye  have  slain  them  in  a  rage 

10  that  reacheth  up  unto  heaven.  And  now  ye  purpose  to  subdue  the 
children  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem  for  hondmen  and  bondwomea  unto 
you :  but  are  there  not  with  you,  evea  with  you,  sins  against  the 

1 1  Eternal  your  God  ?  Now  hear  me  therefore,  and  restore  the  captives, 
whom  ye  have  captured  of  your  brethren  :  for  the  fierce  wrath  of 

12  the  Eternal  iff  upon  you.  Then  certain  of  the  heads  of  the  children 
of  Ephraim,  Azariah  the  son  of  Johanan,  Berechiah  the  son  of 
Meshillemoth,  and  Jehizkiah  the  son  of  Sballum,  and  Amasa  the  son 

13  of  Hadlai,  stood  np  against  them  that  came  from  the  host.  And  said 
unto  them,  Yu  shall  not  bring  iu  the  captives  bithcr ;  for  whereas  we 
have  offended  against  the  Eternal  already,  ye  intend  to  add  more  to 
our  sins  and  to  our  guilt :  for  our  guilt  is  great,  and  there  is  fierce 

14  wrath  against  Israel.  So  tho  armed  men  left  the  captivea  and  the 

15  spoil  before  the  officers  and  all  the  congregation.  And  the  men  who 
were  expressed1  by  name  rose  up,  and  took  the  captives,  and  with 

'  the  spoil  clothed  all  that  were  naked  among  them,  and  clothed  them. 
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and  shod  them,  end  gave  them  to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  anointed 
them,  and  carried  oil  the  feehla  of  them  upon  asses,  and  brought  them 
to  Jericho,  the  city  of  palm  trees,  to  their  brethren :  then  they  re- 

1G  turned  to  Samaria*  At  that  time  did  king  Abas  send  unto  the  kings 

17  of  Assyria  to  help  him.  For  again  the  Edomites  had  come  and 

13  smitten  Judah,  and  carried  away  captives*  The  Philistines  also  had 
spread  in  the  cities  of  the  low  country,  and  of  the  south  of  Judah, 
and  had  taken  Beth-sheme&b,and  Ajalon,and  Gederoth,  and  Shocho 
with  the  villages  thereof,  and  Tunnah  with  the  villages  thereof, 

19  Gimzo  also  ana  the  villages  thereof;  and  they  dwelt  there*  For  the 
Eternal  humbled  Judah  because  of  Abas  king  of  Israel ;  for  he  made 

20  Judah  unruly,  and  transgressed  sore  against  the  Eternal*  And 
Tilgath-pilneser  king  of  Assyria  came  unto  him,  and  distressed  him, 

21  hut  strengthened  him  not  For  Ahaz  took  away  a  portion1  out  of 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  out  of  the  house  of  the  king,  and  of  the 
officers,  and  gavetf  unto  the  king  of  Assyria:  bnt  he  helped  him 

22  not.  And  in  the  lime  of  his  distress  did  ha  trespass  yet  more  against 

23  the  Eternal :  this  is  that  king  Ahaz,  For  he  sacrificed  untu  the  gods 
of  Damascus,  which  smote  him  :  and  he  said,  Because  the  gods  of 
the  kings  of  Syria  help  them,  therefore  will  I  sacrifice  to  them,  that 
they  may  help  me.  But  they  were  the  ruin  of  him*  and  of  all  Israel. 

24  And  Ahaz  gathered  together  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  God,  and 
cut  in  pieces  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  God,  and  shut  up  the  doors 
of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  he  made  him  altars  in  every  turning 

25  of  Jerusalem.  And  in  every  several  city  ol  Judah  he  made  high 
places  to  bum  incense  unto  other  gods,  and  provoked  to  anger  the 

26  Eternal  God  of  his  fathers.  Now  the  rest  of  his  acts3  acnl  of  all  hit 
ways  the  first  and  the  last,  behold,  they  are  written  in  the  hook  oi 

27  the  kings  of  Judah  and  Israel,  And  Ahaz  lay  with  his  lathers,  and 
they  buried  him  in  the  city,  even  in  Jerusalem :  but  they  brought 
him  not  into  the  sepulchres  of  the  kings  of  Israel:  and  Hezekkh 
his  son  reigned  in  bis  stead* 

1  Chap,  xxnc.— -Hezekiah  began  to  reign  when  he  t cos  five  and  twenty 

Jears  old,  and  he  reigned  nine  and  twenty  years  in  Jerusalem.  And 
is  mother's  name  was  Abijah,  the  daughter  of  Zechaxiah.  And  he 
did  that  which  was  right  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  according  to  all 
3  that  David  his  father  had  done.  lie  in  the  first  year  of  his  reign, 
in  the  first  month,  opened  the  doors  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and 
4  repaired  them.  And  he  brought  in  the  priests  and  the  Levites,  and 
5  gathered  them  together  into  the  eaat  street.  And  said  unto  them. 
Hear  me,  ye  Levites,  sanctify  now  yourselves,  and  sanctify  the  house 
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of  the  Eternal  God  of  your  fathers,  and  carry  forth  the  filthiness  out 

6  of  the  holy  place.  For  our  fathers  have  trespassed,  and  done  that 
which  was  evil  in  the  eyea  of  the  Eternal-our  God,  and  have  forsaken 
him,  and  have  turned  away  their  faces  from  the  dwelling  of  the  Eter* 

7  nal,  and  turned  their  backs.  Also  they  have  shut  up  the  doors  of 
the  porch,  and  put  out  the  lamps,  and  have  not  burned  incense  nor 
offered  burnt  offerings  in  the  holy  place  unto  the  God  of  Israel. 

8  Wherefore  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  Judah  And  Jerusalem, 
and  he  hath  made  them  a  fright,  astonishment,  and  a  biasing,  as  ye 

9  see  with  your  eyes.  For,  lo,  our  fathers  have  fallen  by  the  sword, 
and  our  sons  and  our  daughters  and  our  wives  are  in  captivity  for 

10  this.  Now  it  is  in  my  heart  to  make  a  covenant  with  the  Eternal 

1 1  God  of  Israel,  that  his  fierce  wrath  may  turn  away  from  us.  My 
sons,  be  not  now  negligent :  for  the  Eternal  hath  chosen  yon  to 
stand  before  him,  to  minister  unto  him,  and  that  ye  should  be  mi- 

12  nisters,  and  burn  incense  unto  him.  Then  the  Levites  arose,  Mahath 
the  son  of  Amasai,  and  Joel  the  son  of  Azariab,  of  the  sons  of  the 
Kohathites :  and  of  the  sons  of  Merari,  Kish  the  son  of  Abdi,  and 
Azariah  the  son  of  Jehalelel :  and  of  the  Gershonites ;  Joah  the  son 

13  of  Zimmah,  and  Eden  the  son  of  Joah  t  And  of  the  sons  of  Eliza- 
phan ;  Shimri,  and  Jehiel :  and  of  the  sons  of  Asaph;  Zechariah, 

14  and  Mattaniah :  And  of  the  sons  of  Heman;  Jehiel,  and  Shimei : 

15  and  of  the  sons  of  Juduthnn :  Shemaiah,  and  Uzziel.  And  they 
gathered  their  brethren,  and  sanctified  themselves,  and  came,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  commandment  of  the  king,  by  the  words  of  the 

16  Eternal,  to  cleanse  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  priests  went 
into  the  inner  part  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  to  cleanse  it,  and 
brought  out  all  the  nndeanness  that  they  found  in  the  temple  of  the 
Eternal  into  the  court  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  the  Levites 

17  took  it,  to  carry  ft  out  abroad  into  the  brook  Kidron.  Now  they 
began  on  the  first  day  of  the  first  month  to  sanctify,  and  on  the 
eighth  day  of  the  month  came  they  to  the  porch  of  the  Eternal :  so 
they  sanctified  the  house  of  the  Eternal  in  eight  days :  and  in  the 

18  sixteenth  day  of  the  first  month  they  made  an  end.  Then  they  went 
in  to  Hezekiah  the  king,  and  said.  We  have  cleansed  all  the  house 
of  'the  Eternal,  and  the  altar  of  burnt  offering,  with  all  the  vessels 
thereof,  and  the  shewbread1  table,  with  all  the  vessels  thereof. 

19  Moreover  all  the  vessels  which  king  Ahaz  in  bis  reign  did  cast  away 
in  his  transgression,  have  we  prepared  and  sanctified,  and,  hehold, 

20  they  are  before  the  altar  of  the  Eternal.  Then  Hezekiah  the  king 
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rose  early,  and  gathered  the  officers  of  the  city,  and  went  up  to  the 

21  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  they  brought  up  seven  bulla  aad  seven 
rams,  and  seven  lamRs,  and  seven  he  goats,  for  a  sin  offering  for  the 
kingdom,  and  for  the  sanctuary,  and  for  Judah.  And  he  commanded 
the  priests  the  sons  of  Aaron  to  offer  them  on  the  altar  of  the  Eternal. 

22  So  they  slaughtered  the  bulls,  and  the  priests  received  the  blood, 
and  sprinkled  it  on  the  altar  :  likewise,  when  they  had  slaughtered 
the  rams,  they  sprinkled  the  blood  upon  the  altar :  they  slaughtered 

23  also  the  lambs,  and  they  sprinkled  the  blood  upon  the  altar.  And 
they  brought  forth  the  he  goats  for  the  sin  offering  hefore  the  king 

24  and  the  congregation  ;  and  they  laid  their  hands  upon  them :  Ana 
the  priests  slaughtered  them,  and  they  made  reconciliation  with  their 
blood  upon  the  altar,  to  make  an  expiation  for  all  Israel;  for  the  king 
commanded  that  the  burnt  offering  and  the  sin  offering  should  be 

25  made  for  all  Israel.  And  he  set  the  Levites  in  the  house  of  the 
Eternal  with  cymbals,  with  psalteries,  and  with  harps,  according  to 
the  commandment  of  David,  and  of  Gad  the  king’s  seer,  and  Nathan 
the  prophet :  foriotftzrthe  commandment  of  the  Eternal  by  his 

26  prophets.  And  the  Levi  tee  stood  with  the  instruments  of  David, 

27  ana  the  priests  with  the  trumpets.  And  Hezekiah  commanded1  to 
offer  the  burnt  offering  upon  the  altar.  And  when  the  burnt  offering 
began,  the  song  of  the  Eternal  began  also  with  the  trumpets,  and  with 

28  the  instruments  ordained  by  David  king  of  Israel.  And  all  the  cod* 
gregation  prostrated  themselves,  and  the  singers  sang,  and  the  trum¬ 
peters  sounded :  and  all  this  coTttimud  until  the  humt  offering  was 

29  finished.  And  when  they  had  mode  an  end  of  offering,  the  king  and 
all  that  were  present  with  him  knelt  and  prostrated  themselves* 

30  Moreover  Hezekiah  the  king  and  the  officers  commanded  the  Levites 
to  praise  the  Eternal  with  the  words  of  David,  and  of  Asaph  the  seer. 
And  they  praised  with  gladness,  and  they  boated  their  heads  and 

31  prostrated  themselves*  Then  Hezekiah  answered  and  said,  Now  ye 
nave  consecrated  yourselves  unto  the  Eternal,  come  near  and  bring 
sacrifices  and  thank  offerings  into  the  house  of  the  Eternal  And  the 
congregation  brought  in  sacrifices  and  thank  offerings,  and  as  many 

32  as  were  of  a  free  heart  burnt  offerings*  And  the  number  of  the 
burnt  offerings  which  the  congregation  brought  vras  threescore  and 
ten  bulls,  a  hundred  rams,  and  two  hundred  lambs;  all  these  were 

33  for  a  burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal.  And  the  hallowed  things  were 

34  six  hundred  of  the  herd  and  three  thousand  of  the  flock.  But  tbe 
priests  were  too  few,  so  that  they  could  not  flay  all  the  burnt  offer¬ 
ings  ;  wherefore  their  brethren  the  Invites  did  help  them,  till  the 
work  was  ended,  and  until  the  other  priests  hadsanctifled  themselves, 
for  the  Levites  were  upright  in  heart  to  sanctify  themselves  above  the 

35  priests.  And  also  burnt  offerings  were  in  abundance,  with  the  fat  of 
the  feast  offerings,  and  the  drink  offerings  for  every  burnt  offering. 
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30.  So  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  was  established.  And 
Ilezckiah  rejoiced,  and  all  the  people,  at  what  God  had  prepared 
for  the  people  :  for  the  thing  was  all  on  a  sudden. 

1  Chap.  xxx.— And  Hezekiah  sent  to  all  Israel  and  Judah,  and  wrote 
letters  also  to  Ephraim  and  Manasseh,  that  they  should  come  to  the 
house  of  the  Eternal  at  Jerusalem,  to  keep*  Passover  unto  the 

2  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  *  For  the  king  had  taken  counsel,  and  his 
officers,  and  all  the  congregation  in  Israel,  to  keep1  the  Passover  in 

3  the  second  month.  For  they  could  not  keep1  it  at  that  time,  because 
the  priests  had  not  sanctified  themselves  sufficiently,  neither  bad 

4  the  people  gathered  themselves  together  to  Jerusalem.  And  the 

5  thing  pleased  the  king  and  all  the  congregation.  So  they  established 
a  decree  to  make  proclamation  throughout  all  Israel,  from  Beer- 
sheba  even  to  Dan,  that  they  should  come  to  keep1  the  Passover  unto 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  at  Jerusalem ;  for  they  had  not  done  it  of 

(i  a  long  time  in  such  sort  as  it  was  written.  So  the  runners  went  with 
the  letters  from  the  king  and  his  officers  throughout  all  Israel  and 
Judah,  and  according  to  the  commandment  of  the  king,  saying.  Ye  chil¬ 
dren  of  Israel,  turn  again  unto  the  Eternal  God  of  Abraham,  Isaac,  and 
Israel,  and  he  will  return  to  those  .of  you  that  are  escaped  as  a 

7  remnant  out  of  the  hand  of  the  kings  of  Assyria.  And  be  not  ye 
like  your  fathers,  and  like  your  brethren,  who  trespassed  against  the 
Eternal  God  of  their  fathers,  who  therefore  gave  them  up  to  deso- 

S  lation,3  as  ye  see.  Now  be  ye  not  stiff  necked,  as  your  fathers  were, 
but  give  yourselves  np  unto  the  Eternal,  and  enter  into  his  sanc¬ 
tuary,  which  he  hath  sanctified  for  ever :  and  serve  the  Eternal  your 

D  God,  that  the  fierceness  of  his  wrath  may  turn  away  from  you.  For 
if  ye  turn  again  unto  the  Eternal,  your  brethren,  and  your  children 
shall find  compassion  before  them  that  captured  them,  so  that  they 
shall  come  again  into  this  land :  for  the  Eternal  your  God  is  gra¬ 
cious  and  merciful,  and  will  not  turn  away  his  face  from  you,  if  ye 

10  return  unto  him.  So  the  runnel's  passed  from  city  to  city  through 
the  country  of  Ephraim  and  Manasseh  even  unto  Zebulun :  but  they 

11  laughed  them  to  scorn,  and  mocked  them.  Nevertheless  divers  of 
Asher  and  Manasseh  and  of  Zebulun  humbled  themselves,  and  cam o 

1-  to  Jerusalem.  Also  in  Judah  the  hand  of  God  was  to  give  them 
one  heart  to  do  the  commandment  of  the  king  and  of  tile  officers,  by 

13  the  word  of  the  Eternal.  And  there  assembled  at  Jerusalem  much 
people  to  keep1  the  festival  of  unleavened  bread  in  the  second  month , 

14  a  congregation  of  an  exceeding  multitude.  And  they  arose  and 
removed  the  altars  that  were -in  Jerusalem,  and  all  the  burners  of 

1 5  incense  removed  they,  and  cast  them  into  the  brook  of  Kidron.  Then 
they  slaughtered  the  Passover  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  second 
month  :  and  the  priests  and  the  Lovites  were  ashamed,  and  sanctified 
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themselves,  and  brought  in  the  burnt  offerings  into  the  house  of  the 

16  Eternal,  And  the;  stood  in  their  place  after  their  manner,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  law  of  Moses  the  man  of  God :  the  priests  sprinkled  the 

17  blood,  which  they  received  of  the  hand  of  the  Levites.  For  there 
were  man;  in  the  congregation  that  were  not  sanctified :  therefore 
the  Levites  had  the  charge  of  the  slaughtering  of  the  Passovers  for 

18  every  one  that  was  not  clean,  to  sanctify  them  unto  the  Eternal*  For 
a  multitude  of  the  people,  even  many  of  Ephraim,  and  Manasseh, 
Issachax,  and  Zebnlun,  had  not  cleansed  themselves,  yet  did  they  eat 
the  Passover  otherwise  than  it  was  written*  But  Hezekiah  prayed 
for  them,  saying.  The  good  Eternal  will  make  an  expiation  for  every 

13  one,  That  prepareth  his  heart  to  enquire  after  God,  the  Eternal 
God  of  bis  fathers,  though  he  be  not  cleansed  according  to  the  puri- 

20  fication  of  the  sanctuary*  And  the  Eternal  hearkened  to  Hezekiah, 

21  and  healed  the  people.  And  the  children  of  Israel  that  were  found 
at  Jerusalem  hepv  the  festival  of  unleavened  bread  seven  days  with 
great  gladness :  and  the  Levites  and  the  priests  praised  the  Eternal 

22  day  by  day,  singing  with  loud*  instruments  unto  the  Eternal*  And 
Hezekiah  spake  comfortably  unto  all  the  Levites  that  were  intelli¬ 
gent,  having  a  good  knowledge  concerning  the  Eternal :  and  they 
did  eat  throughout  the  appointed  feast  seven  days,  offering  feast 
offerings,  and  making  confession  to  the  Eternal  God  of  their  fathers* 

23  And  the  whole  congregation  took  counsel  to  keep3  other  seven  days ; 

24  and  they  kept  other  seven  days  with  gladness.  For  Hezekiah  king 
of  Judah  did  give  to  the  congregation  a  thousand  hulls  and  seven 
thousand  sheep  as  a  heave  offering;  and  the  officers  gave  to  the 
congregation  a  thousand  bulls  and  ten  thousand  sheep  as  a  heave 

25  offering  :  and  a  great  number  of  priests  sanctified  themselves*  And 
all  the  congregation  of  Judah,  with  the  priests  and  the  Levites,  and 
all  the  congregation  that  came  out  of  Israel,  and  the  strangers  that 

26  came  out  of  the  land  of  Israel,  and  that  dwelt  in  Judah,  rejoiced*  So 
there  was  £reat  joy  in  Jerusalem  :  for  since  the  time  of  Solomon  the 

27  son  of  David  king  of  Israel  there  was  not  the  like  iii  Jerusalem*  Then 
the  priests  the  Levites  arose  and  blessed  the  people  :  and  their  voice 
was  heard,  and  their  prayer  came  up  to  his  holy  dwelling  place,  even 
unto  heaven. 


1  Chap,  xxxr,— Now  when  all  this  was  finished,  all  Israel  that  were 
present  went  out  to  the  cities  of  Judah,  and  brake  the  monumental 
pillars  in  pieces,  and  cut  down  the  ashezim,4  and  threw  down  the 
high  places  and  the  altars  out  of  all  Jndah  and  Benjamin,  in  Ephraiip 
alio  and  Manasseh,  until  they  had  utterly  destroyed  them  all*  Then 
all  the  children  of  Israel  returned,  every  man  to  his  possession,  into 

2  their  own  cities.  And  Hezekiah  appointed  the  courses  of  the  priests 


1  made,  *  mighty .  *  make.  '*  happy  ones*

end  the  Levites  after  their,  courses,  every  man  according  to  his  ser¬ 
vice,  the  priests  and  Levites  for  burnt  offerings  and  for  feast  offerings, 
to  minister,  and  to  give  thanks,  and  to  praise  in  the  gates  of  the 

3  camps  of  the  Eternal  He  appointed  also  the  king’s  portion  of  his 
substance  for  the  burnt  offerings,  to  wit,  for  the  morning  and  evening 
burnt  offerings,  and  the  bnrnt  offerings  for  the  sabbaths,  and  for  the 
new  moons,  and  for  the  appointed  festivals,  as  if  is  written  in  the  law 

4  of  the  Eternal.  Moreover  he  commanded  the  people  that  dwelt  in 
Jerusalem  to  give  the  portion  of  thepriests  and  the  Levites,  that 

6  they  might  hold  fast  by  the  law  of  the  Eternal.  And  as  soon  as  the 
word  spread  abroad,  the  children  of  Israel  brought  in  ahundance  the 
firstlings  of  corn,  must,  and  oil1,  and  honey,  and  of  all  the  produce 
of  the  field ;  and  the  tithe  of  all  things  hrought  they  in  abundantly. 

6  And  concerning  the  children  of  Israel  and  Judah,  that  dwelt  in  the 
cities  of  Judah,  they  also  brought  in  the  tithe  of  the  herd  and  flock , 
and  the  tithe  of  holy  things  which  were  consecrated  unto  the  Eternal 

7  their  God,  and  gave  them  by  heaps.  Iu  the  third  month  they  began 
to  lay  the  foundation  of  the  heaps,  and  finished  them  in  the  seventh 

8  month.  And  when  Hezekiah  and  the  officers  came  and  saw  the 

9  heaps,  they  blessed  the  Eternal,  and  his  people  Israel.  Then  He¬ 
zekiah  inquired  of  the  priests  and  the  Levites  concerning  the  heaps. 

10  And  kzariah  the  chief  priest  of  the  house  of  Zadok  answered  him, 
and  said,  Since  the  people  began  to  bring  the  heave  offerings  into 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  we  have  had  enough  to  eat,  and  have  left 
plenty :  for  the  Eternal  hath  blessed  his  people :  and  that  which  is 

11  left  ix  this  great  store19.  Then  Hezekiah  commanded  to  prepare 

12  chambers  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal ;  and  they  prepared  them.  And 
brought  in  the  heave  offerings  and  the  tithes  and  the  hallowed  things 
faithfully :  over  which  Cononiah  the  Levite  teas  ruler,  and  Shimei 

13  his  brother  was  the  next.  And  Jehiel,  and  Az&ziah,  and  Nahath,and 
As&hcl,  and  Jerimot-h,  and  Jozabad,  and  Eliel,  and  Ismachiah,  and 
Mahath,  and  Bcnaiah,  were  overseers  under  the  hand  of  Cononiah  and 
Sbimci  his  brother,  by  the  appointment  of  Hezekiah  the  king,  and 

14  Azarkh  the  ruler  of  the  house  of  God.  And  Eore  the  son  ol'lmnah 
the  Levite,  the  porter  towards  the  east,  teas  over  the  freewill  offerings 
of  God,  to  distribute  the  heave  offerings  of  the  Eternal  and  the  most 

15  holy  things.  And  next  to  him  were  Eden,  and  Miniamin,  and  Jeshua, 
and  Shcmaiah,  Amariah,  and  Shecaniah,  in  the  cities  of  the  priests, 
faithfully  to  give  to  their  brethren  by  courses,  an  well  to  the  great 

16  as  to  the  small :  Beside  their  genealogy  of  males,  from  three  years 
old  and  upwards,  even  unto  every  one  that  entereth  into  the  house  of 
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the  Eternal*  his  daily  portion  for  their  service*  in  their  charges, 

17  according  to  their  comics ;  Both  to  the  genealogy  of  the  priests  by 
the  hou&e  of  their  fathers,  and  the  Levites  from  twenty  years  old  and 

18  upwards,  in  their  charges  by  their  courses;  And  to  the  genealogy 
of  all  their  little  ones,  their  wives,  and  their  sons,  and  their  daugh¬ 
ters,  through  all  the  congregation:  for  in  their  faithfulness  they 

19  sanctified  themselves  in  holiness.  Also  of  the  sons  of  Aaron  the 
priests,  who  were  in  the  fields  of  the  suburbs  of  their  cities,  in  every 
several  city,  the  men  that  were  expressed1  by  name,  to  give  portions 
to  all  the  males  among  the  priests,  and  to  all  that  were  reckoned  by 

20  genealogies  among  the  Levites,  And  thus  did  Hezekiah  throughout 
all  Judab,  and  did  that  which  was  good  and  right  and  truth  before 

21  the  Eternal  his  God*  And  m  every  work  that  he  began  in  the 
service  of  the  house  of  God,  and  in  the  lqw,  and  in  the  command¬ 
ments,  to  inquire  after  Ins  God,  be  did  it  with  all  his  heart,  and 
prospered. 


1  Chap*  xxxh.— After  these  things,  and  the  establishment3  thereof, 
Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria  came,  and  entered  into  Judah,  and  en¬ 
camped  against  the  fortified  cities,  and  thought  to  wur*  them  for 

2  himself*  And  when  Hezekiah  saw  that  Sennacherib  was  come*  and 

3  that  his  purpose  was  the  war  against  Jerusalem,  lie  took  counsel 
with  bis  officers  and  his  mighty  men  to  stop  the  waters  of  the  fotin- 

4  tains  which  were  without  the  city :  and  they  did  help  him.  So  there 
was  gathered  much  people  together,  who  stopped  all  the  fountains, 
and  the  brook  that  swept  through  the  midst  of  the  land,  saying,  Why 

5  should  the  kings  of  Assyria  come,  and  find  much  water  !  Also  he 
strengthened  himself,  and  built  up  all  the  rampart  that  was  broken, 
and  raised  if  up  to  the  towers,  and  another  rampart  without,  and 
strengthened  Millo  in  the  city  of  David,  and  made  missiles  and  shields 

6  in  abundance.  And  he  eet  officers  of  war  over  the  people,  and 
gathered  them  together  to  him  in  the  street  of  the  gate  of  the  city, 

7  and  spake  comfortably  to  them,  saying,  Be  strong  and  courageous, 
be  not  afraid  nor  dismayed  for  the  king  of  Assyria,  nor  for  all  the 
multitude  that  is  with  him  :  for  there  arc  more  with  us  than  with  him : 

8  With  him  is  an  arm  of  flesh ;  but  with  us  is  the  Eternal  our  God  to 
help  us,  and  to  fight  our  wars*  And  the  people  Tested  themselves 

9  upon  the  words  of  Hezekiah  king  of  Judah*  After  this  did  Senna¬ 
cherib  king  of  Assyria  send  his  servants  to  Jerusalem, — but  he  him- 
eeff  laid  siege  against  Lacliish,  and  all  his  power  with  him, — unto 
Hezekiah  king  of  Judah,  and  unto  all  Judah  that  were  at  Jerusalem, 

10  saying,  Thus  saith  Sennacherib  king  of  Assyria,  Whereon  do  ye 

11  trust,  that  ye  abide  in  the  siege  in  Jerusalem  ?  Doth  not  Hezekiah 
entice  yon  to  give  over  yourselves  to  die  by  famine  and  by  thirst, 
saying.  The  Eternal  our  God  shall  deliver  us  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
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12  king  of  Assyria  ?  Hath  not  the  same  Hezekiah  removed  his  high 
places  and  his  altars,  and  commanded  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  saying, 
Ye  shall  prostrate  yourselves  before  one  altar,  and  burn  incense  upon 

13  it  ?  Know  ye  not  wbat  I  and  my  fathers  have  done  unto  all  peoples 
of  other  lands  ?  were  the  gods  of  the  nations  of  those  lands  any  ways 

14  able  to  deliver  their  lauds  out  of  my  hand  ?  Who  toas  there  among 
all  the  gods  of  those  nations  that  my  fathers  utterly  destroyed,  that 
could  deliver  his  people  out  of  my  hand,  that  your  God  should  be 

15  able  to  deliver  you  out  of  my  hand?  Now  therefore  let  not  Heze¬ 
kiah  deceive  you,  nor  entice  you  on  this  manner,  neither  yet  believe 
him  ;  for  no  god  of  any  nation  or  kingdom  was  able  to  deliver  his 
people  out  of  my  hand,  and  out  of  the  baud  of  my  fathers ;  how 

16  much  less  shall  your  God  deliver  you  out  of  my  hand  ?  And  his 
servants  spake  yet  more  against  the  Eternal  God,  and  against  his 

17  servant  Hezekiah.  He  wrote  also  letters  to  revile  the  Eternal  God 
of  Israel,  and  to  speak  against  him,  saying,  As  the  gods  of  the  nations 
of  other  lands  have  not  delivered  their  people  out  of  my  hand,  so  shall 

16  not  the  God  of  Hezekiah  deliver  his  people  out  of  my  hand*  Then 
they  cried  with  a  loud  voice  in  the  Jew's  speech  unto  the  people  of 
Jerusalem  that  were  on  the  rampaTt,  to  affright  them*  and  to  trouble 

li)  Ihem  ;  that  they  might  conquer  the  city..  And  they  spake  against 
the  God  of  Jerusalem,  as  against  the  gods  of  the  peoples  of  the  earth, 

20  which  were  the  work  of  the  hands  of  man*  And  for  this  cause  Heze- 
kiah  the  king,  and  the  prophet  Isaiah  the  son  of  Amoz,  prayed  and 

21  cried  to  heaven.  And  the  Eternal  sent  an  angel,  and  he  cut  off  all 
the  mighty  men  of  valour,  and  the  leaders  and  officers  in  the  camp 
of  the  king  of  Assyria.  So  he  returned  with  shame  of  face  to  his 
own  land.  And  when  he  was  come  into  the  house  of  his  god,  they 
that  came  forth  of  his  own  bowels  felled  him  there  with  the  sword. 

23  Thus  the  Eternal  saved  Hezekiah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem 
from  the  hand  of  Sennacherib  the  king  of  Assyria,  and  from  the  hand 

23  of  all  other f  and  guided  them  on  every  side.  And  many  brought 
oblations  unto  the  Eternal  to  Jerusalem,  and  precious  things  to  He* 
zckiah  king  of  Judah :  so  that  he  was  magnified  in  the  eyes  of  ell 

2 t  nations  from  thenceforth*  In  those  days  Hezekiah  was  sick  to  the 
death,  and  prayed  unto  the  Eternal:  and  he  spake  unto  him,  and  he 

25  gave  him  a  sign-  But  Hezekiah  rendered  not  again  according  to  the 
benefit  done  unto  him  ;  fox  his  heart  was  lifted  up  :  therefore  there 

20  was  wrath  upon  him,  and  upon  Judah,  and  Jerusalem.  Notwith¬ 
standing  Hezekiah  humbled  himself  for  the  pride  of  his  heart*  both 
he  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem,  so  that  the  wrath  of  the  Eter- 
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27  oal  came  not  upon  them  in  the  days  of  Hezekiah.  And  Hezekiah 
had  exceeding  much  riches  and  honour :  and  ha  made  himself  trea¬ 
suries  for  silver,  and  for,  gold,  and  for  precious  stones,  and  for  spices, 

23  and  for  shields,  and  for  all  manner  of  costly  vessels.  Storehouses 
also  for  the  increase  of  corn,  and  must,  and  oil1,  and  stalls  for  all 

29  manner  of  beasts,  and  cotes  for  flocks3*  Moreover  he  provided  him 
cities,  and  possessions  of  flocks  and  herds  in  abundance  :  for  God 

SO  had  given  him  sohstance  very  much.  This  same  Hezekiah  also 
stopped  the  upper  watercourse  of  Gihon,  and  hrought  it  straight 
down  to  the  west  side  of  the  city  of  David.  And  Ilezckiah  pros- 

31  pored  in  all  his  works.  Howheit  in  the  business  of  the  interpreters  of 
the  princes  of  Babylon,  who  sent  unto  him  to  inquire  of  the  wonder 
that  was  done  in  the  land,  God  left  him,  to  try  him,  that  he  might 

32  know  all  that  was  in  his  heart.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts  of  Hezekiah, 
and  his  acts  of  kindness,  behold,  they  are  written  in  the  vision  of 
Isaiah  the  prophet,  the  son  of  Araoz,  and  in  the  boob  of  the  kings  of 

33  Judah  and  Faroe).  And  Hezebiah  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  they 
*  buried  him  in  the  chiefest  of  the  sepulchres  of  tho  sons  of  David : 

and  all  Judah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  did  him  honour  at 
his  death.  And  Manassch  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead* 


1  Chap.  xxxm.—Manassch  was  twelve  years  old  when  he  began  to 

2  reign,  and  he  reigned  fifty  and  five  years  in  Jerusalem  :  But  did 
that  which  foas  evil  m  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  like  unto  the  abomi¬ 
nations  of  the  nations,  whom  the  Eternal  had  cast  out  before  the 

3  children  of  Israel*  For  he  built  again  the  high  places  which  Hcze* 
kiah  his  father  had  broken  down,  and  he  reared  up  altars  for  Baalim, 
and  made  asheroth,  and  prostrated  himself  before  all  the  host  of  the 

4  heaven,  and  served  them.  Also  he  built  altars  in  the  house  of  the 
Eternal,  whereof  the  Eternal  hod  said.  In  Jerusalem  shall  my  name 

5  be  for  ever.  And  he  built  altars  for  alt  the  host  of  the  heaven  in 

6  the  two  enclosures  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And  he  caused  his 
children  to  pass  through  the  lire  in  the  glen  of  the  son  of  Ilinnom  » 
also  be  observed  clouds,  and  used  divination,  and  used  enchantment, 
and  dealt  with  a  familiar  spirit,  and  with  wizards  :  he  wrought  much 

7  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  to  provoke  him  to  anger.  And  he 
set  a  graven  image,  the  figure  which  he  bad  made  in  the  house  of 
God,  of  which  God  had  said  to  David  and  to  Solomon  his  son.  In 
this  house,  and  in  Jerusalem,  which  I  have  chosen  before  all  the 

8  tribes  of  Israel,  will  1  put  my  name  for  ever ;  Neither  will  I  any 
more  remove  the  foot  of  Israel  from  out  of  the  ground  which  I  have 
appointed  for  your  fathers;  so  that  they  will  take  heed  to  do  all  that 
I  have  commanded  them,  according  to  the  whole  law  and  the  statutes 
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9  and  the  ordinances  by  the  hand  of  Moses.  So  Manasseh  made 
Judah  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  to  err,  and  to  do  worse  than 
the  nations,  whom  the  Eternal  had  exterminated  before  the  children 

]  0  of  Israel.  And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Manasseh,  and  to  his  people  : 

11  but  they  wonld  not  attend*  Wherefore  the  Eternal  brought  upon 
them  the  officers  of  the  host  of  the  king  of  Assyria,  who  conquered 
Manasseh  among  the  brambles,  and  bound  him  with  fetters,  and 

12  carried  him  to  Babylon.  And  when  be  was  in  distress,  he  besought 
the  Eternal  his  God,  and  humbled  himself  greatly  before  the  God  of 

13  his  fathers.  And  prayed  unto  him :  and  he  was  intreated  of  him,  and 
heard  his  supplication,' and  brought  him  again  to  Jerusalem  into  his 

14  kingdom.  Then  Manasseh  knew  that  the  Eternal  he  was  God.  Now 
after  this  he  built  an  outer  rampart  for  the  city  of  David,  on  the 
west  side  of  Gihon,  in  the  brook,  even  to  the  entering  in  at  the  fish 
gate,  and  compassed  about  Ophel,  and  raised  it  up  a  very  great 
height,  and  put  officers  of  the  force  in  all  the  fortified  cities  of 

15  Judah.  And  he  removed  the  strange  gods,  end  the  figure  out  of  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  and  all  the  altars  that  he  had  built  in  the 
mount  of  the  honse  of  the  Eternal,  and  in  Jerusalem,  and  cast  them 

16  out  of  the  city.  And  he  built  the  altar  of  the  Eternal,  and  sacrificed 
thereon  feast  offerings  and  thank  offerings,  and  commanded  Judah 

17  to  serve  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  Nevertheless  the  people  did 
sacrifice  still  in  the  high  places,  yet  unto  the  Eternal  their  God  only. 

16  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts  of  Manasseh,  and  his  prayer  unto  his  Goa, 
and  the  words  of  the  Beers  that  spake  to  him  in  the  name  of  the 
Eternal  God  of  Israel,  behold,  they  are  written  in  the  book  of  the 

1 9  kings  of  Israel.  His  prayer  also,  and  how  God  was  intreated  of  him, 
and  all  his  sins,  and  his  trespass,  and  the  places  wherein  he  built 
high  places,  and  set  up  asheriin  and  graven  images,  before  he  was 
humbled;  behold,  they  are  written  among  the  sayings  of  Chosai. 

20  So  Manasseh  lay  with  his  fathers,  and  they  buried  him  in  his  own 

21  house;  and  Amon  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  Amon  was  two  and 
twenty  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  reigned  two  years  in 

22  Jerusalem.  But  be  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the 
Eternal,  as  did  Manasseh  his  father :  for  Amon  sacrificed  unto  all 
the  graven  images  which  Manasseh  his  father  had  made,  and  served 

S3  them  :  And  humhled  not  himself  before  the  Eternal,  as  Manasseh 
his  father  had  humbled  himself }  but  Amon  trespassed  more  and 

24  more.  And  his  servants  conspired  against  him,  and  slew  him  in 

25  bis  own  house.  But  the  people  of  the  land  slew  all  them  that  had 
conspired  against  king  Amon ;  and  the  people  of  the  land  made 
Josiah  his  son  king  in  his  stead. 


* 

I  Chap,  xxxiv. — Josiah  was  eight  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign, 
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2  and  he  reigned  in  Jerusalem  cue  and  thirty  years.  And  he  did  that 
which  was  right  in  thc^eyeg  of  the  JStemal,  and  walked  in  the  ways 
of  David  his  father,  and  departed  neither  to  the  right  hand;  nor  to 

3  the  left.  For  in  the  eighth  year  of  his  reign,  while  he  was  yet 
young,  he  began  to  inquire  after  the  God  of  David  his  father :  and 
in  the  twelfth  year  he  began  to  cleanse  Judah  and  Jerusalem  from 
the  high  places!  and  the  asherim,  and  the  graven  images,  and  the 

4  molten  images*  And  they  brake  down  the  altars  of  Baalim  in  his 
presence  ;  and  the  sun  images  that  were  on  high  ahove  them,  he  out 
down;  and  the  asherim,  and  the  graven  images,  and  the  molten 
images,  he  brake  in  pieces,  and  made  dust  'qf  thrift,  and  strewed  it 

5  upon  the  graves  of  them  that  had  sacrificed  unto  them*  And  he 
burnt  the  bones  of  priests  upon  their  altars,  and  cleansed  Judah  and 

6  Jerusalem*  And  jo  did  he  in  the  cities  of  Marvasseh  and  Ephraim, 

7  and  Simeon,  even  unto  Naphtali,  in  their  ruins  round  about*  And 
when  he  had  hroken  down  the  altars  and  the  asherim,  and  had 
beaten  the  graven  images  into  powder,  and  cut  down  all  the  sun 
images  throughout  all  the  land  of  Israel,  he  returned  to  Jerusalem. 

8  Now  in  the  eighteenth  year  of  his  reign,  when  he  had  cleansed  the 
land,  and  the  nouse,  he  sent  Shaphan  the  son  of  Azaliafr,  and  Maas- 
seiah  the  governor1  of  the  city,  and  Joah  the  son  of  Joahaz  the 

9  recorder,  to  strengthen  the  house  of  the  Eternal  his  God:  And  when 
they  came  to  Hilkiah  the  high  priest,  they  delivered3  the  money 
that  was  brought  into  the  house  of  God,  which  the  Levites  that  kept 
the  doors3  had  gathered  of  the  hand  of  Manasseh  end  Ephraim,  and 
of  all  the  reixmant  of  Israel,  and  of  all  Judah  and  Benjamin  ;  and 

10  they  returned  to  Jerusalem*  And  they  gave  it  in  the  hand  of  the 
workmen  that  were  appointed  on  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  (hey 
gave  it  to  the  workmen  that  wrought  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal, 

11  to  repair  and  strengthen  the  house  :  Even  to  the  artificers  and 
builders  gave  they  U%  to  buy  hewn  stone,  and  timber  for  couplings, 
and  to  floor  the  houses  which  the  kings  of  Judah  had  destroyed. 

12  And  the  men  did  the  work  faithfully :  and  over  them  wtre  appointed 
Jahath  and  Obadiab,  the  Levites,  of  the  sons  of  Mcrnri ;  and  Ze* 
ch&ri&h  and  Me&hullam  of  the  sons  of  the  Kohathites,  to  direct;  and 
other  of  the  Levites^  all  that  could  skill  of  instruments  of  musick. 

13  Also  they  were  over  the  bearers  of  burdens,  and  were  directors  of 
all  that  wrought  the  work  in  any  manner  of  service ;  and  of  the 

14  Levites  that  were  scribes,  and  bailiffs,  and  porters*  And  when  they 
brought  out  the  money  that  was  brought  into  the  house  of  the  Eter¬ 
nal,  Hilkiah  the  priest  found  the  book  of  the  law  of  the  Eternal, 

15  given  by  the  hand  of  Moses*  And  Hilkiah  answered  and  said  to 
Shaphan  the  scribe,  I  have  found  the  book  of  the  law  in  the  house 
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16  of  the  Eternal.  And  Hillciah  gave  the  book  to  Shaphan.  And 
Shapban  earned  the  book  tq  the  king,  and  brought  the  king  word 
hack  again,  saying,  All  that  was  committed1  to  thy  servants,  they  do 

17  And  they  have  gathered  together  the  money  that  was  found  in 
the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  have  given  it  into  the  band  of  those 

18  appointed,  and  to  the  hand  of  the  workmen.  Then  Shaphan  the 
Bcribe  told  the  king,  saying,  Hilkiah  the  priest  hath  given  me  a  book. 

19  And  Shaphan  read  it  before  the  king.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when 
the  king  had  heard  the  words  of  the  law,  that  he  rent  his  clothes. 

20  And  the  king  commanded  Hilkiah,  and  Ahikamthe  son  of  Shaphan, 
and  Abdon  the  son  of  Micah,  and  Shaphan  the  scribe,  and  Asaiah 

21  the  king's  servant,  saying.  Go,  enquire  of  the  Eternal  for  me,  and 
for  them  that  Are  left  in  Israel  and  in  Judah,  concerning  the  words 
of  the  book  that  is  found :  for  great  is  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  that 
is  poured  out  upon  us,  because  our  fathers  have  not  kept  the  word  of 

22  tfie  Eternal,  to  do  after  all  that  is  written  in  this  hook.  And  Hilkiah, 
and  they  that  the  king  had  appointed,  went  to  Huldah  the  prophetess, 
the  wife  of  Sholluu}  the  son  of  Tikvath,  the  son  of  Has  rah,  keeper  of 
the  garments ; — now  she  dwelt  iu  Jerusalem  in  the  second  quarter : 

23  — and  they  spake  to  her  to  that  effect.  And  she  answered  them. 
Thus  saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel,  Tell  ye  the  man  that  sent  you 

24  to  me.  Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold  1  will  bring  evil  upon  this 
place,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  thereof,  even  all  the  curses8  that  are 
written  in  the  book  which  they  have  read  hefoie  the  king  of  Judah : 

25  Because  they  have  forsaken  me,  and  have  burned  incense  unto  other 
gods,  that  they  might  provoke  me  to  anger  with  all  the  works  of 
their  hands ;  therefore  my  wrath  shall  be  poured  out  upon  this  place, 

26  and  shall  not  be  quenched.  And  as  for  the  king  of  Judah,  who 
sent  you  to  enquire  of  the  Eternal,  so  shall  ye  say  unto  him.  Thus 
saith  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  concerning  the  words  which  thou  hast 

27  heard ;  Because  thy  heart  was  tender,  and  thou  didst  humhle 
thyself  before  God,  when  thou  heardest  his  words  against  this  place, 
and  against  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  humbledst  thyself  before  me, 
and  didst  rend  thy  clothes,  and  weep  before  me  j  I  have  even  heard 

28  thee  also,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.  Behold,  I  will  gather 
thee  to  thy  fathers,  and  thou  shalt  be  gathered  to  tby  grave  in  peace, 
neither  Bhall  thine  eyes  see  all  the  evil  that  I  will  bring  upon  this 
place,  and  upon  the  inhabitants  of  the  same.  So  they  brought  the 
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29  king  word  again.  Then  the  king  sent  and  gathered  together  all  the 

30  elders  of  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  And  the  king  went  up  into  the 
house  of  the  Eternal,  and  all  the  men  of  Judah,  and  the  inhabitants 
of  Jerusalem,  and  the  priests,  and  the  Levites,  and  all  the  people, 
great  and  small ;  and  he  read  in  their  ears  all  the  words  of  the  book 

31  of  the  covenant  that  was  found  in  the  house  of  the  Eternal.  And 
the  king  stood  in  his  place,  and  made  the  covenant  before  the 
Eternal,  to  walk  after  the  Eternal,  and  to  keep  his  commandments, 
and  his  testimonies,  and  his  statutes,  with  all  his  heart,  and  with  all 
his  soul,  to  perform  the  words  of  the  covenant  which  are  written  in  this 

32  book.  And  he  caused  all  that  were  present  in  Jerusalem  and  Ben¬ 
jamin  to  stand  to  it  And  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem  did  according 

33  to  the  covenant  of  God,  the  God  of  their  fathers.  And  Josiah 
removed  nil  the  abominations  out  of  all  the  countries  that  pertained 
to  the  children  of  Israel,  and  made  all  that  were  found  in  Israel  to 
serve,  even  to  serve  the  Eternal  their  God.  And  all  his  days  they 
departed  not  from  following  the  Eternal,  the  God  of  their  fatheiu. 

+ 

1  Chap,  xxxv* — Moreover  Josiah  kept1  a  passover  unto  the  Eternal 
in  Jerusalem  ;  and  they  slaughtered  the  passover  on  the  fourteenth 

2  day  of  the  first  month.  And  he  set  the  priests  in  their  charges,  and 

3  encouraged9  them  to  the  service  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  And 
said  unto  the  Levites  that  taught  all  Israel,  who  were  holy  unto 
the  Eternal,  Put  the  holy  ark  in  the  house  which  Solomon  the  son  of 
David  king  of  Israel  did  huild ;  it  sRatl  not  be  a  burden  upon  your 
shoulders  ;  serve  now  the  Eternal  your  God,  and  his  people  Israel, 

4  And  prepare  yourselves  by  the  houses  of  your  fathers,  after  your 
courses,  according  to  the  writing  of  David  king  of  Israel,  and  accord- 

5  ing  to  the  writing  of  Solomon  his  son.  And  stand  in  the  holy  place 
according  to  the  divisions  of  the  families  of  the  fathers  of  your 
brethren  the  people,  and  after  the  division  of  the  families  of  the 

6  Levites.  So  slaughter  the  passover,  and  sanctify  yourselves,  and 
prepare  your  brethren,  that  they  may  do  according  to  the  word  of 

7  tbe  Eternal  by  the  hand  of  Moses.  And  Josiah  rave3  to  the  people, 
of  the  flock,  lambs  and  kids,  all  for  the  passover  offerings,  for  all  that 
were  present,  to  the  number  of  thirty  thousand,  and  three  thousand 

8  bulls ;  these  were  of  the  king’s  substance.  And  his  officers  gave 
willingly*  unto  the  people,  to  the  priests,  and  to  the  Levites  :  Hilkioh 
and  Zechariah  and  Jehiel,  rulers  of  the  house  of  God,  gave3  unto  the 
priests  for  the  passover  offerings  two  thousand  and  six  hundred 

9  small  cattle ,  ana  three  hundred  of  the  herd.  Conaniah  also,  and 
Shemaiah  and  Netbaneel,  his  brethren,  and  Hasbabiah  and  Jeiel  and 
Joz&bad,  chief5  of  the  Levites,  gave3  unto  the  Levites  for  the  pa st¬ 
over  offerings  five  thousand  small  cattle,  and  five  hundred  of  the 
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10  herd.  So  the  service  was  prepared,  and  the  priests  stood  in  their 
place,  and  the  Levites  in  their  courses,  according  to  the  king's  com* 

11  mandment.  And  they  slaughtered  the  passover,  and  the  priests 
sprinkled  th&  blood  from  their  hands,  and  the  Levites  flayed  them. 

12  And  they  removed  the  burnt  offerings,  that  they  might  give  according 
to  the  divisions  of  the  family  of  the  people,-  to  offer  unto  the  Eternal, 
as  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Moses.  And  so  did  they  with  the 

13  oxen.1  And  they  roasted*  the  passover  with  fire  according  to  the 
ordinance  :  but  the  other  holy  offerings  sod  they  in  pots,  and  in  cal¬ 
drons,  and  in  pans,  and  divided  them  speedily  among  all  the  people. 

14  And  afterwards  they  made  ready  for  themselves,  and  for  the  priests : 
because  the  priests  the  sons  of  Aaron  were  busied  in  offering  of  burnt 
offerings  and  the  fat  until  night ;  therefore  the  Levites  prepared  for 

15  themselves,  and  for  the  priests  the  sons  of  Aaron.  And  the  singers 
the  sons  of  Asaph  were  in  their  place,  according  to  the  commandment 
of  David,  and  Asaph,  and  Heman,  and  Jeduthun  the  king’s  seer  ; 
and  the  porters  waited  at  every  gate;  they  might  not  depart  from 

16  their  service;  for  their  brethren  the  Levites  prepared  for  them.  So 
all  the  service  of  the  Eternal  was  prepared  the  same  day,  to  keep  the 
passover,  and  to  offer  burnt  offerings  upon  the  altar  of  the  Eternal, 

17  according  to  the  commandment  of  king  Josiah.  And  the  children  of 
Israel  that  were  present’  kept  the  passover  at  that  time,  and  the 

18  festival  of  unleavened  bread  seven  days.  And  there  was  no  passover 
like  to  that  kept4  in  Israel  from  the  days  of  Samuel  the  prophet : 
neither  did  all  the  kings  of  Israel  keep3  such  a  passover  as  Josiah 
kept,9  and  tlfe  priests,  and  the  Levites,  and  all  Judah  and  Israel  that 

19  were  present,3  and  the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem.  In  the  eighteenth 

20  year  of  the  reign  of  Josiah  was  this  passover  kept.4  After  all  this,  when 
Josiah  had  prepared  the  temple,  Necho  king  of  Egypt  came  up  to 
fight  at  Charchemish  by  Euphrates ;  and  Josiah  went  ont  against 

21  him.  But  he  sent  ambassadors  to  him,  saying,  What  have  I  to  do 
with  thee,  thou  king  of  Judah?  I  come  not  against  thee  this  day, 
hut  against  the  house  wherewith  I  have  war :  for  God  commanded 
me  to  make  haste ;  forbear  thee  from  meddling  with  God,  who  is 

22  with  me,  that  he  destroy  thee  not.  Nevertheless  Josiah  would  not 
turn  his  face  from  him,  but  disguised  himself,  that  he  might  fight 
-with  him,  and  hearkened  not  unto  the  words  of  Necho  from  the 
mouth  of  God,  and  came  to  fight  in  the  deep  valley  of  Megiddo. 

23  And  the  archers  shot  at  king  Josiah;  and  the  king  said  to  his 

*24  servants,  Have  me  away;  for  I  am  very  sick.  His  servants  there¬ 
fore  took  him  ont  of  that  chariot,  and  put  him  in  the  second  chariot 
that  he  had ;  and  they  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  arid  he  died,  and 
was  huried  in  one  of  the  sepulchres  of  his  fathers.  And  all  Judah 
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25  and  Jerusalem  mourned  for  Josiah.  And  Jeremiah  lamented  for 
Josiah :  and  all  the  singing  men  and  the  sinking  women  spake  of 
Josiah  in  their  lamentations  to  this  day,  and  made  them  an  ordinance 
2G  in  Israel :  and,  behold,  they  are  written  in  the  lamentations*  Now 
the  rest  of  the  acts*  of  Josiah,  and  his  goodness,  according  to  that 
27  which  was  written  in  the  law  of  the  Eternal.  And  his  deeds1, -the 
first  and  the  last,  behold,  they  are  written  in  the  book  of  the 
kings  of  Israel  and  Judah, 

1  Chap,  xxxyt, — Then  the  people  of  the  land  took  Jehoahaz  the  son 
of  Josiah,  and  made  him  king  in  his  father’s  stead  in  Jerusalem. 

2  Jehoahaz  was  twenty  and  three  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign, 

3  and  he  reigned  three  months  in  Jerusalem.  And  the  king  of  Egppt 
put  him  down  at  Jerusalem,  and  condemned  the  land  in  a  hundred 

4  t&lenta  of  silver  and  a  talent  of  gold.  And  the  king  cf  Egypt  made 
Eliakim  his  brother  king  over  Judah  and  Jerusalem,  and  turned 
his  name  to  Jehoiakim.  And  Necho  took  Jehoahaz  his  brother 

5  and  carried  him  to  Egypt.  Jehoiakim  was  twenty  and  five  years  old 
when  he  hegan  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  eleven  years  in  Jerusalem  : 
and  he  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal  his  God. 

6  Against  him  came  up  Nebuchadnezzar  king  of  Bahylon,  and  bound 

7  him  in  fetters,  to  carry  him  to  Bahylon.  Nebuchadnezzar  also  car¬ 
ried  of  tbe  vessels  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal  to  Babylon,  and  put 

8  them  in  his  temple  at  Bahylon.  Now  the  rest  of  the  acts1  of  Jehoi- 
akim,  and  his  abominations  which  he  did,  and  that  which  was  found 
in  him,  hehold,  they  are  written  in  the  book  of  the  kings  of  Israel 

9  and  Judah  :  and  Jehoiachin  his  son  reigned  in  his  stead.  Jehoiachin 
was  eight  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  he  reigned  three 
months  and  tec  days  in  Jerusalem :  and  he  did  that  ichich  was  evil 

10  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal.  And  when  the  year  was  expired,  king 
Nehuchadnezzar  sent,  and  brought  him  to  Bahyloc,  with  the  costly 
vessels  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and  made  Zedekiah  his  brother 

11  king  over  Judah  and  Jerusalem.  Zedekiah  was  one  and  twenty 
years  old  when  he  began  to  reign,  and  reigned  eleven  years  in  Je- 

12  rusalem.  And  he  did  that  which  was  evil  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal 
his  God,  and  humbled  not  himself  before  Jeremiah  the  prophet, 

13  speaiinff  from  the  mouth  of  the  Eternal.  And  he  also  rebelled 
against  king  Nebuchadnezzar,  who  had  made  him  swear  hy  God: 
but  he  stiffened  his  neck,  and  hardened  his  heart  from  turning  uuto 

14  the  Eternal  God  of  Israel.  Moreover  all  the  officers  of  the  priests, 
and  the  people,  transgressed  very  much  after  all  the  abominations  of 
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the  nations ;  and  polluted  the  house  of  the  Eternal  which  he  had 

15  hallowed  in  Jerusalem.  And  the  Eternal  God  of  (heir  fathers  sent 
to  them  by  his  messengers,  rising  up  betimes,  and  sending ;  because 

16  he  had  compassion  on  his  people,  and  on  his  dwelling  place :  Bat 
they  mocked  the  messengers  of  God,  and  despised  his  words,  and 
misused  his  prophets,  until  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  arose  against 

17  his  people,  till  there  too*  no  remedy.  Therefore  he  brought  upon 
them  the  king  of  the  Casdim,  who  dew  their  young  men  with  the 
sword  in  the  house  of  their  sanctuary,  and  had  no  compassion  upon 
young  man  or  maiden,  old  man,  or  him  that  was  hoary  with  age :  he 

18  gave  them  all  into  his  hand.  And  all  the  vessels  of  the  house  of  God, 
great  and  small,  and  the  treasures  of  the  house  of  the  Eternal,  and 
the  treasures  of  the  king,  and  of  hiB  officers ;  all  these  he  brought  to 

19  Babylon.  And  they  burnt  the  house  of  God,  and  brake  down  the 
rampart  of  Jerusalem,  and  humt  all  the  palaces  thereof  with  fire, 

20  and  destroyed  all  the  costly  vessels  thereof.  And  them  that  had 
escaped  from  the  sword  carried  he  away  to  Babylon ;  where  they 
were  servants  to  him  and  his  sons  until  the  reign  of  .the^  kingdom  of 

21  Persia:  To  fulfil  the  word  of  the  Eternal  by  the  mouth  of  Jeremiah, 
until  the  land  had  enjoyed  her  aahbaths :  for  as  long  as  she  lay 

22  desolate  she  kept  sabbath,  to  fulfil  threescore  and  ten  years.  Now 
in  the  first  year  of  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  that  the  word  of  the  Eter¬ 
nal  spoken  by  the  month  of  Jeremiah  might  be  accomplished,  the 
Eternal  atiit ed  up  the  spirit  of  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  that  he  made  a 
proclamation  throughout  all  his  kingdom,  and  put  it  also  in  writing, 

23  saying,  Thus  sailh  Cyrus  king  of  Persia,  Alt  the  kingdoms  of  the 
earth  hath  the  Eternal  God  of  heaven  given  me :  and  he  hath 
charged  me  to  build  him  a  house  in  Jerusalem,  which  is  in  Judah. 
Who  is  there  among  you  of  all  his  people  ?  The  Eternal  bis  God  be 
with  him,  and  let  him  go  up. 
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
